4 Abram was 
feventy-five years old when lie departed 
from Haran.

This man came here 
to fojourn, and he would be a. judge r- 
mongus; therefore we will treat thee 
worie than themJ So they prefled hard 
on Lot, and were coming to break open 
the door, 10 When'the ftrangers pulled 
Lot into the houfe unto them, and fliut 
the door ; 11 And they llruck thefe men 
blind that were at the door, both fmall 
and great, fo that they laboured in vain 
r to find the door. 

12 The men then faid to Lot, If thou 
„ haft any here befides (thy fons and) thy 
.daughters, and thy intended Cons-in-law, 
whatever thou haft in the c;ity, take out 
• of this place : 13 For we will deftroy 

it, becaufe the ciy of their wickednefs 
before the face of the Eternal is become 
great; therefore, the Eternal hath fent 
ustodcftroy.it. 

14 So Lot went out, and fpake to his in¬ 
tended fons-in-law, to whom his daugh¬ 
ters were betrothed, faying. Let us go 
quickly, out of this place ; for the Eter¬ 
nal wiirdeftroy this city: but he feem- 
ed to them as one that jefted. ' 

15 And when the morning arete, the 
angels urged Lot, faying, Take with tlue 
quickly thy wife and thy two daughters 
who.are here, left thou be .continued m 
the punifhment of this. oily, itf And 
whiift he delayed, the men took hold or 
his hand, and of the hands of his wile 
and of Ins two daughters, and brought 
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them out of the city; the Eternal having 
companion on them. 17 Aud when they 
were brought out, one of the angels laid, 
Efcape for thy life to the mountain, left 
thou be conliimed; look not behind thee, 
neither ftay in all the plain, 18 But Lot 
replied, O my Lord, fincc thy fervant hath 
obtained thy favour, and thou haft (hewn 
me great mercy, in faying my life. 19 I 
cannot flee to the mountains, perhaps 
fume evil would be fa I me, and I ^voiild 
die there : *0 But here is a little city 

near to flee unto, O let me efcape thither 
that I may live ; 21 And he faitl, I have 
granted thee this requeft, 3 c I will fpare 
rhis city for which thou haft fpojten ; 
therefore it was called Zoar, fmaU city* 
22 Make hulk* to ftetf thither, for I wiil 
not do any thing till ihuu efcape. 

23 The fun had rilen Sc shined upon the 
earth, fiiXut entered into Zoar, 24When 
the Eternal rained a great tempeft of ful- 
phureous fire from heaven on the bitumi¬ 
nous fuil of Sodom and Gomorah, 15 
And deftroyed thole cities with all ^heir- 
inhabitants, fic all the plain, with all that 
grew on it. 

76 Lot’s wife alfo having looked back, 
became a ftatuc of metallic fait. 27*Now 
Abraham had gone early to the place 
where formerly Tie Hood before the Eter¬ 
nal. ' 28And looking towardSodom fic Go¬ 
morrah and all the plain country, he be¬ 
held the fmuke of the land arifing like 
that of a furnace, 29 But when God de¬ 
ftroyed the cities of the plain he remem¬ 
bered Abraham, fo as to fave Lot from 
the nii.Utof that deftruelioii, when he def- 
truyed the city in which he dwelt, 30 
Ami Lot fearing to dwell in Zoar, 
went up out of it and dwelt in a cave in 
the mountain, with liis two daughters. 
[And the ofdefl faid to her fitter. Our fa¬ 
ther is old, and there is not a man on the 
earth whereby we niay preferve feed (af¬ 
ter the manner of all tlie earth.) and pre¬ 
vent the human race from being ex.tin<ft. 
32 Let us make our father drink wine 
that we may preferve feed of him. 33 
So they made their father drink wire that 
night, and the oldeft went in to him, but 
he knew not when the went ih nor when 
she departed, 3 j, And on the morrow 
the cldeft laid to the youngefb, 1 was with 
™y [ atl ‘. cr ycftcrniglit, let us make him 
drink wine this night alfo, and go thou in 
'.•wife, 35 And they made their father 
drink wine that night alfo and the young¬ 
er went in to her hither, and he perceived 
not when she went in nor when she went 
•ut. ^6 1 Juis Lot’s daughters became 
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prolific by their father ; 37 And the old- 

ell had a foo whom she called Moab. from 
whom the Moabites are denominated, 
38 The youngeft olio had a foil whom sjie 
called Beu-ami, from whom the Ammon¬ 
ites are named.] 

Sect. 17. Abraham'ifojourninx in Gerar. 
XX. A BraIiam removed toward the 
X A. fouth country, and fojourned 
in Gerar, between Kadesh and Shut ; dnd 
having faid of Sarah his wife (to fucK 
as enquired), She is my filter; Abimelcch 
king of Gerar fent and took her. 3 But 
God prevented Abimelcch, faying to him. 
Thou shalt be a dead man becaufe of the 
woman which thou haft taken, for she has 
a hulband. 4 But Abimelech not having 
touched her, faid; 0 Lord thou wilt not 
flay the righteous; 5 He faid to me. 

She is my filter, and even she herfelf faid, 
he is my brother; in the integrity of my 
heart, and itmocency of my hands did E 
thus: 6 And God laid to him, in a dream, 
I know thou did ft it in the integrity of 
thine heart, therefore I withheld thee from 
tinning againft me, and fuffered thee not 
to touch her ; now therefore reftore to 
the man h hr wife, for he is a prophet, and 
he fliall pray for thee and thou shalt live; 
but if thou reftore her not thou shalt fars- 
ly die, and all that are thine. 

8Abimelech rofe early, and having call¬ 
ed all his fervants, he told them all thefe 
things, and the men feared greatly. . 9 
Then Abimelech called Abraham, art ft 
faid to him, why haft thou done fo unto 
us—and what offence have I done tfiee 
that thou haft brought me add my king¬ 
dom unto the danger of a great fin ? thou 
haft done unto me what ought not to be 
1 done. 10 And he faid what fa we ft thou 
that thou haft done this ? 11 Abraham 

replied, becaufe I thought the fear of GoJ

to Sarah he faid, I have given thy brother 
a thoufand (liekeis (500 crowns') of filw 
wherewith h; may p-ocure vails for thee 
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and all thy attendants; thus flic was re¬ 
proved^ .. . 

*7 So Abraham prayed to God, and fre 
beaded Abimelech npri liis wife and his 
other females, and they beewpe prolific; 
iS For the .Eternal had-rendered barren 
all the females of Abimelech’s houfe be- 
caulc of Sarah Abraham's wife.

XXI. r *|PHE Eternal remembered. Sa- 
X rah, and performed to her 
what he had promifed ; a Fur nt the 
time appointed Hie had a Ton to Abraham 
in his.old a£e, 3 And Abraham called 
the name of'the Ton he had by Sarah. I- 
faac ylavgbter-giver* and circunicifcd him 
the eighth day according to the command. 
5 Abraham was an hundred years old 
when lfaac was born. 6 And Sar^h faid, 
God hath made me a fubje< 5 t of laughter, 
fo that all that hear of it will laugh at 
me ; for, faid flie, who would have per- 
fuaded Abraham that Sarah would have 
bprn orfuckled a child iu fuch an advanced 
age. 71'fce child grew and-avas weaned;

in all that thou do ft; 53 Now,, therefore, 
fwear unto me by him, that thou wilt not 
injure me, nor my fon, nor. any,of my pol- 
.terity, but according to the kindnefs that 
I have done to thee, thou shal|t do-to me, 
and to the land wherein thou fojournelt. 
24,25 And Abraham faid, I will folcmnly 
vow. And lie reproved Abimelech, on ac¬ 
count of a well of water, which his fer- 
vants had violently taken from Abra¬ 
ham’s. 26 And Abimelech faid, 1 nei¬ 
ther knew por heard of it till new. 27 
Then Abraham gave sheep and i>xen to 
Abimelech, and they made' a covenant 
with one another. 2 3 But Abraham ha¬ 
ving fet feyen ewe-lambs by themfeIves, 
29 Abimelech faid to him, What is meant 
by thefe feven ewc-lambs ? 30 And he 

faid, Thefe shalt thou take from me,

2 He faid, Take 
now thy fon, thine Only fon, lfaac, whom 
thou loveft, to the land of Moriah, and 
offer him for a facrifice on a mountain 
wliich 1 will ljicw thee. 3 Abraham rofe 
early, and /addled bis af$, and Look lfaac, 
his fon, and two of his young men, and 
wood which he clave for the facrifice, 
aud went, to the, place which God had 
mentioned to him.

5 Ar«d 
he faid to his young men, Stay here with 
the afs, and 1 and tiie lad will go yonder 
and worship, and come again to you.

6 Abraham fa id, My fon, God will 
provide himfcif a lamb for a burnt-offer¬ 
ing ; fo they went both together, 9 Un¬ 
til the y came to the place which God had 
mentioned. And Abraham built an al¬ 
tar there, and laid the wood in order and 
bound Ifaac his fon, and laid him on the 
wood, 10 and took the knife and ft retched 
out his hand to (lay his fon. ti And the 
angel of the Eternal called from heaven, 
Abraham, Abraham, u And faid, lay 
not thine hand on the lad, for now thou 
haft manifefted that thou feareft God, 
fince thou haft not witheld thy fon, thine 
only fon from me. 13 And Abraham 
looked behind him, and, /aw a ram en¬ 
tangled in a thicket by Ids horns, and he 
took and offered him for a burnt-offering 
inftead ofhis fon.

fliall all nations of the earth be blefted, 
1/ccHufe thou haft oheyed my voice. 

19 Then Abraham returned to his young 
men, and they went together to Beerflie- 
ba, ami dwelt there. 

:o Alter thefe things it was told Abra¬ 
ham th.it Nalior his brother had children 
by Milcah. ailluz and Buz, and Kcmu- 
ti the father of Aram. 22 And Chefed, 
and Hazo, and Pildafli, and Jidlaph* and 
Bethuel, 23 The father of RebeKah, 24 
fit Nahor’s concubine. Reumahhad Te¬ 
ll ih, and Gaham, and Thahas, and Maa- 
chah. 

Sect. 20. 7 'he age, death and burial of 
Sarah. 

XX lit. OAR AH was now an hundred 
O and twenty feven years old, 
a When ftje died in Kirjatharha t which is 
Hebron in the land of Canaan, and Abra¬ 
ham mourned and wept for her. 3 And 
lie rofe up from before his dead fpoufe,Bc. 
fpakc to the poftcrityof Heth, faying, 4 
L am a ft ranger and a fojoumer among 
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you, give me a pnflHfion of a burial place 
for money with you, that I may bury 
my dead out of my light; 5 Arid the 

pofterity of Heth anfwerfed Abraham, fay¬ 
ing 6 H 4 ar us, my lcr.I, thou art a prince of 
God •oery great amongff Us, in the choice 
of our fepulchres bufy thy dead, none of 
us will Wit ho Id from thee his feptflchre.

12 A- 
hrzham again bowed to the people of tlu 1 * 
land, 13 And fpakc to Ephron in c 
hearing of the inhabitants of the land, 
faying, I will give thee money for the 
field, if thou wilt give it me to bury my 
dead therein. 14. 15. Ephron an- 

fwered. My lord, the- land is worth 
four hundred lhekels of filver ; wRat 
is that between me and thee ? therefore 
bury thy dead. iCAnd Abraham weigh¬ 
ed to Ephron the money which he had 
mentioned in the hearing of the poftm- 
ty of Heth, even four hundred lhekels of 
filver (about L. 57.) of market currency. 
17 So the field of Ephron in MachpclacH 
oppofite to Manure, with the cave in it, fit. 
all the trees therein and round about, 
i8;werc fecured toAbtaham for his poffef- 
fion before all that frequented the gate of 
the city and by the fonaofHeth. 19 
And then Abraham buried Sarah his 
wife in the cave which is in the field of 
Machpelach before Marnre, afterwards 
called Hebron, in the land of Canaan, 20 
it being made fure to him.

14 *][ T.ien Pharaoh font for Jofeph; 
and they brought him ipbedily out of the 
dungeon— and having fltaved hirufelf, and 
changes his raiment, he came unto Pha- 
taoli; 15 Who faid to him, I have dream¬ 
ed a dream, which none can interpret; 
and I have heard it laid, that, when thou 
l.earctt a dream, thou cunft interpret it’. 

16 And Joleph anfWcml Pharaoh, fay¬ 
ing, It is not of me, but of God, who will 
give Pharaoh a fatistaclory anfwer in 
peace. 

17 Then Pharaoh faid to Jofeph, Lo, 
in my dream, 1 (tood on the bank of the 
liver Nile. iS And four Icven good fat 
cow's come out of the river, and feed in a 
me* ulow. jy And (even poor, unfeemly, 

1 an, tows came up out of the river after 
mem, worfe than any ever feen in Egypt. 

5 ' 'he bad devoured the better 
outs; a 1 But they feemed not the better 
hir ir. 

az I faw alfo in my dream, feven cars 
of corn, full and good, grow on one ftalk. 
13 And after them (even ears, thin, and 
blalUd with the e.ift wind. 24 And the 
thin ears confuraed the full bncs. Thefe 
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I told to the magicians ; but none could 
interpret them. 

25 Jofeph faid to Pharaoh, Both the 
dreams denote the fame thing; God hath 
(hewed Pharaoh what lie is about to do. 
2 6 The leven good cows, are feven good 
years; and the feven gqod ears of corn, 
are t^e fame feven' years of plenty. 27 
The feven poor lean cows, that came af¬ 
ter the others, are feven bad years ; and 
the feven empty ears, blafted with the 
ca(t wind, are the fame feven years of fa¬ 
mine. 28 God flieweth to Pharaoh what 
he is about to do, as I have already faid. 

29 Behold, there will be^ feven years of 
great plenty thro* all ihe'land of Egypt. 

30 But .there will come after them (even 
. years of famine, whi<;h will con fume the 

land—fo that it will fiot be known, that 
there Jiad ever been plenty in it, 31 The 
famine will be fo grievous. 32 And 
as the dream was doubled, it is : c-caufe 
the thing is determined by God ; and he 
Will foon accompliih it. 

33 Now, therefore, let Pharaoh hoofe 
a man difciecttaml wife, and fet him 0- 
ver the land of/Egypt; 34 An" let 
him appoint overfters over tlie land, 
to lay up the fifth part of the prouu .e of 
the land of Egypt, during the fever- ; ear* 
o( plenty ; 35 And let them gather up 

proviffon, during thole good years, lay 
up corn in the king’s treafuries, that tliey 
may keep food in the cities, 36 For a 
(lore 111 the land, for the feven years of 
famine, which (hall be in ilie land of E- 
gypt; that its inhabitants pehlh not in 
the famine. 

37 This fcheme appeared good to Pha¬ 
raoh, and to all his fervants. 

36 And Pharaoh faid to his fervants, 
Can we find fuch a man as this? for the 
Spirit of God is in him. 

;$9 And Pharaoh foul to Jofeph, As 
God hath (hewed thpe (nil thefe things, 
theye is none fo difcrcet and wife as thou 
art. 40 Thou (halt be over my houfc, 
and according to thy word, flihll all my 
people he rilled ; only in the throne will 
I be fuperior to thee. 

41 And he faid to him, I hatfe fet thee 
over all the land of Egypt. 

42 And he took the ring from off his 

finger, and put it on ofeph’s, and ar¬ 
rayed him in garments of fine linen, and 
put a goUle,n chain about his neck. 43 
And he made him tp ride in his feconil 
chariot, arid to rule over all the land pf 
Egypt; and they cried before him, Bow 
the knee. -h. 

44 And Pharaoh faid to Jofeph, as I 
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tho king, no a&ion, or expedition, 
(i. e. nothing of impprthnce) fliall be 
^one in all the land of Egypt without 
l hee. ’ 

45 And Pharaoh called Jofeph’s name 
Zaphnath-pnaneah, (/.*. revealer of fe¬ 
rrets, and faviour of the world) ; and he 
gave him for a wife Aflenath, the daugh¬ 
ter of Potipherah, prieft of On, (Heliopo- 

lif). . 

Tj Jofeph w ent but over all the land of 
Egypt. 46 He was now thirty years 
old. 

47 And in the feven plenteous years 
the earth produced fruit in great abun¬ 
dance. 48 And lie gathered up all the 
fifth part -of the produft of. the feven 
years of plenty, in the land of Egypt, and 
Middt up in the cities: the pjodudl of the 
field, that was round about every city, he 
laid up id the fame. 49 And Jofeph ga¬ 
thered very much corn, a-* the fand of the 
fea, until he left numbering; fqr it 
was part; numbering, ('having bought it 
with the king’« money). 

50 jf Jofeph had two fons before tfie 
years of famine came. 5* And he called 
the name of the firft iVLenafleh, (*. <?. for¬ 
getting); for fa id he, God bath made me 
forget all my toil, and my father’s houfe. 
52 And he called the name of the fecpnd 
Ephraim ; for faid he, God hath caufed 
me to be fruitful in the land of my afflic¬ 
tion. 

53 Tf The feven yean of plenty, were 
now ended. 54 And the feven years of 
famine began, according as Joleph had 
foretold ; 1 there was dearth in all lands ; 
but there was bread in all the land of E- 

£yp L 

5-5 And when all the land of Egypt 
was fafnifliing, the people cried toPhara- 
10h for food-—and Pharaoh faid to all the 
Egyptians, Go to Jofeph ; and whatever 
he faith to you, do. 

.56 And Jofeph opened all the ftore- 
houfes, and fold unto the Egyptians—for 
the famine prevailed in the land, At over 
all lands around. 57 And the people of 
all countries came to Egypt to Jofeph to 
buy com; beciuCp the famine was griev¬ 
ous in all lands. 

iXLIE And when Jiwxjb knew that 
there was com in Egypt, he faid to his 
Cons, Why -do -ye loiter ? Go down to E- 
gypt, ** And buy food, to keep us a- 
live. 

3 So ten of Jofeph'* brethren went to 
Egypt, .to bring corn from thence. 4 But 
Jacob lent^not Benjamin, Jofeph’s bro- 
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thcr, with his brethren, left Tome evil 
fhould befal him, 

5 -So the fons of Ifrael came th buy 
corn amyig others. C And they bowed 
themfelves before their brother. 7 And 
Jofeph kncfV his brothers; but they knew 
not him---&fid lie made himfelf ft range 
to them, and fpnke aufterely to them, 3 
And faid. Whence come ye? And thrty 
- fnid, From the land oY Canaan, to buy 
food. * 

9 j^f^ph remembered his dreams, 
and he faid. Ye are ft rollers, come to fee 
the weaknefs of the land. 10 And they 
faid to him, Nay, my lord ; but to buy 
food are thy fervaots come, it We are 
all one man’s fons, and true men-r-wc ait 
not vagrants. 

12 And he faid, To fee the defeats of 
the land, are ye come. 13 They faid, Thy 
fei vants were twelve brethren, fl>e fons 
of one man, in .the land of Canaan—the. 
youngeft is at home with our father; 011c 
is dead. 

14 And Jofeph faid. From hence I col . 
Ie<ft that you are plotter?. 15 Hereby 
fliall ye be proved ; as Pharaoh lives, ye 
Hi all not go hence, except,your youngeft 
brother come hither, id Let one of you 
go, and fetch your brother, and ye fhall 
be kept in prifon, that it may be afeer- 
tained, whether or not ye have told the 
truth. , 

17 And he committed them all into 
euftody three days. iSAnd Jofeph faid to 
them on the third day, This do.St live— 
for I fear God. 19 If ye be true men. 
Jet one of you continue in the prifui- 
houfe, and let the reft go with corn for 
the famine at home, zo Eut bring your 
.yqungeft brother to roe-—fo fliall your 
words be verified, and yc fliall net die. 
And they agreed to do fo. 

21 But they, faid one to another, Wc 
are verily guilty concerning our brother, 
having feen the anguifli of his foul, when 
he intreated us—-and we would not hear¬ 
ken to him ; therefore is this trouble 
come upon us., 

22 And Reuben faid, Spake I not unto 
you, faying.Do not fin againft the child ; 
therefore, behold now his blood is requir¬ 
ed. 

23 And they knew not that Jofeph 
heard them, for an interlocutor was be¬ 
tween them. 

24 And he turned ^.bout from them, 
and wept,—and j'ttum^d to them again, 
and converged with them—and took Si¬ 
meon from them, and bound him be foie 
them. 
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25 ^ Then lie commanded to fill their 
■icks with corn, ftc to return each man's 
money into his fack, and to give chert 
provifion for the way. 

id So they loaded their after with corn, 
and departed, . 

27 And as each of them opened their 
f.ii ks, to 31 ve their a (TVs provender, in the 
jiin J they difeovered thrir money in their 
larks' mouth. 28 And they laid one to 
another. My motley is returned, it is in 
my fa«:k; and their hearts failed them—for 
they were afraid, St faid one to another, 
What i< this that God hath done to us I 

20 If When they came to Jacob their 
Father, in the land of Canaan, they told 
him all that befell them, 30 Saying, 
The man, who is lord of the land took 
i\b for I pics ; and fpake au(telly to us, 
31 And we faid. We are true men ; 32 

We are twelve 1'ons of one man, one ot 
whom is dead, anti another is with our 
father in the land of Canaan, 

33 Then the lord of the country faid 
to us, Hereby (hall I know that ye are 
upright men; leave one of you here with 
me, and take food for the famine at home. 
34 Go and bring your youngeft brother; 
then I will know that ye are men of in¬ 
tegrity, and t will deliver your other 
brother to you, and ye (hall traffic in the

35 And when both they and their fa¬ 
ther faw every man’s bundle of money 
in his fack, they were afraid. 36 And 
their father faid to them, You have be¬ 
reaved me of my children— Jofeph is fiot, 
arid Simeon is nor; and will ye t^ke Ben¬ 
jamin away > All thefe things aft againft 
me. | 1 

37 And roiilben faid to his father, Com¬ 
ma him to my care, and I will bring him 
back to tiu*c--flay my two Pons, if I bring 
not to thee again. 38 But he faid. 
My fon dull not go with you ; for his 
brother is dead, and he only remaineth of 
his mother : if mifehief befal him by the 
way, then (lull ye bring my grey haiis 
with forrow to the grave. 

XLIII. And the famine* being griev¬ 
ous in tlie land, 2 When they had eat¬ 
en all the corn which they brought out 
of Egypt, their father faid to them, Go 
again and buy us fonie food. 

3 And [u*la|i laid to him. The lord of 
•hi la id loleinbly piotefted to us, faying, 
^ e ilia 11 not lee my face except your bro¬ 
ther lie with you. 4 If ihou wilt fend 
our brother with ps, we will g6 and buy 
llicc food; c Blit if thou Wilt not fend 
him, we will hot gttdown. 6 And K- 
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racl faid, Why dealt yc fo ill with me ax 
to toil the roan whether ye had yet a- 
brother?

fwefed him according to the tenorof thcie 
words: could we certainly know that he 
would fay. Bring hither-you*-brother? 

8 And Judah Paid to Ilraei his father. 
Send the boy with me, and we will go 
quickly, that we and thou and dur little 
ones may live, and not die in the famine. 
9 I will be furety for him ; of me (halt 
thou require him ; if I bring him not un¬ 
to thee, and fet him bo fore thee, then let 
me bear the blame for ever. 10 For ex¬ 
cept wc had lingered, Purely we had re r 
turnednow the ferond time. 

n And lfrael their father faid unto 
them, If it mud be fo now, take foinepf 
the be ft fruits of the land in your vdTels, 
and carry a prelsnt to the man, a little 
bairn, and a little honey, fpices, myrrh, 
nuts, and almonds ; 12 And take double 
money, even that which was brought 
back in your Pack, and other money in 
your hand; perhaps it was an overfight. 
r 3 Take alio your brother* hnd go quick¬ 
ly again to the man. 14 And may God 
Almighty render the man favourable to 
you, that he may fend away your other 
brother and Benjamin. If l be bereaved 
of my children, I-mult be To. 

J5* And they trow took the prefent*&. 
double money, and Benjamin, and went 
down quickly to Egypt, and appeared be¬ 
fore Jofeph. 

16 And when Jofeph faw Benjamin, 
with them, he Paid to his fteward, Bring 
tliefe men home, arid flay And make re^-> 
dy, for they (hall dine with me at noon. 
17 And the (toward did as Jofenh bade, 
and brought Jofeph Is brethren to: hU 
~houfe. 

18 And they were afraid becaufe they 
were brought to Jofeph’f boufe, and laid, 
Bccaufe of the money.that. 1 wan returned 
in our Packs the lirft time are we brought 
in, that he may Ic^k occafion againlt us, 
and lake us for bond with our afTes. 
1 p And they came near to the Reward of 
Jofcph’s houfe, and they communed with 
hint, 20 And laid, O Sir I we came down 
at the fir ft to buy tbod; 21 And on our 

return, when we came to the inn we o- 
pened nur Packs, and found every man’s 
money in his Pack’s mputjiin full weight, 
and we have- brought it again in our 
hind, 22 And othfi rponey have we 
brought to buy more-.food. AVc cannot

And ht mid, Pea tie be to you ; ]fe:ir

25 They now made ready the prcTent 
for Jofeph agiunft noon, tor they heard 
that they were to. dine there. 

26 And wheo Jufcph came home they 

brought the prefect to him, and made 
a low how to him. 27 And he a/ked 
them of their welfare, and faid. Is the old 
man your father, of whom yefpakc to me, 
yet alive and well ? 28 And they an¬ 

swered, Thy fervant our father is yet a- 
live and in good health; and they bow¬ 
ed, and did hiltt'homage!

Came to Jofoph's houfe,. (for he was yet 
there) and fell.he fore him on the ground, 
15 Jofeph fait! unto their, What have ye 
done ? Wot ye not that luch a man as I 
can divine with^ccrtainly, anddilcovcc 
the matter. 16 And Judah faid,. What 
fliall we fay to my lord i. What lhall wb

15 Then Judah came near to him, fit 
faid, O my lord, I pray thee, Let thy fei- 
vant fpenk a word in my Urdu’s ears; and 
let not thine anger burn a gain ft.-thy, fer¬ 
vant, for thou art even as Pharaoh.

My lord aiked his fervants, faying. Have 
ye a father or a brother? 1 20 And we faid 
unto my lord. We have a father, an old 
man, and a child of ins old age. a little 
one, and his brother is dead, and he aJon* 
is left of his mother, and his father lov- 
eth him tenderly.

And if yc take this one alfo from ine, 8c 
mifchiof btfal him, ye (hall bring down 
niy grey hairs with Sorrow to the grave. 
30 Now therefore, when 1 come to thy 
lc-i vant my father, and the lad be not 
with us, (feeing that hi; life is bound up 
1.1 the lad’s life) 31 It fhall come to pdfs 
that he will die, Sc thy fervants fhall bring 
down the grey hairs of thy 1'ervanr my 
father with loirow to the grave ; 31 For 
lliy fervant became furcty for the lad to 
my fattier, faying, If I bring him not t6 
thee let me bear the blame to my father 
forever. 33 Now therefore I pray thee, 
let rhy fervam abide in ftead of the lad ‘a 
bond man to my lotd, and let the lad re- 
lurn with his brethren : 34 For how /ball 
1 return to my lather, and the lad be not.

XLV. Th*n Jdfeph could not refrain 
himfrlf before all them that Were with 
him; and he tried. Let every mAp’ go out 
from me ; and there was no/'mau with 
him, uhilft he made hinifelf known 
to his brethren, a And he Wfcpt fiblotit}, 
that the Egyptians and Pharaoh’s houft' 
heard. 3 And Jofcph laid to his brothers;* 
1 am Jofcph—doth n»y father yet live ? 
Ami his brethren could not ahfwci him, 
they wen* lo much troubled at his pie, 
luu 1. 4 And he ft id to them. Come near 
me, I pray you. And they did fo. And 
hr laid, I am Joleph your brother, whom 
ycfold into Egypt; 3 Now, therefore, he not 
grieved nor angry with yourlelves, that ye 
lyld me hither; for God did fend me be- 
lore you, to preferve life.

11 And there urili I nouirilh 1 thee ; (for 
there are yet five years of famine lo 
come)—left thou and thy houfhold, and 
all thou haft, fuller want. 11 And, be- 
holJ, your eyes, and the eyes of my bro¬ 
ther Benjamin, fee that it is my mouth 
which fpeaketh to you. 13 And you fliall 
tell my father of all my glory in Egypt, 
and of all that you have feen : an<l ye fliall 
make hafte to bring my father hither. 14 
And he fell on his brother Benjamin’s 
heck, and wept, and Benjamin wept alfo 
on his neck. 15 Moreover he killed all 
his brethren, and wept on them, and af¬ 
ter that they Talked with him. 

1 6 And it was told in Pharaoh’s lioufe, 
that Jofeph’s brethren werp cpme.

Do now' as you are commanded---tak,? 
waggons out of the land of Egypt, for 
your wives and children, iind bring your 
father hither.

21 If And the children of ffrael did fo; 
for Jofcph gave* thfrm waggons, and pro- 
vifion for the way, according to the com- 
manfi ot Pharaoh. 22 To each’ of the.71 
he gave fuits of raiment, hht to Benja¬ 
min he gave three hundred fhek»*Is of di¬ 
ver, and five fuits of raiment. 23 And to 
his father he lent ten afles, laden with 
corn, and bread, &. meatGo him by tlio 
way.

And as they departed' he f.Vicl to them.

25 So they returned from Ijgypt 
to Canaan to their father, 20 1 And fail!

vernor of all Egypt. And Jacob’s heart 
fainted —for he believed them not. 27 
And they told him all that Jofcph faid to 
them. And when he fuw the waggons, 
that Jofcph had fail, to carry him, jhf; 
fpiiit revived, 23 He faid, It is enough/ 
that Jofcph my fon is yet 'alive ; .

2 And God fpa]ke to him in the vifons 
Of the mgl.t, faying, Jacob, Jacob: who 
faid, Here am 1. $ And he faid, \ am 
the very God of thjr father—fear nqt to 
go down to Egypt; fori will there make 
of thee a great natiop. 4 I will be v; ith 
thee in going dowp to Egypt, and I will 
fnrely bring thee gp again—and Jofeph 
(hall rlofc thieve eyes at laft, 

5 Jacob then departed from Beer- 
flit bah,—and his Tons canied him, and 
^heir little ones, and their wives, in the 
waggons, which Pharaoh had fent.

Chap. T. A new ling in Egypt enslave* 
the Hebrews* A C. cir. 1635- 

T HESE are the names of the fans of 
Ifrael, who came into Egypt with 
their father Jacob, (of each with his. oflT- 
‘fpring) but. the whole number of'per- 
fons defcended from Jacob, including Jo¬ 
seph, and his fons, who were already in 
Egypt, were feyenty. a Reuben, Sime¬ 
on, Levi, and Judah. 3 Iflachar, Zebu- 
lun, and Benjamin. 4 Dan, and Naph- 
thali, G ad, and A flier.’ 

. 5 'Now,..a 11 the perfons cltfcended from 
Jacob, that cajne with him to Egypt, 
With Jofeph, Sc. his ttvo fons, who were 
in Egypt already, were feventy. 6 Jo¬ 
feph, and all his brethren—even all that 
generation died. 

7 And the poftepity oflfrael were pro¬ 
lific, and multiplied much, and increased 
greatly, and became mighty, and filled 
Gofhen. 

9 But a. new king, who was a foreign¬ 
er, and knew not Jofeph, ruled over E- 
'gypt. 9 And he faid to his people, The 
Ifraelites are more and mightier than we. 
>10 Let therefore, wifely prevent their 
multiplying, and oppfefi them; left if 
any; War happen, they defert us, and join 
otir'enemies, or get out of the land. 

11 Therefore tafk-mafters were fet o- 
vcf.them, to opprefs them with burdens. 
And they built the treafure cities Pithom 
and Ramefes for Pharaoh.

children, but let the females live. 

17 But the accoucheufes feared God, 
and fo obeyed not the king’s command, 
but faved th£ male children. 

18 Then the king called them, fie faid, 
Why have ye faved the male children ? 
19 And they anfwereid him, The Hebrew 
* women are not like the Egyptian wo¬ 


men ; for they are fo lively, tint the*) 
are delivered before the accoucheufes 
come to them. 

20 And the people increafed exceed 
ingly, and|multiplied abundantly, and be¬ 
came very mighty. 21 And becaufe the 
accoucheufes feared God, fmore than the 
king, obeying him rather tfian man), God 
profpered them, and gave them poflen- 
ty. 

22 Then Pharaoh commanded all hi* 
people, to call every Hebrew male child 
ipto the river, and to let every female 
live. 

^ II. A Man of the tribe of Levi and hi* 
wife had a child, * 2 Whom his mother 
hid three radhtlis, he being ’a goodly 
child.

4 And his filler flood at a d iftancr to 
fee what would become of him* 5 And 
Pharaoh’s daughter, nvhefe name was 
Tbermut , came with her maids to bathe 
in the river ; and feeing the ark befiue 
the river, flic lent h^r maid to fetch it. 6 
And having opened it, fhe faw the child 
weeping, and flic, had companion on him, 
feeing he was a Hebrew child. 

7 And his After being adjacent, faid to 
her, Shall I go and leek a Hebrew mule, 
to nurfc this child for thee ? 8 Then 

Pharaoh’s daughter bade her go. So 
IJie went and brought his mother, 9 To 
whom fhe faid, Take this child and nurfc 
it for me, and I will give thee thy wages. 
So Are took him and mirfed him, and he 
grdw. 10 Then Hie brought him to Pha¬ 
raoh** daughter, who adopted him for her 
fon, and called fiim Mofes, becaufe flic 
dre w him out of the water. 

11 And when Mufts was grown, he 
went to fee his kindred, and beheld their 
burdens. And he difeovered an Egypti. 
an fruiting one of them ; 12 And leav¬ 

ing looked every way, and feeing no man, 
he fmote the Egyptian to death, becaufe 
he would have done fa-tohis brother and 
himfelf, and hid him in the fand. 

13 And having gone out next day, he 
faw- two Hebrews ftriving, and laid tc 
the one that did the injury, Why fmitefi' 
thou thy companion ? 1.4 Ami he re¬ 

plied, VVhg made £ pfir.ee and i 
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judge over us? intended thou to kill me 
»s thou didft the Egyptian ? And Mofes 
laid, This matter-is furely known. 

15 And Pharaoh having heard the 
matter fought Mofes to kill him; but he 
fled to Midian, and fat down befidg* 
well. 

1 6 And the priert of MiJian had feven 
daughters; and they came to draw wa¬ 
ter, and filled-the troughs to water their 
father's flocks. 17 And the' (htp herds 
came with their flocks, and drove away 
the daughters with theirs ; but Mofes 
came to their afliftance, and watered 
their flocks. 

18 And when they came to Rene I 
their father he find, How happens it that 
ye are come fo foon to-day ? 19 And they 
fa id, An Egyptian interpofed in our be¬ 
half agaiuft the fliepherds, and alfo drew 
water, and watered our flock, ao And 
he fuid to them, Where is he ? why have 
ye left him ? call him that he may eat 
bread. 

a 1 And Mofes was content t;o dwell 
with him, and he gave him Ziporah his 
daughter for a wife, zz And Ihe had'a 
fon, whom he called Gerfhom, faying, I 
have been a Granger in a ftrange land. 

23 And in procefs of time the king of 
Egypt who fought to flay Mofes died; fit 
the Ifraelites Gghed and cried under their 
bondage, and their cry came up to God. 

24 And he heard their groaning, and 
remembered his covenant with Abraham, 
Ifaac and Jacob, a j And he had regard 
to their pofterity. 

ill. Now Mofes kept the flock of 
Jethro his father-in-law, the prieft of 
Midian; and lie led the flock to the 
back fide of the defart:, to Horeb or Sinai, 
the mount ot God. 2 And the angel of 
flu* Eternal appeared to him in the midft 
ot a fl.uncof fire, in a buflr which burn¬ 
ed, but was not confuined. 

3 And Mofes laid in him ft If, I will 
now tum ali.le &. behold thisgreat fight, 
how the bufli is not confuined. 

4 Anil the Eternal God feeing that lie 
turned alide to behold, called Troth the 
inidft of the bnfh. Mules, Mofes J who 
laid, I am attentive. 5 Then he faid. 
Come not near , put oflTthy (hoes, fortius 
place is cunfecraied. Moreover lie 
laid, I am the God of thy fathers, Abra¬ 
ham, Ifaae, anil Jacob. And Mofes Hid 
his lace, lor he was afraid tq behold the 
glory of God. 

7 And thf Eternal faid, I have fully 
nbferved my people’s afWUoh, fit knows 
their iorrows m Egypt by reafop of their 
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tafltmafters, 8 And am about to deliver 
them from the Egyptians power, and ip 
bring them out of that land to a good fit 
fpacious bnd. flowing with milk and ho¬ 
ney, poflefled at prefent by the Canaan,- 
ites, the Hittites, the Amotites, the Pe- 
rizzhes, the Hivitcs, and the JeVafitcs. 
9 The cry of the Ifraelites is come uutq 
nre, and I have feen their oppreflion. 10 
Be ready prepared ; for I will fend thee 
to Pharaoh, that thou m aye ft bring my 
people the Ifraelites out of Egypt. 

:i ^nd Mofes anfw'ered, What am I 
that I fhould go to Pharaoh, and bring 
the Ifraelites out of Egypt ? 1 V Ami 'he 

faid, I will certainly be with thee; and 
when thou haft brought the people nut 
qf Egypt, ye^ fliall wotfliip upon this 
rpountain, which fhall be an evidence to 
thee that I have fi^nt thee. _ 

, 13 And Moles replied. When I come 
to the Ifraelites, and fay to them, The 
God of your fathers hath fent me to you, 
they will lay, What peculiar name hath 
he as fuch ? what fliall I fay to them ?— 
14 And God faid to Mofes,I am the IcJf- 
exiflent, unchangeable Being ; therefore 
flialt thou fay to the pofterity of Ifiael, 
The immutable Being, Who will perforin 
allhiipromifes, and do all that he fays, 
hath fent me to you. 

ij He faid moreover. Thou fhaIt tell 
the Ifraelites, The Eternal, the God of 
your fathers, Abraham, Ifaac, and Jacob, 
hath fent me to you ; this is his name for 
evei, and his memorial to all generations. 
16 Gq and call the elders of Ifrael toge¬ 
ther, and fay lo tliein, The God of A- 
braham, Ifaac, and Jocub appeared to me, 
faying, I have furely obferved your afflic¬ 
tion in Egypt: 17 And 1 have faid, I will 
remove you from it to a land abounding 
witli milk and honey. 1 ST And they fhall 
hearken to thee ; and thqu (halt come 
with the elders of Ifrael to the king of 
Egypt, and fay to him. The Eternal, the 
Gorl of the Hebrews hath appeared to us.

3 And he f%id, Call it on the ground, fit 
when be did fo it beeame a ferpent; and 
he fled from it. 4 And the Eternal faid 
to Mofes, Put forth thine hand, and take 
it by the tail; and when he did fo it be¬ 
came a rod in his hand. 5 And he faid, 
Do this, and they lhall believe that the E- 
ternal, the God of their fathers, Abra¬ 
ham, Ifeac, ahd Jacob, hath appeared to 
thee. 

6 'The Eternal alfo .faid to him, Put 
thine hand into thy bofom; and having* 
done fo, when he brought it out it was 
Iejirbus, white as fnow. 7 And he faid. 
Put thine hand into thy bofom again; fit 
having done To, when he took it out it 
was found as at firft. 8 And he laid, If 
they do not hearken to thy voice when it 
is confirmed by ttye firft fign, fo as to be¬ 
lieve thee, they will believe the voice of 
the latter fign. 9 But if they will not 
hearken to thy voite foas to believe thee, 
thou fliaft then take water out of the ri¬ 
ver, and pour it on the dry land, and it 
lhall become Wood.

19 Again, the Eternal faid 10 Mofes, 
while he was yet in Multan, Return to 
Egypt now, for all the men are dead who 
fought thy life. 

20 And Mofes took hjs wife and lr’s 
fons, and fet each of them on an rifs, and 
returned to Egypt. 

2t And the Eternal faid to Mofrs, 
Whcri thou Teturneft to Egypt, do ail 
thoTe wonders before Pharaoh which I 
have.put in thy power; lmt I will give 
him up to the hardnefs of his heart, ( Pf. 
Ixxxi. 12.) fo that he will not let the 
people go. 22 And thou ftialjb- fay to 
him, Thus faith the Eternal, Ifiael is to 
me aS a fit ft born foil, 23 And if tlnm 
refute to let him go, that he may ferve 
me, I will flay thy firft born. 

24 And'whlift Moles lingered by the 
way in the inn, the angel appeared to 
him with a threatening afpert, as if he 
would kili him for neglecting his me I- 
fageandthe circumcifing of his child. 

25 Then Zipponth took a fliarp ftonrv 
and cut off the foreskin of her child, And 
caft it at his feet, faying, Surely a bloody 
relation art thou to me, becavife of the 
circumcifion. 26 Then lie let him go. 

27 And the Eternal faid to Aaron, Go 
unto the wildemefs to nidet Mofes. u d 
he went, and met him at the mount of 
God, and faluied him. 

28. And Mofes told Aaron all the 
words which the Eternal Urr.t him to fay, 
and all the wonders he had commanded 
him.to do. 

29 Then Mofes ahd Aaron called to¬ 
gether all the Elders of the Ifraelitcs. 30 
And Aaron fpake all the vrbrds concern¬ 
ing which the Eternal gave a command 
to-Moles, and uid the wonders before the 
peo$£. 31 And having heard that tlm 
Eternal had reeard to the Ifraelites, and 
pitied their afflitfion, they believed, and 
bowed their heads and worfliipped.

Let us go, we pray 
thee, three days journey into the wilder- 
nels, and facrifice . to the Sternal, oor 
God; left he deftroy us with pcftilence, 


or war. 

^ But the king of Egypt faid Jo them. 
Why do ye, Mofes rdA Aaron, take the 
people from their works > Get you to your, 
burdens. 

5 And he faid. Moreover, (he people 
^re many, and you make them reft from 
their burdens. 

6 And the fame day Pharaoh com¬ 
manded the peoples tafkmafters and their 
uHlt-erR, faying, 7 Ye fliall no more give 
the people ft raw to make bricks, as for¬ 
merly ; let them go and gather draw for 
themlVIves. 8 Yet they fliall make as 
much brick as formerly; lor they tyad not 
work enough, but are idle: therefore they 
cry. Let us go, and facritice to our Gad. 
9 Let more work be laid upom them, that 
they may 1 about', and not regard vain 
words. 

10 So the talk-rnafters, and officers of 
the people, went, and told them, Thus 
faith Pharaoh* l will not give yon flraw.

xa So they were fcattcred over ail the 
land of Egypt, to feek ftubble for ftraw. 
13 And the talk-mailers called them 
make haftc, to do as much work, even 
theii daily talks, as when they got ftraw. 

14 And the Ifraclitilh officers, whom 
Pharaoh's Egy ptian talk-mailers had fet 
over the people, were beaten, becaufe 
the t dks were not fulfilled, in making 
brick as formerly. 

15 llien they came to Pharaoh, and 
fopp lira ted him, faying. Why dealeft 
thou fo hardly with thy fervanis? 16 
there is 110 llraw given to thy fervants, 
and yet they fay. Make bricks: and thy 
Icrvants urr beaten, tho* thy people are 
in the fault. 


'7 But he laid, Ye are idle, ye arc idle 
the ic tore ye fay, Let us go and fieri flee 1 
the Eternal. 18 Go therefore and work 
tur no ftraw fliall be given you, yet yc 
flmll make bricks as formerly. 

19 1 ben the Ifraclitilh officers four 
they were in a miferable fituation. 

ao And they met MnlWaijd Aaron i 
the way, as they camo from Pharaoh, 7 
And faul. May the Eternal regard,, an 
judge you; for making us an aboroinatic 
to Pharaoh, Sc his fervants, to give thei 
•ccafion to flay us with the IVvord. 


%% Then Mofes 1 returned to fupplicatr 
the Eternal, and faid, O Eternal 1 why 
hail thou treated this people fo ill ? why 
haft thou fent me unto them i 23 For 
fince I came to Pharaoh, (6 fpeak for 
them in thy name, he hath done more e- 
vil unto them ; neither haft thou .at all 
delivered thy people. 

VI. B u.t the Eternal faid to Mofes, 
Thou flialt now fee what I will do to 
Pharaoh : for beiog compelled by my 
mighty power, he fliall drive them out of 
his land. 

2 ^ Moreover, God fpake ■ to Mojfe^ 
faying, lam the Eternal : 3 I appeared

24 And .both man and beaft were tor¬ 
mented with the giievousfwarms of flies. 
25 And then Pharaoh called Mofes and 
Aaron and faid, Go and facrifice to yoifr 
God in the land. 

2 6 But Mofes faid, Wecaitriot, for the 
Egyptians would (tone 11s, when they faw 
11s fadrifice the animals with Which they 
do abomination in worfliipping them as 
gods. 27 But we will go three days jour¬ 
ney into the wilderneft and facrifice to the 
Eternal our God as he commanded. a& 
Then Pharaoh faid, I will let you go to 
facriflce to the Eternal your God in the 
wildemcfs, only you (hall not go far. 
Pray for me. 29 And Mofes faid, I will 
go out from thee, and entrfeat the Eter¬ 
nal that the fwarms of flies may depart 
from thee and thy fervants fit people to¬ 
morrow ; but deal no more deceitfully 
in refilling to let the people go to facri- 
•flee to the'Etemal. 

30 Then Mofes went out from Pha¬ 
raoh, and entreated the Eternal; 31 

And he granted Mofes’s retpieft and re¬ 
moved all the flics. ’ 32 But Pharoah har¬ 
dened his heart at this time alfo, and 
would not let the Hebrews go. 

IX. Th£M the Eternal faid to Mofes, go 
to Pharaoh fit fay to him, thus faith the 
Eternal the God of the Hebrews, let my 
people go that they may fei ve me; a Ahd 
if thou refufeft, and holdeft them (till, 
3 The Eternal will fend a very grievobfc 
peftilence to deftroy thy Cattle in the 
field, and in the houfes, the horfes, aflfcs, 
camels, oxen, flieep, 4 But none of the 
Hebrews cattle fhall die. 5 To-motrow. 
the Eternal will do this, 

6 And all the Egyptians cattle 1 died, 
7 YetPharaoh*sheart washardened,fothat 
he would not let the Hebrews go. 8 
Then tlie Eternal faid to Mofes, Take 
handfuls of afhes from the furnace, and 
feutter them towards heaven before Pha¬ 
raoh. 1 >4 

9 And this fin a 11 duft (hall fly over aH 
the land of Egypt and caufe a burning feur- 
vy arid ulcers with fwelling blifters on 
man and beaft, thro' all Egypt. 10 And 
Mofes and Aaron did fo. ‘ 

11 And this plague Was on all file E- 
gyptians, fo that the magicians could rot 
ltand before Mofes, it was fo fore upon 
tbem, 12 Andthe Eternal gave up Pha¬ 
raoh to the hatdnefs of jhis heart, fo that 
he obeyed not what Was fpoken by Me- 
fes. 

13 Then the Eternal faid to Mofes, Go 
early in the morning, and appear before. 
Pharpah St fay to him, Thus faith the E- 
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ternal, thoiCod ufthc Hebrews, .folk my 
people gothat.tht^.'DBjty ferve into*,' *4 
Elfc J-wiLl now femd all my plagues rtpon 
thy heart.and npoauthy fervants dispeo¬ 
ple, that thou rnoyft know that thtlp is 
no other God; 15 And now I wilLjtpjte 
thee and thy people with peftilencelitl 
thou be cut off from the uarth. id Aftd 
indeed for this end have 1 made thee 
great, ^0 flieW my .power in thee, and 
that my name might be made known 
through ail the earth ; 17 Yet exalt¬ 

ed thou thyfelf againft my people that 
thou wilt not let them 'go. i 9 Behold 
t^-mortow about this time, I will caufe 
it to rain a very grievous hail, which 
hath never been in Egypt; 19 Send 
therefore now and bring home thy rattle 
and oil that thou haft iu the field, for e- 
very man and beaft that is in the field, 
will die by the hail, ao They who fear¬ 
ed the word of theEttrnal made their fer, 
vnops and their cattluflee to the houfes. 21 
But they who believed not, left them in the 
field. 22 And the Eternal laid to Mofes, 
Stretch out.thine hand with'thy rod to¬ 
ward heaven that there may be hail in 
all the land of Egypt on mart and beaft 
and on every herb in the field, 23 And 
Mofes did fo, & the Eternal fefit thunder 
fithail, and fire ran along the ground.

m And Mofe9 faid to him, Aflbon as I

fay hands to the Eternal, fit the thunder 
and tjie^haU Hi all ceafe; that thou may- 
eft know that the earth i& the Eternal’s. 
30 BurEknow, that thou and thy fer¬ 
vants, fhbugh ye dreaded the Eternal, 
you will yet tjji. 31 The flax and tta. 
barley wis fnlitten ; for the barley wa* 
in the Car, and the flax was lx>lled. 3a 
But the wheat fit the rye WQT&ipot.fniit- 
ten ; for they were not grown. 

33 And Mofes went out of the city, fie. 
jftayed to the Eternal: .and the thunder 
and hail ceafed, and. no^more ruin wr.s 
poured opt the eaith.

X. The Eternal (hid to Mofes j I'httve 
given up Pharabb and his fervants to the 
hardnefs of theft hearts ; and'On tlitkt ac¬ 
count I will fliew my wond'eri before 
them; 2 That ye may fel&te to yuift 
children, and they to theird, from a^c 
to ago, what wondeis I have done in E- 
gypt; that thefy may know I am the E- 
ternal. 

3 And Mofes and Aaron came-to Pha¬ 
raoh, the Eternal commanded them ; 
and faid to him, Thus fifth the Eternal, 
the God of the Hebrews, How long wilt 
thou refufe to bumble thyfelf before me ? 
Let my people gb, that they may ferve 
me. 4 Elfe I will bring locufts into 
thy land.

37 °\\ Then the Ifraclitcs jqurneyed 
from Ramcfes to 5,uccoth, being about fik 
hundred tbqufand meq on foot, beetles 
women and children. 38 And a mixed 
multitude accompanied them with flocks 
and herds, even very much cattle.

Anc} they baked unleavened cakes of tlie 
dough which they brought out of Egypt, 
for it was not leavened, as thpy were 
prefl'ed to go out of Egypt, and could not 
tarry, neither h,ad they.prepared any vic¬ 
tuals for themfclvts.

45 A foreigner and an hired fervaut 
who are not cifClimcilqd fliall net eat ct 
it.- 46 It (hall be all eaten in one luuiic, 
none of it fliall |)e carried out ol the 
houfe, and n~t a bone of it fhall be bro¬ 
ken. 47 All the congregation of Ilrael 
fliall eat of it. 48 And if any ftrangus 
fojeura among you, and would keep ilie 
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frflival of the p&flbver to the Eternul, 
their male* mull firft be cirtiitticifed, fit 
then (bail they be as natrves. 49 The 
law ftiall be the fame for the native and 
tlit flmugcr. r 

'o And ail the children of Ifrael did as 
the ELtrnal had commanded Mofes and 
Aaron, 51 The fume day 'the Eternal 
brought the holts of the Israelites out of 
Egypt. (AC. cir. t 4 yt ) '

the Egyptians whom yc fee to-day, ye 
.fhall fee no nnjre. 14 The Eternal fhall 
fight for you ; and y e fhall be ft lent. 

15 Then the Eternal faid to Mofcs, 
?Wberefore critft thou to me? fpcak to the 
I fraelites, that they may go forward. 1 6 
But lift .up thine hand, with thy rod, and 
llretch it out toward the fea, and it fhall 
be divided, and the Jfraelitcs Pnall .walk 
through the ijijdft,Qf its channel, a? oh 
dry ground. 17 And'I will leave the E- 
gyptians to tlic hardnefs of their .hearts, 
and they fhall purfure them, and I will 
honour my juftice on . Pharaoh, with his 
horfemen, an,d all Jiis.hoft. i 3 Then the 
Egyptians fliaU know that I am the E- 
teinal. 

19 And thejmgpl of God, who went 
before the camp of Ifrael, removed, and 
Went behind^ them ; the cloudy pillar 
yent alfo from before them, and ftood 
behind them, 20 - And it came between 

the camp of thq Egyptians, and' the lfi- 
raelites^ the fide of it next :hofe was 
darkne/s, and the fide next thefe was 
light, fo that thofe.came not near theie 
'ail that night. 

21 Then Mofes ftretched out his hand 
over the fca, and the waters of.it were 
divided, and the channel of it made dry 
land, by a ftrong e;ift wind, which 
the Eternal caufed to blow all that night, 
which drove the waters aJunder. 22 
And the Ifraelites/went on dry ground 
through the midft of the fea; the waters 
flood as a wall ©n each fide of them. 23 
And the hoft of the Egyptians, viz. Pha¬ 
raoh, with all his horfes.his chariots, and 
hprfemen, purfued after them into the 
midft of the Tea. 

24 And iq the merging watch, the E- 
temal, beholding' the Egyptians thro’ the 
cloudy and fiery pillar, troubled their 
.hofts, 25 And made their chariot wheels 
go heavily, fo that they faid, Let us flee 
from the Israelites, for the Eternal fight- 
eth for them* again ft the Egyptians. 

76 And the Eternal faid to Mofes, 
Stretch out ti.ir.c baud aver the fea, that 
jtlie waters may return upon the Egyp¬ 


tian v With theif thftriots *ud herfot ■ 77 
And Mofes ftretched forth his hmd over 
the ft^a, and it returned to its place, with 
a ftrohjj~courr« ; when the morning dp- 
peered, and the Egyptians, flying agattift 
it, were overthrown by the Eternal 411 
the midft of the fea. 23 So the waters 
returning, covered Pharaoh, and llis cha¬ 
riots, atid hOrtemen, 8c all his hoft ; there 
remained not one. 79 But the ffrtelites 
walked on dry ground in the midft of^he 
fea, the waters being as a wall untothem 
on each fide. 

30 Thus the Eternal faved the Is¬ 
raelites that day from the Egyptians: 

. and they faw the Egyptians dead on the 
ill ore. 

31 And the Ifraelites faw that great 
overthrow which the Eternal madfe of 
the Egyptians: and they feared Kim, and 
believed him and his fervant Mqfcs. 

XV. Mofes' fong. 

Her fang Mofes and the Ifraelites 
the words of this fong to the Eter¬ 
nal: fa/ing, I will fing to the Eternal, 
for he hath triumphed greatly over his 
people’s enemies, the horfe and his rider 
hath he thrown into the fea. 2 TBe E- 
ternal is triy ftrength, and my fong—am^ 
he is become my falVatiom—he is my 
God, and I will adore him ; my father's 
.Cod, and I will extol him. 3 The Eter¬ 
nal is mighty in waV; his nanle is the E- 
ternal- 4 Pharaoh’s chariots and hi< 
hoft hath lie caft into the fea—his chofen 
captains are drowned in the fea Suph. 5 
The depths hive covered tlieui ; tin y 
Tank into the bottom, is a ftene. 6 The 
right hand of the Eternal is become glo*. 
rious in power—the right hand of the In¬ 
ternal hath dafhed in pieces the enemy. 
7 In the greatnefs of thine excel!emy, 
thou haft overthrown them that rofc n;n 
againft thee-; thou fenteft forth thy 
^vrath, which confirmed them as Hubble. 
S And with the biaft of thine anger, the 
waters were collected together, the Hoods 
cf them flood upright as a wall, and the 1 
depths of the fca were comparted toge¬ 
ther in the midft of it. 9 The enemy 
faid, I will purfue,I will oveitakc, I willl 
divide the Jpoil. my wrath flial 1' be nr- 
complilhed on them ; I will draw my 
fword, and fubjert them to me. 10 Put 
thou tlidft fend forth -thy wind, which 
made tlie fea cover them : they Oink as 
lead in the mighty waters, n Who h- 
rnong'the fatfe £od$ is like ufito tbec ? 
O Eternal! thou art glorious in hbli Fiefs ; 
to be ferfied arid reverenced by all who 
worfliip and praife thee : thou only doftu 
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wonders, 24 Thou ftrct^hedft out thy 
right hand, and madcft the depth . ftttal- 
low them up, 13 Button in thy Mer¬ 
cy haft led lurtli thy people. whom thou 
haft redeemed; thou wi|t Conduct them 
by thy power unto tbe ^bitation of thy 
boUncla. 14 The people Mail Hear, and 
1m afraid—for row /hall feize the inhabi¬ 
tants of Pale {line. 115 The dukes of E- 
dom (hall be aQoniMed ; the mighty men 
of Moib (hull tremble ; the heart of all 
the inhabitants of Canaan, lhall melt. 16 
Great terror Mall fall upon them: by the 
greatnefs of thy power, they lhall be 
made as unable as a ftone to move a- 
g.iinfl thy people, whom thou haft re¬ 
deemed, till they pafsover. 17 Thou/halt 
bring them into the mountain of thy ha¬ 
bitation, and plant them tlytre in the 
place, O Eternal, which thou haft chofen 
to inhabit, as the faneftuary eftablifhed by 
thy hands. iS The Eternal lhall reign 
as King to eternity. 19 Pharaoh’s 
buries, his chariots,and horfemen, wept 
into the fea—and the Eternal brought 
back the waters of the fea upon them: 
but the IfraclUcs went 00 dry land in the 
mid ft of tbe fea. 

20 And Miriam t{ie pfophetefs, 
Aaron's* lifter, apd the other women, 
with inftruments of nuific, 21 Re,- 
j)lied, at every paufe. Sing to the £- 
tern^l; for he ba$h triumphed gloriouf- 
ly : the horfes, with their rulers, hath he 
thrown into the fea. 

Then Mofes brought Ifr&eL from 
the lcaSuph, qnto the Wildern^fsofShur, 
yhere they were three days without find¬ 
ing any water. 

23 And when they came to Marah, 
they could not drink the waters there, be- 
caufe they were hitter; hence '.he name. 

24 And the people murmured a gain ft 
Moles, laying. What shall we drink ? 25 
then he cried to the Eternal. And he 
shev.iid him a tree, which made the wa¬ 
ter fweet,. when call into them. And 
there he gave them inftruclions and di¬ 
rections tor the trial of rnetr obedience 
to the Eternal, and truft in him z6 
And I, If ye will conftantly obey the 
voice ot the Eternal, your God, ro do 
what is right, and kvep his Command- 

and obferye his ordinances, he 
will hi in 7 none of the difeafes upon you, 
which lie brought upon the Egyptians': 
for the Eternal is your healer. 

27 The IIraditescame to Elim, where 
tlieie were twelve wells of water and le- 
venty-two palm.trees; anjl they enpainp- 
eJ there by the waters. 
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XVI. A ND they all journeyed from 
' ' XjL Elim to the wildernef 9 of Sin, 
Whieh is between Elim and Sinai, on the 
‘ fourteenth day of the fechnd month after 
their exit from Egypt. 

2 Apd the whole ebmjregation mur¬ 
mured againft Mofes and Aaron in the 
wiMernefs, 3 And faid to them, It had 
been better for us to have died in Egypt 
by the plagues wherewith the Eternal 
deftroyed the Egyptians; for we had flefli 
and bread to fatirty us there, and ye have 
brought us into this wildernefs to kill 
this whole aflembly with hunger. 

4 Then faid the Eternal to Mofes, I 
will rain bread from heaven for you, and 
the people lhall go abroad, and gather a 
fufficient quantity every day, that I may: 
prove them whether or not they will-pb- 
ferve my law. 5 And on the fixth day 
they fl19.ll find twice-as much as they ga¬ 
ther daily; fit they lhall prepare. it when 
they bring it in. 

6 Then Mofus and Aaron faid to all 
the Ifraelftes at even. In the morning ye 
lhall know that the Eternal brought you 
out of Egypt, 7 To nourilh you; as ye 
lhall fee the glorious power of the Eter¬ 
nal. He hears your murnumng againft 
him; for what are we that ye murmur 
againft us? 8 In the evening he'lhall 
give you flefii to eat, and itf-the morning 
bread lo fatisfy you. 

9 And Mofes faid to Aaron, Say to alL 
the congregation of lirael, Gome near be¬ 
fore the fymb®l of the Eternal’s prefence. 
He hath heard your murmuring. 19 
And as Aaron fpnke to them, they looked 
towards the wilderncis, and beheld tlie 
glory of the Eternal appear in the cloud. 

tr And the Eternal foake to Mofes, 
faying, 12 Say to the Ifi aelites, I have 
heard your muirmiTiftg ; at evenye /hall 
eat lleih, and in tin* morning ye (hall bo 
filled with bread ; find ye lhall know thaS 
I nnvthe Eternal youv God. 

13 And at even, the quails, faavls % 
came and covered the camp, Hucf in the 
morning the dew lay around. 14 And 
when it was dried up,a.fmufl round thing 
as the hoar froft: lay on the race of the 0- 
pen field. 15 And when the Ifraelitcs 
faiv it, they faid to one another, VVhr.t is 
thts prepared food , for they wilt not 
what it was. And Mofes faid to them, 
This is the bread which the Eternal hath 
given you to ear. 16 The Eterqal hath 
cotamandcd, that every man gather 
what he lhall eat, even an omcr for each 
pe^fon that is m the tents. 
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^7 llttjh'Aiy gjthtred, as they were 
crtnttiiWded ; aod untie had ntore, an4 «?- 
tffelVleft. 18 And i^iien they nieafubfrd 
it frith 1 fed'otner,’ f)C*fchat gathered rdilcli 
kept no more, and ijifc.tfiat had gathered 
little kfUl his Tupplied oat of the p- 
thefc^s fiiperabundamte'([2 Gor. viii. \ 5.) 

*IV) And Mores faid, Let no man leave 
*hy of it till the morning. 10 Yet fomc 
of them Hid fo, Hrtd it putrified and bred 
worms. And Motes vtas ottenu'nd at thorn, 
it'Each toari fathered every morning 
his propottion ; for when the Tub waxed 
hot, it melted. 22 And bh thefixth day 
thfcy gathered a double quantity; and all 
the nilers of the congregation told Motes. 
23 And he faid to them, Tills is what 
•the Eternal hath commanded: for ~to- 
WotroW is the rfrft of the holy fabbath to 
the Eternal: what ye arc to bake and 
boil do it to-day, & lay up what remains 
rill the tnorning. *4 And they laid it 
up till the morning, as Mofes bade, and 
ft neit her putrified nor bred worms. 2 5 
And Mofes faid ’on the fabbkth, Eat what 
ye RaVfe to-day; for ye Will not find it in 
the hfeH, ‘asthis day is holy to the Eter¬ 
nal. 26 SiX days .will ye find it to ga¬ 
ther, btit ye will find none on theiab- 
btth. 

£8 Yet fqfne of ’the people that were 
not Israelites went out to gathet on the 
fabbath, bat they found none. 

29 Then the Eternal faid to Mofes, 

How long will ye refufetokefep ray cora- 
baandments and my laws ? 29 Hie Eter¬ 
nal hath you On the Exthday bretrd 

ftfr two days, that ye may keep the fab- 
bath aS‘he hath appointed ; therefore let 
no man go out of his place oh the faf>- 
bath. 

30 Then the people retied on the fab- 

bath. 1 *' i- 

31 The manna (frep'afed food) was 

like coriander feed in bulk, and white ; 
and its tafte was like wafers made with 
honey. 1 

32 And Mofes faid, The Etemal hath 

comtnandetl to fill an omer of it, to be 
kept, for your pofterity to fee the bread 
Wherewith he fed you in the wilderntfi 
after he delivered you from Egypt. 33 
Then Mofes faid to Aaron; Put an omer 
ofit in a pot, fle lay it up before the fycn- 
bol of the divine prefence, to be preferr¬ 
ed for your pofteriry. 34 3 6 And Aaron 
laid it up for n teftrrhony, as the Etemal 
commanded Mofes. An omer, fc-ven 
\ 'B.iiglijb pints, is the tenth part of an E- 
phah. * 

35 And the Iliaelvtes did eat'mamm 
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forty years, till, they came to the borders 
nf Canaan, a land inhabited. 

XVII. ithe people murmur for *wattr 
at Re phi dim* 

HE whole congregation of the Is¬ 
raelites journeyed by various joiiT- 
neys from the wildemete of $in, as the 
Eternal had commanded, and pitched 
their tentsinKephidira, where they fouad 
no water. 

a Therefore did they chide Motes, fay¬ 
ing, Give us water to drink. And he re¬ 
plied. Why do jre chide with the, and 
tempt the Eternal ? 3 Aud as they thirft- 
ed they, murmured againlVMote.s faying. 
Why haft thou brought U6 out of Egypt 
to kill ns .and out childrtn and our cattle 
with third : f 

4 ThemMo'fes prayed to the Eternal, 
faying, What (hall I do tp thirpeople, as 
they ate almoft ready to ftone me ? 5 

Then the feteinal faid to Mofes, Take 
with thee the elders of Ifrael and thy rod 
wherewith thou fmoteft the river in tliy 
hand, and go before the people. 6 And 
behold, the fymW of my prefence will 
ftand on thfc rock in Horeb before thee ; 
and thou (halt fmite the rock, and wa¬ 
ters fliall fpriug out of it for the people 
to drink. 

7 And MofeS did To before the elders 
of Ifrael. And he called the name of the 
place Meribah and MafTah, chiding and 
tempting, becaufe of the Iffaelites chid¬ 
ing, and tempting theVEternal, faying, 
Is the Eternal prefent With us ? 

8 ‘If Then came Amalek, and fought 
With Ifrael in Rephidim. 

9 And Motes faid to Jofhua, Take 
chofen men, and go to fight with Affla- 
lek. To-morrow I will (land on the top 
of the hill, with the rod of God in mint 
hand. 10 So Joflma went and fought 
with Amaiek, as Mofes faid to him.. 

11 Then Mofes, AarOn, and Hur went 
up'to the top of the hill. And it crime to 
pafs, that when Mofes lifted np his hand 
with the rod, Ifrael prevailed ; but when 
be let down his hand, Amalek prevailed. 

12 And when Mofes’ hands became wea¬ 
ry they placed a ftouc for him to lit on ; 
and each of them held up ode of his 
hands, the one being on the one fide and 
the ether on. the other fide, and kept 
them ftedfaft until the fun’s light de¬ 
parted. 13 And Joihua conqucied^lhe 
Amatekites. 

14 And the Eternal faid to Motes, 
Tlmu fliall write it (/tftrrvMif ds, at Si- 
pzai) fora memorial,, jap.d rcheaife it tu 
jolhua, that I will utterly defUcy the re- 
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nown of Am aide: 

15 Ami Mutes built an altar, & named 
iL The Eternal in mf banner ; id Bccaufri 
fnirl lie, the Eternal hath laid, his banner 
i, in defence of bis people rfgainft Ania- 
h k and their advariaries in genera¬ 
tions. 

XVIII. ‘Jelhro’hringeth to Mofes bis 
wife and t wo forts. 

KTHIUJ the priell of Midian, Mofes* 
father-in-law, having heard of all 
that the Eternal had clone for liis people 
in bringing them out of Egypt by Moles, 
2 Took. M>fes* wife (whom he bad font 
back) 3 and her two Join, (th/ one called 
Grrfltoni, becauffc he was a fl ranger in a 
11range land, 4 And the other Eliezer,' 
becaufc the God of his fathers was his 
hflp fvo;n the power of Pharaoh), 5 And 
t ame into the wildcmefs unto him.en¬ 
camped at the mount of God. 

6 And l*c gave previous notice by 
me flange re of his coming to IVfofcg. 7 
And Mofes u*cnt out to meet him, and 
payed his rcfpecb to him, and fainted 
him; and they enquired concerning one 
another's welfare, and came into the 
tent. 

S And Muf s rein ted to his father-in- 
law all that the Eternal had done to Pha¬ 
raoh and rhe Egyptians on LfraeJ’s ac- 
co.nit, with all their troubles by the way, 
luid how ilie'Eternal hud delivered them, 

9 And Jethro rejoiced at all the go.od- 
nefs which the Eternal had fhewn to If- 
rael in delivering them from the power 
of the Egyptians. 10 And he blcfled the 
Eternal for ir, n And fiud, Now I 
know that the Eternal is above all gods, 
and all that deal proudly, to iibulb then}. 

fi And Jethto, Moles’ father-in-law, 
oHored n burnt-ottering and facriftees 60 
God. And Aaron und all the ciders of 
IlVael came to eat bread with him, giving 
thanks to Ood. 

13 And on the dry following Mofes fat 
from morning till evening to j urist* the 
people that flood before him. 14 And 
when his father-in-law tew it, lie fa id, 
Why endureft thou all thistqil thyfelf »- 
lone. 15 And he anfwered him, Becaufe 
the people cume to rae to enquire of God 
loi them. 1 6 1 make them know the 
laws and llatuies of God when they come 
to me that I may judge between them in 
any matter. 

17 But his father-?n-Uw laid to him, 
What thou doed is not lit; i3 Neither 
thoa nor this people wi II be able to en¬ 
dure it, for the matter U too heavy for 
luce alone. 13 Hearken to my eounfel, 


and God fhjtfl profpei and aflift thee. Be 
tbou the interpreter b«,tyvecn God ap<| 
the people to enquire of Qo'\ concerning 
thplr caufes. 7,0 And teach them Iaw« 
aod ordinances, fhewing them, what they 
inult do, and how they mult walk- ar 
And thou flialt chufe able men from a- 
mong the people, fearing God a»4 haling 
cuvetoufnefs, and make chefe~ upright 
men rulers over the people, to be even 
rulers of tlioufliids, fit. hundreds,.fit fifties 
fie tens, 21 To judge final! matters at 
all times, and every great matter let 
them bring to thee : thus fhall they 
thpe in bearing the burden- 33 And if 
God fliajl command thee concerning this 
matter, thou flialt he able to endure, and 
all this people shall return to their habi¬ 
tations always in due time, and in peace 
and concord. 

14 And Mpfes did all that his father- 
in-law had fald. 2$ He ckofr able rae^ 
from among,all the people of Ifra.pl,. and 
made them heads over the people, rulfri 
of thoufarrds, hundreds, fifties, and ter,«, 
a 6 Who judged. the peqple at.all feafoas 
in fmall matters, and they brought diffi¬ 
cult caufes to Mpfes. 

17 And he let his f^tKer-iu-law de¬ 
part, who returned to his own land. 

XIX. The people come to Sinai. 

N the firlt day of the third Hjonth 
after the I Ira elites came out qf.Ji- 
gypt, they came to Sinai in the vyilder- 
clerncfs. 2 After, they.hjid departed from 
Rephidini, they came and pitched jthere 
before the mountain. 

3 And Mofes went up into-the, mopst 
of God ; for the Eternal called him frpni 
the mountain : and he (aid to him, £a y 
to the Ifraciites, 4 Ye have ften how I 
punished the Egyptians, and have bopae 
ynja as on eagles’ wings, and taken you' 
toynyfelf. 5 Now, therefore, if ye wilt 
obey my commandments fincerely, and 
keep my covenant, then ye shall bq.a pe¬ 
culiar people,dear to me above al)other.*; 
for all the inhabitants of the wojld are 
iniue ; fi But ye shall be to me a holy 
nation, (r Pet. ii. 9.) and a. royal prtejtU 
hood, 

7 And Mofes came and called th^ el¬ 
ders of the people, and delivered to them 
all thete words, as the Eternal had com¬ 
manded him. S And all the people re¬ 
plied with one content. All that the. E- 
ternal hath faid, we will dq. Aijtl Mojjps 
teflifiedtheir words to the Eternal. <j 
And the Eternal laid to Mofes, I wiU 
fpeak to thee in a thick cloud, that the 
people may hear, and hearken tothet nl- 
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ways afterward. 10'And h e f»M" to 
Mofes, Prepare the people to-day and to. 
morrow, let them Wash their clothes, 8c 
purify thcmfclves, n And he prepared 
againft the third day ; for then the ,E- 
teroal will condefceud to make a vifible 
difplay of his prefence, on mount Sinai, 
in the fight of all the people, 12 And 
thou thaltfet barriers around the mount; 
and tell the people, that if any fliall 
tranfgrefs thefe, to touch the mount, he 
ffiall furcly die. 13 But when the trum¬ 
pet ecafcth, they fliall come to the lout 
of the mount. 

14 And Mofes departed from the mount, 
and went to prepare the people. 15 And 
he faid to them. Be prepared agrtinft the 
third day, (1 Cor. vii. 5.) ; let there be 
conjugal abftinence^ 

16 And on the third day in the morn¬ 
ing, there was a thick cloud upon the 
mount, and lightnings, and thunders: and 
the trumpet founded exceeding loud—&. 
all the people in the camp trembled. 

17 And Mofes brought them out of 
the camp, nigh to the mount, to meet 
with God. 

15 And the Eternal descended on mount 
Sinai in fire ; and it was all in a fmoke, 
( «vhich afeended like the.fmoke of a fur¬ 
nace z and the whole mount quaked 
greatly. . 

T9 And when the trumpet founded 
long, waxing ftill louder, Mofes faid, I 
exceedingly fear Sc quake,-Heb. xii/21.) 
And the Eternal anfwered him by a 
voice, 20 And called him up to the top 
of the mount; and he went up. 

xi And the Eternal faid to him, Go 
down to the people, 2nd charge them not 
to break through the barriers to gaze at 
ths 4 ifplay of the Eternal’s prefence, and 
peril)). ii And let thofe alfo who draw 
near to the Eternal, in performing the 
prieft’s office, prepare themfelves, left his 
indignation break for th upon them. 

23 Aq 4 Mofes faid to the Eternal, Can 
any of the people come up to mount Sinai, 
astkou chargedft us, faying, Set boundaries 
about the mount, to feparate them from 
it ? 

24 And the Eternal faid. Depart, and 
go down, and bring Aaron up with thee— 
but let not the people, nor they that do 
the prieft’s office, break through, to come 
wgh to the fymbbl of the Eternal’s pre¬ 
fence, left his difpleafure break forth upon 
them. 

25 So Mofes went down to the people, 
and fpake unto them after this manner. 
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XX. 7 ten commandments. 
>*pHJ?N. God fpake all thefe words, fay- 
ing» * I am the Eterhal, Lhy God, 
“Who brought thee out of the land of E- 
gypt, out of the houfe of bondage. 

3 Thou ihalt have 110 God but me. 

4 Thou shalt not make unto thyfelf a- 
ny graven image, nor any likenefs of any 
thing that is in tha heavens above, or on 
the earth beneath, or in the waters un¬ 
der the earth; 5 Thou shalt not how- thy¬ 
felf to them, nor ferve them : becaufe I 
the Eternrl, thy God, am a jealous God, 
vifiling the iniquities of the fathers upon 
the children, unto the third or fourth 
race of them; who (by following their 
example, and approving their conduct, n- 
riopt their iniquities) hate my laws, 6 
And shewingmercy to thoufands of them 
that love me, and keep my command¬ 
ments. 

7 Thou shalt not take the name of the 
Eternal thy God in vain: for the Eternal 
will not hold him guiltlefs that taketh his 
name in vain. 

, 8 Remember the day of reft to keep it 
holy. 9 Six days shalt thou labour, «nd 
do all thy work : iq But the feventh is 
the fabbath of the Eternal thy God; in it 
neither tlion, nor thy children, nor thy 
fervauts, nor thy hearts of labour, nor the 
ftrangers that arc with thee, shall do, 6- 
ny work. 11 For in fix days the Eter¬ 
nal made the heavens, and the earth, and 
the l'ca, and all that is in them: and reli¬ 
ed the feventh day, lor an example to 
thee : wherefore the Eternal blelled the 
day of facred reft to them that keep it 
holy; fetting it apart from worldly em¬ 
ployments, &. amufements, to facred ex- 
ecciies. 

12 Honour thy father and thy mo¬ 
ther , that thou mayft prolong thy life, 
ami have profperity in thy.land. 

13 Thou shalt do no murder. 

14 Thou shalt do rto whoredom.

16 The gate of the court shall have a 
hanging of twenty cubits, uf blue, ani 
purple, $nd fcarlet, and fine duplicated 
linen, embroidered ; having foi*r pillars,

shall be filleted with filver, their holders 
shall be of Silver, fit their focke ts of brafs.

20 And thou shalt command the If- ' 
raelites, to bring pure olive oil, beaten* 
for giving light, to keep the lamps always 
burning.

ments to be made for Aaron and his fons, 
for glory and lor beauty. 

3 And thou shalt fpeak unto all that 
ate wife in heart, whom 1 have filled 
with the fpirit of wifdom, that they make 
Aaron’s garments to conlecra.tr him, that 
he may minifter to me in the priefl’s of¬ 
fice. 

4 And thefe are- the garments which 
they shall make; a breaft-plate, and an 
ephod, and a (long) robe, and an em¬ 
broidered coat, a mitre, (or crown), fit a 
girdle,for roinifteringto me in the prieft's 
office. 5 And they shall take gold, and 
blue, and purple, and fcarlet, and fine 
linen,, 6 To make thaephod (or shoul¬ 
der cover) with artificial work. 7 It shall 
have the Uvo-shoulder pieces joined at the 
two edges, to fix them together. 3 And 
its curious girdle (or belt) shall be of the 
fame, having the fame work. 

9 Ajid on the shoulders shall be two o- 
ny xftones, haying the names of the twelve 
tribes of Ifrael engraven thereon. 10 Six 
names on each done, according to their 
birth. 11 They shall be.inclofcd in gold, 
having the work of an engraver in ftone, 
like the engravings of a feaL 

12 They shall be for a memorial to the 
Ifraelites, on the shoulders of the ephod; 
Aaron shall bear their names upon his 
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shoulders, for a memorial in his miniftra- 
tions before the Eternal. 

13 And holders shall be made of gold. 
14 And two chains of pure gold, twifted 
work, of equal length fixed to the hol¬ 
ders. , 

15 And the bread-plate for judgment, 
shall be of curious work, the fame as the 
ephod. 16 It fhall be foui-fquare, a (pan 
long, as broad, doubled. 

17 And four row s of precious Rones 
shall be fet in it: the firft a ruby, a topaz, 
and a carbuncle.

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work. „ 3 And they received of Mofe* all 
the offerings WhroK* the Ifraclites lrad 
brought, for to tnalwi the work for the 
ftrviet of th6 Ihni^ypry. And they |till 
continued to bring Unto hint free wil buf¬ 
ferings every morning; 

* 4 Now allthe wile wen, who did all 

the work of the fahAtiary, left their work, 
$ v And eamc to tell Mbfes, that the' peo¬ 
ple were bringing much more than e- 
nough of free' will-offerings for the taber- 
aacle. 6 So a proclamation was made by 
the command of Motes, through all the 
camp, that they fhoulJ neither make, nor 
bring any riiore ; 7 For there was tea 

much brought already to make all the 
vJ’ork. 

8 And iJyeTy wife-hearted man of them, 
that wrought the work of the tabernacle, 
made ten curtains of fine twilled linen, fie 
blue, arid purple, ?.nd fcarlet, with cher¬ 
ubim s, fkiifully wrought »n them.

felves. 17 And he made fifty loojfs on the 
border of tKe utternreft curtains, of each 
of the two coupled pieces, to coC.ple them, 
together. iS ‘And he made fifty ciafps <A 
brafs, to couple the tent together, that it 

might be joined together, afnd united, ip 
And he made a coveting for the tent of 
rams* Ikins died red, and one of badgers'* 
Hrins above that; 

* 30 And he tirade boards for the taber¬ 
nacle of Shittim wood, ftanding up. 21 
'The length of each was ten cubits, fie the 
brfeadth a cubit and a half. 22 Each board 
in the tabernacle had two tenons, (or hol¬ 
ders) made for it, equally dlftant from 
011c another. 23 He made twenty boards 
ibr the fonth fide. 24 And Forty fochets 
of filver under them ; two Pockets under 
each board, for its two tenons. 25 And 
he matte twenty boards for the north fide, 
26 And their forty fOckets of filver, two 
ufcder each.

34 
And he overlaid the boards with gold, fit 
made their rings of gold, to be place* Ibi 
the bars, and overlaid the bars with gold. 
35 And hfe made a vail of blue, and green, 
arid fcariet, ar.d fiuc.doubled liner, with 
cherubims, curioufiy wrought id it. 36 
And he made for it four piliars of Shutira, 
wood, and overlaid them with gold ; 
their books were of gold alfo, and he call 
for them four Pockets of filver.

9 And the cherubiros fpieurl 
tlieir wings high above the ("propiti- 
atory f or) mercy-fear, ftretcHing thciip y- 
ver it to cover it, with their fa^es toward 
eachother, ftnd looking to the (atonement 
covering, or^ mercy-fi at. 

10 And he made the table of Shittim 
wood, two cubits Icing, a cubit broad, &. 
a'Cubit and a Ifalf high. 11 And he over¬ 
laid it with pure gold, ami made the bor¬ 
der of it around, in'form of a crown. 12 
The border was an hand breadth. ; 
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ij And he caft for it Tear riugsof gold, 
and put them in the four corners of the 
four hafts of it, 14 The rings for the 
Haves, to bear ir, were on the fidcs of the 
border. 15 He made the Haves alfo of 
Shinim v/ood, and overlaid tll£in with 
gold. 16 And he made the utenfils to be 
on the table, the plates, fpoons, cups, and 
their covers, of putc gold. 

17 He made the candle Hick alfoofpure 
gold, and of Co lid work--the fliaft, and 
its branches, bowls, balls, and flowers, 
were all of the fame piece. 18 The fix 
branches proceeded out of (the fides of) 
the flu ft, three out of each. 19, 20 The 
bowls were made like almonds, with balls 
and flowers, every branch had one of each 
of 1 tlicfe upon it. zi Each of the fix 
branches proceeded fiom the /haft, and a 
ball under two. 22 All the parts of it were 
ofone piece of folid work of pure gold, 
ij The fnufl'ers, and fmiIF holders, for the 
feven lamps, were alfo of gold. 24 The 
cumlleftick, with all its utenfils, were 
made out'of one talent of pure gold.

A N 1) he made the altar for burnt- 
cfl brings of Shittirn wood, four- 
ftpiurr, five cubits long. Jive broad, and 
three high. > And he made horns on the 
four corners out ol the fame piece, and 0- 
verlaid it with brals. 

.1 Amt he made all the utenfils of the 
altaT. even the pots, IhbveIs, bai'oss, forks, 
ind fire pans, of bra ft. 

4 Antl >«e made for the altar a bra fen 
grate of net-wcil: around it, the half of 
its height from the bottom. 5 And he 
roar.e four rings for the four corners of it, 
to he places for tin: Jtaves to carry it. 6 
And he made the flaves of Sliitiiin w ood 
and overlaid tfu m with brafs. 7 Alul he 
put the flaves along the lides of it, 6cm- 
to the rings to carry it; he made the at¬ 
tar hollow, with boards fer holding the 

•ucJ'ing. 0 
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8 And he made the layer, to wafli in, 
of brafs, and its ibqt of brafs: he mafif 
affo of brafs, looking-glafles far the wo¬ 
men, who aflembled at th e door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

9 And he made the court about the 
tabernacle. The hangings of the foutb 
fide were a hundred cubits of floe twilled 
linen. , 10 Their pillars and fockets of 
brafs, twenty ; the hooks of the pillars, 
and their fillets were of filver. 

11 iThe hangings of the north iide were 
alfo an hundred cubits, apd their pillars 
and fockets of brafs twenty: the hooks of 
the pillars, and their fillets.were of filver. 
I2~ The hangings of che weft fide, were 
fifty cubits, their pillars, with their foc¬ 
kets, ten; the hook? of tjie pillars, and 
their fillets, of filver.. 1 j The hangings 
of the eaft fide were fifty cubits. 14 
The hangings of one fide of jjie gate were 
fifteen cubits, their pillars three, fit their 
fuckers three. 15 And thole of, the other 
fide of the court gate on each hand, were 
fifteen cubits; their pillars three, and 
their focket? three. < 

16 All the hangings of the court round 
about were of fine twifted .linen. 17 And 
the fockets for the pillars were of brafs; 
the hooks of the pillars, and them fillets, 
of filver, fie the overlaying of their heads 
of filver; and all the pillars of the com* 
wer™ filleted with filver. , 

18 And the hanging for the gate of 
the court, was needle work, of blue, 
and purple, and fcailct, ar.d fine doubled 

linen-it was twenty cubijs long, its 

height and breadth five, in proportion to 
the hangings of the court. 19 Their pil¬ 
lars, ami fockets, of brafs,. were four each; 
their bookstand the overlaying of their 
heads, and their fillets of. filyer. 20 All 
the pins of-the tabernacle, and of the 
court around, were of brafs. 

2t This is the film pf the work of the 
tabernacle of the (Divipc) teftiipony, 29 
it was appointed by the command of 
Moles, for the religious ferylce of the Le¬ 
vies, linder.the miniftry of Ithnruar, the 
prielt, the Ion of Aaron. 

22 Kezalecl, the fun of Uri, the fun of 
Hur, of the trihe of Judah, made all that 
the iiternal commanded Mofe9. 23 With 
the aid of Aholiab, the fon of Abifaipah, 
of the tribe ol lXm, an engraver,/a, fltil-i 
ful workman, fit. an embroiderer in .blue, 
and purple, and icarleij*, arul fipe twifted 
linen. 24 AH the gultl.pl the work was 
twenty nine talents, fit fpyqn hundred fit 
thirty/tickets according to the fliekels of 
thetanftuary; all which were given in fr^e 
will.offerings. 25 And the filver was au 
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hundred t&lehfv jttiji‘a thoofand feven 
hundred and feyeh^-feve flVckels. 

itf'A bckahj tKavi^kalf a fliekel of the 
, fan(51 nary, for everyone that went tp he 
limbered, ftori twenty years old to fif* 
ty, fdr fit hundred ‘thoufand and three 
thtfafand five hundred and fifty men.' ' 

ay And of the hundred talents of fil- 
vtr, were caft the foCkets of the fantftu* 
ary, and the fockets for thfc vail, a talent 
for a focket. 28 And of the thpufand 
feTenxhtm4rtd arid feventy five Ihefcels, 
were. Kooks 1n4.de for the pillars; the 
heads Tfer)f overlaid, and filleted. 29 And 
the brafs occupied was feventy talents, 
two tltduftmd and four hundred fhekels. 
30 Of vvfiich Vere made fockets for the 
door of the tab^rnaUo of the congrega¬ 
tion, and the brazen altar, and the brazen 
gfate, and alt the Veflels of the altar, 31 
And'the fOckels of the court round a* 
bout, and of the court gate, and all the 
pins of the tabernacle. 

XXXIX. The clotfjes offcrvice. 

N D of blue, purple and fcdrlet, and 
fine twifted linen, were made the 
holy garments for Aaron to ihinifter in 
holy things, as the Eternal commanded 
Mofes; 2 He made the Ephod of gold, blue, 
purple and fcdrlet, and fine double linen. 
3 They beat the gold into thin plates &. 
cut it into wires to work it ‘in the blue, 
the purple, an^ fcarlet and fine duplicat¬ 
ed lined with fkilful work. 

4 They made shoulder pieces for it to 
couple it together, and it was clofed by 
its two edges; 5 And the broidered girdle 
of the ephod was of the fame materials 
and the fame colours as the Etemal.com- 
mandidMofes- 

6 And they fitted together onyx ftones 
inclofed in gold having the names of the 
twelve tribes engraven with the lapidary’s 
art* likefignets; 7 And he put them in 
the shoulders of the ephod for a memori¬ 
al of the tribes of IfraeI, as the Eternal 
commanded Mofes. 

8 And he made the breaft-plate, cf 
skilful iVork like, that of the epbod; of 
gold, blue, purple and fcar{6t, and fine 
t,wifted linen. 9 It was a doubled four- ' 
fquare, a fpan JOng and a loan broad, be¬ 
ing doubled ; 10 And they fet in it four 

rows of ftones, the firll contained a ruby, 
a f topaz and a carbuncle; ir Ahd the 
lecond an emerald, a fspphire and a dia¬ 
mond ; 12 And the third a figure an a- 

gate and an artiethift. t3And the fourth, 
a beryl; an onyx end a jalper; they were 
endofed in. golden fotkels. * 14 And 
the twelve ftones had the names of the 
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twelve tribes engraven in them, each ha¬ 
ving the namedf a tribe engraven in it, 
fikfcthe engraving of a figneti 15 And 
they ifiade upou the breaft-plate chains at 
the ends, to tie it to the ephod ; they were 
twifted work of pure gold. 16 And they 
made two fockets of gold, and two gold 
rings, and put thefe in the two tides of the 
ephod. 17 And they put the two twitt- 
fid chains of gold in the two rings in the 
two fides of the breaft-plate*. r8 Thefe 
were fo fitted to one another, before ami 
behind, that they bound the ephdd ami 
hreaft-plate together. 19 And they madr 
two rings of gold, and put them on the 
twoendsof the breaft-plate, on the edge 
of it which was on the infide of the ephod. 
20 And they made two of her golden ring* 
and put them on the two Tides of it, oppo- 
fite the other coupling above the curious 
gii*dle of the ephod. 21 And they bound 
the breast-plate by its rings unto the 
rings of the ephod With a lace of blur, 
that it might be fixed upon the curious 
girdle of the ephod; fit not be loofedfroin 
it, as the Eternal commanded Mofes. 22 
And he made the robe of the ephod of wo¬ 
ven work, all of blue'; 23 And the hole 
of the rol>e thro' which the head - was put 
inputting it on, was in the" 1 midst of its 
neck, as the collar of an habergeon with a 
binding about it, that it might not rent. 
24 And they* rnade'npon the hems of the 
robe pomegranates of blue, fit purple, fit 
lcarlet, fic fine doubled linen. 25 And they 
made bells of pure gold, and put one be- 
fween each two pomegranates upon' the 
hem of the robe all around, 26 To mini¬ 
ster as the Eterlial commanded Mefes. 

27 They next made coats of fine linen 
of woven work for Aaron and his foes. 
>28 A mitre of fine linen, and goodly caps 
of fine linen, and linen breeches of: fine

30 Finally, they made the plate of the 
holy crown of pure gold, and wrote upon 
it a fuperfcriprion,"like to the engraving 
of a fignet, Holinefs to the Eternal.

Haves for carrying it, and all its utenlils, 
the liver and its foot, 4.0 The hangings 
of the court and court gate, with their 
pillar* and fockets, cords and pins, and 
all the velllls for the fervice of the taber¬ 
nacle, the* tent of the congregation'; 4 r 
The garments for mini lie ring in holy 
tilings, even the hply garments for Aa¬ 
ron the prieft, and his fons to minifter * n 
the priefts office ; 4a According to all 
that the Internal commanded Moles, did 
the Ilraelites make all the work. 

43 And Motes looked upon all the 
Work when it w as iinifhed, and it was 
done as the Eternal had commanded. And 
Moles blefled them,

N D the Eternal Jpake to Mofes, 
faying. 2 On the firft day of the 
Gi ft month findt thou .fet up the taber¬ 
nacle or the tent of the congregation. 3

4 And thou Jim It bring in the table, fit

N OW the Eternal called Mofes, and 
fpake to him out of the tabernacle 
of the congregation, faying, 1 Say to the 
Ifraelites, Wfath any one brings an offeivff 
ings of his cattle to the Eternal, he fliall* 
bring it of the herd, (7. e. of bullocks), 
or of the;flocks, (*.*. offlieep, or goats): 

3 If it be*a bOmt-facrifice of the herd, it 
muft he a male without blemifii; he fliall 
offer it voluntarily at the door of the ta¬ 
bernacle, before the Eternal. 4 He fliall 
lay *hi$ hand on its head : and it fliall he 
accepted in his fteaff, to make an atone¬ 
ment for him. 5 And he fliall kill the 
bullock before the (altar of the) Eternal; 
and the priefts fliall fprinkle the blood u- 
pon the altar, which is by the door of the 
tabernacle, round, about. 

,6 And he fha 11 flay the holocauft, and 
cut it -to pieces., 7 -And the priefts fliall 
put fuel, to feed the fire from heaven u- 
pon the altar, and lay the wood in order 
upon it, to keep it perpetually burning: 
%nd they fliall lay the parts, 6 The head, 
ffhd the fat, in aider on the wood, which 
is on the fire upon the altar. 9 But his 
inwards, and his legs, fliall they vvafh 
with water; and the prieft (hall bum all 
qjp the altar, for a burnt-faorifice, an of¬ 
fing made by fire, of a fweet favour un- 
40 the Eternal. 

qo Bui it his offering for a burnt-facri- 
fice, be of the flocks, (r.-e. ot the flietp, 
or of the,goats), it fliall be a male with¬ 
out hleinifli. n And the prieft fliall kill 
the north fide of the .altar, before 
the Eternal, &. fliall fprinkle the blood on 
the altar:round about. 12 AndJie fliall 
Cut it into pieces, with the head, and tha 
/at—and flu’.U Jay tLisci in order cn the 


wood, which is on the fire upon the altar. 
13 And he fliall wafli the inwards and ti c 
legs with water; and shall take it all, fit 
burn it on the altar, as a burnt-facrifice, 
an offering made by fire, for a fweet fa¬ 
vour unto the Eternal. 

14 But if his offering to the Eternal, 
for a burnt-fac.iiice, be of fowls, they 
shall be turtle doves, or young pigeons. 
15 And the prieft shall bring it unto the 
altar, and wring off its head, and burn it 
upon the altar; its blood being wrung 
out at the fide of the altar. 16 And irs 
crop, with its feathers, being pluckt off, 
and caff at the eaft part of the altar, by 
the place of the ushes. 17 And he shall 
cleave i?--its wings remaining on it, but 
it shall not he divided afundcr : and the 
prieft shall burn it on the altar, upon the 
wood that is upon the file ; it is a buhit- 
facrificc, an offering made by fire, of a 
fweet favour, to the Eternal; > 

II. Tic meat-offering of four kuith oil . 

A M D when any will offer a meat¬ 
offering to tlie Eternal; it shall be 
of fine flour, and he shall pour oil upon it, 
and put frankincerife off it: " 2 And he 
shall bring it to the priefls, and shall take 
a handful of the flour, with the oil, and 
all the frank in ccnfe', and the 'prieft shail 
bm u this memorial of it on the altar, hi 
an offering made by fire, cf a fweet favour 
to the Eternal. 3 And the remainder 
shail be the prieftV; it is a tv,off facred 
thing of the fire-offerings’ of the Eter¬ 
nals. v ■ 

'4 And if my offer a meat-efi’ering, bak¬ 
ed in the oven, it shail be of unleaven¬ 
ed calces ot fine flour, and mingled with 
oil, or unleavened bifeuits, anointed -v/ilJi 
oil. 
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5 And if an oblation be a meat-offer¬ 
ing, baVn i’n a pan, it fliall be of fine 
flour, unleavened, mingled with oil. 6 
It fliall be divided in pieces, and oil fliall 
be poured upon it ; for it is a meat-offer¬ 
ing. 

7 And if an oblation be a meat-offer¬ 
ing, baken in a frying pan, it fliall be of 
fine flower, with oil. B And k fliall be 
brought before the fymhol of the Eter¬ 
nal’s preface ; and the prieft having re¬ 
ceived it, fhall bring it to the altar. 9 
And he Ihall burn a memorial of it upon 
the altar ; it is a fire-offering of a fweet 
favour to the Eternal. 10 A^d the re¬ 
mainder of it flu II be the prielts’; it is a 
molt tarred thing, of the iire-oftcrings of, 
the Eternal. 

it No meat-offering Hull he made 
with leaven ; for ye Hull burn, no leaven, 
nor any honey, in any fire-offering to the 
Eternal. 

12 ^ Yc fliall offer the oblation of the 
firft-fruits to the Eternal; but they fhall 
opt be burnt on the altar, for a fweet fa¬ 
vour. 13 Every meat-offering fliall be 
feafoned with fait; fait, the fymbol of 
God’s covenant, which doth Dot fee cor¬ 
ruption, fliall nor be a wanting to it—— 
fait fliall accompany every offering. 14 
The meat-offering of firfl-fruits fliall be 
green ears of com, full, beaten out, and 
dried by the fire. 15 Oil and frankin- 
cenfe fliall be put upon it, for a meat-of¬ 
fering. 1 6 And the priell fliAU burn, for 
a memorial of it, a part of the beaten corn, 
and of the oil, with all the fraokinccnfe ; 
it is a fire-offering to the Eternal. 

III. The fcenec-f'jfcring of the herd. 

I I' a pcace-cilei ing from the herd be fa- 
crifi'jc-d, whether it be male or female, 
it fln‘l be per ft* ft before the Eternal. 2 
The okbrer Ihall lay hi* hand on the head 
ol it, and the priell fliall kill it at the door 
nf the tabernacle, uiul he fliall fprinkle 
the blood on the altar round about; 3 
And lie Ihall offer all the fat that covers 
the in w?ids, and all the fat that is on 
them, in his peace-offering, made by Are 
to the Eternal; 4 And the two kid¬ 
neys, with, the fat that is upon them 
by the flanks, and the caul over tire li¬ 
ver, with the kidneys, 5 Shall he take 
and burn upon llic altar, with the 
Eli ml-fiicriiicc, upon the wood that is on 
1 he lire; it is a fiie-offering of a fweet 
favour to the Ftcrunl.

wards in his offering made by fire to the 
Eternal. 15 And the two kidneys, with 
their fat,on the flanks, and the ciul above 
the liver, with the kidneys, fliall he 
take, 16 And burn them (in the altar; it 
is the meat of the fire-oftering; all the 
fat belongs to the Eternal: 17 It fliall be 
a perpetual ftatute to all your genera¬ 
tions, in all their habitations, to eat nei¬ 
ther fat nor blood.

A ND the Eternal fpake to Mofes, 
faying, 2 Say (o the Ij&SteKt'es, If 
a perfon lin by:.mistake, or through- igno¬ 
rance, doing, contrary to any of the (com¬ 
mands of the Eternal, what fliould not 
be done ; 3 Or if the anointed prieft fin 
wjth the people, let him bring a young 
bullock without blemifli for a lin-nffering 
to the Eternal 4 To the door of the ta¬ 
bernacle before the Eternal, .and lay his 
hand upon its head, and kill it. 5 And 
the annomted prieft fliall, take itsblbod, 
and bring it into the, tabernacle, 6 And 
dip his finger in it, and fprinkle it feven 
times bcjbre the vail of the molt holy 
place, before the Internal. 7 Ami he 
Ihall put lome of it upon the horns of the 
altar of fweet incenfe in the public tent, 
befoie the Eternal, and fliall pour all th'e 
reft of it at the bottom of the altar 6t 
burnt-offering, at the door of the tabfcr- 
nacle. 8 And lie OibII take all the fat pf 
the bullock for the fiiugftcring, even wliat 
covers the inwards, and all that is on 
them ; 9 And the kidneys, with the fat 
on them by the lianks, and the caul a- 
hove, the liver, 16 As it'was done in the 
peace-offering; and he (hall burn thfctn 
upon the altar of burnt-offering. rt The 
fkin^ all the flefh, th4 head, the legs, all 
the inwards, and the dung, - it Evert all

of the camp to a clean place, Where the 
allies are laid, and burn it on the wood 
with fire. 

13 And if all the hflecnbly oflfraelak 
fo err through ignorance, in doing what 
fltohld not he doiie iigutnft any of the 
commands of the Eternal, and the guilt 
be hid from them ; 14 When their fin is 
known, they (hall bring and offer a young 
bullock before the tabernacle. 15 And 
the eldcs of the Congregation fliall lay 
their hands on his head before the Eter¬ 
nal, and he (hall be killed before the ta- 
behiacle. i6 Anil the high pried fliall 
bring its. blood'into the tabernacle, 17 
And fliall dip his finger in it, and fprinkle 
it feven times towards the vail before .the 
Eternal. iS And he fliall put fome of 
tlie blood upon the horns of the altrvr of 
incenfe; before the Eternal in the public 
tent, and shall pour all the reft at the 
bottom of the altar of burnt-offering, at 
the door of the tabernacle. 19 And he 
shall take all the fat, and burn it-upoh; 
the altar,- 20 And he 1 shall do ^ith this 
bullock as he did with that for a fin-offer¬ 
ing, and shall make atonement for"the 
people, and they shall 'be forgiven, it 
Ami he shall! carry forth the bullock 
withoii.t.the ramp, and burn it as he did 
thfe other bullock ; it is a fin-offering for 
the 2ffemhly. % 

22 When, a ruler hath finned by mif- 
takc. in doing, contrary to any of the 
commands of the Eternal, wliat should 
not be done, being giiilty ; 23 When he 
becomes fori Able of if, he shall bring a 
male kid without blemish'forhis offering,' 
24 And lay Ids hand on its head; and 
th T e prieft shall krill it In the place where 
The burr.t-offerings are killed, before the 
Eternal; it i a fin-offering. 23 And he 
shall take (bine of the blood with his fin¬ 
ger, -and,put it upoh the horns of the al¬ 
tar of burnt-offering, and pour out the 
reft at the bottom of the altar. 26 And 
he shall burn r. 11 the fat upon the altar, 
as he did that of the facrifice of peace- 
offerings, and shall' make an atonement 
for his fin, and it shall beforgiven him. 

* -27 And if any oP the common people 
fin through ignorance, bciog goilty of do¬ 
ing what should hot be done againft any 
of the commands of the Eternal ; 28 
When he becomes confcious of his fin, hel 
shall bring a female kid without blemisl^ 
2£ And shall lay his hand on the head oF 
thi,s fin-offering, and the prieft shall (lay 
it in the place of the burnt-offering ; 
3c And shall take forae of the blood with 
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his finger, and put it upon the horns of 
the £ltar of burnt-offering, and* pour out 
the reft at the bottom of the altar, jt 
And he shall take all the fat, as in the 
peace-offerings, and burn it upon the al¬ 
tar, for a fweet favour unto the Eternal; 
and 'the prieft shall make an atonement 
fur him', and he shall be forgiven. 

' 32 Or if a lamb be brought for a fin- 
offering, it shall be a female without ble¬ 
mish J 53 And he shall lay his hand on the 
hesfd of it, and (lay it in the place where 
the'' burnt-offering is fl.iin. 34 And the 
\irieft shall lake fome of the Moud with 
lii&finger, and put it on the horns of the 
altar'of burnt-offering, and pour out the 
reft at the bottom of the altar. 35 And 
he shall take all the fat, as in the lamb 
for a peace-offering, and burn it upon the 
altar, as in the fire-offerings to.the Eter¬ 
nal ; and the prieft shall make an-atone- 
ment for his fin, and it shall be forgiven 
him. 

V. The trefpafs-offering for fundry fins. 
ND if a perfon hear another blai- 
pheming or curfmg, or fee him 
committing any fin, and be adjured, or 
foiemnly (failed as a witnefs, to atteft 
what he knows, if he convivfts not the 
tfanfgreffor, but conceals his crime when 
called as an evidence, he shall be punish¬ 
ed as the tranfgreffori 
' 2 ff a perfon touch any unclean thing, 
as the carafe of an uticlean beaft, if it be 
unknown to him at the time, he shall pu¬ 
rify and atone for that uftcleanncfs, when 
he comes to know he ; te guilty. 3 Or if 
he touch any unfleanriefs of a n an, un¬ 
known to hrnv v* ht*n he conies, to know 
it, he shaH purify,and atone, beif.g guilty. 

4 If a peifon fw'ear vainly or rashly,in- 
confideratcly or ignorantly, to do evil or 
good, and (To it not, when he becomes 
conlcious of it, he shall atone, being guil¬ 
ty. 5 And wheh he. hath- fo finned he 
shall conf^fs it, 6 And 'bring a female 
lamb or kid for hi» fin-offering to the E- 
ternal ; and the prieft shall make an a- 
tonement fur his trefpafs. 7 But if.he 
cannot.afford a iamb, he shall bring two 
turtfe doves or two young pigc'ons, the 
one for a fir-offering, and the other for 
a burnt-offering, to the Eternal. 8 He 
shall bring them to the prieft, who shall 
offer the Iin-oficriffg firft, having wrung 
oft' its head, hut not divided it afunder. 
p And he shall fprinkle fome of the blood 
on the fide of the altar, and the reflrhe 
shall wring out at the bottom of the al¬ 
tar; it is a fin-oftbring. xo Anri lie shall 
offer Site fcccr.dfcr a burnt-offering in the 
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nfual manner, and the prieft having made 
atonement for his fin, it shall be forgiven 

ii But if he cannot afford two turtle 
doves or two. young pigeons, he shall 
bring the tenth part of an ephah of fine 
floui ; he shall pat neither oil nor frank- 
iticenfc upon it, for it is a fin-offering. 
ii And he shall bring it to the prieft, 
who shall take a handful tff it for a me- 
'morial, and^burn it upon the altar as a 
fin-eflermg, in the manner of fiie-ofier- 
in; i, to the Eternal. 13 And the prieft 
shall make an atonement for his fin, and 
it shall be forgiven him ; and the re¬ 
mainder shall be the pridl’s, as in the 
meat-offering. 

14 And the Eternal fpake unto Itfofes, 
faying, 15 If a per fun fm through igno¬ 
rance in the holy things of the Eternal, 
he shall bring a r; m without blemish, 
whofc value shall be eftimated by the 
prieft in shekels of filver, by the shekels 
of the fan&uary. 16 Ami he shall make 
amends for the. damage he hath done, or 
lack he hath made in the holy thing, and 
shall add a fifth part to it, and give it to 
the pricft, who shall make an atonement 
for him, and he shall be forgiven. 

17 If a per fun fin, doing any thing iff* 
noranlly, contrary to any command of the 
Elerniil, yet he is a delinquent, and bear- 
cih iniquity. 18 And he shall bring a 
ram without blemish to the prieft, wliofe 
value is to be elli mated as a delinquency- 
offering; and having made an atonement 
lor his error from ignorance, it shall be 
forgiven him ; 19 It is an offering for ne¬ 
glecting his duty to the Eternal. 

25 And the Eternal fpake unto Mofcs, 
laying, 21 If a ptrfon fin againft the E- 
t or mil in lying, by denying to his neigh¬ 
bour what was lent or given him to keep, 
or in fellowship, or in a tiling taken by 
violence, or deceives, or falfcly accufcsjiis 
neighbour; 42 Or finds u thing loft, and 
lies about it; or fwc.irs hillely; 23 He 
Mi all rclture what he took violently, 0^ 
what hf fraudulently got, or what was 
delivered him to keep which was loft, qr 
what he tuuud ; 24 Or whatever he fware 
faliely about, and shall add a fifth part, 
and gi.'p it to whom it belongs in the 
day of his trcfpafs-cff’cring, 25 W'hich 
shall be a ram without blemish, by the 
prirti’s eftirnation, 26 Who shall make 
an atonement before the Eternal; and 
what be hath done amifs shall? be forgi¬ 
ven him. 
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VI. Law of the bur:it and Jin offerings. 
HD the Eternal fpake to Mofes, fay¬ 
ing. 2 Command Aaron and his 
fens concerning the burnt-offering, fay¬ 
ing, This is the law of it, the fire shall br 
burning it upon the altir all night. 3 
And the prieft shall put on his undermolt 
linen garments, and his linen drawer* 
and take up the ashes of the facrifice, jiud 
put them befide the altar. 4 Then he 
shall put oft’ thefe garments, anil put qn 
others, ami carry forth the ashes without 
the camp to a clean place. 5 The lire 
shall bum continually on the altar; eve¬ 
ry morning the prieft shall burn wood up¬ 
on it, and lay the burn t-offei ingrin order, 
upnn it, and burn thereon the fat of the 
p race offerings, and that of others. 6 
The fire shall be maintained conftantly* 
on^the altar. I 

7 The law of the-meat-offering is. 
That Aaron and his Ions fhall offer it to 
the Eternal before the altar. 8 He fliall 
take a handful of the flour of it with the 
oil and all the frankinccnfe upon it, and 
burn it upon tjie altar* as a fwtet favour 
for a memorial to the Eternal. 9 Ami 
the remainder fliall Aaron and his fony 
cat with unleavened bread, in the holy 
place, in the court of the tabernacle. 10 
It fliall not be baken with leavpi ; L it is 
their portion of the firq-otferirtg^ of tfip 
Etcrnal.being moft holy, as in the fin-of¬ 
fering and the treipafs-offeiing. 11 All 
the males of Aaron’s feed fliall cat of it; 
but this is a perpetual ftatute to all your 
generations concerning the fire-offerings 
of the Eternal---Evcry one fliall be holy 
that toucheth. them. 

12 Aii^ fhe Eternal fpake to Mofes,, 
faying, 13 fn the day when Aaron &• his 
foils arc anointed, they fliall offer tothi 
Eternal the tenth part of an ephah of 
fine flour for a perpetual meat-offering; 
the one half In the‘morning, and the o- 
other half at night- 14 It fliall be ba^ 
cn in a pan with oil, and offered for i 
fvycct favour to the Eternal. 15 And 
his firft-born who is anointed in his ft-,ad 
fliall after it perpetually to the Eternal ; 
it fliall be.wholly burnt. 16 Every meat- 
offering for the prieft (ball be wholly 
burnt; none of it fhrill be eaten. • - ^ 
17 And tbe Eternal fpake unto Mo¬ 
fes, laying, 18 Say to Aarpn and his. forts. 
The , law of the fin-offering is. That it 
fliall be flatn where the burnt-offering is 
flSin, before the tabernacle ; it is moll ho¬ 
ly- 19 The prieft that offereth it for fin

shaU eat pf it, in holy* place, iq the 
ccprt oF the $abemafle. 20 Whatever 
touches the flesh of-ii $ha!l be holy; and 
Whed any of the ptypd of it is fprinkled 
on his garments itMiall be washed in the 
holy place.'2r The earthen vcffel whert- 
in it is foddeo shall be broken ; blit if it 
be fodderfin a brazen pot it shall be fcou- 
fed and rinfed with water. 22 AIL the 
males among the priefls shall eat thereof; 
it is moft holy. 23 No fin - offering 
whereof any of the blood is brought into 
the tabernacle, to make atonement, shall 
be eaten ; it shall be burnt with fire, 

, Vir . The law oj the trcfpafs-ofterivg. 

J?| 'HE jaw of the offeringTor negledl, 
4. which is molt holy, is this: It 

shall be flam where the holocauft isjlain, 
and the blood shall be fprinkled on the 
altar round about. 3 ’All the fat and 


fereth it, but it shall be an abomination ; 
he that doeth it shall bear his iniquity, 
ip The flesh of the facrifice that touch- 
eth any unclean thing shall not be eat¬ 
en,-it shall be burnt; cvciy clean per foil 
may eat Of the peace-offering'with the cf- 
ierer. 20 But if any perfon having an 
uncleannefs eat of the peace-offering, 
which pertains to the Eternal, he shall 
be exterminated from the people. 21 
The perfon that toucheth any unclean 
thing, as the untleaunefs of man, or any 
unclean be a ft, or any abominable thing, 
and eat the flesh bf peace-oflerings which 
pertain to the Eternal'he shall be excom¬ 
municated from the church. 

22 And the Eternal fpake to Mofcs, 
faying, 23 Say to the Ifraelites, Ye (hall 
eat no kind of fat of ox, or of.flicep, or of 
goats. 24 The fat of a bcaft that dieth 


the rump, 4 With the kidneys and the 
caul above the liver, shall be ^aken, 5 
^nd burnt on the altar, for a fire-offering 
to the Eternal. 6 Every male among 
the priefls shall eat of it, but only in the 
holy place, it being moft holy. 7 The 
law for the fm-offerirtg and for tne de¬ 
linquency-offering (i.e. for neglcft) is. 
That the priefit that makes atonement 
therewith shall have it. 8 And the prie ft 
that uffereth any man’s burnt-offering 
shall me the flein of It. p And all the 
fceat-onering; that is baken in the oven 
oi£ dreffed iff the frying-pan, or other pan, 
shall be the priefTs that effereth if. 10 
But every meat-offering mingled with 
oil or dry, all th^fofis of Aaron shall have 
divided among therm 

11 The law of the peace-offerings to 
the Eternal is this ; 12 itfifif- be off ered 

foVVthanltfgiving, there stiScll be offered 
with it unleavened cakes mingled with 
pil fried. 13 Befides the cakes he shall 
offer leavened bread, with the facrifice of 
thanklgiving of his peace -offerings. 14 
And he shall offer a loaf out of the whole 
Elation for an heave-offering to the E- 
teinal; and it shall be the prieft’s that 
fp;inkleth the blood of the peace-offer¬ 
ings. 15 And the flesh 0/ the facrifice 
of p£ace-cffeiings for thanksgiving shall 
be eaten the fame day that it is eft:red ;, 
none of it shaJr be left till the morning. 

Biff if the facrifice of his offering be a 
vow, ora voluntary offering, the remain¬ 
der of it may be eaten on the morrow. 17 
But ifaijyofthe flesh of it remain till the 
third day, it stfall he bqrnt with fire. WS 
Andiif any of th$ flesh of the peace-ojf- 
ftribg be eaten on the third day, it shall 
nfrbe accepted, nor profit him theit of- 


of itfelf. or of one that is torn wftlj beads, 
may be applied to* any other ufe ; ye (hall 
not eat of it. 25 Whoever eats the fat 
of the beafls of wjrich firc-ofterings are 
offered to the Eternal, (hall be cut offfrom 
his people. 

z6 ^ Yc fliall eat no kind of blood, 
whether of fowl, or of bead, in all your 
habitations. 27 Whoever eateth any kind 
of blood, fliall be cut off from his peo¬ 
ple- ... , 

28 And the EterpaL fpake to Moffs, 
faying, 29 Say to.the Ifraelites, H( that 
offereth the facrifice of his peace-offering 
to the Eternal, fliall tiring his oblation of 
the fffcbfFering, with his own hands. 39 
The fat, with the b^eaft ; that this nr. ay 
be waved, for a w^ve-effering. before the 
Eternal. 31 And, the prie ft fliall bum 
the fat upon the altay; but the bread fliall 
be Aaron’s and his fons. 32 The right 
flioulder of your peace-cffei ings, fliall ye 
give to the pried, for an heaye-oftring. 
33 He among the Tons of Aaroff that ef¬ 
fereth the blood of the peacc-onerirg, & 
the fat, fliall have tj\e right,, fhouUier for 
his part. 34 The Ilraelitcs fliall give the 
wave-bread and the heave-fliciiuler ol 
' their peace-offerings to the high priell, 
and the inferior priefls continually. 

35 This became the property of Aa¬ 
ron and his fons, as anointed priefls, out 
of tfye fire-offerings of the internal, from 
tfie time they were prefented to mimffev 
19 the prieft’s office'; 3 6 Tl»e: Eternal com¬ 
manded the Ifraelites to give it them, 
from the day of their anointing, by a per- 
petual (Vatute to!) our generations, 

* 37 Thefe are the laws of the burnt-of¬ 
fering, of the meat-offering, of the fin-of¬ 
fering, and of (he dvliiujueqcy-offumg. 
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and of the peace-offering, and of the con- 
fecrations. 38 Which the Eternal com- 
rnamled Mofes at mount £inai, when be 
commanded the Ifraelites to offer their 
oblations unto the Eternal in the wllder- 
nefs of Sinai. 

VIII. Aaron and his fons confecrated, 

N D the Eternal /pake to Mofes, 
faying, 2 Take Aaron, and his funs 
with him., and the garments, and the r- 
nointing oil, and a bullock, for the fin-of¬ 
fering, and two rams, and a bsfkct of un¬ 
leavened bread ; 3 And affemble all the 
i .ngregation at the dour of the taber¬ 
nacle. 

4 And Mofes did as the Eternal com¬ 
manded him. 5 And he told all the con¬ 
gregation what the Eternal commanded 
to be done. 

6 And he brought Aaron and his fobs, 
and wafiicd them with water/ 7 And put 
upon him the coat, and girded him with' 
the girdle, Sc clothed him with the robe, 
and put the ephod upon him, and with its 
curious girdle he girded him, binding it 
to him therewith. 8 And with it the 
brraft-plate was put on, in which was put 
the Urim Sc Thuinmim. 9 And he put the 
niitre on his head, upon which, on hris 
lore-front, he put the golden plate, of the 
holy crown ; as the Eternal commanded 
him. 10 And he took the anointing oil, 
and anointed the tabernacle, and all tjiat 
was therein, and confecrated them, n 
And lie fpiinktcd thereof on the altar fe- 
ven times, and anointed all its vefiVls, 6c 
rhe lavcr, and its foot, to confecrate them. 

12 An! he pour d of the anointing oil oh 

Aaron's head, annin ting hiai, to cun fee rite 
him, 1 

13 And i\Iof s brought Aaron’s funs, 
and put coats upon them, and girded them 
with girdles, and put caps on them; as the 
Eternal commanded him. 14 And he 
brought the hullo It for the fin-offering; 
and Aaron and hi; funs laid their hands 
on its head. I^ And he flow it, and took 
the blood, and put it on the lioros of the 
r.tar round about with his finger, felting 
U apart: and ponied the reft of the blood 
at tne bottom ol it, confecrating it, to 
m.ikc atonement upon it. itf And he took 
all the fat that was upon the inwards, 6 c 
the caul above the liver, ar;d the two kid- 
"':vs, with their fat, and burnt it upon the 
«lt u. i 7 lint 1 h >; bullock, and his hide, 
his flefh, mid his dung, he burnt witlio it 
toe camp, as the Eternal commanded hi u. 

1 3 And he brought the ram for the bum - 
"(tering, and Aaron and his fonshid their 


hands on the head of it; T9 And he kilted 
it, and fp rink led the blood on the altar 
round about 26 And he cut the ram in¬ 
to pieces, and burnt the head, and the 
pieces, and the fat. 31 And he waflied 
the in,wards, and the legs, in water, and 
burnt the whole rarti upon the altar ; it 
was a burnt-facrificc,foi a fweet favour, a 
fire-offering to the Eternal; as he com¬ 
manded Mofes. 

21 And he brought the other ram, for 
confecration, and Aarbn and his fons laid 
their hands o’n its head. 13 And he flew 
it, and took forae of its blood, and put it 
upon the top of Aaron’s right ear, and oh 
the thumb of his right hand, and on the 
great toe of his n£lit foot, (devoting 
thefe to divine fervice). 24 And he did 
with his fons in like manner. 25 And he 
took the fat, and the rump, all the fat 
that was upon the inwards, and the caul 
above the liver, and the two kidneys with 
their/at, an\l the right flioulder; 36 And 
out of the baiket of unleavened bread 
that was before the oracle, he took oiie 
unleavened- ake', 6 c a cake of oiled bread, 
and one wafer, and put them on the fat, 
and on the right .lhoulder: 27 And he 

put all on the hands of Aaron his fons, 
to wave them for a wave-offering before 
'the Eternal. 28 Then Mofes took 
from off their hands, and burnt theft\ oil 
the altar with the burnt-offeririg,; th'ejr 
were con fee rations for a fweet favour, a 
fire-offering to the Eternal. 29 And Motes 
took the bread, fit waved it for a wave-of¬ 
fering before the Eternal: 'for of the ram 
of confecration it was his part; as the E- 
fernal commanded him. 30 And he took 
of ih j anointing oil, and of the blobd, 
which wa3 upon the altar, and fprinkted 
it upon Aaron, and on his garments, and 
upon his fons, Si. on their garments, with 
him, and confecrated him and them, and 
tlicir garments. 

3r And Mofes laid to Aaron, bnd to his 
fons. Boil the flefh at the door of the ta¬ 
bernacle; and eat it there with the bread 
that is in the baiket of confecration, 'as 
commanded. 32 And what remains of the 
ftelb. and of ilie bread, ye (lull burn. 32 
And ye flin.ll not go out of the door of t*n$ 
tabernacle during levea days, until the 
days of your confecration be ended. 34 
As is d,one this day,' fo the Eternal hath 
commanded to do, to make an atonement 
for you. 35 There fliall ye abide even at 
the door of the tabernacle day and night 
feven days, and keep the charge of the E- 
ternaj, that ye die not : fur fo it is com¬ 
manded.

ahurnt-ofTering, without blemilli, and of¬ 
fer them before the Eternal. 3 And tq, 
the Ifraelites thou ilia It fpcak, faying. 
Take a kid for a pn-offering, and a calf 
and a Iamb, both a,year old, without bic- 
m(fh, for it burnt-offering ; 4 And alfo a 
bqllock and a ram for peace-offerings to 
fa^rifice before, the Eternal; and a meaU 
offering, mingled with oil: for to day the 
Eternal will appear, to you. 

5 And they brought all that Mofes 
commanded before the tabernacle ; and. 
all the congregation drew near, and flood 
before the Eternal. 4 

6 And Mofes. faiJ, This is what the E-^, 
ternal ha£h commanded you to . do, and 
the glory of the Eternal, fliall appear to 

. j And Mofes faid ; to Aaror. Go to the 
a,ltar and offer thy fin-offering, and thy 
burnt-offer inland make an atonement 
for thyfelf and the people ; and offer the 
offering of the people, and make an a- 
tQMment for them ; as the Eternal com¬ 
manded. 

■ 8 Aaron, therefore, went to the altar.

Hp.flew ^lfo the bullock at;J tfie ram, for 
a facrifice of peace offeringsfor the'peo¬ 
ple : and his ibus prefented to him ihe 
bipod ; which lie fprinjtled on the altar 
round about. 19 And the fat of the bul¬ 
lock and the rani, the rump, anr| the kid¬ 
neys* and the caul above the liver. 20 
And they put the fat on the Wafb. and 
burnt it on the altar : 21 And tlie bread 
and the right shoulder Aaron waved for 
a wave offering before the Elqrnal; as 
Mofes commanded.

24 And there cable forth, fire from be¬ 
fore tlie Eternal, £c..confu\ned the burnt- 
offering and the fat upon the altar j 
which, when all the people faw, they 
shouted, and fell on their faces.

12 And take a .conferfull of burn¬ 
ing coals, from'off. the brazen altar before 
the Eternal, and his hands lull of fwcet 
incenfe beaten final!, and bring it within 
l lie vail. 13 And he shall put the incenfe 
upon the fire in the ^cnfei before the E-. 
ternaJ, that the cloud of incenfe may co¬ 
ver the atonement-rover mg ; that he be 
not (truck dead by the hrightnefs of the 
Divine glory. 14 And he shall take fome 
ot the blood of the bullock, and J pt inkle 
it feven times with his finger betove the 
atoncment-cuvcring, eaft-ward, 

15 Then shall he kill the goat of the 
fin-offering, that is fyr the people, and 
bring his blood within the vail, fit, do with 
that blood as he did with the blood of the 
bullock, and fpi'inkle it upon the mercy- 
feat, and before the mercy-feat. 16 And 
lie shall propitiate for the holy place, be- 
caufc ol the pollutiou of the Ifraelitej* 
tranlgreffions and fins, whereby they pol¬ 
lute all their holy things; and lie shall do 
the fame for the tabernacle that is among 
thflru, becaufe of their pollution. 17 And 
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there shall be none in the tabernacle, 
when lie enters into the moft holy place 
to make atonement, till he come out, and 
make atonement for himfelf,,4c his Houfe- 
hobl, and all the'congregation. 18 And 
he (hall go out to the altar before the E- 
ternsil, and propitiate for it; 8c take fomc 
of the blbod of the bullock. 8c of the goat, 
and put it upon the horns of the altar 
round.about. 19 And he fhall fprifikle 
blood upon it with his finger feven times, 
and hallow it, and purify it from the pol¬ 
lutions of the people of Ifiael. 

%b Arxd when he hath made an end of 
purifying the holy place * and the taber¬ 
nacle, 4ml the altar, he lliall bring the 
living goat; 21 And lay both his hands 

on its head, and ronfefe over it all the in¬ 
iquities of the people of Ifrael, their tranf.. 
gjeflions, and their fins, putting them on 
the head of the goat, and shall fend him 
away by a proper perfon into the wilder- 
nefs. 22 And the goat shall bear upon 
him all their iniquities into a land not in¬ 
habited—being let go into the wilder- 
nefs. ., : 

24 And Aaron Hull come into the ta¬ 
bernacle, and put off the linen garments^ 
which he pat on when ho went into the 
moft holy place, and leave them in the 
tabernacle. 24 And he Ibiill.wafh, him- 
felf there, atul put on "his garments, and 
come forth, and offer his burnt-offering, 
and that of the people, and make atonei 
ment for himfelf, and the people, 25 Me 
shall burn the fat of the-fin-offering oil 
the altar. 16 And he that let go the 
fcape-gnat, shall wash his clothes fic hira- 
felf in water, and afterward come into 
the camp. 27 The (kin, the flesh, fic the 
dung, of the bullock,' and the goat for the 
fin-offering, whofe blood was brought in¬ 
to the holy place to make atonement, 
fhall be carried out of the camp, fic burnt. 
2S And he that doeth it (hall wash his 
clothes, and bathe himfelf in water, be¬ 
fore be come into the camp. 

29 This shall be a perpetual ordinance 
to you: that on the tenth day of the fe-* 
venth month, ye lhall mourn Cm your fins, 
during the palt year; ami neither you, nor 
your ftrangers, shall do any work* -30 
For on that day (hall the prie.fi: make ail 
atonement for you, (it is the greaiday o£ 
repentance and atonement yearly), that 
you may he cleanfed from all your fins, 
before'the Eternal. 31 It fhall be a great 
fiibbath to you, wherein ye fhall afflict 
your fouls for your fins, every year. 32 
And evety anointed confecrated prielt, 
that fiiceceds his father in hij office, fliali 
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take one male lamb for a trefpafs offer¬ 
ing, atid the'Iofiidf oil, and wave them 
fift a wave-offmW before the EternaL 
13 And be fhalrflay the lamb in the 
pfoce where kifli the fin-offering apd 
the burnt-offering,, in the holy place ; for 
as the fin-offcrir.g is the prieft’s, fd is the 
trefpafs-dftering, being rpoft holy. 

14 And the pried fliall take fome of 
the blood of the trefpafs-offering, and p(it 
it upon the top of the right ear of him 
that is to be cleanfed, and upon the thumb 
of his right hand, and upon the great toe 
of his right foot. 15 And the prieft fhall 
take fome of the log of oil and pour it in¬ 
to the palm of hi9 own left hand, itf And 
he fhall dip his right finger into it, and 
fprinkle of it with his finger feven times 
before the Eternal. 17 And of the re¬ 
mainder of the oil that is inlus hand fliall 
he put upon the top of the right ear of 
him that is to be cleanfed add On the 
thumb of bis right hand, and on the great 
tofc of his right foot, and on the blood of 
the trefpars-offering. i3 And the reft of 
the oil that is in the prieft’s right-hand 
be fliall pour on the head or him that is 
to be cleanfed, and make atonement for 
him before the Eternal. 19 Add offer 
the fin-offering and make atonement for 
him that is’ to be clfeanfed from his un- 
ejeatmefs, and afterward he fliall kill the 
btirot-offering, 20 And fliall offer the 
bufnt-offbnng and the meat-offering up, 
on the altar tfnd make atonement for him, 
21 And he fliall be clean, but if Be be 
poor and cannot afford fo much, then he 
shall take onedatorb for a trefpafs.offering 
to be waved to make atonement for him, 
and one terith deal of,fine flour mingled 
with oil, and 4 fog of oil, for a meat-of¬ 
fering, 22 And two turtle doves or two 
young pigeons fucb as he is able to get; 
th,e-orie for a fin-offering abd the other a 
burnt-offering; 23 And he (hall bring 
them the eighth day to the prieft unto the 
door of the tabernacle for his cleanfing be¬ 
fore the Eternal, 24 And the prieft fliall 
take the lamb of the trefpafs-offering and 
the log of oil and wave them for a wave¬ 
offering before the Eternal; 25 And kill 
the Iamb of the tiefpafs-offering, and take 
fome of the’ blood of it, and pour it up¬ 
on the- top-of the right ear of him 
that is to be elected, artd -upon the 
thumb of his tight hand, and upon the 
great toe of his right foot. 26 And the 
prieft fliall pour fome of the oil into the ^ 
palm of his own left hand, 27 And 
fprinkle with bis right ffnger fome of that 
oilfeven times before thfe' Eternal. 48 1 
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And he shallput of the oil that is in his hand 
on the top of the right ear of him that is 
to be cleanfed, and on the thumb of hi» 
right hand, and on the great toe of his 
right foot, on the place where the blood 
of the trefpafs-offering was put. 29 And 
the reft of the oil that is in his hand he 
Ihall put on the head of him that is to 
be cleanfed, to make atonement for him 
before the Eternal. 30 And he fliall of¬ 
fer the one of the turtle doves, or young 
pigeons, 31 Such as he is able to get, 
for a fin-offering, flt the other for a burnt 
offering, with the meat-offering ; and he 
fliall make atonement for,him that is to 
be cleanfed before the Eternal. 

32 This is the law for him that hath 
the plague of the leprofy, and who is not 
able to get what pertains to his clcauf- 
»ng. 

33 And the Eternal faid to Mofes 
and Aaron, j^When ye are come into the 
land of Canaan Which I give you to pof- 
fefs, and I bring the plague of the lepio- 
fy into a houfe, 35 The owner of the 
houfe fhall come and tell the priefts that 
the plague of the leprofy appears to him. 
to be in the houfe. 

3<f Then the prieft shall command to 
empty the houfe before he come in to fee 
the plague, that all which is in the houfe 
be not made unclean ; but what can be 
purified may be removed. 

37 And when he enters into the houfe 
and examines it, if the plague be in the 
walls of the houfe, with hollow ftrakes 
greenish or redish, deeper than the fur- 
face of the walls; 38 Then the prieft 

shall come out and shut it up feven days. 
39 And on the feventh day he shall look 
if it be. fpread gn the walls of the houfe. 

40 Then the pi idl shall command to 
take away the ftones in. which the plague 
is, and call them into an unclean place 
without the city. 41 And he shall caule 
the houfe to be feraped within all around, 
and to caft the dull fc raped off into an un¬ 
clean place without the city. 42 And 
they fhaJl put other ftones in the place of 
thefe ftones, and plaifter the houfe with 
other mortar. 

43 And if the plague break out in tbo 
houfe again, 44 And fpread^ it is a 
corroding leprofy in the houfe : the prieft 
fhall pronouoce it unclean, 45 And fhall 
break it down ; and all the material* of 
it fhall be carriedout of the city to anun,. 
clean place. • ■ - 

4<r Mere over, he that goes into the 
boufe all the time that it UAiut up lhaJd 
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put on the linen clothes, thfl holy gar¬ 
ments, and make the atonement. 33 And 
he flr.tll propitiate for the tabernacle, fie. 
the fanifliKiry, and the ilfar, and for tHe 
ptieft, and for all the pepp'c. 

34 This shall be a perpetual ftatute un- 
you, to make an atonement for all the fine 
of the people of Ifrael, once a vear. And 
lilt high prieft did as the Eternal gave 
commandment by Mofes.

And every man among you, whether an 
Iiraebte or a (hunger, rhat hunteth or

and cover it with duft. 14 For the life 
of every cre&tpre is in the blood.

A ND the Eternal laid t«i Mofts, Tell 
the prictls, the fons of -Y&rqn, thet 
none eft he in (hall dtCfe tl.cr.lfelvcs for 
the dead, that are not nearly related to 
them, by touching or buiying them, and 
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thus be interrupted fi lh performing their 
office- v ButfoP tHeirparents, or chii.- 
tlteiy, oY brothers, 1 $ Or lifters, by both 
patents, that are Virjjtos 1 ; they may dee 
file thcmfelves by funeral offices. 

A But the'high pfieft ihall not defile 
himfelf foddenly; to pro fine himfelf, not 
e\fen for princes, he'being the chief man 
among his people; • 

5 The priefts ihall not make their heads 
bald, nor fbave the corhets of their beards, 
nor make any cutting in their flclh, (as 
ocbers do, in their mourning). 1 

5 For they Ihall be holy unto, their 
Cod, ami fhall not by w thefe things pro¬ 
fane his name* becaufe they offer the 
fire-offerings Of the Eternal, ind the 
loaves of bread p - for a memorial to their 
God; of the twilve tribes : therefore they 
ffcall'be holy. *' 

7 They fliall not take for a wife one 
that is profane, or a proftitute, nor one 
that is divorced from her bufband ; be- 
caufc they are confecrated to God.

7 And 
when the fun’s light is gone, he Ihall be¬ 
come clean, and fliall afterward eat of the 
faered things, becaufe it is his ibed. 

S fle Ihall not eat what dies cf itfelf, 
or is totn with beafts, to pollute himlelf: 
faith the Eternal. 

9 They fliall obferve my precepts, that 
they become not guilty, and die; if they 
profane the holy things, which I, the E- 
ternal, do confecrate.

i a And if a man eat of the holy things 
unwittingly, he shall add a fifth part to 
it, and give it to the pried. :5 They shall 
nnt profane the holy things, which they 
offer to the Eternal for the people 1 6 
Nor fuffer them to bear iniquity and fin, 
when they eat then holy things, which I, 
the Internal, do confcerate.

E fliall make no ftatues, nor a gra¬ 
ven image, nor inclole a Handing 
image in a wall, nor fet up an image oF 
figured ftone in yoiir land, t<? bow down 
to them; fori the Eternal am your God, 
2 Therefore shall ye kedp my Sabbaths 
and reverence mine ordinances, faith the 
Eternal. 3 If ye walk according to my 
laws, and keep my commands, to do them, 
4 Then I will give you the formei and 
latter rain in their due feafons, (to make 
the feed fpriug up and Jill the car) ; and 
the land fliall yield her increafe, and the 
trees of the field fliall produce their fruits 
5 And your threftung fliall continue to 
the vintage, and it fliallcor.tinue until feed 
time, &. ye shall have abundance of provi- 
fion, and dwell in your land fafely. 6 For I 
will give peace in the land : when ye ly 
down none shall make you afraid; the 
fword shall not pafs thro* your land ; and 
I will free it from evil hearts. 7 And 
ypur enemies shall flee before you and 
falL S A very few of you shall chafe a 
hundred, and a hundred of you shall put 
tenthoufand to flight: 9 for I will have re-

gard unto you, and make you incrcafe and 
multiply ; and I will establish my coye- 
nant with you. io And ye shall eat of 
the old flore, until the new come to oc¬ 
cupy its place, u And.I will place my 
tabernacle among you, and will delight 
in you ; izl will dwell among you, Sc 
will be your God, and ye shall be roy peo¬ 
ple. 13 I a in the Eternal your God, who 
redeemed you from Egyptian bondage, 
that ye should not be bondmen. I have 
btoken the bands of your yoke, and made 
you walk upright. 

14 But if ye will not hearken unto my 
voice and,do 4II my commands, 115 But 
difregard my ftatutes, and abhor my righ¬ 
teous judgments, and break my covenant, 
16 I will bring upon you terror and con- 
fumption.; and the burning fever, that 
shall confume thine eyes, and caufc for- 
row of heart; and ye shall fow your feed 
in vain, for your enemies shall eat the 
fruit of it. 1.7 And I will turn my face 
away from you, and yc shall fall before 
ynnr enemies; they that hate you shall 
reign over you. and ye shall flee for fear 
when notie purfueth. 

18 And if all this do not make you o- 
b?y roy words, I will punish you feven 
times more for your fins, 19 And I will 
iring down the pride of your pomp, and 
•vill make the heaven as iron over you, 
md the earth as brals. 20 And ye shall 
pend your ftrength in vain, for your land 
shall not yield her increafe, nor shall the 
roes thereof yield their fruits, it But 
fyc will yet walk contrary to my law, 6c 
tf .ill not hearken to my 4 wo»d, 1 will bring 
I'et it-ven times more plagues upon you 
u coiding to your fins. 22 1 will alfo fend 
vild beads flinong you, which shall de¬ 
vour yuur children ami dellroyyour cattle, 
iti.l nuke you lew in nuiuhci 1 , and render 
'cur highways dtiolale. 23 But if ye 
vill not be reformed hy all theie things 
mt Hill walk contrary to my law, 24 
then wdl I a!fo walk contrary to you, 6c 
mulsh yen yet feven tiroes more for your 
ins, 23 And will fend tli** fword unto 
ou, which vcill avenge the quarrel of my 
oven ant. 

iS And when I have broken tlie ftaff 
>f youi bread, ten women shall bake 
ofir bread in one oven, and shall leturn 
t to vou by weight, and ye shall not be 
.1 tidied With CLfl’-.g. 

27 And if yf will not for all'this liear- 
:• n to my worth, hut will walk contrary 
u me ; 28! iieii 1 will pour out my fu- 

y upon you, and v/ill ^uipslfyou^ct fc- 
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ven time* more for your fins. 29 And 
ye shall eat the flesh of your fens and 
your daughters. 30 Aqd I will de- 
ftroy your high places, and break down 
your images and caft your carcafes upon 
your idols; and I will abhor you. 31 
And I will lay your cities wafte, and 
make your fandhiaries defolate, and’ will 
not accept the favour <?f your fweetodors. 
32 And I will Jay your land defolate, and 
your enemies who shall dwell therein 
shall be aftonishqd at it; 33 And I will 
fcatter yon among the heathen, and will 
draw out the fword after you. 

34 Then shall the. land enjoy her fab- 
baths, when it lies defolate, and ye are in 
your enemy’s country then.shall it reft 
from wickednefs ; 35 Becaufe it did not 

reft in the fabbathfi when ye d welt there¬ 
in. 36 ! will fend a fearfulnefs into the 
hearts of them that are left alive of you 
jn the lands of their enemies, ^nd the 
found of the shaking df the leafs fliall 
chafe them; and they shall flee as 
from the fword, and f ill when none pur¬ 
fueth. 37 Yea, they shall fall upon one 
another, as before the fword, when none 
purfueth ; ye shall have no power to ftand 
before your enemies. 38 And ye shall 
perish among the heathen, and be devour¬ 
ed in the land of your enemies ; 39 And 

fuch as are |pft oi you shall pine away by 
their iniquities in the land ofyqurenemies, 
and by the iniquities of. their father*, 
(Avhofe example and conduct they have 
followed and approved"). 

40 But if they slia'l confefs their ini¬ 
quities, and lament the iniquity and 
tianfgrefEons of their fathers againft me, 
in walking contrary to me, 41 And that 
I have therefore been agaiult them and 
brought them inro the land of their ene- 
thics; if their uncircumcilefl hearts be then 
humbled, and they acknowledge that 
they are puniflied for their iniquities. 
42 Then will 1 remember my cove¬ 
nant with Jacob, Ifane, and Abraham, Be 
bring them back to their own land. 43 
Which was.left without them, .and en¬ 
joyed her (abbaths, whilft she lay defo¬ 
late ; becaufe they rejefled ir.y judg¬ 
ments, and diTregariled my ftntuWs. 44 
If they shall acknowledge the punish* 
inent of their iniquity, when they are in 
the land of their enetnie/, I will not yet 
caft them away, nor abhdr them, fo a*to 
deftroy thum utterly, and break my co¬ 
venant witli them; for I, the Eternal, am 
tK’il God. 45 But in tlieir befmlf I will 
remember the covenant with their ancef- 
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tors, whom I delrvaiwl from Egypt, in 
the fight of rhe Heathen, that I might 
be their Ood; faitfi^the Eternal. 

46 Thefe are the lads, and ftatutesyfit 
judgments, (from xx. to this placed 
which the Eternal made beween him 8t 
the Kraelites, at mount Sinai, by the mi- 
lliftration of Mofei. 

XXVII. Concerning vows. 

N p the Internal foid to Moles, a 
Say td the Ifraelites, When a man 
fhall make a particular vow to-devote 
himfelf perpetually to the fervile offices 
of the tabernacle—as hewing of wood; or 
drawing of water; the period, pr their 
cattle* or goods, which they have devot¬ 
ed to the Eternal^ For whatever puipofe, 
may be exempted by giving a price equi¬ 
valent to. the value of the perforiV fer- 
vice, or the worth of the goods, accord¬ 
ing to the prieft’s eftimation. 3- Which 
lhall be fifty fhekels of‘filvdr, according 
^ to the fbekel of the fandtuary, for a male 
from twenty years old till fixty, 4 And 
thirty for a female. 5 And if the time 
he from five years till twenty, it fhall be 
twenty fhekels for the male, and ten foi 
the female. 6Jf they be from a month, till 
i'even years old, that are devoted by their 
parents under a vow,., it lhall be five fhe- 
kds for the male, and three for the. fe¬ 
male. 7 But if it be from fixty years old, 
and upwards, it fhall be fifteen fhekels for 
the male, aud ten for the female. S But 
ifEe be not able to give that, he fhall 
prefent himfelf to the prieft, who fhall va¬ 
lue him according to his ability. 9 And 
if it be a beaft that is devoted, and offer¬ 
ed by a vow to the Eternal ; it is confe- 
crated tp a facred purpofe, and cannot be 
applied to a common ufe, or redeemed ; 
it muft be facrificed. 10 Therefore it 
fhall not be exchanged, for either a bet¬ 
ter or a worfet for if it be exchanged for 
another, both fliall be accounted facred: 
II And if it fhajl happen to be unclean, 
and ,cannot be offered in faciifice to the 
Eternal; then it fha |5 he prefcnted to the 
prieft. 12 And whether it be good or 
bad, its value fliall be as he reckons it. r3 
And if it be at all redeemed, a fifth part 
fliall be added to his eftimation. 

14 And when a njan fliall confecrate 
fiis houfe to be facred to the Eternal; then 
whether it be good or bad, its value ft aft 
be according to the prieft’s eftimation. 
15 And if he that devoted it will re¬ 
deem it, he fliall add a fifth part to the 
prieft’s eftimation of it. 

iC And if 3 man ejevote to the Eter¬ 


nal Tome part of a field which he pof- 
felTes; then i: fhall be eftimated accord¬ 
ing to the feed it requires; a homei of 
bttriey.fetfd fliall be valued at fifty fhekels 
of filver. 17 If he confecrate his field 
from the year of Jubilee, according to 
the prieft’s valuation, it shall (land thus, 
iff But if he do it after the Jubilee, the 
prieft shall eftimtf* the money, according 
to the years that Certain unto the next 
Jubilee, 8c the rebate from the valuation, 
shall be accordingly. 19 And if it bfe re,- 
deemed, a fifth part shall be added to thi 
valuation, Qc it shall be certified to him. 
20 But if it was not devoted by a finjle 
vow, or if the prieft hath fold it to ano¬ 
ther man ; it cannot be redeemed at all. 

31 But when the Jubilee is come, it shall 
be facred to the Eternal, a6 a derated 
field, and poflefled by the priefts. 

22 And if a man confecrate to the E- 
ternal a field net of his paternal poffeflion, 
but bought by him. 23 Then the prieft 
shall reckon the value of it, until the year 
of Jubilee ; which shall be then given as 
a thing devoted to the Eternal. 24 In the 
year of Jubilee it shall returfi to its fifft 
pcffeffor, of whom it was bought. 25 And 
all thy eftimatiohs shall be according to 
thS shekels of the fandhiary, tHat^bcin^ 
twenty gerahs. 2 6 But notie can devotee 
the fitftlings of beafts, becaufe they are 
not his own ; for they are the Eternal’s 
already. 27 But the firstlings of unclean 
beafts shall be redeemed according to the 
prieft’s eftimation, and a fifth part more 
fhall be added.to it;. and if it be not re¬ 
deemed, it fliall be fold according: to the 
prieft’s eftimation, and the price given to 
the temple fer'ice. 

28 But whatever is devoted more than 
a fimple vow, be it man, or beaft, or field, 
cannot be redeemed ; every thing fo de¬ 
voted is moft. facred to the Eternal. 29 
Nothing thus devoted, fliall be redeemed, 
it fliall lurely die in that Hate. 30 AH 
the tythe of the land, whether of feeds 
fown, or of the fruit of trees is facred to 
the Eternal, being derated to him. 31 
If any will redeem anything of tile tythes 
he fliall add to the value a fifth part more. 

32 And the tenth part of the production 
of the herd or of the flock is devoted to 
the Eternal. 23 Whether it be good cr 
bad it shall not be changed, tor if it be 
changed, both it anti what was changed 
for it fliall be facred to the Eternal and 
not be redeemed. 

34 Thefe commands the Eternal gave 
to the Ifraelftes by Mafcs at mount Sinai.

4$ A.nd for each of the 
two hundred ami feventy-three firft-born 
which are to be redeemed, being the fur- 
plus above the number of the Levites, 47 
thou fiialt take five Ihckels, according to 
the fliekel of the fanchiary, being twenty 
gerahs. 48* And thon fiialt give the price 
of the redemption of the odd number to 
Aaron and his fons.

7^And Upon tile table for the twelve 
loaves they ihall fpread a cloth of blue, fit 
pu$ft>n it the plates, and the fpoons, and 
the ctrps, and the covers; and the bread 
Ijiall be continually upon it. 81 And they 
fha.Il fpread upon them i cloth of fcarlet, 
and covet it with a covering of badgers 
Ikins, and cany.it with the ftaves. 9 And 
they /kali take a cloth of blue* and cover 
the candleflicfc, and its lamps, and its 
friuffers and fnuff-diflics, and all the oil 
veflels For the fervice of it. io And they-

• - ;i2 Ami they lhall take all the inltru- 
irients wherewith they miirifter in the 
fandtuary, and put thCiri in a cloth of bhie, 
and cover them with badgers Ikins, and 
put them on a har to carry them. 

And they lhall take away the afhes from 
the altar, fit fpread a purple cloth en'it; 

Ajid they fliali put upon it the centers; 
thteforks, the (hovels, the bafons even all 
the veflels for the fervice of it; and 
f£)g£ad upon it a covering of badgerHkins, 
ahd carry it with its ftaves. 15 And 
when Aaron and his fons have made an 
end of covering the fantfhiary with all its 
veflels, and th£ is about to remove, 
then the fons of Kohath fliali come to 
bear it; having this fervice, till the 
priefts increafe to a number fufficient for 
that burden ; but they fliali not unfold a- 
ny of the holy things to touch them, left 
they die. *

5 All the days of the vow of his re¬ 
paration no ra2or (hall come upon his 
head ; Jie fll&ll let the looks of the hair of 
his head grow ; being fe pa rated unto the 
Eternal, he shall he huly. 

6 He fliali come at no dead body, •j 
He fhall not make himfelf unclean for Ills 
father or his mqthgr, nor his brother nor. 
his filler, when they die; 8 Jfccaufe 
the confecrafion of his God is upon his. 
head. 9 And if any die fuddcnlybe fide 
him, whereby he hath defiled his bead, 
which was confecrated, he shall Shave 
his head the feventh day, the day of bis 
cleanfing. io And on the eighth day 
he shall bring two turtle doves, or two 


bcrnacle, appointed as the Eternal com¬ 
manded. 

V. The untie au removed out of the 
camp. 

A ND the Eternal Ipake to Mofcs, fay¬ 
ing, 2 Command the Ifrdelites 
; to remove from the camp ev*jy leper, &, 
every one that hath an ifllie, 'and every 
one that is defiled by the dead, 3 Whe¬ 
ther they he male or female, that they 
defile not the camps in the inidft of which 
I dwell.

£ Again the Eternal faid to ,Mofes, 
6 Say to the Ifraelites, If any man 
or woman hath linned again!! the Eter¬ 
nal by wronging another, - 7 They -shall 
confek their fin, and make reftitution ;

87 There were twelve bul¬ 
locks, twelve rams, twelve lambs, tof a 
,year old, for a burnt-offering, with their 
in eat-offerings, and twelve kids. Fora fin- 
offering. 308 There were twenty-four bul¬ 
locks, fixlfy rams, fixty he-goats. fixty 
lambs, of a year old, Con peace-pfjermgs, 
-the dedication of the alt^j^fter it 
wa&anoir.ted, 

89 And wbqn Mefes had entered into 
the tabernacle, to fpeak with God, he 
heard a voice from fhe oracle over the 
•(atonement cqvering, or) mercy-feat, u- 
pon the ark of the teilimpfty, frtfrri be¬ 
tween the cherubim 5 , which fpake to 
him. 

Ho f w the lamps are to he lighted. 

\ W\ ND the Eternal (paketo Mofes, fay- 
■ZJl ing, 2 Say to Aaron, th6u fhalt 
light t£»e feven lamps of the candleftick, 
tp give tight round about, 

3 And Aaron did Id'. 4 The candle* 
flick was made of one piece of folirl gold: 
lie feyen lamps with their flowers, were 


formed out o? the fame fliaft, befng fix 
around it, according to the patternWhich 
,t|he Eternal (hewed Mofes in the mount. 

£ The Eternal Ipake agaia to, Mo fas, 
faying, 6 Take the Levites firom a- 
mong tho Ifraelites, and purify them. 
7 Tn order to cleadfe them, fhou Air It 
fprinkle water pf purifying uppn thcQH, 
(Nun. x\x. 9). , And they fliaU.Jbave off 
all the hair that is upon them*, and wash 
their, clothes, and make thcmfely^S clean. 

8 Then shall they take a, young .bul¬ 
lock (/or a hofociiv/lj with its pieat of¬ 
fering, even fine flour mingled with oil * 
and another young bullock fora fpi-offer- 
ing. 9 And. thety shalt bring the ^eyites 
before the tabernacie and a^emble all the 
elders of the Ifraelites there; 10. And 
.they shall put their hands on the Levites, 
before the Eternal. 11 And A^ron shall 
offer the Levitts as the offering of the If¬ 
raelites for the fervice of the £terflaL 1 a 
And the Levites shall lay their hands on 
the heads of the bullocks : and thou shalt 
offer the one for a fin-offering and the o- 
ther for a burnt offering to the Eternal, 
to make atonement for the Leyites. 13 
And thou shak fet them before Aaron 
4i)d his fons, as an dfferingto the Eternal. 

14 Thus shalt thou feparatethe Levites 
from among the Ifraelites, and they shall 
be-mine, faith the Eternal. 

15 And dfter they are cleanfed, and of¬ 
fered, they shall come nigh to do the fer¬ 
vice of the tabernacle, 16 For I have 
chofenfthem inftead of the firft-born, (fo 
minijler in holy things), 1 7 Which were 
mine ; fince I fmote thofe of Egypt, both 
of man and of beall, L confecrated thofe 
of Ifrael for myfclf, iS And ! have ta¬ 
ken the Levites lor thofe of the lfraelire 9 , 
19 And have given them as a donation 
to Aaron and his fons to do the fervice 
of the Ifraelites at the tabernacle of the 
church, and to make atonement for the 
Ifraelites, that there be no plague among 
them, when.they draw nigh to the fanc- 
tuary. 

za And Mofes and Aaron and all the 
Ifraelites did all that the Eternal com¬ 
manded concerning the Levites. 21 And 
they being purified, and their clothes 
washed, were offered to the Eternal by 
Aaron, Who' made atonement for them, 
to cleanfe them. 22 After which they 
went to do their fervice at tbe tabernacle, 
with the priefts; as the Eternal com¬ 
manded. 

23 And the Eternal fpake again to 
Mofes, faying, 24 The age cd tbeLcvite? 
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to wait upon the feivicc or the taber¬ 
nacle, shall be from twenty-five years old 
ami upwards. 15 Aft ef which they shall 
wait no mote upon it: 26 But shall mi- 
mfter with their brethren, in fceq>in*the 
charge of the tfcberriacle, without floirig 
any more burdenfome fervice. 

IX. The puff over it again commanded. 
^pHK Eternal had tyoken to Mofes, to 
JL the wilderriefs of Sinai, ih the firft 
month of the fecond year after coming 
out of Egypt. faying, 1 Let the Ifraelites 
keep the paffovei nt the feafon appoint¬ 
ed. 3 In the fourteenth day of this month 
•t teen, according to alt the ftatutes and 
ordinances thereof. 

4 And when Mofes told them to keep 
it; 5 They did fo; ds the Eternal com¬ 
manded. 

6 And certain men who were defiled 
by the dead body of a man, fo that' they 
could not keep it on that day, came to 
Mofes and Aaron: 7 And faid, Wherefore 
■re we kept back from offering an offer¬ 
ing to the Eternal atndng the Ifraelites 
at the feafon appointed ? 

* And Mofes faid, Stay, till I hear 
what the Eternal will command concern¬ 
ing yon. 

9 And the Eternal fpake to Mofes, fay- 
ing, 10 Say to the Ifraelites, If any be 
Unclean by real'on of a dead body, or he 
on a Journey at a diftunCe ; 11 He shall 

keep the paflbverto the Eternal, on the 
fume day of the fecond rrionth, with un¬ 
leavened d>read and bitter herbs. 12 Not 
hreakiog a bone of it r nor leaving any of 
it until the morning. 

13 But he that is clean, and not On a 
journey, and negledleth to keep it, shall 
he exterminated from his people; he shall 
bear the punishment of his iniquity, be- 
caule he negictfred the offering and fer¬ 
vice of the Eternal in the fealon appoint¬ 
ed, 

14 And if a firanger, being a profelyte, 
fojoui ning among you, will keep the pull¬ 
over ; he shall do it in the fam^, manner 
as the native UYaclitcs. 

15 If And on the day that the taber T 
nade was reared up, the cloud of gloiy 
covered the ark of the teftirriony ; and 
the appearance of fire was over the taber¬ 
nacle, Irornevening to morning. i 6 Acloud 
always covered it by day, which became 
bright like fire by night. 17 When it 
went up anj moved before them, thev 
juurneyed, following it: and when it 
itood (till, they remained in their tents. 

19 Thus, according to the will of the- 
Eternal, they journeyed, or retted in their 
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teiifs. 1 $ Even when It relied long, they 
kept the charge 0/ the Eternal in their 
tehts: 20 Whether for many days, or 
few ; It Whether the Cloud moved by 
day or flight, they journeyed *2 Whe¬ 
ther it was a day, or a month, or A year, 
that it rolled on the tabernacle, they a- 
bo<Jp in their ter.ts. 

23 They did according to the com¬ 
mand of the Eternal. 

X. The nfe of the filler trumpets. 

A N D the Elemkl fpake to Mofes, 
faying, 2 Caufe two trumpets of 
filver fo be made, each of a whole piece ; 
to be ufed for aflembling the people, and 
moving the camp to jouftiey; (alio for 
feftivals, facriflcts, and war). ,3 And 
When they arc blowh,.all the congrega¬ 
tion fliall affcmble Unto thee, at the door 
of the tabernacle. 4 If but on-.? found, 
only the heads of the tribes shall aifern- 
ble. 5 When an rtlanri is founded, the 
eaft part of the canip fliall march. 6 
When it is founded twice, thfc Louth fide 
of the camp flrall take their journey. 7 
When the congregation 1 is to be alfam- 
bled, ye fliall only blbw, but not found ah 
alarm. 8 They fliall be blown by the in¬ 
ferior prielts thro* all generations. 9 When 
ye go to war again ft an enemy that op- 
preffeth yOu, intruding upon your land, 
ye fliall fouhd ah nlarin ; and the Eter¬ 
nal, ydur God, will remember you, and 
fave you from your enemies, 10 In y6ur 
feftivals aifo, and in your foleitm days, &£ 
in the beginning of your months, ye mail 
blow the trumpets over your haloraufts, 
and over your peace-offerings, they 
may he for a memorial of you before your 
God : faith the Eternal, your God. 

ri A>ad on the twentieth day of the 
fecond month, of the fecond year after 
their exit from Egypt, the cloud was lift¬ 
ed up frofn oft' the tabernacle, 12 And 
removed from the wildefnefs of Sinai, to 
the Wildeincfs of Parao, where it reded ; 
the Ifraelites having followed it. 13 And 
the journey was begun, (according to the 
command of the Eternal given to Mofes,) 
14 By the ftandard of the tribe of Ju¬ 
dah’s camp, in the firtt place, with their 
armies; over which Nallion, the fon of 
Ammmuclab, prefided. 15 Nathaniel, the 
fUn of Zuar, prefided over the boll of the 
tribe of Ilf&char. 16 Eliab, the fan of 
llclon, prefided over the tribe of Zebu- 
Ion. 17 And the tabernacle being ta¬ 
ken down, was carried by the lens of 
Gerflion, and of Merari. ‘ 

18 Elizur, the fon of Shedeur, prefid-* 
ed ever thrhgft of the tribe of K,cuben. 
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15 And Shclnmiel, the fon of Zurishad- 

p'reTided over the boft of the tribe -of 
Simeon. 20 Eliafaph, the fon of Deutil, 
prefided over the hqft of the tribe of Gad. 

21 Then went tho Kohathites, carry¬ 
ing the fandluary, the moft holy place of 
the tahernacleand the other. Ltfvitcs 
fet up the tabernacle, again ft they ccme. 

22 Elilhama, the fon of Ammilnul,ftre- 
fided over the hoft of Ephraim, with their 
ilandawl. 23 Gamaliel, the fon of Pe- 
dahzur, prefided over the hoft of the tribe 
of Manaffeh. 24 Abidan, the fon of Gi- 
deoni, prefided over the hoft of the tribe 
of Benjamin. 

25 The-ftandard of the camp of Dan 
was in the rear of all the reft ; over it 
prefided Ahie?er, the fon of Zurilhaddai. 

16 Pagiel, the fon of 0 »:ran, prefided 9- 
ver the hoft of the .tribe of Asher. 27 
AndAhira, the fon of Enan, prefided o-. 
ver the, hoft of the tribe of Naphthali, (on 
the wings.) 

2S This was the order in which the If- 
raelites journeyed, with their ftandarejs 
in their camps, and bofts. 

29 And Mofes fa id to Hobab, the fpn 
of .Ragucl, the lyiidianite, his father-in- 
law, We are going to the place which 
the Eternal hath promifed to give us: 
come thou with us, and we will do thee 
good : for the Eternal hath fpoken good 
concerning Ifrael. 30 And he anfwcred* 

I will not go;-but I will return to my 
country, ard my kindred. 31 And he 
faid, Leave us npt, I pray thee; lor as 
thou knoweft that ,we are to encamp in 
the wildernefs, thou mayeft be to us in- 
ftead of eyes, Jo guide us. 32 And if 
thou wilt go with us, whatever-good 
the Eternal shall do to us, the fame will 
Wfe do to thee. 

,33 And they departed from the mount 
(Sinai); of the internal three days* jour¬ 
ney, during which the ark of the cove-, 
nant of the Eternal went before them, to 
fiqd a refting. place for them, 34 And 
the cloud of the Eternal was upon them 
by day when they went outchihc camp, 
(to shade them from the beat). 

35 And when the ark removed, Mofei 
faid, Arife, O Eternal, and let thine ene¬ 
mies be flattered, and let them that hate 
thee flee before thee. 36 And when it 
refled, he Paid, Return, O Eternal, to 
the multitudes of IfraeL 
. - t 

XI. , 7 he burning at Tcberah quenched. 

A ND when the people became difi^ 
cqntented with their condition, and^ 
complained of their pilgrimage in the 
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wildernefs, and of their provifion, tt.ougli 
Fed with bread from heaven, it difplcafld 
the Eternal, who ktiows all the ways 
of mcii; and the fiery caft-wind of his 
wrath was kindled among them, and con- 
fumed thofc that were in the utmoft parts 
of the camp, who began the murmuring. 1 
Then they cried to Mofcv; who prayed 
to the Eternal; {ifid the fire w^s quench¬ 
ed. 3 Ahd the name of the place was 
called Teberah ; 7. r. Conflagration. 

4 And the mix* multitude, (of Egyp¬ 
tians, Arabians, 6tc.) that was among 
them, hilled for the Egyptian dainties; 
and the Ifraelites alfo wept, faying a- 
gain. Who will give us-flesh td cat ? 5 We 
remember our eating fish abundantly in 
Egypt, and cucumbers, and tnellons, and 
leeks, and onions, and garlic: 6 But flow 
our define is not gratified ; and there is 
nothing for us, hnt this manna. 9 It was 
like coriander - feed in fize, its colour 
white and clear. 8 And the people went 
out, and gathered it, and giouiul ft in 
mills, or beat it in a mortar, and baked 
it in pans, and made takesthe tafte cf 
it was as that of fresh oil, fwcct as ho¬ 
ney. 9 And when the dew fell upon the 
camp in the riight, the manna fell with 
it. 

10 And when Mofes heard the people 
weep in the doors of their tents in each 
family, he was offended ; and the anger of 
the Eternal was much incenfed. 11 And 
Mofes faid to the Eternal, Why haft thou 
fo afflidlcd thy fervant, as to lay the bur¬ 
den of all this people on me ; -wherefore 
liavji I not obtained thy favour, to be 
frett^of this burden. 12 Have I generat¬ 
ed all this- people ? that thou sliouldeft 
fay to me, Conduct them tendeily, as a 
nurfing father doth the fucking child in 
his bofom, unto tlie land, which thou pro- 
mifedft to their fathers to give them? 13 
Whence can I fupply all this people with 
flefli ? for they we£p unto me, for fleth 
to eat. 14 The biu'den of all this people 
is too heavy lor me to bear alone. 15 
Let me rather die fpecdily, than find my- 
felf fo wretched ; if I may obtain thy fa¬ 
vour in this refpetfl. 

16 And the Eternal faid to. MofeS, Af- 
fcmble feventy of the elders and ovetfccis 
oi the people of Ifrael, at the tabernacle, 
to /land there with thee. 17 And I will 
defeend, and fpebk with thee there ; 6c I 
will take a portion dfthy authority, &. fpi- 
rit of government, confer it on them,; 
Si they fliall aflift thee in bearing the bur¬ 
den of the peopltj tl^at thou bear it not 
alone. 18 Aqd lay fthou 19 the people, 
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Prepare yourftlves for to eat flefh to-mor~ 
row; for the Eternal hath heard your 
weeping, and faying, It was well with us 
in Egypt; who will now give us flelli to 
cat? Therefore the Eternal will give 
you flelli, and ye fliall eat, 19 More than 
ouo, or two, or five, or ten, or twenty 
days; 20 For ye lhall eat a month, until 
it coine out at your uoftrils; becaufe ye 
have defpifed the provifion of the Eter¬ 
nal, who is among you, and have wept 
before him, faying, Why came we fujth 
out of Egypt? 

2i And Mofes fuid, There are fix 
hundred thoufaud men, fbefidefl women, 
Lliihlrcn, and a mixt multitude of (dang¬ 
ers) : whence fliall they have flefli to eat 
a whole month ? 22 Shall the flocks fit 

the herds be flain, to fatisfy them > or 
fliall all the 6 111 of the fca be brought to¬ 
gether, for that purpofe ? 1 

23 And the Eternal faid to Mofes, Is 
the Eternal’s uaud fliortened, or weaken¬ 
ed ? Hum flialt fee now whether or not 
my word will lie accotnplilicd. 

24 And Mofes went out, and told the 
people what the Eternal had faid, and 
convened the feventy elders of the people, 
and placed them around the tabernacle, 

25 And the Eternal defeended in a 
cloud, and fpake to him, and took a por¬ 
tion of the fpiritof authority and govern¬ 
ment off Mofes, and conferred- it on the 
feventy ciders; and, poflefling the fpiri- 
tual gifts, they propheficd, and the fpirit 
did not ceafe to reft upon them* 

2 f> And there were two elders, whofc 
naipcs were enrolled, being Eldud and 
Mediid, who went not out to the tabfer- 
n;u If, hut they pi oplit fieri in the camp ; 
f ,r tlu fpirit was upon them alfo, 27 
And a yuung man ran, and told Mofes, 
Hint they pruphdU-d in the camp. 28 
And Jolliua, the Ion of Nun, a young man 
who at tended Moici, laid, My lord, Mo¬ 
fes, forbid them. 29 And Mofes faid to 
him, Envied thou them on my account ? 
would to Gad that all the Lord’s people 
were prophets, and that the Eternal 
would confer his Spirit upon them. 30 
And Mofes and the elders of Ifracl went 
into the camp. 

31 And a wind proceeded from the.E- 
imial, (j.e. a mighty wind), & brought 
l it fowls from the fca, which fell aronnd 
the camp, and to the diltance of a day’s 
journey from it, in heaps, two cubits 
lugl). 32 And the people were occupied 
all that day, and all that night, and all 
the next day, m gathering thtfc emails, 
(f <*. lat low Is) ; the Icaft that any ga-

theted was ten homers: and they fpread 
them to dry aiound the camp. 33 And. 
wliilft they were eating, before they had 
done ; the wrath of the Eternal was kin¬ 
dled againft them, and fmotC them with 
a very great plague. 34 And the name 
of the place was called The graves of lull; 
as they buried the people there that lull¬ 
ed. 

35 And they journeyed from thence, 
to Hazeroth ; and abode there. 

XII. The jedition of Miriam and Aaron* 
OW Miriam and Aaron fpake againft: 
Mofes, becaufe he had married a 
Midianitifli woman, whom they called 
an Ethiopian. 1 And they faid, Hath 
the Eternal fpoken only by* Mofes, and 
not by 11s alfo 1 And the Eteknal, hear¬ 
ing it, was difpleafed. 

3 (Now Mofes was the me eke ft man 
upon earth.) 

4 And the Eternal fpake fuddenly to 
Mofes, and Aaron, and Miriam, .faying, 
Come forth you three to the tabernacle, 
and they came. 

5 And'the Eternal defeended in the 
pillar of the cloud, which flood .in the 
door of tfie tabernacle, and called Aaron 
and Miriam, wHo both earn a forth. 6 
And In* faid, Hearken to my Words. If 
there be a prophet among you, I the E- 
ternal make tnyfelf knowft to him in a vi- 
fiou or in a dream, fpeaking to him. 7 
But not fo to my fervant Mofes, who is 
faithful in all the affairs Of tny church. 8 
For to him I fpeak familiarly, (not in fi¬ 
gures) aml lhew him apparently the to¬ 
kens of my favour. Wherefore, then, 
were ye not afraid to fpeak again(r my 
fervant Mofes? 

9 And theungerof the Eternal be.ng 
kindled againft them, he departed trim 
them, 10 As the cloud removed from 
the tabernacle; and Miriam became le¬ 
prous, white as fnow, in the fight of-Aa¬ 
ron. 

11 And he faid to Mofes, Alas! my 
Lord, I hcleech thee, Let not the punifl)- 
ment of this 1 fin fall upon us, wherein we 
have done fooliflily. 12 Let her not be 
cut off, call out as an abortion ; for her 
flelli is half con fumed. * 

73 And Mofes praved to the Eternal 
to heal her. 14 And he fuid to Moles, If 
her father had fpit in her face, as a lign 
ot his indignation and contempt for any 
mifcondudl, her fliame for it vvoulil have 
prevented her-approaching hjm for feven 
rjays ; let her be fhut out.of the camp 
Even days, and. then received into it. 

15 And it was fo done, And thepeo-

' 34 And they gave an ill report of the 
lapfl they had viewed to the Ifraelites, 
faying, It devours 1 its inhabitants by pel- 
tllential difeafes; and all the men we 
Taw are ef great' flature ; 33 As the gi¬ 

gantic race ofAnakims, in companion oi 
whom we ware as graflioppers.

ND all the people cried with a loud 
voice, when they heard the evil 
report of the land and its inhabitants, fit 
wept that night, and murmured againft 
Mofes fit A aron, faying. 2 Would to 
God ihjat we Jiad.died ip Egypt or in this 
wdfdernefsi ‘3 Why hath the Eternal 
brought us to this land, to fall by the 
fWord, that our jjrives and children flioulcl 
be a prey > 4 "Vtere it not better for us to 
return tb Egypt ? 

5 i’hen'Mofts fit Aaron fell proffrate 
beiore all the affenibly, befeeching them 
to defift from thefe prbpofals. 

6 And Jofhua the fon of Nun, and Ca¬ 
leb the fon of Jephunfeh, wlio were ok 
thejn tjiat (earthed the land, rent their 
clothes, 7 And fa id to all the p.ffembJy 
of the llYaelites, The land thro* whicli 
we pafled to learch it, is an exceeding 
good land. 8 If we pleale the Eternal, 
fo that he delight in us, he will bring U3 
into this land, and give it us to poflefs. 
It is a land flowing with milk and honey. 
9 Rebel not againft the Eternal; but 
fear him only, and not the inhabitants of 
the land ; for the Eternal is departed 
from them for their wickednefs; they 
are a prey for us, being without defence, 
and the Eternal is with us; fear them 
not.

13 And Mofesfaldtothe-Etejnsd, Th&E- 
gyptians, from whom thou dfllveredft this 
p ople with might, will hew it; 14 Ami 
will fpeak of it to the inhifl>itanw of this 
lund, who have heard that tl|Qu the Ster¬ 
nal art among this people, Shewing thy- 
f'cIf familiarly, thy cloud Handing over 
them, and thou going before them, lead¬ 
ing the way by day in a pillar of clopd, 
& by night in a pillar of fire. 15 Now, 
if thou kill all this people as one man, 
then the nations which have heard the 
lame of it 16 Will fay, Becaufe the E- 
n rnal was not able to bring this people 
into the land which he promifed them, 
therefore he hath flain them in the wil- 
dernefs.

according to thy defire, at But as cer¬ 
tainly as I live, all the land ftiafl be filled 
with the glory of niy power. 22 All 
thafe men who have Teen the glory pf 
my miracles in Egypt 6c in the >vilder- 
ncf% and have tempted ms fo often, and 
have not obeyed my words, 13 Shall 
IhreJy not lee the land vyhich J promifed 
to their fathers; none of them thatpio- 
▼oked me flmUTee.it. a4 But.I will 
bring niy fervants Caleb and Jofliua into 
the land which they have feen, and.tlirir 
feed dial] pofiefs it : becaufe they, had an¬ 
other fpirit, and have fully obeyed-my 
word.

2S Say linto them; As 1 live, 
fai-th the Eternal, I will do unto you ar- 
curding to your imumiiring, 29 All that 
Iuyc murmured againft me, from twen- 
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ty. year* old St upward, fliall fall in the 
Wildernefs. 30 None that carae out df 
Egypt fl|«U enter into the land that I 
prxwpifed you, except paleb the fon of J,c* 
phunneh, and Jofhua the fon of Nan: 31 
But your little ones, whom ye faid flioubj 
be a prey,■ will I bring fn to pofliefs the 
Und ye have defpifed. 32 And your car¬ 
afes (hall fall in the wiMerneCs, 33 And 
your children fliall wander in the wilder- 
nefs to the end of forty years from your 
exit from Egypt, filtering the confequen- 
ces of ynur crimes, until.your carcass be 
wafted in the defeit.

who are holy, and are his; and will caufe 
them he hath chofcn to coroe,nigh to him. 
6 Let Korah, and all his company, take 
centers, * 7 And put fire therein, and put 
inrenfe thereon before the Eternal to-tnp'r- 
io'V ; and he whom the Eternal shall 
chufe, shall be holy : it is too much tor 
you, yc Levites. 

8 And Moles faid alfo to Korah, Give 
car, I pray you, ye Levites; 9 Seemetli 

it but a little matter to you, that the God 
of Ifrael hath fe pa rated you from the peo- 
ple of Il'rael, to bring you near to hirafelf, 
10 do the fervice of the tabernacle of the 
internal, and to Hand beFore the congre¬ 
gation, to minifter unto them? io He 
hath brought thee, Korah, near to him, 
and all thy brethren, the Levites, with 
thee; and feck ye the priefthood alfo? 
n For which caufe thou and all thy 
company arc rifen up againft the Eter¬ 
nal ; fur Aaron look not this uptm him of 
himfelf, that ye should murmur 4gainft 
him ; but he was called of God to it. 

12 And Mofes lent for Da than and A- 
hiram ; but they would not come; I 3 
And laid, Is it a little.matter, that thou 
haft brought us out of a land that floweth 
with milk and honey, to make us die for 
want in the toildernefs? mull, rhuu alfo be 
altogether a ruler bver us?

25 And Mntes wept unto them, find 
all the elders of Ifiacl.followed him, 3$ 
And he faid to the congregation, I pjay 
you depart from the tents of thefe wick¬ 
ed men, and touch nothirtg they have, left, 
being partakers of their fins ye be con film¬ 
ed with them, 

27 $0 the people on c.yery fide tepara- 

ted therpfelves from thefe mens habita¬ 
tions. And Dathan and Abiram came 
forth with their families, to the door of 
thqjr tents,and floo<j therein. , - 

28 And Mofes faid,. Hereby fljall yc 
know that flic Eternal hath eoroniiflion- 
cd me to do nllthofe things, and that.! 
have not done them of myfe!£.; r *9 If 
thefe men die the natural death that {s 
common to all men, and not be .pup i fifed 
by a vifible judgment, then the Eternal, 
hath not Tent me.: 30 But if the.Eternal, 
itiflidl a new and particular judgment, bv 
making the earth' open her month, and 
fvrallow them up alive, with all that b?r 
Jongs to them, fo that they delcend quic^ 
into the pit, the* ye fiiall vuderltand that 
they have provoked the Eternal..

T HE IfraeTites came te the defart of 
Zin, ih the fir ft month (of the for-- 
tieth year,) arid abode in Kadefli, where 
Miftanf died, and was buried. 2 And as 
thete-was no Water in that 1 place, they 
afle mb led againft Mofes and Aaron, 3 
And chided with Mofes, faying. Would 
to God,we had died with our brethren-be- 
' ford the Eternal, (xvi. 31.) 4 Why have 
ye brought the alfembly of the Eternal 
into the wildemefs, that we and our cat¬ 
tle fhould die there ? 5 Wherefore have ye 
brought us out of Egypt, into this evil 
yilare, where there is no fowing, nor figs, 
nor-vines, nor pomegranates, neither is 
'there any water to drink. 

6 Then Mofes and Aaron went from 
the prefehce of the alfembly, to the door 


with the rod twice, and the water came 
out abundantly ; and the people drank, 
and alfo their cattle. * 

12 Theri the Eternal faid to Mofes and 
Aaron, Eecaufe ye believed me not, to 
glorify my power and faithfulnefs before 
the Ifraelites, ye fliall not bring them in¬ 
to the land which I have promifect them. 
13 This Is the water of ftrife, becaufe of 
the Ifraclite's Contention with Mofes, a- 
gainft the Eternal, and his power, which 
appeared glorious to them. 

r4 Then Mofes lent meffeng'ers from 
K>.defh, to the king of Edom, faying, 
Thus faith thy brother Ifrael,Thou know- 
eft all the trouble that hath befallen us : 
15 How that our fathers went down to 
Egypt, and we 1 jlwelt long in it: 8t how 
the Egyptians opprefled our fathers and 
us. 1 6 And when we cried to the Eter¬ 
nal, lie heard us, and fent an angel, and 
delivered us from it: and now we are in 
Kadefh'a city in the extremity of'thy 
borders. 17 Let uspafs, I pray thee, thro* 
thyconn try ; we will not go thro* com 
fields, nor vineyards; neither will we 
drink the water of the wells : we will go 
by the king’s high way, not turning to 
the right hand, nor to the left, until we 
have paffed thy border. rS But Edom 
faid. Thou (halt not paft by me, left l 
come out againft thee with the fword, 
19 But the Ifraelites faid, We will go by 
the high way; if.we or our cattle drink 
of thy water, we will pay thee for it; we 
will only go through onion 1 :, without do¬ 
ing any thing elfe. 20 But Edom faid, 
Thou (halt not: go thro’. And he came 
out againft them with a great and pow¬ 
erful hoft. -2T Thus Edom refufed Ifrfiel 
a paflage through his borders; and he 
turned away from him, 22 And journeyed 
from Kadefli to raOunt Hor. 


of the tabernacle, arid fell proftrate on 1 23 And the Eternal fpake to Mofes fe¬ 

ttle ground, imploring" the Divine aid ; Aaron,in mount Hor, on the borders of 
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the land of Edom, faying, 24 Aaron shall 
be gathered to his people; for he shall 
not enter into the land which I have gi¬ 
ven to the Ifraelites, becaufe ye rebelled 
agninft my word at the waters of llrife. 
25 Bring Aaron, and Eleazar his fon, up 
into mount Hor : a<5 And put Aaron’s 
garments on Eleazar his fon ; and Aaron 
shall die there, and be united to his peo¬ 
ple. 

27 And Mofe.s did as the Eternal com¬ 
manded ; they afeended mount Ilor, in 
the light of all the people. 28 And.Mo- 
fes (Iriped Aaron of his garments, and put 
them upon Eleazar his fon; and Aaron 
died-on the top of the mount: and Mofes 
and Eleazar came down from it. 29 And 
all the Ifraelites mourned for Aaron thir¬ 
ty days. 

XXL The Canaanites deftroyed. 

ND when king Arad the Canaanite, 
who dwelr fouthward, heard that 
the Ifraelites came by the way wherein 
the fpies had formerly gone, he fought 
againll them, and carried off fome prey. 
2 And Ifrael vowed a vow to the Eternal, 
faying, if this people he delivered into my 
hand, I will utterly deftroy their [idola¬ 
trous) cities. 

3 And the Eternal hearkened to the 
voice of Ifrael, and delivered up thefe (/- 
dolatvous) Canaanites, who were utterly 
deftroyed with their cities; and the 
name of the name of the place was called 
Aceurfed. 

4 And they journeyed from mount Her, 
by the way of the weedy fea, to compafs 
the land of Edom : and the fpirit of the 
people was much difeouraged by the way, 
5 And they murmured againft Mofes; and 
ugainft God, faying, Why have ye brought 
us out ol E£vpt to die in the wildernefs, 
w.liere there is 110 bread nor water, and 
i>nr foul Inathcth this light bread ? 

d And the Eternal lent fiery ferpents 
among the people, who were bitten by 
them, whereby many died. 7 Therefore 
the people came to Mofes, and faid, We 
have firmed in (peaking againft; the Eter¬ 
nal and thee ; pray to the Eternal that he 
may take away the ferpents from us, and 
Moles prayed for the people. 

8 And the Eternal laid to Mofes, Make 
thee a brazen ferpent and put it upon a 
pole ; and whoever is bitten lliall live, if 
they look upon it.. 

y And Mofes made a ferpent of brafs, 
(having the HUcncJ r o f the fiery jlatning 
ferpants) and put it upoo. a pole ; and 
when any who who were bitten by the 
Jvry ferpents beheld it they lived. 
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IP And .the Ifraelitps journeyed, and 
pitched in Oboth. n And they journey¬ 
ed from thence,nnd pitched in Ije-abariro 
in the wildernefs oppofite the city of 
Moab, eaftward. 1 2 Aqd lh?y removed 
from thence, and pitched jjn the valley of 
Zared. 13 From whence they removed 
and pitched oppofite to the brook Arnon, 
which is in the wildernefs : Arnon pro- 
ceedeth out of. the coafts of the Amorites, 
being the boundary of Moab between 
that and the Amorites. 14 Wherefore it 
is mentioned in the narration of the wars 
of the pternul, what, he did in the wee¬ 
dy fea, and at the r -l7Tooks of Arnon, 15 
The ftream thereof which drfeends to the 
habitations of Moab and toucheth at the 
border of it. 16 And from thence they 
went to the place of the well, at which, 
the Eternal faid to Mofes, Gather the 
people together and I will give them wa¬ 
ter. 

17 Then Ifrael fang this fong; Spring 
MP O well;,ling ye concerning it. ii 
The chieftains and notables of the peo¬ 
ple digged it with theitftaves by the di¬ 
re 6li on of the Legiflator, and the people 
went to Mattanah, from the wildernefs; 
19 And from thence to Natalie 1; Sc from 
thence toBamoth; 20 and from theheights 
in the valley, which is in the territory of 
Moab, to the hill-top Pifgah, oppofite the 
wildernefs. 

21 And Ifrael feat the meflengers to 
Sihon king of the Amorites, faying, 22 
Let me pals thio’ tby land ; we will not 
go into the fields not into the vineyards, 
neither will we d rink of the waters of thy 
wells,we will only go in the king’s high¬ 
way till we pafs thy territories. 

13 But Sihon would not fuller IfracTto 
pafs thro’ hiS borders; blit, collected all 
his people and went out to the wilder- 
nefii, and fought with them at Jaliaz. 

24 But Ifrael defeated him, and poflef- 
fed his land from Arnon to Jabhok, even 
to Ammon, whofe border was fortified. 
25 And Ifrael took all the cities of the 
Amorites and dwelt in them, Hefhbon £l 
all its villages. 

26 Hefhbon now belonged to Sihoo, 
who defeated the former king of Moab, 
and took all his land even to -Arnon ; 27 
Whence they fpeak proverbially,Come rt> 
Hefhbon, let Sihont city be repaired j 38 
Fot a fire proceeded from Hefhbon, and. 
U: flame from Sihon’s city, which coiflu- 
med Ar of Moab, and the-Lords of the 
high places of Arnon. t 2^ Wo to thee, 
O Moab ; thou art undone, O people of 
Chemofh 1 his fojis and daughters that ef*- 
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c hqbA, Sihon hat^i takfcn taptive. 30 W> 
have flidt aft tthmSyfjfty SiJson and bis 
tmopitJ\ Hiflihon is Jjpftroyed ; all loom 
it tq, Pibqn is* taiscp* from Mnab^rte 
have fprcaid dcfdlattorieven fo Nophuh, 
and to Medcbahv itsHound my. ■ */ 
jiThusIfracIdwbltiu tbeAinoritrsland. 

. 32 And Motes font to view Jnazar, 
whofe villages they took, and drove but 
the Amoritcs, . 

33 And they turned, and they afcenderl 
• the way to Baflt&n. . And Og the king 
of it went out with all his people to at¬ 
tack them at Edrefc , 

...34 And the.Eternal fritl to Mofes, Fe^r 
h itn,not,for I*have'delivered-him with all 
Jus people: and -bis land into thine hand 
(Jbr their, idolatry and wickedneft ), thou 
inalt doto him as,thou didft to Sthon who 
dwelt at Refbbon, which they took from 
Moab. 

35 So they, fmote him, and bis fons, and 
all his people,, flDd pbffoiTed his land, 
xxrr. Batons firjt mejfage refufed. 

N OW .the Ifraelites journeyed, and 
pitched in the borders of the land 
.( formerly ) of Mdnb (now of Sjhon) op¬ 
posite to Jericho, on the other fide of Jor¬ 
dan. z And Bajak the fon of Zippor 
knew all thaflfrael had done to the A- 
m rites, 3 And Moab feared the Israel¬ 
ites greatly, and tvos fore (lift re fled, be- 
caufe they were many., 4AndMoabfrid to 
the elders of Midian (t-hrir neighbours), 
This multitude fliall now fallow up e- 
Very thing around, as the ox doth the 
grafs of the field, Balak the fon of Zippor 
being king of Moab at that time ; 5 He 

therefore Tent raefl'engers to Balaam the 
fon of Beor, the diviner/ (f^Iefopotamia} 
to 'call hi-nr faying. Behold there is a peo¬ 
ple come out of Egypt who cover the 
face-of the ground and are now oppofite 
to me, 6 Come now, therefore I pray 
thee, and curfe them for me, (for they 
are too. mighty for me), then perhaps I 
fliall defeat them, and drive them out of 
the land, for 1 believe that whom thou 
curfeft aie.curfed. 

7 So the elders of Mcab ard Midian 
departed with the rewards of divination 
and came to Balaam and told him Balak’s 
meflage. 8 And he frid to them, Lodge 
here this night and .1 will do for yon as 
the Eternal ill all fpeak to me. So they a- 
bode with him* 

9 And God demanded of Balaam, wh^t 
ipen are thefe with thee ?. 10 And he an- 
fwered, Balak the foaof Zippar king xtf 
Moab hath fent to me. faying, 21 Come 
jcurfe me a people that is come from E- ' 
gypt which cover the face of the eaith 
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that I may overcome them and drive them 
obt, u And God faid to him, Thou flialt 
'not go rind curfe the people, for they are 
blefled. 

/ 13 And Balaam rote early, and faid to 
: the princes of BaUk, return to your own 
country, the Eternal refufeth to let me 
go with you. 

14 And the princes of Moab returned 
to Balak, and laid to liiin,Balaam refufeth 
to come vvith tis. 

15 And Balak fent again a greater 
number than the firft, 10 Who came to 
Balaam, fit faid,Thus faichBalak,Let no¬ 
thing, Ipray thee,prevent thee from com¬ 
ing to me; 17 For I will promote thee 
to '’ery great honour, and do whatever 
thou fayeftjto me. Come, therefore, I 
pray thee, and curfe for me this people. 

18 And Balaam anfweTed, If Balak 
would give me his houfc full of filver fit 
gold, I cannot go beyond the word of the 
Eternal my God to do anything. 19 
But flay here this night, I pray you .that 
I may know what more the Eternal will 
fay to me. 

20 And at night, God faid to.Balaam, 
Go with the men, that come to cull 
thee, hut do according to what I flialj 
f.iv to thee. 

21 And Balnam iofe early and fuddled 
his afs, and went with the princes of 
Moab. 2z But tbo’ God fiift’cTed him 
to go, he was angry that he went; 
and the angel of the Eternal flood in the 
way againfl; him, as he was riding on his 
afs, having his .two fervants with him- 
23 And the’afs feeing the angel ftanding 
in the way with a drawn fword in his 
hand, turned out of the way into the 
field. Then Balaam fmote the afs, tu 
makeher return into the way. 

24 But the angel of the Eternal "flood 
in a way between two vineyards inclofed 
with a wall on each fide. 

25 And the afs fteing the angel, preft 
fo clofc to .the wall.that fhe ciufLed Ba¬ 
laam’s foot on it, and he fmote her again, 
2 6 And the angel went further, fit flood 
in a narxow place, where there was no 
room to go to either fide. 27 And the 
afs feeing fell down under Balaam,and be¬ 
ing angry, he fmote her with a ftaff. 

2S Then the Eternal made the afs 
to fpeak y. ith man’s voice, and fay to Ba¬ 
laam, What evil have I done to th.ee that 
thou haft feiittenrae thefe three times ? 
29 And Balaam frid, ficcaufe thou haft 
dyferved it. If I had afword I would kill 
Ibee. 30 And the afs,faid, Am 1 not 
thine afs upon which thou rodefl ? ever 
finrt I was thine till now was I ever wont 
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to do f.» to dire ? A.nd he laid, Nay. 

31 Then the Eternal dilcovered to Ba¬ 
laam the angrl in thr way with his fword. 
and he Unwed and feW proftr&te. 

3 t Anri the angel laid, Why haft thou 
fVirten thine a Is ih«fe three times? ! 
came to withfUnd tbue becaufe thy way 
is perverl'e before me. 33 And had not 
the a Is Teen me, and turned frpra me tliefc 
ihree times, I had flam thee, and faved 
her life, 34 And Balaam faid to the an¬ 
gel, I have finned ; I knew not that thou 
flood ft in the way agaitift me, now there T 
fore, if it difplealeth thee, I will return. 

3; And the angel faid, Thou art fuffer- 
rd to go with the men, but fpeak only 
what I fliall fay to thee, io he went with 
the princes of Rubik. 

36 And Balak hearing tfcat Balaam 
was coming, went to meet hitn at a city 
of Moab on the border of Arnon, in the 
ut molt coaft. 37 And he faid to him, 

I lent an earneft meffage to thee tocome, 
why crimed thou not to me at firft ? I ani 
able to promote thee to honour. 38 Apd 
lie anfwered, Tho’ I have now eoine to 
thee, I have no power, to fay any thing 
for thee : the words that God puts in iny 
mouth I will fpeak. 

39 And they came to ICirjath Huz- 
zath. 40 And Balak offered oxen and 
fliecp and fent to Balaam and the princes 
that were with him. 41 And on the, 
morrow Balak brought Balaam to the 
high places of Baal, that he might fee 
fro hi thence the people of Ifrael.. 

XXILI. Balak*s facrific*. 

B ALAAM faid to Balak,* Build me 
here feven altars, and prepare feven 
nyci and feven rams. 1 And he did fo. N 
And they offered one of each on every al- 
r.ir. 3 And Balaam faid to Balak, Stand 
by thy burnt-offering, and I will retire; 
perhaps the Eternal will meet with me ; 
and whatever he reveals to me I will tell 
thee. 

4 Anti God met with Balaam, who 
faid to him, I have offered feven bullocks 
and rams on feven altars I prepared. 5 
And the Eternal put a word in Balaam’s 
mouth, faying, Return to Balak, and tell 
the mtlfa^c to him. $ And having re¬ 
turned lo hitn, he found him and all the 
primes of Moa'b ftaoding by the burnt- 
offering. 

7 And he fpoke prophetically in figu¬ 
rative expreflions, faying, Balak the king 
of AJoab hath brought me fropi the an¬ 
cient mountains of Syria, to curfe Jacob 
and defy Ifrael. 8 But how shall l curfe 
whom God hath not curfed, or defy whom 
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he hath not defied ? 9 From the tops of 

the rocks I fca him, from the hills X bfe- 
hold him : that people shall dwell alone, 
fe par ate from the nations* not being num¬ 
bered lyth them, or allied to them, 10 
Who can count the multitude of Jacob, 
and the number of the fourth part of If¬ 
rael, being numberlefs as the duft l —Let 
me die the death of tho righteous, and let 
my latter end lie like his. 

11 And Balak faid tfr Balaam, Why- 
haft thou done this to me ? I brought 
thee to curfe mine enemies* and Jo,‘ thou 
haft altogether blefTed them. 12 And he 
anfwering, faid, I miift take heed to fpeak 
what the EternaLhath put in my mouth. 
13 And BalakMaid to him. Come, I pray 
thee, with n?e to another place, from 
whence thou shall not fee them all, but 
only the extreme part; & curie me them 
from thence. 

14 And he brought him into the land 
of Speculation, to Bifgah, (f.e. the top.of 
the mount) ; fit having built Yeveh al- 
tais. he offered a bullock and a ram oij 
each of them. 15 And be faid to Balak, 
Stand here by the burnt offering, wlnlft I 
retire yonder to meet with God. 

16 And the Etem?i met with him, Sc 
put a word in his mouth, faying, Return 
to Balak with this meilage. 17 And be¬ 
ing returned, he found him and the prin¬ 
ces of Moab by his bur nr-off)? ring. And 
Balak faid to hint, What hath the Eter¬ 
nal fpoken ? iS Ami he l'poke proverbi¬ 
ally and parabolically, faying, Rife up, 
Balak, and hear; hearken to me, thou 
fop of Zfppor : 19 God is not as a man, 

that he should lie, noy as the fon of man, 
that he should change] hath lie promifijd, 
and shall he not perform? hath he faid, 
und shall he not do? 20 Lo, l have re¬ 
ceived a meffage to blelk; he hath bleQ- 
cd, and I cannot reverfe it. at He hath 
not beheld injuries agamft Jacob nor 
troubling* of Ifrael unpunished ; the E- 
ternal his God is with him, and the tri¬ 
umph of a king is among them. 22 Their 
God, fle King delivered them from Egypt: 
he exalteth their power H&the horn of the 
unicorn. 13 No enchantment can pre¬ 
vail againft Jacob, nor magic againft If¬ 
rael; what God hath done for Ifrael shall 
be related hereafter as at this time. 24 
This people, like ft ftrpng and courageous 
lion, shall go on, till they dellroy their e- 
nemie*, and divide the fpoil. 

25 ArttI Balxk faid to him, Neither 
curfe nor blef$ them at all. ad Bat he 
replied, Did. I not tell thee, that I mud 
fay and do what the Eternal commands.* 
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’ Then Balak laid to Balaam, Come, 

I pray thee,’to anofbW- place ; p'erbapi 
GoTwiH'foffer ftreiJd^urfe them frorrt 
tlrence.

A ttD wheri Balaam faw that it

10 Ye ftand all. this.day before the E- 
ternal your God, the cgptains ,of your 
tribes, yopr officers and,-elders, with all 
the men of Ifrael,. it your wives/ and 
your little ones, and ihe llrunjger that is 
in the camp, from the hewet of wood|to 
the drawer of.water, 1a Thrft yc fluiuM 
enter into covenant with the Eternal 
your. God, in the folctruv manner he mak- 
eth it with thee this clajtj 13 That he 
may ellablifli .thee this day for a people

5o they went 
and preferred themfelvcs in the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation. 15 And the 
Eternal appeared in the fymbol of a pil¬ 
lar of cloud, whish flood over the door of 
the tabernacle. 16 And he faid to Mofes, 
Behold, thou flialtflecp with thy fathers; 
aiirt this people will go a whtoring after 
the flrange gods of the inhabitants of the 
land among whom they go, and will for^ 
fake me, and break my covenant which I 
made with them. 17 Then mine anger 
(hall be kindled againft them, and I will 
hide my face from their diflrefs ; many 
evils :tnd trouble Ihalf be fa I them, and 
they fliall be deftroyed : and in that day 
they will fay, Are not thefe ev^ls come 
upon us, becaufe our God is not among ; 
us? iS And I will Purely hide roy face 
from their calamity, becaufe “of all -their 
wickednefs and idolatry, tp Now, there¬ 
fore, write this Pong, and teach life Is¬ 
raelites the words of it, that it tnay be a 
witnefs for m? a'f^.iinrt them*2O' For 
when I dial! have brought them into tlie 
land (lowing with miik an® honey, as I 
promifed to their fatheis;' and ttfey (hall 
abound in wealth and luxury; then will 
they go aftray after-other gods, atid pro- 
yoke me, V breaking my covenaut.

And when rt»any evil’s and troubles shall 
befal them, this f ng Shall teftify as ft} 
witnefs againft them, as it will not be 
forgotten bv their feed; fori know their 
devices, even now* before I have brought 
them into the land which I promifed. 

22 Mofes, theiefore, wrote fffis long 

that lame day, and taught it the IfraeU

23 And he gave Joshua the fon of Nutt; 
a charge, faying, Be brave and courage¬ 
ous ; for thou shall bring Ifrael into the 
land promiferl to them, and the Eternal 
Will be with thee. 

24 And-when Mofes had finished writ¬ 
ing the law in a book,’ 25 He edm-

28 Aflerable before;me all the elders 
Of your tribes, and your officers, that I 
may fpeak thefo woids in their hearing, 
and call heaven aniFearth to witnefs kr 
gaihft them. 29 Fop I know that aftat 
my death, ye will utterly corrupt your- 
felves, and forfake the way Wherein I 
commanded you to walk ; and evil will 
feefal you in the latter days, becaufe ye 
will do eVii in the fight of the Eternal, 
and provoke* him to anger by your e*U 
works. f' 

30 And Mofes fpake the words of this 
fong m tfte hearing of all the congrega¬ 
tion of Ifpael.

20 And he faid, I will hide my face 
from their mifery---I will make their 
end;deftru<£tion, for they are a very fro- 
warfl and faithlefs generation. • 

21 They have moved me to jealoufy, 
with what is no god : they have provok¬ 
ed me to anger with their follies; and I 
will move them to jealoufy-with that 
which is not now my people, (by. mak¬ 
ing the Gentiles the church, Rom. s. 19.) 
I will' provoke them to anger with what 
is now a fooljsh (;>. idolatrous) nation. 

?2 For a fire is kindled in mine anger, 
and shall burn unto the loweft hell; it 
shall confume the earth with -her in- 
creafe, and the foundations (of 
lem) on the mountains. 

23 I will heap evils upon them, and

7 As to Judah, ta faid, Hear, O Eter¬ 
nal, thcvuice of JudaJi • when he g&es 
OUt againft the enemy, biing him back 
in fftfety to his people—let his' power 
be fufficicnt; be thou his defence from 
his enemies. 

8 As to Levi, lie faid, Let thy Urim 

and Thummim, peijcEl light divine % be 
with him who tnimfters in holy things, 
whom thou didlt prove at Mad ah, and 
triedtl at the waters of Meribah ; 9 

Who does the duty of his office imparti¬ 
ally, without refpetfl to any, even parents 
or-chilJren, or any other relations* faith¬ 
fully bbfer’ving the word, and keeping 
the covenant of God. to They shall 
teach the Israelites thy laws and ordi¬ 
nances, and offer inceofe and holocaufh 
on thine altar. li Blefs, O Eternal! his 
portion, and accept hi$ fervices; let the 
enemies of his adminiffrations be brought 
to ftiame and conFufion. 

- la As to Benjamin, faid, The be¬ 
loved of the Eternal fliall dwell in Tafety 
by himf^the Eternalfliallbe his continu¬ 
al Hielter, and fliall inhabit his mountain, 
(J.e. the temple being on Moriah in his 
portion).. 

'13 ATid as to Jofeph, he faid; Bleffed 
of the Eternal be his-larid with the pre¬ 
cious things erf heaven, its heat and moif- 
tnre, fhowers and dews, and with: the 
tills from the deep beneath. 1 a And 
with the precious fruits, produced by tjie 
influences of the fun and moon. 15 And 
with the fruitful productions of the an¬ 
cient mountains fit durable hills, 16 And 
with the abundance of theprfccious idlings 
of the earth, by the favour of him who 
appeared in the bufli, (Exod. iii. '14.) 
with which let his head be crowned, who 
ivai fep a rated from his brethren. 17 
HiS excellency is like that «f the choice 
of the flock, and his power like the 
ftrength of the unicorn: with the ten 
thoufands of Ephraim; and the thoufands

23 And as to Naphtali, he faid, Napli- 
tali fliall enjoy abundance; he fliall dwell 
on the eaft and the fouth (of Dan). 

.24 And as to Aflier, he faid, H« fliall 
be fruitful and acceptable to his brethren, 
and have abundance of oil. 25. Thou 
(halt have iron and brafs under thy feet 
in thy poffeflion.; ahd thy ftrength fliall 
be equal to thy days. . • 

26 There is none like to the God of 
Ifrael. who reigneth in the heavens, and 
displays bis excellency in the clouds, on 
thy behalL 27 The Eternal God' \% thy 
refuge- —his everlafting power lupports 
thee—he fliall drive out thine enemies 
before thee, and deftroy them. 2S If¬ 
rael fliall then dwell fafely alone: Jacob’s 
feed on a land of corn fit wine, on which 
the heavfens fliall diftill dew. 29 Happy 
art thou, G Ifrael! who is like to thee, O 
people faved by the Eternal, who is a 
fliield for thy defence ! the’fword ol his 
excellency wilt* deftroy thine enemies, 
whofe high places thou flialt tread, they 
will feign fubmiffion to thee. 

XXXIV. Mofe; vienuetb the land. 

N D M«fes went up from the bor- 
dersof Moab, to the top of mount 
Nebo, oppolite to Jericho ; and the Eter¬ 
nal (hewed him all the laud, from Gilead, 
unto Dan’s portion, 2 And all Napli- 
tali’s, and Ephraim’i, and Manaffeh’s, Sc 
all the land of Judah, to the Mediterra¬ 
nean fea on the weft, 3 And the fouth, 
and the extent of the valley of .Jericho, 
the city of palm-trees, unto- Zoar. 

4 And the Eternal faid to Mofes, This 
is the land which I folemnly promised lo 
Abraham; Ifaae, and Jacob, for their 
feed ; I have caufed thee to fee It with 
thine eyes, but thou (halt not go over to 
it. 

6 So Mofes the fervant of the Eterua I 
died there, in the land of Mnab, accord¬ 
ing to thy word of the Eternal. 

6 And hr buried him iu a valley in the 
land cf Mueb, oppofit? to Betnpeor; but 
no man knowi of his fepuichre to this 
day. ^ 'hi-‘ 

7 Mofes ,was »s^hundred and twenty 
' years old when hie died >lieithcr his cyc- 

fight nor his ftrength were diminiflied. 

8 And the Israelites mourned fur him in 
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the plains of Moab thirty days. 

9 And Jofliua the foil of Nun was full 
of the f|iii it of wifdom ; Mofes having 
put iiis hands on hun, whereby the fpirit 
tv as communicated to him ; anti the Ii- 
raelilcs hearkened to him,'as the Eterrial 
commanded by Mofes. 

10 And there was no prophet in Ifrael 


The Book of 

I. JrJbun fucceeieth Mofes. 

N OW after the death of Mofes, the 
fervant of the Eternal, the liters 
nal fpoke to Jofliua the fon of Nun (of 
the tribe of Kphraim) Mofes’ minifter, 
Cayinr, 2 As Mofes my fervant is dead, 
go tl.nu quickly with all the people of 
Ifrael over the liver Jordan, to the land 
which 1 give them. 3 I have given you 
every place on which ye shall walk, as I 
faid to Mofes, 4 From the wild erne fa 
(foiubward) and Lebanon, even unto the 
grrai river Euphrates (northward), all 
the land of the lfittitrs, and unto the 
gi^it lea, (the Mediterranean, weft ward) 
toward the departing of the fun’s light, 
(to Jordan was ealkward). 

5 No man fliall be able to ftand before 
thee all the days of thy life ; as 1 was 
with Mofes, I will be with thee ; I will 
not fail thee nor forfake thee. 6 Be 
brave and courageous; tbr thou flialt 
canfe this people to inherit the land 
which I promifed to their fathers to-give 
them. 7 Only be brave, and veiy cou¬ 
rageous; obferve to do according to alb 
the law which Mofes my fervant com¬ 
manded thee, without going to any en- 
trr-inc, that thou mayeft profper in all 
thuu docfl. S Thou flialt be alwaysruind- 
ful of this law, and meditate thereon 
day and night, that thou mayelt obfeive 
to do according to all that is written 
therein ; fur then thou flialt be wife and 
profperoiw. 9 I have given thee com¬ 
mandment not to be afraid ; for the eter¬ 
nal thy God is with thee whitherfbever 
thou goeft. 

10 Then Jofliua commanded the offi¬ 
cers of the people, faying, u Go through 
the :icfl, and command the people to pre¬ 
pale vidfuals; for within three days ye 
dull go ovtr Jordan, to pofTefs the land 
which the Eternal your God giveth you. 

i t lo the Reubenites, Gadites, and 
half tribe of Manafleh, jofliua faid, 
13 Re in e roller what Mofes the fervant 


afterwards like Mofes. in familiar con- 
verfe with God at all times; 11 And 
in doing wonders, as in all the prodigies 
which the Eternal fent him to do in E- 
gypt to Pharaoh, and all his fervants, and 
all his land ; it And in all that great 
power, and great terror, which Mofes 
(hewed in the light of all Ifrael. 
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of the Eternal commanded you, as the 
Eternal your God hath given you reft in 
this land 2s your portion, 14 Your wives, 
and children and cattle (hall remain in it 
on this fide Jordan ; but all your men of 
valour fliill go over armed before your 
brethren and help them, 15 Until the 
Eternal have given your brethren reft as 
he hath given you, and they alfo have 
pofiefted the land which the Eternal your 
God giveth them, then fliall ye return 
to your poffeflion which Mofes the fer¬ 
vant of the Eternal gave you on this fide 
Jordan eaftward and cnjgy it, id And 
they faid to Jofliua, We will do all that 
thou conimandeft us, dnfl go whitherfo- 
cver thou fendefl us; 17 We will heark¬ 
en to thee in all things as we did to Mo¬ 
fes ; may the Eternal thy God be with 
thee in all th'.-’gs, as he was with hini. 
r8 Whoever obferves not all that thou 
commandeft him, or rebels agaiqft thee, 
fliall be put to death ; be brave and cou¬ 
rageous. 

If. Rahab concealetb the two /pies. 
ND Joflma the fon of Nun lent two 
men from Shittim (in the plains of 
Moab, where lie was) to explore the land 
privately, faying, Gp view the land and 
Jericho; and they went and entered in¬ 
to an innkeeper’s houGe named Rahab, 
and lodged there. 

2 And it was told the king of JeriGho, 
that men of Ifrael came there that night 
to explore the place. 3 And he lent un¬ 
to Rahab, faying, Bring'forih the rpen 
that are come into thine lioufe, for they 
are come to- explore all the country. 
4 And flic hid them, and faid, There came 
two men to me, but I knew not whence 
they were. 5 And when the gate was 
fluit in the evening when it turns dark,- 
they went out, but I will not whither : 
Pnrfue them quickly, that ye may over¬ 
take them. 6 But fhe had taken them 
up to the roof of the Houle, and hid 
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them/with flax, Which Ihe hod laid in or¬ 
der npoo the roof. 

7 And purfuers went after them, on 
the way'to the fords bf Jordan,, and the 
gate tyas fliut behind them. ; 

fl And before the time of going to bed, 
ft»e s Went up to them on the roof; 9 And 
faid, I know that the'Eternal hath given 
to you the land, and the terror of you is 
Cullen upon us, and all the inhabitants of 
the land faint becaufe of you; ip For 
we have heard how the Eternal dried up 
the water of the fea Suph for you, when 
ye came'out of Egypt; and that ye ut¬ 
terlydeftroyed Sihon and Og, the two 
kings of the Amorites, on the other fide 
of Jordan. 11 When we heard thefe 
things, our hearts did melt becaufe of 
you, and no more courage remained in 
any man; for the Eternal your God, is 
the^Jod of heaven above and of the earth 
beneath. 12 Now therefore, I pray you, 
iwear unto me by the Eternal, that ye 
will reijuit the kindhefs to my father’s 
houfe I have flie\vn to you ; 15 And give 
me a fure evidence* that ye will fave.my - 
father,. and,mother, and brothers, and lif¬ 
ters, and *li that they have, and prefijrve 
us from death. 

14 And they hnfwered her, If ye utter 
not Our bufinefs here, we engage our lives 
for yours; and when the Eternal hath ' 
given us the land, we will truly requit 
your kindnefs.. 

15 Then flie let them down by a cord 
our of the window’over the wall, for her 
houfe was by the wall. 16 And filer faid 
to them, Go to the mountain, and hide 
yourfelves there three days.untifthe pur¬ 
suers be returned, left they meet you, and 
afterward ye may go away. 

17 And the men faid to her. We will 
perform this oath: 18 When we come to 
the place, thop. llialt fix this fcarlet cord, 
by which thou letteft us down, in the 
window ; and thou (halt have fhy father, 
and mother, and brothers, and all thy fa¬ 
ther’s houfehold ‘with thee. 19 If any 
go out of the houfe into the Greet, his 
bloM lhall be.upon his own head^ but if 
any be (lain in thine lioufi;, his blood lhall 
be upon our head. 20 Butif thou utter 
this our matter, we will not be bound by 
the oath. * ’ 

31 And (he replied, It lhall be accord¬ 
ing to thy word; fa Ihe fent them away 
find they departed. And, five fired the 
fcarlet cord in theJwiDdp.vf. 

31 And they went tp the .^mountain, 
and abode there three days, till the pur¬ 
fuers were returned, who fought them 
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through all the way, but found them not. 
33 Theit they descended from the moun¬ 
tain, and pa fled over Jordan, and return¬ 
ed to Jofliua/and told him all thefe 
things. 24 And they faid to him, Veri. 
ly the Eternal hath delivered-all the land 
to us, for all the inhabitants of it faint 
becaufe of us. t . 

III. Jofbua conietb to Jordan* 

A ND Joftiua, with" a LI the Ifraelites, 
rofe early, and went from Shittim 
to Jordan, where they refted all night. 
2 And three days after oflkeis went 
through all tin Jioft,, 3 And commanded 
the people, faying, When ye fee the 
priells and the Leyites bearing the ark of 
the covenant of the Eternal yout God, ye 
lhall follow 4 At two thoufand cubits 
diftance. 

5 And Joshua faid to the people* Be 
prepared, for to-morrow the Eternal will 
do wonders among you., tf And Jdshua 
faid to the priefts. Take up the ark of the 
covenant, and go before the people ; and 
they did fo. 

7 And the Eternal faid to Jojhua, This 
day will I begin to magnify thee in the 
fight of all Ifrael, that they may know 
that as I was with Moles fo will 1 be 
with thee. 8 And thou shalt command 
the priefts that hear the ark to ftaod Hill 
' when they come to the brink of Jordan. • 
9 And Joshua faid to the lfrpelites. 
Come hither, and h£ar the words cf the 
Eternal your God. 10 And he faid. Here¬ 
by shall we know that the living God is 
among you, and that he will not fail to 
drive out the Canaaqites, and the Hit- 
tites, and the Hivites, and the Perizzitfc*, 
and the Girgashites, and the Amor tes, 
and the Jehu files before you. tl. Beheld 
the ark of the covenant of the Lord of 
all the earth pafieth over Jordan befoie 
you. 12 Take tweWe men, one out of 
every tribe of ITvael, 13 And as ^ oon 83 
the priefU feet, that bear the ark of the 
Eternal, the Lord oF all the earth,: shall 
go into the watersmf Jordan,.they shall 
be divided, thofe above ceafing to run 

down, and ftanjding as a heap* ■> 

14 And it time to pals as he had faid, 
15 Though Jordan overflows its banks all 
the time of harveft, which was at that 
fieafon. 16 And the people pafled over 
oppofite to Jericho, the waters (landing, 
25 if congealed, up to the city of Adam, 
befide Zaretan, at the Lake of Tiberias, 
hr Genefareth, -or fea of Galilee; and 
thofe below ran down to the lake of Srr- 
dom« 17 Ati(^ the priefts that bare tfie 
ark walked o« dry ground acrofs tj 
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ver’s channel, and all the people did like- 
wife. 

IV. Stonet taken fora memorial. 
HEN all the people Were quite 
paffed over, the Eternal faid to 
Jushua, 2 Take twelve men, one of each 
tiibe, 3 And command them to take out 
of the mid It of Jordan, where the pTiefts 
feet flood firm, twelve Hones, and carry 
Ihelit over, and leave them in the place 
where you shall lodge this night. 

4 Then Joshua chofe' twelve men, 
5 And faid to them, Ga pall before the 
ark of the Eternal your God, into the 
midft of Jordan, and take up each of you 
a ft one upon his shoulder, according to the 
number of the tribes of Ifrael: 6 That 
this may be a memorial for future times j 
and when the children shall afk their fa¬ 
thers what is meant by thefe (bones, 

7 They shall tell them, that thefe ate for 
a pernetual memorial, that the river Jor¬ 
dan dried up before the Ifraelites, till they 
palled over on the dry channel. 

8 And the twelve men did according 
to I he command of the Eternal by Joshua, 
p Who alfo let up twelve ftohes in the 
inidll of Joidan, where the prielbs flood 
that bare the ark, and they are there lbiil. 
io The priefts that bare the ark flood in 
the midft of Jordan, till all was done 
whi-'h the Eternal commanded Mofes and 
Joshua to command the people to do, and 
then they parted over fpeedily. n Then 
the priefts, in the fight of the people, 
parted over after them with the ark. 
12 And the Reubenites, and Gadites, and 
the half tribe of Manaffeh, parted over 
armed before the reft, as Mofi s fpake to 
them. 13 About forty thouiand ready 
aimed parted over armed before the ark 
of the Eterna’ 1 , to the plains of Jericho. 

14 On that day the Eternal magnified 
Joshua in the fight of all ll'ratl ; and they 
frared him as they feared Mcfcs all the 
days of his life. 15 And the Eternal faid 
to Jo u hua, 16 Command the pnerts that 
bear the ark of the teftlmony to come up 
out of the midft of Jordan. 17 And he 
did fo. 18 And when they were come 
out of its channel to the dry land, it over¬ 
flowed all its banks as bclore. 19 They 
palled over Jordan on the tenth clay of the 
firll month (our third month) and en¬ 
camped in Gilgal. 

20 And Joshua pitched the twelve 
lionet, which they took up out uf the 
midd of the river, in Oilgal; 2r And he 
laid to the IIYaelites, When your pofteri- 
ty shall pfk their fathers in future times, 
what thefe (bones mean; a They shall 
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fay, Thefe are a memorial that their fa¬ 
thers came over the channel df Jordan te 
on dry ground, the rivei being dVvided to 
let them pafs over, and the Waters above 
(landing as an heap : 23 For the Eternal 
your God dried up the waters Upon the 
channel of Jotdan before them, till they 
parted over, as he did thofe of the Red 
Sea, 14 That'all the people on earth 
might hear and know that the Eternal is 
almighty in power, and that ye might fear 
the Eternal your God for ever. 

V. The Cavaanite: afraid. 

ND when all the kin^s of the Amo. 
rites on the weft fide of Jordan, 
and all the kings of the Canaan* tes, to¬ 
wards the (welfern ) fea, heard that the 
Eternal had- dried «p the waters of JoN 
dah before tlitf, Ifraelites, till they had 
parted over, their hearts fainted becaufc 
of the Ifiaelites, and they loft all cou-. 
rage. ■' 

x At that time the Eternal faid to Jo¬ 
shua, Make thee sharp flints, to tircum- 
cife at this time the unriicnlncilcd Ifrael¬ 
ites. 3 Audit was done accordingly: 
4 For none that were born in tlie wilder- 
nefs were circumcifed, 5 And dll the meh 
that came out of Egypt died in the wil- 
dernefs, but Caleb and Joshua. 6 Be- 
caufe they obeyed not 'the voice of tW 
Eternal, they'perished, and did not enter 
into the land flowing with milk and ho¬ 
ney ; 7 And thefe their children- that En¬ 
tered info* it were then circumcifed; J 
8 And when they had done, they (laid 1 
there till they wera whole, 1 
9 And the Eternal find to Joshua, This 
day I have rolled away from you the re¬ 
proach of Egypt, therefore the name of 
the place was called Gilga! (rolling). 

ro And the Ifraelites being circiimcif- 
ed in Gilgal, kept the paflbvcr on the 
fourteenth day of the month at even. 

II And on the morrow after the, pa(T- 
over, they nte of the corn of the lind 
dried, and unleavened cakes; IZ After 
which the manna ceafed. 

13 And when Joshua was by Jericho, 
be beheld a mah (banding oppolite to him, 
with a drawn fword in his hand , and he 
went to him and faid, Art thou for us cir 
for our adverfarie?? 14 And he replied, : 
I am come as a captain <if tl\e hoftof the 
Etefnal, and Jolhuit fell prbilrate to thtt 
earih, worfhipping him, and find. What 
faith my Loro to his fervant ? 15 And 

he (aid to Joflnia put off thy 'fhoes from 
thy feet, for the place where thou ftand- 
eft is concerned } and he did fo. 
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VI. Jericho is put up. 

V Jericho was clofely fliut up, bc- 
caufe of the Ifraclitee; non? went 
ctft npr came in. , 

-2 And the Eternal faitl to Jpfllua, I 
have given Jericho into thy power); with 
its Icing a,nd mighty courageous men ; 3 

And all your men of war (hall go round 
the city, every day once, during fix days, 
4 And feven pric-tls shall bear before the, 
ark feven tiumpets of the Jubilee; and 
the feventh day ye shall encompafs the 
city fever times, and the priefts shall blow 
with the trumpets. 

5 Ar.d when the trumpet hath founded 
long, all the people hearing.Its found shall 
give a great shout, and the wall of the 
city shall fall, and every man shall go 
flraight forward over it. 

6 And Joshua called the grielb, and 
bade them take up the ark; and let feven 
pricfls found feven trumpets of jubilee 
before it. .7 And he bade the people go 
round the city, and the armed men go 
roui.ii the ark. 8 . And ihe people did as 
be bade themand the armed men did 
likewife. 9 And the promiscuous crowd 
followed the ark. ic And Joshua com¬ 
manded thetv neither to shout with their 
voice, nor fpeak, till fuch time as he gave 
them orders, 

11 And when the pritfls had encorn- 
paffed the city once.with^the avk, they 
went into the camp, and lodged there. 
11 And Joshua rofe early, and the priefts 
took up the ark of the Eternal, 13 And 
feven priefts, bearing feven. trumpets of 
jubilee, before the ark; went-on, blpjving 
them.continually, the armed men going 
before, and the inixt multitude (of feniors, 
females, and children)following. 14 Thus 
they, wqnt round it, and returned to the 
camp daily, fix days. 15 And on the fe 
venth day they rofe at the dawning c£ 
the day, and avert feven times round the 
city in the fame order. 16 And the fe¬ 
venth time, when the priefts blew with 
the trumpets, Joshua fa id, Shout, for the

3 And they/returned, anti fa id tq Jo- 
(liua, Let not, >tll the people: take the 
trouble of going to Ai; for there are few 
in it,—let tWo or three thoui'and go and 
.finite it. 

4 So about three thoufand went, but 
they fled before the men of Ai. 5 Wl o* 
irnote about thirty fix of them ; having 
chafed them from before the gate, until 
they were routed,.fronting th *m in the 
defeent; therefore the Ifraelites became 
faint-hearted, and unllable as water. 

6 Then Jofliua rent, his clothes, and 
he with the elders of Ifrael, fell proflrate 
to the earth before the aik of the Eter¬ 
nal, until the even, and put duft on their 
heads. 7 And lie faifl, Alas,, O Eternal 
God of heajven and earth ! why haft thou 
brought this people over Jordan to de¬ 
liver us to the Amorites 10 deftroy us? 

I wifli we had been content to dwell ot* 
the other fide of Jordan. S O Lord, whei* 
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the IfraHius turn their backs before their 
enemies, what fhall I fay ? 9 Fur the 

Can. anitrs. f.nd all the inhabitants of the 
lam' rti.ill hear of it, anil lurround us, 6c 
cut us off: and what wilt thou do tor the 
honour of thy name ? (i.e. the .credit of 
thy promt ft.) 

ro /lrid the Eternal faid to Jolhua, A- 
rii’e; why litft thou thus proftrate ? 11 

III .-.el have finned, tranfgrefling my co¬ 
venant and command, in taking of the 
acrurfed thing, which they have ftulen, 
and diflVjnbled, and put it among their 
own fluff. 12 Therefore they could not 
flrtnd before thpir enemies, hut turned 
rheir harks, becaufe they were acciirfed ; 
neither will I be with you any more, ex¬ 
cept ye Heflroy the aecurfrd from among 
you. 13 Arife, and have the people fanc- 
i«lied,and fay. Simplify ycurfrlvcs againft 
tti-nuurow - for thus faith the Eternal 
the Oud of Ifrael There is an accursed 
thing in the midit of thee, O Ifrae!-—you 
cannot Hand before your enemies., till ye 
have removed the accurfed thing from a- 
mong you. 14 In the morning ye shall 
approach accoiding to your tribes-—and 
the tribe which is taken by lot shall 
ioinc, according to their lineage and 
lumfeholds, of whom that which is taken 
■shall come man by tnan. 15 Apd he 
that is taken with the accurfed thing 
shull be burnt, with all that; he hath ; 
becaufe ho tranfgreffcd the covenant of 
the Eternal, ami wrought wickedaefs in 
Ifracl. 

16 So Joshua rofc early, and brought 
TPfhcl by their tribes--and the tribe of 
Judali was taki n , 17 And of it the flock 
vi tn Zarchites, and of that Zafidi, and 
ul hi* lineage, Achan his grandlon. i3 
And | 1C brought hi* houlthold man by 
nun; and Aclun, the fon of Carroi, the 
fon <ft Zaudi, the f,, 0 0 f Zerah, of the 
trine of Judah, was taken. 

*> And Joshua laid to Achan, My fon, 
giv^ now the glory of his Oranifcience 
to tne ivler.al the God of Ifracl, bv con- 
femug ; tell me what thou haft done, 
conceal . : ,t. 20 And he replied. In¬ 

deed I have fihnetl againft the Eternal 
the God of brat- 1 .' 21 Seeing among the 
ipoils a go>di, Baby Ion if)) fcarlct robe, 
and two hundred flick'els of filver, and a 
wt-dge of gold, weighing fifty fhckcls, I 
coveted them, and hid them in the earth 
in th ■ midft of my tem, and the filver 
under it. 

22 So-J-jshun fent meftenvers, who ran 
to the unt, and found it hid there, with 
* he fiiV ' er un.lc:- it. -23 And they brought 


them to Jofhua, and all Ifrael,'and fpread 
them out before the tabernacle of the E- 
ternal. 

24So Joshua 8c all Ifrael took Achau, 
and the filver, and the garment, and the 
wedge of gold, and his children, and his 
'cattle, and his tent, and all that he had, 
and brought them to the valley of Arhor, 
(or trouble). 

25 And Joshua faid. Why haft thou 
troubled us? the Eternal fhall trouble 
thee this day. And all Ifrael ftoned 
him to deafl), and then burnt him. a6 
And laid a great heap of ftoncs upon 
him ; fo the Eternal turned from the 
.fiercenefs of his anger ; and the place 
retained the myne of The valley of 
trouble. 

VIII. God encouragetb JoJbua . 
HEN the Eternal faid. to Jofhua, 
Fear not, nor be difeouraged ; take 
with thee all the men of war, and go 
quickly againft Ai : for I h^ve delivered 
into thy hand the king, and his people, 
and his city, and his land. 2 And thou 
(halt do to Ai and its king, as thou didJt 
to Jericho and its king j except that ye 
Hindi take the fpoil and the cattle to 
yourfelves for a prey : lay aq ambufli for 
the city behind it. 

3 .'jo he and all the men nf war pre¬ 
pared lo go quickly zgainft Ai—and he 
fetected thirty thouland valiant courage¬ 
ous men, and fent them away by night. 
4 Having commanded them to lie in am- 
bufh behind the city not far from it, and 
to be ready. 5 And he with his atten¬ 
dants would approach the city ; and 
when the citizens came out againft them, 
they would flee. 1 6 Then the citizens 
would piirfue, faying, They flee before 
us as at the firft. 7 Then they that lay 
in ambufli fhould feize on the city; for 
the Eternal, the God of IfraeJ, Would de¬ 
liver it unto their handi 8 And Jofhua 
commanded them to fet the city on lire, 
as the Eternal commanded him. 

9 The men Jofhua fent lay on the weft 
fide of Ai, between Bethel and it. 

ro And Jolhua rofe early next morn¬ 
ing, ana numbered the peopl-, and went 
with the eideis in fight of Ai. u And 
all the men'of war that were with him; 
enme nigh before the city on the north 
fide; there being a valley between the 
place where they pitched and the city. 

12 And five tr-oufand now lay in ara- 
buflt on the welt tide; between Bethel Sc 
Ai. 13 And wheii all the hoft was on 
the north fide* and thiife that lay in am- 
bull, were on the weft fide of the city ; 
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Jolhua went that night into the midft of 
the valley. sr - 
. 14 And when the Icing of Ai faw it, 
he* and all his cioafens rotfe earlytj and 
haftened to go out agninfl: Il'rael i; not 
knowing of the anJbvdh behind the- oity. 
15 And Jofbtm with all his attendants 
fled toward the de&rt of Bethaveru 16 
And all the people of Ai, were called to¬ 
gether, to pttrfue them ; and were thus 
removed from the city. 17 Not a man 
in Ai, or of Bethel, flayed in the city, 
Which they left open. 

18 Then the Eternal find to Joflrna, 
Stretch out the fpear in thins hand to* 
ward Ai; fbr I will give it into thine 
hand. And he did fo. 19 Which the 
ambuflx having feen, they arofe quickly, 
and took the city, and fpeedily fet it on' 
fire. 20 And when the putfuers looked 
behind them, and faw the fmofce of die 
city, they had Ao power to go this way or 
that way : then the Ifraelites turned on 
their purfuers, 21 And flew them, af¬ 
ter feeing that the atnbufli had taken the 
city, and fet it on fire. 22 The arabm/h 
Imvfag alfo iflued out of tlie city, attack¬ 
ed them on the Other fide—and being 
thui enclofed, none eft aped. *3 But they 
brought the king of Ai alive to Jofliua. 

14 And- all thfe Ifmelites returned to 
Ai, and frnote all in it. 25 And all that 
fell that day wefe twelve tlioufand. *26 
For Jofhtia'ftretthdd oat his hand, till all 
the inhabitants of Ai were deftrdyed. 27 
But the Cattle and the fpoil they took for 
a prey to themfelves, as the Eternal com¬ 
manded Jofliua. 20 Who burnt Ai, and 
made it a defclate lieap for ever* 29 
And the, king of Ai they hanged on a 
tree, {ill the fun fet; and then raifed a 
great heap of ftoncs on him, at the en¬ 
trance of the city.wbich remained thereon. 

30 Then JoHma built an altar to the 
Eternal the God of Ifrael cm mount Ebal, 
31 Gf whole ftones, upon which no in¬ 
strument came ; as it is commanded in 
the book of the law of the Eternal writ¬ 
ten by Moles ; and they offered thereon 
burnt-offerings and peace-offerings. 32 
And he \vrotfc on the Hones a fummary 
of the law before Ifrael, 

33 And all Ifrael, with their elders, 
officers, and judges, flood on each fide of 
the ark, before the priefis and Levites, 
who bare it, the one half of both Grang¬ 
ers and native Ifraelites, on the fide to¬ 
wards mount Gerizzim, and the other 
half bn the fide towards mouDt E- 
bal; as Mofes the feiyant of the E- 
terrtal had command d concerning blel- 


ling the people. 34 And'ufterwards he 
read all the bleflings and curfes for 0- 
litdience and difobcdicncc, 35 To all 
the people, men, women, children* and 
ftrangers. 

IX. The kings combine againfl Ifrael. 
HEN all the kings on tne weft of 
Jordan, on the hills and valleys, 
and in aft the coaflsof the Mediterranean 
fea, opposite to Lebanon, heard thereof, 
til*, the Hittite, the Amoiite, the Ca- 
naanite, the Perizzite, the Hivite, & the 
Jebufite, 2 They aflembled jointly to 
attack Ifrael. 

3 And when the inhabitants of Gibe- 
on heard what Jolhua had done to Jericho 
and Ai, 4 They had lecourfe to cun¬ 
ning, reprefenting themfelves as ambafi'si- 
dors—and having taken old fackson their 
afles, and old rent wine bottles fewed, 5 
And ol<f patched flioes on their feet, and 
only dry*, mouldy bread for provision. 
They went to Joshua at the camp at Gil- 
gal, and faid to him and Ifrael, Wc arc 
come from a'country far diftant, to make 
an alliance with you. 

7 And the Ifraelites faid to the Hiv- 
ites. Perhaps ye dwell among us: how 
then shall we make an alliance with 
you ? 

8 And they faid t6 Joshua, We are 
thy fervants. And he replied to thefn, 
Who are ye ? and from whence came 
ye ? 

9 And they anfwered from, From a 
vetf diftant country, on account of the 
wonderful works of the Eternal thy God, 
to make a covenant with you, and wor¬ 
ship him ; for we have heard the fame 
of all he did in Egypt, 10 And in the 
wildcmefs, to the two kings of the A- 
morites, on the eaft fide of Jordan, to 
Sihon king of Heshbon, and Og king nf 
Bashan, at Aslitaroth. n ThereforS 
our elders, and all the inhabitants of our 
country, directed us to take victuals for 
the journey, and go to meet you, and fay 
we are your fervants, therefore make a 
league with- us. 12 This bread we took 
hot out of our houfes for prt* ifion when 
we canfe away, and now it is dry and 
mouldy ; 13 And thefc bottles of wine 
were new, and now they are rent; and 
thefe our clothes and shoes are become 
old by the very long journey. 

14 Aiui the Ifraelites made a covenant 
with them, without alking counfel of ths 
Eternal. 15 Thus Joshua made peace 
with them to let them live, and the ei¬ 
ders of the people folemnly bound them 
felvcs to keep the conditions. 
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I C And at the end of three clays after all his mighty and courageous men of 
this, they hoard that thry were their War : 8 And the Eternal fain to him. Fear 
neighbours; 17 For the Ifraelites carae not, for I have delivered them into rhino 
on the third day’s journey to their cities, hand; none of them fliall be able td 
which were Gibeun, and Mephirah, and ftand beforo thee. 9 So Jofliua marched 
Biernth, and Kirjath-jearim. iB And from Gilgal nil night, and came upon 
ihe rfiaelitea fmote them not, beeaufe the fhern fuddenly. 10 And the Eternal 
chiefs of the people had folemnly ratified overthrew them before Ifrael at Gibecm, 
the alliance in the name of the Eternal and purfued them alon?the way to Beth- 
the God of Ifrael; and all the people horon, Azekah, and Makedah. ti And 
murmured againft the chiefs- 19 But as they were on the defeent to Bethho- 
they replur! to them. We cannot touch ron, fleeing before Ifrael, great hail domes 
them, bee a ufe of our folemn engagement; were fent by the Eternal from heaven up- 
■k <j Therefore will we let them live, left on them at Azekah, which deftroyeii 


we bring the wrath of heaven upon us. 
ai But let them be hewers of wood anti 
drawers of water to all the people. 

22 And Jofliua called them,, and fait! 
to them. Why have ye deceived us, fay¬ 
ing, ye came from alar? 33 Ye ate of 
the nations that are accurfed, therefore 
fliall ye be'ali bondmen, to hew wood 
and draw water for the houfe of iny God. 

24 And they replied to Jcftiua, Becaufe 
it was certainly told thy ferwnts, ioW 
that the Eternal thy God commanded Ids 
fervant Mofes to give you all the land, 
and to deftroy all the inhabitants before 
you ; therefore being fore afraid of our 
lives, we did thus. *5 And now we are 
in thine hands, do to us what feemeth 
good and right to thee. 

26 So he faved them from being flain 
by the people, 27 And made them hew¬ 
ers of wood and diawers of water for the 
people, and the altar of the Eternal. 

X Fivr kings mar againjl Gibe on. 
TaTHEN Adonizedek king of Jerufa- 
VV lem, heard that Joihua had de- 
flruyul Jericho and Ai, with their kings, 
and how the ■Gibeotutes had made peace 
with the Iiraelit'S, and were among 
them, a Becaufe Gibion was greet, and 
like one of the royal cities, being greater 
Ilian Ai, and all the men of it mighty: 

3 Where lore Adonizedek king of Jerufa- 
Icm fent to Hoham king of Hebron, and 
l J itt am king of Jarniuth, and Japhia king 
of Lacliifli, and Debir king of Eglon, 
I' 1 .' " 1 "* 4 Couie and aflift me to finite Gi- 
7 on » f: »‘‘ >t hath nude peace with Jo- 
Ihna aiul lfracl. 5 Therefore the five 
knws of Uir Amoritcs, with all their 
ho!t\ attacked Gibton. 

^ A l the Gihconites fent to Joshua at 
laying, Ni.gledl not thy fervants: 
tome quickly to help and lave us j for all 
, k' <igs ol the A monies that dwell in 
Hil mountains are convened againft us. 

7 uo Jolt.ua ulectided from Cilgal, with 


more of them than the Ifraelites did. 

12 Then Joihua faid to the Eternal, in 
the prefencf of Ifrael, on the day that he 
delivered the Amorites to the Ifraelites, 
Let a -portion of the fun’s light remain 
on mount Gibcon, and of the moon's on 
the valley of Ajalon. 13 And it wasTo, 
till they overthrew their enemies; it is 
written in the book of the people of God, 
that the Pun's light continued about the 
fpace of two days together. 14 There 
was no fuch day before nor lince, that 
the Eternal hearkened in like manner to 
man ; for he fought for Ifrael. 

15 And Jo/hua, with ail Ifrael, return¬ 
ed to the camp at Gilgal. itS But thefe 
five kings fled, and hid themfelves in a 
cave at Makkedah. 17 And it was told 
Joihua. 18 And he faid. Roll great 
floncs on the mouth of the cave, and Pet 
men there to keep it; 19 But do not you 
flay, but purfue your enemies, and finite 
the hindejpioft, fuffer them not to enter 
into your cities, fbr the Eternal your God 
hath .delivered them into your hands. 

20 And when Jofliua, with the Ifrael¬ 
ites, had made an end of overthrowing 
them with a very great ovei throw, that 
thole that remained entered into fenced 
cities. 21 And all the people returned 
to Jofliua, at the camp at Makkedah in 
peace, none giving any trouble to the If¬ 
raelites. 

22 Then faid Jolhui, Open the cave, 
and bring out the five kings to me. 23 
And they did fo 24 Then Joihua called 
all the men. and faid to the captains, Put 
your fce\ upon the necks of thefe kings ; 
and they did fo. 25 And Joshua laid to 
them, Fear not nor be difmayed, be brave 
and courageous ; for thus fliall the Eter¬ 
nal do to all your enemies againft vvhorh 
ye fight 2 6 And afterwards Jofliua Hew 

them, and hung them up on five trees un¬ 
til the evening; 27 And at fun-let he 
commanded t^iem to he taken,down, and 
pul into the cave where they had been 
Iv 
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hid, and great ftones to be laid on its 
mouth, which ftill remain there. 

26 At that time Jofliua took Makke- 
dah, and fmote all therein, and did to its 
king as he did to, the king of Jericho, 
ap And he went from thence, with all 
Ifrael, to Libenah, and attacked it, and 
the Eternal delivered it into his hand ; 
and he fmote its king, with all that were 
ther.cin, doing to him as he did unto, the 
king of Jericho. 30 And he went from 
thence, with all Ifrael to Lachith, and at¬ 
tacked it, 31 And the Eternal delivered 
it into his hand; 32 And on the fecond 
day he took it, and fmote all therein as 
he did in Libenah. 33 Hoi am king of 
Gczer came to affift Lachifli, but Jofliua 
■fmote him. with all his'people. 34 And 
from thence he pa (Ted, with all Ifrael, to 
Eglon, and attacked it, 35 And took it 
at that time, and fmote all theiein as he 
had done in Lachifli. 3<S And from 
thence he went, with all Ifrael, to He¬ 
bron, and attacked it. 37 And they took 
It, and fmote it, with its king, and all the 
principalities thereof, with all that werg 
therein, as they had done in Eglon. ,38 
And Jofliua went, and all Ifrael, to De- 
biiyand attacked it, 39 And took it, and 
fmote it with its king, and all the muni¬ 
cipalities thereof, with all that were 
therein, as they had done in Debir. 

40 So Jofliua fipote all the mountain¬ 
ous parts, and the vallies, and the defert, 
and the fruitful places, with their ’kings, 
and all that were therein, as the Eternal 
the God of Ifrael commanded. 41 From 
Kadefb-batnea even to Gaza, and all the 
country of Gofhen (in Canaan) even un¬ 
to Gibeon. 42 Jofliua took all thefe 
kings and their land at one expedition, 
becaufc the Eternal the God of Ifrael 
fought for Ifrael. 43 Then Jofhua re¬ 
turned, with all Ifrael, to the camp at 
Gilgal. 

XL Divert kings and cities taken. 
HEN Jabin king of Hazor heard 
of the foregoing exploits, he fent 
to Jobab king of Madon, and to the kings 
of Shiraron and of Achfhaph. 2 And to 
th.ofe that were in the hill country north¬ 
ward, (about Lebanon , Hermon, Gilboa , 
Uc.') and te thofe in the plains of Cin- 
neroth foutbward, and in the valley, and 
in the regions of Dor weft ward, toward 
the Meditet'rancn Jea , 3 And to the Ca¬ 
ll aanites of the eaft and weft, near Jor¬ 
dan and the Mediterranean fea, and to 
-the Amorite, and the Hittite, and the 
Ferizzite, and the Jebufite of the moun¬ 
tains; and to the Hivites under Hermon, 
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in the land of Mizpeh. 4 And they 
went out with all their hbrts, being an 
exceeding great multitude, with very 
many horfes and Chariots. 5 And when 
all thefe kings had aflemhled by appoint¬ 
ment, they pitched at the waters of Me- 
rom to attack Ifrael. 

6 Then, the Eternal faid to Jollnin, Be 
not afraid of them, for to-morrow about 
this time, I will deliver them all into 
thine hand, fo that they fliall be flain by 
Ifrael ; thou fhalt hough their hoifr-s, 
that they be no more Jit fir war, and 
burn their chariots. 7 So Jofliua and all 
his men of war caine upon them fudden- 
ly at the waters of Merom, and attacked 
them ; 8 And the Eternal delivered them 
into the hand of Ifrael, who fmote them, 
and purfued them to Great Zidon, and to 
Mizrephotlimaim, and to the valley of 
Mizpeh eaftward, and routed them whol¬ 
ly. 9 And Joshua did as the ^Eternal 
commanded him. 

10 Then Joshua returned and took 
Hazor, and fmote its king; it was for¬ 
merly the head of all thole kingdoms. 

11 He fmote all that were in it, and burnt 
it. 12 All thofe kings, with their cities, 
he fmote, as Mofcs the fervant of the 
Eternal had faid. 13 But they burred 
none of the fortified cities that were on 
hills, except Hazor; 14 They fmote all 
the men of them, and took the cattle 
and all the fpoil of them for a prey. 
15 As the Eternal commanded Mofes his 
fervant fo did he command Joshua, and 
fo did Joslma ; he left nothing undone of 
all that the Eternal commanded Mofcs. 

.16 So Joshua took all that land, the 
hills and the vallies. all the fouth coun¬ 
try, and all the land of Goshen and the 
plain, the mountain and the valley of If- 
rael, where Jacob dwelt, T7 From mount 
Hrtbak, which extends to Seir, even unto 
Balgad, in the valley of Lebanon, under 
mount Hermon, and he fmote all their 
kings. 18 Having warred a long time, even 
feven years, with ail thofe kings, 19 And 
taken all their cities, except Gibeon, the 
Hivites, wiiofe inhabitants made pestie 
with Ifrael: 20 For the Eternal aban¬ 
doned the reft to the harrinefs of their 
hearts to fight againft Ifrael, and to be 
utterly deftroyed, having no favour shewn 
them, as the Eternal commanded Moles. 
2t At that time Joshua cut off the Ana- 
kims, wirh their cities, from the moun¬ 
tains, from Hebron, and Debir, and Anab, 
and all the mountain* of Judah and of 
Ifiael; 22 None-of them remained in the 
laud of the llraelites, except in Gaza, in 
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Gath, and ill Ashdod. 23 So Joshua 
rook all the land which he attacked ac¬ 
cording to all that the Eternal laid to 
Mofes, and gave it for an inheritance to 
Ifracl, according to the divifions of their 
tribes': and the land retted from war. 

XII. T'.e kings whom Jo/btia /mote. 
^pHE kings on the eaft fide of Jordan, 
JL whom the Ifra^lites fmote, and 
whofe land they polfefled, from the river 
A1 non to mount Hermon, and all the 
plain on the raft fide, 2 Were Siljon king 
of the Amoritcs, who dwelt in Heshbon, 
m!ii)(r Ai'oer on the banks of Arnon, and 
fi om the middle of the torrent, and of 
niijimt Gilead unto the river Jabbock, 
which is the border of the Ammonites; 

3 And from the plain to the tea of Cm- 
ncroth, and to the fea of the plain, the 
take of i' jr/ow, both eaft ward, on the 
way to Bcth-jeshimoth, and. from the 
fo»uh under the fprings of Pifgah. 

4 And the coalt of Og king of Bash an, 
who was of the remnant of the giants, 
that dwelt at Ashtaioth and at Edrei, 

5 And reigned in mount Hermon, and in 
Salc-ali, and in all Bashan, unto the bor¬ 
der of the Geshui ites and the Maacha- 
tliites, and the other half of Gilead, to 
the border of Sihon king of Hedibon. 

C Them did Mofes the forvant of the E- 
tcrnal, and the Ifroelites, finite, and he 
gave it to the Keubenites, the Gadites, 
and the hall tribe of Manaffeli, to pof- 
fifs. 

7 Joshua and the Jfraelites fmole thir¬ 
ty one kings on the weft fide of Jordan, 
in V.anaau % from Eaal-Gad in the valley 
of Lebanon unto mount Hnlak, which cx- 
tendeth to Stir, which Joshua gave to 
the tribes of Tlrael to poilVfs, according 
to their divilions, B In the mountains, 
nn:J in the vallits. and plains, by the 
Ip rings in the defect, and in the fouth ; 
the HitULes, the Aruorites, the Canaan- 
ius the Pcrizzre*, the Hivitcfi, and the 
]' bnfit< 9 ; 9 The king of Jericho, one ; 
the king of. Ai, which is liefide Ettbcl, 
two; 10 The king of JerufaUm, three ; 
the king of Ilcbron, four; 11 The king 
ol Jarmuth, five; the king of Lachish, 
bx; 12 Flic king of Eglon, feven ; the 
king of Cexcr, eight; 13 The king of 
Uebcr, nine; the Ming uf Geder, ten; 
14 The king ol Honnah, eleven; the 
king of Arad, twelve; 15 The king 
Libcnali, thirteen ; the king of Adullam, 
fourteen; 16 The king of MaUkcdah’ 
fifteen ; the Hng of Bethel, fixteen;

the king of Jokncan and of Carind, twen¬ 
ty-eight; 23 The king of Dor, twenty- 
nine ; the king of the nations of Gilgal, 
thirty; 24 The king of Tirzah, thirty- 
one. 

XIH. Bounds of the land not conquered. 

OSHUA being now old, and. the years 
of his life being many, the Err rnal 
faid to him, Thou art now old, and there 
remains yet much land to be taken and 
poflVUed, a Even all the borders of th«; 
Philiftines, and of the Geshuiites, not yet 
occupied; 3 From the river Sihor, coo- 
term inate with Egvpt, to the borders of 
Ekron northward, which was t^ken from 
the Canaanite by the Philiftinc poten¬ 
tates ; their principalities, the Gzzn- 
thites, the Ashdothites, the Esbkalonites, 
the Gittites, the Iikronites, and alio the 
Avites; 4 And ail the land of the Ca- 
naanites, from the fouth northward, with 
Merab of the Sidonians unto Aphek 
beyond Jordan, to the borders of the A- 
morites: 5 And the land of the Gib- 

litcs, and all Lebanon ea ft ward, from 
Baal-Gad uutter mount Hermon, to the 
entrance to Ilamath ; 6 A nd all the hill 
country, from Lebanon to- the waters of 
Mifrephoth; and all the Sidonian na¬ 
tions, will I, the Eternal; drive out lie- 
fore the Ifraelitcs; therefore divide thou 
it previoufly by lot for an Inheritance, as 

I have commanded thee, 7 To the nine 
tribes, and the halt* of the tribe.of Ma- 
nafleli, S The other half .tribe, witli the 
Reubenites and’ the Gadites,. having re¬ 
ceived their inheritance, which Mofes the 
fervant of the Efsrnal gave them on tliit. 
call fide of Jofrdan, 9 From the city 
Aroer on the river Anvun, and. all the 
plain of Medcba. to Dibon. 10 And all 
the cities of Sihon king of the Amofitcs,. 
who reigned in Helhbon, unto the border 
of the Amunitcs : u And thS regibn of 
Gilead, and the. border of the Gefliurites, 
and Maacljathites, And 'all mount Her¬ 
mon, and all Bo.alhan, unto Saleah : 

II And all the kingdom of Og in BaHian, 
who ruled over Aflitaroth.And‘Edrei, be¬ 
ing of the remnant of. the giants; Tbefe 
did Mofes finite and call out. 13 But 
the Ifraelites expelled not the Gefliurites 
and tfic Manchathitcs of the mouutnitti. 
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for they continued to dwell with the Is¬ 
raelites. 14 To the tribe of Levi only 
Mores gave no inheritance, the offerings 
and Sacrifices of the Eternal the God of 
Ifrael being their inheritance, as he faid 
to them. 

15 Mofes gave the tribe of Reuben an 
inheritance Sufficient for all their fami¬ 
lies, ’16 From the city Aroer on the river 
Amon, and all the borders of Medcbah ; 
17 Helhbon and all its cities in the plain, 
Dibon, and Bamoth-Baal, and Beth-Eaal- 
Meon, i$J And Jahazah, and Redemoth, 
and Mephaatb, 19 And Kirjithaim, and 
Sibmah, and Zaieth-fiiahar in the mount, 
which /lands in the middle of the valley, 
20 And Beth-Peor, and Aflidoth-Pifgah, 
and Bethjdbitnoth ; 21 And all the ci¬ 
ties of the plain, and all the kingdom of 
Sihon king of the Amoiites, who dwelt 
in Helhbon, whom Mofes fmote with the 
princes of Midiao, Evi, and Rekem, and 
Zur, and Hur, and Reba, dukes of Sihon 
dwelling in the country. 22 The Ifracl- 
ites flew alfo Balaam the diviner with the 
reft. 

23 And Reuben’s boundaries weflvvard 
were Jordan and its confines, with their 
cities and villages. 

24 The tribe of Gad received their in¬ 
heritance alfo from Mofes. .25 Their 
fouth-eaft border was Jazer, with the ci¬ 
ties of Gilead, and the hi If of the land 
of the Amonites, unto Aroer, oppofite to 
Rabah; 26 And from Hefhbon, on the 
fouth % unto Ramotli-Mi3peh and Beto- 
nim, and from Machanaim unto the bor¬ 
der of Debir, 27 And in the valley Beth- 
sram and Bethnimrah, and.Succoth, and 
Zaphon, tho* reft of tbe kingdom of Si¬ 
hon, who dwelt in Helhbon, the confines 
cf Jordan eaftward, unto the coaft of the 
Sea of CLnneroth. 28 The Gadites pof- 
fefled this as their inheritance, with the 
cities and villages. 

29 Mofes alio gave the half tribe of 
ManafTcb an inheritance. 30 Their bor¬ 
der was from Mahapaim, on the fouth , 
all the kingdom of Bafhan, and all the 
towns of Jair therein, fixty cities, 31 
And part of Gilead, and Afhtaroth, and 
Earei. cities of the kingdom of Bafhan, 
pertained to the half of the pofterity of 
Machir, the offspring of Man a ft eh. 

32 Thefe are the places which Mofes 
diftributed when in the plains of Moab 
on the eaft fide of Jordan, oppofite to Je¬ 
richo. 33 But to the tribe of Levi Mo- 
fes frvt no part of the land for an inhe¬ 
ritance, the. Eternal the God of Ifrael be¬ 
ing their inheritance, as he faid to them. 


XIV. The lots of inheritance. 

HE Israelites pofleffed the following 
places in the land of Canaan, accor¬ 
ding to the diftrihution of Fleafer the 
high-prieft, and Joflrna the fon of Nun, 
and the chief fathers among the tribes, 

2 The nine tribes and the half tribe of 
Manaffch received their inheritances by 
Jot. as the Eternal commanded by Mofes, 

3 Who gave the other two tribes, and 
the half tribe, their inheritances beyond 
Jordan ; but he gave none to the Lcvitcs. 

4 The fons of Jofeph, Manaflch and 
Ephraim, became two tribes, and no part 
of the land was given to the Levires, but 
cities to dwell in, with field* for their 
cattle. 5 The Ifiraeliies did as the I ter- 
ml commanded Mofes, and fo they divid¬ 
ed the land. 

6 Then the poftcrity of Judah came 
to JoHiua in Gilgal; and Caleb the 1'on 
of jephuneh, 01 Kenez, faid to him,-Thou 
know eft what the Eternal faid to Mofes 
the man of God, concerning me and thre 
in Kadefti-harnea, 7 When Mofes the 
fei vant of the Eter nal fent me from thenc e 
to view the l?nd, I was forty years old, 
and I brought him a faithful account ; 
S For I was wholly upright before the 
Eternal my God, though my brethren 
who accompanied me made the people 
faint-hearted. 9 And Mofes foltrmnly 
declared on that day, faying. Surely tbe 
land on which tby feet have trodden fhall 
be thine inheri once, and thy pofterity’s 
after thee, becaufe thou halt been up¬ 
right before the Eternal thy God with 
thy whole heart. 10 And now behold 
trie Eternal hath preferved my life, as he 
faid, thefe fuity-five years, even fince he 
fpake thus to Mofes, when the Ifrcelites 
fojourned in the wildernefs; and now I 
am eighty-five years old. II I am as 
flrong and vigorous this day, as when 
Mofes fent me to view the land. 12 Now 
therefore give me ibis mountain whereof 
the Eternal fpake in that day ; for thou 
heardeft in that day that the Anakim* 
were there, and that the cities were 
Drong and fenced ; if the Eternal will be 
with me, I ihall be able to expel them as 
he faid. 

13 And Joftiua gave to Caleb the fun 
of Jephuneh, Hebron for an inheritance, 
and prayed for his profperiry and bappi- 
nefs. 14 And it remained with his puf- 
terity, becaufe he was upright with God. 
15 Hebron was formerly called the city 
of Arba, who was a great man fcmong 
the Anakims. Arid the land refted from 
war for a rime. 
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XV. The borders of the lot of Judah . 
'TMEbitof the tribe of Judah, was 
JL toward the border of Edom, in 
which the wilder fiefs of Zin, was the ut- 
mod part of the fonth coaft. 2 Their 
fiiuth border began fiom the extremity 
of the Dead fea. and the fouthward bay, 
3 Extending fouthward to the afeent of 
A.crabbim, and from thence to the 
city Zin, reaching fouthwardsto Kadefli- 
barnea. anr! from thence to Hezron, and 
to Adar, Sa taking a compafsfrom thence 
to Karkaa. 4 And from thence it ex¬ 
tended towards Azmon, and to the E- 
gyptinn torreDt, the confines of whole 
border .vere at the fea ; this was their 
(outli border. 5 AntJ the eaft border 
was the Dead fea, to the month of Jor¬ 
dan ; and their northern border was 
from thence at the bay of the fea. 6 And 
it extended to Bi-thholga, and from 
thence by the north of Betharabah, and 
l'ram thence to the ft one of Bohan the 
Reubenite. 7 And from thence to the 
valley of Achor, toward Dcbir; Sc thence 
northward,oppofitc to Gilgai, which is 
oppolite the afeent to Adummim, on the 
louth fide of the torrent, and extended 
towards the waters of the fountain of the 
inn; and its boundaries were at the roan- 
lain of Rogcl. 8 And the border ex¬ 
tended by the valley of the fon of Hinom, 
unto the fonth fide of Jerulhlem, where 
the Jebufitcs dwelt; and from thence to 
the top of the mount Zion, oppofite the 
valley of Miuom weft ward, which is at 
tiie end of the giants vale northward. 9 
And tiie boundary took a compafs from 
the tup of the mountain, unto the 
fountain of the water of Ncphtoah, and 
extended to the citi-:s of mount Ephron, 
and to Balali, .which is Karjatli-jearim. 
ro And took a compafs from Baalah. 
well ward, to mount S-iir, and extended 
along unto the north fide of mount Jca- 
rim, which is Chculon, and tp Bethftie- 
n’clli, and to Timnah, i1 And to the 
north fide of Ekron, and to Shikron, and 
to mount Baalah, and to Jabneel; and 
it ended at the fea of Galilee. 

11 And the weilwjrd border ww the 
coalt of the great fea, (i.e. the Mediter¬ 
ranean); tiiis is the border of the tribe 
of Judah round about, according to. their 
families 

13 And to Caleb the fon of Jcplmnneh 
lie gave a part among the race of Ju- 
rial), according to the command of the 
Eternal given to Jollma, even the city of 
Arba, (he father of Anak, which is He- 
hion. 1 4 And Caleb expelled from 


thence the three Cons of Anak, Shefhai, 
and Ahiman, and Talmai, the giants'. 15 
And he went from thence to Debir, whofa 
name before was Kirjath-fepher. 

1 6 And. Caleb faid, He that taketli 
ICnjath-fepher fc flinll pet Acbfah my 
daughter for a wife. 17 Otbniel, the 
fon of Kenaz, the brother of Caleb, took 
it, and got her. i 9 And being moved 
by her hufbaml to aftt a favour of her fa¬ 
ther, flie defended from her afs; and 
her father faid to her, What dolt thou 
defire ? 19 And Hie replied, As thou haft 
given me a fbuth land, give me alfo wa¬ 
tt r firings as a bleffing to it. And he 
gave her fprings for both the higher and 
lower places. 

20 This is the inheritance of the tribe 
of Judah, according to their families. 2r 
Their utmoft cities fonth-ward, towavds 
the border of Idumea, were Kabzeel, 8c 
Eder, and Jagur, 22 Ana K.inah, fit Di- 
monah, and Adadah, 13-And Kedefti, 
Hazor, and Ithnan, 24 Ziph.and Telem, 
and Healoth, 25 A11U Hazar, Hadattah, 
and Kcrioth, with Hezron, which is Ra¬ 
zor, 26 Am an, and Shcniah, and Mo- 
lad ah, 27 And Ilazar-gadd ih, 8c Hefh- 
mon, and Beth-palet, zB And Hazar- 
lliual, and Beer-flieba, 29 And Bith- 
joth’-ah, B*alahi and Jim,and Azim, 30 
And Eltolad, and Chefil, and Horniah, fix. 
Ziklag, 31- And Madinannali, and San- 
fan nab, and I.ehaoth, ji And. Shi-Uxin, 
and Ain, and Rimmon : all the cities are 
twenty, with their villages. 

33 And iii the valley, Efbtaol, and 
Zoreah, and Afhnah, 34 And Zanoah, 
and Engannim. Tappuah, and Enam, 35 
Jarmuth, and Adull.iin, Socoh, and Azc- 
k.ah, and Sharaim, 36 And Adithaim, 
and Gedeiah, and Gedcrothaim; fourteen 
cities, with their villages. 57 Zcnan, £c 
Hadadiah, and Migrial-gad, 3S And Di¬ 
lean, and Mizpeh, 39 Luhiili, ainl Boz- 
kath, and Eglon, 40 And Cabbon, and 
Lahma-s, and Kithlilh, 41 And Ge.lcroth, 
and Beth-dagon, and Naamah, and Mak- 
knh ; fixteeu cities, with their villages.— 
42 Libiittb, and Eilier, and Aalmn, 43 
And Jiphtah, and Afiimnh, and Nczili, 
44 And Kuilah, and Aehzih, and Mure- 
Ihah , nine cities with-thtir villages. 4-5 
Ekron, with her towns ancj villages. 40 
From Ekron, even unto the fea. all near 
47 Afhdod, with her towns, and her vil- 

43 And in tlie mountains, Shamir, and 
Jattir, and Socoh, 49 And Dannah, .ind 
Kirjath-fannah, wiiich is Debir, <50 
And Anab, and Editemoh, and Anim, 
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51 And Gofhen, and Holon, and Gohli; 
eleven cit/es with their villages. 54 A- 
fab, and Dumah, and Efhean, Be. Janum, 
5J And Beth-tappua, and Aphfckah. 54 
And Huratah, and Kirjath-araba, whiph 
is Hebron, and ZioT : nine cities with 
their villages^ 55 Muon, Carmel, and 
Ziph, and Juttah, aftd Jezreel, 56 And 
Jokdeam, and Zitnoah, Cain, 57 Gibe- 
^h, and Tlinnah : ten cities with their 
villages. 58 And Halhnl, Bethzur, and 
Gedor, 59 And Maarah, ami Beth-a- 
noth, and Eltekon,. 60 K.irjath-ba^l, 
which isKirjath-jearim, and Rabbah : 
two cities with their villages. 

61 In tKe wildernefs . Beth-nrabah, 
Middin, and Secacah, 62 And Nihflian, 
and the city of fait, and En-geddi; lie 
cities with their villages. 

63 As for the Jehufites, the inhabi¬ 
tants of Jerufalem. the pofterity of Ju¬ 
dah could not wholly expel them ; biit 
a part of them dwelt there at the fame 
time with the others. 

XVI. General borders of the font of 

■ yofipb. . 

ND the lot of the pofterity of Jo- 
feph, fell from Jordan by Jericho, 
to the waters of the fountain of Jericho, 
on the eaft, along the wildemcfs that ex¬ 
tends from Jericho, over the mount of Be¬ 
thel, z Extending from Bethel to Luz, 
and to th*- borders of Archi and Maroth. 
3 And weftward, to the border of Japh- 
leti. to that of Beth-horun inferior, and 
4p Gazer, and its extremities are* bounn- 
ed by the fea. 4 So the race of Jo- 
feph, Manafleh, and Ephraim, had their 
inheritance, (even the half of the tribe 
of Manajfcky the other half having re¬ 
ceived theirs on the e$Jl Jide of Jor¬ 
dan}. 

.5 The border of Ephraim was A taroth- 
addar, on the eaft, to the upper Betli- 
horon. 6 'And extended weft-ward, to 
Michinethah, on the north fide, and took 
a compafs caftward* to Taanath-fliiloh, 
palling by it on the weft to Janohath. 7 
And from .hence to Ataroth, Be to Naa- 
roth, ancl to Jericho, and was bounded by 
Jordan. 8 And extended from Tappuafl 
Weft ward, unto the river Kahah, and 
its extremities were at the fea. This 
was the inheritance of the tribe of Eph¬ 
raim. 9 And all the feparate cities, for 
the tribe of Ephraim, with their villages, 
were in the inheritance of Manafleh. io_ 
They expelled not the Canaanitet* of Ge 
zer, but they became tributaries to the 
Epnraimites their neighbours. 


XVII. The lot of Manajfeh. 

Acuir the Gilead^e, the fir ft born, 
of ManalTth, who was the firft bora 
of Jofcph, had his lot with his brethren ; 
the half of the tribe of ManalTeh, having 
received their inheritance on fhe eaft fido 
Of Jordan, with the Reubenites and the 
Gadites ; becaufe he was a valiant man, 
be had his inheritance in Gilead and Ba¬ 
nian. 2 The other half of the tribe of 
Manafleh received their inheritance in the 
land of Canaan, with the other nine 
tribes, even the pofterity of Al>iezer, and 
of Heleck, and of Afriel, and of Shechem, 
andofHepher, and of Shcmida : thefe 
being the male offspring of Manafleh the 
fon of Jofepb. 

3 But Zelophehnd the fon of Hepher, 
the fon of Gilead, the fon of Machir, the 
fon of Manafleh, had no Ions, but only 
daughters, whofe names were Mahlah, 
Noah, Hovlah, Milcah, and Tirzah. 4 
They approached Eleazar the prieft, and 
Jofliuah, and the chiefs, faying, The In¬ 
ternal commanded Mofes to give us an 
inheritance among our brethren; which 
accordingly was given them. 5 So there 
fell ten portions to Manafleh, beflde the 
land of Gilead and B;;flian, on the other 
fide of Jordan. 6 Becaufe thefe daugh¬ 
ters had a portion among thefe his funs ; 
and his other foils had the land of Gi¬ 
lead. 

7 The borders of Manafleh were from 
Aflier to Michinethah, before Shechem, 
continuing on the right hand to En-tap- 
puah. 8 Manafleh had the land of Tap¬ 
puah. except the border of it, which be¬ 
longed to Ephraim. 9 And the border 
extended to the fouth fide of the biook of 
reeds: and to the noith fide, the cities of 
Ephraim being there among thofe ©f Ma¬ 
nafleh, and was bounded by the fea. 10 
Southward, it was Ephraim’s, and north¬ 
ward, Manafleh’s; and,they joined Aflier 
on the north', and Iffachar on the eaft 1 r 
Manafleh had in the confines of Iffachnr 
and of Alher. Bcthlhean with Its towns, 
and Ibleam with its towns. Dor, and the 
fountain of Dor, with their towns and in¬ 
habitants, Taanach and Mcgiddo, with 
her towns and inhabitants, three territo¬ 
ries. 12 Manafieh's pofterity could not 
expel the inhabitants of thefe cities, but 
thefe Canaanites would dwell therein. 
13 But when the Ifraclites were become 
mighty, they laid them under tribute, but 
did not expel them. 

,f i4 And the pofterity of Jofeph faiil to 
Joflnia, Why haft thou given me but one 
lot, and one portion to inherit, feeing I 
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am a great people, as the Eternal hath 
profprrcd me hitherto ? 15 And he aii- 

fwerc-d them, If thou he a great people, 

f n up to the woody country, in the 
inti of the Perizrres, and of the giants, 
and cut it down for rhyfelf, if mount E- 
phraim be too fmall for thee. tS And 
they replied, The hill is not enough for 
t:s: and all the Canaanites that dwell in 
I he va'Iey have chariots of iron, both 
thofc of Bethfhean and its towns, and 
ihofe of the valley of JezreeL 

17 And Jofhua f;iid to Ephraim and 
"Manufleh, the poftcrity of Jofeph, Since 
timu art a gicat people, and hart great 
power : thou flialt not have only one lot; 
iS But the mountain (hall be thine, for 
il is a wood: and thou fhalt cut it down, 
and (lialt pofltfs its boundaries ; for thou 
flialt drive out the Canaanites, tho’ they 
have iron chariots, and be ftrong. 

XVIII. The tabernacle is fet vp at 
Shiloh. 


A ND all the congregation of Ifrtel 
a (Tumbled at Shiloh, and fet up the 
tabornacle of the congregation there, as 
the land fefted from war. 

2 And there were feven tribes who 
had not yet taken pofleflion of their in¬ 
heritance. 

3 And Jofhna faid to the Ifraelites, 
How long will you delay to go at pofiefs 
the land which the Eternal the God of 
your fathers hath given you ? 4 Choofe 

three men for each tribe : and I will fend 
them through the land to deferibe it, ac¬ 
cording as it js to be poflefled, and then 
dial! they return to me. 5 They fliall 
divide it into feven parts; Judah (hall be 
•11 their fouthern border, and Jofeph on 
their northern one 6 And when ye have 
delineated if unto feven parts, &. brought 
that to me, t will cart lots for you before 
the Eternal our God. 7 But the Levites 
have no lot among you, for the prielthood 
of tlie Eternal 19 their portion; and Gad, 
and Reuben, and the half of the tribe of 
M.111 alb-h, have received their inheritance 
beyond Jordan eartward, which Mofes 
the lrrvant of the Eternal gave them. 

3 /..nd tliir men aiole, and went away: 
and Jotlm*d charged them to walk thro’ 
it, and lurvey it, and return to him, that 
he might cart lots tor them before the E- 
temal in Shiloh. 9 So they went thro’ 
the land, and divided it into feven parts 
in t.ieir defeription of it on tables, and 
came again m Jobua and the hoft at Shi¬ 
loh.

their families. 11 And the border of 
Benjamin’s portion was between Judah 
and .Benjamin. 12 Their north border 
was Jordan, it extended to the north of 
Jericho! and over the mountains weft- 
ward, and its boundaries was at the wiU 
dernefs of Beth-aven. 13 And extended 
from thence to Luz, called Bethel, fouth- 
ward, and to Ataroth-adar, near the hilt 
on the fouth fide of the nether Bcthhoron. 
14 And the boundary of if was at Kir- 
jath-baal, called K.irjath-jearim, a city 
of Judah. 

15 This was the weft quarter. And 
the fouth quarter was from the end of 
Kirjath-jearim, and the border extended 
we ft ward, and reached the well of Neph- 
toah, 16 And to the end of the moun¬ 
tain that rs before the valley of the fon 
of Hinom, which is the giants valley, 
northward, and extended to the valley of 
Hinom, which is on the fouth fide of Je- 
bufi, and to En-rogel, 1.7 And was 
drawn from the north, fgrth to Enfiie- 
me(h, and t« Geliloth, which is oppofite 
the afeent of Adumjm, and to the (tone 
of Bohan, the Reubcnite, iS And ex¬ 
tended on the north fide oppofite, and 
to the plain, 19 And to the north fide 
of Beth-hoglah ; and its extremity was 
the north bay of the Dead fea, at the 
foyth end of Jordan ; this was the fouth 
border, 20 And Jordan was the ea(l 
border; this was the inheritance of the 
tribe of Benjamin. 21 Whofe cites were 
Jericho, and Beth-hoglah, {and the val¬ 
ley of Kena* produced balm) 22 And 
Betharabah, and Zemaraim, and Bethel, 

23 And Avim, and Parah, and Ophrah, 

24 And 'Chephar, Haamonai, and Ophni, 
and Gaba ; twelve cities with their vil¬ 
lages, 25 Gibeon, and Ramah, andBce- 
roth, 26 And Mizpeh, and Chephirab, 
and Mozah, 27 And Rekcm, and Irpeel, 
and Tarlah, 28 And Zelah, Eleph, and 
Jebufi, called Jerufalcm, Gibeath, ami 
Kirjath: fourteen cities with their vil¬ 
lages. This was Benjamin’s, inheri¬ 
tance. 

XIX. The lot of Simeon. 

T HE fecond lot was Simeon’?, whofe 
inheritance was within rhe confines 
of Judah’s, a In the tribe of Simeon’s 
inheritance was Beer-flieba, and Sheba, 
and Moladab, 3 And Hazar-Shaul, and 
Balih, and Azom, 4 And KItoUrl, and 
Bethuel, and Hormali, 5 And Ziklug, 
and Beth-markaboth, and Hazar-fufah 
6 And Beth-lebaoth, and Sharuhen; thir¬ 
teen cities with their villages. 7 Am, 
Riramon, and Ether, and Artiin; four 
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cities and their villages. 8 And all the weft-ward, to Aznoth-tubor, and pro¬ 
villages that were round about thefe ci- feeding to Hukkok, and reaching to Ze- 
tics to Balath-beer, and Ramoth of the bulun, on the fouth, and to Aflier, on the 
fouth. This was the inheritance of the weft, and to Judah, by Jordan, weft- 
tribe of Simeon. 9 Becaufe the portion ward. 35 The fenced cities are Ziddim,

4 And the lot 
came for the Kohathites. The pofterity of 
Aaron the prieft, being Levites, they had 
by lot out of the tribes of Judah, Simeon, 
fit Benjamin, thirteen cities, 5 And the 
reft of the Kohahites had by lot ten ci¬ 
ties, in tbe tribe of Ephraim, Dan, and 
the half tribe.of Manafleh.

42 Every One had fuburbs, 
or fields around theirt for cattle. 

43 And the Eternal gave to the Ifl. 
raclites the land which' he promifed t<* 
their fathers. 44 And he gave them reft; 
in it f’om all their enemies. aYound," ac¬ 
cording to all that he promifed to their 
lathers, he delivered all their enemies' 
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into their hand ; nbt^wcre able to ftand 
before them. 45 performed all the 
good things he had promifed. 

XX II. The tavo tribes and half return* 

* J ’Hen Jofliua called the tribes of Reu- 
X ben and Ga<L and the tyilf tribe of 
Manaffeh, a And faid to them, Ye have 
obferved all that Mofes the fervant of 
the Eternal commanded you, and have 
obeyed in all that I commanded you. 3 
And have thus kept the charge we gave 
you by the command of the Eternal your 
God, in accompanying your brethren un¬ 
til now. 4 And as he hath given them 
the reft he promifed them, in pofiefling 
the land of Canaan, return ye to the 
land of your pofleflion, which Mofes the 
fervant of the Eternal gave you on the 
other fide of Jordan. 5 But obferve di¬ 
ligently the law of the Eternal, which 
Mortis the fervant of the Eternal charged 
you to do, that ye love the Eternal your 
God, and walk in all his ways, by keep¬ 
ing his commands, and cleaving to him, 
and ferring him with all the faculties of 
your foul and bodily powers. 

6 So Jofliba blefled them, and tent 
them away to their pofleflions. 

7 To the one half of the tribe of Ma- 

naffeh Mofes had given pofleflions in Ba- 
fhan, and to the other lofliua gave poffef- 
fions among their brethren, on the weft 
fide of Jordan ; ajid having blefled them, 
he fent them away alfo to their habita¬ 
tions. 1 . 

3 And he faid to "them, Return with 
much riches to your tents, and with very 
much cattle, with filver and gold, and 
biafs, and iron, and very much raiment; 
and give a part of the fpoii of your ene- 
-mies to yeur brethren, 

g Scythe Reubenites, Gadites, and half 
tribe of Manaffeh, departed from the If- 
-raelites.in Shiloh, in the land of Canaan, 
and returned to their pofleflions in Gi¬ 
lead, which they received, according to 
the word of the Eternal by Mofes. 

10 And when they came to the banks 
of Jordan,.they built a ndtable great altar 
"before they pafi'ed over. 

n And the Jfraeliles of the other 
tribes heard of it, 12 And aflembled at 
Shiloh, to go &. make war againft thejn. 
13 And they fent Phinehas the fon of E- 
Jeazar the prieft to them at Gilead, 14 
Accompanied with ten chiefs, one from 
bach principal family among all the 
tribes. .15 And they faid to them, 1 C 
Thus faith the whole congregation of the 
Eternal, Why have ye committed this 
trefpafs againft the God of Ifiael, to apof- 


tatize now from the Eternal, by building 
yourfelves an altar, that ye might rebel 
againft him ? 17 Is the iniquity of Peor 

too little for us (Num. xjcv. 4.) to bear ? 
we are not yet cleared from it, though 
there ’was a plague in the congregation. 
18 And will ye yet apoftatize from the 
Eternal, that his anger may be kindled 
againft tlie whole congregation. 19 If 
the land of your pofleflions be wholly 
unclean, come over to our pofleflions, 
where the tabernacle of the Eternal 
dwells, and we will ftiare them among 
you; but rebel not aganift the Eternal 
and his people, in building yourfelves an 
altar befides the altar pf the Eternal our 
God. 20 Did not Achan the fon of Zo- 
rah commit a trefpafs in the accuifed 
thing, and wrath fell on the whole con¬ 
gregation, fo that he periflied not alone 
in his iniquity ? 

21 Then they replied to the chiefs <bf 
Ifrael, 22 The Eternal, the God of gods, 
who is the only true God, knows, and If- 
rael lhall know, that it is not in rebellion 
or tranfgreflion againft the Eternal, 23 
That we have built us an altar ; may he 
deftroy us this day, rather than that we 
fliould apoftatize from him. 24 But we 
have built this altar for a memorial, left 
your pofterity fliould fay to ours in future 
times. Why come ye over to the feafts of 
the God of Ifrael ? 25 The Eternal hath 
made Jordan the boundary between us 
and you-*—fo that ye have no part in him; 
and thus might your pofterity make ours 
apoftatize from the Eternal. 26 There¬ 
fore we faid, Let us build here an altar, 
not for offering facrifices, 27 But for a 
teftimony to our pofterity and yours, that 
thofe may thus ascertain their priviledge 
to go over Jordan, to offer facrifices at 
the altar ofthe Eternal; and if your pof- 
tcrity tell ours, ye have.no part in this; 
fervice of the Eternal; 28 They may re¬ 
ply, Behold the pattern of the altar of the 
Eternal, which our fathers made for a 
witnefs in this matter. 29 Far be it from

And it pleafed the other tribes, and they 
bIcfled God, that they had not to go and 
deftroy them like the idolatrous Canaan- 
ites. 14 And the Reubenites and Gad- 
itrs called the altar, A WITNESS : for 
raid they, It Hiali be a witnefs between 
ns, that the Eternal is our Cod. (.

OW when the Ifraelitcs had, by the 
favour of the Eternal, enjoyed reft 
fnv a long time from all their enemies a- 
imind them, Jofliua was far advanced in 
yean. 1 And he called the elders, and 
< hiefs, and judges, and officers, apd all 
Ifratl, and lpoke to them of his age : 3 

And Paid to them, Ye have Teen all that 
the Eternal your God hath done to all 
thefe nations; for it is he that fought for 
you. 4 Behold, I have divided to you 
by lot the nations wbofe inhabitants ftill 
remain,' to be an inheritance for your 
tfibes, with all the nations whofe inhabi¬ 
tants arc expelled, from Jerdan to the 
Mediterranean fen, the welt boundary. 5 
The Eternal your God fliall expel them 
from before you, and drive them out of 
your light, and ye Hull polTefs their land, 
11 u he hath promifed you. 

6 Be ye, therefore, very courageous, 
and do all that is written in the law by 
Mofcs, that ye neither come ffiort, nor 
tranfgrefs. 7 Form'no alliance nor af« 
fociations with thefe nations that yet re¬ 
main among you, nor fo much as mention 
t he name of their gods. 9 For if ye will 
cleave to the Eternal your God f as at this 
day, 9 He will expel before you great 
and ftrong nations; thus none hath been 
able to (land before you hitherto. 1© One 
of you Jhall chafe many; as the Eternal 
hghteth for you, as he hath promifed. it 
Tlvcudore be very attentive to your duty, 
that ve love the Eternal your God. 11 
For if ye apoflatize in any w ay, and af- 
lociatc with thelc nations, or make mar¬ 
riages with them ; 13 Affuredly the E- 

ternal your God will expel no more of 
ihefe nations before you ; but they fliall 
be traps and fiuves to you, fpurs to your 
Tides, and thorns in yout eyes, till ye pe- 
rifli from off this gnod land which the E- 
terriai your Cod hath given you. 

14 I am now going the way of all the 
faith, and ye know it for certain that 
the Eternal your God bath performed all 
the good things whirh he promifed you. 
15 iT yc apoflatize, he will bring up- 
011 l' ou the evil things he hath 
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threatned, til' ye be destroyed from off 
thi9 good land. 1 6 If ye tranfgrefs the 
commands, and break the covenant of the 
Eternal your God, and worlhip falfe gods; 
the anger of the Eternal (hall be kin r 
died againft you, aud ye fliall peiifli 
quickly from off this good land which he 
hath given you. 

XXIV. JoJltta nffembletb the tribes . 
GAIN Jofbua affembled all the 
tribes of Il'rael at Shechem, fit call¬ 
ed for their elders, and their heads, and 
their judges, and their officers: and they 
prcfentcdthemfelves before God. a And he 
laid to all the people, Thus faith the Eter¬ 
nal the God of Il'rael, Your fathers in for¬ 
mer times dwelt on the other fide of the 
river Euphrates, even Tcrah, the father 
of Nachor and ot Abraham, and were i- 
dolaters. 3 And I brought your father 
Abraham over the river, from among 1- 
(lolaters , and led him through all ^he 
land of Canaan, and gave him his fon E- 
faac, and multiplied liifi feed. 4 And I 
gave to lfaac Jacob and Efau: and I gave 
to Efau mount Seir to poffefs; but Jacob 
and hts children went down into Egypt. 
5 I fent alfo Mofcs and Aaron, and pu- 
nifiied Egypt for oppreffing them, and 
delivered them- 

6 And when your fathers came to the 
weedy fea, the Egyptians purfued them 
with chariots and hotfemeo. 7 And 
when they cried to the Eternal, he put 
darknefs between them and the Egyp¬ 
tians, whom he overwhelmed in the ilea; 
yc know affuredly what I have done in E- 
gypt; ye dwelt in the wildernefs a long 
time. 8 And I brought you into the land 
of the Amorites, who dwelt on the ealt 
fide of Jordan--they fought with you ; 
but I delivered them into your hand, and 
expelled them from before you, that ye 
might poffefs their land. 

9 Then Balftk, king of Moab, oppofed 
Ifrael, and fent for Balaam to.curfe you: 
10 But I would not fufFer him to do it--- 
aud he bleffed you Hill. 11 And ye went 
over Jordan, and came to Jericho ; and 
the inhabitants fought againft you, the 
Amorites, and the Ferizzites, and the Ca- 
naanites, and the Girgafhites, the Hiv- 
ites, and the Jehufites; and I delivered 
them into your hand. 12 And I fent 
hornets, terrible flies , before you, which 
drave out from before you two kings of 
the Amorites, which thy fvvord and thy 
bow could not have done. 13 And I 
have given you a land cultivated, and ci¬ 
ties built to inhabit ; ye eat of vineyards 
and of olive-yards which ye did not plant. 
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14 Now, therefore, fear the Eternal, 
and ferve hi(n in fincerity and in truth, 
and ferve not the, gods which your fa¬ 
thers ferved 'in MefopoUmia*, fend in E- 
gypt. 15 And if ltTceta grievous to you 
to ferve the Eternal, chufe ye thi$ day 
whom ye will ferve, whether the gods 
Which your father ferved, and thofe of 
the Amorites, in whofe land ye dwell: 
but as for me and my houfc, we will 
ferve the Eternal. 

16 But the people replied. Far be it 
from us to forfake the Eternal, and ferve 
other gods. 17 For it is the Eternal our 
Cod who delivered us from Egyptian 
bondage, doing great wonders in the 
Tight of all the people, and of all Egypt, 
and preferred us in all the way wherein 
we went, and among all the people thro* 
whom we parted. i 3 And expelled, be- 
Tore us the Amorites, and all the people 
df the land ; therefore will we ferve the 
Eternal, for he is our God. 

19 And Jofliua faid to the people, Ye 
cannot ferve the Eternal together with 
other gods; for he is a holy and a jealous 
God ; and will not forget your tranfgref- 
frons and fins in fo -doing. 20 If ye for- 
fakc the Eternal, and ferve falfe gods—- 
he will deflroy you, with all the good he 
hath done you: 

a 1 And the people faid to Jortuia, We 
will ferve ndoe but the Eternal. 

22 And Jofliua faid, As ye have chofen 
the Eternal for your God, if ye forfake 
him, ye hte wjtmeTTes againft yourfelves. 
And they faid, It is fo. 

23 Now, therefore, faid he, If there be 
any ftrange gods among you, put them 
away, and incline your heart wholly to 
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the Eternal as the God of Ifr&cL 

a4 And they replied, The Eternal tinr 
God will we ferve', and his word u ill we 
obey. 

25 So Jofliua made a covenant with 
them that day in Shechcm, propofing to 
them tlie conditions and duties of it, and 
tlie rewards promifed to fuch as keep it. 

26 And Jofliua infciibed the terms of 
the covenant in his tranfeript of the law 
of God, and took a great Hone, and fet it 
up there under an oak, befide the fiinc- 
tuary of the Eternal. 27 And faid to nil 
the people, Behold, this (lore fliall be a 
witnefs to us, for the fight or recollec¬ 
tion of it will recal to your mind rhefe 
words, even as if it had heard them,—if 
ye do not obferve them, but deny ard 
forfake your God. 28 Then Jofliua let 
the people go each to his pofleflion. 

29 And lie died, being a hundred ard 
ten years old. 30 And they buried, him 
in Timnah-ferah in the border of his i in¬ 
heritance, in mount Ephraim, on the 
north fide of the hill of Gaafli. 31 And 
Ifraei ferved the Eternal all the days of 
Jofliua, and of the elders that out-lived 
Jofliua, who had feen all the gieat works 
which he had done for Ifraei. 32 And 
the Ifraelites buried the bones cl Jofeph, 
which they brought out of Egypt, in She- 
chem, in a piece of ground which Jacob 
bought from the 10ns of Han.or the 
father of Sbechcm, for an hundred 
pieces of filver; and it became the in¬ 
heritance of the pofterity of Jcfeph. 33 
And Eleazar the fun of Aaron died, and 
they buried him in a hill that belonged 
to Phinehas his fon, which was given him 
in mount Ephraim-

I. The (ifts of Judah and Simeon. 

F T E R the death of Jofliua, the 
Ifraelitcs afked council of the £- 
ternal by his or&cJe, enquiring who fliouid 
be their leader, when warring with the 
Canaanites. a And the anfwer was. 
That the tribe of Judah, being led by 
their chiefs fhould be preferred to fubdue 
and rule in the land. 

3 Then the tribe of Judah faid to the 
tribe of Simeon, Come and aflifl me a- 
gslinft the Canaanites in my lot, and I 
will do with thee in like manner : So 
they agreed to.aflifl one another. 4 And 
Judah ltd the varij and the Eternal deli- 
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vered the Canaanites and the Perizzilcs 
into their hand ; and ten thoufapd q 1 
them fell in Bezek, 5 Where they alio 
found the lord of Bezek ; 6 But he c- 

fcaned, and they puifued him, and caught 
him, and cut off his thumbs and his great 
tots. 7 And he faid, Seventy kings, hav¬ 
ing their thumbs and great toes cut oil. 
gathered their meat under my table, cj 
the crumbs that fell from it; as I have 
done to others, lohath God done to me. 
And they brought him to jerufrieni, 
where he died. 8 For the tribe of Ju¬ 
dah having fet it on fire, had-taken it, 
9 And expelled the bulk of its inhabi- 
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tants, a* they did thofe of thf mountain 
where Hebron was, and of the fouth at 
Debir. and in the valley. 

ic Judah having attacked the Canaan- 
iti-s in Hebron, whofe name formerly was 
the city of Arba, they flew Shcflui and 
Ahiman, and Talinai. n And from 
thence he went to attack Debir, whofe 
name formerly was the city of Sepher. 
12 Aiul Caleb fa id, I wiJI give Arhfah 
my daugnter for a wife to him that tak- 
efh it; 13 Which he did to Cthnid the 
fon of Kenex, Caleb’s younger brother, 
who took it. 14 And flic being moved 
by him to alk of her father a held, a- 
Jighting from her afs, Caleb faid to her, 
What dull thou defire ? 15 And flie re¬ 
plied, Give me a 1 > 1 < fling ; for thou hail 
given rut a fouthern fleM, give ine fprings 
to 1 ,.ti 1 it ; and he gave her fprings in 
the higher and lower places. 

16 Now the polterity of Jethro the 
Kenite, Moles lather-in-lavy, went up 
with Judah from the city of Palm Trees, 
in the territor y of Jericho , unto the wrl- 
dernefs of Judah, fouth ward of Arad,- and 
dwelt among them. 

17 And Judah, accompanied with Si¬ 
meon, took Zcphaath, whofe name lor- 
mcrly was Hormah; :8 And alfo G^za, £c 
A ike Jon, and Ekrun, with their territo¬ 
ries. 19 Thus the Eternal profpered Ju¬ 
dah, and he expelled the inhabitants of 
the mountain, but he could not expel 
thofe of the valley, becaufe they had 
chariots of iron, 20 And Hebron was 
given to Caleb, as Moles had faid it would 
fir, and he expelled thence the three funs 
ol Auak {giants). 

21 And the Benjaminites did not ex¬ 
pel the Jcbufites from their portion of 
Jentfilem, hut they continued to dwell 
there with them. 


22 Now the poilerity of Jofeph went 
to attack Bethel, whofe firft name was 
Luz, and the Eternal profpered them : 
2} But they lent firft to defery it. 24 And 
the i'pies leeing a man coming out of it, 
faid, Shew us the entry to the city, and 
wc will shp\v thee kitidnefs, 25 Which he 
did and they took ft, but let him and 
h ‘ s L ‘y S° ; 26 Who went to the land 
of the Hittitcs, and built a city and cal¬ 
led it Luz, which name it retained. 

27 But Manairdi did not expel the in¬ 
habitants of Bethshean, nor of Taanach, 
nor of Dor, nor of Ibleam, nor of Mcjrid- 
do, and their towns; but the Canaanites 
.1 velt the: an., a B Under certain con- 
dit.ons; asllracl though able to expel 
them, only levied a tribute, * 


29 Nor did tlse Ephraimifes expel the 
Canaanites in G eaer, but they dwelt there 
_witl^ them; 30 Nor did Zebulon expel 
the inhabitants of ICilVon, nor of N^halol, 
but the Canaanites'dwelt therewith them 
as -tributaries : 31 Nor did Asher drive 
out the inhabit ants of A echo, nor of Zi- 
don, ner of Aclllub, nor of Achzib, nor of 
Helbach, nor ot Aphik, nor of Rehob ; 
32 But they dwelt with, them: 33 Nor 
did Naphtali expel the inhabitants of 
Bcthshemesh, nor of Bethaunth ; buf 
they dwelt the re, and became tributaries 
to them. 

34 And th" Amorites, with thejr cha¬ 
riots, drove the Daniies to the mountain, 
not fullering l bem to come into the val¬ 
ley. 35 They *lfo dwHt in mount Hems 
in Aijalon, and in Shaalbim; yet the 
posterity of Jofeph prevailed, lb that they 
became tiibut Aries. 3d The border of 
the Amorites was northward towards 
Dan, from the afeent to Akrabrim, that 
is, Scorpions, fra 10 the rock and upwards, 
foutb-ward. } 

If. The permit rebuked at Bocbim. 

A N ambafTidor of the Eternal came 
. from GiljLfal to Bochim, and fpeak- 
ing in the name of the Eternal, faid, I 
delivered you I torn Egypt, and brought 
you into the hind which I proroiftd to 
your fathers to ^ive their poftcrity, and l 
faid I will never Break my covenant with 
you. if yon abide in it.. 2 And make no 
covenant with tire inhabitants of the 
land, but call d own their idolatrous al¬ 
tars ; yet ye havie not obeyed my com¬ 
mand : Why ha ve ye not done it. 3 
Therefore I alfo faid, I will not expel 
them before you, but they fliall be as 
thorns in your fries, and their gods will 
be a fnart to you. 

4 And when tJie pcopLe heard tliefe 
words, they wepit aloud ; 5 Thence 

the place has got its name.: And they 
facrificed there to the Eternal. 6 When 
Joftiua had diftnillcd the people, each of 
them went to his o.ifttfljon. 7 The peo¬ 
ple ferved the E ;ctnal during Jofliua’s 
life, Rnd alfo that of the elders who out¬ 
lived him, who had feen all the great 
works which the Eternal had done for 
Ifrael. 

8 When Joflma t he fon oTNun the fer- 
vant of the Eternal’ was no years old he 
died, 9 And thev buried him in Timnath 
Herrs, on mount E;)hrairu, on the north 
fide of the hill of Gaolb. 10 All that gene¬ 
ration alfo were jcxined to their facheis, 
and there arofe another generation after 
them, who confideised not the works of 
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the Eternal, and did not worlhip him* 
11 ’The Israelites then did evil in the fight 
bf the Eternal, and fervcd Blalim, an 
idol; 12 Having forfakcnthe Eternal'the 
-God of their fathers^ who delivered them 
from Egypt, they worshipped the falfc 
gods of the people of the land, provok¬ 
ing him to anger, 13 By worshipping 
Baal and Ashtaroth. 14 His anger be¬ 
came hot againlt Ifrael, and he gave them 
into the hand of^their fpoilers and ene¬ 
mies around them, fo that they could no 
longer Hand before thetn. if His hand 
was againft them for evil wherever they 
went, as. he folemnly declared to them, 
and they -were greatly d litre fled. 16 Ne- 
verthclefe he raifed up judges, who deli¬ 
vered them from their fpoilers; 17 Ytt 
they would not hearken to thofe, but 
went a whoring after other gods by wor¬ 
shipping them, having turned quickly out 
of the way in which their fathers walk¬ 
ed, obeying the commands of the Eternal, 
which they did not. j8 And when the 
Eternal raifed up a judge, he was with 
him, and delivered them from their ene¬ 
mies all his days; for he pitied th«ir 
groaning under thofe that vexed and op- 
p re fled them. 19 Yet when the judge 
died, they apoftatifed,. and corrupted 
themfelves more than their fathers, in 
worshipping other gods; they ceafed not 
from their obftinacy in doing evil. 

20 For which the Eternal became in- 
cenfed againlt Ifrael, and he faid, Be- 
caufe this people has tranfgrefled the co¬ 
venant I made with their fathers, and 
have not hearkened tot my word, 21 I 
will not henceforth ejpel before them 
the nations which Joshua left when he 
died, 22 That thereby I may try whether 
Ifrael will walk in the way of the Eter¬ 
nal. by keeping his commands, as their 
fathers did, or not. 33 Therefore the 
Eternal left thefe nations, and did not 
drive them out haftily, nor deliver them 
into the hand of Joshua. 

HI. 77 ; e nation! left to; prove .Ifrael. - 

T HE Eternal left thefe nations to try 
the Ifraeditcs wbo had not confider- 
ed the caufe bf the wars of Canaan, the 
idolatry of the Canaanites r 2 Nor how 
great an evil'war is, and that they might 
learn the fame by experience. 3 The five 
lords of the Philiflines yet remained, and 
all ( the Phoenicians, the Sidoniam, and 
the Hivites that dwell in mount Leba¬ 
non, from mount -Baal Hermon to the 'en¬ 
try of Hamath, 4 That Ifrael might be 
tried by thefe, whether they would obey 
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the commands of the Eternal given by 
Mofes, or worship heathen idols. 

*5 So the Ifraelitts dwelt among the 
Canaanites, Hittites, Amorites, Petifc- 
zites, Hivites, and Jebufites: 6 And they 
tooks their daughters for wives, and gave 
tlieir own daughters to their fons, and 
worshipped their gods. 7 Thus the If- 
raelitcs did evil in the fight of the Eter¬ 
nal their God, and forfook him, and wor¬ 
shipped Baalim in the grove*; 8 There¬ 
fore his anger became hot againft Ifrael, 
and he delivered them into the hand of 
Cuthanriahathaim, king of Mefopotamia, 
Syria, between the rivers Tigris and Eu¬ 
phrates. 9 But they crying to the Eter¬ 
nal. he raifed up faviours who delivered 
them, even Othnicl the fon of Kenez, 
Caleb’s youngelt brother. lo'The fpirit 
of the Eternal was with him ; lie judged 
Ifrael, and led them to war, and the Eter¬ 
nal delivered the king of Mefoptitaniia 
into his hand. 11 Then the land had reft 
from bondage and war forty years, and 
Othnicl died. 

12 But the Ifiaelites did evil again in 
the fight of the Eternal, and he profper- 
ed Eglon king of Mbab agairft them. 
13 Who, with the aid of the Ampionitcs, 
and Amalekites, fmote Ifrael, and poflef- 
fed the city of Palm Trees. 14 They 
ferved him eighteen years; 15 But when 
they cried to the Efcrnal, he raifed up a 
deliverer, even Ehud the fon of Gera, a 
B9njaminite, aleft-handtd man,by whom 
the Ifraelites fent a prefent to the king 
of Moab, 16 Ehud made him a two- 
edged dagger, a cubit long, and girded it 
upon hisright thigh, 17 And he brought 
the prefent to the king of Moab, who was 
4 very fat man. 18 And when he lud 
made an end to offer the.prefent, he fent 
away the people that bare the prefent, 
19 He turned from the graven images 
that were by Gilgal; and being come to 
the king, he faid, I have a.lecret errand 
to thee, O king ; who faid, keep filence ; 
then all that were with him went out. 

20 And Ehud came near him, fitting 
in his- fumnier parlour by himfelf, and 
faid, I haye a meffagfc irom God to thee ; 
Then he rofe from his feat. 21 And 
Ehud, with his left hand, took the dag¬ 
ger from his right thigh, and thiuft it in¬ 
to the king’s b t elly. 22 The handle alfo 
went in after the blade, which the fat 
elofed up, fo that he could not draw it 
out, [and the dirt came out.] 

23 Then Ehud went out through the 
porch, having Ihut the doors ol the par¬ 
lour and locked them. 24 And when he 
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was gone, the fcrvants came ; but when 
they faw the doors fliut and locked, they 
faid. Surely he eafetli himfelf in his rum¬ 
mer’ chamber. z$ And having delayed 
till they were afhamed, as he opened not 
the doors of the parlour, they opened 
them, and found their ioid fallen down 
dead on the earth. 

2 6 And Ehud efcaped beyond the 
groves into Seirah, during their delay. 
21 And being returned, he blew a trum¬ 
pet in mount Ephraim, and the Ifraelites 
followed him down from the mountain; 
aSSaying to them, Follow me, for the 
Eternal hath delivered your enemies the 
Moabites into your hand : And following 
him, they occupied the fords of Jordan, 
oppofitc to Moab, fo that none could pafs 
•ver. ip And they flew then about ten' 
thoufand brave and valiant men; none 
efcaped. 3® So Moab was fubdued then 
by I fra el, and the land had reft eighty 
years. 

31 After Ehud, Shamgar the fpn of 
Anarh delivered Ifrael; he flew fix hun¬ 
dred Phllillines with a ploughing inftru- 
ment. 

IV. Deborah and Barak deliver Ifrael. 

A FTER the death of Ehud, the If- 
raelires did evil again in the fight 
of the Eternal, 1 And he fold them into 
rhe power of Jabin, a king in Canaan, 
who reigned in Hazor, the captain of 
whofe lioft was Sifera, who dwelt in Ha- 
roflieth, whither a concourfe of various 
nations had refortecT. 3 He had nine 
hundred chariots of iron, and opprefled 
Ifrael greatly twenty years; and they 
cried to the Eternal. 

4 Deborah a prophetefs, the wife of 
Tupidoth, judged Ifrael at that time : 
5 And (lie lat to judge under the palm 
tree of Deborah, as ufuul of old , between 
Kamah and Bethel, on mount Ephraim ; 
and the people of Ifrael came to her for 
judgment, 6 And Hie lent for Barak the 
ion of Abinoam from Kedefli-Naphtali, 
ami faid to him, The Eternal the God of 
Ifrael hath commanded you to gq to¬ 
ward mount Tabor, pntl to take with 
thee ten -thouland men of the offspring 
ot Naphthali and of Zebulon; 7 And? 
will draw Sifera the captain of Jabin’s 
army to thee at the river Kiflion, with 
his chariots and his multitude, and will 
deliver him into thine hand, 8 Then 
Barak replied to her, I will go if thou 
wilt go with me, hut I will not go with¬ 
out thee. 9 And (he laid, I will furely 
go w!tIi thee ; hut thou wilt not have the 
hunuui (>: this u 11 .leitaking, for the Eter¬ 


nal yvill deliver Sifera into the hand of a 
woman. So Deborah went quickly to 
Kedefh with Barak, 10 Who tqok with 
him ten thoufand men of the tribes of 
Zebulon and Naphtali. 11 Now Heber 
the Kenite, the defeendant of Hobab, 
Mofes* father-in-law, hqal feparated from 
the Kenites, and pitched hi9 tent in the 
plain of Zaanaim, by Kedefh, and dwelt 
among the tribe of Naphtali. 

ii And Siferah being informed that 
Barak the fon of Abinoam was come to 
mount Tabor, 13 Called together all his 
people, from Harofheth of the Gentiles 
unto the river Kiflion, with nine hun¬ 
dred chariots of iron. 14 And Deborah 
faid to Barak, Make hafte, for this is the 
day in which the Eternal hath delivered 
Siferah into thine hand; the Eternal go- 
eth before thee. So Barak defeenaed 
from mount Tabor with ten thoufand 
men. 15 And the Eternal overthrew Si¬ 
fera, with all his holt, and his chariots, 
before Barak, fo that Sifefah descended 
from his chariot, and fled on foot. 16 Bu i 
Barak purfued Siferah*9 hoft, with thfir 
chariots, unto Haroffieth of the Genti/es, 
and all the hoft was overthrown. 

17 But Sifera fled on foot to tte tent 
of Jael the wife of Heber the Kenite ; 
for there was peace between him and Ja¬ 
bin the king of Hazor. 18 And Jael' 
faid to Siferah, come into my tent; and 
(lie covered him with a maotle. 19 And 
he faid to her, Oive me water, for I ain 
thirfty ; and (lie gave him a bottle of 
milk, and covered him. ao And he faid 
alfo to her, Stand in the tent door, and if 
any come and alk, Is there any man here ? 
fay. No.' at And being weary, he fell 
into a deep fleep. Then Jael went foftly 
to him, with a hammer and a nail, which 
flie ftruck through his temples into the 
ground, and he died. 

22 And as Barak purfued after him, 
flie went out and faid to him, Come and 
I will fhew thee the man whom thou 
feekeft; and having come into the tent, 
he found Sifera dead, with the nail in his 
temple. 23 So God overthrew on that 
clay Jabin, a king of Cana-an, before the Is¬ 
raelites, 24 Who prevailed againlt him, 
and profpered. 

V. Song of Deborah and Barak. 

O N that day Deborah and Barak fang, 
and faid, 2 Piaifc ye the Eternal, 
for the avenging of Ifrael; when the peo¬ 
ple willingly offered the mfe Ives, 3 Hear¬ 
ken and conlidcr this ye kings aful.princes; 
I wifi fing to the Eternal the G nl of If- 
raej. 
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. 4 O Eternal, whtfn thou Wenteft out 
«r Seif, (Deut. iv. ri.) out of the land 
of Edom, the earth trembled and the 
clouds were diffolved, and th? heavens 
diftilled water. 5 The mountains moved 
before the Eternal, even Sinai before the 
God of Ifrael. 6 In the days of Sham- 
gar the fon of Anath, and of Jael, the 
highways were infefted, and travellers 
■walked in private ways. 7 The villages 
in Ifrael were alfo forfaken, till 1 Debo¬ 
rah 'aroft a mother in Ifrael. 8 The Is¬ 
raelites allowed falfe gods, and their ci- 


the Eternal, curb bitterly.the inhabitant! 
of it j becatlfe they came not to aflift in 
the caufe of the Eternal againft the 
mighty. 

24 Bleffetf above women fhall be Jael 
the wife of Heber the Kenite : 25 In the 
tent he alked water, and Hie gave him 
milk, nncl butter in an elegant difli: 
26 And (he tbruft a nail thro* his tem¬ 
ple, and fmote off his head, 27 And he 
died. 

28 The mother of Sifera looked out at 
a window, and r cried thro* the lattcfs. 


ties were taken and themfeives difarmed 
by the*ir enemies. 

9 My heart is towards the governors 
and people of Ifrael, who offered them¬ 
feives willingly to deliver and defend 
their nation. Btefs ye the Eternal, who 
gave you a heart and ability to do it. 

10 Ye nobles that ride on white affts, 
and fit in judgment, and ye that walk in 
the way, rehcarfe this; 11 The noife of 
the archers at the river of waters being 
piafed, there fhall be rehearfed the righ¬ 
teous atfls of the Eternal, in avenging 
theyillages of Ifrael; then fhall thepeo- 
pie o? Ifrael go in and put of their gates 
in faftty. 

12 S*ig with heart and'voice; fmga- 
Joud joyfully, Deborah : Lead thy capti- 
vityfeaptive, Barak, thou, fon of Abi- 


Why is his chariot fo long in coming ? 
Why move the wheels fo (lowly * 29 Her 
wife ladies replied to her, yea, (lie replied 
herfelf, 30 Surely they have profptrcd 
and divided the fpoi), to every man a 
damfel or two; to Sifera for a prey a robe 
of double embroidery of divers colours, 
■ fit for the necks of fpoilers. 

31 So let all thine enemies perifii, O 
Eternal; but let them that love thee be 
illuftrioufiastlie fun fhining in hisftrength. 

And the land had peace forty years. 
VI. The Ifraelites opprejfed by Midtan. 

T HE Ifraelites did evil again in the 
fight of the Eternal, and he deliver¬ 
ed them into the hands of the Midianites 
feven years, a And the hand of Midian 
prevailed againft Ifrael; and becaufe of 
the Midianites the Ifraelites made them 


noam. 13 Then the Eternal made me to 
have dominion over the noblest 

14 Out of Ephraim came forth power 
againft Atnalek, after thee, O Benjamin; 
out of Manaffeh came forth governors, 
and out of Zebulon the learned and wife. 

15 The princes of Iffachar were with 


the dens which are in the mountains, and 
the caves, and the ftrong holds. 3 And 
when the Ifraelites had fOwn, the Mi¬ 
dianites, _gnd the Amalekites, and the 
eaftern nations, edme 4 And encamped 
againft them, and deftroyed the fruits of 
the earth, even unto Gaza, and left nei- 


Deborah and Barak alfo, who went on 
foot into the valley by the brook; but 
the differences of opinion among the 
Reubenites concerning this attempt cauf- 
ed great anxiety. 16 Why abode ye by 
the fheep folds, O Reubenites, hearing 
the Meetings of the flecks: 17 And the 
Gileadites abode beyond Jordan, and Dan 
by his fhips, aud Atlier, alfo iu his fca 
ports., 13 Zebulon and Naphtali hazard¬ 
ed their Iit T cs in defence of their country. 
19 The kings of Canaan came and fought 
in Taanach by the waters of Megiddo ; 
but got no fpoil which they expedted. 

20 The heavens with their hofts fought 
againft Sifera; the (tars in an eclipfe 
appeared: 21 That renowned river Ki- 
flion fwept away the carcaft-s. O my 
might thou haftoverthrown theirftrength. 
22 The borfe hoofs of their mighty ones 
were broken by their prancings. 

23 Gurfc ye Meroz, faid the angel of 


ther fheep, nor ox, nor afs, nor any fup- 
port for Ifrael. 5 They carpe with their 
cattle and their tents, as grafshopers for 
multitude, and they entered into the land 
to deftroy it. 

6 And the Ifraelites being greatly 
wafted, cried to the Eternal. 7 And 
when they did fo, 8 He fent a prophet 
to them, who faid, Thus faith the Eter¬ 
nal the God of Ifiael, I delivered you 
from the Egyptian, bondage, 9 And from 
all your oppreffors, & gave you this land, 
having expelled its inhabitants for their 
idolatry; ic And I faid-to you, I am 
,the. Eternal your God ; worfhip not the 
gods of the Amorites.in wliofe land ye 
dwell; but ys hare not obeyed my 
word. 

11 And the angel of the Eternal (J. e. 
the angel of the covenant) appeared un¬ 
der the oak in Ophrah, which pertained 
to Joa(I> the Afci-ezrite, and his fon Gi- 
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deon thrclhed wheat by the wine-prcfs, 
that he might conceal it from the Midi¬ 
anites. it So the angel of the Etefnal 
nppi ared to him, anil laid, The Eternal is 
with tl.ee, thou mighty valiant man. 

17 And Gideon (aid to Him, 0 niy 
Ta.rd, if the Eternal be with u*, how 
hutb all this evil come upon us ? fle why 
doth he not fuch miracles as our fathers 
told us he did in delivering them from E- 
gypt > But now the Eternal hath forfuk- 
en us, having delivered us into the hands 
of the Midianites. 

14 Then the angel regarded him gra- 
cioufly, and faid. Go in this thy forti¬ 
tude, and thou (halt fave Ifrael from the 
hand of the Midianites; lo, Ihave-fent 
thee. 

15 And he faid to him, O my Lord, 
how (hall I lave Ifrael ? behold thy fami¬ 
ly is the meanelt in Mauaffch, and I alii 
the leu ft in my father’s houfe. 

16 And the Eternal faid to him, Sure¬ 
ly I will be with thee, and thpu Hislt 
(mite the Midianites all as one man. 

17 And Gideon faid to him. If I have 
now obtained thy favour, fliew me an e- 
vidcnce, ccitifying me who thou art that 
talked with me. iB And depart not, t 
pray thee, until I bring an offering, and 
prefent it ro thee. And he faid, I will 
tarry till thou return. 

19 Then Gideon went in, and prepar¬ 
ed a kid, and unleavened cakes or an e- 
phah of flower ; he brought the kid’s 
flefli in a bafket, and the broth of it in a 
pot. And having brought it out, he pre- 
l'ented it to him under the oak 

20 Then the angel of God faid to him. 
Take the flefii ami the unleavened cakes, 
am) lay them on the rock, and pour out 

1 lie broth. Anil he did fo. 

21 Th,:n the angel of the Eternal 
touched' the flelh and the unleavened 
cakes with the flaff in his hand : and 
then fire arofe out of the rock, and con- 
fumed them; then the angel of the ,E- 
ternal departed from his fight. 

22 And when Gideon perceived that 
he wa« an angel of the Eternal, he faid, 
Alas, 0 Lord God ; I mart die, as I have 
fecn an apparition of a fpiiit, and talked 
l.iiniliarly with lam. (Exod, xxxiii. ao.) 
24 Hut the Eternal faid to him, Peace be 
to thee, fear not, thou fit alt not die. 

24 Then Gideon built an altar there 
to the Eternal, and called it Peace with 
the Eternal : it continued to remain in 
Gphrah of the Alii-ejtriies.- 

25 Ami in that night, the Eternal fuid 
lo him, Take thy father’s young bullock, 
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even the fecond bullock of feven yeajf 
old, the Jirfi being already facrificed, 8c. 
call down the altar which thy father 
made for Baal, and cut down the grove 
that furrounds it; x6 And build an al¬ 
tar tb the Eternal thy God on the top of 
this rock, in a proper manner, and ,offer 
the fecund bullock as a holocauft, with 
the wood of the.grove which thou flialt 
cut down. 

17 Then Gideon took ten men of his 
feivants, and did as the Eternal faid to 
him ; but he did it by flight; becaufe he 
feared his father’s houfehold, 8c the men 
of the city^ he could not do it by day. 

28 And early in the morning, when 
the men of the city arofe, behold, the al¬ 
tar of Baal was cart down, and the grove 
that furrounded it was cut down, and the 
fecund bullock was offered on the altar 
that was already built. 29 And they laid 
one to another. Who hath done this thing ? 
And having fought and enquired, they 
faid, Gideon the fon of Joaih hath done 
it. 

30 Then the men of the city faid to 
Joafii, Bring out thy fon, that he may be 
put to death, becaufe he hath call down 
the altar ofJ 3 aal, and cut down the grove 
that was around it. 

31 And Joafii faid to all his adverfarie?. 
Will ye plead for Baal ? will yefave him ? 
he that will plead for him, rt\jjing a tu¬ 
mult thereby, let him be puB to death, 
whilff it is yet morning : if he be a god, 
let him avenge "his owii caufc, at the E- 
ternal it now about to do on the advet - 
faries of them that feme him. 32 There¬ 
fore Gideon on that day called his fon 
JerubbSal, faying, Let B&al decide his 
quarrel with him, for calting down his 
altar. 

33 Then all the Midianites, and the 
Amalekites, and the people of the caft. 
being affenibled, palled over Jordan, and 
pitched in ‘he valley of Jeireel. 34 But 
Gideon, being endowed with the Spirit of 
the Eternal, blew a trumpet ; and the 
Abi-ej2rites were gathered to him. 3$ 
And he font meffengtrs thro* all Manaf- 
feli, and tb Aflicr, and Zebu Ion, 8c Najh- 
tali, and they c,ame to meet them. 

35 And Gideon called on God, faying, 
If thou wilt fave Ifi ae] by mine hand, as 
thou haft faid, 37 I will fpread a fleece 
of woo) on the ground ; and if there be a 
dew on the fleece alone, and not on the 
ground about it, by this evidence I will 
certainly know that thou wilt fave Ifrael 
by me, 33 And i: was fo—for next 
morning he rofe early, apd;having thruft 
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the fleece together, he wiinged out of it 
bf (Jew. a bowl-full of water. 

39 And Gideon called again upon 
God, faying. Be not angry at me, while 
i & another proof, and I will afk no 
more ; let the fleece oqly be dry, and let 
all the giound be covered with dew. 40 
And it was fo. 

VII. Gideon's army . 

HEN Jerubbaal, who is Gideon, and 
all they that were with him, rifing 
early, encamped at the well of .Ha- 
rod ; fo that the Midianites* camp was 
on the north of them, by the hill of Mo- 
reh, in the valley: 

2 Then the Eternal fa id to Qideon, 
Thou haft too many people with thee;'I 
will not give the victory to fo many, left 
ICrael boaft, faying, Mine own hand hath 
faved me. 3/Now, therefore, make, a 
proclamation, that all who are feaiful or 
faint-htfaTted. may depart early to mount 
Gilead, and return. So twenty-two thou- 
fand returned, and ten thoufand only re¬ 
mained. 

4 .But the Eternal faid to Gideon, 
There are yet too many : bring them 
down to the water, 4 nd I will try them 
there—tlidfe whom I appoint to go, Ihall 
go; and thofe whom I appoint to flay, 
ftiall (lay. 5 So he brought them dbwn 
to the wner; & the Eternal faid to him, 
All that lape water with their tongues as 
dogs, (halt be fet by themfelves; and al- 
fo all that how down, on their knees to 
drink. 6 And three hundied lapped out 
of the hollow of thdir hands; but the reft 
(looped to drink. 7 Then the Eternal faid 
to Gideon, I will fave you by the three 
hundred who laped the water, deliver¬ 
ing the Midiaftites into thine hand ; and 
let the reft go home. 

6 So they took with them vi<fluals^ 8c 
trumpets in their hands—and the hoft of 
Midiaiv was beneath in the valley. 

9 And that night the Eternal faid to 
hint; Go tjuickly down to the hoft, for I 
have delivered it into thine hand. 10 
But if thou be afraid to go down, take 
PhurajMby fervant with thee ; 11 And 

thou (halt hear what they fay, and af¬ 
terwards (halt thou have fortitude to go 
tlown to them* Then lie went with Phu- 
i ah hi& fervaftt tothe outfidc of-the arm¬ 
ed meti. 1 a And the Midianites, £c the 
Ao^iekites, and all the eafterns, were, 
.fyffca.d over the valley like grafhoppeis 
for Jimltkucle; with their camels as the 
faWfltore innumerable., 

13 And w hen Gideon was come, there 
was a-man who told aid ream ? to his fel- 
faying, da uiy dream, Jfaw a bar- 


lev-cakc, which tumbled intq the hoft of 
Midian again ft a tent, which it overturn¬ 
ed. 14 And his fellow replied, This it 
a figure pf Gideon’s fword; for into his 
'hand hath God delivered all Midian’s 
hoft. 

15 And when Gideon heard the dream, 
and the interpretation, he worfliipped, 
And having returned to the hoft of Iliracl, 
he faid, Arife, for the Eternal hath de¬ 
livered Midian’s hoft into your hand. . 16 
And he divided the three hundred men 
into three companies, and put a trumpet 
into every man’s hand, with empty pit¬ 
chers, and lamps within the pitchers. 17 
And faid to them, Wlicu we come to the 
outfidc of the camp, look to me, and do 
as I do. 18 When I blow the trumpet, 
do likewlfe on every fide of all the camp, 
and fay, The fword of the Eternal, and of 
Gideon. 

19 So Gideon, and the three hundred 
men that were with him, came fo the 
outfide of the camp in the beginning of 
the middle watch, it being newly placed ; 
and they blew the trumpets, and brake 
the pitchers, which weie in their hands. 
20 And the three companies blew the 
trumpets, and brake the pitchers, and 
held the lamps in their left hands, and 
the trumpets in their right hands, to 
blow them, and cried. The fword of 
the Eternal, and of Gideon. 21 And 
they flood every man in his place around 
the cani|i; and all the hoft ran, 6c cried, 
and fled. 22 And when the three hun¬ 
dred blew the trumpets, the Eternal made 
every one take his neighbour for his ene¬ 
my, and fniite him, through all the hoft ; 
and they fled to' Bcth-ftiittah in Zere- 
rath, to the border of Abel-meholah, by 
Tabath. 23 And then the Israelites affem- 
bled out of Naphtali, 8c Afher, Sc'all Ma¬ 
nage h, and pui fucd after the Midianites. 

24 And Gideon fent meflengers thro* 
all mount Ephraim, faying, Come down 
againft the Midianites, and guard the 
fords of Jordan bi-forc them, from Beth- 
barah. And all the men A Ephraini did 
fo. 25 And they took two princes of the 
Midianites, Oreb and Zecb ; they flew* 
Oreb at the rock Oreb, and Zceb at the 
wine.prefs of Zed); and biought .their 
heads to Gideon, on the eaft fide of Jor¬ 
dan, puriding Midiau. 

VIII. The Epbraimitcs pacified. 

T HEN the man cf liphi iim chided Gi¬ 
deon, 'becaufe he called tli^ro not 
when he vrwiit to fight with the Midiaiv 
ites. 2 But he replied to them, What 
-have I done in comparifoh-cf you? Is r.jt 
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the gleaning 0 f the grapes of Ephraim 
better than The vintage ofAbiezrr? 3 
God hath delivered into your hand Oreb 
and Zeeh, the princes of Midian, though 
ye came faff. Then their anger was pa¬ 
cific d. 

4 When Gideon had palled over Jor¬ 
dan, with the three hundred men that 
were with him, and faint, yet ftill purfu- 
iiy, 5 He faid to the men ofSuccoth, Give 
I pray you loavc* of bread to the people 
that follow me; for they be faint; and I 
am purfuing afterZebah and Zalmunnah, 
kings of Midian. 6 But the princes of 
Succoth faid to him* Thou haft not yet 
t.ikcn Zcbah and Zalmunnah, that we 
fliould give bread to thine army. 7 And 
Gideon replied, Therefore, when tho E- 
tcrnal bath delivered Zcbah and Z»I- 


ven the fons of my mother; I wifli ye 
had fared their liv^.s, then I would not 
flay you. 20 Then be faid to Jcther his 
eldeft Ton, Slay them quickly : but the 
youth drew not his fword. being yet 
timorous. 21 Then Zcbah and Zalmun- 
na faid, Arifc, as thou art a ihao, and haft 
courage, and fall upon us. And he did 
fo, and took the ornaments from their 
camels necks. 

22 Then the men of Ifrael faid to Gi¬ 
deon, Be thou king over us, and aifo thy 
fon, and his fon, the royalty being heredi¬ 
tary in thy family \ bccaufe thou haft 
delivered us from the power of Midian. 
23 But Gideon replied, Neither I nor 
my fon fhall be your kings; the Eternal 
(hall (Pful. xlvji. 7. continue to) be you* 
king. 


munna into mine hand, I will tear your 
flHli with the thorns and briers of the 
wilJ-rucfs. 

S And he went from thence to Penuel: 
and having in3de the fame requeft, he 
received the like anfwcr. 9 Xatfwhich 
he replied, When 1 return in peace, I 
will break down this tower. 

10 Now Zebah and Zalniunna were in 
Karkor, and tbeir hofts with them, about 
fifteen thoufand men, being all that were 
left of all the hofts of the eaftdms ; for 
there foil an hundred and twenty ihou- 
fand armed men. 

r 1 And Gideon went up the way of 
thbfe that dwjll in tents, on the eaft of 
Noliah and Jogbeh, and fraote the hoft ; 
for it w as fecure. 12 And he purfued, 
and look Zebah Zalmunnah, the two 
kings of Midian, who fled, and dif- 
romfited all the hoft. 13 And Gi¬ 
deon returned from the battle be¬ 
fore thfe fun’s light fprung up, 14 And 
caught a young nun of Succuth, who, 
being alkcd, delcribed to him the princes 
ol Succoth, and the fenators of it,-even 
feventy-feven men. 15 And he came' 
upon the men of Succoth, and faid, Be¬ 
hold Zibah and Zalmunna, concerning 
whom ye upbraided me, faying, Halt 
thou indeed taken them, that we rtiould 
give bread to thy men that are w.-ary ? 
id And he took the elders of the city, 
and thorm and briers of the wildemtf^ 

with which he taught them. 17 And lie 
beat down the tower of Penuel, and flew 
the men of the city. 

iS 1 hen laid he to Zebah and Zalmun¬ 
na, What kind of men were they whom 
ye flew at Tabor ? And they replied. 
Ihey were fuch uthyfelfj each of them 
ROcinbled the children of a king. 

AoJ he faid, they were iny brethren, c- 


24 Then Gideon faid to them* I deflre 
that each of you Would give rtfe the ear¬ 
rings out of this prey: for the Ifhmaelites 
had golden ear-rings. 25 And they faid. 
We will give them willingly. So ttfty 
fpread a garment, and every one call ; hto 
it the ear-rings of his prey. 26 And thtir 
weight was a thoufand Sc feven hundred 
fliekels of gold, befides ornaments, collars, 
and the purple raiment of the kings of 
Midian, and the chains that were a- 
bout their camels’ necks. 27 And Gi¬ 
deon made an epofl thereof, and put it in 
his city Ophrah ; and all Ifrael went thi¬ 
ther a whoring after it, (i. e» abufing it 
to fitpet/lition and idolatry ; and io it 
was the ruin of Gideon’s houfe. 

23 Midian was now fubdutd by the Is¬ 
raelites, fj that they rofe no more againft 
them, and the land had quietnefs forty 
years, in the tim^f Gideon. 

19 And Jcrubbaal (!.e. Gideon') the fon 
of Joalh returned "to his own honlV. 30 
He had feyenty fons; shaving had many 
wives. 31 His concubine, who was^in 
Shechem, aifo had a Con to him, who was 
called Abimelech. 

32 And Gideon being old, died, aqd 
was buried in the fcpulchre of his father, 
in Ophrah of the Abi-ezcrites. 

33 And.as foon as.he was dead, the Is¬ 
raelites went a whoritig after Baalim, 
worfliipping Banl-berith as their god; 34 
And forfook the Eternal their God, who 
had delivered them from all their ene- 
mies. 35 Nether did they fh^v grati¬ 
tude to the family of Gidon, according 
to all the good he had done for Ifrael. 

F IX, Abimeleeh made kiyg. 

OBL Abimelech going to Shechem tq 
his mother’s brothers, fpoke to them, 
and to all the family of his mo ther’s fa¬ 
ther, faying, 2 Say, I pray y 0 u, in tho 
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hearing of all the Shechemites,Whether is 
it'better for you, that all the fons of Je- 
rnbbaal, even feventy perfons, or that pne 
reign over you ? remember alfio, t|iat I 
am your bone and your flefh. 3 So they 
did as he defired them : and the men. of 
Sliechtm inclined to /ullow Abimelech, 
faying, He is our brother 4 And they 
gave him feventy pieces of fiiver out of 
the temple of Banl-berith; ' wherewith 
Abimelech hired vagabonds and giddy 
perfons, who followed him. 

5 Then he went to his father’s houfe 
at Ophrah, and flew his feventy brothers 
upon One ftone, except Jotham the youngs 
eft, who had hid hfmfelf. 

6 And all the men of Shechem qffem- 
bled, with all the houfe of Milo, fit made 
Abimelech king at the ftatue in the plain 
of Shechem* 

, 7 And when it was told to Jotham, he 
went and flood on the top of mount Ge- 
ri2zim, and crying with aloud voice,faid 
t^them, Hearken to me, ye men of She¬ 
chem^ that God may hearken to you. 8 
The trees determined at a certain time 
to appoint a king over them* and faid to 
the olive tree, Reign thou over us. 9 
But the oliye tree faid to them, Should I 
defift from my fatnefs, wherewith they 
honour God and man, to be promoted o- 
ver the trees ? 10 Then they faid to the 

fig-tree, Reign thou over us. II But it 
replied, Should I forfake my fweetnefs # 8c. 
my good fruit, to be promoted oyer the 
trees? 12 Then they faid to the vine. 
Reign thou over us. 13 But it faid to 
them, Should I leave my wine, which is 
grateful to Gpdand man, to be promoted 
over the trees?. .14 Then faid all the trees 
to the bramble. Be th£li our king. 15 At}d 
the bramble replied to the trees, If in¬ 
deed ye anoint me king over you, come 
and reft under my fliadow ; and if nbt, 
let (ire proceed from the bramble, and 
confume even thecedars of Lebanon. 

id ConfideT now, if ye have done right 
in making Abimelec h king, 8c if ye have 
dealt well with Jerubbaal and his houfe, 
as he deferved of you. 17 For ray father 
fought for you, and delivered you from 
Midian, at the peril of his life. i 9 And 
ye have riCen up again ft my father’s bon fe, 
aDd flain, by fncrijumg them to the idol, 
all the reft of his fons upon one ftone, and 
have mAe Abimelech, his concubine’s 
fon, king in Shechem, becaufe he is your 
brpther. 19 If ye havejdealt rightly with 
Jerubbaal and his family, rejoice in Abi- 
melech, and let him rejoice in you ; 20 

But if not, let Abimelech devour the

men of Shechem, and-the heufe of Millo ; 
and Jet them devour him. 

a I TJipn Jotham fled to Beer, ancl 
dwelt there, for fear of Abimelech his 
brother. 

22 When Abimelech had reigned three 
years over Ifrael, 23 God full tired an c« 
vil fpirit of difcoid to come between him 
and the men of Shechem ; fo that they 
were treacherous to him ; 24 That the 

violence to the feventy fons of Jerub¬ 
baal, and their blood might be avenged 
on Abimelech their brother, who flew 
them, and on the men of Shechem, who 
aflifted him. 25 Then the men.of She¬ 
chem placed Tome to lie in wait for him 
0 j\ the top of thp mountains, who robbed 
all who came that way; &c this was told 
Abimelech. 

2 6 And Gaal the fon of Eljcd came to 
Shechem with his brothers; and the men 
of Shechem put their confidence in him, 
27 And they went out into the fields, 8t 
gathered the grapes in the vineyards, and 
prefly them, and drank, and were mer¬ 
ry ; dfnd having entered int® the houfe of 
their god, they curfed Abimelech. 

2S And Gaal the for. of Ebe‘d faid, 
Who is Abimelech the Shechemite, that 
we fljou!(| ferve him ? is he not the fon of 
Jerubbaal, and he hath made Zebul his 
officer ? ferve rather the nobles of this 
city, defcended from Hamor the father of 
Shechem: for why fliould we ferve him ? 
29 And I wifli that this people were un¬ 
der my command ; then would I remove 
Abimelech. Then it was faid to Abime¬ 
lech, Increafe thine army, and come out, 
to fnpprefs feditiov. 

30 And when Zebul, the ruler of the 
city, heard the words of Gaal the fon of 
Ebed, his anger was kindled. 31 Ami he 
fent mefiengers to Abimelech in Hor- 
mah, faying, Gaal the fon of Ebed is 
come to. Shechem, and they fortify the 
city againft thee: 32 Therefore, rife by 
night, with the people that accompany 
.thee, and lie in wait in the field. 33 And 
come againft the city early in the morn¬ 
ing, even aj fun’s light riling; 8c when he 
fit the people that are with him coinc out 
againft thee, thou roaydt do t® them as 
thou chufeft. 

34 So Abimelech came by night with 
all his men, and lay in wait agoiail She¬ 
chem, in four companies. 

35 And Gaal the fon of Ebed went fit 
ftood in the gate of the city : and Abi- 
melech rofe up with his men from lying 
in wait. 

3<> And when Gaal faw the people, he 
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faid to Zcbul, Behold, people descending 
from the top of the mountains- And Ze- 
bul replied to him, The (barlows ol the 
tcp of the mountains appear to be like 
men. 37 And.Gaal faiJ again. Behold, 
people coming down by the raiuflh of the 
land, and others come along the plain of 
Meonenim. 

38 Then^Zebul faid to him, I^et thine 
hand be now as ready to fight, as thy 
mouth was to fay. Who is Abimelech, 
that we fliould ferve him * Is not this the 
people whom thou haft defpifed? go out, 
I pray, now, and tight again!! them. 

39 And Gaal went out before the men 
of Shechem, and fought with Abimelech. 
40 But Abimelech chafed him, and he 
fled before him, and many were over¬ 
thrown and wounded, even unto the en¬ 
tering of the gate. 41 Abimelech dwelt 
then at Arumah ; and Zebul thruft out 
Gaal and his brethern, that they Jhould 
not dw’ell in Shechem. 

42 And on the morrow people went 
out into the field ; aud it was told Ahi- 
mclech. 43 And he divided his people 
into three companies, and lay m wait in 
the field, and, obferving the people comp 
nut of the city, he attacked them, and 
fmote them. 44 And he ruflied forward 
with his company, and flood in the en¬ 
trance of the of the gate ; and the two 


roan e&ft a piece of milftone upon hia 
head, which broke his fkull. 54 Then he 
faid haftily to the young man his armour- 
bearer; Draw thy Iword, atid flay me, 
that it be not faid of me, A woman flew 
him. v 

55 And when the Israelites faw that 
Abimelech was dead, every man went tp 
his place. 

56 Thus God requited the wickdenels 
of Abimelech towards his father, in flay¬ 
ing his feventy brothers. 57 And all the 
evil of the men of Shechem did God re r 
turn upon thair own heads; and on them 
came the curfe of Jotbam Jerubbaal’s 
fon. 

X. To In judfirth Ifrael. 

A FTER Abimelech. Tolah the fon of 
Puah, of the tribe of Iflachar, a- 
role to fave Ifrael,; he dwelt in Shamir 
in mount Ephraim. 2 He judged Ifrael 
twenty-three years, and died, and fras 
buried in Shamir. 

3 And after him arole Jair, in Gilead 
of Manafleh; and he judged Ifrael tweh- 
ty-two years. 4 And he had thirty fons 
who rode on thirty mules, and prefided 
over thirty cities in the land of Gilead, 
which continued to be called cities of 
fair.

ft<£nd they faid to him, We want thee

rates, and to prefuj^ over all the inhabi- 
xltifti of Gilead: 9 And he faid. If ye 
bring md^home to attack the Ammonites', 
and the Eternal fubdue them before me, 
fhall I be your head? lo'Then they faid 
to him, The Eternal be judge between 
us if it be not fo. 

ftfoli Then Jephthah went with thei el¬ 
ders of .Gilead, and the people made him 
their head and captain. And he uttered 
all his words, concerning the conditions 
of the undertaking , before the Eternal’s 
high priejl In Mizpeli. 

it And he fent meffengers to the king 
of the Ammonites, faying. Why haft 
thou invaded my land ? 13 And he replied 
to them, Becaufe the Ifraelites took pof- 
feflion of Jhy land, when they came out 
of Egypt, from Amon even to Jabock 
and Jordan ; now therefore reftoie thofe 
lauds peaceably. 14 But Jephthah fen* 
meflergers again to him, 15 Saying, thus 
faith jephthah, The Ifraelites took not 
away the land of Moab, nor that of the 
Ammonites; 15 But tfrheb they came from 
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Egypt through the tvilderncfs of the Red 
Sea to Kadefh, 17 They fent meffengers 
to the king of Edom, faying, Let us, we 
pray thee, pafs through thy land ; and to 
the 'king of MoAb in like manner; but 
they would not. 18 And the Ifraelites 
went through the wildernefs, compelling 
the land of Edoin and the eaft fide of 
Moab, and pitched on the other fide of 
Arnon, without, the border of Moab, 
which they did not enter, for Arnon was 
the border. 19 The Ifraelites fent mef- 
firijgcfs alfo to Sihon king of the Amo. 
ritw.> in Hi Jbon, faying, We pray thee let 
us pafs through thv land into our place ; 
to But Sihon fuff-red them not to pafil 
through his bounds, and afiemblrd all his 
peopjle, and having pitched in Jachaz, ‘at¬ 
tacked Ifrael. ti And the Eternal the 
God of Ifrael delivered Sihon and all his 
pcjple into the hand nf the Ifraelites; fo 
Ifrael poffeffed their fund, 22 Frorti Ar¬ 
non even to Jabok, and from the wil¬ 
dernefs even to Jordan. 23 Shouldeft 
thou poffefs what the Eternal, to whom 
the earth belongs, took from thee and 
gave to his people? 14 Wilt thou not 
poffefs what thy king and god Chrmofti 
givctli thee, as we do what the Eternal 
our God and King p.ivclh 11s J 25 Ait 
thou any hetter than Balak king of 
Moab ? Did he ever attack Ifrael ? 26 If* 
rael hath dwelt in Heftibon, and in Aroer 
and their towns, and in all the citie* along 
the coafts of Arnon, about three hundred 
years; Why did ye rot recall them with¬ 
in that time. 27 Wherefore.I have not 
trefpaffed againft thee, but thou injureft 
me in attacking me. The Eternal, the 
judge of the world, he judge this day be¬ 
tween the Ifraelites and the Ammonites. 
28 But the Ammonites’ king hearkened 
not to jephthah. 

29 "then the fpirit of fortitude from 
the Eternal animated Jephthah, and he 
pafted over Gilead, and Manaffeh, ami 
Mizpeh, in the utmoft borders of Gilead, 
and from thence to the Ammonites. 

30 And Jephthah folemniy vowed to 
the Eternal, fayipg, If thou wilt indeed 
deliver the Ammonites into my hand, 
31 Then whatever cometh ffrft out of my 
houfe to meet me, when I return in peace, 
ftiall be offered to the Eternal as a ho!u- 
cauft. 

. 32 So Jephthah went againft the Am¬ 
monites, and the Eternal delivered them 
into his hand; 33 And he vauauiffed 
them from Aroer to Minnith, even twen¬ 
ty cities, and unto the valley 01 the vine¬ 
yards, with p. vefy great overthrow. Thus 
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the Ammonites were fubJued before the 
Israelite*. , 

34 And when Jephthah returned to Ins 
houle at Mizpch, his daughter, being his 
only child, came out to meet him with 
timbrels and with dances. 35 And when „ 
he f.iw her, he rent his clothes, laying, 
Alas, my daughter, thou haft humbled 
uiul diAfefled me ; for I have opened my, 
mouth to the Eternal, and I cannot draw 
back. 

3d And ftie laid to him, My father, do 
to me according as thou haft vowed to 
the Eternal, finte he has taken vengeance 
of thine enemies the Ammonites; 37 On¬ 
ly allow me two months to walk on the 
mountains with my companions, bew ail¬ 
ing iny perpetual celibacy, in being de¬ 
voted to the fervice of the tabernacle, to 
do female work therein. 38 And he faid 
to her, Go as thou haft laid; and (lie 
went. 39 And at the end of two month* 
(he returned to her father, and he devot¬ 
ed her as he had vowed. 40 And it was 
the (. urtotn of the daughters of Ifrael to 
converfe w ith Jephthah’* daughter four 
days yearly. 


gave out in marriage, and brought in 
thirty wives for his Tons.. He judged If¬ 
rael feven years, 10 And diecl, and was 
bulled in Bethlehem. 

j s And after him Elon a Zebufonite 
judged Ifrael ten years. 1 7 And he died 
and w.s buried in Aijalon, in the territo¬ 
ry of Zebulon. 

13 And after him Abdon the fori of 
Hille!, a Pirathonite, judged Ifrael eight 
years. 14 He had forty fons and thirty 
grand-fons, who rode on feventv mules. 
15 Ha died and was buried in Pirathon, 
in the land of Ephraim, on the mount of 
Amalek. 

XIII. An angel appearetb to Manoah't 
'wife. 

ND the Ifraelitcs did evil again in 
the light of the Eternal, and he de¬ 
livered them into the hand of the Fhi- 
liftines fortpr years, i And a man of Zo-y 
rah, a Damte, named Manoah, had a bar¬ 
ren wife; 3'\And the angel of the Eternal 
appeared to her. and faid, Thou (halt 
have a fon; 4 Therefore drink no wintj 
nor ftrong drink, nor eat any thing an¬ 
dean; 5 For thy child (hall be a Naaa- 


XIf. The Ephraimites quarrelling. 
HEN the men of Ephraim ofTembled 
and went over Jordan to Jephthah, 
and faid, Why did It thou go to fight a- 
guinft the Ammonites, without calling us 
to go with thee ; we will burn thy boufe 
upon thee. 2 And he replied, I and my 
people had great contention with the 
Amm >nites, and when I called you, ye 
did not rtf.ue me : 3 And when l faw 
thii, I went againft them at the peril of 
my Lfe, and the Eternal delivered them 
into tny hand, Why then are ye come a- 
gaiiift me to fight ? 

4 1 lien he aftcmblcd all the men of 
Gilead, and fought with Ephraim, anil 
itiibte them, hecaufe they faid, Ye Gi¬ 
leadite-' sue fugitives of Ephraim, and 
befog bafe, dwell between the famous 
Ephraimites and Mann flit es. 5 Then the 
Gileadites leized the pa flakes of Jordan 
before the Ephraimites, and when fnch 
as eleaped faid, L<°t inc go over, the Gi¬ 
leadites (aid, Art thou an Ephrairmte? 
and lie Paid, N<j. 6 They faid to him fay 
Shibboleth ; but he faid Sibboleth, lor he 
rouid not pignounce if right; then they 
flew him. 'J*hus forty-two tlunfand K- 
phraimites fell. 7 And jephthah having 
judged Iirae! fix years died, and wa» bu¬ 
ried in Mizpeh, i; , by >■( Gilead. 

9 And after l.uu Ibzan of Bethlehem, 
in Jucuh ju-l^il Ifrael; 9 he hud thirty 
mid alio (lurry daughters, whom lie 


rite, devoted to God from hi# birth ; be 
fhall not be (haven, and he (hall begin to 

deliver Ifrael from the Philiftines.- 

(Num. vi.) 

6 Then (lie came and told her hulband, 
faying, A man of God came to me, hav¬ 
ing the afpecfl of an angel of God, very 
venerable; but I alked him not whence 
he was, neither told he me his name 4. 
7 But he faid to me. Thou (haltiiave a 
fon; drink no wine nor ftrong drink, nor 
eat any thing uncleap, for the child (hall 
be a Nazarite, i. e. Jeparated and fet a- 
part to God from his birth to his death. 

8 Then Manoah entreated the Eternal, 
faying, O’ my Lord, let the man of God 
whom thou didft fond return, and teach: 
us what wtt fhall do to the child that we* 
fhall have. 9 And his requeft wJs grant¬ 
ed. The angel ofoGod appeared again 
to his wife.a? (he fat in the field; 10 And 
(lie.haftaned to her husband, and faid to 
him, Tlie man of God hath again appear¬ 
ed to me ; ri So he went with his wifo 
to the man of God, and faid. Art thou, 
the one that fpake to my wife ? arid lie 
faid I urn. 12 And Manoah faid, Now 
let thy words be fulfilled. How (hull we 
do with the child ; and what (hall he do? 

13 And the angel faid, Let thy wife, ab- 
ftain from all that J have forbidden her; 

14 She may not eat any thing of the vine, 
anj ail that I commanded her lev her oh- 
forve, And Manoah faid to the an- 
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gel of the Eternal, I pray thee detain till 
we have made ready a kid for thee, 
if But he replied. Though thou shouldft 
detain me, I would not cat of thy bread ; 
and if thou wilt offer a burnt-offering, 
thou muft offer it to the Eternal * for 
Manoah knew not that he was an angel 
of ihe Eternal. 17 Aud Manoah faid to 
him, Tell us thy name, that when thy 
words are verifier! we may honour thee. 
xS And the angel replied, Aik not my 
name, for it is a myftery. 

19 So Manoah took a kid, with a meat 
offering, and offered it upon the rock 
to the Eternal; and the angel did won¬ 
derfully, bringing fire out of the rock; 
and Manoah and his Wife beheld ao How 
he afcended in the flame that confumed 
the facrifice, and went up from the altar 
towards heaven. Ail as Mane ah and his 
wsife beheld it, they fell prbne upon the 
earth. 2 1 Then they knew that he was 
an angel of the Eternal; but he appeal¬ 
ed no mare to them. 

22 And Manoah faid to his wife. We 
shall furely die, becaufe we have Teen an 
angel as God. {Chap vi. 23.) 23 But 

hisowife faid to him, If it pleafed the E- 
ternal to kill us, lie would not have re¬ 
ceived our offering, nor shewed us thefe 
things, nor foretold us fuch things. 

24 And ManoahV wife had. a fon, 
whom she named Samfpn, and he grew 
up, and the Eternal favoured him. 25 
And the fptrit of fortitude from the E- 
tfrrnal began to move him at times iti the 
camp of Ban, between Zorah and Efli- 
taol.' 

XIV. Sarnfor? dejireth a idife. 

T HEN $aruIon went to Timnath, and 
faw there a Philiftiwe woman, 
o^Whom he defired his parents, after he 
cfjfie home, to get him for a wife. 3 But 
ttey replied, Canft thou not find, among 
all thine oyn people, a woman that is 
agreeable to thee, that thou wouldft take 
a forei^fller for a wife from among the 
uncirrumcifed Philiftines. But Samfon 
faid to his father, Get her for me, bc- 
caivfe she plcafeth mine eyes 4 But his 
parents knew not that this matter pro¬ 
ceeded from the Eternal, that he fought 
an occaliOn a gain ft the Phififtines, for at 
tKht time they had dominion over Ifrael. 

5 Then .Samfon’s parents went with him 
to Timmh, and coming to its vineyards, 
a young lion met him roaring. 6 And ^ 
the fpirit of fortitude, from the Eternal^' 
stfas mighty in him, and having nothing 
n-his hand, he took the" fion and rent 


him as if he had been a kid ^ but he told 
not his father and [pother-what he had 
done. 

7 And having tnlked with the woman, 
she pleafed him well, 8 And after fome 
time he returned to take her; and hav¬ 
ing turned afide to fee the dead lion, he 
faw a fwarm of bees, and honey in the 
carcafe. 9 Some of the honey he took, 
and went on eating ; and having come 
to his parents, he gave them fome of it, 
which they ate; but he did not tell them 
where he got it. 

10 And having come with his parents 
to the woman, he made a feafl ; as young 
men ufed to do. it And when her pa¬ 
rents faw him, they brought to him thir¬ 
ty for companions. 12 To whom he faid, 
I will propound to you a riddle; which 
if you can unfold to me, within the feven 
days of the feaft, I will give you thirty* 
Iheets, and thirty fuit of clothes. 13’ But 
if ye cannot expound my problem, you 
fliall give me 3s many. And they faid to 
him. Let u! hear thy problem. 14 And 
he faid to them, From the cater proceed¬ 
ed meat, and frdtn the ftrong fweetnels. 
And they could not in three days refolve 
the riddle. 

15 And on the feventh day, they faid 

to his wife, Influence thy hufoand to ex¬ 
pound to us the riddle, left we burn thee 
with thy father’s houfc ; have ye invited 
us t© damage us. ' . 

16 So flie wept before him, faying, 
Thou loveft me not, but hateft me ; be¬ 
caufe thou haft propofed a riddle to my 
people, and haft not expounded it to me. 
And he replied to her, Neither have I 
expounded it to my parents. 17 And 
flie continued to weep before him the reft 
of the feven days: and on the feventh, 
becaufe flie wearied him, he told it hex: 
and flie told it to her people. 

18 And on the feventh day, before fun 
fet, they faid to him. What is fvveeter 
than honey ; and what is ftronger than a 
lion ? But he replied, If ye had not 
plowed with my hiefer, ye had not feund 
out my riddle. 19 And the fpirit of for¬ 
titude from the Fternal excited him, and 
he went to Alkelon. and flew thirty Plii- 
liftincs, and brought their apparel to thofe 
that expounded the riddle. And his an¬ 
ger being kindled, he went to his father’s 
houfe. 20 But Sam Ton’s wife was given 
to his companion, whom he had ufed as 
his friend. 

XV. Sampfon is denied his wife. 

A Fterv^ards, in the time of wheat- 
haiYcft, Sampfon c*ame to fee his 
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wife, and brought ft kid with him ; but 
when he propufed to go into her chum¬ 
ber unto her, he was ftopt by her father, 

2 Who laid to him, I thought that thou 
hadII hated her, therefore I gave her to 
thy companion ; her younger filler is fair¬ 
er than /he, take her I pray thee in ft ad 
of her. 3 But Samfotf replied, Now fliail 
I be lefs culpable than the Philiftines, 
though I do them an injur/. 

4 And Samfon procured three hundred 
Thots, and having turned their tails to one 
another in pairs, he put a torch between 
each two, 5 And let them go into the 
Handing rorn of the Philiftines, and a- 
mong the heaps what was reaped, and 
into the vine-yards and olive-yards. 6 
And when the Philiftines found that Sam¬ 
fon had done fo, becaufe his father-in-law 
had given his wife to another, they burnt 
her and her father. 

7 Then Samfon faid to them, though 
ye have done this, I will be avenged of 
you before I ccufc ; 8 And he overthrew 
both their cavalry and infantry with a 
great overthrow. And he went and 
dwelt in Sahaph, on the rock Etham. 

9 TTlien the Philiftines went and pitch¬ 
ed in Judah, and fpread tHenifelves in Le- 
hi; 10 And when the men of Judah faid, 
Why are ye cotne up againft us? they 
replied, To bind Samfon, that we may 
retaliate upon him. 11 Then three thou- 
fand men of Judah went to Sahaph on 
the rock Etham, and fuid to Samfon, 
knowelt thqu uut that the Philiftines rule 
over us, why halt thou been the caufe of 
it? And he faid, I only retaliated-upon 
them, iz And they faid to him, We are 
mine to bind thee, that we may deliver 
tlier to them . And he faid, Swear to me 
ihai ye will not fall upon me yourfelves. 
13 And they laid, We will not kill thee ; 
fo they bound him with two new cords, 
and brought him from the rock. 

14 And wliin he came to Lehi, the 
Philiftines (bouted againft him, and the 
fpirit of fortitude from the Eternal e*- 
cited him mightily, and the cords on his 
arms became as flax in the file, and the 
bands upon his hands were diflolved. 
VS ^»»d lie found a new jaw bone of an 
afj, a:.d flew with it a thoufand men. 
16 Aud he laid, 1 Live flain heaps upon 
heaps. 17 Tiicn he caft it awav, and 
call.-d the place Ramath-Lchi. 1*8 And 

h. ing very thirfty, he called upon the 
Eternal, laying, Tliou haft grunted this 
great deli trance hy the hand of thy fer- 
’■ in -> an d IliaH I now die for third, and 

i. dl into the hands of the line ircumci fed ? 
V' But OjJ clave an Hollow plate inLe- 
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hi, out of which there came water, 
which, when he had drunk, he was re¬ 
vived, therefore he called that place The 
well of him that called. Its name Lehi 
continued, 20 And he judged Ifrael 
during the twenty years of the Philiftines 
oppreflion. 

XVI. Samfon carrieth off the gates of 
Guz.a. 

HEN Samfon having gone to Ga*?, 
went into an jnnkeeper whom h<; 
faw there. 2 Axuf the Gazites having 
heard it, encompaflVd him, lying in wait 
all night quietly in the gate, faying, We 
will Jcill him in the morning as foon a 9 it 
is day. 3 But Samfon arofe at midnight, 
and carried with him the leaves, and 
polls, and bar of the gate of the city on 
his shoulders, to the top of an hill before 
Hebron. 

4 He afterwards loved a woman in the 
valley of Sorek, whofc name was Deli¬ 
lah. 5 And the lords of the Philiftines 
came to her, and faid, Entice him to tell 
where his great ftiength lieth, and by 
what means he can be overcome, that we 
'may bind him to afflidt him, and eaqh of 
us will give thee eleven hundred fhekcls 
of filver. 6 And Delilah faid to Samfon, 
Tell me I pray thee where thy great 
ftiength lieth, y and wherewith thou 
mighteft be bound to afflift thee. 7 And 
he replied, If they bind me with feVert 
reen twigs twilled together, then fhall 
be as unable to break them as another 
man. S Then the lords of the Philiftines 
brought her thefe, and (he bound him ; 
9 And having men lying in wait in the 
chamber with her, (he laid unto him, The 
Philiftines he upon thee, Sampfon ; and 
he brake them like a flaxen thread when 
it loucheth the fire ; fo his ftrength was 
not known. 

10 Then flie faid to him, Tliou halt 
mocked me and dilfembled ; tell me now 
I pray thee wherewith thou mighteft be 
bound. 11 And he faid to her. If they 
bind me fall with new ropes, then fliall I 
feem as weak as another man. 11 And 
Hie did fo; aud having lomc men lying 
in wait in the chamber, ibe faid. The 
Pi'.ili(tines be upon thee Sarofun ; and lie 
brake them like a thread. 

13 Then /be laid to him, Hitherto thou 
halt mocked me and deceived me, tell 
me wherewith thou mighteft be bound ; 
ami he faid to her,- If thou.weaveft the 
f'veu locks of my head with the web that 
s folded abopt the weavers’ beam, it 10ill 
h JU me fafl. 14 And she did To, falien¬ 
ing it with a pin, and faid, The Philii- 
tujes ba upon then Sampfon ; and he 
La' • 
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waked, and went away with the pin of 
the beam and the web. r 

15 And she fald to him. How can ft 
thou fay I love thee, when thine heart is 
not with me ? thou haft mocked me thefe 
threfc times, and haft not told me where¬ 
in thy great ftrength lieth. 16 And 
when Hie troubled him daily with her 
words, and vexed him fo as to make him 
weary of his life, 17 He told her all that 
was in his heart, and faid to her. There 
hath not a razor cotile upon my head, for 
I have been a Nazarite to God ever fince 
I was bom; If I be /haven, I will lofe 
my ftrength. and become as another man. 

iS Arp when pelilah favv that he had 
told her all that was in his heart, (he Tent 
to call the lords of the Philiftines, fay¬ 
ing, Come only this time, for he hath 
difeovered to me all his heart. Then 
they camd to her with money in their 
hands. 19 And /he made him fleep upon 
her kne*s, and called a man to (have the 
feven locks of his head, and having loft 
his ftrength, /he began to difquiet him, 
a© Saying, The Philiftines be upon thee 
Saropfon. And he awoke, and faid, I 
will go out as formerly, and exert myfelf, 
not knowing that the Eternal had ceafcd 
to ftrengthen him. 

21 Then the Philiftines took him, and 
put out i.is eyes, and brought him to Ga¬ 
za bound in fetters of brafs, and made 
him grind corn in the prifon. 22 But 
the hair of his head began to grow^again. 

23 Then the lords of the Philiftines 
afferubled to offer a gFeat facrifice to Da- 
gon their god with joy, faying. Their 
god had delivered Samfon their enemy 
into their hands. 24 And when the peo¬ 
ple faw him, they praifed their god, fay¬ 
ing, He hath delivered up our enemy the 
deftroyer of our country, who flew many 
of us. 25 And when they were merry, 
they caufed Samfon to be brought out of 
prifon to make Iport of him ; and they 
Jet him between the pillars. 2 6 And he 
faid to the lad who held him by the hand, 
Suffer me to feel the pillars which fup- 
poit the houfe, that “I may lean upon 
them. 27 Now the houfe was full of 
men and women, and all the lords of the 
Philiftines were therein, and upon the 
roof there. Were about three thoufand 
men and women, who l>eheld the fport 
made. of-Sampfon. 

,28 And Samfon invoked the Eternal, 
fayiug, O Eternal (Sod, ftrengthen me I 
pray thee only this time, that I may be a- 
vfenged of the Pliiliftioes jor my'two eyes. 
29 And having taken hold of the pillars 
that fupported the houfe. 30 He faid, Let 

ftie die with the Philiftincv And he 
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bowed himfelf with* all his might, and 
pulled down the.boute. So he flew more 
at his dentil thnnjifc had done during his 
whole l|fe. 

31 Then his brethren, and all his fa¬ 
ther’s houfe, came and took him away, 
and buried him between Zorah and Eih- 
taol, in the burying place of Manoah bis 
father. And he judged Ifrael twenty 
years. 

XVII. Mi cab rcjforetb the Jloicn moticy. 

A MAN of the mount of Ephraim, 
called Micah, 2 Said to his mother, 
I took the eleven hundred flicktls ol fil- 
ver, about which thou madeft impreca¬ 
tions, and I have it. Then flie faid, 
Bleffed be thou of the Eternal, my foil, 
for cfitifejfing thy fault to repair it. 3 
3 And when he had reftored it, llie faid, 
I had wholly devoted it to the Eternal, 
for my fon to nfake a molten and a gra¬ 
ven image of it, their foie will T give it 
to thee for this pufpofe. 4 But he re¬ 
turned it to his mother, and llie gave two 
hundred fliekels of it to the founder, who 
made the images, which Micah kept in 
his houfe. . 

5 Thus Micah had houfehold gods, and 
made an ephod, priejls garments, and tc- 
raplura^^Krc/ of the cltenibim, and cou- 
fccrated a Ton, viz. the oldeft, to be his 
prieft. 6 In tliofe days there being no 
king in Ifrael, every man did what he 
pleafed. 7 There was a young Levite of 
Bethlehem of Judah, his mother being 
of that tribe ; 8 And he went from 
thence to feek a pla^e of abode, and came 
to the houfe of Micah, 9 Who faid to 
him. Abide with me, to be a prieft and a 
father to me, and I will give thee ten 
fliekels of filyjer yearly, and a fuit of 
clothes, &. thy victuals: 10 So he went in 
to him, 11 And was content to ftay with 
him, and became as one of his family. 

12 And Micah confecrated the Levite 
to be his - prieft, and he abode in his 
houfe. 13 Then Micah faid. Now I 
know.that the Eternal will favour me, as 
I have a Levite for my prieft. 

XV 1 IT. The Danites feck an inheritance. 

I N thofc days there being no king in If¬ 
rael, the Danites fought for a larger 
inheritancethey had not rece.ved all 
the cities of their lot, being unable to 
take them . 2 Therefore they fent out 

five of their valiant men from Zorah ami 
Eflifaol, to view the land, who came to 
the heufe of Micah at mount Ephraim, 
•and lodged there. 3 And they laid to 
the Levite, how earned thou hither,■ and 
what'doft thou here J 4 To whom be re¬ 
plied, Micah engaged me to l e his prieft 
’5 And they laid to him, A/kc oil rife l of 
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Cod for us, whether or not our way fhall 
he prefperous. 6 And he replied to them, 
Co on and profper, before the Eternal is 
your way. 

7 Then they came to Laifti, and faw 
that the inhabitants were carelefs about 
danger, quiet and fecure after the man¬ 
ner of the Zidonians, retrained by no 
governor that might put them to fliafne 
in any thing; and they were far from 
the Zidonians, and had no league or bufi- 
ncp> with any man. 

S So th^y returned to their brethren 
nr Zorah and Efhtaol, 9 And faid,' We 
have feen that the land is very good, let 
Us go quickly to take pofleflion of it; 
10 For Cod hath given it to us. It is 
large, and abounds in every thing, and 
the people aie fecure. 11 Then fix hun¬ 
dred Danites, men of war, went from 
Zor .h and Efhtaol, rz And pitched be¬ 
hind the city of Jearim in Judah ; the 
place was called the camp of Dan. 13 
They went thence to mount Ephraim, to 
the houfe of Micah. 14 And the 'five 
that went to view the land faid to the 
reft, There is here an ephod and a tera- 
jihim, j'nd a carved and a molten image ; 
ronfidcr what yc (lionId do. 15 So they 
came to the houfe of Micah, and faluted 
him; 16 And the fix hundred men of 
war flood at the gate. 17 But the five 
men went into the houfe, and took the- 
molten and the graven image, the tera- 
phim and the ephod ; and the prieft flood 
with the fix hundred men of war in the 
gate ; 18 And faid to them that brought 
ihe image, the teraphim, and the ephod. 
Why do yc this? 19 Then they faid, 
Speak not, but go with us, to be a prieft 
and a father to us; it isbcttertq.be a 
prieft to a tribe and a family in I Traci, 
than to the houfe of one man. zO Apd 
being glad o| it, he took the ephod, and 
the teraphim, and the image, and went 
in the midft of the people. 

zi So they departed, putting the lit¬ 
tle ones, the cattle, and the carriages be¬ 
fore them, zz And when they were a 
good way from Micah's houfe, the neigh¬ 
bours allembled with hirn,& overtook the 
fJaniies; 23 And having called to them, 
they turned about, and faid to Micah, 
What ailetli thee, that thouxomeft with 
fiich a company, Z4 And he faid, yc 
have taken away my gods which I made, 
with the prieft, and what.have I more ? 
Why then do ye fay, what ai'eth thee? 
^5 Anri the Danites faid, Speak not, left 
enraged fellows run upon thee, and kill 
thee, with thy houfehold. z£ And fee- 
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ing they were too many fur him, lie re¬ 
turned to his houfe. 

27 And ti e Danites came to Laifli, and 
fmote the inhabitants, who, were fecure, 
and burnt the city, z£ There being none 
to deliver, as they were far from Zidon, 
and had no alliance with any, being in 
the valley of Bethrehob. And they 
built a city, and dwelt in it, 29 And cal¬ 
led it by the name of their farher-Dan, 
the fon of Ifrael. 30 And they fet up 
the graven image, and Jonathan the fon 
of Gerfhom, the fon of ManafTeh, with 
his fons, wyre pricfls to the Danites, until 
the captivity of the land. 31 And they fet 
up Micah’s image all the time that the 
tabernacle of God was at Shiloh. 

XIX. A Levites concubine Qbufed. 

A ND in thofe days, thei.e being no 
king in Ifrael, a Levite fojnurning 
at the fide of mount Ephraim, look a 
concubine out of Bethlehem-Judah, 2 
Who having adulterized, left him, and 
went to her father’s houfe.-. 3 And after 
four months, her Imfband went with his 
fervant, and a couple of afles,. to bring 
her back in a friendly manner ; and. flic 
received him into the houfe of her father, 
who rejoiced to fee him- 4 And having 
eaten and drunk, and lodged there three 
days, 5 Oo the fourth, having rifen early, 
he willied to depart, but his father-in-law 
defired him to eat, 6 And detained him 
til! next day, 7 And prefled hint tq fley 
that day alfo; 8 And on the fifth day he 
detained him 1 ill noon, 9 And then tiU 
night, feaTting him. 10 But he would 
not tarry that night, though urged to it, 
it But went away with her over againft 
ebus, which is Jerufalem: lz Where 
e would not lodge among ftrapgers ; 
13 But went to lodge with Ifraelites, iq 
Gibea of Benjamin* 14 Where he arriv¬ 
ed at fun-fet; 15 And he fat down in a 
llreet, as na man took them, in, 16 Till 
an old man of mount Ephraim canie 
from his. work, in the field, at even, who 
fojourned in Gibeah, for the inhabitants 
were Bcnjarriinites. 17 And having be¬ 
held the ftranger in the ftreets, he faid. 
Whence comeft thou, and whether goeft 
thou ? 18 And he faid, From Beth'ehein- 
Judah to the fide of mr>unt v Ephraim ; 
whence I came I ,ani noW:g<?ing, to the 
houfe of the Etcrnal,,bqt no man receiv- 
eth me ip to his h.oqfe, ip Though I have 
provender and ft raw for the afles, and 
bread and wine for ourfelves, and need 
nothing, zo And the phi man (aid, Peace, 
be with thee ; I would rather fupply aJJ, 
thy wants, than let the? lodge in thef 
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llrcet. 31 So lie took him into the houfe, 
andcave provender to the afTes, and they 
wafned their feet, and did eat and drink. 

33 And when they were cheerful, bad 
men of the city furrounded the houfe, 
mid knocked at the door, faying to the 
old man, the mafler of the houfe. Bring 
out the man whtTccme into thine houfe, 
that we may know him. 23 Then he 
went out and faid to them, I pray you 
brethren do not fo wickedly, as the man 
came into my houfe to lodge, do not this 
folly: 14 Twill bring out hW concubine, 
and my daughter, who is a virgin, to yob, 
and humble ye them ns it pleafeth you, 
but to this ipan do not fo vile a folly. 
25 But they would not hearken tb him ; 
but h(a took the concubine out to them, 
and they proftituted her and abufed hey 
until the morning, when they let her de¬ 
part. ad Then flic came at the dawn¬ 
ing, and fell down at the door of the 
houfe wherein her hufbnnd was, and re¬ 
mained there till it was light. 27 And 
when her husband rofe, and opened the 
door to go away, he found her fallen 
down at the door, and her hands upon 
the threshold. 28 And having faid, Rife 
and let ns go ; flie gave him no anfwer. 
Then he took her up, and fet her upon 
an afs, and went unto his place. 

29 And when he was come into his 
houfe, lie took a knife, and cut her into, 
twelve pieces, which he fent unto all the 
tribes of Ifrael. 30 And all that law it 
faid, There was no’fuch thing feen nor 
done fince the Ifraelites came from E- 
gypt: Confider the matter, take counfel, 
and give your fentence. 

XX. The Lcuite declaretb his wrong. . 
HEN all the chief of all the tribes 
of Tfra'.l, from Dan even to Bcer- 
flieha, with thofe of Gilead, aflembled 
with one confent at Mizpeh, 2 Before the 
tabernacle of the Eternal, to afk counfel 
nf him, 3 Being four hundred thoufand 
armed men on foot: 4 And having en¬ 
quired concerning the matter, the Ben- 
jamirutes heard of it. 

5 Then the Levite told them the dan¬ 
ger hb was in as to his life, and how they 
lavifhed and abufed his concubine unto 
death, 6 And what he had done was to 
exhibit the effeftsuf their lewdnefs and 
folly, 7 Saying, You are all Ifraelites, 
judge in this matter. - 

8 Then they all arofe ai one man, 9 
Saying, None of us will return home, 
till we go-up by lot againft Gibcah, »o 
And we will take ten men out of an 
hundred, and an hundred out of a thou- 
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f. nd, and a thoufand out of leo thoufand' 
nut oT all the tribes of Ifrael, to bring 
provifions for the people, that when they 
come to Gibeah of Benjamin, they mny 
do to it according to the folly that the 
Gibeonites have done in Ifrael. 

n So all the men of the other tribes 
of Ifrael aflfembled with one conP.-nt a- 
gainft the city of Giheal* 12 And they 
fent men through all the tribe of Benja¬ 
min, faying, What wickednefs is this 
that is done among you? 13 Deliver un¬ 
to us the bad men that are in Gibcah, 
that we, may put thehi to death, and put 
away evil from Ifrael. v 14 But the tribe 
0/ Benjamin would not hearken to their 
brethren the other tribes of Ifrael. 

15 At that time the number of the 
armed Benjaminites out of the cities 
were twenty-fix thoufand men, befides 
the inhabitants of Gibeah, which were 
feven hundred chofen men. 16 Among 
all this multitude there were feven hun¬ 
dred chofen men left-Kamled, who could 
fling a Hone at a Hair’s breadth, and not 
niifs. 17 And there were four hundred 
armed men of the other tribes. t8 They 
went to the Sandhiary, to enquire of the 
oracle who fliould go foremoft to attack 
the Benjaminites, and the piefcrence was 
given to Judah. 

19 So the other tribes of Ifrael en T 
camped againft Gibeah 0/ Benjamin in 
the morning, a© And put thcmfelvcs in 
battle array againft Benjamin. 2t And 
the Benjaminites Tallied out of Gibcah 
that day, and overthrew on the ground 
twenty-two thoufand of the other tribes. 
22 But they aflumed courage, and fet 
themfehves again in battle array where 
they had done fo the firft day. 23 And 
they went before the Sandtuary, and fad¬ 
ed and wept bitterly until the evening, 
and afked counfel of the Eternal if they 
fhould attack their brethren the Benja¬ 
minites; and they were anfwered m the 
affirmative. 

24 So they came near te Gibeah the 
fecond day, 25 And the Benjaminites Tal¬ 
lied out of Gibeah that day againft them, 
and overthrew eighteen thoufand armed 
men. *• 

26 Then all the other tribes went to 
the houfe of GorJ, and failed and wept 
before the Eternal until the evening, and 
offered burnt-offerings and peace-offer mgs 
before him, 27 And afked counfel of him 
at the ark of God, with the oracle that 
was there in thofe times. 2 3 And Phi- 
neas, the Ton of EJeaaer, the fbn of Aa¬ 
ron, (niniftred then before it, and enquir- 
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ed if other the tribe* fliould »g»in attack 
the Benjaminites their brethren, or cenCe; 
and the anftver was, That they mould 
go, for to-morrow they would be deliver, 
eil into their hands 

29 So the other tribes placed fome to 
lie in wait around Gibeah; 30 Then 
they went on the third day to attack the 
Benjaminitcs, and let themfelves in bat¬ 
tle array againft Gibeah, as at other 
times. 31 And the Benjaminitcs v/ent 
out againft them, and were drawn away 
from the city, and began to finite and 
hill about thirty of them as formerly, in 
the high ways, whereof one goeth to 
Bethel, and another to the other city Gi¬ 
beah, which is in the fields. 32 And 
the Benjaminites faid, They are I mitten 
before us as formerly; but the other 
tribes faid, Let us flee and draw them 
after us from the city into the high-ways. 
33 Then all thofe of the other tribes rofe 
up out of their place, and put themfelvcs 
in array in the valley of Palm Trees, and 
thofe that lay in wait in their places, 
even the meadows of Gibeah, came forth 
out of them. 34 So there came againft 
Gibeah ten thoufand chofen men out of 
all the other tribes of Ifrael, and the bat¬ 
tle was fharp; but the BertjaminUes 
knew not that deftrudlion was coming 
upon them from every whtere: 35 For 
rhe Eternal fmote them before the other 
tribes, who deftioycd that day twenty- 
five thoufand and one hundred men of 
war. 36 The Benjaminitcs then found 
themfeIves fmitten (though the other 
tribe* gave place to them, becaufe they 
trolled to thofe thnt lay in wait befide 
Gibeah). 37 Who hafted and rufhed 
upon it, and fmote all the city. 

32 Thdre was a time appointed by 
thole that lay in wait, with them that 
placed them, when the former fliould 
make a great flame and fmoke to rife up 
out of the city. 39 Benjamin began to 
fruite and kill about thirty of the other 
tribes, when they retired in the battle, 
faying, Surely they are overthrown be¬ 
fore us at the firft. 40 But when the 
ft;.me of the city, with a pillar of finoke, 
began to rife, the Benjaminites having 
looked back, faw it afeend toward* hea¬ 
ven ; 41 And they were amazed to fee 
the other tribes turn again, and found that 
deftru&ion was coming upon them. 42 
Therefore they turned back and fled be- 
luie the other tribes, unto the way of the 
wildemefs; but the other tribes overtook 
th*m, and deftroyed alfo in the other ci¬ 


ties of Benjamin thofe that were coining: 
out of them. 

43 Thus they enconipafled the Benja- 
minites, and chafed them, andtrode them 
down with cafe unto the envi/on* of Gi¬ 
beah eaftward. 44 And eighteen thoufand 
valiant Benjaminites were fmitten, 45 
And they turned and fled towards the 
rock Rimmon; and five thoufand lagging 
behind in the high-ways were fmitten, 
and the reft were purfued to Gidom, and 
two thoufand of them were (lain there. 
4 6 So that twenty-five thonfand Benja¬ 
minites, valiant waniois, were fmitten 
that day. 47 But fix hundred, who turn¬ 
ed and fled to the rock Primmon in the. 
wildernefs, abode there four months. 48 
And the other tribes turned again upon 
the Bcnjamitts, and fmute the men 01 c- 
vciy city, and all that they found, even 
unto the beads ; they alfo fei on fire all 
the cities to which they came* 

XXI- Defolation of Benjamin bewailed . 
'ME other tribes bad fwyrn in Miz- 
pch, before they attacked the Ben- 
jam ites, That none of them would give 
his daughter to a Benjamite for a wife. 
2 And they came to the houfe of God, 3 l 
abode there till the evening fading, and 
weeping, and mouthing; 3 And Saying, 
Alas, O Eternal God of Ifrael: that there 
fliould be one tribe lacking in ffrael. 

4 And on the morrow, they rbfe early, 
and built an altar, nfl'ered burnt-offerings 
and peace-offerings on it. 5 And the Is¬ 
raelites faid, Who is there among all the 
tribes of Ifrael, that came not up with 
the congregation at Misspell? for they 
had made an oath concerning fuch that 
they fliould die. 6 And they lamented 
for Benjamin, faying, There is one tribe 
cut off from Ifiael. 7 What ftia.ll be done 
for wives to the remnant, feeing we have 
fwom not la give our daughters to them ? 

8 And having aftred, Who of all the 
tribes came to Mizpch ; they found that 
none came from Jabeflvgilcad, 9 \Vhcn 
they were numbered. 16 So they fent 
twelve thoufand of the mnft valiant, 11 
To fmite all the men and women that 
were not virgins. 12 And they found 
four hundred virgins, whom they brought 
to Shiloh in the land of Canaan. 13 And 
they fent to call peaceably the remnant 
of Benjamin from the rock Rimmon. 14 
And they gave them the Jabcfli-gilead 
virgins for wives; but they were too few. 
15 And they lamented for Benjamin, 
that » breach Was made in the tribes of 
Ifrael, 16' And the Elders faid, What 
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fhall be done for wives to them that re¬ 
main? 17 The remnant that eftaped 
Btuft be preferred, that a tribe be not 
Tacking in Ifrael. 1$ However, we muil 
not.give t^iem wives, as we have fworn 
rot to do. 

19 Then they faid, there is a feaft of 
the Eternal in Shiloh yearly, northward 
of Bethel; ^nd eastward of the high¬ 
way from Bethel to Shechem, and fouth- 
vard of Lebonah. 20 Therefore they 
commanded the Benjaniinites to go and 
lie in wait in the vineyards, 21 That 
when 1 the virgins of Shiloh came out to 
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dance, they might catch every man a 
wife,.and carry them to the land of Ben¬ 
jamin. ii And the) faid, When their 
fathers and their brethren come to its to 
complain, we will appenfe them, 

23 And the Benjaniinites did ns they 
were defired, and went with their wives 
to their inheritance, and repaired their 
cities, and dwelt in them. 24 And all 
the lfraelites returned lo their habita¬ 
tions. 25 In thcifc days there was no 
king in Ifrael; everyone did vhat was 
right in his own eyes. 


The Book of R U T H. ( A.C . cir. 1425.) 


I. Elimcleeh driven info Mcab. 

T HERE was a famine in the land of 
Ifrael in the “time of the Judges, 
land a certain man of Bethlehem, ip,the 
tribe of Judah, went, with his wife and 
his two fons, to fojourn in the country of 
Moab. 2 Hie name was Elhnelech, and 
Iris wife’s nanr^ Naomi, and the mines of 
his fons were Maclilon andChilion; they 
were born in Bethlehem Ephratah of 
Judah. 3 And Elimelech died. 4 And 
his fons took women of Moab for wives, 
vvhofe names were Orphah and Ruth, 
and abode there ten years, and died, 5 
So that Naomi loft both her husband and 
her fons, 

6 Then (he prepared to return to her 
own country, having heard that the Eter¬ 
nal had given plenty of bread to it. 7 
Wherefore fhe fet out, accompanied with 
her daughters-in-law. 8 But Ihe faid to 
them. Return each of you to your mo¬ 
ther’s houfe ; and may the Eternal deal 
kindly with you, as ye have done with 
the dead, and with me. 9 May the E- 
ternal grant to each of you a go?d huf- 
band. Then fhe faluted them, and they 
wept aloud. 10 And faid to her. We 
earoeftly defire to return yvith thee to 
thy people. 11 But (he faid to them, Re¬ 
turn home my daughters* why will ye go 
with roe ? It is not to be expedled that 1 
fhall have more fons to be your hulbands. 
12 I am even too old to have a hulband; 
but though 1 fhould have ehe, and .foils— 
13 Would ye want hulbands waiting for 
their. ? I am grieved for your Ihkes, that 
Providence has not favoured m«. 14 And 
they wept aloud again; and Ophrah fa- ' 
luted her mother-in-law, and left her t 
but Ruth would not. 15 And Naomi 


faid, Behold, thy fillcr-in-law is returned, 
accompany thou her. 16 Ami Ruth faid. 
Intreat me not to leave thee, but let me 
follow thee; for whither thou gorft, I 
will go; and where thou lodgeft, 1 will 
lodge—thy people fhall be my people, fet 
thy God fiiall be my God. 77 Where 
thou dieft, I will die, and there wiil I be 
buried ; may the Eternal hring greater 
evils upon me r .my thing but death fe- 
parate thee ; r : rut. 18 Wln_n (\-.t faw 
that Hie was firmly reidived to go with 
her, fhe ceafed to perfuade her to return. 

19 So they came lo Bethlehem. And 
all the city, was moved about them, fay¬ 
ing, Is this Naomi. 10 And flic faid to 
them, Call me not Naomi, (i.e. pleafmt- 
nefsf hut cali me Mar*h ; for the Al¬ 
mighty hath dealt very bittcily with me, 
21 I went out full, and the Eternal hath 
brought me home empty ; why then call 
ye me Naomi, feeing the Eternal hath 
adled contrary to me, and nfHidled me ? 

22 They came to Bethlehem in the be¬ 
ginning of barley-harveft:. 

II. Ruth gleaneth in the fields of Boa*. 

N AOMI had a kinfman called Bcaz, 
of her hufb^ud's lineage, poflefling 
wealth and po.wer. 2 And her daughter- 
in-law faH to her, Let roe go to glean 
ears of corn, where I fhull'obtain favour. 
And fhe faid. Go, my daughter. 3 And 
fiie happened to glean after the reapeis of 
Boaz. 

4 And lo, Boaz came from Bethlehem, 
and fold to the reapers. May the Eternal 
be with you: to whom they replied, The 
Eternal blefs thee, (Pfal. cxxix. 8.) 

5 Then Boaz faid to the overfeer of the 
reapers, Who(e damfel is this ? 6 And 

lie replied, She is the Moabitefs who caAie. 
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with Naomi when (he returned: 7 And 
fhe faiJ, I pray you, let me gather the 
gamings after the reapers, among the 
(heaves—And (he hath continued from 
tW morning rill now, that !he hath fitten 
a litl le in the hut 

S Then Bo z laid to her. Hear ken, my 
daughter: Go not hence to glean in ano¬ 
ther field, but-abide by my maidens. 9 
Follow them in the field; I have charg¬ 
ed the young men nut to touch thee; and 
when tliuu art thirfly, go and drink out ot 
the veflels, the water which they have 
diawn. 

10 Then Hie made a low bow, faying, 
I ,im amazed at thy favours, in taking 
fuch notice of a (hanger. 1 1 Then Boaz 
replied, All that thou haft done to thy 
mother-in-law fince thy hulfaarid’s death, 
hath been told to me, and how thou haft 
left thy father and thy mother, and thy 
native land, to accompany thy mother-in- 
law to a ftrange land, and a ft range peo¬ 
ple. 1 z May the Eternal rccompenfe thy 
work, fit a full re ward be given thee by the 
Eternal the God of Ifrael, in whom thou 
art come to truft as thy refuge. 

13 Then (lie faid, I have obtained thy 
favour, my lord, thou haft fpoken kindly 
to me, though I ought not to have the 
fame privileges as thy maids. 

14 Then Boaz faid to her, Come at 
meal-lime, and eat bread, and dip thy 
morl'cl in the vinegar. So (lie fat betide 
the reapers, and received more than flie 
could eat. 

15 And when flic rc-fe to glean, Boaz 
commanded his young men to let her 
glean even among the (heaves, and not to 
make her afliamecl. 16 But to let hand¬ 
ful ; a Kb fall on purpofe for her. .17 So 
Ihe gleaned until the evening, and beat 
out what the had gotten ; which w.is a- 
boiit an epliah of barley. 

iS And (lie carried it into the city to 
her mother-in-law; and gave her alio 
what Hie had left at dinner. 

19 And her mother-in-law faid, In 
wliofc Isold hall thou gleaned and labour¬ 
ed to day ? hi died be lie that took notice 
of time. And liie faid, In the field of Boaz. 
jr> dud Naomi laid; Bleflcd be he of the 
Eternal, who hath not given up his re¬ 
gard to the living and the dead. He is 
our near kiriimiv'i, and hath a tight to re¬ 
deem. 

21 And Ruth faid to her, He defired 
nic alio, to abide by his rOapcrs, till they 
had liuidicd lift hirveft. 

21 Anti Naomi laid, It is good for thee, 
H'y daughter-in-law, to glean by hi*

maids, that thou meet not with oppofition 
in any other field. 

13 So fhe kept clofe by th« maids of 
Boaz, during the barley and the wheat- 
harvefts, and dwelt with her mother-in- 
law. 

III. Ruth re firth at Son®*/ feet. 
HEN Naomi her mother-in-law laid 
to her. My daughter. Shall I, not 
feek reft for thee, that it may be well 
with thee ? 1 Boaz our kinfman, with 

whofe maids thou waft, winnoweth bar¬ 
ley this evening on the threfliing floor. 3 
Wadi, anoint, and drefs thyfelf, then go 
down to the floor; but make not thyfelf 
known to him, till aft^r^ic hath eaten 
and drunk. 4 And thou (halt obferve 
when he lieth down, and go and lift up 
the clothes at liis feet, and lie down 
there ; and he will tell thee what thou 
fhalt do. 

5 And Ruth replied, All that thou 
fayeft, I will do. 6 And flie did accordf 
ingly. 

7 And when Boaz had eaten fie drunk, 
he was cheerful, and lay down at the end 
of the heap of corn ; and fhe came foftly, 
and lift up the heap of clothes, and lay 
down at his feet. S And at midnight, as 
he turned himfelf, finding one at his feet, 
he was afraid, 9 And faid, Who art thou? 
And flie replied, I am Ruth thilie hand¬ 
maid; fpread therefore thy fkirt over me, 
for thou haft a right to redeem. 10 And 
he faid, Bleffed be thou of the Eternal, 
my daughter; for thou haft (hewed more 
regard to thy mother-in-ljW, fit thy liuf- 
band after his death, than when thou 
wait joined to lym, in that thou didft 
leave thy country and people, without 
decking to obtain another hufband in it, 
whether poor or rich ; and here thou haft 
not followed after young men fnitable to 
thy age, but defiredft to raife up a name 
to thy hufband in his own family, tt 
And now, fear not, my daughter, I will 
do what thou d e fifed it ; for all the city 
of my people knoweft that thou art a vir¬ 
tuous woman. 12 It is true, that I am 
thy near kinfmau ; yet there is one near¬ 
er than I. 13 Remain here this night, 
anil in the mousing, I b/ill fee if he will 
do a kinfman's part ; and if he will not, 
I will furely do-it. 

14 S> Hie lay at his ftet till the morn¬ 
ing; and then rote before one could know 
another. 

15 He faid alio, Bring the llieet that 
was upon thee, and hold it. And he put 
fix mcafuiTS^i.e. t~vo ephahs') of barley 
into it: and flic took it into,the city, itf 
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And came to her mother-in-law, and told 
her all that the man did to her; 17 Say¬ 
ing. He faid, Go not empty to thy jno- 
ther-in-law. 18 Who faid to her. Stay 
Kerf, my daughter, till thou know how 
the matter will end; for the man will 
not reft, till he hath finiflied it. 

IV, Boa* and Naomi's next kinfman. 
JIEN Boaz went to the gate of the 
city, where the courts of judgment 
were kept t and fat down there ; and 
waiting the kinfman’s coming of whom 
he fpake; to whom he fuid, Come here. 
And he came, and fat down. 3 And he 
defined ten of the elders of the city to fit 
down. Which they did. 2 And he faid to 
the kinfman, Naomi, who is returned 
front the land of Moab,.felleth a piece of 
land which was our kinfman Elimelech’s.

6 the kinfman faid, I cannot rei 
deem it for myfelf, left: I hurt mine own 
inheritance; occupy thou my right. 

. 7 It was a cuftom lormerly in Ifrael, 

in cafes of redeeming, and changing, for 
confirming all things, that a man tdok off 
liis flioe, and gave it as an evidence. 8 
Therefore the kinfman took off his flioe, 
and gave it to Boaz, faying, Buy it for 
thyfelf. 

9 And Boaz faid to the Elders, and to 
all the people, Ye are witneffes this day, 


that I hstVe boueht all that was EJime- 
lech’s, and ChilianV end Muh Ion’s, hit 
Tons, from Naomi. 10 And have alfo ta¬ 
ken Ruth the Moabitefs, the widow of 
Mahlon, to be my wife, to raife up an. 
heir to the dead, to take his name and his 
inheritance, that his name perifli uot 
in his city, from among his brethren. 

x 1 And all the people that were in the 
gate, and the elders, faid, We are wit- 
iiefles. May the Eternal make the wo¬ 
man that thou hail taken for a wift like 
Rachel and like Leah, who built the houfe 
of Ifrael; and be thou profpeious in E- 
phrath, and famous in Bethlehetn. 12 
And let thy houfe, of the offspring which 
the Eternal Hull give thee by this young 
woman, be like that of Phare*, the fon 
of Judah by Tamar. 

13 So Boaz took Ruth for a wife; and 
had a fon by her. 14 And the women 
faid to Naomi, Bleffed be the Eternal, 
who hath not left thee this day without 
a kinfman, whofe name fliall be famous 
in Ifrael. 15 He fliall be the comfort of 
thy life, and nourifli thine old age ; he is 
the fon of thy daughter-in-law, who lov- 
eth thee, and is better to thee than feven 
fons. 

16 And Naomi took the child intober 
bofom, and nurfed it. 17 And the women 
of her neighbourhood called himObed; 
he is the father of JelTe, the father of 
David.' 

18 This is the genealogy of Pharezr 
He was the father of Hezron, 19 The fa¬ 
ther of Ram, the father of Amminidab, 
20 The father of Naflien, the,, father 
of Salmon, 22 The father of Boaz, the 
father of Obed, 23 The father of Jefic, 
the father of David. ( A.Cdr. 1312.) 


The Firft Book of SAMUEL, otherwife called 
The Firft Bgok of the KINGS. (A.C. cir. 1x71.) 


I. Hannah's prayer. Samuel is born . 
OW there was a certain man of Ra- 
mathaim-zophiru, of rnoUut Eph^ 
raim, his name was Elkanah, the fot) of 
Jehoram, the Ion of Eliliu, the fen of To- 
lm, the fon of Zuph an Ephrathite : 2 

And he ff&d two wives ; the one named 
Hannah, And the other named Ptninnah ; 
Peoinnah had children, but. Hannah had 
none. 3 And this man wkut from his 
.city (Exod. xxiii. 14.J yearly, to worfldp 


fit facrifici before the Eteroal God of hofts 
in Shiloh ; and Eli’s two fons, Hophni 
and Phinehis, the priefts of the Eternal, 
were there. 

4^And when Elkanah offered, he gave 
to Pcninnab his wife, and all her Ions and 
daughters, portions : 5 But to Hannah 

he gave a double portion; for he loved 
her —but the Eternal had rendered her 
barren. 6 Her rival alfo provoked he r 
lore, to make her fret, becaufe the Exec- 
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nal had made her barren. 7 And as El. 
kanah did fo yearly,from the time Han¬ 
nah went up to the houfe of the Eternal: 
fo Pcuinnah provoked Her; thatfhc wept, 
and did not cat* ^ Then faid Elkanah 
her huHiand to her. Why weepeft thou ? 
and why eateft thou not? and why is thy 
heart grieved ? am not I better to thee 
than ten Tons? 

9 So Hannah rofe up after they had 
eaten am! drunk in Shiloh: (now Eli 
the pried, fat on a feat by a port before 
the temple of the Eternal;) 10 Now flie 
was in biitcrnefs of foul, and prayed to 
the Eternal, and wept fore. it Now flie 
made a vow, faying, O Eternal God of 
hofls, if thou wilt indeed look on the af¬ 
fliction of-thine handmaid, and remem¬ 
ber im\ and not forget thine handmaid, 
but wile give to thine handmaid a man- 
child, then will I devote him to the Eter¬ 
nal, to be a Namrite, all the days of his 
life, and theie (hall no razor come on his 
head. 

12 Now. as flie continued praying be- 
foie the Eternnl, Eli obferved her mouth. 


will bring him, that he may appear before 
the Eternal, and there abide during hil 
courfe. ,23 And Elkanah her hufband 
faid to her, Do what feemeth to thee 
good ; tarry until thou have weaned him; 
but may the Eternal perfedl what con¬ 
cerns him. So the woman abode, and 
fuckled her fon until flic weaned him. 

24 And being weaned flie took him Up 
with her, with three bullocks, and one 
ephah of flour, and a bottle of wine, and 
brought him to the houfe of the Eternal 
in Shiloh ; the child being young. 23 
And they flew a bullock, and brought 
the child to Eli. 2 6 And flie faid. Oh, 
my lord ! as thy foul liveth, truly, I am. 
tlw woman that flood by thee here pray¬ 
ing to the Eternal. 27 I prayed for this 
child—and lhe Eternal hath given me 
the petition I afktd of him. 28 There¬ 
fore a'fo I have returned him, whom I 
obtained by petition, to the Eternal r a& 
long as he liveth, he whom I have obtain¬ 
ed by petition, Hull be returned to the E- 
ternal.

13 Now Hanuah fpakc in her Heart only ; 
her lips m.-ivi-d, but her voice was not 
heard ; l lit re lory Eli thought flie was 
drunk. 14 Then Eli faiJ to her, How 
long will thou be drunk ? put away thy 
wine ‘from thee. 15 But Hannah re¬ 
plied, Ne, my lord ; I am a woman of a 
furrow ful fpirit; I have drunk neither 
wine nor Ilrong drink, hut have poured 
out my foul in prayer before the Eternal. 
16 Reckon not thine handmaid bad as a 
daughter of Belial ; for out of the abun¬ 
dance of my mejitation and grief have X

Go in peace; ami the God of Ilrael grant 
Hie partition thou hall aflicd of him. 18 
And ilit faid, Let thine handmaid obtain 
tnv f .v'jur. So the woman went away, 
and did eat, and her countenance was fad 
no more. 

19 ,1lc X rofe early in the morn¬ 
ing, and worlhipped before the Eternal, 
and returned to their own houfe at Ra- 
mah— 4 ml KJkanah knew Hannah his 
w'te ; and the Lord rem.inhered her. 20 
N'>w wbeu the full time was come, after 
JI mua.i had conceived, lhe bare a fon, Sc 
cauod his name Samuel, becaufe fl;e alk- 
ed him oi the Eternal. 

11 Now the man Elkanah, and all hfs 
la mil y t went u;j Vi 0 flV,- t0 the ^ tetnal 
‘he yearly lacrifice, and what ue bad 
vowed. 22 But Hannah went not up;

II. Hannah's Jong. A prophecy againjl 
Eli's houfe. 

A ND Hannah prayed, ant! faid, My 
heart rejoiceth in, the Eternal; my 
power is exalted by the Eternal; my 
mouth is opened towards my rivals; be¬ 
caufe I rejoice*in thy falvation. 

2 There is none holy as the Eord; for 
there is none Eternal befides thee ; nei¬ 
ther is there any refuge like our God. 3 
Speak no more fo exceeding proudly ; let 
not arrogancy come out of your mouth : 
fur the tt .rnal is a. God of knowledge, and 
by him anions are weighed. 4 The tow* 
of the mighty are broken, and they that 
Rumbled are become ftroug. 5 They that 
were full have hired out themfelves 
fot bread ; and they that were hungry 
arc fatislied: fo that the barren bath born 
feven ; and flie that hath many children 
is waxed feeble. 6 The Eternal killeth, 
and maketh alive—he brmgeth down to 
the grave, and biingeth up. 7 The E- 
ternal maketh poor, and maketh rich; lie 
b'ingeth low, and liftetli up. 8 He raif, 
eth up the poor out of the dull, and [ift- 
eth up the beggar from the dunghill. to 
fet them amongprinc*$,and to make them 
inherit the throne of glory—For the pil¬ 
lars of the earth are the Eternal's, and ho 
hath eflahliflied the world upon them. 9 
He will keep the f< et of his faints ft 'dm 
evil, and the wkk <4 (ball be filent in 
darktiefi; foy by li reugth flaall no man 
prev-il, 10 lhe ativerJaries of the liter- 
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nal fliall he broken to pieces; out of hta- 
ven flinll he thunder upon them : the E- 
ternal Ihall judge the ends of the earth.; 
and he /hall giveftrtfngth to his Meffiah, 
and exalt the power of his anointed 
king. 

11 And Elkanaly went to his houfe at 
Ramnh : and the child did minifter to the 
Eternal before Eli the prieft. 

12 Now the fons of Eli were fons of 
Beliak very bad; they ple.ifcd not the In¬ 
ternal. 13 And. the priefts euftom with 
the people was, that, when any man of¬ 
fered the fat for a facrifice, the prieft’s 
fervant came, while the fli-fh was in 
Teething, witlj a flcfhhook of three teeth 
in his hand : r*t And he {truck it into 
the pan, or kettle, or caldron, or pot; all 
that the fleflihook brought up the prieft 
took for himfelf. So they did in Shiloh 
to all the Ifraelites that came thither. 
Alfo before they burnt the fat the priefts 
fervuit came, and faid to the man that 
facrificed, Giye-flefh to the prieft; for he 
will not have fodden flclh of thee, but 
raw. 16 And if any man faid to him, 
Let them not fail to burn the fat prefent- 
]y, and then take as much as thy foul de- 
fireth : then he would anfwcr him, Nay ; 
but thou fliall give it me now • and if 
not, I will take if by force. 17 Where¬ 
fore the fin of the young men was very 
great before the Eternal ; for men ab¬ 
horred the offering of the Eternal, £y their 
conduct • 

18 But Samuel miniftered before the 
Eternal, being a child, girded with a 
linen ephod. 19 Murecrer, his mother 
made and brought to him a little coat 
yea#y, when fire came itp with her huf- 
band to offer the yearly facrifice. 

20 And Eli bleffed Ell: an ah' and his 
wife, and faid, The Eternal give thee 
pofterity by this woman, for the petition 
which she alked of the Eternal. And 
they went home. 21 And the Eternal 
bleffed Hannah, fo flie had three fons and 
two daughters. And the child Saniuel 
grew before the Eternal. 

22 Now Eli was very old, and he heard 
all that his fons did to all Ifrael; and 
how they tampered with the women that 
affembled at the floor of the tabernacle of 
the congregation. 23 And he fajd to’ 
them, Why do ye fuch things ? for I hear 
evil words of you by all this people. 24 
Nay, my. fons---for it is no good report I 
hear; ye make the Eternal’s people to 
tfanfgrefs. 25 If one fin againft another, 
3he judge Ihall judge him ; but if a/mari 
fur againft the JLotf, who shall entreat 


for him ? Yet they hearkened not to the 
voice of their father, though the Eternal 
would flay them. 

26 And the child Samuel made pro¬ 
gress, and was in favour Loth with the E- 
ternal, and with men alfo. 

27 And there came a man of God, \a 
prophet, -to Eli, said faid to him. Thus 
faith the Eternal, Did 1 not evidently ap¬ 
pear to the houfe of thy father, when 
they were in Egypt in Pharaoh’s houfe ? 

29 And did I nor choofe him out ’Of all 
the tribes of Ifrael to he my prieft, to of¬ 
fer on mine altar, to»burn incenfe, to wear 
an ephod before me ? and did I not give 
to the houfe of thy father all the offer¬ 
ings of the Ifraelites made by fire? 29 
Wherefore fpurn ye at my facrifice and 
mine offering, which I commanded in my 
tabernacle; and honoured thy fons above 
me, to make yoiufelves fat with the chief 
of all the offerings 0: Ifrael my people ? 

30 Wherefoie the Eternal the God of li- 
rael faith, I faid indeed that thy houfe, 
and the houfe of thy father, should walk 
before me, to honour me, forever; but 
now the Eternal faith, As ye have dijho- 
ncured me\ be far from me; for them 
that honour me I will honour, and they 
that difpife me shall be lightly efleemed. 

31 Behold, the days come that I will cut 
off chine arm, and the power of thy fa¬ 
ther’s houfe, that there shall not be an 
old man in thine houfe. 32 And thou 
shalt fee the affliction of the tabernacle, 
for all the wealth which God would have 
given Ifrael; and there shall never be an 
old than in thine houfe. -33 And the man 
of thine houfe, whom I shall not cut off 
from mine altar, shall he to confume thine 
eyes, and thine heart wi*,h gri^‘; and all 
the progeny of thine houfe shall die in 
the flower of their age. 34 And this 
which shall come upon thy two fcn«, 
Hophni and Phiiichas, shall.be a fign to 
thee ; in one day they shall both'rlie. 35 
And I will iaife me up a faithful prieft, 
-that shall do according to what is in mine 
heart and in my mind ; and I will give 
him a fure pofterity-—and her, shall wa*k 
before mine Anointed always. 36 Ami 
every one that is left in thine houfe shall 
come ajnd crouch to him {bting high 
prieft inftead of thee ) for a piece ol filver, 
and a moilel.of bread, anti fay, Pul me, i 
pray thee, into one of the pritfts offices, 
that I may eat a piece of bread.

Samuel. 

0 \V the child Samuel mir.iftered to 
- the Eternal before Eli. And the

nrord of the Eternal was precious in thofe 
days; there being no n. an! felt vifion. 

i And at that time, lvli had lien clown 
in his place, and his eies began to wax 
tltm, l>; that he could not fee, 3 And 
ere the lamp of God went <}Ut in the 
rrmpli of the Intern il, where the ark of 
God was, while Samuel had lain down 
to fleep: 4 The Eternal called Samuel, 

who anf’vered, Here am I. 5 Then he 
ran to Eli, faying, Here am I—fur thou 
called ft me. But he fa id, I called not; 
hr down again. So he went and lay 
down. 

6 Then the Eternal called yet again, 
Samuel. Now Samuel arofe and went 
to Eli, and faid, Her? am I; for thou didlt 
call me. But he anfwered, I called not, 
my fim—lie down again. 7 Thus did 
S.irmicl before he knew the voice of the 
Eternal, and before the word of the E- 
Ixrnal was revealed to him. 

6 Then thejtternal called Samuel a- 
gain the third time. So he arofe and 
we»t%<> Eli, and laid, Here am I: for 
thou did If call me. Now Eli perceived 
that the Eternal had called the child. 9 
Therefore Eli faid to Samuel, Go, lie 
down ; and, if he call thee again, tlioa 
wilt fay, Speak, Eternal; for thy fervant 
licareth. So Samuel went and lay down 
in his place. 

10 Now the Eternal came near, and 
called as at other times. Samuel, Samuel. 
Then Samuel anfwered, Speak ; for thy 
fervant licareth. 

11 Then the Eternal . fai<l to Samuel, 
Behold, I will do a thing in Ifrael, which 
Ihall make both the ears of ev ry one 
Llia’ lieareth it to tingle. 12 In that day 
1 will perform againft Eli all things which 
I have ipbken concerning his houfe: when 
I begin, l will alio make an end. 13 For 
I will tell him. that I will punifli his 
h nile perpetually, for the iniquity which 
he kiiowcth: becaufc his fans made them- 
h Ivrs vile, and lie rtftiaine^l them not. 
14 Now therefore I have ( worn concern, 
ing the houfe of Eli, that the .iniquity of 
Eu\s houfe fliall never be purged with la- 
ciifice nor offenng. 

15 Now Simuiel lay until the morn¬ 
ing, then lie opened the doors of the home 
0t Eternal. But Samuel feared to 
ihew Eli the vifion. 16 Then Eli called 
Samuel, laying, .Samuel, my Ion. And 
he milwmi Here am I. 17 Then he 
laid, What hath the Eternal faid to thee* 
I pray thee hide it not from me : God do 
fo to tbcc, nt thou ivoulttejl do to me, and 
n.orc alio, it thou hide any thing from 
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me of all th.it he faid to llice. iS The 11 
Samuel told hiut'ali. hiding nothing front 
him. And ho faid, It is the Eternal ; let 
him do what feeineth him good. 

19 Now Samuel grew, and the Eternal 
was with him, and performed all that he 
fpoke by him. 

20 And all Ifrael, from Dao even to 
Becr-flicba, knew that Samuel was faith¬ 
ful to be a prophet of the Eternal. 21 
And the Eternal appeared again in Shi¬ 
loh : for the Eternal revealed himfelf to 
Samuel in Shiloh by his word. 

IV. The IJ'raelites beat by the Philif- 
tifiei. 

N D the word from Samuel came 
to all Ifrael. # Now Ifrael wont out 
again!! the Philiftines lu battle, and pitch- 
cj bcfldc Eben-ezer; unu the P)iilillir.es 
pitched in Apbck. 2 And theThilillinea 
put themfelyes in array again!! Ifrael* 6c 
\v|\cn they joined battle, Ifisel was fmit- 
len before the Philiftines; and they flew 
of the army in the field about four tliou- 
lar»d men. 

3 And when the people u-erc come in¬ 
to the camp, .the elders of Ifrael laid. 
Wherefore hath the Et' niaJ unicten us 
to-day before, the Phils flints'? Let ns 
biing the ark of the covenant ui the II- 
tc:val out of Shiloh to us, that, when it 
comcth among us, it may fave us out of 
the'hand of our enemi s. 

4 So the people lent,to Shiloh, to bring 
from thence the ark of the covenant of 
the Eternal God of hofts, whole glory 
(Exod. xxv. 22.) riweileth between the 
cherubims: and the two fons of Eli, Hoph- 
ni and fhinehas, wvie there with the ark 
of the covenant ct God. 

5 And when the ark of the covenant 
of the Eternal came into the camp all If¬ 
rael Hiouted greatly, fo that the earth re- 
founded. 6 And the Philiftines hearing 
the noife of the Ihout faid, What nutfn- 
eth the hoife of this great,fliout in 1 he 
camp of the Hebrews? Now they untler- 
flood that the aik of the Eternal was come 
into the camp. 7'Then the Philiftines 
were afraid ; for they faid, God is come 
into the camp. And they laid, Wo to us 1 
for there hath not been ^uch a thing kei£ i - 
tofore;., 8 Wo to US ’, who fliall deliver 
us out of the hand of the mighty God ? 
this is the God that fmote the Egyptians 
with all the plagues by his word. 9 Be 
Itrong, and quit ycurfelves like men, O 
ye Philiftines ! that ye be not l' 4 rvants to 
the Hebrews: qua yourfelves .E<> men, 
and fight, 

10 Thgn the Philiftines fought, and If* 
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rael was fmltten, and fled every man to 
hi* tent; now tlicra was a very great 
daughter—for there fell of Iftael 'thirty 
thoufand men it And the ark of God 
Was taken; and the two fons'of Eli, Hoph- 
ivs and Phinehas^erc finin. 

12 And a man of Benjamin ran from 
the army to Shiloh the fame day with his 
clothes rent, and with earth upon his 
head. 

13 And when he came, lo, Eli fat on a 
Teat by the way-fide watching ; for his 
heart trembled for the ark of God. And 
when the man came into the city, all the 
city cried out. 

14 Now when Eli heard the noife of 
/the crying, he faid, What meaneth the 
noife of the tumult ? Then the man 
came in baftily, and told Eli. 15 Now 
Eli Was ninety-eight years old ; ami his 
•yes were dim, that he could not fee. 

16 Then the man faid to Eli, I fled to¬ 
day out of the army; And he faid, What 
is there done 7 my f n ? 17 Tfjen the mef- 
fenger anfwered, Ifrael is fled before the 
Thiliftines, and there hath been alfo .a 
great flaughtef among the people, & thy 
two fors a*fo. Hophni and Phinehas; are 
dead, and the ark of God is taken. * 

18 Ndw, when he mentioned the ark 
of God, Eli fell from,-the feat backward 
by the fide of the gate, and his neck 
brake, and he died; for he was an old 
man, and heavy j- and he had judged If¬ 
rael forty years. 

19 And bis daught^^n-Uw, Phinehas*. 
wife, was pregnant, foft'ri to be delivered: 
and when file heard the tidings that the 
ark of Gbd was taken,-arid her fatKer-in- 
law and her hulb?.nd were dead, flic bow¬ 
ed heifelf, and travailed for her pains 
came upon heir. 20 And about the time 
of her death the women that flood by her 
faid to her, Fear not; for thou haft bom 
a (on. But flie anfwered not, neithef did 
file regard it. 21 And The named the 
child Ichabod, faying, The glory is de¬ 
parted fiom Ifrael; (for the ark of God 
is taken, and becaufe of hdr father-in-law, 
and her hufband.) iz Add (he repeated, 
The glory is departed from Ifrael; for 
,t>he ark of God is taken. 


V. The Phili/lines carry away the ark . 

T HEN the Philiftines brought the ark 
of God from Eben-ezcr to Aflidod, 


2 Into The houfe of Dagoil, and fetit by 
Dagon their god. 

3 Now when they of Aftidod arofe ear^ 
Iv on the morrow, behold, Dagon was 
fallen on his face to the earth before the 
aik of the Eternal. Then they took Da¬ 


gon, and fet him in his place again. 4 
But when they arofo early on the next 
morning, behold, Dagon wns fallen on his 
face to the ground before the nik of the 
Eternal;, and his head and hands were 
cut off on the threflmH; only the flump 
for fifliy .part) of Dagon remained. 5 
Therefore neither Dagon*s priefts, nor a- 
ny that came into Dagon’s houfe, tread 
on the threshold of Dagon in Aflidod to 
this day. 6 But the hand of the Eternal 
was heavy on them of Aflidod, and fmoie 
them with hemeroids, even Afhdod. and 
the coafts thereof, and he deftroyed them. 
7 And the meu of Aflidod feeing that it 
was fo, faid, The ark of the God of If¬ 
rael fliall not abide with us; for his hand 
is fore upon us, and Dagon our god. 

S Therefore they fent and gathered all 
the lords of the Philiftines to them, and 
fivid. What flfall we do with the ark of the 
God of Jfiaei ?. Then they anfwered, 
Let it be carried about to Gath. So they 
carried it about thither. 9 Having car¬ 
ried it about, the hand cff the Brernnl 
was againft the city with a very great 
deftruction ; for he fmote the men of the 
city, both fmall and great, and they had 
hemeroids in their under parts. 10 There¬ 
fore they fent the ark of God to Ekron. 
And as it came to Ekron, the Ekronitcs 
ciied out, faying. They have brought o- 
bout the ark of the Cod of Ifrael to us, to 
flay us and our people. 

11 So rhey. fent and called together all 
► the lords of ihe Philiftines, and faid, Send 
away the ark 0/ the God of IfraeJ, and 
Jet it go again to its own plate, that it 
flay us .not, and our people; for there 
was a deac^y deftrudlion through all the 
city —the hand of God was very heavy 
there. 12 For the men.thkt died not 
were fmitten with the hemeroids: and 
the cry of the city went up to heaven. 

VI. The Pbilijlines fend back the ark . 

N OW the ark ol the EterraJ was in 
the country of the Philiftines feven 
months. 

2 Then ihe Philiftines caHed for the 
priefts and the diviners, fayiog. What 
fliall we do with the ark of the Eternal ? 


tell us how we fliall fend it to its plate. 

3 Then they faid, If ye fetid away the 
ark of the God of Ifrael, fend it not emp¬ 
ty; but in any wife return him a trefpafs- 
oflering : then ye fliall be healt-d, and it 

; /ball be known to you why his band is 
not removed from you. 

4 Then faid they, What fliall be the 
trefpafs-offering which we fliall retmrji to 
him ? They anfwered, Five golden hem*- 
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muds, and fiv,- golden mice, according to 
tlie number of the lords of the Philiftines: 
for one plague wasoi: you all, ami on yonr 
lords. 5 Wherefore ye Audi make imiges 
of your hemeroids, and images «f your 
mice that mar the land : and ye fliall 
give glory to the Cod of Tfrael; perad- 
vcnturc he will lighten his hand from off 
you, and from off your gods, and from off 
your land. 6 Wherefore do*ye harden 
your hearts, as the Egyptians and. Pharaoh 
hardened their hearts? When lie had* 
wrou ght wonderfully among -them, did 
they not let the people go, fit they depart¬ 
ed. 7 Now,,therefore, make a new cart, 
and take two milk-kme, on which there 
hath come no yoke, and yoke the kine to 
the car', and bring their caUes home 
from them : 8 And take the ark of the 

Etern.il, and lay it on the cart; and put 
the jewels of gold, which ye return him 
for a trerpafs-ofering, in a coffer by the 
fide thereof; and fend it awuy, that it 
may go. And fee, if it £9 by the way 
of his own coaft to Beth-fhcmefl), theffit 
hath done this great evil; but if not, then 
we fliall know tiiat it is not his hand that 
finote us-- it was a chance that happened 
to us. 

IO Then the men did fo; they took 
two milk-kine, and tied them to the cart, 
and dint up their calves at home, n And 
they laid the ark pf the Eternal upon the 
cart, and the coffer with the mice of gold 
and the images of their hemeroids. it- 
Then the kine took the ftraight road to 
the way of Bctldhemcili, and went along 
the h ghway, lowing as they went, and 
turned, not afide to the right hand or to 
the le f t; ami the lords of the Philiftines' 
went after them to the border of Belli- 
Ihcmefli. 

13 l hen they of Beth fliemefh were 
reaping their wheat-liarveft in the'val¬ 
leys and they lifted up their eyes, and 
fiiw the ark, and rejoiced to fee it. 14 
And the cart came into the field of Jo- 
fliua a Beth-fhemite, and ftood there, 
where wjs a great ftone ; and they clave 
the wood of the cait, and offered the kine 
a burnt-offering to the Eternal, T 5 t'hen 
the Levies took down the ark of the E- 
ternal, and the coffer that was with it, 
Wherein the jewels of gold were, and 
put them on the great (tone -And the 
men of Beth-flienielh offered burnt-offer- 
ings, and facrificed iacrifices, the fame 
day to the Eternal. 

16 Anri when the five lords of the Phi- 
liftmes had feen it, they returned to Ek- 
ton the fame day. 


17 And the golden hmreroids. which 
the Philiftines returned for a trefpafs-of- 
fering to the Eternal, were five—for Afh- 
dod, Gaza, Afkelon, Gath, and JLkron. t S 
And she golden mice, according to the- 
numbet of all the cities nf the Philiftines 
belonging to the five lords, both of fenc¬ 
ed cities, and of country villages, even to 
the great ftone of mourning, whereon they 
fet doWn the ark of the Eternal; which 
' ftone remaineth to this day in the field 
of Joflma the Beth-fhemite. 

ip Then he fmote of the men «f Beth- 
themesh, becaufe they had looked into 
the ark of the Eternal, fifty ihoufand and 
feventy. A nd the people murmured, he- 
caufc the Eternal had (mitten them with 
n great daughter. zo Then the men of 
fleth-fliemesh fa id, Who is able to Hand 
before this holy Eternal God ? and* to 
whom shall he, with his ark , go up from 
us? 

21 Then they fent tneflengefe to the in¬ 
habitants of Kirjath-jearim, laying, The 
Philiftines have brought again the ark of 
the Eternal ; come yc down, and carry it 
up to you. * 

Vn. The If rati ties repent at Mixpeh. 
Samuel prayings the Philfjlines are dif* 
eomfited, - 

T HEN the men of K.irjath-jearim 
came, and took up the ark of-ihe 
Eternal, and brought it into the houfe of 
Abinadab on the hill, and landtified Ele- 
azar his fon to keep it. 2 Now the ark 
■ abode in Kirjath-jcarim a long time, even 
.twenty years ; and all the houfe of Ilrael 
followed after the Eternal. 

3 And Samuel fpuke to all the houfe of 
Ifrael, faying. If ye do return to,tbe Eter¬ 
nal with all your hearts, then put away 
the ftrange gods ami goddefles from a- 
mong you, and prepare your hearts for 
the'Eternal, and ferve him only; and he 
will deliver you out of the hand of the 
Philiftines. 4 Then the Ifraelites put 9- 
wa^ the gods and goddefit 9 , and fervod 
the Eternal only. 5 And Samuel faid, 
Gather all Ifrael to Mizpeh, and I will 
pray the Eternal for you. 6 Then they 
affemhled at Mizpeh, and drew water, 
and poured it out before the Tore!, (Jer. 
ix. r.) and fafted that day, and faid there. 
We have finned againft the Eternal. And 
Samuel judged the Ifraelites in Mizpeh. 

7 And tne Philiftines hearing that the 
Ifraelites were allYmbled at Mizpeh, the 
Lords of tha^Philiftines went up againft 
Ifrael. Now when the Ifraelites heard 
it, they were afraid of the Philiftines 
8 Then the Ifraelites faid to Samuel* 

a 
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Ceafe not to cry to the Eternal our God 
for us, that he will fave us from the hand 
of the Philiftines. ' 

9 T*hen Samuel Took a fucking lamb, 
and offered it for a whole burnt-offering 
unto the Eternal; and cried unto.thr; V.- 
ternal for Ifrael, aod the Eternal anfwer- 
ed him. io And as Samuel was offering 
up the burnt-offering, the Philiftines drew 
near to battle agairift Ifrael; hut the.E- 
terral thundered greatly that day upon 
the Philiftines^ and difeomfited them ; 
and they were fmitten before Ifrael. n 
Then the men of Ifrael went out of Mi/: 
peh, and purfued the Philiftines, and 
fmote 'them, until they came under Beth- 
car. 13 Then Samuel took a ‘done, and 
fet it between Mizpch and Shen, arid 
cabled the name of it Fben-ezer. faying, 
Hitherto hath the Lord helped lis. 

13 So the Philiftines were fubdued, and 
thev came no more into the coalt of If¬ 
rael ; for the band of the Eternal was a- 
gatnft the Thiliflines all the days of Sa- 
mud. 14 Then the cities which the 
Philiftines had taken from Ifrael were re- 
ftored to Ifrael, from Ekion even unto 
Gath ; and the co.ifts thereof did Ifrael 
deliver out of the hand of the Philiftines. 
And there was peace between Ifrael and 
the Amorites. ' 

15 And Samuel judged Ifrael all the 
days of his life. i ~6 And he went year¬ 
ly the circuit to Bethel,' and Gilgal, and 
Mizpeh, and judged Ifrael in all thofe 
places. 17 And his return was to Ra- 
mah, for there was,his houfe ; and there 
he judged Ifrael; and there he "built 
an aitar to the Eternal. 

VIII. The Jfraelitcs ajk a king. 

- A ND when Samuel was old, he made 
jlA. his Tons judges over Ifrael; 2 The 
namerof his firft born was Joel, Hrrd the 
name of his fecond Abiah ; they were 
judges in Beerflieba. 3 But his fons 
walked not in his ways, but turned afide 
after gain and took hribes, and perverted 
juftice. 4 Then all the elders of Tfrael 
afferobled. and came unto Ramah ’unto 
Samuel, 5 And Paid to him, Behold thou 
art old, and thy fons walk not in thy 
ways; now make us a king to judge us 
like ail the nations. 

6 Eut when they faid, Give us a king, 
the thing difpleafed Samuel; and Sa¬ 
muel prayed to the Eternal. . 7 Then the 
.jEternal laid to Samuel, Hearken to the 
voice of the-people, in all that they fay 
to thee; for they have not only reje&ed 
thee/ but they have rejected me alfo, 
that I fliould not reign over them. 8 -Ac- 
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cording to all the works which they have 
done fince the' day that I brought them 
up out of Egypt even to this day, where¬ 
with they ha ve, for Taken me, and ferved 
other gods; fo do they alio to thee. 9 
Now, therefore, obey their voice ; not- 
withftrfbding, when thou haft folemnly 
protefted againft them, then thou flialt 
fliew them the manner .of the king that 
shall reign over them. 

10 Then Samuel told all the words of 
the Eternal to the people that afked of 
h m a king. 11 Now, he laid, This will 
be the njanner of the king that shall reign 
over you ; he will take your tons for him- 
felf, for his chariots, and his horfemen, 
and to run bt \)re his chariots. 13 And 
he will appoint captains over thou hands 
and over fifties, and will let them to plow 
his ground, and reap his harveft, and to 
make his inftrunients for war, and for his 
chariots. 13 And he will take your 
daughters to be cbnfedlioners, and cooks, 
and bakers. 14 And he will take the 
be ft of your fields, and your vineyards, 
and your'.uliveyards. and give them to 
his fervants. 15 He will alio take 
the tythe of-your feed* and you 1; vine¬ 
yards, and give to Ids officers and to 
his fervants. if? He* will alfo takf the 
beft of your imn-iervants,. and inaid- 
fervants, and young men, and a lies, and 
put them to nis w ork. 17 Me will take 
the tythe of youi flocks, a"d ye fliall be 
his fervants. 18 And ye fbail cry out at 
that time becaufe of your king which ye 
fliall have chcfcn,' and the Lord will not 
heai - you in that day. 

19 Yet the people refufed to obey the 
voice of Samuel, and faid, Nay, but we 
will have a king over us, 30 That we al¬ 
fo may be like all the nations; and that 
our kin£ may judge us, and go out before 
us, and fight cur battles. 31 And Samuel 
heard all the words of the people, and 
rehearfed them in the hearing of the 
Lord. 22 Then the Lord faid to Samuel, 
Hearken to* their voice, and make them 
a king. And Samuel faid to the men ut 
Ifrael, Go ye every roan to bis city. 

IX. Sard leaves the affes to he a king. 
OW there was a n:an of Benjamin 
named Kifl), the fon of Afciel, the 
Ton of Zeror, the fen of Bechoiath, the 
fon of Aphiah, a lienjamite, a mighty 
wealthy man. 3 And he had a fon nam¬ 
ed Saul, a comely young man, there was 
not: among the Iftadites a goodlier per- 
fon; from his fl.ouhlcr upv. attl he was 
higher than any of the puj-X 1 . ; Now 
the affes of Kilb, Saul’y father, were luit; 
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then Kiili faid to Saul his fun, Take now 
one of the lervants with thee, and arfc, 
go feck the afl'us. 4 Then he paffe^ 
through mount Ephraim and the land oi 
Shaliiha. but they found them not; then 
they paXi-d through the land of Styium, 
and found them mt ; then he palled 
through thr land of the Bcnjainimtcs, 
hut found them not. 5 And being come 
u the land of Zuph, Saul fa id to his fer- 
vant, Come, let us return; left my father 
leave caring for the alles, and take 
thought for us. 6 But he fuid to him. 
Be!.old now, there is in this city a man 
of God, and. he is a noble man; ail that 
lie faith cumeth furely to pals; now let 
m> go thither, perhaps he can fliew us the 
way that we Hiould go. 7 Then Saul 
faitl to his fervant,* But lo if we go, what 
Until we bring the man; for the bread is 
fpent in our veflels, and there is not a 
prefent to bring to the man of God : 
What have we > 8 But the fervent an- 

fwered S.iul again, Behold 1 have here at 
hand the fourth part of a Ihekel of fiiver; 
that will I give to the man of God to 
tell us our way. (9 Formerly, when a 
man in Ifrael went to enquire of God, 
he fpake thus. Come and let us go to the 
fecr; for he that is now called a prophet 
was formerly called a fecr.) 10 Theu 
fa id Saul to his fervant, Well laid ; come, 
l^t us go. So they went to the city 
where the man of Clod was. 

n And as they went up to the cily, 
they found young maidens going out to 
draw water, and laid to them. Is the fecr 
here ? 12 And they anfvvered, faying. He 
is; behold lie is bdfore you : Make hatte 
now, for he came to-day to the city, for 
a l.u riiicc of - the people tbi? day in the 
high place. 13 As loan as ye arc cojne 
inro the city, ye ('nail fu night way find 
him hr lot e he go up to the higb-place to 
eat; lor the people will not'cat until lie 
come, hecanle he doth blefs the facrifice, 
and afterwards they that are bidden eat. 
Now, therefore, get ye up, for about tins 
time yo iLall find him. 14 So they went 
up un'o the city ; and when they were 
com. 1 , behold Samuel came out oppofue 
to them, lor to go up to the high place. 

15 Mow, the Eternal hail revealed it 
to the ear ot Samuel, a day before Saul 
came, laying, 16 To-morrow about this 
time I will lend thee a man out of the 
land of Benjamin, ami thou fhalt anoint 
him to be captain ovet my people, Ifrael, 
that he may ia^e u.y people out f f the 
hand 01 tin; i’lnliilines; for I have look¬ 
ed upuu my people, becaufe their cry- is 
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come unto me. 17 Now when Samuel 
faw Saul, the Eteri;.;! faid to him. Behold 
the man of whom I fpake to thee ; this 
fame lhall reign over niy people. 

18 Then San! drew near to Samuel in 
the gate, and faid, Tell me, I pray thee, 
where the feer’s houfeis? 19 Now Sa¬ 
muel anfwercd Saul, faying, I am the 
leer : Go up before me to the high place, 
for ye OihII eat with me to day,' and to¬ 
morrow 1 will let thee go, and will Jell 
thee all that is in thine heart. 10 Artd 
as to thine affes that were loft three days 
ago, fet not thy mind upon them, for 
they are found. And on whom is all the 
dofire of Ifrael? Is it not on thee, and on 
all thy father’s houfe ? 21 But Saul an- 

fweretl, faying. Am not I a Benjamite, 
the lina[left of the tribes of tfrael; and 
my family tlfe lea'll ol‘ the families of that 
tribe 3 Wherefore then fpcakeft thou fo 
to me ? 

12 But Samuel took Saul and his fer¬ 
vant, and brought then) into the parlour, 
and made them fit in the chief place a- 
mong them that were bidden, which 
were about thirty perfons. 23 Then Sa¬ 
muel faid to the cook, Bring the portion 
which I gave thee, of which I faid to 
thee, Set it by thee. 24 Then the cook 
took up the fhoulder, and what was upeui 
it, and let it before Saul. And Samipl 
faid. Behold what is left, fet it before 
thee, and eat; for until this time hath it 
been kept lor thee, fine* I faM, I have 
invited fome people. So Saul did eat 
with Samuel that day. 

25 Now when they were come clown 
from the high place into the city, Samuel 
communed with Saul on the top of the 
lioule. 26 Fo: they arofe early ; and 
about the lpring of the day, Samuel cal- 
h u Saul to the top of the houfe, faying. 
Up, that I may fend theo away. So Saul 
arofe, and both fet out and went abroad, 
he and Samuel. 27 Now as they were 
going down to the end of the city,.Sa¬ 
muel faid to Saul, Bid the fervant pafs 
on before us, (fo he palled on,) but llund 
thou Itill a while, that I may fliew thee 
the word of Gwd. 

X. Saul made binr. 

MEN Samuel took a vial of oil, and 
poured it on his head, and killed 
h.m, and faid, Is it not beC'Uife the JGter- 
n d hai'.i anointed thee to be.ca.pt a in over 
his inheritance ? a When thou art de¬ 
parted tVoin m*; to day, thou (halt find 
two men by R i> haul's fepulchrc, in the 
border of Benjamin, at Zelzah ; and they 
will fay to th£e, The afles which thou 
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wenfeft to fettlt are found ; and Io t thy 
father hath left coring for.the aflcs, and 
farrowed) for you; frying,' What^hall l 
do fof my fan > 3 Then (halt thou go for¬ 
ward from thence, and thou (halt come 
to the pln.ii) of Tahor, and there ftiali 
■meet thee three itaeh going up to Bethel 
to God’s ark, one carrying three kids, a- 
nother three loaves of bread, and another 
carrying a bottle of wine : 4 And they 
will falute thee, and givy .thee two loaves 
of bread, which thou foalt receive of 
their hands. 5 After that thou flialt 
come to the hill of Gnd, where as, the 
gatrifon of the Philiflihes; and when 
thou art come thither to the city, tlx* 1 
ahalt meet a company oi the difciples of 
the prophets coming down from the high 
place, with a pfaltery, and a tabret, and 
a pipe, and a harp, before them ; and 
they ftiall prophefy. 0' Then the Spirit 
of the Eternal will come upon thee, and 
thou shalt prophefy with thert^, and shah 
be changed into another mao. 7 And 
when.thofe figns are come unto thee, 
thou shalt do ss occafion shall fervp, for 
God is with shee. 8 And thou shalt go 
down before me to Gilgal then, behold I 
will come down to thee, to offer biirot- 
offetings, and to facrifice peace-offerings: 
&yen days shale thou tarry till 1 come to 
*e, and shew thee what thou shalt do. 

9 And fa it was, that when he had 
turned his back to go from Samuel, that 
God gave him another heart; and all 
thofe iigns came to pafs that day. fO And 
when diey came thither to the hill, be¬ 
hold a company of prophets pupils met 
him; and the Spirit of Cod came upon 
him, and he prophefied among t^em.- 
ii And when all that knew him former¬ 
ly, faw that he now prophefied among 
the prophets, then the people faid one to 
another. What is tfais that is come to the 
fan of Kdfh ? Is Saul alfo among the pro¬ 
phets? 11 And one of the fame place 
answering, faid, Eut^who is their head' 
and father > So it became a proverb. Is 
Saul alfo among the prophets? 13 And 
■v^ben he bad made an end of prophefy- 
ipg, he came to the high place. 

14 Then Saul’s uncle faid to him and 
to hisfervant, \Vhither went ye? Then 
he faid, To feek ihe afles ; and when we 
faw them ro where, we came to Samuel. 
15 But Saul’s uncle faid, Tell me I pray 
thee what Samuel faid to you ? 16 Then 
Saul faid to his uncle, lie told us plainly 
that the alfes were found. But conceinr 
ing tine kingdom, thereof Samue l fpdke, 
lie tola bin) not. . ‘ . 
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17 Th en Samuel called th£ people to¬ 
gether to Mizpeh, to the ark of the E- 
temal. 18 And he faid to the Ifraelite.i, 
Thus faith the Eternal God of Ifraftl, I 
brought up Ifrael out of Egypt, and de¬ 
livered you out of the hand of the Egyp¬ 
tians, and out of the hand of all king¬ 
doms, evep of them that opprefled you : 
19 But ye have this day rejedled your 
God, whu himfelf fayed you out of all 
your adverfities and your tribulations; 
and have faid to him, Nay, but fet a king 
over us. Now, theiefore, prefent your- 
fclves before the Eternal by your tribes, 
and by'your thoufunds. 

20 So when Samuel had caufed all tli*■ 
tiibes-of Tfrael'*to come near, the tribe of 
Benjamin was taken. 21 When he had 
caufed the tribe of benjamin to come 
near by their families, the family of Ma- 
tri was taken, and Saul the fan of Kifh 
was taken; and when they fought him 
he could not be found. 22 Therefore 
they enquired of the Eternal farther, if 
the man fliouid yet come thither. And 
the Eternal anfwered, Behold he hath 
hid himfelf*among the fluff. 23 Then 
they ran and fetched him thence: And 
when he flood among the people, he was 
higher than any of the people, from his 
flioulders upward. 14 Then Samuel faid 
to the people. See ye him whom the E- 
ternal hath chofen, that there is none like 
him among air the people ! Then all the 
people fliouted, faying. Let the king live. 

25 Then Samuel told the people the’ 
manner of the kingdom, and wrote it in 
a book, and laid it up lit fore “the ark of 
the Eternal. Then Samuel fent all the 
people away, every man to his houfe. 

26 Then -Saul alfo went home to Gi- 
beah, and there went with him a band 
of nren, whofe hearts God had touched. 
27 But the children of Belial, bad boys, 
faid, How fljall this manfaveus* And 
they defpifed him,, and brought him no 
prefents! But he held his peace. 

XI. NnbfrflSs terms to JabeJl-gilead. 

T HEN Nahafh the Ammonite came 
up, and encamped oppolite te Ja- 
bcfh-Gilead : and all the men of Jahefb 
laid" to Nahafli. Make a covenant with us, 
and w,c will ferve thee. 2 Then Nahalh 
the Ammonite anfwered rh^m, On this 
condition will I make a co-en^nt with 
you, that I may thruft out all your right 
eyes, and lay it as a reproach on all Ifrael. 
3 Then the elders of Jabelh laid to him. 
Give us feven days refpite, that we may 
faad meflengers to all the tyifls of Ifrael; 
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and then, if there be no min to fave u*, 

we will come out to thee. 

4 Then came the meflen^ers to Gi- 
beah of Saul, and told the tidings m the 
hearing of the people ; then all the peo¬ 
ple wept aloud , . 

* Now behold Saul came Ifter the held 
out of the field, and faid, What ttiletl. the 
people, that they weep ? Then they cold 
him the tidings of the men of Jabeih. 6 
And the fpirit of fortitude from G6d 
came on Saul when be heal'd thefe tid¬ 
ings, aud his anger was kindled greatly. 
7 And he took a yoke ofoien and hewed 
them in pieces, ard fent them through- 
cut all the coafts of Ifrael by the hand* 
of meflengers, faying, Whoever cometh 
not forth after Saul and after Samuel, fo 
shall it be done to his excn. Then the 
fear of the Eternal fell on the people, and 
they came out with one confrnt. 

8 And when he numbered them in Ee- 
*ek, the men of Ifrael were three hun¬ 
dred thoufand, and the men of Judah 
thirty thoufand. 9 And they faid to the 
ineffengers that came, Thus .shall ye fay 
to the men of Jabesh Gilead, To-mor¬ 
row by the time the fun be hot, ye shall 
have deliverance. So the meflengers 
came, and shewed it to the men of Ja¬ 
besh, and they were glad, to Therefore 
the men of Jabesh faid, Te-morrow we 
will come out to you, and ye shall do t* 
us all that feemeth good to you. 

11 And fo it was on the morrow, that 
Saul put the people in three companies, 
and they came into the midft of the hoft 
in the morning watch, and flew the Am¬ 
monites until the heat of the day ; And 
they who remained were fcattcred, fo 
that two of them were not left together. 

11 Then the people faid to Samuel, Who 
is lie that fail], Saul shall not reign over 
us ? bring the men, that we put them to 
death. 13 But Saul faid, There shall not 
a man he put to death thii day * for lo^ 
day the Eternal hath wrought falvatioa 
in Ifrael. 

14 Then Samuel faid to the people, 
Cumc and let us go to Gilgal, and con¬ 
firm the kingdom there. 15 Then all 
the people went to Gilgal; and there 
they maid* Saul king before the ark of. 
the Eternal in Gilgal ; and there they 
facrificed peace-offerings before th^Etcr- 
nnl ; and there Saul aud all the men of 
Ifrael rejoiced greatly. 

XII. Samuel vepj o’vetb tbe.-people of a* 

T pnflncy. 

HEN Samuel faid to all Ifrael, Lo I 
have, hearkened to yeu, in all that 
C 
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ye have faid to me, and have made a king 
over you. 2 And now, behold the king 
walketh before you, and T am old and 
gray-headed; and, behold my fons are 
with you; and I have walked before you 
from my childhood to this da). 3 Be¬ 
hold. here T am ; witnefs againlj roe be¬ 
fore the Eternal, and before his anoint¬ 
ed; whole ox have I taken? or whofe 
afs have I taken ? 01 whom have I de¬ 
frauded ? whom have I opprefled ? or of 
whofe hand have I received any bribe to 
blind mine eyes theiewith ? and I will 
reftore it you. 4 Then tht-y faid, Th< a 
haft not defrauded us, nor oppreilVd us, 
neither halt thou taken ought of any 
man’s hand. 5 Then he faid to them. 
The Eternal is witnefs agaibft you, and 
his anointed is witnefs this day, that ye 
have not found ought in my baud. And 
they anfwered, He is witnefs- 

6 Then Samuel faid to the people. It is 
the Eternsfl that advanced Mofesand Aa¬ 
ron, and brought your fathers up out of 
the land of Egypt; 7 Now, therefore, 
ftand ft ill, that I may reafon with you 
before the Eternal, about all the benefits 
of the Eternal, which he did to you and 
to your fathers. B When Ifrael had comp 
into Egypt, and your fathers cried unto 
the Eternal, then he fent MofeS and-Aa¬ 
ron, who brought forth your fathers out 
of Egypt, and made them dwell in this 
place. 9 But when they forgot the E- 
ternal their God, lie fold then into tho 
hand of Sifera, captain of the hoft of Ha- 
zor, and into the hand of the Philiftihes, 
and into the hand of the king of Moab ; 
and they fought againft them. 10 Then 
they, cried to the Eternal, faying, We 
have finned, becaufe we have forfaken the 
Eternal, and have ferved other gods and 
goddefles; but now deliver us out .of the 
hands of our enemies, and we will ferve 
thee, it And then the Eternal fent Je- 
rubbaal, and Bedan, and Jephthah, and 
Samuel, and delivered you out of the 
hand of your enemies on every fide, and* 
ye dwelled fafely. 

II But feeing Nahafli the king of the 
Ammonites come .againft you, yc faid to 
me, Nay, but a king fliall reign over us; 
when the ETERNAL your GOD was 
your King. 13 Now, therefore, behold 
the king whom ye have delired and cho- 
fen; behold, the Eternal hath fet a king 
over you. 14 If ye will fear the Eter¬ 
nal* and ferve him, and obey his voice, 
and not rebel ag&inft his commandment, 
then fliall both ye, and alfo the king S-at

20 Then Samuel faid to the people, 
Fear not, (though ye have dolle all this 
wickednefs, but turn no more afide froift 
following the Eternal, but ferve him with 
all your heart. 11 Turn ye not afide; 
for theu fiiould ye go after vain gods, 
which cannot profit nor deliver; as they 
are vain) : a2 For the Eternal will not 
for fake his people for his great name*s 
fake ; becaufe it hpth pleafed the Eternal 
to taake, you his people. 23 Moreover, 
as for me, God forbid that I fliould fin a- 
gainft the Eternal in ceafing to pray for 
you; but I will teach you the good and 
the right way. 24 Only feat the Eternal, 
and ferve him in truth with all your heart: 
for confider how great things he hath 
done for you. 25 But if ye ft ill do wicked¬ 
ly, ye fhall be confumed, both you and 
your king. 

XIII. The IJraelites dtftrefs. 

S AUL reigned one year without op- 
preffion v ; and when he had reigned 
two years 2 He 1 chofe three- tltUufand 
men of Ifrael, whereof t\yo thoufand 
were with him in Michmafli and in mount 
Bethel,' and a thoufand vtere with Jona¬ 
than in Gibeali of Benjamin; and the 
reft of the people he fent every man to 
his tent. 

3 Then Jonathan fmote the garrifon of 
the Philiftines that was in the bill, and 
the Philiftines heard of it. .And Saul 
blew the trumpet throughout all the 
land, faying. Let the Hebrews hear. 4 
Now all Ifrael heard that Saul had fmit- 
t$# a garrifon of the Philiftines, and that

And the people were 
called together, after Saul to Gilgal.

1 9 Now there was no fmith vleft 
throughout all the land of Ifrael; (for 
the Philistines laid, Left the Hebrews 
make them fwords or fpears) : 20 But all 
the Ifraelites went down to the Philif- 
tines, to Sharpen every man his plow 
Share, and his coulter, and his ax, and his 
mattock. 2 t Yet they had a file for the 
mattocks, and for the coulters, and for 
the forks, and for the axes, and to Sharpen 
the goads. 22 So in the day of battle 
there was neither fword nor fpear found 
in the hand of any of the people that 
were with Saul and Jonathan ; but with 
Saul and Jonathan themft-Wes. 23 And 
the garrifon of the Philistines went out 
in the paflage of Michinafti.

velin at him to fmite him ; whereby Jo¬ 
nathan knew that it was determined <?f 
his father to (lay David. ' ^ 

34 So Jonathan arofe from the table in 
fierce anger, and did eat no meat the fe¬ 
cond day of the month; for fie was griev¬ 
ed tor David; beeaufo hi^ father had a- 
lhamed him. 

33 So in the morning, Jonathan went 
out info the field at the tirng appointed 
with David, and a little lad with him. 

36 Then he faid to his lad, Run, find out 
now the arrows Which I fiioot. And, as 
the lad ran, he (hat an arrow beyond Mm- 

37 And the lad being come to the place 

of the arrow which Jonathan (hot, Jona¬ 
than cried after him, (s not the arrow be¬ 
yond thee i 38 he cried alfu, Make hafte, 
flay not. So Jonathan’s lad gathered up 
tlie arrows, a,>d came to hi* maftcr. 39 
But the lad knew not any thing; only 
Jonathan and David knew the matter. 
40 Then Jonathan gave his artillery to 
Ins lad, and faid to Uiitty Go, curry then 
to the city. * 

4 * foon ns thfc lad was £Qnr, Da¬ 
vid urofe out of a place toward the foQtb, 
and fell ou his fade to the ground, and 
bowed himlelf three times; and they 
kifT^d one another' and w, pt one with a- 
nothcr, until D ivid'exceeded. 

42 Tlieri Jonathan Did to David, Gg jn 
pvacg, the Eternal be witnofs ot what w« 
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j&e fworn botfi in the name of the Eter¬ 
nal, faying, The Eternal be between me 
and thee, and between my feed and thy 
feed fbr ever. So he arofe and departed j 
and Jonathan went into the city. 

XXI. David obtaineth hallowed bread . 
^HPHEN came Dlvid to Ahimelcch the 
■■■ priefi at Nob; and Ahimelech was 
afraid at meeting David, and faid to him. 
Why art thou alone ? a Then David faid 
to Ahimelech the priefi, The King hath 
commanded me a bufinefs, and faid to 
me. Let no jnan know any thing'of the 
biidnefs whefeabout I fend thee, and 
what I have-commanded thee ; .fo I have 
appointed my fefvants for fucji a place. 
3 Now, therefore, of what is under thine 
ijahd give me five loaves Of bread into 
mine hand; or "whatever there is prefent. 
4'But the prfcft anfwered David, There 
is Ho common bread under iriine hand; 
b r ut there is hallowed bread, if the yonng 
men have kept themfelves at leaft from 
women. ("Exod. xij. 15.) 5 Then David 
anfwered the priefi, Truly women have 
been kept from us about thefe three days, 
linf e I came out, and the veflels of the 
young men are purified, and the bread is 
in a manner; common in thisVeceflity. 
<^So the priefi gave him hallowed bread, 
fdr there was no bread there but the fa- 
cred bread, that was taken from before 
the ark of the Eternal, to put hot bread 
in, the day when it was taken away. 
7 Now one of "Saul’s ferva'fits was there 
that day, detained before the ark of the 
Eternal, and his name was Doeg, an E- 
domite, the chief of the herdmen that 
• belonged to Saul. 

8 Ard David faid alfo to Ahimelech, 

there not here under thine hand fpear 
oKfuord ? for I have neither brought my 
.fword nor my weapons with me, becaufe 
jtfie king's bufinefs required hafte. 9 Then 
Ithe priefi faid, The fword of Golhh the 
*Philifiine, whom thou fleweft in the val¬ 
ley'of ^Elah, behold, it is here wrapped in 
a cloth behind the ephod ; if thou wilt 
take that, take it, for there is no o*her 
five that here. Then David faid; There 
is none like that;; give it me, 

10 Then David arofe, and fled that day 
for fear of Saul, and went to Achiflj the 
king of Gath. ri And the fervante of 
Achifli faid to him. Is not this David the 
king of'the land ? Did they not fing one 
to another of him in dancei, faying, SAd 
hath llain his thoufands, and David his 
ten thoufands? 12 And David laid up 
thefe words in his heart, and was fore a- 
fraid* of Avhifh the kibg of Gath. 13 


And he changed his behaviour before 
them, and feigned himfelf mad in their 
hands,-and fcrabblcd on the door of the 
g^atc, And let his fpittle fall on his beard. 
14 Then faid Achifli to his fervants, Lo, 
ye fee tjife man is mad, wherefore then 
have yg brought him to me ? 15 Have I 
need or madmen, that ye have brought 
this fellow to play the madman in my 
prefence ? Shall this fellow come into my 
houfe ? 

XXII. Saul commandetb to kill the 
priejls. 

S O Dhvid departed thence, and efcap- 
ed to the cave of Adullam ; and 
when his brethren, and all his father’s 
houfe heard it, they went down thither 
to him. 2 And every one that was in 
diftrefs, and every one that was in debt, 
and .every one that was difeontented, ga¬ 
thered themfelves to him, and he became 
a captain over them ; and there were 
with him about four hundred men. 

3 And David went thence to Mizpeh 
t>f Moab, and faid to the king of Moab, 
Let my father and my mother, I pray 
thee, come and be with you, till I know 
what God will do for me. 4 So he 
brought them before the king of Moab ; 
and they ddrelt with him all the while 
that David was m the hold. 

5 Then the prophet Gad faid to David, 
Abide not in the hold; depart, and go 
into Jthe land of Judah. Then David 
departed, and came into the foreft of Ha- 
reth. 

•6 Whejl Saul heard that David was 
difcoVered. and the men that were with 
him'; (for Saul now abode in Cibeah, un¬ 
der a grove in a high place, having hia 
fpear in his hand, and all his fervants 
finnding about him :) 7 Saul then faid to 
his fervants that Hood about him, Hear 
now, ye Benjafflites, Will the fon of Jetle 
give every one of you fields and vine¬ 
yards, and make you all captains of tliou- 
fands and captains of hundreds, 8 That 
all of you have confpircd again!! me, and 
there, is none that fhewelh inc that my 
fon hath made a league with the fon of 
Jefl'e ; and there k none of you that -is 
ioriy for me, or flieweth me that my fon 
hath flirreri up my fervants again(t me, to 
He in wait, as at this day ? 

9 Then anfwered Doeg the Edomite, 
(who was fet over the fervants of Saul) 
I faw the fon of JelTe coming to Nob to 
Ahimelech the fon of Ahitub. 10 And 
lie enquired of the Lord for him, ami 
gave liim victuals, and gave him the 
fword of Goliah the Fhiliilii.c. u Then 
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the king fent to call Ahimelech the prieft, 
the ion of Ahitub, and all his father’s 
houfe, tlic priefts in Nob ; and they came 
all to the king. ix Then Saul faid, 
Hearken now tlion Ton of Ahitub. And 
he anlvvercd, Hear I am, my Lord. 13 
Then S::ul laid to h'im, Why haft thou 
ronfpired againft ine * thou an( * r -^ e ^ en 
Jo He, in that thou haft given him bread, 
and a fword, an l haft enquired of God 
for him, that he fhonld lie in wait, a* at 
this clay ? 14 Then Ahimelech anfwer- 

rd the king, Who is fo faithful among all 
thy Iervant3 as David, who is the king*? 
fon-in-Uw, and goeth at thy bidding, and 
is honourable in thine lioulc > 15 Then 

began l to enquiic of God for him ; but 
far be it from me to confpire againft thee. 
Let not the king impute any thing to his 
fervant, nor to all the houf« of my father ; 
for thy fervant knew nothing of all this 
cnnfpiracy, lefs or more. 16 But the 
king faid thou lhalt furely die, r Ahime- 
lcch, thou, and all thy fathers houfe. 

17 Then the king faid unto the guaid 
that flood abuot him, Turn, apdflay the 
priefts of the Eternal; becaufe their hand 
alfo is with David, and bcumfe they knew 
when he fted, and did not fliew it to roe, 
But the fervants of the king would not 
put forth their hand to fall upon the 
priefls of the Eternal. 18 Then the 
king faid to Doeg, Turn thou, and fall 
upon the priefts. So Doeg the Edomite 
turned, and flew on that day foutlcore &. 
five perfuns that did wear a linen ephod. 
19 And he finote Nob, the city of the 
priefts, with the fword, both men and 
women, children and fucklings, and oxen, 
and a Acs, and fheep. 

Bno one of the fons of Ahimelech 
the Ion of Ahitub, named Ahiather, e- 
ibaped, and fled after David; 21 And 
fisc wed David that Saul had (lain the E- 
ternal’s priefts. 2: I’hcn David laid’to 
Ahiatjiiir, 1 knew tlut day, as Doeg lice 
Edomite was there, that he would fnrely 
tell Saul; I have oc :nfioned the death of 
all the per foils of thy father’s houfe. 23 
Abide tlurn with me, fear not; for he that 
fee kith my life feeketh thy life ; but ,i;h 
ine tlion flult he in fate-guard. 

X\I|T. David refueth Keilah. 

HEN they told David, faying, Lo 
the Philiftines fight againft Keilah, 
and rob the th refiling doors. 2 Thcic- 
lorc David enquired of the Eternal, fay¬ 
ing. Shall I 50 Sc finite thefe Philiftines ? 
And the Ereriul faid to David, Go and 
fmte th* I'liiliftines, and fave Keilah. 
3 Then David’s men laid tp him, Behold 
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we be afraid here in Judah, how much 
more then if wq come to Keilah againft 
the armies of the Philiftines? 4 Then 
David enquired of the Eternal yet again. 
And the Eternal anfwered him, Arifc, 
go down to Keilah ; for I will deliver the 
Philiftines into thine hand. 5 $0 David 
and his men went to Keilah, and fought 
againft the Philiftines, and fmote them 
with a great (laughter, and brought away 
their cattle. So David faved the inhabi¬ 
tants of Keilah. 6 Now when Abia- 
thar the fon of Ahimelech, fled to David 
to Keilah, he came down with an ephpd 
in his hand. 

7 Now it was told Saul that David was 
come to Keilah. Then Saul faid. God 
hath delivered him into mine hand ; for 
he is fliut in, by entering into a town 
that hath gates and bars. 8 So Saul cal¬ 
led all the people together to war, to go 
down to Keilah, to btifiege David and his 
men. 

9 But David knew that Saul fecretly 
devifed mifehief againft him ; and he faid 
to Abiathar the prieft, Bring hither the 
ephod. to Then faid David, O Eternal 
God of Ifrael, thy fervant hath certainly 
heard that Saul fecketh to come to kei¬ 
lah, to deftroy the city for my fake, it 
Will the men of Keilah deliver me 
up into his hand ? Will S?ul come down, 
as thy fervant hath heard > O Eternal 
God of Ifrael, I befeech thoe, teil thy fer¬ 
vant. And the Eternal (aid, He will 
come down. 1 2 Then faid David, Will 
the men of Keilah deliver me and my 
men into th< hand of Saul ? And the E- 
ternal faid, They will deliver thee tip. 

13 Theji David and his men, being a- 
bout fix hundred, arofe and departed out 
of Keilah, and went whenever they cotfrd 
go. And it was told Saul that David 
was efcaptd /10m Keilah, and he lore- 
hare to go forth. 14 Now David abode- 
in the wildernefs in (hong holds, and re¬ 
mained in a mountain in the wildernels 
of Ziph ; and Saul fought hirft every day, 
but God delivered him not into Ins hand. 
15 Now David law that Saul W4.scc:re 
out to feck his I if*; and David was in 
the wildvrnefs of Ziph, in a wood. 16 
Then Jonathan, Saul’s fon arole,and went 
to David into the wood, and ftrengthei}- 
ed Ills hand by hope in God, 17 For he 
faid to him, Fear not; for the hand of 
Saut iny father flsall not find thee: Ami 
thou (halt be Ling over Ifiael, and £ fliall 
be next unto thee ; ami that alfo Saul my 
father knoweih. 18 So they both made 
a covenant before the Eternal. And Di- 
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ri^ libode m the wood.'but Jonathan went 
to Bis houfe. 

19 Then came up the Ziphites to Saul 
to Gibeah,'faying, Doth not David hide 
tnrafelf with U9 in ftrong holds in the 
wood, in the hill of Hachilah, which is 
on the fouth of Jefhimon! ao Now, 
therefore, Oking, come down according 
to all the defire of thy foul, and our part 
fliall be to deliver him into the king’s 
hand, ii Then Saul faid, Blefled be ye 
pf the Eternal; for ye have eompaflion 
on me. aa Go, I pray you, prepare yet, 
aqd know and fee the place where his 
haunt is, ana who hath feen him there.; 
for it is told me that he dealeth.very fub- 
tilely. 23 See, therefore, and take no¬ 
tice of alL. the lurking places where he 
hideth hirifelf, and come ye again to me 
-with the certainty, and I will go with 
you; and if he be in the land, I will 
fearch him out throughout all the thou- 
fands of Judah. 24 So they arofe, and 
went tu Ziph before Saul; but David fit 
his men were in the wildernels of MaoD, 
in the plain on the fouth of Jelhlmon. 
2<; Saul alfo and his men went to feeb 
mm. “ And they told David j wherefore 
he came down and abode in the wilder- 
nefs of Maoo: And when Saul beard 
that, he pursued after David in the wil- 
derntfs of Maon. .26 But Saul went on 
this fide of the mountain, and David and 
his men on that fide. And David made 
halle to get-away for fear of Saul; for 
Saul and Bis men compafied David and 
his men round about to take them. 

27 But there came a,meflenger to Saul, 
faying, Come fpecdiiy, for the Philillines 
have invaded the land. 28 Whrrefore 
S^jI returned from purfuiog after David, 
and went againft the Philillines; there¬ 
fore they called that place the Rock of 
Dmfions. ^ 

29 Now David went up from thence, 
and dwelt in ftrong holds at En-gedi. 
XXIV. David cut off SauCs Jkirt , and 
/pared his life . 

OW when Saul was returned from 
following the Philillines, it was told 
him, faying, David is in the wihlernefs of 
En-gcdi. a.Then Saul took three thoti- 
fand chofen men out of all Ilracl, and 
went to feck. David and his men upon 
the rocks of the wild goats. 3 Then he 
came to the Ihcep-cotcs by the way, 
where was a cave ; an* 1 , he Went in to cd- 
ver his feet; but David and his men re¬ 
mained in the Gdes of the cave. 4.Then 
David’s tpen faid to bim. Behold the day 
of which the Eternal faid to thee, I will 
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deliver thine enemy into thine hand, that 
thou mayeft do to him as it Ihall feem 
good to thee. Then David arofe, and 
cut off the Ikirt of Saul's robe privily. 

5 But afterwards David’s heart fmote 
him, becaufe he had cut ofl' Saul’s Ikirt. 

6 Then he faid to his men, The Eternal 
forbid that I fliould do this thing to my 
mailer, the Eternal's anointed, to ftretch 
forth my hand againft him, feeing he is 
the anointed of the Eternal. 7 So David 
flayed his feivants with thefe words, and 
fullered them nof to rife againft Saul. 
But Saul Tofe up out of the cave, and 
went on his way. 

S David alfo arofe afterwaid, and went 
out of the cave, and cried alter Saul, fay¬ 
ing, My lord the king. And when Saul 
looked behind him, David Hooped with 
h;s face to the earth, and bowed himfelf. 
9 Then David faid to Saul, Wherefore 
hcareft thou, men’s words, faying, Behold 
x David fteketh thy hurt ? 10 Behold, this 
day thine eyes have feen how that the 
Eternal had delivered thee to-day into 
mine hand in the cave; und fume bade 
me kill thee, but mine eye fpared thee ; 
*nd I faid, 1.will not put forth my hand 
againft my lord, for he is the Eternal’s a- 
neinted. 11 Moreover, my father, fee; 
yea, fee the ikirt of thy robe in my hand! 
for in that I cut ©ft' the Ikirt of thy robe, 
and killed thee not, know thou and fee, 
that there is neither evil nor tranfgreflkm 
in mine hand, and 1 have not finned a- 
gainft thee; yet thou hunteft after my 
life to take it. 12 The Eternal judge 
between me and thee, and the Eternal 
avenge me of thee ; but mine hand dull 
not be upon thee. 13 As faith the pro¬ 
verb of the antients, Wickednefs pro*- 
ceedeth from the wicked, but mine hand 
Ihall not be upon thee. 14 A fter whom 
is the king of Ifrael come out? After 
whom doeft thou purfuc ? Aft?r a dead 
dog, after a flea. 15 The Eternal there¬ 
fore be judge, and judge between me Sc 
thee, and fee and plead my caufe, and de¬ 
liver, me out of thine hand. 

\6 Now when David had made an er.d 
of >i;>?a!iir.g thefe words to Saul, Saul 
laid. Is this thy voice, my fon David ? fo 
SauJ lift up his voice and wept. 17 Then 
he faid to David, Thou art more righ¬ 
teous than I; Jot thou hall rewarded me 
good, whereas I have rewarded thee evil. 
18 And thou haft Ihewed this day how 
that thou haft dealt well with me; ior 
when the Eternal had delivered me into 
thine hand, thou killedft me not. 19 Fur 
if a man find his enemy, will he let him 
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£0 well away ? Wherefore' the Eternal 
reward thee good for what thou haft 
done to me this day. ao And now, be¬ 
hold T know well that thou flialt furelv 
he king, and, that the kingdom of Ifroel 
fliall be eftnbliflied in thine hand, it 
Swear now therefore to me by the Eter¬ 
nal, that thou Wilt not cut off toy feed 
after me, and that thou wilt not deflroy 
my name out of my father’s houfe. ai 
So David fware to Saul. And Saul weftt 
home : but David and his men gat them 
up to the hold. 

XXV. Samuel dietb. 

N OW Samuel died, and all tlVael af- 
fembled and lamented him, and 
buried him in hi* houfe at Knmah. Then 
David arofe, and went down to the wil- 
demefs of Paran. 2 Now there was a 
man in Maon, whofe poffeflions were in 
Carmel; and the rtan was very great, 
for he had three thoufand flieep, and a 
thouiand goats; and he was fliearing his 
Iheep in Carmel. 3 Now the name of 
the man was Nabal, and of his wife Abi¬ 
gail ; and file was a woman of a good urt- 
derHanding, and of a beautiful counte¬ 
nance ; but the man was cburlifli, and 
evil in his doing*, and he was of Caleb’s 
kindred. 

4 Now David heard in the Wildernefs 
that Nabal did rtieur his (lieep. 5 Then 
David fent out ten young men, to whom 
he faid, Go up to Carmel to Nabal, and 
greet him in my name. 6 And thus fiult 
thou lay to him that liveth in profperity, 
Peace be to thee, and peace be to thine 
houfe, and peace be to all that thou haft. 
7 Now I have heard that thou haft thear- 
ers; thy ftiepherds that were with us vve 
hurt not, neither was there ought miffing 
to them, all the while they were in Car¬ 
mel. 8 Aik thy young men, and they 
will Jhcw thee; therefore let the young 
men find favour in thine eyes 5 (for we 
conic in a good day) ; give, I pray thee, 
whatever cometh to thine hand, to thy 
lervantj, and to thy Ton David., 9 60 
when David’s men came to Carmel, they 
fpake to Nabal according to all thefe 
words in David’s naito,-, and ccafed. 

to But Nabal anfwered David’s fer- 
▼antt laying, Who is David > ami who is 
the ion of Jeffe ? There be many fer- 
vants now a-day* that break away each 
from his maker. 11 Shull I then take 
my bread and my water, end toy flt.*h 
that 1 hava killed for niy fliearers, and 
K ‘* f it to men whom I know not 
whence they he > i! So UnviU’s younc 
m ' n ^turned, and told him all thole fay. 


ing«. 13 Then Divid faid to his mtn. 
Gird on every man his fword. And they 
did fo, and David alfo girded on his 
fwdrd ; and there went up after David 
about fouf hundred men, and two hun¬ 
dred abode by the ftuff. 

14 But one of the young men told A- 
liigaiJ, Nabal’s wife, faying. Behold, Da¬ 
vid lent mtffengers out of the wildernefs 
to falute our matter, and he railed on 
them; 15 But the roeri were very good 
to us, we were nt)t hurt, neither miffed 
we any thing, as long as we were con- 
verfaht with them, when we Were in the 
fields: 16 They were a wall to us, both 
tyy night and day, all the while we were 
with them keeping tjie flieep. 17 Now, 
therefore, know and cofifider what thou 
wilt do, for evil is determined againft our 
matter, and againft all his household ; for 
he is fuch a fon of Belial, fo dad , that a 
man cannpt fpeak to him. 

15 Then Abigail made hafte, and 'took 
two hundred loiA'es, and two bottles of 
wme, and five llierp ready drelTed, and 
five mefifurei 1 of patched com, and an 
hundred cinders of faiflns, and two hun¬ 
dred cakes of figs, dnd laid them'on ai^. 
19 Then flir faid to her fervants. Go on 
before me, behold I come after you. But 
flie told not her hufbafid Nabal. 10 And 
as the rode on the afs down by th^ fide of 
the hill, behold D.ivid and his iben came 
down againd them; and the met them, 
it (Nqw David hnd faid. Surely in vain 
have I kept nil that thii fellow hath in 

‘the wildernef;, fo that nothing was imf- 
fed of all that pertained to him, for he 
hath requited me evil for good. 22 So 
and more alto do Go ftp the enemloa of 
David, if I leave of all portaining to him, 
by the mol ring light, any man.) 

23 Now When Abigail faw D.ivid, flic 
haft fly lighted off *.he afs, and fell before 
David on her face, bowing hcrfelf to the 
ground, 24 And fell at his feet, faying, 
Upcnj me, my lord, upon me let this ini¬ 
quity be ; and let thine handmaid, I pray 
thee, fpeak in thine henring, and henr 
tho words of tliinc handmaid. 15 Let 
not my lord, I pray thee, regard this man 
uf Belial, even Nabal; for as his name 
is, fo is he ; Nabal is his name, and folly 
is with him : But I thine handmaW faw 
not the young men of my Lord whom 
tliOti did lend. 26 Now, therefore, my 
lord, as the Eternal liveth, alul as thy foul 
liveth, feeing the Eternal linth with hoU 
d£n thefl from coming to filed bipod, and 
from avenging thyfelf with thine own 
hand, now let thine enemies; and they 
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tjifct fcek evil to my lord, be a* Nabal. 
27 And now this prefent which thine 
handmaid hath brought to my lord, let it 
^ven be given to the young men that fol¬ 
low ray lord. 18 I pray thee forgive 
the trefpaftof thine handmaid ; for the 
Eternal will certainly make my lord a 
fore houfe, beraufe ray lord fighteth th‘e 
battles of the Eternal, and evil hath nor 
been found in thee all thy days. *9 Yet 
a man is rifen to purfue thee, and to feck 
thy foul; but tjie foul of my lord fliall 
be bound in the* bundle of life with the 
Jgfernal thy God ; and the fouls of thine 
enemies (hall be flung out as from tjie 
middle of a fling. 30 And when the^E- 
ternal fliall have done to my lord all the 
good he hath ffioken concerning thee, St 
Jhall b^ye made thee ruler over Ifrael, 
31 That this fhall be no grief to thee, 
nor offence of heart to my lord, either 
that thou baft fljfid blood can felt Is, or 
that my lord hath avenged himielf; but 
when the F.terpaJ fliall have dealt well 
with qjy lord, then remember thine hand¬ 
maid. v i 

32 Then tyavid faid to Abigail, Blefljed 
^ the Eternal God of IfraeJ; who fent 
thee this day to meet me : 33 And blef- 
fed be thy advice, and bltflcd be thou, 
who haft kept rafe this day from coding 
to (bed blood, and from avenging rayfelf 
with mine own hand : 34 For in very 
deed, as the Eternal God of Ifrael livetti, 
.who hath kept me back from hurting 
thee, except thon hadft hafted ^pd'come 
io meet me, furely there had not been left 
to Nabal by the morning light any man. 
35 So David received of her hand-what 
fhe ha<^ brought liim, and faid to her. Go 
in peace to< thine houfe: fee, I have 
hearkened to thy voice, and haye accept¬ 
ed thy perfon. ^ 

36 Then Abigail £ame to Natal; and 
behold, he had a feaft <in bit houfe, like 
the fcafl: of a king ; and Nabal’s he^rt 
was merry within him, for he was very 
drunken; wherefore (he told him no¬ 
thing, left or more, until the morning 
light. 37 But in the morning, when 
the wine was gone out bfNabat and his 
vrife had told him thefe things, his heart 
died within him, and he bccame^as a 
ftotve. 3ft And about ten days after, the 
Eternal fmote Nabal, that he died. 

39 And when David heard that Nabal 
was dead, be faid, Elefled be.tlie Eternal 
that hath pleaded the caufe qf my^re- 
proach from the hand of Nabal, and hath 
kept his fervant from evil; , for the Eter¬

6 TW* young man 
laid, As I was by chance on mount Gil- 
boa, behold Saul leaned on his fpear, and 
lo the chariots and horfemen followed 
hard after him 7 And looking behind 
him he faw nte, and called me, 8 And 
faid to me, Who art thou ? And I^anfwer- 
ed him, 1 am an Am 2 lekjte. 9 lie faid 
to me again, Stand. I pray thee, upon 
me, and flay nir; for my coat of nwil 
hindereth me, fo that my life is yet whole 
in me, 10 So 1 flood upon him, and flew 
him, heciiufe I was lure he could not live 
after he was fallen : And I then took the 
(r iwn from his head, and the bracelet 
liom his arm, nnd have brought them 
hither to my lord, 11 Then David rent 
his cioth».*s, us likewjfe all the men that 
were with him. 12 And they mourned 
and wepr, sod failed until even, for Sayl 
nnd fur Jonathan liis fon, and for the E- 
ternal’* people, and lor the houfe of If. 
racl, becaufe they were fallen by the 
I word. 

13 Then David faid to the young man 
that told him, Whence art thou ? And he 
anfwered, l am the fon of a (Danger, an 
Amalekite. 14 Then David f.iid to him, 
How waft thou rot afraid to ft retch forth 
thine hand to deilioy the Eternal’s anoint¬ 
ed ? 15 So DiViJ called one of the 

young men, anj faid, Go near and fall 
upon him. So he finote him that he 
died. 16 Then David faid to him. Thy 
blood be upon thy head ; for thy mouth 
hath teftified againlk thee, faying, I have 
llatn the Eternal’s anointed. 


17 Then David lamented with this la¬ 
mentation over Saul and Jonathan his 
fon: 18 (Alfo he bade them teach thf 
children of Judah the ufe of the bowj; 
behold it is written in the book of Jallier, 
or apt igbt heroes. 

19 The beauty of Ifrael is flain on thy 
high places, How are the mighty fallen I 

20 Tell it not in Gath, publifh it nocin 
the ftreets of Alkelon ; left the daugh¬ 
ters of^he Philiftmes rejoice, left the 
daughters of the uncircumcifed triumph, 

21 Ye mountains of Gilboa, lpt thcre be 
no dew, neither let there be rain on you, 
nor firll fruits of fields of offerings; for 
there the fliitld of the mighty is vilely 
caft away, the fliield of Saul, as tho’ he 
had not been anointed with oil. 22 Frckrta 
the blood of the flaiighter, from the fat 
of the mighty, the bow of Jonathan 
turned not back! and the fword of $aut 
returned not empty. 23 Saul and Jona¬ 
than were lovely and ntealant in their 
lives, and in tlreir death they were not 
divided ; they were fwifter than eagles, 
they were ftronger then lions. 24 Ye 
daug!it:is of lfrad, weep over Saul, who 
clothed you in fcarict, and with other de¬ 
lights ; who put on ornaments of goid on 
your apparel. 23 How are the mighty 
fallen in the ir.idft of the battle ! O Jo¬ 
nathan, thou waft flain in tlijne high 
places. 2 6 I am diftrefled for thee, my 
brother Jonathan, very pleafant haft thou 
been to me ; thy love to me was wonder¬ 
ful, puffing the loveof women.' 27 How 
arc the mighty fallen, and the weapons 
of war periflied : 

II. David is trade king of yudah. 

A ND nfrer this, David enquired of the 
Eternal, faying. Shall I go up in¬ 
to any of the cities of Judah ? Then the 
Eternal faid to him. Go up. Then Da¬ 
vid faid, Whither fli.il! I go up? And he 
faid, To Hebron. 2 So' David went thi¬ 
ther, with his two wives alfo, Ahinoam 
the JezrceUtefs, and Abigail, Nabui's wi-, 
dmv, the Carmelite. 3 David brought 
up alfo his nien with him, every uiaLn 
with his huiifebpld, and they dwelt in 
the cities of Hebron. 4 Then the men 
oD Judah came, and they anointed David 
king there ov^r Judah. Ami they told 
David that the men of Jabcfli-Gilead bu¬ 
ried Saul, 
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' 5 Then David Centmeflen<Tcrs to them, 
•faying, Blefled be ye of tj,e Btefcnal for 
flirwing this kindnefs io your lord bill', 
and ha^e burie^him. 6 May th£ Eter¬ 
nal fli^w tnerc&hnd faithfulncfs to yaw; 
and I alfo will requit you this kindnefs. 
7 Therefore now. let your liamls .be 
ftrengthened, anti be ye vnliant; for your 
mailer Saul is dead, and. alfo the lioufe of 
Judah have anointed me king over them. 

8 But Abnci the fon or*Ner, captain 
of Saul’s hofl, brought Ifh-hoflielh, Saul’s 
fon, over to Mahanaim ; p And he Wide 
him king* over Gilead, and over the A. 
flmiitcs, and over JezrreJ, and over >£- 
.plirainv, and over Benjamin, an (Lover all 
Krr.cl. io Ifii-^ofi.icih, Saul’s fin, w..s 
forty yeari old when he began to reign 
over ifrael, and reigned two years - but 
the houfe cf Judah followed David. i j 
(And David was k*ng in Hebron over the 
lioufe cf Judah levert years and fix 
months. ^ t. 

12 Now Abner, Ner’s fon, and the fer- 
vants bf Ifli-bofheth Saul’s fun, went out 
fiom Mahanaim to Gibeon 13 And 
Jo:-.b,. Zeruiah’s fon, with David’s fer- 
vants, went cut, and met by the pool of 
Gibeon ; and fat down, the one.oh the 
one fide, and the other on the other fide 
of the pool. ,14 Then Abner faid to 
Joab, Let the young+men now arife and 
play before us. And Joab faid, Let them 
arife. 15 Then twelve of Benjamin, 
who pertained to Ifii-bofneth, Saul’s foh, 
arofe, and .twelve of David’s, fervants, 
1 6 And every one caught his antagonist 
by; the head, and thftjft his fwpid into his 
fide; fo they fell down together, where¬ 
fore that place is called the Field of 
flrongmen; it is in Gibeon. 17 Now 
the battle was very fore that day; and 
Abner, with the men of Ifrael, were 
beaten before the fervants of David. 

18 Now three Tons of Zeruiah were 
there, Joab, and Abiflrai, and Afahel; 
Afahel was as light of foot as a wild roe, 
19 Now AfaheJ purfupd -ftraight after 
Abner. 20 Then Abner looking behind 
him, faid, Art thou Afahel? And he an- 
fwered, I am. 21 Then Abner faid to 
him. Turn afide to thy right'hand or tby 
left, and lay hold on one of the young 
men, and take his armour. But Afahel 
Would not turn afide from following hiqi. 
22nBut Abner faid again to Afahel, Turn 
away from following roe; wherefore 
lliouid I finite th.ee to the ground ? How 
then fiiould I hold up my face to Joab- 
thy brother? 23 Howbeit he refufed to 
turn afide; wherefore Abner, with the 
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hinder end of the fpear, fmote him under 
ih^ fifth rib, fo that the fpear came out 
behind him ; fo he fell down apd died in 
that place ; and ns many as came to the 
place where Afahr.l fell down and died, 
ftpod ftUl. 24 Joab alfo and Abifitai pur- 
fuf f nftor Aimer; but the fun’s light de¬ 
parted when they came to the hill of 
Amnmh before Giah, by the w ay of the 
wihltrnefs of Gibeon. 

Nov/ the Benjaminites gathered 
themfclvei aOer Abner, and became one 
troop, and hood on the top of an hill. 
16 'i lien Alim real In' Joab, faying, Shall 
the fword devour for ever ? Knoxvtft 
thou not that it will be bittcftiefs in the 
latter end ? How long ihali it be then ere 
thou bid'flic people re ruin fioin follow¬ 
ing their brethren > :y Then Joab faid*. 
As Gocl liveth, mh-i's thou ha dll fpoken, 
furely from the morning the people had 
gone away every one from following his 
brother. 28 So Joab blew a trumpet, 
and all the people flood Dill, and purfued 
Ifrael no more, nor fought any more. 

29 Then Abnrr and his roe.'- walked all 
that night through rhe plain, and palled 
over J idan, and went through all Bi- 
tluon, and came to Mahacaim. 30 So 
J'lib returnru from foli.iwiiig Abner; and 
having gathered *11 the' people, there 
lacked of Da^’s fcrv. nts nineteen men 
apd Afahel. 31 But they had fmitten of 
Benjamin and of Abner’s m^r. three 
hundred and threescore, fo that they 
died. 

32 Then they took up Afahel, and bu¬ 
ried him in the fepulchre of his failier, 
in Beth-lehem. And Jor.b and his men 
went all night, and came to Hebron at 
break of day. 

III. David Jiill ni axcth Jlronger. 
OVV theie was a long war between 
the boufe of Saul and that of Da¬ 
vid ; but David waxed Aronger and 
ftronger, and Saul’s boufe weaker and 
weaker. 

2 And to David were funs born in He¬ 
bron : His firlt-born wa$ Amnon, or Ahi- 
noam the Jezi eelilefs; 3 And his feccud, 
Chileab, of Abigail, the widow of Ntbal 
the Carmelite; and the third, Abfalom 
the fon of Maacali, the daughter of Tal- 
mai, king of Geflmr ; 4 And the fourth, 
Adonijah the Ton of Haggith ; and the 
fifth, bhephatiah the fon of Abital; 5 
And the fixth* Ithream, by Eglab, Da¬ 
vid’s wife. 

6 Now while the war was between 
Saul's lioufe and David’s, Abner made 
hiuifelf Along for the houie of Saul. 
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Chap. III. 

7 Saul had a concubine named Rizpah, 
the daughter of Aiali And Iflibo-heth 
laid to Aimer, Wherefore haft thou gone 
in to my father's concubine ? 8 Then Ab¬ 
ner was very wroth for the word? of Ifli- 
Mhttb, and faid, Am I a do^*, head, 
who againft Judah Ihcvv hindnels thu 
day to Lhe houle of Saul thy father, to 
his brethren, and to Jus friend*, and have 
nut delivered thee into the hand of David, 
that thou charged me ro-d.iy with a fault 
concerning this woman ? 9 Go l do fy to 
Abner, and more alio, if I do not to Da¬ 
vid as the Eternal hath fworn to him ; 
10 To tranflate the kingdom from Saul’s 
liuufc, and to let un the throne of David 
jver I fuel and over Judah, from Dan 
even to Beer-lhrba. 11 And he coyld 
not anfwer Abner a wind again, becaule 
he feared him. 

iz Then Abner fent meflengers to Da¬ 
vid, on his behalf, faying, Whofc is the 
land ? Make thy league with me, and 
behold my hand ftia'I be with thee, to 
bring about all I fuel to thee.. 

13 Then he laid, Well, I will make a 
league with thee; but one thing I re¬ 
quire cf thee, that is, Thou /halt not fee 
my face, except thou Gift bring Michal, 
Saul's daughter, whei, thou comeft to fee 
iny face. 14 Then David fent mefl'eri- 
ger* to Ifli-bolheth, Saules foil, faying, 
Deliver me my wife Mich?.l, whom I e- 
fpoulcd for an hundied ol the Thililtincs. 
15 Then Iih-hoflie<h feat, and took, her 
from her hulbarld Phalticl the fon of 
Laisli. 16 And her liu/band went along 
with her, weeping behind her to B.ihif- 
rim. Then laid Abner to him, Go, re¬ 
turn. S<* he retained. 

17 l hen Abner had communication 
with the ciders of Ifracl, faying, Yc 
fuughi for D«tvid in times paft 10 be king 
over you ; 1$ Now then do it, for the E- 
tefrftl hath I'pjkrn of David, faying By 
the hand of my fervant D.iviil I will lave 
my people I iael from the hand of the 
Phi I i ftincs, and from all their enemies. 
19 Abner alio fpake in the hearing cf 
lknj.nnin ; ami hf went alfo to lpci.it in 
the cars of If ;vid in -Hebron ;t!l that 
fee mod good to lfrad, and to the whole 
houl'i- of Benjamin. 40 So Amur came 
to David at Hebron with twenty men; 
then David made Abner and his men a 
kail, ii riK.i Abner laid to David, 1 
will go and gather nil IfoH to my kid 
the king, to make a league with thee gz, 
that thou mavdt rci*n over *!i that 
tlune h- art defireth. ."o David ftmt Ab- 
twr away null he went in pence. 
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zz Now hr hold Joab came, with lhe 
fervant* of David, from purfuing a troop, 
and brought in a great fpoil with them; 
(but Abner was not with David in He¬ 
bron, for he had lent him away in peace.) 
zj Now Joab and all his hoft being come, 
it wits toHl him rhat Abner the fon of 
Ner came to the king, apd he fent him 
away in peace. 24 Then Joab came to 
the king, and laid, What hall thou done? 
behold Abner came lo thee; why haft 
thou fent him away ? 15 Thou k no we It 
Abne/ the fon of Ner came to deceive 
thee, and to know thy going out and thy 
coming in t and all that thou doeft. *6 
So'when Joab was come out from David, 
he lent meflengers after Abner, who 
hrought him again from the well of Si- 
rah; hut David knew it not. 27 And 
when Abner was returned to Hebron, 
Joab took him afide in the gate to fpeak 
with him quietly, and fmote him there 
under the filch rib, that he died, for the 
blood of Afalud, Joab’s brother. 

zS But afterward, when David he?nl 
it, lie faid, I and my kingdom are guillt- 
lels before the Eternal for ever from the 
blood of Abner thz fon of Ner: 29 Let 
it fall on the head of Joab, and on all his 
father's huufe ; and there shall not fail 
from the houfc of Job one that hath an 
■ flue, or that is a leper, or that leaoeth on 
a fta/T, or that falletli on the fword, or 
that lacketh bread. 30 So Joab and A- 
Inahui his brother flew Abner, becaufe he 
had /lain their brother A fatal at Gibcoii 
in the battle. 

31 Then David faid to Joab, and to all 
the people with him. Rend yuur clothes, 
apd gird you with lack-cloth, and mourn 
before Abner. At^ king David hhnfelf 
fnlowed the bier. ' 32 Now they buried 
Abner in Hebron, and the kin® wept a- 
loud at the grave of Abner; and all the 
people wept.. 33 The king lamented o- 
ver Abner, and fvd, Died Abntr as a 
fool dieth ? 34 Thy hands were not 
bound, nor thy foet put into fetters ; as a. 
man falleth before wicked men, lb felleJt 
thou. And alftbe people wept again o- 
v i him. 35 And wh n all the people 
came* to caufe David eat while"’!! was ycr 
day, David ftvare. faying, So do God to 
me, and mo e a I lb, if * raltc bread, or 
ought elfe, till thcAun’s light deport. 36 
.'.nd ail the pcop? V\ok notice of it, and 
it-pDafcd them ; A.s w hatever the king 
did plea fad all the people. 37 For ail 
the people, and all il’raul, underftood that 
day that it was not of the king 10 flay 
Abntjt the fon of Ner. 38 Then the 
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king raid to his ferVanis, KnSW ye ftot 
that there is a piiirice arid a treat man 
falfetr this day in 19 And I am’ 

this day weak, fhddgh anointed king; 
and thefe nien the Tom of Zteruiah be too 
hard for me: "the Eternal fliall regard 
the doer of evil according to his wicked- 
riel's. 

IV. JJl-btJhhb Jldih. 

TCt O'Vtf when Saul’s fon HVafd that Ab- 
JdJM ner was dead ift Hebrdn, his hands 
were feeble, and all the Israelites Were 
tiiKibled. 3 Now Saul’s f6n had two 
iron, captains of bands, the one named 
Brian ah riM the otheV Rechab, the fobs 
6f Rimmori a Beefothite. Benjamirii^, 
for Betroth alio was reckoned to Benja¬ 
min. 3 (Now the Beefothites fled ,to 
Gittaini, and fojourried there until this 
day.) 4 Now Jonathan, Saul’s fon, had 
a fon lame in his feet, 5 He was five 
years old when the tidings came of Saul 
'arid Jonathan flojA Jeareel, and his nurfe 
took him up, and fled} and as file madiS 
halte to flee, lie fell, arid became lame; 
and his name ^as Mephibolheth. * Now 
the Gms of Rimnion the Bedrothhfe, fce- 
chab and Baanah, went, and came-about 
the heat of the da^ to Ifh-boflieth’s hottfe, 
who lay on a bed a» noon. 6 And they 
cairie eVen into thetriidfi *of the houfe, 
as though they Would .have fetched 
fehl&t; and they fmote hinV under the 
fifth rib, and efcaped. 7 For when they 
came into the houfe, he lay on his bed in 
bis bed-chamber, arid they fmote him, 
,and ( flew him, and beheaded him, and 
took his head, and gat them away through 
the plain all night, 8 And they brought 
Jiis head to David, and faid to the king, 
Behold the head 0$ Mi-boGieth, Saul's 
fon, thine enemy,'Who fonght thy life; 
the Eternal hath avenged my lord the 
king this day of Saul and of his feed. 

9 But David -anfwered Rechab and 
Baanah his brothef, the foils of Rimmon 
the Beerothite, As the Eternal liveth, 
who hath redeemod my foul out of ail 
adverfit/, 6 When one told me, faying, 
Behold Saul' is dead, (thinking to have 
brought good tidings); l took held of him, 
and- flew him in Ziklag, which was the 
reward I gave him for his tiding*; ri 
How much more, when wicked men have 
flain a righteous pevfon in his own houfe 
upon bis bed ? Shall 1 rot therefore now 
require his blood of your hand, arid take 
you away from the earth. 12 So David 
commanded his young men, and they flew 
them, and cut off their haods and their 
, feet, and banged them up over the pool 


in Jfftibrbn : flat tliey took the head of 
Ifji-bdflieth, and buried it irt the fepul- 
chre of Abner in Hebron. 

V. the tribes make David their 
< . king . 

, r I ’HEN edrite all the,tribes of Ifrael 

X to David at Hcbiou, and fpake, fay¬ 
ing. Behold, rife are thy bone amd thy 
fle(h’ . a Alfo in .time pail, when Saul 
Was king over us, thou Icddtft out and 
brpughteft in Ifrael; and the Eternal faid 
to thee, ThoU (halt feed my people Ifrael, 
and be a captain ovor Ifrael. 3 So all the 
elders of Ifrael came to the king at H«- 
broil; and kin£ David made a league 
with thdm in Hebroi\ before the Eter¬ 
nal ; and they anointed David king over 
Ifrael. 

4 David was thirty years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned fort) 
years. 3 In Hebron he reigned over Ju¬ 
dah feven years and fix months; and in 
Jcrufalem We reigried thirty and three 
years over all Ifrael and Jridali. 

6 The* the king and his men went to 
Jerusalem to the Jebufites, the inhabi¬ 
tants of the land ; Who fpake to David, 
faying, Except thou take away the blind 
and the lame thou fliilt not-come in hi. 
thef; for evfinjJiey will hinder thee, fay¬ 
ing, David* flilR not come in hither. 7 
But David took the ftrong hold of Zion : 
which is the city of David. 

8 And David faid that day, Whoever 
getteth up to the gutter, and fmiteth 
the Jebufites, and the lame, and the blind, 
that are hated of David’s foul, he fliall be 
chief captain. As they faid, Becaufe of 
the blind and the lame, he fliall not come 
into the houfe. 9 So David dwelt in the 
fort, and called it, The city of David : fit. 
he built round about, from Millo and in¬ 
ward. - 10 Thus David went on, and grew 
great: for the Eternal God of hofts was 
with him. 

it Now Hiram king of Tyre fent irief- 
fengeis to David, and cedar-trecs, and 
carpenters, and roafons; and they built 
David an houfe. 12 Now David per¬ 
ceived that the Eternal had eltabliflied 
him king ever Ifrael, fit exalted his king¬ 
dom for his people Tfrael’s fake. 

13 Then David took more concubine* 
and wives out of Jenjfiilem, aftei he was 
come from Hebron; and there was yet 
fons and daughters born to David. 14 And 
thefe are the names of tliofe that were 
born to him in Jerufalem ; -Shammuab, 
and Shubab, and! Nathan, and Solomon, 
13 Ibhsr alio, and Elifhua, and Nepheg,- 
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and J.iphia, 16 And Elifliami, and Eli- 
t»d:i, and Eliplialet. * 

17 But whm the Philiftines heard thnt 
they had anointed David king oyer Ifrael, 
they came all to fcck David; and David 
It "<ird it, and went down to the ho\d. 18 
The Pnililtines alfo came andfpread them- 
folve* iu the valhy of Rcphafm. 

it) And D ivid enquired of the Eter¬ 
nal) laying. Shall I go up to the Philif- 
tincs' will thou deliver them into mine 
hand? And the Eternal faid to David, 
Co up ; for I will doubtlefs deliver the 
I'nili(lines into thine hand. 

20 So David came to Banl-perazim, Be 

fmnte them there, and faid, The Eternal 
bath broken forth upon mine enemies be¬ 
fore me, as the breach of waters. There¬ 
fore he called the name of that place, 
The plain of breaches. 21 There they 
left their images, artd David with his 
men burnt them. < 

21 The Philiftines came up yet again, 
and Ipread themfalves in the valley of 
Rcphaim. 13 And when David enquired 
of the Eternal, he lard, Thou llult not go 
up ; but fetch a com pa fs behind them, St 
come upon them over againft the mul¬ 
berry-trees. 14 And when rhou heareil 
the found of a going in the tops of the 
mulberry-trees, then thou (halt beftir thy- 
folf; for then fliuiI rhe Eternal go before 
thee, to fmite the hoft of the Philiflines. 
25 So David did as the Eternal com¬ 
manded him ; and fniote the Philiflines 
from Geba to Gazer. 

VI. David bringeth up the ark. 

A GAIN, David gathered all tire cho. 

fen men of Ifrael, thirty tlioufand. 
2 Then he arofe, and went with all the 
people that were with him from BaaUh 
of Judah,'to bring up from thence the 
ark ol God, at which the name, even the 
name ol the Eternal God of hods, was 
called upmi, that dwelleth between the 
chcrubuns. 3 Then they fet the ark of 
God upon a new cart, and brought it out 
of the houfe of AUinadab in Gibeah; and 
Ihzah and Ahio, the funs of Abinadab, 
drave the new cart. 4 So they' accom¬ 
panied the ark of God ; and Ahio went 
before the ark. 5 Then David, and all 
the Ifraelites, played before the ark of 
the Eternal on all manner of inftruments 
made of fir-wood, even on harps, and on 
plalterics, and on timbrels, and on cornets, 
and on cymbals. 

6 Now. when they came to Nachon’s 
thrcfli ng.floor, Uzzah put forth his hand 
to chcftrk of God, and took hold of it; 
lor the oxen fliook it. 7 But the anger 
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of the Eternal was kindled againft Uzzah, 
and God fmote him Tor his rafiinefs; and 
there he died by the ark of God. S 
Then David was difpleafed, becaufe the 
Eternal made a breach upon Uzzah ; and 
he called the uame pf the place The breach 
of Uzzkh to this day. 9 Then David was 
afraid of the Eternal that day, and faid, 
How fliall the ark of the Eternal come to 
me ? 10 So David would not remove 

the ark of the Eternal to himfclf into the 
city of David; but he carried it afiJe in¬ 
to the houfe of Obed-edum the Gittite. 
11 And the ark of the Eternal continued 
in the houfe of Obed-edom the Gittite 
three months; and the Eternal Wetted 
Obed-edom, and all his household. 

;>t Then it was told king David, fay¬ 
ing, The Eternal hath Welled the" houfe 
of Obed-edom, and all that pertaineth to 
him, becaufe of the ark of God. So Da¬ 
vid went and brought the" ark of God 
from the houfe of Obed-edom into the 
city of David with gladnefs. 13 Now, 
when they that bare the ark of the Eter¬ 
nal had gone fix paces, lie facrificed oxen 
and failings. * 14 Then David danced bed 
fore the ark ef the Eterpal with all his 
might; and David was girded with a 
linen ephod. 15 So Dkvid and ^11 the 
Ifraelites brought the ark of the Eternal 
with lliouting, and the found of the trum¬ 
pet. 16 But as the ark of the; Eternal 
came into the city of David, 'fi Michal, 
Saul’s daughter, looked through a win- 1 
dow, 6c. faw king David leaping and 
dancing before the ark of the Eternal; 
and flie defpifed him iu her heart. 

17 Then they brought in the ark of the 
Eternal, and fet it in its place, iu the 
midst of the tabernacle that David had 
pitched for it: and David offered burnt- 
offerings and peace-oftenngs before the 
Eternal. 

18 And when David finidied offering 
burnt-offerings and peace-offerings he 
blefled the people in the name of the E- 
ternal God of hofts. 

19 And lie dealt to every one/ th* 
whole:multitude of Ifrael, as well to the 
women as men, a cake of bread, and sl 
good piece of flcfli, and a flagon of wine*. 
So all the people departed, every one ttt 
his houfe. 

20 [Then David returned lo blefs Us 
houfehold.

OW, when the king fat in his houfe, 
and the Eternal had girt n him reft 
round about from ail his enemies, 2 He 
'fold to Nathan the prophet, See now, I 
dwell in an houfe of cedar, but the ark of 
God dwelleth in a tent within curtains. 
3 Then Nathan fa id to him. Go, do all 
that is in thine heart; for the Eternal is 
wi(h thee. 

4 But that night, the word of the E- 
ternal came to Nathan, faying, 5 Go 
add tell my fervant David, Thus laith 
the Eternal. Shalt thou build an houfe for 
me to dwell in ? 6 Whereas I dwelt hot 

in any houfe, fince the time I brought the 
Ifraelites out of Egypt, eveo to this day, 
but walked in a rent and ina tabernacle, 
7 In all the places wherein I walked 
with alU lfrael, fpake I a. word with 
any jdf'tlfir tribes of Ifrael, whom I com¬ 
manded to feed my people Tfrael, faying, 
Why" build ye me not an houfe of cedar ? 
fi Now, therefore, thou flialc fay to my 
fervant David, Thus ftiitlj the Eternal 
God of hofts, I took thee from thefeeep- 
cot, from following the feeep, to be rul¬ 
er over my people Ifrael. 9 And I was 
tvith thee wherever thou wenteft, and 
cut off all thine enemies from thy 
fight, and made thee a great name, like 
the name of the great men in th? earth. 
16 (Moreover, I appoint a place for my 
people Ifrael, and plant them, that they 
may dwell in a place of their own, and 
Hove^no more ; nqr fliall the children of 
jvickednefs affli<£h them any more, as for¬ 
merly. 11 And fince the time I com¬ 
manded judges to be over my people If¬ 
rael, and caufed thee to reft from all 
thine enemies.) The Eternal telleth thee 
fclfo, that he will make thee an boufe. 

12 And when thy days are fulfilled, 
that thou ftialt fleep with thy fathers, I 
wiU fet up thy fon after thee, and eftab-, 
life his kingdom. 13 He (hall build an

16 But 
thine houfe thy kingdom fliall be e- 
ftablifeed for ever : thy throne fliall be 
Cftablifeed for ever, fpiritvnlly in the 
MeJJiuh. 17 According to all thefe words, 
and according tp all this vifiun, Nathan 
fpake to David. 

18 Then went king David in, and fat 
before the ark of the Eternal, and fa id, 
Who am I, O Sternal Cod > and what is 
my houfe, that thou haft brought Alt hi¬ 
therto? 19 And as if this was yet a 
fmall thing in thy fight; O Eternal Cod'; 
.but thou haft fpoken atfoof thy ferva«t r si 
houfe for a great while to come and is 
this thy manner with man, O Eternal 
God ? 20 And what can David fay more 
to thee? for thou. Eternal God, knoweft 
thy fervant. • 21 For thy ward's fake, 
and according~to thine own heart, halt 
thou done all theft* great things, to make 
thy fervant knpw them. 22 Therefore 
thou art great, O Eternal God ; for there 
:s none like thee, rteither is there any god 
befidesthee, according to all that we have 
heard with our eari. 23 And what one 
nation in the earth is like thy people If¬ 
rael, whom God went to redeem for a 
people to himfelft and to make him a 
name, and do for them great things, and 
teirible, for thy land, before thy people, 
which thou redeemedft to thee from E- 
gypt, from the Heathens and their gods ? 
24 For tbou haft confirmed to tliyfelfthy 
people Ifrael to be a people to tl^ee for 
ever: and thou, Eternal, art become their 
God. 25 And now, O Eternal; God, the 
word that thou haft fpoken concerning 
thy fervant, and concerning his houfe, e- 
ftablife it for ever, and do as thou baft 
faid. 2 6 And let thy nam* be magnified 
for ever, faying, Tr.e Eternal God of 
hofts is the God of Ifrael: and let the 
houfe of thy fervant David be eftabliflied 
before thee. 27 For tfiou, O Eternal 
God of hofts, God of Ifrael, haft revealed 
to thy fervant, faying, I will give thee 
pofterity ; therefore hath thy fervant 
fbufid in his heart to pray this prayer to 
thee.

A VfKit this, David fmote the Philif- 
tines, and fubdued them; and took 
Mctheij-ammiih from them. » He ftnote 
alio Math, and meafured them with a 
line, caning them even with the ground; 
with two lines meafured he to put to death, 
and with one full line to keep alive: fo 
the Moabites became David's fervants, fit 
brought gifts. i 

3 David l,mote r.lfo HadaJezer, the fon 
of kehob.klng of Zobah, as he went to 
irruver his border at the river Euphrates. 
4 And D^vid took from him a thoufand 
chariots, and Iven hundred horfemen, fit 
twenty thouland loutmen : and David 
houghed ail the chariot-hoi ft 9, but an 
hundred, to unfit them for war. 

5 And when the Syrians of Danaafcus 
rame to f.iccour Hudadezer king of Zobah, 
David rtew of them twenty-two thoufand 
men. 6 Then David put garrifons ip Sy- 
lia of Dam^fcus; and the Syrians became 
fervants to David, and brought gifts. And 
the Eternal preferved David whereVer he 
went. 7 David took the golden Ihi.l.ij 
that were on Hadadezrr's fervants, and 
brought them to Jcrufalem. 8 Fiom 
Betah, and Berolhai, cities of Hadadezer, 
king D i vid took exceeding much brafs. 

9 When Toi king of Hamath heard 
that David had fmitten all the huffs of 
Hadadezer, to He fent Joram bis fon 
to king David, to falute him, and blefs 
hull, becaufc he hail lb Light againfi Ha- 
dndezer, and fmitten him : ( foi Hadade- 
7 . r had wars with Toi :) and Jo- 
ram had brought with him ve fills of 
lilver, and* gold, and brafs; 11 Which 
alfo king David dedicated to the Eternal, 
with ihe lilver and gold hs had dedicated 
of all nation-, which he fubdued ; 12 Of 

Syria, «nd of Moab, and of the Amonites, 
ai.d ol thr Philifiines, and of Amalek, and 
and (if the fpoil of Hadadezer, fun of Ite- 
hob, king of Zobah. 1 ^ So David gat 
him a name when he returned from fruit¬ 
ing the Syrians in the valley of Salt, be¬ 
ing eighteen thoufand men. 

i 1 Then lie put garrifons through all 
Edmi; and they became David's*fervants. 
>VnJ the Eternal prelcrvcd David wher¬ 
ever lie vy.nt. 15 Auu David reigned 0- 
ycr all Iliad, and executed judgment and 
jultice to all Ins peop’e.

18 And Benaiah the fon of Jehoiada was 
over both the Cherethites and the Pe- 
letfaites; and David's Tons we?<r princes. 
IX. David fendetb for Mephibofoeth. 

N OW David faid, Is there yet any left 
of Saul’s family, that I may fliew* 
him kindnefs for Jonathan’s fake ? 2 Now 
theie was of Saul’s houfe a fervant, nam¬ 
ed Ziba ; and, being called’to David, the 
king faid to him, Art thou Ziba? Then 
he faid, Thy fervant is he. 3 Then the 
king faid, Is there ytt any of Saul's houfe, 
that I may fliew the kindnefs of God to 
him ? And Ziba faid to the king, Jona¬ 
than hath yet a fon, who is lame in his 
feet. 4 Theu the king faid, Where is he ? 
And Ziba faid, Behold, he is inThe houfe 
of Machir, the fon of Amtniel, in Xo-de- 
bar. 

5 Then king David fent, and fetched 
him from the houfe of Machir, the fan of 
4 mmiel, from Lo-debar. 6 Now, when 
Mcpliibgfheth the ton of Jonathan, the fon 
of Saul, came to David, he fell on his face, 
doing homage. Then David laid, Mephi- 
boilicth 1 And he anfwered, Behold thy 
fervant. 

7 Then David faid to lnm, Fear not; 
for I u ill (urely the W thee kindnefs for Jo¬ 
nathan thy father's fake, and will reftore 
thee all the land ol Saul thy father; ind 
thou rtialt eat at my table continually. : 9 
Then he bowed himfelf, and faid, What 
is thy fervant; that thou fhotildeft look 
on fuch a dead dog as I am ? 

9 Then the king called Zibah, Saul’s 
fervant, and faid to him, I have given to 
thy matter's fon all that pertaincth to Saul, 
and to all his houfe. 10 Therefore, thou 
and thy funs, and thy fervants, (hall till 
the land for him, and thou Ihalt bring in 
the fruits, that thy mafter’9 fon may have 
food to eat ; but Mephibnlhcth tlry no af¬ 
ter *s fon fiiall eat bread alway at my ta¬ 
ble. Now Ziba had fifteen Tons and twen¬ 
ty fervants. 

11 Theft Ziba faid to the king. Ac¬ 
cording to all that my46rd the king 
commanded his fervant, fo Thall thy fer¬ 
vant do* As for MephibofTieih. laid the 
king, he fhall eat at 111 y table,' as one of 
the king’s fons. 

12 Now Mephibolbetli had a young 
fon, w'hofe name was Mivah; and all that 
dwelt in the houfe Of Ziba were fcrvkrtts 
to Mephibofheth. 13 bo Mcphibcfneth 
dwelt in Jcrufalem ; Wr he at? continual¬ 
ly at the Xing's table-;- and Was i&mt ia 
both his feet. 
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X- The Ammonites are tivereome, 
FTER this, the king of the Ammon¬ 
ites died, and Hq^nln his fon reign¬ 
ed in his ftead. 2 Then faid David, I 
will fhew kindnefs to Hamm the fon of 
Nitliafli. as his father (hewed kindneTs to 
me. So David fent by his fervants, to 
coni fort him for his father. So David’s 
fervant came into the laud of the Am¬ 
monites. 

3 Now the princes of the Ammonites 
faid to Hanan tljtir lord* Thinkefl thou 
David doth honour thy father, that he 
hath fent comforters to thee 3 Hath not 
David rather fent his fervants to thee, to 
fcarch the city, and fpy it out, .and over¬ 
throw it ? 4 Therefore Hdnun took Da¬ 
vid's fervants, and fliaved dff the one half 
of their beard, and cut off their garments 
in the middle, even to their buttocks, and 
fent them away: 

5 When they, told \t to David, he fent 


turned from the Ammonites, and came to 
Jerufalem. 

Now the Syrians, feeing they were 
fmitten before Ifrael, aflembled. 16 And 
Hadartfzerfent to bring the Syrians that 
were beyond the reiver, and to Ilclam; 
and Shobftch the captain df the hoft of 
Hadarezer went before them, in David 
being now told, lie gathered all Ifrael, 
and palled over Jordan, to Helam; and 
the Syrians fet thenifelves in array againft 
David, and fonght with him. 1S But ihe 
Syrians fled before Ifrael; and David 
flew the men of feven hundred chariots of 
the Syrians, and forty thoufand horfemcn, 
and fmote Shobach the captain of their 
hoft, who died there. 19 So all the kings 
that were fervants to Haflarezcr, feting 
they were fmitten before Ifrael, made 
peace with Ifrael, and ferved them— 
So the Syrians feared to help the Am¬ 
monites any more, v 


tq meet them, becaufe the men were 
greatly afliamed ; artd the king faid. Tar¬ 
ry at Jericho, till your beards be grown,, 
and then fet urn. , 

jf6 Now when the Ammonites faw that 
they flank Wore David, they fetit and 
hired the Syrians of Beth-rehob, and the 
Syrians of Zoba, twenty thoufand foot¬ 
men, & 0 Eking Maacah a thoufand men, 
and of JUh-tob twelve thoufaiftd men. 7 
Now David hearing.of it Cent Joab, and 
all the hoft of the mighty inert. 

> S So the Ammonites came out, and 
put the battle in array at the entering in 
of the gate ; .and the Syrian’s of Zoba, fit 
of Rehob, and Ilh-tob, and Maacah, were 
by thcmfelves in the field. 

9 When Joab faw that the front of the 
battle was againfthim befote and behind, 
he chofe fome of all the choice men of lf- 
rael, and put them in array against the 
Syrians. 10 But the rest of the people 
he delivered into the hand of Abilhai his 
brother, that he might put them in array 
against the Ammonites. 11 Then he faid, 
If the Syrians be too strong for me, thou 
fhalt help me ; but if the Ayimonifes be 
■jtoo strong for theg, then I will come and 
"help thee. i2'Beofgood courage, and 
let us play the men for our people, and for 
the cities of our God : and tile Eternal 
will do what feemeth to him good. 

13 So Joab, and the people tliat were 
with him, drew nigh to tire battle againft 
the Syrians ; and they fled before him. 
14 Now the Ammonites feeing that the 
Syrians fled, they fled alfo before Abilhai, 
and entered into the city ; fo Joab- re- 


XI. J*(ib hefiegeth Rabbah. 

N OW, at the return of the year, the 
time when kings go forth to battle, 
David fent Joab, and his fervants with 
him, and all Ifrael; and they deftroyed 
the Ammonites, and befieged Rabbah: 
but David tarried ftill at Jerufalem. 

2 [And, in an evening tide, David arofe 
from pff his bed, and walked on the roof 
of his houfe; and from thence faw a wo¬ 
man walking herfelf, who was very beau¬ 
tiful. 3 Then Dfivid fent and enquired 
after her : Sc one faid. This is Bath-lheba, 
the daughter of Eliam, the wife of Uriah, 
the Hittite. 4 Then David fent mcffim- 
gers, who brought her to him ; and he pol¬ 
luted her; and when Ike had purified her- 
felf, she returned to her houfe. 3 Then 
the woman conceived, and lent and told 
David, faying, I am pregnant, 

6 Then David fent to Joab, faying, 
Send me Uriah the Hittite. So Joab lint 
Uriah to David. 7 And when Uriah 
came to him, David enquired of him how 
Joab did, and how the people did, and 
how the war profpered. 8 Then David 
faid to Uriah, Go down to thy houfe, and 
wafli thy feet. So Uriah departed from 
the king’s houfe, and there followed him 
a mefs i rf meat from the king. 9 But 
Uriah flept at the door of the king’s houfe 
with all the fervants of his lord, 6c went 
not to his houfe/ 10 Audit being told 
David, he faid to Uriah, Cameft thou not 
from thy jouiney ? why then didft thou 
not go fo thine houfe > n Then Uriah 
faid to David, The ark, and Ifrael, and 
Judah, abide in tents; and my lord Joab, 
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and the fervants of my lord, are encamp¬ 
ed in the open lie Ids; ihall I then go into 
mine houfe to eat and to drink, and to b« 
'with my wife ? As thou liveft, and as thy 
foul liveth, I will not do fo. 12 Then 
David faid to Uriah, Tarry here to-day 
filfo, and ro-mnrrcw I will let thee de¬ 
part. So Uriah abode in Jerusalem that 
day and the morrow. 13 And David 
having called him, he ate and drank be¬ 
fore him ; and he made him drunk ; and 
at even he went out to lie on his bed with 
the fervants of bis lord, but went not to 
his houfe. . 

14 And in the morning, David wrote 
a letter to Joab, and Cent it by Uriah. 15 
Now he wrote in the letter thus ; Set ye 
Uriah in the forefront of the hot tell bat¬ 
tle, and retire ye from him, that he may 
be fmitten, and die. 

16 So when Joab obferved the city, 
he alfigned to Uriah a place where he 
knew that valiant men were. 17 Then 
the men of the city went out, and fought 
with Joab: and there fell fume of the 
liefvants of David ; and Uriah the Hittite 
died atfo. 

1 3 Then Joah lent and told David all 
things concerning the war; 19 And 
charged the melfengtr, faying. When 
thou haft made an end of telling the 
matters of the war to the king. 10 And 
if the king’s wrath arife, and he fay to 
thee, Wherefore approached ye fo nigh 
to the city when ye fought > Knew ye 
not that they would flioot from the wail? 
at Who fmote Abiaielcch the fon of Jc- 
rubbeflieth ? Did not a woman cait a 
piece of a mill-ft .ne upon him from the 
wall that he died in Thcbrz > Why went 
ye nigh the wall? then lay thou. Thy 
fei v;int Uriah the Hittite is dead atfo. 

22 So the meflenger went, and lliewed 
David all that Joab had fent him to do. 

2 3 ^ en the meftenger faid to David, 
VeI # the men prevailed agaiiift us, and 
came out to us into the field, and we 
were with them even to the entering in cf 
the gate. 24 And the (hooters (hot from 
ofl th« wall upon thy fervants, and fome 
of the k.ngs fcivants arc dead, and thy 
fervant Uiiah the Hittite is dead allb. 
25 Then David faid tn the nieflenger, 
lJius flialt thou fay to Joab, Let not this 
ihL thing difpleafe ihce, for the fword 
devoured! one ns Well as another ; mako 
thy battle more (trong againft the city, 
and overthiow it : 1'hus encourage thou 
li m, 

26 Now when Uiiah’s wife heard that 
her hufbatul was dead, !he mourned fur 
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him: 27 But when the mourning wa» 
pall, David fent for her to his houfe, and 
fhe became his wife, and bare him a fon; 
but the thing that David had done dif- 
pleafed the Eternal. 

XII. Nathan's parable to David* 
HEN the Eternal lent Nathan to Da¬ 
vid, who faid to him. There were 
two men in one city; the one rich and 
the other poor. 2 And the rich man had 
exceeding many flocks and herds ; 3 But 
the poor man had nothing fave one littlo 
eWe lamb, which,he bought and nouriib- 
ed ; it grew up together with him and 
with his children ; it ate of his own 
meat, and drank of his own cup, and lay 
in his bofom, and was to him as a daugh¬ 
ter. 4 And there came a traveller to the 
rich man; but he fpared to take of his 
own flock, or his own herd, to drefs for 
the ftranger that came to him ; but took 
the poor man’s lamb, and drclfed it for 
him. 

5 Then David’s anger was ‘greatly 
kindled againft the man ; and he faid to 
Nathao, As the Eternal liveth, the raau 
that did this fliall furcly die; 6 But he 
(hall reftore tfle lamb foui-fold, becaufe 
he did this, and becaufe he Ihewed no 

pity- 

7 Then Nathan faid to David, Thou 
art the man. Thus faith the Eternal 
Cod of Ifrael, I anointed thee king bver 
Ifratl, and I delivered thee dut of the 
hand of Saul, 8 And I gave thee thy 
mafter’s houfe, and his wives into thy bo- 
lom, and gave thee the dominion of If¬ 
rael and of Judah ; and if that had been 
too little, I would moreover have srivea 
thee fuch and fuch things. 9 Wherefore 
haft thou elefpifed the Eternal's com¬ 
mand, to rlo evil in his fight ? Thou haft 
killed Uriah the Hittite with the fword, 
and taken his wife to he thy wife, having 
flaih him with the fwbrd of the Ammo- 
nites. 10 No w, therefore, the fword fliall 
never depart from thine houfe, becaufe 
ihou. haft dtlpifcd me, and haft taken U- 
riaii the IIictittN wife to be thy wife. 
[11 Thus f.iith tiic Eternal, Behold I will 
lufl'er evil tu rile againll thee out of thjpe 
own houfe, and I will fnffer thy wives'to 
be taken before thine ^yes by thy neigh¬ 
bour, and he fliall pollute them ilk the 
li^ht pt the fuo. 12 For thoudidft it fe¬ 
ci ctejy ; but I will fnflier this thing to be 
done before all Ilrael, and before the 
fun] 

t'3 Then David laid to Nathan, I have 
fumed againft the Eternal. And Nathan 
laid to David, The Eternal alfo-hath pvtt 
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a Way thy fin; "tHott lh»!t not die. 14 
But as by thij deed ttiou haft given great 
etcafion to the Eternal*) enemies to blaf- 
pherae, the child alfo that it bom to thee 
fhall. die. 

gif Then Nathan departed to his houfe; 
and the Eternal ft ruck the child that U- 
riah’s wife bare to David, and it was very 
Bek. 16 David, therefore, befuught God 
for the child, and fafted, and went in,' 
and Jay all night on the earth. 17 Now 
the elders oFhis houfe arofe, and went to 
him, to raife him up from the earth; but 
he would not, neither did he eat bread 
with,them. iS And on the feventh day 
the child died; but David’s fervants fear¬ 
ed to tell him; for they faid, Lo while 
'the child was yet alive we fpake to him, 
and he would not hearken to our voice; 
how will he then be huit, if we tell him 
the child it dead ? 

19 But David feeing that his fcrvants 
whifpered, he perceived that the child 
iras deid; therefore he faid to his fer- 
vants, Is the child dead > And they faid. 
He is dead, to Then David arofe froiii 
the earth, and waftied and anointed hira- 
felf, and changed his apparel, and came 
into the houfe of the Eternal ^nd wor- 
fliipped; ti?ep he came to his own houfe, 
and when he required, they fet bread be¬ 
fore him, and he ate. 2: Then faid his 
feivints to him, Why haft thou done 
thus? tlrtru did ft- fail and weep for the 
child while it was alive, but when it was 
dead thou didft rife and cat. 22 Then 
he faid. While the child was yet alive I 
failed and wept: for I faid, Who can tell 
whether God will be gracious to me, that 
the child may live? 23 But now he is 
dead, wherefore ih011 Id T fail? Can I 
bring him back again ? I fliaJl go to him, 
but he fhall not return to me. 

24 Now David comforted Bathlheba 
bis wife. He went in to her, and The 
bare a fon, f and he called his name Solo¬ 
mon, and the Eternal l^ved him. 25 And 
he lent by Nathan the prophet, and cal¬ 
led his name Jedediab, beloved of the E- 
ternah 

*26 Then Joab foftght againft Rabbah of 
the Ammonites, and took the Royal city. 
27 And fent raeflengers to David, faying, 
I have fought againft Rabbah, and taken 
the city of waters : 28 Now, therefore, 

gather the reft cf the people together, 
and encamp againft the city, and take it 
alfo, left it be called by my name. 29 So 
David called all the people together, and 
went to Rabbah, and fought againft Rab¬ 
bah, and toek it. 30 And he took their 


king's crown from his head, (the value 
whereof was a talent of gold with the 
precioiis (tones.) add it was fet on David’s 
head ; and he brought forth the fpoil of 
the cily in ~reat abundance. 

[31 And he brought forth the people 
that were .therein, and put them under 
faws, and under harrows of iron, and un¬ 
der axes of iron, and madeCthem pal's 
through the brick-kiln : Thus did he to 
all the cities of the Ammonites. So Da¬ 
vid and all the people returned to Jeru- 
falem.

ND after this Abfalom, David’s fon, 
having a fair After named Tamar, 
Amnon, David’s fon, loved her. 2 Now 
Am non was fo vexed that he fell fick for 
his filler Tamar; for flie was a virg/n ;

thing to her. 3 But he had a friend 
named Jonadab, the fon of Shimea, Da¬ 
vid’s brother, who was a very fubtile 
man. 4 And he faid to him, Why art 
thou, being the king’s fon, lean from day 
to day ? wilt thou not tell me ) Then 
Amnon faid to him, I love Tamar, my 
brother Abfalora’s filler. 5 Then Jona¬ 
dab faid (to him, Die dotfn on thy bed, 
and make thyfelf lick ; and when thy fa¬ 
ther cometh to fee thee, fay to him, I 
pray thee let my lifter Tamar come anil 
give me meat, and drefs the meat in my 
fight, that I may fee it, and eat it at hef 
hand. 

6 So Amnon lay down, and made him- 
felf fick; and when the king was come 
to fee him, Amnon faid to the king, I 
pray thee let Tamar my filler come anil 
make me a couple of cakes in my fight, 
that l may eat at her hand. 7 Then Da¬ 
vid fent home to Tamar, faying, Go now 
to thy brother Amnon’s houfe, and drei'3 
him meat. 8 So Tamar went, (apd he 
was laid down) and fiie took fiqjfcand 
kneaded it, and made cakes in hWight, 
and baked the cakes. 9 And (he took a 
pan, and poured them out before him ; 
but he refufed to eat. Then he faid, Let 
all men go out from me. So they went 
t. 10 Then Amnon faid to Tamar, 
ing the meat into the chamber, that I 
may eat of thy hand. So Tamar, took 
the cakes which fhe had made, and 
brought them into'the chamber to Am¬ 
non her brother, ir But having brought 
them to him to eatj he took hold of her, 
and faid to her, Come be with me, my 
filler. 12 But ftie "anfwcred him,. Nay, 
ray brother, do not bumble me ; for fig 
fuch thing ought to be done in Iiracl; do 
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not thou this fully. 13 As for me, whe¬ 
ther fliall 1 caul'e my ihaine to go ; and 
as for tine, th.m Unit be as one of the 
fu>ls in Ifrael. Now therefore, I pray 
thee, fpcak to t'w king; for he willVit 
with-hidd me from thee. 14 But lie 
would not hearten to her; but, being 
ftronger than (he, forced her. . 

15 After that Amnon hated, her ex- 
cerlingly, fo that his hatred was greater 
than his love haj been. And he faid to 
h^r, Arife, be gone, 16 But Hie faid to 
him, There is no csuile ; this evil in fend¬ 
ing me away is greater than the other 
whi Ji thou didft to me. But he would 
not hearken to her. 17 And he called 
his fervant and faid, Put now this wo¬ 
man out from me, an a bolt the d wr af¬ 
ter her. iS Now Ihc had a garmeht of 
diverscolours an her, fur with fuch robes 
were the kings daughters that Were vir¬ 
gins apparelled. Then his fervant brought 
her out, and bolted the door aftdr her. 

19 Then Tamar put allies on her head, 
and rent her garment of diverfe colours, 
and laid her hand on her head, and w*nt 
on ciying. 10 Then Abfaiom her bro¬ 
ther laid to her, Hath Amnon thy bro¬ 
ther been with thee ? Ho when hold now 
thy peace, my lifter; he is thy brother, 
regard not this thing. So Tamar remain¬ 
ed defolate in her brother AbfalonaV 
honfe. 

I 21 But when king David heard all 
! ihefe things, he was very wroth. 22 And 
Aljfaloin fpake not to his brother Am- 
tmn; for he hated Amuon, becaule he 
had forced his fifter Tamar.] 

23 And after two full years, Abfaiom 
had Cheep-(hearers in BaaUhazor, whfeh 
is befide Kphruim ; and Abfaiom invited 
all the King’s funs. 24 Then Abfaiom 
went to the King, and laid, Behold now 
thy fervant hath fiieep Ihearert; let the 
king, I be fetch tbue, and his feevants, go 
with thy fervant. 25 But the king faid 
to Abfaiom, Nay, my fon, let ub not all 
go now, left we lie chargeable to thee. 
’Ihen he prefted him ; howbeit he would 
rot go, but blefted him. 26 Then laid 
Abfaiom, If not, I pray thee let iny bro¬ 
ther Amnon go with us. And the king 
j fai J to him, Why should he go with thee ? 

; *7 ® ut Abfaiom p relied him, fo that 

he‘let Ain nan and all the kings fon« go 
with him. 6 ‘ 

28 Now Abfaiom Ijad commanded his 
fervants, faying, Mark ye when Amnon’s 
heart u merry with wine,' and when I fay 
*° you, Smite Amnou, kill him; fear 
BOt; have b*t I commanded you? be 
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courageous and valiant, ip Then Ab- 
faloin’s fervants did .to Amnon as lie com¬ 
manded : Then all the king’s Tons arofe, 
and every man rode upon his mule, and 
fled. 

30 And while they were in the way, 
tidings enme ta Divid, faying, Abfaiom 
hatii flijn ail the king’* for.s, thenr is net 
one left. 31 Then the king arofe, and 
rent his clothes, and lay on the earth 
and all his fervants Hood by with their 
clofhfs rent. 33 But Jonadab, the fon 
of Shimeah, David’i brother, faid. Let 
cot my lord fuppjfe that all the young 
men the king’s ions are flain, for Amnon 
only is dead ; for by-the appointment of 
Abfaiom this has been determined fince 
the day that he forced his fider Tamar. 
34 Now let not my lord the king take 
the thing to heart, to think that all the- 
king’s funs are dead; for only Amnon is 
dead. 34 But Abfaiom fled. And the 
you;:g man that kept the watch looked 
up, and faw, and lo there came much peo¬ 
ple by the wgy of the hill fide, behind 
him. 35 Then Jonadab laid to the king, 
Eeholrl rhe kind’s fans come ; as thy fer¬ 
vant faid, fo it U. 36 And as foon as he 
h id made an end j>f f»leaking,'be hold the. 
king’s Tons came, and w$pt ale ad ; the 
king hI fo, and all his feryants, wept very 
fore. 

37 But Abfihm fled, and went to T;*l- 
mai, the fon of Aiaihud, king ot Gc- 
fliur; and David mourned for his ftim 
every d*y. 3S So Abf.ilem fled to G«r 
flair, and was there three years. 39 ivfow 
the foul, of D.ivid longed to go jorth to 
Abfaiom ; for ho was comforted concern¬ 
ing Amnon, feeing he was dead. 

XIV. 'foab'j policy. 

N OW Joab, Zeruiah’s fon, perceived 
that the king’s heart was toward 
Abfalrm. 2 So then Joab fenttoTe- 
koah for a wife woman, and faid to her; 

I pray thee feign thyfelf to bo a mourn¬ 
er, and put oa mourning apparel, and a- 
noint not thyfelt with oil, but he as a 
woman that had a long time mourned 
for the dead ; 3 And cmne to the king,, 
and fpeak in this manner to him. So Joab 
put the words in her mouth. 

4 And when the woman of Tekoah 
fpake to the king, fhe fell on her face t<* 
the ground doing homage, and laid. Help, 
0 , 5 the king faid 10 hei. 

What aileth thee ? And Ihe ahfwered, I 
am indeed a widow woman, and my huf- 
band is dead. C And thy handmaid had 
two fans, and they ftrove together in the 
field, 4 nd there was none to purt them 
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bnt.the one fmote the other, aad flew 
him. 7 And hehcdd. the whole family is 
rifen aglinft thine;haftdmuid, faying. De¬ 
liver him who fmote his brother, that we 
may kill him, for the life of him Whom 
he flew ; To we will deftroy the heir alio: 
Ahd fo they will quench my coal which 
is left, and not leave to my hufband ei¬ 
ther name or remainder on the'eaiih. 8 
Then the .king faid to the woman, Go to 
thine houle, and l will give charge con¬ 
cerning thee. 9-But the woman of Te- 
koah faid to the'kjng, My lord, O king, 
the iniquity be on me and my father’s 
houfe; aqd the, king and his throne be 
guiltlefs. to Then the king faid, Who 
ever faith ought to thee* bring him to 
me, and he (hall not touch thee any more. 
11 Then the faid, I pray thee, let the 
king remember the Eternal thy God, 
that thou wouldeft not fuffer the reven¬ 
gers of blood to deftroy any more, left 
they deftroy my foti; but lie laid, as the 
'Eternal liveth, there tliall not one. hair 
of thy fon fall to the earth, n Tfien 
the to oman faid, Let thine handmaid I 
pray thee fpeak one word to my lord the 
king; and he faid, fay on- 13 Then the 
woman faid, Wherefore then haft throu 
thought filch a thing againft any of the 
people of God ? for the king fpeaks this 
as one that is faultyy in that he doth not 
fetch home his baniflied, left he fall to 
idolatry, 14 For we rnuft needs die. &. 
be as water fpiit on the ground, which 
cam.otffoe gathered up again* becaufe 
Ood h^th not taken away his lift, he hath 
alfd devifed means that his banifhed be 
not expelled frero him. 15 Now, there¬ 
fore, as I came to fpeak this to my lord 
the king, it is becaufe the. people have 
made me afraid : So thy handmaid faid; 
I will now fpeak to the king; it may be 
that the kingWill grant the retjueft of 
his handmaid. 1 6 For the king will he^l - , 
to deliver his handmaid from the men 
that would deftroy me and ray Ton toge¬ 
ther out of the inheritance of God. 17 
Then thine handmaid faid, The word of 
my lord the king fhall be comfortable ; 
for as an angel of God, fo is ray lord the 
king to difeern good and bad ; therefore 
the Eternal thy God will be with thee. 

1S Then the king fpake, faying to the 
woman, hide not from me I pray thee 
what I will alk thee. Then the woman 


right hand or thejeft from all that thou 
haft; fpoken ; for ttfjr frrvant Joab he bade 
ms, artf put all ^fe words in thine 
handmaid’s mouth, ae To fetch about 
this form of fpecch hath thy fervant Joab 
dona this; aod my lord is wife as an an¬ 
gel of God, to know all things that are 
in, ijfye earth. 

4(1'Then the king faid tt> Joab, Lo now 
I haye granted this; go, therefore, bring 
the young man Abfalom again. 12 Then 
Joab bowed himfclf, and fell to the 
ground on his face, and thanked the king, 
and Joab faid, To-day.thy fervant know- 
eth that l have found favour in thy fight, 
my loyd, O king, in that the king hath 
fulfilled the requgfk of his fervant. a3 
So Joab arofe arid went to Gefllur, and 
brought ABfalom to Jerufalurn. 24 But 
the king faid, Let him turn to his own 
heufe, and let him not fee my face. So 
Abfalom returned to his lioufc, and law 
not the king’s face. 

25 But in all Jirael there was ncme fo 
much piaifed as Abfalom for his beauty ; 
from the foie 0f his loot, even to the 
crown Of his head, there was no bletuifli 
in him. 26 Ant when he polled hit 
head, (Which Ik did at every year’s end 
beenuie the hair was heavy) lie valued 
the hair of his head at two hundred :be- 
kels, by the king’s weight. ^Abfaloio 
had three Tons, apd one daughter named 
Tamar; flic was a beautiful woman. - 

28 So Ahfalom dwelt two full years in 
Jerufalem, and faw not the king’s face. 
29 Therefore Abfalom fent to Joan twice, 
to have fent him to the king; but he 
would not come to him. 30 Therefore 
he faid to hisfervants. See, Juab’s field of 
barley is near mine ; go and ftt it on fire. 
So Abfalom’s fervants fet the field on fire. 
31 Then Joab arole, and came to Abfa¬ 
lom at his houle, and laid to him, \Vpere- 
fore have thy fervants fet my field on 
fire ? 32 Then Abfalom aofwered Joab, 
Lo I Cent to thee, faying, Come^ hither, 
that L may feratl'thee to the king to fay, 
Wherefore am 1 come from Gefliur ? it 
wpre good for mC to be there ftjfl: Now, 
therefore, let ms fee the king’s face ; and 
■i[ there be any iniquity in roe, let him kill 
me. 33 So Jpab came to the king, and 
told him: And having called for Abfa¬ 
lom, he came to the king, and bowed to 
the ground before the king ; and the king 


faid, Let my lord the king now fpe^k. kifled Abfalom.^ - f

gat' ; and when any man that had a con- 
troverfy came to the kins for judgment, 
then Abfalom called him and faid, Of 
what city art thou? And he fcid, Thy 
fcrvant is of one of the tribes of Ifi ieJ. 
3 Th rn Abfftlom faid to him, Lo thy 
j-ji ittera are good and right; but there is 
no m?n deputed of the kinj to hearvithee, 
4. Abfalom faid moreover, Oh that I were 
made judge in the land, that every man 
who hath any fuit or caulo might conic 
to me, and I would.clo him juftice ! 5 

And when any mAn came nigh to do him 
homage, he put forth his hand, and took 
him, a : I kilted him. 6 And in tl$ rftan- 
ner did Abfa!om to >11 Ifrael wlib came 
to the king for judgment. So AbCaJo-n 
fioL the heart'' of the men bf Ifrael. 

7 And after forty years, Abfalom faid 
to the king, I pray thee let me go and. 
pny my vows, which I vowed to E- 
ternal in Hebron. 8 For thy fervant 
vowed a vow at Gefl>ur in Syria, faving t 
If the Eternal /hall brinj; me again indeed 
to Jerufalcm, then I will ferve the Eter¬ 
nal. 9 Then the king faid to him, Gb in. 
peace. So lie arofe and went to Hebron, 

to Rut Abfalom Pent fpies.through all 
the tiibesof Ifrael, faying, \Vhen ye hear 
the found of the trumpet, then fay, Ab- 
filom rtigneth in Hebron, it And. with 
Abfalom went two hundred men out of 
Jerulalem that were called; they went 
in their fiinplicity, for they knew not a- 
ny thing. 12 Then Abfafcm fent for A- 
hitopliel the Gilonite, D ivid’s counfellor, 
fioin his city Giloth, while he offered ia- 
r ritice: And the coofpiracy was ftrong; 
for the people increafed continually with 
Ahlaloni. 

13 Now there eameji melfenger to Da¬ 
vid laying, The hearts of tlie men of If- 
r.irl .ire after Abfalom. 14 Then DavicL 
faid to all his lervams that were with him 
at Jenifafem, Aril'e and let us flee; for 
we ill all not elfe clcape from Abfalom : 
Make fpoad to depart, left lie overtake us 
lu.hlenly, and bring evil u]>on us-, and 
finite t lift city with the edge of the fword. 
X5 Tlien the kings fervants faid to him, 
Behold thy fervants arc ready to do what- 
rver my lord the king lliall appoint, 

5 o the kiii£ went forth, with all his 
liatifvlioM alter him ; and be left ten wo¬ 
men, who were coocubinus, to keep the 
lioule. 17 But the king and all the peo¬ 
ple'tarried in a place far away. 18 And 
all his fcrvanls parted mi brflde him ; and 
all the C'.ierothites, and all the pele- 
tiiites, and all the GittUes, fix hundred

n*n-who came after him-from Gatb paf- 
ftd on belorev him: 

19 Th<h\ fltid the king ta Ittai the Git- 
tite, Wherefore goeft thoualfo with'ns ? 
Return to' thy place, and ftay from the 
king ;• for thou art a ftrangjer, and alfo 
an exile. 20 As thou earned but yefter- 
.day, (hould I-this day make thee go wan¬ 
dering with us? feeing I go whither I 
can; return,*and take back thy brethren;

Ittai replied to the king, As the. Eternal

31 Then-one told David, faying, A hi- / 
tophel is among the confpirators *vith 
AbfaJom. Then David faid, Q Eternal, 

t pray thee turn the cgpnfd. of Ahitbphel 
into fooliflmefs. 

32 Now when David was come to the 
top o t the mount, where he worfliipped 
God, behold Hufliai thg Archite cable ro 
meet him, with his coat rent, and earth

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wppn bis head‘S- J3 To whom David fuitl, 

If tliQu. p^rTeH on with me, tiitn thou 
nitt^be^bur(|en• me., 34 But if hou 
rtfW to the pity, and Hiy to Abfalom, I

bee$ thy father's fervant'hiUierto, fo will 
I i^p yir alfo be thy fervant; 'then may eft 
thd^j^Qr me defeat the counfel of Ahitp- 
phel.

960 he is 
now hid in fomc pit, or in fome other 
place ; and when fome of them are over¬ 
thrown at the liift, whoever heareth it 
will Gy, Tin-re is a (laughter among the 
people that follow Abfalom. io Then 
lie alio that is valiant, whofe heart is tike 
'hat of a lion, shall utterly melt ; for all 
llrael knows that thy father,is a mighty 
man, and thole who are with him are 
valiant men.

14 Then Abfalom and all the 
men of Ilrac 1 laid, The counfel of Hu- 
the A re bite is better than tli» coun<- 
lei ol Ahitophel; For. the Eternal had 
appointed to defeat the good counfel of 
Ahitophel, to the intent that the Eternal 
•night hung evil upon Abfalom. 

• 13 Then laid Hushai to Zadok and to 
Abuthar the prielts, Thus and thus d# 
Ahitophel counfel Abl oom and the ei¬ 
ders of Ifrael; and thus ami thus have 1 
(.muddled. id Now, therefore** lend 
quickly, anj) tell David, faying, Lodge 
«oc iLi S night in tb^phins vf'ihe wil- 
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dernefs, but fpccdily pafs pvtr; left the 
king be fwallowed up, and ajl the peo¬ 
ple that are with him. 17 Now Jona¬ 
than and Ahimaaz ttaid by E^fogHj 
(for they might not be feemto edrne into 
the city); but a wench went and.tiSld 
them, and they w< nt and told king Da¬ 
vid. 18 But a lad faw them, and told 
Abfalom; but they both went-^way- 
Quickly, and came to a man’sjj.oufe in Ba- 
hurim, who hayl a well in hitf "court; whi¬ 
ther they went dotvn. 19 But the wo¬ 
man tobk and fpread a covering over the 
well’s mouth, and fprgad ground corn 
thereon ; fo the thing was not kpown. 
20 So when Abfalom’s fervants came to 
*he woman at the houfe, they laid,- 
l Where is Ahimaag and, Jonathan > Iiijt 
the Woman faid to them, .T)i|!y are gono 
ever the water brook. And having , 
fought, but not foiind them, tfiey return¬ 
ed tc* Jeriifalem. 21 Ahd after thefe 
were departed, they came up out pf the 
well-, and went and toll! king David, fay¬ 
ing to him, Go and pats'quickly over ih/J 
water; for thus h a t h A hi to ;> li el c 0 un fiil- 
Jtd a gain ft you. 22 Then ^tfid J arolc, 
and all the peopli. thatwere with him, 
and palled over Jordau ; by. tfie morning 
light “there, lacked not one that ’was not 
gone over. ’ ■ 

23 Now Ahirpphel feeing that his 
counfel xvas not followed, he faddled his 
afs, and went to his city, and having put 
'his houfeliold in order, he was ftifled with 
grief, and died, and ^ras buried in the fe- 
pulchre of bis father. 

24Then David came to Mahanalm, 
and Abfalom palfed.oyef Joidan, accom¬ 
panied with a!i the meW’ of Ifrael. ; 

25 Now he made A tfiafa captain of ti e 
hoft iuftead of Joab, Ama/a was the Ion 
of Ithra an Ifruelite. ihat.Xvcnt in to A- 
bigail the daughtel of Nahafb, lifter to 
Zeruiah, JoaVs mother. 2<S So IlVael 2>t 
Abfalom pitched in the land of Gilead. 

^27 Now when David was romttoMa- 
hanaiin; Shpbi the fim of Nahalb of Kab¬ 
bah of the Ammonites, and Machir the 
Ion of Ammiel of Lo-debar, and Barze- 
lai the Gileadite of Rogetim, 28 Brought: 
bids, and bafons, and earthen vcllcls, ami 
wheat, and barley, and flour, and parch¬ 
ed corn, and beans, andlentiles, and 
parched pnlfe, 39 And honey, aod but¬ 
te V.« and (licep, and cheefe of )j?ne, for 
Dayid, and thofe that wt;re witVfiifti, to 
eat; for they faid, The fecop.L arc hun¬ 
gry, and weary, aity tliinly in the wjl- 
derntfs.. ' 
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XVJII, HijfaiomAsJlain by Joab. 
*\TOWpavid numbered the people that 
XN were with, him, and fet captain* 
firjfiofrKinds and-captains of hundreds 
ovpl* Jth£m. z Now Davlcl fent one third 
p$tt of the peoph; unfler' Joab, add ano¬ 
ther under Abifliai, Zeruiah’s fon, Joub’s 
brother; and another under Ittni the 
Gittlte. Then the king faid to the peo¬ 
ple '^will^urely go with you inyfclf aft 
fo.^3 But the per^le anfwered, Thou 
fljalt not go ; for if we flee they will not 
care for us; neither if half of us die; 
but now thou art worth ten thoufaml df 
us, therefore now it is better that thou 
fuccofir us out of the city. 4 Tlien the 
kipg faid,'I will do as youpleafe. So the 
king flood by the gate fide, and all the 
people came out by hundreds and by 
thoufands.

2i Then Joab faid to Cuflti; Go tell the 
king what thou hail fecn., So CufLi 
bowed himfelf to Joab, and ran. 22 
Then faid Ahimaz, Za dole’s Con, again to 
Joab, Let me, I pray thee, alfo run after 
Cuflii. But Joab faid, Wherefore wilt 
thou Tun,my ton, feeing thou had no tid¬ 
ings ? 23 But however, fail! he, let me 
run. Then he faid to him, Run. So he 
ran by the way of the plain, and over¬ 
ran Gufrri.

3 3 Tl,cn thc kin K falJ 
to him, Turn afide, and ftand here. So 
he turned a fide and flood ftill. 3* Now 
Behol 1 Caflji came, and laid, Tidings, roy 
lorJ the king; far the Eternal hath a- 
vrnged thee this day of all them that 
rofe up againft thee. 32 Then the king 
faid to Gudii, Is the young man Abfalom 
fufc ? And Cufln anfwcred. The enemies 
of my lord the king, and all that rife a- 
gainft thee to do thee hurt, be as that 
young man is. 

33 Then the king was much moved, 
and went up to the chamber over the 
gate, and wept; and as he went he faid 
thus, O my fon AbCalom ! my Con, my 
fen Abfalom ! would God I had died for 
thee, O A b fa Ion), my fon, my fon ! 

XIX. Thc Ifraelites bring the king back. 

N OW it was told Joab, Lo the king 
weepeth and inourneth for Abfa- 
lum. z And the deliverance that d<* 
was turned to mourning to all the people; 
for they heard how the king was grieved 
fur his fon.

my brethren, my bones and my flelfl:

fLefli ? God do fo to me, and more alfo. It* 
tjjou be not captain of the hoft before me 
continually in the room cf Joab. _ 

14 Thus he bowed\the heart of all the 
men of Judab, even as the heart of one 
man ; fo that they fent this word to the 
king, Return thousand all thy fervants. 
15 So thc king returned, and came to 
Jordan. And Judah came to Gilgal, to 
go to meet the king to conduct him o« 
ver Jordan. 

16 Now Shimri the fon of Gera, a Ben- 
jamite, who was 0! Bahurim, halted ami 
came down with the men of Judah to meet 
king David.

Thou halt afliamed this day 
the faces of all thy fervants, who this day 
have faved thy life, and the lives, of thy 
foni t>pd daughters, and thofe of thy 
wives and ooneubincs; (\ by loving thine 
enemies, and hating thy friends: for thou 
haft declared tin, day, that thou regarded 
neither princes nor fervants; for this day 
I perceive, that if Ablulomhad lived, and 
all we had died, it had pie a fed thee well.

40 
Then.jthe king went on to Gilgal, and 
Chimham went oq with him ; and all the 


poflefliun in the foo of ; let every 
man go to his tent, O Ifrael. a So every 
man of Ifrael went from David, and fol¬ 
lowed Sheba the fon of Bichri; but the 
men of Judah clave to their king, from 
Jordan even.to Jerufalem. 

3 Then David came to his houfe at 
Jerufalem ; and took the ten women 
his concubines, whom he left to keep 
his houfe, and put them in ward, and 
fed them, but went not in to them ; fe 
they were fliut up to the day of their 
death; living as in widonmood.

10 
But Amnfa took no heed to the fwovd in 
Joab’s bund ; fo lie fmofe him therewith 
at the fifth rib, and Ihetl out his bowels to 
the ground, fo that without (hiking a- 
i/tiiiu he died. So Joab and Abiiliai his 
brother purfued after Sheba the fon of 
Bi, ]iri. ii Now one of Joab ’9 men flood 
by him, and fa id, He that favoureth Joab, 
and he that is for David, let him go after 
joab. 12 But Amafa wallowed m blood 
on the highway ; but the man feeing that 
all the people that came by him, flood 
flill, he removed Amafa out of the high¬ 
way into thi field, and cart a cloth over 
him.

XXI. Three years of famine. 

OW there was a famine in the days 
of David three years together ; fo 
he enquired of the Eternal—who ao- 
fwered, It is for Saul, and his bloody 
houfe, becaufc he flew the Gibeonites. 

1 Then the king called the Gibeonites; 
(now the Gibeonites were not of the If- 
raclites, but of the remnant of the A- 
morites ; and the Ifraeiites had fworn to 
them—but Saul endeavoured to flay them 
in his zeal for Ifrael and Judah:) 3 
Therefore David fail) to them. What Hull 
ldo for you? and wherewith iliallI make 
the atonement, that ye may blefs the T- 
ternal’s inheritance ? 4 Then the Gibe¬ 

onites faid to him. We will have no filver 
nor gold of Saul, or his houfe-—neither 
f.jr us (halt thou kill any man in Ifrael. 
Then he laid. What ye lay, that tfill I do . 
for you. 5 Then they anfwered the king, 
Lit feven font of the man that confum- 
ed us, fit deviled againfl,us that we fliould 
be deflroye.il from lemainmg in any of the 
coafls of Ifjael, 6 Be delivered to ns, and 
We will hang them up before the Eternal 
in Gibeah of Saul, whom the Eternal did 
choefe. And the king laid, -I will give 
them. 7 But the king fpaied Mephi- 
hoflteth the fon of Jonathan, the fon of 
Saul, becaufe of the Eternal’s oath be¬ 
tween them, even himfetf and Jonathan. 

8 But the king tuok the five fons of Riz- 
pah, the daughter of Aiah, whom flic 
bare to Saul, Armoni und Mcpliiboflicth, 
and the two fpns of 1 Michal’s lifter, the 
daughter of Jiaul, whom she bare to A- 
driel the fon of Barzillai the Mcholathite: 

9 And delivered them to the Gibeonites, 
wl>o hanged them on the hill before the Ex¬ 
ternal—»So they fell all feven together, 
being put to death inthe nrft days of bar .

10 Then Rizpah the dnughter of Aiah 
took fackclotli, and I'pread it for hei on 
the rock, from the beginning of harvell 
until water dropped upon them out of 
heaven, and I'nffered neith$ the birds of 
the air to reft on them by day, nor the 

beafts of the field bv night. II Now it 

was rold David what Rizpah the daugh¬ 
ter of Aiah, Saul’s concubine, had done. 

12 Then David went and took the 
bones of Saul, and tliofe of Jonathan his 
fon, from the men of Jabelh-gilead, .who 
had flolen them from the'ftreeb of -Beth- 
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fhon, where the Philifliner had hanged 
them, when the; had Haiti Saul in Gil- 
boa : 13 And hfc brought them from 

thence; they gathered alfo the bones of 
them that were hanged. 14 The hones 
of Saul and Jonathan his for. the; buried 
iA tfie country Of Benjamin in Zelah, in 
the fepulchre of Kilh his father; fo 
they performed all that the king com¬ 
manded .-“and after that God was entreat¬ 
ed fcr’the land. 

15, Moreover, the Phililtuies had yet 
tear again with IErael; and David Went- 
ttown, and bis fervants with him, and 
fought againft the Fhiliftmcfc: but.David 
waxed fahfc. i 5 And Ifbbi-benob, who 
was of the Tons uf the giant, (the weight 
of whole fpear was three hundred fbekels 
of brafe,) being girded with a new fwurd, 
thought to haw flain David.

19 -There was ahu again a • battle in 
Gob with the ^Ph ili ft ires, where Elhanan 
the fen of Jaare-oiegim, a Beth-iehemite, 
flew the brother of Goliath the Gitiite, 
•the.ftaff of wbtde fpeai was like a weav¬ 
ers beam. 

ao And there was yvt a battle in Gath, 
where was*a maivof great feature. having 
on cyci; band fix fingers, and an every 
foot fix toes, four "and twenty in number; 
and he alfo spas' born to the giant. 21 
And when he defied Ifrael, Jonathan the 
tfhe fon of Shimeah^the brother of David, 
dew hind a a Thefe four were born to 
the giarit in Gath, and fell by the haods 
of David, and his fervants.

7 In my diftrefs t called on the Etental* 
and cried to my God ;*-and he beard mr 
voice out of his temple, and my cry did 
enter into his ears. 8 Then the earth 
’ fhook and trembled ; the foundations of 
heaven moved am! Ibook, bccaufe he was 
wroth, y There went up a fnwke from 
his anger, and fire breavhi>d out of hi* 
mouth : coals were kindled by it. 10 He 
bowed the heavens alfo and ratne down ;

ftrength anti power ; he mflketh my way 
ftraight 34 He maketh my feet like 
hiy.l’j* feet; arul fetteth me upon my high 
places. 35 He teacheth my hands to 
war ; lb that a bow of Heel is broken by 
mine'arins. 36 Ihou haft alfo given me 
the fliield of my falvation ; and thy kind- 
lie fs hath made me great. 37 Thoo haft 
enlarged my fteps under me ; fo that my 
feet did not flip. 38 I have purfued nunc 
enemies, and deftroyed them ; and turned 
m#t again until I confumed them. 39 I 
have confumed them, and woupded theep, 
that they could not arife ; yea, they are 
fallen under my fret.

OW tiiels are the lust words of Di- 
vid, David the Ion of Jefle faid, 
even the man who was raifed up high' 
the ano.nted ot the God of Jacob, and the 
fix set pfalmiit of Ifrael, fai:!, 2 The Spi¬ 
ll 
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rit of the Eternal fpakc by me, and his 
word was in my tongue. 3 The God of 
Urael faid, the Rock of Ifrael fpake to 
me, He that ruleth over men must be 
just, ruling in the fear of God ; 4 So 

fliall he be as the light of the morning 
when the fun's light fprings up, even a 
morning without clouds; as the tender 
grafs fpiinging out of the earth by clear 
fhining after rain. 5 Although my houle 
be not fo petfr<ft with God; yet he bath 
made with, me an cverlaftiug covenant, 
ordered in all things and fare ; for this is 
all my falvation, and all iny defire, alt ho* 
he make it not ,to encteafe. 0 But the 
fons of Belial fliall be all as thorns thrust 
away, becaufe they cannot he taken with 
hands. 7 But the man that touches them 
must be fenced with iron and the staff of 
a fpear ; and they fliall be utterly burnt 
with fin* in the fame place. 

8 Thefe arc the names of the mighty 
men.whomDavidhad; Jofliebbaflebatthe 
Tachmonite. the head of the three j the 
fame was Adino the Eznite ; he lifted, tip 
his fpear against eight hundred, u^libih 
he flew at one time. 9 And after him 
was Eleazar the fun of Dodo the Ahohite, 
one of the three mighty men with David ^ 
when they defied the Philiftines that were 
there gathered to battle, and the men of 
Ifrael were gone away; 10 He arofe, 
&l fmote the Philiftines, till his hand was 
weary, and it clave to the fword; for the 
Eternal wrought a great vi&ory that 
day; and the people returned alter him 
only tofpoil. it AnJ afterimp wasSIiam- 
niali the fon of ’‘igee the Haraiite: and 
the Philiftines were gathered for foraging, 
where was a piece of ground full of len- 
tiles; and the people fted from the Philif- 
tines. la But he ft(jod within the ground, 
and defended it, and flew the Philiftinea.; 
fo^the Eternal wrought a great vicftoryr. 
13 The three captains ovor the. thirty 
went down, and came to Davkl in the 
harveft. ar the cave of Adullam: and the 
troop.of the Philiftines pitched in the gi¬ 
ants valley. 14 Da^id was then in th* 
fortrefs. and the garrifon of the Philiftines 
was then in Beth-lehem. 15 Then Da¬ 
vid longing, find, Oh that 1 could drink 
the water of the well of Beth-lehem, 
which is by the gate I 1 5 Then'tbe 
three mighty men brake through the hoft 
of the Philiftines, andrdrew water out-of 
the well of Beth-lehem, by the gate, and 
took it, and brought it to Ddvid ; never- 
thelefs he would not drink thereof, but 
poured it out before the Eternal ; 17 For 
he faid. Far be it from me, Q Eternal, 
h 
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that I fliould do this ; is not this as the 
blood of the men.that, went 10 jeopardy 
of their lives -? tlierefoce he would not 
drink it. Thefe things dicj thefe three 
mighty men. it And Abiftiai the bro¬ 
ther of Joab, the fon of Zeruiah, was 
chief-among three ; he lifted up his fpear 
againft three hundred, and (lew them, fit 
had the name among three. 19 Was he 
not mod honourable of three ? therefore 
he was their captain ; howbeit, he at¬ 
tained not to the fir ft three. 20, And 
Benaiah the Ton of Jehoiada, the fon of a 
valiant man of Kabzeel, who had done 
great adts, he (lew two lion-like men of 
Moab ; he went down ,a!fo r.nd flew a 
lion in the mid ft of a pit m time of fnow. 
at And he flew an Egyptian, a goodly 
man ; though the Egyptian had a fpear 
in his hand ; he went down to him with 
a ftaff, and plucked the fpear out of the 
Egyptians hand, and flew him with his 
own fpear. 22 Thefe things did Beitaiah 
the fon of Jelmiada, ir.d hi -1 a name a. 
mong the three mighty men. 23 He was 
honourable among the thirty ; but he at¬ 
tained not to the firft three ; and David 
let him over his guard. 24 A fall el the 
brother of Joab was one of the thirty; 
Elhanan the fon of Dodo of Beth-lehem, 
25 Shammah the Harodite, Elika the Ha- 
todite, 26 Helez the Paltite, Ira tlje l'qn 
oflkkefli the Tekoite, 27 Abiezet the 
Anethothite, Mebunn: : the Hufhathite, 
18 Zalmon the ABohite, Maharai the 
Netophathite, 29 Heleb the fon of Baa- 
nah a Netophathite, Ittai the fon of Ri- 
bai out of Gibeah of the children of Ben¬ 
jamin, 30 Benaiah the PiijatHonite, Hid- 
dai of the vallies of Gafh, 31 Abialbon 
the Arbathite, Azmaveth the Barhumite, 
32 Eliahba the Shaalbooitc; of thefons'of 
Jaflian, Jonathan, 33 Shammah the Ha- 
ratite, Ahiam the fon ofSharar the Ha- 
rarite, 34 Efiphelet the fon of Ahafbai, 
the fon nf thfe Maachathite, Eliarri the fon 
of Ahitophel the Gilonite, 33 Hezrai 
the Carmelite, Paarai the Arbite, 36 
Igal the fon of Nathan of Zoba, Bani the 
Gadite, 37 Zelek the Amroonitej Naha- 
rai the Beerctbite,armour-bearer to Joab 
-tht fon of Zeruiah, 38 Ira an Ithrite, 
Gareb an Ithrite, 39 Uriah the Hittite; 
thirty and feven in all. 

XXIV. David numbereth the -people . 

N OW again the Eternal was angry 
with lirael, and David was moved 
againft them, to fay, Go number Ifrael 
and Judah. 2 For the king faid to Joab 
rhe captain of the hoft, who was with 
hijpj Go now through all the tritea of If* 
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rnel, frflii Dan even to Bcerfheba, and 
number the people, that I may ktfow their 
number. 

3 Then JoabTnid to him, Now the E* 
ternal thy God add to the people ( how 
many foever they he) an hundred-fold , 8c 
that the eyes of my lord the king may 1'ee 
it; but why doth he delight in this thing * 

4 Yet the king’s word prevailed againft: 
Joab, and the captains of the hofl ; fo he 
and they went from the king to number 
the people of Ifrael. 

S And they pafled over Jordan, and 
pitched in Aroer, on the right fide of the 
city that lieih within the valley of Gftd, 
and toward Jazer ; 6 Then they cairn- 

to Gilead, and to the nether land newly 
inhabited ; and they came to Dan-jaan, 
and about to Zidon. 7 They came alfo 
to the fortrefs of Tyre, and to all the ci¬ 
ties of the Hivite^and the Canaanites; 
they went out alfo to the fouth of Judah, 
even to Becr-flieba, S So when they had 
gone through all the land, they came to 
Jerufalem at thfe end of nine months and 
twenty days. 9 And Joab gave the fum 
of the number of the people to the king ; 
that there were in Ifrael eight hundred 
thoufand valiant men that drew the 
fword ; and the men of Judah were five 
hundred thoufand men. 

10 Bnt David’s heart fmcite him, after 
that he had numbered the people. And 
he faicl to the Eternal, I have finned great¬ 
ly in what I Jiave done ; and now, I be- 
feech thee, 0 Et«rnal, lake away the ini¬ 
quity of thy fervant; for I have done very 
proudly , vainly s and fooliflily. it And 
when David rule in the roornipg, the 
word of the Eternal came to the prophet 
Gad, Day id’s ftcr, faying, 20 Go apd 
fay^o David, Thus faith the Eternal, l 
offer thee three things; choofe. thee the 
one I fhall do to fhee. 

13 So Gad came to David, and told 
him, and faid to him. Shall feven years of 
famine come on the land ? or wilt thou 
flee three months before thine enemies, 
purfuing thee? or that there be three days 
peftilence in the land ? now adyife, and 
fee what aDfwer 1 ihall return to him 
that lent me. 

14 Then David faid to Gad, I am in a 
great ftrait; let us fall now into the hand 
of the Eternal ; (for his mcrcic-s are 
great;) and jet me not fall into the hand 
of man. 

15 So the Eternal fent a peftilence on 
Ifrael, from the morning even to the time 
appointed ; fo there died of the people 
frpxn Dan even; jtp JSceiflicba, Co veil ry 
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rhoufand iren. 16 And wheD the angel 
ftretched out his hand upon Jerusalem to 
tleftroy it, the Eternal relented him of the 
evil, and faid to the angel that deftroyed 
the people, It is enough ; flay now thine 
hand. Now the angel of the Eternal was 
by the threshing-place of Araunah the Je- 
bufite. 

17 Then David fpake to the Eternal, 
when he faw the angel that fmote the 
people, faying, Lo, I have finned, and 
done wickedly ; but thefe flieep. what 
have they done ? let thine hand, I pray 
thee, he againft me, and againft my ta- 
llirr’i honl'e, - 

18 Su Gad came that day to David, 
and laid to him, Go rear an altar to the 
Eternal in the threfliing-floor of Araunah 
the Jchufite. 19 Then David, accord¬ 
ing to the faying of Gad, went, as the E- 
lernal commanded. ao Now Araunah 
looking, faw the king and his fervanta 
coining toward him ; fo Araunah went 
out, and bowed before the king, with his 
face to the ground. 21 Then Araunah 
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faid. Why is my lord the king come to hi* 
fervant ? And David faid, To buy the 
threfliing-floor of thee, to bufld an altar 
to the Eternal, that the plague may be 
flayed from the people. 22 Then Arau¬ 
nah faid to David, Let my lord the king 
take and otter up what feemeth good to 
him ; behold, here are oxen for burnt-fa- 
crifice, and threfhing-inftruments, and ci¬ 
ther inftruments of the oxen, for wood. 
23 All thefe things did Araunah, as a 
king, give to the king ; he alfo faid to 
the king, The Eternal thy God accept 
thee. 24 But the king faid to Araunah/ 
Nay; but I will furely buy it of thee at 
a price; neither will I offer burnt-offer¬ 
ings to the Eternal my God of what doth 
coft me nothing. So David bought the 
threfliing-floor and the oxen for fifty fhe- 
kels of filver. 25 Then David built ithere 
an altar to the Eternal, and offered burnt- 
offerings, and peace-offerings. So the E- 
ternal was entreated for the land/aud 
the plague was flayed from Ifrael. 1 ■' !

6 And 
Ins father had not grieved him at any 
time by faying. Why haft thou done fo > 
he alto was a very goodly man ; and was 
born alter AblalotU. 7 He conferred alfo 
with Joib the fon of Zcruiah, and with 
Abiathar the prirft ; who, following A- 
donijali, helped hmi. S But ZmIoJc the 
priefl, and Benaiah the fon of Tehoiada, 
;ind Nathan the prophet; and Sfrtrmci, 
Rei, ;ibd the mighty men whoifl David 
had,’were not with Adonijah. 9 Now 


Adonijah flew flieep, and oxen, and fat 
cattle, at the ftone of ^oheletb, which is 
by the well Rogel, and calfed aji his bre¬ 
thren the king’s fons, with all the men of 
Judah the king’s fervants; 10 Except Na¬ 
than the prophet, and fleoaiah,. *nd the 
mighty men, and Solomon hip brother. 

11 Therefore Nathan fpake to Bath- 
flieha, Solomon’s mother, faying, Haft 
thou not heard that Adpnjjafr, Haggith’s 
fon, reigns, and David our lord knows it 
not ? 12 Now, therefore, coqie f 'let me,f 
I pray thee, advife thee, tht\t thou mayeft 
fave thine own life, and thy fon Solo- 
man’s. 13 Come, and go ty kihg David, 
and fay to him, Didft not fIio 1 ii,,my tardy 
O king, fwear to thine handmaid, faying,; 
Affured'y Solomon thy fon fliall reign af. 
tet me, and fit on my throne } why then 
doth Adonijah reign ? 14 J.o, while thou 
art talking there wiih the King, I alfo, 
will come in after thc<?, and confirm thy 
wprds. 

13 Then Bath-flieba went jn -Jto the 
king In his chamber : be beipg very old.

Then Bath-fheba, bpwp^and 
did homage to him'; and fte laid, What 
wouldest thou have ? 17 Then flie faid 

to liini, My lord, thou fwarest by the Ex¬

36 Then Be¬ 
naiah the fon of johoiada anfwered the 
king. So let it be—May the Eternal God 
of my lord the king fay fo. 37 As the 
Eternal hath been with my lord the king, 
even fo be lie with Solomon, and make 
his throne greater than the throne of my 
lord king David. 

38 So Zadok the priest, and Nathan 
the prophet, and Benaiah the fon of Jo- 
hoiada, and the Chercthites, and the’ Pe- 
lethitcs, went down, and caufed Solomon 
‘to ridg on king David’s mule, Sc brought 
kith to Gihon. 39 Then Zadok the prieft 
took an horn of oil out of the tabernacle, 
and anointed Solomon; and they blew 
A trumpet; and kll the people faid, Let 
king Solomon live. 40 Then all the peo¬ 
ple came up after him ; and piped with 
pipes, and rejoiced greatly, f6 that the 
earth rung'with the found of them. ' 

41 Now Adonijah, and all his guefts, 
heard it, as they had done eating; and 
Joab, hearing the found of the trumpet, 
faid, Why is this noiec of the city being 
in an uproar ? 41 But while he yet 

fpake, Jo Jonathan, the fen of Abiathar 
the prieft, came : and Adonijah. faid to 
him. Gome in ; for thou that art a vali¬ 
ant man, and bringeft good tidings. 43 
Then Jonathan anfwered Adonijah, Ve¬ 
rily cur lord king David hath made So¬ 
lomon king. 44 And hath fent witli 
him Zadok the prieft, and Nathan the 
prophet, and Btmaiah the fon of Jehoiada, 
and the Cherethices, and the Pelethito, 
who have caufed him to ride on the king’* 
mule ; 45 And Zadok the prieft and Na¬ 
than the prophet have anointed him king 
in Gihon; and they are come up from 
thence rejoicing, fo that the city rang a- 
gain ; this is the noife that ye have heard. 
46 And Solomon alfo fits on the throne 
of the kingdom. 47 And, moreover, the 
king’s fervants came to blefs our lord king 
David, faying, God make the name of So¬ 
lomon better than thy name, and make his 
throtie greater than tliy thione. Then the 
king bowed hirofelf upon the bed. 48 And 
thus alio faid the king, Bleffed be the E- 
ternal God of Ifrael, who hath given one 
to fit on my throne this day, mine eyes e- 
ven feeing it. 49 Then Adonijah’s guefts 
were afraid, and rofc up, and every man 
went away. 

50 Adonijah alfo feared Solomon, and 
ftroie, and went, and took hold of the 
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horns of the altar. 51 Then it was told 
Solomon, laying, Behold, Adonijah fear- 
eth king Solomon ; for. lo, he hvth taken 
hold of the horns of the altar, faying. Let 
king Solomon fwear to me to day. that 
he will not flay his fervant with the 
/word. 51 Then Solomon laid, If lie 
will ilicw himfilf a worthy man, there 
fliall not an hair of him fail to the earth: 
but if wickednef* be found in him^he 
shall die, 53 So Solomon fent, and they 
brought him down from the altar; and 
he came and bowed himfelf to king Solo, 
mon; and Solomon faid to him, Go to 
thine houfe.* 

II. David dicth , and Solomon fucceecieth. 

N OW the time of David’s death be¬ 
ing near, he dunged Solomon h's 
fon, faying, 1 I go the way of all the 
earth; be thou ftrong therefore, and 
manly. 3 And keep the charge of the 
Eternal thy God, to walk in his wavs, to 
keep his ordinances, and his command¬ 
ments, and hU 10lea, and his tefiiinomcs, 
as it is written in the law of Mofes, that 
thou mayeft profper in all that thou 
doe ft, and wherever thou turneft. 4 
'I hat the Eternal may continue the word 
he fpako concerning me, faying, If thy 
children take heed to their way, to walk 
before nje j n truth with all their heart Sc 
foul, there Hull not fail thee (faid he) a 
man on the tluone of Ifrael. 

5 Moreover, thou knoweft alfo what 
Joab the fon of Zeruiah did to me, and 
what he did to the two captains of the 
hofts of Ifrael, to Abner the fon of Ner, 
and Am a fa tin* fon of Jether, whom he 
fh-w, and Hied the blood of War in peace, 
and put the blood of war upon his girdle 
about his loins, and in his flioes on his 
leer 6 Do, therefore, according to thy 
William, and let not his hoary head come 
down to the grave in peace. 7 But /hew 
kindnels to tnc (bus of Bar?illai the Gi¬ 
leadite, and let them be of thofc thift eat 
at lh> tabJe; f„ r thpy came to tw when 
1 lied becaulr of A Malum tl.y brother. 

8 And lo thou luf, with thee Shimci 
the lun of Gera, a Bcnjamite of Bahu- 
run, who curled me gvievotifly in the day 
1 came to Maiunaitn ; but he cainc down 
to meet me at Jordan, and I fwarc to him 
by the Lrernai, faying I w.ill llot nut 
thee to deatn with the fivord. 9 Now ■ 
therefore, hold him not gcikfcu* for’ 
thou.art a wife man, anj what 

thou oughit/t to do to him ; J,ut Lis boa. 
ry IjeMl bring .tliu-i down tp the erave 
yvitli blood. 6 
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10 Then David flept with his fathers, 
arid was buried in the city of David. 11 
And the days that he' reigned over Ifrael 
were forty/ears; feVren in Hebron, and 
thirty-three in JerufaJem. 

1 1 Then Solomon fat on thfl throne of 
David ' .y faUicr; arid his throne waser. 
ftablifhed greatly. 

13 Now Adonijah, Haggith’s fon, came 
to Bath-flieba, Solomon's mother, who 
faid, Comeft thou peaceably? fo he faid. 
Yes. 14 And moreover, I have fome- 
wliat to fay to thee. And flie faid. Say 
on. 15 Then he faiJ, Thou knoweft the 
kingdom was nunc, and that all Ifrael fee 
their faces on me to reign ; howbeit, the 
kingdom is turned riiout, and become my 
brother’s; for it was his from the‘Eter¬ 
nal. 15 And now i alk one petition of 
thee, deny me not. Then flic fat'd to him, 
Say on. 17 So he faid, Speak' I pray 
thee tp Solomon the king, (for he will 
not fay thee nay) that he give me^A bi¬ 
ll) ag the Shunamite to wife. 1 8 'then 
Bath-flieba faid. Well, I will'f^eak,for 
thee to the king 

19 So Bath-llieba went to king Solo¬ 
mon to fpeajt to him for Adpilijah. An L 
the king rofe up to meet fier, and bow¬ 
ing to her, fat down on his throne. He 
Caufed a feat to be let forliis mother, to 
fit on his right hand. 20 Then Ihc laid, 

I defire one imall petition of thee, I’pray 
thee fay me not nay. Then the king faid 
to her, Afk on, my mother, for I will not 
fay thee n.iy. 21 So fl»e faid. Let Abi¬ 
ding the. Shunamite be given to Adonic 
jah thy brother to wife. 22 But king 
Solomon faid to his mother, Whv dolt 
thou alk her for Adonijah? aik for him 
the.kuigdom alfo; (for he is mine elder 
brother); even for'him, and Abiathar 
the piieft, and Joab the fon of Zeruiali. 
23 Then Solompn fwai? by the Eternal, 
laying, Gorl do fo to me, and more alto, 
if Adonijah have not fpoken this word 
agriinli his own life. 24 Now, therefore, 
as the Eternal livcth, whoeftabliijjcd me, 
on the throne 01 David my father, and 
m ?dr me an hoof-, as he profiled, Ado- 
nijah Hiall be put to death this day. 25 
So king Solomon ft lit by Furnaiah the fon 
ol Jeboiadah ; and be fell upon him that 
he died. 

26 And to Abiathar the prieft the king 
laid. Go to Anathoth, to thine own fields, 
for thou art worthy ol de^th; but I wi 1L 
nut at this tirne put thee to death, l>c- 
c..ufe thou hareft ,lhe ark of the Eternal 
Gpd befue. David my lather, and becaufe 
thou haft been afflicted in aliliis aitii^ions. 
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27 So Solomon thruft out Abiathar from 
being piieftio the Etefnal, 6t fulfilled the 
word of the Eternal?, which he Ipake 
concerning the houfe of Eli in Shiloh. 

28 When tiding? cj^me to Joab, (whd 
had Jiirned after Adotfjah, but not after 
Abfalwti) be fled to the tabernacle of the 
Eternal, and took hold of the horns of the 
altar. 19 Now it was told king Solomon 
That Joab was fled thither, and was by' 
the altar: then Solomon fcnt Benaiah 
the fon of Jehoiada, faying. Go fall npon 
him. 30 So Benaiah came thither, and 
faid to him, Thus faith the king, Come 
forth. But hejhid, Nay; but I will die 
here* Then Benaiah informed the king 
that Joab faid fd. 31 Then the king faid 
tobiro, Do as he hath faid; fall upon hitn 
and bury him, that thou mayeft take a- 
way thp innocent blood which Joab (lied 
from m£, and from my father’s houfe. 
3a So 'the Eternal fliall return his blood 
on hU own head, who flew two men more 
righteous and better than he, with the 
fword, my father David, not knowing 
thereof, to witj Abner the fon of Ner, 
captain of the hoft of Ifiael, and Amafa 
the fon of Jether v captain of the hoft of 
Judah. t 33, Their blood fliall therefore 
return on the head of Joab, and on the 
head of his feed for ever ; but oh David, 
and his feed; aud his houfe, and on his 
throne, fliall there be perpetual profperi- 
ty from the Eternal. 134 So Benaiah the 
fon of-Jehoiada went up, and fell on him, 
and flew him ; and he was buried in his 
own houfe in the wildethefs. 

35 Then the king put Benaiah the fon 
•f Jehoiada in his room over the hoft ; 
and Zadok the priefl: did the king put in 
the room of Abiathar. 

36 Then the king font for Shimei, and 
faid to him, Buijd thee an houfe in Jeru¬ 
salem, and dwell there, and go not forth 
thence any where: 37 For on the day 
thou goeft out, or pafl'cft over the brook 
Kidron. thou (halt furely die : thy blood 
fliall be on [ thine own head. 38 Then 
Sbimei faid to the king. The faying is 
good ; as my lord the king hath faid, lb 
will thy fervant do. So Shimei dwelt in 
Jcrufalem maoy days. 39 But at the’ 
end 01 three years two of Shimei’s fer* 
vantsian away to AchitliTon of Maachah, 
king of Gath; and it was told Shimei ; 
that his ftrvants were in Gath. 40 Then 1 
Shimei arofe, and fuddled his-als, and 
went to Gath to 1 Achifb to feek his Ser¬ 
vants, and brought them from Gath? 
41 And it was told SoIomOn that Shimei 
-haAgooe from Jerufaleih tor Gath, ahd‘ 


was returned. 41 Then the^king font 
for Shimei, and laid to him, Did I not 
make lliee fwcar by the Eternal, and pro- 
tefted to thee, faying, Know for certain, 
on the daj thou goeft out, and walkeft 
abioad any where, thou flialt furely die > 
And thou faidft to me, The word that I 
have heard is good. 43 Why then haft 
thou not kept .the oath of the Eternal, 
and my commandment. 44 The king 
faid moreover to Shimei, Thou knowelt 
all the wickednefs which thine heart is 
confcious of, which thou did ft to Da vid 
my father; therefore the Eternal fliall 
return thy wickednefs upon thine own 
head : 45 But king Solomon fliall be blef- 
fed, and David’s throne fliall be rftabliHi- 
ed before the Eternal perpetually. 4 6 So 
the king commanded Benaiah the fon of 
Jehoiada, whd went out and fell upon 
him that he died. Now the kingdom 
was eftabliflied in the. hand of Solomco. 

III. Solomon mar rieth Pharaoh's daugh¬ 
ter. 

OW Solomon made affinity with 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, by mar¬ 
rying his daughter, whotfi he brought in¬ 
to the city of David, till he had finiflied 
building his own houfe, and the Eternal’s 
houfe, anfl tffe wall about Jerufalem. 2 
Only the people facrificed in high places,' 
be caufe there was no houfe built to the 
name of the Eteinki till thofe days. 3 
Now Solomon loved the Eternal, walk¬ 
ing in the ordinances of D 4 vid his father ; 
only he fa'crificirf and burnt incenfe on 
high pi&ei. 4 And the king went to 
Gibeon tb'facrjfice there, that being the 
great high place ; a thouJand burnt-offer¬ 
ings did he offefon that altar. ^ 

5 In Gibeon the Eternal appeared to 
Solomon in a dream by night; and God 
faid, Aik what I ffialhgive thee. 6 Then. 
Solomon faid. Thou hftft fhewed thy fer¬ 
vant David my father grfcat bounty, ac¬ 
cording as he walked before thee in 
truth, and in righteoufnefs, and in ud- 
rightnefa of heart with the'e ; and thou 
haft kept for him this jgt,eat kuidnefs to 
give him a fon to lit oh ft is throne, as it 
is this day. 7 And now, 1 O Eternal my 
God, thou haft made thy fervant kingi 
inftead of David my father; and I am 
but a littW child ; I know bor how to go 
out or come in. ; S And tl'iy "fervant is iu 
the midft of thy'choltD people ; a great 
people, that cannot be nVunbered for mul¬ 
titude; 9 Gi?e,' therefore, thy feivaotjr 
an rMlerltar.ding heart, to judge 
pebjde, that! discern bet ween jjppd 
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^nd bad; for who is able to judge this 
people of tome, being fo great > 

io And it plea fed the Eternal that So¬ 
lomon afked this thing, n Then Cod 
laid to him, Becaufc thou haft alked this 
thing, and haft not «fked long life, nor 
riches, nor the life of thine enemies,; but 
underftanding to difrern juftice ; 12 Be- 
I10IJ T have granted thy requeft, and gi¬ 
ven thee a wife and an underftanding 
heart above all that were before thee or 
that fliall be after thee. 13 I have alfo 
given thee what thou afked not, riches 
and honour above all other kings. 14 
And if thou wilt walk in my ways, to 
keep my ordinances and commandments, 
as thy lather David did, then I will 
lengthen thy days. 15 Now Solomon a- 
woke, being fen Able of his dream ; and 
he came to Jerulalem, and flood before 
the ark of the covenant of the Eternal, 
and offered burnt-olferitigs and peace-of¬ 
ferings, and made a feaft to all his fer- 
vaiits. 

16 Then two women that were harlots 
came and flood before the king. 17 The 
one faid, O my lord, I and this woman 
dwell in one houfe ; and 1 brought forth 
a child with her in the houfe. 18 And 
the third day after this woman was de¬ 
livered alfo; and there was no other with 
us in the houfe. 19 But this woman’s 
child died in the night, becaufe file ovci- 
laid it. 20 Then file arofe at midnight, 
and tuok from me my fon from befide me, 
"'bile thine handmaid flept, and laid her 
dead child in my bofom. 11 And when 
1 rofe in the morning to give the child 
luck, behold it was dead ; but having 
confidcred it, behold it was not my fon. 
u Theirthe other woman faid, Nay, but 
the living is iny fon, and the dead is thy 
fon: and this gainfaid , her. Thus they 
IpaLe before the king. 

_ 23 Then faid the king, The one faith, 

1 his is my fon that liveth, and thy fon is 
the dead ; and the other faith, Nay ; but 
thy lun is the dead, and my fon is the 
living. 24 Then he faid, Bring me a 
hyurd. And they did fo. 75 T.hcn the 
king faid, Divide the living child in two, 
and give to each a half. 16 Then the 
mother of the living child’s bowels were 
moved lor her foil, and fhe faid, O my 
lord, give her the living child, and flay it 
not; but the other faid, Let it be nei¬ 
ther thine nor mine, but divide it. 27 
V*?? tlie king faid, Grve 1,or the living 
child, and flay it not; flie is the mother 
thereof. 2 S Now all Ifrael hearing the 
judgment which the k^ng hid given, 
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they feared the king ; /or they faw that 
the wiGdocn of God was with him to do 
juftice. 

IV. The profperity of Solotnoti's king¬ 
dom. 

O Solomon was king over all Ifrael. 

2 And thele were his princes, Aza- 
riah, Zadok’s fon, the prieft; 3 Eliho- 
reph and Aliiah, the Tons of Shifha, 
feribes; Jeliofliaphat, Ahilud’s fon, the 
recorder: 4 And Bcnaiah, Jehoiada’s fon/ 
was over tbe liofl; and Zadok and Abi- 
atliar were the priefts. 5 And Azariah, 
Nathan’s fon was over the officers ; and 
Zahucl the fc - of Nathan' was principal 
officer, and the king’s confident. 6 And 
Ahifliar was over the h 011 lie hold and A- 
doniram the fon of Abda was oyer the 
tribute: * 

7 Solomon had twelve officers over all 
Ifrael, which provided vidloals jfor the 
king and his household ; each man made 
provifion his month in the year. S And 
thefe are their names: The fon of Hur, 
in mount Ephraim. 9 The fon of Dekar 
in Makaz, and in Siiaaibim, and Beth- 
flieniefli, and Elon-bcth-hanan. 10 The. 
fon of He fed in Aruboth: to him per¬ 
tained Sochoh, and all the land of ITe- 
pher. 11 The fon of Abinadab in all the 
region of Dor, who had Taphath the 
daughter of Solomon to wife. it Baana 
the fon of Ahilud; to him pertained 
Taanacli, and Megiddo, and all D^th- 
fhean, which 11 by Zartanah, beneath 
Jczreel, from Beth-fhean to Abel-meho- 
lah, even unto the place that is beyond 
Jokncam. 13 The fon of Geber in Ra- 
moth-Gilead ; to him peitained the 
towns of Jan the fon of Manaflch, which 
are in Gilead ; and alfo the region of Ar- 
gob, which is in Bafhan, threefcore great 
c.ties, wkh Walls and brazen bars. 14 
Ahinadad the fort of Iddo had Mahanaim. 
15 Ahimaaz was in Naphtuli; he alfo 
took Balmath the daughter uf Solomon 
to wife, id Baanah the fon of Hulh.u 
was in Aflier and in Aloth. 17 Jehofha- 
phat .the fon of Paruah in Iflaciiar. 18 
Shimci the fon of EJah in Benjamin, 
tp Gcber the fon of Uri was in the coun^ 
try of Gilead, in that of Sihon kmg of 
the Amorites. and of Og king of Balkan ■ 
artd-he was the only officer which was iir 
that land. 

20 Jud;h and Ifrael were rriany, as thb 
fand “by the fe.a in multitude, eating nfid 
drinking, and making merry, li Now 
Solomon was feared over ftlldtfngdoms, 
bom the river Euphrates wnto the Ja’hci 
of the Philiftincs v.eft, and v.nto the bor- 
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der of Egypt fouth j. they brought pre- 
fents, and ferved Solomon Ins life. 

xi And Solomon’s provifions tor one 
day was thirty meafucesof fine flour, and 
threcfcore meafure* of meal, 13 Ten fat 
oxen, and twenty oxen out of the paftuies, 
and. an hundred ilicep, bclidcs harts, and 
roe-bucks and fallow-dcei, and fatted 
fowl. 24 Fur he had dominion over all 
the region on this fide the river Euphra¬ 
tes, from Tiphfah eveu t» Azzah, over all 
/the kings on this fide the river Jordan ; 
and he had peace on all Tides around. 
25 Then Judah and Ifrael dwelt fairly, 
every man under hiS vine and his fig-tree, 
from Dan eve® to Beer flieba, all the days 
of Solomon. 

26 Now A Solomon had four thoufand 
flails of horfes for bis chariots, and twelve 
thoufand horfetnen. 27 Now thofe offi¬ 
cers provided virftuals for king Solomon, 
and for all that came to his table, every 
man in his month ; they lacked nothing. 
2 3 Barley alfo and ft raw for the horfes 
and dromedaries they brought to the 
place where the officers were, every man 
according to his charge. 

29 Now God gave Solomon wifdom 
and underftanding exceeding much, and 
largenefs of heart, even as the fand on 
the fea ftiore. 30 For Solomon’s wifdom 
excelled the wifdom cf the cart, and all 
the wiiidom of Egyi t. 31 For he was 
wifer than all men, even thrai Ethan the 
Ezfahite, and Heman, and Chalcol, and 
Darda, the Ions of Maliol; and his fame 
was iD all nations round about. 32 He 
fpake three thoufand proverbs, and his 
fongs were a thoufand and five. 33 He 
fpake alfo of trees, from the cedar that 
is in Lebanon, even unto the hyfibp that 
fpringeth OHt of the wall; he fpake alfo 
of beafts, and of foivls, arid of c.eeping 
things, and of fifbes. 34 And there came 
of all people to hear ,the wifdom of So- 
lonaon, from all kings of the earth who 
had heard of his wifdom. 


V. Hiram congratulates Salomon. 

N OW Hiram king 01 Tyre fent his 
fervants to Solomon ; (having 
heard that he was anoiuted king ioftead 
of his father) ; for Hiram was ever a 
tover of David. 

2 Then Solomon fent to Hiram, faying, 
3 Thou kr.owert how that David my fa¬ 
ther could not build an houfe to the name 
of the Eternal his God for the wars a- 
bout him on every fide, until the Eternal 
put them under^he foies of his feet.. 4 
B^t'now the Eternal my God hath given 
md rest on every fide, fo that there is nei¬ 


ther adverfary nor-eviloecUrrent. 5 And, 
behold, I pnrpofe to build an houfe to tha 
name of the Eternal my God, as the E- 
ternal fpake to David my father, faying, 
Thy Von, whom I will let upon thy throne 
in thy room, (ball build an houfe to my 
name. 6 Now, therefore, command to 
hew me cedar-trees out of Lebanon ; and 
my fervants fliall be with iby fei vanti; 
and to thee will I give hire for thy fer- 
yants. according to all that thou (halt 
appoint; for thou knowest that there is 
not among us any that have skill to hew 
timber like to the Sidonians. 

7 Now Hiram rejoiced greatly at the 
words of Solomon, and faid, BJefled be 
the Eternal this day, who hath given to 
David a wife fon over this great people. 
8 Then Hiram fent to Solomon,'faying, I 
have confideied thy meflage ; and will do 
all thy defire concerning timber of cedar 
and fir. 9 My fervants fliall bring them 
down from Lebanon to the fea; and I 
will convey them by fca in floats to the 
place thou fliait appoint me, and will 
cncfe them to be dilcha;ged there, and 
thou flialt receive them ; and thou flialt 
aecomnlilh my defiie, in giving food for 
mv houfehold. 10 So Hiram gave Solo¬ 
mon cedar and fir trees, according to all 
his defire, ri And Solomon gave Hi¬ 
ram twenty thoufand meafurts of wheat 
for food to his hofehould, and twenty 
roeafures of pure oil, yearly. 

12 Now the Eternal gave Solomon 
wifdom, as he promifed him : and there 
was peace and a league between Hiram 
and Solomon. 

13 Now Solomon raifed a levy out of 
all Ilrael; a levy of thirty thoufand men. 
14 And fent thrm to Lebanon, ten thou¬ 
fand a month by courfes; it two months 
xt home; and Adoniram was over the 
levy. 

15 And Solomon had threescore and 
ten thoufand that bare burdens, and four- 
fcore thoufand hewers in the mountains— 

1 6 Bcfides his chief officers, three thou- 
fand and three hundred, who ruled over 
the people that wrought in the work. 

17 Then the king commanded, and they 
brought great and coftly hewed Hones, 
to lay the foundation of the houfe. lS 
So Solomon’s and Hiram’s builders and 
the fione fquarers hewed them—So tlwy 
prepared timber and stones to build the 
houfe. 


VI. 'Tbe building of Solomon s temple. 

N OW, in the four hundred and eigh¬ 
tieth year after the lfraelites came 
out of Egypt, in the fourth year of Soli*- 
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mon’; reig i, in tl»e month Zif, which ii 
the fet oml mouth, he, began to build the 
Ernnni’s houfe.* 2 Nqw the houfe he 
built f.,r the Eternal was threefcoie cu¬ 
bits lorg, twenty cubit* broad, and thir¬ 
ty cubits high. 3 The porch before the 
ft out of the temple was twenty'cubit* 
lung, according’ 10 the breadih of the 
houfe, and ten cubits bread before the 
houfe. 4 lie made windows, broad with¬ 
in and narrow without. 

5 And joining to the wall of the houfe 
he built chamber* round about, of diverfe 
Hays, Lotli of the temple and the oracle, 
or mod holy, place. 6 The nethermoft 
chamber w?* five cubits broad, and the 
middle fix; and the third feven; for in 
the out fide of the wall of the houfe he 
made narrowed rolls round about, that 
the I,earns fhould not be fattened in the. 
walls of the houfe. 7 The houfe was 
built of Hone made ready before it was 
brought thither; fo that there was nei¬ 
ther hammer, nor axe. nor any too! of 
iron heard at the houfe, while it was in 


flowers; all was celar, there was no 
ftone feen. 19 Ami he prepared the o- 
raclc in the inmott part of the houfe, to 
fet there the ark of the Eternal’s cove¬ 
nant. 2"! The oracle was twenty cubit* 
long, and twenty broad, and twenty high, 
and he overlaid it \yith pur^ gold, and 
the altar with cedar. 21 9 o Solomon 
overlaid the houfe within with pure gold; 
and made a partition with chains of gold 
before the oracle, and overlaid that with 
gold.’ i\ And the whole houfe he over¬ 
laid with gold, till he had finiflied it all : 
alfo the whole altar before the oracle he 
overlaid with gold. 

23 And within the oracle he made two 
cherubs of olive tree, each ten cubits 
high. 24 Each of the wings of each 
cherub was five cubits; from the tfnd of 
one wing to that of another 'Were ten 
cubits. 25 The other cherub was alfo 
ten cubits, both having the fame mea- 
furc and fizc. 26 The height of each was 
ten cubits. * 27 And he fet the cherubs 
within the inner houfe; and they ttrctch- 


building. 8 The door for the middle 
chamber was on the right hand fide of 
the houfe ; and they went up by wind¬ 
ing flairs into the middle ttage,,, and out 
uf the middle into the third- ,9 Sp he 
built the houfe, and finiflied it tkus; and 
covered it with beams jpul boards pf ce¬ 
llar.

ed forth their wings, fu that the wing of 
one touched one wall, and that of the 0- 
tlier touched the other wall, as their 
wings touched one another in the midft 
of the houfe. 28 And he overlaid the 
cherubs with gold ; 29 And he carved all 
the walls of the houfe round about with 
figures of cherubs, and palm trees, and 
open flowers, within and without. 30 
And the floor of the houfe he overlaid 
with gold within and without the thres¬ 
hold. 

31 And at the entering Of the oracle 
he made doors of olive tree ; the lintel 
and flJe-pofts projection wa$ five fquare. 
31 'fiie leaves of the doors alfo 1 were of 
olive tree ; and he carved bn them carv¬ 
ings of cherubs, and palm trees, and open 
flowers, and overlaid tfhem with jjohl, 8c 
Iprer.d gpld on the cherubs And palm 
trees. 33 So alfo he rhade at the door 
of the temple putts of olive t; - ee, four 
fjuare. 34 And the two doors were of 
fir Wood; the, two leaves of each floor 
wei.e folding; 35 And lie carved the/e¬ 
on cherubs, and piim trees, and open 
flowers, and covered them with gold Ac¬ 
t'd oti the carving. 

3* AuJ he buui thd inftcr cciuld ufftli 
thiee vows ol hewed ftpnc, and a rbw of 
cedar brains. r ' • '•*' : 

* 0 Ijl .tlife fou"tli year was the founda¬ 
tion of the Eternal’S* horff^ laid, iti tile 
hi'in.jr 21 F, '3^ And infhie eTeventKyeai*, 
in fhe J rfjDnt^ flnl, ‘(wfcieh is the eighth 
ri 1 ' ! <i • ■' ■ -1 
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month),- was the houfe finiihed, with all 
the appurtenances sn<i manner thereof. 
So he was feven years'in building it. 

VII. The building c\f Solomon's houfe. 

B UT Solomon haabuilded at his own 
houfe thirteen years, when he fi- 
niflied it all. 

a He built alfo the houfe of the foi;eft 
of Lebanon ; an hundred cubits long and 
fifty broad, and thirty high, on four rows 
of cedar pillars, with cedar, beams on 
them. 3 And it was covered with cedar 
above upon the beams, that lay on forty- 
five pillars, fifteen in a row. 4 And there 
were windows in three rows, and light 
was oppofiteito light in.three rows. 5 
And all the f|jAfccs and pillars were fquare 
ip pcofpeijl, .and light was oppefite light 

6 Hj^^made a porch of pillars fifty 
cubiRrlong^ and thirty broad; and the 
porch was before according to them, with 
pillars and a thick beam according to 
them. > r . 

7 Then lie made a porch for the 
throne, where he might judge, evep the 
porch of judgment; and.it was covered 
with cedar from one fide of the floor, to 
the other s 

" 8 And his dtvelliDg-houfe had another 
court Within the porch, like this work. 
Solomon made alfo a bcvfe for Pharoah’s 
daughter his wife, like this porch. jfAll 
thefe wererof coftly ftpnes,| (according to 
the pieafures ofhewed ftones, fa wed with 
faws), within and , without, even from 
the foundation unto the coping, and from 
the outfide to the great court- to And 
the foundation was qf coftly flones, even 
gre^t ftones; A of ten cubits, and of eight 
cubits, ri And above were coftly ftones 
(after the tneafure 0 f hewed ftones) knd 
cedars. 11 And the gfeat couu round 
about was with three rows of hewed 
ftones, and a row tf cedar beams, both 
for the inner court of the,Eternal's houfe, 
and for the porch of the houfe. 

13 And king Solomon fent and fetched 
Hiram out of Tyre. 14 He was a >vi- 
dow’s fon of the tribe of Naphtali, and 
his father was a man of Tyre, a worker 
in hrafs ; and he was filled with wifdom 
and umlerftanding, and ftilful to wprlf all 
works in brafs| f and he came to king.5o- 
lomop^apd wic-iifrn? al! his jwqrk.,, 15 ,For 
He caft two pillars of br;rfs, each 
teen cubits high, >nd a line, of tWftl'vc 
cubits would cacqmpiifs each pillar. 

And he made tyvo -chapiters of molten 
brafs, 'to put on Jthe tops of them j^th^ 
height of-cath chapiter was five cubits. 
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17 And nets of chequer work, and 
wreaths of chain work for the chapiters, 
feven for each chapiter. i& Thus he 
made alfo the pillars, and two rows of 
pomegranates round about upon the one 
net-work, to cover the chapiters that 
were upon the top, and fo he made for 
the other chapiter. 19 Thofe chapiters 
on the top of the pillars in the porch were 
of lily-work, being four cubits, no And 
to the chapiters upon the two pillars alfo 
above, over againft the belly which was 
by the net work, were two hundred 
pomegranates in rows round about each 
chapiter. 21 And he fet up the pillars 
in the porch of the temple ; the right 
pillar he called Jachin, he JljalleJlablt/b; 
and the left he called Boaz, in it is 
Jlrengtb. 22 And upon the top of the 
pillars was lily work; fo was the work 
of the pillars finilhed. 

23 And be made a great molten veffel 
or fea, ten cubits from the one brim to 
the other, tire border round, ^nd its height 
was five cubits, and a line of thirty cu¬ 
bits did compafs it. 24 And under th^' 
brim of it round about there were knopfi 
compafling it,- ten in a Cubit; the knopi 
were caft in two rows when it was caft. 
25 It flood upon twelve oxen, three lock¬ 
ing northward, and three looking welt- 
ward, and three looking fouthward. and 
fhree looking eaflward ; and the fea was 
fet upon, them above, and all their hin¬ 
der parts were inward. 26 And it was 
an handbreadth thick, and the brim there¬ 
of was wrought like the brim of & cup, 
with flowers of lilies; it contained two 
thoufand baths. 

27 And he made ten bafes of Inn's, 
each four cubits long, and four broad, fit 
three high. 2S And the work of the bales 
was in this manner; they had borders, U- 
the borders were between the ledges: 

29 And on the borders-were linns, oxen, 
andchtrubs; and on the ledges was a 
bafe above ; and beneath the lions and 
oxen were joinings of fpreading woik. 

30 And every bafe had four wheels ai>l 
plates of brafs; and the* four ccrucr-i 
thereof fiad fhoplders: under the laver 
were under ft 1 tiers molten, at the fide of 
every joining. 31 And the mouth of it, 
within the chapiter and above, was a cu¬ 
bit; bu| the mqulh thereof was round, 
according to the woik of the bafe, a cu¬ 
bit and an half; and alfo upon the mouth 
of it were four-fquare graving?, with 
their borders.. ’32 And under the holders 
Were four wheels, and the ajdertrees o£ 
the whivls were in the bafe, cud the 
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height of a wheel was a cubit and a half. 
33 And the work of the wheels was like 
that of a chariot-wheel; their axle-trees, 
nave?, felloes, and Ipukis, were all mol¬ 
ten. 34 And the four underfetters to the 
four corners of a bafe were of the ba!c 
,rf f !f. 35 And on the top of the bale 
the Iwight was half a cubit around ; aJid 
the hands and the borders theieof were 
of the fame. 36 And on the plates of 
the ledges, and the borders thereof, he 
graved, cherubs, lions, and palm trees, 
according to the proportion of every one, 
and the joinings round about. 37.After 
this manner he made the ten bafe*; all 
of them had one calling, one meafore, 
and one fize. 

3S Then he made ten lavers of brafs; 
cue contained forty baths; each was four 
cubits; everyone ofothe ten bafes had 
one laver. 39 ^nd he put five bafts on 
the right fide of the lioufe, and five on 
the left fide ; and lie Jet the fea on the 
right fide of the houfc callward, over a-, 
gainftthe fou’h, c r fouth-ea/l. 

And Hiram having made the lavers, 
and fiiovels, and bafons, he ended all the 
work (hat he made king Solomon for the 
lioufe of the Eternal: 41 The two pil¬ 
lar*, and the two globes of the chapiters 
that were on the tops of them, and the 
two net-works to cove I the two globes 
of the chapiters. 41 And four hundred 
pomegranates for tilt two networks,two 
rows of them for one net-work, to cover, 
file two bowls of the chapiters that were 
upon the face of the pillars, 43 And the 
ten hnfes. and one laver on each. 44 
And one fea, and twelve oxen under the 
fea, 45 And the pots, the Ihovels, and 
bafons; and all thefe vtfTels which Hi- 
1. in made to king Solomon for the houfc 
of the Gtern.il, were of bright brafs. 

46 On the plain of Jordan did the king 
cait them, in the clay ground between 
Succoth and Zarthan. 47 But Solomon 
hit all the veftels unweighed, becaufe 
they were exceeding many ; nor was the 
weight of the Urals found out. 48 And 
Solemon made all the ve.lu:Is that per¬ 
tained to the lioufe of the Eternal; the 
altar of gold, aul the table of gold, 
uherron the facred bread was, 49 And, 
the candlefticks of pup. 1 gold, five on the 
light fide and live on the left, before the 
macle, with the flowers, the lamps, and 
the tongs of gold. £0 And the bowls, 
und fnufitrs, and bafons, and fpoons, and 
cenfers of pure gold ; and hinges of gold 
both »or the doors of He inner houfe, the 
holy pla^e, and for the doors of the. 
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houfe, even the temple. 51 So was end¬ 
ed all the work that king Solomon made 
for the houfe of the Eternal. And Solo¬ 
mon brought in the things which David 
his father had dedicated ; even the filver, 
and the gold, and the vefiels, did he put 
among the treafures of the houfe of the 
Eternal. 

VIII. 77 '<• dedication of the temple. 

T HEN Solomon aflenibled the elders 
of 11‘rarJ, and all the heads of the 
tribes, the chiefs of the fathers, of the 
Ifraelites, to himfelf in Jer/alem, to 
bring up the ilrk of the Eternal's cove¬ 
nant from the city of David, which is 
Zion, a Then all the men of Ifrael af- 
fembled to the king at the feaft, Mi the 
month Ethaniiu, the fevrnth month. 3 
So all the elders- of Ifrael came, ajjd the 
priefls took up the avk. 4 And they 
brought it, with the tabprnc.de of the 
congregation, and all the holy vtficls of 
the tabernacle, did the priefts and the 
Ecvites bring up. 5 So the king, and all 
the congregation o(/Ifrael that aHcir.blcd, 
were with him before the ark, facrdicing 
fljeep Hnd oxen without number. 6 Then 
the priefts brought in the ark to its place 
in the oracle of the houfe, or the inoft 
holy place, under the wings of the che- 
rubims. 7 For the chembiros Cpread out 
their two wings over ther place of the 
ark, and covered it, and the Haves there¬ 
of above. 8 Now tfliey tlre.iv out the 
ftaves, fo.that their ends were fcenin the 
holy place before the oracle, but they 
were not feen without it, and they 3re 
there to this day. 9 There- was nothing 
in the ark but the two tables of ft one, 
which Mofes put therein at Hofcb, where 
the Eternal made 4 covenant wit*: the 
Israelites, when they came,out of Egypt. 

10 Now when tlie pneftscame out of 
the holy place, the cloud filled the Eter¬ 
nal's houlr, 11 So that the priefts could 
not Hand to minifter becaufc of the cloiid ; 
for the Eternal’s glory had filled his 
houfe. 

n Then faid Solomon, The Eternal, 
faid he would dwell in the thrrgk dark- 
nefit. 13 I have furrly built thee aa 
houfe, a fettled place of abode to dwell in- 
perpetually. 14 Now the king tutned? 
his lace about, and blefted all the congre¬ 
gation of Ifrael: (and they all ft^od.J 
15 And he faid, BJ^e^Ted be the EternaL 
God of Ifrael,, wlio hath with his hand 
fulfilled what his mouth fpake to David 
my father, faying, 16 Since the day I 
brought,Ifrael but of Egypt, I thofe no. 
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city among nil tire tribes, tobuiljl a houfe 
for my name therein ; bill I chofe David 
to be over roj people Ifrael. 17 And it 
wasln the heart of David my father to 
build a houfe for the Eternal God of If- 
rael. 18 And tl.e Eternal faid to him. It 
was well that it was in thine heart to 
build a houfe to my name ; 19 Yet thou 
fTiaIt not build it, but thyTon fhall do it. 
20 Now the Eternal hath performed 
what he fpake ; for I am rifen up in the 
room of my father, to fit on the throne 
of Ifrael, as the Eternal promifed; and 
hive built & houfe for the name of the E- 
temal God of Ifrael. at And I have fet 
there a place for the ark, wherein is the 
covenant which the Eternal made with 
our fathers, whin lie brought them out 
-of -Epypt. 

*j£Now Solomon (lood before the Eter¬ 
nal's altar, in the pvefence of all the con¬ 
gregation 0/ Ifrael, and fpread foith his 
hands towards heaven : *13 Then he faid, 

O Eternal God of I \ael, there is no god 
like thee, in bcaven above, or cr earth 
beneath, who keepeft covenant and mer¬ 
cy with thy fervants who walk before 
, thee with all their heart; 24 Who haft 
kept with thyTtrvant David my father 
that which thou promiledft to him ; and 
thou haft fulfilled with thine hand wl.at 
thou fpakeft with thy mouth, as at this 
day. 25 Therefore now. Eternal God of 
Ifrael; keep with thy fervant David my 
father what thou piomifadft him, faying,. 
There (hall not fail tthee a man before me 
to fit on the throne cf Ifrael,Jf thy chil¬ 
dren take heed to walk before nie up- 
rightly, as thou haft done. a £ And now, 
O God of Ilrael, let the word thou fpak- 
eft to thy fervent David my father, I pray 
thee, be verified. 

27 But will God in very deed dwell on 
earth Behold, the heaven, and the hea¬ 
ven of heavens cannot contain thee, hew 
much lefs this houfe that I have builAcd? 

Yet have refpedbto the prayer of thy 
fervant, and his funplicatiun, O Eternal 
my God, by hearkening to the cry and 
the prayer which tby fervant praydth be¬ 
fore thee to-day: 29 Thar thine eyes 
may be open towards this houfe night fie. 
day, even towaids the place of which 
thou fa/eft. My name fhall be there-; 
that ft ou mayeft hearken to the prayer 
which thy fervant fhall make towards 
this place. 30 And hearken to the fup- 
plication of thy fetvant, and thy people 
ifrael, when they fhall pray towards this 
place ; and hf ar thou in heaven thy dwel¬ 
ling place ; aod, having heard, forgive. 
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31 If any trefpaft ngninft his neigh¬ 
bour, and he iiRequired to ('wear before 
thine altar in this houfe : 32 Then hear 
thou in Heaven, and judge thy feivanis, 
condemning the wk ked, 10 bring his evil 
on bis head ; and juft if) ing the righteous, 
to reward his righteoulnrfs. 

33 When thy people Ifrael being fmir- 
ten before the enemy, becaufe they fin¬ 
ned againfl thee, lhall return to thee, Z<. 
confcHing ihy name, fhall pray and make 
fupplication to thee towards this houf* ; 
34 Then hear'thou in heaven, and for¬ 
give their fin, and lit ing them ag.Tu lo 
the land rhou gaveft their fathers. 

35 When heaven is ftmt up, that there 
is no Tain, becaufe they have finned a 
gainft thee; if they prey toward this 
place, confiding ihy name, and turn ficm 
their fin, when thou afHidftefl them ; 3 6 
Then hear thou m heaven, and foigive 
the fin of thyfcrvr.Dts and people Ifrael, 
that thou mayeft teach them the good 
way wherein they IkouUi walk, and give 
rain upon thv lard which tl.ou givtft thy 
people to inherit. 

37 If there be famine in the land, pef- 
tilence, blafting, mildew, lentils, or ca¬ 
terpillar ; if their enemies befiege their 
cities, or whatever plague or Gckntfs 
there be ; 38 All prayer and fupplicatiun 
made by any man, or by all thy people 
Ifrael, who know each the plague of his 
own heart, and fpread forth his hands to¬ 
ward this houfe ; 39 Hear thou in hea¬ 
ven thy dwelling place, and forgive, and 
render to each according to his ways 
from his heart; (ler thou a'one knoncll 
the hearts of all inenj ; 40 That they 
may fearjhee while they live iu the lui.d 
thou gaveft our fathers. 

41 As for a itranger that is not of thy 
people Ifrael, but comcth frem a far 
country for thy name’s fake; 42 When 
they hearing of thy great naiue, thv 
ftreng hand, and ftretclud-cut arm, flu-. 11 
come and pray toward this houfe; 45 
Hear thou in heaven thy dwelling place, 
and do according to all iliat the Granger 
calletn to thee for ; that ali people of the 
earth may knew thy name, to rear thee, 
as do thy people I/irael; and that thi y 
may know that this.houfe which I ha\e 
builded is called by thy name. 

44 If thy people go to fight their ene¬ 
my, wherever thou fendell them, ar.d 
pray to thee toward the city thou halt 
chofen, and the houfe I have built for 
thy name; 45 Then hear thou in hea¬ 
ven theij prayer and fupplication, ami 
maintain their caufa- 46 If they fin »• 
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painft tliec, (as there* is no man that fin- 
ncth not,) and thou be angry with them, 
to deliver them to the ei:emy, to carry 
them captive, far of near; 47 Yet ir 
they lie thin!; thcmfclvcs, and repent, and 
make fupnlication to thee in the land of 
their captivity, faying. We have finned, 
and done perverfeJy, and committed 
wickednefs; 48 And fo return to thee 
with all their heart, and all their foul, in 
their enemies Hnff, and pray to thee to¬ 
ward the land thou gaveft to their fa¬ 
thers, the city thou halt chofcn. and the 
houfe built for thy name : 49 Then hear 
thou their prayer and fupplication in hea¬ 
ven thy dwelling-place, and maintain 
their caofe, 50 And foigive thy peo¬ 
ple who have finned againft thee, all 
their trnnfgreflioo'?, and grant that they 
who carried them captive, may have com¬ 
panion on them : 51 For they be thy 

people, and thine inheritance, which 
thou broughtcfl out ol Egypt, from the 
midft of the iron furnace: 51 That 
thine eyes and ears may be open to Ihe 
fupplication of tby fervant,'and thy peo¬ 
ple Il'rael, to hearken ro them in all their, 
calling to thee. 53 For thou did ft fepa- 
rate them from nil the people of the 
earth, to be thine inheritance, as thou 
fpakeft by Moles thy fervant, when thou 
brought?!t our fathers out of Egypt, O 
Eternal God. 

54 And whem Solomon had made an 
end of praying all this prayer and fuppli¬ 
cation to the Eternal, he arofe from be¬ 
fore the altar of the Eternal, from kneel¬ 
ing on his knees, with his"hands fptead up 
tu heaven, 55 And flood, and bluffed all 
the congregation of Ifrael with a loud 
voice, laying, 56 BlcITed be the Eter¬ 
nal, who hath given reft to his people If- 
racl, according to all that he promifed ; 
there hath not failed one word of all his 
good promife, which he made by Moles his 
fervant. 57 The Eternal our God be with 
us. as he was with our fathers; let him 
not leave us, nor forfake us; 58 That he 
may incline our hearts to him, to walk in 
all his ways, and keep his commands, and 
ordinances, and rules, which he com¬ 
manded our fathers. 59 And let thefe 
my words, wherewith 1 have made fup- 1 
plication before the Eternal, be remem¬ 
bered by the Eternal our God day and 
night, that he maintain the caufe of bis 
fervant, and of his people Ifrael at all 
times, as the matter lhall require: 6a 
That all the people of the earth may 
know that the Eternal alone is God alone, 
there is rone clfe. 61 Let your heart,

therefore, be peifeft with the Eternal our 
God, to walk in his ordinances, and keep 
his commands, as at this day. 

62 Now the king, and all Ifrael with 
him, offered k.crifice before the Eternal. 

63 Solomon now offered a facriliee of 
p ace offerings to the Eternal, of twenty- 
two thuufand oxen, and a hundred and 
twenty thoufand fiicrp ; fn the king and 
all the Ifraeliies dedicated the houie ot 
the Eternal, 

64 The lamo> day did the king confe- 
crated the middle of the court before the 
Eternal’s houfe ; for there he offered 
burnt-offerings, and meat-offerings, Be the 
fat of the peace offerings; bccaufe the 
brafen altar before.the houfe of the In¬ 
ternal was too little to receive them. 

65 At that time Solomon, with all If¬ 
rael, held a f-.ft,being a great congrega¬ 
tion, from the entering in of Hamath, to 
the river Sub or of Egypt, before the E- 
tcrnal out God, ft.ven days.and fevtn days, 
even fourteen days. 

66 On the eighth day he let the peo¬ 
ple go ; who hlefffcd the king, and went 
to their tents joyful and glad in heart for 
all the goodr.tls that the Eternal bad 
fhewn to David his fervant, and for Il'rael 
his people. 

IX. Gad’s covenant with Solomon. 

0 *V when Solomon had finiihed the 
building of ihe Eternal’s h chile, and 
his own houfe, and all lus tlcfire he pieaf- 
ed to do, 2 The Eternal appeared to 
him the fecond time, as he had done at 
Gibeon. 3 And laid to him, I have beard 
tlvc prayer and iupplication thou madeft 
before me ; 1 have hallowed ibis houfe 
thou haft built to put my natbe there 
continually, where mine eyes atld mine 
heart fiiall be perpetually. 4 And if thou 
wilt walk before me, like David thy fa¬ 
ther, in integrity of heart, fit in upright- 
nefa, to do entirely as I have commanded 
thee, obferving my ordinances and judg¬ 
ments; 5 Then I will eltablifii thcVhroiie 
of thy kingdom iu Ilrael continually, as I 
pfomifed to David thy father, laying, 
There lhall not fail thee a man oni the 
throne of Ifrael. 6 But if you, or your 
children, at all turu from following m., 6c 
will not keep my commandments and my 
ftatutes l fet before you, but go and fsrvc 
other gods, and worlhip them ; 7 Then 

will I cut off Ifrael from the land I have 
gwen them ; fit this houfe that l hallowed 
tor my name will l cart: out of my fight ; 
and Ifrael fiiall be a proverb and a by¬ 
word among all people: 8 And every 
on« that pallet!) by this houfe, which 11

high, Hull be aftoniflied, and hifs; and 
fay. Why hath the Eternal done thus to 
this land, and this Jboufe ? 9 And they 

(hall anfwer, Becaufe they forfook the E- 
ternal their God, who brought their fa¬ 
thers from Egypt, and cleaved tQ other 
gods, and worfliipped and fervid them : 
therefore the Eternal brought upon them 
all this evil. 

10 Now at the end of twenty years, 
wherein Solomon built the two houfes, 
that of the Eternal, and the king’s houfe, 

11 (Hiram king of Tyre, having furnilhed 
him with cedar-trees, and fir-trees, and 
gold, according to all his defire,) then So¬ 
lomon gave Hiram twenty cities in the 
land of Galilee, n So Hiram came from 
Tyre to fee the cities, but they pleafctl 
him not. 13 Therefore he faid, What 
cities ar.e thefe thou haft yven me, my 
brother ? They are called The land of 
Difplcafure to this day. 14 Hiram al- 
fo fent to the king fixfcore talents of 
gold. 15 Now this is the reafon for 
the levy king Solomon raifed. To build 
the Eternal’s Jioofe, and his own, and 
the fortrefs, and the wall of Jerufa- 
lem, and Hazor, and Megiddo, and 
Gezer. 16 For Pharaoh king of Egypt 
had gonr, and taken Gezer, and burnt 
.it, and (lain the Canaanites that dwelt in 
the city, and given it for a prefent to his 
daughter, Solomon’s wife. 17 So Solo¬ 
mon built Gezer, and the nether Beth- 
hoion, 1S And Baalath, and Tadmor in 
the w 1 Id erne fs, in the country, 19 And 
all the cities of ftore that he had, and ci¬ 
ties for his chariots and horfemen, and 
what he clefired to build in Jerufalem, fit- 
in Lebanon, and in all the land of his do¬ 
minion. 10 For all the people that were 
left of the Amorites, Hittites, Perizzitrs, 
Hivites and Jebufites, which were not of 
the Ifraelites, 21 On their pofterity that 
were left after them in the land, whom 
the Ifraelites could not deftroy, did Solo¬ 
mon levy a tribute of fervitude to this 
day. 22 But of the Ifraelites he made 
no bondmen ; but they were warriors, 
and his fervants, anJ princes, and captains, 
and rulers of his chariots, and horfemen. 

23 Thefe were the chief of the officers 
that were over Solomon's work, five hun¬ 
dred and fifty who ruled over the people 
that wrought in the work. 

24 But Pharaoh's daughter came from 
the city of David to her houfe he built 
lor her; then he built the fortrefs. 

25 And three times yearly Solomon of¬ 
fered burnt-offerings and peace- offering! 
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on the altar he built to the Eternal, and 
burnt incenfe on the golden altar before 
the Eternal, when he finiflied the houfe. 

26 And king Solomon made a fleet at 
Ezion-geber, befide Eloth, on the fliore of 
the; Red-fca, in the land of Edom. 27 
Hiram alfo fent his fervant? in the fleet, 
fhipmen that knew the fea, with Solo¬ 
mon's fervants. 28 Who went to Ophir, 
and fetched thence gold, four hundred fic 
twenty talents to Solomon. 

X. The queen of Sheba's arrival. 

N OW the queen of Sheba hearing So¬ 
lomon’s fame, concerning the houfe 
for the name of the Eternal, flie came to 
try him with hard queftions. 2 So flie 
came to Jerufalem with a very great 
train, with camels carrying fpices, fit very 
much gold, and precious Itunes; and, be¬ 
ing conie to Solomon, flie fpoke to him of 
all th.ft was in her mind. 3 And Solo¬ 
mon told her all her queftions; there was 
nothing hid from the king, which he told 
her not. 

4 Now the queen of Sheba having feen 
all Solomon’s .wifclom, and the houfe he 
had built, 5 And the meat of his table, 
and the fitting of his fervants, and the 
ftanding of his waiters, and their apparel, 
and his,butlers, and his afeent, by which 
he went up, to the houfe of the Eternal, 
there was no more fpiiit in her. 6 Then, 
fhe faid to the king, It was a true report 
I heard m mine own land of thy aifts, and 
of thy wifdoro. 7 Howbeit, I believed not 
the words, till I came, and mine eyes faw; 
and, lo, the half .was not told me : thy 
wifdom and profpeiily exceedeth the fame 
I heard. 8 Happy are thy men, happy 
thefe thy fervants, who ftand continually 
before thee, and hear thy wifdom. 9 
Blefled be the Eternal thy God who de¬ 
lighted in thee, to fet thee on the throne, 
ollfrael; becaufe the Eternal loved If- 
rael for ever, therefore made he thee.lung, 
to do judgment and jullice.. 

ro Now (lie gave the king an hundred. 
and twenty talents of,gold, and very ma¬ 
ny fpices, and precious ftoncs: there came 
no more fuck abundance of fpices as what 
the queen of Sheba gave to king Solo¬ 
mon. 

11 The navy alfo of Hiram, that brought 
gold from Ophir, brought from it very 
many algnm-trees, and precious ftor.es. 
12 Then the king made of the alguro-. 
trees rails for the houfe of the Eternal* 
and for the king’s houfe, harps alfo pnd. 
pfalteries for fingers; there came no fuck- 
algum-tices, nor were feen, to this day.. 
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13 Anil king Solomohgave to the queen 
of Shelia all her defire, whatever Ihe alked, 
befides what he pave her of his royal 
bounty- ho Hie turned, gpd went to her 
oivu country, with her fcrvants. 

14 Now the weight of gold that came 
to Solomon in one year was fix hundred 
■ nd fixty-fix talents of gold, 15 Be fid vs 
what he had of the merchant-men, and 
of the traffic of the fpice-merchants, and 
of all the kings of Arabia, and of the prin- 
cts of the country. 

16 And king Solomon made alfo two 
hundred targets of beaten gold ; fix hun¬ 
dred fliekcls of gold being in one target. 
17 He made alfo three hundred fhields of 
beaten gohU three pound of gold be¬ 
ing one fhield ; and the king put them in 
the ho life built of ti ees of the fofeft of 
Lebanon. 

18 Moreover, the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with the 
licit gold, ip The throne had fix fteps, 
and the top of it was round behind ; and 
there were rtays on both fides of the feat, 
anti two lions ftood be fide the Itays. 20 
And twelve lions flood there upon the fix 
ft< p» on the two fides ; there was not the 
like made in any kingdom. 

21 And all king Solomon’s drinking- 
vcll'els were of gold, and all the velTels of 
I he Iwtife of the foreft of Lebanon were 
jf pure gold ; none were of filver; it Was 
nothing efteemed in the days of Solomon. 
22 For the king had at fea a navy of 
Tarliiilli with the navy of Hiram; once in 
three years came the navy of Tarlliiih, 
brmging gold, and lilver, ivory, and apes, 
and peacocks, 

23 So king Solomon exceeded all the 
kings of the cmih for riches and for wii- 

doin. 


24 An lrholeof ail the earth fought 
to Solomon to hear his wifdom God had 
put in his heart: r$ And each brought 
lus preftnt, veflcls offiivcr, and of gold, 
and garments, and armour, and fpices, 
liorfcs, and mules, a late year by year. 

in Solomon alfo gathered chariots and 
horfemen ; having a tboubnd and four 
hundred chariots, and twelve thousand 
horfemen, that he bellowed in the cha- 
nut-ciu.-#. fit With the king at J-rufidein. 
27 Itea, the king made fiiver he in Jeru- 
lalem as ftones, and cedars to be as fyea- 
•uort trees, in the vale, for abundance. 

28 Solomon had alfo horfes brought 
from Egypt, and linen y;irn ; tlie' kiiig’s 
merchants received the linen yarn i»t a 
pi ice. 7 1 A eh 11 not alfo from E^yut for 
l ,lll,clr -d fbekclr uf lilver, and an hoxlc 


for an hundred and fifty : and fo from aU 
kings of the Hitiitcs, and thofe of Syria, 
were they breught out by them 
XI. Solomon's -wives draw him to idola¬ 
try. 

B UT king Solomon loved many ftrange 
women, (befides Pharaoh’s daughter,) 
women df the Moabites, Ammonites, E- 
domites, Zidonians, and Hittitcs; 2 Of 

the nations concerning which the Eternal 
faid to the Ifraelites, Ve fiiall not go a- 
mong them, nor lhall they come among 
you; for.furely they will turn away your, 
heart after their gods ; Solomon clave to 
thefe in love. 3 He had feven hundred 
wives, princefles, and three hundred con¬ 
cubines ; and his wives turned away his 
heart. 4 When Solomon was old, his 
wives turned away his heart after other 
gods ; fo his heart was not perfeiffc with 
the Eternal his God, as the heart of Da¬ 
vid hip father. 5 For Solomon went af¬ 
ter Afhtoreth, the goddefs of the Zidoni¬ 
ans ; and Molech, the abomination of the 
Ammonites. 6 Thus Solomon did evil 
before the Eternal, and went not fully 
after him, like David /-is father. 

7 Then he built a high place for Che- 
molh, the abomination of Moab, in the 
hill before Jerufalem; and for Molech, 
the abomination of the Ammonites. 8 
And he did fo for all his ftrange wives 
who burnt inceufe, and facrificed to their 
g#ds. ^ 

9 Now the Eternal was angry with 
Solomon, becaufe his heart was turned 
from the Eternal God of Ifrael, who ap¬ 
peared to him twice, 10 And command¬ 
ed him concerning this thing, not to go 
after other gods; hift he obferved not 
what the Eternal commanded, 11 There¬ 
fore he faid to him, As this is done by thee, 
and thou haft not kept my covenant and 
statutes which I commanded thee, I wilt 
furely rend the kingdom from thee, and 
give it to thy fervant. 1 2 Yet in thy dayc 
1 will not do it, for David thy father* 
fake ; but I wiil rend it from thy fon. 13 
Howbeit, 1 wiil not fend away all tlie 
kingdom ; but will give one tribe to thy 
fon, for David my fervant’s lake, and 
for Jerufalem’s fake, which I have clio- 
fcll. 

14 Now the Eternal railed up an buU 
verfary to Solomon, Had ml the Edomite, 
who was ot the king’s feed in E ioin. 15 
Tor when David was in Edom, ami ioab 
the « aptain of the host went up to miry 
the ll-iin, after having f.nittcn almost e- 
very male iu Edom, id (As Joab re¬ 
mained fix months thirl a with all Mae I, 
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till he had cut off most of them,) 17 
Tfcu Hadad fled, with certain Edonutcs 
of his father’s fervants, tb go into Egypt; 
he being yet a little boy, 18 Then they 
went from Midian to Far an ; and taking 
men with them out of Paran, they came 
to Egypt, to Pharaoh the king, who gave 
him an houfe, and land, and appointed 
him victuals- 19 And Hadad found great 
favour with Pharaoh, fo that he gave 
him to wife the lister of his own wife, 
Tahpsnes the queen, ^o And (lie bare 
him Gequbuth a fon, whom Tihpenes 
weaned in Pharaoh's houfe; fo Genubath 
was there among the fens of Pharaoh. 

21 And when Hadad heard in Egypt 
that David flept with his fathers, Sc that 
Joab the captain of the hoft was dead, 
be fajjl Jo Pharaoh, Let rpe, depart, and 
go to mine own country, ix Then Pha¬ 
raoh faid to him, Eut what haft thou 
lacked with me, that thou fetkeft to go 
thither ? And he anfwcred, Nothing ; 
howbeit, let me go by all means. 

23 And God raifed up another, adver- 
fary, Rezon the fon of Eliadah, who fled 
from his lord Hadadr-zcr king of Zobah. 
a_4 And he gathered men to him, and be¬ 
came captain of a band, when David flew 
them of Zobah ; and they went to Da- 
mafeus, and dwelt there, reigning there¬ 
in. 25 And he was an adverfery to If¬ 
rael all the days of Solomon, befides the 
mifehief that Hadad did ; and he abhor¬ 
red Ifrael, and reigned over Syria. 

2 6 And Jeroboam the fon of Nehat, 
an Ephrathite cf Zereda, Solomon’s fei- 
yant, (whofe mother’s name was Zeruah, 
a widow woman.) even lifted up his hand 
againft the king. 17 And this was the 
caufe thereof: Solomon built the fort re Is, 
and repaired the breaches of the city of 
David his father. 28 Now the man Je¬ 
roboam was a mighty man of valour ; fit 
Solomon feeing the young man was in- 
tjwftrious, fet him over all the charge of 
tie houfe of Jofeph. 

29 Now at that time, Jeroboam going 
out of Jerufalem, the prophet Abijah the 
Shilonite found him in the way ; he had 
clad himfelf w::h a new gahnent; and 
they two were alone in the field. 30 
Then Ahijah cavght Lis iu.\v garment, 
and rent it in twelve pieces! 31 And 
faid to Jeroboam, Take thee ten pieces; 
for thus faith the Eternal, the God cf If¬ 
rael, Lo, I will rend the kingdom out of 
the hand of Solomon, and v ill give ten 
tribes to thee; 32 (But he Audi have 
pne tribe, for my fervant David’s fnke, fit 
fur Jtrufttlem’s fake, tlu city I have cho- 
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fen aut of all the tribes of Ifrael;) 33 
Becaufe they have forbiken me, and wor- 
fliipped Aflitoreth, the goddef9 of the Zi- 
doninnt; Chemffli, the god of the Moab¬ 
ites ; and Milcom, the god pf the Am¬ 
monites ; and walked not in my ways, to 
do what is right before me, even to keep 
my ftitutes and judgments, as did David 
his father. 34 Hoivheit, I will not take 
any of the kingdom out of his hand ; but 
I will make him prince all the days of his 
. life, for David my fervant’s fake, whom I 
chofe. becaufe he kept my commandments 
and mjr flatutes; 35 But I will take it 
from his fon, and give to thee te*: tribes. 
36 But to his fon I will give one tribe, 
that David my fervant may i nve a light 
always before me in Jerufalem, the eity 
which I have chofcn to put my name 
therein. 37 So theu (halt reign accord¬ 
ing to all that thy ‘foul defireth, being 
king over Ifrael. 38 And, il thou wilt 
hearken to all I command thee, and walk 
in my days, doing what I approve, and 
keep my ftatutes ahd commandments, ns 
David my fervant did, I will be with 
thee, and build thee a fure huufe; as I 
built for David, and will give Ifrael to 
thee. 39 And I will afflidt the offspring 
of David for this, but not for ever. 40 
Solomon fought, theiefoie, to kill Jero¬ 
boam ; buf he fled into Egypt, to Shilhak 
king of it, and was thete till Solomon’s 
death. 

41 Now the reft of-Solomon’s a<fts, and 
all that he did, and his wifdom, are writ¬ 
ten in the book of his a<5ls. 42 And So¬ 
lomon reigned in Jtiufalem over all If¬ 
rael forty years. 

43 Then Solomon dept with his fa¬ 
thers, and was burled in the city of David 
his father ; and Rchbboam his fon reign¬ 
ed in his (lead. 

XTI. Rehcloam refit ft s good covnfcl. 
0\V Rehoboani .went to Shechcm ; 
for all Ifrncl came thither to make 
him king. 2 Which when Jeroboam 
Ncbat’s fon, who was yet in Egypt, 
heard,(whither he fled from Solomon, ami 
dwelt there,) 3 Being fent for, and cal¬ 
led, he ard all the congregation of Ifrael 
came, and I poke to Rfhoboam, faying, 4 
Thy father inetle cur yoke and fetvi. e 
grievous ; ' now, therefore, in-ke them 
lighter, and we wiil fcrve thee. 

5 But he faid to them. Deput yet three 
days, and theu return to :ac. So the peo¬ 
ple departed. 

6 Now king Rehoho.im confuited the 
the old men that ftoodbefme Solomon Ins 
father, v hen living, and faid. What do 
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adviie me to anfwer this people ? 7 

Then they fpake to him, fayingj It thou 
wilt ferve this people to-day, and fpeak 
rood words to them, then they wil fcive 
thee for ever. 8 But h fi fork® . the old 
wen’s counK and conlulted the young 
men that grew up with him and flood 
before him : 9 And f "‘ l t0 lhe:n ’ Wh * 

tpu rife I give ye, to anfwer this people. 
w \ w fay, Make thy father's yoke lighter' 
10 Then they faid to him, 1 cl I this peo¬ 
ple My little linger fliail he thicker than 
my’latlire's loins. I i For, as my father 
nadc your yoke heavy, I will add to vout 
yoke ; my father chaftiied you with 
whips, but I will cliaftifc you with fcor- 


plans. 

ii So Jeroboam and all the people 
fame to Rehoboam the third day, as he 
had appointed. 13 Then the king an- 
fwered the people roughly, and forfuok 
the old men’s counfcl: 14 But fpake the 
young men’s counfel, ‘aying, My father 
made your yoke heavy, aud I will Add to 
your yoke ; my father alfu chaftifed you 
with whips, but I will chaftife you with 
fcor pinna. 

15 Tims the king hearkened not to the 
people ; for the enufe was Irom the-Eter- 
ral, to perform what he fpake by Ahijah 
the Shilonitc to Jeroboam the fon of Ne- 
hat 

16 So all lfrael feeing that the king 
hearkened not to them, they anfwered 
him, What portion have we in David > 
or inheritance ■•■i the fon of JeflV > go to 
your tents, O lfrael; now fee to thine 
own houfe, David. So lfrael departed to 
their tents. 17 But as lor the Ilraelites, 
who dwelt in the cities ot Judah, t\e Si- 
mennites and Berijamitej, Rchoboam 
icigncd over them. 

iS Then he fent Adoram, who was o- 
ver the tiiimte; and all lfrael Honed him. 


Chap* XIII. 

maiah, the man of God, faying, 23 Speak 
lo Rehoboam, Solomon’s fon, king of Ju¬ 
dah, and unto all Judah ami Benjamin, 
and to the remnant of the other tribes, 
faying, 24 Thus faith the Eternal, Ye 
fhu.ll not go lofigHt aghinfl your brethren, 
the Ifraelites; return each to his houle ; 
for this thin!; is from me. They Hear¬ 
kened, therefore, to the word of the E- 
ternal, and returned according to it. 

25 Then Jeroboam built ohechcm in 
mount Ephraim, and dwelt therein, and 
went out. from thence, and built Benue I. 
26 Then Jeroboam fa id in his he;irt, Now 
fliall the kingdom return to the houfe ot 
David ; 27 If this people^go to facrificu 

in the Eternal's houfe at Jcrufalem, then 
flinil their heart turn again to their lord 
Rehoboam king of Judah, and they fliall 
kill me, and return again to him- *8 
Therefore the king took counfeL, & made 
two calves of gold, and fa id to them, It is 
too much for you to go up to Jeruftlem ; 
behold thy gods, O IlVael, which brought 
thee from Egypt. 29 And he fet the one 
in Beth-el, and the othrer in Dan. 30 So 
this thing became a fin ; for the people 
went to worth ip before the one, even to 
Dan. 31 He alfo made an houfe tor wor- 
fliip on high places, and priefts of the 
loweft of the people, who were not of 
Levi’s tribe. 32 He alfo ordained a feaft 
on the fifteenth dav of the eighth month, 
like to the feaft that is in Judah, and of¬ 
fered on the aLtar, (he did fo in Beth-el,) 
facrificing to the calves lie made; and 
placed in Beth-el the priefts of the high 
places which lie made. 33 So he offered 
on the altar which he made in Beth-el 
the fifteenth day of the eighth month, e- 
ven in the month which he deviled in his 
own heart, and ordained a feaft fur the 
Israelites; and offered on the altar, and 
burnt inccnfe. 


that he dr*d; tli^re ore the king ‘ aliened 
to his chauor, to flee to Jerufalem. 19 
So lfrael rebelled againft the houfe of Da¬ 
vid to tliis day. 

20 Now when all lfrael heflrd that 
Jeroboam v. as returned, they fent and 
called him to the congregation, and made 
him king over all lfrael; no tribe follow¬ 
ed the houfe of David wholly but the 
tribe of Judah •nlv. 

21 Now when Rehoboam was come to 
Jerufalem he nlTemhled all Judah, with 
the tribe of Benjamin, an hundred and 
iourfeore thoufiind men, warriors, to fight 
againlt Uratl, to bring the kingdom again 
m htTifelf. 

2.1 But the word of God came to Sbe- 


XIII. 'Jeroboam's hand nuilhereth. 
OW, lo, there came a man of God 
from Judah by the word of the In¬ 
ternal to Beth-el; and Jeroboam flood 
by the altar to burn incenle. 2 And he 
cried againft the altar by the word of the 
Eternal, faying, O altat, altar ! thus faith 
the Eternal, Behold, a child fhall be born 
to the houfe of David, Jofiah by name, fit 
on thee Hull lie offer the priefts of the 
high places that burn incervfe upon thee, 
and men’s bones fliall be burnt upon thee. 

3 He gave alfo a fign the fame day, fay¬ 
ing. This is the fign which the Eternal 
exprefled, Behold, the altar fliall be rent, 
aud the allies upon it fliall life poured out. 

4 Now king Jehoboaiu hearing, ftretched 
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out .hi$ hand from the altar agnin/l him , 
faying. Lay hold on him. But his h:md, 
dri<*d up, fo that he could not pull it 
back to,him. 5 The altir alfo was refit, 
and the allies poured out from it, accord¬ 
ing to the fign which the man of God 
had given ]>y the word of the Eternal. 6 
Then the king ibid to the man of God, 
Entreat now the favour of the Eternal 
thy God, and pv.-.y for me, that my hand 
may be leftored me again. So the man 
of God be I ought the Eternal, and the 
king’s hand was reftorcc! him again as be¬ 
fore. 7 Then the king fuid to the man 
of God, Come home with me, and refrefh 
thy ft 1 If, and I Dill give thee a reward. S 
Tut the man of Gml fa id tn the king, If 
thou wilt give me half thine Houle I will 
not go in with thee, neither will 1 eat 
bread nor drink water in this, place ; 9 

For fo I was charged by the Etcrh;.!, fay¬ 
ing, Eat.no bread nor drink water, nor 
turn again by tbe way thou earned. 10 
So he went another way, and returned 
not by ^he way he came to Bcth-el. / 

11 Now there (hvelt an old prophet in 
Beth el; and his fonscame and told him 
all'the works the man of God hud done 
that day in Beth-rl ; they told alfo the 
words which he fpoke to ihe king. it 
Tlien their father Taut to them. What 
way went he > for his fons faw what way 
he went. 13 Then he, faid to his fons. 
Saddle me the afs. And they did fo ; fit 
he rode 14 After the man of God, and 
found him fitting under an oak ; and faid 
to him, Art thou the man of God that 
earned from Judah ? And he faid, I am. 
15 Then he faid to him. Come'home with 
me and eat bread, id But he faid. I inay 
not return with thee, nor go in with thee; 
/neither will I cat bread r,or drink watfer 
with thee in this place: 17 For the 
word of tbe Eternal faid tc rre, Thou 
fhalt eat no bread r.or drink water there, 
ror turn again to go by the way thou 
trameft. iS He faid to him,-Tam a pro¬ 
phet alfo as thou art; and an angel fpukc 
to me by the word of the Eternal, faying. 
Bring him back with thee into thine 
houfc, that he,may eat bread and drink 
water. Tut he lied to him. 19 So he 
went back with him, and ate bread and 
drank water id his houfe. 

20 Now, ns they fat at table, tbe word 
of the Eternal came to the prophet that 
brought him back : 21 And he cried to 

the man of God that came from Juclah, 
faying-, ThusTaith the Eternal, As thou 
haft difoheyA! the mouth of the Eternal, 
and not kept the commands which the 
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Eternal thy God commanded thee, iz 
But earned hack, and drunk water where 
the Eternal fothude thee ; thy carente 
fball not comp td the Lpulchrc of thy fa¬ 
thers. 

23 And after he ate and drank, he 
field led the afs for the prophet he brought 
back. And 24 being gone a lion met him 
by the way. and flrw him; and his car- 
c.Vfe lay in the wav, and the afs fto ,d by 
it, and the lion alfo. 25 And, lo. men 
pa(Ted by, and law the care ale call in tho 
way, and the lion Handing by it ; and 
they came and told it in the city where 
the old prophet dwelt. ho the old 
prophet hearing then.of, f.iid, It is'the 
man of God, who was difi.bedient to the 
word of the Eternal; then foie he dehv- 
cred him to the lion, which hath (lain and 
torn him, according to the word whi li 
the Eternal Ipakc to him. 27 'Then he 
faid to his fons. Saddle nie the afs. Ai d 
they fuddled'him. aS Then he went, anil 
/mind his carcafe call in the way, and the 
afs and the lion Handing by it; the lion 
had not catch the carcafe, nor tom the a's.

33 After th s Jeroboam returned rot 
from his evil way, but made again of the 
lowed of the people priefts of the high 
places; whoever he would he eonfeeratrd 
him, kr.d lie became one of the prielts of 
the high places. 34 Now this became 
fm to ‘^he houfc cf Ji-nT.o >m, even to c; t 
it pH - , /and to deftroy it rrem the face of 
the eaffh. 

XIV. Ahijah denounce lb God's judg¬ 
ments. 

T that time Ahijah, Jeroboam's fon, 
fell fitk. 2 Then Je oboam f. id 
to his wife, Go, I pray tlicr, and difwuiir 
thyfelf, not to be known for the wile of 
Jeroboam, ar.d go to Shiloh; lo Ahijah 
the prophet is thrYe, who told nie I 
fhoiild be king over thk people. 3 And 
take with thee ten loaves, and bifeuits, 
and a cuufeof honey, and go to hjm ; he 
fiiall tel! thee what fl all become of the 
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chiM. 4 Then Jeroboam's. wife did fn; 
She arcfe am) went to Sl»ihd-,to Alujah’s 
ho life, who could not fee, his eyes being 
cl ini by age, 

5 Now the Eternal faiil to Ah J.ili, ‘Be¬ 
hold Jeroboam's wife ccinclh to a(k of 
thee concerning her fon, who in fiek : 
thou Halt nil her how it is; fer when 
Ihr comm in, n,e flnill feign liL-rfelf to he 
am.tlier 6 .iy when Ahijah heard the 
iound of lier feel coming in at the door, 
he (aid, Corr.e in thou wife of JerohoAm; 
why feign;ft thon thyftll to he an ther ? 
fot / am b.-nt to thec with heavy tidings. 
7 Co, tell [rroboaifl, tlms faith the Eter¬ 
nal Gul of Iliael, Foraumich as I.exalt¬ 
ed thee from among the people, fit made 
thee prince,ov.'r my peopfe Iliael, 8 And 
rent ilic kiri'idom from David’s houfe, Sc. 
gave it tl.ee; yet thou lull not been 
as my fcrvnnt David, who kept my com¬ 
mands, anil followed nut with nfJ his 
hta:t, to do b*fore me only what was 
tight in worfliip; g But haft done evil 
nlmve all that were before thee, making 
thee other gods, and molten images, to

dud- lo \nd liny luufed him ; and all 
lbai 1 to j’.iruvd for him, according to the 


word of thc Fterml, Tpoken by his fer- 
vant Aliijali the prophet 19 N0W tht 
reft of Jeroboam’s aifl.s, how he warred 
and reigned, lo ihcy are written in the 
Chronicles of the kings of ili ael. 30 Je¬ 
roboam reigned twenty-two years Then 
he (lopt with his fathers, fic (ajMaciab his 
fyn reigned in his ft cad. 

2 T Now Rehoboatn. Solomon’s fon, 
reigned in Judah. " He was forty-one 
years old when he began to reign, anil 
he reigned fcventcen years in Jerufalcm, 
toe city the Eternal chofe out of all the 
tribes of Ifracl, to puthis name therein; 
and his mother’s name was Nan in ah, an 
Ammonitefs. 22 But Ju.iab did evil in 
the fight of the Eternal, and provoked 
him to jraloufy with their fins, abov ‘ ail 
that their fathers had done t 23 For they 
alfo built- high places, and images, and 
groves, on every high bill, and under 
every green tree. 24 There were alfo 
Sodomites in the land, who did according 
to all the abominations of the nations 
th* Eternal cart out before the Ifraelites. 

25 Nov/ in the fifth year of king Re- 
hobonm, Shilbak king of Egypt came a- 
gainft Jerufalem : i6 And he took away 
all the treafuresof the Eternal’s houfe, 
and of the king’s lioufe, and all the 
fliields of gold Solomon bad made. 27 
And Rohoboam made in their (lead bra- 
fen fhiclds, and committed them to the 
chief of the guards who kept the door 
of the king’s lioufe. 28 Now wlien the 
king wont into the Lord’s houfe, the 
guard carried them, aod brought them 
back into the guard-chamber. 

29 Now the reft of Rehoboam’s aiffs, 
pnd all that' he did, aie written in the 
Chronicles of the kings of Judah. 30 
And there was war between Rehoboam 
and Jeroboam all their days. 31 Now 
Rehoboam fl»pt with bis lathers being 
buried with them ir. the city cf David, 
(vcr. ?!.); andi'c) AtJ.un life Ion reign¬ 
ed in bis (lead. 

XV. Abijam's r: irks.I reign. 

5 \TOW, in* the eighteenth ye;.r of Jc- 

LN r ob>nm, Nebat’i ion, Abijam 
reigned uv-r Juduli. 2 Three years be 
l'igned in Jcruvilem, and Ins mothei’s 
name was Maachaii, Ahillialdm’s daugh- 
t r. 3 And he walk***.' in all the (ins 1 m 
father had dune be lute him ; for his heart 
was not perfctl with the Eternal his God, 
as that of Dsvui h:s‘father. 4 Yet for 
D 'vid’s fake, the Eternal his God gave 
him c hnjp in Jerufalem, to let up his 
I' n ..fti.r him, and to eitublilh Jerufalem; 
5 6 ILeeufe David Lid what was right 
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befpre the Eternal,, ind turned not affde 
from any of his cirrirpands all his life, 
fave only in the matter of Uriah the Hit- 
tite. 7 Now the reft of Abijam’s aifrs, 
and all that he did, aie written in the 
Chronicles of the kings of Judah. And 
there was war between Abijam and Je¬ 
roboam. 8 Now Abijam flept with his 
fathers, being buried in the city of Da¬ 
vid ; and C6) Afa his fon reignad in hi® 
ftead. • 

9 Now in the twentieth year of Jero¬ 
boam king of Ifrael reigned Afa over Ju¬ 
dah. io Forty-one years reigned he inje- 
rufalem}; Be his grand mother’s name was 
Maachahy the daughter of Abilhalcrm 
ii And Afa did what was right before 
the Eternal, as David his father: w For 
he removed the Sodomites from the land, 
and all the idols his father had made. 

13 H'e alfo removed Maachah hi» mo¬ 
ther from being queen, becanfe Ihe made 
an idol in a grove ; but Ata deftroyefl her 
idol, and burnt it by the brook Kidron. 
14 But the high places were not remov¬ 
ed ; yet Afa’ihearrwas perfect with the 
Eternal all his days. 15 And he brought 
m the things which his father had dedi¬ 
cated, and which himfelf had dedicated, 
into the houfe of the Eternal, filver, and 
gold, and vefiels, 

16 And there was war between Afa 
and BaafliA king of Ifrael a.H their days. 
17 And Baalha went up againft Jndah, 
and built Ramah, to prevent any to go 
owr-or come in to Afa king c£ Judah. 
rS Then Ala took all the treafures of fii- 
ver and gold left in the Eternal’s houfe, 
and in the king’s hcmfe, and giving them 
to his fervants, fent them to Ben-hadad, 
Tabrimen’s fon, the fon of Hczion, king 
of Syiia, faying, 19 There is a. league 
between thee and me, and between thy 
father and my lather ; lo I have lent thee 
a prefent of filver and gold ; come and 
break thy league with Baalha king of If¬ 
rael, that he may depart from me. 20 So 
Ben-hadad hearkened to Afa, and fent his 
captains with his liofts againft the cities 
of Ifrael, and fmote Ijon, and Dan, and 
Abel-heth-maachah, and all Gmverotb, 
v ilh all Nnphtali’s laud. 21 So when 
Baafna hearing thereof, he left off building 
Ramah, and dwelt in Tirzah. 22 Then 
king Afa made a proclamation through¬ 
out all Judah, (none being exempted) ; 
and they removed the Hones and timber 
of Ramah, wherewith Baafba built; and 
Afa built with them Geba of Benjamin, 
and Mizpah. 23 All Afa’s aefts and 
inighty and the citiesSvhioh he built, are 
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written fn the Chronicles of the kings of 
Judah. Now iri his old age he was dif- 
eafed in his feer. 24 And Afa flept with 
his fathers, being buried with them in 
th’e city of David his father: And (7) 
Jeliolbaphat his fon reigned in his Head. 

2-5 And Nadab, Jeroboam’s fon, began 
to reign over Ifrael in the fecond year of 
Afa king bf Judah, and reigned two 
years. 26 Arid he did evil before the E- 
ternal, as did his- father, in his fin where¬ 
with he made Ifraei to fin. 

27 And Baalha, Ahijah’s fon. of Ifla- 
char’s tribe, confpired againft him, and 
fmote .Aim at Gibbetlton of the Philif- 
tiners, which he, with all Ifrael, befieged. 
28 In the third year of Afa king of Ju¬ 
dah, (3) Baalha flew him, aiid reigned 
in his ftead. 29 Now he fmote all Jero¬ 
boam’s houfe, according to the faying of 
the Eternal, by his fervant Ahijah the 
Shilonite ; 30 Becaufc of Jeroboam’s fir, 
with which he made Ifrael fin. provok¬ 
ing the Eternal God of Ifrael to anger. 

31 Now the whole of Nadab’s a<fts are 
written in the Chronicles of tlje king’s 
of Ifrdel. 32 And there was war be¬ 
tween Afa and Baalha all their days. 33 
In the third year of Afa king of Judah 
began Baalha, Ahijah’s fon, to reign ovev 
all Ifrael 7 he ieigned in Ifrael twenty- 
four years. 34 And did evil before the 
Eternal, as did Jeroboam, making Ifrael 
to fin. 

XVI. Jehu's prophecy agaivjl BaaJLa. 

T HEN the Eternal’s cominiflion came 
to'Jfehu, Hanoi’s foil, againft Baa- 
1 Ilia, faying, 2 I exalted thee fiurn lie 
dull:,.making thee prince e ver my people 
Ifrael; hut thon haft imitated Jeroboam, 
and made my people to fin, to provoke 
me to- anger. 3 Lo I will remove Eaa- 
flm’s pofterity, and that ©f his houfe; 
will make thy houfe like that of Jero¬ 
boam, N that’s fon. 4 Him that dietli ( f 
Ba£lha in the city fliall the dogs eat; fit 
him that dieth of his in the-fitJd fliall tie 
fowls of the air eat. 5 Now the reft of 
Baaflta’s adts, and his mighty doings, sue 
written in the Chronicles of the kings cV 
Ifrael. 6 So Baalha flept With Im Ci¬ 
thers,- being buried in Tirzah ; rnd ) 
Elah his fon reigned in his Head. 7 New 
ajfo by the prophet Jehu, Hanani’s fun, 
came the word of the Eternal again(t 
Baaflia and his houfe, foi all the evil he 
did before the Eternal, in provoking him 
to anger w ith the work of his hand, like 
Jeroboam’s houfe, and for killing him. 

8 In the twenty-fixth year of Afa king 
of Judah began Elah, Eaafl:a.’s fon, tu 
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reign over Ifrael in Tirzah, two years. 
0 But his ftrvant Zimri, captain of half 
his char iots, cunfpiied agftinlt him in Tir¬ 
zah, drinking hiinftlf drunk in his ftcw- 
ard Arz.Ts houl'c. 10 And Zimn went 
in and fraotc and killed him, in the twsa- 
ly-feventh year of A fa king of Judah, fit 
reigned in his dead. 

11 Ami as fuon as he began to reign, 
ha flew all Bujdha’s family, leaving him 
riot one male, neither of his kinsfolk nor 
friends. n Thus (5) Zimri deflroyed 
them all, as the Eternal fpakt againft 
B.iaflra, by Jehu the prophet. 13 For 
all the fin*.of Baaflia, and Elah his Ton, 
whereby they made Ifrael to fin, provok¬ 
ing the Eternal God of Ifrael to anger 
with their vanities. 14 Now the reft of 
Blah's a<fts, ai\d all that he did, are writ¬ 
ten in the Chronicles of the kings of 
Ifrael. 

15 In the twenty-feventb-year of Afa 
king of Judah did Zimri reign feven days 
in Tirzah : and the people were encamp¬ 
ed againlt Gibcthon of the Fhilittiues. 
j 6 When they that were encamped 
heard that Zimri confpired and flew the 
king, therefore all Iliael made (6) (Jmri, 
the captain of the holt, king over ffrael 
that day in the camp. 17 So he went 
from Gihethun, with all Ifrael, and be- 
fieged Tirzah. 18 And when Zimri faw 
the city taken, he went into the palace 
of the king's houfe, and burnt it over 
him, and died, 19 For las fins, in doing 
evil before the Eternal, like Jeroho .m, 
to make Ifrael fin. 20 Now the reit of 
Zimii’s ails, arid his treafon, are written 
in the Chronicles of the kings of Ifrael. 

21 Ti en were the Jfraelites divided in¬ 
to two p^jrts; the one half followed Tib- 
11 ai, Gin,ill’s foil, to make him king, and 
the other followed Oinri. 21 But (Jruri’s 
party prevailed ; fo Tibnai died, and Om- 
ri reigned. 

2j In the thirty firft year of Afa king 
of Judah began Oniri to reign over If¬ 
rael twedve years: fix yenis reigned he 
in Tirzah. 24 And he bought the hill 
Samaria from Slrenier for two talents of 
lilver. and built on il.Mid called the city 
he built Samaria, after the name of Sl.e- 
iner the owner or the hill. 

25 But Oni'-i was worfe before the E- 
ternui than ail that were Lelore him: 
26 For he wholly followed Jeroboam's 
conduct, where!ty he made Ifrael to (in, 
10 piuVoke the Eternal God of Ilrael to 
anger with their vanities. 27 Now the 
reft of Oniri s acts, and his might, are 
written in tire Chi unities of the kings of 
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Ifrael. «S $0 Omii flept with his fa* 
thers, being buried in Samaria; and (7) 
Ahab his fon reigned in his (lead. 

29 And in the thirty-eighth year of A- 
fa king of Judah began Ahab, Omri’s 
fon, to reign over Ifrael; and he reigned 
in Samaria twenty-two years, 50 And 
he did evil before the Eternal above all 
that were before him; 3: For, as if it 
had been little for him to walk in the 
fins of Jeroboam, he took to wife Jeze¬ 
bel, the daughter of Eth'oeal king of the 
Zidonians, and went and ferved Baal, 
worfhipping him. 32 And he reared up 
an gltar for Baal in his houfe, which he 
built in Samaria. 33 And he made a 
grove, and did more to provoke the Eter¬ 
nal God of Ifrael to anger than all the 
kings of Ifrael before him. 

34 In his days Hiel the Bethelite built 
Jericho; he laid its foundation in the 
I«fc of Abiram his fird-bom, and fet up- 
its gati^s in that of his youngeft fon Se- 
gul), according to rhe word of the Eter¬ 
nal, fpoken by Jolhuu the fon of Nun. 
(Jolh. vi. 26.) 

XVII. Elijah raiftth the widow's fon. 

N OW Elijah the Tifiibite, of Gilead. 

faicl to Ahab, As the Eternal Gocl 
of Ifrael livtth, before whom I Hand, 
there fliall not be dew nor rain lliefe 
years, but according to my word, a For 
the word of the Eternal came to him, 
laying, 3 Go hence, turn eaftward, and 
hide tiiyfelf by the brook Cberith, before- 
Jordan ; 4 Tlitre thou fiialt drink of the 
brook, and I have commanded the ravens 
to feed thee there. 5 So lie did accord¬ 
ing to the word of the Eternal; for he 
went and dwelt there. 6 And the ra¬ 
vens brought him bread and flefii in the 
morning and evening, and he drank of 
the brook. 7 But after a while the hi00k 
dried up, becaufe there had been ho rain 
in the land. 

8 Then the word < f the Eternal cam a 
to him. faying, 9 Ai ife, go to Zarephath 
ol Zidon, and dwell thert ; lo I have 
commanded *a widow woman there to 
ludaiti thee; 10 So he arofe, and weht 
to Zarephath; and at the gate of the 
city the widow woman wus gathering 
flicks; lo he called her, aud laid, Bring 
me, I pray link, a little water to drink. 

11 And when flie went to fetch it, he 
called her, and iahl t Bring me, I pray 
thee, a iporfcl of bread. 12 But flie fajd, 
As the Eternal thy God livetli, I have 
nut a cuke, but only a handful of meal in 
a barrel, and a little oil in a crufe ; and 
lo l nm gathering flicks to drefs it fur me 
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and ray fon, to eat it ami die. 15 Cut 
Elijah faid to hrr, Fear not ; go, do as 
thou haft faid ; but make a little cake 
firft, and bring it to me, and after that 
make for thee and thy fon : 14 For thus 

faith the Eternal God of Ifiael, The bar¬ 
rel of meal fliall not wafte, nor fliall the 
trufe of oil fail, till the Eternal fend rain 
on the earth. 15 So Hie went, and did 
as Elijah faid ; and Hie, and he, and her 
houfe ate many days. 16 For the barrel 
of meal wafted not. and the crufe of oil 
failed not, as the Eternal foretold by Eli¬ 
jah. 

17 Now r.fteT thcTe things, the fon of 
the woman, the mid refs of the houfe, 
became To very fick that there was no 
breath left in him. 13 Then fl>e fair! to 
Elijah, Whar have I to do with thee, O 
man of God ? art thou come to me to 
call my fins to remembrance, and to flay 
my fon ? 19 And he faid to her, Give me 
thy fon. So he took him out of her bo- 
fom, and carried him up to a loft where 
he abode, and laid him on his own bed. 
so And he cried to the Eternal, faying, 
O Eternal my Gcd, haft thou alfo brought 
evjl upon the widow, by flaying her fon ? 
ar Then he ftretched himfelf on the child 
three times, and called on the Eternal, 
fitying, O Eternal my God, I pray thee 
let this child’s foul come 14(0 him again, 
as Then the Eternal heard Elijah’s voice, 
and the child's foil] came into him again; 
fo he revived, Then Elijah took tbe 
child, and brought him down out of the 
chamber into the houfe, and deliver* d 
him to his mother,- laying. See, thy fori 
liveth ! 

24 Then the woman faid to Elijah, 
Now by this I know thr.r thou art a man 
of God, and that the- word of the Eter¬ 
nal in thy mouth is truth. 

XVIII. Elijah obtain eth rain. 

OVV the word of the Eternal came 
to Elijah in the third year of the 
drought, faying. Go f.?ew thyleif to A- 
hab, ^ind I will lend rain on the earth. 

1 So Elijah went to fliew himfelf to A- 
hab ; and there was a fore famine in Sa¬ 
maria. 1 

3 Now Ahah called Obadiah. the go¬ 
vernor of his houfe, who feared the Eter¬ 
nal greatly ; 4 For, when Jezebel cut off 
the Eternal’s prophets, Obadiah rock 
an hundred prophet:*, and hid them by 
fifty in a cave, and Kd.them with bread 
and w? ter. 5 Now A hub faid .to Oba¬ 
diah, Go into the land, to ail j dun tains 
of water, and to all brooks: perhaps we 
inay find jrafs to keep the horfes ai:d' 
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mules aHv*, that ive lofe not all the 
beafts, 6 So they divided* the land be¬ 
tween them to pafs through it ; Ahull 
went one way by himfdf, and Obadiah 
went another way by hiinl'tlf. 

7 Now Obadiah met Elijuh on the 
way, and knowing him, iell on hisfaie, 
and faid, Art thou my lord Elijah ? S 
And he anfwercd, lam; go tell thy lord 
that Elijah is here. 9 But he faid, What 
have I finned, that thou would deliver 
thy fervaut. into Ahab’s hand to flay me? 
10 As the Eternal thy God liveth, there 
is no nation or kingdom whether my lord 
hath not lent to feck thee ; and when 
they faid, He is not there, he took an 
oath of the kingdom and nation, that 
they found thee not. 11 And now thou 
fay; ft, Go tell thy lord that Elijah is 
here. 12 And as foon as I am gone from 
thee, the Spirit of the Eternal fliall car¬ 
ry thee I know not where ; and fo, when 
I come and tell Ahah, and he canuot find 
thee, he will flay me : but I thy fervent 
fear the Etemni from my youth. 13 Was 
it not told my lord what I did, when Je¬ 
zebel flew the Eternal’s prophets, how 
I hid' an hundred of them by fifty in a 
cave; and fed them with bread and wa¬ 
ter? 14 And now thou fayeft. Go tell 
thy lord that Elijah is here ; and he fliall 
flay me. 15 But Elijah faid, as the E- 
terual God cf hofts liveth, before whom 
1 ftand, I will finely flicw rojfelf unto 
him to-day. 1 6 So Obadiah went to 
meet Ahab, and toJd him; and Ahab 
went to meet Elijah. 

17 And when Ahab faw Elijah, he faid 
to him, Art thou he that troubleth If- 
rael ? iS But he anfwered, I have not 
troubled IlYael; but thou and thy fa¬ 
ther’s houfe, by forfaking the Eternal’s 
commands, and following Baalim. 19 
Now, therefore, fend and gather to me 
all IlYjiel 10 mount Carmel, with the pro¬ 
phets of Baal tour hundred and fifty, and 
tiiofe of the groves fouT hundred, who 
eat at Jezebel’s table. 20 So Ahab font 
to all the Ifraclites, and gathered the 
prophets to mount Carmel. 

21 Then Elijabecame to all the people, 
and laid. Mow lung halt yc between two 
opinions? If the Eternal be God, follow 
him; but if Baal, then ioMow him : but 
the people ni.lwertd bini not a word. 22 
Then faicl Elijah ,to the people, I inyfeif 
only remain a prophet of the Eternal, 
but Baa pi uplifts arc four bundled and 
fitly. 23 Therefore give us two bullocks; 
and Jet them choofe ore for their.felves,, 
?nd cut it .ji nieces, and lay i: or. wood, 
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'Kitting no file under it ; anil I will drefs 
the other bullock, and lay it on wood, 
putting no lire under it. 24 An.I calf ye 
on your gods, and I will call on the Eter¬ 
nal; and the god thrft anfwereth by Gre, 
l rt him he God. And all the people faid, 
It Is well fpoken. 

23 Then Elijah f.iid to Baa's prophets, 
C-ioofe one bullock tor yourfelves, and 
drefs it fi.il, for ye are many; and call 
on your gods. 2G So they tool; the bul¬ 
lock which was given them, and called 
on Bnal from morning till noon, faying, 
O Baal anfwer us 1 But there was no 
voice, nor any that heard. And they 
h 11 pul upon the altar which was made. 
27 And at noon Elijah mocked them, lay¬ 
ing, Oy aloud, for lie is a God ; he is 
either talking, purfuing, pr on a journey, 
or perhaps he fleepeth, and mult be a- 
wnked. 28 So they eried. aloud, and cut 
Ihcmfslv's after their manner, with 
knives and lancets, till the blood gullied 
out. ap And mid-day being paft, they 
prophclied until the time of the evening 
faailice; but there was no voice, nor 
anfwer, i\or any that regarded. 

jo Then Elijah faid to all the people. 
Come near me ; fj they came near him ; 
and he repaired the Eternal’s altar that 
was broken down. 31 And Elijah took 
twelve Hones, according to the number 
of the tribes nf Jacob, to whom the word 
of the Eternal came, faying, Ifrael Until 
be thy name ; 32 And with the Hones 
lie built an altar in the name of the E- 
t. mat, and made a trench about it, as 
j 1 cat as would contain two ineafures of 
1. . d. 3J And be put the wood in order, 
and I '.it the bullock -in pieces, and laid 
h:m on ihe wood, and faid, Fill four bar¬ 
rels with water, and pour it on the lacri- 
fice, and on (he wood. 34 lie sillb faid, 
Bo it the fecond tunc ; and they di,d fo. 
He laid again, Do it the third U ne ; £c 
• hey did fo. 35 And the water ran ruimd 
about the a'tar, and he filled the. trench 
aifo with water, id And at the time of 
the evening facrilice, Elijah the prophet 
drew near, arid faid, Eternal God of A- 
biuham, llV.ac, and Ifrael, let it be known 
this day that thou art God in Ifrael, and 
that 1 am thy fcrvant, and that I have 
done all thel'c things at thy word. 37 
Hear me, O Eternal, hear me; that this 
people may know that thou art the Eter¬ 
nal God, and that thou haft turned their 
hearts back again. 33 Then the fire of 
the Eternal fell and con fumed the facri- 
fice, and the wood, and the (tones, and 
tn« duft, and licked up the water that 
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was in the trenc 1 ’. 39 Now all the peo¬ 
ple feeing it* fell on their faces, and faid, 
the Eternal he i* Go 1 . 

40 The* Elij ih f.iid to them, T ike 
Baal’s prophets, let none of them efcape. 
.So they took them ; and Elijah rook 
tiic in down to the brook Killian, and flew 
them rhere. 

41 Then Elijah fail! to Ahab, Go up, 
eat and diink ; fur there is a found nf h- 
bumlance of rain. 42 So Ahab wcut up 
to eat and drink ; and Elijah went up to 
t!*e* top «f Carmel, and caft himfelf down 
on the earth, and put his face between 
his knees: 43 And he faid to his fervant, 
Go now, look toward the fea. And he 
did fp, and faid. There is nothing. But 
he laid, Go again feven.times. 44 And 
at t::e frventli time he faid, Lo there a- 
rifc:U a little cloud out of the fea, like a 
man’s hand. Then he faid, Go up, fay 
to Ahab, Prepare thy chariot, and go 
dovvn. that the rain flop thee not. 45 
45 Now iu the mean time the heaven 
was black with clouds and wind, and 
there was a great rain. So Ahab rode fit 
went to Jezr^cl. 46 Now the hand of 
the Eternal was on Elijah ; and he gird¬ 
ed up his loins, and ran before Ahab to 
the entrance of Jezrcel. 

XIX. Elijah anoints l/azuel, jeknjarul 

OW Ahab laid Jezebel all that Eli¬ 
jah had done, and withal how he 
had flrin all the prophets with the ( word. 
2 Then J •zr hel font a mel!cnger to Eli¬ 
jah, faying, So let the gods do to me. Sc 
more alfo, it I make not ihy.ljfe as the 
life of one of them, by tomorrow about 
this tim-. 3 And hearing that, he went 
for his life to Beer-llieba of Judah, and 
left his fcrvant there. 

4 But he himfelf went a day’s journey 
iato the wilrlcrnefs, and fat down under 
a juniper tree; and requefted that he 
might die, faying. It it euough, row, O 
Eternal, take away my life ; for I am not 
better chan my fathers, 5 And as he lay 
and fie.pt under the juniper tree, lo an 
angel touched him, and faid to him, A- 
rife and eat. 6 So he looked, and behold 
u cake baken on the coals, and a crule < f 
water at his head ; fo he ate and drard , 
and lay down again. 7 Then the ahgU 
of the Eternal cams the fecond time, £c 
touched him, faying, Aril'e and eat; b-- 
Ciiufe the journey is too great for thee. 
8 So he arolc, and ate and drank, ard 
went in the ftrength of that meat anil 
drink forty days and forty nights, to Ho- 
rcb the mount of God. 
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9 Now he came thither to a cave, and 
lodged there ; and lo the word of the E- 
temal caire to him* faying. What doeft 
thou here Elijah ? io Then he faid, l 
have been very .zealous for the Eternal 
God of heft’s; for the Ifraelitcs have for- 
fakrn thy covenant, broken down thine 
altars.> and flain thy prophets with the 
fwprdj and I myfelf ontyam left, &£. they 
feek to take away my life, ri But he 
faid, Co forth, and fltand on the mount 
before the Eternal; who, verily, pafled 
by, when a great ftforig wind rent the 
mountains, and brake in pieces the rocks 
before him ; but the Eternal was not in 
the wind i and after that an earthquake, 
but the Eternal was not in it. 12 .And 
after that a fire, but the Eternal was not 
in it: and after that a quiet fmall voice, 
13 Which Elijah hearing, he wrapt his 
face in his mantle, and going out, flood 
in the entering in of the cave: and be¬ 
hold there came a voice to him, faying. 
What doeft thou here, Elijah ? 14 Then 
he fuid, I have been very zealous for the 
Eternal Cod cf hofts; for the Ilraelites 
have forfsken thy covenant, thrown down 
thine altars, and (lain thy prophets with, 
thefword; and I myfelf only am left, 
and they feek my life. 

ijj And the Eternal faid to him, Go, 
return to the wildernefs of Damafcus; 
and, when thou comeft, anoint Hazael to 
be king over Syria: 16 And Jehu the 
fon of Nimflis to be king oyer Ifrael: & 
Elifba the fon of Shaphat, of Abel-me- 
holah, to be prophet in thy room. 17 
And he who efeapeth the fwotd of Ha- 
zael fliall Jehu flay ; and he who efcap- 
eth the fword of Jrhu fhull Elifha flay. 
18 Yet I have left feven thoufand in If- 
rael who have rot bowed the knee to 
Baal, norkifled his image. 

19 So he departed thence, and found 
Elitha the fon of Shaphat plowing with 
twelve yoke of oxen before him, he be¬ 
ing with the twelfth; fo Elijah pafled 
by him, and cafl his mantle on him. 20 
Then he left the oxen, and ran after Eli¬ 
jah faying, Let me, I pray thee, kifs my 
father and my mother, and then I will 
fallow thee. But he faid to him, Go back 
again ; for what have I done to thee ? 21 
So he returned from him, and took a yoke 
of oxen, air-1 flew them, and boiled their 
flefli with the inftruments of the oxen, &. 
gave to the people, and they ate; then 
he arofe, and went after Elijah, and at¬ 
tended him. 

. XX. Uc7i~hadad bejiegeth Samaria. 

N OW Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
gathered all his hoft—and there 
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were thirty and two kings with^iiin, and 
horfes, and chariots : And hewentup 6t 
befieged Samaria, and warred againft it. 
2 And he Cent meffengers to Achab king 
of Krael into the city, frying to him, Thu* 
faith Ben-hadad, 3 Thy filver and thy 
gold is mine; thy wives alfo arid thy chiL 
Hren, even the gbodlieft, are mine. 4 
Then the king of Ifiael anfwered, My 
lord, O king, according to thy faying, I, 
and all that I have, am thine. 5 Now 
tl^e meflengers came again, faying, Thus 
fpeaketh Benhadad, Although I ftnt, dc- 
firing thee to deliver me thy filver and 
gold, and thy wives and children ; 6 Yet 
I will fend my fervants to thee to-morrow 
about this time, to fearch thine lioiife, and 
thofe of thy fervants: and whatever 11 
pleafant in thine eyes they fliall take a* 
way, tuba fever'is defirable. 

7 Then the king called all the elder* 
of the land, and faid, Mark, I pray you, 
and fee how this roan feeketh mifehiet ; 
for he fent to me for my wives, and chil¬ 
dren, and filver, and gold ; amk I denied 
him not. 8 Then all the elders, and all 
the people, faid to him, Hearken not to 
him, nor confcnt. 9 Therefore he faid to 
the meflengers of Ben-hadad, Tell my lord 
the king. All that thou didft fend to thy 
fervants for at the firft I will do; but thii 
thing I may not do. So the meflenger* 
departed with this meflage. 

10 Then Ber.-hadnd fent to him, fry¬ 
ing, The gods do fo to me, and more alfo, 
if the duft of Samaria fuffice for handfuls 
to all the people that follow me. 11 But 
the king of Ifrael anfwered, Tell him, Let 
not him rhat girdeth on his harnefsboaft ai 
he that putteth it off. 1 2 Now Ben-hadad 
heard this meflage, (while drinking with 
the kings in the tents,) and he faid to hi* 
fervants, Set yourfelves in array againfl 
the city. And they did fo. 

13 Now, behold, there came a prophet 
to Ahab king of Ifrael, faying, Thus faith 
the Eternal, Haft thou teen all this great 
multitude ? Lo, I will deliver it into 
thine hand this day, fo thou lhalt know 
I am the Eternal. 14 And Ahab faid, 
By whom? And he faid, Thus faith the 
Eternal, Even by the young men of the 
princes of the provinces. Then he faid, 
Who fliall order the battle ? Aod he au- 
fwered, Thou. 

15 Then he numbered thefe young 
men, who were two hundred and thirty- 
two : And after them he numbered all 
the people of Ifrael, being feven thou¬ 
fand. 

1 6 ^n3 they went out at noon: But 
Bcn-hddad was drinking himfelf druok in 



Chap. XX. in. K : 

the pavilions, with the thirty-two king* 

that helped him. 

17 So the young men of the prince* ot 
the provinces went out iirft ; then Ben- 
hadad fent out, and they told him. There 
are men come out of Samaria. 18 Then 
he (aid. Whether they be come out for 
peace or war, take them alive. 

19 So thtfe young men came out of 
the city, ami the army which followed 
them, ic And iVw every one a man: 
then-the Syrian* fled, and Ifrael pnrfued 
them ; and Bcn hadiid efcaped on an 
horle with the hmitihen. 

11 Tiien the king of Ifrael went out, 
and imote the holies and chariots, ^and 
made a great daughter of the Syrians.. 

21 Then the prophet came to the king 
©fllYuel, and faid to him, Go ftrengthen 
tliyfelf, and mark now, fit fee what thou 
dotft : for at the return of the year the 
king of Syria will come up againft thee. 

23 Now the fervants of the king of 
Syria faid to him, Tiuir goth are pods of 
the hills, therefore they were Wronger 
than we ; but let us fight againft them in 
the plain, and furely we fliall he ftronger 
than thfy. 24 Therefore, now, take the 
kings away, evrry one out of his place, &. 
put captains in their rooms: 25 And 
number thee an army like that thou haft 
loft, borfe for horfe, and chariot for cha¬ 
riot ; and we will fight againft them in 
the plaiu, and furely we Audi be ltronger 
than they. Then he hearkened to their 
voice, and did in. 

26 So at the ret»rn of the year, Ben- 
hadad numbered the Syrians, and went 
up to Aphek, to fi^hl ag^inft Ifrael. 27 
N>>w the Urachus were numbered, and 
being all prefent, went againft them ; 
and pitched before them like two little 
flocks of kid* ; but the Syriaos filled the 
country. 

18 Now there nine a man of Go 1, Sc 
faid to the king of Ifrael. Thu# faith the 
Eternal, Bccauie the Syrians have faid. 
The Etcrn <1 is God of the hills, but ha is 
not God of the vallies ; therefore will I 
deliver all this gieat multitude into thine 
hand ; and ye Jliail know that I arn the 

Euru.d. 

19 Then th y pitched the one over a. 
gainft the otherTcvrn days: and in the 
iVvrmh day the b.inle was joined; Rnd 
the UYa elites flew of the Syrians an hun- 
d e.l tliouland fmtincn in onp day. 30 
Byt the reft fled tn Aphek, iivTo the city ; 
and there a wall fell upon twenty.feven 
thousand of theft that were left. And 
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Ben-hadad fled, and came into the city, 
into an inner chamber. 

31 Th«n his fervants faid to him, Lo, 
we have heard that the kings of Ifrael 
are merciful kings; let us, we pray thee, 
put fackcloth on our loins, and ropes on 
our heads, and go out to the king of If* 
rael: perhaps he will fave thy life. 

32 So they girded fackcloth on their 

loins, and put ropes on their heads, and 
came to the king of Ifrael, and faid, Thy 
fervant'Ben-badad faith, I pray thee, let 
me live. Then he faid, Is he yet_alive t 
He is my brother. - ' 

33 Naw the men diligently obferved 
whether any word would come froro him, 
and hattily catched it ; fo they faid. Thy 
brother Ben-hadad. Then he faid, Go 
ye, bring him. Then Ben-hadad came 
forth to him : and he caufed him come, 
up into his chariot. 

34 Then Ben-hadad faid to him, The 
cities which my father took from thy fa¬ 
ther I will reftore ; and thou flialt make 
ftreels for thee in Damafcos as my father 
made in Samaria. Then, faid Ahab; I 
will fend thee away with this covenant. 
So he made a covenant with him, and 
fent him away. 

35 Now one of the fons of the pro¬ 
phets faid to his neighbour by the word 
of the Eternal, Smite tne, I pray thee. 
But the man refufed to fmite him. 36 
Then he faid to him, Becaufe thou haft 
not obeyed the voice of tbe Eternal, Io, 
as foon as thou art departed from me a 
lion fliall flay thee. And fo it.was. 

37 Then lie found another, and faid, 
Smite me, I pray thee. And the man 
finote him, fo that he wounded him. 38 
So the prophet departed, and waited for 
the king by the way, end difguifed him- 
felf with allies on his face. 

38 Now as the king palled by,lie ciied 
to him, fnying, Thy fervant went out in¬ 
to the mid ft of the battle ; and, lo, one 
turned afidc, .and brought a man to me, 
faying. Keep this man ; for if he he milT- 
ing, thy life rtinll he for his life, or elfe 
tho'i flialt pay a talent oF filver. 40 And 
as thy ftrvant was bufy here and there, 
he was gone. Then the king faid 
to him, So lhall thy judgment be; thy- 
felf hail decided it. 41 Now he halted 
to take the afhes away from his face ; fo 
the king difeerned that he was of the pro¬ 
phets. 42 Then he faid to him, Thus 
faith the Eternal, becaufe thou haft let 
go But of thy hand a mail whom T ap¬ 
pointed to utter deftiuifhon, therefore thy 
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life dial I go for his life, and thy people for 
his people. 43 Then the king of Ifrael 
went to his houfc heavy and difpleafed, 
at Samaria. 

XXT, Ahab covets Naboth's vineyard. 

N OW after thefe things. Naboth the 
Jezreelite had a vineyaid in Jez- 
reel, hard by the palace of Ahab the 
king, a And ^hab ijfaid to Naboth, Give 
me thy vineyard to be an herb-garden, 
bccrufe it is near my houfe, and I will 


give thee a better vineyard ; or, if thou 
choofe, I will give thee the worth of it in 
money. 3 But Nahoth faid te Abab, 
The Eternal lorbid that I fhould give the 
inheritance of my fathers to thee. 4 
Then Ahab caoie into his houfe heavy Sc 
difpleafed. So he lay down on his bed, 
and turned away his face, and would not 
cat. 

S But Jezebel his wife came and faid 
to him. Why is thy fpirit fb fad that thou 
eateft not? 6 Then he faid th her, Be- 
caufe 1 f.iid to Naboth the Jeareelite, 
Give me thy vineyard for money ; or elfe # 
if it pleafe thee, J will give thee another 
for it. But he anfwered, I will not give 
thee my vineyard. 7 Then Jezebel hi$ 
wife fetid to him, Doeft thou now govern 
the* kingdom of Ifrael ? Arife and eat, 
and let thine heart be merry; I will give 
thee Naboth’s vineyard. 8 So fhe wrote 
letters in Ahab’s name, and fealing them 
with his foal, fent them to the elders and, 
nobles of his city, 3 Saying proclaim a 
faft, and fet Naboth on high among the 
people ; 10 And fet two fons of Belial, 
bad men s before him, to witnefs againft 
him, faying, Thou Mafphemedft God fie. 
the king; and then carry him out of the 
city, and. ft one him to death, ti Then 
the elders £nd nobles of city did fo. 
12 They fet up Naboth, 13 And the Be- 
liaiites fat before him in the prefence of 
the people, and prevailed. 14 Then they 
fent to tell Jezebel, 

15 Then fhe faid to Ahab, jVrife, take 
pofTeflion of Naboth’s vineyard, which 
he refufed to give thee for money, for he 
is dead. 16 So Ahab went to take pcf- 
feffion of the vineyard. , 

1 7 Then the word of the Eternal came 
to Elijah, faying, 18 Arife, go to meet 
Ahab, behold he is in Naboth's vineyard, 
taking.poflcffiou of it. 19 And thou flialt 
fay to him, Thus faith the Eternal, Haft 
thou killed and alfo taken pofltflion ? 
Thus faith the Eternal, In the place 
where dogs licked Naboth’s blood, firall 
tlcgs lick thy blood alfo. 20 Then Ahab, 
faid to Elijah, Hail thou found me, O 


mine enemy? And he anfwered, I ha\e 
found thee. Becaufe thou haft fold thy - 
fclf to work evil in the fi^ht of the Eter¬ 
nal, 21 Behold I will bring evil upon 
thee, and take away thy pofterity ; I will 
cut oft' from Ahab every male, with him 
that is (hut up and left in Ifrael; 22 And 
will make thy houfe like that of Jero¬ 
boam, and like that of Baaflia, for thy 
provocation of me to anger, and making 
Ifrael to fin. 23 And of Jezebel alfo the 
Eternal fpake, faying, The dogs fhall eat 
her by the wall of Jrzreel. 24 Him th .;t 
dieth of Ahab in the city fhall the do; 1 
cat; and him that dieth in the field ffuli 
the fowls of the air eat. 

25 But there was none like Ahab, wln> 
fold himfelf to work wickednefs before 
the Eternal, whom Jezebel his wife ftir. 
red up. 2 6 Alfo he did veiy shoniina- 
bly in following idols, in all things ai the 
Aroorite.% whem the Eternal call out be¬ 
fore the lfraelites. 

27 Now when Ahab heard thefe wor^, 
he rent his clothe*, and put on fackdoih, 
and layiu it, andfafted, and went foftly. 
28 Then the word of the Eternal came 
to Elijah, faying, 29 Seeft thou how A. 
hab humldeth himfelf before me; there¬ 
fore I rvill not bring the evil oq his houfe 
in his days ; but in his fob’s days. 

XXII. Ahab is fedueed.by fa Ife prophets. 

T HREE years palled without war he- 
tween Syria and Ifrael. 2 And in 
the third year, Jebofhaphat king of Ju¬ 
dah £ame to the king of Ifrael ; 3 Who 
faid to his fervants, Know ye not that 
Ramoth-Gilead is ours, yet we are Hill, 
and take it not from the king of Syria ? 
4 Then he faid to JehoHiaphat, Wilt thou 
go with me to Ramoth-Gilead to battle? 
who faid to him, I as thou art, my 
people and mv horfes as thine. 5 He faid 
alfo to him. Enquire, T pray, tv hat is the 
word-of the Eternal to day. 

6 Then Ahab gathered the propheu 
being about lour hundred, and laid lu 
them, Shall I go againft RamotlvGileml 
or net? And they faid. Go ; for the k- 
ternaJ fhall deliver it to the king. 7 Bi t 
Jehofhaphat faid, Is there not here a 
prophet of the Eternal btfulcs, that we 
might enquire of him ? . $ Then faid A- 
hab to him, There, is yet one 'Micai-h, 
Imlah’s fon, by whom we may enquire 
cf the Eternal; but I hate him ; for lie 
prophefies not good concerning me, but 
evil. But Jehohiaphatrfaid, Lee net the 
king fay to. 9 Then Ai ab called *n of¬ 
ficer, and faid, Hallen hither Micaiah. 
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io Now each king fat on his throne, 
having on their robes In o void place in 
the entrance of the gate of Samaria; fit. 
alt the prophets propliefied before them. 
ii Now Zedekiah, Chenaanah’s fon, 
made him horns of iron, and faid, Thus 
Jaich the Eternal, With thefe (halt thou 
puih the Syrians till thou haft confumed 
them. 12 And all the prophets laid alfo. 
Go up to Kamoth-Gilrad andprofper; 
for the Eternal (hall deliver in into the 
king’s hand. ‘ 13 And the meffenger that 
went o Micaiah faid to him, Lo now the 
prophets declare good r,o the king with 
fine month, let thy word, I pray thee, be 
like theirs, and fpcak what is good. 14 
But Micaiah faid, As toe Eternal liveth, 
what he faith to I will fpcak. 

15 So he came to the king, who faid 
to him, Micaiah, (hall we goagainft Kn-, 
moth-Gilead to battle or not ? Then he 
Rnfwered, Go and proffer; for the Eter¬ 
nal (hall deliver it into the king’s hand. 
16 But the king faid to him, How many 
times Ikall I adjure thee that thou tell 


the governor of tire city, and to Joaflr the 
king’s fon ; 27 And lay, Thus I'.iirh the 
king. Put this fellow in the prifun, and 
feed him with bread and'witli water of 
affliction, till I come in peace. 2S Then 
Micaiah faid. If thou return at all in 
peace, the Eternal hath not fpoken by 
me. He laid ' alio, Hearken, O people, 
each of you. 

29 So the kings of Ifrael fit Judah went 
up to Ramoth-Gilead. 70 And /^hab faiil 
to Jehofliaphat, Iwill difghifc myfelf, and 
enter into the battle; jwt put thou on 
thy robes. And Ahab did (o. 31 But 

the king df Syria commanded bis thirty - 
two captains, that were over his chariots, 
faying; Fight neither with Imall nor 
great, fave only with the king of Ifrael. 
31 Now the captains of the chariots fee¬ 
ing Jehofliaphat, faid, Surely it is the 
king of Ifrael; fo they turned afide to 
fight againft him ; but Jeliolhaphat cried 
out. 37 So perceiving that it was not 
the king of Ifrael, they turned back from 
purfuing him. 34 Hut a certain man 


me nothing but truth in the name of the 
Eternal i 17 So he faid, I law all Ifrael 
feattered upon the hills, as flioep having 
no (hephard ; ami the Eternal faid, Thefe 
have no mailer; let each return to his 
houfe in peace. 16 Then Ahab Gid to 
Jehofhaphat, Did I not tell thee that he 
would not prophefy good to me, but evil? 
19 Then he faid, Hear thon therefore the 
word of the Eternal: I law the Eternal 
fitting on his thrune, and all the ho ft of 
heaven (landing by him, at his right hand 
and at his left. ? o Then the Eternal 
laid, Who (hall perfnade Ahab to.go up- 
and tall at Ramoth-Gilead > And one faid 
nnfi thing, and another faid another. 11 
Then there came forth a fpirit,and (tool 
before the Eternal, and faid, I will per- 
fna 'e him. 22 Then the Eternal faid t6 
him, Wherewith 3 And he faid I will go 
and be a lying fpirit in the mouth of all 
his prophets. So he faid, Thou (halt per- 
fuade him, and prevnjl alfo; thou wilt 
go forth, and do fo. 23 Now, therefore, 
lo the Eternal hath permitted a lying 
(pint to enter into the mouth of all thefe 
thy prophets, for the Eternal hath fpoken - 
evil concerning thee. 24. But Zedakiah 
went near, and finote Micaiah on the 
cheek, laying, Which way went the fpi- 
>.it of the Eternal from me to fpeak to 
* , - 2 5 Then Micaiah faid, Lo thou 

}h«lt lee in that day, when thou fli?.lt go 
into an inner chamber to hide thylelf. 

*4 I hen th e king 0 f Ifrael laid. Take 
Munuab, and carry him back to A man 


drew a bow in his fimplicity, and fnioi* 
the king of Ifrael between the joints and 
tlu* bread-plate ; therefore he faid to the 
driver of hi« chariot, Turn, and carry, 
me out of the hofl,, for I am woundgd. 
35 Then the battle inereafed that day 
and the king was flayed up in his chariot 
againft the Syrians,, and died at even: 
and the blood ran out.of. the wound into 
the'midft of the chariot. 36 And there 
went a proclamation througjh the hoft, as, 
the. fun’s light.departed, faying, Every, 
man to his city and his-owacountry. 

37 So the king died, arul was brought 
to Samaria, and buried there. 38 And. 
one wafhed his ch-arint and armour in the 
pool of Saraajia, and the clogs licked up 
his blood, according to the word which 
the Eu-rnal fpake. 39 Now the reft of 
Ahab’s atfls, and all that he did, and the 
ivory houfe he made, and the cities which 
he built, are written in the Chronicles of 
the kings of Ifrael.- 4© So Ahab flept 
with his fathers, and (8).. Ahjmah his fon. 
reigned in his (lead. 

41 Jehofliaphat the fon of Afa began: 
to reign over Judah in the fourth year of 
AHab king of Ifrael. 41 He was thirty-, 
five years oi l when he began to reign, 8c 
he reigned* twenty-dye years in Jerufa- 
leni ; and his-mother’s name was Azu-. 
bah, the daughter of Shilhi. 43 And. 
imitated in r all things A fit his father, dol 
ing what Was right before the Eternal 
yet the high-places were ndt taken a- r 
way; for the people offered and burnt. 
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incenfe yet thereon, 44 And Jehofha- 
phat made peace with the king of Ifrael. 
45 Now the reft of Jeholhaphat’s adts, 
and his might which he (hewed, and how 
he warred, aie written in the Chronicles 
of the kings of Judah. 4 6 And the rem- 
rant of the Sodomites, which remained 
in the days of his father Afa, he took out 
of the land. 47 There was then no king 
in Edom, a (Jcputy being king. 

48 JeUofliaphat made Hups of TJiar- 
fliifli, to go to Ophir for gold ; but they 
went not ; for the fliips were broken'at 
Ezion-geber. 4^ Then faid Ahaziah, A- 
hab’s fen, to Jehefliaphat, Let my ter- 
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vantigo with thy fcivants in the (hips ; 
but Jeholbaphat would not. 

50 Now j> hoihaphat flept with his fa- 
therV being buried with them in the ci¬ 
ty of David his father; and (8) Jehoram 
his fon reigned in Jiis itead. 

51 Ahaziah, Aliab’s forr, began to reign 
over Ifrarl in Samaria, in the feventeenth 
year of Jehofliaphat kin;'of Judah, ami 
reigned two years over Ifrael. 51 And 
he did evil before the Eternal like his fa¬ 
ther, his. mother, and juohoam, Ncbm’s 
fon, who made Ifrael to fin. 53 For he 
ferved and worfhipped Baal, and provok¬ 
ed to anger the Eternal God of Ifiael, 
like his lather, in all things. 
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The Fourth Book of KINGS. A. C. cir. 896. 


I. Elijah Xiuiee bringeth jirc from 
heaven. 

M OAB rebelled againft Ifrael after 
the death of Ahab. a Now A- 
baziah fell through a lattefs in his upper 
chamber, in Samaria, and being Tick, he 
fent meflengers, faying. Go, enquire of 
Baal-zebub, the_God of Ekron, whether 
I fhall recover of this difeafe. 3 But the 
angel of the Eternal faid to Elijah, Arife, 
go to meet the king’s meflengers, and fay 
lo them, Is it becaufe there is not a god 
in Ifrael, that ye go to enquire of Baal- 
zebub the god of Ekron ? 4 Now there¬ 

fore fay, Thus faith the Eternal, Thou 
fhalt not come clown from that bed, but 
flialt furely die. So Elijah departed. 

3 Now the meflengers.turning back to 
him, he faid. Why have ye now turned 
back? 6 Then they faid to him, A man 
met us, who faid to us. Turn ; go again 
to the king who fent you, and fay to him. 
Thus faith the Eternal, Is it becaufe there 
is not a God in Ifrael, that thou fendeft 
to enquire of Baal-zebub the god of E- 
kron ? therefore thon fhalt not come 
down from thy bed, but fhalt furely die. 
7 Then he faid to them, What kind of a 
man was he who met you, and told vou 
thefe words? 8 So they anfwered him, 
An hairy mao, gilded with a leather gir¬ 
dle about his loirs. Then he faid, It is 
Elijah. 

9 Then the king fent to him a captain 
with fifty men, who went up to him, (for 
lo he fat on the top of an hill) ; and he 
faid to him. The king hath faid. Thou 
man of God, come down, ro But Elijah 
faid, If I be a roan of God, fire will come 
down from heaven, ancfconfumc thee fit 


thy fifty ; and it was fo. 

11 He fent again alfo to him anotl cr 
captainof fifty with his fifty; Who faid 
to him, O man of God, thus faith the 
king. Come down quicldy. 14 But Eli¬ 
jah faid to them, If I be a man of God, 
fire will come down from'heaven, and 
coyfume thee with thy fifty. So the fire 
of God came down from heaven, and 
confirmed him with his fifty. 

1 13 Then he fent again a third captain, 

with his fifty; but he went up, and fell 
on his face before Eljjah, and befought 
him, faying, O man of God, I pray thee, 
let my life, and the life of thefe thy fifty 
fervants, be precious in thy fight. 14 Lo 
fire came down from heaven, and burnt 
up the two former captains with their 
fifties. 15 Then the angel of the Eter¬ 
nal faid to Elijah, Ge down with him ; 
be not afraid of him. So he arofe, and 
went down with him to the king. . ifi 
Then he faid to him, Thus faith the F- 
ternal, As thou hall fent meflengers to 
enquire at Baal-iebub the god of Ekron, 
is it becaufe there is not a „God in Ifrael 
to enquire at his word ? theiefore thou 
shalt not come down from that bed, but 
shalt furely die. 

17 So he died, as the Eternal fpake by 
Elijah. '-■'And (9) Jehoram reigned in his 
Head, in the fecomi year of Jehoram, Je- 
hoshaphat king of Judah’s Ion, becaufe 
he had no fon. r£ Now the reft of Aha¬ 
ziah T s adls are written in the Chronicles 
of the kings of Ifrael. 

II .-Elijah afeends to heaven. 

OW when tire Eternal would take 
up Elijah to heaven by a whirl- 
wind, Elijah went with Elisha from Gil* 
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C :»l i Tli-n Elijah faiJ to Elisha, Tar¬ 
ry here I pray thee, for the Eternal hath 
fcnt me to Beth-el. But Elisha laid to 
hii.i, As the Eternal liveth, and as thy 
fjal liveth, l will not leave thee. So they 
went down to Beth el. 3 fiien the dif- 
rinJes of the prophets at Beth el came 
forth and laid to Elisha, K.uuWelHhou 
that the Eternal will take away thy maf- 
ter from thy head, to-day * And he faid, 
Yea, I know it; hold your peace. 4 
Now Elijah laid to him, Elisha, t.iiry 
here I pray thee, lor the Eternal hath 
fent me to Jericho. But he faid. As the 
Eternal liveth, and as thy foul liveth, I 
will not leave thee. So they came to Je¬ 
richo. 5 Then the funs of the prophets 
at richo came to Elilha, and faid to 
him, Knowert thou that the Eternal will 
take thy matter from thy head to-day ? 
And he anfwered, Yea, I know it; hold 
your peace. 6 Then Elijah faid to him, 
Tany, I pray thee, here; for the Eter- 
i.nI hath lent me Lo Jsulati. But he faid, 
As the Eternal liveth, and as thy foul 
liveth, l will not leave thee. So the two 
went on. 8 Then fifty men of the dif- 
ciples of the prophets went, #ad flood to 
view afar off: and the two flood by Jor¬ 
dan. 8 Then Elijah took his mantle, ftt 
wrapt it together, and fmote the waters, 
nnd they were divicWJ hither and thi¬ 
ther, fo that they two-went over on dry 
ground. 

9 Now. having gone over, Elijah faid 
to Elilha, Aik what I Ihall do tor thee 
before l be taken away fru.11 thee. And 
Eli lit a laid, I pray thee, let a double por¬ 
tion of thy fpirit be upon me. 10 Then 
he I..it], Thou had alkal a hard thing; 
yet if tljou fee me taken from thee, it 
Ihall be fy to thee; but if nut, it (ball 
not be fo. 11 Now, as they dill went on 
and talked, behold there appeared a cha¬ 
riot of fire, with horles of fire, and part¬ 
ed tlinn; and Elijah went up by a whirl¬ 
wind into Heaven. 

iz And Elilha faw it, and cried, My 
father, my father \ thou art as the cha¬ 
riot of Ifrael, and the horfemen thereof; 
ami he faw him no mpre. Then he took 
hold of iiis uwn clothes, and rent them 
in two pieces. 13 He tuv;k up alfo Eli¬ 
jah’s mantle that fell from him, &l went 
back, and flood by the hank of Jordan : 
14 Then with Elijah’s mantle he fmote 
the waters, and laid, Where is the Eter¬ 
nal God of Elijah ? And having alfo 
finitten the waters, they parteij hither 
and thither; and Elijah went over. 15 
Now the funs of the prophets who went 
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to view at Jeiicho, having feen him, they 
faid. The fpirit of Elijah reds on Elilha. 
So they came lo meer him, 3-iiJ Sowed 
theuifejves to tlu* ground Vfoic him. it* 
Then they faid to him, Lo now there are 
with thy fervams fifty ft‘ung men, Ifet 
them go, we pray thee, and feek thy maf- 
tc-r; lc(t, perhaps, the Spirit of the Eter¬ 
nal hath taken him up, and cad him up¬ 
on lome mountain, or into fome valley. 
But he laid, Ye Q>all not fend. 17 But 
having urged him till he was alhanicd, he 
faid, Send. They fcnt, therefore, fifty 
men ; anil they fought three days, byt 
found him not. iS So having returned 
to him, (as he tarried at Jericho), he 
faid to them, Did! not fay to you, Go not? 

19 Now the citizens faid to Elilha, Be¬ 
hold, I pray thee, the fituation of this 
city, it is plcafant, as my lord feeth ; but 
the water is bad, and the ground barren, 
10 Then he faid, Bring me a new crule, 
and put {alt therein ; fo they brought it 
to him. at Then he went to the fpring 
of the waters, and cad the fait therein, 
and laid, Thus faith the Eternal, I have 
healed thefe waters; there shall not be 
from hence any more death 'or barren 
land. 22 So the waters continued to be 
healed, according to the faying, .which 
Elisha fpake. yJ. 

23 Then he, went from thence to Beth¬ 
el; and in his going up the way, there 
came foith young men out of the city, 
who mocked him, laying, Go up, thou 
bedhead ; go up, thou baldhead. 24 But 
he turned back, and looking on them, he 
pronounced them vile in the name of the 
Eternal; then there came forth two she- 
bcars out of the wood, and tare forty-two 
of them. 25 Then he went from thence 
to mount Carmel; and from thence he 
returned to Samaria. 

III. F.ii/bn obiaineth water, 

0 \V Jchoram, Ahab’s fon, began to 
reign ovcrMfrael in Samaria the 
eighteenth year of Jchoshaphat king of 
JuJah, and he reigned twelve years. ?. 
And he did evil in the light of the Eter¬ 
nal, but not like his father and mother; 
for he put away the image of Baal which 
his father made. 2 Nevertheless he clave 
to Jeroboarfi, Nebat’s Ton’s fins, who made 
Ifrael to fin, and for fuok them not. 

4 Then Mcsha king of Moab being a 
sheep-madcr, rendered to the king of If¬ 
rael a hundred tboufand lambs, & as many 
rams, with the wool. 5 But when Ahab 
was dead, the king of Moab rebelled. 

6 Then king Jehoram went out of Sa¬ 
maria the fame time, and numbered all 
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Ifrael. 7 And then he fent to Jchosha- 
pbat, faying, The king of Moab hath re¬ 
belled againft me; wilt thou go with me 
againft Moab to battle ? Then he Ibid, 

I will go : lam as thou ait, and my peo¬ 
ple and horfes ai thy people and thy 
hotfes. 8 But he faid. Which way shall 
w e go ) Then he anfwered, The way 
through the wildernefs of Edom. 9 So 
the kings of Ifrael, JudaJi, and Edom 
wer.t, and fetched a compafs of feven 
days journey'; b ut there was no water 
for the hoft, and the cattle that followed 
them. 10 Then fhe king of Ifrael faid, 
Alas! that.the Eternal hath called thefe ' 
three kings together, ro deliver them in¬ 
to the hand of Moab. 11 But Jehosha- 
phat faid. Is there not here a prophet of 
the Eternal, that we may enquire of the 
Eternal by him ? Then one of the king 
of Ifrafl’s fer'ants anfwered. Here isEli- 
flia the fen of Shaphat, who poured wa¬ 
ter or the hands of Elijah, ri Then 
Jehoshaphat laid, The word of the Eter¬ 
nal is with him. So the kings of Ifrael, 
Judah, and Edom, went down to him. 
iz Then Elisha faid to the king of Ifrael, 
What have I to do with thee >’ go to thy 
father’d prophets, and thy mother’s pro- 
phetjs. ‘ ‘But he faid to him. Nay ; for the 
Etedjjal hath called thefe three kings to¬ 
gether, to deliver them into the hand of 
Moab. 14 Then Elisha faid, As. the E- 
ternal God of hofts liveth, hefore whom 
rftand, furely were it nof that I regard 
the prefence of Jehoshaphat king of Ju¬ 
dah, I would not look toward thee, nor 
fee thee. 15 But now bring me a pfal- 
mift, to praife the Eternal. And when 
the pfalmift praifed, the hand of the E- 
ternal came upon him. 16 Then he faid. 
Thus faith the Eternal, Make this val¬ 
ley full of ditches; 17 For thus faith the 
Eternal, Ye shall not fee wind nor rain, 
yet that valley shall be filled with water, 
that both ye, and youi*cattle, and beads, 
may drink. 18 And this is but a light 
thing before the Eternal; he will deli¬ 
ver the Moabites alfo into your hand. 

19 And ye shall finite every fenced city, 
and'every choice city, and fell every good 
tree, and ftop all wells of water, and mar 
every good piece of land with ftones. 

20 Now in the morning, when the meat- 
offering was offered, lo there came water 
by tht way of Edom, and the country 
was filled with it. 

21 Now all the moabites hearing that 
the kings were come to fight againft 
them, they gathered all that were able 
to put on armour, and upward, and fto9d 
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in the border. 22 So they rofe early in 
the morning, and the fun shone on the 
water, which the Moabites faw on the o- 
ther fide as red as blood. 13 Then they 
faid, This is blood ; the kings are furely 
(lain, they have fmitten one another j now 
therefore, Moab, to the fpoil. 14 So 
having come to the camp of Ifrael, the 
Ifraelites rofe and froote them, fo that 
thCy tied before them ; and they went 
forward fuming them, even in their 
country. 25 They beat down alfo the 
cities, and on every good piec,c of land 
every man call a ftone, and filled it; and 
they (topped all the wells of water, and 
felled all the good trees: only in Kir-ha- 
refeth they left the ftones; liowbeit, the 
(lingers went about it, and fmote it. 

2 6 Now the king of Moab feeing the 
battle was too fore for him, he tool; with, 
him feven hundred fword-men, to break 
thro* even to the king of Edom; but they 
could not. 27 Then he took his eldeft 
fon,.that should have reigned in his dead, 
and offeied him for a burnt-offering on 
the wall. And there was great indigna¬ 
tion. againft IfraeL, So Ifrael departed 
from him, fit returned to their own land. 

IV. Eli/bah raifeih the dead* 

N OW a wife of one of the dilciples of 
t|ie prophets cried to Elifl.a, faying. 
Thy fervant my hufband is dead; fit thou 
knoweft that he feared the Eternal: and 
the creditor is come to take my two fons 
to be bondmen- 2 Then Elilha faid to 
her. What (hall I do (or thee ? tell me 
what thou haft in thy houfe. And (lie 
faid, Tbipe handmaid hath nothing, fave 
a pot of oil. 3 Then he faid, Go, borrow 
many empty veflvls of all thy neigh¬ 
bours. 4 And having come in, thou 
(halt fhut the doer upon thee arid thy fons, 
^nd pour out into all thofc veffels, and fet 
afide what is full. 

5 So (lie went from him, and flint the 
door upon her and her fons, who brought 
the veflcJs to her ; and (lie poured out. 
6 Now when the veffels were full, flic 
fak) to her fon, Bring me yet a veffel. 
But he faid to her, There is not a veffel 
more. So the oil flayed. 7 Then fhe 
came and told the man of God ; and he 
faid, Go, fell the oil, and pay thy debt, 
and live thou witli thy children on the 
reft. * H 

8 Now on a certain day, Elilha paffeii 
to Shunem, where was a great woman, 
who conftrained him to eat bread. And, 
as oft as he paffed-by, he turned in thi* 
ther to eat. 9 Then fhe faid to her hnf- 
band, Lo, now, I perceive that this is aa 
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holy man of God, whopiffeth by us con¬ 
tinually. to Let us make a little cham¬ 
ber, I pray thee, oh the wall; and fet for 
him there a bed, und a table, and a'ftool, 
and a candleftick ; and, when he cometh 
to ui, he fliall turn in thither. 

ii Now on a certain day he came thi¬ 
ther, and turned into the chamber, and 
lay there. 

\% Then he faid to Cchazi his fervanl, 
Call this Shunamitefs. And, having 
railed her, (lie Hood before him. 13 He 
laid alfo to him, Say now to her,Lo, thou 
lufl: bellowed on us all this care; what is 
to be done for thee > wouldest thou be 
ijmlren for to iht king', or to the captain 
of the host? lint Hie aufwered, [ dwell a- 
mong mine own people. 14 But he faid, 
What then is to be done for thee ? Then 
Cchazi aufwered, Verily (lie hath no 
child, and her hulband is old. 15 Then 
he faid, Call her. And when he called 
her, Hie stood in the door. 16 Then he 
faid. About thil fcafon next year, thou 
fhalt embrace a fon. But (he faid, Nay, 
my lord, thou man of God, do not lie to 
thine handmaid. 

17 Then the woman conceived, and 
bare a fon at the fcafon Llifiia mention¬ 
ed, though old. 

1S And wl^cn the child was grown, 
on a certain day, he w^nt out to hi# fa¬ 
ther to the reapers. 19 And faid to hi# 
father. My head, my head. Then he faid 
to a lad, Carry him to hi# mother, ro 
And when he had brought him to his mo¬ 
ther, he fat on her knees till noon, and 
then died. at So (lie went, and laid 
him on the bed of the man of God, and 
Unit the door on him, and went out. 

1 i n Ihe called to her hufband, 
faying, Send me, l|)Tay thee, one of the 
young men, and one of the afles, that I ’ 
may fun to the man of God, and cptnc 
again. 23 But he laid, Wherefore wilt 
thou go to him to-day? it is ucither new- 
inoon nor fabhath. But Ihe anfwered, ft 
fhall be well. 24 Then llie faddled an afs, 
and laid to her fervanl, Drive, and go for¬ 
ward; (lack not thy riding for me, except 
I bid thee. 

25 So the went, and came to the mrui 
of God 10 mount Carmel, Now the muu 
of God feeing her afar off, lie faid to ,his 
fervant, Behold, yonder is the Slniuam- 
mitels 26 Run now, I pray thee, to 
meet her; and fay to her, Is ii well with 
thee > is it well with thy hulband * is it 
well with the child * And flic aniweied 
It is well. 

27 Now having com* to the man of 
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God at the hill, (he caught him by the 
feet; but Gehzzi came near to thrust her 
away. But the man of God faid, Let her 
’alone; for her foul is vexed within her, 
and the Elerpal hath hid it from me, and 
not told me. ^ 

2S Then she faid, Did I defire a fon 
of my lord ? Did I not fay, Do not de¬ 
ceive me ? , 

29 Then he faid to Gehazi, Gird up 
thy loins, and take my staff in thine 
hand, and go away ; if thou meet any 
man, falute him not; and if any fa’ute 
thee, anfwer him not again ; and lay my 
staff on the child’s face. 

30 Then the mother of the child faid. 
As the Eternal liveth, and as thy foul 
liveth, I will not leave thee. Then he 
arofe, and followed her. 31 But Gehazi 
palled on before them, and laid the staff 
or. the child’s face; but there being neither 
voice nor attention ; therefore he went 
again to meet him, and told him, faying, 
Tit* child is not awaked. 

32 Now Elisha having come into th» 
houle, Jo, the child being dead, and laiif 
upon his bed. 33 He went in, lherefo.ro, 
and shut the door upon them twain, anfl 
prayed to the Eternal. 34 Then he wept 
up, and lay upon the child, and put bis 
mouth on his moi/th, and his eyes oiy pis 
eyes, and his hands on his hands, anp he 
ftretched himfelf on the child, and the 
child’s flefli waxed warm. 35 Then he 
returned, and walked up and down in the 
houfe ; and went up, and ftretched him¬ 
felf upon him ; then the child fneezed le- 
ven times, and then opened his eyes. 36 
Now lie called Gehazi, faying. Call the 
Shunaruitel). So he called her; and. 
flic being come to him, he faid, Take up 
thy fon ! 37 TjTien flie went in, fit fallings 
at hi# feet, and bowing herielf to tbo 
ground, took up her fon, and went out. 

38 Then Elifha came again to Gifgal: 
Now there was a dearth in the land; and 
the difdples of the prophets were fitting 
before him: And he (aid to his fervanr. 
Set on the great pot, and fee the pottage 
for the difciples of the prophets. 39 Then 
one went out into the field to gather pot¬ 
herbs, and found a wild vine, and gather¬ 
ed thereof wild fruit his lapfull, and c ame 
dnd fined them into the pot of pottage ; 
for they knew them not. 40 So they 
poured out for the men to cal; bat as 
they were eating the pottage, they cried 
out, laying,“O thou mart of God, there is 
death in the por ; fu they could not eat 
thereof. 41 But he faid, Bring meal; 
tuen be call it into the put; then he 
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laid, Pour out for the people to 'eat; fo 
therfc was’nothing hurtful in the pot. 

42 No^a hndn time from Baal-fhali- 
Aja, dnd brobjjhrthte fnoh'of Cod bread 
of the firftibrdics; twenty loaves of barley, 
and full earl’of £ojrn,in Itfs garment: then 
he faid, Give to the people to eat. 42 
But his fervito? faid. Why ftiould I fet 
this before an hundred men? He faid a- 
gain, Give the people'to eat; for thus 
faith the Eternri, They fliHlleat.& leave 
thereof. 44 So he fet it before them, and 
they ate, and left thereof, according to the 
word cl the Eternal. 

V. Kaarnaii is cured of his leprofy . 
OW Narfman, captain of the king of 
Syria's bOft, was a great man with 
his mafter, >abd honourable, becaule by 
him the Eternal had given deliverance to 
Syria; he Was alfo a great man in valour; 
but a leper. 2 When the Syrians went 
out by companies, they brought a little 
■maid captive out kif lfrael, who waited on 
Na.iman’s wile. 3 And faid to her nhf- 
trefs, Woadd'pcf God*my lord were with 
ibe prophet in Samaria ) for he Would 
cure his leprofy. ^4 Then one Went, and 
told his lordThus faid the iriaid of If- 
nel. S Then tfhe king'of Syria faid, 
Cfime, I will fend a letter to the king of 
ItfaAfc So he departed, and took with 
him ten talents of (liver, and fix thouiand 
pieces of gold, atid ten v chkbg<S' of rai¬ 
ment. 6 So h'e brought his letter to the 
king of Tfrael, who laid, Lo, I have fent 
herewith Naamart my fervant to thee, to 
cure his leprofy. 7 But the king of II- 
rael having -read the letter, rent his 
clothes, favihg, Am I God, to kill and no 
piake alive, that this man fends to me to 
heal the leprofy ? Confider, ; I prAy you, 
.and fee boW he (ecktth a quaTrel againft 
Ifce. 

£ But Eliflia the man of God having 
hearti it, he fent to him, faying, Why 
haft tluati rent thy clothes } let him come 
now to Hie, and he fhall know that tfc^re 
is a prophet in lfrael. 

9 So Naainao came with hiYhorfcsand 
his chariot, ind K.ood at Elifl.a’s door. 10 
Then Elfthd fent a Tmcflenger to him, fay¬ 
ing, Go and walh iu Joitjan feven times, 
and thy (left) (hall come again to thee, 
and thou (halt be clean, 

11 But Naaroan was wroth, and 
went away, laying, Lo, I thought he 
would furely come out to me, and ftand 
and call oil the name of the Eternal his 
God, and move up and down his hand o- 
▼er the place, and recover the leper, ti 
A rc not Aban^ aud Pharpar, rivers of 
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Daraafcus, better than nil the waten q| 
lfrael ? muy I not wafli in them and hi 
clean ? So he turned, and went away jfi 
a rage. 13 But his fervants faid to him, 
My father, if the prophet had bidden 
thee do fouie great thing, woulrieft thou 
not have done It ? how much rather, 
when he faith to thee, Wafli, and h| 
clean ? 

14 Then ha went down, and dipped 
feven times in Jordan, as the man of God 
bade him ana his flefli came again like 
that of a little chilJ, and lie was clean. 

15 Then he returned to the man I of 
God, with all hia company, and ftood bi*. 
fore him * faying, Lo, now I know that 
there is no god in all the earth but in If.

Now, therefore, come, ajid let us fall in¬ 
to the holt of the Syrians: if they, fave us 
alive, we fliall live : and if they lfill us, 
we flinll but die. 5 So they rofe up in'>he 
twilight, togolo the camp of the Syri¬ 
ans : and cool mg to the uttermoft pzrt- 
of it, Id.’tio man was there. 6 For the 
Eternal made the hoft bear a node of cha¬ 
riots and hoijfes as of a great hoft; fa 
they faid one to another, Lo, the king of 
Ifrael hath hired the kings ef the Hittites 
and of the Egyptians to come upon us.

4 But they were 
exceedingly afraid, faying, Lo, two kings 
ftood not Ire fore him ; how than fliall we 
Hand 1 5 Then the deward of the houfe, 
and the ruler of the city, the cldqvs allb, 
and thole that brought up the children, 
feta to Jehu, faying, We are thy fervanti, 
and will do all tlr.rt thou flialt bid us; 
we will not make any king; do wbat 
thou choqfcft. 6 Then he wrote a Ibond 
letter to them, faying. If ye be for me, 
aud will hearken to me, take the heads 
of your inatti-i's fons, and come to me at 
Jezreel to-morrow hy this time. (Now 
the king’s fons, fevvn'y perfons, wm with 
the great men of the c.ty, who brought 
them up.) 

7 Now when they received the letter, 
they (Itw the king’s fons,feventy p?rfons, 
and put their heads in balkcts, and fent 
them to Jczrcel.

22 Tl:$n he faid to the fteward, of 
the vgflry, bring forth veltmcnts for »U 
the vvorfliippers of Baal. So he brought 
them. 23 Then JeJui went witK Jvbo- 
nadab, Rediab’s Ion, into Baal's bo*fc, 
and f«id to Baal’s worshippers. See that 
none of the Eternal’s fervants be here, 
but Baal’s worshippers oqly. 24 And

29^ Howbeit, fr.oni the fins, of, Jero¬ 
boam, Neljal.V- fan, who made Ifrael try 
bn, he departed . riot, t© wit, the,goldcn 
calves in Bethel and Pan. 30 Then the 
Eternal faid to Jehu, B-ecaulc th<m haft 
done things right before Hie, doinj; to A- 
hab’s. heule . according to all that was in 
tnijig heart, thy iems of the foottl) gene¬ 
ration (hall lit on the throne of Iliad. 
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31 Put Jehu observed nof to walk in the 
law of the .Eternal God of Ifrael with all 
his heatt; for he departed not from the 
Cos of Jeroboam, who*made Ifrael to fin. 

3* In thole days the Eternal began t6 
cut Ilrael Ihori; for Hnrael fmotc them 
in all their coafts, 33 From Jordan eafl- 
ward, all the land of Gilead, rhe'Gaditcs,

3 And 
he was with her hid in the Eternal’s 
houfe fix years; and Atbaliah reigned 
over the ln«d. 

4 But in the feventh year Jehoiada 
fent for the lulers over hundreds, with 
the captains and the guard, to the Eter¬ 
nal’s houfe, and made a covenant with 
them by an oath there, shewing them 
the king’s fon. 5 Then he commanded 
them thus: A third part of you coming 
in on the Sabbath shall keep the watch 
of the king’s houfe ; 6 Another shall be 
Tit the gatfe of Sur ; a^d,another at that 
behind the guard ; fo stall ye keep the 
charge of the houfe, that it be not bro¬ 
ke^ down: 7 And two part* of you all 
that go forth on the Sabbath, shall keep 
the watch of the Eternal’s houfe for the 
kipg. 8 And ye shall encompafs the 
l:ipg, each with his weapons in his hard; 
and let him that cem^ into the ranks 
be (lain; and be ye with the king as he 
goech out and as he cemeth in. 9 Now 
the captains over the hundreds did all 
that Jehoiada the priclt commanded $Wor 
each took his men tll&t came in on the 
Sabbath, with.them that went out on it, 
2nd-came to him. jo Now to the cap¬ 
tains over hundreds, the prieft gave king 
David’s lpearsand shields that’were in 
the temple, ir The guard (rood alfo 
each with his weapons in liis hand about 
the 4cing, from the right corner of the 
temple to the left, at the altar and the 


temple. 11 Then he brought forth the 
king’s fun, and put the crown on liis 
head, and gbve him the tffiimony. So 
they mtide him king, (10) nnointing him, 
‘and they clapped their hands, faying, L.t 
the king livr. 

13 Now Athaliah heating the neife 4 F 
the running of the people, fh 4 came; to 
them in the temple. 14 And die look¬ 
ing, beheld the king (landing by a pillar, 
as the manner wns, and the princes and 
trumpeters by him ; and all the people 
of the land rejoiced, and blew with trum¬ 
pets,. Then Athaliah rent her clothes, 
and cried, Treafon, confpiracy !

Jehoiada the prieft commanded the cap¬ 
tains of the hundreds, the officers of the 
boll, faying,.Have her forth without the 
ranks, and him.that followelh her kill 
with the fword. For the prielt had 
faid, Let Jier not be (lain in the Eternal’s 
houV 16 .So they laid hands on her; 
and Jhe went the way oF the entry of the 
horfes into the king’s houfe, and tfcaa 
(lain there. 

17 Then Jehoiada the pried made a co¬ 
venant between the Etefnal and the king 
and the people,, that they (hould te the 
Eternal’s people and between' the king 
alfo and the people. i 3 Then all the 
people of the.land went to Baal’s houfe, 
and brake it down ; as alfo his altars aiul 
his images, and flew Mattan, EaalV 
prieft. before the altars: then the prieft 
appointed officers over the houfe of the 
Eternal. 19 And fie took the rulers over 
hundreds, and the captains, and the guard, 
and all the people ot the land ; and tli'ey 
brought down the king from the Etefcnal’s. 
houfe; and he fat on the throne of the 
kings- 20 Then all tlie people of the 
land rejoiced", and the city wa* in quiet, 
when Athaliah was (lain with the Iword 
at the king’s hoide. 21 Seven years old 
was Jehoafh when he began to reign.

N tf»e feventh year of Jehu Jehoalh 
began to reign, and furry ycara he 
reigned in Jerufalerh ; and hi* mother’s 
name’ was Zibiah of Beerflieba. a And 
he did what was right hefore the Eternal 
all th& days of Jehoiada the prieft, who- 
inftru.tfled him. 3 Bult the high places 
were- not taken away ; the people (lilL ! 
facrificed and burnt incfcnfe thereon. 

4 Then Jehuafli faid to the priefls; All 
the money of coufecrated things that is 
brought into the houfe uf the Eternal ; 
that of vows, capitation money, and all 
that it tomes into 1 any man’s hear t freely 
to bring into the houfe of the Eternal*;

1 z And to ma- 
fons, and hewers of ftnne, and to buy 
timber and hewed ftone, to repail the 
breaches, and for all the expences of re¬ 
pairing it. 13 But there were not made

N the twenty-third year of Joasb, A- 
haziah’s fon, king of Judah, Jehoa-* 
haz, (11) Jehu’s fon, began to reign over 
Ifrael in Samaria, and he reigned feven- 
teen years. % And he did evil before the 
Eternal, following the fins of Jeroboam* 
Nebat’s fon, who made Ifrael to fin. 

3 So the angf r of the Eternal was 
kindled againft Ifrael, and he delivered 
them into the hand of Hazael king of 
Syria, and of Ben-liadad hie lou, all their 
days. 4 Then Jehoahaz befought the Jfcr 
ternal, and he hearkened to him, feeing 
the opprefiion of Ifrael by the king of 
Syria. 5 Now the Eternal gave IlVael a 
faviour, that brought them from under 
the hand of the Syrians; and they dwelt 
in their tents as before. 6 Yet they de* 
parted not from the fins oF ; Jeroboam’i 
houfe, who nude Ifrael fin; and the 
grove remained alfo in Samaria. 7 And 
he left no people to Jehoahaz, but fifty 
horfemcn, and tert chariots, and ten thou- 
fand footmen ; for he deftroyed them, fit 
made them like the iluft by threlhin®".

Thou shouldtft 
have (mitten five or fix limes, then hadft 
thou fmitten Syria utterly ; whereas now 
thou shalt fmite Syria but thrice. 

20 So Efitba died, and they bhried 
him. And the bands of the Moabites 
invaded the land at the entrance of the 
year. 21 Now as they were burying a 
man, lo -they fpied a band of men, at 
which they caft the man into Elisha’s fe- 
pulchre ; and when he fink down, and 
touched Elisha’s bones, he revived, and 
flood on his Jfeet. 

ti But Hazael king of Syria oppleffed 
Ifrad all the days of Johoahaz 23 Now 
the Eternal was gracious to them, hav¬ 
ing companion on them, and refpe<ffc to 
them, liecaufe of his covenant with A- 
braham, Ifaac, and Jacob, and would not 
deftroy them, nor caft-them from his 
prrfence as yet. 24 So Hazael died, and 
Ben had ad his fon reigned in his ftead. 
23 Now Jehoash, Jehoahaz’e fon, took a- 
gain frqm Eeo-hadad the cities whkh he 
had taken from Jehoahez his father by 
war.; three times did Joasb beiit him. Sc 
recovered the cities erf Ilrgel.

N the fecond yeaf ,pf Joash ion of Je- 
hoahaz king of lfrael, reigned (it) 
Amaziah fon ol Joash, king of Judah. 2 
He was twenty-five years old when he 
began to icign, and reigr.ed twenty-nine 
years in Jerufalem, and his mother’s 
Dame was, Jehoaddan of Jen; foie m. 3 
He did what was right before tire Eter¬ 
nal. yet not like David his father; but 
he did all things as joash Ins father did. 
4 Yet t’ae high places were not taken a- 
way, as the people facrificcd and burnt 
incenfe thereon. 

5 When the kingdom was confirmed in 
his Iran*!, he flew his fervarts who flew 
yhe kirr his father. 6 ,Bu( llie murder¬ 
ers children hp (lew not, as it is mitten 
in the Jaw of Moles, wherein the Eter¬ 
nal commanded, faying, The fathers shall 
not Le put to death for the children, nor 
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the children for the fathers; but every 
man shall die for his own tfn. 7 He (Jew 
of Edom in the valley of fait ten tbou- 
fond, and.took the fort by war, and cal¬ 
led it Obedience to Ood, to this day. 

$ Then Amaziah font mcllcngers to 
Jehoash king of lfrael, faying, Come let 
us look one another in the face. 9 But 
Jehoash font to him faying, The thifllc 
in Lebanon fent to the cedar there, fay¬ 
ing, Give thy daughter to my fon to wife ; 
but a wild beaft pa fled by, and tiojlc 
down the thiftle. 10 Thou ha(J indeed 
fmitten Edom, and thine heart is lifted 
up: Glory of this, and tarry at home; 
for why shouldeft thou meddle to thjjne 
hurt, that thou fall, and Judah with 
th’ee ? 11 But Amaziah would not hear¬ 
ken ; therefore Jehoash went m>, and 
they looked one another in th^ face at 
Beth-shemesh of Judah. 12 Then Ju¬ 
dah was fmitten before lfrael, and fled 
each to their tents. 13 Then Jehoash 
king of Jfrael took Amaziah king of J-£. 
dah, and came to Jerufalem, and brake 
down the wall, from the gate of Ephraim 
to the corner gate, four hundred cubits. 
14 He took a‘fo all the,gold and filver, 
and all the vefl’els found in the Eternal’s 
houfe, and in the treafures of the king’s 
houfe, and holfogts, and returned to Sa¬ 
maria. 

15 Now the reft cf the adis of Jehoash, 
and his might, are written in the Chro¬ 
nicles of the kipgsof llrael. ifi And Je¬ 
hoash flept with his fathers, and was bu¬ 
ried in Samariah t wuh the kings of II- 
rael; and Jeroboam his fon reigned in 
his ftead. 

17 And Amaziah king of Judah Lived 
after the death of Jehoash king of lfrael 
fifteen years. iS Now the reft of the 
adts of Amaziah are written in the Chro¬ 
nicles of the kings ot Judah 19 Now 
they corfpired againft him in J«rofoltm, 
and he fled tn Lachish ; but they fent 
after him, and flew him there, to And 
brought him on holies, and buried huu 
at Jerufalem with his fathers in the city 
of David. 

21 Then a’l the people of Judah took 
(12 j Azariah (who was fxteen years 
oici), and inVlt hJm v kine inhead of his 
father. 22 Hi* built Elaih, and leflorcd 
it to Jndah ; after that te flept *i'h his 
fathers. 

13 in il.e fifteenth year of Amaziah, 
king of Judah, Jf ruboam the fon of joi.fli 
king of Ifrai-i began to reign in Samaria, 
and reigned forty-one years. 24 But he 
did evibbetoie tl.e Eternal, following .ill 
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the fin< of Jeroboam, Nebat's fon, who 
made Ifrael fin. 15 He reftored the coaft 
of Ifrael, from the entering of Hamath 
to the dead fea of the pl«fin, as the Eter¬ 
nal God of Ifrael fpake by his fervant Jo- 
pal. the fon of Amittai, the prophet of 
fJath-hephcr. 26 Tor the Eternal Uw 
the affliction of Ifrael was very bitter; 
there being none Amt up, nor any left, 
nor any helper for Ifrael, *7 And the 
Eternal fpake not to blot out the name of 
Ifrael from under heaven ; but he faved 
them by Jeroboam the fon of Joafli. 

28 Now the reft of Jeroboam's adh, 
and all that he did, and his might, how 
he warred, and how he recovered Da¬ 
rn afeus, and Hamath of Judah, for Ifrael, 
are written in the Chronicles of the kings 
of Ifrael. iy Now Jeroboam flept with 
his fathers the kings of Ifrael, and (14) 
Zachariah his fon reigned in his (lead, 
after eleven years inter/eign. 

XV. Anar tub's good reign . 

N the twenty-feventh year of Jero¬ 
boam king of Ifrad’s co-reign, began 
(12) Azaviali fun of Amaziah king of Ju¬ 
dah to reign. 2 Sixteen years old was 
lie when he began to reign, and he reign¬ 
ed fifty-two years in Jerufalcni; and his 
mother's itartie was Jecholinb of J^rufa- 
Jrm. 3 Aod he did right before the E- 
rrrnal, like to all his father had done. 
4 But the high places Were not removed; 
Lhe people facriflctfd and burnt inconle 
Hill on them. 

5 Now the Eternal fmote the king 
with the leprofy to the day of his death, 
lie dwelt in a feparate houfe, and Jo-* 
thain hU fon was uVcr the houf«. judging 
the people of the land. 6 Now the reft 
of Azaiiali’s ads, and all he did, are 
written in the Chronicles of the kings of 
Judah. 7 So Azariah lltpt with his fa¬ 
thers, and was buried with them in the 
city of David; (rj) And Jotham his 
fon reigned in his Head. 

fl In the thirty-eighth year of Azariah 
king of Judah, did Zaclinnah, Jeroboam's 
fon, reign over Ifrael in Samaria fix 
months, 9 But he did evil*before the In¬ 
ternal as his father did ; hu followed the 
fins of Jeroboam, Ncbat's fon, who made 
lira el to fin. 10 So (15) Sfialbim, fon 
of Jabefli, confpired agamft him, and flew 
him before the people, and reigned in his 
ftead. 11 Now the reft-of Zachaiiah's 
arts are written in the Chronicles of the 
kings of iCrael.

13 Shallum fon of Jabrfli began to 
reign io the thirty-ninth yesy of Uzzifch 
king of Judah, and rcigoed a full month 
in Samaria. 14 For (i< 5 ) Menahem, 
Gad's fon, went up from Tirzah to Sa¬ 
maria, and flew Shallura in Samaria, and 
reigned in his Head. 13 N«vv the reft of 
Shallum’s a<ft$, and his cofifpiracy, arc 
written in the Chronicles of. the kings of 
Ilrael. 

16 Then Menahem fmbte Tiphfah, Sc 
all therein, and die roafts thereof fiom 
Tlrryh, bccaufe they opened not to him ; 
aqd all lhe pregnant women therein he 
ripped up. 17 In the thirty-ninth year 
of Aztriah king of Judah, began Mena- 
htm te reign over Ilrael, and reigned ten 
ears in Samaria. jS And he did evil 
tfore the Eternal: he followed all his* 
days the fins of Jeroboam, Ncbat’s fon, 
who made Ifrael to fin. 19 Now Pul 
king of Aifyria rame againft the land; 
and Menahem gave Pul a thou fund ta¬ 
lents of lilvefr to confirm the kingdom in 
his hand. 20 And Menahem exacted 
the nrmey of nil the very wealthy men, 
of each man fifty Ihekels of fxlVer, to give 
to th.* king of Aifyria, fo he returned 
and ftayed not in the land. 

2i Now the reft of Monahem's adts, 
and all that he did, are written in the 
Chronicles of the king’s of, Ifrael. n 
Now Menahem flept with his fathers, fit. 
(17) Pukuhiah his fon reignedin his Head. 

23 In the liftLetii year of -Azapiah king 
of Judah, Pekahiah bega-i to reign over 
Ifrael in Samaria, and reigned t\Vo years. 
24 And be did evil belorc. the Eternal, 
following the fins of Je/oUoain, Ncbat's 
fon, who made Ifrael to fin. *25 But Pe- 
kah, Remaliah's fon, pne of his captains, 
confpired againfl hjlBy and fmote him iif 
the palace of the king’s houfe, with Ar- 
gob and Arioh, and fifty men of Gilead, 
and killed him, and reigned in his room. 
16 Now the reft of Pekaiah's acts, and 
all that he did, lo they aie written in the 
Chroniclei of the kings of Ifrael. 

27 In the fifty-fecond year of the reign 
of Azariah king of Judah, (18) Pekafi 
'began to reign over Ilrael iu Samaria, 6c 
reigned twenty years. 2? And he did 
evil before the Eternal, following the fins 
of Jeroboam, Nebat’s fon, who made If¬ 
rael to fin. 29 In Pckah's days canie 
'TigVtith-pilefer king of Aflyrla, and tbuk 
Ijon, and Abel-bcth-maachah, and Ju- 
noath, and Kcdelh, and HpzoVJ and Gi¬ 
lead, and Galilee, all the land of N/ph- 
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tali, and carried the people captive to Af¬ 
fyria. 1 

* 3°‘And'( rp) Hofliea, Elfch’s fort, cen- 
fpired again ft PekaH. and flew him, and 
reigned in' liii’ HeStd, in tlie twentieth 
tear of JotJiam, Uzziah’s foil. 31 Now 
the reft of ^ekaVs aifls, and all that he 
did, lo they are written in the Chronicles 
of the kings of IlYael. 

32 In the fecund year 0? Pekah king 
of Ifrael, began Jotham, Uzziah’s fon, to 
reign in Judah. 33 Twenty-five years 
old was he when he began to reign, and 
he leigned fixteen years in Jerufalem ; 
pnd his mother’s, name was Jerufli?, the 
daughter oTZftdok. 34 And he did right

(14) Ahaz his fon reigned in his fteid.

N the feventeenth year of Pekah, Re- 
maliah’s fon, Ahaz, Jotliam’s fon. 
began to reljn J over Judah, 2 Twenty 
years old’ was Ahaz' when he began to 
reigh, and reigned fixteen years in Jeru- 
" falem, and did not right before the Eter¬ 
nal his God like David his father. 3 But 
did like'the kings of Ifrael j yea, and 
made his funs to pals through the fire, ac¬ 
cording to the abominations of the hea¬ 
then, whom the Eternal caft out before 
the Ifraelites. 

' 4 And he facrificed and burnt incen f e 
on the high places, and the hills, and un¬ 
der every green tree. 

- 5 Then Rezin king of Syria, and Pe- 
kah king of Ifrael, came up to Jerufalem 
to war, and befieged Ahaz, but could not 
overcome him. 6 At that time Rezin- 
recovered Elath to'Syria, and drove the 
^ews from it; fo the Syrians came to E- 
Iath, and dwelt there to this day. 

7 So Ahaz fent mefifengers to Tiglath- 
pilefer king of Affyria, faying, I am thy 
fervant and thy fon; conae up, and fave 
me from the king of Syria, and.the king 
of Krael, who rife up againft me. 8 Now 
Ahaz took the filver and gold foundin 
the- Eternal’a houfe, and in the trcafureJ 
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of the king’s houfe, and fent it for a pre- 
fent to the king of Affyria. 9 So he 
hearkened to him, and went up agHinft 
Dareafcu*. ood took it, and carried the 
people captive to Kir, and Hew Rezin. 

10 Then king Ahaz went to Damafcus 
to meet Tiglath-pilcfer, and faw an altar 
there; and he lent to Urijah the priell 
its form, and the pattern of its whole 
ftrutflure. 11 And Urijah built an alt. r 
accordingly againft king Ahaz came from 
D^mafci^s. 11 Now when he come, he 
faw the altar; and he approached it, ar 1 
offered thereon. 13 And he burnt lii* 
burnt-offering and his peace -oiler ing, 
poured his drink-offering, and fprinkh il 
the blood oF his peace-i.flerings thereon.

15 Then he commanded Urijah to burn 
the morning Lurnr- iffering upon the 
great altar, and the e\e iing meat-offer¬ 
ing, and the king’s burnt-lacrifice, and 
his meat-offering, with the bumt-facri- 
fiee of all the people of the land, and 
their drink offciings; and fprinkle on it 
all the blood of the burnt-offering, and 
of the lacrifice; and the brazen altar 
(hall b’e for m^ to cnqu.re by. 16 So U- 
rijah the prieft did all that king Al.az 
commanded. 

17 And Ahaz cut off the borders of 
the bales, and removed the laver from otF 
them; and tobk down the fea from ulV 
the brazen oxt-n that were under it, ami 
put it upon a pavement of ftoms; iS 
And the covert for the Sabbath, built by 
the houfe, and the king’s entry without, 
turned he away from the Eternal’s houfe, 
for conformity to ti e king of Affyria. 

19 Now the reft of Ahaj’s adls are 
written in the Chronicles of the kings of 
Judah- 20 And Ahaz flept with his fa¬ 
thers, being buried with them in the ci¬ 
ty ut David ; and (15) Tic zckiah his fon 
reigned in Ys ftead.

N the twelfth year of Ahr.z king of 
Judah, began Hollies, Elah’s fon, to 
reign over Ifrael in Samaria nine yeais. 
2 And he did evil before the Eternal, but 
not as the kings of Ifrael before him. 

3 Sh aim a liefer king of Affyria came n- 
gainit him, and Hofliea became his ftr- 
vant, and gave him prefer,ts. 4 But the 
king of Affyria found coofpiracy in Ho- 
flicai fqr he fcnnnclfeiigers to So king 
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of Egypt, and brought no more p^efrnts 
to the'king of Allyria, as formerly year¬ 
ly ; therefore the king of Aflyria fliut 
him up, and bound him in prifon. 1 
5 Then he came thrbugh all the land, 
ar d went to Samaria, and bcfiegeH if 
three years. 6 In the ninth year of Ho- 
fljca he took Samaria, and carried Ifrael 
away into ^flyrin, and placed them in 
Halah, and in H *bor by the river of Go- 
zan, and in the cities of the Medea. 7 
Fur the Ifraalftcs had finned again!! the 
Eternal their God, who brought them 
from Egypt, from the yoke of Phatnab, 
and had feared other Gods. 8 And did 
like the heathen, whom the Eternal call 
out hefore the Ifraelites, and like thofe 
made by the kings of Ifrael 9 For the 
Ifrael ires did fecretly things not right be¬ 
fore the Eternal their God; they built 
high places in all their cities, Irom the 
tower of the watchmen to the fenced 
city. 10 And they fet up images and 
groves on every high hill, ami under eve¬ 
ry green tiee: 11 And they burnt in- 
ceufe on all the high places, like the hea¬ 
then, whom the Eternal carried away 
before them ; and did wickedly to pro¬ 
voke him to anger.

he rent Ifrael from the houfe of David ;

king, who drave Ifrael from following 
the Eternal, making them fait a,great fin, 
22 For the IlVaelites followed all Jero¬ 
boam's fins, 23 Till the Eternal removed 
them from his fight, as he faid by.nil his 
fervants the prophets. So Ifrael was car¬ 
ried away out of their own land to Afly- 
ria to this day. 

24 Then the king of AITyria brought 
men fiom Babylon, and Culhatli, and A- 
vii, and Hamath, and Sepharvaim, and 
placed them in the cities of Samaria, in- 
llead of the Ifraclires; and they poflef- 
fed Samaria, and dwelt in its, cities.

28 Then otje 
of them came and dwelt in Bcth-cl, a ad 
taught them how to fear And ferve tfie 
Eternal. 29 Yet ^very nation made gods, 
of their own in aft their cities, and put 
them in the houfes of the hjgh places 
which the Samaritans madfc. 3D For the 
Babylonians made Succoth-benoth, and 
the Cuthites made Nergal fj and the Ha- 
mathites made Afhitna, 31 And the A r 
vites made Nibhaz and Taruk, and the 
Scpharvitcs burnt their children in fire 
to Adrammelcch apd Anammelech, the 
gods r:f Sepharvaim.

OW in the third year of Holhca fon 
of Elah king of Ifrael, He^ekiah 
fon of A hay king of Judah began to 
reign, a Twenty-five years old was he 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
twenty-nine years in Jerufalem ; his mo¬ 
ther’s name allb Was Abi, the daughter 
of Zdch Uriah. 3 And he did Tight be- 
fofq the Eternal, according to all that 
David Ii is fathe r did. 

4 He removed the high places, and 
brake the images, and cut ddwn the 
groves* and brake in pieces the bi?zen 
ferpent that IWofeB made ; for till thofe 
days the Israelites burnt incenfe to it; 6c 
he called it a piece of brafs. 5 He tfuft- 
od in the Eternal God of Tfrael; fo that 
after him there was none like him among 
all the kings of Judah, nt>r any before 
him. : 6 For he vrlave to the Eternal &■ 
departed not from following him, but 
kept his commandments which he com¬ 
manded Mofcs. 7 And the Eternal was 
■with liihi wherever he went; and he re¬ 
belled agfunft the king of AlTyria, and 
fervtod him not. 8 He fmote the Philif- 
tines, even unto Gaza, and its borders, 
from the tower of the wntchmen to the 
fenced city. 

9 Now in the fouith year of king He- 
zefcjah, which was the feventh year of 
IIoQica fon of Ehh king of Ifrael, Shal- 
manefei. king of Aflyivi came up again!!

13 Now,in the fourteenth yeRr ®f He¬ 
zekiah Sermacharib king of AlTyria eftme 
up ag&irrft all the fenced cities of Judah, 
And took them. 14 Then Hezekiah king 
of Judah fent to the king of AlTyria at 
Ladrifli, faying, I have offended ; return 
from me ; what ihou patted on me will 
I benri Then the king of Affyria ap¬ 
pointed to Hezekiah king of Judah three 
hundred talents ©I filver, and thirty ta¬ 
lents of goM. 15 So Hezekiah gave him 
all the filver that was found in the houfr 
of the Eternal, and in the treafures of 
the king’s houfe. 16 At that time He¬ 
zekiah cut off the gold from the doors of 
the temple, and from the pillars which 
he had overlaid, and gave it to the king 
of Affytia.

°f Jilyria Ijavt deftroyed the nations and 
their lands, iS A .id c;*.ft thrip gods into 
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the (ire; for they were no goth, but the 
work of men’s hands, wood and ftone, 
therefore they have deftroyed them. 19 
Now, therefore, O Eternal our God, I 
bofcech thee, fave 0’s out of liis hand; 
that aH the Kingdoms of the earth may 
know that thou art the Eternal God, e- 
ven thou alone. 

20 Then Ifni ah ti>e firm of Amoz fent 
to Hezekiah, faying. Thus faith the Eter¬ 
nal God of Ifrael, What thou haft prayet| 
to*me agaiqlt Sennacherib king of Aflyria 
I have heard, 21 This is the word the 
Eternal hath fpoken concerning him: 
'The Virgin, the daughter of Zion, hath 
defpifed thee, ahd derided ; the daughter 
• f JerufAlcm hath fliaken her head at 
Thee. 21 Whom haft thou reproached 
ahd blafpliemed ? and againlt whom haft 
thou exalted thy voice, arid lifted up 
(thine hands on high ? even a^ainft the 
holy One of Ifrael. ‘23 By thy meflengers 
thou haft reproached the Eternal, and 
haft faid, With the multitude of nly cha¬ 
riots I am come up to the height of the 
mountains, to the fides of Lebanon, and 
will cut down the tall cedar-trees''there¬ 
of, and the choice fir-trees thereof; arid I 
will enter into the lodgings of his borders, 
and into the foreft, and his fruitful field. 

24 I have digged and dfunk ftrange wa¬ 
ters, and with the foie of my feet have I 
dried up all the rivers of fenced places. 

25 Haft thou not heard long ago how I 
have made it, and that I have formed it, 
of ancient times ? now have I hrougbt it 
to pafs, that thou fiiouldeft be to lay waste 
fenced cities into ruinous heaps. 2d Their 
inhabitants being of fmall power, they 
were difmayed and founded j they were 
as the grafs of the field, and as the green 
herb, as the grafs on the houfe-tops, and 
as corn hlafted before it be grptvn up. 27 
But I know thy abide, and thy going 
out, and thy coming in. 2.S Be can le thy 
riigc againft me, and thy tumult, is come 
up into mine ears, therefore I will put 
niy hook.in thy nefe, and my bridle in 
thy lips, and I will turn thee back by the 
Way th«u earned:

God of hofts Hull do this. 31 Therefore 
thus faith the Eternal concerning the 
king of Aflyria, He dull not come into 
this city, noi fliaot an arrow there, nor 
come before it with fliicld, nor caft a hank 
againft it. 33 By the way that lie came, 
fliall he return, faith the Eternal. 34 For 
] will defend this city to fave it, for rpinc 
own fake, and for my fervant David 1 * 
fake. 

35 ’So that night the angel of the E- 
ternal went oi\t, and fmote in the camp 
of the Aflyrians an hundred and eighty- 
five thou Panel; and when they arofe ear¬ 
ly in the morning, lo., thefe were ail deac^ 
corpfes. 36 So Sennacherib king of Af- 
fyria departed, and returned to dwell at 
Nineveh. 

37 Now as he was worfhipping in the 
houfe of Nifruch his god, Adrammelech 
and Sharezer his fons fmote him with 
the fword ; and they efcaped into the 
land of Armenia ; and Efar-haddon his 
fon reigned in his (lead. 

XX. The'fun dial of Aha z. 

N thofe days Hezekiah was lick oF a 
deadly difeafe; and the prophet I- 
faiah, Araoz’s fon, came to him, faying, 
Thus faith' the Eternal, Set thine houfe 
in order ; fot thou haft a deadly difeafe. 
1 Then he turned his face to the wall, 
arid prayed to thd Eternal, faying, 3 I 
befbech thee, 0 Eternal, remember, notv 
how I have walked before thee in truth, 
and with a perfeift heart, and doing 
good before thee. And Hezekiah wept 
fore. 

4 But before Ifaizh was gone into the 
mtdtlle of the city, the word of the Eter¬ 
nal came to him, faying, 5 Turn a- 
gain, and fay to Hezekiah, the captain 
of my people, Thus faith the Eternal, the 
God of David thy father, I have heard 
thy praver, and feen thy tears ; lo, I will 
heal thee ; on the third d^y thou fhalt go 
up to the Eternal's temple. 6 And I will 
add to thy' days fifteen years; and will 
deliver ihee arid this city from the king 
•f Allyna ; and will,defend’.this city for 
mil e own fake, and for ray lervant Da¬ 
vid’s fake, 

7 Then Ifaiah fai l, Take a lump of 
figs. And they laid it on the bofl r apd 
he recovered. 

5 Then Hrz-kiah faid to tfairh, TVriat 

fliall be the bgn that the Eternal wi(L 
heal me, and that 1 i|:ail go up to the 
temple the third day ) 9 Then Ifaia.li 

f.-id, Thou ih:dt have this ngn, that tjiie 
Eternal will do what he hath fpoken : 
The jfiiadow iha!! £0 ten degrees forward 
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or backward. 10 Then Hezckuli an- 
fwercd. It is a light tiling for the /hadow 
to go down ten degrees; but let it return 
backward ten degrees 11 Theft Ifaiah 
the prophet cried to.the Eternal; and he 
brought the Hr ado w tcndegrees( or hours) 
backward, of what it had gone down on 
the dial of Aluiz,' which the Pagans re¬ 
marked. 

12 So at that time Berodach-Baladan, 
Ealadao’s foil, king of Babylon, fi-nt let¬ 
ters and a prcTent to Hreekiah; for he 
heard that Hezekiah had been fick. 13 
Then Hezekiah hearkened to them, and 
flu*wed them all the huufc of his preci¬ 
ous things, the filver, and the gold, and 
the fpiccs, and the precious ointment, the 
lioafc of his armour, and all that was 
found in his treafurcs: there was nothing 
in his houfe, nor in all his dominions, 
which he die wed them not.

8 
Neither will I make the feet of Ifrael 
move any more out of the land which I 
galve their fathers; if they will obferve 
to do according to all the law I have 
commanded'thcm by my fervant Mulos. 
9 But they hearkened not; and M.mafich 
feduced them to do . more evil thitn the 
nations whom the Eternal cleitroyed be¬ 
fore them. 

10 Now the Eternal fpake by Jiif fer- 
vants the prophets, faying, it Ber.iufe 
Man t/Tch king of Judah hath done il^jele 
ahoniinatipns, doing wickedly above fcll 
th.it the. Arriorites di.l, who were before 
him, ami hath made Judah alfo to fin 
with his idols; 12 Therefore thus faith

the king of Babylon’s palace. ly Then 
(a: I H.zckiah to Ifaiah.Good is the word 
of the Eternal which thou had fpoken. 
For he laid, Shall there not be peace and 
truth in my days ? 

20 Now the reft of Hezeki hh a<Hs, 
and all his power, and how he, made a 
tidi-pond, and a conduit, and brought wa¬ 
ter mro the city, re written in the Chro¬ 
nicles of the kings of Judah. 

21 Now Hezekiah flept with his fa¬ 

thers; and (id) MamfTeh his fun reign¬ 
ed in his Read. C 

XXI. Manajfth's wicked reign. 

M ANASSEH was twelve years old 
wh?n he began to reign ; arid 
reigned fifty-live years in Jerufalenn ; 
his mother’s name was Hephzi bah. 2 
But he <1 id evil before the Eternal, after 
the abominations uf the Heathen, whom 
the Eternal call out before the Ifraelites. 
3 For he built again the high places 
which He zekiah his father had deftroyed ; 


biinging fuc.h evil upon Jerufalem and 
Judah, that both his curs/hall tingle who 
he.ireth it. 13 For I will llretch over 
Jerof.ilerii the line of <Sam f F iria^ and the 
plummet of A hub’s hoofe ; and will,wipe 
Jerufalem as a man doth a tlifli, turning 
it upfidc dowrt. 14 And f will loilaki* 
the remnant of mine inheritance, and de¬ 
liver them into the hand of all their ene¬ 
mies, to whom rhey ihall become a prey 
and a fpoil; 15 Becaufc they have dp,11c 
evil before me, provoking mq ttl anger, 
fmee the'day their fathers came out" of 
Egypt, cven to this day. 

i (5 Moreover, Manafleh Hied innocent 
blood Vfc'ry much, till he filled Jerufalem 
from the one end to the other, betides his 
lin wherewith he made Judah to^fin, ill 
doing evil before the Eternal. 

t7 Now the reft of Manafleh’s a,£ls‘, 
and all that hje did, and nlfo his fin he 
comrftitted, are written in the Chroaicles 
of the kings of Judah. ' tS Now Munr.l- 
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.ehflept with his father^ and was buried 
*n the garden ol hie own houfe, iu that of 
Uzxa: And (17) Amon his fon relgneJ 
ftead. \ 

Ip Amon was twenty-two yean old 
when he began to reign ; and he reigned 
two years in JerufJem; and his mother’s 
name was MLlhullemeth, Haniz of Jot- 
bah’s daughter. ;o And he did evi) be¬ 
fore the Eternal, as his father Manafleh 
did. 21 And be walked in all the ways 
of his father, and fervedxthe kloJs that he 
ferved, worfhipping them. 2a For 
he ferfook the Eternal God of his lathers, 
and walked not in his way. 

43 And his fe-rvants confpired againlt 
him, ard flevv him in his^wn houfe. *4 
But tjie people of the land flew all that 
confjiirea agaiuft hini; and made (iS) 
Jofiali his ion king in his Head. 

25 Now the left of Amon’s afts, are 
written in th-iChrcnicJes cf the kings of 
Judah. -26 And he was buried in his ie- 
pulchre, in the garden of Uzzab: and 
Jofiah his fon reigned in his ftead. 

XXI 7 . Jofxah tit good kh g. 
OSIAH was eight years olti when he 
began to reign; and he reigned thir- ' 
ty-oite years in Jerufnkm ; ana his mo¬ 
ther’s name was Jedidah, Adaiah of JJof- 
cath*s daughter, 2 And he did right be¬ 
fore the Eternalj and ruled in ail the w?y 
of David his father, and turned not afide 
to t}ie right hand or to the left. 

3 And in his eighteenth year, he fent 
Shaphan the fon of Azaliah, the fon of 
Memullam the ferihe, to the houfe of the 
Eternal, faying, 4 Go to Hilkiah the high ' 
prieft, and caufe him fum up the fijver 
which is brought into the houfe of the 
Eternal, ■which the door-keepers have 
gathered of the people; 5 And let them 
deliver it into the hand of the manageis 
of the work, that have the overfight of 
the houfe of the Eternal; and let them 
give it to the doers of the work of the 
temple, 6 Unto carpenters, and builders, 
and tnafons, and to buy timber and hewn 
’(tone to repair the houfe. 7 Howbeit 
there was no reckoning made with them 
of the money delivered into their hand, 
becaufe they dealt faithfully. 

3 Now Hilkiah the high prieft faid to 
Shaphan the feribe', I have found the book 
of the law in the houfe of the Eternal; 
and Hilkiah gave the book of the law to 
Shaphan, who read it. 

9 Then Shaphan the feribe came to 
the.king* and faid, Thy feryants have 
poured out the money, that was found in 
the houfe, and delivered it into the baAd of 


the managers of the work, that have the 
overlight of the houfe of the Eternal/ 10 
Shaphan the feribe alfo faid to the king, 
Hilkiah the prieft hath delivered me a 
hook; and Shaphan read it before the 
king. 11 And when the king heard the 
words of the book of the law, he rent hi* 
clothes. 12 And commanded Hilkiah 
the prieft, and Ahikam, Shaphan’s fon, 
and Achbor, Michajah’s fon, and Shaphan 
the feribe, and Afahiah the king’s feyvant, 
faying, 13 Go enquire of the Eternal 
for me, and for the people, and for all Ju¬ 
dah, concerning the words of this baok 
that is found ; for g reat is the wrath of 
the Eternal that iskindled ajjainft us, be¬ 
caufe our fathers have not hearkened to 
thef'words of this book, to do according 
to all that is written concerning us. 

14 So they wtnt to Auldah the piQ- 
phetefs, the wife of Shillim the fon of 
Tikvah, the fon of Karhas, keeper of the 
wardrobe; (who dwelt in Jcrufalem in 
the collegeand they fpoke to her. 

15 (Then Die faid to them, Thus faith 

the Eternal GoJ of Ifrael, Tell the map 
that fent you to me, 16 Behold, I will 
bring evil on tbis place, and on its inhabi¬ 
tants,' 1 even all the threatmngs of the book 
which the king of Judah hath read ; 17 

Becaufe they have forfaken me, and burnt 
incenfc to other gods, and provoking m# 
to anger with all the works of their 
hands; therefore my wrath fliall be kin¬ 
dled aganift this place, fit-net be quench¬ 
ed. 18 But to the king of Judah, who 
fent you to enquire of the Eternal, ye 
fliall fay, Thus faith the Eternal God of 
Ifrael, As/ouching the words which thou 
haft heard ; 19 Becaufe thine, heart was 

tender, and tljou haft humbled thyfelf 
before fbe Eternal, when thou heardefk 
what Ifpake a gain ft this place, fit its inha¬ 
bitants, that they fliall become adefolatiou 
and a curfe, and haft rent thy clothes, and 
wept before me ; I alfo have heard thee, 
faith the Eternal;' 20 Lo, therefore, I 
will gather thee to thy fathers, and thou 
ftialt be gathered into thy grave in peace; 
and thine eyes fliall hot fee all the evil 
which I will bring upon this place. So 
they brought the king word again. 

XXUI. yojlab cavfctb the book to It 
read. 

HEN the king fent, and they ga¬ 
thered to him'all the elders of Ju¬ 
dah, and of Jerusalem. 2 And he w ent 
up into the houfe'of the Eternal, and all 
the men of Judah, and all the inhabitants 
of Jcrufalem with him, and the prit fls, 
and the prophets, and all the people, boils 
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fnmll and ^irat; ami he read in their 
ear? all the words of the bonk of the co- 
vjinnt which was found in the huufe of 
the Eternal. 

3 Then th« king flood b y a pillar, and 
mailr a covenant before the Eternal, to 
walk after the Eternal, and to keep his 
c ommandments, and Ins teftinionies, and 
his ftatutes, with all their heart, and all 
their foul, tn perform the words, of this 
covenant, that were written in this hook; 
and nil the people ronfented tn the cove¬ 
nant. 4 Then the king commanded Hit- 
kialv the high priest, and the priefts of the 
fecund order, aud the keeper of the door, 
to bring forth out of the temple of the E- 
tennl, all the veflVis that were made fur 
Baal, and for the grove, and for all the 
hod of heaven ; and he burnt them with¬ 
out Jenifitiem in the fields of Kidron, St 
carried the allies of them to Beth el. 5 
A ml he put down the idolatrous priefts, 
whom the kings of Jndah had ordained 
to offer incenfe in the high places of the 
cities of Judah, and in the places round 
about Ji-rufjlcm ; them alfo that burnt 
incenfe to Baal, to the fun, and to the 
moon, and to the planets, the <&odiac t fit 
to all the hull of heaven. 6 And he 
brought lonli the idol of the grove from 
the houfe of the Internal without Jcrufa- 
liMO, to the brook Kidron, and burnt it 
at the brook, ami beat it finalI to. pow¬ 
der, and call its powder on the graves of 
the foils of the people. 7 And he brake 
down the lioufes of the Sodomites that 
were by the lioule ox‘ the Eternal, where 
the women wove hangings for the giove. 

S And he biought all the priefts out of 
tnr cif.ts of Judah, and defiled the high 
places where the priefts had buint in- 
cMife, from Geba to B*er-flieb‘, and 
l-uke diMvii tin; high places of the gates 
l bar were in the entering in of the gate 
ot Jofisua the governor of the city, which 
was un the left hand at the gate of the 
c i>- 9 Yet tl.e priefts of the high pla< es 
caine not up to the altar of the Eternal 
in JfiuUlcm, but they ate of the unlca- 
v'.'oed bread among their brethren. 10 
Anil he defiled Topheth, in the valley of 
the kr.» ul Miotiom, that no nun might 
iu.:kc his lun .1 his daughter pals through 
t it Jhe to Mulech there. 11 And he 
tO'»k away the holies wluch the kings 
Jud.’.'i had di- ticMinl to the fun. at thf 
cmeiing in of the houle of the Eternal, 
by tbs vhamlur «»f Nathan-nielcrh the 
cnauibnbuij, u ho w as in the fuburbs, St 
binut the chariots of the fun with fTe,

per chamber of Ahaz, which the king! 
of Judah had made, and thofe which 
Mauaffeh had made in the two courts 
of the houfe of the Eternal, the king 
brake down, and caft the duft of them 
into the brook Kidron. 13. And the 
high places before Jerufalem, on the 
right hand of the mount of deftrudlion, 
which Solomon king of Ifrael lmilded for 
Alhtoretb the abomination of the Zido- 
nians, and for Chcmoili the abomination 
of the Moabites, and for Milrom the abo¬ 
mination of the Ammonites, the icing de¬ 
filed. 14 And brake in pieces the images, 
and cut down 1 lie groves, and filled their 
places with the bones cf men. 

15 Moreov. r, both the altar at Bctli- 
el, and the high places which Jeroboam, 
N’bat's fon, who made Ifrael to fin, had 
made, he brake down and burnt, and 
' beat to powder, and burnt the grove. 
16 Then Jofuh looking about, faw th$ 
fcpulchres there on the mount, and fent, 
and look the hones out of them, and burnt 
them upon the altar,6c polluted it,accord¬ 
ing to the word of the Eternal, which the 
man of God proclaimed who pfophrfied^ 
thefe things. (3 Kin. xiii. 2.) 17 Then he: 
faid, What title is that which I fee? And 
the men of the ity told him, It is the 
fepulchre of the nianof God who came, 
from Judah, and proclaimed thefe thing* 
that thou haft done againft the altar of 
Beth el. iS Then he laid, Let him a- 
lone ; let no man move his bones. So 
they let his bones alone, with the banes 
ol the prophet that came out of Sama¬ 
ria. Tp And all the honfes of the high 
places in the cities of Safiaria, which 
the kings of Ifrael had made, to provoke 
the Eternal to anger, Jofiali took away, 
and did to them as he had done in Beth¬ 
el. aa Anil he (liw all the priefts of the 
high places there upon the altais, and 
burnt men’s bones on them, and returned 
to Jerufalem. 

21 Then thfc kii;g commanded all the 
people, faying, Keep the pa fib ver to the 
Eternal your God, as it is written in the 
book of this covenant. 22 Surely theflpF. 
whs not holden fuch a pafl'jver, from the 
days of the judges that judged Ifrael, 
even ail the time of the kings of IlVpci, 
and litofpgpf Judah, 23 As in the eigh¬ 
teenth year of king Jofiuh, wherein this 
pitffbvur was kept to the Eternal in Je- 
rufalem. * '" f- 

24 Moreover the fortune-tellers a nd 
divi..fis, and the images, and the iilol^ 
ami all the abominations that were Tpied 
iii ijjc Kind of JudVh and in Jerufaleirijj 
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dic\ J°fiah‘put away, that he might per- 
Mjfl the words of t|ie law, written in the 
book that Hilkiah the prieft found in the 
houfe of the Eternal. 25 And there was 
no king like him before him, that turned 
to the Eternal with all his heart, and with 
all his foul, and with all his might, ac¬ 
cording to all the law of Mofes; neither 
after him arofe there any like him, 

26 Yet the Eternal turned not from 
the fiercenefs of his great wrath, where¬ 
with anger was kindled againft Ju¬ 
dah, becaufe of ail the provocations 
wherewith;Manafleh provoked him. 27 
For the Eternal faid, I will remove Jut 
< lah a!:o ogt of my fight, as I have re¬ 
moved Ifrael, and will caft off this city 
which I haye chofcn, and tlie houfe of 
which I faid, My name fliaJl be there. 
28 Now the reft of Jofiah's arts. and all 
that he did, are written in the Chronicles 
of the kings of Judah. 

25 In his days Paraoh-necho, king of 
Egypt went up againft the king of Alfy- 
ria to Euphrates; and king Jofiah went 
againft him, and having feen him, he 
flew him at Megiddo. 30 So his fervants 
carried him in a chariot dead from.Me¬ 
giddo to Jerpfalera, and buried hi01 in 
hiso wp (epulchre; and the people of the 
land took (19J Jehoahaz his Fod, and a- 
nointed him king in his father’s ftead T . 

31 Jehoahaz was twenty.three years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned three months in Jcrufalem ; and 
his mother’s name was.Hamutal, Jere¬ 
miah of Libnah’s daughter. 32 And he 
did evil before the Eternal, according to 
all that liis fathers had done. 3.3 And 
Fharaoli-necho put him in bands at Rih- 
lah, in the land of Hamath, that he might 
not reign in Jerulaiem ; and-put on the 
land a tribute of an hundred talents of 
filver, and a talent of gold. 34 And 
Pharaoh-necho made (20) Eliakim, Jo- 
fiah’sfon, king in the room of Jofiuh his 
father, and turned his game to Jehoia- 
kirn, and took Jehoahaz away to Egypt, 
whore.he died. 33 And Jchoiakim gave 
vthe filver and the gold to Pharaoh ; bat 
She taxed the land according to the coni- 
rnandjot Phltroah ; he exacted the filver 
and the gold of th? people of the land, 
pf every one according to his value, to 
give it to Pharaph T neeho. 

3 6 Jchoiakim was twenty-five years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
‘.reigned eleven years in Jerufalcm ; and 
his mother’s name was Zebudah, the 
daughter of Pedaiah of Rumah. 37 And 
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he did evil before the Eternal, according^ 
to all that bis father hnd done. 

XXIV . yehoiakim rebels, ytrvfalem is > 
taken, 

N his days Nebuchadnezzar king of Bn* 
bylon came up, and Jehoiakim be¬ 
came his fervant three years; then h® 
turned and rebelled again ft him. 2 Now 
the Eternal fent againft him bands of the 
Chaldees, and of the Syrians, and of the 
Moabites, and of the Ammonites, even 
againft Judah, to deftroy it, according to 
the word he fpake by his fervants tha 
prophets. 3 Surely according to the word 
of the Eternal came this upon Judah, to 
remove them out of his fight, for all tha 
fins of Maniiffeh ; 4 And tfpecially for 
the innocent blood which he flied, (for 
he filled Jerufalcm with innocent blood) 
which the Eternal would not pardon. 

5 Now the reft of jehoiakim’s adts, &l 
all that he did, are written in the Chro¬ 
nicles of the kings of Judah. 6 So Je- 
hoiakim Hept with his fathers, and (21) 
Jehoiachin his fon reigned in his ftead. 
7 Now the king of Egypt came no more 
out,of his land, for the king of Babylon 
took fidm the river of Egypt, Sichor , to 
the river Euphrates,- all that pertained to 
him. 

3 Jechoiachin was eighteen years old 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
in Jerttfalem three months,, and his no- 
therV name was Nehuflita, the daughter 
of Elnathan of Jerufalero. p And he 
did evil be fore, the Eternal, according to 
all that his father had done. 

to At that time Nebuchadnezzar king 
of Babylon’s fervants came up again It 
Jerulaldm* and befieged the city. 11 
And Nebuchadnezzar himfelf came a- 
gainft the city, ia Then Jehoiachin king 
of Judah went out to him, with his mo¬ 
ther, and his fervants, and his princes, and 
his officers; and the king of Babylon 
took him in the eighth year of his reign* 
13 And he carried put thence all the 
treafurcs of the Eternal’s houfe, and ol 
the king’s houfe, and cut in pieces all thr 
vdTcts of gold which Solomon It ad made 
in the temple of the Eternal, as the E- 
ternaL had faid. 14 And he carried a- 
way all Jerufalcm, and all the princes, 
anti all the mighty men of valour, eve n 
ten thoufand captives, and all the craftf- 
men and fmiths; none remained but the 
poorer foit of people of the laud. 13 
And he carried away Jehoiachin to Ba¬ 
bylon, with h's mother, and bis wives, 
and hi^ officers, and the mighty of thr 
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land, itf And all the men of might, e- 
vca ftvcn thoufand, and cmftfmen and 
finiths a thoufand ; all that were ftiong 
and fit for war, he brought captive to Ba¬ 
bylon. 

17 And he made Mattaniah his fa¬ 
ther’* brother king in his (lead, and 
changed his name to ( 24 ) Zedekiah. 18 
Zedekiah wat twenty-one years old when 
lie began to rcig'i, and he reigned eleven 
years in Jerufalem ; and his mother’s 
name was Hamutal, the daughter of Je- 
reminh of Libnah. 19 And he did evil 
before the £temal, according to all that 
Jahoiakim had done, ao For the Eter¬ 
nal in bis anger call Jerufalem and Ju¬ 
dah from his prefence, when Zedekiah 
tebclled againft the king of Babylon. 

XXV. Jcrufjlen defrayed. 

N OW in the tenth day of the tenth 
month, in the ninth year of his 
reign, Nebuchadnezzar king of Ballon, 
came with all his holt againft Jerufalein, 
and encamped agninft it, building forts 
aguinll it round about. 2 So the city 
was befieged to the eleventh year of king 
Zedekiah. 3 When on the ninth day of 
the foui th month the famine prevailfcd in 
the city, and there was no bread for the 
people of the land. 

4 Thin the city w;i» broken up, and all 
the men of war lied by night, by the way 
of the gate, between two walls, Which 
wa» by the king’s garden; (now the 
Chaldees were Hgaiult the city found a- 
boirt) ; and the king went the way of the 
pl.rn. 5 But the array of the Chaldees 
purfued after him, and overtook him in 
the plains of Jericho, all his army being 
b uttered from him. 6 And taking the 
king, they'Inougilt him to the king of 
BnbvJou ut Kihhh, and gave judgment 
upon him. 7 And they flew Zedekiah’s 
fons before his eye*, and put out his eyes, 
and bound him with fetters of hrafs, and 
cairied him to Babylon. 

8 And on the feventh dr.y of the fifth, 
month, (which Was the nineteenth year 
of Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon), 
came his fervnnt Nebuzur-adan, captain 
of the guard, to Jerufalem, 9 And burnt 
the Eternal's houfe, and the king’s houle, 
and every great man’s houfe, and nil the 
houfes of Jerufalem. to And all the ar¬ 
my «f the CnalJees, with the'captnin of 
the guard, bi«ke*duwn the walls-of Jeni- 
lalcm round about n Now the reft c 
the people that were left in the city, and 
the fugitives that deferred to thrfking 6f 
Babylon, with the remnant of the mul¬ 
titude, did Ncbuzar-adan, the captain of 
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the guard carry away. 11 But he Ifcft 
of the poor of the land to be vine-dref- 
ftrs and hufbandmen, 

13 And the pillars of brafs in the E- 
ternaPs houle, with the bafts, and the 
brafen fea, the Chaldee 4 broke in pieces, 
and carried the brafs of them to Babylon. 
14 And the pots, and the fhovels, and 
the bluffers, and the lpoon9, and all the 
veflels-of brafs wherewith they minilter- 
ed, they took away. 15 And the fire¬ 
pans, and the bowls, fuch thifigs as were 
of gold in gold, and of filver in filver,tbc 
captain of the guard took away ; 16 

With the two pillars, the one Tea, and the 
bafts which Solomon had made for the 
Eternal’s houie; the brafs of all thefe 
vcflels was without weight: 17 The 
height of one pillar was eighteen cu¬ 
bits, the chapiter upon it was brafs, 
whofc height was three cubits, with the 
wreathen work, and pomegranates upon 
it round about, all of brafs; the fecond 
pillar was like thelc, with wreathen 
work. f 

18 The captain of tire guard took alfo 
Seraiah lh»? chief prieft, and Zephaniah 
the ftcoud prieft, and the three door¬ 
keepers. 19 And out of the city he took 
an officer^ that was fet over the men of 
war, and Gvft of them that weie ,with 
the king, who were found in the city, fit 
the principal feribe of the 1/bft, who 
muftcred the people of the lah<J, and fix* 
ty men of thefe people that were found 
in the city. 10 Nebuzar-ndan^ captain 
of the guard took thefe, and brought 
them to the king of Babylon at Riblah, 
at And he fmote them, .and flew them 
at IL&lah in the land of Hamath. So 
Judan was carried away, out of their 
land. 

12 But as for the people that remained 
in the land of Judahj, whom Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar king of Babylon had left, over 
them he fet Gedaliah the fon of Ahikaffi, 
the fon o/ Shaphan. 13 Which when all 
the captains of the armies and tlieif men 
heard, they came to Oedahah to Miif- 
pah, even Iflimael the fon of Netlrjmiali, 
and Jolianan the fon of Caresh, and Se- 
raidh the Ton of Tanhumeth the Neto- 
phathite, and Jaazaniah th£ fon of a 
Maachathite, with their men, 24 And 
Gedaliah fwarc thus to them and totheir 
men : Fear not to ferve the Chaldee^: 
dwell in the land, and ferve the, king « 
•Babylon, and it (hall be well with you. 
25 But in the feventh month, Iflimael 
the fon of Nethaniah, the fon of Eliflia- 
pja, of the fted royal, came with ten

II. Solomon's builders. 

N OW Solomon determined *0 build 
an houfe for the Eternal's name, 
and an houfe for his kingdom. 1 So he 
numbered feventy thouland men to bear 
burdens, and eighty thouland to hew on 
the mountains, with three thouland fix 
hundred to overfee them. 

3 Then he fentto Huram king of Tyre, 
faying, Do as thou didft with David my 
father, to whom thou fe lit eft cedars to 
build him an houfe to dwell.in. 4 Lo I 
build an houfe to the name of the Eter¬ 
nal fay God, to cnnfecrate to him for to 
burn before him fwcet incenfe, and for 
the continual facred bread, and for the 
burnt-offerings moinjng and evening, on 
the Sahbaths, and the new moons, and 
the foleinn feaita of the Eternal our God, 
this being perpetual in Ilrael. 5 And 
the houfe which I build is great ; for 
great 19 our God above all gods. 6 But 
who is able to build him an houfe, feeing 
the heaven, and heaven of heavens can¬ 
not contain him? whom am I then. 19 
build him an houfe, fave only to burn in- 
cenfe before him ?

N OW, when Solomon had finithed his 
prayer, fire defeended from heaven, 
and confumcd the burnt.offering and fa- 
criflces; and the Eternal’s glory filled the 
houfe, a So as the priefts could not en¬ 
ter the Eternal's houfe, becaufe his glory 
filled it. 

3 And when all the Ifraelitei faw the 
fire come down, and the Eternal’s glory 
upon the houfe, they bowed to the ground 
on the pavement, ami wor/hipped, and 
prailrd the Eternal, faying, He is good ; 
for hi> merry rndurelh lor ever, 

4 Then the king with all the people 
offered facrificei before the Eternal. 5 
He offered a facrifice of twenty-two thou- 
land oaen, and an hundred and twenty 
tlioufand flicep ; fa the kinjj and all the 
people dedicated the houfe of Ood, 6 
And the prieffi waited on their offices ; 
the Levitts alfo with inffrunients of the 
Eternal s mufick, which king David made 
to praife the Eternal, becaufe his mtircy 
endureth fur ever, when David praifcd 
hy their miniffry; and the prialU founded 
Uunipe;* before them, all Tfrad (landing.

20 And all his drinking-velTels were of 
gold, and all tliei'e of the houfe of the fo- 
reft.uf Lebanon of pure gold ; none were 
of fiivcr ; it was of no account in the days 
of Solomon. 21 For the king’s fhips 
wen; to r-arfliifh with Huram's fervants; 
once every three years they returned, 
bringing gold, filver, ivory, apes, and pea¬ 
cocks. 12 And he furpafled all the kings 
of the earth lit riches and wifdom. 23 So 
they fought Solomon’s prefence, to hear 
his wifdom Gbd had given him, 24 
And every man brought his prefent, vef- 
fels of Giver, gold, and ritment, armour, 
anil fpices, horfes, and mules, a rate year 
by year. 

25 And he had four thoufand Halls for 
hori^ and chariot*, and twelve thoufand 
hortemen, wnom he beflow^d m the cha¬ 
riot- cities, and witli hinifelt at Jcrula- 
1cm. 

2 6 And he reigned over all the kings, 
fro,n the river Euphrates, even to the 
land of the Pitilillincs, and the border of 
Egypt. 27 And he made tilver in Jeru¬ 
salem as lloiies, it cedar asihc.imoe trees 
in the vale in abundance. z$ And they 
blought to Solomon hurfcS out of Egypt, 
and oat of all lands. 

29 Now, the retjb of Solomon’s afls, 
jrlt and lull, »rr written in the book of 
Nathan the prophet, and in the prophecy 
nf Alujah the SIii'unite, and in the v.lions 
it Iddo the irei ugaioit Jeroboam. Ncbiit’s 
on. 30 A.id S *lo i o 1 reigned in Jeru¬ 
salem over all Hr jcI forty year*. 31 Now 
soloifton tl:pt with his lathers, and was 

S s 


buried in the city of David his father : 
And Rehoboam his fyn reigned in hi? 
Read. 

X. From Rehoboam ten tribes revolt. 

N OW all Ifrael came to make Reho- 
boum king at Shechem. 2 But 
when Jeroboam, Ncbat's fon, heard in 
Egypt, ('whither he fled from Solomon,) 
he returned from it. 3 So they fent and 
called him ; fo he and all Ifrael came and 
fpake to Rehoboam, faying, 4 Thr father 
made oOr yoke heavy; uow,'therefore, 
cafe thy father’s grievous fervitude, and 
b^avy yoke* and we will ferve thee. 5 
But he f.iid to them. Return to me after 
thtee days. So the people departed. 

6 Now king Rehoboam coftfulted the 
old m m that flood before his father, fay¬ 
ing, What counfel give ye me, to anfwer 
to this people ? 7 And they faid to him, 

If thou be kind to this people, and plcafe 
them, and fpeak good to them, they will 
ferve the" perpetually. 8 But tie forfook 
the old men’s counfel, and confulted the 
young men that were brought up with 
him \ 9 Saying to them, What advice 

give ye, to anfwer this people, who fay, 
Eafe fomewhat thy father’* yoke ? 10 And 
they faid, Anfwer them thus: . My little 
finger lhall be thicker than my father’s 
loins. 11 For, as my father made your 
yoke heavy, I will add to it; he chaitifed 
you with whips, but I will chaftife you 
yvith fcorpions. 

12 13 Now Jeroboam and all the peophg 
returned to Rehoboam on the third day, as 
he bade, 14 But he anfw«red them rough¬ 
ly, after the young men's counfel. 15 
And hearkened not -“o them; lor the caufc 
was God's, for the Eternal to perform 
what he fpake by Ahijah the Shilonit^ to 
Jeroboam, N'ebat’s fon. 

16 So when all Ifrael faw that the 
king Would not hearken to them, they 
anfwr/ed thus; What portion have we 
in David ? we have no inheritance in 
the ion 01 Jr lie ; go every oil-? to yuur 
tents, O Ifrael; and now, O David, fee 
to thine own houfe So all Ifrael went 
to their tents. 17 But Rtliohoain reign¬ 
ed over the Ifraelit.es that dwelt in the 
cities of Judah. 18 Turn he lent Hadu- 
iam, tli..t was over the tribute ; and the 
Ifraeiites (lotied iiiin io death; but Re- 
liuho im haftened ro go into his chariot, 
to flee to Jeruf.lem. 19 So Ifrael re¬ 
belled againJ David’s houfe to this day. 

XI. Rehob cam ruijing ati antsy . 

N OVV when Rehoboam came Lo Jeru¬ 
salem, he gathered of Jpdah ami 
Benjamin ajiundred and eighty thoufani 
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ehofien warriors, tfi fight seainft Ifrael, to 
fubdue the kingdom to himfelf. a But 
the wortTof the Eternal came toShtmai- 
ah the roan of God, faying, J Sfry to 
Rehoboam, Solomon's fon. king of Jtideh, 
and to al,l Ifrael in Judah and Benjamin, 
4 Thus faith the Eternal, Ye (hall not go 
to fight againlt jour brethren; rctom 
each .to his houfe; for this is done by 
me. So they obeyed the words of the E- 
ternaf. 

5 Re hobo am dwelt in Jerufalem, »nd 
built cities for defence in Judah. 6 He 
bnilt Beth-lehero, Etam, Ttkot, 7 Beth- 
zor, Shocc, Adullam, 8 Gath, Maraftiah, 
Ziph, p Adoraim, Lachifti, Azckah, 10 
Zorah, Aiialon, and Hebron, fenced ci¬ 
ties in Judah and in Benjamin./ 11 He 
alfo (unified the ftrong holds, and put 
captains in them, and (lore of Visual, and 
oil, and wine, ia And in every fevetal 
city he put (hields and fpears, roakilig 
them exceeding ftrbng,’haviBg Judah and 
Benjamin on his fide. 

13 4,11 the priefts and Lrvites in Tfoel 
rcfortcd to him Irons all their coafts. 14 
(For the Levites leaving their ftiburhs, & 
poffeflioit, came to Judah and Jerufalem ; 
for Jeroboam and his fons had caft-them 
off from executing the piiefts office to the 
Eternal ; 15 As he appointed him priefts 
for the high places, and for the devils, and 
for the calves he made.) 16 And after 
them, fueh>u£ all the tribes of Ifrael, as 
fet their hearts to feek the Eternal God 
of Ifrael, came to Jerufalem tofacrifice to 
the Eteinal God of their fathers. 17 So 
they ftrcngthened the kingdom cf Judah, 
making Rehoboam. Solomon's fon, ftrong, 
three years; which they walked in the 
way of David and Solome^ 

18 And Rthoboam married Maha- 
lath, daughter of Jcrimoth, David's fon, 
and Abihail, daughter of Eliab, fon of 
Jefle; 1 p Who bare biro children; Jevifh, 
and Shamariah, and Zaham. 20 And 
next he took Mabchah, AbfVom's daugh¬ 
ter, who bare him -Abijah, and Altai, and 
Ziza, and Sbelomith. 2 1 But Rehoboam 
loved MaachaH above all his wives and 
concubines; (having eighteen wives, and 
fixty concubines, he had twenty-eight 
fons, and fixty daughters.) 22 And he 
made Abijah fun of Maacbah to be chief 
ruler among his brethren, for to make him 
king. 23 And-being fubtile, he difperfed 
all his children through all the coun¬ 
tries of'Judah and Benjamin, into every 
fenced city ; and gave them visual a- 
bundantly-.-He defined many wives. 


XII. Reboboam, forfakirtg Glut, ij pv- 
nifbed . 

OW, when Rehoboam had eftablifli- 
ed the kingdom, and ftrcngthened 
himfelf, he forfook the law of the Eter¬ 
nal, and all Ifrael with him. 7 Now in 

Rehoboam’s fifth year, Shifiiak king of 
Egypt came againft Jerufalem, for their 
offending the Eternal, 3 With twelve 
hundred chariots, and fixty thoufand 
horfemen; and people without number 
from Egypt; the Lubites, the Sukkites, 
and tfie Ethiopian'. 4 And taking the 
fenced cities pertaining to Judah, he came 
to Jerufalein. 

5 Then camrShemarah the prophet to 
Rehoboam, and to the princes of Judah 
that were gathered tp Jerufalem becaufe 
of Shifiiak, and faid to them. Thus faith 
the Eternal, As ye have ferfaken me, fo 1 
alfo left you in the power of Shifiiak. 6 
Then the princes of Ifrael and the king 
bumbled themfelves, and (aid. The Eter¬ 
nal is righteousL 7 And when the Eter¬ 
nal Caw this, the word of the Eternal 
came to Shetnaiah, faying, They have 
humbled'therofekes, therefore I will not 
deftroy them, but grant them foroe de¬ 
liverance ; and my wrath (hall not be 
poured out updn Jerufalem by the hand 
of Shifhak. 8 But they fhall ferve ; to 
know that my fervice is better than that 
of the kingdom? of‘the countries. 9 So 
Shiftiak came agaihft Jerufalem, fit took 
away ail the tre^fnres of the Eternal’s 
houfe, and of the king's houfe ; and alfo 
the golden fhialds Solomon made. 10 
Inflead of which Rehoboam, made brafs 
(hields, and committed them to the chief 
of the guard, who kept the gate of the 
king's houfe. 1 i And when he entered 
mto the Eternal's houfe, the guard cam* 
and fetched them, and brought thegi *- 
gain into the guard-chamber. 17 A'nd 
when he humbled himfelf, the Eternal's 
wrath turned from him, that he would 
not deftroy him altogether : and alfo in 
Judah matters went well. 

13 So Rehoboam ftrengthened himfelf 
in JerufaLrn ; he was for.y-one years old 
when he begau to reign, and he reigned 
feventcen yeais in Jerufalem, the city 
which the EreTual had chofcn out of all 
the tribes of Ifrael to put his name there; 
and his mother's name was Naarrah an 
Ammonitrfs. 14 But he did evil in not 
preparing his heart to feck the Eternal. 
15 Now Rehoboam’s aifls, iirft and laft, 
are written in the book of Shcmaiah the 
prophet, and of Iddo the leer, concerning 
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genealogies. And there were war* be- 
tween him and Jeroboam continually. 
16 And Rchoboam flept with hisii- 
ihers, and wu buried in the city of Da¬ 
vid : And Abijah his fon reigned in bit 
flead. 

XIII. Abijah fights againft Jeroboam. 

N OW, in Jeroboam’s eighteenth year 
began Abijah to reign over Judah. 

2 He reigned three years in Jerufalem ; 
(his mother’s name alfo was Michaiah 
dau-htci pf Uriel of OibeahJ and there 
was ivar between him and Jeroboam. 3 
And he fet the battle in array with an 
army of valiant warriors, four hundred 
thoufand choicn m^n ; Jeroboam alfo fet 
tlie battle in array againft him with eight 
hundred thoufand diofen mighty valiant 
men- 

4 And Ahijali flood on mount Zerna- 
raim, in mount Ephraim, and faid, Hear 
me, thou Jeroboam, and all Ifrael; 5 Ye 
ought to know that the Eternal God 
of Ifrael gave the kingdom over Ifrael to 
I)avul and his fons perpetually, by a co¬ 
venant of fait, that corrupteth not . 6 

Yet Jeroboam, Neliat’s fon, fervant to 
Solomon, David’s fon, rebelled againft his 
h)Til. 7 And to him are gathered vain 
men of BeliaJ, and ftrengthened them- 
felves againft Rehoboam, Solomon’s fon, 
when lie was young and tender-hearted, 
and could not withftand them. 8 And 
now ye think to withftand the Eternal’s 
kingdom, in the hands of David's fons; 
and ye are very m^ny, &. h»ve with you 
gulden calves, which Jeroboam made you 
lor gods. 9 Ye have tall out the Erer- 
nal’a priefW, Aaron’s fons, and the Levites, 
and made you priefts like other nations; 
lo whoever cornea to confecrate himfelf 
with a youn^ bulluek and feven rami, may 
be a prielt of them that are no gods, jo 
But tha Eternal is our God, whom wo 
have not luifitken ; and the priefts, who 
minirier.to him, arc Aaron’s fons, and tho 

Livitis wait on their bufintfs; 11 And 
they burn to the Eternal, every morning 
and evening; buint-faenfice* aud fweet 
incerft. ; the facred bread alio fet they in 
order upon the pure table ; and the gol¬ 
den candle Hick, with its lamps, to burn 
every evening; for wc keep the charge 
of the Eternal our God; but ye have for-.. 
faken him 12 And, behold, God bim- 
fclt is with us for our captain, and his 
priLfli with founding trumpets to cry a- 
larm againft you. O Ifraelites ! fight y e 
not againft the Eternal God of your fa¬ 
thers ; ye dial! not profper. 

*3 Jeroboam c»ufoi an arabufli- 


ment cpm© behind thep*; (b they were 
before Judah and it was hehind. 14 And 
Judah foqking, Ip. the battle was before 
and behind ; nut they cried tp the Eter¬ 
nal, and the priefts founded the trumpets. 
15 Th$n the men of Judyh ftiouting, 
God ftnotc Jeroboam and ajl Ifrael be¬ 
fore Abijah and Judah. 1 6 So the lfrael- 
iua fled before Judah; and God deliver¬ 
ed them into their puwer. 17 And Abi¬ 
jah with his people made a great daugh¬ 
ter ; for there fell of Ifrael Eve hundred 
thoufand chofen men. 18 Thus Ifrael 
was reduced at that time, and Judah pre¬ 
vailed, bccaufe they relied on the Eternal 
God of their fathers. 19 And Abijah pur- 
fued after Jeroboam, and took cities from 
him, Bethel, Jefbanab, apil Ephraim, 
with their tqwns. 20 Neither did Jero¬ 
boam recover ftnjngth in the days of A- 
bijiji; vea, the Eternal ftruek him, fohe 
died. 

xi But Abijah wated mighty, and 
married fourteen wives, and begat twen* 
ty-two fons, and fifteen daughters. 22 
And thp re/l of Abijah’* arts, with his 
ways and fay inf $ . are written in the h(f* 
tory of the prophet IdJo. h 
XIV. A/a, Jucceediag, dtjlroyeth idola¬ 
try. 

O Abijah flept with his fathers, being 
buried in,the city of David; and Afa 
his fon reigned inJiis flea I- In his days 
the land was quie ten years. 2 And he 
did what was good and right before the 
Eternal his Gbd ; 3 For he took; away 
the altars of the fliange gods, with the 
high places, and brake down the images, 
and cut down the grove?; 4 And com¬ 

manded Judah to feek the Eternal God 
of their fathers, and to obferve the law 
and its commands. 5 He alfo took away 
out of all the cities, of Judah the high 
places and the fun-image*;.and .the kingT 
dom was quiet before him^, 

6 And he built fenced cities in Jpdali; 
for the land had reft without war in thofp 
dayi; becaufe the Eternal gave them reft. 
7 So he faid to Judah, Let us build thelq 
cities, and enclofe them with walls and 
towers,.gates and bars, while the land i« 
yet before ms ; becaufe we fought the E- 
tem^l our Gnd, he bath given us rgft on 
every flHe ; fo they built apd prnfpered. 

8 Ala had an army of Judqh thr^c bon¬ 
ded thoufand that bare targets 4c fpears; 
and two hundred and eighty thoufand of 
Benjamin that bare ftiieUs apd drew 
bows ; all thefe were vylinnt men. 

9 And Zerah the Quftiite came, out it- 
gainft them with an hoft of a tlvpufaud 
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thoufand, and thfee hundred chariots, 
cbroing to Marelhgh. 10 Then Afawent 
out againft him, and they fet the battle 
in aitay in the valley of Zephafthah at 
Marefltah. it And A fa cried to th* E- 
temal his Cod,’faying, O Eternal, it is 
nothing with th*e to help, whether with' 
many, or with them that have no power; 
help us, O Eternal our God ; far we rtft 
on thee, and in thy name we go againft 
this multitude;; O 'Eternal, thou art dur 
God; let not man prevail againft thee. 
ti So the Eternal fmote the Ethiopians 
before Afa and Judah ; and they fled. 13 
So Afa, with his people, purfued them to 
Geraf ; where the Ethiopians w ere over¬ 
thrown, that they could not recover them- 
lelves; for they were deftroyed before the 
Eternal, and hi-heft ; v<ho carried away 
very much fpoil. 14 And they frnote all 
the Citids round about Gtrar; for the fear 
of the Eternal came upon them; and 
they fpoiled them all; and there was ex¬ 
ceeding much fpoil in them. 15 They 
fmote alfo the tents of cattle, and carried 
away (heep and camels' abundantly, and 
rethrned.to Jerufalem. 

XV. /.• , and ethers , covenant ’•with 
‘ ■ God. 

GW the Spirit of God came upon 
Azariah, Oded’s fon. % And he 
Went out before Afa and faid to him. 
Hear me, Afa; alnd all Jndah and Benja¬ 
min ; The Eternal is with you, while ye 
are with him; arid rf ye” feek him, he will 
Be fbund of you; but if ye forfake him, 
hie wilt forfake you. 3 Now Ifrael hath 
Been long without the true God; a teach¬ 
ing prieftyand the law. 4' But when in 
theirtrouble they turned to the Eternal 
God of Ifrael, and fought him, he was 
found *of them. 5 And in thofe times 
there was no peace to him that went ou», 
orcanie in; but great vexationa on all 
the inhabitants of the countries. tS And 
one nation afc one city deftroyed another; 
for-God ^reied them with all diftrefs. 7 
Be ye ftrong, therefore, and let not your 
hands be flack p for your work will be 
rewarded. 

S And Afa hearing thefe words of O- 
ded the prophet’s prophecy, was encou¬ 
raged, and pbt away the abominations 
out of all the land of Judah and Benja¬ 
min, and out of the cities he took from 
mount Ephraim, and renewed the Eter¬ 
nal’s alriu’ before the Eternal’s porch. 9 
And gathered all Judah and Benjamin, 
and the ftrangers with them, out of E- 
phrraim and Manaflch, and Simeon ; (for 
they deferted to him,cut of Ilrael abun¬ 


dantly', when thry fiw the .Eternal hi* 
God was with hire) : 10 So they afleru¬ 
bied at Jerufalem in the third month of 
the fifteehth year of Afa’s reign. 11 And 
they offered to the Eternal the larnd time 
fome of the fpoil they had brought, feven 
hundred Wen, and feven thoufmd flierp. 
1 x And they enrered into a covenant to 
feek the Eternal God of their-fathers 
with all their heart and foul; r 3 That 
whoever wou'd not feek the Eternal God 
of Ifrael (hould be put to death, whether 
fmall or great, man or woman. T4 And 
they fware to the Eternal with a loud 
,voice, and with fhontirg, and with trum¬ 
pets, a»d with cornets. 15 And all Ju¬ 
dah rejoiced tit the oath : /01 they fwate 
with all their heart, and f ught him with 
their whole, defire ; aud he was. found of 
them, and gave them reft round about. 

1 6 And Afa removed Maathah his 
grandmother from being queen, becaule 
file mr.de nn horrible idol in a,gum. 
which Afa cut down, and beat fmall, and 
burnt r.t the brook Kidron. 17 But the 
high places were not taken away out of 
Ifrael ; yer Afa’s heart was perfedl all his 
days. 

iS And he brought into God's heufe 
the things that his father and that he 
himfelf had dedicated, filver, and gold, 
and vefieb. 19 And there was ro more 
war till the thirty.fifth ye?r of Afa’s 
kingdom.. 

XVI. Afa's dijirefs and death. 

N the thirty-fixth year of Afa’s king¬ 
dom, Baalhfl king of Ifrael came a- 
gainft Judah, and built Raniah, to. let 
none go out or come in to Afa king of 
Judah. 1 Then Afa brought filver aril 
gold out of the treafares of the Eternal’s 
houfe. and of the king’s houfe, and lent 
to Ben-h?dad king of Syria, at Damafcns, 
faying, 3 There is a league between mt 
and thee, as there was between m/fatlier 
and thy father : lo, I have fer.t thee filver 
and gold; go, break thy league with 
Baaflia kingof Ifrael, that he may depart 
from me. 4 So Ben-hadad hearkened to 
king Afa, and fent the raptams ot his ar¬ 
mies agairft the cities of Ifrael, who 
imote Ijon, Dan, and Abel-maim, and all 
the ftore-cities of Naphtafi. 15 Which 
Baafha hearing, he lett off biulmng Ha¬ 
mah. 6 Then king Afa, w ith all Judah, 
carried away the ftones aod the timber 
ef-Jlamah, wherewith Baafha was build¬ 
ing; and built therewith Gtba and Miz- 
pah. 

7 Then Hanard the feer came to king 
Afa, and faid to him, Btcaufe thou didft 
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rely on the Icing o f Syria, ami :,ot on the 
fcrernal thy Gu.l, there lore is the hoft of 
the king i»» Syria efcaped out of tbioe 
h'»nH. 8 Were nut the Cufliites And the 
Lubites an hope hoft, with, very many 
c h,.riots and hdriemen ? yet, bfccotife thou 
Ji Ift relt on ihe Eternal* he delivered 
them into thine hand, p For the Et«r- 
iml’s eyes run to and fro through the 
whole earth, to Ihew hiinfclt ftrong to¬ 
ward thrill whofe heait is perfect toward 
him. Herein thou halt done foolifhly ; 
therefore henc'-forth thou IJialt have wars, 
io Ala enraged at this* put the leer in a 
prifon ; he alfo opprelfcd fome of the 
people the fame nine. 

11 Now, lu, A fa’s afti, firft and laft, ate 
written in the book of the kings of Ju- 
d.ib and Ifrael. n Now Afa, in the 
thirty-ninth ye;ir of hi* kingdom, was 
difeaf.d in his feet exceedingly ; yet he 
fought not to the Eternal, but to phyfi- 
cians. 

13 Now Afa flept with his father! in 
th: forty-lirlt year of his kingdom; 14 
And they buiied him in h)9 own fepul- 
rhres hr made for himfelf in the city of 
David, laying him in a bed filled with 
iwt-tt odours anrl diverfr kind of fpices, 
prepared by the apothecaries art; and 
they made a very great burning of odours 
at him. 

XVII. yehrjfyaf'bat reignetb well* 

Eh 0$haphat his fun reigned in his 
Head, vrho made himlelf ftrong a- 
gainft Ifrael. 2 For he placed forces in 
allthe fenced cities of Judah, ar.d he fet 
parrii'ons in the land of Judah, and the 
cities of Ephraim, which Afa his father 
had taken.' 3 And ihe Eternal was with 
b in, becanfe he w-dked in ihe firft ways 
ol his father David, and fought not to 
Baalim ; ^ JJut lunght to the God of his 
father, waking in his commands, and not 
like Iliad, 5 So the Eternal ftabliflied 
the kingdom in his hands, and all Judah 
gave him prcfen.ts; and he had riches 6c 
honour ahundantly. 6 Ancf his hesut was 
encouraged in the ways of the Eternal; 
he alfo took away the high places and 
groves out of Judah. 

7 And in the third year of his reign he 
Fjnt to his princes, lien-hail, 3c Oha D diah, 
und Zechariah, nrul Nethaneel, and MU 
chaiah, to teach in the cities of Judah. 
S With them alfo he fent Lcvitcs, even 
Shemaiah, Nethaniah, Zebadiah, AO*hel, 
HhemiramotU, Jehunathan, Adonijah, Ta- 
bijah. Tob-Adonijah ; and with them 
EJnhama and Jehorant, priefts. 9 So they 
taught the people in Judab, having the 
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book of the law of the Eternal with 
them, and went about through ail the 
cities. 

to And the Fear of the Eternal fell on 
all tbe kingdoms of the lands round about 
Judah, fo that they made no war agapift 
Jehfllhaphaf. 11 .’ionic alfo of the Fhi- 
liflines brought Jcnoihapliat prefents and 
tribute filver ; and the Arabians brought 
him flocks, feven thoufand and feven hun¬ 
dred rains, and feven theufaud and feven 
hundred he goats. 

12 For he waxed exceeding great, and 
built in Judah cattles and (tore cities. 13 
And he had much bufinrfi* in the cities of 
Judah ; and the valiant warriors were in 
Jcrufiilem. 24 And rhefe are their num- 
beis. according to their father’s houfe . 
Of Judah, the captains of thoufands, Ad- 
nah the chief, and with him valiant men 
tjirec hundred thoufand. 15 And next 
to him wa* Jehohanan, 6c with him two 
hundred and eighty thoufand. %6 And 
next to him was Amaziah fon of Zichri, 
who willingly offered himfeif to the E- 
ttrnal; and with him two hundred thou- 
fand valiant men. 17-And of Benjamin, 
Ebiida, a valiant man, and with him men 
armed with bow and fliiehl two hundred 
thoufand. iS And next him was Jebo- 
zabad, and with him an hundred and. 
eiglity thoufand ready prepared for the 
war. 19 Thefe waited or; the king, be¬ 
tides thofe whom he put in the fenced 
cities through all Judah. 

XVJ1I. y^hojha^hat joins with Abai, 
OW jeholhaphat had riches and ho¬ 
nour abundantly, and joined affi¬ 
nity with Ahab.

17 Then they ail went to Baal’s 
houfe,v and brake down it, and his altars, 
and images alfo, in pieces; and flew Mat- 
tan his priefl befoTe the altars. 18 Je¬ 
hoiada appointed thp offices of the Eter¬ 
nal's houfe to the priefts the Invites, 
whom David diftributed in the Eternal's 
houfe, to offer the burnt-offerings of the 
Eternal, as it is written in the law of Mo- 
fes> with rejoicing and with finging, as 
directed by. David. 19 And he fet the 
porters at tbe gates of the Eternal's houfe, 
that none unclean in any tiring fliould en¬ 
ter in. 20' He took alfo the captains of 
hundreds, the nobles, governors of the 
people, and all the people of the land, 
who brought the king from the Eternal’s 
houfe, and tiirough the high gate to the 
ping’s houfe, and fet,him on the thrbne 
of the kingdom. 21 And all the people 
of the land rejoiced; and the city was 
quiet, when they had’flam Athaiinh. 

XXIV. JtnJb reigns well at firjl. 
(DASH- when feyen years old began to 
reign ; anri reigned forty years in Je- 
rufalem ; hjs. mother’s name alfo was Zi- 
beah of Beerfheba. 2 And he did right 
before the Eternal -all the days of Jehou- 
da the^prjeft; 3 Who took for him two 

‘wive>; fq he had Jans and daughters. 

4 And zftpt this, Joafh was minderl to 
repair the Eternal’s houfe* 5 Now he 
gathered the priefis and Lcvites, and laid 
to them, Go to;thc ciiies of Judah, and 
gather pf oil Ifrael money to repair the 
houfe of your God from year to year, and 
fee that ye batten the matter: hovybeit, 
the Levites fyaftened.it not, 6 TJhen the 
king called for Jehoiada the chief, and 
laid to him-, Why ha,ft thou not required 
E©vires to bring in from Judah and Jeru¬ 
falem. the collqdlion,-cqiDn)aifdcd by Mo- 
ies.the Eternal -5 ferys^it, ,and of tue con¬ 
gregation of ICrael, for the taberna^le^- of 
vitnefs? 7 For-wicked Athaliab-s fons 


brought irito the king’s offiefe by the JLe- 
Vites, when they faw therein oiuch mo. 
Dey, the king's feribe and the high prieft's 
officer came and emptied it, and then 
. carried it to its place again. Thus they 
did day by day, and garhered money a- 
bundantiy. 12 Which the king and Je¬ 
hoiada gave to fuch as did the work of 
the Eternal's houfe, and hired malons and 
carpenters to repair it, and alfo luth as 
wrought iron and brafs to meod it. 13 So 
the workmen wrought, and the work was 
made firm by them, and they fet God's 
houfe in its ftate, and ftrtngthened it 14 
And having finiflied it, they hi ought the 
reft of the money bqfore the king and Je- 
boiada, whereof were made veflelsfor the 
Eternal's houfe, to minifter, &, to offer, fit 
fpoons, and vclfels of gold and fiiver ; and 
they offered burrt-ofkrings in the Eter¬ 
nal’s houfe continually all the days of Je¬ 
hoiada, 

15 But Jehoiada waxed old, and being 
an hundred and thirty years old, he died, 
if And they buried him in the city of 
David among the kings, becaufe he had 
clonk good in Ifiael, both toward God, Sc 
his houfe. 

17 Now after his death, the princes of 
Judah, came, and bowed to the king ; 
who hearkened to them.. 18 And they 
forfook the houfe of the Eternal God of 
their fathers, ^nti ferved groves and idols; 
fo wrath cr.tne on Judah ;ind Jerufalem 
for this their trefpnfs. 19 Yet he fent 
prophets to them, to bring them again to 
the EternaJ ; and they teffifmd againft 
them ; but they Would not give car.

Thus 
faith God, Why tranf^efs ye the com¬ 
mands of the Eternal? yc cannot profper; 
bccanfe ye have fbiTaken the Eternal, he 
hath alfo forfakeh you. it But they 
confpired againlt IripjJ and floned him; at 
Ah© king’s'cou/muricT, in thd co.urt'of the 
Etcrnat s houfe K 2 % Tlius king-Jozfh re- 
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merabered not the Jcindpefs Jehoiadfl h T » 
^father did to him. but flew his Ion ; who 
dying, faid, The Eternal look upoo.it, 
require it. 1 

13 Sow at the year’s end, the boft of 
Syria tame apainft him, to Judft)) 
Jeinfalem, and deftroyed all the princes , 
of the people Irora among them, and fent 
all their fpoil to the king of Damafcus. 
24 For the Syrians army came with a 
fmall body of men, but the Eternal de¬ 
livered a very great holt into their hand, 
.btcaufe they had forfaken the Eternal 
God of their fathers; fo they executed 
judgment again ft Joafli. 25 And when 
they departed from him. (leaving him in 
great dileafesj his own fervantSs confpir- 
ed agriinft him fur the blood of Jehoiada 
the prieft'i fons, and flew' him on his bed ; 
fo he died: and they buried him in the' 
city of David, but not in the fapiilrfircs 
of the king*. The confpifator9 were

27 Concerning his fons, and the gi'Cjft- 
nrfs of the burdens upon him, for repair¬ 
ing the houfe of God, behold, thay are 
written in the hiftory of the boot of 
Kings: and Amaziah his fon reigned'in 
bis (tead. 

XX V. A mat Lib reigns 'well at fir ft. 

A Maziaii was twenty-five years old 
when he began to reign, 'and' he 
reigned twenty-nine years in Jerufiileni; 
and his mother’s name was Jehaaddan of 
Jcrufahm. 2 And he did right before 
the Eternal, but net with a perfeft 
heart. 

3 When the kingdom was eftabliflied 
to him, hn flew his fervants that killed 
his father ; 4 But he flew not their chil¬ 
dren, re; it is written by Mofes in the 
law, wiit-re the Eternal commanded, fay¬ 
ing. ihe fathers fliall not die for the chil¬ 
dren, nor the children for the fathers, but 
each Audi die for his fin. 

5 Moreover, Amaziah gathered Judah, 
and m;ulr captains over thoufands and 
hundreds, according to the houfes of their 
fathers, throughout all Judah and B.n ja- 
mm ; lie numb-red them from twenty 
years old and above, and found three hun¬ 
dred thoufand chdfen men fof war that 
CouJ.i handle fpear ami tliield, 6 He hir¬ 
ed alfo an hundred thnufand valiant men 
out of Ifracl for an hundred talents of 
filver. 7 But a nun of God came to him; 
faying. O king, let uot the annv of Ifrael 
* u w , llh ^ee; for the Eternal is not with 
IfiaeJ, even all the Ephrainutei. 8 But 


jf thou wilt go, do fo, and be ftrong for 
, t|iekattl<f‘; yet God can make thee fall 
li'e/ore tb^ eriimy ; fur God hath power 
toJielp, and"t© call down. 9 And Ara- 
azfah fald tb the man bf God, But what 
ty all We db^fbr the hundred talents I have 
given fo the army of Ifrael ? And the 
man of God p.nfweredy Tlie Eternal is 
able to give thee much more than this. 
10 Then Amaziah ft para ted the army 
that came to him out of Ephiaioi, to go 
home again; therefore their anger was 
greatly kindled againft Ju<lnh f and they 
returned home in great wrath. 

11 But Amaziah ftrcngtbched himfelf, 
and led his people to the valley of Salt, 
ami fmote ten thou find men of Seir. rz 
And ten thoufand left alive the men of 
Judah carried away, and brought them 
unto the top of a rock, and cafting them 
from thence, they all burlt Afunder. 

13 But the (bldiers of the army which 

Amaziah fcnt-'Biick. from not going with 
him to battle, fell on the cites of Judah, 
from Samaria cv*n unto Beth-horon, ami 
fmote three' theufand of them, taking 
much fpoil. 4 • 

14 Now, after Amaziah cam$ from 

flaying the Edomites, having brought the 
gods of the men of Seir, he let them up 
for his god% bowed down before them, 
ar.d burnt inccnfe to them* 15 Therefore 
the Eternal’s anger being kindled, he fent 
to him a prophet; who faid, Why haft 
thou fought to the gods of the people 
who could not deliver their own peoples 
from thine hand 5 16 Now as he. fpokc, 

the king faid to him, Art thou made to be 
a counfellor to the king ? forbear; why 
fliouldtft thou be fmitten? Then the pro¬ 
phet for bare, but (aid, Iknow that God 
hath determined tb deftroy thee, beciulc 
thou haft done this, and not hearkened to 
my counfel. 

17 Then Amaziah king 0 f Judah took 
advice, and fent to Joalb fon ol J el *oahaz, 
fon of Jehu, king of Ifrael, faying, Come, 
let us look one another in the face. 18 
But he fent to him, faying, The tbiftle in 
Lebanon fent tc the cedar there, faying. 
Give thy daughter to my fon to wife ; 
bur a wild beaft in' Lebanon palled i>y, 
and trodef down the thiftle. ip Thou 
fayed, Lo, thou haft faiitten the Edom¬ 
ites and thine heart is lifted up to boaft; 
abide now at home ; whjp fhouldeft thou 
meddle to thine, hurt, that thou fhouldeft 
fall, and Jidah with thee 1 20 But A- 

maziali would not hearken ; for it was 
of God, that he might deliver them into 
the hand o^their cneuaie* ; hreaufe th^y 
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fought to the gods of Edom. *r So Joallj, 
king of tfrael went up, and they looked 
One Another in the fate, ,ar Bcth-dtemefh 
oF Judah. st Arid Judah was beaten 
before Ifraet. So each tied to their tdnti. 

23 JoaAi king of IfrAcltouk alfo AidI^n 
eh king of Judah at freth-lhemefh, and 
brought him to Jerufalcrrr, and brake 
down its walls, from the gate of Ephraitn 
to the cornet gate, four hundred cubits. 

24 And took kll the gold and filver, and 
all the yeflels found in the hbufe of Gdd 
with Dbed-edom, and the treafUrfesof the 
king’s houfe, atrd hit Jont % for holt ages 
and returned to Satnana, 

25 And Amaiiah fon of Joafh king of 
Judah lived alter the death of Jdafti, Ton 
of JehoahazJciftg of Ifiael, fifteen years. 
a6 Now the relt of Amaziah's adt, fitft 
and lajt. they afe written in the book fcf 
the Kings of Judah and ifrael. * 

27 Now aftei Amafctyh tuftitd away 
/torn following the Eternal they made a 
cenfpi aiy againft him in JCrnfalem; and 
he fled to Lachifti; but they fent after 
hi hi, and flew, him there. 28 And they 
bought him upon horfes, and buried him 
wltWhis fathers ill tHe city of Da^id in 
Jiidah. '* *-'■ 

XXVI. XJvtitih jmitten *tuitb Itptofy. 
'‘T'HEN all the people of Judith took 
A. UzZiah, wffo was fifteen years old, 
and made him king in the room of h« fa¬ 
ther Aritaiiah. 4 He built Cloth, and 
reftored it to Judah, after that he flept 
With his fathers, 3 Sixteen years did 
was Uzz ah when he began to reign, and 
he reigned fifty-two years in Jerufalem ; 
his mother’s name alfo was Jecoliah of 
terufAlert. 4 And he did right before 
the Eternal, entirely as his father AracZi- 
ab did- 5 for he fduglt God in the days of 
2echari*h, Who had underitanding in the 
vifions of God ; and whilft he Icrdght the 
Eterhal, God made hitfc to profpet. 6 
1 So he went to War againft the ^hiliftinfes, 
and brpke down the wall of Gatb, hnd 
that of Jabneh, and that of Aflidod, ahd 
built cities in the Country of Aflidod, and 
anion g the fchiliftihea. 7 And God help¬ 
ed him againlt the Philistines, and the 
Arabians that diVvlt in Gur-baal, and the 
Mehunims. 8 And the Ammonites give 
^ifts to Uzziah ; and his fame treat to 
rhe entering of Egypt; for he strengthen¬ 
ed htmfelf exceedingly. 

P Moreover, he built tdVvers in Jemfa- 
‘lem, at the corner gate, and at the Valley 
gate, and at the turning«f.the wall, and 
fortified them. 10 Ho ilfo built towriAs 
in tfee defart, and'digged tnariy walbf'fi&r 


he hsd tnUch c&ttlfe, both in the low 
country-aiid in thh plains; hblbanrimen 
aUb and Vme-drtffefi in the mountains, 
and in fruitful fields; for he loved huf- 
bandry. 11 He had alfo an host of war¬ 
riors, that went to war in troops, accord¬ 
ing to the number of their muster made 
by Jeiel'the fefibe, and Maefeiah the rul¬ 
er, at the difeft'OiT bf Hananiah, one of 
the king’s captains. 12 'Hie whole num¬ 
ber of the chief fathert of the valiant 
men were two thousand and fix hundred. 
13 And under their conduct was an ar¬ 
my, thtee hundred thoofaird and f-iVen 
hundred aad five thou fluid, that made 
war with mighty power, to help the 
king against the enemy. 14 And Uzziah 
prepared for all the host, fliields, fpeatt, 
helmets^ colts of mail, bows, and flings 
to cast srenes. 15 He made alfo in Je- 
rufah-m engines, invented by artful men, 
to be on tne towers and the bulwarks, to 
fliooi arows and great stones with; fo 
bis fame fpieati far; for he was roarvcl- 
loufly helped till he was strong. 

16 fiut tvhen he was llrong, his heart 
was lifted up to his deftiuftinn : for ho 
tranfgrdfed againft the Eternal his God, 
and went into the temple of the tternal 
to burn intenfe on the incenfe altar, ty 
But Azariah the prieft went in after him, 
and with him eighty of the Eternal’s 
jjrieft* valiant men. 18 And they with¬ 
stood king Uzziah; faying to him, It per- 
tkineth not to lhoe Uzziah, to bdrn in- 
cehfe to the Etelftftl, bnt to the priclti, 
Aaron's fins, that arc confccrated to burn 
incenfe: go out of the fandluary. for 
thou had crefpalfed; neither Ihall this be 
For thiut hohour from the Eternal Qod. 
19 Then Uzziah w$s wroth with the 
priefts; and having a ctnfure in his hand 
to burn incenfe, the leprofy role up in his 
forehead before the priefts in the Eter¬ 
nal’s houfe, from off the incenfe altar. 
40 Now Azariah the chief prieft, and all 
the priefts, looked upon him, and lo he 
wds leprous in his Forehead, To they thrult 
him out thence; yea, himfelf hafted alfo 
to go out, becaufe the Eternal had fmit- 
tffy him. 41 So he tAms leprous to the 
day of his death, and dwelt leprous in • 
feparate houfe, being cut off from thedE- 
temars houfe ; tind^ Jot ham his fon was 
over the king’sItoufe, judging fh(bpeople 
of the land. y . / 

22 Now the rdft of Uzziab’fi aO* ( firft 
and laft, Ifaiah-the pro^)het, fon oI’Aitidz, 
wrote.

J OTHAM was twenty-five yean old 
when he began to reign, and he 
rripnerl fixteen years in Jerufalem? his 
morher’s name alfo was Jcnilhih, the 
dr.tighter of Zadok. 2 And he Hid right 
before the Ercrn.il entirely, as his father 
ilzziah £lul; only he entered.not ihto the 
temple of the Eternal. Arid the people 
did yet coinintly. 3 He built the high 
gate of the Eternal*! houfc, and the 
tower on the wall he built much. 4 
Moreover, he built cities in the moun¬ 
tains of Judah, and caftles and .towers in 
the foreft K . 

5 He fought alio with the king of the 
Ammonites, sn.i prevailed. And the 
Ammonites gave him that year an hun¬ 
dred talents of filver, ami ten tboufand 
meafurea of wheat, and ten thousand 
of barley. So much did the Ammonites 
pay to him, both the ftcond year and the 
third. *6 P*» Jothnni became mighty, be- 
caufe he prepared his ways before tne E- 
ternal his 0#rt. 

7 Now ihe reft of Jotham’t afts, and 
h % w ars, and his ways, lo tl|f.y are writ- 


in'ont day, nil valiant men [ becaufe they 
bad'fdrfaken the Eternal God of their fa- 
thcMk 7 And Zichri, a mighty man of 
Epraim, flew Mannish the king’s fen*, & 
Azrikam the governor of the houfe, and 
Elkanih that .was next to the kjmg/ % 

And the IfraeKto carried away captive 
of their brethren two hundred thopfand, 
women, Tons, and daughters, and alfo 
much fpoil, to Samaria. 9 But a prophet 
of the Eternal named Oded, went out be¬ 
fore the boll that came to Samaria, and 
faid to them, Lo, becaufe the Eternal God 
of your fathers was .wroth with Judah, 
he delivered them int® your hand, and ye 
have flain them in a rage that reacheth 
up to heaven. 10 And now ye purpofe 
to keep the people of Judah and Jpruftt- 
lero for bond men and maids to you ;/ blit 
are there not with you alfo fins again!! 
the Eternal yoilr God? 11 Now, there¬ 
fore* hearken, and re fibre the captives 
which yr, hive taken captive of your bre¬ 
thren ; for thfc fierce wrath of the Eter¬ 
nal is upon you. ii t- Then foxrte of the 
heads of the Epbraimites, Azariah fon of 
Johannan, Berechiah fou of Melhillt- 
moth, and Jehizkiab fon of ShoJIuinfc and 
Atnafa fon of Hadlai, Hood up againft 
them that came from the.wrtr, 13'Sjaying 


ten in the book of tha Kings uf lftael 6c 
Judah. 8 He was twenty-fife years old , 
when he began to reign, and reigned fil- 
teen ycars in Jenifalem. 

9 And Jotham flept with his fathers, 
and they buiied him in the city of Da¬ 
vid ; and Ahaz his fon reigned in his 
Head. 

XXVIII. Ahaz, being nicked, if aJfUJ&td. 

A HAZ was tw nty years old when he 
bcgHh to reigh, and he reigned fix- 
tien year# in JerufoLui ; but he dtd not 
right before the Eternal, like David his 
father; i F01 he walked as the kings of 
Ifrael, and made alfo molten images fur 
Baalim. 3 Moreover, he burrit mcenfe 
in the vaile) i*f thr fon of Hiunom, and 
bumr his children tn 1 lie fire, alter th»u- 
beminatiou of the heathen, whom the E- 
teinal enft out betore the Ifraelites. 4 
He ficrifu.cd alfo, and burnt inccnfcon 
the liigli places, and on the hills, andun- 
dsr every green tree. 5 Therefore the 
Eternal bis Ood delivered him to the 
king of Syiu, who fmote him, and car¬ 
ried away very many of them captives to 
Damafcus; he was alfo delivered to the 
king of Ilrael, who fmote him with a 
great iloughter. 

« For Pckah fon of Reibaliah flew in 
Judah an hundred and twenty tbfiifond 


to them, Ye fliall not Itfjjvg the.captives 
hither ; for we have offended againft the 
Eternal already, Intend pe to add mora 
to.our Cm and trelpafs?

14 go. the f armed men left the 
captives, and the fpojl, before the princes 
and all the congregation. ^ 15. And the 
men already named took if he Captives, Ac 
with the Ipoil .clothed.ail the naked-a- 
mong them, and^hod them Jt and. gave 
them to eat and, tw drink, and anointed 
them, end carried thftfoebIt of thepi 
upon afles to Jcptirlvoi,. tht> city of palm 
trees, to their brethren; then they r 4 - 
furnvd to Samaria. 

16 At that time Ahaz feet to the king 
of Aflyria to help him. 17 For the Edo¬ 
mites came again and fmote Judah, and 
carried away captives, ij The Philif- 
tines alfo invaded the cities of the low 
country, and of the foutli of Judah, and 
took Beth-fliemefh, and Ajfdon, and Ge- 
derotb, and Shocho, with theit villages, 
and Timnah, with its villages^ Gimzo xl- 
fo and its villages, and dwelt there. 19 
For the Eternal brought Judah low, be¬ 
caufe of Ahaz king of 'llVacl* who made 
Judah naked, and tranfgrcfied tore igtinll 
the Eternal. 00 Now Tilgath-pilneiVr 
kitjp of Aflyri* came to anddUtrefled 
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him, but ft lengthened him not. ai'For 
Ahaz took a portion oat pf the (Eternal's 
houfe, and of the king's honfe, and of ..the 
princes, and gave it to the king of Afly- 
tia ; . but he helped'Him not. 

• 2i And in the time of his diftrefs Ahna 
trefpafled yet more againft the Eternal; 
*3 For he facrificed to the gods of Da- 
mafeus that fmote him, and faring, Be- 
caufe the gods of Syria help them, there¬ 
fore will I facrifice to them, that they 
may help me r but they were the ruin 
of him and of all Ifrael. 74 Ahaz 
at he red alfo the veflels of God's 
oufe, and cut them in pieces, and fhut 
up the doors of the Eternal's houle, and 
mane him altars m every corner of Jerti- 
falem. 75 And in, every feveral city of 
Judah he made high places to burn in- 
cenfe to other gods, provoking to anger 
the Eternal God of his fathers. 

26 Now the reft of his afts, and of all 
his ways, firft and laft, are written in the 
book of the Kings of Judah and Ifrael. 
27 And Ahaz flept with his fathers, and 
thpy buried him in the city Jertifalem, 
but:not in the fepulchtes of the kings of 
Ifi^afrl: and Hezekiah his fon reigned. in 
his ftead. 

XXIX. Hezekiah*s good reign. 
Ezekiah began to reign when he 
was $w<enty-five years old, and he 
reigned twenty-nine years in Jerufalem; 
and his mother's name was Abijah, the 
daughter of Zecfiariah. 2 And he did 
right before the Eternal, entirely as 
t>avid his father had done. 

3 In the firft month of the firft year of 
his reign, he opened the doors of the E- 
ternal’s htbufe, andrepaired them. I4 He 
brought J in alfo thd priefts, and the Le- 
Vites, and gathering them into the eaft 
ftreet, 5 He faid to them, Hear me, ye 
Eevites, confccrate now yourfelves, and 
fhe hdufe of the Eternal God of your fa¬ 
thers, and carry the pollutions out of the 
holy place. 6 For our fathers Hid evil 6t 
trefpafled againft: the Eternal our God, 
fnrfaking him, and turned away tbeir 
faces from his habitation, turning their 
backs. 7 They alfo fliut the doors of the 
porch, and put out the lamps, and burnt 
hot incenfe, nor offered burnt-offerings, 
in the holy place to the God of Ifrael. 

II Therefore the wrath of the Eternal was 
upon Judah and Jerufalem, and he deli¬ 
vered them to trouble, to aftonifoment, 
and to hilling, as ye fee with your eyes. 

9*For,- lo, our fathers have fallen by fhe 
fword; ar.d our Ions, and daughters, and 
wives, are in captivity for this. ioJJqw 


it fa ip thine heart fp make a covenant 
with the Eternal God of Ifrael, that his 
fierce, wrath may turn away frqm us. ; 1 
My Tons, be not hew negligent j fqr the 
Eternal .hath chofcp. you.to ftand before 
him, to ferve him, and minifter to hiifl> 
and burn incenfe. 

12 Thyn the Levitrs arpfe, Mahath the 
fon of Amafai. and Joel fon of Azariah, 
ofihefons of the Kohathites ; and of the 
fons of Merari, Kifli fon of Ahdi, andA- 
zariali fon of Jr hale lei; and of the Ger- 
flionites, Joah fon of Zimma, and Eden 
fon of Joah ; 13 And of Elizaphan’s fons, 
Shlmri, and Jeiel; and of Afaph’s fons, 
Zechariah and Mattaniab ; 14 And of 
Heman’s Tons, Jehiei and Shimei; and of 
Jerluthun’s fons, Shemaiah and Uzziel. 
15 They gathered their brethren * aud 
confecrating themfelyes, came according 
to the king's command, by the word of 
the Eternal, to cleanfe the Eternal's 
houfe.. 16 Lo the priefts went into the 
inner part of the.EternaPs houfe to cle^nfe 
it, and brought out bII the ^ncleannefs 
they found in the Eternal’s temple into' 
the court of the Eternal’s houfe. And 
the Levites took and carried .it to the 
brook Kidron. 17 They began on the 
firft day of the.firft month td confecratc, 
and on the eighth day or the month th^y 
came to the porch of the Eternal’s houfe, 
fo they confeciated the Eternal’s houfe jn 
eight days; and fin the fixteenth day pi 
the firft month they,finilhed it. 18 Then 
they went in.to king Hezekiah, and faid. 
We have cleanfed the Eternal’s houfe,.6c 
the altar of burnt-offeung, with all its 
veflels, and the: table of ia,cred brea,d, 
with all its veflels. 19 Moreover, all the 
veflels Which king Ahaz, in his reign, caft 
away in his tranfgreflion, haye we pre¬ 
pared and purified, and lo they are be fora 
the altar of the Eternal.. . 

20 Then Hezekiah rofe early, and ga¬ 
thered the rulers of the city, and went 
up to the Eternal s houfe. .21 And they 
brought feven bullocks, and feven rams, 
and feven lambs* and feven he-goats, for 
a fin-offering for the kingdom, the fape- 
tuary, and Judah; and he commanded 
tffe priefts, Aaron’s fons, to offer them on 
the Eternal's altar. 22 So they killed the 
bullocks, and the. priefts took the blood, 
and fprinkled it on .the alt/r; with the 
rams and lambs they did likewife. 13 
And they brought ^bc hc-goats for the 
fin-offering before the king and the con¬ 
gregation, and they laid theii hands on 
them : 24 And the, priefts killed them, 
and offered their bJcod on the altar, to 
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make atonement for fin for all Ifrafcl. ■ £5 
And he fet the Levhes in tile Eternal’s 
houfe with cymli.n'i, pfalteries, and harps, 
aftrr the command of D.ivid, of Gad the 
kind’s feer, and K.ithan the prophet; for 
fo was the Eternal’s command by his pro¬ 
phets. 1 6 So the Levites flood with Lhc 
infrrumentsof David, and the priefts with 
the trumpets. 17 And Hezekiah com¬ 
manded to offer the burnt-offering an the 
altar: and when it began, the fong to 
the Eternal began alfo with the trum¬ 
pet?, and the inflrumenls or lainod by Da¬ 
vid king of Ifrael. 78 Thus aU the con¬ 
gregation worfiiipped, and the fingers 
fang, and the trumpeters founded; and 
all this continued till the burnt-offering 
was finifhed. *9 And having finiflied of¬ 
fering, the king and all prefent bowed 
themfclves and worfiiipped. 30 More¬ 
over king Hezekiah and the princes com¬ 
manded the Levites to fing praife to the 
Eternal with the words of David and of 
Afaph the feer ; fo they fang praifes with 
gladnefs, and bowed their heads and wor- 
fliipped. 31 Then Hezekiah faid, Now 
ye have confecrated yourfelves to the E- 
ternal, come near and bring facrificcs fit 
burnt-offerings into the houfi of, the E- 
ternal; fo th^ congregation did fo ; and 
whoever were of a free heart, burnt-offer¬ 
ings. 32 Now the number of burnt-of¬ 
ferings the congregation brought' was fe- 
▼enty bullocks, an hundred rams, and two 
hundred iambs; all thefe were for a 
burnt-offering to the Eternal. 33 And 
the confecrated things wore fix hundred 
ox^n, and three thoufand flieep. 34 But 
the prielts weie too few to ftrip all the 
burnt-offerings ; therefore /heir brethren 
the Levites helped them til] the work 
wrts end' d, and till the other priefts bad 
confecrated themfeIves; for the Levites 
were more upright in heart to confecrate 
themfclves than the priefts. 35 The 
burnt-offerings ulfo were in abundance, 
with the far of peace-offerings, ntid the 
drink offerings for every peace-offering. 
So the lervict of the Eternal’s houfe was 
fet i.i order. 36 Now Hezekiah and all 
tile people rejoiced that God had prepar¬ 
ed the people: fur the thinwas done 
fuddenly. 

XXX Hezekiah proclaimeth a pajpuier^ 

N OW H'-zekiah lent to all Ifrael 
and Judah, and wrote letters alfo 
to Ephraim and Manaffah, to come to the 
Eternal 3 houfe at Jernlalcm, and keep 
the paffover to the Eternal God of Iliad. 
2 For the king had taken counfcl with 
hw ptinces, and nil the congregation in 


Jerufelem, to keep the paffover in the fe<- 
,cond month. 3 For they could no* keep 
it at the ufual time, btcaufe the prie’fts 
hod not purified themfclves fufficicntly, 
neither had the people affembled to Jeru- 
falem. 4 And this pleafed the king fie. all 
the congregation. 5 bo they eftablilhed 
a decree to make proclamation through, 
nil Ifrael, from Bcer-ilieba even to Dan, 
to come to keep the paffover to the Eter¬ 
nal God of Ifrael Jerusalem ; for the/ 
had not done it of a long time as it was 
written. 6 So the priefts went with the 
letters from the king and hisprin es thro* 
all Ifrael and Judah, by the king’s com¬ 
mand, faying, Ye Ifraclitcs, turn again 
to the Eternal God of Abraham, Ifaac, 
and Ifrael, and he will return to the rem¬ 
nant of you who are efcaped from the 
kings of Affyria. 7 And be not like 
your fathers and your brethren, who 
trefpiffed againft the Eternal God of their 
fathers, who therefore delivered them up 
to defolation, as /c fee. S Now, be not 
ft iff-necked l^ke your fathers, but yield 
yourfelves to the Eternal, and enter into 
his fan&uary he confecrated for ever, and 
fierve the Eternal your ,God, that the 
fiercenefs of his wrath may turn away 
from you. 9 For if y« turn again to the 
Eternal, your brethren and your children 
fhall find compafliop before thofe that 
lead them captive, fo they fhall come a- 
gain to this land ; for the Eternal your 
God is gracious and merciful, and will 
not turn away his favour from you, if ye 
return to him. 10 So the polls preffd 
from city to city, through the country of 
Ephraim fit Man^ffeh, even to Z-bntun; 
but they derided them and mocked them. 
11 Yet divers of After, and Manaffeb fit 
Zcbulun, humbled themfelves, and came 
to Jerufalan. ir In Judah alfo the hand 
of God Was to give them one heart to dp 
the king ’9 and the princes command, bj f 
the word of the Eternal. 

13 there affembled at Jcrufalem to 
keep the fealt of unleavened bread in the 
fceond month, a very great congregation. 
14 And they took away the idol altatfe 
that were in Jerufalem, with all thofe for 
incenfe, and call them into the brook Ki- 
dron. 15 Then they killed the paffover 
on the fourteenth day of the fecond 
month: ‘and the negligentpriclls and Le¬ 
vites wereafhamed, and purifying them- 
lelves, brought the burnt-offerings into 
the Eternal** houfe., 16 ThuyJtuod 
in their place as ufual, according to the 
latv wl Molds the man of God ; the priefts 
fpriukled the blood they received frwtn 
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the Levity: .17 Fpr many In the Congre¬ 
gation were not purifitd, therefore the 
Levites hnd the charge of kdllrig'the 
paflbvcrs for every one that was "not 
clfeao, to purify them to the Eternal. 18 
For many of Ephraim and Maiiaffeh, 1J- 
fachar and Zebu Inn, hail not cleanftd 
themfelves, fo they ate the paflb^er other- 
wife than it whs written; but Hezekiah 
prayed for them faying. The good Eter¬ 
nal pdrdon every one 19 That prepareth 
his heart to'feck God, the Eternal God of 
his fathers, though he he not cleanfed ac¬ 
cording to the purification of the fan&u- 
ary. 20 Aud the Eternal hearkened to 
him, and healed the people. 21 Now the 
Ifraelites that were prefent at Jerufalem 
kept the feaft of unleavened bread feven 
days with great ’ gladnefs; and the Le¬ 
vites and priefts praifed the Eternal day 
by day, Gaging with loud rnftraments to 
the EtemaL iz And Hezekiah fpake 
comfortably to all the prophets that 
taught the good knowledge of the Eter¬ 
nal; and they ate through the feaft fe¬ 
ven days, offering peace-offerings, and 
making confeflion to the Eternal God of 
t:Keir fathers. 23 The whole aflembly 
alfo took Counfel to keep othet feven days, 
and did fo with gladnefs. 24 For Heze¬ 
kiah king of Judah gave to the congre¬ 
gation a thoufand bullock*, jind feven 
thoufand fheep; And' the princes gave 
them a thonfahd bullocks, and ten thou¬ 
fand fiteep ; and s great number ef priefts 
purified themfelves. 25 So all the Con¬ 
gregation of Jqdah, with the ptiefts and 
Levites, and all the congregation that 
trame out of Ifrael, and the ftrangeit that 
came out from the land of Ifrael, and 
That dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. 26 So 
there was great joy in Jerufalem ; for 
ifince the days of 6olomon was not the 
^ike in Jernfalem. 

27 Then the priefts and Levites arofe 
and blcfled the people ; and their voice 
veas heard, and their prayer came up to 
the habitation of his holiuefs, even to 
hefcven. 


der, acco/tling t©' his fervlce, the priefts 
and the Levftcs for burnt-offerings, and 
peaci-ofterings, to miniftrr, and give 
thanks and ptaife at the gates of the K- 
ternaPs camps. 3 He appointed alfo the 
king** portion of his fubftance for the 
burnt-offerings, for the morning and e- 
vening, and for the fabhaths, and for the 
new moons, and for the fet feafts, as it is 
written in the law of the Eternal. 4 
Moreover, be commanded the people that 
dwelt in Jerufalem to give the portion of 
the priefts and the Levites, to encourage 
them in the law of the Eternal. 

5 Now as foon as the command was 
publjfhed, the Ifraelites brought in a- 
bundance the firft fruits of corn, wine, oil, 
and honey, and of all the increafe of the 
field ; and the tithe of all things abun¬ 
dantly. 6 As for thofe of Ifrael aud J\i- 
dah, that dwelt in the cities of Judah, 
they alfo brought in the tithe of oxen fit 
/beep, and of holy things confecrated to 
the Eternal their God, and laid by heaps. 
7 In the third month they began to lay 
the foundation of the heaps, and finifhed 
them in the feventh month. 8 And He- 
zekiah, with the princes, coming and fee¬ 
ing themj bleffed the Eternal, and his 
people Ifrftel. 9 When he qiteftioned the 
priefts and the Levites concerning the 
heaps, 10 Azariah the chief prieft, of 
Zadok’s houfe, ailfwered him thus. Since 
the people began to bring the offerings 
to the EternaFs houfe, we had enough to 
eat, and left plenty; for the Eternal hath 
bleffed his people, and this great (tore is 
what is left. 

u Then Hezekiah commanded to pre¬ 
pare chambers in ti e EternaFs houfe, 
which they did. 12 And brought in the 
offerings, tithes, and dedicated things, 
faithfully; ever which Cononiah the Le- 
vite was ruler, and Shimei his brother 
was the next. 13 And JehieJ, and Azz- 
ziah.aml Nahath, and Azabel, and Jeri- 
moth, and Jozabad, and ElitI, and lfnrra- 
chiah, and Mahath, and Benaiah, were 
overfeers under Cononiah and Shimei his 


XXXT. The people defiroy idolatry. 

N OW all this being finiflieii, ail the If- 
1 raelites prefent went to the cities 
of Judah, fit brake the images, cut down 
the groves, caft down the high places and 
the altars, through all Judah and Benja- 
rqro. in Ephraim alfo and Manaflehlm’n- 
ti 4 they had deftroyed them all. Then 
a II the Ifraelites returned, each to his pof- 
fflion in their own cities. 

% Hejrekiah rif> appointed the courfes 
of the priefts and the Levitts in their or- 


brother, at the command of king Heze¬ 
kiah, r.ncl Azriah the ruler of Gou’s 
houfe. 14 And Kofe fon of Imnali the 
Levite, the porter toward the eaft, was 
bver the free-will offerings of God, to 
diftribute the Eternal’s oblations, and the 
molt holy tilings. 15 And next him 
were Eden, znd Miniamin, and Jefhua, 
and Shemaiah, Am aria, and Shecaniah, 
in the priefts cities, in their fet office, to 
give to their brethren by courfes, as Well 
to the great as to the fwp.ll; 16 lkfidti 
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their genealogy df males, from three 
yrars old an *, upward, even to every ane 
that cntcr.'t:. into the Eternal’s b<mfi% 
his daily portion for their fcrvice in tneir 
charges, according to their courfes.; 17 
Both to the genealogy of the priefti by 
the houlV- of their fathers, and the Re¬ 
viles from twenty years old and upward, 
in their charges by tiicir courfcs; 18 And 
lu the genealogy of all their little ones, 
their wires, and their fons, and their 
daughters, through all the congregation; 
for * in Llicit fidelity they confecratcd 
thehnVlws with hojint-fs. 19 Of Aaron’s 
Ions alfo, the priefls in the fields in the 
fubur!:s of their cities, and in every 
AvcimI city, the men mentioned by 
name were to give portions to all the 
males among the prieits, and to all that 
were reckoned by genealogies among the 
Levites. 

ao And thus did Hezekiah through all 
Judah, doing what was good, and right, 
and true, before the Eternal his God. 21 
And in every work that he began in the 
fcrvice of God’s lioufe, and in the law, 
and in the commamK to feck his God, he 
did it wirli all his heart, and profptrcd. 
XXXII, 1 Sennacherib i/roadeth Judah. 
ITER tliefe things, and their con¬ 
firmation, Sennacherib king of Af- 
fyria came, and entering into Judah, en¬ 
camped againft the fenced cities, and 
thought to break them open to himfelf. 
2 But when Hezekiah faw. that Senna¬ 
cherib was come, and was purpofed to 
fight againft Jcrufidem, 3 He took coun- 
fei with his princes ind his mighty men 
to Hup the fountains of the waver with¬ 
out the city ; and they helped him. 4 
So much people alTimbled, whj Hopped 
all the fountains and brooks, tb.it ran 
through the lnidlt of the land, faying, 
Wny .hon'd the king* of Afiyria come 
&l kind much water? 5 He alfoltrength- 
ened himfelf, b 1 • iLc up all the wall that 
w .;5 br< k'-n clown, ra fing it up to the 
tuwe:s, and another wall without, and 
r. phied the fortief. of the dry of David, 
and m,i'!e d. ris and fiiields abundantly. 6 
He aim iM CaliUins of war uv.-r the peo¬ 
ple, end g .thered them to him in the 
Arm of tor gafe ot the city, and fpake 
Cci'iif.jrt.ii'l/ to them, laying, 7 he llrong 
ati 1 njiu ageous, be nut aliaid nor dif- 
inavtd lor the king of Alfyiia, nor all the 
multitude thut is wij^h him ; for there be 
inuie with us lbi*n with him. S With 
hun is an ar m ..f tic-di ; but with us is the 
Eternal yui Su l. b< Ip and ;o fight 


our battles. So the people relied on the 
words of Hezekiah king of udah 
9 After this Sennacherib king of Afiyria 
fen^ his fervants to Jcrufalem, (while lie 
was beficging Lachiih, with all his forces) 
to Hezekiah king of Judah, and to all Ju¬ 
dah that were at Jerufalem, faying. 10 
Thus faith Sennacherib king of Afiyria, 
Whereon do ye trmt, that ye abide in ih^ 
fiege in Jerufalcm ? n Doth not Heze¬ 
kiah perfuadc you to give up yourfelves 
to die by hunger and thirst, faying, The 
Eternal our God shall deliver us from the 
king of Afiyria 3 12 Hath not the fame 

Hezekiah destroyed his high places, and 
altars, and commanded Judah and Jeru- 
falem, faying, Ye shall worship before 
one altar, and bum incenfe on it ? 13 

Know ye not what I and my fath^rsbave 
done ro all the people of other lands? 
were the gods of thole lands any ways 
able to deliver their land from my hand ? 
14 Who among all the gods of thole na¬ 
tions, that my fathers utterly destroyed, 
could deliver his people from my band, 
that your God should be able to deiiver 
you from it 3 15 Now, therefore, let not 

Hezekiah deceive you, nor perfuadc you 
on this manner, neither yet believe him ; 
for no god of any nation or kingdom was 
able to deliver his people from my hand, 
and that of^y father’s; how much lefs 
fha’l your God deliver you frorp it, 16 
And his fervants fpake yet rpore againft 
the Eternal God, and his fervafct Hezeki¬ 
ah. 17 He wrote alfo letters to rail on 
the Eternal God of Il’rael, and to fpeak a. 
gainft him, faying, As the "ods of other 
lands iiiivc not delivered their people. JVom 
my hand, lb ihall not ^he Cod of Hezekiah 
deliver Lis people from it. i 3 Then they 
cried aloud in tin- jewsfpeech to^hc-p^o- 
ple of Jcrufalem on the wall, to affright 
and trouble them, that they might take 
the city. 19 And they fpake ugainfl the 
God nt J.-ruldiem as againft thole of the 
nai of the canli. the work of malt’s 
bunds. 20 And for this Hezekiah, and 
the prophet I1.1i.th the Ion of Amuz, pray-, 
ed and cried to Heaven. 

21 And the Etr. i:iil 1 r.t an angel, \yhb 
cut off all the Valiant men, and the lead¬ 
ers and captains in the camp of the king 
of Afiyria , lb he iciuriK-tJ with fhanve of 
fice 10 his own laud. And when he w;i$ 
come into the houfe of his God, Ins Ions 
(k-v him there with the fu*ord. 22 Thu* 
the Eternal fayed Hezekiah r«rjt! the inha- 
l.MtHUts of Jerusalem fiom Sennacherib 
k-ng (Tyrirt, and Item ail othcis, and 
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guarded them On evfery fide. 23 And ma¬ 
il^ brought gifts to the Eternal to Jerufa¬ 
lem, ana prefents to .Hezekinli kiftk of Ju¬ 
dah ; fo that he was magnified in tnfc fi^ht 
of all natious henceforth. 

14 In thole days H^zekiah fras ficJk, 
likely to die, and prayed to the Eternal; 
who fpake to him, and gave hirti ft fign. 
25 But he rendered not according fo thfc 
benefit done to him ; for his heart was 
lifted up : fo there was .wrath upon him, 
and upon Judah and Jerufalem. lfi But 
he was humbled, with the inhabitants of 
Jerufalem, for the pride of his heart; fo 
that the wrath of the Eternal came not 
upon them in his days. 

27 lie had exceeding much riches and 
honour; and made him Ireafuries fot fil- 
ver, and gold, precious ftones, fpices, and 
for fliields, and all pleafant thing*; id 
Storehoufes fcJfo for the increafe of corn, 
and wine, and oil; and ftalls for all man¬ 
ner of hearts, and herds at the flails. 29 
Moreover, he provided him cities, ahd 
poflt fliohs of flocks and herds abundantly; 
for God gave him lubftance very much. 
30 He alio flopped the upper waterfpring 
ofGihon, and brought it flraight dOWn to 
the Weft fide of the city of David. And 
he profpeted in all his works. 

31 Howbeit, in the matter of the am- 
hafladors of the'princC'i of Babylon, who 
lint to him fo'inquire of the wonder (2 
Kings, xX. 12 ) tione' in the land, God 
left him to try him, fhat he himftlf might 
know Whatever wis in his hearts 

32 Now the reft of His a<ft$, and his 
goodnefs, lo, they are written in the vifion 
of Ifaiah the prophet, the fon of Amoz, 
and in the book of the Kings ol Judah 
Ifrael. 33 And Ht2ekiah flept with his 
fathers, tnd they buried hinvin the chief 
of the fepulchres of David’s Tons, and all 

udah and the inhabitants cf Jerufalem 
id him honour at his death; and Mjinaf- 
ft-h his fon reigned in his (lead. 

XXXIII. manajfcb's wicked reign. 
Anasseu was twelve years oUi when 
he began to feign, and he reigned 
fifty-five years in Jerufalelm ; 2 But did 

evil before the Eternal, like the abomina¬ 
tions of the heathen, whom the Eternal 
call out befdre the Ifraelites. 

3' For he built again the high places 
Which Hezekiah his father had broke 
down, and feared up altars for Baalim, 
and made groves, and worfliipped and 
ferved all the holt of heaven. 4 He -alfo 
built idol altars in the houfe of the Eter¬ 
nal, whereof the Eternal laid. In Jerufa- 
leaa fliaii my name be perpetually. 5 For 
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he built ftltirs to all the hort of heaven 
in the two courts of the Eternal’s houfe. 
6 And he caufcd his children to pafs thro* 
the fire inthe valley of the fon of Hin- 
nom ; he alfo obferved tim^s, and ufed di- 
vinationk, and falfe figns, and dealt with 
a fpeaker frotn the belly, and magicians; 
be wrought much evil before the Eternal, 
to provfike him to anger. 7 And he fet a 
carved image (the idol he made) in God’s 
houfe, of Which God laid to David and 
Solomon, In this houfe, and in Jerufa em, 
which I have chofen before all the trih s 
oFIflrael, will I put rtVy name continually: 

8 Neither will I any more remove Ilrael 
out of the lahd I. appointed for your fa¬ 
thers ; if they ohlerve to do all I com¬ 
manded them, according to all the law, 
ftatutes, and ordinances, given hy Mofes. 

9 So Manafleh Made Judah and the inha¬ 
bitants of Jerufalem to err, and do worfe 
than the heathen, whom the Eternal de- 
ftfoyed befoA the Ifraelites. 

10 Aiid the fcternal fpake to Manafleh, 
and his people; but they would not hear¬ 
ken. 

1 r Therefore he brought upon them 
the Aflyrians, who took Manaffeh among 
the thorns, and binding him with fetters, 
carried him to Babylon, iz But in his 
affli&ion he fought the Eternal his God, 
and humbled himfelf greatly before the 
God of his fathers, 13 And prayed to 
him j who WaVeutreated of him, fit heard 
hi$ fupplication, and brought him again 
to JferiifaJem to his kingdom. Then Ma- 
nalleh knew that the Eternal was God. 
14 Now after this he built a wall with¬ 
out the city of David, on the weft fide of 
Gihon in the valley, even to the entry of 
the filh-gate, and enclofed the towel wal¬ 
ling it very high, and put captains of war 
in all the fenced cities of Judah. 15 He 
aifo took away the ftrange gods, and the 
idol, out of the Eternal’s houfe, and all 
the altars he built on 'the mount of the 
Eternal’s houfe, and in Jeriilalem, and 
caft them out of the city. 16 And he re¬ 
paired the Eternal’s altar, and facrificcd 
thereon peace-offerings and thank-offer¬ 
ings, and commanded Judah to ferve the 
Eternal God of Jlrael. 17 But the people 
facrificed ft ill in the high places, yet to 
the Eternal thcir God only. , 

1 3 Now the reft of Man^lfeh’s aefts, Sc of 
his prayer to his God, and the words of the 
feers that fpake to him in the name of the 
Eternal God cf Ur^el, Icy thfcy are writ¬ 
ten in the hook of the Kings of Ifrael: 
19 His prayer alfo, and how God was erf- 
freated of him, and all bis fim and tref 
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pafs, And ihr places wherein he built high 
places, and let up groves and gftfi&i 
imager before he was humbled, Jo, $ey 
arc written among the facings of the 
feers. 

30 So ManaflVh dept with his fathers; 
and they buried him in his own houfe : 
and Amon his Ton reigned in his Qead> ■ 

21 He was twenty-two years old when 
he began to reign ; and reigned two years 
in Jerufaiem. 22 But he did evil before 
the Eternal, like his father ; for he facri- 
fked to all the carved images which h<> 
father made, and ferveil them; 23 And 
humbled not himfcJf before the Eternal, 
as his father did ; but trofpafled more and 
more. 14 And his fervants confpired 4- 
gainft him, and Hew him in ty$ own 
houfe.

XXXIV. Jofiab's good reign. 

J OSIAH was eight years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned.in Je¬ 
rufaiem thirty-one years. 2 And he did 
right before the Eternal, walking as Da¬ 
vid his father, and declined not to the 
right hand, nor to the left. 

3 For in the eighth year of fiis reign, 
though yet young, he began to feek the 
God ofDawd his father; & in the twelfth 
yeat he began to purge Judah and Jerp- 
lalem from the high places, 6c the groves, 
and the carved images, ai)d the molten i- 
mages. 4 And they brake down the al¬ 
tars of Baalim hefure him ; and the fpn- 
intages he cut d >wn ; and the groves, and 
the carved images, and the molten images, 
lie In ake in pieces, aud beat to dull, and 
it rowed it on the graves of them that fa- 
enheed to them. 5 And he byrnt the 
lionts of the pnefts on their altars, and 
clean led Judah and Jerufnlem. 6 And 
the cities of Manaiitrh, and Ephraim, and 
Simeon, even unto Naphtali, with their 
in attacks, round about. 7 And having 
broken down the altars and the groves, 8c 
beaten the graven images to powder, and 
cut down all the idols through all the 
land ot lira cl, he returned to Jerufaiem. 

& Now, m the eighteenth year of hi* 
n ign, having purged the land, and the 
houfe he lent Shaphnn the fon of Azaluh, 
ami Maalenh governor of the city, with 
Joan len ol Juahaz the reorder, to r.pair 
the huvlc of the Eternal his God. o And 
commg to Hilkb-h the high pried, they 
delivered rl,c money that was brought,in¬ 
to the honk* ol Cod, gathered, by the Le- 
vjtcs that kept the doeis, from Majiafleh 


feribes, officers, and porters. 

14 And when bringing out the money 
that was brought into the Eternal’s houfe, 
Hilkiah the prieft found the book of the 
Eternal’s law, given by Mofes. 13 .Which 
lie told Shaphnn the feribe, and gave it to 
him, 1 6 Atid he carried it tp the king, 
faying, Alfo thy fervants d,o nil that was 
cominitted to them. 17 For they have 
given the money found in the Eternal’s 
houfe, to the overfeers, and the workmen. 
t8 He fald alfo to the king, Hilkiah .the 
prieft gave me a book. * Then he read it 
before him. ip Now the king hearing 
the words of the law, rent his clothes. 40 
And commanded Hilkiah, and iVUik.api 
fon of bhapban, and Abdon fon of Micaji, 
and Simplism the fciibe,.aiid Afaiah a fer- 
vant of the king’*, faying,. 21 Go, enquire 
of the Eternal fur me, and them that are 
left in Ifrael and Judah, concerning the 
words of this bqok ; for great wrath 
from the Eternal is poured out on ns, be- 
caufe our fathers have not kept the Eter¬ 
nal’s Word, to do all that is written in this 
- book. 22 So Hilkiah, with thofe the king 
appointed, went to Hnldah the propbetefs, 
wife of ShulUm fon of Tikvftli, fon of 
Hafrah, keeper of the wardrobe; (flic 
dwelt in Jerufaiem in the college of the 
prophets \) aiul they fpake to her of the 
matter. 

23 Then flie nnfwcred them, Tell. ye 
the man that feat you to me, 24'Thus 
faith the Eternal God of JfraeU JLo, I 
will Wing evil on this place, wirh its io- 
habitants, even all the curies written in 
the bqok they read before the king of Ju¬ 
dah ; 25 Becaufe they have foriaken me, 

and burned, inceufc to other gods, to pro¬ 
voke me to anger by all the works of their 
hands j therefore my wraih'Thall be pour- 
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dLcut on this pl^ce, and flidli not he 
■phchgd. 26 But tell alfo the. king of 
3K<hh, who font you to enquire df the H- 
ffcernal, 'thus faith the Eternal Gfod of If¬ 
rael concerning the Words thou- heardft; 
27 Becaufe thine heart .was tender, 8c thbu 
humbled ft thyfelf before God, when thou 
heardft his words agarnft this place, with 
its inhabitants, and hurhbling, didft rend 
thy clothes, and weep before me; I heard 
thee alfo, faith the Eternal. 28 L-o, I 
will gather thee to thy fathers, and thou 
lhalt be brought to thy grave in peace, 
thine eyes (hall not fee all the' evil I will 
bring on this place, with its inhabitants. 
So they related it to the king. . 

29 Then he Pent to afleruble alfthe el¬ 
ders of Judah and Jerufalem. 30 Then 
he went up into the Eternals boufe, with 
all the men ef Judah, the inhabitants of 
Jerufalem, the priefls the Levites, and all 
the people, great and lmaty; and read in 
their hearing all the w ords efthe book of 
the covenant found in the Eternal’s hdufe; 
31 And Handing in his place, he made a 
■covenant before the Eternal, to ferve him, 
hy keeping his commands, teftiinonies, and 
ftatates, wtth all his heart and foul, to per¬ 
form the words of the covenant written in 
this book, 3 z And he caufed all prefent in 
Jernfalerr. and Benjamin to Hand to it. So 
the inhabitants of Jerufaledi did according 
to the covenant of God, the God of their 
fathers. 33 Jofiah a 1 fo took away all a- 
botni nations out of alfcountries belonging 
to theTfraelites, and made all prefent in 
Ifiael ferve God, even the Eternal their 
God. And all his day6 they departed not 
from the Eternal^ the God of their fa¬ 
thers. 

XXXV. y.ojiah's pflflbver, and death. 
Oreover , Jufiah kept a pafTover to 
the Eternal in Jerufalem.; which 
they killed od the fourteenth day of the 
firft month, .2 He alfo let the priefls to 
their charges, and encouraged them to the 
fcrvice of the Eternal’s boufe, 3 And faid 
to the Levites, who taught all Ifracl, who 
were holy to,the Eternal, Put the holy ark 
in the hnufe Solomon foil of David king of 
Ifrael built ;■ it fhall not be a burden upon 
your (boulders, to carry it -away ', ferve 
now the Eternal your God, and his peo¬ 
ple Ifrael- 4 And prepare yourfelyes by 
your father’s families, in your courfes, ac¬

And Hand in the holy place according to 
the divifions of tlie families V thc;falhers 
of your brethren the people, and the divi- 
for the families of the Levites.

kill the parfbver, cortfecrate yourfelves, 8c 
prepare'your brethren, to do according to 
the wgrd of the Eternal by Mofes. 7 Apd 1 
Jofiah gave to the people, lambs and kid9 
of his flock, all for the paflover-offerings, 
for all prefent, to the number of flirty 
thou land, and three thoufand bullocks. 8 
His princes alfo gave willingly to the 
people, the priefls, and the Levites: Hi 1 - 
kiali, Zechariah, and Jehicl, rulers of 
God’s hnufe, gave to the priefls for the 
pnfibver-nffering.s two thoufand and fix 
hundred fmall cattle, and three hundred 
oxen. 9 Conauifth alfo, and Shemaii.h. 8c 
Nethaner 1 , hit brethren, and Halhal-iah, 
and Jeiel, and Jozabad, chief of the Lev¬ 
ites, gave to the Levites for paflover.offer- 
ings five thoufand fmall cattle, ard five 
hundred oxcri. 10 So the fervicc was pre¬ 
pared. and the priefls flood in their place, 
and tl^e Levites in their courfcs, according 
to the king’s commandment: 11 So they 
killed the palfover, and the priefls fprink- 
led the bloody and the L( vitei flript them. 
12 Then they removed theburnt-offelings, 
to give according to the divifions of the 
families of the people, to offer to the 
Eternal, as it is written in the book of 
Moles; and fo did they with the oxen, r3 
And they roafted the palfover according 
to the ordinance ; bnt the other holy of¬ 
ferings they boiled in pots, in caldrons, 8t 
id pans, and divided them fpeedily among 
all the people. 14 And afterward'they 
prepared for themfelves, and the pritfla; 
becaiife the priefls, Aaron’s Tons, were 
bufied in offering burnt-offerings ard the 
fat until night ; therefore the Levites 
prepared for themfelves. and for the priefls 
Aaron’s Tons. 15 And the fingers, Al'aphN 
fons, were in their place, according to the 
comm ami of David, and Alaph, and He- 
man, and Jeduthun the king’s feer ; and 
the porters waited it every gate; they 
might not depart from their fervice ; for 
their brethren the Levites prepared for 
them. 16 So all the Eternal’s fervice wav 
prepared the fame day, to keep the pafT- 
over, and to offer burnt-offerings on the 
Eternal's altar, according to king Jofiah’s 
command. 17‘Now the Jfraeliies prelent 
kept the paflbver at that time, with the 
feafl of unleavened bread levtn days. 18 
There was no luch paflbvtr kept in Ifrcel 
from the days of Samuel the prophet, by 
any other kings,of Ifrael, as this hy Jofiah, 
the priefls, the Levites, all Judah and If¬ 
rael .that were prefeint* 8c the inhabitants 
of Jerufalem. \i 19c! In the eighteenth 
year of JofiahVreign was this paffbier 
kept- 
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20 After all this, when Jofuh had pre¬ 
pared the temple. Necho king of Egjrpt 
came v> fight again't Carcherailb by Eu- 
pbr.ite ; and Jofiah wertt out againlt hirti. 
it Bi>> h-.-ftnt amha(Tailors to him, fay¬ 
ing, VVhac have 1 to do vyith thee, thou 
Ling of Jmlaii i I come not agiinlt thee 
this^day, but againlt the houfc wherewith 

1 have war; for my God commanded me 
to make haite ; forbear from meddling 
with my God, who is with me, that he 
deltioy thee not. 2 2 But Jofiah would 
not turn from him, but difguifird him felt 
to fight with him, and hearkened not to 
rhe words of Necho from the mouth of 
his God, lmt curne to fight In the valley 
of Megiddo. 23 So the archers (hot at 
king jofiah; and he laid to his fervants, 
llav*. nu- away, for I am fore wounded. 
24 So they took him out of his chariot, 
and put him m his fecond chariot, and 
brought him t© Jcrulafem, and he died, 
aud was buried in one of his lather’s fe- 
pnlclires; and all Judah and Jerufalem 
mourned for him. 

25 And Jerufalem lamented for Jofiah, 
ami all the Tinging men and the fingmg 
women fpake of Jofiah in their lamenta¬ 
tions to this day, fie made it an ordinance 
in liratl: lo, they are written in the La¬ 
mentations lor Jofiah.

J- Johoahaz, Jofiah’s 1’on, and made 
hi(D king in hivfatlier’s (lead in Jerufalem.

3 For the king of 
Leypt removed him from Jernfalem, and 
condemned the land in an hundred tajents 
of filver, and a talent of gold. 4 And 
made fcliakim his brother king over Ju¬ 
dah and Jerufalem, and changed iiis name 
to Jehoiakim. And Necho carried Je- 
lioaliaz his brotlier to Egypt.

10 And at the 
return of the year, Nebuchadnezzar fent 
and brought lura to Babylon, with the 
goodly vefftls of the Eternal's houfe ; Sc. 
made Zedekiah, his father's brother, king 
over Judah and Jerufalem. *

N OW, in the firft year of Cyrus king 
of Perfia, that the word fpoken by 
Jeremiah from the Eternal might be ful¬ 
filled) ihe ftirred up the fpirit of Cyrus 
king of Perfia, to make a proclamation 
through his kingdom, and put it alfo in 
writin?, faying, 2 Thus faith Cyrus king 
of Perfra, . The Eternal God of heaven 
hath given roe all the kingdoms of the 
earth; and charged me, hy his prophet % 
to build him an houfe at Jerufalem in Ju¬ 
dah ; 3 Who is there of all his people a- 
irong you ? his God be with him, and let 
him go up to Jerufalem in Judab, and 
build the Eternal God «f IfraePs houfe, 
(he is the true God) whofe temple was 
in Jerufalem. 4 And whoever remaiueth 
fojourning in any place, Jet tho men of 
his place help him with filver, and gold, 
and goods, and with beafts, befrdes the 
free-will offering for the houfe of God in 
Jerufalem. 

5 Then rofe up the chief fathers of Ju¬ 
dah and Benjamin, and the priefts and 
Levitts, with all thofe whofe fpirit God 
ftirredup, to go up to build the Eternal's 
houfe in Jerufalem. 6 And all who 
were about them helped them with vef- 
fels of filver, with gold, with goods, and 
beafts, and precious things, befides all 
that was willingly offered. 

7 Cyrus the king, alfo, brought forth 
the. veffels of the Eternal's houfe. which 
Nebuchadnezzar brought from Jerufa¬ 
lem, and put into the houfe of his gods, 8 
Cyrus caufed bring them forth by the hand 
of Mithredath the treafurer, who num¬ 
bered them out to Sheftibazzar, the prince 
of Judah. 9 Their number was thirty 
golden bowls, a thoufand filver ones, and 
twenty-nine knives, 10 Thirty golden 
batons, four hundred and ten filver one* 
of a fecond fort, and other veffels a thou¬ 
fand. 11 AU the golden and filver vef¬ 
fels were five thoufand Rnd four hundred; 
all which Shcflibazzar brought up with 
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them of the captivity, who come up from 
Babylon to Jerufalem.

Moles the man of God. 3 As foon as 
they fet the altar upon its bafes, (becaufe 
the fear of the people of thole countries 
was upon them), they offered burnt-ofter- 
ings thereon to the Eternal, morning md 
evening : 4 They kept alfo the feaft of 
tabernacles, as it is written, (Esnd/ xxiii. 
i'>•) and offered the daily burnt-offering!? 
by number, according to cuftom, as the 
duty of everyday required ; 5 And after 
that the continualhurnt-ofteiijUf, and the 
conleri uted things of the new moons, 61 
ot all the fet feafts of the Eternal, and of 
every one that offered a free-will offering 
to the Eternal. 6 From the firft day of 
the leventh month he began to offer 
burnt-offerings to the Eternal, when th« 
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f iatiott oF^fipt^mplfe was not Uld. ■ 7

And all the high mountains and hills, (as 
abloJute monarchies,/, 13 And againft 
every high tower, and every fenced wall, 
(all fupporters of tyranny), 16 And a- 
gainft all Tarfliifh iliips, and all pleafaut 
pi&ures, (all avarice and luxury); 17 
And human pride fliall be humbled, stnd 
rheir haughtinefs abafed : and the Eter¬ 
nal alone fliall be exalted io that day. 1J 
Aad tlie idols he fliall utteiJy abolish. 19 
And they shall go into the holes of the 
rocks, and the Caves of the earth, for fear 
of the Elernalfand for the glory of his 
majefty, when he ariieth to ftrike the 
earrh with terroF. 20 Id that day a man 
shall call away his idols of filver and gold, 
which they made to worship, to the 
mole.% and to the hafts, (in their holes) ; 
21 To go into the clefts of the rocks, and 
to the holes of the ragged rocks, for fear 
of the Eternal, and for the glory of his 
majefty, when he nrifeth to shake tciribly 
the earth.

III. Ruin by luxury , pride , and vanity . 

F OR, lo, the Eternal, the Eternal God 
of hofls, will lake away from Jerufa- 
lem and Judah, every iby and lupport, 
th e whole (lay ofliread and water, 2 lhc 
mighty, and the warrior, the judge, and 
the prophet, the diviner, and the fage, 3 
The captain of-fifty, and the honourable 
man. the cpunfellur, and the fkilful attift, 
and the eloquent orator. 4 And I will 
make hoys their princes, and infants fhail 
rule over them. 5 And the people fliall 
0[)|)r(fs one another, every one his neigh¬ 
bour : the hoy fliall behave proudly a- 
guinft the elder, and the bale, ngainft the 
honourable. 6 Therefore fliall a plan 
t-ike l.is brother of his father’s houfe by 
the garment, faying, Come, be thou our 
ruler, and let thy hand lupporc our ruin¬ 
ous ftatc.

12 But go ye now to Shiloh, 
where I fet the ark for my name at firft, 
and fee what I did to it for Ifrael Vwick- 
eonefs. 13 And now, becaufe ye have 
done all thefe works, faith the Eternal, 
when I fpake to you early, but ye would 


not hearken; and I called you, but ye an¬ 
swered not; 14 Therefore J will do to 
this houfe called by my name, wherein ye 
truft, and to the place which I gave you 
and ypur fathers, as I have done to Shi¬ 
loh. 15 And I will caft you out of irrv 
fight, at I call out all your brethren, even 
the whole feed of Ephraim. 16 Therefore 
Fray not at all for -this people, nor cry, 
nor make intercefiion to me for them : for 
X will not lie at ken to thee. 

*7 Sec ft thou'not what they do in the 
cities of Judah, and in the ftrcetsof Jcru-- 
(alem ? iS I he children gather wood, 
and the fathers kindle the fire, and thr 
women knerd their douph, to make rake* 
to the moon the queev: of heaven, and to 
pour out drink-offerings to other gods, to 
provoke me to anger, jp And debafe 
themselves to the confulion of their own 
faces. 20 Therefore thus faith the Lord 
God, Lo, mint anger and my fury shall be 
poured out on this place, on man and 
be a ft, and the trees of the field, and the 
fruit ol the ground; it shall burn, and 
not be quenched. 

21 Thus frith the Eternal God of hofts, 
the God of Ifrael, You put your burnt-of¬ 
ferings to your facrifices, and cat their 
flesh, •which ye ought not. 22 For I Ipake 
not f>tjl to your fathers, nor comfTuuled 
them in the day I brought them our ;d 
Egypt, concerning burnuofK rings or fii- 
crifices , as tbe chief thing. 23 But this 
is the thing I commanded them Jit/?, lay¬ 
ing, Obey my voicr, and I will hr your 
God, and.ye shall be-my people ; 6c walk 
in all the ways I command • you, that it 
may be well with you. 24 But they har¬ 
kened not, nor inclined their ear, but 
walked in the counfcls and imagination of 
their evil heart, and went backward, and 
not forward. 25 Since the day your fa. 
thfcrs came out of Egypt to this day, I c- 
v> fent to you all my fervantj the pro¬ 
phets, and that daily, riling early. ?6 
Yet they hearkened not to me, nor in¬ 
clined their ear, but hardened their neck ; 
they did worfc than their fathers. 27 
Therefore thou slialt (peak all thefe words 
to them ; but they will not hearken to 
thee: thou shalt alfo call them; but they 
will not anfwer thee.

3a Therefore, behold, the days come, 
faith the Eternal, that it shall no more 
lie cidjed Tophet, nor, The valley of Uin- 
nom’s ion, but, The valley of Slaughter: 
for they shall bury in Tophct till there 
be iiu room 33 And the cart-ales ot this 
people flail he meat tor the iovvls of hea¬ 
ven, arm the beaft? of the earth ; and 
none Hull fright them away. 34 Then I 
will caule to cestfe ft uni Judah’s cities, 
anti iron Jerufalem’*;ftreets, the voice of 
mirth ana glauncfs, of the bridegroom 
and the bride ; for the land lhall be deli), 
late,

T tint time, faith the Eternal, tiir-jr 
fiiall bring the hones of the kings ot 
Jud.ih aTicl thole of his princes, and thole 
of 1 he priefts, end of the prophets, und of 
tfa ic::..hiuiitsof Jerufalem, out of their 
g*-i. : ■ 1 And fprcaci them before the 

Inn, 1 in moon, and all the holt of heaven, 
whom 'Ley E-vwl, ami fcrvctl, and tallow¬ 
ed, h. i<l fought, and wmiiiipped: they 
fhnU not he- gathered, nor be buried, hut- 
be io: dung on the face of the earth. 3

Jeruiilem Hidden back hy a perpetual 
backfiiJinjr } they hold fall deceit, they 
ref;.lie to :vturn. 6 1 hearkened and heard, 
but they fpakc not aright : no man re¬ 
pented of his wickedncl's, faying, What 
have I done ? every one turned to his 
rilurfe, as the horfc rulheth into the battle. 
7 Even the rtork in the heavens knows her 
Icafon, and the turtle, .the crape, and the 
{wallow, obfarve the time fortheir com¬ 
ing ; hut my people know not the judg¬ 
ment of the Eternal; 8 How fay ye. We 
are wile, and the law of the Eternal is 
with us ? Lo, certainly in vain he made 
it for you ; the pen of the feribes is in 
vain. 9 The wife men are afliamed, dif- 
mayed, ami taken: Jo, they rejected the 
word of the Eternal; and what wifdom 


is in them > 10 Therefore I will cive 

t^eir wives, and pbeir fields to others that 
Oia.ll inherit them ; for every one, from 
the* leurt even to the gre-ateft, is given tp 
covetoufnefs, from the piophet even :o the 
pritft, every one deals fillely. 11 For 
they headed the breach of my people

14 Why fit 
we lti!l ? aUemblrr, and let us enter into 
the fenced cities and be filent there ; for 
the Eternal our God hath put us to 
filence, mid given 111 water of gall 
to drink, becauie wc fumed againft him. 
15 Wc looked for pouire, but no good 
came ; and for a time of healing, .*nri be¬ 
hold trouble 1 16 The fnorting of his 

holies was heard from Dan ; the whole 
land trembled at the neighing of bis ftrong 
ones: for Utey arc come, and have de¬ 
voured the faiul, .with all tnat is f |n it; 
the city, with thole that dwell therein. 
17 For, lo, 1 will fend frrpsnts, cocka¬ 
trices, among you, which will nor be 
charmed, and they fiiall bite you, faith 
the Eternal. 

iS When T jvoit’d comfort my fed f a- 
gaiuft furrow, my heart is faint in me. 19 
Be-hold, the voice of the cry of my people, 
becaufe ol them that dwell in ifar coun¬ 
try. Is riot the Eternal in Zion > is not 
her K-ing in her, faying, Why have they 
provoked me lo anger with their graven 
images, and wiih the vanities of fir an¬ 
gers ? 10 The haivcfl is part, the fum- 

mer is.ended, and we are not laved- n 
For the breach of my people I am hurt; 
I am gloomy, allonithmcnt hath feized 
me. Is there no balni in Gilead? is 
there no phyfician there ? why then is 
not the health of the daughter of my peo¬ 
ple recovered ? 

IX. The Jews, fin and mijery lamented. 
H that my head were waters, And 
mine eyrs a fountain of tears, thit I 
might weep d*y and night lor the flain 
•.jof my people 1 2 Oh that I had in the 

wilderncfs a lodging-place of travellers, 
that I might leave my people, and retire 
from them ! for they are all adulterers, 
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treacherous pn the folemn day. 3 And 
they bend their tongues like bows for 
lies; but they are not valiant for the 
truth up.in the earth : hr they proceed 
from evil to evil, and know not me, faith 
the Eternal. 4 Let every one "be aware 
of his neighbour, and trull not in any bro¬ 
ther : for every brother will utterly de¬ 
fraud, and every neighbour will walk a- 
bout with flanders. 5 And they will de¬ 
lude every one his neighbour, and not 
fpeak truth : they have taught their 
tongue to fpeak lies, and weary them- 
felves to commit iniquity. 6 Thine ha¬ 
bitation is in the midft of deceit; thro’ 
deceit they refufe to know me, faith the 
Eternal. 7 Therefore thus the E- 
ternal God of hofts, Behold, I will try 
them, and nrove them ; for what fliall I 
not do for my people? 8 Their topgue 
is as an arrow hammered out; it fpeaks 
deceic: when one fpeaks peaceably to his 
neighbour with his mouth, in his heart 
he lycth in wait for him. 

9 Shall I not punish them for -thefe 
things > faith the Eternal; shall not my 
foul be’avenged on fuch a nation as this? 
10 For the mountains I Will take up a 
weeping and wailing, even for the paf- 
tures of the wildernefs a lamentation, be T 
caufe they are burnt up, fo that none pafs 
through them ; neither^an man hear the 
voice of the tattle: both the fowls of the 
air and the hearts are fled away- 11 And 
I will make Jerufalem heaps, and a den of 
dragons; and the cities of Judah defolate, 
without inhabitant. 

12 Who is a tfrife man, to underftand 
this ? and to whom the Eternal hath fpo- 
ken, that he may declare, foi; what the 
land pensheth and is burnt up like a wil- 
dernefs, that none pafil-th through ? 13 

For the Eternal faith, Becaufe they have 
forfaken ray law I fet be foie them, and 
not obeyed my wbrd, nor walked there¬ 
in ; 14 But walked after the imagina¬ 

tion of their own heart, amf after Baalim, 
which their fathers taught them ; 15 

Therefore thus faith the Eternal God of 
hofts, the God of Ifrael, Behold, I will 
feed this very people with wormwood, &c 
give them water of gall to drink. 16 X 
will fcatter them alfo among the heathen, 
whom neither they nor their fathers 
knew • and fend a two id after them, till 
I have confumed them. 

17 Thus faith the Eternal God of hofts, 
Confider, and call the mourning women, 
and fend for wife otles; 18 Let them alfo 
make hafte, and let thehi take up a la¬ 
mentation for us; let our own eyes alfo 


caufe the tears to run down, and our cye- 
1 ids the water to flow. T9 For a voice 
of wailing is heard fiom Zion, How are 
we fpoiled ! we arc greatly confounded 
becaufe we have forfaken the land, as our 
dwellings have cart us out. 30 Now 
hear the word of the Eternal, ye women, 
fit let ypur ear receive it from his mouth, 
and teach your daughters wailing, and c- 
very one her neighbour lamentation : 21 
. For death is come up into our windows, 
and-emered into our palaces, to cut off 
the children from being without, and lire 
young tnen in the rtreecs. 22 Say, Thu* 
faith the Eternal, tEven the carcafcs of 
men.shall fall as dung on the open field, 
and as the handfuls after the reapers, and 
none shall gather them. 

23 Thus faith the Eternal, Let not the 
wife man glory in his wifclem, nor the 
mighty in his might, nor the rich in hi* 
riches : 24 But let him that glories, glo¬ 

ry in this, that he underflands and know* 
me, that I am the Eternal who exeicife 
loving-kindnefs, judgment, and rigbteouf- 
nefs in the earth; for in thefe things I 
delight, faith the Eternal. 

25 Behold, the days come, faith the E- 
ternal, that I‘will punish all who are tir- 
cumcifed with the uncircumrifcd : 26 

Egypt, and Judah, and Edonr, the Ani- 
iponites, Mdab, and all that are in the 
utmoft corners, that dwell in the wilder- 
■nefs: for all thefe nations are uncirrum- 
cifed, and all Ifrael are uncircumcifed in 
heart. 

X. Comparifon of Cod and idols. 

EAR the Eternal’s word to you, O 
houfe of Ifrael ; 2 Thus faith the 

Eternal, Learn not the heathens way, and 
be not difmayed at the fig ns of heaven ; 
for the heathen are difmayed at them. 3 
For the cuftoms of thofc people arc vain; 
for one cuts a tree in the foreft (the work 
of an artift’s hand) with an axe. 4 They 
deck it with filver and gold, ihey faften 
its parts with nails and hammers, that it 
may not totter. 5 They are ftraight as 
the palm-tree, but cannot fpeak ; they 
muft needs be carried, becaufe they can¬ 
not go. Be not afraid of them : for they 
can do no ^pil, neither alfo is there any 
thing in them to do good. 6 For there 
is none like to thee, O Eternal ; thou art 
great, and thy power is great in might. 7 
Who would not fear thee, O King of na¬ 
tions ? for to thee it belongs ; for among 
all the wife men of the nations, in all their 
kingdoms, there is none like to thee. 8 
But they are altogether fenfclefs and ig¬ 
norant; that-Wood is vain for inftruifliob- 
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9 Silver Thread into plates is brought from 
'i'arshisli, anil gold from Uphaz, the work 
of the artiil’s and of the founder’s hands; 
blue and put pie is their clothing; they 
an: all the work of cunning men. 10 
But the Eternal is the living and true 
God, and the everlasting King; at his 
wrath the earth shall tremble, and the 
nations shall not be able to abide his in¬ 
dignation. ii Thus shall ye fay to them, 
in the Chaldean language, The gods that 
made not the heavens and the earth, shall 
parish from the earth, and from under 
tliefe heavens. ia He made the earth by 
his power, be eftaldishcd the world by his 
wildoin, and stretched out the heavens by 
his understanding. 13 When he uttereth 
his thundering voice there is a noife of 
waters in the heavens, he caufeth the va¬ 
pours to afeend from the borders of the 
earth ; he makes lightnings with rain, fic 
b'ings forth the wind out of his trealures. 
J4 livery man is too fenfelefs to know; 
every founder is ashamed thro’ the graven 
image ; for his molten image is fallehood, 
there being no bieiith in them. 15 They 
are vanity, and the work of errors; in 
the time of their violation they shall pe¬ 
rish. 16 The Portion of Jacob is not 
like them ; for he is the former of all 
things; and Iirael is the tribe of his in¬ 
heritance ; The Eternal God of hosts is 
his name. 

17 Gather thy wares out of the land, 
O inhabitant of the fortrefs ; 18 For thus 

faith the Eternal, B hold l will fling out 
the lands inhabitants, at this time, and 
dirt refs them, that they may know them- 
f.lvvs.

XI. God's covenant proclaimed. 

^HE word that came to Jeremiah, 
from the Eternal, faying, 2 Hear 
ye the words of this covenant, and fpeak 
to the men of Judah, with the inhabitants 
of Jerufalem, 3 Saying to them, thus 
faith the Eternal God oflfrael, Curfed be 
the man that obeyeth not the words of 
this covenant, 4 Which I commanded 
your fathers at the time I brought them 
out of Egypt, fiom the iron fur.-iacc, fay¬ 
ing, Obey my voice, and do, according to 
all which I command you : fo fliall ye be 
my people, and I will be your God ; 5 

That I may perform the oath I (wore to 
your fathers, to give them a land flowing 
with milk and honey, as it is this day. 
Then anfwered I, faying, fo let it be, O 
Eternal. 6 Then the Eternal fa id to me. 
Proclaim all thefe words in the cities of 
Judah, and in the flieets of Jerufalem, 
faying, Hear ye the words of this cove¬ 
nant, anti do them. 7 For I fully tefti- 
fied to your fathers, the day I brought 
them out of Egypt, even to this day, St 
diligently profiting, and faying. Obey 
my voice. 8 Yet they obeyed not, nor 
inclined their ear, but walked every one 
in the imagination of their evil heart; 
therefore I will bring upon them all the 
threatnings of this covenant which I com¬ 
manded them to do; but they did them 
not. t) The Eternal laid alfo to me, A 
confpiracy is found among the men of Ju¬ 
dah, and the inhabitants of JevuLalcm. 
10 Hie y are turned back to the iniquities 
of their forefathers, who refufed to hear¬ 
ken to my words; and went after other 
gods to ferve them: Ifrael and Judah 
have broken my covenant, I made with 
their fathers. 

1: Therefore thus faith the Eternal, 
lo, I will bring evil upon them, which 
they Htall not be able toclVapc ; and tho' 
they cry tome, I will not hearken to them.

13 
Then thou (halt fay, Thus faith the Eter¬ 
nal, B.hold, I will fill alj the inhabitants 
of this land, even the kings that fit upon 
David’s tlirpn.e, and the priefts, apd the 
prophets, and all Jcrufalcm's inhabitants, 
with clrunkennefi.

Thus faith the Lord God, In the day I 
chofe Ifrael, and lifted up mine hand to 
Jacob's offspring, and made myfelf known 
to them in Egypt, when I fware to them, 
faying, I am the Eternal your God ; 6 
As alfo thereby to bring, them out of E- 
gypt into a land flowing with milk and 
hooey, the glory of all lands; 7 Then I 

faid to them, Caft away every one tht a- 
bominations that are before his eyes, and 
defile not yourfelves with the idols of E- 
gypt, as I am the Eternal your God. 8 
But they rebelled againft me, and would 
not hearken to me ; they did not efrry 
one rejedt the abomination they faw, nor 
forfake the idols of Egypt ; then I faid, I 
will pour out my fury upon them, to ac- 
compliih my anger againft them in Egypt. 
9 But I wrought for my name’s fake, that 
it should Hot be polluted before the hea¬ 
then, where they were, before whom I 
made myfelf known to them, by bringing 
them ont of Egypt. 

10 So 1 brought them into the wilde r- 
nefs. 11 And I gave them my ftatates 
and judgments, to do, and live thereby, 
la I gave them alfo my fabbatbs, for a 
fign between me and them, to know that 
I the Eternal far.dtify them. 13 But If¬ 
rael rebelled againft me in the wilder- 
eefs; they walked not-in my ordinance*, 
they defpifed my judgments, by doing 
which they shall live ; and my fabbatbs 
they greatly polluted ; then I faid, 1 
would pour out my fury upon them in the 
wildemefs, to cor fume them. 14 But 1 
adled for my name's fake, that it be n6t 
profaned by the heathen, before whom 1 
brought them out. 15 Yet 1 refufeJ in 
the wildemefs to bring them to the hud 
I had allotted them ; 16 Eecaufe they 

'defpifed my judgments, and walked not 
in my ordinances, but polluted p.y fab- 
baths ; for their heart went after their i- 
dols. 17 Yet mine eye fpared to deffroy 
and con fume them in the wilderaefs. 18

ye net in your fathers ways, nor obferve 
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their manners, nor defile yourfelves /with 
their idols.

Sc practice 
my judgments : ao And hallow my fab- 
baths; for a fign between me and you, fd 
know 1 am the Eternal your God. at 
Yu the children rebelled again ft me ; 
they walked not in my ordinances, nor 
pradlifed my judgments, to live by them ; 
they profaned my fabbaths: then I 
threatned to pour out my fury on them, 
and accomplish my anger againft them in 
the wildernefs. aa Yet I withheld mine 
hand, and Rifled for my name’s fake, that 
it be not polluted in the heathens fight, 
before whom I brought them out. 23 I 
threatned alfo in the wildernefs to fcatter 
them among the heathen, and difperfe 
them through the countries; 14 Bec&ufe 
they executed not my judgments, but de- 
fpifed ray ordinances, profaned my fab- 
baths, and luftad for their fathers idols. 
25 Have I given them ordinances that 
were not good, or laws, whereby they 
ILould not live ? 1 6 Made I them impure 
by their gifts, when I confecrated to my- 
ie!f their tirft-born, to rivifli them with 
admiration, that they might know that I 
am the Eternal ? 

17 Therefore, fon of man, fay to Ifrael, 
Thus faith the Lord God, Yet in this 
your fathers blafphemed me, in trcfpafling 
agaioft me. 28 For when I brought them 
into the lnnd I allotted them, when they 
faw an high hill, or thick trees, there 
they offered facrifices, and prefented the 
provocation ot their offering ; and made 
their fweet favour, and poured out their 
drink-offerings. 29 Then I faid to them. 
What is the chapel whereunto ye go ? 
It* name is called a Chapel to this day. 
30 Therefore fay tplfrael, Thus faith the 
Lord God, Will ye be polluted iikp your 
fathers, by idol whoredom, and their abo¬ 
minations?

33 I live, faith the Lord God, fure- 
ly with a mighty hand, and a ftretched- 
imt arm, and fuey poured out, I will role 
over you. 34 And I will bring you from 
the propie, and gather, you opt of the 
countries wherein ye are Icattcred, with a 
aughty hand and a ft retch e<l-out arm, 
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fury poured out. 35 And I will bring 
you into the wildernefs of the eaftern 
people, and ther* I will plead with you 
face to face, at tbe millennium. 36 Lika 
as I pleaded with your fathers in the Wil¬ 
dernefs' from Egypt, fo I will plead with 
you, faith the Lord God, 37 And I wiU

37 He delivers, fit refeues, 
and works fig ns and wonders in heaven 
and on earth, wlmdelivered Daniel from 
the power of the lions.- 2S So this Da¬ 
niel profpered in the reign of Darius, and 
in that of Cyrus the Perfian. 

VII. I>aniel*s prophetic vifion. 

N the firft year of Belihazzar king of 
Babylon, Daniel bad a dream, and vi- 
fions of his head on hisbed; then he wrote 
the dream, expreffing the fum ofthe mat¬ 
ters. 3 Daniel fpake, faying, I faw in my 
vifion by night, the four winds of heaven, 
many wars, ftrove On the great fea of na¬ 
tions. 3 And four great beafts, or mo¬ 
narchies, came out of the fea, diverfe 
from one another. 4 The firft {Babylon) 
was like a lion, and had eagle's wiegs, 
fpeedy conquers- 1 beheld till its wings 

Were plucked off, whereby it then was 
lifted up from the ground, and made ftand 
on its feet as a weak man, Sc a frail man’s 
heart was given to it. 5 And, behold, a 
fecood, ri%. Perfa, Irke a bear, it railed 
up itfelf On one fide, the Perjian , and it 
had three talks, oir rciilms , between its 
teeth ; and it was laid to it, Arife, devour 
much ffefli. * 6 After this I beheld ano¬ 
ther like, a 1 leopard,, -cioi. Greece , which 
had on its back four wings of a fowl, as 
quick conqucfls : it had four heads, or 
principalities', and dominion was given 
to it. 7 After this I faw in my night- 
vifions a fourth beaft, Rome , dreadful and 
terrible, and exceedingly ftrong, it had 
great iron teeth : it devoured, brake in 
pieces, ard ftamped the reft with its feel : 
it was different from all the beafts that 
were before it; and it had ten horns, or 
dominions. 8 Whilft I contemplated the 
horns, another little horn came up among 
them, the papacy , before which three of 
the firft horns were rooted out; anri;.lo, 
in this horn were-eyes-like a devout man’s, 
and a mopthfpeaking'great things. 

9 I beheld till the earthly thrones were 
call down, and the Ancient of days, the 
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Almighty, King , and Judge, fat, whofe 
robe was vyhite as /now, and his hay lil^e 
the pure wool': his throne was like the 
fiery flame, fie his chariot wheel} as burn¬ 
ing fire. to A fiery flood flowed out 
from before him, a thoufand thousands of 
angels mini fie red to him, ten thoufand 
times ten thoufand flood before him the 
judgment of papacy took place, and the 
bookfi were opened, (Rev. xx. 15.) it J 
beheld then becaufe of the voice of the 
great words which the papal hprn fpake ; 
.1 beheld even till the papal beaft ,was 
flain, and his body deftroyed, being giyen 
to the burning flame. 13 The reftofjthe 
fecular beasts had their dominion taken 
from them : yet their lives were prolong- 
for a time and feafon. 13 In-the nighi- 
vifions I beheld one like the Son of man, 
Mejfahy coming in the clouds of heaven ; 
and he came to the Ancient of days, that 
he might-be placed before him. 14 Afld 
there was given him-dominion, fie honour, 
and a kingdom, that the people of all (ra¬ 
tions and languages fliould feive hi(h : 
his dominion is eve,-lasting, it paffcfh 
not away, fit his kingdom fliall not porijfh. 

15 I Daniel was grieved in my fpirit 
within, my body, and the vifi«n* of my 
head troubled me. 16 I approached one 
of them (i. e. angels) that ftaod by, and 
a filed him the meauing of all thisi So lie 
made me know the interpretation of the 
things. 17 Thefc four beafts are four 
kings, which fliall arife out of the earth. 
18 But (in the millennium ) the faints of 
the moft High will receive the kingdom, 
and poffefs it perpetually. i,v 

19 Then I would kn$w the meaning 
of the fourth bertft, which was dif¬ 
ferent from all the others, exceeding 
dreadful, whofe teeth were iron,-and hia 
claws of brafs; which devoured, brake in 
pieces, fit trampled the reft with its feet; 
20 And of the ten horns on it$ head, anti 
of the other which arofe, before whom 
three fell; even of that horn which- hud 
- deluding eyes, and a mouth fpeaking very 
great things, whofe appearance wus great¬ 
er than his fellows.

down three kings. 25 He fliall fpeak 
great things againft the truth of thfc mod 
High, and fliall wear out the faintsof the 
molt High, ami think to change times 6c 
laws: and they lhall be given into bis 
hand, until a time, :md time9, and the di- 
vifion of * time. (Rev. xi. xii. 14.J 
But thr judgment (hall take place, and 
his dominion (hall be taken away, con- 
fumed and dertroyed to the end. 27 And 
fin the millennium') the dominion and 
kingdom, and its greatnefs under the 
whole heaven, (liall be given to the holy 
people of the mod High, whofe kingdom 
19 an everlafling kingdom, and all domi¬ 
nions fliall ferve and obey him. 28 Hi- 
therio is the end of the matter. I Da¬ 
niel, having my thoughts much troubled, 
and my counttnance changed, kept the 
matter in my heart. 

VIIT- Daniel's prophetic vifions. 

N the third year of . king Belfhazzar’s 
reign, a vifion appeared to me, Daniel, 
alter ti> ft which appear* d to me at firft. 

2 l being, when I law it, at the palace in 
Shulhan, in the province of Elam ; in 
which vifion I faw that l was by the river 
of UUi; 3 Where looking, I faw ltand T 
ing before the river a realm as a ram, ha¬ 
vingtwo horns, that were high ; the one 
(Media) Was higher than the other, 
{retjui), and the higheft came up lull:. 

4 I law the rnm pufliing weftward, north¬ 
ward, and fanthward, fo that no bcaft 
could (land before him, and none could 
deliver out of his power , but he did what 
he wo lid, and became great. 5 Whilft 
1 con:empliited. behold, im he-goat (the 
Crcdun) unne from the weft, on the face 
of the whole earth, fo quickly , that he 
icar:.vly touched the ground : and he had 
a u nable horn bciween liis eyes, (viz. 
Alexander.) 6 And he came to the ram 
that had two horns, which l faw (landing 
before tho river, running at him m his 
powerful fury 7 I faw him come clofe 
lo the ram, and being exalperated againll 
him, he fmote the ram, and brake his two 
horns; there being no power in tlie ram 
to Hand before him, fo lie cast him to the 
giouud, and trade on him : Sc none could 
deliver the ram out of his power. 8 So 
the hc-goat waxed very great; but when 
he was strong, the great iinrn was broken; 
and in its room came up lour realms, not¬ 
able ones, toward the four winds of hea¬ 
ven. 9 AnJ from one of them canifi out 
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a little horn, Epiphanes prefiguring the 
papacy , which waxed exceeding great, 
towlard the fouth, &i the etft, and Judea 
the pJeafant land. 10 Thus it waxed great 
againft the faints of the hull of heaven; 
and caft down fome of the (tars of the hoft 
(■y/a. the priefti) to the ground, and trode 
on them. 11 Yea, it magnified itfelf e- 
ven againft the prince of the hod, the 
high priest, and by it the daily ‘ facrifice 
was taken away, and the order of the 
fanrftuary was caft down. 12 And power 
was againfl the daily facrifice by a bold 
t ran fg re (lion, fo that it caft down the 
truth to the ground ; and arfted profpet- 
ouflv. 

13 Then I heard one faint fpeaking, 
and another a Iked him, How long (lmll 
be the vifion concerning the daily facrifice, 
and the tranfgrcflbn that maketh defolate, 
caufing both the fandtuary and the hoftto 
be trampled on ? 14 And he faid to me, 

Onto two thoufnnd and three hundred 
prophetic days, or years ', then (liall the 
fahdluary be dean fed, at the millenni¬ 
um. 

15 Now, when I,.Daniel, faw the vi¬ 
fion, and fought for its meaning, lo, one 
flood before me like the appearance of a 
man. id Then I heard a-man’s voice be¬ 
tween the bank9 of Olai*, which called 
thus, Gabriel, make this man npderftand 
the vifion. 17 So he came peariwhere I 
(food ; and when he came I was afraid, 
and fell on my face : but he faid to me, 
Underltand, O fon of roan ; for the vifion 
will reach to the laft time. 18 And 
when lie fpake with me, I fell af’.voon on 
my face to the ground : but he touched 
me, and fet me upright. 19 He faid, Be¬ 
hold, I will make thee know wbat (liall 
be ut the end of the indignation ; for the 
end fliall be at lire time appointed. 20 
The ram which thou faweft having two 
horns are the kings of Media and Perfia. 
21 And the fierce lie-goat is ihe king of 
Grccia ; and the great horn between his 
eyes is the firft king. 21 Now, that be¬ 
ing broken, as four flood up for it, four 
kingdoms fliall (land up out of the nation, 
but not'with his power. 23 And in the 
latter times of their kingdoms, when the 
tranTgrelTors are come to the full, a king 
(Epiphanes) qf fierce countenance, and 
utidciftanding dark craflB t (hall (land up. 
24 And bis power fliall be mighty, but 
not by his own power: and he (ball de- 
ftroy wonderfully, and a<ft pi'ofperoudy, 
and deftroy not only the mighty but the 
holy people. 25 For through his policy

2 j And in hia room shall arife a vile 
peVfqh^r/^tfrtej.to wh'om they shall not 
give the honour of the kingdom ; r but he 
shall come in privily,’and obtain the king¬ 
dom by flatteries. 21 As vyith a llpod 
shall they, the fern's, be overflowed 
before him, and broken; yea, bvt il 
the high prief , the ruler bf lhe cove¬ 
nant. 23 And after the league 'made 
wlh Kim he shall a<fl deceitfully ; &. go¬ 
ing up lie fliall become Along with a peo¬ 
ple then final!, the Romans. 24 He Will 
enter quietly, even into the fat places of 
.the provinces, and do what his fathers 
have not done, nor his fathers fathers, 
he fliall fcatter among them the‘prey At 
fpoil, & riches; yer, At forecaft his devices 
againft the ftiong holds, even for a time. 
25 For he fliall ftir up his power fit cod- 
rage againft the king of the fouth, With 
a great army : who fliall be'flirred up to 
bottle with a very great and mighty ar¬ 
my; but fliall not ftand ; for they (hail 
forecaft devices againft him. 26 Even 
they that eat part of his meat fliall be¬ 
tray him, At his army fliall be overflown, 
and many fall flain. 27 And both tHefe 
kings hearts shall be for mifehief, ahd 
they shall fpeak lies at one table; but it 
shall not profpet: for the end shall be de¬ 
ferred till.the time appointed. 2 3 Then 
shallhe, Epip'hanes, return into his land 
with great riches; anct his heart shall \>c 
againft the men of the holy ccvcnint; At 
he shall do exploits, and return to bi* 
own land. 29 At the appointed timehe 
will go again to the fouth ; bat the latter 
will not be as the former. 

30 For the Anus cf Chittim, the Ro¬ 
mans, coming againft him; he shall be 
grieved and humbled, and having indig¬ 
nation againft the holy covenant, he will 
a<ft as he wiliget intelligence at his re¬ 
turn by ihofe that forfake the holy- cove¬ 
nant. 31 But mighty poWers shall ftand 
up from thefe Who shall profane the 
flTong fanflnary and refnove the daily fe- 
criflce, and.place the ajominationAhat 
quite aftonisheth or will make dnolate. 
52 Thofe that will do wickedly againft 
the covenant he shall corrupt by flatter¬ 
ies : but the people that know their God, 
the Maccabees , shall be ftrong, and do 
valiantly. 33 And they among the peo¬ 
ple that underftand shall instrudV many, 
yet they shall fall by the fword, by dame, 
by captivity, and by fpoil, for fome time. 

34 Now when they fall, they shall be hol-

5 Therefore I hewed them by the 
prophets, I flew them by the threatning 
words of my mouth that thy virtue might 
arife as the light. 5 For i defired mercy 
rather than facrifice ; and the, knowledge 
of God more thjtn; burnt-offerings. 7 But 
they, like Adam, tranlgrefled the cove¬ 
nant; therein they are treacherous to me, 
(Job xxxi. 33.) S Gilead i$ a city of evil¬ 
doers, and is polluted with blood. 9 
-And as troops of rohbers wait for a rpan, 
fo the company of pijelta murder, in the 
manner as at Shechem j for they commit 
Iewdneffl. 10 I have feen an horrible 
thing in Ifrael ; there is the whoredom 
of Ephraim, Ifrael is defiled. 11 O Ju¬ 
dah, lie alfo makes a harveft for thee, 
when the captivity of my people is retur¬ 
ned.

TEN I would have healed Ifrael, 
Ephraim’s iniquity-was difrtfvered, 
and Samaria’s wickednefs, for they work, 
falfehood ; the thief comes in, .and the 
troop of robbers fpoils without; . 2 ^They 
cOnfldeJjjfl^in their hearts that T remem¬ 
ber arTiHeir wickednefs; whofe doings 
now comparting them ; they are before 
me. 3 They make the king gfad with 
their wicketlnels,- and the princes with 
tbeir lyes. 4 They are all adulterers, as 
an oven heatcdTiy the baker, \yho ceafc 
cth from ftirripg up from kneading rhe 
dough until''it be leavened. 5 On his 
birth day the princes made our'king lick 
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with heat by wine, lo he flretched out his 
hand With TeornerS. 6 For they prepare 
thft£ h cart an oVen, while they lie in 
waft ; their baker fleeps all night; in the 
morning it burns as a flaming fire. 7 
They ate all hot as an o*en, anueonfume 
thiir judges; all their kings are fallen , 
none among them rails on me. 8 Eph¬ 
raim mixeth himftlf with the people ; 
lie is as a cake not turned. 9,Stranger? 
confume his fubftance which he knows 
not; gray h^irs aje fpread upon him, 
yet he knows it not. 1 o And Hrael’i 
pride teftifles in hft face, but they return 
not to the Eternal their God, nor feek 
him for all this. 

14 And Ephraim is like a Ally dove 
without heart; they call to Egypt, they 
go to Aflyria. 11 When they gp, I will 
fpread my.net for them ; & bring them 
down as the fowls of the air ; I will chaf- 
tife them as their aflembly hoars.J.,13 Wo 
be to them, as they fled from me; def- 
trudlion is for them, becaufe they tranf- 
grefled again ft me; though I redeemed 
them yet they fpoke lie? againfl: me! 14 
They cried not to me with their heart, 
when they lamented on their beds ; when 
they allembIe,to feek cofn and wine, they 
forfake me. 15 Tho’T inftrudled them, 
and ftrengthened their arms, t^iey think 
evil againft me. They return not to 
the moil High ; they are like a, deceitful 
bow : tfieir princes fliall fall by the fword 
for the evils of their .tongue. This fliall 
he their derifion in Egypt. 

VIII. Dejlrvftion for tbeir impiety. 

S ET the trumpet to thy mouth, the Af- 
fyrian fhall come irs an eagle againft 
the Eternal’s people, becaufe they violat¬ 
ed his covenant, and tranlgrefled. his Jaw. 
2 The Ifraelites shall cry to inc, my God 
we know thee. 3 Ifrael forfakes what is 
good, the Eternal shall purfue him. 4 
They made kingi, but not from me; 
they made princes but I acknowledge 
it not : with their filver and gold they 
made them idols, that they may be cut 
off. 5 Thine idol calf O Samaria, n 
call off, I am angry with thee ; how long 
will they not attain innocency. 6 For 
even that from is Ifrael, the workman 
made it; therefore it is not God ; as the 
calf of Samaria lhall be broken in pieces. 
7 For they lowed the w ind, and they fliall 
reap the whirlwind, it hath no ftalk, thi 
fpruut fl\all yitld.no meal, tho’ it fliould 
yield, ftrangtrs would devour it. S If¬ 
rael is devoured, now aie they among the 
gentiles, as a yeffel whercin.ls no delight. 
9 For they went to Aflyria as a wild afs a- 
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lone, Ephraim hired idol lovers, io Yea 
tho' they hired allies ampng the nations^, 
now I will co’nftrain them, and they fliall 
forrow in a little while by the burden 
the king of princes. II Becaufe £ph r 
raim mide many altars to fin with, altars 
hr fliall have to fin with, il l wrote to 
him the great things of my law, but they 
were counted as a Grange th’iig. 13 They 
facrifice and eat the fle/h of animals with¬ 
out nprightnefs of heart, but the Eternal 
accepts them not. Now will be remem¬ 
ber their iniquity, and viGt their fins ;— 
they fliall return to Egypt. 14 For Ifra- 
t\ hath forgotten his Maker, and buildeth^ 
idol temples ; and Judah hath multiplied 
fenced cities; but I will fend a fire into 
jiis cities, and it Ihall devour their pala¬ 
tes. 

IX. IfraeVs diffrefs for t'beir fins. 

R Ejoke not, (> Ifrael, in thy idolatry 
with the joy of other people ; for 
tln'ii haft gone a-whoring from thy God ; 
thou halt loved, as a reward from idols, 
the 1 corn iipon every corn floor. ■% But 
they fliall not have corn and wine to feed 
them, arid their new wioe fliall fail. 3 
They fliall not dwell in the Eternal's land, 
but Ephraim flisill’retuin to Egypt, and 
they Hull eat what is unclean in Affyria. 

4 Their wino-offerings fliall not be pleaf- 
ing to the Lord • their facrifices fliall be 
to them at thr bread of mourners ; all 
that eat it fliall be polluted ; their bread 
for their life fliall not come into the Eter¬ 
nal's houfe. 

5 What will ye do in the folemn day, 
in the day of the Eternal's feuft in your 
captivity and exile } 6 Fot lo, they‘lhall 

go becaufe of their land's deftrudlion ; E- 
gypt fliall gather them up, Memphis (hall 
bury them ; the plcafant places for their 
Xilver nettles fliall pofsefs; thorns shall be 
in their tabernacle s. 7 That the days of 
vifitation and recompence arc come, Ifra- 
e ‘ shad know ; iJu prophet is foolish, the 
prctiu.lrd Ipirkuul man is frantic, foi the 
m i(ti 1 title of thine iniquity, and the great 
lutred of truth. * 

3 The true watchman of Ephraim was 
with my Gjd, but the falfe prophet is a 
fowler's Irrare in all his ways, and haired 
againft the houfe'of God, p They deep¬ 
ly corrupted tlunifelvcs as in the days of 
Gibe nil ; therefore he will remember 
their iniquity, he ./ill punish tbyir fins. 

10 I found Ilrai-1 like folitary grapes 
in till* wildet ncis; I faw your fathers fo- 
1 it ary as the li lit fruit iil the fig-tree, at 
the begihhing of it; but they wenttd Ba- 
al-peor, and feparated themfclves to theit^ 
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shame 3 the abominations being fuchai 
they loved. 11 Ephraim's glory shall fly 
away as a bird, from their nativity, and 
by abortion and barrennefs. 11 Though 
they bring up their children, yot I vgjll 
bereave them of men, that there shall not 
be a ipap left; yea, wo to them when I 
depart from theiji. 

13 I faw Ephraim, as Tyrua, planted in 
a pleafont place; but Ephraim in bring¬ 
ing forth his children foi the flayer. 14 
Tliou wilt give them, O Eternal, as they 
deferve, abortion, dry bteifts, and bar- 
rennefs. 15 All their idol wickedntfs is 
in Gilgal; therefore I hate<l them there ;

N. B. The quotations are not to be read with the text,, but looked out at Jeifure ; 
nothing fhould be read at worlhip. public or domeftic, but what contains important 
inftxiufti&n or devotion ; for which purpofe the pfalms are portioned out, being the 
mou fuitable in the Old Teftament, as the epistles and John’s gofpel are in the New. 
The bible contains futely enough of religion and variety, and the oftener it is read, 
th* more will be found in it; the way to profit by reading or hearing, is to read or 
hear but little at once, 2nd think much ; without which both temporal and eternal 
interests are loft—~and doing as one would be done to; for a profeflron, with the great¬ 
est devotion, without practice, is like a tree without fruits. ‘‘Cut it down, why cum- 
breth it the ground.’* Luke xiii. 7. It docs no good to mankind. Tit. iii. 8. t 
'J im. vi. 18. 1 John iii.-17. 

The authenticity of the Old Teftament books was fettled by the great Synagogue, 
Srnate, Sanhedrim, or National Council.(and that of the New Teftament by the ge¬ 
neral councils of the church); the former confuted or the elders, the high prieft, and 
prophets ; they made what explanations and additions were requitite ; as to Deu¬ 
teronomy. Jofliua, and Samuel, after the death of Mofes, and them, if the books had 
been publilhed by the private authority of their authors only, it is not likely that 
they would have recorded their own faults, not their virtues, uultfs obliged fur their 
vindication, ns St l j aul was. The Chronicles we,e daily records cariying on during 
the reign or thr kings —They were obliged to keep perfonr.1, tamiJr. and public re¬ 
cords, for the fevemh year, and Jubilee; wifh genealogies gf ramilies and tribes; 
what the prophets. Solomon, wxote without infpirarion, though reterred to as 
tefiimonies, were kept out of the canon as Apocryphal ; all th* autographs that 
weft genuine, were kept in the iibr'afy at the temple—Judah’s tribe carried their 
copy to Babylon, and it exifteil in Adrian’s time, a century after C!irift, --/V/.it 
ALs.tb Chap.

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PREFACE. 


By particular dcfire, eleven years ago, I propofbd a Work of this kind; in car¬ 
der to do the Bible fome juftice, and make it underflood by every reader, 
without the neceflUy of Commentators, as moft people cannot fpare the ex¬ 
pence and time they require, tho’ mankind in general were at a lofe for the 
ftnfc of the Bible without them ; nor can any hare them always at hand— 
but they will ftiil be ufeful. It is well known, that the Romilh ecdefiaftics 
prohibit the ufeofthe Bible to laics, and there are fome of other denominations 
who do not care for the laics knowing it fo well as t^iemfelves, an d therefore 
are not friendly to a work of this kind, tho’ it may feem ridiculous to cavil af¬ 
ter the approbation of the molt learned, able, and judicious; yet like th* De¬ 
lfts, and fome Deiftical feds of profefled Chriftians, if they cannot get faults 
they will make faults by perverting; and tho’ they may be,offended at the De- 
ifts for doing fo, yet they are unwilling to have (tumbling blocks removed out 
of their way. The Bible, and every other book, either has fenfe, or it has none; 
it it has fenfe, why is it not given ? If it has none, why are words without 
fenfe tranflated ? But as the very learned and judicious author of the Bffay 
for a new TranJlation y publilhed near a hundred yeitts ago, ; obferves, the tranf- 
lators either wanted ability or integrity; and fo they often tranflate the words 
without the fenfe, like fchool boys, and their example has been followed by 
fucceetling attempts. The idioms of all languages are fo different, that ther 
words which are decent and make fenfe in one, if rendered literally, are inde¬ 
cent and make no fenfe in another, but ridiculous or barbarous abfurditi c s, 
which have caufed infidelity antftitcentioufnefs, fuinifhed hardened Tinners and 
hypocrites with excufes, libei tines and Atheifts with matter of jelling, enthu- 
Rafts or fanatics with fuperftitious and foolifh fancies, thrown ,the weak into 
defpair, and confirmed Sceptics by Teeming comradidtions; and this is too of' 
ten the cafe, as fa id Author Ihews by abundance of examples out of aim oft 
all the books of the Bible. Tho’ it is unjuft to condemn one mah upon 
another's inifreprclent'dtion of his meaning, yet the Deiflts, Stc. often do fo, 
through ignorance of the original. A virulent one complains, that except 
Lome broken leraps it is abfolutely unintelligible (viz. in the Tranflation), and 
is often neither proper language not fenfe. Dr Watts made a collection of 
the cleared parts ot it for ft hools, but that contains ftiil fuch a mixture of 
nbfcuritics that the Bible is not read, but young people are bred ignqcant of 
it as Heathens in fchools of taftc that ufc no books but what are unt^qjjood ; 
tho’ there is no book or hjftory, real or romantic, fo entertaiping and inltrudt- 
uig as the Bible, or that has fo great!* variety. This Interpretation is adapt¬ 
'd to be read in Churches Schools, Families, and other Societies.

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Xaft year, I publifhed as a (pecimen, part of Gehfefis and all Solomon’s 
Song, with a preliminary PifTenation, demonftrating the authenticity and 
neceffity of Religion and Revelation, having a Philofophical and Medical Com¬ 
mentary, defofibing the ancient OrientalTrgures, manners, and coftoras; the 
elements, the kingdoms of nature, the true theory of the earth and of the 
deluge ; the origin of nations, languages, politics, Heathen Gods and mytho¬ 
logy, geography, aftronomy, 8tc.; with various other illuftrations and oo. 
cafional reflexions, (hewing that the infpired writings contain the feeds of 
theSvaluable Sciences, being the fource whence the ancient Philofophers de¬ 
rived them, and are the molt .entertaining at well as inftruXing to both the 
ferious and curious--To be completed in 3 volumes 8vo, when fuitably en¬ 
couraged or patronized. The reader of the Interpretation by itfelf is referred 
to the Commentary for the reafons of differing from the Tranflators. When 
I had occafion to read any of the Bible to others, I read the fenfe, or interpret¬ 
ed what was so better than an unknown tongue, tho’ in Englifh terms, and 
pafl*ed over what was fuitable to be read only in private, which is here inclo- 
fed thus [ ] ; Suppliments are inclofed thus ( ). It is intended to render e- 
veTy thing clear and plain to the common fenfe of fjuch as have not known the 
Bible, and to give the molt beautiful and ftriking figures, as allegories, para¬ 
bles, &cj complete in their own ftile ; and to infert or add the fenfe, though 
it will encreafe the fize of the Work. No book that I know is tranflated 
like the Bible; if any were fo tranflated they would not be read, but be reck¬ 
oned in a great meafure ufelefs, except by thofe to whom things appear great 
and admirable, in proportion to their obfeurity and confuflon, and think no¬ 
thing well faid that is well underftood,—as things feen in darknefs and night 
feem more large and awful than they are. Tho* there is claflical Greek in the 
New Teftament, yet as it is the accomplifhment of the Old, the authors of it 
often ufe the phrafeology, idioms, and figures of the Old ; and as the difeour- 
fesand converfations in the golpels, fitc. were itfanaged in Hebrew, it is more 
neceflary to the right underllanding of the New Teflament than the Greek in 
which it was written ; for the authors of it^ referring to or quoting from 
the Old, fuppofe their readers acquainted with the different fenfe* of- the 
Hebrew words, and of the voices of the Hebrew verbs, and give the Greek 
words and verbs their different fignifieatiobs, taking them in any fenfe that the 
othter&have, quite different from their common acceptation in Greek authors. 
The want of attention to this has caufed many blunders in the Tranflationj. 
The very learned and judicious Squire Spearman has demonltrated, in his Let¬ 
ters on the Septuagint and the Heathen Mythology (which he Ihfews to be of 
an Oriental origin) that the Oriental words in the New Teftament are not 
Chaldaic or Syriac, as the Critics and Commentators generally alleged, miftak- 
ing the Hebrew words with Greek terminations for Syro-Chaldaic; and that 
the Hebrew did not ceafe to be a living language after the Babylonifh Capti- 
vityf|®G 00 Corionides wrote the 'Jewifh Hiftory. in the eleventh Century in plain 
Hebrew, perhaps the bell for learning the language. The Hebrew was from 
the beginning, ft ill is, and probably will continue to the end a living language, 
and it is the language of Heaven, AXs xxvi. 14. But the Syriac Verfion is 
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the raoft ancient," except the Hebrew one of Matthew, and the Epiftle to 
the Hebrews which is loft, ; nd is the be/t human aid to the fenfc,—though 
the other Oriental Verfions, as the Ethiopic, Arabic, and Perfian are alfo ufe- 
ful. 

Having been folicited on both fidcs of the Globe, I was willing to employ 
my talents for the public good, though not only open enemies, but profelTed 
friends whofc bu fin ids it is to fupport the caufe, malicioufly mifreprefent and 
cavil. There was a traitor among the'Twelve, and there have always been 
enemies to the beft thing?. Jerom, the mod learned of the Fathers, and the 
only one qualified for the talk, was called an innovator and forger; which 
calumnies he rather chofe to bear than be wanting to his duty ; and his ver- 
fion was fu much valued afterwards, that it was tranflated into other langua¬ 
ges.

ve : Our Father who art in hcaven^T can add one cubit unto his flat lire ? 


hallowed be thy name. 10 Thy king¬ 
dom come ; thy will be done on earthy 
as it is in heaven. 11 Give us this day 
cur neceflary food ; 12 and forgive us 
our trefpafles, as we forgive them that 
trefpafs againfl us : 13 And bring us not 
to-trial, but deliver us from evil: for 
thine is the kingdom, and the power, and 
the glory, for ever. Amen. 

' 14 For if ye forgive men their tref- 
pafles {when they repent'), your heaven¬ 
ly Father will forgive you- [when ye 
repent)* 15 But. if yc forgive not. men 
their trefpafles, neither will your Father 
forgive your trefpafles. 

16 Tf Moreover, when ye faft, be not 
as the hypocrites, of a fad countenance ; 
for they; disfigure their faces, that they 
may appear unto men to fait. Verily 
I fay unto you, they have no reward. ' 

17 But thou, when thou fafteft anoint 
thine head, and.wafh thy face ; 18 That 
thou appear not unto men to fail, but 
unto thy Father who is in fecre.t; and 
thy Father who feeth In fecret fhall re¬ 
ward thee openly. 

19 Lay not up for yourfelves trea- 
fures on earth, where moth and ruft doth 
corrupt, and where thieves break thro* 
and fteal: lcTBut lay up for yourfelves 
t re a Turps in heaven, where neither moth 
nor ruft do corrupt, and where thieves 
do not break through nor fteal; 21 For 
where your treafure is, there will your 
heart be alfo. 

22-^1 As the light of the body is the 
eye , and if it be found, there is a fulnefs 
of light; fo if the conference be found. 
the life jhines with virtue ; 23 But if 

thine eye be evil, thy whole body fhall 
be full of darknefs: if, therefore, the 
light that is in tiiee be darknefs, how 
great is that darknefs 1 * 

24 If No man can ferve two.matters 
{equally). fer he will love the one more 
and the other lefs; and ( when they are 
feparate) he will hold by the one, and 
forfake the other. Ye cannot ferve God 
and riches. 

25 Therefore I fay unto you. Be not 
over anxiods for your life, what ye flrall 
eat or what ye fhall drink ; nor yet for 
your body what ye fliall put on. Is not 
the life more than meat, and- the body 
than raiment ' a 9 Behold the fowls 0/ 


28 And why are you too anxious for 
raiment ? Confulev the lillies of the field 
how they grow; they toil not, neither 
dri they fpin ; 29 And yet I fay unto you. 
That even Solomon, in all his glory, was 
not .arrayed like one of thefc. 30 Where- 
foVc, if God fo clothe the grafs of the 
field, which to-d2y is, and to-morrow is 
caftinto.thfc oven, (ball he not much more 
clothe you, O ye of little faith ? 

31 Therefore, he not too anxious, fay¬ 
ing, What fliall we .cat, or what fliall 
we^drink, or wherewithal fliall we be clo¬ 
thed ? 

31 (For after all thefe things do the 
Gentiles fe^k) for your heavenly Father 
knoweth that ye have need of all thefc 
things: 33 But feck ye firft the king¬ 

dom of God and its right eoufrefs, and all 
thele things fliall be added unto you. 

24 Therefore be not too anxious for the 
morrow ; for the morrow fhall take 
thought for the things of itfelfi— Suffici¬ 
ent unto the day is the evil thereof. 

CHAP. VII. 

Chrifl endetb his femiOn. 

Udge not, that ye be not judged : 
a For with whst judgment ye judge 
ye fliall lie judged ; and with what mea¬ 
sure ye mete, it fliall be meafined to you 
. again. • 

3 And why obfcrvcjl ihoti the frtmller 
fault f of others , but rcgardejl not thine 
own which arc greater. 4 Or how wilt 
thou fay to thy brother, Let me pull out 
the mote out of thine eye; and behold, 
a beam is in thine own eye f 5 Thou 
hypocrite, firft caft out the beam out of 
thine own eye, and then flialt thou fee 
clearly to caft out the mote out of thy 
brother’s eye. 

6 Caft not pearls before fwine, left 
they trample tjiem under their feet; nor 
give that which is holy to dogs, left they 
turn again and tear you. (So is it to give 
advice and reproof to the prophdnc arid 
fcoffers.) . 

7 T[ Afk, and it fliall be given you; 

feek, anil ye fliall find; knock, and it fliall 
be opened unto you : 8 For every one 

that aiketh receiv6tb, and he thatfoek- 
eth findeth, and'to him that knockctli. 
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fliall lie opened, p Or what man is 
ere of you, who, if his fon afle bread, 
ill jrjv- him a hone ? ioOr if he afc 
GilC will he give him a ferpent ? 
i i ’If ye then, being evil, know how 
I civc (rood gilts unto your children, 
jw much mere Ihnil your Tather wlio 
in heaven give good things to them 
lat alk him ? 

12 Therefore all things whatfoever 
: would that men fliould do to you, do 
; even fo to them ; for this is the law 
id ih'* prophets. 

13 If Enter ye in at the ftrait gate; 
wide is the gate, and broad is the 

ay that lcadeth to deftruttion, and ma- 
y there be who go in thereat: 14 Ee- 
uife (Trait is the gate, and narrow is the 
•ay that lcadeth unto life, and few there- 
c th.it find it, 

15 Beware of falfe prophets, who 
3111c to you in flieeps *. lothing, but in- 
avdly are ravening wo'vc-. id Ye fliall 
now them by their fruits. Do men ga- 
icr grapes of thorns, or figs o» thiftles? 

17 Even fo, every good tree bringeth 
>rth good fruit; hut a corrupt tree 
ringeth forth evil fruits. 1S A good 
;cc cannot bring forth evil fruit ; nei- 
licr can a corrupt tree bring forth good 
-nit. 19 Every tree that bringeth not 
)rth good fruit is hewn down, and call 
ito the fire. 20 Wherefore by their 
■\v.ir ye fliall know them. 

21 ’jj Not every one that faith unto 
ir, Lord, Lord, fliall enter into the 
ingdotn of heaven ; but he that doth 
he will of my Father who is in heaven. 

22 Many will fay tome in that day, 

.urd, Lord, have,we not prophefied in . 
hy name ? ftiul in ihy name have calt 
ait devils. ? and in thy name done many 
vonderful works ? 23 And then will 

i prolcfs nr.to them, I nevfcr approved of 
ou ; depart from me, ye that work in- 
ijuity. 

a4 If Therefore, whofoever hearcth 
hefe Payings of mine, and doeth them, 
i will liken him unto a wife man, who 
milt his houfe upon a rock ; 25 And 

lie rain defeended, and the floods came, 
uxl the winds blew, and beat upon that 
lumfe ; and it fell not; for it was found- 
id upon a rock. 

26 And every one that heareth thefe 
fayings of mine, and doeth them not,fliall 
1-e likened unto a foolifli man, who^Uilt 
his houfe upon the fand ; 27 And the 

rain defeended, and the floods came, and 
the winds blew, and beat upon that 
houfe; and it fell; and great was the 
full of it.

28 And it came topafis, when Jefn% 
had ended thefe fayings, that the people 
were aftoniflied at his doctrine ; spFor 
he taught them as one having authority, 
and not as the ferihes. 

CHAP. VIII. 

Cbrifl cleanfeth a Irj er. 

HEN he was come down from the 
mountain, great multitudes fol¬ 
lowed him. 

2 And, behold, there came a leper, and 
worfliipped him, faying. Lord, if thou 
wilt, thou canft make me clean. 3 And 
Jefus put forth his hand and touchedhim, 
faying,. I will ; be thou clean ; and im¬ 
mediately hislepvofy wasclcanfccl. 4 And 
Jefus faitji uofc) him, See that thou tell 
no man ; but go thy way, (hew thyfelf 
to the pneft, and offer the gift that Mofes 
commanded, for a teftimony unto them. - 
5 And when Jefu 7 ? was entered into 
Capernaum, there came unto him a cen¬ 
turion, befeeching him, 6 And faying, 
Lord, my fervant Ucth at home lick of ll»e 
palfy, grievoufly tormented. 7 And Jefus 
faith unto him, I will come and heal him. 

8 The centurion anfwcrcd, and faith, 
Lord, I am not worthy that thoufhouldcft 
coine under my roof; but (peak the word 
only, and my fervant fliall be hpaled. 9 
For I am a man under authority, having 
foldicrs under me; and I fay to thi$ man, 
Go, and he goeth; and to another, Come; 
and he coineth ; and to my fervant, Do 
this, and lie doeth it, (and difeafes are 
as much fubjcil to thy word of com- 
tnand, as iny fervants are to mine J. 10 
When Jefus heard it, he marvelled, and 
faid to them that followed, Verily I fay 
unto you, I have not found fo great faith, 
not even in Ifrael. 

ir And I fay unto you, That many 
fliall come from the eaft and weft, and 
fliall fit down With Abraham, and Ifaac, 
and Jacob, in the kingdom of heaven : 

12 But the children of the kingdom fliall 
bersft out into outer darknefe; there 
fliall be weeping and gn a filing of teeth. 

13 And Jcjjjsfaid unto the centurion. 
Go thy way ; and as thou haft believed, 
fo be it done unto thee. And his fer¬ 
vant was healed in the very fame hour. 

14 And when Jefus was come into 
Peter’s houfe, lie faw his wife’s mother 
laid, and Tick of a fever. 

15 Ambhe touched her hand, and the 
fever left her ; and flie arofe and mi raf¬ 
tered unto him. 

16 When the even was come, they 
brought uuto him many thatwere poflef- 
fed with devils; and he raft out thefpi- 
rits with his word, and healed all that 
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were Tick * 17 That it might br fulfil¬ 

led which was fpoken by Iiaiah the pro¬ 
phet, faying, Himfelf took our iuurir.i- 
ties, and bore our fickncfs, (as our phy- 
jician, removing them). 

' iS V Now, v/hen Jefusfaw great mul¬ 
titudes about him, he gave commandment 
to depart unto the ether fide. 

19 Then a certain' feribe came, and 
faid unto hira, Matter, I will follow thee 
whitharfoever thou goett. 20 But Jefus 
faith unto him, The foxes have holes, and 
the birds of the air have nefts; but the 
Son of man hath Dot where to lay his 
head. 

21 And another of his difciples faid un¬ 
to him. Lord, fuffer me Jirft to go and 
bury my father. 22 But Jefus faith to 
him, Follow me; and let thofe that are 
(/piritually) dead, bury thofe that are 
( suit u rally) dead. 

23 And when he was entered into 
a fliip his difciples followed him. 24 
And, -behold, there arofe a great lem- 
pett in the fea, infomuch that the ftiip 
was covered with the waves; but he was 
afleep. 25 And his difciples came to 
him, and awoke him, faying. Lord, fave 
us; we perilb. 26 And he faith unto 
them, Why are ye fearful? O ye of little 
faith ! Then he arofe, and rebuked the 
winds and the fea; and there was a great 
calm. 

27 But the men marvelled, faying. 
What manner of man is this, that even 
the winds and the fea obey him 1 

2S And when he was come to the 
other fide,, into the country of the Ger- 
gefen^s, there met him two poflefled 
with devils, coming out cf the tombs, 
exceeding fierce, 10 that no man might 
pafs by that way ; 39 And, behold, 

‘they cried out, faying, What have we to 
do with thee, Jefus, thou Son of God ? 
art thou come hither to torment us be¬ 
fore the time ? 30 And there was a 

great way off from them an herd of ma¬ 
ny Twine feeding, 31 So the devils be- 
fought him, faying, If thou call ’is out, 
fuffer us to go away intb the herd of 
fwir.fe. 32 And he faid unto them, Go. 
And, when they were come out, they 
went into the herd of fwine ; and, be¬ 
hold, the whole herd of fwine ran vio¬ 
lently down a fteep place into the fea, 
and perifhed in the waters. 33 And 
they that kept them fled, and went their 
ways into the city, and told every thing ; 
and what was befallen to the poflefled 
of the devils, 34 And, behold, the whole 
city came out to meet Jefus, ('who bad 


thus p unified them for dealing in fwine • 
contrary to the law) ; anil when they 
faw him, they befought him, that he 
would depart out of their coaffs. 
CHAP. IX. 

Chrijl cureth one fick of the palfy. 

A ND he entered into a (hip, and paf- 
fed over, and came into his own 

city. 

2 And, behold, they brought to him a 
man fick of the pally, lying on a bed: anil 
Jefus, feeing their faith, faid unto the 
fick of the palfy. Son, be of good cheer ; 
thy fins be forgiven thee. 4 And, be¬ 
hold, certain of the feribes faid within 
themfelves, This man blafphcineth. 

4 And Jefus, knowing their thoughts, 
faid, Wherefore think you evil in your 
hearts. 5 It is in my power, but more 
difficult to remove fin, the caufe of fick- 
nefs, and fo make the effedl to ceafe. t> 
But that ye may know that the Son of 
man hath power on earth to forgive fin*, 
(then faith he to the fick of the pally) 
Arife, take up thy bed, and go into thine 
houfe. 7 And lie arofe, and departed tu 
his houfe. 

8 But when the multitude faw it, they 
marvelled, and glorified God, who had 
given fuch power unto men. 

9 Tf And as Jefus paffed forth from 
thence, he faw a man, named Matthew, 
fitting atjthe receipt of cuftom ; and he 
faith unto him, Follow me. And he a- 
rofe, and followed him. 

10 And it came to pafs, as Jefus fat 
at meat in the houfe, behold, many pu¬ 
blicans and finners came and fat down 
with him and his difciples. 11 Am! 
when the Pharifces faw it, they faid unto 
his difciples, W’hy eateth your maficr 
with publicans and finr.ers? 12 But 
when Jefus heard that, he faid unto 
them, They that be whole need not a 
phyfician, but they that are fick. 13 But 
go ye and learn what that meaneth, I 
will rather have mercy than facrifice ; 
for I am not come to call the righteous, 
but finners to repentance. 

14 T[ Then came to him the difciplei 
of John, .faying, Why do we and the 
Pharifees fait often, but thy diiciples fait 
not. 

15 And Jefus faid unto them, Can the 
children of the bride-chamber mourn ns 
long as the bridegroom is with them f 
But the days will come, when the bride¬ 
groom fhall be taken from them, ami 
then they fhall faff. 16 No man puttelh 
apiece of new cloth into an old garment; 
for that which is put iu to fill it up tnk- 
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eth from the garment,,ami the rent is 
made worfe. 17 Neither do men put 
new wine into old bottles; elfe the bot¬ 
tles break, and the wine runneth out, 
and the bottles periHi: but they put new 
wine into new bottles, and both are pre- 
frrved. (The Pbarifeet are Jtill under 
darknefs an l terror ; and John's dif- 
riples mourn his abfence , 'Ufhich wins 
will do with fifing afterwards; hat as 
yet they are not prepared] it would he to 
them as new wine to old leathern bot¬ 
tles. 

18 While he fpake thefe things un¬ 
to them, behold, there came a certain 
inlcr, and worfliipped him, faying, My 
daughter is even now dead ; but come 
and lay thy hand upon her, and /he /hall 
live. 19 And Jqfus arofe and followed 
him, and fo did his difciples. 

20 ^ (And, behold, a woman who 
was difeafed wirh an ifTue ofblood twelve 
years, came behind him, and touched the 
hem of his garment: 12 For fhe faid 

within herfelf. If I may but touch his 
garment I /hall be whole. 21 But Jefus 
turned him about; and, when he faw 
her, he f.iid, Daughter, be of good com¬ 
fort ; thy faith hath made thee whole. 
And the woman was made whole from 
that hour.) 23 And, when Jeftis 
came into the rulei’s houfe, and faw 
the minftrels (women ufuig mvjieal 
infruments, for mourning here) and 
the people making a nsil'c, 24 He 
laid unto them. Give place; for the maid 
is not dead, but fleepeth. And they 
laughed him to fcorn. 25 But when 
the people were put forth he went in, 
and took h'. by the hand, and the maid 
a role. 27 And the fame hereof went a- 
i>road into all that land. 

27 If And when Jefus departed thence, 
two blind men followed him, crying, and 
laying, Thou lbn of David, have mercy 
un us. 

2 1 And when lie vv9s come into the 
lioufc, the blind men came to him : and 
Jefus faith unto them, Believe yctliat T 
am able to do this? They faid unto him, 

a, Lord. 29 Then touched he their 
tyc-,, laying, According to your faith be 
itunioyoii- 30 And their eyes were o- 
|>« i»e«l; and Jefus ftraitly charged them, 
laying, See that no man know it. 31 But 
they, when they were departed, fprend a- 
uroiwl his fame in all that country. 

31 1 | As they went out, behold, they 
nought to him a dumb man poflfcficd 
wiihudevil. 33 And when the devil 
was ca/l out, the dumb fpake : and the 
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multitudes marvelled, faying, It was ne¬ 
ver fo fecn in Ifrael. 34 But the Phari- 
fees faid, He cafteth out devils through 
the prince of the devils. 

35 And Jefufr went about all the ci¬ 
ties and villages, teaching in their fyna- 
gogues, and preaching the gofpel of the 
kingdom, and healing evary ficknefs and 
every difeafe among, the people, 

31S If But when he faw the multi¬ 
tudes, he was moved with compa/Iion, 
bccaufe they fainted, and were fcatter- 
ed abroad asJheep having no /hepherri. 

37 Then faith he untp his difciples. 
The ( gofpel ) harveft truly is plenteous, 
but the labourers arc few ; 38 Pray yfe 

therefore the X^ord of the harveft that 
he will fend forth labourers into his har¬ 
veft. 

CHAP. X. 

The Apostles f^ni to do miracles. 

ND when he had cAlled unto him 
his twelve difciples, he gave them 
power again/t unclean fpiiits, to caft 
them out, and to heal all manner of lick- 
nefs and all manner of difeafe. 

2 Now the names of the twelve apof- 
tles are thefe : The firft, Simon who is 
called Peter, and Andrew his brother ; 
James th** fon of Zebedee, and John his 
brother; 3 Philip and Bartholomew: 
Thomas, and Matthew the publican ; 
James the fon of Alphens, and Lebbeus 
wliofe furname was Thaddeus; 4 Si¬ 
mon the C.inaanite, and Judaa Ifcariot, 
who alfo betrayed him. 

5 Thefe twelve Jefus fent forth, anti 
commanded them,faying. Go not into the 
way of the Gentiles, and into any city of 
the Samaritans enter ye not : 6 But go 

rather to the lo|t flieep of the houfe of 
Ifrael. 7 And as ye go, preach,laying, 
The kingdom of heaven is at hand. 8 
Heal the lick, clean le. the lepers, raife 
the dead, caft out devils: freely yc have 
received, freely give. 

9 Provide neither gold, nor fdver, nor 
nor brafs in your porfcs, 10 Nor knap- 
fack for your journey, neither two coats, 
nor (two pair of) fliocs (Mark vi. 9), 
nor yet ftavos; for the workman is wor¬ 
thy of his meat, 

11 And into whatfoevor city or town 
yc fliall enter, enquire who in it is wor¬ 
thy ; and there abide till ye go thence. 
12 And when ye come into any houfe, 
fay, My hlejfmg of peace he here . 13 
And if the houfe be worthy, let "your 
peace be upon it; but if it be not wor¬ 
thy, let your peace return fo you. 

14 And whoever Iliall not receive you 
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nor hear your words, when ye depart 
out of that houfc or city, (hake off the 
duft of your feet (as polluted by them, 
and to be a witnefs againjl them). 

15 Verily I fay unto you, it fliall be 
more tolerable for the land of Sodom and 
Gomorrah in the day of judgment than 
for that city. 

16 Behold. I fend you forth as (beep 
in the midft of wolves; be ve therefore 
wife as ferpents, and harmlefs as doves. 

17 But beware of men; for they will 
deliver yap up to the councils, and they 
will fcourge you in their fynagogucs ; 
iS And ye (hall he brought before go¬ 
vernors and kings for my feke. fora tef- 
timony againft them and the Gentiles. 

19 But when they deliver you up 
take no thought how or what ye (hall 
fpeak ; for it fliall be given you in that 
hour what ye shall fpeak. 20 For it is 
not ye that fpeak, but the Spirit cf your 
Father who fpeaketh in yon. 

21 And the brother shall deliver up 
the brother to death, and the father the 
child; and the children shall rife up a- 
gainft their parents, and caufe them to 
be put to death. 22 And ye shall be ha¬ 
ted of all men for my name’s fake ; but 
he that ecdureth to the end fliall be fa- 
ved. 23 But when they perfecute sou 
in this city, See ye into another ; for ve- 
lily I fay unto you, ye shall not have goire 
over the cities of Ifrael till the Son of 
man be come (in the powerful demoi:- 
Jlraticit cf k is fpint). 

24 The difciple is not above his maf- 
ter, nor the fervant above his lord. 


before my Father who is in heaven 
33 But whofoever shall deny me before 
men, him will I alfo deny before my 
Father who is in heaven. 

34 Think not that I come to fend 

earthly pcace r and profperity, (but that 
•which is fpiritual and eternal). 1 will 
even fufler the fword of perfecution in 
royfolf, and my followers. 35 By tie 
perverfcnefs of men (contrary to the 
peaceful nature and defign cf the gof 
pel,) the effeti of it •will be to fet e ven 
the ncarefl relations, as parents and 
children, at variance , 36 And render 

tbofe of the feme hovjbold enemies to 
each other. 

37 He that loveth father or mother 
more than me is not worthy of me ; and 
he that loveth fon 01 daughter more 
than me is not worthy of me. 

35 He that is not •willing to hear the 

crofsy after my example, and fujfer the 
lofs of all things for my fake, is not wor¬ 
thy of my filiation : 39 And he that 

fnveth his life by denying me Jl.mll lofc 
happinefs ; but he tt^tthnt lofetb his life 
fur the gofpel, Jbeil obtain happinefs : 
40 As parents requ.it the kindnefs or in¬ 
juries done their children, Jo will I and 
my Father requit thofc done to you and 
me, as done to ?ne and himfclf y\ 1 He 
that Jlsews"kindnefs to a prophet, or to 
any good man, as fuel), will be reward¬ 
ed accordingly : 42 The Icajl kindnefs , 

tho' but a cup of cold water , to the mean- 
ejl of mine , if it be done in myname,Jhall 
ajfuredly be greatly rewarded. 

' CHAP. XI. 


25 It is enough for the difciple that 
he be «s his matter, and the ft rvant as 
his lord.

A ND it came to pafs, when Jefus 
had made an end of commanding 
his twelve difciplcs, he departed thence 
to teach and to preach in their cities. 

2 Now when John had heard in the 
prifun the works of Cirri It, he font two 
of his difciples, 3 And laid unto him, 
Art theu the promifed Mefliah, or is l.e 
yet to come ? 

4 Jefus anfwered and faid unto them, 
Go, and shew John again thofe “’thing* 
vrhMfye do hear and fee ; 5 The blind 
receive their fight, and the lame \v..U; ( 
the lepers are clear.fcJ, and the de;.f 
hear, the dead are ralied up, arid the 
poor have the gofpel preached ,uni > 
ti.c.r. C Blelfeu shall h? be who takes 
net offence at my l$w condition, and 
war.t of wordiy graiidepr. 

7 And as they departed, Jefus began 
to fay unto the multitudes concerning 
1 A.r." What v. ::.; ve cut into the wil- 
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derncfs to fee? a man not wavering 
like a reed shaken with the wind. 

8 Cut wliat went ye out for to fee? A 
manluxuriotifly clothed in foft raiment? 
Bclaold, they that wear foft clothing are 
in kings’ liojfcs. 

9 But what went ye put for to fee ? A 
prophet? Yea, I fay unto you, and more 
than a prophet, id The prophet fore¬ 
told, that hr flirmld be fent in the fpirit 
and power ofiilins, as the Mefliah's fore¬ 
runner, to prepare the way for him., 11 
Xlio* he be thus greater than any of the 
prophets, yet as the noon-day’s light is 
greater th in the dawn and the morning 
Uitr, fo (hall the halt or my difciples be 
greater than he. 12 And from the be¬ 
ginning of the Baptift’s miniltry until 
now, many ftrivc and prefs iorward thro* 
every oppolition into the gofpel difpen- 
fatiun, 13 Which began with John’s 
miniltry. 14 And if ye will receive it, 
this is Tlias, who was for to come. 

15 He that hath ears to hear, let him 
hear. 

16 But whereunto flmll I liken this 
generation? It is like unto.children fit¬ 
ting in the markets, and calling unto 
their fellows, 17 And faying, We have 
piped unto you, and ye have not danced; 
we have mourned unto you, and yc have 
not lamented. 

18 For John came neither eating nor 
drinking, and they fay, He hath a devil. 
19 The Melliali came not in a referved 
and ievere way, like John, but in a free, 
eafy, and focial manner, and they call 
him an Epicure, and a friend of publi¬ 
cans anJ finners, for eating and drinking 
with them, and then converting them : 
but Wifdotn is juftified of her children, 
by walking in her ways. 

20 Th-.-n began he to upbraid thg ci¬ 
ties wherein mofl of his mighty works 
were done, beraufe they repented not. 

21 Woe unto thee, Chorazin! woe un¬ 
to thee, Beth laid a ! For if the mighty 
works which were done in you had been 
done in l yre andSidon, they would have 
repented long ago in fack; loth nnd allies. 
zz But I fay unto you, It dial I he more 
tolerable for Tyre and Sid on at the day 
of judgment than for you. 

23 And thou Capernaum, which art 
exalted to heaven, by high gofpel privi¬ 
leges, lha’t be brought down to hell; for 
if the mighty works which have been 
done in thee had been done in Sodom, it 
would have remained until this day. 24 
But I fay unto you, That it Ihallbe more 
tolerable for the land of Sodom in the 


day of judgment than for thee. 

±5 At that time Jefus anfwered, 
and faid, I thank thee, 6 Father, Lord of 
heaven and earth; beeaufe thou haft hid 
thefe things from the wife and prudent, 
and haft revealed them unto babes. 26 
Even fo, Father; for fo it feemed good 
in thy light. § 

17 The power over all ‘things is de¬ 
livered unto me (as Mediator) by my 
F.ithej*; and none knowc rli the Son’s 
powv and authority but the Father, nor 
the Father’s council of peace but the 
Son, and he to whom the Son will re¬ 
veal it. 

28 Come unto me, all ye that la¬ 
bour, and arc heavy laden (with fin and 
mifery), and I will give you reft. 29 
Take my yoke upon you, and learn of 
me; for I am meek and lowly in heart; 
arid ye fhall find reft unto your fouls. 
30 For the yoke of my fervtce is eafyl 
and the burden of my crofs light, (com¬ 
pared with thd bondage and flavery of 
fin and Satan). 

CHAP. XII. 

The Pharisees' blindnefs reproved. 

A T that time Jefus went on the Sab¬ 
bath-day thro’ the corn ; and his 
difciples being hungry, began to pluck 
and eat the ears of corn, (which the law 
allowed travellers to do). 

2 But when the Phaiifees fa w it, they 
faid unto him, Behold, thy difciples do 
that which is not lawful to do upon the 
Sabbath-day. 3 But lie faid unto them, 
Have ye not read what David did when 
he was hungry, and they that were with 
him ; 4 How he entered into the hoofe 

of God, and did eat the lliew-bread, 
which was not lawful for him to eat, nei¬ 
ther for them who were with him, but 
only for the pricils. 

5 Or have ye not read in the law, how 
that on the Sabbath-days the prielts in 
the temple profane the Sabbath, as tmicli 
by doing things ncccllaTv for the 1 fervice 
of the day, and are biamclcfs ? 6 But I 

fay unto you, That in this place is one 
greater than the temple. 

7 But if ye had known what this 
meaneth, I will rather have works of 
mercy, than of piety, ye would not have 
blamed the guiltlels. 3 For the Son of 
man is Lord even of the Sabbath-day. 

9 And, when he was departed 
thence, he went into their fynagogu£ : 
to And, behold; there was a man who 
had his hand withered'; and they aJked 
him, faying, Is it lawful to heal on the 
Sabbath-days? That they migl+t accufe 
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Kira. 11 But he faid unto them*, Wfcit 
man fliall there be among you-that fhall 
Kaye one fheep, ahd if it fall into a pit 
on the Sabbath-day, wiil^he not lay hold, 
on it, and lift it out ? i a How much 
then is a man better than a (beep? Where¬ 
fore it is lawful to do well on the Sab¬ 
bath-days. 

13 Then faith he to the man,.Stretch 
forth thine hand. And he hr etched it 
forth ; ahd it was reftored whole, like 
the other. 

14 Then the Fharifhes went put, and 
held a council again!! him, how they 
might deftroy him. 

'15 But when Jefus knew it he with- 
tftew himfelf from thence : And great 
multitudes followed him, and he healed 
them all; 16 And charged them, that 
they fliould not make him known : fey 
That it might be fulfilled which was fpq- 
ken by Ifaiah the prophet, faying, 18 
Behold him, whom I have chofen to be 
my fervant, as Mediator ; my Beloved, 
in whom my foul is well pleafed. I will 
put my Spirit upon him, and he lhall 
caufe the judgment of juitice and mercy 
be Ihewn to the Gentiles. 19 He lhall 
not ufe violence, and noify, pompous 
Ihew in the ftreets. 20 The heart bruif- 
ed for fin lhall he not break, nor rejed! 
the weakeft mints, if lincere, tho’ but 
like fmoke without light, till he make 
the pdwer-of graceyidlorious. 21 And 
in his name lhall the Gentiles trull. 

22 ^ Then was brought unto him one 
polfelTed with a devil, blind and dumb ; 
and he healed him, infomuch that the 
blind and dumb both.fpake and faw. 

23 And all the people were amazed, 
and laid, Is not this the fon of David ! 

24 But when die Pharifees heaid it, 
they faid, This ftllow cloth not caft out 
devil* but by Beelzebub, the prince of 
the devils. 

25 And Jefus knew their thoughts, 

and faid unto them. Every kingdom di¬ 
vided again ft itfelf is brought to defla¬ 
tion; and every city or houfe divided a- 
gainlt itfelf fhall not ftand, 26 And if 
Satan caft out Satan, he is divided againft 
himfelf; how lhall .then his kingdom 
Hand ? 27 And if I by Beelzebub caft 

out devils, by whom do your oifciples caft 
them out ? As thej do it by invocation of 
the name of Jehovah, they lhalL con¬ 
demn you'in the judgment. 28 .But if 
I caft out devils, by the Spirit ofCod, 
then the kingdom of God is come unto 
you. • 29 Or elfe how can one enter in¬ 
to axtftrbng man’s houfe, and fpoil his 
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goods, except he firft Kind the llrong man ? 
and then he will fpoil Iris houfe. 30 He 
that is not with me, is againft'mc ; and 
he that gathereth not with me, fcatter- 
eth abroad. 

31 Wherefore I fay unto you. All 
manner of fin and blafphemy lhall be for¬ 
given unto men ; but the blafphemy a- 
gainft the Holy Ghoft lhall ndt be for¬ 
given unto men. 32 And whoever 
fpeaketh a word againft the Son of 
man, it shall be forgiven him ; but 
whoever (thro’ wilful infidelity and int- 
penitency, aferibes the works of the Ho¬ 
ly Spirit to Satan,) it lhall never be for¬ 
given, neither under the prefent difpen- 
fcation, nor under the fucceeding gofpcl 
difpenfation. ( Heb . ii. 5.) 

33 Either make the tree good, and its 
fruit good ; or elfe make the tree cor¬ 
rupt, and its fruit corrupt. For the tree 
is known by its fruit. 

34 O generation of vipers? how ran 
ye, being evil, fpeak good things ? For 
out of the abundance of the heart, the 
mouth fpeaketh. 

35 A gdod man, out of the good trea- 
fure of his heart, bringeth forth good 
things; and an evil man, out of the evil 
treafure, bringeth forth evil things. 

36 But I fay unto you, That men lhall 
give an account in the day of judgment 
for every falfe and pernicious word they 
fpeak. 37 For by thy words thou flialt 
be juftified, aud iby thy words thou lhalt 
be condemned. 

38 Then certain of the feribes and 
of the'Pharifees anfwered, faying, Maftcr, 
we would fee a fign from thee. 

3p But he anfwered, and faid unto 
them. An evil and adulterous genera¬ 
tion feeketh after a fign; and there fliall 
no fign be given to it, but the fign of the 
prophet Jonas. 40 For as Jonas (i. 17.) 
was three days and three nights in the 
fifh’s belly, fo fhall the Son of man be 
three days and three nights in the grave. 
41 The men of Nineve shall rife in judg¬ 
ment with this generation, and shall con¬ 
demn it; becaufe they repented at the 
preaching of Jonas; and, behold, a great¬ 
er than Jonas is Here. 42 The queen of 
the fouth shall rife up in the judgment 
with tills generation, and shall condemn 
it; for she came from a far country to 
Hear tke wifdom of Solomon ; and, be¬ 
hold, a greater than Solomon is here. 
43 When the unclean fpirit is gODe out 
of a man that is a Jew, he goeth thro’ 
the heathen dry wildernefs feeking reft, 
; but finding Done, (when watered with 
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the gofpel); 44 Then he faith, I will 
return to iny habitation which I left: 
and when lie is come, he findeth it emp¬ 
ty (of ;ill that is good), and prepared for 
receiving him. 45 Then goetli he, and 
taketli with himfelf feven other fpirits 
more wicked than himfelf, and they en¬ 
ter in and dwell there; and the laft ftatc 
of that man is worfe than the firft. Even 
fo it shall he alfo unto this wicked gene¬ 
ration. 

4 6 If While he yet talked-to the peo¬ 
ple, behold, his mother ( who had no chil¬ 
dren but him, he mg always a virgin J 
and his kindred flood without, defiring 
to fpcak with hint. 

% 47 Then one faid unto him, Behold 
thy mother and thy brethren ftand with¬ 
out, defiring to fpeak with thee. 48 But 
he anfwercJ, and Taid unto him that told 
him, Who is my mother ? and who are 
my brethren ? 

49 And he Itretched forth his hand to¬ 
ward his rlifciples, and faid, Behold my 
mother and my brethren 1 50 For who¬ 

ever will do the will of my Father in 
heaven, he is dearer to me than brother,, 
or filler, or mother. 

C H A 1 >. XIII. 

77 )e parable of the fewer. 

HE fame day went Jefus out of the 
huufe, and fat by the fca-lide. 

a And great multitudes were gather¬ 
ed together unto him, fo that lie went 
into a. Ihip, and fat, and the w hole mul¬ 
titude fluod on the (liore. 

3 And he fpake many things unto 
than in parables, faying, Behold, a few¬ 
er went forth to fow ; 4 And when he 

lowed, fome feeds fell by the way-fide , 
and the fowls came and devoured them 
them up. 5 Some fell upon ftoiiy pla¬ 
ces, where they had not much earth; 
and forthwith they fprung up, bccaufe 
they bad no dee purls of earth. 6 And 
when the fun was up they were fcorch- 
ed ; and, bccaufe they had no root, they 
withered away. 7 And fome fell among 
thorns; and the thorns fprung up and 
chocked them. 8 But others fell into 
good ground, and brought forth fruit, 
lome an hundred-fold, fome fixty-fold 
■ami fome thirty fold. 

9 Who hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

10 IT And the difciples came, and faid 
unto him, Why fpeakeft thou unto them 
in parables? 11 He anfwercd iyid faid 
unto them, Bccaufe to you it is given to 
know the myfterics of the kingdom of 
heaven, (as ye have to preach it J ; but 
to them it is not given (but in parables). 


rx For tp him that improveth whSt he 
hath, more fliall be given in abundance ; 
but whoever improveth not what he 
hath, even that fliall be.taken away fiom 
him : 13 Therefore fpake I unto thcitf 

in parables, (for they are capable of no¬ 
thing elfe ) ; becaufc tho’ they fee they 
perceive not, and tho’ they hear they 
hearken not, nor underftand. 14 And 
in them is fulfilled the prophecy of Iiai- 
ah, which faith, By hearing ye fliall 
hear, and Hull not underltaml; and tee¬ 
ing ye fliall fee, and fliall not perceive . 
1 c For this people’s heart is waxed grols, 
and their ears are dull of hearing, and 
their eyes they have elofed ; left at any 
time they fhould fee with their eyes and 
hear with their ears, and fliould under¬ 
ftand with their heart, and fliould be 
converted, and I fliould heal them. 

id But bleffed are your eyes, for they 
fee ; and your ears, for they hear. 

17 Fdr verily t.fay unto you, that ma¬ 
ny prophets and righteous men have de- 
fired to fee thofe things which yc fee, 
and have not feen them, and to hear 
thofe things which ye hear, and have not 
heard them. 

18 ^f Hear ye, therefore, the parable 
of the tower. 

19 When any One heareth the word 
of the kingdom, and underftandeth it 
not, then cometh the wicked one, and 
catchcthaway the word which was town 
in his heart. This is he who receiveth 
feed by the way-fitje. xo But he that 
received the feed into Itony places, the 
fame is he that heareth the word, 
and anon with joy receiveth it: 21 
Yet hath he no looted fixed princi¬ 
ples, (refolutions or fixt impreflions) 
in himfelf, and fo endureth only for 
a while, but not to the end; For when 
tribulation or pcrfecutisn arifeth becaufa 
of the woid, he is foon made to Humble. 
22 He alfo that received feed among the 
thorns is he that heareth the word, and 
the cares of this world and the dcceitful- 
nefsof riches choke the word, and he be- 
cometh unfruitful. 23 But lie that re¬ 
ceived feed into the good ground is he 
that heareth the word, and underftand¬ 
eth it; who alfo bearcth fruit, and bring- 
cth forth fome an hundred-fold, fome fix- 
ty, fome thirty. 

24 ^ Another parable put he forth 
unto them, faying, The kingdom of hea¬ 
ven is likened'unto a man who towed 
good feed in his field ; 2 $ But while 

men flept, hit enemy came, and fowed 
tares Among the wheat, and wentirhis 
11 2 
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way. a6 Bnt when the blade was fpnmg 
np, and brought forth Fruit, then appear¬ 
ed the tares alfo. 

27 So the ferrajits of the houfeholdcr 
came, and laid unto him, Sir, did It not 
thou fow good feed in thy field ? from 
whence then hath it tares ? 2S He faid 
ttnto then. An enemy hath done this. 
The fervants faid unto him. Wilt thou 
then that we go and gather them up ? 
29 But he faid. Nay ; left, while ye ga¬ 
ther up the tares, yc root up alio *he 
wheat with them. 30 Let both glow 
together until the harveft ; and in the 
time of haireft 1 will fay to the reapers, 
feather ye together firft the tares, and 
bind them in bundles to burn them j but 
gather the wheat into my bain. 

31 J[ Another parable put he forth un¬ 
to them, faying. The kingdom of heaven 
is like to a grain of umftard feed, which 
a man took and fowed in his field ; 32 

Which, indeed, is the. lea ft of a l^lecds ; 
but when it is grown it is the greateft 
among herbs, and becometh a tree ; fo 
that the birds of the air come and lodge 
in the branches thereof. 

33 J[ Another parable fpake he unto 
them : The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto leaven, which a woman took, and 
hid in three nua fuies pf meal, till the 
whole was leavened. 

34 All thefe things fpake Jefufi unto 

the multitude in parah1es,.and without a 
parable fpake he not unto them ; 35 

That it .might be fulfilled which was fyo- 
ken by the prophet, faying, I will open 
my mouth in parables ; I will utter 
things which have been kept fee ret from 
the foundation of the world. 

36 Then Jcfus fent the multitude 
away, and went into the houfe; and his 
difciples came unto him, faying, Declare 
unto us the parable of the tares of the 
field. 

37 He anfwercd, and faid unto them, 
He that fowelh the good feed is the Son 
of man ; 5S I he field is the world ; the 
good feed are the children of the king¬ 
dom ; but the tares are the children 
of the wicked ore ; 39 The enemy that 
fowed them is the devil; the harveft' is 
the end of the world, and the reapers are 
the angels. 

40 As, therefore, the tares are gather¬ 
ed, and burned in the fire, fo IliaU it be 
in the end of the world. 41 The Son 
of man lliall fend forth his mgels, and 
they fhall gather out of his kingdom all 
things that offend, and them who do ini¬ 
quity, 4a And fhall caft them into a 
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furnace of fire; there (hall be wailing 
and grafting of teeth. 

43 Then fhall the righteous fhiee forth 
as the fun in the kingdom of tjicir Fa¬ 
ther. Who hath cars to hear let him 
hear. 

44 If Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
like to a treafurc hid in a field, (i.r. the 
gofpel) the which when a man hath 
found he hideth, (//. he will not lofe it ) 
bnt for joy thereof, goe:h and feFeth all 
that he hath, (luffcrctli the lofs of all 
things) to obtain that field. 

45 IT AgHin, a candidate for the king¬ 
dom of heaven is like to a merchantman 
feeking goodly pearls, 46 Who, wlu n 
he had found a pearl of great value, (i.r. 
Chrift) lie parted with all that lie had 
to obtain it. 

47 Again, the kingdom of heaven if 
like unto a net that was call into the fra, 
and gathered pf every kind : 4S Whii li, 
when it was full, they drew to ftore, r.nd 
fat down, and gathered the good into 
vefleds, but call* the bad away. 

49 So flinll it be at the end of the 
world : the angels lhall come forth, and 
fev* the wicked from among the juft, 
50 And fliall caft them into the furnace 
of fire ; ihere fhall be weeping and gnafli 
ing of teeth'. 

51 Jefus faith unto them, Have ye 
underftood all thefe things ? They fay 
unto him. Yea, Lord. 

52 Then faid he ur.to them. Every 
feribe who is inllnuftcd unto the king¬ 
dom of heaven is like wto a man th.it 
is an honfiiolder. who bringeth forth 
out of his treafurc tilings rew and old. 

53 And it cr.mc to pafs, that when 
Jefus had fioifted thefe parables; he de¬ 
parted theme. 

54 And when he was come into his 
own country, he taught them in their 
fvnagogue, infcmuch that they were 
ftonifhed, arc! faid, Whence hath tins 
man this wifdom, and thefe mighty 
works! 55 Is not this Mie carpentci’s 
foil : is not his mother called Mary : and 
his brethren, James, and Toffs, and Si¬ 
mon, anil Judas? 56 And his fillers, are 
they net all with 11s r Whence then hath 
this man all thefe tilings ? And they 
were offended in him. 

C7 But Jefus faid unto them, A pro¬ 
phet is not without honour, favc in his 
own country, and in his own houfe. 

;S And he did not many mighty 
works there, becaufc of their unbelief. 

CHAP. XIV. 

Herod* 1 opinion s f Chrift. 
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A T that time, Herod the tetrarch 
lu-ard of the fame of Jefus, 2 And 
faid unto his fervants, this is John the 
Bn Mi it ; lie is r.frn from the dead, and 
therefore mighty works do fliew forth 
them lei vf*ti in him. 

4 For Ilerod had laid hold on John, 
and hound him, and put him in prUbn for 
Herodias’ falx*, his brother Philip’s wife, 
4 l or John laid unto him, It is not law¬ 
ful for thee to have Jier. 

5 And when he would have put him 
to death, lie feared the multitude, be- 
caufe they counted him as a prophet. 

6 But when Herod’s birth-day was 
kept, the daughter of Hcrodias danced 
before them, and pleafed Herod. ^Whcre- 
upon he proroifed with an oath to give 
her whatever Hie would afle. 8 And 
flie, being before inflruffled by her mo- 
thrr, faid, Give me here John Baptift’s 
head in a • Larger. 

p And the king was forry : neverthe- 
Icfs for the oath’s fake, and them who fat 
with him,at meat, he commanded it to 
be odven her. 

10 And he fent and beheaded John in 
the prifon. 11 And his head was brought 
in a charger, and "iven to the damfel 
and (lie brought it toiler mother. 

13 And his difciples came and took up 
the body, and buried it, and went and 
told I (fus. 

1 .% V When Jefus heard of it, he de¬ 
parted thence by /hip into a defert place 
apart : and, when the people had heard 
thereof, they followed him on foot out 
of the cities. 

14 And Jefus went forth, and faw a 
great multitude, and was moved with 
coiupnflitm toward them, and he healed 
their Pick. 

i s; If And when it was evening, his 
dife 1 pies nunc unto him, faying, This is 
a defert place, and the time is now paft; 
fend the multitude away, that they may 
go into the villages, and buy themfelves 
vie! 11 a Is. 

16 But Jefus faid unto them, They 
nc’d not depart, give yc them to eat. 
17 And they fay unto him, We have here 
but five loaves and two fi/hes. 18 He 
faid. Bring them hither to me. 

in And he commanded the multitude 
to fit down on the grafs, and he took the 
five loaves and the two fillies, and, Iook- 
ing up to liraven, he blefTed, and brake, 
and gave the loaves to his difciples, and 
the difciplcs to the multitude. 20 And 
they did all eat, and were filled; and 
they took up of the fragments that re¬ 


mained twelve baskets full. 2.r And 
they that had eaten were about five thou¬ 
sand men, befides women and children. 

22 And firaightivay Jefuscon/frain- 
ed his difciples to get into a fltip, and to 
go before him unto the other fulc, while 
he fent the multitudes away. 

24 And when he had fent the multi¬ 
tudes away, he went up into a mountain 
apart to pray; and when the evening 
was come In* was there alone. 

24 But the fiiip was now in the midft 
of the fca tolled with waves; for the 
wind was contrary. 25 And in the fourth 
watch of the night, Jefus went to them, 
walking on the fea. 

26 And when the difciples faw him 
walking on the fea, they were troubled, 
faying. It is a fpirit; and they cried out 
for fear. 27 But Araightway Jefus fpake 
unto them,, faying, Be of good cheer : It 
is I; be not afraid. 

28 And Peter anfwcred him and faid, 
Lord, if it die thou, bid me come unto 
thcc on tjic water. 29 And lie faid. 
Come. And when Peter was come down 
out of the fiiip, hp walked on the water 
to go to Jefus. 40 But when he faw the 
wind buillerous he was afraid ; and, be¬ 
ginning to fink, he cried, laying. Lord, 
fave me. 31 And immediately Jefus 
il retched forth his Ha ml and caught him, 
and laid unto him, O thou of little faith, 
wheref 'i-c didft thou doubt ? 

3 2 And when they were come into the 
(hip, the wind ceafed. 

33 Then they that were in the fiiip 
.came and worlhippcd him, faying, Of a 
truth thou art the Son of God.. 

34 H And when they were gone over, 
they came into the land of Gennefaret. 

45 And when the men of that place 
had knowledge of him, they fent out 
into .all that country round about, and 
brought unto him all that were difeafed, 
36 And be fought him that they might 
only touch tire hern of his garment: and 
as many as touched were made perfect¬ 
ly whole. 

CHAP. XV. 

Cbrijl rtprove th t /je Ph nr if res: 

HEN" came to Jefus ferilies and Pha¬ 
risees, who were of Jcrufalem, 
faying, 2 Why do thv difciples tranf- 
grefs the tradition of the elders ? For 
they wafii not their lvnnds when they 
cat bread. . 

3 ahfwered, and laid unto 

them, Why do ye alfo tranfgrofs the 
compand of God by your tradition ? 4 

lor God commanded, faying, Honour 
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thy -father and mother : and, He that 
curfeth father or mother, let him he put 
to death. 5 But ye fay. Whoever fliall 
Way to his father or his mother (when in 
want), The tiling thou afkeft is devoted, 
and to be offered on the altar, 6 And 
honour not his father or his mother, he 
fhall be free. Thus have ye made the 
command of God of none effect by your 
tradition. 

7 Ye hypocrites ! well did Ifaiah pro- 
phefy of you, faying, 8 This people 
draweth nigh unto me with their mouth, 
and honoureth me with their lips; but 
their heart is far from me. 9 But in 
vain they do worfliipme, teaching for 
doftrines the commands of men. 

to ^J* And he called the multitude, 
and faid unto them, Hear, and under- 
fland : ir Not that which' goeth into 
the mouth defiteth a man ; but that 
which cometh out of the mouth, thisde- 
filetb a man. 

12 Then came his difciples, and faid 
unto him, Knoweft thou that the Phari- 
fees were offended after they heard this 
faying ? 

13 But he anfwered, and faid, Every 
plant which my heavenly Father hath 
not' planted /hall be rooted up. 14 Let 
them alone, (they are incorrigible); they 
be blind leaders of the blind. And it the 
blind lead the blind, both ihall fall into 
the pit. 

15 Then anfwered Peter, and faid un¬ 
to him, Declare unto us this parable. 

16 And Jesus faid, Are ye alfo. yet 

without unaerftanding ? 17 Do not ye 

yet underftand, that whatever entereth 
in at the mouth goeth into the belly, 
and is call out into the draught: 18 But 
thofe tilings which proceed out of the 
mouth come forth from the heart, and 
they defile the man ? 19 For out of the 

heart proceed evil thoughts, murders, a- 
dnlteries, fornications, thefts, falfc wit- 
nefs, blafphemies; 26 Thefe are the 
things which defile a man ; but to eat 

- With uuwafliea hands defileth not a 
man. 

21 Then Jefus went thence, and 
departed into the coafts of Tyre and Si- 
don. 22 And, behold, a woman of Ca¬ 
naan came out of the fame coafts, and 
cried unto him, faying, Have mercy on 
me, O Lord; thou £on of David ; my 
daughter is grieveufly vexed with a 
devil. 23 But he anfwered her not a 
word.- And his difciples came and be- 
fought him, faying, Send her away; for 
flie crieth after us. 24 But he anfwered, 


and faid, I am not fent but unto the loft 
ftiecp of the \\onk of Ifrael. 

25 Then Ihe came and worfliipped 
him, Tayrng, Lord, help me. 2 6 But he 
anfwered, and faid, It is not meet to take 
the children’s bread, and to call it to 
dogs. 27 And flie faid, Truth, Lord ; 
yet the dogs eat of the crumbs which fall 
from their mailer’s tabic. 

28 Then Jefus anfwered, and faid un¬ 
to her, O woman, great is thy faith ; be 
it unto thee even as thou wilt. And her 
daughter was made whole from that ve¬ 
ry hour. 

29 And Jefus departed from thence, 
abd came nigh unto the fea of Galilee, 
and went up into a mountain, and fat 
down there. 

30 And great multitudes came unto 
him, and having with them thofe that 
were lame, blinds dumb, maimed, and 
many others, and call them down at Je¬ 
fus’ feet, and he healed them ; 31 In- 
fomuch that the multitude wondered, 
when they faw the dumb to fpcak, the 
maimed to be whole, the lame to walk, 
and the blind to fee And they glorified 
the God of Ifrael. 

32 ^ Then Jefus called his difciples 
unto him, and faid, I have compaflion on 
the multitude, becaufe they continue 
with me now three days, and have no¬ 
thing to eat; and I will not fend them 
away fading, left they faint in the way. 

33 And his difciples fay unto him. 
Whence fliould we have fo much bread 
in the wil ^rnefs as to fill fo great a mul¬ 
titude ?' 34 And Jefus faith unto them. 
How many loaves have ye ? And they 
faid. Seven, and a few little fifties. 

35 And he commanded the multitude 
to fit down on the ground. 36 And he 
took the feven loaves and the fifties, and 
gave thanks, and brake them, and gave 
to his difciples, and the difciples to the 
multitude. 35 And they did all cat, 
and were filled. Anil they took up of 
the broken meat that was left lcven baf- 
kets full. 38 And they that did eat were 
four thoufaod men, befides women and 
childien. 

39 And he fent away the multitude, 
and took fliip, and came into the coafts 
of Magdala. 

QHAP. XVI. 

The Pharifces require a fjgn. 

HE Phariiees alfo, with the Sad- 
ducees, came, and tempting him, 
defired him Jo ftiew them a figh in the 
sky. 

a He anfwered, and faid to them, 
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When it is evening, ye fay, It wilt be 
fair weather, for the sky is ml ; 3 And 
in the morning. It will be foul weather, 
for the -ky is red and lowring. O ye hy¬ 
pocrites, ye can difeern the face of the 
sky, but yc cannot difeern the figns of 
ihe times of your definition. 4 A wick¬ 
ed and adulterous generation feeketh af¬ 
ter a fign, and there (hall no fign be given 
unto it, but the fign of the prophet Jonas. 
And he left them, and departed. 

5 And when his difciples were come 
to 'the other fide, they had forgotten to 
take bread. 

0 Then Jcfus faid unto them, Take 
heed, and beware of the leaven of the 
Pharifees and of the Sadducees. 

7 And they reafoned among them- 
fclves, faying, It is becaufe we have tak¬ 
en no bread. 8 Which when Jefus 
perceived he faid unto them, O ye of 
little faith, why rcafun ye among your- 
felves, becaufe yc have got no bread? 

„ 9 Do ye not yet underftand, nei¬ 
ther remember the five loaves of the five 
thoufand, and hovV many baskets„ye took 
up ? 10 Neither the feven loaves of the 
four thoufand, and how many baskets yc 
took up? 11 How is it that ye do not 
underftand that I fpakc it not to you con¬ 
cerning bread, that ye fliould beware of 
the leaven of the Pinrifees, and of the 
Sadducees ? 

12 Then underftood they how that he 
bade them not beware of the leaven of 
bread, but of the doftrine of the Phari¬ 
fees, and of the Sadducees. * 

13 If When Jefus came into the coafts 

ofCcfarca Philippi, he asked his difciples, 
faying. Whom do men fay that I, the 
Son of man, nul ? 14 And they faid, 

Some fay that thou art John the Baptift ; 
fume Elias; and others, Jeremias, or one 
of the prophets. 15 He faith unto them, 
But whom fay ye that I ain ? 

16 And Simon Peter anfwered, and 
faid, Thou art the Chrift, the Son of the 
living God. 1 nd Jefus anfwered, and 
laid unto him, Bleflcd av-t thou Simon Bar- 
jona : for He Hi and blood hath not reveal¬ 
ed it unto thee, but my Father who is 
in heaven. 1 3 And I fay alfo unto thee, 
thou art Peter; and upon this rock (my- 
felf, whomthofthaftconfefled to be Chrift) 
I will build my church,and the power 
and policy of hell fhall not prevail againft 
it. 19 And I will give unto thee the keys 
of the kingdom ofhcavcn(the power of 
admitting and excommunicating) , and 
Vhatfoevcr thou ftialt bind (juitly) on 
earth (hall be bound iu heaven, and what- 
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foever thou (halt (rightly) look on earth 
(hall be loofed in heaven. 

20 Then charged he his difciples that 
they fliould tell no man that he was Je¬ 
fus the Chrift ('till he had fiuilhed hi* 
work.) 

21 From that time forth began 
efus to fliew unto his difciples, how that 
e muft go unto Jerufalem, and fuffer 

many things of the elders, and chief prieft 9 
and feribes, and be killed, and be raifed 
again the third day. 

22 Than Peter took him, and began 
to rebuke him, faying, Be it far from 
thee, I,ord : this fliall not be unto thee. 
23 But he turned, and faid unto Peter, 
Get thee behind me, Satan; thou art an 
offence unto me : for thou favoured not 
the things that be of God, but thole 
that be of men. 34 Then faid Jefus uifc- 
to his difciples, if any man will come af¬ 
ter me, let him deny himfelf (the eafe, 
pleafures, riches and honorsof this world) 
and take up his crofs (willingly 'fuffer 
all evils), and follow me. 25 For who¬ 
ever will fave his life 1 111 all lofe (the en¬ 
joyment of) it; and whoever will lofe 
his life for my fake, fliall find (true hap- 
pinefs.) 26 For what is a man profited 
if he fliall gain the whole world and lofe 
himfelf ? or what fliall a man give in ex¬ 
change for himfelf? 

27 For the Son of man fliall come in 
the glory of his Father, with his angels, 
to judgment; and then he fliall reward 
every man according to bis works. 

28 Verily, I fay unto you, there be 
fome Handing here who fliall not tafte of 
death till they fee the Son of man com¬ 
ing to cftablish his'kingdom by abolish¬ 
ing the Jewish ftate. 

CHAP. XVII: ■ 

The transfiguration of Chrift . 

ND after fix days Jefus taketh Pe¬ 
ter, James, and John his brother, 
and bringeth them up into an high moun¬ 
tain apart, 2 And was transfigured be¬ 
fore them ; and his face did shine as the 
fun, and his raiment was white as the 
light. 

3 And behold, there appeared unto 
them Mofes and Elias talking with him. 

4 Then anfwered Peter,&nd laid unto 
Jefus, Lord, it is good for us to be here; 
if thou wilt, let us make here three ta¬ 
bernacles ; one for thee, and one for Mo¬ 
fes, and one for Elias. 

5 While he yet fpake, behold, a bright 
cloud overshadowed them ; and behold, 
a voice out of the cloud, which faid. 
This is my beloved fon, in whom I am 
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well pleated, hear ye him. 

t> And wlien the difciples heard it, 
they fell oh their face, and were f6re a- 
fraid. 7 And Jefus cnme and touched 
them, and faid, Arife, and be not afraid. 
8 And when they had lifted up their 
eyes, they fatv no man, lave Jefus only. 

9 And as they came down from the 
mountain, Jefus charged them, faying, 
Tell the vifion to no man, until the Son 
of man be rifen again from the dead. 

"io And his difciples alkcd him, faying, 
Why then fay the feribes that Elias muft 
firft come ? 11 And!Jefus anfwcred, and 
faid unto them, Elinstruly (hall firft come, 
and reftore all things. 1 2 But I fay un. 
to yop, That Elias is come already, and 
they knew him not, but have done unto 
him whatever they lifted. Likewife lhall 
alfo the Son of man fuller of them, 

13 Then the difciples underftood that 
he (Jiake unto them of John the Bap- 
tift. 

- 14 U And when they were come to 
the multitude, there came to him a cer¬ 
tain man, kneeling down to him, and 
faying, 15 Lord, have mercy on my 
fon ; for he is lunatic, and fore vexed ; 
for ofttimes he falleth into the fire, and 
oft into the water. 16 And I brought 
him to thy difciples, and they could not 
turc him. 

17 Then Jefus anfwered, and faid, O 
faithlefs and perverfe generation, how 
long fhall I be with you? how long fhall 
1 fufler you ? bring him hither to me. 

iS And Jefus rebuked the devil; and 
he departed out of hirn. And the child 
was cured from that very hour. 

19 Then came the difciples to Jefus 
apart, and faid, Why could not we caft 
him out ? 1 ao And Jefus faid unto them,. 
Becaufe cf your unbelief; for verily I 
fay unto you, If ye have faith-as a grain 
ofmuftatd feed,’ye shall fay to thismmin- 
tain, be removal hence to yonder place, (or 
difficulties feemingly as great), and no¬ 
thing (hall be impoflible unto you.

ftrangers. Jefus fuith unto him, Then 
are the children free, 

27 Notwithftanding, left we fhould of¬ 
fend them, go thou to the fca, and caft un 
hook, and take up the fish that firft com- 
eth up ; and when thou haft opened its 
mouth, tliou (halt find a piece of money ; 
that take, and give unto them for me 
and thee.

The parable of the labcurers. 

F OR the kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a man that is an hou fell older, 
who went out early in the morning to 
hire labourers into his vineyard.

8 So when even was come, the lord of 
the vineyard faith unto his fteward, Gail 
the’ labourers, and give them their hire, 
beginning from the laft unto the firft. 

p And when they came that were hir¬ 
ed about the eleventh hour, they receiv¬ 
ed every man a penny, ("jd.) 10 But when 
the firft came, they liippoftd that tiny 
fliould have received more; and they 
likewife received every man a penny. 
11 And when they had received it, they 
murmured again ft the good man of the 
houfe, 12 Saving, Thcfc laft have 
wrought but one hour, and thou haft 
made them equal unto us, who have 
borne the burden and heat of the dav-

17 If And Jcfus, going up to Jerufa- 
lem, took the twelve difeiples apart in 
the wav, and fa id unto them, 18 Be¬ 
hold, \vc go Up to Jenifalem ; and the 
Sum of man fliall bq betrayed unto the 
chief priefts, and unto the bribes, and 
they ihall condemn him to death; 19

30 And, behold, two blind men fitting 
by the way-lidc, when they heard that 


Jefus patTed by, cried out, faying, Have 
mercy on us, O I^ord, thou fon of Da¬ 
vid. 

31 And the multitudes rebuked them, 
becaufe they fliould hold their peace : 
but they cried the more, faying. Have 
mercy on us, O Lord, thou fon of Da¬ 
vid. 

32 And Jefus flood ft ill, and called 
them, and faid, What will ye-that I fliall 
do unto you >' 33 They fay unto him, 
Lord, that our eyes may be opened. 34 
So Jefus had comp^flion on them, and 
touched their eyes’; and immediately 
their eyes received fight, and they fol¬ 
lowed him. 

C II A P. XXI. 

Chrijl ridetb into Jerusalem. 

A ND when they drew nigh unto Jc- 
ruflilom, and were come to Beth- 
phage, unto the mount of Olives, then 
lent Jcfus two difeiples, 2 Saying unto 
them, Go into the village over againft 
you, and ftraightway ye fliall find an afs 
tied, and a colt with her: loofe them, 
and bring them unto nie. 3 Ancl if any 
niHn lay ought unto you, ye fliall fay. 
The Lord hath need of them; and ftraight- 
way he w ill fend them. 

4 All this was done, that it might be 
fulfilled which was fpoken by the pro- 
phet, faying, 5 Tell the inhabitants of 
Zion, Behold, thy Xing coineth unto 
thee, meek, and fitting upon an afs, and 
a colt, the foal of an afs. 

6 And the difeiples went, and did as 
Jefus commanded them. 7 And brought 
the afs and the colt, and put on it their, 
clothes, and fet him on it. 

8 And a very great multitude (pread 
their garments in the way ; others cut 
down branches Irom the trees, and ftraw- 
ed them in the way. 

9 And the multitudes that went be¬ 
fore, and that followed, cried, faying, 
Hofanna, fave, I pray 1 All hail, to th* 
fun of David Blefled is he that coineth 
in the name of the Lord; Hofanna in 
the higheft. 

10 And when he was come into Jc- 
rnfalem, all the city was moved, faying. 
Who is this? 11 And the multitude 
faid, This is Jcfus the prophet, of Na¬ 
zareth of Galilee. 

12 And Jefus went into the temple 
of God, and call out bll them that fold 
and bought in the court of the temple, 
and overthrew the tables of the money¬ 
changers, and the feats of them <hat fold 
doves; 13 And faid unto them, It is 
written, My houf e^ bali be called the 
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koufe of prayer ; but ye have made it a 
den of thieves. 

14 And the blind and the lame came 
to him in the temple; and he healed 
them* 

15 IT And when the chief pricfts and 
Irribes faw the wonderful things that he 
did, and the children crying in the tem¬ 
ple, and faying, Hofanna to the fon of 
David ; they were fore difpleafed, 16 
And' faid onto him, Heareft thou what 
they fay ? And Jefus faith unto them, 
Yei: have ye never read, Out of the 
mouth of babes in^fucklings thou haft 
perfected praife? (tbe Jittiple and weak). 

17 And he left them, and went out 
of the city into Bethany; and he lodged 
there. 

18 Now, in the morning, as he return¬ 
ed into the city, he was'hungry. 19 And 
when he faw a fig-tree in tbe way, he 
came to it, and found nothing thereon 
but leaver only, and fa:d unto it. Let no 
fruit grow on thee henceforward for e- 
ver. And prefrntly the fig-tree wither¬ 
ed away. 

20 And when the difciples faw it, they 
marvelled, faying, How fooD is the fig- 
tree withered aw2y 1 21 ^Jefus anfwer- 
ed, and faid unto them, Verily, I fay un¬ 
to you, if ye have faith, and doubt not, 
ye fhaLI nof only do this which is done 
to the fig-tree, but alfo, if ye lhail Cay 
unto this mountain, (or any great diffi¬ 
culty), Be thou removed, and be thou 
caft into the fea, it fhall be done. 22 
Aod all things wh2tfoever ye lhallafk in 
prayer, believing, ye (hall receive. 

23 And when he was come into the 
temple, the chief priefts and the elders 
of the people e2me unto him as he was 
teaching, and Caid, By what authority 
doeft thou thefe things; and who gave 
thee this authority ? 

24 And Jefus anfwered, and faid unto 

them, I alfo will ask. you one thing, 
which if ye tell me, I alfo will tell you 
by what authority l do thefe things. 25 
The baptifm of John, whence was it? 
from heaven, or of men ? 26 And they 

reafoned with themfeives faying, If we 
lhall fay, From heaven, he will fay, Why 
did ye not thru believe him ? But if we 
lhall lay, Of men, we fearthe people ; 
for all hold John as a prophet. 

27 And they anfwered Jefus, and Caid, 
We cannot tell. And he Caid unto them. 
Neither tell I you by what authority I 
do thefe things. 

18 TJ But what think ye ? a certain 
man had two fdhs^ind he came td the 
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firfi,and (aid, Son,go work to-day in my 
vineyard. 29 He anfwered, and faid. I 
will not: but afterward he repented, 
and went. 30 And he came to the fc- 
cond, and faid likewife. And he anfwer¬ 
ed, and faid, I go, Gr; and went not. 

31 Whether of them twain did ti e 
will of his father ? They f2y unto him. 
The firft. Jefus faith unto them. Verily 
I fay unto you, they that have been pub¬ 
licans and harlots go into the kingdom 
of God before you. 32 For John came 
unto you in the way of righteoufnefs, and 
ye believed him not; but the publicans 
and harlots believed him : and ye, wh' n 
ye had feen it, repented not arterwaid, 
that ye might believe him. 

33 If Hear another parable. There 
was a certain houfiiolder. who planted a 
vineyard (tbe 'Jewish church ,) and hed¬ 
ged it about ( with his powerfulprotec¬ 
tion ), and made a wir.e-prefs in it (tie 
temple) and built a watch tower, and let 
it out to hufbaodmen ( the Jewish eldcri 
arid people), and went into a far count) y 
(afeetided from Sinai). 

34 And when the time ( of trial for 
bearing tbe fruits ofright cotfnefs) came f 
he fent his fervants ( the prophets) to the 
hufbandmen, to receive the trusts of it. 

35 And the huibandman took his fer- 
vants, and beat one, and killed another, 
and Honed another. 

3 6 Again, he fent other fervants more 
than the firlt; and they did unto them 
likewife. 

37 But laft of all he fent his fon ( the 
Mefsiab), faying. They-will reverence 
my fon. 38 But when the hulbandnu n 
faw the fon, they faid among themielvti, 
This is the heir, ( the church's bead and 
king) ; come let us kill him, and the in- 
heiitance will be ours (be will not rule 
over us). 39 And they caught him, 
and caft him out of the vineyard, and (If* 
him 

40 When the lord, therefore, of the 
vineyard cometh, what will he do unto 
thofc hulbandmen ? 41 They fay unto 

him, He will mifrrably deltioy thole 
wicked men, and will let out his vine¬ 
yard to other hulbandmen (tbe Gentiles ), 
who will yield fruits in their fe a foils. 

42 Jefus faith to them, Did ye never 
read in tbe feriptures, The ftone (the 
Mefsiah) which the (JewiJls) builders 
rejected, the fame is become the head of 
the corner (to unite Jews and Gentiles 
in one church) : this is the Lord’s doing, 
and it is marvellous in our eyes.? -13 
Therefore fay I unto you, The kingdom! 
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of God lhall be taken from you, and gi¬ 
ven to a nation bringing forth the fruits 
thereof. 44 And whoever (flumbling 
thro ’ ignorance and unbelief ) lhall fall 
on thisdone (hall be broken {andperifh)\ 
but on whomfoever ( malicious perfecu- 
torj or •wilful infidels or apojlatc /) it Ilia 11 
fall, it will grind him to powder. 

45 And when the chief pricJls and 
Pharifees heard his parables, they percei¬ 
ved that he fpake of them. 

46 But when they fought to lay hands 
on him, they feared the multitude, be- 
caufe they took him for a prophet. 

CHAP. XXII. 

The parable of the marriage feajl. 

ND Jcfus anfwered, and fpake un¬ 
to them again by parables, and 
faid, 2 The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a certain king, who made a mar¬ 
riage for his fon (the union of the church 
to the Mefsiah ), 3 And fent forth his 

fervants (the prophets and the Haptijl) 
to call them that were bidden to the 
wedding (2/1®. the Jews), aod they 
would not come. 

4 Again, he fent forth other fervants 
(the apoJUes), faying, Tell them who arc 
hidden, Behold, I have prepared my din¬ 
ner, my oxen and my fatlings are killed, 
and all tilings are ready, ( the gofpelfeajl 
is prepared , and all is JiniJhed by the 
Mcftiah's death ) ; come unto the mar¬ 
riage : 

5 But they madp light of it, and went 
their ways one to his farm, and another 
to his merchandife. 6 And the rem¬ 
nant took his fervants, and entreated 
them fpitc fully, and flew them. 

7 But when the king heard thereof, 
he was wroth ; and he fent forth his ar¬ 
mies, and dcltroyed thofe murderers {the 
Jews), and burnt up their city. 

S Then faith lie to his fervants, The 
wedding is ready, but they who weie 
bidden were not worthy 9 Go ye, 
therefore, into the highways {atnong the 
heathens'), and as many as ye lhall find 
bid to the marriage. 

10 So thofe fervants went out into the 
highways, and gathered together all, as 
many as they found, both bail and good : 
and the wedding was furnifhed with 
guelts. 

11 And when the king came in to 
fee the guelts, he faw there a man who 
had not on a wedding garment, {being 
Jo carele/s as not to go into the king's 
'wardrobe , as the rejl did , to put on the 
king's livery\ and bad not faith and re-, 
pentance , with robes of righteoufnef ). 


1 a And he faith unto him. Friend, how 
camel! thou in hither, not having a wed¬ 
ding garment ? And he was fpeechlefc. 

13 Then faid the king to the fervants. 
Bind him hand and foot, and caft him in¬ 
to a pit rf owier darknefs; there lhall 
be weeping and gnafliing of teeth. 14 
For many are called, but few are chofen. 

15 Then went the Pharifees, and 
took oounfel how they might entangle 
him in his talk. 

16 And they fent out to him their dif- 
ciples with the Herodians, faying, Mat¬ 
ter, we know that thou art true, and 
teacheft the way of God in truth, nei¬ 
ther caieft thou far any man; for thou 
regarded not the perfon of men. 17 
Tell us, therefore. What thinkelt thbu ? 
Is it lawful to gi^ tribute unto Ciefar, 
or not ? 

iS But Jefus perceived their wicked- 
nefs, and faid, Why tempt ye me, ye hy¬ 
pocrites? 19 Shew me the tribute mo¬ 
ney. And they brought unto him a pen¬ 
ny. 20 And he faith unto them, Whofe 
is this image and fuperfeription ? 21 

They fay unto Kim, Ccfar’s. Then faith 
he unto them. Render, therefore, unto 
Cefar the things which are Cefar’s, and 
unto God the things that are God’s. 

22 When they had heard thefc words, 
they marvelled, and left him, and went 
their way. 

23 f[ The fame day came to him the 
Sadducees, who lay that there is no rc- 
l'urredtion, an 1 alked him, 24 Saying, 
Matter Mofes faid, if a man die, having 
no children, liis brother lhall marry hir 
widow, and the 6rft child lhall be heir to 
his brother’s name and inheritance. 

25 Now, there were wi h us feven 
brethren; and the firft, when he had 
married a wife, deceafed; and having no 
blue, left his wife unto his brother ; 2 6 

Likewifc the fecond alfo, and the third,- 
unto the feveuth : 27 Anl laft o. all, 

the woman died alfo. 

i 3 Therefore in therefurreftion, whofe 
wife lhall Ihe be of the levcn ? for they 
all had her. 

29 Jclus anfyvcred, and faid unto them. 
Ye do err, not knowing the fcriptures,nor 
the power of God. 30 For in the refur- 
reftion they neither marry nor arc given 
in marriage ; but are as the angels of 
God in heaven. 

31 But, as touching the refurredlion of 
the dead, have ye nut read that which 
was fpoken unto you by pod, f*y> n g» 
32 I am the God of Abraham, and the 
God ol Iftuc and the God of Jacob (an< 
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allfj/jjicicnt good to their complete per- 
forts, foul and body, eternally), 

33 And when the multitude heard this 
they were aftouilhed ut his dodlrine. 

34 Tf But when the Pharifeesbad heard 
that he had put the Sadducees to filence 
they were gathered together. 

35 Then one of them who was a law¬ 

yer, aflsed him a queftion, tempting him, 
and faying, 36 Matter, which is the 
greateft commandment in the law ? 37 

Jefns faid onto him. Thou flialt lcve the 
Lord thy God with all thy heartland 
with all thy foul, and. with all thy mind. 
38 This is the firft and great command¬ 
ment. 39 And the fecond is like un¬ 
to it. Thou lhalt love thy neighbour 
as thyfelf. 40 On thefe two com¬ 
mandments hang alltshe law and the 
prophets. 

41 Tf While the Pharifees were ga¬ 
thered together, Jcfus asked them, 4 2 
Saying, What think ye of Chritt ? whofe 
fon is he ? They fay unto him. The fon 
ofDavid. 

43 He faith unto them. How then 
doth David in fpirit call him Lcyd, fay¬ 
ing, 44 The Lord faid unto my Lord 
(as the Son of God) Sit thou on my right 
hand, until 1 make thine enemies thy 
footftool. 45 If David then call him 
Lord, tew is he his fon? (As the fon of 
man.)' 

46 And no man was able to anfwer 
him a ward; neither durft any than, 
from that day forth, ask him any more 
quettions. 

CHAP. xxni. 

Chrift admomjbeth the people. 

T HilN fpake jefus to the multitude, 
and to his difciples, faying, 
z The feribes and the Pharifees fit in 
Mofes’ feat: 7 3 All, therefore, whatfo- 
ever they bid you obferve, that obfeive 
and do ; but do net ye after their works; 
far the)* fay, and do not. 4 For threy 
bind heavy burdens, and grievous to be 
beme, and caufe them be laid on men’s 
fhoulders, but they themfelves will not 
put one cS their fingers to them ; ( they 
'will net do what they caufe others do ; 
or do as they would be done to .) 

5 But all their work they do to be*. 
feen of men ; they make broad theirs 
phylatfleries (fcrolls of the law on their 
foreheads and arms) and enlarge the 
borders of their garments (thro 7 vasiity 
and pride;) 6 And Jove the uppermoft 
rooms at feafts, and the chief feats in the 
f> nagqgucs, 7 And greetings in the 

markets, and to be failed of men, Rabbi, 


Rabbi. 1 1 

. 8 But be not ye celled Rabbi, {infal¬ 
lible guide) i for one is your milter, e- 
"ven Chrift, and all ye are brethren. 9 
And call no man your father (or rule of 
conference) upon earth : for one is your 
father, who is in heaven. 

10 Neither be ye called Maflccs (or 
infallible guides) , for one is yonr matter, 
even Chrift. 11 But he that is greateft 
among you fba.ll be your fervant. 12 
And whefoever fliall exalt bimlUf fliall 
be abafed : and he that lhall humble 
himfelf fliall be exalted. 

13 But woe unto you* feribes and 
Pharifees, hypocrites for ye flint up the 
kingdom of heaven againft men, {for¬ 
bidding them to believe in CbriJl) ; for 
ye neither go io yourfelves, nor fuller 
them that are entering to go :n. 

14 Woe unto you, feribes and Phari¬ 
fees, hypocrites! for ye devour widows 
livings (of which ye are trvf.ecs), and 
for a pretence of piety make long pray¬ 
ers ; theieforeye fliall receive the greater 
damnation, 

15 Woe unto you feribes and Phari¬ 
fees, hypocrites ! for ye compafs fca and 
land to make one profelyte (to your re¬ 
ligion), and when heis made, ye make 
him twofold more ( bitter againjl Cbrifli- 

'unity, and) the* child of hell than you:- 
felves. i6Woe unto you, ye blind guides, 
who fay, Whofoever fliall fwear by the 
temple, it is nothing;-but whofoever fisall 
fwear by the gold of tffe temple, he is a 
debtor (a jinner ). 17 Ye fools, and 
blind ! for whether is greater, the gold^ 
or the temple that fandhfieth the gold ? - 

iS And, Whofoever lhall lwear by the 
a'tar, it is nothing; but whofoever fwe a r- 
eth by the gift that is upon it, he is guil¬ 
ty. 19 Ye fools, and blind ! for whether 
is greater, the gift, or the altar that fanc- 
tifieth the gift ? 20 Whofo,‘therefore, 

fliall fwear by the altar, fweaicth by it, 
and by all things therccn. 21 And who¬ 
fo fliall fwear by the temple, fwcareth 
by it and by him that dwelleth therein 
(even God himfelf). 22 And he that 
fliall fwear by heaven, fweareih by the 
throne pf God, and by him that fitteth 
thereon. 

23 Woe ufctoyoii feribes and Pharifees* 
hypocrites ! .for ye pay tithes of mint, 
and ar.ife, and cummin, and have omit¬ 
ted the. weightier matters of the law, 
juftice, mercy, and faith; theft ought 
ye to have done, and not to leave the o- 
ther undone. . 24 Ye blind guides ! who 
ftrain out a gnat, sntb fwallow a ca-_ 
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1 . A-/ in fmall matters, but fay\ BlefTed is ha that cometh in the name 


. not in important duties). 

15 Woe unto you, feribes ami Pharifees, 
hypocrites ! for ye make clean the out- 
licic of the cup and of the platter, but 
within they are full of extortion and ex- 
ref*. 2ft' Thou blind Pharifee ! cleanfe 
that Jir't which is within the cup and 
platter, th.it the out fide of them may 
be dean alio. 

27 Woe unto you, feribes and Phari- 
lees, hypocrites I for ye are like unto 
whiled lepulchres, which indeed appear 
beautiful outward, but arc within full of 
dead men*.; bones, and ofa’J undcanncfs. 
iD Even fo ye alfo outwardly appear 
righteous unto men, but within ye are 
full of l.ypocrify and iniquity. 

29 Woe unto you, feribes and Phari- 
fecs, hypocrites ! beeaufe ye build the 
io;nbs of the prophets, and garnish the 
fcpulchrcs of the righteous, 30 And 
f:.y, If we had been in the days of our fa¬ 
thers, we would not have been partakers 
with them in the blood of the prophets. 

31 Wherefore, yc are witnefTes to 
yourfdves, (by having the fame per¬ 
forating fpirit), that ye are the children 
of them who killed the prophets. 32 
And yc will add to their iniquity till 
the mcafure be full, (and your nation 
be thus ripe for de/lruiiion), 

33 Ye ferpents, ye generation of vi¬ 
pers ! how can ye efcape the damnation 
of hell. 

34 ?T Wherefore, behold, I fertd unto 

you prophets, and wife men, and feribes; 
and fomc of them ye shall kill and cruci¬ 
fy ; and fomc ol them shall ye fcourge in 
ynur fyn.’.gogues, and pcrfecute, them 
from city to city ; 35 That upon you 

may come all the righteous blood shed 
upon the earth, from the blood of righ¬ 
teous Abel unto the blond of Zacharias, 
ion cf Barachirs, whom ye flew between 
the temple and the altar. 

/.ft Verily 1 fay unto you. All thefe 
things shull come i$on this generation, 
(who adopts their ims by copying after 
their exam pi .) ’’ 

37 0 Jcrulalen, Jcrufalcm, thou that 
kill' 1 ft the picphcts, and ftoneft them who 
are font unto thee, how often would I 
have gathered thy children together, e- 
vtn as a hc:i gathcreth her chickens un¬ 
der her wings,* and ye would not ! 38 

llchold, your habitation sinyl bo left de- 
folatc. 30 For I fay unto you, (That 
after my dereafe) henceforth, ye shall 
not fee m", till my coming to : judgment, 
when ye shall (deitre to be of them v. ho) 


of the Lord. 

CHAP. XXIV. 

The dejlruftion of the temple foretold. 
ND Jefus went out, and departed 
from the temple : and hisdifciplcs 
came to him, for to Ihew him the build¬ 
ings of the temple. 2 And Jefus laid 
unto them, See ye not all thefe things ? 
Verily I fay unto you, There fliall not 
be left here one ftone upon another, that 
fliall net be thrown down. 

3 And, as he fat upon the mount of 
Olives, the difciples came unto him pri¬ 
vately, faying. Tell us, when fliall thefe 
things be'? and what shall be the fign of 
thy coining (to puni/h the wicked), and 
of the end (of the Jewijh Jlale, and) 
of tlic world ? 

4 And Jefus anftvercd, and laid unto 

them, Take heed that no man deceive 
you : 5 For many fliall come in my 

name, faying, I am Chrift; and fhall de¬ 
ceive many. ft And yc fliall hear of 
wars, and rumours of ways : fee that ye 
be not troubled; (or all thofe tilings mult 
come to pafs, but the end is not yet. 7 
For nation fliall rife againft nation, and 
kingdom againfl kingdom : and there 
fliall be famines, and peftilances, and 
earthquakes, in divers places. 8 All 
thefe are the beginning of foiTows. 

9 Then fliall they deliver you up to 
be afflicted, and fliall kill you;, and ye 
fliall be hated of all nations for my name**; 
fake. 10 And then lhall many be of¬ 
fended, and fliall betray one another, 
and fliall hate one another, n And ma¬ 
ny falfe prophets fliall rife, and fliall de¬ 
ceive many. 12 And beeaufe iniquity 
fliall abound, the love of many fliall wax 
cold. 13 But lie that fliall endure unto 
the end, the fume fliall be faved. 

14 And this gofpel of the kingdom of 
God fliall be preached in all tlie world, 
for a teflimony (of the ruin and recove¬ 
ry of man) ; and then shall the end (of 
the fenvi/h church and flatc y Rom . x. 
18, Col. i. ft, 23.) come. 15 Therefore, 
when ye shall fee the abomination (of the 
idolatrous Roman Jhndard ) can ling de¬ 
fy i at ion, fpoken of by the prophet Da¬ 
niel, fix. 27.) (land in thi holy land, 
wliQfoevcr readeth the prophets, let him 
underhand their accomplishment. 16 
7 hen let them who be in Judea (let un¬ 
to the mountains. 17 Let him who is 
on the houfe top not come down to take . 
any thing out of his houfe ; lS Neither 
let him who is in the field return back 
to take his clothes. 19 And woe unto 
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them that are pregnant, and to them that 
fuckle children, in thole days^o/ danger 
and trouble), 

jo But pray ye that your flight be not 
in the winter, (being a bad feafon for 
if,) neither on the Sabbath day, (to bin¬ 
der the duties of it']. ai For then 
shall be great tribulation, fuch as was 
hot fince the beginning of the world 
to this time ; no, nor ever shall be. 

32 And except thofe days should be 
shortened, there should none of the Jews 
- efchpe.; hut for the eleft’s fate, thqfe 
days shall be shortened. 

23 Then if any man shall fay unto you, 
Lo, here is Chrift, or there \ believe it 
not. 24 For there shall arife falfe 
chrifts, and falfe prophets, and shall 
make a shew of great (falfe) figns and 
(lying) wonders; infomuch, that if it 
were poflible, they shall deceive the very 
eleifr. 

35 Behold, I have told you before. 

2(5 Wherefore, if they shall lay unto 
you. Behold, he is in the defert; go not 
forth ; Behold, he is in the fecret cham¬ 
bers ; believe it not. 

27 For as the lightning cometh (fpee- 
dily) out of the eaft, and shineth even 
unto the weft; fo shall alfo the coming of 
the Son of man be (in the tight and pow¬ 
er of the gofpel, and at lajl to judge the 
n world ). 28 For wherefoever the car- 
cafe is, there will the eagles be gathered 
to it ; (fo will the Roman eagle be to 
make bavock Of the Jews). 

29 Immediately after the tribula¬ 
tion of thofe days shrill the fun be dark¬ 
ened, and the moon shall net give her 
light, and the ftars shall faU from hea¬ 
ven, and the powers of heaven shall be 
shaken. ( All the light , and power , and 
glory of the Jew'jb city , and temple, 
and church , and fate y J}jall be darkened , 
and Jlaken, and fall, aj thofe tf all na¬ 
tions Jball be at ChriJVs coming at lajl 
to judgment.) 30 And then shall ap¬ 
pear the glory of the Son of in an in hea¬ 
ven ; ami ail the tribes of" the earth 
(that do wickedly ) fhall then mourn, 
when they fhall lee the Son oc man com¬ 
ing in the clouds of heaven with power 
and great glory. - 

31 ArU he fijH.ll fend his angels with a 
great^buncl of a trumpet, and they II12II 

'gather together his elect from the four 
w:nd 3 , from one end of heaven to the o- 
t.ier. 

32 Now, learn a parable of the fig- 
tree; When his branch is. yet tender, and 
pnttetb forth l-aves, ye know that fum- 


nier is nigh : 33 So likewife ye, when 

ye shall fee all thefe things, know that 
it is near, even at the doors. 3^ Veri¬ 
ly I fay unto you. This generation lhall 
not pafi, till all thefe things (concerning 
the destruction of the JewiJb church 
and fate, thirty fix years hence ) be ful¬ 
filled. 

35 Heaven and earth (ball pafs away, 
but my words fhall not pafs away. 

36 But of the day and the hour 
(of the coming of the Son of man to 
judge the world) knoweth no man, 
nor even the angels in heaven, but my 
Father only- 37 But as it was in the 
days of Noah, fo fhall it alfo he at the 
coming oF the Son of man. 38 For as 
in the days that were before the flood 
they were eating and drinking, marrying 
and giving in marriage, until the day 
that Noah entered into the ark, 39 
And knew not until the flood came, and 
took them all away; fo lhall alfo the co¬ 
ming cf the Son of man be. 

40 Then shall two be in the field ; 
the one (tpat is, a Cbriftiun) shall be fa- 
ved, and the other left to perifhfaf the 
defrvftion of Jervfalem, and at the lafl 
judgment) 41 Two women fhall be 
grinding at the mill, the one lhall be fa- 
ved and the other left to perish ; 

42 Watch, therefore; for ye know 
not what hour your Lord doth come. 43 
But know this, that if the goodman of 
the houfe had known in what watch the 
thief would c6me, he would have watch¬ 
ed, and would not have fuffered his houfe 
to be broken up. 

44 Therefore be ye alfo ready; for in 
fuch an hour as ye think not the Son of 
man cometh. 

45 Who then is a faithful and wife 
fervant, whom his lord hath made ruler 
over his houfehold, (bis church ) to give 
them meat in their due feafon * 

46 Blefled is that fervant whom his 
lord, when he cometh, fhall find fo doing. 

47 Verily I fay unto you, T hat he 
fhall make him ruler over alt his goods. 

48 But if that evil fervant fhall fay in 
his heart, My lord dclayeth his coming 
(to judgment), 49 Ann lhall begin to 
fmitc his fellow fervants, (perfccute, and 
be cruel and violent) and to eat and 
arirk with tne drunken; The lord of that 
fervant fhall come in a day when he louk- 
eth not for him, and in ari lionr he is not 
aware of, 51 And lhall cut off the un¬ 
faithful (luxurious, pafecutir.g ) watch¬ 
man, and appoint him his portion 'with 
the hypocrites, where there shall he 
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in the earth, and hid his lord's money, 
{did no good with it in pious or charitable 
attions, tho' he' did not fpend it ill, but 


weeping and gnafhing of teeth.

u'crc wife, and five were foolilli. 3 -H ic y 
that were fool i'll (curelefs prof effort, or 
hypocrites) took their lamps, (nbminal 
formal profeffio/u) t and took no ou 
(sincerity and grace) with them. 4 
But the wife took oil in their vcfiels 
(sincerity and grace in their hearts), 
with their lamps, (or profej/tom). 5 
While the bridegroom delayed they all 
J1 umbered and flept, (and became cat e- 
Icfs, and fee are). 

6 And at midnight (at a time unex- 
p.'tied) there was a cry made, (an alarm 
of death or judgment ), Behold, the bride¬ 
groom (Chrijl) cometh; go ye out to 
meet him, (and enter into happinefs 
•with hint). 7 Then all thofe virgins a- 
rol'e, and trimmed their lamps. 

8 And the foolish faid nnto the wife. 
Give us of your oil; for our lamps are 
gone out. 9 But the wile an fwe red, 
laving. Not fo ; left there be not enough 
for 11s and you ; but goyc rather to them 
that fell, and buy for yourfelves. 

10 And while they went to buy, the 
bridegroom caine ; and they that Wire 
ready went in with him to the marriage; 
and the door was (but. 11 Afterward 
came alio the other virgins, faying, Lord, 
Lord, open to us. n But he anfwered, 
and faid, Verily I fay unto you, I ac¬ 
knowledge you not. 

13 Watch, therefore, for ye know nei¬ 
ther the day nor the hour wherein the 
Son of man cometh (to call upon by 
death or judgment). 

14 For the kingdom of heaven is 

like a man travelling into a far country, 
(Chrijl a fee tiding to heaven ), who cal¬ 
led his own fervants, and delivered unto 
them ('heir portims if) his goods, 
(means of being good, and doing good, 
time , and opportunities , knowledge , 
grace , power, riches , isle. ) 15 And to 

one he gave five talents, to another two, 
and to another one ; and to every man 
according to his fcveral ability; and 
I'.raightway took his journey. * 

16 Then he that had received the five 
talents went and traded v'itft the fame, 
uid made them other five talent?. 17 
And like wife he that had‘received .two, 
h* al;6 gained other two. 18 But he 
t'-iat lud received one went and digged 


fervants comes, and calls them to an ac¬ 
count (at death and judgment). 

20 And fo he that had received five 
talents came, and brought other five ta¬ 
lents, faying, Lord, thou delivered!! unto 
me five talents; behold, I have gained 
befides them five talents more, at His 
lord faid unto him, \VeIl done thou good 
and faithful fervant, thou haft been faith¬ 
ful over a few things, I will make thee 
ruler over many things, (exalt thee to 
high honour and glory in heaven) \ en¬ 
ter thou into the joy of thy lord. 

%2 He alfo that had received two ta¬ 
lents came, and faid, Lord, thou deliver¬ 
ed ft; unto me two talents; behold, I have 
gained two other talents befides them. 
-23 HU lord faid unto him. Well-done, 
good and faithful fervant ; thou haft 
been faithful over a few things, I will 
make thee ruler pver many things; en¬ 
ter thou into the joy of thy lord. 

24 Then he who had received the one 
talent came, and faid, Lord, I knew thee 
that thou art an hard man, reaping 
where thou haft not Town, and gathering 
wheie thou haft not ftrawed. 25 And 
I was afraid, and went and hid thy talent 
in the earth ; lo, there thou haft what is 
thine. 26 His lord anfwered, and faid unto 
him, Thou wicked and flothful fervant, 
thou knoweft that I reap where.I fowed 
not, and gather where I have not ftraw¬ 
ed, (that it is not enough to do no ill, 
or not mifpend talents , but tbou rhujl do 
good , and make tlfem ttfeful) ; 27 Thou 
oughteft, therefore, to “have put my mo¬ 
ney to the exchangers, and then at my 
coming! should have received mine own 
with ufury. aS Take, therefore, the ta¬ 
lent from him, and give it unto him who 
hath ten talents. 29 For unto every 
one that (improveth what he) hath t 
more ftinll be given, and he ftiall have 
abundance ; but fro n him that irnprov- 
eth not what he hath, shall be taken p- 
way even that which he Hath. 30 And 
caft ye the unprofitable fervant into a 
•pit of outer darknefs; there shall be 
weeping and gnashing of teeth! 

31 When the Sob of man shalfcome 
in his ^loiy, and all the holy angels with 
him, then shall he fit upon the throne of 
his glory. 35 And before him ftiall L« 
gathered all nations; and he shall fa pa¬ 
ra tc them one from another, as a Giop- 

£ 
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herd divideth his sheep from the goals. 

,33 And he shall fel the sheep on his' 
right hand, but the goats on the left. 

34/Then shall the King fay unto them 
on his right hand, Come, ye blefled of my 
father, inherit the kingdom prepared for 
you from thte foundation of the world. 
35 For I was hungry, and ye gave me 
meat; I was tliirfty, aiid ye gave me 
drink ; I was a Hr anger, and ye took me 
in; 3 6 Naked, and clothed me ; I 
was fick, and ye vifiled me; I was in pri¬ 
fon, and ye carpe unto me. * 

37 Then shall the righteous anfwer 
him, faying. Lord, when faw we thee 
hungry, and fed thee ? or thirfty, and 
gave thee drink ? 38 When faw we 

thee a ftranger, and took thee in? or na¬ 
ked, and clothed the£? 39 Or, when 
faw we thee fick, or in prifon, and came 
untoth'ee?. 

40 And the King shall anfwer, and 
fay unto them. Verily I fay unto you, 
In as much as ye have clone,it unto one 
of the meaneft of thefe my brethren, 
(or people), ye have done it unto me. 

41 Then Ihall he fay alfo unto them 
on the left hand, Depart from me, ye 
curfed, into everlafting fire, prepared for 
the Devil and his angels. 42 Fori 
was hungry, and ye gave me no meat; 
I Was thirfty, and ye gave me no chink ; 
43 I was a ftranger, and ye took me not 
in ; naked, and ye clothed me not; fick, 
and in prifon, and ye vifited me not. 

44 Then Ihall they alfo anfwer him, 
faying, Lord, when faw we thee hungry, 
or athirft, or a ftranger, 01 naked, or fick. 
Or in prifon, and did not minifter unto 
thee? 45 Then Ihall he anfwer them, 
{ayrng, Verily I f«y unto you, In as much 
as ye did it not to one of the leaft of 
thefe, ye did it not to me. 46 And 
thefe Ihall go away into everlafting pu- 
niihment; but the righteous into evei- 
Jafting life. 

CHAP. XXVI. 

Tl)e rulers confpirc a gain ft Chrijl . 

A ND i- came to pafs, when Jehis had 
fimftied all thefe fayings, he faid 
unto his difciples, 2 Ye know that af¬ 
ter two clays is the feaft of the pzflbvcr, 
and the So*n of man is betrayed to be 
crucified. . ‘ r 

3 'Chen aflemhled together the chief 
priefts, and the feribes, apd the elders of 
the people, unto the palace ef the high 
prieft, who was called Caiaphas, 4 And 
confultcd that they might take'Jefus by 
fubtilty, and kill him. '5 But they faid. 
Not «n the feaft-day, left there be an 


uproar among the people. 

6 ‘Now, when Jefus was in Betha¬ 
ny, in the lioufi of Simon the leper, 7 
There came unto him a woman having 
an alabaftcr-box of very precious oint¬ 
ment, and poured it on his head us he 
fat at meat. 

8 But when*lfis difciplcs faW it, they 
had indignation, faying. To what pur- 
pofe is this wafte ? 9 For this ointment 

might have been fold for much, and gi¬ 
ven to the poor. 

10 When Tefus undtrftood it, he faid 
unto them. Why trouble ye the woman? 
for flie hath wrought a good work upon 
me. n For ye have the poor always 
with you ; but me ye have not always, 
(/ am foon to leave you) : 12 For in 

that ILe hath poured this ointment on 
my body, llie did it as a preparation for 
my burial. 13 Verily I fay unto you, 
Wheiefoever this gofpcl fliall be preach-* 
cd in the whole world, ‘there Ihall alfo 
this, that this woman hath done, be told 
for a memorial of her. 

14 Then one of the twelve, called 
Judas Ifcariot, went unto the chief 
priefts, 15 And faid unto them. What 
will ye give me, and I will deliver him 
unto you * And they covenanted with 
him for thirty peiccs of filver, (about 3/. 

1 or.) 1 6 And from that time he fought 
opportunity to betray .him. 

17 Tf Now, the fifft day of the feaft of 
unleavened bread, the'difciples came to 
Jefus, faying unto him, Where wilt thou 
that we prepare lor thee to eat the pafltl 
over? 18 And he faid, Co into the ci¬ 
ty, to fuch a man, and fay unto him, The 
Mafter faith, My time is at hand; I will 
keep" the pafTover at thy houfe with my 
difciples. 

19 And the difciples did as Jefus had 
appointed them ; and they made ready 
the paflover. 

20 Npw, when the even was come, 
he fat down with the twelve, ai Anri 
as they did eat, he faid. Verily I fay un¬ 
to you, That one of you fliall betray mr, 

2 2 Anri they were exceeding fonowfuJ, 
and began every one of them to fay unto 
him, Lord, is it I? 23 And he anfwer- 
ed, and faid, He that dippeth his hand 
with me in the difli, the fame Ihall be¬ 
tray me. 24 The Son of man goeth, as 
it is written of him : btft woe unto that 
man by whom the Son of man is betray¬ 
ed ! It had been good for that man if he 
had not been born. 

25 Then Judas, who betrayed him, 
anfwered, and faidj Mafter, is it I ? He 
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f ai » unto v .'m, Thou haft laid. 

• 26 1 j A v as they were earing', Jefm 
took bread, ^nd bleffed it, and brake it, 
ami pave it to the dip iples, a;i'i faid, 
Take, c.t; this bread brokfcn represents 
my bed) broken. 27 And he took the 
cup, and gave thanks, and gave it to 
them, faying, Drink >c .ill of it: 28 Fur 
this is (afigure of) my blood, ratifying 
the NvW Telia til ent, which is (lied for 
many for the remiflion of fins. 29 But 
I fay unto you, I will not drink hence¬ 
forth of this fruit of the vine, {I will 
not tajl: the joys represented by it ), un¬ 
til that day when I will receive them a- 
new with you (after my refur retlion , 
ami my afcenfion) in my Father’s king¬ 
dom. 

30 And when they had fung an hymn, 
they went out into the mount of Olives. 

31 Then faith Jcfus unto them, All 

ye. ihall be offended bccaufc of me this 
night; for it is written, I will fmite the 
Shepherd, and the Iheep of 1 he flock Ihall 
be lcattered abroad, 32 llut after 1 am 
rifen again, I will go before you into Ga¬ 
lilee. " 

33 Peter an Two red and faid unto him, 
though all men Audi be offended becaufe 
uf thee, yet will I never be offended. 34 
Jcfus faid unto him, Verily I fay unto 
thee, that this night, before the cock 
crow,’thou (halt deny me thrice. 35 Pe¬ 
ter faith unto him, though I ihould die 
with thee, yet will 1 not deny thee. Like- 
jyife alfo laid all the difciplcs. 

* 36 Then cometh Jefus with them 
unto a place cafled Gcthfcmano,,and faith 
unto the difciplcs, fit ye here while I go 
and pray yonder. 37 And he took with 
him Peter and the two funs of Zebedee, 
and began to be forrowful, and very hea¬ 
vy. 38 Then faith he unto them. My 
foul is exceeding l'uvrowfill, even unto 
death : tarry ye licr^, and watch with 
111c. 

39 And he went a little further, and 
fell on his face, and prayed, faying, Q 
my Father, if it be poffible, let this cup 
(offor row and fnffering) pafs from me. 
Nevertheless, nut as I will, but 'As -thou 
wilt. 

40 And he comcth unto the difciplcs, 

and fmdctU them afleep, and faith unto 
Peter, What 1 could ye not have watch¬ 
ed with me one hour ? 41 Watch and 

pray that ye enter not imo temptation : 
the fpirit indeed is willing, but the ficfli 
is weak. 

42 lie went away again the fecond 
lime, and prayed, faying, O iny Father, 


if this cup may not pafs away from me, 
except I drink, it, thy will he done. 43, 
And he came, and lound them afieep a- 
gain, for their oyes were heavy. 

44 And he left them, and went away 
again, and pr<«yed the third time, faying, 
the fame words. 

45 'Then comcth he to the difciples,. 
and faith tp them. Do ycnaw Seep and 
take your reft ; bekuld the hour is at 
hand, and the Son of man is betrayed in¬ 
to the hands of Turners. 46 Rife, let us 
be going : behold, he is at Hand that doth 
betr*ay me. 

47 And while he yet fpake, Io, Ju¬ 
das, one of the twelve, came, and with 
him a great multitude, with fwofds and 
Haves, from the chief ptiefts and elder? 
of the people. 

4S Now, he that betrayed him gave 
them a fign, faying, Whom foe ver 1 Ihall 
kifs, that lame is he ; hold him fall. 49 
And forthwith he came to Jefus, and 
faid. Hail, Mailer ; and killed him. 

50 And Jefus faid unto him, Friend, 1 
wherefore art thou conic ? Then came 
they and laid hands On Jefus, and tookhim. 

51 And behold, one of them who were 
with Jefus ffrctched out his hand, and 
drew his fword, and ftruck a fervant of 
the high pricH’s, and fmote off his car. 
52 Then laid Jefus unto him, Put up a- 
gain thy fword into Ins place, for all 
they that take the fword hall perifli with 
the fword. 53 Thinkeff thou that I 
cannot now pray to my Father, and he 
fhall prefcntly give me more than twelve 
legions of angels? 54 But how then 
fhall the feriptures be fulfilled, that.tlius 
it mull be > 

55 In that fume hour faid Jefus to the 
multitudes. Are ye come out, as againlt 
a tlhcf, with fwords and Haves for tu 
take me ? I fat daily with you teaching 
in the temple, and ye laid 110 hold on me. 

56 But ail this'wasdonc that the fci ip- 
turcs of the prophets might be fulfilled. 
Then all the difciplcs forfoukhim and fled. 

57 U And they that had laid hold on 
Jefus led him away to Caiphas the high 
priell, where the icribes and the elders 
were a (Te in bled. 

5S But Peter followed him afar off un¬ 
to the high priell’s palace, and, wqnt in, 
and fat with the fervants to fee the end. 

59 Now, the chief priefls and elcLcrs^ 
and all the council, fought falfe witnefs 
againff Jefus, to put him to death; 60 

But found none: yea, tho’ many falfe 
witnelies came, yet found-tliojr none 
(that agreed). 61 At the !alt came 
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two falfc witnefles, and faid, This man 
faid, I am able to deftroy the temple of 
God, and to build it in three days. ’ 

. 62 And the high prieft arofe, and faid 
unto him. Anfwereft thou nothing ? 
what is it which thefe witnefs againft 
thee ? 63 But Jefus held his peace. 

An$ the high prieft anfwered, and laid 
unto him, I adjure thee by the living 
God, that thou tell us, whether thou be 
the thrift, the Son of God. 

64 Jefus faith unto him. Thou haft 
faid ; neverthelefs, I fay unto you, 
Hereafter ye fliall fee the Son of man 
fitting on the right hand of power, and 
coming in the clouds of heaven* 

. 65 Then the high prieft rent his c lothes, 
faying, He hath fpoken blafphemjr; what 
further need have we of witnefles ? be¬ 
hold now ye have heard his blnfphemy. 
66 What think ye? They anfwered, and 
faid, He is guilty of death. 

6 7 Then they did fpit in his face, and 
buffeted him ; and others fmote him with 
the palms of their hands, 68 Saying, 
{after be was blindfolded ,) Prophefy un¬ 
to us, thou thrift; Who is he that fmote 
thee ? 

6p Now Peter fat without in the 
Palace ; and a damfel came unto him, 
faying, Thou alfo wait with Jefus of Ga¬ 
lilee. 70 But he denied before them all, 
faying, I know not what thou fayeft. 

71 And when he was gpne out into 
the porch, another maid faw him, and 
faid unto them that were there, This 
rpan was alfo with Jefus of Nazareth. 

And again he denied with an oath, I 
tio not know the man. 

73 And after a while came unto him 
they that ftood by, and faid to Peter, 
Surely thou alfo ait one ot them ; for thy 
fpeech bc-wrayeih thee .74 Then began 
he to cuife and to fwear, faying, I know 
ndt the m«n. And immediately the 
cock crew. 75 And Peter remembered 
tbe words ef Jefus, who faid unto him, 
Before the cock crow then flialf deny me 
thrice. And he went out, und wept bit¬ 
terly. 

CHAP. XXVII. . 


Chrijl it delivered bound to Pilate. 

W HEN the morning was come, all 
t*e chief prieft s and elders ol the 
people took counfel againft Jefus to put 
him to death. 2 And when they had 
lxiunri him, they led him away, and de¬ 
livered him to Pontius Pilate the governor. 

3 ^ Then Judas, who had betrayed 
him, when he faw that he was condemn¬ 
ed, repented himfelf, and brought again 


the thirty pieces of filver to the chief 
priefts and elders. 4 Saying, I have fin¬ 
ned, in that 1 have betrayed the innocent 
blood. And they faid, What is that to 
us ? See thou to that. 

5 And he caft down the pieces of fil¬ 
ver in the temple, and departed, and 
went away, and was ftifled with grief. 

6 And the chief priefts took the filver 

pieces, and faid, It is not lawful to put 
them into the treafury, becaufe it is the 
price of blood. 7 And they took coun¬ 
fel, and bought with them the potters* 
field, to bury ftrangers in. 8 Wherefore 
that field was called, 7 %e field of blood , 
unto this day. , 

p Then was fulfilled that which w'?.-; 
fpoken by Jeremiah the prophet, faying, 
And they took the thirty pieces of filver, 
the price of him that was valued, whom 
they of the children of Ifrr.el did value, 
10 And gave them for the potters’ field, 
r.s the Lord appointed me. 

, 11 If And Jefus ftood before the go¬ 
vernor ; and the governor afked him, 
faying. Art thou the King of the Jews? 
And Jefus faid unto him, Thou fayeft fo. 
1 a And when he was accufed of the 
chief priefts and elders, he anfwered no¬ 
thing. 

13 Then faid Pilate unto him, Hcarcft 
thou net how many things they witnefs 
againft thee ? 14 And he anfwered him 

to never a word ; infomuch that the go¬ 
vernor marvelled greatly. 

15 Now, at that feaft the governor 
was wont to rcleafeunto the people a pri- 
foner, whom they would. 16 And they 
had then a n'otable priloner, called B; 1 .- 
rabbas. 17 Therefore, w hen they were 
gathered together, Pilate faid unto them, 
Whom will ye that I releafe unto you ? 
Barahbas, or Jefus, who is called 
Chfift ? 1 9 For he knew that for envy 

they had delivered him. 

. *y1T When he tvas fet down on the 
jpdgment-feat, his wife fent unto him, 
faying, Have thoa nothing to do w ith 
that juft man ; for I have futfered many 
things this day in a dream becaufe of 
him. 

20 But the chief priefts and elders 
perfuaded the multitude, that they fiiould 
alk Barabbas, and deftroy Jefus. 

21 The governor anfwered^ and faid 
unto them. Whether of the twain will 
ye that I releafe unto you ? They faid, 
Barabbas. 22 Pilate faith unto them, 
What fhail Ido then with Jefus, who is 
called Chrilt ? They all fay unto him, Let 
him be crucified. 23 And the governor 
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laid, Why ? what evil hath he donc> But 
they cried out the more, faying, Let him 
be crucified. 

74 <([ When Pilate faw that he could 
prevail nothing, hut that rather a tumult 
was made, lie took water, and wa/lied 
his hands before the multitude, faying, I 
11m innocent of the blood of this juft per- 
fon; fee ye to it. 25 Then anfwered 
all ihe people, and faid, His blood be dn 
us, and on our children. 

76 If Then releafed he Barabhas unto 
them ; and when he had fcourged Je- 
fns, he delivered hinr to be crucified. 

27 Then the foldiers of the governor 
took Jefus into the common hall, and ga¬ 
thered unto him tire whole band of fol- 
diers. 28 And they ftripped hirn, and 
pul on him a fcarlet robe. 29 And when 
they had platted a crown of thorns, they 
put it upon his head, and a reed in his 
right hand; and they bowed the knee 
before him, and mocked him, faying, 
Hail, king of the Jews ! 30 And they 

fpit upon him, and took the reed, and 
finotc him on the head. 31 And after 
that they had mocked him, they took the 
robe off from him, and put Iris own rai¬ 
ment on him, and led him away to cru¬ 
cify hint. 

32 And, as they came out, they found 
a man of Cyrene, Simon by name : him 
they compelled to bear his crofs. 

33 And when they were come un¬ 
to a place called Golgotha, that is to fay, 
A place of a feu II, 34 They gave him 
vinegar to drink, mingled with gall: 
and, when he had tailed thereof, he 
would not drink, 

35 And they crucified him, and parted 
his garments, calling lots : that it might 
be fulfilled which was fpoken by the pro¬ 
phet, They parted my garments among 
them, and upon iny vcfturc did they call 
luis. 

36 And, fitting down, they watched 

him there; 37 And fet up over his 

head his arcufation written, This is Je¬ 
sus. the King of the Jews. 

3S Then were there two thieves cru¬ 
cified with him ; one on the right hand, 
and another on the left. 

.39 IF And they that palled by reviled 
him, wagging their heads, 40 And fay¬ 
ing. Thou that deftroyeft the temple, and 
hutldcft it in three days, fave thyfelf. If 
thou be the Son of God, come down from 
the crofs. 

41 Likewifc alfo the chief priefts, 
mocking him, with the feribes and el¬ 
ders, laid, 42 He faved others, himfelf 


he cannot fave. If he be the king of Ii- 
rael, let him now come down from the 
crofs, and we will believe him. 43 Ha 
trufied in God ; let him deliver him 
now, if he will have him : for he faid, I 
am the Son of God, 44 One of the 
thieves alfn, that was crucified with him, 
caft the fame ih his teeth. 

45 Now, from the fixth licur, there 
was darknefs over all the land, until the 
ninth hour. 46 And about the ninth 
hour Jefus cried with a loud vpice, fay¬ 
ing, Eli, Eli, lama sabacpithani ? 
that is to fay, my God, My God, why 
haft thou forfaken me ? 47 Some of them 
that flood there, when they heard that, 
faid, This man calleth for Elias. 

48 And ftraightway one of them ran, 
4ml took a fponge, and filled it with vine¬ 
gar, and put it on a reed, and gave him 
to drink. 49 The reft faid, Let be ; let 
us fee whether Elias will come to fave 
him. 

50 Jefus, when he had cried again 
with a loud voice, yielded up the ghoft. 

51 And, behold, the vail of the tem¬ 
ple was rent in twain from the top to 
the bottom ; and the earth did quake, 
and the rocks fent, 52 And the graves 
were opened, and many bodies of the 
faints who dept arofe, 53 And came 
out of the graves after his refurrertion, 
and went into the holy city, and appear¬ 
ed unto many. 

54 Now, when the centurion, anrfithey 
that were with him, watching Jefus, fhw 
the earthquake, and thofe things tlfat 
were clone, they feared greatly, faying, 
Truly, this was the Son of God. * 

55 And many women were there, be¬ 
holding afar off, who followed Jefus 
from.Galilee, miniftcring unto him: $6 
Among whom was Mary Magdalene, 
and Mary the mother of James and Jo- 
fes, and the mother of Zcbedee’s chil¬ 
dren. 

57 ^ -When the even was come, there 
camt a rich man of Anmathea, named 
Jofeph, who alfo himfelf was Jefus’ 4 if- 
ciple: 58 He went to Pilate, and'bcgged 
the body of Jefus. ; Then Pilate com¬ 
manded tire body to be delivered. 

59 And when Jofeph had taken the 
body, he wrapped it in a clean linen 
cloth, 60 And laid it in his own new 
tomb, which he had hewn out in the 
rock : and he rolled a great ftone to the 
door of tire Vjpulchre, anil departed. 6r 
And there was Mary Magdalene, and 
the other Mary, fitting over againft the 
fqi'ilchre. 
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tfa'jfNow, the next day, which follow¬ 
ed the day or the preparation, the chief 
priefts and Pharifees game together unto 
Pilate, 63 Saying, Sir, We Temen.her 
that that deceiver faid, while -he was 
yet aUvc, After three days I will rife 
again. 64 Command, therefore, that the 
fepukhre be made fure until the third 
day, left hii difciplcs come by night and 
fteal him away, nr.d fay unto the people,. 
He is lifen from the dead ; fo the latt er¬ 
ror fliall be worfethan the firft. 

65 Pilate faid unto them, Ye have a 
watch ; go your way, make it as'fure as 
ye can. 66 So they went, and made the 
fepukhre fure, fealing the ftone, and fet- 
ting a wr.trlu • “ 

CHAP. XXVIII. 

ChrijYs refxrreplion declared . 

F the end of the fabbath, as it began 
to dawn towards the firft day of the 
week, came Alary Magdalene, and the 
other Mary, to fee the lepiilchre. 

a And behold, there was a great earth¬ 
quake : for the angel of the Lord de¬ 
fended from heaven, and came and roll¬ 
ed back the Itone from the door, and fat 
upon it. 3 His countenance was like 
lightning, and his raiment white as fnow. 
4 And for fear of him the keepers did 
lli2ke, and became as dead men. 

5 And the angel anfwered, and faid 
unto the women. Fear not ye : for I 
know that ye feek Jefus who was cruci¬ 
fied. 6 He is not lie re ; for he is rifen, 
as he faid. Cbrae fee the place where 
the Lcrd lay : 7 And go quickly and 

tell his difciplcs that he is lifen from the 
dead ; andi behold, lie goeth before you 
into Galilee ; there fhaJLl ye fee him: lo, 
I have told you. 

8 And they departed quickly flora the 
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fepulchre with fear and great joy, "and 
did run to bring his difciplcs wprd. 

9 U And as they went to tell his, dif- 
ciples, behold, Jefus met them, faying, 
All haiL And they came and held him 
bv'the feet, anil worshipped him. 

10 Then faid Jelus unto them, Be not 
afraid: go tell my brethren that they 
go into Galilee, and there fliall they fee 
me. 

'11 Now, when they were going, 
behold, fume of the watch came into the 
city, and (hewed unto the chief priefts 
all the things that were done. 11 And 
when they were attend)led with the el¬ 
ders, and had taken counfel, they gave 
large money unto the foldiers, n 13 Say¬ 
ing, Say ye, Hisdifciples came by niglit, 
and (Vole him away while we flept. 14 
And if this ccme to the governor’s ears, 
we will perluAd? him, aud fecure you 
(from ptmijhtnent'). 

15 So they took tlie money, and did as 
they were taught. And this faying is 
commonly reported among the Jews un¬ 
to this day. 

16 Then the eleven difeiples went 
away into Grfhke, into a'mountain where 
Jefus had appointed them. 

17 And when they few him they wor- 
fl lipped ; but feme (icod at a di ft a nee. 

18 And Jefus came and fpake unto 
them, faying. All power is given unto 
me in Heaven and in earth. 19 Go yc, 
there lore, and teach ^11 nations, baptiz¬ 
ing them in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the holy Spirit; 20 
Teaxhihg them to obferve all things 
whatfoever I have command- d you : and 
lo, I am.with you (by my fpiritval pre- 
fence, John xvi. 7.) alway, even unt* 
the end of the world.

(hail prepare thy way before thee ; 3 

The voice of one crying in the wilder- 
nefs, Prepare ye the way qf the Lord, 
make h.s paths ftraight (byfncere re - 
penta-’ice)- 

4 John did baptize in the wildernefs. 


and preach the baptifin of repentance for 
the reraiflion of fins. 5 And there went 
out unto him all the land of Judea, \nd 
they of Jerufalern, and were all baptized 
ofhiiniu the river of Jordan, coufelEng 
their fins. 

6 And John was clothed with a tar* 
ment of camel’s hair, and had a leathern 
girdle about his loins, and his meat was 
carob-beans and wild honey ; 7 And 

preached, faying. There comc-th one 
mightier than I after me, the lp.tchet of 
whole (hoes I am not worthy to (loop 
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down and (in’onfc. 9 I indeed have bap¬ 
tized you with water ; but he fliull bap¬ 
tize you with the holy Spirit. 

9 And it came to pa ls in thole day3 
that [*fu; came from Nazarnh of Gali¬ 
lee, and was baptized of John in [j/ ’an. 

u And (traii'litway, coming up out of 
the water, Ire la w tiie heavens op?in- I, 
and the Spirit, like a dove* descending 
upon him. 1i And there came a voice 
from heaven, faying, Thou art my beloved 
Son, in whom I am will pleafed. 

And immediately, the Spirit led 
him into the wildcroefs. 13 And die was 
them in the wildernefs forty days tempt¬ 
ed of Satan ; and was with the wild 
heads; and the angels miniftered unto 
him. 

14 Now, after that John was put in 
priiAn, Joins came into Galilee, preach¬ 
ing th -* gofpcl of th; kingdom of God, 
15 An 1 faying. Tile time is fulfilled, and 
the kmg.lom of God (the gnfpel difpen- 
fatio/i) is at hand : repent ye, and believe 
the go [pel. 

16 *]J Now, as he walked by the fea 
of Galilee, h: faw Simon, and Andrew 
his brother, carting a net into the fea; 
(for th-y were fifliers). 

17 An l Jefus faid unto them, Come 
y j after me, and I will make you become 
li fliers of men ( by converting them ). 18 
And tlrai.ijhT.way they forfook their nets, 
and followed him. 

19 And when he had gone a little far¬ 
ther thence he fnw James the fon of Ze- 
bedee, and John -bis brother, who alfo 
were in t!e j flop mending their no^s, 10 
And itraighrvay he called them. And 
they I -ft their father ZebcJec in th- ihip 
with tli- hired fervants, and went after 
him. 

vi And they went into Capernaum ; 
and It might \v \y on the fabbuth-day he 
entered into tlw Cy nsigogue, and taught. 

• ' And they were attoiii'hed at his doc¬ 
trine ; for he taught "hem as one that 
had authority, and hot as the feribes. 

*3 U And there w.is in their fyna- 
goguc .1 man with ai\ unclean fpirit: 
mil he cried out, 24 Saying, Let us a- 
lone ; what hlive vve to do with thee/ 
thou [ :iu- of Nazareth ? Art thou come 
to del hoy us ?^I know thee who tliou art, 
the holy one of God. 

25 And J.efusrebuked him. faying, hold 
lliy peace, and come out of him. jfi And 
when rlic unclean fpirit had twilled him, 
and cried with a loud voice, he conic out 
of him, 27 And they vvqre all amazed, in- 
tumuch that they queftioued anj-ng 
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themfelves, faviu^. What thing is this f 
what new donline is this ? for with au¬ 
thority comm;mdeth he even yie un* 
clean fpirits, and they do obey him. 

28 And- immediately, his fame fpread 
ab’m-l th r oughout all the regiori round 
about Galilee.* 

19 And forthwith, when they were 
come out of the fynagogue, they entered 
into the houfc of Simon and Andrew, 
with James and John. 

30 But Simon’s wife’s mother lay Tick 
of a fever; and anon they tell him of 
her. 31 An l he came and took her by 
the hand, ayd lifted her up ; and immei- 
diately the fever left her,' and flie mini¬ 
ftered unto them. 

32 Ami at even, when the fun did fet, 
they brought unto him all that were dif*. 
eafed, and them that were poffcfled with 
.devils. 

33 And all the city was gathered at 
the door. 34.And he healed many that 
were lick of diVerfe difeafes, and cafyout 
many devils ; and fuffered not the devils 
to fpeak, becaufc they knew him. 

35 And in the morning, rifing up a 
rcat while before day, he went out, and 
eparted into a folitary place, and there 

prayed., 

3 6 And Simon, and they that were 
with him, followed after him. 37 And 
when they'll ad found him, they faid mu 
to him, All men feck for thee. 38 And 
he faid unto them, Let us go into the 
next towns, that I may preach there aU 
fo; for therefore came I forth. 

39 And he preached in their fyna- 
goguffi throughout all Galilee, and caft 
out devils.; . 

40-And there came a leper to him, 
befceelnng him, ami kneeling down to 
him, and faying unto him, If thou wilt, 
thou emit make me elern. "41 And Je¬ 
ms, moved with compaflion, put forth 
his hand, and touched him, and faith un-' 
to him, I will; be thou clean. 

42 And as foon as he had fpoken, im¬ 

mediately the leorofy departed from him, 
and he was rleanfed. ’ '* 

43 And lie ftraitly charged hi n, and 
forthwith fent him a\va/_; 44 And faith 
unto him, See thou fay nothing to apy 
man; but go thy Way, llievv thyfelf to 
the prieit, and offer for thy cleaning; 
thofe things which Mofi-s commanded, 
for a leftimony unto them. 

45 But he went out, and l>egan to 
publidi it much, and to blaze abroad the 
matter, infomuch that Jefus could no 
more openly enter into the city {forth} 
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crowd') but was without in defert pla¬ 
ces : and they canife ft him from every 
■uarter. 

CHAP. -n. 

Cbrijl bealctb one Jtck of the palfy - 

A ND again he entered into Caper¬ 
naum after fomc days ; and it was 
noifed that he was in the houfe. 

a And ftraightway many were ga¬ 
thered together, infomuch that there was 
no room to receive them, no not fo much 
as about the door: and he preached the 
word unto them. .3 And they come un¬ 
to him bringing one fick of the palfy,who 
was borne offour. 4 And, when they could 
not come nigh unto him for the prefs, 
they uncovered the roof where he was: 
and; when they had broken it up, they 
let down the bed wherein the fick of the 
palfy lay. 

5 %Vhen Jefus faw their faith,' he faid 
unto the lick.of the pally, Son, thy fins 
be forgiven thee. 

6 But there were certain of the feribes 
fitting there, and reafoning in their 
hearts, 7 Why doth this man thus 
fpeak blafphemies? Who can forgive fins 
but God only 5 8 And immediately, when 
Jefus perceived in his fpirit that they fo 
reafoned within themfelves, he faid un¬ 
to them, Why reafon ye thefe things in 
your hearts ? 9 It is in ray power, but 

more difficult, to remove fin, the caufe 
of difeafe, and fo make the effect to 
ceafe. 10 But that ye may know that 
the Son of man hath power qn earth to 
forgive fins, (he faith to the fick of the 
palfy ,) ill fay unto thee, Arife, and 
take up thy bed, aud go thy way into 
thine houfe. 

J2 And immediately lie arofe, took 
up the bed, and went forth before them 
all; infomuch that they were all amaz¬ 
ed, and glorified God, faying, We never 
faw it on this fafliion. 

13 And he went forth again by the 
fea-fide ; ami all the multitude reforted 
unto him, and he taught them. 

14 And af lie patted bv, he faw Levi, 
the fon of Alpheus, fitting at the receipt 
of cuftom, and faid unto him, Follow me. 
And he aiofe and followed him. 

15 If And it came to pi.fs, that as Je¬ 
fus fat at meat in his houfe, many publi¬ 
cans and finners fat allb together with 
Jefus and his difi-iples: for there were 
many, and they followed him. 

16 And when the feribes rtnd Phari¬ 
fees faw him cat with publicans and fin¬ 
ners, they faid unto his dilciples, How is 
it that lie eateth and diinkc-th with pu¬ 


blicans and finners * 

17 When Jefii? heard it, he faith unto 
them. They that are whole have no need 
of the phyfieian, but they that are fick : 
I came not to call the righteous, but Tin¬ 
ners, to repentance. 

1 3 And the difciples of John and of the 
Pharifees ufed to faft; and they conic 
and fay unto him. Why do the difciples 
of John and of the Pharifees faft, but thy 
difciples faft not ? 

19 And Jefus faid unto them. Can the 
children of the bride-chamber fall while 
the bridegroom is with them ? as long as 
they have the bridegroom with them 
they cannot faft, 10 But the days will 
come when the bridegroom fliall be ta¬ 
ken away from them, ■ d then Ihall^thcy 
faft in thofe days. 21 No man alfo few- 
eth a piece of new cloth on an old gar¬ 
ment ; elfe the new piece that filled it 
up taketh away from the old, and the 
rent is made worfe. 22 And no man 
putteth new wine into old bottles; elfe 
the new wine doth burft the bottles, and 
the wine is fpilled^nd the bottles will be 
marred ; but new wine mull be put in¬ 
to new bottles. ( The Pharifees are flill 
under darknefs and ter ror ; and John's 
difciples mourn bis abfence , which mine 
will do with fajling afterguard : but as 
yet they are not prepared ; it would be to 
them, as new wine to old leathern bot¬ 
tles.) 

23 And it came to pafs, that he 
went through the corn-fields on the Sab¬ 
bath-day ; and his difciples began, as 
they went, to pluck the ears of corn. 

24 And the-Pharilccs faid unto him. 

Behold, why do they on the Sabbath- 
day that which is not lawful ? 25 And 

he faid unto them, Have ye never icad 
what David did when he had need and was 
hungry,he, and they that were with him, 
26 How he went into the houfe of God, in 
the days of Abiathat; the high prieft, and 
did eat the fhew-bread. which is not 
lawful to eat but for The priefts, and 
gave alfo to them who were with 
him. 

27 And he faid unto them, The Sab¬ 
bath was made for man, and not man 
for the Sabbath. 28 Theitforc the 
Son of man is Lord alfo of the Sab¬ 
bath. 

chap. m. 

Chrijl healeth a withered hand. 

A I'fD he entered again into the lyr.a- 
goguc ; and there was a man 
there w r ho had a withered hand. 2 
And they watSied him, whether he 
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would'heal him on the Sabbath-day; 
that they might accufe him. 

3 An I he faid unto the man who had 
the withered hand, Stand forth. 4 He 
that neglects the good which he has in 
his power to do, on the Sabbath, (or a- 
uy other day), is guilty of the evil that 
lliei.ce enfu"s. He that does not fave 
life, when he has it in ins power, is as 
guilty ol J the lofs of it as if he to >k it a- 
way. But they held their pc:.ie. 

5 And when he had looked round a- 
bout on them with anger, being grieved 
for the hardnefs of their hearts, he faith 
unto the man, Stretch out thine hand. 
And he ftretched it out : anti his hand 
was rcltored whole as the other. 

d And the Fharifces went forth, and 
ftr.:i.;litway took eounfcl with the He- 
rodians agaiull him, how they might de- 
flroy him. ^ 

7 But Jefus withdrew himfelf with 
his difriples to the fca : and a great mul¬ 
titude from Galilee followed him,- and 
from Judea, 8 And from Jerufalem, 
and from Idumea, and from beyond Jor¬ 
dan ; and they about Tyre and Sidon, a 
great multitude, when they had heard 
what great tilings he did, came unto 
him. 9 And he fpakc to his difciples, . 
that a fmall fliip flmuM wait on him be- 
< nufc of the multitude, left they thould 
throng him. io For he healetf many ; 
inlbinuch that they prefled upon him for 
to touch him, as inahy as had plagues. 

11 And unclean fpirits, when they faw 
him, fell down before him, and cried, 
t iling, Thou art the Son of God. 12 
And lie ftraitly charged them that they 
fhuold not make him known. 

l 3 H gueth up into a moun¬ 

tain, and callcth unto him whom he 
would ; and they came unto hnn. 14 
And lie ordained twelve, that they thould 
be with him, and that he might fend 
them forth tu preach, 15 And to have 
power to heal litknelies, and to caft out 
devils. 

16 And Simon he furnamed Peter; 
17 And Jam js the ion of Zebedee, and 
John tiie brother of James; (and he fur- 
11,1me l them Boanerges, which is, The 
inns of thunder) ; 18 And Andrew, 

and Philip, and Bartholomew, and Mat* 

1 hew, and Thomas, and James the fun of 
A [plious, and Thaddcus, and Simon the 
fhiu.iunite, 19 And Judas Ifcariot, who 
^1 (o betrayed him ; ,md they went into 
an Ivoufo. 

zo And the multitude cometh to- 
g tber again, fo that they could not fo 
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much as cat tread. 0.1 And thofe who 
belonged to him, feeingthis, went out to 
fupprefs them, for they faid, They are 
befide^themfelvcs. 

22 Ant ^ bribes who came 
down from Jerufalem, faid, He Jiath 
Beelzebub, and by the prince of the 
devils cafteth he out devils. 

23 Anil he called unto them, and faid 

unto them in parables, How can Satan 
caft out Satan ? 24 And if a kingdom 

be divided, againft itfelf, that kingdom 
cannot (land. 25 And if a lioufe be di¬ 
vided againft itfelf, that houfe cannot 
(land. 2 6 And if Satan rife up againft 
himfelf, and he divided, he cannot fUnd, 
but hath an end. 27 No man can en¬ 
ter into a ftrong man’s houfe, and fpoil 
his goods, except he will fir ft bind -the 
flrong man ; and then he will fpoil his 
houfe. 28 Verily I fay unto you. All 
fins fliall be forgiven untp the Tons of men, 
and blafphcmies wherewithfoever they 
fliall blafpheme; 29 But he that fliall 
blafpheme againft the holy Spirit, (in 
afer'ibing his a bis to Satan), hath never 
forgivenefs, but is in danger of eternal 
damnation. 30 Becaufc they faid. He 
hath an unclean fpirit. 

31 There came then unto him His mo¬ 
ther and his kindred, and, (landing with¬ 
out, fent unto him, calling him. 

32 And the multitude l>t about him; 

and they faid unto him, Behold, thy mo¬ 
ther and thy brethren without feek for 
thee. 33 And he anfwered them, fay¬ 
ing, Who is my mother, or my brethren? 
34 And he looked round about on them 
who fat about Jiim, and faid, Behcdd 
my mother and my brethren 1 35, For 

whoever fliall do the will of God, he is 
dearer to me than brother, or filter, or 
mother.. 

CHAP. .IV. 

The parable of the foiver. 

A ND he began again-to teach by the 
fca-fide ; and there was gathered 
unto him a great multitude, fo that he 
entered into a fliip, and fat in the fea : 
and the whole multitude was by the fca 
on the land. 

2 And lie taught them many things 
by parables, and faid unto them in his 
duel line, 3 Hearken I Behold, there, 
went out a lower to fow.

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But when the fun v r |S up it was fcorch- 
ed; and, becaufe it^adfno root it wither¬ 
ed away. 7 AndJpnjpi^ll among thorns, 
and the thorns grew up, anti chocked it,, 
and it yielded no fruit. S Afld other fell 
on good ground, and did yield fruit that 
fprung up, and increafed, and brought 
forth, fome thirty, and fonie fixty, and 
fomc an hundred. 

9 Anti he fa id unto them, He that hath 
ear* to hear, let' him bear. 

16 T[ And when he was alone, they 
that were about him, with the twelve,, 
alked ol him the parable. 

n And he faid unto them. Onto you 
it is given to know the myftery of the 
^king’dom of God : V.ut unto them that 
srre without, all thefc things are,done 
in parables, (as they arc capable of no- 
tpins- elfc') ; 1 z For tbo’ they fee clear¬ 

ly, they do not perceive \ and tho* they 
hear diftindlly, they do not underftand ; 
fo as at any time they fliould be convert¬ 
ed, and their fins fliould be forgiven 
them. i‘3 And he faid unto them, 
Know ye not this parable ? and how 
then will ye know all parable*? 

14 The lower foweth the word. 15 
And thefe are they by the way-fide, 
where the word is fown; but, when they 
have heard it, Satan cometh immediate¬ 
ly, and ‘taketh away the word that was- 
fown in their hearts. 

16 And thefe are they likewife <vhich 
are fown on llony ground ; who, when 
they have heard the wprd, immediately 
receive it with gladnefs ; 17 Atid have 

no root in themlelves, and fo endure but 
for ja ti me ; 'afterward,. when afBidlion or 
perfecution arifeth for the word’s fake,, 
immediately they are offended. 

1 3 Ami thefe are they which are fown 
aiTiong thorns; fuch as hear the word, 
rp And the cares of this world, and the 
deceitful«ef6 of riches, and the lufts ofo- 
ther things, entering in, choke the word, 
and it becometh unfruitful. 

10 And thefe are they which are fown 

on good greumV; fuch as hear the word, 
and receive it,'and "bring forrh fruit, 
foine thirty-fold, foine lixty, and fome an 
hundred. / 

21 And he faid unto thertv, Isa 
candle brought to be, put under a btffliel, 
or under; a bed, and not to be fet on a 
candle dick ? 22 ■ For there is nothing 
hid, which iTiall not be manifefted ; nei¬ 
ther was any thing kept fedretj but that 
it fliould come abroad. 

23 If any nun hath ears to hear, let 
hitn hear. 
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24 And he faith unto them, Take 
heed what ye hear. With what tnea- 
fure ye mete, it Aral! be meafured to you. 
And unto you that give ear, more fliall 
be given. 2^5 for he that improveth 
what he hath, to him more fliall be gi¬ 
ven ; and hi; that improveth not what 
he hath, from him fliall be taken even 
that which lie hath. 

2<j And he faid, So is the kingdom 
of God, as if a man fliould call feed into 
the ground; 27 And fliould deep by 

night,, and rife by day, and the- feed 
flionld fpring and grow, he knows not 
how. 20 For the ieaitli bringeth forth 
fruit of herfelf; firft the blade„then the 
ear, after that the full corn in the ear. 
29 But when the fruit is brought, forth, 
immediately he putteth in the fickle, be - 
caufe the harveft is come. 

30 Tf And he laid, Whereunto fliall 
we liken the kingdom of Cod * or whh 
what comparifon fliall we compare it ? 
31 It is like a grain'of muftard-fecd, 
which, when it is fown in the earth, is 
lefs than all the feeds that be in the 
earth : 3 z But when it is (own it 
groweth upland becometh greater than 
all herbs, and fliooteth out great bran¬ 
ches; fo that the fowls of the air may 
lodge under the fliadow of it. 

33. And with many fuch parables fpakr 
he the word unto them, as they were a- 
ble to hear it. 34 But without a para¬ 
ble fpake he not unto them. And when 
they were alone he expounded all things 
to his difeiples. 

35 Tf And the fame day, when the v - 
ven was come, lie faith unto them, Let 
uj pafs over unto the other fide. 

36 And, when they had fent away 
the multitude, they took him even as he 
was in the fliip. And there were alfo 
with him other little fliips. 

37 And there arofe a great ftorm of 

wiuJ, and the waves beat into the fliip, 
fo that it was now full. 3S And he was 
in the hinder part of the fliip, afleep on 
a pillow ; and they awake him, and lay 
unto him, Mfcfter, careit thou not that 
we pcrifli ? 39 And he arofe, aqd re¬ 

buked the wind ; and faid unto the fea, 
Peace, be iliH. And the wind cealed, 
and there a great calm. 

40 And he faul unto them, Why are 
ye fu fearful ? how is it that yc have no 
faith? 41 Anti they feared exceeding¬ 
ly, and faid one to another, What man¬ 
ner of mau is this, that even the wind 
and the fea obey.him,: 
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CHAP. V. 

The legion of (fe viit tlfpoffi OVd. 

ND they came over unto the other 
fide of the lea, into the country of 
the Gadarenes. 

2 Apd, when lie wv.' come out of the 
fljijj, iinnvdintely there nut hi m ou t of 
the tombs annul with an unclean fpirit, 3 
Who li.ul hi;dwelling among the tomus; 
ai*» no mi’n could hind him, no, not w ith 
chains: 4 Bccaufe that he had been of¬ 
ten hound with letters and chains, and 
the chains had been plucked a funder by 
him, and the fetters broken 'in pieces : 
neither could any man tame him. 5 
And always night and day he was iif the 
mountains, and in the lornhs, Crying, and 
cutting himfelf with ftones. 

6 And when he fmv fetus afar off, he 
rati and worfliipped him, 7 And cried 
with a loud voice, and laid, What have 
l to de with thee, Jefus, thou Son of the 
niort high Gnd ? I adjure thee by God, 
that thou torment me not. 8 (For he 
faid unto him, Come out of the man, 
thou unclean fpirit.) 

9 And he alkcd him, What is tliy 
name ? And he anfwerctl, faying, My 
name is Legion : for we are many. 10 
And lie be fought him much that he 
would not fend them away out of the 
country. 

11 Now there was there, nigh unto 
the mountains, a' gieat herd of Twine 
feeding. 1 2 And'all the devils befoiight 
him, faying, Send us into the Twine, that 
wc may enter into them. 

1 3 And forthwith Jefus gave them 
leave. And the unclean fpirits went 
out, and entered into the Twine; and 
the herd ran violently clown a deep place 
into the feu, [they were about twothou- 
fand,] and were chocked in the fea. 
('Thus Jefus punijbed them for dealing 
in Jufine contrary to the law). 

14 And they lliat fed the fwinc fled, 
and told it in the city, and in the coun¬ 
try. Ami they went out to fee what it 
was that was done. 15 And they come 
to Jefus, and fee him that was poffefTed 
with the devil, and had the legion, fit¬ 
ting, and clothed, and right in his mind; 
and they were afraid. 

id And they that'faw ft told them 
how it bcfcl to him that was poffcficd 
with the devil, and alfo concerning the 
Twine. 17 And they began to pray him 
to depart out of their coafls. 

15 And when he w as come into thp 
ihip* he that had been poffeffed. with the 
icvil prayed him that lie might be w ith 
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him. _ 19 Howbeit, Jefus fuffered him 
not, but faith unto him, Go home to thy 
friends, <md tell them how gieut tilings 
the Lord hath done for thee, and hath 
had companion on thee. 20 And he de¬ 
parted, and began to piibliffi in Decapo- 
lis how great things Jefus had done for 
him : and all men did 111 ra vel. 

21 And when Jvfus was pa Ted over 
again by (hip unit) ihc utber fide, much 
people gathered auto him ; and lie was 
nigh unto the lea. 

22 And, behold, there comelh o:;d 0/ 
the rulers of the fynagogue, Jairus liy 
name; arid, when lie fa^ him, he fell 
at Ins feet, .23 And be fought him great¬ 
ly, faying, My little daughter iieth at the 
point of death; I pray thee, come and lay 
thy hands on her. that file may he heal¬ 
ed; and file fhail live. 24 And Jefus 
went with him ; and much people fol¬ 
lowed him, and thronged him. 

25 And a certain woman, who had 
an illuc of blood twelve years, 2 C And 
had fuffered many things of many phyfi- 
cians, and had fpent all that fhe had, and 
was nothing bettered, but rather grew 
worfe ; 27 When Hie had heard of Je- 

fus, came in the prefs behind, and touch¬ 
ed his garment: 28 For fire faid, If I 

may touch but his clothes, I (hall be 
whole. ap And ftraightway the foun¬ 
tain of her blood was dried up ; and fhe 
felt in her body that die was healed of 
that plague. 

30 And Jefus, immediately knowing 
in himfelf that virtue had gone out of 
him, turned him about in the prels, and 
faid, Who .touched my clothes ? 31 And 
his difciplcs faid unto him,, Thou fee ft 
the multitude thronging thee, and faye/t 
thou, Who tululled me l 

32 And lie looked round about to fee 
her that had done this thing. 33 But 
the woman, fearing and trembling, 
knowing what vvas done in her, came, 
and fell down before him, and told him 
ail the truth. 

34 And he faid unto her, Daugh¬ 

ter, thy faith hath made thee whole.; 
go iu peace, and be whole uf thy 
plague. , 

35 ][ While he yet fpake, there camf 
from the ruler of the fynagogue’s lioufe 
certain, who faid, Thy daughter is 
dead ; why troubieft thou the Mailer n- 
ny further ! 

36 As focm as Jefus heard the word 
that was fpoken, he faith unto the ru,ler 
oft he fynagogue, Be not afraid, only be r 
lieve. 

? 2 
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37 And he Tulfeflsd no man to follow But be fhod'with fandals; and not put 
him, favc Peter, afid James, and John tHe on two coati. 

brother of Tames. 3B And he cometh 10 And he faid Unto them, In what 
to the houfe of the ruler of the fyna- place foever ye fliall enter into an houfe, 


and fefcth the tumult, aud them 
,»iat wept arid wailed greatly. 

3p And whtfn he was come in, he faith 
onto them. Why make ye this ado, and 
weep? the damfel is not dead, but fleep- 
eth. '40 And they laughed him to fcorn. 
But, when he had put them all out, he 
taketh the father and the mother of the 
damfel, and them that were with him, 
and entereth in whelp the damfel was 
lying. 

41 And "he took'the damfel by the 
band, and faid unto her, Talitha-cumi; 
which is, being interpreted, Damfel, [I 
fay Unto thee,] arife. 4a And ftraight- 
way the darafcl arofe, and walked ; for 
lbe was of the age of twelve years. And 
they were aftoniflied with a great afto- 
mfliment. 

43 And he charged them ftraitly that 
no man lhould know it; and command¬ 
ed that fomething lhould be given her 
to eat. 

CHAP. VI. . 

Cbriji contemned of his countrymen. 

N D he went out from thence, and 
came unto his own country ; and 
his difcfples follow him. 

1 And, when the Sabbath-day was 
Come, he began to teach in the fyna- 
gogue : and many hearing him were a- 
ftoniflicd, faying, From whence hath 
this man thefe things? and whit wifdom 
-is this which is given unto him, that e- 
ven fuch mighty works are wrought by 
his hands? 3 Is not this the caipen- 
ter, the fon of Mary,. the Junfman 
of James, and Jofes, and of* Judah, 
anil Simon ; and are not'his kinfi^o- 
men here with us ? And they were of¬ 
fended at him. 

4 But Jelus faid unto them, A pro¬ 
phet is not without honour, but in his 
own country, and among his own kin, 
snd in his o'Wn houfe. 5 And he could 
there do n« mighty work, five that he 
laid hivhands upon a few Tick folk, and 
hea led them. 6 And he m arvelled becaufe 
"of their unbelief. And he went round 
about the villages, teaching. 

7 And he callcth unto him the 
twelve, and began to fend them forth by 
two and two ; and gave them power o- 
ver unclean fpirits ; B And commanded 
them that they fliould take nothing for 
their journey, no not a ftaff, no knaplack, 
no bread, no money in tbe^ir purfe: *9 


there, - abide till ye depart, from that 
place. 

11 And whofoever fliall not receive 
you, nor hear ydu, when ye tie pa it , 
thence, fliake off the dull under your 
feet, for a Ccftimouy again ft them. Ve¬ 
rily I fay unto you, It iliaII be mote to¬ 
lerable for Sodom and Gomonha in the 
day of judgment than for that city. 

1 a And they went out, and preached 
that men fliould repent. 13 And they 
caft out many devils, and anointed with 
oil many that were fick, and healed 
them. 

14 Tf And king Herod heard of him ; 
'[for his name was'fpread. abroad ] and 
lie faid, that John the Baptift was ril’en 
from the dead, and therefore mighty 
works do fliew forth themfeIves in him. 
15 Others faid, that this is Elias. And 
others faid, that it’ is a prophet, or as 
one of the prophets, 

16 But when Hered heard thereof, he- 
faid, It is John whom I beheaded : he it* 
>ifen from the dead. 17 For Herod* 
himfelf hacl fent forth and laid hold up*; 
on John, and, bound him in prifon, forj 
Kerodias* fake* his brother Philip’s wife;’ 
for he had married her. ' 18 For Jol nj 
had faid unto Herod, It is not lawful for 
thee to have thy brother’s wife. 19' 
Therefore Hcrodias had a quarrel agftinlt, 
him, and' would have killed him ; but 
flit could not. 70 lor Pie rod ft a red 
John,, knowing that he was a juft and 
holy man, and he kept him in prifon 1 
with awatditul eye over him; -and hav* 
ing heard him, he was much perplexedj 
tho* he heard him peaceably. . 21 Andj 
when a convenient day was come, 
Herod, on his birth-day, made a fupptr 
to his lords, high captains, and chief 
eftates of Galilee ; 72 And when t!.c 

daughter of the faid Herodias came m f 
and danced, and pleafed Kerud, and thi u« 
that fat with him, the king faid untd 
the damfel, Afk of me wbatfoever. thou 
wilt, and I will give it thee. 23 Am] 
he fware unto her, Whatfoever thou limit 
alk of me I will give it thee, unto the 
half of my kingdom. 

24 And flie went foith, and faid unto 
her mother, What fliall I alk ? And lhe 
faid. The head of John the Baptift. 

25 And flic came in ftraigthway with 
hafte untq the king, and allied, faying, I 
will that thou give me by and by, in t 
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charger, the head of John the Baptift. 

art And the king was exceeding forry ; 
yet for his oath’s fake, and for their fakes 
who lat at meat with him, he would 
not reject her. 

27 And immediately the king fi*M tin 
executioner, and commanded his head to 
be brought. Ami he went and behead¬ 
ed lain iii the prifon ; 28 And brought 

his head in a charger, and gave it to the 
riumfcl : and the damfel gave it to her 
mother. 

29 And when his difciples heard of it, 
they came and took up his corpfe, and 
laid it in a tomb. 

30 *|[ And-the apollles gathered them- 
felves together pnto [efus, and tofd him 
all things, both what they had done, and 
what they had taught. 

31 And he faid unto them, Come ye 
yourfclves apart into a defart place, and 
ult a while : for there were many com¬ 
ing and going, and they had no lei lure 
fu much as to eat. 32 And they depart¬ 
ed into a defart place by flilp privately. 

33 And the people law them depart¬ 
ing ; and many knew him, and ran afoot 
thither out of all cities (around the 
lake ), and outwent them, and came to¬ 
gether jnto him. 

34 And Jel'us, when he came out, faw 
much people, and was moved with com¬ 
panion toward them, becaufe they were 
as (beep not having a fliepherd : and lie 
began to teach them many things. 

33 And, when the day was now far 
fpeut, his difciples came unto him, and 
faid, This is a defart place, and r.pw the 
time is far palfed; 36 Send them away, 
that tiiey may go into the country round 
about, and into the villages, and buy 
ihemfelvcs bread; for they have nothing 
to eat. 37 He anfwcred, and faid unto 
them, Give yc them to eat. And they 
fay unto him. Shall we go and buy two 
hundred pennyworth of bread, and give 
them to eat*? 38 He faith unto them. 
How many loaves have ye ? go and fee. 
And, when they knewy they fay, Five, 
and two fillies. , , 

39 And he commanded them to make 
all lit down by companies upon the green 
graft. 40 And they fat down in ranks, 
by hundreds, and by fifties. 

41 And, when he had taken the five 
loaves and the two fillies, he looked up 
to heaven, and blotted, and brake the 
Joavcs, and gave them to his difciples to 
fet betorc them ; and the two fifhes di¬ 
vided he among them all. 42 And they 
d .d all eat, and were filled. 43 And they 
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took ■ up twelve balket6 full of the frag¬ 
ments, and of the fiflies. 44 And they 
that did eat of the loaves were about 
five thoufand men. 

45 T[ And flraightway he constrained 
his difciples to get into the fliip, and to 
go to the .other fide before unto Beth- 
i,iida, while he lent away the people. 

46 And when he had font theita away, 
lie departed unto a mountain to pray. 

47 And when eve q was come the fuip 
was in the uuc’llf of the fca, and he alone 
on the land. 48 And he faw them toil¬ 
ing in rowing ; ('for the wind was con¬ 
trary unto them ;) and about the fourth 
watch of the flight he comet h ur.to them, 
walking upon the few, and would have 
palTed by them. 49 But, when they 
faw him walking upon the fca, they fup- 
pofed it hud been a fpirit, and cried out. 
30 (For thef all faw him, and were 
troubled;) and immediately he talked 
with them, and faith unto them. Be of 
good cheer ; it is I; be not afraid. 

51 And he went up unto them into 
the fliip, and the wind ceafed ; ancj they 
were fore amazed in tli emit Ives beyond 
meafurc, and wondered. 52 For they 
confidcred not the miracle of the loaves; 
for theit heart was hardeued. 

53 And when they had palTed oyer, 
they came into the land of Gennefarct, 
and drew to the fliore. 54 And when 
they were come out of the fliip, ftraight- 
w.ay they knew him, 55 And ran thro’ 
that whole region round about, ami be-, 
gan to carry abuut in beds tiiofe that 
were Aek, where they heard he was. 

56 And whitherfoever he entered, in¬ 
to villages, or cities, or country, they 
laid the fick in the Itrects, and'befought - 
him that they might touch if it were 
but the border of his garment r and as 
many as touched him were made whole. 
CHAR VII. 

The Pharifees offended'at the difciples. 
HEN came together unto him the 
Pharifees, and certain of the ferities, 
who came from Jerufalem. 

2 And when they faw foine of his dif- 
ciplcs eat bread with defiled (that is to 
fay, with unwaflienj hands, they found 
fault: 3 For the Pharifees, and albthe 

Jews, except they wafli their hands oft 
eat not, holding the tradition of the el¬ 
ders, 4 And when they come from the 
market, except they waili they cat not. 
And many other things there be which 
they have received to hold, as the walk¬ 
ing of cups, and pots, bral'en veffels, and 
of tables. 
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5 Then thd* Pharifeec apd fcribes diked 
■ him, V7hy walk patchy difciples accord¬ 
ing to the tradition of the elders, but eat 
bread with unwalhen hands ?. 6 He an¬ 
swered, and faid unto them, Well hath 
Ifaiflh prophefied ofyou, hy|iocntes, as it 
is writlen, This people honoureth me 
with their lips, but their, heart is far 
. from me. ...y Howbek in vain do they 
worflfip -me, teaching,for do brines the 
■commandments, of men. . . , 8 For laying 
aGdethe commandment of God, ye hold 
the. tradition of. men, as t he walking of 
pots and cups; and many other fu^h like 
things ye do.' 

9 And.hcfaid unto them, Finely dpne! 
'• Te rejedt the command of God, that ye 
, inav keep your own tiadition. io For 
Moles faid, -Honour thy father and thy 
mother; and, Whofo curfeth father or 
mother let him die the death. it But 
ye fay. If a man fhali fay to hhs father or 
xrtother, (n^hen in ’want ), the thing thou 
nfltcd is devoted (to be-offered on the aj.- 
tar); he fball.befree of blame, 12 And 
ye luffer him no more to do ought for lus 
■ftthcr or his.mother; 13 Malting the 
word of God of none eftedl through your 
tradition which ye have delivered: and 
many fucli like things do ye. 

ft And, when he had called all the 
people uutohim; he faid unto them, Hear- 
kenunto me every one of you, and under- 
Hand. 15 There is nothing from with¬ 
out a man that entering into him can de¬ 
file him; but the things which come out 
-of him, thofe are the things which defile 
a man. 16 If any mar; have ears to hear, 
ict him hear. 

17 And, when-he was entered into the 
hquie from the,people, his difciples afked 
him concerning the parable. 18 And 
he faith unto -them, Are ye fo without 
Ainder/landing alfo ? Do ye not perceive 
that whatfoever thing from without en-'* 
tereth into the man, it cannot defilf 
him ; 19 Becaufe it entereth not into 

his heart, but into the belly, and goeth 
■out into the draught, purging all meats? 
20 And he faid, That which -cometh out 
of the man, that defileth the man. 21 
For from within, outof the heart of men, 
proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, forni- 
catioos, mprders, 2c Thefts, covetouf- 
Jiefs, wickednefs, deceit, lafeivioufnefs, 
an evil eye, biafphemy, pride, foqiiffncfs: 
23 All thefe evil things come fipm with-, 
in, ind defile the man. 

24 ft Aod from thence he arofei and 
went into the borders of Tyre and Sidon, 
and entered into an houfe, and would have 
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no man know it; but he could not be 
hid. 

25 For.a certain woman, whofd young 
daughter had an unclean fpirit, heard of 
him, and came and fell at his feet ; t6 
(The woman was a Gentile, a Syrophc- 
nician) ; and ihe befought him that he 
would caft forth the nevil out of her 
daughter. . 

27 But Jefus faid untp her, Let the 
•children fint'be filled : for it is not meet 
to take the children’s bread, and to cart 
it unto the dogs. * 2 3 And flie anfwercd 
and laid unto him, Yes, Lord ; yet the 
dogs under the table eat of the children’s 
crumbs. 29 And he faid untq her. For 
this faying go thy way; the devil is gone 
out of thy (laughter. 

30 And when file was gone to her 
home, (he found the devil gone out, and 
her daughter laid upon the bed. 

31 ft And again, departing from the 
coaits of Tyre and Sidon, he came unto 
the fea. of Galilee* thro’ the midft of the 
coaUs of Decapolis. 

32 And they bring unto him one that 
was deaf, and had an impediment in hi* 
fpeech ; and they btfccch him to put his 
hand upon him. 

33 And he took him afide from the 
multitude, and- put his fingers into his 
ears : And he fprt bis own finglr, 
■and with it) touched his tongue. 

34 Andlcoking up to heaven, he fighed* 
and faith unto him, • £Irph?.tha ; that 16. 
Be opened. 35 And ftraightway his cars 
were opened, and the firing of his tongue 
•was loofed, and lie fpakc plain. 

36 And he charged them that they 
fhould tell no man : but the more he 
charged them, fo much the m°re a great 
deal they pubiiflied it; 37 And were 

beyond meafnre aftonilhed, faying, He 
hath-done all things well; he maketh 
both the-deaf to hear, and the dumb to 
fppak. 

•CHAP. VIJI. 

‘■Cbr^/l feedeth the people miraculously . 

I N thofe days the multitude being very 
great, and having nothing to eat, 
Jefus called his difciples unto him, and 
faith unto them, a I have compaflion 
on the multitude, becaufe they have now 
been with me three day*, and have no¬ 
thing to cat.: 3 And rf I fend tlieni a- 
way falling to their ow n houfes they will 
faint by the way : for diverle of them 
came from far. 

4 And his difciples anfwered him* 
From whence can a man fatisfy thefe 
men with .bread here in the wildernciV? 
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5 And he aflccd them. How many loaves 
have ye ? And they laid feven. 

6 And lie commanded the people to 
fit down on the ground ; and he took 
the i'even loaves, and gave thanks, and 
lirake, and gave to Ins difciples to fet 
before them ; and they did fet them be¬ 
fore the people. 7 And they had a few 
I'm all tvlhe-i; and lie blefTcd them, and 
com mantled to fet them before them. 8 
So they did eat, and were filled. And they 
took up of tire broken meat that was left 
liven balkcts. 9 And they that had 
oaten were about four thoufund; and he 
font them away. 

And fcrnightway hc^ntered in¬ 
to a fhip with his difciples, and came in¬ 
to Lite parts of IJ-ltnamithu. 

11 And the Pharisees came forth, and 
began ro queftion witii luin, fecking of 
him a figu from heaven, tempting him. 

. 12 Ami he lightd deeply in his fpirit, 
and faith, Why. doth this generation feck 
after a fign ? Verily I fay unto you, 
There Until no fign be given unto this 
generation. 

13 And he left them, and entering 
into the Ihip again, departed to the o- 
ther lidc. 

14 "[ Mow, the dilfiples had forgotten 
to take bread, neither had they in the 
(Jiip with them more than one loaf. 

13 And he charged them, - faying, 
Take heed, beware of the leaven of the 
Phu ifees, and of the leaven of Herod! 

16 And they reafoned among them- 
fclvcs, hiying, it is becaufe we have ta- 
k mi no bread. 

j 7 And when Jcfus knew it, he faith 
nnto them, Why reaibn ye becault; ye 
hav.e no bread ? perceive ye not yet, nei- 
tlier underhand ? have ye your heart yet 
hardened ? 1 a Having eyes, fee ye not? 

and having ears, hear ye not ? and do ye 
not rtftii'irilr.-r, 19 When I brake the 
five loaves aiming five tlumfaiul, how ma- 
r.v balkcts full 0! fragments took ve up ? 
They fay unto him, Twelve. 20 - And 
when the levcn i.mong- four thoufan l, 
how many balktts fuh of fragments took 
ye up? And they laid, Seven, it J .nd 
he fai«l mtro them. How is it that ye do 
nut under‘land ? 

22 T[ And he cometh to Bethfakla ; 
and they biing a blind man unto him, 
and bc|ought him to touch him. 

23 And he took tiib Mind man by the 

hand,-and led him out of the town; and 
when he had Ipit on bis eyes, and put 
his hands upon him, he afkcd him if he 
inw ought. £4 Ami hr looked, up, and 
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faid, I fee men, as trees, walking. . 25 
After that he had put his'hands again u- 
pon his eyes, and made 1dm look up : 
and he was reftored, and faw every man 
clearly. 

26 A nd he fent him away to his houfe, 
faying. Neither go into the town, nor 
tell it to any in the town. 

17 And Jefus went out and hisdil- 
ciples into the towns of Cefaiea Philippi; 
and by the way he asked his difciples, 
faying unto them, Whom do men fay 
that I am ? 

28 And they anfwered, John the Bap- 
tift: hut fome fay, Elias; and others, 
One of the prophets. 

29 And lie faith unto them, But 
whom fay ye that I am ? And Peter 
anfwcreth, and faith unto him,Thou art 
the Chrilt. 

30 And he charged them that they 
Ihould tell no man of him. 

31 And he began to teach them, 
that the Son of man inuft fctiTer many 
things, and be rejeifted qfthe ciders, and- 
of the chief priefts and feribes, and be 
killed ; and after three days rife again. 

31 And he fpake that faying openly- 
And PeLer took him, and began to re¬ 
buke him. 

33 Ami when he had turned about, 
and looked oil his difciples, he rebuked 
Peter, faying, Get thee behind me, Sa¬ 
tan ; for thou favoured: not the things 
that be of God, but the things that lie of 
men. 

34 -And when he had called thft 

people unto him, with his difciples alfo, 
he faid unto them, Whoever will comt 
after me, let him deny himfelf, {all the 
world's good thing/), and take up hia 
crofs, {suffer' all its evils), and follow 
me. 35 For whoever Audi fave his life 
{by a voiding fnfferings) shall lofe thcr 
bappinc-fs thereof; but whoever shall 
lofe his life for my fake and the gofpers, 
shall obtain huppinefs. 3^ For what 
shall it pnTu a man, if he shall gain thi? 
whole world, and lofe ldmlelf ? 37 Or 

what shall a man give in exchange for 
himfelf ? 

35 Whofoever, therefore, shall be p.- 
shamed of me, and of my words, in this 
adulterous and flnful generation) of hint 
shall alfo the Son of mail be ashamed, 
when he cometh in the glory of his Fa* 
ther, with the holy angels. 

C 11 A P. IX. 

Chrijl's transfiguration. 

ND he faid unto tlieiA, Verily I

10 And they kept that 
faying with themfelves, quellioning one 
with another what the riling from the 
dead (h^uld mean. 

And they asked him, faying, Why 
fay the feribes that Elias mull firft come ? 
12 And he anfwercd and told them, Eli¬ 
as verily cometh firlt, and reftcreth all 
things ; and h$w it is written of the Son 
of man, tkat fie mull fuffer many things, 
and be let at nought. 13 But I fay un¬ 
to you, That Elias is ccme already, as it 
is written of him, and they have done 
ufcto him whatever they lilted. 

14 And when he came to his difei- 
ples, he faw a great multitude about 
them, and the feribes queftioning with 
them. 

15 And ftraigthway all the people, 
•when they beheld' him, wete greatly a- 
jmazed, and, running to him, faluted him. 

16 And he asked the feribes, Wliat 

Oueftion ye with them > 17 And one of 

- the multitude anfwered and faid, Maf- 
, ter, I have brought unto thee my fon, 
which hath a dumb fpirit; 18 And 

wherever he taketh liim.he teareib him ; 
and he foameth and gnalheth with his 
teeth, and pin&th away ; and I fpake to 
thy difciples that they Humid call him 
oat, and they could not. / 


waters, to deftroy him; but if thoucanft 
do any thing, have compaflion on us, and 
help us. 

23 Jefus . faid unto him , If thou can ft 
believe, all tilings are poflible to him that 
believeth. 

24 And ftraightway the father of the 
child cried out, and faid with tears. 
Lord, I.believe ; help thou mine unbe¬ 
lief. 

25 When Jefus faw that the people 
came running together, he rebuked the 
foul fpirit, faying unto him, Thou dumb 
and deaf fpirit, I charge thee, come out 
of him, and enter no more into him. 

a 6 And the fpirit cried, and twilled 
him fore, and came out of him ; and he 
was as one dead, infomuch that many 
faid, He is dead. 27 But Jefus took 
him by the hand, and lifted him up; and 
he arofe. 

28 And when he was conTe ioto the 
houfe his difciples asked him privately, 
Why could not we call him o\it > kj 
And he faid unto them, Ye cannot cnIt 
out this kind - without prayer and fart¬ 
ing. 

30 Tf And they departed thence, and 
parted through Galilee ; and he would 
not that any man ftiould know it. 31 
For he taught his difciples, and laid unto 
them, The Son of man is delivered into 
the hands of men, and they lhall kill 
him; and, after that he is killed, he shall 
rife the third day. 32 But they .under- 
flood not that faying, and were afraid to 
ask him. 

33 And he came to Capernaum ; 
and, being in the houfe, he asked them, 
What was it that ye difputed among 
yourfelves by . the way? 34 But they 
held tKcir peace ; for by the way they 
had difputed among themfelves'who 
fliould be. the greatert. 

35 And he fat down, and called the 
twclve^and faith unto them, If any roan 
delire to be firft, the fame shall be lart or 
all, and fervant of ajl. 

36 And he took a child, and fet him 
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in the midft of them : and when he had 
taken him in his arms, he faid unto 
them, 37 VVhofoever fliall receive one 
of fudi ihildren in my name, receivcth 
nit; and whuibevcr .fliall receive me, 
rcceiveth not me, but him that lent me. 

38 And John anfwered him, laying, 
Muller, we faw ooe catling out devils in 
thy name, and he followeth not us; and 
we forbade him, becaufe he followeth 
not us. 

39 But Jefus faid, Forbid him not; 

for there is no man who fliall do a mi¬ 
racle in my name that can lightly fpeak 
evil of me. 40 For he that is not a- 
gainft us is on our part. 41 For whofo- 
cver fliall give you a cup jot* water to 
drink in my name*, becaufc ye belong to 
Chi ill, verily I fay unto you, He fliall 
not loft his reward. 41 And whoever 
shall offend one of the meaneft that be¬ 
lieve in me, it were better for him that 
a milltone Were hanged about his neck, 
and he were call into the fea. 43 And 
if thy darling deflres, dear to thee as thy 
hand, caufe thee to offend, cut it off: it 
is better for thee to enter into life maim¬ 
ed, than having two hands to go into 
hell, into the fire that fliall never be 
quenched ; 44 Where their conference 

is never quiet, and their torments never 
ceafe. 45 And if thy foot caufe thee 
to offend, cut it off’; it is better for thee 
to enter halt into life, than having two 
feet to be cart into hell, into the fire 
that shall never be quenched; 46 Where 
their remorfe never ceafcth, and their 
pains never abate. 47 And if thine eye 
caufe thee to offend, pluck it out; it is 
better for thee to enter into the kingdom 
of God with one eye, than having two 
eyes to be call into nell-fire; 48 Where 
their conference is never quiet, and their 
torments never abate. 49 For every one 
fliall bear a fiery trial, (to purify, and 
Jr (ifon, or ronfurne them ), as every facri- 
lice is fealbned with fait. 50 Salt is 
good, but it it has loft its fa It nels, "where¬ 
with will ye fea fon it? Have fait (since- 
t tty) in yuurfei-.es, and have peace with 
ene another. 

CHAP. X. 

I'hrijTt otifnver touching divorcement, 
N 15 lie arofe from thence, and com- 
eth into the coafts of Jude a, by the 
farther fide of Jordan ; and the people 
retort unto him again : and, as lie was 
wont, he taught then! agaiil, 

2 <jl And the Pharifecs came to him, 
and alkcd him, Is it lawful for a man to 
'put nwav his u*ife ? tempting him. 

} And he ..ufwerccl, and laid unto them, 
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What did Mofes command you? 4 And 
they faid, Moles fuffered to write a bill 
of divorcement, and to put her away. 

. 5 And Jefus anfwermg, faid to them, 
For the hardnefs of jour heart Mofes 
wrote yoli this precept, ( rather them ufe 
her cruelly , or kill her) : 6 But from 

the beginning of the creation God made 
them male and 'female. 7 For this 
caufe fliall a man Teavc his father and 
mother, and cleave to his wife ; 3 And * 

they twain fhall be as one flcfli; fo then 
they are no more twain, but as one flesh. 

9 What, therefore, God hath joined to¬ 
gether, let no man put a funder. 

10 And in the houie his difciples Hik¬ 
ed him again of the fame matter. ri 
And he faith unto them, Whoever fliall 
put away his wife, and marry another, 
committeth adulte/y agatnft he;-. 1 z 

And if a woman put away her htilband, 
and be married to another, Hie commit¬ 
teth adultery. 

13^J And they brought young children 
to him, that he fliould touch them ; and 
his difciples Ycbuked thofe that brought 
them. 

14 But when Jefus faw it he was 
much difpleafed, and faid unto them, 
Suffer the little children to come unto 
me, and forbid them not; for of fuch is 
the kingdom of God. 15 Verily I faj' 
unto you, Whoever fliall not receive the 
kingdom of God ( humbly ) as a little 
child, fliall not enter into it. 16 Aikl 
he took them up in his arms, put hu 
hands upon them, and blefled them. 

17 J[ And, when he was gone forth 
into the way, there came one running, 
and kneeled to him, and ^fked fiim, 
Good Mafter, what lhall 1 do that I may 
inherit eternal life ? 

18 And Jefus faid unto him, Why 
called thou me good ? there is Done good 
but one, that is. God. 19 Thou know- 
eft the commandments, Do not commit 
adultery. Do not kill, Do not Ileal, Do 
not bear falfe witnefs, Defraud not, Ho¬ 
nour thy father and thy mother. 

ao And he ttnfwered, and faid unto 
hiniy Mailer, all tliele have I obferved 
from iny youth. 

21 Then Jefus, beholding hin?, loved 
him, and faid unto him, One thing thou 
lacked : go thy way, fell whatever thou 
l>aft, and give to the'poor, anti thou flialt 
have treasure in heaveli; and come, take 
up the crofs, and follow me. 

22 And he was fad at that faying, 
and went*away grieved ; for he had 
great poffe (lions. 

23 And Jefus looked round about, 
G 
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and faith unto his difclples, How hardly 
fhall they that have riches enter intathe 
kingdom of God ! *r 

24 And the riifciples were aftonished 
at 1 m words. But Jefus anfwereth a- 
gain, and faith unto them, Children, how 
hard is it for them that trull in riches 
(and cannot part with them to the poor ) 
ta enter into the kingdom of God. 25 
It is extremely difficult, and hardly pof- 
fible for a rich n?an to enter into the 
kingdom of God. 

26 And they wei$. aftonifiled out of 
meafure, faying among themfelves, Who 
then can be faved ? 

27 And Jefus,, looking upon them, 
faith', With men it is.impoffible, but nbt 
vi'ith God ; for with God all things are 
poffible. 

28 Then Peter began to fay unto 
him, Lo, we have left all, and have fol¬ 
lowed thee. 

29 And Jefus anfwered, and faid. Ve¬ 
rily I fay unto you. There is no man that 
hath left houfe, qr brethren, or fifters.or 
father, or mother, or wife, or children, 
or lands, foj my fake and the gofpel’s, 
30 But he fliall revive now in this life 
an hundred-fold ( more joy and .comfort 
even in perfecutions , than in ) houfes, 
and brethren, and fillers, and mothers, 
and children, and lands', and in the world 
to come, eternal life. 31 But many (of 
the Jews) that were firft {the church of 
God), fliall be laft (in embracing thegpjf- 
pel: and the1 Gentiles that mere left in 
becoming the people of God, Jhall become 
firft the church of Chrili. There be firft 
in the may that Jljatl he lafi in attaining 

'the end, and lofe it). 

32 And they were in the way go¬ 
ing up to Jerufalem; and Jefus went be¬ 
fore them; and they were amazed; and 
as they followed they were afraid. And 
lie took again the twelve, and began to 
tell them what things fliould happen un¬ 
to him, 33 Saying, Behold, we go up 
to Jerufalem, and the Son of man fliall 
he delivered unto the chief priefts, and 
unto the Tcribes; and they fliall condemn 
him to death, and fliall deliver him to 
the Gentiles ; 34 And they fliall mock 

him, and fliall fcourge him, and fliall 
fpit upon him, and shall kill him ; and 
the third day he fliall rife again. 

35 ^ And James and John, the fons 
of Zebedec, come untp him, faying, Maf- 
Ter, we would that thou fliouldeft do for 
us whatfoever we fliall defire. 

36 And he faid unto them, What 

would ye that I fljould do for you ? 37 

They faid unto him, Grant unto us that 
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we may fit, one on thy right hand, and 
the other on thy left hand, in thy glory. 

38 But Jefus faid unto them. Ye know 
not what ye afk : can ye drink of the 
cup that I drink of ?_ and be baptized 
with the baptifm that 1 am baptized 
with ? 

39 And they faid unto him. We can. 
And Jefus faid unto them. Ye shall in¬ 
deed fuflfer perfection, and martyrdom, 
and have a bloody baptifm ; 40 But to 
fit on my right hand, and on my left, I 
cannot give, except to thofe for whom 
the Father hath prepared it. 

41 And when the ten heard it, they 
began to'-be much difpleafcd with James 
and John. 

42 But Jefus called them to him, and 

faith unto them, Ye |tnow that they who 
are accounted to rule over the Gentiles 
exercifc lordfliip over them ; and their 
great ones exercife authority upon them. 
43 But fo fliall it not be among you; but 
whoever will be great among you, fliall 
be your minifter ; 44 And whoever of 

you will be the chiefcft, fliall be fervant 
of all. 45 For even the Son of man 
came not to be miniftered unto, blit to 
minifter, and to give his life a ranfom 
for many. 

46, And they came to Jericho; and 
as he went out of Jericho with his dif¬ 
ciples, and a great number of people, 
blind Bartimeys, the fon of Time us, fat 
by the highway-fide begging. 

47. And when he heard that it was Je* 
fus of Nazareth, he began to cry out and 
fay, Jefus, thou fon of David, have meicy 
on me. 

48 And many charged him that he 
fliould hold his peace ; but he cried the 
more a great deal, Thou fon of David, 
have mercy on me. 49 And Jefus ftood 
ftill and commanded him to be called. 
Ancl they call the blind man, faying, Be 
of good comfort, rife, be calleth thee. 50 
And he, calling away his garment, role, 
and came to Jefus. 

51 And Jefus anfwered and faid unto 
him. What wilt thou that I should do 
unto thee 1 The blind man faid unto 
him. That I might receive my fight, yi 
And Jefus faid unto him, Go thy way ; 
thy faith hath made thee whole. And 
immediately he received his fight, and 
followed Jefus in the way. 

CHAP. XL 
Chrift ridetb into jerufalem . 

ND when they came nigh to Jeru¬ 
falem, unto Bethohage and Betha¬ 
ny, at the mount of Olives, he fendeih 
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forth two of his difciples, ^ And faith 
unto them, Go your wry into the village 
over againft you; and as foon us ye be 
entere'i into it yc fliall find a colt tied, 
whereon never man fat; loofe him, and 
bring him. 3 And if any man fay iiuto 
you, Why do ye this ? fay ye that the 
Lord hath need of him ; and ttraightway 
he will fend him hither. 

4 And they went thetr way, and found 
the colt lied by the door without in a 
place where two ways met, and they loole 
him. 

5 And certain of them that flood there 
laid unto them,What do ye loofingthe coll? 
6 And they faid unto them even as Jefus 
had commanded ; and they let them go. 

7 And they brought the colt to Jcfus, 
and caft their garments bn him, and he 
fat upon him. 8 And-many fpread their 
arments in the way, and others cut 
own branches off the trees, and ftravved 
them in the way. 9 And they that went 
before, and they that followed behind, 
cried, faying, Hofanna : b Idled is lie that 
cometb ' n th* name of the Lord: , 10 
Blcfled be the kin gdom ( typified and re- 
pre/e uteri by that ) of our father David : 
all hail in the higheft. 

11 And Jcl’us entered into Jcrufalem 
and into the temple ; and when he had 
looked round about upon all things, and 
now the even tide was come, he went 
out unto Bethany with the twelve. 

12 Tf And on the morrow, when they 
were come from Bethany, he was hun- 
gry. 13 And feeing a fig-tree afar off 
having leaves, he came, if haply he might 
find any thing thereon: and when he 
came to it he found nothing but leaves, 
for where he was it was the time of figs. 
r 4 And Jcfus anfwered and faid unto it, 
No man cat fruit of thee hereafter for e- 
ver. And his difciples heard it. 

15 If And they came to Jerufalem. 
And Jcfus went into the temple, and be¬ 
gan to call out them that fold and bought 
in the temple, and overthrew the tables 
of the money changers, and the feats of 
them that fold doves; r6 And would 
not I'ufTer that any man fhould carry any 
vellel thro’ the temple. 

17 And he taught, faying unto them. 

Is it not written, My houfe fiiall be call¬ 
ed of ail nations the houfe of prayer ? 
but ye have made it a den of thieves. 

18 And the feribes and chief priefts 
heard it, and (ought how they might dc- 
ftroy h.m: for they feared, him, becaufe 
all the people were astoniflied at his doc¬ 
trine. 

19 And when even was come he went 
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out of the city. 

20 ^ And in the morning, as they 
paHcd by, they faw the fig-tree dried np 
from the roots. 

21 And Peter, calling to remembrance, 
faith unto him, Maflcr, behold, the fig- 
tree which thou curled ft is withered h- 
way. 

22 And Jefus, anl wering, faith unto 
thepi. Have faith in God.' 23 For veri¬ 
ly I lay‘unto you, that whofoever fliall 
fay unto this.mountain, Be thou remov¬ 
ed, and be thou calk into the fen, and 
fhay not doubt in bis heart, but fliall be¬ 
lieve that thofe things which he faith 
fliall come to pafs, he fliall have whatfu- 
ever he faith. 24 Therefore I fay unto 
you, What things foever.ye defirc \Vhen 
ye pray, believe that ye receive them, 
and ye fliall have them. 25 And when 
ye ft and praying, forgive, if ye have 
ought againft any; that your Father el- 
fo who is in heaven may forgive yopr 
trefpafles. 26 But if yc do not forgive, 
neither will your Father who is in hea¬ 
ven lorgive your trcfpafFcs. 

27 And they come again to Jerufa- 
1 cm. And as he was walking in the tem¬ 
ple, there come to him the chief prieits, 
and the feribes and the elders, 28 And 
fay unto him, By what authority doft 
thou thefe things ? and who gave thee 
this authority ? 

29 And Jcfus.anfwered, and faid unto 
them, I will alfo afk of you one qucftioii, 
and anfwer me, and I will tell ydu by 
what authority I do thefe things. 30 The 
baptifm of John, waslt from heaven or 
of men ? anfwer me. ; » 

31 Anil they reafoned with themfclves, 
faying. If we fliall fay, From heaven, he 
will fay, Why then did ye not believe 
him? 32 But if we fliall fay, Of men; 
they feared the people ; for all men, 
counted John that he was a prophet in¬ 
deed. 33 And they anfwered, and faid 
unto Jcfus, We cannot tell. And Jcfus 
anfwering, faith unto them, Neither do 
I tell you by what authority. I do thefe 
things. 

CHAP. XII. 

The parable of the •vineyard- , , 
ND he began to/peak unto them 
by parables. A certain man plant¬ 
ed a vineyard, and fet an hedge about it, 
and digged a place for the wine-fat, and 
built a tower, and let it out to hulbar.d- 
mcn, and went into a far country. 2 
And at the ieafon he fent to the hufband- 
mcn a fervant that he might receive 
from the hufbandmen of the fruit of the 
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vineyard. 3 And they caught him, and 
beat him, and fent him away empty. 
4 'And again he fent unto them another 
fervant; and at him they caft ftqncs, 
and wounded him in the head, and fent 
him away shamefully handled. 5 And 
again he fertt another; and him they kil¬ 
led, and many others; beating fume, and 
killing fomc. 6 Having yet. therefore, 
one fon, his well-bclOvcd, lie fent him al- 
fo laft unto them, faying, They will re¬ 
verence my Son. 7 But thofe huftnnd- 
men faid among them fedves, This is the 
heir ; come, let us kill him, and the in¬ 
heritance Ih'all he ours*. 8 Ar.d,they 
took him, and killed him-, and c^tft him 
out of the vineyard. 9 What fhall, there¬ 
fore, the Lord of the vineyard do ? He 
will come anddeftroy the hufbandtnen, 
and will gift the vineyard unto others. 
10 And have ye not read -the frripture ? 
The ftone whi'h the builders rejected, is 
become the head of the corner: {See 
jyiattk. xxi. 33.) 11 This is the Lord’s 

doing, and it is marvellous in our eyes. 

12 And they fought to lay hold on him' 
but feared the people; for they knew 
that he had fpoken the parable again!! 
them. And they left him, and went 
their way.* 

13 And they fend unto him certain 
of the Pharifees, and of the Herodians, 
to catch him in his Words. 

14 And, when they were come, they 

fay unto him, Matter, we know that 
thou art true, and cafeft for no man; for 
thou regardett not the perfon of men, 
but teacheft the way cf God in truth ; 
Is it lawful to give tribute to Cefar, or 
not ? 15 *hall we give, or shall we not 

give ? But he, knowing their hypocri¬ 
sy. faid unto them, Why tempt ye me ? 
Biing me a penny, that I may fee it. 16 
And they Brought it. And he faid unto 
them, Whcfe is this image and fuper- 
feription ? And they faid unto him, Ce- 
far’s. 17 And Jefus anfwering, faid un¬ 
to them, Render to Cefar the things that 
sore Cefar’s, and to God the things that 
are God’s. And they marvelled at him. 

18 Then come unto him the Sad- 
dncees, who fay there is no refurredlion; 
and they a Iked him, faying, 19 Matter, 
Jtiofes wrote unto us, If a man’s brother 
die, and leave his wife behind him, and 
leave no children, that his brother should 
take his Wife, and raife up- feed unto his 
brother. 20 Now, there were feven bre¬ 
thren ; and the firft took a wife, and, 
dying, left no feed. 21 And the fecond 
took her, and died, neither left he any 
feed: and the third like wife, ,'iz And 
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the feven Jiad her, and left no feed. Latt 
of all the woman died alfo. 23 In the 
refur re<ft ion, therefore, when they shall 
rife, whofe wife shall she he of them? for 
the feven had her to wife. 

24 And Jefus anfwering, faid unto 
them. Do ye not, therefore, err, beraufe 
ye know not the fcriptuics, neither the 
power of God ? 25 For when they shall 

rife from the dead, they neither marry 
nor are given in marriage ; but are as 
the angels who aic in heaven. 26 And 
as-touching the dead, that they rife; have 
yc not read in the l ook of Mo ft-, how in 
the bii'h God fpakc unto him, faying, I 
am the God of Abraham, and the God of 
Ifaac, and the God of Jacob ? 27 He is 

not the God of the dead, but the God ol 
the living. Ye, therefore, do greatly 
err. { Sec Mattl xxii. 23.) 

28 And one of the feribes came, 
and having heard them reafdning toge¬ 
ther, and perceiving that he had an- 
fwersd them well, alkcd him, Which is 
th? firft commandment of all ? 

29 And Jefus anfwered him, The firft 
of all the commandments is. Hear, O If- 
racl; Tlit Lord our God is one Lord : 
30 'And thou fhalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all tny 
foul, and with all thy mind, and with all 
thy ftrength. This is the firft command¬ 
ment. 31 And the fecond is like, name¬ 
ly this, Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thylelf. There is none other command¬ 
ment greater than thefe. 

32 And the feribe faid unto him, Well, 
Mafter, thou haft faid the truth ; for 
there is one God ; and there is none 0- 
ther but he : 33 And to love him with 

all the heart, and with all the ur.der- 
ftanding, and with all the foul, and with 
all the ftrength, and to love his neigh¬ 
bour as himfelf, is more than all whole 
burnt-offerings and facrifices. 

34 And when Jefus faw that he an¬ 
fwered difcrectly, he faid unto him, Thou 
art not fai from the kingdom of God* 
And no man after that durft alk him a- 
ny queftion. 

35 And Jefus anfwered, and faid, 

while he taught - in the temple, Hew fay 
the feribes that Chrift is the fon of Da¬ 
vid ? 35 For David himfelf faid by the 

Holy Ghoft, The Loan faid to my Lord, 
Sit thou on my right hand, till I make 
thine enemies thy footftooh 37 David, 
therefore, himfelf calleth him Lord: {as 
being the Sou of God , or the Mejftah) ; 
and he is <hls fon, (as being the Son o£ 
man.) And the common people heard 
him gladly. 
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39 And he faid unto them in his 
doHrine. Beware oftheferibes, who love 
to go in long clothing, and love Oiluta- 
lions in the market places, 39 And the 
chief feats in the fynagogues, and the up- 
permoit rooms at leads; 4® Who devour 
widows livings {for which they are t raj- 
tees'), and for a pretence to pigty, make 
long prayers; therefore, they ihall re¬ 
ceive the greater damnation. 

41 And Jefus fat over againft: the 
treafury, and beheld how the people call 
money into the treafury; and many that 
were rich caft in much. 

4 1 And there came a certain poor wi¬ 
dow, and she threw in two mites, which 
make a farthing. 

43 And he called unto him his diid- 
pics', and faith unto them, Verily I fay 
unto you, That this poor widow Jinth 
call more in than all they who have caft 
into the treafury : 44 For they alldid caft 
in of their abundance; but she of her 
want did caft in all that she had, even 
all her living. 

CHAP. XIII. {See Mattb. xxiv.J 
The dejhaftion of the temple foretold. 

N D as he went out of the temple 
one of his difciples faith unto him, 
M after, fee what manner of ft ones, and 
what buildings, are here 1 2 And Jefus 

anfwering, laid unto him, Seeft thou 
thefe great buildings? there ihall not be 
left one ftone upon another, that ihall 
not be thrown down. 

3 And as he fat upon the mount of 
Olives, over againit the temple, Peter, 
and James, and John, find Andrew, aik- 
cd him privately, 4 Tell us, when shall 
thefe things be? And what (hall be the 
fign when all thefe things ftiall be fulfil¬ 
led ? 

.5 And Jefus anfwering them, began 
to fay, Take heed, left'any man deceive 
you : 6 For many shall come in my 

name, faying, I am Cltrift; and shall de¬ 
ceive many, 7 And when ye shall hear 
of wars, and rnmours of wars, be ye not 
troubled; for fuch things muft needs be; 
but the end shall not be yet. 3 For na¬ 
tion Ihall rife againft natron, and king¬ 
dom againft kingdom ; and there Ihall 
be eaithquakes' in diverfe places, and 
there ihall be famines and troubles; thefe 
are the beginnings of furrows. 

9 ^J But take heed to yourfelvCs; for 
they shall deliver you up to councils; 
and in the iynagogues ye shall be ^caten; 
and ye shall be brought before tulers and 
kings for my fake, for a teftimony againft 
them. 10 Apd the gofpcl ruuft firft be 
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published among all nations. 11 But 
when they shall lead you, and deliver 
you up, take no thought beforehand 
what ye shall fpeak, neither do ye pre¬ 
meditate; but whalfoever shall be given 
you in that hour, that fpeak ye ; for i,t is 
not ye that fpeak, .but the Holy Spirit. 

n N«w, the brother shall betray the 
brother to death, and the father the ion; 
and' children shall rife up againft their 
parents, and shall caufc them to be put: 
to death. 13 And ye shall be hated of 
all men for niy name’s fake; but he that 
iliall endure unto the end, the'fame shall 
be faved> . / 

14 Tf But when yc shall fee the abo¬ 
mination of deflation, fpoken of by Da¬ 
niel the prophet, Handing where it ought 
not, (let him that reaijeth underftand,) 
then let them that be in Judea flee to 
the mountains; 15 And let him that 

is on the houfe-top not go down into the 
hopfe, neither enter therejn, to tako Any 
thing out of his houfe. 16 And let hiifi 
thaL is in the field not turn back again 
for to take up his garment. 

17 But woe unto them that ore with 
child, and to them that give fuck, in ' 
thofe days 18 And pray ye that your 
flight be not in the winter. 19 For in 
thole days shall be affliction, fucli as was 
not from the beginning of the creation 
which .God created unto this,time, nei¬ 
ther shall be. 20 And except that the 
Lord had shortened thofe days, no flesh 
should be fa veil; but fqr rhe clef’s fake, 
whom he hath chofen,he hath.shortened 
the days. 

21 And then, if any man shall fay to 
you, Lo* here is Chrift ; or, lo, he is 
there; believe him not: 22 For falfu 

chrifts and lalfe prophets shall rife, and 
shall shew figns and wonders-, to feduce, 
if it were pollible, even the eletft. 13 
But take ye heed ; behold, I have forc- 
tjld you all things. 

24 But in thofe days, after that 

tribulation, the fun shall be darkened, 
and the moon shall not give her light; 
25 And the ftars of heaven shall fall, 
and the powers that are in heaven shall 
be shaken ; 26 And then they shall fee 

the Son of man coming’ in the clouds, 
with great power and glory. 27 And 

, then shall lie fend his angok, and shall 
gather together his elect, from the four 
winds, from, the uttermoft part of the 
earth, to the utter mo ftp art of heaven. 

25 Now, learn a parable of'the-fig- 
tree When her branch i$ yet tender, 
an.I puUCth forth leaves, ye know that 
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lumber is near; 29 So ye, in like man. 
ner, when ye shall fee thefe things come 
to pafc, know tliat,it is nigh, even at the 
doors. 

30 Verily I fay unto you. That this 
generation fhall not pafs till all tht-fe 
things be done. 31 Heaven and earth 
fliall pafs away ; hut n>y words ihall not - 
pafs away. 

32 But of that day and that hone 
knoweth no man, no, not the angels who 
are in heaven, neither the Son, (as Son 
of man, .John xxi. '17.) but the Father. 
33 Take yc heed,, watch and pray ; fer 
ye know not when the time is. 34 For 
the Son of man is as a man taking a far 
journey, -who left hishonfe, and gave au¬ 
thority to his fervants, and to every man 
his work, and commanded the porter to 
watch. 

351 Watch ye, therefore; for ye know 
nut when the matter of the houle ccm- 
eth ; at even, or at midnight, or at the 
cock-crowing, or in the morning : 36 

Lett coming iuddenly, he find you fleep- 
i-ng, {unconcerned}. 37 And what I 
fay unto you, I fay unto all, Watch. 
CHAP. XIV. 

A cbnfpiracy agavift Cbrijt . 

A FTER two days was the feaft of 
the paflover, and of unleavened 
bread : and the chief priefts and. the 
feribes fought how they might take him 
by craft, and put him to death. 2 But 
they (aid, Not on the feaft-day, left there 
be an, uproar of the people. 

3 And, being in Bethany, in the 
"houfc of Siifcon the leper, as he fat at 
meat, there came a woman having an a- 
labafter-box of ointment offpikenard, ve- 
.xy precious ; and she brake the box, anfl 
poured it on his head. 

4 And there were foine that bad in¬ 
dignation within themfeives, and fa id. 
Why was this watte of the ointment 
made ? 5 For it might nave been fold 

for more than three hundred pence, and 
have been given to the poor. And they 
murreuted^againtt her. 

6 And Jfclus faid, Let her alcne; why 
trouble ye Her? file hath wrought a good 
■work 09 me. 7 For ye have the poor 
with you always, and whenloever yc Will 
ye may do them good ; but me ye have 
not always. 8 She hath clone whatfhe 
ecu Id ; flic is come aforehand to anoint 
my body,to the burying. 9 Verily I fay 
unto yci^, Whereloever this gofpcl fliall 
be preached throughout the whole world, 
this aSfo (hat she hath done fhall be fpor 
ien ot, fur a memorial of her. - 
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to And. Juilas Ifcarlot, oneofthf 
twelve, went unto the chief priefts, to 
betray him unto them. 

11 And when they heard it they were 
glad, and promifed to give him money. - 
And he fought how he might conve¬ 
niently betray him. 

12 "|f And the firft day of unleavened 
bread, when they had killed the paflo- 
ver, his difcipics fa id unto him, Whfrt 
wilt thou that we go and prepare, that 
thou may eft eat the paflover ? 

13 And he fendeth forth two.ofliis 

difcipics, and faith unto them, Go. ye in¬ 
to the city, and there fliall meet you a 
man bearing a pitcher of water : follow 
him. 14 And tvherefoever lit fliall go 
in, fay ye to the goodman of the houTe, 
The Matter faith, Where is the gueft- 
chainber, where I fliall eat the pattover 
with my dilciples? 15 And he will 

fliew you. a large upper-room furniflieil 
and prepared ; there make ready for 
us. 

16 And his difciples went forth, and 
came into the city, and found as he had 
faid unto them ; and they made ready 
the paflover. 

17 And in the evening he cometh 

with the twelve. - 

iS And as they fat, and did eat, Jefus 
faid, Verily I fay unto you. One of you 
who eatetli with me fliall betray me. 

19 And they began to be forrow'ful, 
and to fay unto him one by one, Is it I * 
£n<l another faid, Is it I ? 

20 And he anfwered, and faid unto 
them, It is one of the twelve that dippelh 
with me in the difli. 21 The Son of 
man indeed goeth, as it., is written, of 
Jiimr; but woe to that man by whom 
the Son of man is betrayed 1 good were 
it for that man if he had never been 
born. 

22 And, as they did eat, Jefus took 
bread, and blefl’ed, and brake it, and gave 
to them, and faid, Take, eat; this is my 
body. {See $lattb. xxvi. 26 J 23 Ami 
he took the cup; and, when he had gi¬ 
ven thanks, he gave it to them ; and 
they 'all drank of it. 24 And he faid un¬ 
to them. This is my blood of the new 
teftament, which is fhed for many. 23 
Verily I fay unto you, I will drink no 
more of the fruit of the vine, until that 
day that I drink it new in the kingdom 
of God. 

26. And, When they had lung an 
hymn, they'went out into the mount of 
Olives. 

27 A>iffl Jefus faith unto them, All ye 
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dial I hr offended becaufe of me this night; 
for it is’ written, I will fmite tin' Shep¬ 
herd, and the flieep (hall he feat te red. 
2? But after that I am rifen I will go 
before you into Galilee. 

29 But Peter fa id unto hiin. Although 
all ‘hall be offended, yet will not I. 

30 AnJ Jefus faith unto him, Verily I 
fay unto thee, That this day, even in this 
night, before the cock crow twice, thou 
flr.ilt deny me thricq. 

31 But he fpsike the more vehemently, 
If I JfiouJd die with thee I will not deny 
thee in any wife. Like wife alfo faid 
they all. 

32 And they came to a place which 
was named Gethfemanc : and he faith 
to his difciples, Sit ye here while I fliall 
pray. 

33 And he t. keth with hint Peter, 
and fames, and John, and began to be 
fore amazed, and to be very heavy; 34 
And faith unto them, iMy foul is exceed¬ 
ing fonowhil unto death. Tarry ye 
here, and watch. 

35 And he went forward a little, and 
fell on the ground, and prayed, that, if 
it were poffiblc, the hour might pafs 
from hint. 

36 And he faid, Abba, Father, all 
things are poffible unto thee ; take away 
Uiis cup from me ; nevertheless, not 
what I will, but what thou wilt. 

37 And he comcth, and findeth them 
flecking, and faith unto Peter, Simon,’ 
fleepeft thou 1 emildeft thou not watch 
one hour? 38 Watch ye, and pray, left 
ye enter into temptation : the fpirit tru-. 
Jy is re*dy, but the lle(li is weak. 

39 And again ho w*nt away, and 
prayed, a id fpake the fame words. 

40 Arrl when he returned lie found 
them allecy again ; (for their eyes were 
heavy;) rfcithur wift they what to an- 
Iwer him. 

41 And lit cometh the third time, 
and laith to them, Do ye now flecp, and 
take your reft? It is enough, the hour is 
eoire; behold, the Son of man is betray¬ 
ed into the hards of tinners. 4* Rife 
up, let uy go; k, he that beUayetb me 
*s at hand. 

41 If Ami immediately, while he yet 
lp ike, cometh Juda*, one of the twelve, 
pm! with him a grut multitude, with 
iwords and Haves, Iro n the chief priefts, 
and the feribe - , and the elders. 

44 And he that betrayed him had gi- 
voii them a token, fayiii^, Whomfoever 
1 shall kils, that fame is be ; take him, 
ami lead him away fafely. 
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45 And asifoon as he was come he go- 
eth ftraightway to him, and faith, Maf¬ 
ter, Mafter ; and kitted him. 46 And 
they laid their hands on him, and took 
him. 

47 And one of them that flood by 
drew a fword, and fmote a fervant of 
the high prieft, and cut of his ear. 

48 And Jefus anfwered, and faid unto 

them, Are ye come out, as againft a 
thief, with fwords and ftaves, to take 
me ? 49 I was daily with you in the 

tfcmple teaching, and ye took me not: 
but the feriptures mu ft be fulfilled. 50 
And all his difciples forfook him aiidfled. 

51 And there followed him a certain 
yopng man, (fuddenly raifed out of bit 
Jleep by the hubbub) % having a linen 
cloth 9aft about his naked body, and the 
young men ( the foldiers ) laid hold. 01* 
him (to rob him ) .• 52 And he left the 
linen cloth, and fled from them naked'. 

53 And they led Jefus away to the 

high prieft ; and with him were affera- 
bled all the chief prieft^ and the elders, 
and the feribes. 1 

54 And Peter followed him afar off, 
even into the palace of the high pnefl ^ 
and he fat with the fervants, and warm¬ 
ed him Pc Ifat the fire. 

55 And the chief priefts, and fill the 
council, fought for wituefs againft Jefus 
to put him to death ; but found none* 
56 For many bare faife witnefs againft 
him ; but their witnefs agreed not toge¬ 
ther. 

57 And there arofe certain, and bare 
f.dfe witnefs againft him, faying, 58 
We heard him fay, I will deftray this 
temple that is made with hands, and 
within three days I will build another 
made without hands. 1,9 But neither fo 
did their witnefs agree together. 

60 And the high prieft ftood up ire 
the mid ft, and alked Jefus, faying, An-- 
lwereft thou nothing ? what is it which 
thefe witwsls againft thee ? 

61 But he held lus peace, and a tower¬ 
ed nothing. Again the high prieft alk r 
ed liim, and Giiil unto him, Art thou th$ 

. Cluilt, the Son of the Blelled ? 

6z And Jelus faid, I am, and yeflaall 
fee the Son of man fitting on the rigl>t 
hand of power, and comiag in the clouds- 
of heaven. 

63 Then the high. prieft rent his 
clothes, and faith, What need we any 
further witneffes ? 64 Ye have heard 

the blalphemy? what think ye ? Anil 
they all condemned him to be guilty of 
death. 
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6 5 And fome began to fpit on him, 

and to cover his face, and' to bufTet him, 
and to fay unto him. Prophecy ; and the 
fcrvants did ftrike him with the palms of 
their hands. , 

66 IT And as Peter was beneath in 
the paJace, there cometh one of the 
maids of the high prieft ; 6 7 And when - 
Die faw Peter warming himfelf, fl.elook¬ 
ed upon him, and faid, And thou alfo 
waft with Jefus of Nazareth. 

68 But he denied, faying, I know not, 
neither underftand I what thou fayeft. 
And he went out into the porch ; and 
the cock crew. 

69 And a maid faw him again, and be¬ 
gan to fay to them that flood by, This 
is one of them. 

70 And he. denied it again. And a 
little after they that flood by faid again 
to Peter, Surely thou art one of them ; 
for thou art a Galilean, and thy fpeech 
agTecth thereto; 

* 71 But he began to curfe and to fvvear, 
faying, I know irot this man of whom ye 
fp£ak. 

-72 And the fecond time the cock 
crew. And Peter called to mind the 
word that Jefus faid unto him, Before 1 


9 'But dilate anfwered them, faying. 
Will ye that I releaCe unto you the King 
of the Jews? 10 [For he knew-that 
the chief priefls had delivered him for 
envy.] 

n But the chief priefls moved the 
people, that he ftiouldfather releafe Ba¬ 
rabbas unto them. 

12 And Pilate anfwered, and faid n- 
gain unto them, What will ye then that 
I shall do unto him whom ye call the 
King of the Jews ? 13 And they cried 

out again, Crucify him. * 

14 Then Pilate faid unto them. Why ? 
what evil hath he done 1 And they cried 
out the more exceedingly, Crucify him. 

15 And fo Pilate, willing to content 
the people, releafed Barabbas unto them, 
and deliveied Jefu^ when he had fcourg- 
ed him, to he crucified. 

16 And the foldicrs led him away in¬ 

to the hall called Pretorinm ; aild they 
call together the whole band. 17 And 
they clothed him with purple, and plat¬ 
ted a crown of thorns, and put it about 
his he 2d, 18 And began to falute him, 

Hail, King of the Jews 19 And they 
fmote him on the head with a reed, and 
did fpit upon him, and bowing their

23 And they gave 
him to drink wine mingled with myFrh ; 
but he received it not. 


' 3 And the chief priests accufed him 
of many things; but he anfwered no¬ 
thing. 

4 And Pilate alked him again, faying, 
Anfwerest thou nothing ? Ethdd how 
many ihfngs they witnefs against thee. 

5 But Jefus yet anfwered nothing; fo 
that Pihte marvelled. 

6 Now at that feast he releafed un¬ 
to them one prifoner, vhomfoever they 
defired. 7 And there was one named 
Barabbas, who lay bound with them 
that had' made i n furred! icn with him, 


24 And when they had crucified hid 
they parted his garments, casing lots u- 
pon them, what every man ihould take.

35 And fome of them that ftood by, 
when they heard it, faid, Behold he cal- 
leth Elias., 3d And one ran and filled a 
fponge fnil of vinegar, and put it on a 
reed, and gave him to drink, faying; Let 
alone ; let us fee whether Elias will 
come to take him down. 

33 And Jefus cried with a loud voice, 
and gave up the ghoft. 38 And the 
vail of the temple was rent in twain 
from the top to the bottom. 

39 J[ And when the centurion, who 
ftood over againft him, faw that he fo 
cried out, and gave up the ghoft, he faid. 
Truly this man was the Son of God. 

40 There were alfo women'looking 

on afar off 1 ; among whom was Mary 
Magdalene, and Mary the mother of 
James the left, and of Jofes, and of Sa¬ 
lome ; 41 [Who alfo, when he was in 

Galilee, lollowed him,' and miniftered" 
unto him;] and many other women who 
came up with him unto Jerufalem. 

42 And now, when the even was 
come, (becaufe it was the preparation, 
that is, the day before the Sabbath,] 43 
J ofeph of Ariraathea, an honourable coun- 
fellor, who alfo waited./or the kingdom 
of God, came, and went in boldly unto 
Pilate, and craved the body of Jefus.

11 And 
they, when they had heard that he wa$ 
alive, and had been feen of her, believed 
not. 

Alter that he appeared in another 
form unto two of them, as they walked, 
and went into the country.

The Gospel History 

chap. 1 : 

John the liaptijl's nativity. . 

W Hereas many have undertaken 
to compofe the hiftory of thofe 
fa<fts which have been'confirmed among 
11s with the fulleft evidence, z* Even 
as they have tranfmitted them to us, 
who were therofelves from the beginning 
(of GbriJVs minijlry) eye witnefl'es, and 
nnnifters of-the word ; 3 I alfo, having 

accurately traced all thefe things from 
their firft rife, as difsovered to me from 
above, have thought it proper to write 
an orderly account of them to thee, moft 
excellent Theop^iilus, 4 That thou 
mighteft know the certainty of the 
things in which thou haft been inftrudt- 
cd. 

* 5 r I ’HERE was, in the days of 
X Herod, the king of Judea, a 
certain prieft named Zacharias, of the 
courfe of Abia ; and his wife was of the 
daughters of Aaron, and her name was 
Elifabeth. 6 And they were both righ-, 
teous before God, walking in all the 
commandments and ordinances of the 
Lord blamelefs. 7 And they had no 
child, beeaufe that Elifabeth was bar¬ 
ren ; and they both were now well ad¬ 
vanced in years. - ' 

S Arid it came to pafs, that, while he 
executed the prieft’s office before God in 
the order of his couTfe, 9 According to 
the cullom of the prieft’s office, his lot 
was to burn incenfe when he went into 
the temple of the Lord. 10' And the 
whole multitude of the people were pray¬ 
ing without at the time of incenfe. 11 
Amh there appeared unto him an angel 
of the Lord handing on the right fide of 
the altar of inceirfe. 

12 'And when Zacharias faw him he 
was troubled, and fear fell upon him. 
T3 But the angel faid unto him, Fear 
not, Zacharias ; for thy prayer is heard, 
and thy wife Elifabeth Giall bear thee a 
fon, and thou ftialt call his name John. 
14 And thou /halt have joy and glad- 
nefs, and many lhall rejoice at his birth. 
15 For he lhall be great in the fight of 
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the Lord, and (hall drink neither wine 
nor ftrong drink ; and he lhall be filled 
with tht Holy Spirit, even from his birth. 
16 And many of the children of Ifrael 
fliall he turn to the Lord their God. 17 
And he fhall go before the Mefliah in the 
fpirit and power of Elias, to turn the 
hearts and affe&ionsofthe Jews towanfs 
v the Gentiles, and thofe that are difobc- 
dient to the laws of God, to the wifdom 
of the juft One ^ (/. e. to the go/pel oj 
Chrijl') ; to make ready a people prepar¬ 
ed for the Lord (Chrijl). yt. 

18 And Zacharias faid unto ihe'^ngel, 
Whereby lhall I know this ? for I am an 
old fnan, and my wife well advanced in 
years. 

.19 And the angel anfwering, faid un¬ 
to him, I am Gabriel that ft and in the 
prefence of God ; and am fent to fpeak 
unto thee, and to fliew thee thefe glad 
tidings. 30 And, behold, thou fbalt be 
dumb, and not able to fpeak, until the 
day that thefe things lhall be performed, 
beeaufe thou believeft not my words, 
which (hall be fulfilled in their feafon. 

3i And the'people waited for Zacha- 
rias, and marvelled that he tarried Jo 
long in the temple. 23 And when be 
came but he could not fpeak unto them: 
and they perceived that he had feen a 
vifion in the temple; for he beckoned 
unto them, and remained fpeechlefs. 

23 sA.nd it came to pafs, that, as foon 
as the days of his miniftration were ac- 
compli/hed, be f departed to his own 
houfe. 

24 After thofe days his wife Elizabeth 
became pregnant, and concealed herfell 
five months, faying, 25 Thus hath the 
Lord done to me in the days wherein he 
looked upon n «, to take; away my re¬ 
proach among mankind. 

2 6 And in the fixth month the an¬ 
gel Gabriel was fent from -God unto a 
city of Galilee, named Nazareth, 27 To 
a virgin efpoufed to a man whofc name 
was J ofeph, of the houfe of David ; ,and 
the virgin’s name was Mary. 

28 Arid the angel came in unto her, 
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and faid, Hail, thou that art highly fa¬ 
voured, the Lord is with thee : blefled 
art thou among women. 29 And when 
Hie faw him /he was troubled at his fay¬ 
ing, and cart in her mind what manner 
of falutation this fliould be. 

30 And the angel faid unto her, Fear 
not, Mary ; for thou haft found favour 
with God. 31 And, behold, thou /halt 
become pregnant, and have a fon, and 
/halt call his name Jesus. 32 He /hall 
he great, and shall be called The Son of 
Higlicft ; and the Lord God shall give 
unto him the throne {typified by that) 
ol his father David. 33 And he shall 
reign over the fpiritual feed of Jacob 
forever ; for of his kingdom ther$ shall 
be no end. 

34 Then faid Mary unto the angel, 
Hbw shall this be, feeing I know not a 
man? 

35 And the angel anfwenng, faid to 
her, The Holy Spirit shall render thee 
prolific, and the power of the Moft High 
shall form a child out of thy fubftance, 
(as he formed man out of the earth , and 
the •woman out of the man, at fir/l)\ 
therefore, tint holy child which thou 
shaft have, shall be called the Son of 
God. 36 And, behold, thy coufin Eiifa- 
bcLh is alfo become pregnant in her old 
age ; and she who was called barren, is 
gone fix months with a fon. 37 For 
with God nothing shall be impoflible. 

38 And Mary faid, Behold the hand¬ 
maid of the Lord ; be it unto me accor¬ 
ding to thy word. And the angel de¬ 
parted from hef. 

39 And Mary arofe in thofe days, and 

went into the hill country with hafte, 
into a city of Juda ; 40 And entered 

into the houfe of Zacharias, and falutcd 
Elizabeth. 

41 And it came to pafs, when Eliza¬ 
beth heard the falutation of Mary, that 
her child leaped for ioy before it was 
born; and flic was filled with the influ¬ 
ences of the Holy Spirit. 42 And flic 
fpake with a loud voice, faying, Blefl’ed 
art thou among women, and blefl'ed is 
thine offspring! 43 And whetice is this 
to me, that the mother of my Lord fliould 
come to me ? 44 For lo, as fooft as the 

voice of thy falutation founded in mine 
f.irs, my babe leaped fur joy ere it was 
burn. 45 And blefl'ed is Ihe that belie¬ 
ved ; for there ilia 11 be a performance of 
thofe things which were told her from 
tile Lord. 

.,6 •[ And Mary faid, My foul doth 
magnify the Lord, *47 Ami my fplrit 
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doth rejoice in God my Saviour. 48 For 
he hath regarded the low eftatcofhis 
handmaid ; for, behold, from henceforth 
all generations Ihall cal’ me blefled. 49 
For he that is mighty hath done to me 
great things; and holy is his name. 50 
And hia mercy is on them that fear hi:n 
from generation to generation. 51 He 
hath /hewed ftrength with his arm ; he 
hath fcattered the proud in the imagin¬ 
ation of their hearts. 32 He hath put 
down th'e mighty from their featSt and 
exalted them of low degree. 53 He hath 
filled the hungry with good things, and 
the rich he hath fent empty away. 54 
In remembrance of his mercy, he hath 
helped his fervant Ifrael, ^5 As he fpake 
to our fa tliers, to Abraham, and to his 
feed forever. 

56 And Mary abode with her about 
three months, and then returned to h&c 
own houfe. 

57 Now Elizabeth’s full time came 
that flie fliould be delivered; and lhe 
brought forth a fon. 

58 And her neighbours and her cou- 
fins heard how the Lord had flie wed great 
mercy upon her, and they rejoiced witli 
her. 

59 And it came to pafs, that oa the 
eighth day they came to circumcife the' 
child; and they called his name Zacha- 
rias, after the name of his father. 

60 Then his mother, anfwering, faid. 
Not fo, but he /hall be called John. 61 
And they faid unto her, There is none of 
thy kindred that is called by this name. 

1)2 Then they made figns to his father 
how he would have him called. 6 3 And 
he a/ked for a writing table, and wrote, 
faying, His name is John. And they mar¬ 
velled all. 64 And Ms mouth was open¬ 
ed immediately, and his tongue loofed, 
and he fpake, and praifed God. 

65 Aiul fear came on all that dwelt 
round about them ; and all thefe fay mgs 
were noifed abroad tluoujliout all the 
hill country of Judea. 66 And all they 
that heard them laid them up in their 
hearts, laying, What manner of child 
/ball this be ! And the hand of the Lord 
was with him. 

67 And his father Zachnrias was 
filled with the Holy Spirit, and proplie- 
lied, faying, 68 Blefled be the Lord God 
of Ifrael; for he hath vifited and redeem¬ 
ed his people, 69 And hath raifed up a 
powerful Saviour for us, of the feed 01 
iris fervant David; 70 As he fpake by 

.the mouth of his holy prophets, who 
have been fincc the world tegan ; 71

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<That we flwuld be laved from our fpiri- 
t\ial enemies, and from tut power of all 
fhath?teu9, 7a To perform the mercy 
promifed to the fathers (by fending Mef- 
Jab) and to remember his holy covenant, 
73 The oath which he fware to our fa¬ 
ther Abraham, 74 That he would grant 
uctb us, that we, being delivered from 
the power of our enemies, might ferve 
him without fear, 75 In holinefs and 
righteoufnefs before Tiim all the days of 
our life. 

76 And thou, child, fhalt be called the 
prophet of the Higheft, for thou Ihalt go 
before the face of the Lord ( Chrift ), to 
prepare the way for him, ft To give 
knowledge of falvation unto his people, 

. by the leroiflion of their fins, 78 Thro* 
the tender mercy of our God, whereby 
the day-fpring (the Mejias ) frbm on 
high hath vifited us, 79 To give light 
(divine') to them that are in darknefs, 
(error and ignorance) and in the fliadow 
of-death ( the region, of abominable ido¬ 
latries), to guide our fe*t into the way 
of peace. 

80 And the’child grew, and waxed 
ftrong in fpirit, and was in the defarts till 
'the day of his Ihewing unto Ifrael.

CHAP. III. 

John's baptism and preaching . 

OW, in the'fifteenth year of the 
reign of Tiberius Cefar, Pontius Pi¬ 
late‘being governor of Judea, and Herod, 
being tetrarch of Galjlee, and his bro¬ 
ther Philip tetrarch of Iturea and of the 
region of Trachonitis, and LyTanias the 
tetrarch {fourth-rategovernor) of Aby- 
lene, 2 Annas and Caiphas being the 
high-priefts ; the word of God came un¬ 
to John, the fon of Zacharias, in the wil- 
demefs. 

3 And he came into all the country a- 
bout Jordan, preaching the baptifm of 
repentance for the remiflion of fins 4 
As it is written in the bbok of the words 
of Efaias the prophet, faying, The voice 
of one crying in the wildernefs, Prepare 
ye the way of the Lord, make his paths 
ftraight, {by fnccre repentance). 5 E- 
very valley ftiall be filled, and every 
mountain and hill lhall be brought lew, 
the humble Jhallbe exalted , id theprtud 
and haughty abafed) ; and the crooked 
fliall be made tlraight, and the rough 
ways fliall be made fmooth, {the wicked 
and profligate Jhall become upright and 
fober , and the way to heaven rendered 
eafy ); 6 And all flefh fiiall fee the fal- 
vation of God. 

7 Then faid he to the multitude that 
came forth to be baptifed of him, 0 ge¬ 
neration of vipers, who hath warned you 
to flee from the wrath to come ? 8 Bring 
forth, therefore, the fruits of true repent¬ 
ance : and begin not to fay within your- 
felves. We have Abraham to pur father, 
and we trujl that his goodneft will dq 
for us ; for I fay unto you v that Gut! is 
able of thefe ftones to raife up children 
unto Abraharti, (fo make theflony-heart - 
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4d real penitent* .and true, believers* 
Gal. iii. 7,) 9 And now alfo the ax is 

laid to the root of the trees: every tree, 
therefore, which bringt'h not forth good 
fruit is hewn down and caft into the fire. 
(Alts xvii, 30. God fuffeTed the times.of 
ignorance,.but now commands'all every 
where to repent.) 

10 And the people aflied him, faying, 
What fliall we do then? n He anfwer- 
eth and faith unto them. He that hath 
two c!oats, let him impart to him that 
hath none ; and,he that hath meat, let 
him do likewife. 

1 a Then came alfo publicans to be 
baptized, and faid unto him, Matter, 
what fliall we do ? 

13 And he faid unto them, Exalt no 
more than that which i£ appointed you. 
14 And the foldiers likewife demanded 
of him, faying. And what fliall we do > 
And he faid untofhem, Do violence to no 
man, neither a£ccufe any falfely ; and be 
content with your wages. 

15 And as the people were in ex¬ 
pectation, and all men mufed in their 
hearts of John whether he wxre the 
'Chrift or not; 16 John anfwered, fay¬ 

ing unto them all, I indeed baptize you 
with water; but one mightier than I 
coroeth, the latchet of whofe fhoes I am 
not worthy to unloofe : he ihall baptize 
you with the Holy Spirit, as with fire, 
{enlightening and purifying you ) : 17 

Whole fan is in his hand, and he will 
thoroughly purge his floor, and 1 will ga¬ 
ther the wheat {the uprigh't') iifto his 
garner, ( heasuen ) ; but the chaff {the 
wicked') he will burn with unquenchable 
fire. 18 And many other things, in his 
exhortation, preached he unto the peo- 
pie. 

19 ][ But Herod the tetrarch, being 
reproved by him for Herodias his brother 
Philip’s wife, and for all the evils which 
Herod had done, 120 Added yet this a^- 
bove all, that he flmt up John in prifon. 

ai Now, when ail the people were 
baptized, it came to pals, that Jefus alfo 
being baptized, and praying, the heaven 
was opened,, ui And the Holy Spirit 
drfeended in a bodily fliape, like a aove, 
upon him, and a voice came flora heaven, 
which faid. Thou art my beloved Sen; in 
thee I am well plrifed. 

23 And jeius himf< If began to be 
about thirty years of age, being [as was 
fuppofed] the fan of Jofeph, who was 
the fon of Hqli, 24 Who was the fon of 
Matthat, who was the fen of Levi, who 
was the fon of Mclchi, who was the fen 
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of Janna, who was the fon of Jofeph/ 
25 Who was the Ton of Mattathias, who 
was the fon of Anios, who was the fon 
of Naum, who was the fon of Efli, who 
was the foil of Nagge, 26 Who was the

CHAP. IV. 

ChrifVs temptation and fa/ling. 

A ND Jefus, being full of the Holy 
Spirit, returned from Jordan, and 
was led by the Spirit into the wihlemefs, 
2 Being forty days tempted of the devil. 
And in tjiofe days he did eat nothing : 
and when they were ended he was-alter- 
ward hungry. 
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7, And thf devil fa irl linto him. If thou 
hr the Son of God, command this ftone 
that it he made bread. 4 And Jefus an- 
f we red him, faying, It is written, That 
man JliaU not live by bread alone, but by 
every thing God hath appointed. 

5 And the devil, taking him up into 
an high mountain, fliewed him (in an 
airy vifton ) all the kingdoms of the em¬ 
pire in a moment of time. 6 And the 
devil faid to him, All this power will I 
give thee, and the glory of them : for I 
have all timed a power over the earth 
and the air, and favour the wicked that 
rebel againft God. (John xiv. 30. 1 
Cor. iv. 4. Ephef. ii. 2. Job i. 12.) 7 

If thou, therefore, wilt worfhip me, all 
fliall be thine. 8 And Jefus anfwered, 
and faid unto him, Get thee behind me, 
Satan; for it is written. Thou fhalt wor- 
fliip only the Lord thy God, and him on¬ 
ly /halt thou ferve. 

9 And he brought him to Jerufalem, 
and fet him on a pinnacle of the temple, 
and faid unto him, If thou be the S^on of 
God, caft thyfclf down from hence ; to 
For it is written, He ftiall give his an¬ 
gels charge over thee, to keep thee; 11 
And in their hands they fliall bear thee 
op, left at any time thou dafh thy foot 
ngainft a ftone. 12 And Jefus anfwer- 
ing, faid unto him. It is faid, Thou fhalt 
not tempt the Lord thy God. 

13 And when the devil had ended all 
the temptation, he departed from him 
for a fcafon. 

14 And Jefus returned by the (im~ 

pnijive) power of the (Divine) Spirit 
into Galilee, (to execute the mediatory 
office) ; and there went out"a fame of 
him through all the region round about. 
15 And he taught in their fynagogues, 
being glorified of all. # 

16 J[ And he came to Nazareth, where 
he had been brought up; and, as hiscuf- 
tom was, he went into the fynagogue on 
the Sabbath-day, and flood up foj: to 
read. 

17 And there was delivered unto him 
the book of the prophet Ifaiah ; and, 
when he had opened the book, he found 
the place where it was written, 18 The 
Spirit of the Lord is upon me, becaule 
he hath anointed (commifftoned and qua¬ 
lified) me to preach the gofpel to the poor 
(and bumble) ; he hath fent me to heal 
the broken-hearted (for Jin) ; to preach 
deliverance to the captives (of fm and 
Satan), and recovering of fight to the 
blind, (naturally and fpiritually), to 
fet ill liberty (from the bondage of fear) 
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them that are bruifed (with a fenfe of 
Jin , and the pnnijbment due to it ). 19 
To preach the acceptable year of the 
Lord, (the great gofpel jubilees of fpi- 
1 ritual liberty. Lev. xiv. Deut. sv. lfa . 
Ixi. The accepted time , and day of fal - 
vat ion. 2 Cor. vi. 2.) 

20 And he clofed the book, and he 
avc it again to the minifter, and fat 
own. And the eyes of all them that 

were in the fynagogue were faltcned on 
him. 

21 And he hegin to fay unto them. 
This day is this fcripture fulfilled in your 
ears, 

32 And all bare him witnefs, and 
wondered at the gracious words which 
proceeded out of his mouth. And they 
faid, Is not this Jofeph’s fon > 

23 And he faid unto them, Ye will 
furely fay unto me this proverb, Phyfi- 
cian, heal thyfelf. Whatsoever we have 
heard done in Capernaum, *lo alfo here 
in thy country. 24 And he faid, Verily 
I fay unto you, No prophet is accepted 
in his own country. 25 Put I tell yo is. 
of a truth, Many widows were in Ifrfliffl 
in the days of Elias, when the heaven 
was fliut up three years and fix months, 
when great famine was throughout all 
the land ; 26 But unto none of them 

was Elias fent, fave unto Sarepta, a city 
of Sidon, unto a woman that was a wi¬ 
dow. 27 And many lepers were in If- 
rael in the time of Elifeus the prophet ; 
and none of them was cleanfed, faving 
Naaman the Syrian. 

28 And all they in the fynagogue, 
when they heard thefe things, were fill¬ 
ed with wrath, 29 And rofe up, and 
thruft him out of the city, and led him 
unto the brow of'the hill whereon their 
city was built, that they might caft him 
down headlong. 30 But he, paffing 
through the Tmdft of them, went his 
way, 31 And came down to Caper¬ 
naum, a city of Galilee, and taught them 
on the Sabbath-days. 32 And they 
were aftonifhed at his dodlnne : for his 
word was with power. 

33 And in the fynagogue there 
was a man who had a fpirit of an unclean 
devil, and cried out with a loud voice, 
34 Saying, Let us alone ; what have ws 
to do with thee, thou Jefus of Naza¬ 
reth ? art thou come to deftroy us ? I 
know thee who thou art ; the holy One 
of God. 

35 And Jefus rebuked him, faying, 
Hold thy peace, and come out of hitn. 
And, when the devil had thrown him in 
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the midft, he came out of him, and hurt 
him not. 

36 And they were all amazed, and 
fpake among themfelves, faying. What a 
word is this! for with authority and 
power he comm&ndcth the unclean fpi- 
rits, and they come out. 

37 And the fame of him went out in¬ 
to every place of the country round a- 
bout. 

38 And he arofe out of the fyna- 
gogue, and entered into Simon’s houfe : 
and Simon’s wife’s mother was taken 
with a great fever; and they befonght 
him for her. 39 And he flood over her, 
and rebuked the ft ver ; and it left her: 
and immediately flie arofe, and minifter- 
ed unto them. 

40 Now, when the fun was fetting, 
alLthey that had any fick with diverfe 
difeafes brought them unto him; and he 
laid his hands on every one of them, and 
healed them. 

41 And devils alfo came out of many, 
crying out, and faying, Thou art Chrift, 
She Son of God. But he, rebuking 
ifcem, fuffered them not to fpeak further; 
for they knew that he was Cfirift. 

43 And when it was day he departed, 
and went into a defart place ; and the 
people fought him, and came unto him, 
and flayed him, that he fhonld not de¬ 
part from them. 43 And he faid unto 
them, I muft preach the kingdom of God 
to other cities alfo ; for therefore am 1 
fent. 

44 And he preached in the fyna- 
gogues of Galilee. 

C H A P. V. 

Chrift teacbeth the people. 

A N D it came to pafs, that, as the 
people prefled upon him to hear 
the word of God, he flood by the lake of 
Gennefarct, 2 And faw two (hips ftand- 
irig by the lake ; but the fifhermen were 
gone out of them, and were wafliing 
their nets^ 3 And he entered Intp one 
of the fhips, which was Simon’s, 'and 
prayed pirn that he would thruft out a 
little from the land. And he fat down, 
and taught the people out of the (hip, 

4 Now when he had left fpeaking, he 
faid unto Simon, Launch out into the 
deep, and let down your nets for a draught. 

5 And Simonanfwering, faid unto him, 
Mailer, we have toiled all the night, and 
have taken nothing ; nevertheless at thy*^ 
word I w f ill let down the net. 

6 And, when they had this done, they 
inclofed a great multitude of fifties; and 
theil net brake. 
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7 And they beckoned Unto their part¬ 
ners, who were in the other fliip, that 
they fhonld coipe and help them. And 
they came, and filled both the fhips, fo 
that they began to fink. 

8 When Simon Peter faw it, he fcH 
down at Jefus knees, faying, Depart from 
me, for I am a finful man, O Lord. 

9 For he was aftonifhed/and all that 
were with him, at the draught of the 
fifties which they had taken ; to And fo 
was aMb James and John, the Tons of Zc- 
bedee, who were partners with Simon. 
And Jefus faid unto Simoni Fear not, 
from henceforth thou flialt catch men 
{by converting them.) 

it And when they had brought their 
fhips to land, they forfook all, and fol¬ 
lowed him. 

ia And it came to pafs, when he 
was in a certain city, behold, a man full 
of leprofy : who, feeing Jefus, fell on his 
face, vid befought him, faying, Lord, if 
thou wilt, thou canfl make me clean. 

13 And he put forth his hand, and 
touched him,faying,! will; be thou clean. 
And immediately the leprofy departed 
from him. 

14 And he charged him to tell no roan: 
butgo, and (hew thyfelf to the prieft, and 
offer for thy cleanfing according as Mofes 
commanded, for a teftimony {of thy gra¬ 
titude). 

15 But fo much the more went there 
a fame abroad of him : and great mulru 
tudes came together to hear, and to he 
healed by him of their infirmities. 

1 6 And he withdrew himfelf into 
the wildemefs and prayed. 

17 And it came to pafs on a certain 
day, as he was teaching, that there were 
Pharisees and dollars of the law fitting 
by, (not as doers of the word but cavil¬ 
lers who were come out of every town 
of Galilee, aDd Judea, and JerufaJem,; 
and the power of the Lord was mighty 
to heaLthem (of the difeafes of the foul 
and body. 

18 And, behold, men brought in a 
bed a man who was taken with a palfy<; 
and they fought means to bring him in, 
and to lay hini before him.- 

19 And when they could not find by 
what way they might bring him in be- 
caufeofthe multitude, they went upon 
the houfe-top, and let him down thro’ 
the tiling, with his couch, into the midft 
before Jefus. 

20 And when be faw their faith, he 
Taid unto him, Man, thy fins are forgiv¬ 
en thee. 
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21 An'l tlic fcrihes and the Pharifees 
begun tn rt-afun, faying, Who is this who 
fprjak.-lli biilpheuies ? Who can forgive 
fiir. 'ait Go.I alone ? 

22 Ji-it wh-11 Jefus perceived their 

thoughts, he, anfwering, fa ill unto them, 
Wh.it region ye in your hearts ? 23 

II is in my power, but more difficult, to 
remove fin, the < mife of difeafe, and fo 
make the to ttafe. 24 But that 

yc may know that the Son of man hath 
power upon eaith to forgive fins, (he laid 
unto the lick of the pally,) I fay unto 
thee, A rife, and take up thy couch, and 
go unto thine lioufc. 

25 And immediately he rbfe up before 
them, and took up that whereon he lay, 
an 1 departed to his own houl'e, glorify¬ 
ing Cod. 

2o’ And they were al! amazed, and 
they glorified God, and were filled with 
fear, laying, We have Icon Grange things 
to-day. 

27 And after th"fc things he went 
forth, and faw a publican, named Levi, 
fitting at the receipt ofcultom : and he 
laid unto him, Follow me. tS And he 
left all, role up, and followed him. ’ 

29 And Levi made him a great feaft 
in Ins own houfe : and there was a great 
company of publicans, and of others, that 
fat' down with them. 30 But their 
Icribes and Pharifees murmured againlt 
his-difripies, faying, Why do yc cat and 
drink with publicans and tinners ? 31 

And Jefus anlwering, faid unto them, 
filmy that are whole need not a-phyli¬ 
mn ; but they that arc lick. 32 I came 
n >t to call the righteous, but liniicrs, to 
repentance. 

35 Ai.d they faid unto him, Why do 
the difciples <»r John fa'l often, and make 
prayers, and hkewife the difciples of the 
I’i.aiiiets ; but thine eat and drink ? 34 
A i l he faid unto them, Can yc make the 
1 findr-yi of the bride-chamber fall while 
t’i? bridegroom is wirh them? 35 Lnt 
tli- d iys w.il come, when t!ie bridegroom 
lhall be taken away front them, and then 
Iball they fall in thofe days. 

;/* ^1 And he fpake alfii a parable un- 
1 j lli -m : No man purtclh a piece of a 
n<:w garment upon an old ; if othenvilV, 
rlvtii boili the new maketh a rent, and 
t’l. pin e that was talien out of the new 

*;t;:f*h not with the old. 37 And no 
imm putteth m \v wine into old bullies ; 
l ife the new wine will burlt the bottles, 
and be Ipilled, and tin: bottles Ibal! pr- 
1 li. 3S Put Hi w wine mult be put in¬ 
to new be Liles; i.r.d both aiv rrcfervnl. 
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39 No man nlfo, having drunk old wine, 
ftraightway d^firethnew; lor he faith. 
The old is better. {The Pharifees are 
flill under darknefs and ferrdr ; and 
John's difciples mourn his abfence, 
which mine will do with fafling after¬ 
wards ;'bUt as yet, they are unprepared\ 
it would be to them as new wine to olll 
leathern bottle:. \They mvjt proceed 
gradually ; but they ha ve lefs of froth 
orjhew , and more oj thejubjhince oj re¬ 
ligion than the Pharifees , who are only 
like new winv'). 

C II A P. VI. 

Cbri/l reprovetb the Pharifees. 

N 1) it came to pal*, on the,fecund 
primary, or great fjp.bhatb, (or 
the firfi Sabbath of the fecond great Jo- 
lemnity'), that he went through the com 
fields; and bis difciples plucked the cars 
of corn, and did eat, rubbing them in 
their hands. 

2 And certain- of the Pharifees faid 
tin t<? them, Wbydo ye that which is not 
lawful to do on the Sabbath-days ? 3 

And Jefus anfwering them, faid, Have ye 
1 not read fo much as this, what David did, 
when hiinfelf was hungry, and they who 
were with him ; 4 How he went into 

t^ic lioule of God, and did take and eat 
the shew-bread, and gave alfo to them 
that were with him ; which is not law¬ 
ful to eat but for the priefts alone ? 5 

And he laid unto them, That the Son of 
man is alfo Lord of the Sabbath. 

6 And it came to pafs alfo, bp ano¬ 
ther Sabb.ith, that he entered into the 
fynagogue and taught: and there was a 
man whole right hand was withered. 

7 And the Icribes and Piiaiifccs watch¬ 
ed him, whether he would heal on the 
Sabbath-day; that they might find an ac- 
cufistion againlt him, 8 But he knew 
their thoughts, and laid to the man who 
had the withered hand. Rife up, anil 
Aand forth in the pi id ft. And he arolV, 
and Itood forth. 9 Then fahl Jcius unto 
them, I will aflt you one thing; Is not 
he who neglects the good he has in his 
power to do, oil the Sabbath, (or any o~ 
tier dej ), guilty of the evil that then re. 
cnines ? Is not he that does not fav e life, 
wlit 11 lie has it in his power, guilty of the 
loft of it, as il lie took it away ? 10 And, 
looking lound about upon them all, .-he 
laid unto ilia man, Stretch forth thy 
hand. And be did fo ; and his hand 
was reftored whole sis the oilier. > 

j 1 And they were filled with mr.d- 
nefs; and communed one with another 
what thev mi 1 v hl do to feiiis. 
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i z And it came to pafs in thofe 
days, that he went out into a mountain 
to prfcy, and continued-air night in pray¬ 
er to God. 13 And, when it was day, 
he called untoiiiin his difciples; and of 
them he chofe twelve, whom alfo he 
named Apoftles 14 Simon, (whom he 
alfo named Peter,) and Andrew his bro¬ 
ther, James and John, Philip and Bar¬ 
tholomew, 15 Matthew and Thomas, 
[amts the fon of Alpheus, and Simon 
called Zelotes, i 4 And Judas the bro- 
ther.of James, and Judas Ifcariot, who 
alfo was the traitor. 

17 And he.came down with them, 
and Hood in the plain, and the company 
of his difciples, and a great multitude of 
people out'of all Judea and Jerufalem, 
ana from the fea-coaft of Tyre and Si- 
don, who came to hear him, and to be 
healed of their difeafes, 18 And they 
that were vexed with unclean fpirits, 
and they were healed. 19 And the 
whole multitude fouglit to touch him: 
for there went virtue out ofhitn, and 
healed them all. 

If And he lifted up his eyes on his 
difciples, and (aid, Blefled be ye poor 
(in Jpirit , or humble) : for yours is the 
-kingdom of God. 21 Blefled are ye 
that hunger now {after right eovfnefs) : 
for ye fhall be filled, Blefled are ye 
that weep now (ninth godly forronu): 
for ye fhall exult for joy. 22 Bleffed are 
ye when men fliall hate you, and when 
they fliall feparate you from their com¬ 
pany, and fnall reproach you, and caft 
out your name as evil, for the Son of 
man’s lake. 23 Rejoice ye in that day, 
and leap for jpy ; for, behold, your re¬ 
ward is great in heaven ; for in the like 
manner did their fathers unto the pro¬ 
phets. 24 But woe unto you that are 
rich ! for ye have no other cor.folation. 
23 Woe unto you that are full {of the 
nuorld'j good things , without doing 
good) ! for ye shall hunger {eternally f 
Woe unto you that laugh (nvith the 
fool's mirth) now 1 for ye fliall mourn 
and weep. 26 Woe ur.to you when all 
men fliallfpeak well of you ! for fo did 
their fathers of the falfe prophets. 

27 But I fay unto yon who hear,- 
Love youf enemies, do good to them 
who hatf you ; 2S Elefs them that 
cnrfe you, and pray for them v, hodefpite- 
fully ufe you. 29 Bear fmalHnjuries; 
and be ready to receive a fecond, rather 
than revenge the firll. 30 Give to.eve¬ 
ry man that rfkcth of tlite {in his need), 
and of him-that taktth arvn'y thy goods, 
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(in bis neceffity ), aik them not again. 
31 And as ye would that men fliould do 
to you, do ye alfo to them likewife. 32 
For if ye love them who love you, what 
thank have ye ? for finners alfo love 
thofe that love them. 33 And if ye do 
good to them who do good to-you, what 
thank have ye? for linners alfo do even 
the fame. 

34 And if ye lend to them of whom 
ye hope to receive, what thank have ye ? 
for linners alfo lend to finners, to receive 
as much again. 35 But love ye your e- 
nemies, and do good, and lend (to the 
needy), hoping for nothing again ; and 
your reward fliall be great, and ye fliall 
be the children of the Higheft : for he is 
kind unto the unthankful, and to the 
evil. 3 6 Be ye, therefore, mercfiul, as 
your Father alfo is.merciful. 

37 J ut ^g c not > and yc fliall not be 
judged ; condemn not, and ye fhall not 
be condemned; forgive, and ye fliall be 
forgiven ; 38 Give, and it fhall be gi¬ 

ven unto you; .good meafure, prefled 
down, and fhaken together, and running 
over, fhall (good) men give into your 
bofom ; for with the fame meafufc that 
ye poete withal,'it fhall be meafured to 
you again. 

39 And he fpake a parable unto them, 
Can the blind lead the blind? fliall they 
not both fall into the ditch ? 40 The 

difciple is riot above his mafter; but e- 
very one that is perfect shall be as his 
mafter. 41 And why obferveft thou 
thy neighbour’s fmailer faults, but re- 
gardeft not thine own which are great¬ 
er ? 

42 Either how canft thou fay to thy 
brother, Brother, let me pull out the 
mote that is in thine eye, when thou 
thylelf beholdeft not the beam that is 
in thine own eye ? Thou hypocrite, caft 
out firft the beam out of thine own eye, 
and then shalt thou fee clearly to pull 
out the mote that is in thy brother’s eye. 
43 For a good tree bringeth not forth 
corrupt fruit;neither doth a corrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit. 44 For every' 
tree, is known by its own fruit; for of 
thorns men do not gather figs, nor of a 
bramble-bush gather they grapes. 45 
A good man, out of the good treafure of 
his heart, bringeth faith that which is 
good ; and an evil man, out of the evil 
treafure of his heart, bringeth forth thsc 
w hich is evilfor out of the abundance 
of the. heart his mouth fpeaketh. 

46 And why calf ye rne jJtrd. Lord, 
and do r.ct the things which I fay: 
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47 Who foe ver eometh to m t' and 
hcaicth my faying*, and doeth them, I 
will shew you to whom lie is like : 48 

He is like a man who built an houfc, 
and having digged deep, and laid the 
foundation on a rock ; and when the 
flood arofe, the ftream beat vehemently u- 
pon that houfc, and could not shake it ; 
for it was founded upon a rosk. 49 But 
he that Inarcth, and docth not, is like a 
m m that, without a foundation, built an 
houfc upon .the earth; againil which the 
Bream did heat veheinently, and imme¬ 
diately it fell; and the ruin of that houfc 
Was great. 

C H A P. VII. 

The Cent nr ion's faith.. '. 

OW, when he had ended all his fay¬ 
ing* in the audience of the people, 
he entered into Capernaum. 

2 And a certain centurion’s fervant, 
who was dear unto him, was fick and rea¬ 
dy to die. 3A.nd when he heaid of Je- 
fus, he fent unto him the elders of the 
Jews, bcfccching him that ho would 
come and heal his fervant. 4 And when 
they came to Jefus, they be fought, him 
inltantly, faying, That he was worthy 
for whom he fliould do this; 5 For he 

loveth our nation, and lie hath built us a 
tyiingogue. 

6 Then Jefus went with them. Aud 
-when he was now not far from the 
houfe, the centurum fent friends to him, 
faying, Lord, trouble not thyfelf; for 
I am not worthy Uiat thou fliouldeft 
enter under my roof: 7 Wherefore, nei¬ 
ther thought I rnyfelf worthy to come 
unto thee ; but fay in a word, and my 
fervant Qiatl be healed. 8 For I alfo 
am a man fet under authority, having 
under me foldiers; and I fay unto one, 
Co, and he goctli ; and unto another. 
Come, and he cometh; and to niy fer- 
vant, Du this, and he doeth it; {and difi 
cafes are as much at thy command , as 
my firmntt arc at mine), 

9 When Jcftis heard thefe things he 
maivclled at Jiim, and turned him about, 
and laid unto the people that followed 
him, I fay unto you, I have nut found fo 
great faith, no, not in Ifrael. 

10 And they that were fent, returning 
to the houfc, found the fervant whole 
that had been Tick. 

11 And it came to pafs, the day 
after, that lie went into a city called 
Nain ; and many of his difciples went 
with him, and much people, 

12* Now, when lie came nigh to 
the gate of the city,, behold, there was a 
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dead man carried out, the only fon of 
his mother, and flic was a widow : and 
much people of the city was with her. 

13 And wh e n the Lord faw her he 
had companion on her, and faid unto 
her, Weep not. 14 And he came and 
touched the bier^ and they that bare 
him flood Kill. And he faid, young- 
man, I fay unto thee, Arife. 15 And 
he that was dead fat up, and began to 
fpeak. Aud he delivered him to his 
mother. 

16 And there came fear on all: and 
they glorified God, faying, Tljat a great 
prophet is rrfen up among us; and, That 
God hath vifited his people. 

17 And this rumour of him went 
forth throughout all Judea, and through¬ 
out all the region round about. 

18 And the difciples of John flicwcd 
him of all thefe things. 

19 JJ And John calling unto him 
two or ‘his'difciples, fent them to Jefus, 
faying. Art thou the Me (Hah that fliould 
come ? or mult we yet look for him ? 

20 When the men were come unto 
him they faid, John Baptift hath lent ns 
unto thee, faying. Art thou the MeflHli 
that fhould come ? or look we for ano¬ 
ther ? 

21 And in .that fame hour he cured 
many of their infirmities and plagues, 
and of evil fpirits ; and unto many that 
were blind he gave fight. 

22 Then Jefus anfwering, faid unto 
them, Go your way, and tell John what, 
things ye have feen and heard; how tha,t 
the blind fee, the lame walk, the lepers 
are clear.fed, the deaf hear, the dead are 
raifed, to the poor the gofpel is preach¬ 
ed. 23 And blefled is lie whoever iliall 
not be offended at ray low condition, (and 
want of worldly reatnefs). 

^4 If And, when the meflengers oF 
John' were departed, he began to fpeak 
unto the people concerning John. What 
went ye out into the wildcrncfs for to 
fee ? A man not wavering, nor unfee adv, 
like a reed flnken with the wind ? 25 

But what went ye out for to fee ? A 
man lujiurioufly clothed iy foft raiment? 
Behold, they who are gorge oil fly ap-i 
parelled, and live delicately, arc in kihg’s 
courts. 16 But what went ye out fir 
to fee? A prophet > Yea, I lay unto 
you. And much friore than a prophet {of 
the Old Teflament ). 27 This is he 

of whom it is written, Behold, I fend my 
rnclfenger before thy face, who fliafl 
prepare thy way before thee, (by ppblijb.' 
f/y that thou art the Mefiah). 2S For 
2 
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I fay unto you, Among thofc that arc 
bom of woirien there is not a greater 
prophet than Jotin the Bnptift : but lie 
that is leaf! in the church, when it is e- 
rtablillieri, is greater than he ; (as the 
noorb-day's light w greater than that of 
the piot iling dawn). 29 And all the 
people that heard him, and thepubli-, 
cans, glorified God, being baptized with 
the baptifm of John. 

30 But the % Fhnrifees and lawyers re¬ 
jected the counfcl of God, for their 
good, (so that it becq'me a tejlimcnv a- 
gainfl them'), not being-baptized of him. 

31 TP'And the Loid faid, Whereunto 

then /hall I liken the men of this gene¬ 
ration ? end to what are they like ? 32 

They are like unto children fitting in the 
mar-ket-plete, and calling or e to another, 
and faying, We have piped unto you, 
and ye have net danced; we have meurn- 
ed to you. and ye have not wept. ( They 
will neither be alhirtd by goody nor a- 
larmed by evil.) 33 Foijcbn the Eap- 
tIff came ( in a referred, jeverc manner ) 
neither eating bread, nor drinking wine, 
rnd ye fay, He hath a devil. 34 The 
Son of man can.e (in a free, final man- 
t>er), eating and drinking, and ye lay, 
Behold, an Epicure, a friend of publi¬ 
cans and' tinners, (beravfe be ate and 
drank with them , and then conceited 
them .) .35 But vrifdorn is juftified of 
her children, (by walking in her .ways). 

36 *j[ And one of the i hrifees dclued 
him that the would cat with him. And 
he went into the Pharifce’s houfe, and 
lat down to meat. 

37 And, behold, a woman in the city, 
who was a tinner, when flie knew that 
Jefus lat at meat in the Pharifce’s houlc, 
brought an alabafter box of ointment, 
38 And ftoud at his feet behind him weep¬ 
ing, and began to wafli his feet with 
tears, and did wipe them with the hairs 
of her head, and killed his feet, and a- 
roiuted them with the ointment. 

39 Now, when the Pharifec who had 
hidden him law it, be fpake within hrm- 
felf, faying, This man, if he were a pro¬ 
phet, would have known who and what 
manner of woman this is that touched 
liitn ; fur five is a tinnej. .40 And Jefus 
anfwering, laid unto him, Simon, I have 
fume what to fay unto thee. And hp 
faith, Mailer, fay on. 41 There was a 
certain creditor who had two debtprs; 
the one owed five hundred pence, and 
the other fifty. 42 And when they had 
nothing to pay, he frankly forgave them 
both. Tcli me, therefore, who of them 


.will love him Wort ?. 

.43 Simon anfwercd, and. fa id, I f,n- 
pofe thrt he to whom he forgave molt. 
And he faid unto him, Thou haft rightly 
judged. 44 And he turned to the wo¬ 
man, and. kid unto Simon, Seeft thnu 
this woman ? I cniercd into thine hou'e, 
thou gaveft me no water for rr.y feet: 
but flie hath walked my feet w!l^-lc?is, 
and wiped them with the hairs of her 
head. 45 Thou gavelt me no kifs ; but 
this woman, fince the lime I came it’, 
hath not ccafr.d to kifs niv fict. 46 
Mine head with oil thou diHft not :i- 
noint ; but, this woman hath anointed 
my feet with nintment. 47 Wherefore 
I fay unto thee, Her tins, wlsich are ma¬ 
ny,' are forgiven ; for lire lever! mur h : 
but to whom little is forgiven, the lame 
Inveth little. 48 And lie faid unto her, 
Thy fins are forgiven- 

49 And the v that ftt at meat with 
him be: rn to fay within themfclvcs, 
Who is this that forgiveth tins alfd? 50 
And he faid to the woman, Thy faith 
hath hived thee ; go in peace. 

CHAP. VIII. 

Women mhvper vnto Chrf/l . 

ND it came to pals afterward, that 
he wenp throughout every city 
and village preaching, and /hewing the 
glad ridings of the kingdom o£God j-and 
the twelve were with him, 2 And cer¬ 
tain women who had been healed ol e- 
vil fpirits and infirmities,. Mary called

others, who miifitcrcd unto nun of their 
fubftance. 

4 And when much people were ga¬ 
thered together, and \v< re come to him 
out of every city, he fpake by a parable. 
5 A fewer-.went out vo few his feed - 
and, as he fowed, loine fell by the wav- 
tide ; and it was trodden down, and ike 
fowls of the air devoured-it. 6 And 
feme fell upon a 101k ; and as foon as it 
was fprung up it withered away, becaufe 
it lacked mohlure. 7 And fume feli si- 
mong thorns; and the thorns fprang up 
with it, and choked it. 8 And other fell 
on good ground, and fprang up, find baie 
fruit an hundred fold. And when heditd 
faidihefe things, he cried, He that hath 
ears to hear, let him hear. 

9 And his ciifciples alhed him, faying, 
What might this parable be? 10 And 
he faid. To you it is given to know the 
kingdom of God in liiyiicries, (atye a/ 
more Jyiriluaily minded) but to others 
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in r>iir:tl‘l' =i ( f.iitcd to their caparity) ; 
Li-CMJit* in ng rh"-y per. five not, and 
ji; he.iriii ; they 1111 lerftand nut. 

11 Now the parable is this: The 
p.eil is the word of God. 12 Tlmfc by 
liie way-fide au* liny that he,n ; then 
roT’ieth tii: devil, and tafcethawiy t!io 
word out ot li.arti, left they lim.iM 
believe and lie lived. 13 They on Lie 
rock are they who, h Ii"H they lienr, ir- 
r;ivc tile word with joy ; and tliek* have 
no root, who i'.;r :i while believe, and m 
l ine of temptation fall away. 14 And 
rli-ir which fell among thorns are they 
v hn, when they have heard, go forth, 
and are choked with cares, ami riches, 
awl pliuifuir-s of this life, and bring no 
i' 111 to perfection. 15 But that'on the 
good gimind are they who, in an boneit 
end good heart, having Inv.nl the word, 
keep it, and bring forth fruit with pati¬ 
ence. 

16 *} No man, when lie hath lighted 
a candle, rovereth it v/;th r veflel, or 
pnttctli it under a b^d, but Jitleth it on 
a candh flick,that they who enter in may 
fee the light. 17 Tor nothing is fecret 
(hat dial! not be m ade in.mifei-r; neither 
liny thing hid that fliull not !>c known, 

h\ come abroad. i 3 Take heed, there¬ 
fore, how yc he-*: ; for who lb ever im- 
p oveth what he hath, to him more diall 
lie given ; and whulbever improveth not 
v/h it he hath, from him dual be taken 
even that which he feemeth tu have ;— 
(fhe out ward appearance and name that 
t.c h is). 

to if Then came to him his mother 
an 1 ids lirethren, and could nut come at 
Id it for the profs. 

20 And it was told him by certain 
who laid Thy mother an t thy brethren 
hand without, tuTuing to fee thee. 21 
And he anlwcrcd and fa id unto them, 
My mother and iny brethren are theft* 
woo h-ar the word of Gud, and doit. 

22 “ff Now, it came to pals on 4 ccr- 
tai*i day, that he wont into a fliip with 
his dilciples; anrl h ? laid unto them, Let 
ns go over to the oilier fide of the Jake , 
And they la’inched forth. 23 But as they 
l oli-d lie lull ailerp; and there came 
down a florin ot wind on the Lake; 
arrl thry were filled with water, and 
were in jeopardy. 24 And they came to 
him, and awoke him, faying, Mailer,Maf. 
t' r we perilh. Then he arofe, and re¬ 
buked the wind, and the raging of the 
water : and thvy ccafed, and there was a 
calm. 25 And he fai l pnro them, where 
,s y° u r faith ? And thi-y, being afraid. 
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wondered, faying one to another. What 
manner of man is this! f or he coinmand- 
eth even the winds and water, and they 
obey him. 

76 And ihey arrived at the country 
of the GaJareacs, which is rver again! 
Galilee. 

77 And, when lie went forth to Lin 1 , 
there met him out of the city a certain 
man who had devils long time, and wore 
no clothes, neither abode in any houfe, 
but in the tombs. 2S When lie faw Ve¬ 
ins he cried out, and fell down before 
him, and with a loud voice faid, What 
have I to do with the?, Jcfus, thou Son 
of Goo mo! high? I be free h thee* tor¬ 
ment inc not. 21) (For he lud com¬ 
manded the unclean fpirit to come oat of 
the man. For oftentimes it had caught 
him ; and he was kept bound with chains 
and in fetters; and he-brake the bands., 
and was 1!riven by the Devil into the 
wildcrnefs.J 30 Aj;d Jcfus ulked him 
faying what is thy name ? And ha faid. 
Legion; bncaufc many devils were enter¬ 
ed into him. 

31 And they be long lit him that he 
would not command them to go out into 
the deep ( hHiy 32 And there was there an 
herd of many fwine feeding on the moun¬ 
tain ; and they be fought him that he 
would fuller them to enter into them; ami 
he fullered them. 33 Then went the 
devils out til the man, audciitcred into the 
fwine ; and tire herd ran violently down 
a ftecj) place imo the lake, and were cho¬ 
ked. (thus they outre punijhed for deal¬ 
ing in fw'.ie c jilt retry to thelaou.') 

34 When they-that fed them faw 
what was done they fled, and went and 
told it in the city, and in the country. 

35 Then they went out to fee what 
was do.se ; and came to Jefus, and found 
the in an, out of whom the devils were 
departed, lilting at the feet of Jcfus 
clothed, and in his right mind ; and they 
were afraid. 3d They alio who faw it 
told them by what mean:* Ik* that was 
pollui'Pcd of ti»c devils was healed. 

37 If Thcn’the whole multitude of the 
country of the Giirhrencs round about 
belought him to depart from them : for 
they were taken with great fear. And 
he went up into the Ihip, and returned 
back again. * 

‘3S Now the man out of whom the 
devils wore'departed, befoughthim that 
he might brf with him; but Jcfus fent. 
him away, faying, 39 Return to thine 
own houfe, and {hew how great things 
Ogd hath done unto thee. And lie went

his way, and published tliroughbu* the 
whole city how great' things Jefus had 
done unto him. 

40 And it came to pits, that, when 
Jefus was returned, the people gladly re¬ 
ceived hinj : .for they were all waiting 
for him, 

41 And, behold, there came a man 
named Jairus, and he was a ruler of the 
fynagogu?; an»l he fell down at Jefus 
feet and'befought him that. he would 
come into his houfe. 42 For he had one 
only daughter about twelve years of age, 
and file lay a dyii\g, Bue as he went 
the p<*ple thronged him, 

43 And a woman having an ifluc of 
blood twelve years, who had fpent all 
her living upon phy.ficians, neither couM 
be healed.of any, 44 Came behind him 
and touched the border of his garment ; 
and immediately her ilfue of blood 
ftaunched. 45And Jefus faid. Who touch- 1 
ed me? When all'denied, Peter and 
they that were with him, faid, Mafler, 
the multitude throng thee, andprefs thee, 
and fay eft thou who touched me? 4 6 And 
Jefus faid, Somebody hath touched me ; 
for I perceive that virtue is gone out ofuje. 

47 And when’the woman fawthat flie was 
not hid die came trembling, and, falling 
down before him, the declared unto him 
before all the people for what caufe die 
had touched him, and how flie was heal¬ 
ed immediately. 

48 And lie faid unto her, Daughter, be 
of good comfort; .thy faith, hath made 
■thee whole ; go in peace. 

49 IT.'While he yetfpake there cometh 
one from the ruler of the fynagogue’s 
houfe, lpyingto him, thy daughter is dead; 
trouble hot the Mafter. 50 But when 
Jefus heard it he anfwerecl him, faying, 
Fear not; believe only, and (Tie fhall 
be made whole. 51 And when he 
came" into the houfe he differed no man 
to go in, fave Peter, and James, and 
John, and the father and the mother of 
the maid. 52 And all wept and bewail¬ 
ed her ; hut he faid, Weep not; flie is 
not dead but fleepeth. 53 And they 
laughed him to fcom, knowing that fhe 
was dead. 54 And he put them all out, 
and took her by the hand, and called, 
faying, IVTaid, arife. 55 And her fpirit 
came again, and flie arofe ftraightway; 
and he commanded to give her meat. 

56 And her parents were aftonilhed ; 
but he charged them that they (hould- 
tell no man what was done. 

CHAP. IX. 

Cbrijl fcn&Ctb bis apoJUes topreach 
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T HEN-he called his twelve difeiph 1 
together, and gave them power 
and authority over all devils, and to cure 
difeafes. 2 Aod'he fent them to preach 
the kingdom of God, and to heal 
the Pick. 

3 And he faid unto them, Take no¬ 
thing for your journey, neither Have $ nor 
ferip, neither bread, neither money, nei¬ 
ther have two coats a piece. ■ 4 And 
whatfoever houfe ye enter into, there a- 
bide, and thence depart. 5 And whom¬ 
ever will not receive you, when yc go 
out of that city ftiake oil* the very dull 
from your feet for a teflimony again ft 
them. . 

6 And they departed, and went thro* 
the towns, preaching the gofpcl, and 
healing every where. 

7 If tfow, Herod the tctrarch heard of 
all that was done by him, and he was 
perplexed, bccaufc that it was faid l y 
fome that John was rifen from the dead ; 
8 And by fome, that Elias had appeared ; 
And by others, that one of the old pio- 
phets \ya& rifen again. 

9 And Herod faid, John have I be¬ 
headed ; hut who is this of whom I hear 
fuch things ? And he defin'd to fee him. 
10 IfArrd the apoftlcswhen theyweie re¬ 
turned, told him all that they had done. 
And he took them, and went afule pri¬ 
vately into a defart place belonging lo 
the city called Bethfaida. 11 And the 
people, when they knew it, followed him 
and he received them, and fpake unto 
them of the kingdom of God, and heal¬ 
ed them that had need of healing. 

ia And when the day began to 
wear away then came the twelve, and 
faid unto him, Send the multitude away, 
that they may go into the towns and 
country round about, and lodge, and get 
victuals; for we are here m a. defait 
place. 13 But he faid unto them, Give 
ye them to eat. And they faid, We have 
no more but five loaves and two filbes; 
except we fhculd go nnd buy meat for all 
this people, 14 (For they were about 
five thoufand men.) And he faid to 
his difciples, Make them fit down by fif¬ 
ties in a company, 15 And they did fo, 
and made them all fit down. 

16 Then he took the five loaves and 
the two fifties; and, looking up to hea¬ 
ven, he bleffed them, and brake, and 
gave to the difciples to fot before the 
multitude. 17 And they did eat, and 
were all filled ; and there was taken up 
of fragments that remained .to them 
twelve bafkefs. 
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iSft And it tame to part, as he was 
alone, praying, his difciples were with 
him ; and he ulked them, faying, Whom 
fay the people that I am ? 19 They 

unfw' ring, iaul, John the Baptift; but 
Idmc fay, Elias; ami others lay, That 
one of the old prophets is rifen again, 
ao He faid unto them, But whom fay 
ye that 1 am ? Peter anfwering, laid, 
the thrift of God. 21 And he ftraitly, 
charged them to tell no man that thing; 
21 Saving, The Son of man mnft fuller 
many tilings and be reje^ed of the elders 
and chief priefts mid feribes, and be flain, 
..nd be railed the third day. 

23 And he faid to them all* If any 
man will come after me let him deny 
hinifclf ( nil the world's good things, 
and (air itj> hit crofs daily, andfuffer 
all evils ) and follow me. 24 Tor who¬ 
mever dull lave Jits life {flail lofe the 
enjoyment of it) hut whofoever will 
lofe his Jife for my fake, the fame fltall 
rave it, (to lifr eternal'). 25 For what 
is a man advantaged, if he gain the 
whole world, and lofe himfclf, or be call 
away ? 26 For whofoever fliall be a- 

fllamed ol me, and of my words, ofhim 
(hall the Son of mftn be afliamed when 
lie 1 ha.II come in his own glory, and in 
his Father’s, and with the holy angels. 
s j But I tell you of a truth, There be 
Ionic Handing here who (hall not tafte of 
death till they fee the kingdom of God, 
(eflahlijhcd by the abolijbing of the 
yewijh fate.) 

iS And it came to pafs, about eight 
days after thelc layings, lie took Peter, 
lir.d John, and James, and went up into 
2 mountain to pray. 29 And as he pray- 
td, tlic lafhion of his countenance was 
altered, and Ins raiment, was white and 
glillcring. 3 j And, behold, there talked 
with him two men, who were Moles 
and Elias; 31 Who appeared in glory, 
and Jpake ol his dcceafc, which he mould 
ac.ompliih at Jerufalem. 

32 But pLier and they that were with 
him were h<-Lvy with llecp : and when 
they were awaked they faw his glory, 
ami the two men that Hood with him. 

33 And it came to pafs, as they de¬ 
parted trom him, Peter faid unto Jefus, 
Mailer, it is good for us tu be here : and 
let .ui make three taberri?clcs ; one for 
thee, and ouc for Mofcs, and one for E- 
iias: not knowing what he faid. 

^4 ^ “ilc hr th'i? (pakc, there canie a 
' loud ; m d overfhallowed them; ami they 
h and as they entered into the cloud. 

And there caiuc a voice out of the 
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cloud, faying, This is my beloved Son ; 
hear him. 

36 And when the voice was pall Jefus 
was found alone. And they kept it 
clofe, and told no man in thefe days any 
of thofe things which they had feen. ■ 

37 ft And it came to pafs, that, on 
the next day, when they were come 
down from the hill, much people mot 
him. 

38 And, behold, a man of the com¬ 
pany cried out, faying, Mailer, I he feeds 
thee, look upon my fon ; for he is mine 
only child. 39 And, lo, a fpirit^ketii 
him, and he fuddenly crieth out; and it 
twifteth him, that he foameth again; 
and, bruifing him, hardly depnrtcth from 
him. 40 And I befought thy difciples 
to caft him out; and they could not, 
41 And Jefus anfweriiig, faid, O faith- 
lefs and perverfe generation 1 how long 
fliall I bp with you, and fuller you > 
Bring thy fon hither. 42 And as he 
was yet a coining, the devil threw him 
down and twilled him. And Jefus re¬ 
buked the unclean fpirit, and healed the 
child, and delivered him again to his fa¬ 
ther. 

43 ft And they were all amazed at 
the mighty power of God. But, while 
they wondered every one at all things 
which Jefus-did, he faid unto his dif- 
ciples, 44 Let thefe fayings fink down 
into your cars : for the Son of man (hall 
.be delivered into the. hands of men. 45 
But they underftood not this faying, and 
it was hid from them, that they perceiv¬ 
ed it not; and they feared to alk him of 
that faying. / 

4 6 ft Then there arbfe a reafiming a- 
niong them who of them should be great- 
eft. 47 And Jefus, perceiving the 
thought ol their, heart, took a child, 
and let him by him, 48 Ami ’ faid 
unto them, Whofoever Avail receive this 
child in my name, receivcth me ; and 
whofoever fliall receive me, receivcth 
him that font me; for he that is leaft a- 
mong you all, the fame fliall be great. 

49 ft And John anfwcred, and faid, 
Mailer, we faw one calling out devils in 
thy name, and we forbade him, becaufe 
he followeth not with us. 50 And Je¬ 
fus faid unto him, Forbid him not ; for 
he that is not agninfl us, is for us. 

51 ft And it came to pafs, when the 
time was come that he fljould be delivered 
up, he (ledfaftly fet his face to go to Je- 
rulalcm, 52 And fent meflengers before 
his lace ; and they went, and entered in¬ 
to a village of the Samaritans to make 
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ready for him. 53 And they did not 
receive him, becaufc his face was as 
though he would go to Jerufalem. 

54 And when his dilciples, James and 
John, faw this, they faid, Lord, wilt 
thou that we command fire- to come 
down frcm heaven and confume them, 
even as Elias did ? 55 But lie turned, 

and rebuked them, and faid, Ye know 
not what manner of fpirit ye arc of. 1,6 
For the Son of man is net come to de- 
ftroy men’s lives, hut to fave them* And 
they went to another ..village. 

57 And it dame to pafs, that, as 
they went in the way, a certain man 
faid unto him. Lord, 1 will follow thee 
wliitherfoever thou goeft. 58 And Jefus 
faid unto him, Foxes have holes, and 
birds of the air have nefts; but the Son 
of man hath not where to hy his 
head. 

59 And he faid unto another, Follow 
me. But he faid, Lord, fuffer nrcefirft to 
go'ar.d bury my father. 60 Jefus faith 
unto Jiim, Let thofe that are (fpi- 
ritually ) dead, bury thofe that are ( na¬ 
turally ) dead ; but go thou and preach 
the kingdom of God. 

61 And another alfo faid, Lord, I 
will follow thee ; but let nje fiift go bid 
them farewell who are at home at my 
houfe. 6 2 Jefus faith to him, A man 
having jmt his hand to the plough, and 
looking behind him, fpoils his woik, as 
he caDnot look before him alfo ; and no 
man that adls fo between God and the 
world, is fit for the kingdom of God. 

C II A P. X. 

Chriji fendeth out feventy difciples. 

A FTER thete things the Lord ap¬ 
pointed other feventy alfof and 
lent them two and two before his face 
into every city and place whither he 
himfelf would come. 2 Therefore faid 
he unto them, The (gofpcl) halve ft tru¬ 
ly is great, but the labourers are few : 
pray ye, therefore, the Lord of the har- 
veft, that he would fend forth labourers 
into his harveft. 3 Go your ways; be¬ 
hold, 1 lend you forth as Iambs among 
wolves. 4 Carry neither purfe, nor 
knapfa^k, nor Ihots; gnd f.iluie no man, 
by the way. 5 And into whatsoever 
houfe ye er.ter, firft fay, rente be to tlrrs 
houfe. 6 And if it be worthy of peace, 
it lhall obtain it; if not, ye lhall obtain 
the rewaid of your labour. 7 And in 
the fame licufc remain, eating and drink¬ 
ing fuch things as they give : lor the la¬ 
bourer is wurlliy of his hire. Go not 
from houfe to Loufe. 8 And into, v.hat* 
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ever city yc enter, and they receive you, 
.eat fuch things as arc fet before you : 
9 And heal the lick that are therein ; 
and fay unto them, The kingdom of God 
is come nigh unto you. 10 But into 
whatfo£vcr city ye enter, and they re¬ 
ceive you not, go your ways out into the 
ftrtets of the fame, and fay, 11 Even 
the very duft of your city, which tJcav- 
eth to us, we do wipe off, (<?/ polluted), 
for a teftimony againft you : notwith¬ 
standing, be ye fure of this, that the 
kingdom of God is coine nigh unto you. 
12 But I fay unto you, That it lhall he 
mote tolerable in that day for Sodom 
than for that city. 13 Woe unto ihtr, 
Chorazin 1 woe unto thee, Bethtaida ! 
for if the mighty works had been done in 
Tyre and Sidon which have been done in 
you, they had a great while ago repent¬ 
ed, fitting in fackcloth and allies. 14 
But it lhall he more tolerable lot 
Tyre and Sidon at the judgment than 
for you. 15 And thou, Capernaum, 
which art exalted to heaven, (by high 
gofpel privileges')^ lhall be thurft down 
to hell. 16 He that hcareth you, hcar- 
cth me ; and he that defpifeth you, de- 
fpifeth me ; and he that defpifeth me, 
defpifeth him that fent me. 

17 And the feventy returned again 
with joy, faying, Lord, even the devils 
are fubjedt unto us through thy name. 

1 3 And he faid unto them. I beheld 
Satan’s dominion fall ( fpeedily) as light¬ 
ning from heaven, (beforeyou). 19 Be- 
. hold, I give unto you power (over ibi- 
old ferpent , Satan, and his venemons a- 
gents) to tread on ferpents and U 01 pious, 
and over all the power of the enemy, ami 
nothing lhall by any means hurt you (in 
your real ivtcrejls ). 20 Notwithftand- 

ing, in this rejoice not that the fpirits aic 
fubjeefc unto you ; but rather rejoice, be - 
caufe your names are w ritten in heaven. 

2 1 In that hour Jefus rejoiced in 
fpirit, and faid, I thank tbeei O Father, 
Lord of heaven and earth, that thou haft 
hid thefe things from the wife and 
prudent (of this world), and haft rc void¬ 
ed them to the lewly andfimplc, r.iain and 
hone ft: even fo, Faihei ; for fo it li-emtui 
good in thy fight. 

22 All things are delivered to ire 
of my Father ; and no man knuwrili 
who the Son is, but the Father; r.ml 
who the Father is, but the Son, and l.e 
to whom the Son will reveal him. 

23 ‘W And he turned him unto his dif¬ 
ciples, and faid privately. Blcfi’ed aicthe 
e} cs which fee the tiling's *1 ar ye Ice. 24 
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For I tell you, That many prophets and 
kings hive defued to fee thofe things 
which yc fee, and have not feen them ; 
and to hear thofe things which ye hear, 
and have not heard them. 

25 And, behold, a certain lawyer 
Hood up, and tempted him, faying, Maf- 
ter, what (hall I do to inherit eternal 
life ? 26 He faid unto him, What is 

written in the law ? how readeft thou > 

27 And hi’, anfwering, faid, Thou (halt 
Iuvb tiie Lord thy God with all thy t 
heart, ami with all thy foul, and with 
ail thy ltrength, and with all thy mind ; 
and thy neighbour as thyfelf. 28 And 
he faid unto him, Thou haft anfwered 
right; this do, and thou (halt live. 

29 But he, willing to juftify himfelf, 
faid unto Jcfus, And who is iny neigh¬ 
bour f 30 And Jefus, anfwering, faid, 

A certain man went down from Jerufa- 
Jem to Jericho, and fell among,thieve9, 
who ftripped’him of his raiment, and 
wounded him, and departed, leaving him 
half dead. 

31 And by chance there came down 
1 certain prieft that way ; and, when 
he faw him, lie parted by on the other 
fide. 32 And like wife a Levite, when 
he was at the place, came and looked on 
him, and palfcd by on the other fide. 33 
But a certain Samaritan, as he journey^ 
r<l, came where he was; and, when he 
faw him, he had companion on him, 34 
And went to him, and bound up his 
wounds, pouring in oil and wine, and 
let him on his own heart, and brought 
h'.m to an inn, and took care of him. 35 
And on the morrow, when he departed, 
hi took out twopence, and gave them 
lo tiie hull, and faid unto him, Take 
care of him ; and whiitfoever thou fpend- 
c-it more, when I come again I will re¬ 
pay thee. 

36 Who now of tliefe three, thinkeft 
thou, was neighbour unto him that fell 
among the thieves? 37 And he faid, 

lie that Ihewed mercy on him. Then 
faid Jcfus unto him, Go, and do thou 
likewife. 

3S ^ Now it, came to pafs, as they 
went, that he entered into a certain vil- 
1 i ge ; and a certain woman named Mar¬ 
tha received him into her houfe. 39 
A id she had a filler called MaTY, who 
all i fat at Jefus’ feet, and heard his weird. 
•P But Martha was cumbered about 
much ferving, and came to him, and 
! Lord, doll thou not care that my 
ii'tor hath left me to fevve alone? Bid 
her, therefore, that she help me. * 
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41 And Jefus anfwered, and faid unco 
her, Martha, Martha, thop art careful 
and troubled about many things: 42 
But one thing is needful ; and Marv 
hath chofen that good part, which shall 
not be taken away front her. 

CHAP. XL 
Cbrijl teaebrth to fray- 
ND it came to pafs, that lie was 
praying in a certain place, when 
he ceafed, one of his dil'ciplcs faid unto 
him, Lord, teach us to pray, as John alfo. 
taught his difciples. 

2 And he faid unto them, "When ye 
pray fay, Our Father who art in heaven ; 
Hallowed be thy name. Thy kingdom 
come. Thy will be done, as in heav.en, 
fo on earth. 3 Give us day by day our 
neceflary food. 4 And forgive, b.s our 
trefpalTcs; for we alfo forgive every one 
that trefpalfeth against us. And bring- 
us not to trial, but deliver us from evil. 

5 And he faid unto them. Which of 
you fhall have a friend, and fhall go un¬ 
to him at midnight, and fay unto him. 
Friend, lend me thrfee loaves ; 6 For a 

friend of mine in his journey is conic to 
me, and t have nothing to fet before 
him ? 7 And he from within lliail an- 

fwer and fay, Trouble me not—the door 
is now (hut, and my children are with 
me in lied; and I cannot rife and give 
thee. 8 I fay unto you, Tho* he will 
not rife amt give him bccaufe he is his 
friend, yet becaufe of his importunity he 
will rife and give Him as many as he 
needeth. 

9 And I fay unto you, Afk, and it fhall 
be given you; feek, and ye fliall find ; 
knock, and it (hall be opened unto you. 
10 For every one that asketli receiverli, 
and he that feeketh findeth, and to him 
that knocketh it lhall he opened. 

11 It" a foil fiiall afk bread of any of 
yon that is a father, will he give him a 
ftone ? or, if he a Ik a fifh, will he give 
him a ferpent ? t2 Or, if he fiiall a Ik 
an egg, will he offer him ai fcorpion * 

If ye then, being evil, know how to give 
good gifts unto your children ; how 
much more (hall your heavenly Father 
give the Holy Spirit to them that all; 
Iii in ? 

14 And he was carting eut a devil, 
and it was dumb. And it came to pal's, 
when the devil was gone out, the dumb 
fpakc; and the people wondered. 

15 But fome of them faid, lie » afteth 
out devils ‘thrb* Beelzebub, the chief ot 
the devili 16 And others, tempting 
hint, fought of him « fign from heaven 
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17 But Tie, knowing their thoughts, faicl 
unto them, Every kingdom divided a- 
gainft itfclf is brought to d,efolation ; and 
a houfe divided^ag^inft itfelf falletii. 18 
If Satan alfo ]aftivided againft himfelf, 
how (ball his^JIgdom Hand ? becaufe 
ye fay that I caftout devils thro’ Beel¬ 
zebub. 19 And If I by Beelzebub caft 
out devils, by whom do your difciples 
caft them out (even by invocation of tbe 
name of Jehovah} > therefore (hall your 
difciples rife up in judgment againft you. 
20 But if I by the power of God caft out 
devils, no doubt the kingdom of God is 
come unto you. 

21 When a ftrong man, armed, keep- 
cth his palace, his goods are in peace; 
22 But when a ftronger than he fiiall 
come upon him, and evercorae him, he 
taketh from hig) all his armour whereip 
he trufted, and divideth his fpoils. 

23 He that is not with me is agajnft 
me; and he that gathereth not with 
me fcattereth. 

24 When the unclean fpirit is gone 
out of a.man ( that is a Jew) he walk- 
eth thro’ dry places (of the Cesitiles) 
feeking reft, and finding none (when wa¬ 
tered by tbe gofpe /), he faith, 1 xvill re¬ 
turn to my houfe out of which I came; 
25 And when he cometh he findeth it 
fwept and garnifhed (ready prepared for 
him, 26 Then gacth he, and taketh to 
-him feven other fpirits more wicked than 
himfelf; and they enter in, and dwell 
there : And the la ft ft ate of that man is 
worfe than the firft. 

27 And it came to pafs, as he fpake^ 
thefe things, a certain woman of the 
company lifted up hex voice, and faid un. 
to him.Bleired is thy mother and fhe that 
fnckled thee. 28 But he faid, Yea ra¬ 
ther, bleffed are they that hear the Word 
of God and keep it. 

29 And when the people were gather¬ 
ed thick together, he began to fay, This 
is an evil generation : they feek a fign ; 
and there lhall no fign be given it, but 
the fign of Jonas the prophet. 30 For as 
Jonas was a fign unto the Nine vires, fo 
lhall alfo the Son of man be to this gener¬ 
ation. 31 The queen of the fouth fhall 
rife up in the judgment with the men of 
this generation, and condemn them : for 
fhe came from a far country to hear the 
wifdom of Solomon, and behold a greater 
than Solomon is here. 32 The men of 
Nineve Diall rife up in judgment with 
this generation, and (ball condemn it; for 
they repented at the preaching of Jonas ; 
and, beholJ a greater than Jonas is here. 
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33 No man when he hath lighted a 
candle, putteth it in a fecret place, nei¬ 
ther undetA'buftiel, hut on a candleftick, 
that they who come in may fee the light, 
(the gofpel light is not confined to pri¬ 
vate places). 34 Therefore when thine 

eye is fingle(anrf clear, or thy mind impar¬ 
tial} thy whole body ( and foul) alfo is 
full of light, but when thine eye k evil, 
(and tby mind corrupt and partial} thy 
body ( and foul} alfo is full of darknefs. 
£5 Take heed therefore' that the light 
which is in thee be not darknefs (or er¬ 
ror and prejudice J. 36-If thy whole 
body (and foul} -therefore be full of 
light,and having no part dark, the whole 
(converfation} fl)all be full of light, as 
when the bright fhining of a candle giv- 
cth the light. 

37 And, as he fpake, a certain Pha- 
rifee befought him to dine with him ; 
and he went in, and fat down to meat. 

38 And when the Pharifee faw it, he 
marvelled that he had not firft walked 
before -dinner. 

39 And the Lord faid unto him, Now 
do ye Pharifees make clean the outfulc 
of the cup and the platter ; but your in¬ 
ward part is full of ravening and wicked- 
nefs. 40 Ye fools', did not he that made 
that whicji is without make that which 
is within alfo? 41 But rather give a 
portion of what is before you to the 
needy, and 1 behold all things are clean 
(John jtxxi. 17. comfortable) to you. 42 
But woe unto you, Pharifees! for ye tithe 
mint, and me, and all manner of herbs, 
and pafs over judgment and the love ol 
God : thefe ought yd-to have done, and 
not leave the other undone. 43 Woe 
unto you Pharrfees ! for ye love the np- 
permoft feats in the fynagogues, and 
greetings in the markets. 44 Woe unto 
you, feribes and Pharifees, hypocrites ! for 
ye are as graves which appear not, and 
the men that walk over them are not a- 
ware of them. 

45 Then anfwered one of the lawyers, 
and faid unto him, Maftcr, thus faying, 
thou reproackeft us al£r>. 

46 And he (aid, Woe unto you alfo ye law¬ 
yers ! for ye lade men with burdens grie¬ 
vous to be borne, and ye yourfelves toilcli 
not the burdens, with one of your fingers, 
(ye do not as ye would be done to and 
as ye bid others do). 

47 Woe unto you ! for ye build the 
fepulchres of the prophets, and your fa¬ 
thers killed them. 

4S Truly ye.bear witnefs (by the fame 
perjecutitig fpirit} that ye allow of the 
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deeds of your fathers; for they indeed 
killed them, and yc build their fepulchres. 

49 'J'hcrtTorc aifu faid the wifdom of 
Gjd, I will fend them prophets and a- 
poltlcs, and fome of them they fliall flay 
and perfeente ; 50 That the blood of 

all the prophets, which was flied from 
the foundation of the world, may lie re¬ 
quired of this generation ; 51 From the 

blood of Abel, puto the blood of Zachari¬ 
es, wlu perillied between the altar and 
the temple : verily I fay unto you, It 
llrall be required of this generation ; (as 
they have adopted tbeir fathers crimes 
by following tbeir example , and thus 
Jr ruing thenlfclves heirs to them). 5a 
Woe unto you, lowers! for yq have tak¬ 
en away the key of knowledge. Ye en¬ 
tered not into the kingdom of heaven 
yourfclves, and them that were entering 
in you hindered, (by keeping them in ig- 
nornnee and error). 

53 And as he faid thefe things unto 
them, the feribesand the Fhaiifees began 
to urge him vehemently, and tb provoke 
him to fpenk of many tilings; 54 Lay¬ 
ing wait for him, anti feeking to catch 
fometl.ing out of his mouth, that they 
might accufe him. 

CHAP. XII. 

ChriJ} reproveth hypocrify. 

I N the mean time, when there were 
gathered together an innumerable 
multitude of people, infomuch that they 
trodc one upon another, he began to fay 
unto his difciples firft of all, Beware ye 
of the Haven of the Pharifees, which is 
hypocrily. z For there is nothing co¬ 
vered that fliall not be revealed; neither 
lud that (hall not be known. 3 There¬ 
fore, whatlbever ye have fpoken in dark- 
nels Ihall be heard in the light; and 
that which ye have fpoken in the ear in 
cloieu fliall be proclaimed upon the 
houfe-tups. 

4 And I fay unto you, my friends/ Be 
not afraid of them that kill the body, 
:'nd alter that liav* no more that they 
caii do : 5 But I will forewarn you 

whom ye fliall fear; Fear him who, af- . 
ter he hath killed, hath power to call 
into hell ; yea, I fay unto you, Fear 
him. 6 Are not five fparrows fold for 
two farthings ? and not one of them is 
forgot ten before God. 7 But even the 
very hairs of your bead are all numbered. 
Fear not, therefore ; ye are of more va¬ 
lue than many fparrows. 

b Alio I fay unto you, Whoever fliall 
runlets me before men, him fliall the 
ot man alio conftfs before the an- 
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gels.of God ; p But he that denieth me 
before men, fhall be denied before the 
angels-of God. to And whofoever ihall 
fpeak a word againft the Son of man, it 
shall be forgiven him; but unto him 
that blafphemetli againft the Holy Spi¬ 
rit, ( maliciovjly aferibing his works to 
Satan), it shall not be forgiven him. 
11 And when they bring you unto the 
fynogogues, and unto roagiftrntes and 
powers, take yc no thought how or what 
thing ye shall anfwer, or what ye shall 
fay ; 12 For the Holy Spirit shall 

teach you in the fame hour what yc 
ought to fay. 

13 And one of the company faid 
unto him, Mailer, fpeak to my brother, 
that he divide the inheritance with me. 
14 'And he faid unto him, Man, who 
made me a judge over you {in civil 
caufes ), or a divider {of inheritances ). 

15 And lie faid qnto them, Take heed, 
and beware of covetoufnefs ; for {the 
comforts of) a man’s life conlifteth not 
in the abundance of the things which he 
pofleflfcth. 

16 And he fpake a parable unto 

them, faying/ The ground of a certain 
rich man brought forth plentifully : 17 

And he thought within himfelf, faying. 
What shall I do, becaufe I have ho room' 
where to bellow my fruits > 18 And he 

faid. This will I do ; I will pull down 
my barns, and build greater; and thefe 
will I bellow all my fruits and my goods. 
19 And I will fay to my foul, (myfelf 
or my life). Soul, thou haft much goods 
laid up for many years; take thine enfe, 
cat, drink, and be merry, zo But God 
faid unto him, Thou fool, this night shall 
thy foul, (thy life) be required of thee : 
then whole shall thole things'be which 
thou halt provided ? 

21 So is he that iayeth up {earthly) 
treafure loi himfelf, and is not rich to¬ 
wards God (in heavenly treafure). 

22 And he faid unto his difciples, 
Therefore I fay unto you, Be not over . 
anxious for your life, what ye fliall eat; 
neither for the body, what ye fliall put 
on. 13 The life is more than meat, and 
the body is more than raiment. 24 Con¬ 
fer the ravens; for they neither fow 
nor reap; which neither have ftorelioufe 
nor barn ; and God feedeth them : ’ how 
much more are ye better than the fowls? 

2 5 And who of you, with taking thought, 
can add to hr$ ftature one cubit ? If 
ye then Jie- not able to do that thing 
which isleaft, why are ye .over anxiou* 
for the reft ? 27 Cu n f u i cr t h e JJilies, | 10 w 
-2 
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they grow ; they toil not, they fpin not; 
and yet I fay unto you, That Solomon 
in all his glory was not arrayed like one 
of thofe. 23 If then God lb clothe the 
^rafs, which is to-day in the field, find 
.to-morrow is cart into the oven; how 
much jnore will he clothe you, O yc ol 
little faith ? 

29 And leek not ye too anxioufly what 
ye fliall eat, or what ye fhaJl drink, nei¬ 
ther be ye of doubtful mind. 30 For all 
rhefe things do the nations of the world 
feek after : and your Father knoweth 
rliat ye have need of thefe tilings.' 31 
But rather feek ye the kingdom of God; 
i.nd all thefe things fliall be added Unto 
you. 32 Fear not, little flock.; fur it is 
your Father’s good pleafure to give you 
the kingdom (of glory), 

33 Sell that ye- have, and give alms; 
provide yourfelves bags which wax not 
old, a treafure in tlie heavens that fail- 
elb not, where no thief-approacheth, 
neither nioth corruptcth. 34 F01 where 
your treafure is, there will your henrtbe 
alfo. 35 Let your loins be girded about, 
and your lights burning;' (1 Peter i.. 13-) 
36 And ye yourfelves like unto men that 
wait for their lord, when he Will return 
from the wedding, (the uniting of his 
people to himfelf by covenant)* that 
when he comeih and knocketh (by 
death), they may (be ready waiting to) 
open to him immediately. 37 Bleficd 
are thole lervants, whom the lord, when 
he cometh, fhaJl find watching : veriJy 
I fay unto you. That he shall ginl him- 
fcIf, and make them to fit down to meat, 
and ‘will come forth, and ferve them, 
(he will be ready to pvt them in thepof- 
fffj'ton of fubiefs of joy and pleafures e- 
vcr-more) t 38 And it he fhall come in 
the fecond watch, or come in the third 
Watch (of the night), and Ijmd them fo, 
biefled are thole lervants. 39 And this 
know, that if the goodinan of the houfe 
had known what hour the thief would 
come, he would have watched, and not 
have fullered his houfe to be broken 
through. 

4c Be ye, therefore, ready alfo; for 
the Son of man cometh at an hour when 
ye think not, (to call you by death or 
judgment). 

41 Then Peter faid unto him. Lord, 
-fpeakeft.thou this parable unto us, or e- 
ven to all ? 

4/2 And the Lord faid, Who then is 
that faithful and wife Iteward, whom his 
lord fhaU make ruler over his houfehold, 
(the church ), to give them thefr portion 


of meat (the food of life ) in due feafon ? 
43 Bit fled is that fervant, whom his 
lord, when he cometh, fliall find fo do¬ 
ing. 44 Of a truth I fay unto you, That 
he will make him ruler over all that he 
hath. 

45 But, and, if that fervant fay in his 
hear^ My lord delayeth his coming '(fir 
death or judgment) ; and fliall begin to 
beat the men-fervants and maidens, and 
to cat and drink, and to be drunken • 40 
. The lord of that fervant will ccme in a 
day when he looker!) not for him, and :it 
an hour when lie is not aware, ard \\ ill 
cut him off, and will appoint him hU 
portion with the unbeliever?. 47 Ami 
that fen/ant who knew his lord’s will, 
and prepared not himfelf, neither did ac¬ 
cording to his will, fliall be beaten with 
many ftripcs. 4S But he that knew r.oi, 
and did commit things tvorfrhy of ftripcs, 
fliall be beaten with few ftripes. For 
unto whoinfoever much is given, of him 
fliall much l;e required : and to whom 
then have committed much, of him tluy 
will alk the more. 

49 If I am c°nie to fend fire on earth, 
(to purify or confume) ; and *J that it 
it were already kindled, (to confirm 
ivickcdncfs from off the earth). 50 But 
I have a (bloody) bnptifin to fie baptized 
with ; and how am I Araitrned till it ! u 
accotnplifhed 1 51 Suppofe yc that I am 

come to give peace on earth ? I tell >ou, 
Nay; but rather divifion, (which the 
gofpel will occajton , not of itfelf, but 
contrary to its peaceful ebarayte , by 
the wichcdncfs of them that oppoje it 
and its •votaries). s2 For from hence¬ 
forth there fliall he jive in one houfe di¬ 
vided, three againft two, and two againft 
three. 53 The father fliall be divided 
againft the fon, r.nd the Ion againft the 
lather; the mother againft the daughter 
and the daughter againft the mother ; 
the motlier-in-laiV againft her daughter- 
in-law, and the daughter-in-law agninft 
her mother-in-law. 

54 And he faid alfo to tlie people, 
When ye fee a cloud rife out of tlie weft, 
ftraightway ye fay, There come t h a show¬ 
er ; and fo it is. 55 And when ye 1 -<• 
the foutli wind blow ye fay, Theie .will 
be heat; "and it cometh to pafs. 5 6 Ye 
hypocrites ! ye c an difeern the face ol 
tlie Iky and of the earth ; but how is it 
that ye do not difeern this time (of MeJ- 
Jiab's appearing). 57 Yea, and why c- 
evch of yourfelves judge ye no' what is 
right, (in either temporal or ff ritual 
things) ? 
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<8 ^ When thou gocrt with thine ad- 
vcrfary to the magiftrate, as thou art in 
the way give diligence that thou may- 
eil be delivered from him; left he hale 
thee to the judge, and the judge deliver 
thee to the officer, and the otiiccr raft 
thee into piilbn. 59 I tell thee, Thou 
shall not depart thence till thou heft 
paid the very la ft mite. (Thy Jpii ituai 
/{ate is fuch , with regard to iiod % and 
Chi ifl, and the angels ; and Satan, and 
T ' y fins , and the prifun from whence 
there is no deliverance , as thou canjl ne¬ 
ver pay what thou owejl. Matth. xxx. 
4 <-) 

CHAP. xni. 

Chrifl preacheth repentance. 
’HERE were prefent at that fcafon 
Ionic that told him of the Gali¬ 
leans, whufe blood Pilate had mingled 
with their facrilices. 

2 And Jefus anfwcring, fa id unto 
them, Suppofe ye that rhefc Galileans 
were finners above-nil the Galileans, be- 
1 aufe they fuircrcd fuch things ! 3 I tell 
you, Nay; but, except yc repent, ye shall 
all like wile perish. 4 Or thole eighteen 
upon whom the tower in Si loam fell, 
and flew them, think ye that they were 
finners above all men that dwelt in Je- 
rnfalern ? 5 I tell you, Nay ; but, ex¬ 

cept ye repent, yc shall all like wife pe¬ 
rish, (in the drJlruJlion of your city , 
and eternally). 

6 He fpake allb this parable : A 
certain inr.n had a fig-tree planted in his 
vineyard ; and he came and fought fruit 
thereon, and found none. 7 Then fa id 
lie unto the <!re Her of his vineyard, Be¬ 
hold, ilitftc three years I come fteking 
fruit on this fig-tree, and find none : cut 
it down; why cumbereth it the ground? 
S And he anlwcring, faid unto him, Lord, 
let it alone this year only, till I dig about 
if, and dung it. 9 And il' It bear fruit, 
well; anl if not, then after that thou 
shale cut it down. (The yews bringing 
forth no fruits of repentance during 
three years of Chri/Ts mini firy, their 
time of trial , and day of grace ,* they 
were judicially cut down, and at lajl 
actually fo. If aim Ixxxi. 11._) 

10 And he was teaching in one of 
the lynagogues on the Sabbath. 

11 And, behold, there was a woman 
who had a Ipirit of infirmity eighteen 
yeais, and was bowed together, and 
could in no wife lift up her Id f. i 2 Ami, 
when Jefus faw her, be called her to 
hun, and laid unto her. Woman, thou art 
luolied nom thine infirmity. 13 And lie 
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laid his hands on her ; and immediately 
she was made llraight, and glorified God. 
14 And the ruler of the fynagogue an- 
fwered with indignation, becaufe that 
Jefus had healed on the Sabbath-day, 
and laid unto the people, There are fix 
days in which men ought to tvork; in 
them, therefore, come and he healed, 
and not on the Sabbath-day. 15 The 
Lord then ani'wered him, and faid, Thou 
hypocrite ! doth not each one of you on 
the Sabbath leofe his ox or his afs from 
the flail, "and lead him away to water¬ 
ing ? 16 And ought not this woman, 

being a daughter of Abraham, whom 
Satan hath bound, lo, thefe eighteen 
years, be loofed from this bond on the 
Sabbath-day ? 

17 And, when he hacl faid thefe, 
things, all his adverfarics were aftiamed : 
and all the people rejoiced fur all the 
glorious things that were done by him. 

18 Then faid he, Unto what is the 
kingdom of God like ? and whereunto 
shall I rei'emblc it? 19 It is like a 
grain of muftarej-feed, which a man 
took and call into his garden ; and it 
grew, and waxed a great tree, and the 
fowls of the air lodged in the branches 
of it. 

20 And again he faid, Whereunto 
fliall 1 Mken the kingdom of God ? at 
It is like leaven, which a woman took 
and hid in three mealurcs of meal, till 
till the whole was leavened. 

22 And he went through the cities 
and villages teaching, and journeying 
toward Jerufalem. 

2j Then faid one unto him, Lord, 
arc there few that be Lived ? And he 
faid unto theirt, 24 Strive to enter in 
at the ft rail gate : for many, I fay unto 
you, will ft ek, (hut they will not ft rive ) 
to enter in, and ( therefore ) fliall not be 
able. 2 3 When once the maftei of the 
houfe (the church's hcAd) has arifen (to 
judgment ), ami hath Ihut the door (of 
acceptance and acccfs), and ye begin lo 
ftand without, and to knock at the door, 
faying, Lord, Lord, open to us ; and he 
fhall anfvver and fay to you, I ocknow- 
ledge you not, you arc none of my peo¬ 
ple. 26 Then fliall ye begin to fay. 
We have eaten and drunk in tjiy pre¬ 
fence, (at thy table), and thou haft 
(aught in odr ftreet?, (taught us in pu¬ 
blic, thyfclf or by thine apofiles and am - 
bafndurt). 27 But he shall fay, I tell 
you, I know you not whence ye are; de¬ 
part from me, all ye ( hypocritical ) 
workers ol imri'iirv. 28 There fliall be 
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■creeping and gnashing of teeth, when ye 
shall fee Abraham, and Ifaac, and Ja¬ 
cob, and all the prophets, in the kingdom 
of God, and you yourlelves thruft out. 
19 And they shall come from the eaft, 
and front the weir, and from the north, 
and from the feuth. and shall fit down in 
the kingdom of God. 30 And, behold, 
there are Lit (/* privileges) which shall 
be firft (i/7 improvements), and there are 
fir'll (ir. the way) who shall be laft (in 
attaining the end, or lofc it). 

31 The fame day there Came cer¬ 
tain of the Phatifees, faying unto him. 
Get thee ont, and depart hence; for 
Herod will kill thee. 32 And he fakk 
unto them. Go ye 2nd tell that fox. Be¬ 
hold, I cart out devils, and I 3 o cures to¬ 
day and to-morrow, (the JJsort period of 
my life), and the third day (after my 
death) I lhall have perfected my work 
(by my conqvejl over death,the lajlfoe ). 
33 Neverthclefs, I mult wall: to-day and 
to-morrow, and the day following; for 
it cannot be that a prophet perilhout of 
Jerufaleai. 34 OJerufalem, Jerufalem, 
which killeft the prophets, and ftoneft 
them that are fent nnto thee ! how often 
would I have gathered thy children to¬ 
gether, as a hen doth, gather her brood 
under her wings, and ye would notl 35 
Behold, your houfe (your city and jfate) 
is (foonto be) left unto you defolate; 
and verily I fay unto you, Ye lhall not 
fee me until the time come when ye lhall 
(dejire to be of them that) fay, Bleffed 
is he that cometh in the name of the 
Lord (to receive his people to himfelj). 

CHAP. XIV. 

' Cbrift healetk on the Sabbath. 

KD it came to pafs as he went into 
the houfe of one of the chiet Pha- 
rifees to eat bread on the fabbath-day 
that they watched him. 

2 And, behold, there was a certain 
man before him who had the dropfy. 

3 And Jefiis anfwering, fpake unto 

the lawers and Phanfees, faying. Is it 
lawful to heal on the fabbath-day ? 4 

And they held their peace ; and he took 
him, and healed him, and let him go; 
5 And anfwered them, faying, Which 
of^ou fliall have an afs or an ox fallen 
into a pit, and will not ftraightway pull 
him oat on the fabbath-day ? 6 And 

they could not anfwer him.again to phefe 
things. 

7 And he put forth a parable to 
thofe who were bidden, when he mark¬ 
ed hew they chofe out the chief rooms : 
laying unto them. 8 When thou art 
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bidden of any man to go to a wedding, fit 
not down in the highelt room, left a more 
honourable man than thou be bidden of 
him ; 9 And be that bade tlice and him 

come and fay unto thee. Give this man 
place; and thou begin with flramc io 
take the loweft room. 10 But when 
then .art bidden, go and fit down in the 
loweft rcoTn.; that when he that ba«lq 
thee cometh, he may fay unto thee. Friend 
go up higher : thrn fhalt thou have wor¬ 
ship in the prefence of tluin that fit-it 
meat with thee. 11 Fur whefoever ev- 
altcth himielf fliall be abaft J ; and he 
that bmnbleth him ft* If lhall be exalted. 

ia If 'Ihen fa id he alfu unto him that 
hade him. When thou niakeft a dinner 
or a flipper, call not thy friends, nor thy 
brethren, neither thy kinfrr.en, nor thy 
rich neighbours; left they alfo bid thee 
again, and a retompcnce be made thee. 
13 But when thou makeft a feaft, t all 
the poor, the maimed, the lame, tho 
blind ; 14 And thou flralt be hlcfled \ 

for they cannot recompenfe thee : for 
thou flralt be recompenfed at the refur- 
tedlion of the juft. 

15 IT And when one of them that fat 
at meat with him heard thefc thing?, lie 
faid unto him, Blefled is he that lhall 
eat bread in the kingdom of God, (en¬ 
joying its privileges of grace and glory). 

16 Then faid he unto him, A certain 
man (Chrijl) made a great fupptr (u 
gofpel feaft), and bade many (by the 
calls of the word): 17 And lent his 
fervant (in the gofpel work) at fuppei - 
time, (when the Mediator's work was 
fnijhed) to fay to them that were before 
b.dden (by the miniflry of the word). 
Come, for all things are now ready; (the 
MeJJiah is afeetided, and the Spirit is 
poured out from on high). 18 And they 
all with one confent began to make ex J 
cufe. The firft faid unto hint, I have 
bought a piece of ground, and I mult 
needs go and fee it; I pray thee have 
me excufed. 19 Ard another laid, I 
have bought five yoke of oxen, and I go 
to prove them ; I pray thee have me ei- 
cufed. 20 And another faid, 1 have 
married a wife ; and therefore l cannot 
come. 21 So that fervant came and 
Ihewed his Lord thefe tilings (that none 
of them would be obedient to the gofpel). 
Then the matter of the houfe (the Alef* 
fah ), being angry, faid to his fervant. 
Go out quickly into the ftreets and lanes 
of the city, and bring in hither the poor, 
and the maimed, and the halt, and the 
blind, (since the rich, and covetous, ap.i 
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voluptuous refuft *}. 22 And the Ser¬ 

vant faid, Lord, it is done as iliou haft 
commanded, and yet there is room, 23 
And the Lord faid unto the fervant, Go 
out into the high ways and hedges (tie 
Gentiles'), and oblige them to come, that 
iny houfe (my fluicb) may be filled, a4 
For I fay unto you, that none of thofe 
who were bidden fl.all tafte of my (up¬ 
per. (Heb. xii. 16, ip.) 

25 And there went great multi¬ 
tudes with hitn. And he turned and faid 
unto them, 16 If any man come to me, 
and hate not his father, and mother, and 
wif L , anJ children, and brethren, and fif- 
ters, yea, arid his own life alfu, he cannot 
be my difciple —-(//be love any of tbefc 
more than me be h not worthy of me , 
Mnith. x. 37.) 27 And whoever doth 
not bear his crofs, (willingly fuffer on 
my account), and come alter me, cannot 
be my difciple. 2S For which of you, 
intending to build a tower, fitteth not 
down firlt and counteth the coft, whether 
lie have fufficient to finifli it > 29 Left 

haply, after he hath laid the foundation, 
and is not, able to finifli it, all that be¬ 
hold it begin to mock him, 30 Saying, 
This man began to build, and was not 
able to finifli. 31 Or what king, going 
to make war againft another king, (itteth 
not down firft and confultcth, whether 
he may be able with ten tkoufand to 
meet him that com^th with twenty thou- 
Cand ? 52 Or elfe, while the other is a 

great way off, lie fendeth an einbaffage 
uml deft re th conditions of peace. (Do we 
rebel agaiujl God ? at e we Jlronger than 
be 9 ). 33 So likewife, whofoever be he 

of you that forfaketh not all that he hath 
he cannot be my dii'ciplc. 

33 Salt (rf fincere profeffion) is good, 
but if the lalt hath loll its favour (its fa¬ 
cer ity) wherewith (hall it be fcafoned > 
35 It is neither fit lor the land nor yet for 
• he dunghill bu{ men caft it out (apo/iates 
art' hopeiefs, Hcb. vi.) 

CHAP. XV. 

The parable of the lofi Jheep , Stc. 

T HEN diew near to liim nil the publi¬ 
cum and linuers for ttf hear him. a 
AmI the Bh.mlees and leribes inunnured, 
faying, This man lecciveth linners, and 
eateth with them. 

3 And lie Ipake this parable unto 
them, laying, 4 What man of you, ha¬ 
ving an hundred flicep, if he lofc one of 
them, doth not leave the ninety and nine 
in the wildcrntfs, and go alter that which 
Is loft until lie find it ? 5 .And when he 

luiill found it he layeth it on his llicui-

den, rejoicing. 6 And when he cometh 
home, he calleth together his friends 
and neighbours, faying unto them, Re¬ 
joice with me, for I have found my (beep 
w hich was loft. 

7 I fay unto you, That likewife joy 
(hall be in heaven over one (inner that 
repenteth more than over ninety and 
nine juft perfons who need no repent¬ 
ance. 

8 If Either what woman, having ten 
pieces of filver, if (lie lofe one piece, 
doth not light a candle and fweep the 
houfe, and feek diligently till (lie find it ? 

9 And when flic hath found it v flie call- 
erb her friends anther neighbours to¬ 
gether, faying. Rejoice with me, for I 
have found the .piece which I had loft. 

10 Likewife I fay unto yon, There is 
joy in the prefehee of the angels of God 
over one Pinner that repenteth. 

11 And he fridf A certain plan had 

two fons : 1 z And the younger of them 

faid to his father, Father, give me the 
portion of goods that falleth to me. And 
he divided unto him his living. 

1 j And not many days_ after, the 
younger ion gathered all together, and 
took his journey into a far country, and 
there wafted his fubftance with riotous 
living. 14 And when he had fpent all,, 
there arofe a mighty famine in that 
land, and he began to be in want. 15 
And he Wtnt and joined himfelf to a ci¬ 
tizen of that country ; and he fent him 
into his fields to feed fwine. 16 And he 
would fain have filled his belly with the 
hulks that the fwine did cat; auct no 
man ga\<T unto him. 

17 And when he came to himfelf he 
frid, How many hired fervants of my fa¬ 
ther’s have bread enough and to fpiue, 
and I penfli with hunger l 18 I will a- 
rife, and will go to my father, and will 
fay unto him, Fathgf, I hnve finned a- 
gainft Heaven and before* thee, 99 And 
am no more worthy to be called thy fon; 
muke me as one of thy hired fervantv 

ao And he arofe, and came to hi? fa¬ 
ther. But, when he was yet a great way 
off, his father faw him, ami had compar¬ 
ison, and ran, and fell on his neck, ar.d 
killed him. ( 

21 And his fon Paid onto him. Father, 
I have finned itgainft Heavenward in thy 
fight, and am no more worthy to be call¬ 
ed thy foil. 

az But the father faid to his fervant^ 
Eving forth the bell robe ;'ud put it oi 
bun, and put a ring tn hixhaui, .tiu 
(hue; 0:1 his feet. 2 2 And brim? Iitthc: 
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the fatted calf, and kill it, and let us eat 
and be merry. 24 Eortbis my fon was 
dead,;and is alive ; lie was loft, ^nd ii 
found. And they began-to be merry, 

. 25 Now his elder fon was in the field; 
and as he came, and dfew nigh to the 
houfe, he heard mufit and dancing. 26 
And he called one of the fervants, and 
aiked what thefe things meant. 27 
And he faid unto him,. Thy brother is 
come ; and thy father hath killed the 
fatted calf, becaufe he hath received him 
fafe and found. 28 And he was,.angry, 
and would not go in ; therefore came 
his father out and entreated him. 2 9 
And he anfwering, fiuc^to his father, Lo, 
thefe manjryears do I ferve thee ; neither 
tranfgrefled I at any time thy command¬ 
ment; and yet thou never gaveft me a 
kid, that I might make merry with my 
friends : 50 But as foon as this thy Ion 

was come, who hath devoured thy living 
vyith harlots, thou haft .killed for him 
the fatted calf. 31 And he faid unto 
him, Son, thou art ever with me, and all 
that I have is thine. (The Jews had 
the double portion o f a jirjl born, being 
the people of God, enjoying bis prefence ; 
the Gentiles afojlatiijcd from his t wor- 
fbip to idolatry). 32 It was meet tli.it 
we Ihould make merry, and be glad: for 
this thy brother was dead, and is alive.a- 
gain ; and was loft, and is found. 

C II A P. XVI. 

The parable of the unjujl fleward . 

A N D he faid alfo unto bis diiciples, 
There was a certain rich man who 
had a fteward ; (mankind at e butfevu- 
artls of all they lave4 •which is given 
to them of God+ to •whom they are ac¬ 
countable for the ufe they make there¬ 
of)', and the fume (mail) was accufed 
unto him, that he had wafted his goods. 

2 And be called him, 2nd faid unto 
him. How is it that J hear this of thee ? 
Give an account of tfiy fttwardshrp ; for 
thou mayeft be nodouger ftewaid. 

3 Then the fteward (aid within him- 
felf, What shall I do, for my lord taketh 
away from me the ftewardship ? ..I can¬ 
not dig ; to beg I am ashamed. 4 I arn 
reiclvcd what to* do, that, when I am 
put out of the ftrwardship, they may re¬ 
ceive me inro thefr boufes. 5 So he 
called every one of his lord's debtors un¬ 
to him, end faid unto the firft r How 
much oweft thou unto my lord? 6 And 
he faid, An hundred meafurcs of oil. 
And he faid unto him, Take- thy bill, 
and fit down quickly, and write fifty. 
7 Then fat'd lit io another, Ar'hhow 


Chap. XVI. 

much oweft thou? And he faid, An hun¬ 
dred meafurgs of wheat.'And he faid unto 
him, Take thy bill, and write fourfcore. 

B And the Lord commended the unjuft 
fteward, ( not for his injirjlice to his 
mailer, but) becaufe he had done wifely 
( for himfelf ); for the worldly men have 
more worldly wifdom and diligence, than 
the children of the light have of fpiritual 
wifdom and diligence. 9 And 1 fay un¬ 
to you, Make yourfelves friends of the 
deceitful, uncertain, unprofitable, riches, 
that when you ami thefe fail, they may 
receive you into everiafting habitations. 
(that having rightly vfed them , vow 
may , by the favour of God, be admitted 
into heaven?) 10 He that is faithful in 
that which is leaft, is faithful alfo in 
much ; and he that is urtjuft in the leaft, 
is unjuft alfo in much. 11 If. therefore, 
ye have not been faithful in the unrigh¬ 
teous mammon, who will commit to your 
trull the true riches (of grace), 12 And 
if you have not been faithful in that 
which is another man’s, (wordly things, 
•which are not your own) who will give 
4 you any thing to be your own, (asgrace). 
13 No man can ferve two mailers (e- 
qually) ; for he will love the one more 
than the other, and when they have fe- 
parate interefts, he will forfake the one 
and follow the other; ye cannot ferve 
God and riches. 

14 And the Pharifees alfo, who were 
covetous, beard all thefe things and they 
derided him. 15 And he faid unto them, 
Yc are they who juftify yourfelves be¬ 
fore men; but God knoweth your hearts: 
for that which is highly eileemed among 
men is abomination in the fight of God. 
16 The law and the prophets were un¬ 
til John: fined that time the kingdom 01 
God is preached, and every man (Gentile 
as veil as Jew) prefteth into it. (Men 
of every hind enter into it). 17 And it 
is eafier for heaven and earth to pals, 
than one title of the law to fail. 

18 Whofoever putteth away his wife, 
and marrieth another, commiitcth adul¬ 
tery ; and whofoever raarrieth her that 
is put away from her hulband cotnmit- 
teth adultery. 

19 Hi ere whs a certain rich rca::, 
-who was clothed in purple, and fine li¬ 
nen, and fared- furnptuoufty every day : 
20 Am! there was a certain beggar nam 
ed Lazarus, who was laid at Ins gate fu j 
of forts, 21 And defiring to be fed with 
till crumbs which fell from the inti 
man’s table /noeecver, the degs came 
and licked his fores, 
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72 And it came to pafs that the beg¬ 
gar died, and was carried by the angels 
into Abraham’s bofotn : the rich man al- 
fo died, and was buried : 23 And in hell 
Jie lifted up hi; eyes, being in torments, 
and fecth Abraham afar oil', and Lazarus 
in his hofum. 24 And he cried, and faid, 
Father Abraham, have mercy on me, and 
feud Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of 
l>is finder in water, and cool'iny tongue; 
tor I am tormented in this flame. 

?5 But Abraham faid, Son, remember 
that thou in thy lifetime receivedit thy 
good things, and Jikewife Lazarus evil 
things; but now he is comforted, and 
hiou art tormented. 2 6 And befidcs ull 
[bis, between us anti you there is a great 
gulf fixed ; fo that they who would pafs 
Frnrrv hence to you cannot; neither can 
they paft to 11s, that would come from 
thence. 27 Then he faid, I pray thee, 
therefore, father, that thou wotildlb fend 
lim to my father’s houfc; 28 For I have 
ive brethren ; that he may teftify unto 
hem, left they alfo come into this place 
if torment. 29 Abraham faith unto him, 
They have-Mofes and the prophets; let 
hem hear them. 30 And he laid. Nay, 
ather Abraham; but if one went unto 
them from the dead they will repent. 
}i And he faid unto him, If they hear 
20L Mofes and the prophets, neither will 
hey. be perfuaded though one rofe from 
!he dead. 

CHAP. XVII. 

Chrijl tefieheth to avoid offences. 

r HEN faid he unto the dilciples, it is 
impoflible but that offences will 
:ome (inthi/prefent e vil wor Id, )but woe 
into him thro’ whom they come 2 It 
vere better for him that a railftone were 
ranged about his neck, anil he caft into 
be tea than that he fliould offend (or 
f-anfe to {tumble) one of the roe an eft or 
w cake ft of the faints. 

3 1 'ake heed to your fed ves; If thy 
jrother trefpaft againft thee, rebuke him; 
and ft he repent, forgive him. 4 And 
f he t re fp a ft a gain It thee feven times in 
i day, and feven times in a day turn a- 
Jain to thee, faying I repent; thou flialt 
o r give him. 

5 If And the apuftles faid unto the 
Lord, Incrcafe our faith. 0 And the 
Lord laid, Ii ye had faith .;ss a grain of 
mult itd-feed, ye might f y unto this fy- 
■amine-tree, B a thou plucked up by the 
root, and bd thou-pl rntcd in the fea; 
and it fiiould obey you. ( difficulties 
fyeminjly as great /ball be fur mounted 
{•y you) 

7 But which of you, hivinj a fervnnt 
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plowing, or feeding cattle, will fay unto 
him by and by when he is come from the 
field, Go and fit down to meat.8 And 
will not rather fay unto him, Make ready 
wherewith I may fup, and gird thyfelf, 
and ferve me, till I have eaten and drun¬ 
ken ; and afteiward thou fiialt eat and 
drink ? 9 Doth he thank that fervant 

becaufe he did the things that were com¬ 
manded him ! I trow not. 

to So likewife ye, when ye fhaU have , 
done all thofe things which are com¬ 
manded you,.fay, We are unprofitable fer- 
vants; we have done that which was 
our duty to do, ( and cannot profit God 
by our ^oodnefs , or add to bis tnppi- 
nefs.) 

11 •}[ And it came to pafs, as he went to 
JcLufaletti, that he palled through the 
the midft of Samaria and Galilee. 

12 And as h e entered into a certain vil¬ 
lage, there jnet him ten men that were 
lepers who flood afar off: 

13 And they lifted up their voices, 
andfaid, Jefus, Mailer, have mercy on us. 

14 And, when he faw them, he faid 
unto them, Go fliew yourfelvss unto tha 
priefts. And it came to pafc, that, as 
they went, they were eleanfcd. 15 And 
one of them, when he faw that he was 
healed, turned back, and with a loud 
voice glorified God, 16 And fell dowru 
on his face at his feet, giving him thanks; 
and he was a Samaritan. 

17 And Jofus anfwering,>faid, were 
there not ten deanfed ? but where are 
■the nine ? i 9 There arc not found that 
returned to give glory to God, fave this 
ftranger. 19 And he faid unto him, A- 
rife, go thy way ; thy faith hath made 
thee whole. 

20 And when lie was demanded of 
the Pharifces when the kingdom of God 
fliould come, lie anfweied them andfaid. 
The kingdom of God cometh not with 
outward potnp arffl fliew. n Neither 
fhall they fay, Lo here, or, Lo there : 
for, behold, the kingdom of God is with¬ 
in you, (in rigbtcoufncfs andpeacp, and 
joy in the Holy Spirit; and it is among you 
Ttoth. but not confined to any particular 
place , hi re or there. ) 

22 And he faid unto the difeiples, To¬ 
days will come when ye fliall denre to fee 
one of the day»of the Son of man (Jurb 
as yc now fee in peace and plenty of means 
of grace/) and ye fhall not fee it. 

2 \ And they Shill faytoyou, Sec here; 
or, ft-e there; go not after them, nor 
follow them. 24 For tfs the lightning, 
that lightened! out of theonfe pan under 
heaven, .fiiineth unto the Dthsr part uu-* 
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der heaven ; f o fit all alio the Son of man 
be in"his day {offprending the gofpel 
light through the world.) 35 But firft 

mtift he fuffer ( mqny things, and be re¬ 
medied of this generation. 26 And as it 
was in the days of Noe, fo fliall it be al¬ 
io in the days of the Son of man. 27 They 
did eat, they drank, they married wives, 
they were given in marriage, until the ( 
day that Noe entered iflto the ark and 
the flood came and deftroyed them all. 
28 Likewife alfo, as it was m the days of 
Lot; they did eat, they drank, they 
bought, they fold, they planted, they 
builded: 29 But the fame day that 

Lot went out»of Sodom it rained fire 
and briinftone" from heaven, and def¬ 
troyed them all.. 30 Even thus Ihall it 
be in the day when the Son of man is re¬ 
vealed (in the eflablijbment of Chrifli- 
anity by the dejlruEHon of the Jewifb 
fate.) 31 In that day, he who Shall ne 
upon the houle top, and his fluff in the 
hioufe, let him not come down to take it 
away; and he that is in the field, let 
him likewife rot Teturn back, ( but 
flee for his life ,) 32 Remember Lot’s 

wife. 33 Whofcever Ihall feek to fave 
his life, (by adhering to tfilc Jews, or for- 
faking the gojpel) Ihall lofe it ( and bap- 
pinefsO but whoever fliall lofe his life 
(for the gofpeVs fake ,) fliall preferve it 
(to life eternal.) 

r 34 I tell you, In that-iright there fliall 
be two men in one bed ; the one (that 
is a Chrifiian Jball be favedfrom the de- 
fruclion of Jerufalem, and in the day of 
judgment , and the other Jball be left to 
perijh) 35 Two wqmen Ihall be grind- 
ing together; the one fliall be taken, 
and the other left. 

36 Two men fha,H be in the field; the 
one fliall be taken and the other left. 

37 And they anfwered, and faid unto 
him, Where, Lord? And he faid unto 
them, M’herefcever ithe Budy is,‘there 
will the eagles be gathered together (per¬ 
dition will ftiie the wicked wherever 
they are ) 

CHAP. xvm. 

Of the importunate widow. 

N D he fpake a parable unto them 
to this end, that men ought al¬ 
ways to pray, and not to faint; 2 Say¬ 
ing, There w as in a city a judge who 
feared not God, neither regarded man : 
-3 And there was a widow in that city, 
and (be came unto him, faying, Avenge 
Uie of mine adverfary. 4 And he would 
not for a while : but afterward he faid 
within himfelf, Though I fear not God, 
nor regard mao ; 5 Yet becaufe this 
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widow troubleth me I will avenge her, 
left By her continual coming (he weary 
toe. , > 

6 And the Lord faid, Hear what the 
unjuft judge faith. 7 And fliall not 
God avenge his own elc£l, who cry day 
and night unto him, though he bear long 
with them ? 8 I tell you, that he will 

avenge them fpeedily. Neverthelcfs, 
when the Soft -of man cometh, fliall he 
find faith on the earth? {Truth and 
faithfulnefs among men, and the power 
of godline/s). 

9 And he fpake this parable.unto 
certain who trufted in themfe/ves that 
they were ijghteous, and defpifed others 
10 Two men went up into the temple to 
pray ; the one a Pharifee, and the other 
a publican. 11 The Pharifee flood and 
prayed thus with himfelf, God, I thank 
thee that I am not as other men are, 
extortioners, unjuft, adulterers, or even 
as this publican. 12 I fa ft twice in the 
week, I give tithes of all that I poflefs. 
13 And the publican, (landing afar off, 
would not lift up fo much as his eyes un¬ 
to heaven, but fmote upon his bTeaft, 
faying, God be merciful to me a firmer. 

14 I tell you, This man went down to 
his houfe j ullifiecl rather than the olheT; 
for every one that exalteth himfelf fliall 
be abafed, and he that humbleth him- 
fqjf fliall be exalted. 

15 And they brought unto him alfo 
infants, that he would touch them. But 
when his difciples faw it they rebuked 
them. 16 But Jefus called them unto 
him, and faid, Suffer little children to 
come unto me, and forbid them rot; fi r 
of fuch is the kingdom of God. 17 Veri¬ 
ly I fay unto you, Whofoever fliall not 
receive the kingdom of God (in a hum 
ble , lowly manner ) as a little child, fliall 
in no wife enter therein. ' 

18 And a certain ruler ifked him. 
faying, Good Mafter, what shall 1 do to 
inherit eternal life ? 19 And Jefus faid 

unto him, "Why calleft thou me good?— 
none is good fave one, that is, God. 20 
Thou knoweft the commandments. Do 
not commit adultery. Do not kill, Do not 
fleal, Do not bear falfe witntfs, Honour 
thy father and thy mother. 21 And lie 
faid, All thefe have I kept from my 
youth up. 

22 Now, when Jtfus heard thefe 
things, he faid uDtg him, Yet lacktft 
thou one thing; fell all that thou hafl, 
and diftribtite unto the poor, and thou 
(halt bavc treafure in heaven; and come, 
follow me. 23 And when he heard 
this he was very farrowful; for he was 
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very rich. 24 And when Jefus faw that 
lie was very iorrowfiil he faid. How hard¬ 
ly riiall they that have riches enter in¬ 
to the kingdom of God ! 25 For it is 

extremely difficult, and fcarcely poffiblc, 
for a rich man to enter into the kingdom 
of heaven. 26 And they that heard it 
Tai.l, Who then canLe laved ? 27 And 

h: Taid, The things which are impoflible 
with men are poflilde with God. 

iS ^ Then Peter faid, Lo, we have 
left all, and followed thee. 

29 And he faid unto them, Verily I 
Gy unto you, There is no man that hath 
I-ft houfe, or parents, or brethren, or 
wife, or children, for the kingdom of 
God’s fake, 30 Who shall not receive 
manifold more (joy and comfort') in this 
prefent time, and in the world to Come 
life everlafling. 

31 Then he took ur.to him the 
twelve, anti faid unto them, Behold, we 
go up to Jerufalem, and all things that 
are written by the prophets concerning 
the Son of man shall be accomplished, 
yt For he shall be delivered unto the 
Gentiles, and shall be mocked, and fpite- 
fully entreated, and fpitted on. 33 And 
they shall feourge him, and put him to 
death ; and the third day hq shall rite a- 
gain. 

34 And they underftood none of thefe 
tilings; and this faying was hid from- 
them, neither knew they the things 
which were fpoken. 

35 And it came to pafs, that as he 

was come nigh unto Jericho, a certain 
blind man fat by the way-fide begging. 
3d And hearing the multitude pafs by, 
lie Hiked what it meant. 37 And they 
told him, That Je.fus of Nazareth palfeth 
by. 3S And he cried, faying, Jefns, 
thou fon of David, have mercy on me. 
39 And they who went before re¬ 
buked him, that he fliould hold his 
peace; but lu* cried fd much the more, 
Thou fon of David, have mercy on 
me. / 

40 And Jefus flood, and commanded 
him to be brought unto him. And when 
lie was conic near he afked him, 41 
Saying, What wilt thou that I lliall do 
unto thee ? And he faid, Lord, that I 
may receive my fight. 41 And Jefus 
fan! unto him, Receive thy fight-; thy 
faith hath faved thee. 43 And imme¬ 
diately he received his fight, and follow-, 
ed him, glorifying God ; aiul all the. 
people, when they law it, gave praife 
unto Cod. 
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CHAP. XIX. 

Of Zaccheus tbc publican. 

N D Jefus entered and paflVd*thro’ 
Jericho. 2 And, behold, there 
was a man named Zaccheus, who was 
the chief among the publicans, and he 
was rich. 3 And he fought to fee Je¬ 
fus who he v/as; and could not for the 
prefs, becaufe he was little of flature- 
4. And he ran before, and climbed by in¬ 
to a fycamorc-trce to fee him ; for he 
was to pafs "that way. 5 And when Je-‘ 
fus came to the place he looked up, nnd 
faw him, and faid unto him, Zaccheus, 
make hafle, and come down ; for to-day 
I mull abide at thy houfe. 6 And. he 
made hafle, and came down, and receiv¬ 
ed him joyfully. 

7 And when they faw it they all 
murmured, faying, That he was gone to 
be gueft with a man that issa finner. 

8 And Zaccheus stood, and faid unto 
the Lord, Behold, Lord, the half of my 
goods I give to the poor ; and if I have 
taken any tiling from any man by fall's 
accufation, I reftore him four-fold. 

9 And Jefus faid unto him. This day 
is falvation cpme to this houfe, foraf- 
much as he alfo is a fon-of Abraham, 
{both ■naturally and fpirUually). 10 
For the Son of man is comedo feek and 
to fave that which was loft. + 

ri TJ And, as they heard thefe things, 
he added, and fpake a parabJe, becaufe 
he. was nigh to Jerufalem, and becaufe 
they thought that the kingdom of God 
fliould immediately appear. 

iz,He faid, therefore, A certain noble¬ 
man went into a far country to receive 
for himfelf i kingdom, and to return. 
(Sec Matth. xxv. 14. Cbrijl afeended to 
heaven to pojfefs his mediatorial king¬ 
dom f and to return to judge the 'world). 
13 And' he called his ten fervants, and 
delivered them texpounds, and faid un¬ 
to them, Occupy till I • omc. 14 But 
his citizens hated him, and lent a mef- 
fage after him, faying, We .will not have 
this man to reign over us. 

15 And it came to pafs, that when he 
was returned, having received the king¬ 
dom, then he commanded thefe fervants 
to be called unto him to whom h# had 
given the money, that he might know 
how much every man had gaiped by 
trading. 16 Then came the firft, faying, 
Lord, tIiy pound hath gained ten ptibnds. 
17 And he faid unto him, Wi ll, thou 
good fervai.t j becaufe thou haft been 
faithful iu a very little, have thou autlio- 
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rity over ten cities. 18 And the fecond 
came, faying. Lord, thy pound hath gain- 

f five pounds, ip Ana he faid likewife 
him, Be thou alfo over five cities, 
eo And another came, faying. Lord, be¬ 
hold, here is thy pound, which I have 
kept laid lip in a nankin:' \2i For I 
feared thee, becaufe thou art an auftere 
mam; thou takeft up that thou laideft 
not down, and reapeft that thou didft not 
low. 2i And he faith unto him, Out of 
thiircbwn mouth vv>ill 1 judge thee, thou 
wicked fervant. Thou kneweft that I 
Was an auftere man, taking up t|>at I laid 
riot dawn, and reaping that I did not fow : 
23 Wherefore then gaveft not thou my 
money into the bank^ that at my coming 
I might have required mine own with 
ufury ? (It it not enough not to fpend 
it illy or not lofe it. but it mvjl not be 
kept life left /j >.but fpent in pious or cha¬ 
ritable anions'). 24 And he faid unto 
them that flood by, Take from him the 
pound; and give it to him that hath tea 
. pounds. 25 (And they laid unto him, 
Lord, he hath ten pounds.) . 

z6 For I fay unto you. That unto e- 
very one who impioVeth what he hath 
inore fhall be given ; and from him who 
i ra prove th pot what he hath, even what 
he hath fhall be taken away from him. 27 
But tbpfp mine enemies (the Je^us) who 
would not that I fliould reign over them, 
bring hither, and flay them before me, 
(and dejlroy their nation ). # 

28 And when he had thus fpoken 
lie went before, afeending up to Jerufa- 
lem. ^ 

29 And it came to pat, when he 
was come nigh to Betbphage and Be¬ 
thany, at the mount c a He'd the Mount 
of Olives, he fent two of his difciples, 30 
Saying, Go ye into the village over a- 
gainft you : in the which, at your enter r 
ing, ye fhall find a colt tied* whereon 
•yet never man fat; lpofe him, and bring 
him hither. 3*. And if any man afk 
you, Why do ye loofe him ? Thus shall 
ye fay unto him, Becaufe the Lord hath 
need of him. 

32 And they that were fent went ^ 
their way, and found even as he had faid 
unto them. 33 And, as they were loot¬ 
ing the coltj the owners thereof faud un¬ 
to them, Why loofe ye the colt ?.* 34 

And they faid. The Lord hath need of 

him. 

35 And they brought him to Jefus ; 
and they caft their ^garments upon the 
colt, and they fet Jefus thereon. 36*And, 
as he went,, they fpread their clothes in 


the way, (for royal tape/lry). 

37 And when he was come nigh, even 
now at the defeent of the mount of O. 
lives, the whole multitude of the difci¬ 
ples began to Fcjojcc and praife God 
with a loud voice, f>r all th« mightv 
works that they h:fd feen ; 39 Saying, 

Blefled be the King (of Zion) that* 
cumeth in the name of the Lord ; peace 
in heaven, (communion of angels with 
faints), and glory in the high eft. 

39 And fomc of the l*haijfc?s from a- 
mong the multitude faid unto him, M.li¬ 
ter, rebuke thy difciples, 40 And lie 
anfwered, and faid unto them, I tell jnu, 
That if thefe should hold their peace, 
the ftones would immediately cry 0111, 
(rather than Cbrift Jhouhl not be pt ail¬ 
ed. as the rocks rent when he -was on 
the crofs). 

41 TJ . And when he was comq near 
he beheld the city, aud wept over it. 42 
Saying, If thou had known, even thmi, 
at Icaft io this thy day, the things Which 
belong unto thy peace 1 but now they 
are' hid from thine eyes, (thy time of 
trial is pajl. Heh. xii. 17 ) 43 For the 

days fhall come upon thee, that thine e- 
nemics fhall call a trench about thee, and 
compafs thee round, and keep thee in on 
every fide, 44 And fliali lay thee even 
with the ground, and thy children with¬ 
in thee; and they fhall not leave in thee 
one ftone upon another: becaufe thou 
clid.lt not improve the time of thy vifiu- 
tion. 

' 45 And he went into the temple, 
and began to raft out them that fold 
therein, and them that bought; 46 Say¬ 
ing unto them. It is written, My houle is 
the houfe of prayer ; but ye have made 
it a den of thieves. 

47 And he taught daily in the tem¬ 
ple. But the chief priefts. and the ferihes, 
and the chief qf the people, fought to de¬ 
ft roy him ; 48 And could not find what 
they might do; for all the people 
were very attentive to hear him. 
CHAP. XX. 

ChfiJl avoucheth his authority. 

N D, it came to pafs, that on one 
of thofe days, as he taught the peo¬ 
ple in the temple, and preached the gol- 
pel, tjie chief priefts and the feribes came 
upon him, with the elders, 2 And fpake 
unto him, faying, Tell us. By what au¬ 
thority rloeft thou thefe things ? or who 
is he that g^ye thee this authority ? ' 3 
And he anfwered r and faid unto them, 1 
will alfo alk you one thing ; arid anfwcr 
me ; 4 The baptifm of John, was it 
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from heaven, or of men ? 5 And they 

roafv.vd with themfclves, faying, If we 
fhull fay, From heaven ? Jie will fjy, 
V.'liv Hilii believed ye liitn not > 6 But, 

ami if we fay. Or men ; all the people 
v, ill done us; fir they be perfuaded that 
John was a prophet. 7 And they nn- 
i\vc red .That they could tf&ttcll whence 
it was. S And Jefus fairl unto them, 
Neither tell 1 you by what authority I 
fiu tilth things. 

9 ^ Then began hr to fpeale to the 
people this parable ; A certain man 
planted a vineyard, and let it forth to 
It ifljanJmen, and went into a far coun¬ 
try for a long time. {Sec M1ttA.xxi.33O 
to And at the fealbn he fent a fervant 
t i ilie l.ulbandmcn, that they. Jhould 
give him of the fruit of the vineyard; 
hut the hulbandmen beat him, and lent 
him away empty. 11 And. again lie 
lent another fervant; and they beat him 
a!lb, and entreated him Ihamefully, and 
font him away empty. 12 And again 
lie lent a third ; and they wounded him 
iilfo, and call him out. 

13 Then fair! the lord of the vineyard, 
What fliall 1 do ? I will fend my beloved 
fon ; it may be they will reverence him 
when they fee him. 14 But when the 
liufljiindmen faw him they reafoned a- 
rnong themfclves, faying, This is the 
heir; come,let u> kill him, that the in¬ 
heritance may be be our’s. 15 So they 
oil him out of the vineyard, and killed 
him. What, therefore, fliall the lord of 
the vineyard do unto them? 1 6 He 
fliall come and deftroy the hufbandtnen, 
and llnll give the vineyard to others. 
And, when they heard it, they fuid, God 
forbid. 

17 And he beheld them, an l fin’d, 
What is this then that is written, The 
ftonc which the builders rcjcdled, the 
fame is become the head of the corner * 
18 Wlioiotver Ihall fall upon that (lone 
Hi all be broken ; hut on whomfoever 
it fliall fall, it will grind him to pow¬ 
der. 

19 T[ And the chief prieds and the 
bribes the fame hour fought to lay 
hands on him ; and they feared the peo¬ 
ple ; for they perceived that he had fpo- 
hen this parable againft them. 

20 And they watched him, and fent 
forth Ipies, who fliould feign themfelvcs 
juft men, that they might take hold of 
his words, that fo they might deliver 
him unto the power and authority of the 
governor. 

21 And they nlkcd him, faying, Mai- 
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ter, we know that Lhau fayeft and teach- 
eft rightly, neither accepted; thuir the 
peifoh of any, but teaeheft the way of 
God truly; 22 Is it lawful for us to 
give tribu^ unto Cef.n, or no > 

23 But he peccievc 1 their craftinefs, 
and laid unto them, Why tempt ye me ? 
24 Shew me a penny. Whole image 
and fuperfeription hath it ? They an- 
fwered, and laid, Ccfar’s. 25 And he 
fa id unto them, Render, therefore, unto 
Cefar the things which be Cefai’s, and 
unto God the things which be God’s. 

1 6 And they could not take hold of 
liis words before the people : and they 
marvelled at his anfwer, and held their 
peace. 

27 Then caine to him certain of 
the Sadducees, who deny that there is a- 
ny refurrection, and they asked hirft, 
{See Matlh. xxii. 23.) 28 Spying, 

.Maftcr, Moles wrote unto us, If any 
man’s brother die, having a wife, and he 
die without children, that his brother 
fliould take his wife, and raife up feed 
unto his brother. 29 There were, there, 
fore, feven biethren : and the fil'd took 
a wife, and died without children. 30 
And the feeond took her to wife, ami he 
died chilJIefs. 31 And the third took 
her ; and in like manner the feven alfo ; 
and they left no children, and died. 32 
Lull of all the woman died alfo. 33 
Therefore, in the rcl'urredlion, whole 
wife of them is (he ? for feven had her to 
wife. 

34 And Jefus anfwrering, faid unto 
thc-nf, The children of this world marry, 
and are given in marriage; 35 But they 
who shall be accounted worthy to obtain 
that {ba{*py) world, and the ( blejfed) 
refurreiflion from the dead, neither mar¬ 
ry nor are given in marriage ; 3d Nei¬ 
ther can they die" any more; for they 
are equal r.rtto the angels; and arc the 
children of God, ( Rom. viii. 33. 7 //i- 
mortally ami complexly; their adoption 
being perfected by the regeneration of 
their body). 37 Now that the dead are 
raifed, even Molts (hewed at thehufli, 
when lie cullcth Jthe Lord the God of 
Abraham, and the God of Ifaac, aiuj the 
God of Jacob. 33 For he is not ; a God 
of the dead, but of the living ; for all 
{his people ) live unto him, {have him 
for a complete,all-fujjlcicnt, gogd being, 
pcrfeHly happy). 

39Then certain of the feribes, anfwer- 
ing, faid, Mailer, thou haft well laid. 
40 Aqd after that they duvlt not aft; 
him any queftion It all. 
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41 Ar.d he faid onto them, How 
fay they that Chrift is David’s fon f 41 
And David bitnfelf faith in the book of 
Pfalms, The Lord faid unto my Lord, 
Sit thou on my right hnnd, v 43 Till I 
make thine enemies thy footflool. 44 
David, therefore, calleth him Lord, (as 
Heihg the MeJJiah, the Son of Corf), how 
is he then his fon ? (as the Son of man). 

45 IT T hen, in the audience of all 
the people, he faid unto his difciples, 46 
BewaTe bf the fcribes, who defire to 
walk in long robes, and love greetings in 
the markets, and the highelt feats in the 
fynagogues, and the chief room at feafts; 
47 Who devour widow’s livings, (for 
•which they are t rafters), and for a fhew 
(of religion) make long prayers; the 
fame lhaJl receive greater damnation. 
CHAP. XXI. 

drift commenketh the poor widow. 

AND he looked up, and faw the 
JTjl rich men carting their gifts into 
the treafury. 2 And be faw alfo a cer¬ 
tain pOor widow carting in thither two 
mit^s. 3 And he faid, Of a truth I fay 
unto you. That this poor widow h^th 
can in more than they all; 4 For all 

tl/efe have of their abundance cart in un¬ 
to the offerings of God ; but rtie of her 
penury hath cast in all the living that 
flic had. 

5 And as fome fpake of the temple, 
how it was adorned with goodly stones 
and gifts, he faid, (See JMatt.b. rxiv.) 6 
As for thefe things which ye behold, the 
days will come, in the which there fhall 
not be left one stone upon another that 
fhall not be thrown down. 

7 And they alked him,faying, Master, 
but when fliall thefe things be ? and 
what fign will there be when thefe 
things shall come to pafs ? 

8 And % he faid, Take heed that ye 

be not deceived; for many fhall come 
in my name, faying, I am Christ; and 
the time dfaweth rear; go ye not, there¬ 
fore, after them. 9 But when ye fliall 
hear of wars and commotions be not ter¬ 
rified ; for thefe things muft firft come 
to pa&, but the end is not by and by. 
10 Then faid he* unto them, Nation 
fhall rife againrt; nttion, and kingdom 
againft kingdom ; 11 And great earth¬ 

quakes fhall bt: in diverfe places, and fa¬ 
mines, and pcftilences; and fearful fights 
and great figns fliall there be Irom hea¬ 
ven (before the dcflruElion ofjernfalem). 
iaBut before all thefe they shall lay their 
hands on you, and perfecute you, deliver- 
ifigyou up to the fynagogues, andintopri- 
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fons, “being brought before kings and 
rulers for my name’s fake. 13 And it 
fliall turn to you for a t( flimony. (to the 
truth). 14 Settle it, therefore, in your 
hearts, not to meditate before what ye 
fliall artfwer; 15 For I will give you a 
mouth and wifilom,-which all your ad- 
verfaries fliall not be able to gainfay nor 
refift. 

1 5 And ye fliall be betrayed b.otli by 
parents, and brethren, and kinsfolks, and 
friends; and fome of you shall they caufe 
to be put to death. 17 And ye fliall be 
hated of all men for my name’s fake. 
18 But there fliall not an hair of your 
head perifli, (ve JhaU either fnffer no 
lofe, or your lofes fhall he doubly repay- 
ed % like Job's , xlii.) 19 In your patience 
pofiefs ye your fouls- 

20 And when ye fliall fee Jerufr.Icm 
comparted with armies, then know that 
the defolation thereof is nigh. 21 Then 
let them w ho are in Judea flee to the 
mountains ; and let them who are in the 
midft of it depart out ; and let not them 
that are in the countries enter thereinto. 
22 For thefe be the days of vengeance, 
that all things which are written may 
be fulfilled. 23 But woe unto them 
that are with child, and to them that 
give fuck, in thofe days ! for there fliall 
be great dillrefs in the land, and wrath 
upon this people. 24 And they fliall 
fall by the edge of the fword, end fhall 
be led away captive into all nations; and 
Jerufalem fliall be trodden down of the 
Gentiles, until the times (for the call - 
ing) of the Gentiles (and the converfiui 
' of the Jews) be fulfilled. 

25 And there fliall be figns in the 
fun, vand in the moon, and in the flars; 
and upon the earth dirtrefs of nations, 
with perplexity; the fea and the waves 
roaring (befdre the dejlfuilton of Jcru- 
falem) ; 2 6 Men’s heart's failing them 

for lea r > and for looking after thofe things 
which are coming on the earth ; for the 
powers of heaven fliall be fliaken--{^// 
the lights and power and glory-oj the 
JewiJb city, and temple, end church and 
state fhall be darkened , andflatten and 
fall; as thofe of all nations flail be at 
Christ's lajl coming to judgment). 27 
And then fhall they fee the Son of man 
coming in a cloud with power arid great 
glory. 28 And when thefe things begin 
to come to pal's, then look up, and lift up 
your heads, fgr your redemption dravveth 
nigh. 

29 And he fpake to them a parable. 
Behold the fig tree, and alt the trees; 30 
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When they now (hoot forth, ye fee and 
know of your own fclves that fummer is 
now nigh at hand. 31 So like wife ye, 
when ye fee thefe things come to pafs, ; 
know ye that the kingdom of God is 
nil'll at hand. 32 Verily I fay unto you, 
this generation fliall not pafs away till 
all (concerning the dcjlru6lion vfjeru- 
ftiIct?i ) be fulfilled. 33 Heaven and 
earth fliall pafs away ; but my wurds 
fliall not pafs away. 

34 And take heed to yourfelvcs, 
Ivlt at xny tune your hearts be overchar¬ 
ged with forfeiting, and drunkennefs.and 
r. ires of this life, and fo that day come u- 
pon you unawares. 35t*or as a fnarefwn- 
uiuxrcs) fliall jt come on all them that 
dwell on the face of the whole latid. 

36 Watch ye, therefore, and pray al¬ 
ways, that ye may he accounted worthy 
to cfcapc all thefe things that fliall come 
to pals, and to Hand before the Son of 
man. 

37 And in the day time he wa 9 teeth¬ 
ing in the v*?mple ; and at night he went 
out and abode in the mount that is call¬ 
ed the mount of Olives. 

38 And all the people came early in 
the morning to him in the temple for to 
hear him. 

CHAP. XXII. 

The Jews confpire againjl Chriji . 

N OW the feaft of unleavened bread, 
which is called the Pa Hover, drew 
nigh. 2 And the chief prieIts and feribes 
fought how they might kill him; but 
they feared the people 
3 If Then entered Satan into Judas, fir- 
named Ifeanot, being of the number of 
the twelve. 4 And lie went his way, and 
Communed with the chief priefts and cap¬ 
tains, how he might betray him unto 
them. 5 And they were gladj and co¬ 
venanted to give hi in money. 6 And 
he prornifed and fought an oppoi [unity 
to betray him unto tlicin ill the abfence 
of lli.; multitude. 

7 If Then came the day of unleaven¬ 
ed bread, when the Pa (lover inufl: be kil¬ 
led. 8 And he font Peter and Jolio, 
laying. Go and prepare for us the Pullo¬ 
ver, th.it we may eat it. 9 And they 
fold unto him. Where wilt thou that we 
prepare it ! 10 And he faid unto them, 

Behold, when ye arc entered into the ci¬ 
ty, there (hall a nun meet you bearing a 
pitcher of water; follow him into the 
houlc where lie enleretli in. ir And 
ye Hi h 11,fay unto the goodmnn of the 
houlc, '1 lie Matter faith uuto thee, 
Where is the gimft-chajiher, where I 
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fliall eat the Paflbver with my difciples? 

1% And he fliall (hew you a large up¬ 
per room furniflied : there make ready.' 

13 And they went, and found as he 
had faid unto them ; and they made rea¬ 
dy the Paflbver. 

14 And when the hour was come he fat 
down, and the twelve apoftles witlihim. 

1 ^ And he faid ,unto them, I have 
greatly defired to eat this Paffover with 
you before I fuffer. 16 For I fay unto 
you, I will not any more eat thereof, un¬ 
til (the Pajfover and all the types, rife/, 
and ceremonies') be fulfilled in the king¬ 
dom of God, (fuperfeding them)* 

17 And he took the cup, and gave 
thanks, and laid. Take this and divide it 
among yourfelves; 18 For I fay unto 
you, I will not drink of the fruit of the 
vine, (the joys it rep'refents) until the 
kingdom of God fliall come. 

19 And he took bread, and gave 
thanks, and brake it, and gave untathem 
faying, this is my body which is given 
for you : .this do in remembrance of me. 

10 Likevvifc alfothe cup alter lupper, 
faying, This cup (ratifies) the new tefta- 
ment in my blood (‘which it reprefents.) 
which is (bed for you. 

31 TJ But, behold the hand of him thkt 
betrayCth me is with me on the table, 
a x And truly the Son of man goeth, at 
it was determined ; but woe unto that 
man by whom he is betrayed 1 

23 And they began to enquire among 
tliemfclvcs who of them it was that 
fliould do this thing. 

*4 H And there was ajfo ft ft rife a- 
mong them, who of them fliould be ac¬ 
counted the greateft. 

35 And he faid unto them, The kings 
of the Gentiles exercifc lordfliip over 
them ; and they that exercife authority 
upon them are called Benefactors (by 
their flatterers). %6 But ye (hall not 
be fo ; but he that is greateft among you 
let him be as the younger; and he that 
is chief, as he that doth ferve. *7 For 
whether is greater, he that fltteth at meat 
or he that ferveth ? is not he that fitteth 
at incat > but I am among you as he that 
ferveth. 28 Ye are they who have 
continued with me in my temptations: 
29 And I appoint unto you a kingdom, 
as my fatherhath appointed unto me; 30 
That y elm ay eat and drink at my table, 
(feafl on fulnefs of joys,) ill my k ing¬ 
dom, and fit on thrones judging (denoun¬ 
cing a jujl doom on the twelve tribes of 
lfrael ). 

31 f Ami the Lord faid, Simon, Simoc, 
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behold Satan hath defired to Have yon, 
that he may lift you as wheat; 3* But 

I have prayed for thee that thy faith fail 
not j and when/ thou art converted 
ftrengthen thy brethren^ 

33 And he fftid unto him, Lord I am 
ready to go with thee, both into prifon 
and to death. 

34 And he faid, I tell thee, Peter, the 
cock lhall nut crow this day before that 
thou fhalt thrice deny that thou know- 
eft me. 35 Aid he faid unto, them. 
When I fent you without purfe, And 
ferip and fkoes, lacked ye any thing ? 
And they faid, Nothing. 

36 Then faid he unto them, (but now 
the times grow •worfi) he that hat^h a 
purfe let him take it, and likewife his 
knapfack; aud he that hath no fwcrrd 
let him fell his garment and buy une (>0 
defend him from robbers'). 37 For I fay 
unto you, That this that is written mull 
yet be accompliflied in me, And he was 
reckoned among the tranfgrefiors ; - for 
the things (fpoken) concerning me have 
ad end, {being fulfilled). 

58 And they faid, Lord, behold here 
are two fwords. And he faid unto them, 
It is enough^ 

39 5 [ And he came out and went, as 
he was wont, unto the mount of Olives, 
and his difciples alfo followed him. 

40 And when he was^t the place, he 
faid unto them, Pray that ye enter not 
into temptation. 

41 And he wa&'withdrawn from them 
about a Hone’s call, and kneeled down 
and prayed,- ,4a Saying, Father, if thou 
be willing remove this cup from me : ne- 
verthclefs, not my will,but thine, be done. 

.43 And there appeared unte him an 
angel from heaven ftrengthening him. 
44 And being in an agony, he prayed 
more earnefUy ; and his fweat was as it 
were gTeat drops of blood falling down 
to the ground. • 

45 And whefl he rofe up from prayer, 
and was come to his difeipks, he found 
.them deeping for forrow, 46 And faid 
■unto them, Why flecp ye ? rife and pray, 
left ye enter into temptation. 

47 51 And while he yet fpake, behold, 
a multitude, ajid .he that was called Ju- 
,da$, one of the twelve, went before them, 
and drew, near unto.Jefus to kifs him. 48 
But Jefus faid unto him, Judas, betray- 
eft thou the Son of man with a kifs ? 

49 When they who were about hiln 
'faw what would follow, they faid unto 
him, Lord, (halt. we finite with the 
lword ? 
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' soy And one of them fmote a.fi want of 
the high prieft, and cut ofl'his right ear. 

51 And Jefus anfwered and laid, Suf¬ 
fer ye thus fhl*. And he touched his ear, 
and healed him. 

52 Then Jefus faid unto the chief 
priefts and captains oF the temple, and 
the elders which were come to him, Be 
ye cbme out, as againft a thief, with 
fwords and (laves ? 53 When I was dai¬ 
ly with you in the temple ye ftretched 
forth no hands againft me : but this is 
your hour, and {the hour of Satan) the 
power of darknefs (to triumph over 
me). 

54 5 T Then took they him, and led 
him, and brought him into the high 
prieft’s houfe. and Peter followed afar 
'•off. 55 And when they had kindled a 
fire in the midft of the hall, and were fet 
down together, Peter fat down among 
them. 56 But a certain maid beheld 
him as he fat by the fire, and earnedly 
looked upon him, and faid. This man was 
alfo with him. 57 And he denied him, 
faying. Woman, I know him not. 

58 And after a little tyhile another 
faw him, and faid, Thou art alfo of 
them, and Peter faiil, Man, I am not. 

59, And about the (pace of one-hour 
after, another confidently affirmed, fay¬ 
ing, Of-a truth thife fellow alfo was with 
him ^ for he is a Galilean. <S<?

S And when Herod faw Jefus, he was' 
exceeding glad ; for lie was defirous to 
fee hint of a long feafon, becaufe he had 
heard many things of him, and he hoped 
to have feea fume miracle done by him.

13 And behold, two oQhem went 
that fame day to a village called Em- 
maus,-which was from Jernfalem about 
threqfcore forlongs. 14 And they talk¬ 
ed together of.all the things whichdiad 
happened. 

15 And, it came to pafs, that, while 
they coipmuned together, and reafoned, 
Jefus himfelf drew nigh, and went with 
them. 16 But their ejes were holden, 
that they fhould not know him. 17. 
And he faid unto them, What manner of 
communications are thefe that ye have 
one to another, as ye walk, and are fad? 
18 And the ope of themy whole name 
was Cleophas, anfwering, faid unto him, 
Art thou only a 1..anger in Jerufalcm, 
and haft not known the things which 
are come to pafs there in thefe days?

22 Yea, and certain women alfo of our

30 And it came to pafs, as he fat at 
meat with them, he took bread, and blef- 
fetl it, and brake, and gave to tl^em. , 31 
Anil their eyes were opened, and they 
Jcnew him^and be vanifbed outofthejr 
fight. 32'And they faid one to ano¬ 
ther, Did not our heart burq within us 
while he ^lked with us by the way, 
and' while lie opened to 11s the ferjp- 
turcs? 

33 Ami they rofc up the fame hour, 
and returned to Jerulalcm, and found 
the eleven gathered together, and them 
that were with them, 34 Saying, The 
Lord is rile 11 indeed, and hath appear¬ 
ed to Simon. 35 And they told what 
things were done in the way, and how 
he was known of them in breaking of 
bread. 

36 TJ And as they thus fpakc, Jefus 
hi.niUf flood in the midft of them, and 


faith unto them, Peace be unto you. 37 
But they were terrified and affrighted, 
and fuppofed that they had feen a fpirit. 
38 And he faid unto them, Whv are yc 
troubled ? and why do fueh thoughts a- 
rife in your hearts ? 39 Behold my

45 i hen opened he their umlerfland- 
ing, that they might nnderftand the 
for ip Hires, 4 6 And laid unto them.

Clirifl to fufler, and to rife from the dead 
the third day : 47 And thatTepentance 

and rcmiilion of fins fliould lie preached 
in his name .among all nations, beginning 
at Jemfaleni. 48 And ye are witnefles 
of thefe things. 49 And, behold, I fend 
the Spirit proinifed by my Father upon 
you.

CHAP. III. 

Chrijl teacbclb Nicodcmus. 

"’HERE was a man of the -/Pharifcei 
named Nicodeinus, a ruler of the 
Jews. 2 The fame came to Jefus by night, 
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and laid unto him, Rabbi, we know that 
thoif art a teacher come from Cod ; fbr. 
cowman can do thefe miracles that thou 
doeft except God be with him. 3 Jefus 
anfvered. and faid unto him, Verily, 
verily, I fay unto thee. Except a man be 
born again, he cannot fee the kingdom of 
God. 

4 Nicodemus faith unto him. How 
can a man he bom when he is old ? can 
he enter the fecond time into his mo¬ 
ther’s womb, and be bom ? 5 Jefus an- . 

fwered, Verily, verily, I fay unto thee. 
Except a man be bom of water and of 
the Spirit, (be come pure andfpi ritual) 
he cannot enter into the kingdom of Gcd- 
6 Thai which is born of the flefh is flefh, 
and that which is horn of the Spirit is 
fpirit. 7 Marvel not that I faid unto 
thee. Ye mu ft: be bom again. S The 
wind hloweth wheieit lifleth^ and thou 
heareft the found thereof, but car.ft not 
tell whence it cometh, and whither it 
goeth : fo is every one tkit is bom of the 
Spirit. 

9 Nicodemus anfwered and faid unto 
him, How can thefe things be ? to Je¬ 
fus anfwcred and faid unto him. Art thou 
a matter of Ifraei, and knoweft not thefe 
things? ir Verily, verily, I fay unto 
thee, We fpeak what we do know, and 
tefiify what we have feen; and ye re¬ 
ceive not our witnefs. 12 If I have told 
you (fpiritval things in,figures taken 
from) earthly things, and y<? believe not, 
how (hall ye believe if I tell you of hea¬ 
venly things? 13 And no man hath a- 
feended up to heaven, (i. 18. known the 
fecrets o f the divine will and counfel ), 
but he that came down from heaven, (i. 
14. ajfvnted the human nature') even the 
Son of man, who is in heaven (Ay bis u- 
nion with the Divinity). 

14 And as Motes lifted up the ( bra - 
%en, Nvm. xxi. 9.) ferpent (on a pole) 
in the wildemefs, fo fhall the Son of 
man be lifted up (upon the-crofs) \ 15 

That whofoever belurveth in him fhould 


(r.7 vfe of the) condemnation, that light 
(knowledge of falvntion) is come into 
the world, and men have loved darknels 
{errorand wickednefs )rather tbanjight, 
becaufe their rifeetis are evil. 20 Forv . 
very one that doth evil hateth the JirTt 
(of knowledge and holinefs ), neither co¬ 
meth to the light, left his deeds iliould 
be reprove^. 21 "Eut he that uoetli 
truth cometh to the light,'that his denis 
may be made marifeft that they are 
wrought in God (tc bis glory). 

22 1 [ After thefe things came Tifus 
and his difciplcs into the land of Judea : 
and there he tarried with them, and bap¬ 
tized. 

23 Ij" And John^ilfo was baptizing in 
JE.ro.', r.car to,Salini, becaufc there was 
much water .there; and they came, and 
were baptized : 24 For John was not yet 
cafe into prifen. 

25 Then there arofe a queftion be¬ 
tween foree of John’s difciplcs and the 
Jews about purifying. 26 And they 
came unto "John, and laid unto him,Rab¬ 
bi, he that was with thee beyond Jor¬ 
dan, to whom thou bareft witnefs, be¬ 
hold the fame baptizeth, and all men 
come to him. 

27 John anfwered and faid, A man can 
receive nothing, except it be given him 
from heaven. 2S Ye yourlelvcs bear me 
witnefs that I faid, I am not the Chrift. 
but that I am fent before him. 29 He 
that hath the brfde is the bridegroom ; 
but the friend of the bridegroom, who 
ftandeth and heareth him, rejoice 1I1 
greatly becaufe of the bridegroom'*; 
.voice. This my joy, therefore, is fulfilled. 
30He muft encreafe, but I muft decreafe. 
31 He that cometh from above is above 
all; he that is of the earth is earthly, 
and fpeaketh of the earth ; he that coin- 
eth from heaven is above all. 32 And 
what he hath feen and heard, that he tef- 
tifieth, and no man receivctli his teftimo- 
ny. 33 He that hath received his tefti- 
mony, hath lit to his ftal that God is

6 Mow, Jacob’s well was 
there. Jefus, therefore, being wearied 
with his journey, fat thus on the well; 
an.I it was about the fixth hour. 

7 There coincth a woman of Samaria 
to draw water. Jefus faith unto her, 
Give me to drink. 9 (For his difciples 
were gone away unto the city to buy 
meaty. 

9 Then faith the woman of Samaria 
unto him. How is it that thou, being a 
jew, afkcdt drink of me, who am a wo¬ 
man of .Samaria ? (for the Jews have no 
dealings with the Samaritans .) 10 Je¬ 

fus aniWered ;.ud faid unto her, If thou 
kneweft the gift of God, and who it is 
that faith to thee. Give me to drink; 
thou wouldfl have afked uf him, and he 
would have given thee living water (the 
Spirit's influence to refrejh the foul, 
John vii. 38, 39 ). 

ii The woman faith unto him,Sir, 
Thou haft nothing to draw with, and the 
well is deep : from whence then haft 
thnu that living water? 12 Art thou 
greater than our father Jacob, who gave 
us Hie well, and diank thereof liimlelf, 
and his children and his cattle? 13 Je¬ 
fus anfwcretl and 4 «id unto her, Wliofu- 
evc-r driukcth of this water /hull third 
again; 14 But whofoever drinketh of 
the watej that I (hall give him (hall ne¬ 
ver thirft (or want comfort') ; but the 
water that I ihaU .jive him finll be* in him 
a well of water I plunging up into everlaf- 
ti:ig lid*. 

13 The woman faith unto him, Sir, 
give me this water, that 1 tniift not, nei¬ 
ther coine hither lo draw. 16 Jefus 
faith unto her, Go, cull thy hufound, and 
mine hither. 17 Tue vvmian anlwercJ, 
und laid, [ have no hulband. Jefus faid 
to her, Finely anfwered . I have no huf- 
!/.md ; iS For thou haft hud live huf- 
b a rids: and he whom thou no w haft is 
not thy hulb.md, in that laidft ihou tru¬ 
ly. 

19 '1 he woman faith unto him, Sir, I 
perceive that tb.m art u propliet. £0 
Our taihcrs wirihipped (at the lemjfle) 
on this mountain (ilerittw), ami ye lay 
that in Jsrulaleui is the place where tnea 
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ought to worfliip. 21 Jefus faith unto her. 
Woman, believe'rm*, the hour cometh, 
when yc fliall neither in this mounf .in, 
nor yet at Jerusalem, worfliip the Father. 
22 Ye worfliip yc know not how. We 
know what we worfliip ; for ( the word 
of) Alva lion is of the Jews. 23 But the 
hour coineth and now is, when the true 
worlhippers fliall worfliip the Father in 
fpirit and in truth ; for the Father feck- 
fM Ii luch to worfliip him. 24 God is a 
fpirit; ami they that worfliip him inuft 
worfliip him in fpirit and in truth., 

25 The woman fait h unto him, I know 
that Meflias cometh,-who is called 
Cluift when he is come he will tell us, 
all things. 2 6 Jefus faith unto her, I 
that fpeak unto thee am he, 

27 If And upon this came his difci¬ 
ples, and marvelled that he talked with 
the woman; yrt no man faid, Whatfeek- 
eft thou ? or, Why talkeft thou with her ? 

28 The woman th£n left her water- 
pot, and went her way into the city, 
and faith to the men, 29 Come, fee a 
man who told me all things that ever I 
did ; is not this the Chrift V 30 Then 
they went out of the city, and came un¬ 
to him. 

31 TJ In the mean while his difciples 
prayed him, faying, Mafter, eat. 32 But 
he faid unto them, I have meat to eat 
that ye know not of. 33 Therefore 
faid the difciples one to another, Hath 
any man brought him ought to eat ? 
34 Jefus faith unto them, My meat is to 
do the will ofhim that fent me, and to 
finifli his work. 35 Say not ye, There 
are yet lour months, and then cometh 
harveft ? behold, I fay unto you, Lift up 
your eyes, and look on the fields ; for they 
are white already to {\be gofpel) harveft. 
$6 And he that reapeth receivcth wages, 
and gaihercth (spiritual) fruit unto life 
eternal; that both he that foweth and 
he that reapeth msy rejoice together. 
37 And herein is that faying true, One 
foweth and another reapeth. 38 I fent 
you to reap that whereon ye bellowed 
no labour: other men laboured, and ye 
are entered into their labours. 

39 *)j And many of the Samaritans of 
that city believed on him for the faying 
of the woman, who leitified, He told me 
till that ever I did. 40 So when the 
Samaritans were come unto hijn, they 
bcTought him that lie would tarry with 
them : and he abode there two'days. 

41 And many more believed becaufe 
of Iris own word ; 42 And faid unto the 
woman, Now we beUeve, not becaufe of 
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rhy faying ; for we have Beard him our- 
fclves, and know that this is indeed the 
Chiiit, the Saviour of the world. 

43 IT Now, after two days, lie depart¬ 
ed thence, and went into Galilee ; 44 

But Jefus himfelf teftifitd, thut a pro¬ 
phet hath no honour in his own coun¬ 
try. 

45 Then, wheij he was come into Ga¬ 
lilee, the Galileans received him, hiving 
ieen all the things that he did at'Jerufa- 
lem ar the feaft; for they alfu went unto 
the feaft, 

4$> Se Jefus came again into Cana of 
Galilei, where he made the water wine. 
And there was a certain nobleman, whofe 
fon was fick at Capernaum. 47 When 
he heard that Jefus was come out of Ju¬ 
dea into Galilee he went unto him, and 
befought him that he would come down 
and Heal his fon; for he was at the point 
of death. 48 Then faid Jefus unto him, 
Except ye fee figns an<J wonders ye will 
not believe. 49 The nobleman faith un¬ 
to him, Sir, come down erg my child 
die. 50 Jefus faith unto him, Go thy 
way ; thy fqn liveth. And the man be¬ 
lieved the word that Jefus had fpoken 
uhto him, tfnd he went his way. 

51 And, as he was now going down, 
his fervants met him, and told hiir,, fay¬ 
ing, Thy fon liveth. 52 Then enquired 
he of them the hour when he be¬ 
gan to amend. And they faid unto him, 
Yefterday at the feventh iiour the fever, 
left him. 53 So the lather knew that 
it was at the fame hour in the which 
Jefus faid unto him, Thy fon liveth; 
And himlelf believed, add his whole 
houfe. 

54 This is again the fecond miracle 
that Jefus did. When he was come out 
of Judea into Galilee. 

C H A P. V. 

Chrijl cureth on the Sabbath-day. 
FTER this t^here was a feaft of 
the -Jewsj and Jefus went up to 
Jerufalem. 2 Now there is at Jerufa- 
lem, by the flieep market, a pool, which 
is called in the Hebrew tongue Beth- 
efda, (the heufe of 7/iercy') % having five 
perches 3 In tfatfe lay a gjtcat mul¬ 
titude of impotent folk, of blind, halt, 
withered, waiting for the moving of the 
water. 4 For an angel went down at 
certain feafon into the pool, and troubled 
the water : whofoever then lirft, a»t-T 
the troubling of the water, iltrpped in, 
v.as made whole of whatfuever difcafe 
he had, 

5 And a certain man was tiff re, who 
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had an intimity thirty and eight years. 

6 When Jefus faw him lie, and k 
that he had been now a long time in that . 
cafe, Jie. faith unto him, Wilt thou be 
made whole ? 7 The impotent mnn 

anfwered him, Sir, I have notuan, when 
the water is troubled, to put me into 
the pool : but, while I an: coming, ano¬ 
ther fteppeth down before me. 8 Jefus 
faith unto him, Rife, take up thy bed, 
and Walk. 9 And immediately the mna 
was made whole, and took up his bed. 
and walked : and on the fame day was 
the Sabbath. 

io ^ The Jews therefore faid unto 
him that was cured, It is the Sabbath- 
day; it is not lawful for thee to cany 
thy bed. n He anfwered them, lie 
that made me whole, the fame faid unto 
me. Take up thy bed and walk. 12 
Then afked they him, What man is that 
who faid unto thee, Take up thy bed 
and walk ? 13 And he that was healed 

wift not who it was: for Jefus had con¬ 
veyed himfelf away ,, a multitude being 
in that place. 

14 Afterward, Jefus findtth him in 
the temple, and faid unto him, Behold, 
thou art made whole ; fin no more, left 
a worfe thing come unto thee. 

15 The man departed, and told the 
Jews that it was Jefus who had.made 
him whole., 16 And therefore did the 
Jew*» perfecute Jefus, and fought to flay 
him, beegufe he had done thefe things on 
the fabbath-day. 

- 17 Tf But Jefus anfwered them'My 
Father worketh hitherto, and I work. 

iS Therefore the Jews fought the 
more to kill hini ; bec&ufe he not only 
had hroken the fabhath, but faid all'o 
that God was his Father, making him- 
feif equal with God. 

I9*T|* Then anfweicd Jefus, and faid 
unto them, Verily, verily, I fay unto 
you, The Son can do nothing of himfell, 
but what he fceih the Father do; for 
what things foever be doeth, thefe abb 
doc-tli the ,Son likewife. 20 For the Fa¬ 
ther loveth the Son, and flieweth him all 
things that himfelf doeth ; and be w ill 
f]ievr ‘him greater works than these that 
ye may marvel. 21 For as the Father 
raifeth up the dead, and quitkennh 
them, even fo the Son quickeneth whom 
he will. 2i For the Father judgeth no 
mar., but hath committed all judgment 
unto the Son ; 23 That all men fiituhl 

honour the Son, even as they honour the 
Father. He that honoureth not the Son 
lior.oureth rot the Father who hath fciit 
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him. 24 Verily, verily, I fay unto you, 
lie that -rareth my wortl f ami believeh 
on him that lent me, hath everlafting 
life - and fliall not come into condem¬ 
nation ; but is puffed from death unto 
Jjfe. 25 Verily, verily, I fay unto you, 
The hour is coming, and now is, wlien 
the dead fliall hear the voice of the .Son 
of Cod ; and they that hear fliall live. 
*<J For as the Fathc r hath life in himlell, 
fu I,atii he given to the Son to have life 
inhimiVlf; 27 And hath given him au¬ 
thority jo execute judgment alfo, bccaufe 
lie is the Son of man- 2S Marvel hot 
»t this ; for the hour is coining, in the 
which all tljat are in the graves fliall hear 
his voice, 29 And fliad come forth; 
they that h ive done good unto the refur- 
lcdtion of life ; and they that hive done 
evil unto the refurration of damnation. 
30 I can of miiv* own felf do nothing; 
as I hear I judge ; and my judgment* is 
juft : becatife I feek not mine own will, 
but the will of the Father who hath 
font me. 

31 If 1 hear witnefs of myfelf, my 
witnefs is not true. 32 There is another 
that bearcth-witnefs of me; andfkiiow 
that the witnefs which he witnefTeth of 
me i> true. 33 Ye fent unto John, and 
he bare witrefs unto the truth. 34 But 
I receive not tctlimony from man ; but 
thefc things 1 fay, that ye might be fa¬ 
red. 35 He was a burning and a Alining 
light ; and ye were willing for a feafon 
to rejoice in his light. 

36 «([ But I have greater witnefs than 
that of John; for the works which the 
Father hath given me to finifh, the fame 
works that I do hear vvitncls of me, that 
the Father hath fent mt. 37 And the 
Father hinifelf, who hath fent me, hath 
borne witnefs to me. Ye hitve neither 
heard his voice a\ any time, norfeen his 
iippi aianc■'■. 38 And yc have not his 

Wf,rd a hiding in you; for whom lie hath 
font, him yc believe not. 

39 Jjeartli the fcripturcs; for in 
them yc think ye have eternal life ; and 
they arc they which tellify of me. 40 
And je will not come to me, tjut ye 
might have life. 41 I receive not ho¬ 
nour from men, 47. But I know you that 
yi have not the love of God in you. 43 
T am come in my Father’s name, and ye 
rccei w* 1.1c: not; if another fliall conic in 
his own name, him ye will receive. 44 
Fiiw can ye believe, who receive hu- 
iHHii one of another, and fork not the ho^ 
nour that comcth from God only ? 45 

Do not think tlu.t I will accy.fc you to 
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the Father; there is one that accufeth 
you, even Mofes (by hit writ in rs) in 
whomyetnift. 46 For had ye believed 
Mofes ye would have believed * f ; for 
he wrote of me. 47 But it ye believe 
not his writings, how fliall ye believe my 
words ? 

CHAP. VI. 

Five thovfaruTmen miraculnujly fed. 

A FTER thefe things Jefus went over 
the (tz. {or la key of Gaol c, which 
is the fea of Tiberias (and Genfaretlj')* 
2 And a great multitude followed him, 
kecaufe they faw his miracles which he 
did on them that were di feu fed. 3 And 
Jefus went up into a mountain, and there 
he fat with his difciples. 4 And the 
pa Hover a feaft of the Jew’s was nigh. 

5 When Jefus then lifted up his eyes 
and faw a gr?at company come unto him, 
he faith unto Philip, Whence fliall we 
buy bread, that thefe may cat ? 6 ( And 
this he fa id to prove him : for he himfelf 
knew what he would*do). 7 Philip an- 
fwered him. Two hunched pennyworth 
of bread is not fufficicnt lor them, that 
every one of them may lake a little. 

8 One of his difciplcs, Andrew, Simon 
Peter’s brother, faith unto him, 9 There 
is :v lac! here, who hath five barley loaves 
and rtvo fmall fifitts : but what are they 
among fo many? 10 And Jefus faid, 
Make the men lit down. Now there 
was much grafs in the place. So the 
men fat down, in number about five thou- 
fand. 

11 And Jeflis took the loaves; and 
when he had given thanks he d idribated 
to the difcip'cs, and the difciplts to them 
that were let down ; and likewile of the 
Allies as much as they would. 1 2 When 
they were filled, he faid unto his difei- 
ples, Gather up the fragments that re¬ 
main, that nothing be loft. 13 There¬ 
fore they gathered them together, and 
filled twelve balkets with.the fragments 
of the five barley loaves, which remain¬ 
ed over and above unto them that hud 
eaten. 

14 Then thofe men,, when they had 
feen the miracle that Jefus did, faid. 
This is of a truth that prophet which 
fliould come into ihe world. 

1 5 IT When Jefus, therefore, perceiv¬ 
ed that they would come and tube him 
by force to make him a king, he depait- 
cd again into a mountain himfelf alone. 

16 And when even was now come his 
difuples^wcutdown unto the fea. 17 And 
entered into a fltip, and went over the 
fcT’ toward Capernaum : and it was now 


« 
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dark, and Jefus was not coifte to them. 
18 And the fea arofe by rcafon of a great 
wind that blew. 19 So when they had 
rotted about five and twenty or thirty 
furlongs, they fee Jefus walking on the 
fea, and drawing nigh unto the fliip ; and 
they were afraid. 20 But he faith jinto 
them. It is I; be not afraid. 21 Then 
they willingly received hinr into the flap, 
and immediately the (hip was at the land 
.whither they went. 

22 The day following, when the 
people who ftoocl on the othei fide oFthe 
fea few that there was none othei boat 
there fave that cne whereinto his difci¬ 
ples were entered, aDd that Jefus went 
not with his difciples into the boat, but 
that his difciples were gone away Rlone," 
33 ('Kowbeit there came other boats 
from Tiberias, nigh unto the place' 
inhere they did eat bread, afttr that the 
Lord had given thanks;) 24 When the 

-people, therefore, faw that Jfcfus was not 
there, neither his difciples, they alfo took 
(hipping, and came to Capernaum feck- 
ing for Jefus., 25 'And, when they had 

.found him on the orhei fide of the fea, 
they faid unto him, Rabbi, when earned 
tlicu hither ? 26 Jefus anfwered them, 

and faid, Verily, Verily, I fay unto you, 
Ye feck me, not becaufe ye faw the mi¬ 
racles, but becaufc ye did eat of the 
loaves, and were filled. 17 Labour not 
fior the meat which periflieth, but for 
fhat-meat which endureth unto ever la fl¬ 
ing life, which the Son of man fhali give 
unto you ; for him hath God the Father 
fealed, (authorized). 

2S Then faid they unto him. What 
fliall we do, that we might work the 
works of God ? 29 Jefus anfwered, and 

faid unto them,-This is the work of God, 
that ye believe on him whom he hath 
rent,' 

30 They faid, -therefore, unto him, 
What figns fliewefl thou that, that we 
may fee and Believe thee } what doft 
thou work?- 31 Our fathers did eat 
manna in the defart; as it is written. He 
gave them bread from heaven to eat. 
32 Then Jefus faid unto them, Verily, 
verily, I fay unto you, Mofes gave you 
not that broad from heaven; but my Fa¬ 
ther giveth you the true (spiritual) 
bread from heaven —(of which the other 
was only a figure). 33 For the (spiri¬ 
tual) bfead of God is he -who comctli 
down from heaven, and (spiritu- 

hI) life unto the world. * 

34 Then faid they unto him, Lord, 
evermore give us this bread. 33 And 


Jefus fi.id unto them, I am the bread a 
(spiritual) life: he that coiucth to me 
0*all never hunger ; and he that belitv. 
eth on roe fliall never thiiift, (ncxci 
want comfort). 36 But I faid unto you 
That ye alfo have feen me, and believe 
not. 37 All that the Father givdh 
roe fhali come to me ; and him that 
cometli to roe I will in no wife cult 
out. 38 For I came down from Jicavcn, 
not to do mine own will, but the will vi 
him that fent me. 39 And this is ths 
Father’s will who hath fent me, that of 
all which he hath given me I fliould Inle 
nothing, but thould raife it up again at 
the laft -day.. 40 And this is the wi>! nf 
him that lent me, that every one who 
feeth the Son, and believe; b on him, may 
have everlafting life ; and 1 will raifo 
him up at the laft day. 

41 The Jews then murmured at him, 
becaufe^.he faid, I am the bread wliiili 
came down from heaven. 42 And limy 
faid, Is not this Jefus the fon of Jofepli, 
whofe father and mother we know ? how 
is it then that he faith, I came down 
from heaven ? 43 Jefus, therefore, an¬ 

fwered, and faitl unto them, Muinms 
not among yourfclves. 44 No man can 
come to me, except the Father who hath 
fent me draw him : and I will raife him 
up at the laft day. 45 It is written in 
the prophets. And they fliall be all 
taught of God. Every man, therefore, 
that hath beard, and hath learned of the 
Father, (by bis Spirit), cometh unto me. 
4 6 Not that any raa.i hath feen the Fa¬ 
ther,fave he who is (the Sen) of God, he 
hath feen the Father. 47 Verily, veri¬ 
ly, I fay unto you, He that believeth" <m 
me hath everlafting life. 4S I am that 
bread of [the spiritual) life. 45) Your 
fathers efid eat (material) manna in the 
wiidernefs, and .are dead. 50 This is 
the (spiritual) bread which cornel li 
down from heave a, that a man may cut 
thereof, and not die (eternally). 5-i I 
am the living brbad (the- foul's food) 
which came down from heaven. It auy 
man eat of this (spiritual) breld he shall 
live (spiritually, and be happy) forever;

54, 
Whofo eateth {by faith) my flelli, and 
dnnkoth(7w faith )x\sy blood, hath eternal 
life, ami I will raife him up ut the laft 
day. 55 For (- he pardon purchafed i,i) 
itiy flcih is meat indeed (for the fautj. 
and (the peace purebafed hy ) my blind 
is tlrink ( a>;d comfort ) indeed {to the 
font). 50 He that {thut by faith) eat- 
eth ;nv il?lb, and drinketh my blood, 
(hvclleth in m-r {by faith) and I in him 
(by my Spirit]. 57 As the living Fa¬ 
ther hath fent me, anc! I live by the Fa¬ 
ther; fo he that (thut b y faith fpiritual- 
ly ) eateth {or feedeth) on me, even he 
ill all live by me. 5S This is that (spi¬ 
ritual) bread which came down trom 
heaven ; not ns your fathers did eat 
{material) manna, and are dead. He 
that c iteth of this bread (hall live {spi¬ 
ritually) lor ever. 

59 Thefe things faid he In the fyna- 
gogue, as lie taught in Capernaum. 

60 A Many, therefore, of Iiis difciples, 
when they h id heard this, faid, Thi$ is 
an hard faying ; who can hear it ? 

61 When Jefus knew in himfelf that 

his difciples murmured at it, lie faid un¬ 
to them, Doth this offend you? 62 What 
anc! if ye fhall fqe the Son of man afeend 
up where he was before ? 63 It is the 

fpirit that quiekeneth ; the flefh profit- 
eth nothing : the words that I fpeak un¬ 
to you they are {to be anderjlood of the ) 
Spirit, and (thus) they are life. tfqBut 
there are fome of you that believe not. 
For Jefus knew from the beginning who 
they were that believed not, and who 
flrould betray him. (“>5 And he faid. 
Therefore faid I unto you,' That no man 
can coinc unto me, except it were given 
unto him of my Father. 

66 From that time many of his dif- 

ciples went hack, and walked no more 
with him. «. 

67 Then faid Jefus unto the twelve. 

Will ye alio go away ? 68 Then Simon 

Peter anlwercd him, Lord, to whom 
fhall we go ? thou haft the words of c- 
tcrnal life. 69 And we believe, and are 
fure, that thou art the Chrift, the Son of 
the living God. 70 Jefus anfwcred 
them, Have not I eliofen you twelve, 
and owe of you is a devil ? 71 He Ipake 

ot judas Ifcariot, the Ion of Simon : 
for he it was that lliould betray him, 
being one of the twelve.

was at hand. ' {Lev. xxiii. 34. ) 3 

brethren, therefore, faid unto him, Dc- 
pait hence, and go into Judea, that thy 
ipl-s alio may fee the works that 
th<''i doeft. 4 For no man docth any 
thing in ferret, who1 himfelf fevketh to 
be known openly : if thou doeft thcie 
miracles, fhew tliyfelf to the world (in 
doing them). 5 For neither did his kin¬ 
dred believe on him. 6 Mien Jefus faid 
unto them, My time {for going to the 
fea/t) is not yet come ; but your rime is 
alivay ready. 7 I’he world cannot hate 
you, {as yc are conformed to it) % buf 

inc it hateth, beeaufe I teftify of it that 

the works thereof are evil. 8 Go ye up 
unto this feait; I go not up yet unto this 
fealt; for my time is not yet ruily come. 

9 When he had faid thefe words unto 
them he abode ifcill in Galilee. 10 But 
when his kindred were gone up, then 
went he all'o up unto the tcaft, not open¬ 
ly, but as it were in fecret. 

11 Then the Jews fought him at the 
fcaft, and faid, Where is he ? 12 And 

there was much murmuring among the 
people concerning him ; for fome faid. 
He is a good man; others faid,Nay; but 
he deceivcth the people. 13, Hmvbeit 
no man fpake openly ofliim for fear of 
the Jews. 

14 Now, about the mid ft of tho 
feaft, Jefus went up imto the temple and 
taught. 15 And ihe Jews marvelled, 
faying, How knoweth this nran letters* 
having never learned? 

16 Jefus anfivered them, and faid. 
My doftrine is not mine, but his that 
fent me. 17 If any man will do his, 
vfrill, (by the pence and comfort he fine* 
therein , PJalm cxix. 1*15.) he lhall know 
of the doctrine whether it be of God, or 
whether I fpeak it of myfelf. i 3 He 
that fpeaketh of himfelf feeketh his own 
glory; but he that feeketh his glory that 
fent him, the fame is true, and no un- 
righleoufnefs is in hum 19 Did not 
Moles give yon the law, and yet hone 
of you keepeth the law ? Why go ye a- 
bout to kill me ? 

20 The people anfwcred, and faid. 
Thou halt a deyil: who goeth about to 
kill thee ? 21 Jefus anfwercd, and faid 

unto them, I have done one work, and 
yc all' marvel. 22 Mofes, therefore, 
gave unto you circumcifiou, (uot be- 
emife it is of Mofes, but of the lathers,) 
N 2 
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iml ye 071 the fiabbath-day circumcife a 
man. 23 If a man on the fahhath-dav 
receive drain.cifion, without breaking 
the law of Mofcs; ye ye angry at nie t 
becaufe I have made a man every whit > 
whole on thp f.tbbath-day? 24 Judge 
not according to the appearance, but 
judge righteous judgment. 

25 Then-laid lome of them of Jerufa- 
lem. Is not this he whom they feek to 
kill ? 26. But, lo, he fpeaketh boldly, 

and they fay nothing unto him. Do the 
rulers know indeed that this is the very 
Chrift ? 27 Howbeit we know this man 
whence he is; but when Chrift cometh, 
no man knuweth whence he is. 

28 'I hen cried Jefus in the temple as 
be taught, faying. Ye both know me, 
and ye know w hence I am ; and l am 
not come of mylc-lf, but he that lent me 
is true, whom ye know not. '29 But I 
know’ him ; for 1 am from him, and he 
hath fent me. 

30 Then they fought to take him : 
but no man laid hands on him becaufe 
his hour was not yet come. 31 And ma¬ 
ny of the people believed on him, and.

36 What manner of faying is 
this that lie faid, Ye fliall feek me, and 
fliall not find me ; and where I am, thi¬ 
ther ye cannot come ? 37 In the laft

7. And hi$ difciplcs alked him, faying, 
Matter who did fin, this man’s (foul be¬ 
fore it came into hit body), er his pa¬ 
rents, that he was born blind ? 3 Jefus 

anfwered, Neither by this man’s fin nor 
his parents was he born blind, but that 
the works of God should be made mani- 
feft in him. 

4 I mult work the works of him that 
fent me while it is day; the night (of 
death) cometh, when no man can work. 
5 As leng as I am in the world, I am 
the light of the world. 

6 When he had thus fpoken, he fpat 
on the ground, and made clay of the fpit- 
tle, and he anointed the eyes of the bljnd' 
man with the clay, 7 And faid UDto 
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him. Go wafli in the pool of Siloam, 
(w’hich is, by interpretation, Sent J. He 
went his way, therefore, and walked, 
and came feeinjj. 

8 The neighbours, therefore, and 
they who before had feen him that he 
was blind, faid, Is not this he that fat 
and begged ? 9 Son.e faid, This is lie ; 

others faid. He is like him ; but lie laid, 
I am he. ’ 

10 Therefore faid they unto him, How 
were thine eyes opened ? 11 He anfwer¬ 
ed and faid, A man that is called Jefus 
made clay, and anointed mine eyes and 
faid unto me. Go to the pool of Siloam, 
and wafli; and I went and walked, and 
I received fight. 

12 Then faid, they unto him, Where is 
he > He faid, 1 know not. 

13 They brought to the Pharifces 
him that aforetime was blind. 14 And 
it was the fabbath day when Jefus made 
the clay, and opened his eyes. 

15 Then again the Pharifees alfo alli¬ 
ed him how he had received his fight. 
He faid unto them. He put clay upon 
mine eyes, and I waflied, and do fee. 

16 Therefore faid fome of the Phari- 
fecs, This man is not of God, becaufe he 
keepeth not the fabbath day. Others 
faid, How can a man that is a fiuner do 
fuch miracles ? And there was a divifion 
among them. 

17 They fay unto the blind man a- 
gain, What fayeft thou of him, that he 
hath opened thine eyes ? He faid, He is a 
prophet. 

18 But the Jews did not .believe con¬ 
cerning him that he had been blind, ami 
received his fight, till they called the 
parents of him that had received his 
fight. 19 And they alked them, fay¬ 
ing, Is ,1 this your Ton, who ye fay was 
bom blind ? how then doth he now fee > 

20 His parents anfwered them, and 
faid, We koow that this is our fon, and 
that he was born blind; 21 But by 
what means he nOw feeth we know not; 
or who hath opened his eyes know 
not. He is of age, alk him, he fliall fpeak 
forhimfelf. 

22 Thefe words fpake his parents be¬ 
caufe they feared the Jews; for the Jew# 
had agreed already, that if any man did 
ccmfels that he was Chrift he fhould be 
put out of the fynagogue. 23 There¬ 
fore faid his parents, He is of age, alk 
him. 

24 Then ..again called they the maa’ 
that was blind, and faid unto him, Give

29 We know that 6od fpake 
untuMofes; as for this man, we know not 
from'whence he is. 30'flie man anfwer¬ 
ed and faid unto them, Why herein is a 
marvellous thing, that ye know not from 
whence he is, ami yet he hath opened 
m ine ry« s.

35 Jefus heard that they had caft 
him out; and, when he had found him, 
he faid unto him, Dolt thou beheve on 
the Sou of God t 3 6 He anfwered and 
laid, Who is he that I might believe on 
him ? j 7 And Jefus faid unto him, thou 
haft both f,:en him, and it is he that talk¬ 
er h with thec. 3S And he faid. Lord, 

1 believe. And he wor (hipped him. 

39 And Jefus faid, For judgment I 
am come into this world; that they 
who ( bajl that they) fee might be 
left to their Lhndntfs, (l*Jjal, Jxxxt. 12). 
40 \nd lome ot the Fh.uiiefs, which were 
with him, heard thefe words, and faid 
unto him, Are we blind alfo ? 41 Jefus

CHAP. X. 

Chri/i the good Shepherd, 

V ilRILY, verily, I fay unto you, He 
that entcrcth not by the door into 
the flicep-fold, but climbcth up fonie o- 
ther way, the lame is a thief and a ,rob¬ 
ber. ( lixek. xx\iv. 31. Vfalni xxiii. 1.) 

2 Hut lie that emercth ii: uy the door is 
the Iheplierd of the llieep. 3 To, him 
the porter openeth ; and the flieep hear 
liis voice; aud he eajkth his own llieep 
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by name, and leadeth them out ( to the 
pa flat e, •whither they follow him). 4 
And, when he putteth forth his own 
flieep, he goeth before them, and the 
(beep follow him : for they know hi 9 
voice. 5 And a ftranger will they not 
follow, but will flee from him ; for they 
know not the voice of (Hangers. 

6 This parable fpake Jefus unto them; 
hut they undejftood not what things they 
were which he fpake Unto. them. 

7 Then faid Jefus unto them again, 
Verily, verily, I fay unto you, I am the 
door of the llieep. 8 And all that ever 
came before me (/// their o<wrt authority, 
and not called) are thieves and robbers ; 
but the fliecp did not hear them. 9 I 
am the door; by me, if any man enter 
in, he (hall be faved, and fha.Il go in and 
out, and find pafture. 10 , The thief 
cometh not but for to fteal, and to kill, 
and to deftroy ; I am come that .they 
might have life, and that they might 
have it more abundantly. 11 I am the 

ood fliepherd; the good fliepherdgiveth 
is life for the flieep. 12 Hut Jie that is 
an hireling, and not the (Iiepherd, wliofe 
own the flieep are not, feeth the wolf 
(/,*»<■ petfecuting feducer) coming, and 
leaveth the flieep, and tfeeth ; and the 
wolf catchetli and fcattereth the flieep. 

13 The hireling fleetli, becaufe he is an 
hireling, and careth not for the Ihcep. 

14 I am the good fliepherd, and know 
niy flieep, and am known of mine. 15 
As the Father knoweth me, even fo 
know I the Fainer; and I lay down ray 
life for the sheep. 16 And other sheep 
(among the Gentile t) I have, which 
are not of this fold ; them alfo I mult 
oriug, add they shall hear my voice; 
and there shall be one fold, and one 
shepherd. 17 Therefore doth my Fa¬ 
ther love me, becaufe I lay down my 
life, that I might take it again.

God's vicegerents'). 35 If he called 
them gods to whom the word ( of au¬ 
thority from') God came, and the ferip- 
ture^cannot be broken ; 3 6 Say yc cf 

him whom the Father hath fan^liHeci, 
(authorized) t and fent into the world, 
Thou bl&fphemeft ; becaufe I faid, I am 
the Son of God ? 37 If T do not the 

works of my Father, believe rre noj. 
38 But if I do, though ye believe not 
me, believe the works; that ye n-ay 
know and bc-licve that the Father is in 
and I. in him. , .

_ 7 Then after that faith he to his dif- 
ciples.

7 Jefus anfwered, and 
faid unto him, What I do thou knoweft 
not now ; but thou sbalt know hereaf¬ 
ter. 0 Peter faith unto'him, Thou 
shalt never wash my feet. Jefus an¬ 
fwered him, If I w.ash thee not (morc/- 
/y, Rev. i. 5.) thou haft no part with 
me. 9 Simon Peter faith unto him, 
Lord, not my feet only, but .alfo my 
hands and my head. 10 Jefus faith LO 
him, He that is wafhed needeth not, Save 
to walli his feet, but is ( accounted ) 
clean every whit; and ye. are clean, but 
not all. t1 For he knew who Should 
betray him ; therefore faid he, Ye are 
not all clean. 

12 So after he had wafhed their feet, 

and had taken his garments, and was fet 
down again, he faid unto them. Know- 
ye what T -'ive done unto you ?

Have I been fo long 
time with you,and yet haft thou not known 
me* Philip ? he that hath feen me hath 
feen the Father; apd how fayeft thou 
then, Shew,us the Father 10 Bcliev- 
eft thou not that I am in the Father, 
and the Father in me ? the words that I 
fpeak unto you, I fpeak not of myfelf - T 
but the Father, that dwelleth in me, he 
deeth the works, n Believe me that I 
am in the Father, and the Father in me: 
or elfe believe me for the very works* 
fake. T2 Verily, verily, l fay unto 
you. He that bclieveth on me, the works 
that I do he fhall do alfo ; and greater 
,'woiks than thefe fhall he do, becaufc I 
go unto my Father, (to fend the Spirit 
to work wonders by you). 13 And 
whatfoever ye fhall afk in my name, 
that will 1 do, that the Father may be 
glorified in the Sou, (by the Spirit). 14 
If ye fhall afk any thing in my name I 
will do it. 

15 T[ If ye love me, keep my com¬ 
mandments; 16 And I will pray the 
F^jher, and he fhall give you another 
Comforter, that he may abide with you 
for ever ; v 17 Even the Spirit of truth, 
whom the world cannot receive, becaufe 
it feetb him not, neither kr.oweth him ; 
but ye know him—for he dwelleth 
with you, and fhall be in you. 18 I will 
not leave you comfortlefs; I will come 
to you (after my refurreflion by my 
Spirit).

Chap. XVII. J O 

T HESE words fpake Jcfus, and lifted 
up his eyes to heaven, and faid, 
father, the hour (for overthrowing the 
powers of darhticft) is come; glorify thy 
Son by the victory, that thy Son may al- 
fo glorify thee in the triumph, (Col. it. 
r5.) 7 As thou haft given him power over 
sill flefli, that he Ihould give eternal life 
to as many as thou halt given him. 3 
And this is life eternal, that they might 
Uivingly and experimentally know thee, 
the only true God, and Jefus Chrift 
whom thou haft fent to fave the world. 
4 I have glorified thee on the earth, as 
I have finilhed the work which thou ga- 
*' it me to do. 5 And now, O Father, 
glorify thou me with thine own felf, ev¬ 
en with the gloiy which 1 had with thee 
before the world was. 

6 I have ir.anifefted thy name unto 
the men whom thou gaveft me out of 
the world, to believe and obey the truth ; 
thine they were by creation and thou 
gaveft them me, toferve me, and they 
have kept thy word (obeying it). 7 
Now they have known that the words, 
and works,and all things vvhatfoeverthou 
hurt given me are from thee : 6 For I 

have given unto them the wordi which 
thou gaveft me; and they have received 
them, and have known furely that I came 
out from thee, and they have believed 
that thou diJit fend me. p I pray for 
llicm,I pray not for the world (they will 
n >t receive my words,y.4 6. but for them 
whom thou haft given me to believe and 
obey t) c truth, for they are thine. 10 
And all mine are thine, and thine are 
m ine ; and I am glorified in them by fa¬ 
ying them. 11 And now 1 am no more 
in the world, but thefe are in the world, 
and I come to thee. Holy Father, keep 
through thine own name thofe whom 
thou haft given me, that they may be 
one,/« love, as we are. 12 Whilft I was 
with them in the world I kept them in 
the fear of thy name. Thofe that thou 
gaveft me I have kept, and none of 
them is loft ; but the fon of perdi* 
tion (Judas; who is gone to perdition), 
that the feripture might be fulfilled. 13 
And now I come to thee : and thefe 
things I fpcak in the world, that they 
might have my joy fulfilledin themfelves. 
14 I have given them thy word ; and the 
world hath hated them, be<^aufe they are 
not of the world, even as I am not of the 
world. 15 I pray not that thou flropld- 
elt take them out of the world, but that 
thou fliouldcft keep them from'the evil. 
16, They are not conformed to the world 
even as I am not conformed to the world. 
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17 Santflify them thro* thy pure 'word of 
truth, (Jer, xxiii. 19. Eph. v. 26); thy 
word is truth, xfl As thou haft fent me 
into the world, even fo- have I alio fent 
them into the world, to teach it. 19 And 
for their fakes I fanclify myfelf, (being 
fet apart for the vuprk of their falva- 
tion), that they alfo may he fnn&ified 
tin o’ the truth, (purified by it from er¬ 
ror and immorality ). 

20 Neither pray I for thefe alone, but 
for them alfo which ftiall believe on me 
throVtlieir word ; 21 That they all may 
be one ; as thou, Father, art in me, and 
I in thee, that they alfo may be one in 
mutual love ; thal the world may be* 
Iieve that thou haft fent me. zz And 
the glory of doing tnighty works which 
thou gaveft ine, I have given them, that 
they niay be one in love, as we are one. 
13 Thou in me, and I in them; that 
they may be made perfect in one (cor¬ 
dial love ); and that the World may 
know that thou haft fent me, and hast 
loved them, as thou haft loved me. 

24 Father, I will that they alfo whom 
thou haft given me may be with me 
where I am 1 ; that they may behold my 
glory which thou hall given me; for 
thou lovedft me before the foundation of 
the v orld. 25 O righteous Father, the 
world hath not known thee; but I have 
known thee, and thefe have known-that 
thou haft fent me. 26 Aqd I have de¬ 
clared unto them thy name, and will de¬ 
clare it, that the love wherewith thou 
hall loved me may be in them, and I in 
them, by my Spirit abiding in them. 
CHA P. XVHI. 

Judas betrayeth Chrijl. 

HEN Jcfus had fpoken thefe 
words he went forth with his 
difciples over the brook Cedron, where 
was a garden, into which he entered, 
and his difciples. z And Judas alfo, wl, > 
betrayed him, knew the place ; for Jefus 
oft-times-refarted thither with his difci¬ 
ples. 

3 Judas then, having received a band 
of men and officers from the chief priefts 
aqd Pharifees, comcth thither with lan¬ 
terns, and torches, and weapons. 

4 Jefus, therefore, knowing all things 

that fliould come upon him, went forth, 
and ftyd unto them whom feck ye ? 5 

They anfwered him, Jefus of Nazareth. 
Jefus faith unto them, I am he. (And 
Jiulas alfo, who betrayed him, ftood 
with them.) 6 As lbon then as he had 
faid unto them, I am he, they went back¬ 
ward, and fell to the grounds as. i&iucrc 
tbuudcrjiruck by the power of his word 
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7 Then afted he them again, Whom 
fcek ye ? And they fa id, Jefus of Naza¬ 
reth. 8 Jefus anfwered, I have told you 
that I am he ; if, therefore, ye feck me, 
let thefe (my difciples) go then way: 
9 Th^t the faying might be fulfilled 
which he fpake, Of them which 'thou 
gaveft me have I loft none (fry apoftacy , 
xvii. ii.) 

to If Then Simon Peter, haring a 
fword, drew it, and fraote the highprieft’s 
fervant, and cut ofF his right ear. The 
fervant’s name was Malchus. 

11 Then faid, Jefus unto Peter, Put up 
thy fword into the (heath : the cup of 
Sufferings which my Father hath given 
me, (hall I not drink it ? r 

12 Then the band, and the captain, 
and .officers of the Jews, took Jefus, and 
bound him, 13 And led him away to 
Annas firft ; (for he was father-in-law to 
Caiaphas, who was the high prieft that 
fame year.) 14 Now Caiaphas was he 
who gave, counfel to the Jews, that it 
was expedient that one man fhould ‘die 
for the people, (xi. 50.) 

15 And Simon Peter followed Jefus, 
and fo did another difciple. That difei- 
ple was k,nown to the high prieft, and 
went in with Jefus into the palace of the 
high prjeft. 16 But Peter flood'at the 
door without. Then went out that other 
difciple, who was known unto the High 
prieft, and fpake unto her that kept the 
dooT, and brought in Peter. 17 Then 
faith the damfel that kept the door upto 
P.eter, Art not thou alfo one of this man’s 
difciples? faith, I am oot- iS And 
the fervants and officers flood there, who 
had made a fire of coals, (for it wascoldf) 
and they warmed themfelves: And Pe¬ 
ter flood with them, and warmed him- 
felf> 

19 The high prieft then afted Jefus 
of bis difciples, and of his dodlrine. 20 
Jefus anfwered him, I fpake openly to the 
world; I ever taught in thje fynagogue, 
and in the temple, whether the Jews al¬ 
ways refort; and in fecret have I faid 
nothing. 21 Why afteft thou me ? aft 
them who heard me, what I have faid 
nnto them : behold, they know what I 
Faid. ' 

22 And, when he had thus fpoken, one 
of the officers who flood by ftruck Jefus 
with the p2)m of his hand, faying, Ad- 
(wereft thou the high prieft fo ? 23 Je- 

fus anfwered him. If I have fpoken.evil, 
bear vjrftnefs of the evil; hut* if well, 
why fmiteft thou me ? 24 {Now Annas 

had fept hio\ bound unto Caiaphas the 
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high prieft.) 

*5 IT And- Simon Peter ftood and 
warmed himfelf; ,they faid, therefore, 
unto him, Art not thou alfo one of bis dif- 
ciples ? He denied it, and faid, I am 
not. 26 One of the fervanls of the 
high prieft, being his kinfman whofe 
ear Peter cut off, faith. Did not I fee 
thee in the garden with liipi ? 27 Pe¬ 

ter then denied again ; and immediate¬ 
ly the cock crew. 

28 Then led they Jefus from Caia- 
phr.s unto the hall of judgment ; and it 
was early ; and they themfelves w t ent 
not into the judgment-hall, left they 
fhould he defiled ; but that they might 
cat the paffover. 

29 Pilate then went out unto them, 

and faid, What accufatiun bring yc a- 
gaiftft this man ? 30 They anlwered, 

and faid unto him, If he were not a ma¬ 
lefactor, we would not have delivered 
him up unto thee. 31 Then faid Pilate 
unto him. Take ye him, and judge him 
according to your law. The Jews, 
therefore, faid unto him, It is not law¬ 
ful for us to put any man to death ; 32 

That the faying of Jefus might be ful¬ 
filled, which he fpake, fignifying what 
death he fhould die. 

33 Then Pilate entered into the judg¬ 
ment-hall again, and called Jefus. and 
faid unto him, Art thou the king of the 
Jews? 34 Jefus anfwered him, Sayeft 
thou this thing of thyfelf, or did others 
tell it thee ot me ? 

35 Pilate anfwered, Am I a Jew ? 
Thine own nation, and the chief pri^fts, 
have delivered thee unto me. What haft 
thou done ? 

36 Jefus anfwered, My kingdom is not 
of this world. If my kingdom were of 
this world, then would my fervants fight, 
that I flvould not be delivered to the 
Jews; but now is my kingdom not from 
hence, but from heaven, 1 Cor. xv. 47. 
Rev. xxi. 10. 

37 Pilate, therefore, faid unto him. 
Art thou a king then? Jefus anlwered. 
Thou fayeft that I am a king. To this 
end. was I born, and for this caufe came 
I into the world, that I fhould bear wit- 
nefs unto the truth. Every one that is of 
the truth, and againfl the father of lies, 
Pfal. xlv. 4. xevi, 13. heareth my voice, 
and fights under the protection of my 
feeptre of truth. 

38 Pilate faith unto him, What is 
truth ? And when he had faid this, he 
went out again unto the Jews,^anri faith 
unto them, I find in him aa fiiult at all* 
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39 But ye have a cuftom that I fliould 
rcleafe unlo you one at the paflover; will 
ye, therefore, that I rcleafe unto you the 
king of the Jews > 40 Then cried they 

all again, faying, Not this man, but 
Barabbai. Now Bar-abbas was a rob¬ 
ber, 

CHAP. XIX. 

Cbrifi is fconrged, and crucified. 

Pilate, therefore, took Jefus, 
X anil fcourged him. 2 And the fid¬ 
dlers platted a crown of thorns, anij put 
it on his head, and they put on him a pur¬ 
ple robe, 3 And laid, Hail, king of the 
Jews ! and they fmotc him with their 
Lunds. 

4 Pilate, therefore, went forth again, 
and faith unto them, Behold, I bring him 
forth to you, that ye may know that I 
find no fault in him. 

5 Then tame Jefus forth, wearing jlie 

crown of thorns, and the purple robe— 
And Pilate faith unto them, Behold the 
man ? 6 When the chief priefts, there¬ 

fore, and officers faw him, they cried 
out, faying, Crucify him, crucify him." 
Pilate faith nrtto them, Take ye him, 
and crucify him : for I find no fault in 
him. 7 The Jews anfwcred him, We 
have a law, and by our law he ought to 
die, becaufe he made himfelf the Son of 
God. 

S When Pilate, therefore, heard 
that laying he was the more afraid; 9 

And went again into the judgment-hall, 
and faith unto Jefus, Whence art thou ? 
But Jefus gave him no anfwcr. to Then 
faith Pilate unto him, Speakeft thou not 
unto me ? knoweft thou not that I have 
power to crucify thee, and have power 
to releafe thee ? 11 Jefus aniwered. 

Thou collided have no power at all a- 
gaiitfl me, except it were given thee from 
above : therefore he that delivered me 
unto time hath the greater fin. 11 And 
horn Ihenceloith Pilate fought to rcleafe 
him : but the Jews cried out, faying, If 
thou let this man g*> thou art not Cellar's 
hiend; whofuevei' maketh trirulclf a 
k.ng ipeaketh again If Cefar.

14 And it Was the 
preparation of the |\aflbver, and about 
the ii.-:th hour ; and he faith unlo th$ 
Jews, Bchu'(1 your king ! r$ But they 
tried out, Away with him, away with 
bun, crueily him. Pilate faith unto them, 
Siiu.l I up- icily jour king? The chief 


priefts anfwered, We have no king but 
Cefar. 

16 Then delivered he h»m, therefore, 
unto them to be crucified. And they took 
Jefus, and led him aw'ay. 17 And he, 
bearing his crofs, went forth into a place 
called the place of a fcull, which js call¬ 
ed in the Hebrew Golgotha; iS Where 
they crucified him, and two others with 
him, on either fide one, and Jefus in the 
nTidtt. 

19 And Pilate wrote a title, and 
put it on the crofs. And the writing 
was, Jesus of Nazareth, tIie Kino 
of*t ii e Jews. 20 This title then read 
many of the Jews ; for the place where 
Jefus was crucified was-nigh to the city ; 
and it was written in Hebrew, and Greek, 
and Latin. 

2 r 'Then faid the chief priefts of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not.

23 Then the fijldiers, whenlihey 
had crucified /efus, took his garments, 
and made four'parts, to every foldier a 
part ; and alfo his coat- -Now the coat 
was without feam, woven from thef top 
throughout: 24 They faid, therefore, a- 
mong ihemfelvcs, I.et us not fend It, but 
caft lots for it, whofe ft iliall be ; that 
the feripture might "be fulfilled, which 
faith, They pirted my raiment among 
them, and for my vcfture they did caft 
lots.

25 If Now there flood by the crofs of 
Jefus his mother, and his mother's filler, 
Mary the wife of Clcopas, and Miry 
Magdalene.

38 T[ And after this, Jofeph of Ari- 
mathea (being a difciple of Jefus, but 
fecretly for fear of the Jews) befought 
Pilate that he might take away the body 
of jfefus; and Pilate gave him leave, 
He came, therefore, and took the body of 
Jefus. 39 And there came alfo Nicotle- 
mus^fwh 0 at the firft came to Jefus by 
nighty) and brought a mixture of myrrh 
anjjjf aloes, about an hundied pound 
weight.

T H E firft day of the week cometti

ffeth the done taken away from the fe¬ 
pulchre. 2 Then fhe runfieth. and co¬ 
in eth to Simon Peter, and to the other 
difciple whom Jefus loved, and faith un¬ 
to them, They Have taken away the 
Lord out of the fepulchre, and we know 
not where they have laid him. 3 Peter,, 
therefore, went forth, and that other dif¬ 
ciple, and came to the fepulchre. 4 So 
they ran both’together; and the other 
difciple did-outrun Peter, and came firft 
to theflfejiukbre. 5 And he t Hooping 
dowry and looking in, the linen 
clctMsJtyiag : yet went ltd not in. 

4 2EE81 coaieth Simon Peter ftdloW- 
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ing him, and went into the fepulchre, 
and feeth the linen clothes lie; 7 And 

the tiapkin that was about his head 
not lying with the linen clothes, but 
wrapped together in . a place by itfclf. 

8 Then went in alfo that other dif¬ 
ciple who came firft to the fepulchre, 
and he faw, and believed. 9 For as yet 
they knew not the feripture, that he 
muft rife again from the dead- 

10 Then the difciples went away a- 
gain unto their own home. 

it If But Mary flood without at the 
fepulchre weeping: and, as flie wept, fhe 
ftooped down, and lookea into the fe¬ 
pulchre, 12 And feeth two angels in 
white fitting, the one at the head, and 
the other at the feet, where the body of 
Jefiis bad Iain. ‘ 13 And they fay unto 
her. Woman, why weepeft thou ? She 
faith unto them, Becaufe they have ta¬ 
ken away my Lord, and I know not 
where they have laid him. 14 And 
when lhe had thus faid fhe turned her- 
felf back, and faw Jefus (landing, and 
knew not that it Was Jefus.» 

r5 Jefus faith unto her. Woman, why 
weepeft thou ? whom feekelt thou ? She, 
fuppofing him to be the gardener, faith 
unto him. Sir, if thou have borne him 
hence, tell me where thou haft laid him, 
and I will take him away. 16 Jefus 
faith unto her, Mary. She turned her- 
felf, and faith unto him, Rabboni; which 
is to fay, Mailer. 17 Jefus faith to her. 
Delay not to touch or handle me now ; 
for tho’ I am not yet afeended to my Fa¬ 
ther, I am to afeend : go, therefore, to 
my brethren, and tell them, that I afeend 
to my Father, and your' Father ; and to 
my God, and your God. 

18 Mary Magdalene came and told 
the difciples that flie had feen the Lord, 
and that he had fpoken thefe things un¬ 
to her. 

19 T[ Then the fame day-at evening, 
being the firft day of the week, when the 
doors were fiiut where the difciples were 
aflembled for fear of the Jews, came Je¬ 
fus, and flood in the midft, and faith 
unjo them, Peace be unto you. 20 And, 
when he had fo faid, he fliewed unto 
them his hands and his fide. Then were 
the difciples glad when they faw the 
Lord. 

21 Then faid Jpfus to them again, 
Peace be unto you ; as my Father hath 
lent me, even fofiend I you (to teach'). 
22 And, whence had faid this, he breath¬ 
ed on them, and faith unto them, Receive 
ye the Holy Spirit. 33 Whofe foever fins 
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ye rightly declare to b« remitted, they 
are remitted unto them ; nnd whofe fu- 
ever rtns ye declare to be not remitted, 
they arc not remitted. 

24 But Thomas, one of the twelve, 
called Didymus, was not with them when 
Jcfus came. 2 5 The other difciples, there¬ 
fore, fa id unto him, We have feen the 
Lord. But he faid unto them, Except I 
Aiull fee in his hands the printof the nails, 
and put my finger into the print of the 
nails, and thruft my hand into his fide, I 
will not believe. 

16 And, after eight days again his 
ilif iples were within, and Thomas with 
them. Then came Jefus, the doors be¬ 
ing fluit, (.0/ before , v. 19. having open¬ 
ed them unobfervedly ), and flood in the 
inidfl, and faid, Peace be unto you. 

Then faith he to Thomas, Reach hither 
thy finger, and behold my hands; and 
reach hither thy hand, and thruft it into 
my fide; and be not faithlefs, but believ¬ 
ing. 28 And Thomas anfwered, and faid 
unto him. My Lord, and my God. 29 
Jefus faith unto him, Thomas, beenufe 
thou haft feen me thou halt believed'; 

I*letted arc they that have not feen, and 
yet have bclieved- 

30 And many other fign9 truly did 
Jcfus in the prefence of his difciples, 
which are not written in this book : 31 
But thefe are written, that ye might be¬ 
lieve that Jefus is the Chrift, the Son of 
God; and that believing ye might hnvo 
life through his name, (the Saviour). 
CHAP. XXI. 

Chri/l nppeareth to his difciples. 
FTE 11 thefe things Jefus fliewed 
himfclf again to the difciples at 
the fea of Tiberias ; and in this manner 
fiicwcdhe himfclf. 2 Theie were toge¬ 
ther Simon Peter, and Thomas called 
Didymus, and Nathanael of Cana in Ga¬ 
lilee, and the fons of Zebedee, and two 
other of his difciples. 3 Simon Peter 
faith unto them, I go a fifhing. They 
fay unto him, We alio go witty thee.— 
They went forth, and entered into a fliip 
immediately ; and that night they 
caught nothing. 

4 But when the morning was now 
come, Jcfus flood on the fhore ; but the 
difciples knew not that it w.is Jefus. 5 
Then Jefus faith unto them, Children, 
have ye any meat? They anfwered him. 
No. 6 And he faid unto them, Caft: the 
net on the right fide of the fliip, and ye 
fliall find. They call, therefore ; and 
now they were not able to draw it for 
the multitude of fiflies. 
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- 7 Therefore, that difciple whom Jefus 
loved faith unto Peter, It is the Lord. 
Now, when Simon Peter heard that it 
was the Lord, he girt his fifhers coat a- 
bout him, (for he was without it,) and 
did caft himfelf into the fen. 

8 And the other difcipU-s came in a lit¬ 
tle fliip, (for they were not fur from 
land, but as it were two hundred cu¬ 
bits) dragging the net with fiflies. 

9 As foon then as they were come to 
land they faw a fire of coals there, and. 
fifli laid thereon, and bread. 10 J-ius 
faith uuto them, Bring of the fiih which 
ye have now caught. 

11 Simon Peter went up, and drew the 
net to land full of great fifties, an hundred 
and fifty and three; and tho’ there were 
fo many, yet was not the net broken, 
iz Jefus faith unto them. Come and 
dine. And none of the difciples durlt 
a Ik him, Who art thou ? knowing that it 
was the Lord— (for tho ’ their afhmjh- 
ment made them doubt a little , they f wet 
ajhamed of it.) 

13 Jefus then cometh and taketh. 
bread, and giveth them,, and fifli like wife. 

14 This is now the third tima that 
JefuS (hewed himfelf to his difciploa after 
that he wasrifen from the dead. 

15 So, when they had dined, Jefus 
faith to Simon Peter, Simon, fon of Jo¬ 
nas, lo-veft thou me more than thefe? 
He faith unto him, Yea, Lord, thou 
knoweft that Hove thcc. He faith unto 
him, Feed iny lambs, (nveak believers). 

1 6 He faith to him again, tbe fdcond 
time,Simon, fun of Jonas, loveft tiiou me ? 
He faith unto him, Yea, Lord, thou 
knowelt that I love thee. He faith unto ■ 
him, Feed my (heep. n He faith unto" 
himthc third time,Simon fon of Jonas, Lo- 
vefl thou me > Peter was grieved becaufe 
he faid unto-him.the third time, Loved 
thou me ? And he faid unto him. Lord, 
thou knowelt all things; thou knowelt 
that I love thee. Jefus faith unto him. 
Feed my flieep. 18 Verily, verily, I fay 
unto thee, When thou walk young, thou 
girded It thyfelf, and walked ft whether 
thou woul eft; but when thou fhn.lt be 
old, thou fludt ftretch fofth thy hands, 
and another fliall gird thee, and carry 
thee whither thou wonldeft not. 

19 This fpakc he, fignifying by what 
death he (hoixld glorify God, And when 
he had fpoken this, he faith unto him, 
Follow me. 

20 Theft Peter* turning about, feeth 
the difciple whom Jefus loved fbfunving, 
who alfo leaned on his breaft at fupper, 
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and faid, Lord, which is he that betray- 
etli thee ? -21 Peter, feeing him, faith to 
Jefus, Lord, and what (hall this, man do? 
iz Jefus faith unto him, If I will that 
he tany till I come to judge the world, 
what is that to thee ?’ follow thou me. 

23 Then went this faying abroad a- 
mong the brethren, that that difciple 
-fliould not die : yet Jefus (hid not unto 
him, He Jliall not die ; but, if I will that 
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he tany till I come, what is that to thee * 
24 This is the difciple who tel^! tic ill 
of thefe things, and wrote thefe tilings, 
and-w« know that his teftimony is true.- 
15 And there are alfo many other things 
which Jefus did, the which, if they Ihoi.Jd 
be written every one, I fuppufe that even 
the world it fell rbuld not contain the 
books that fliould be written.

OW Peter and John went up toge¬ 
ther into the temple at the hour of 
prayer, being the ninth hour. . 

2 And a certain man, lame from his 
mother’' wemb was carried, whom they 
Jaid daily at the gate of the tfemple which 
is called Beautiful, to d(k alms of them 
that entered into the temple ; 3 Who, 

feeing Peter and John about to go into 
, the temple, alked alms. 4 And Peter, 
fattening his eyes upon him with John, 
faid. Look on us. 5 And he gave heed 
unto them, expelling to receive fome- 
thing of them. 6 Then Peter faid, Sil¬ 
ver and gold have I none ; but what I 
have give I'thee—In the name of Jelili 
Chrilt of Nazareth rife up and walk. 7 
And he took him by the light hand, and 
lifted hirfi up ; ar.d immediatly his feet 
and ancle-bones received ftrength.

Chrift, who before was preached unto 
you : 21 Whom the heaven mull re¬ 

ceive until the times of replying all 
things, of which God hath fpoken by the 
month of all bis holy prophets fince the 
world began. 22 For Mufes truly faid 
unto the fathers, A Prophet (hall the Lord 
your God rajfe up unto you of your bre¬ 
thren, typified by me ; him iliall ye hear 
in all things what foe ver he fhall fay unto 
you. 23 And it lhall come to pals, that 
every foul who will not hear that Pro¬ 
phet fhall be deftroyed from among the 
people. i4Yea, and all the prophets, from 
Samuel, and thofe that follow after, as 
many as have fpoken, have likewife fore¬ 
told of thefe days. 25 Ye are the chil¬ 
dren of the prophets, and of the covenant 
which God made with our fathers, fay¬ 
ing unto Abraham, .Even in thy feed 
lhall all the kindreds of the earth be blef- 
fed. 26 Unto von lirft, Oorl, (having 
raifed up his Son Jefus,)fent him to blcfs 
you, in turning away every one of you 
from his iniquities. 

CHAP. IV. 

Peter amt John imprifoned . 

A N D, as they fpake ijnto the peo¬ 
ple, the prielts, and the captain of 
the temple, and the Sadtlucees, came u- 
pon them, 2 Being grieved th t they 
taught the people, and preached through 
Jefus the icfurrodlion from the dead. 3 
Ami they laid hands on them, and put 
them in bold until the next day; for it 
was notv even-tide. 

4 Howbcit many of them who heard 
the Word believed; and the number of 
the men was about five tlioulund. 

5 And it came to pais on the mor¬ 
row, that their rulers, and elders, and 
feribes, 6 And Annas the high prieft, 
and Cuiaphaf, and-John, and Alexander, 
and as many as were of the kindred of 
the high pritft, were gathered together 
at Jerulalcm. 7 And, when they had let 
them in the inidft, they alked, By what 
power, or liy what name (and authority) 
have ye done this ? 

? Then Peter, filled with the Holy 
Spirit, faid unto them, Yc rulers yf the 
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people, and elders of Ifrael, 9 If we this 
day be examined o ' the good deed done 
to the impotent nun, by what means he 
is made whole ; 10 Be it known unto 

you all, .and to all the people of Ifrael, 
that by the name of JefiU 9 Chrift a>f Na¬ 
zareth whom ye crucified, whom God 
raifed from the dead, even by him doth 
this man Hand here before you whole; 
11 This is the'ftone which was fet al 
nought by you builders, which is become 
the head of the corner —{Uniting the 
Jews and Gentiles in one church). 12 
Neither is there falvation in any other; 
for there is none other name under hea- 
ven given among rtien whereby we muft 
be foved. 

13 1[ Now, when they faw the kold- 
nefs of Peter and John, and perceived 
that they were unlearned and ignorant 
men, they marvelled ; and they took 
knowledge of them, that they had been 
with Jefus. 14 And beholding the man 
who was healed (landing *with them, 
they could fay nothing agninft it. 15 
But when they had commanded them to 
go afide out of the council, they confer¬ 
red among theml'elves, 16 Saying, 
What (hall we do to tfiefe men ? for 
that indeed a notable miracle hath been 
done by them, is manifest to all theft* 
that dwell in Jerufalem ; and we cahnojE 
deny it. 17 But that it fpread no fur¬ 
ther among the people, let us (Iraitly 
threaten them, that they (peak hence¬ 
forth to no man in this name. 10 And 
they called them, and commanded»theij> 
not to fpealc at >11, nor teach, in the name- 
of Jefus. 19 But Peter and John anfwer- 
ed, and faid i nto them. Whether it be 
right in the light of God to he arisen un¬ 
to you more than unto God, judge ye« 
20 For we cannot but fpeak the things 
which we have icen and heard. 

21 So, when they had farther threaten¬ 
ed them, they let them go, finding no¬ 
thing how they might pumlh them, be- 
caufe of the people ; lor all men glori¬ 
fied Ged for that which was done. 2a 
For the man was above forty years old 
on whom this miracle of heaiing was 
fiiewcd. 

23 And, being let go, they went to 
:heir own company, and reported all that 
the chief priefis and ciders had faid unto 
them. 24 And, when they heard that, 
they lifted up their voice to God with 
one accord, and faid, Lord, thou art God, 
who haft mad? heaven and earth, and 
the lea, and all that in them is; 25 

Who by the mouth of thy fervant David 
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h 4 ft foid, Why did the heathen rag#, and 
the people imagine vain things? 26 The 
ktagatft the earth ftood up, and the rul¬ 
ers Svcre gathered together againft the 
Lord, and againft hisChrift. 27 For of a 
truth, both, Herod and Pontius Pilate, 
wi(H the Gentiles, and the people of If- 
rael, were gathered together, 28 For 
to Uo whatsoever thy hand and thy ebun- 
fljl determined before to be done, againft 
By holy child Jefus, whom thou haft a- 
nointed. 29 And new, Lord, behold 
their threatenings ; and grant unto thy 
fervants, that with ^11 boldnefs they may 
fpeak thy word, 30 By ftretching forth 
thine hand to heal; *and that figns and 
wonder:* may be done, by the name of 
thy holy child Jefus. - 

31 Tf And, when they had prayed, the 
place was fhaken where they were af- 
leinbled togetherand they were all fil¬ 
led with the Holy Spirit, and they fpake 
the word of God with boldnefs. 32 And 
the multitude of them that believed were 
ojf one lueart ^nd of one foul; neither faid 
any of them that ought of the things 
which he poflefled was his own; but they 
had all thiogs common. 33 And with 
gyeat power £ave the apcftles witnefswf 
the refijrretfion of the Lord Jefus : and 
ggeat grace wasTjpon them all. 34 Nei¬ 
ther - was there any among them 
that lacked .; for as many as .were pof- 
feflors of lands or houfes fold them, and 
brought.thp prices of the things that 
were fgld, . 35.-And laid them down at - 
the apoftles’ feet: and diftribntion was 
made unto every man according as he 
had need. ’; 

t 36 And Jofes, who by the apoftles was. 
furnamed Barnahas, (which is, being in.- 
terprpted, The fon of cgnfolation,) a Le- 
V^te, and of the country of Cyprus, 37 
Having land,-fold it, and brought the mo¬ 
ney, and laid it at the apoflles’ feet. 

CHAP. V. 

ylnanias and Sapphira fmitt en- 

B UT a certain man named Aqanias, 

, with Sapphira hi£ wife, fold a pof- 
felHon, 2 And kept back part of tKe price, 
his wife alfo being privy to it, & brought 
a certain part, and laid it at the apoftles’ 
ftet, ( andjctiii , This is the whole price). 
-3 But het^r laid, Ananias, why.hath 
Satan filled tiling heart to lie to the Ho¬ 
ly Spirit, and to. keep back part of the 
price of the land ?; 4 While ii remain* 1 
ed, was it not thine own ? and-after it 
was fold, wpp it not in thine own power ? 
Vv'hy haft, thop conceived this thing in 
thjoe heart ? thou haft not lied unto meh, 
but unio God. * . 
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5 And Ananias, hearing thefe words 
fell down, and gave up the ghoft : and 
great fear, came on all thofe that heard 
thefe things. 

6 And the young men aro fe, wound 
him up, and carried him out, and bu¬ 
ried him. 

7 And it was about the fpaee of three 
hours after, when his wife, not knowing 
what was done, came in. 8 And Peter 
anfwered unto her. Tell me whether ye 
fold the laud for fo much. And fhe faid, 
Yea, for fo much. 

9 Then Peter faid unto her, How is it 
that ye have agreed together to tempt 
the Spirit of the Lord ? .Behold, the fo t 
of them who have buried thy hufbaiftl 
are at the door, apd lhall carry thee out. 

10 Then fell fhe down ftraightway at 
his feet, and yiplded up the ghoft : and 
the young men came in, and found her 
dead, and, carrying her forth, buried her 
by her hufband. 

11 And great fear came upon all the 
church, and upon as many as heard thefe 
things. 

12 And by the hands of the apof- 

tles were many figns 8c. wonders wrought 
among the people; (and they were all 
with one accord in Solomon’s porch. 13 
And of the reft durft no man join him- 
felf to them ; but the people, magnified 
them. 14 And believers were the more 
added unto the Lord, multitudes both of 
men and women ;) 15 Infomr.ch that 

they brought forth the lick into the 
ftieets, and laid them on beds and couch¬ 
es, that at the leaft .the fhaclow of Peter 
palling by might overfliadow fome ot 
them. 1 6 There came alfo a multitude 
out of the cities round about airtto Jei u- 
falera, bringing fick folks and them that 
were vexed with unclean fpirits, and 
they were healed every one. 

17 Then the high prieft rofe up, 
and all they that were with him, (which 
i9 the feft of the Sadducees,) and were 
filled with indignation, 18 And laid 
their hands on the apoftles, and put them 
in the commopjjrifonT 

19 But the angel of the Lord by night 
opened the prifon doors, and brought 
them foith, and faid, 20 Go, (land and 
fpeak.in the temple to the people all the 
w'orcls of this eternal life. 

2i And when they heard that, they 
entered ii.to the-to 111 pit early in the 
morning, and taught. But the high 
prieft came, and they that were with 
him, and called, the council together, 
and all the fenate of the people of Ifrael, 
apd lent to the prifon to have them 
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brought. 22 Brif, when the officers 
critic and found them not in the prifon, 
fhey returned, and told, 23 Saying, The 
prifon truly found we fliut with all fafe- 
ty, and the keepers Handing without be¬ 
fore the doors; but, when we hud open¬ 
ed, we found no man within, 

24 Now, when the high prieft, and 
the captain of the temple, and the chief 
priefts, heard theft* thing?, they doubted 
of them whrrcunto this would grow. 

25 Then came one and told them, fay¬ 
ing,' Behold the men whom ye put in pri- 
I6n are Handing in the temple, and teach¬ 
ing the people. 

20 Then went the captain with the 
officers, and brought them without vio¬ 
lence; (tor they feared the people, left 
they ihonld have been ftoned :) 17 And 
when they had brought them they fee 
them before the council; and the High 
prieft nlked them, aS Saying, Did not 
we ftraitly command you that yc should 
not teach in this name ? an I, behold, ye 
have filled Jerufalem with your doctrine, 
and intend to bring this man’s blood u- 
pon us. 

29 Thert Peter and the other apof- 
tles aiil'wered, and faid, We ought to o- 
bey Cod rather than men, 30 Luc £od 
of our fathers railed up Jefus, whom ye 
(lew, and hanged on a tree: 31 Him 

hath God exalted with his right hand to 
be a Prince and a Saviour, for to give re¬ 
pentance to Ifracl, and forgivenefs of fins. 
32 And we are his witnefles of thefe 
things, and fo is alfo the Holy Spirit, 
whom God hath given to them t|iat o- 
hey him. 

S 3 If When tliAy heard that, they were 
col to the heart, and took councH to flay' 
lie ni. 

34 Then flood there up one in the 
council, a Piiarifee, named Gamaliel, a 
dueler of the law, had in reputation a- 
niong all the people, and commanded to 
put the apoliies forth a little fpace ; 35 

Ami faid m,to them, Ye men cfIfracl, 
take heed to you riel vc*, what ye intend 
to do as tombing thefe men. 36 Kor 
before tin:fe days rofc up Thcndas hoalt- 
ing bimiclf to in* foinrhody ; to wliom a 
number nt me:), :ibout four hundred join¬ 
ed ‘liemfelees: u ho was Haiti; aad'all, 
th mary as obeyed liim, were flattered, 
:n;d brought to nought. 37 After this 
man roll up jinks of Galilee', in the days 
01 the taxing, hikI drew a wav much peo¬ 
ple alter him ; he alfo ptriflitd; and hII, 
‘ v-*n as many as obeyed him were flif- 

iiVJ. 33 And now I fay unto you, 
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Refrain from thefe men, and let them *- 
lone ; for if this counfel or this work be 
of men, it will come to nought; 39 But 
if it be of God, ye cannot overthrow it; 
left haply ye be found even to fight a- 
gainlb God. ■> 

40 And to him they agreed; and when 
they had called the apoftles, and beaten 
them, they commanded that they fhould 
not (peak in the name of Jclus, and let 
them go. 

41 If And they departed from the pre- 
fencc of the council, rejoicing that they 
were counted worthy to fuffer flume for 
his name. 


42 And daily in the temple, and in e- 
very houlb, they ceafed not to teach ami 
preach Jefus Chrift. 

GILAP. VI. 

1 Seven deacons appointed. 

A N D in thofe days, when the nunm. 

her of the difciplcs was multiplied, 
there arofc a muimnuring of the Grecians 
(Jciut dwelling in Greece who fpokv 
Greek) ngainft the Hebrews, becaufe 
their widows were negledtcd in tile dai¬ 
ly min iff ration. 

2 Then the twelve called the’jnulti- 
tude of the difciplea tinto them, and faid, 
ft is not reafonable that we fhould leave 
the word of God, and f'erve tables (to 
fopply the poor). 3 Wherefore, brethren, 
look ye out among you feven men of Iiu- 
neft report, full of the Holy Spirit’s wif- 
dom, whom we may appoint over this 
bufinefs. 4 But we will give ourfelvcs 
continually to prayer, and to the mhuf- 


try of the word. 

5 |J And the faying pleafed the whole 
multitude : and they choir Stephen, a 
man full of faith and of the Holy Spirit, 
and Philio, and Prochorus, and Nioanor, 
and Timon, and Parmenas, and Nicolfls 
a profelyte (»?- convert) of Antioch. f> 
Whom they fet before the apnftles: and, 
when they had prayed, they laid their 
hands on tin to. 

7 And the word of God increafeolj 
and the mini her of the difciplcs multi¬ 
plied in Jerufalem greatly ; anil i\ great 
company of the priefts were obedient to 
the fyith. 

3 And Stephen, full of faith and power, 
did great wonders and miracles among 
the people. 

9 |J Then there arofe certain of the 
fynagogue, which is called the fynagogue 
of the Libertines, and Cyreuians, 
Alexandrians, and of them orCilicia, and 
of Alia, difputing with Stephen. 10 
And they were not ahls to relilt the wif- 
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doin and the fpirit by which he fpake. 

it Then they ftibornecl men, who 
fard, We have heaid hiro fpeak blafphe- 
njous words againft Mofes, gnd againft 
God. And they {Hired vip the peo¬ 

ple, and the elders, and the feribes, and 
CafT.c upon him, and caught him, ancl 
brought him to the council, 13 And fet 
up falfe wltnefTes, who faid, This man 
ceafeth not to Fpeak blafphemous words 
againft this holy place, and the law. 14 
F6r we have heard him fay, That this Je- 
fus of Nazhrcth IhaTl deftroy this place, 
and’ lhall change the cuftoms which Mo- 
fes delivered iis. 

'15 And air that fat in the council, 
'looking ftedfaftly, on him, faw his face 
as if it had been the face of an angel.

-Stephen anfwereth for himfelf. 

T HEN faid the high prieft, Are thefe 
_ things fo ? ► ■* 

1..And Stephen faltf; Men, brethren, 
andvfathers, hearken. The God of glo* 
ty appeared unto our father Abraham, 
When he was in Mefopotamia, before He 
dwelt in Charran, 3 And faid unto him, 
.Cfct thee oUtofithy country, and from 
thy kindred, ancl 'come into _the land 
which! fliall Ihew thee. 

4 Then catae he out of the land of the 
Chaldeans, and dwelt'in Charran : and 
and from thence, when his father was 
dead, he removed him into this land 
-wherein ye now dwell. 5 And he gave 
him no inheritance in rt; no, not' fo 
much as to fet his foot on ; yet be pro- 
roifed that he would give it to him for a 
.pofleflion, and to his feed after him, when 
■as yet he had do child. 6 And God fpake 
in this manner; T-fcat his feed fhonld fo- 
jotlr^ in a ftrange land ; and that they 
Ihould bring them into bondage, and en¬ 
treat them evil four hundred years. 7' 
And the nation to whom they iliall 'be 
■in bondage will I judge, faid God3 and 
after that fhall they cOme forth and ferve 
me in this place. 8 And he gave him 
the covenant of circumcifion ; and fo A- 
braharo beg'dt Ifaac, and crrcwncifed him 
the eighth day ; and If&ac begat Jacob, 
and Jacob begat the twelve patriarchs. 

9 And the-patriarch?, moved with en¬ 
vy, fpld Jofeph into Egypt; but God 
was with him, 10 And delivered him 
eat of all his affinal ions-, and gave him 
favour and wifdora in the fight of Pha¬ 
raoh king of Egypt; and he made him 
governor over Egypt and all his houfe. 

it No w, there "came a dearth overallthe 
Und ofEjjyptatvd Caaaun, and great afihe. 
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tiop.and out fathers found no fuftcnancc. 
nBut when*Jaeob heard that there was 
corn in Egypt he fent out out fathers 
firft. 13 And at the fccond time Jofeph 
was made known to his brethren ; and 
Jofeph’s kindred was made known unto 
Pharaoh, 14 Then fent Jofeph and call¬ 
ed his father* Jacob to him, and all his 
kindred, three fccrc and fifteen perfom. 
15 So Jacob went down into Egypt, and 
died there, he and our fathers, 16 And 
were carried over intoSychcm, and laid 
in the fepulchre' that Abraham bought, 
-for a fum of money of the fons of Emir.or 
the father of Sychem. 

17 But when the time of the prnmifr 
drew nigh,' which God had fwom to A- 
braham, the people grew and multiplied 
in Egypt, i§ Till another king arofe 
who knew net Jofeph. 19 The fame 
dealt fubtifely with our kindred, .and c- 
vil-entreated our fathers, fo that they 
caft out their young children, to the end 
they might not live. 

20 In which time Mofes was born, and 
was exceeding fair, and nouriflied up in 
hisFather’s houfe three months- 21 And 
when he way call out, Pharaoh’s daugh¬ 
ter tock him up, and nourifhed him for 
herovCnfon. 22 And Mofes was learn¬ 
ed in all the wifdom of the Egyptian*, 
and was mighty in words and in deeds. 

23 And when he was full forty years 
old, it came into his heart to vifit his 
brethren the children of Ifracl. 24 And 
feeing one of them fufler wrong, he de¬ 
fended and avenged him that was op- 
prefled, acd fmotc the Egyptian : 25 

For he fuppofed his brethren would h a vi¬ 
and erftood how that God by his hand 
v/culd deliver them; but they uncer- 
ftood not. 26 Anil the next day he file se¬ 
ed himfelf to two of them as they ftrove, 
and would have fet them at one agsufc, 
faying, Sirs, ye are brethren ; why do ye 
wrong one to another ? 27 But he that 

did his neighbour \yrong thruft Iiini a- 
way, faying, Who made thee a ruler and 
a judge over us J 2S .Wilt ikon kill me 
as thou didft the Egyptianyeltcrday ? 29 
Then fled Mofes at this faying, and was 
a ftranger in the land of Madian, where 
he begat two fons.' 

30 And when forty years were expi¬ 
red, there appeare d to him, in the xvil- 
dernefs of mount'iibn, an angel of the 
Lord ( Cbrijt ) in a flame of Hre in a bulb. 

31 When Mofes faw it, lie wondered at 
the fight; afid as he diew r.eur to behold 
it, the voice of the Lortl came unto him. 

32 Saying, I aiii the God of thy falluiij 
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the God of Abraham, and the God of I- 
i’aVc, and the God of Jacob. Then Mo¬ 
les trembled, and dur/l not behold. 33 
Then laid the Lord unto him, Put off thy 
/lines frjrn thy feet: for the place where 
thou ftandeft is Uolv ground. 34 I have 
lurely feen the affliction of my people 
which is in Egypt, and I have heard their 
groaning, awj. ain coine down to deliver 
ihcm. And now come, I will fend thee 
into Egypt. 33 This Myfcs whom they 
vcitiled, laying. Who made thee a ruler 
mil ;i imlgc ? the fame did God fend to 
he a ruler and a deliverer by the hand of 
•hr angel who appeared to him in the 
bu flu 36 And he biou?,ht them out, af¬ 
ter that lie had iliewcd wonders and figns 
an the laud of Egypt, and ip the Red Tea, 
and in the wildcrnefsforty years. 

37 'Phis is that Mofes who fair! un¬ 
to the children of Ifrael, A Prophet fliall 
the Lord our God raile up untp you of 
your brethren, a deliverer like upto me : 
him f fhall ye hear. 38 This is he that 
vms in the church in the wildcrnefs 
with the angel who Ipnke to him in 
the mount Sum, and with our fathers; 
and .who received the lively oracles to 
give unto us; 30 Whom our fathers 
would not qbey.hutthruft him from them 
and. in their hearts turned back again Into 
Egypt, 40 Saying u/ito Aaron, Make 
us gods to go before us; for as for this 
Mofes, whg brought us out of the iatid 
of Egypt, we wot not what is become of 
him. 41 And they made a golden calf 
in thole days, and offered fa orifice unto 
the idol, and rejoiced in the work of their 
hands. 

4i Then God turned away from them, 
and flittered them to worfliip the holt of 
heaven; as it is written in the book of 
•the prophets, O ye houfe or Ifrael, have 
ye mT:rcd ta in a ihin beaftsand facriiices 
by the fpaoc of forty years in the wilder- 
nefs ? ye did not. 43 Yet, ye took up 
the tabej-nade of Moloch, and the liar 
ol your god Remphan, figures which ye 
made to worfliip them : therefore I will 
carry you r.way beyond Babylon. 44 Our 
fathers had the tabernacle at (God for a ) 
v. itnds in the wildcrnefs, as he had ap¬ 
pointed, (peaking unto Mofts, that ho 
fliould make it according to the fafliion 
ill at lie had feen (on mount Sinai ). 
43 Which ulfo otfr fathers that came nf- 
ter, brought in with Julhui into the pof- 
leflion ol tlie Gentiles, whom God dpave 
out before the face of our fathers* lyito 
t he days of bavid ; 4$ Who found fa- 

v,,l, r before God, and Uefircd. to find a 
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tabernacle for the God of Jacob. ' 47 
But Solomon built him an houlc. 48 
Howbeit the moft High dweJlcth not in 
temples made with hands; as faith the 
prophet, 49 Heaven is my throne, and 
earth is niy footffool: what hoi;fe will 
ye build me ? faith the Lord \ -or, what 
i« the place of my reft ? 50 Hath not iny 
hand made all thefe things ? 

51 Ye ftifF-neckcd, a«d,uncircunaci- 
fed in heart and ears, ye do always refill 
the Holy Spiiit; as your fathers did, fo 
doyc. 5* WliiOi of the prophets have 
not vour fathers persecuted? yea. they 
have /lain them who Hie wed before of 
the coming of Jelus the jult Uuc ; ol 
whom ye have been now the betrayers 
and mui derers : 53 Who have reem '1 

the law by the miniftration ol: airgeis, 
and have not- kept it. 

54 When they heard thefe things, 
they were cut 10 the h?art, and they 
gnaJlied on him with their tectll. 55 
But Jie, being full of the Holy Spirit, 
djoked up Itedfaftly into heaven,..and faw 
the glory df God, and Jcfus /landing 
the.right hand of God, 56 And laid. 
Behold, I fee the heavens opened, and the 
Sou of man /landing on the right hapd 
of God. - 

57 Then, they cried out with a loud 
voice, and /topped their ears, and ran U* 
pon him with one accord,, 58 And cgft 
him out ofidae city, ami,/toned him; and 
the witne/Tes laid down their clpthcs at 
a young man’s.feet,whole n^iDC % wasSaul: 

59 And they Honed Stephen, calling 
Upon God, and faying. Lord Jefus, re¬ 
ceive iny fpirit. 60, And he kneelpd 
down, and cried with a loud voice, Loyd, 
lay not this (in to their chuge. w And 
when he had faid this lie fell ailcep. 
CHAP. V 1 IT /V 

- Perfecutian in jli 
ND Sapl was, contenting unto ,hts- 
dentil. And at 1 hut time,there 
w as a great perfection again it the church 
which was at Jerufalem ; and they were 
alL fcattered abroad throughout >the re¬ 
gions of Judea and Samaria, except th'- 
apoftles. 

2 And devout menc-anied Stephen to 
his burial, and: made great lamentation 
over him. 

3.^Vs tor Saul he made havock of the 
church, entering into every houfe* end 
dragging men and weftnea, conunitteJ 
tlwin to piifoa. 

4 Therefore they that Wert fotttered 
abroad went cyccjt where preathipg the 
word. 
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5 Then PJiilip Vvent down'to tbe city 
of Samaria, and preached Chart unto 
them. 6 And th'tf-people with on$ ac¬ 
cord gave herd unto thofe things which 
Philip fpake, hearing and feeing the mi¬ 
racles which he did. 7 For unclean fpi- 
rits, crying with a loud voice, came out- 
of many that .were pcffeflecl witlrthem^ 
and many taken with palfies, and that 
were lame were healed. 8 And there 
was great joy in thatcity. 

0 Bui there was a certain man called 
Simon, who before time in the city ufed 
magic, and aftonilhed the people .of Sa¬ 
maria, giving out that himfelf was fome 
gieatone : ia To whom they all gave 
heed, fronvthe leaft to the greateft, fay^ 
ing, This man is the greatpower of God. 
n And to him they had regard, becaufe 
that oflong time he had them 

with forteries. " <zrfbj?4J/vict 

1 a But when they- believed Ftilip 
preaching the things concerning the 
kingdom of God, and the name of Jefus 
Chrift, they were baptized both men and 
women. 13 Then .Simon himfelf be¬ 
lieved alfo ; and when he was baptized 
. he continued with Philip, and wondered, 
beholding the miracles and figns which 
were done. 

14 Now, when the apoftles, who 
were at Jeritfalcm, heard that Samaria 

- had received the word of-God, they fent 
unto them Peter and John; 15 Who 
when they were ccme down, prayed for 
them that they might receive the Holy 
Spirit; 16 (For as yet he was fallen up¬ 
on none of them ; only the$ ; were'baptu 
. zedLn the name of the Lord Jefus.) 1.7 
Then laid they their hands on them, and 
they received the Holy Spirit. 

15 And when Simon faw that thro* 
laying on of the apoftles’ hands the.Holy 
Spirit was given, he offered them nfoney, 
19 Saying, Give me alfo this power, that 
on v.’homfoever I lay hands, he ( may re¬ 
ceive tlieRoly Spirit. 

20 But Peter laid unto him, Thy mo¬ 
ney perifn with thee, becaufe thou haft 
thought that the gilt of Gcd may be 
put-chafed with money. 21 Thou haft 
neither part nor lot in this matter ; for 
tljy heart is not right in the-fight of God 
'iz Repent, therefore, of this thy wick- 
ednefs, and pray God, if perhaps the 
thought of thihe heart may be forgiven 
, thee: 2-3 For Lperctive that thou art in 
the gall of bitteinefs, and in the bond of 
iniquity. 

24 Then anfwered Simon, and daid 
Pray ye to the Lord for me, that noue*f 
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ihefe things which ye have fpoken come 
upon me. 

*5 And they, when they had teftlficd 
and preached the word of the Lord, re. 
turned to Je^ufnlem, and preucltcd the 
gofpelin many villagcsof the Samai tains. 

^ 26 And the angel of the Lord fpake 
/unto. Philip, faying, Arifc and.go to¬ 
ward the louth, unto the way that gdtth 
down from Jtrufalem unto Gaza, which 
is defaj t. r 27 Arid he arofe and werft; 
arid,'behold, a n.-an of Ethiopia, an eu¬ 
nuch of great authority under Candace 
the queen of the Ethiopian?, who had 
the charge of all hextteafifre* ami had 
corbe to jerufalcm, for to worfbip. 28 
Was returning, and, fitting in his chari¬ 
ot, read Efaias the prophet. 

2(f Then the Spirit fa id unto Philip, 
Go near and join thyfelf unto this chat i- 
ot. 30 And Philip ran thither to him, 
and heard him read the prophet Efaias, 
and faid, Urdcrftandeft thou wliat thou 
veadeft > 31 And he faid, How can I, 

except fome tn?o fliould guide me ? And 
he delired Philip that he would come up 
and fit with him. 32 The'place of the 
* feripture which he read was this, He was 
led as-a fheep to the daughter; and, like 
a Iamb dumb before his fliearer, fo open¬ 
ed he not his mouth: 33 In his humiJia- 
' tion he was deprived of judgment; and 
who (hall declare Itis generation ; (he e- 
ier livetb') tho’ his life is taken from tho 
earth. 

34 And the eunuch anfwercd Philip, 
r.nd f.iid,.I pray thee, of whom fpeaketh 
the prophet this? of himlclf, or c.f fome o- 
ther man ? 3J lhen Philip opefied his 
(booth, and began at the fame feripture, 
and preached unto him Jt Cus. 

3d And as they went on their way 
they came unto a certain water ; and 
the eunuch faid, See, here is water; what 
cloth hinder me to be baptized 37 And 
Philip faid, It thou-believefi with all thine 
heart, thou mayeft. And he anfwered, 
and laid, I bc/ieve-that Jefus .Chrift is the 
Son of God. 38 And he tatr.mar.ded the 
chariot to ftand ftJI; and Ihcy went 
down into the water, both FhUip and tlje 
eunuch; and he bcpriztd+.im. 39 And 
when.they were Come tip out of the wate r 
the Spirit of the Lord cr.ught £w ay-Phi¬ 
lip, that the Eunuch faw him no more ; 
and he went on his way rejoicing. 

40 But, Philip was found at Azotus; 
and, paflirtg through, he preached in all 
the cities, till he came to Cefarca. 

CHAP. IX. 

Soul gocth to JJamafcvs. • 
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A N'DSau!,yet breathingout threaten- 
Xx ingi and daughter againft the d if- 
liples of the Lord, went unto the high 
juielt, 2 And defired ofhim letters to 
DainalVus to the fynagogucs, that if lie 
toilnd any of this w.iy, whether they 
were men or women, he might bring 
them bound unto J( lufulcm. 

\ And, as he journeyed, lie came near 
DamafcLs ; anil fiiddc-nly there fhined 
round about him a light from heaven; 
/] And lit fell to the earth, and heard a 
voice faying unto him, Saul, Saul, why 
pcrfccutcft thdu me * 5 And he faid, 

Who ait thou, Lord? And the Lord faid, 
I am Jt.fus whom thou penecutefh Jt is 
hard fur thee to kick ngainlt tlie pricks.. 

6 And he, trembling, and altonidied, 
laid, Lord, what wilt thou hwc me to 
do ? And the Lord faid unto him, Arife, 
and go into the city, and it fliull be told 
thee what thou mu ft do. 

7 And the nie 11 who journeyed with 
him flood fpccehlefs, hearing a voice, 
but feeing no man (finking). 

S And Saul arofe irwa the earth; and 
when his eyes wen. opened lie could not 
fee ; but they led him by the hand, and 
brought him into Da male us. 9 And he 
was three da^ys without light, and nei¬ 
ther did cat nor drink. 

13 And lhere was a certain difciplc 
at iLtiiinfrus named Ananias; and to him 
faid the Lord in a vilinn, Ananias. A/id 
he laid, lv.-lioid. I am here, Lord. 11 And 
the Loul faid unto him, Arilc, and go in¬ 
to t'u-ilrevt which i>called Straight; and 
eirjuiiv. in the home of Judas lor one call- 
til 3 aul of Tarfus ; for, beltold, he pray- 
ll!i, 12 \nd hath feen in a vifion a man 
named Ananias coming in, and putting 
his hand on him, that he might receive 
his fight. 

i.l Then Ananias anfwcrcd, Lord, I 
have heard by many of this man, liovv 
much evil he hath done to thy faints at 
Jenif.Jcm ; 14 And hcie lie hath au¬ 

thority from the chief pricks to bind all 
that call on thy name, 15 But the Lord 
faid unto him, Go thy way—for'he is a 
cliofen veflcl unto me, to bear my name 
before the Gentiles, and kings, and the 
children of 1 1 rad ; i6"For I will fliew 
lent haw great things he imift 1‘ufler for 
my name’s lake. 

17 Ami Ananias went his way, and 
entered intu the houfc ; and, putting his 
hands on him, find, Brother -Saul, tfip 
Lord, even Jefus, that appeared nnlo 
thee in the way as thou camelt, hath 
lent me, that thou mightefl receive thy 
light, and be wiled[.with the Holy Spirit. 
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18 And immediately there fell from his 
eyes as it had been fcalcs; and he receiv¬ 
ed fight forthwith, and arofe, and was 
baptized. 19 And whan he had receiv¬ 
ed meat lie was -rtrengthened. Then 
. was Saul certain days with the diftiples 
who were at Damafuis. 20 And 
ftraight'way he preached ChrilL in the 
fynagogues ; that he is tlie Son of God. 

21 But all that heard him were amaz¬ 
ed, and raid, Is not this lie that dcltroyed 
them who called on this name in Jerufa- 
lcm, and came hither for that intent,that 
he might bring them ];ouml unto the 
chief priefts ? 

22 But Saul inercnfcd the more in 
ftrcnglh, and confounded the Jews who 
dwelt at Damafcui, proving that this is 
very Clirift. 

23 And, after that many days were 
pad, tlie Jews took counl'el to kill him ; 
24 But their lying in wait was known of 
Saul; and they watched the gates day 
and night to kill him. 23 Then the dif- 
uiplcs took him- by night, and let him 
down by^the wall in u balket. 

26 And when Saul was come to Jc- 
rufaleni lie allayed to join him felt to the 
dilciples ; but th*y were all afraid-of 
him; and believed not that ha was a clil- 
ciple. 27 But Barnabas tsi.ok him, and 
brought him to the apolties, and /declar¬ 
ed unto them how he had feen the Lori 
in the way, and that he had fpoken to 
him, and how he had preached boldly at 
Damafcus in the name of Jefus. 28 Anil 
he was with them coming in and going 
out at Jei\ i dem. 29 And he lpake 
boldly in the name of the Lord Jefus, 
and difputed again ft the Greek jews; 
but they went about to £1 ay hi.il. 30 
Which when the brethren* knew, they 
brought him down to Cefarea, and lent 
him forth td Tarfus. 

31 Then hid the churches reft through¬ 
out all Judea, and Galilee, arid Samaria* 
and wi re edified ; 'and, walking u* the 
fear of the . Lord, and in the coipfor.t of 
the Holy Spirit were •multiplied. ’ 

32 And it came to oafs, as peter 
palled throughout all quarters, he came 
down alfo to the faints who dwelt at 
Lydda; 33 And tiiere he found a cer¬ 
tain man named Eneas, wlio had kept 
his bed eight years, and wxs lick of tlie 
pally. 34 And Peter-faid unto him, E- 
ncas, Jefus Chrift maketh the whole ; a- 
rife, and make thy bed. Anil he arofe 
immediately^ 35 And all that dwelt in 
Lydda and Saron law him, and turned to 
the Lord. 

36 Now there w:vs at Joppa a ce r ^ 
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tain difciple named Tabitha, which,, by 
interpretation, is called-Dorcas; this wo¬ 
man was full o£ ggod w'brks and alms-, 
deeds.'which fhe did. ’ 37 rtnd it came‘ 
to pat in thoft days that the wafc Tick, 
and died : whom, when they'had wafll- 
ed, they laid her in an upper chamber.! 

38 And forafVnuch as Lydda was nigh 
to Joppa, and the diiciplcs had heard 
that Peter Was there, they lent unto him 
two men, defiring him that he would 
not delay to come to them. ‘39 Then Pe¬ 
ter arole, and went with them. When 
he was come, they brought him into the 
upper chamber ; and ail the widows 
flood: byhim weeping; and Ihewing.the 
eoats and garments-which Dorcas made 
(far the poor), while ilie was with them. 
4a But Peter put them all forth, and 
kneeled-down and prayed ; and, turning 
him to the body, laid, Tabitha, a'rife. 
And ihe opened her eyes—and when Are 
faw Peter, flue fat up. 41 And he gave 
her his hand, and lifted her up; and, 
when he Had 'called ‘the faints aftd wi¬ 
dows, he prefented her alive. 42 And it 
was known throughout all Joppa ; and 
many believed in the Lord. • 

43'And it came to pafs, that he tarried 
many days in Joppa >mh one Simon A 
tanner. 

CHAP: X. 

Cornelius fendeth for Peter. 1 
HERE.was a certain man in CelaTea 
called Cornelius, Ukemtufion of the 
band called the Italian band, 2 A de¬ 
vout roan, and one that feared God'With 
^11 bi$ houfe, who gave much alms to the 
-people, and prayed to God alway ; 3 He 
w ’in a vifiofl evidentiy, about the 
ninth hour of the day, an angel of God 
coming in to him, and faying unto him, 
Cornelius. 4 And, when he locked on 
liimv he was.afraid, and faid; What is it, 
Lord ? And he Caid unfo him, Thy pray¬ 
ers and thine alnls are come up for a tibe- 
vnoriabbefore^God. 5 And now fend 
men to Joppa, and call for one Simon, 
whole fprtiame is-Peter; ^ He lodgeth 
with one Simon a tanYier, whofe houfe is 
by the fea^-fide; he (hall tell thee whht 
thou oughleft to do/ ? 

7 And, when the angel who fjJakeun-* 
to Cornelius was departed, he called two 
of his houfehold fervants and a devdht 
foldier of tfcean that Waited on him con¬ 
tinually ; 8 And, when, he had declar¬ 

ed all thefe things iroto thfcmj tie feftt 
them to-Joppa. ' ' ' J / 

9 Tf ‘Ori the tfiorrcw, as they fventbn’ 
their-journey, and drew rligh Unto,tty* 
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city, Peter went up upon the houfe-top 
to pray about the fiith hour. 10 And 
lie became very hungry, and would have 
eaten; but, while they made ready, he 
fell into a trance, 11 And few heaven 
opened, and a certain veflel dcfcendir.g 
unto>hinr), as if it had been a great flicet 
knit at the four corners, and let down to 
the earth ; 12 *Wheicin wete all man¬ 

ner of four-footed bcafls of the earth, and 
wild beads, and creeping things, and 
fowls of the air. 13 And there came a 
voice to httri, Rife, Peter ; kill, and eat. 
14 But PeteT faid, Nut fo, Lord; for I 
have never' eaten any thing that is com¬ 
mon or unclean. 15 And the voice fpuke 
intto him again the fecond time, Whut 
God hath cleanfed tbit call not thou 
common. 16 This was done thrice; ami 
the vefTel was received up again into hea¬ 
ven, ' - 

17 If Now, while Peter doubted in 
himielf what this vrfi::n which he had 
teen fhbuld mean, behedd, the men who 
were fent from Cornelius had made en¬ 
quiry for Simon’s houfe, and Itodd before 
the gate, t8 And called, and afked 
-whether Simon, who was furoamed Pe¬ 
ter, lodged there. 

19 TJ While Peter thought on the vi- 
fion, the. 'Spirit faid unto him, Behold, 
three men fefek thee, 20 Arife, there¬ 
fore, and get thee down, and go with 
them, doubling nothing ; for 1 have fexst 
them. 

21 Then Peter went down tb the men 
who were fent unto him from Cornelius,, 
and faid. Behold, 1 am he whom ye feck; 

' what is the caufe therefore j e are come ? 
la And they faid. Ccrrtclius the centu¬ 
rion, a chafitable man, and one that feaf- 
eth God, and of good report among all 
the iiation of the Jews, w as Warned front 
God by an holy angel to fend for thee 
(to nine) into 1 his. houfe, and to heat 
words of thee. 33 Then called he them, 
sand lodged them. And on the morrow 
Peter went away with them, and cer¬ 
tain brethren" from Joppa accompanied 
him. 24 And the morrow after they 
entered into Ce’fpTea. Cornelius waited 
for them, and had called together Ills 
kinfmen and near friends. 

25 <j[ And, as'Peter Was coming 411, 
Cornelius met him, and fell down at his 
"feet, and worfljipped him. 26 But Pe¬ 
ter took him up, laying, Stand up; Imy- 
felf aLfo am a man. 

27 And, as he talked with him, he 
■went In; andTiitil^cL ro.any that were come 
together.' aB AUdhe (aid unto thc'pt), 
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Ye know how that it is an unlawful 
thing fur a man that is a Jew to keep 
ronunnv or come unto one of another 
nation : but Go l hath ibeweJ me, that 
I mould nyt call any man .common or 
nnclean. 29 Therefore carpe I unto you 
wirhotir gainfaying, as foon as I was f;ut 
for; I afk, therefore, for what intent ye 
have font tor me ? 

30 An;! Cornelius faid, Four days ago 

I was fatting until this huur ; and ?.t the 

II intii hour I prayed in my houfe, and, be¬ 
hold, a man ftood before me in bright 
clothing, .31 And faid, Cornelius; thy 
prayer is heard, and thine alms are had 
in remembrance in the fight of God. 
31 Send, therefore, to Joppa, and call 
hither Simon, whole furname is Peter; 
he is lodged in the houfe of one Simon a 
tanner, hy the fea-fide ; who, when he- 
comeih, lhall fpeak unto thee. 33 Im- 
niedintejy, therefore, I fent to thee; and 
thou haft well done that thou art come. 
Now, therefore, are we all here prefent 
UTure God, to hear all things that.ate 
commanded thee of God. 

34 If Then Peter opened hi* mouth, 
mid faid, Of a truth I perceive that God' 
is no refpe<fler of perfons; 3 5 But in,e- 

very nation he that fearfeth lilm, and 
worketh righteoufnefs i» accepted with 
him. 36 The word which God fent un¬ 
to the children pf Lfracl, preaching peace 
by Jefus Chrifl(he is.Lord of ali;J 37 
That word, f fr.y, ye know, which was 
publiihed throughout all Judea, and be-. 
j;an from Galilee, after .the baptifm 
which John preached; 38 Mow God 
anointed Jefus of Nazareth with the H0-1 
ly Spirit and with power ; who went a- 
bout doing good, and healing all that 
were oppreflea of tile devil ; for God 
Was with him. 39 An:l we are witnef- 
fes of all things which iie did. both in the 
land of the Jews, (and in Jerufalem ;)' 
whom they flew, ami hanged on a tree ; 
4^ H;m God raifed up the third day, and 
thrived him openly ; 41 Not to all the 

people, but unto witneires chofen before 
ol God, cvrn to us, who did eat and drink 
with hi ll after lie rofe from tire dead. 
41 And he command;.d ns to preach un- 

10 the people, and to tetlily that it is he 
who was ordained of Gu'd to I2 the fudge 
of the living and the dead. 43 To him 
pvc all the prophets a teftimqny, that, 
through his atonement, wbofoever be- 
li-vcih in hun lhall receive reniiflioh.of 

11 ns. 

I IT While P-ter m lpnke tiiefe 
woyls the Holy Spirit IcU o;i iJI t!i;ui 
w!,o lizard the ward. 
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45 „ Anri they of the circuracifion who 
believed were aftonifhed, aa many as 
ca;nc with Peter, becaufe that on the 
Gentiles alfo was poured out the gift of 
the Holy Spirit. 4 6 For they heard 
them fpeak with tongues, and magnify 
God.' Then anfwered Peter, 47 Can a- 
ny man forbid water that thefe ihould 
not be baptized, who have received the 
Holy Spirit as well as we ? 48 And he 

commanded them to be baptized in the 
name of the Lord. Then prayed they 
him to tarry certain days. 

CHAP. XI. 

Peter mcikctb bit defence . 

N D the npoftles and brethren that 
were in Judea heard that the Gen-( 
tiles had alfo received the word of God. 

2 And when Peter was come'up to 
Jerufalem, they that were of the circun*- 
cition contended with him, 3 Saying, 
Thou- wenteft in to men uncircumclfed, 
and Jidrt eat with theim 4 Bat Petev 
rehearred the mattei-front the beginning, 
and expounded it by order unto them, 
faying; 5 I was in the city of Joppa 
praying; and in a trance law a vifion, 
A certain veflejdefcend, as if it had been 
a great flieet, let down from heaven by 
four corners ; and it came even tq me : 
6 Upon the which,-when"l had fattened 
mine eyes, I obferved, and faw fonr-foot- 
ed beads of the earth, and wild bcajts, 
and creeping ,things, and .fowls of.ihe 
air., 7 And I Jieard n voice Crying 

% unto me, A rife, Peter ; flay and eat. 
8 But I faid, Not , 1 b, Lord; for no¬ 
thing common or unclean hath at any 
time entered into my mouth. 9 But the: 
voice anfwered me again from heaven. 
What God hatli cleanfed, that call not 
thou common. 10 And Jbis whs done 
three times ; then all were drawn up a- 
gain into heaven, T.i And, behold, im¬ 
mediately there were three men already 
come jiiito the houfe where I was, fent 
from Cefarua into me. 12 And thc -Spi- 
yit bade me jp* with them, nothing doubt¬ 
ing.^ ''doreover* theCe fix brethren rcc<mb- 
pamad me, and entered intothe .man’s 
houfe ; 13 And he flieWed us how he 

had feen an angrl in his houfe, who ftood 
.aud laid unto him, fend men to Joppa, 
and Gall for Simon whoGe furname is Pe¬ 
ter, 14 Who flifill tell thee, wards where¬ 
by thou.and all thy houfe lhall be laved. 
15 And as I began to the Holy 

Spirit fell on them, as 91^ ps, at the. be¬ 
ginning. id" 1 h^rv . remembefej I the 

word. pf P the J-,Qtd,v how that he faid, 
John indeed baptized with water, but 
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yefhall be baptized with tlie Holy Spi¬ 
rit. 17 Foraftnuch, then, as God gave 
them,the like gift as he did unto us who 
believed on the Lord' Jefus Chrift, what 
was I that I could withftand God ? 

•18 When they heard thefe' things they 
held their.peace, and glorified God, fay¬ 
ing, Then hath Gbd aTfb to the Gentiles 
granted repentance unto life 

19 Now they who were fcatterod 
abroad, upon th£ perfeention that aiofe 
^hout Stephen, ti a veiled as far as Phe- 
nice, and Cyprus,and Antioch, preaching 
the word to none but unto the Jews only. 
20 Aud fome of them were men of Cy¬ 
prus and Cerene, tfho when they were 
come;to Antioch, fpake urito the Jew* 
ifli Grecians, preaching the Lord Jefus. 
11 .And the power of the Lord was with 
them ; and a great number believed, and 
turned unto the Lord. 

, 22 *i[ Then tidings of thefe tilings 
came unto the ears of the church which 
was in Jemfalem : and they fent forth 
IJarnabas, that he fliould go as far as An* 
tioch ; 23 Who, when he came, and 

had fecn the grace of God, was glad, and 
exhorted theril all, that with purpofe of 
heart they would cleave unto the Lord. 
24 For he was a good man, and full of 
the Holy Spirit and of faith; and much 
people was added unto the Lord. 

. 15 Then departed Barnabas to Tar- 
ftis, tofeek Saul; 4 26 And, when he 
had found, him,, he brought him unto An¬ 
tioch. And it came to pafs, that a whole 
year they aflembled-themfelves with the 
church, and taught much people. And 
the difciples were called Chriftians iirft 
in Antioch. 

27.^ And in thefe days- carcc pro¬ 
phets from Jerufalem unto Aptioch. a’S 
And there flood up one of them named 
Agabus, and fignified by the Spirit, that 
there fhould be a great dearth through¬ 
out all the land : which came to pafs in 
the days of Claudius jCcfar. 

29 Then th,e difciples, every man ac¬ 
cording to his ability, determined to fend 
relief urtto the brethren which dwelt .in 
Judea ; 30 Which alfo they did, and 

lent it to the eiders by the hands of 
Barnabas and Saul. 

CHAP. XII. 

Herod perfscutctb the Ghriflicns. 

N O W about that time Herod the 
king Hatched forth his hands Co 
vex certain of the ch’ivch. 2 Anti he 
killed James the brother ofjehnwith 
the tword. 3 And, bi calife he law it 

pleafed the Jews, h* proceeded further 
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to ta^e Peter alfo (at the patfover). 
(Then Atrere the days, of unleavenrd 
bread.) 4 And, when he had apprehend¬ 
ed him, he put him in prifdrt, and deliver¬ 
ed him to four quaternions of foldiers to 
keep him, intending after the paffover 
to bring him forth to the people. 

5 Peter, therefore, was kept in prifon ; 
but prayer was made without ceafing of 
the church unto God for him. 

6 And when Herod would have 
brought him forth, the fame niglit Peter 
was flee ping between two foldiers, bound 
with two chains; and the keepers before 
the door kept the prifon. ' 7 And be¬ 
hold, the angel of the Lord came upon 
him, and a light fhined in the prilon ; 
and he Imote Peter on the fide, and raif- 
ed him up; faying, Arife up quickly. 
And his Chains fell ofFfrom his hands. 
8 And the angel faid unto him, Gird 
thyfelf, and bind on thy fandals ; and fo 
he did. And he faith unto him, Call 
thy garment about thee, and follow me. 

9 And he went out, anil followed 
him, and Avilt not that it wjis a reality 
which wasdone by the angel; but thought 
he faw a vifion. io'\Vhen they were 
paft the firft and the fecond ward they 
came unto the iron gate that leadeth un¬ 
to the city, which opened to tliem of its 
own acCord ; and they went out, and 
palled on through one flreet, and forth¬ 
with the angel departed frond him. 

11 And when Peter was come tp him- 
felf he faid, Nojw I know of a furety 
that the .Lord hath fent his angel, and 
hath delivered me out of the hand of He¬ 
rod, and from the expectation of all the 
people of the Jews. 

ia And'when lie hid confidered the 
matter he came to the lioufe of Mary the 
mother of John, whofe fumame wiis 
Mark ; where many w ere gathered to¬ 
gether praying. T3 And as Peter knock¬ 
ed at the door of the gate a damfel came 
to hearken, named Rhccla. 14 And, 
whenlhc knew Peter’s voice, flic opened 
hot Hie gate for gladnefs, but ran in, 
and told bowPeter ltood before the gate. 
15 And they faid unto her. Thou art 
mad. But Hie conftnntly affirmed that 
it was even fo. Then faid they, !t is his 
angel. 16 But Peter continued knock¬ 
ing : and when they had opeped the 
door, and faw him, they were altonjftied. 
17 But he, beckoning unto them with the 
hard to h^ld their peace, declared unto 
them how the Lord bed bicught him 
out of the prifon. And he faid, Go, 
C,c .v ific.fe things uuto Jaincs, and to the 
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brethren. And be departed, and went 
into another place. 

18 Now, as foon as it was day, there 
was no ('mall ftir among the foldiers what 
was bec ome of Peter; 19 And when He¬ 
rod had fought for hint, and found him 
not, he examined the keepers, and com¬ 
manded that they fliould be put to death. 
And he went down from Judea to Ce- 
larea, and there abode. 

20 And Herod was highly dlfpleaf- 
rd with them of Tyre and Sidon : but 
they came with one accord to him; and, 
having made Biaftus, the king's Cham¬ 
berlain, their friend, defired peace ; bc- 
rauie their country was nourished by the 
king's country. 

21 And, upon a fet day, Herod, ar¬ 
rayed in royal apparel, fat upon his 
throneyand mude an oration unto them. 

22 -At^jthe. people gave a fliout, faying, 
It is f h£ Writ# of a god; and not of a man. 

23 AnH ,k ^ir0tdiately the angel of the 
Lord ftnpte. him, lx*<aufe he gave not 
God the glory : • and he was eaten of 
worm 9 , and gave up the glioft. 

24 |[ ^But ’fhe word of God grew and 
mttltipHeri. 

25 And Barnabas and Saul returned 
from Jerufalefn, when they had fulfilled 
their miniflry, and took with them John, 
whufe filename was Mark. 

CHAP. XIII. 

Paul and Barnabas ekofen . 

N OW, there were in the church that 
was at Antioch certain prophets 
and teachers ; as Barnabas, and Simon 
that was called Niger, and Lucius ofCy- 
rene, and Miinncn, who hadbfeen brought 
up witlj Herod the tetrarch, and Saul. 2 
As they minifl'..red to the Lord, and fart¬ 
ed, the Holy Spirit laid, Separate me 
Barnabas and Saul for the work where- 
unto 1 have called them. 3 And when 
they had failed and prayed, and laid 
their hands on them, they fent them a- 
way. 

4 |f So they, being ftnt forth by the 
Holy Spirit, departed unto Seleacia : 
and from thence they failed to Cyjprus. 

5 And wlieu they were at Salamis they 
preached the-word of God in the fyna- 
gogucH (if the Jews : and they had alfo 
John for their miniftcr. 

6 |f And, when they had gone through 
the irte unto Paphos, they, found a certain 
lurcerer, a fallc prophet, a few, wfiofe 
name Was Bar-jefiis; 7 Who was with 

the deputy of the country, Sergius Pau¬ 
las, a prudent man; who called for Bar¬ 
nabas and Saul, and deli red to heir the 
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word of God. 8 But Elymas the for- 
(ferer (for fo is his name by interpreta¬ 
tion,) withftood them, feeking to turn 
away the deputy from the faith. 

9 Then Saul, (who alfo is called 
Paul,) filled with the Holy Spirit, fet 
his eyes on him, ro And (aid, O full of 
all fubtilty, and all mifehief, thou child 
of the devil, thou, enemy of ail l ighteouf- 
nefs ! wilt thou not ceafe to pervert the 
right ways of the Lord ? 11 And now', 

behold, the hand of the Lord is upon 
thee, and thou flialt be blind, not feeing 
the fun for a fcafon. And immediately 
there fell on him a mill and a darknefs; 
and he went about feeking fome to lead 
him by the hand. 

12 Then the deputy, when he faw 
what was done, believed, being aftouifh- 
ed at the do&rine of the Lord. 

13 Now, when Paul and his company 
loofed from Paphos, they came to Perga 
in Pamphylia; and John, departing from 
them, returned to Jerufalem. 

14 |f But when they departed front 
Perga they came to Antioch in Pifidia, 
and went into the fynagogue on the fab- 
bath-day, and fat down. 15 And, af¬ 
ter the reading of the law and the pro¬ 
phets, the rulers of the fynagogue lent 
unto them, faying, Ye men and brethren, 
if ye have any word of exhortation for 
the people, fay on. 

16 Then Paul flood up, and, beckon¬ 
ing with his hand, faid, Men of Tfrae), 
and ye that fear God, give audience. 17 
The God of this people Ifrael chofe our 
fathers, and intrealed the people when 
they dwelt as ftrangers in the land of E- 
gypt, and with a mighty arm brought he 
them out of it. 18 And about the time 
of forty years fullered he their murmur¬ 
ing in the wildernefs. ^9 And when he 
had deftroyed feven nation's in the land 
of Clianaan, (fir their nvickedncfs ), 
he divided their land to them by lot. 1 20 
And after that he gave unto them judge,* 
about the fpace of four hundred and fifty 
years, until Samuel the prophet. 21 And 
afterward they defired a king ; and GoS 
gave ufito them Sau! the ion of'Cis, a 
man of the tribe of Benjamin, by the 
fpace of forty years, 22 And w hen he 
had removal him lie raiftd up unto them 
David to be their king; to whom alfo 
he gave teftimony, and faid, I have found 
David the fon of Jelle, a man who will 
rule tha people after mine own heait, 
who fliall fulfil all my will. 23 Of this 
man’s feed, hath God, according to his 
promifc, rsdfed up unto Ifrael a Saviour, 
R 
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Jefus ; 24 When John had fvrft preach¬ 

ed, before his coming, the baptifnv of re¬ 
pentance to all thf people of Ifra£l. 25 
And as John fulfilled hi? courfe, he faid, 
Whom think ye that I am ? I am not he. 
But, behold, there coraefth oile after me, 
the flioes of whofc feet I am not worthy 
tq loofe. 

26 Men and brethren, children of the 
Bock of Abraham, and whofoover among 
yon feareth God, to you is the word of 
this 'falvation fent. 27 For'they that 
dwell at Jerufalem, and their rulers, be 
caufe they kneW him not, nor yet the 
voices of the''prophets who are lead e- 
very fabbath-day, they have fulfilled 
them in condemning him. z8 And tho* 
they found no caufe of death in him, yet 
defired they Pila'tethat he fhould beflain; 
■29 And when they had fulfilled all that 
was written of him, they took him down 
from the tree, and laid him in a fiepul- 
chre. 30 But God Taifed him from the 
dead ; 31 And he-was Ceen many days 

©f -them who came-up with him from 
Galilee fo Jerusalem, who are his wit- 
neffts unto the people. 3a And we de¬ 
clare unto you glad tidings, how that the 
promife which tf’as made, unto the fa¬ 
thers, 33 God hath fulfilled the fame 
unto ustheii, children,in thatlie hath raif¬ 
ed up Jefus again; as it is alfo written in 
the fecond'pfalm, Thou art my Son, this 
day have I begotten thee from the dead. 
34 And becaufe he raifed him up from 
the dead, now ho more to. return to cor¬ 
ruption, he faid on this wife, 1 will give 
you the fure mercies of David. '35 
Wherefore he faith alfo in another pfalin, 
Thou (halt not fuffer thine holy One to 
fee.coiruption.' 3b For David, after he 
had ferved his own generation, by the 
will of .God fell on fieep, and was laid 
unto his fathers^ and faw corruption : 37 
But he whom God raifed again from the 
dead faw no corruption, 

38 Be it known unto you, therefore, 
menand brethren, that through this man 
is preached unto you the forgivenefs of 
fins; 39 And by him all that believe 
are juftified f:cm all things, from which 
ye could not be juftified and acquitted by 
the law of itfofes. 40 Beware, there¬ 
fore, left that come upon you which is 
fpoken of in the prophets ; 41 Behold, 

ye defpifers, and wonder, and perifti; for 
I work a work in your days, a work which 
ye (hall in no wife believe, though a man 
declare it unta you. 

41 And, when the Jews were gone 
out ot the fynagogue, the Gentiles be- 
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fought that tliefe words might be preach¬ 
ed to them tlit next fubbath. 

43 Now, when the congregation was 
broken up, many of the Jews and religi¬ 
ous profelyte's followed Paul and Barna¬ 
bas; who, fpeakihg to them, gerfuaded 
them to continue in the gofpel'of the 
grace of God. 

44 ^ And the next fabbath-day camr 
almoft the whole city together to hear 
the word of God. 45 But when the 
Jews faw the multitudes they were filled 
with envy, and fpake againft thole thing? 
which were fpoken by Paul, contradict - 
ing and blafpheming. . 

46 Then Paul and Barnabas waxed 
bold, and faid, It was neceftary that the 
word of God fhould firft have been fpo¬ 
ken to you ; but feeing ye have put it 
from you, and judge yourfelves unworthy 
of evcrlafting life, lo, we turn to the Gen¬ 
tiles : 47 For fo hath the Lord com¬ 

manded us, faying, I have let thee to be 
a light of the Gentiles, that thou flioi\ld- 
eft be for falvation unto the ends of the 
earth. 48 And when th£Gentiles heard 
this they were glad, and glorified the 
word of the-Lord : and as many as were 
ordained to eternal lift believed. 

49 And the word of the Lord was 
published throughout all the region. 50 
But the Jews Birred up the devout and 
honourable women, and the chief men of 
the city, and raifed perfecution againft 
Paul and BarnaBas, and expelled them 
out of their coafts. 51 But they (hock 
off the duft of their feet as a <witne/s a- 
gainfl them, and, came unto Icenium. 52 
And the diftiplcs were filled with joy, 
and vvith the Holy Spirit- 

CHAP. XIV. 

Paul and Barnabas are perfeented. 

A N D it came to pafs inlconium, 
that they went both together into 
the fynagogue of the Jews, and fo fpake, 
that a great multitude, both of the Jew 1 ?, 
and alfo of the Greeks, believed. 2 But 
the unbelieving Jews ftirred up the Gen 
tiles, and made their minds evil-TifTe&ed 
.againft the brethren. 3 A long time, 
therefore, abode they fpcaking boldly in 
the name of the Lord, who gave teftimo- 
ny unto the word of his grace, and grant¬ 
ed figns and wonders to be done by their 
hands. 4 But the multitude of the citv 
was divided; and part held with th'' 
Jews, .and part with the apofttes. 3 
And when there was an alfuult made, 
both of the Gentiles, and alfo # of th" 
Jews, with their Rulers, to ufe them tic 
'fpitcfully, and to ftur.e them, 6 Tliev 
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were aware of it, ami fled unto Lyftra 
and Derbc, cities of Lycaonia, and unto 
the rr-gion that licth round about : 7 

And there they preached \he gofpel. 

8 And there fat a certain man at 
T.vftra, impotent in his feet, being a crip¬ 
ple from his mother's womb, who never 
had walked: 9 The fn:no heaid Paul 
ipeik ; who ftedfaftly beholding him, 
and perceiving that he had faith to be 
healed, 10 Said with a loud voice. Stand 
upright on thy feet. And he leaped and 
walked. 

rt And when the people faw what 
Jbitil had done they lifted up their voices, 
faying, in the Ipeech of Lycaonia, The 
£ndi are come down .to 11s in the iikenefs 
of men. 1 1 And they called Barnabas 
Jupiter, and Paul Mercwrius, becailfe he 
was the chief fpeakcr. - 13 Then the 
pried of Jupiter, who was before their 
city, brought oxen and garlands unto the 
gates, and would have done facritice 
with the people. 14 Which when the 
apoftles, Barnabas and Paul, heard of, 
they rent their cloth.-s, and ran.in among 
the people,,crying out, 15 And faying, 
Mrs, why do ye thefe things ? we alio 
arc men of like pallions with.you, and 
preach unto you-that yc lliould turn from 
thefe vanities unto the living God, who 
made heaven, and,earth, jmjl the fea, and 
all things that are therein ; 16 Who in 

times part:fullered all nations to walk in 
their own ways. 17 Neverthelefs he left 
jvrt hinnelf without witnefs, in that he 
did good, and gave us rain from heaven, 
cpj fruitful feafons, filling our hearts 
with food and gladneis. i3 Aiul with 
thefe Payings fearcc reftrained they the 
people that they had not done fac'rifice 
unto them. 

19 And there came thitTier certain 
Jews from Amiodi and Iconium, who 
per loaded the people ; and, having fton- 
ed Paul, drew him out of the city, fup- 
pofing Iks had been dead. so HSwbcit 
ns the difciplcs ftood round about him he 
rule up, and came into thq city; and the 
next day he departed with Barnabas-to 
J)^rhe. 11 And i^Iicn they had preach¬ 
ed the gofpel toth.it city, and had taught 
many, they returned again to Lyftra, and 
to Iconium, and to Antio-h, 22 Con- 
fU.iiing the fouls of the difciplcs, and ex¬ 
horting them to continue in the faith, 
and that wc nmll through much tribula¬ 
tion enter into the kingdom of God. 23 
Ami when they hud ordained therrj elders 
in every church, and had prayed with fad¬ 
ing, they commended them to the Lord, 
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on whom they believed. 24 And aft e ‘ 
they had palled throughout Pifidia they 
came to Patnphylia. 25 And when the}' 
had preached the word in Perga they 
went down into Attalia; 26 And thence 
failed to Antioch, from whence they had 
been recommended to the grace of God 
for the work which they fulfilled. 27 
And when they weie come, and had ga¬ 
thered the church together, they reheurf- 
cd all that God had done \vith them, and 
how he had opened the door of faith un¬ 
to the Gentiles. 28 And there they a- 
bodc long time with the difciples. 

C H A 1\ XV. 
hiffenfion about circiuncijion. 

A ND certain men who came down 
from Judea taught the brethren, 
and fa id, Except, ye Tie. circumcifed af¬ 
ter the manner of Moles ye cannot be 
faved. 2 When,therefore, Pauland Blr- 
nabas had no fmall dilTenfion and depu¬ 
tation with them, they determined that 
Paul and Barnabas, and certain others of 
them, fltould go up to Jerusalem uhto the 
apoftles and elders about this queftion. 

3 And, being brought on their way by 
the church, they paflcd through Phenice 
Jiiul .Samaria, declaring the converGon of 
the Gentiles; and they cauled great joy 
unto all the brethren. 4 Ami when 
they were come to Jerufalcm they Were 
received of the church, and of the apoftles 
and elders, and.they declared all things 
that God had done with them. 5 But 
there role up. certain of the feel of the 
Pharifccs who believed, faying, That it 
was need nit to circmncilV them, and to 
command them to keep the ceremonial 
law of Moles. 

6 And the apoftles and elders .cam.? 
together for to confider of this matter. 

7 And wlien there had been much dif, 
pitting, Peter role .in, and faul unto them. 
Men and brethren, ye know how that 
a good while ago Getl made choice among 
us, that the Gentiles by my mouth lliould 
hear the word of the gofpel, and believe. 

8 And GodilwKo knowctli the hearts, 
bate tlinm witnefs, giving them, the HO- 
Jy Spirit even as he did unto us ; 9 And 

put no dilTerence bc-t .veei) us and then, 
purifying their heartsby faith. in Non-, 
therefore, why tempt ye Cod to put a 
yoke upon the neck of the ducipIesAvhicTi 
neither our i.VJv/s nor ive were able to 
bear ? 'i t B ir w? believe that, through 
the grace of thr? Lord Jefus Chvlft, both 
they and we thould be faved. 

1 z Then all the multitude kept filence 
and g.’.ve audience to Barnabas and Paul. 
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declaring what miracles and wonders God 
had wrought among the Gentiles by 
them. . 1 

13 If And after they had held their 
peace, James anfwered, faying. Men and 
brethren, hearken unto me. 14 Simeon 
hath declared how God at firft did vifit 
the Gentiles, to take out of them a people 
for his name. 15 And to this agree 
the words of the prophets, as it is writ¬ 
ten, 16 After this I will return, and 
will build again the fpiritital kingdom 
'and tabernacle of David, which is fallen 
down temporally , ancM will build again 
fpiritually the ruins thereof, and I will 
fet it up among the Gentiles ; 17 That 

the refidue of men might feck after the 
Lord, even all the Gentiles who call on 
my namg {as my-pcople) faith the Lord, 
who doeth all thefe things. 18 Known 
unto God are all his works from the be¬ 
ginning of the world. 19 Wherefore, 
xny fentence is, that we trouble not them 
why from among the Gentiles are turned 
unto God ; 20 But that we write unto 

them, that they abftain from pollutions 
of idols, and from fornication and from 
things drangled, (that died of their ou n 
accord and the blood is in them) and from 
bfood. 21 For Mofes of old time hath in 
every city them that preach him, being 
lead in the fynagogues every fab bath-day. 

22 Then pleafed it the apoftles and 
elders, with the whoje church,-to fend 
chofeti men of their own company to An¬ 
tioch with Paul and Barnabas; namely, 
Judas, furnamed Barfabbas, and Silas, 
chief men among the brethren: 23 And 
they wrote letters by them, after this" 
manner; The apoftles, and elders, and 
brethren, fend greeting unto the brethren 
who are of the Gentiles in Antioch, and 
Syria, and Cilicia : 24 Forafmuch, as we 
have heard, that certain who went 
out from us have troubled you with 
words, fubverting ydur fouls, faying. 
Ye mud be circumcifed, and keep 
the ritual law; to whom we gave no 
ruclf commandment: 25 feenoed good 
unto us, being afiembled with one accord, 
to fend cliofen men unto you,'with our 
beloved Barnabas and Paul; 2 6 Men 
that have hazarded their lives for the 
name of our Lord Jefus Chrift. 27 We 
have tent therefore, Judas and Silas, who 
ihall alfo tell you the fame things by 
mouth. 28 For .it feenoed good to the 
Holy Spirit, and to us,-to lay upon you 
no greater burden than thefe neeeffary 
things; 29 That ye abftain from meats 
offered to idols, and from "blood, and from 
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things ftran^lcd, and fromjfomication; 
from which if ye keep yourfelvcs ye Ihall 
do well. Fare ye well. 

30 So when they were tlifmi fled they 
came to Antioch ; and, when t hey had 
gathered the multitude together, they 
delivered the epiftle ; 31 Which, when 

they had read, they rejoiced for the con- 
folatlon. 32 And Judas and Silas, being 
prophets alfo themfelves, exhorted the 
brethren 'with many words, and confirm¬ 
ed them. 

33 And after they had tarried there a 
fpace, they were let go in peace from the 
brethren unto the apoftles. 34 Notwith- 
ftanding, it pleafed Silas to abide there 
ftilh 35 Paul alfo and Barnabas con¬ 
tinued in Antioch, teaching and preach¬ 
ing the word of the Lord, with many ou¬ 
tliers alfo. 

36 And fome clays after, Paul faid 
unto Barnabas, Let us go again and vi¬ 
fit our brethren in every city where we 
have preached the word of the Lord, and 
fee how they do. 37 And Barnabas de¬ 
termined to take with them' John, wliofe 
furname was Mark. 3$ But Paul thought 
not good to take him w'ith them, who 
departed from them from Pamphylia, and 
went not with tl em to the work. 39 
And the contention was fo fliaip between 
them that they departed afunder one 
from the other ; and fo Barnabas took 
Mark, and failed unto Cyprus; 40 And 

Paul chofe Silas, and departed, being re¬ 
commended by' the brethren unto the 
grace of God. 41 And he went'thro* 
Syria and Cilicia,confirming the churches. 
CHAP. XVf. 

Paul circumi ifeth Timothy. 

HLN came he to Derbe and Lyftra ; 
and behold, a certain difciple was 
there, named Timolheus, the fon of a cer¬ 
tain woman who was a Jewefs, and be¬ 
lieved ; but his father was a Greek : 2 

Who was well reported of by the bre¬ 
thren -that were at Lyftra and Iconium ; 
3 Him wpuld Paul have to go with nim ; 
and took and circumcifed him, becaufc 
of the Jews who were in tliofe quarters ; 
for they knew all that his father was a 
Greek. ^ 

4 And as they went through the cities 
they delivered them the decrees for to 
keep, that were,ordaiped of the apofticj 
and elders who were at Jerufalem. 5 
And fo were the churches eftabliflied in 
the faith, and increafed in numbcT daily. 

6 Now when they had gone through¬ 
out Phrygia, and the region of Galatia, 
and were forbidden of the Holy Spirit to 
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preach the word as yet in Proconfular A- 
iia, 7 After they were pome to Myfia, 
rhiy a flayed to go into 'Bithynia ; but 
the Spirit liifFered them nut. 8 Anti they, 
pa fling by Myfia, came down to Truss. 
9 And a vifion appeared to Paul in the 
niglit : there floou a man of Macedonia, 
and prayed him, faying, Come over into 
Macedonia, and help us. io And, after 
Jic had fecn the vifion, immediately we 
endeavoured to go into Macedonia, afl’u- 
redly gathering that the Lord had called 
us to preach the gofpel unto them. 11 
The refute, loofing from Troas, we came 
with a ftraight" courfe to Samothracia, 
and the next day to Ntapolis ; 12 And 

from thence to Philippi, which is the 
chief city of that part of Ma* edonia, and 
a Roman coluny ; and we were in that 
city abiding certain days. IJ And on 
the fabbath we went out of the city by 
a river fide, where prayer was wont to 
be made ; and we fat down, and fpake 
unto the women who reforted thither. 

14 And a certain Pagan woman, 
named Lydia, a feller of purple of the ci¬ 
ty of Thyatira, who worfliipped God, 
heard us; whofe heart the Lord opened 
that fl>e attended unto the things which 
w ere fpuken of Paul. 15 And when the 
was baptized, and her houshold, fhe bc- 
fuught us, faying, If ye have judged me 
to be faithful to the Lord, come unto my 
houfc, and abide there, and flie conftfain- 
ed us. 

16 And it came to pafs, as we went 
to prayer^ a certain perfon poflefled with 
a lpirit of divination met us who brought 
her mutters much gain by foothlay ing ; 
17Thcfarnc followed Paul 61 us, and c r * e >J 
faying, thefe men are the fervants of ^ ,e 
molt high God, who fliew unto us d ,e 
way of falvation. il And thi.sjdid fl» c 
many days, Hut Paul, beinggneved, turn¬ 
ed, and faid to the fpirit, I command thee 
in the name of Jefus Chrift, to conic out 
yf her. And he came out that fame hour. 

19 And when her matters faw that 
the hope of their gains was gone, they 
caught Paul and Sila6, and drew them in¬ 
to the market-place unto the ruldrs, 10 
And brought them to the magiftrates, 
faying, Thcl’e men, being Jews, do ex¬ 
ceedingly trouble our city, And 

teach outturns which are not lawful for 
us to receive, neither to obferve, beintr 
Romans. 

And the multitude rofe up againfl 
them ; and the magiftrates rent off their 
clothes, and commanded to beat them. 
I3 And when they had laid many ftripes 
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upon them, they caft them into prifon, 
charging the jailor to keep them fafely ; 
14 Who, having received fucli a charge, 
thruft them into the inner prifon, and 
made their feet fait in the flocks. 

15 And at midnight Paul and Silas 
prayed, and fang praifes unto God ; and 
the prifoners heard them. 26 And fud- 
dcnly there was a great earthquake, fo 
that the foundations of the prifon were 
flmken ; and immediately nJl the doors 
were opened, and every man’s bands 
were loofed. 27 And the keeper of the 
prifon, awaking out of his fieep, and fee¬ 
ing the prifon doors open, he.drew out 
hisfword, and would have killed himfelf, 
fuppofing that.the prifoners had fled. 28 
But Paul cried with n loud voice, faying, 
Do thyfelf no harm ; for we are all here. 
29 Then lie called for a light and fprang 
in, and came in trembling, and fell down 
before Paul and Silas, 30 And brought 
them out, and faid, Sirs, what muft I.do 
to be faved ? 31 And they faid, Believe 

on the Lord Jefus Chrift, and thou flialt 
be faved, and thy houfe. - 

32 And they lpake unto him the word 
of the Lord, and to all that were in Jhs 
houfe. 33 And he took them the fame 
hourofthe night, and walked their ftripes; 
and was baptized, he and all his, ftraight- 
way. J4And, when he had brought them 
into his houfe, he.fet meat before'them, 
and rejoiced, believing in God with all 
his houfe. 

35 And, when it was day, the ma¬ 
giftrates fent the ferjeants, faying, Let 
thofc men go. 36 And the keeper of the 
prifon loltl this, faying to Paul, the ma¬ 
giftrates have lent to let you go: now, 
therefore, depart, and go in peace. 37 
BuL Paul faid unto them, They, have beat¬ 
en us openly uncondcmncd, being Ro¬ 
mans, and have caft us into prifon; 
and now, do they thruft us out pri¬ 
vily } nay, verily; but let them 
come thcmlelves and fetch us out. 38 
And the ferjeants told thefe words un¬ 
to the magiftrates; and they feared, 
when they heard that they were 
Romans. 39 And they came and br¬ 
ought them, and brought them out, and 
defired them to depart out of their city. 

40 And they went out of the prit'ou, 
and entered into the houfe of Lydia ; and 
when they had fecn the brethren, they 
comforted tficm, and departed. 

CHAP. XVII. 

Paulpreaehetb at Thejfalonica. 

N OW when they had paffed through 
Amphipolh and Apollonia, they 
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came to 'pielTalonica, where was a fyna- 
gogue of the Jews; % And Paul as bis 
manner was, went in unto them', and 
three fabbath-days reafoned with them 
out of the fcripturcs; 3 Opening and alcd- 
ging that Chrift muft needs have fufFered, 
and rifen again from the dead ; and that 
this Jefus, whom I preach unto you, is 
Thrift. .4 And fome of them, believed, 
and conforted with Paul and Silas ; ’and 
of the devout Greeks-a great multitude, 
and of the chief women rot a few. 

5 But thfc Jews who believed not, 
moved with envy, took unto them cer¬ 
tain lewd fellows of the bafer fort, and 
gathered a company, and fet aid the city 
on an uproar, and a (Faulted the houfe of 
J-afon, and fought to bring them out to 
the people. 6 And, when they found 
them not, they drew Jafon, and certain 
brethren, unto the rulers oi- the city, 
crying, Thefe that have turned the 
world npfide down are com e hither alfo; 
7 Whom Jafon hath received , and thefe 
nil do contrary to the decrees of Cefar, 
faying that there is another king, one Je- 
fus. 8 And they troubled the people, 
and the rulers of the city, when they 
heard thefe things. 9 And when they 
had taken fecurity of Jafon, and of the 
others, they let them go. 

10 ^.nd the brethren immediately 
fent away Paul and Silas by night unto 
Berea ; who, 1 coming thither, went into, 
the fynagogue of the Jews, ir Thefe 
were more noble than thofe.in Theffalo- 
nica, in that they received the word with 
all readinefs of mind, and fearched the 
feriptures daily whether thofe things 
were fo. iz Therefore many of them 
believed ; alfo of honourable women who 
were Greeks, and of men not a few. 

13 But when the Jews of Theffalonica 
had knowledge that the word of God was 
preached of Paul at Berea, they came thi¬ 
ther alfo, and ftirred up the people. 14 
And then immediately the brethren fent 
away Paul, to go as it were to the fea : 
hut Silas and Timotheus abode their ftill. 
1 jjAnd they that conduced Paul brought 
him untQ' Athens:. and receiving a com¬ 
mandment unto Silas and Timotheus for 
to come to him with all fpeed, they de¬ 
parted. 

16 Now, while Paul waitedfor them 
al Athens his fpirit was ftirred in him, 
when he faw the city wholly given to 
dolatry, ij Therefore difputed he in the 
fynagogue with the Jews, and with de¬ 
vout perfons, and in the market dMly 
with them that met flint. 13 Then cer* 
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tain philofcphers of the Epicureans, and 
of the Stoicks, encountered him. And 
fome faid, What will this hahler fay > <»~ 
ther fome, He feemetti to he a fetter forth 
of (trange gods : bee safe he preached un¬ 
to them Jefus and the refuneftion. 

19 And they took him, and brought 
him unto .the court Areopagus, fay¬ 
ing, May we know what this new dor. 
trine, whereof thou fpeakeft is? 20 Tor 
thou bringeft certain firsnge things to our 
ears; we would know, there lore, what 
thefe things mean. 21 (Tor all the A- 
thenians, ,ai:d Grangers who were there, 
fpent their time in nothing t!li\bu1 e. 
thcr to tell of hear fome new thing.) 

22 Then Paul flood in the mid ft of 
(the court) Mars-hill and faid, Ye men 
of Athens, Pperceive that in all things ye, 
are too fupeiftitieus. 23 For as I palled 
by and beheld your devotions, 1 found an 
altar with this inferiptipn,To the un¬ 
known Gof>. Whom, therefore, ye ig¬ 
norantly worfliip, him declare I ugtoyou. 
24 God that made the world, and all 
things therein, feeing that he is Lord of 
heaven and earth, dwcllcth not in tem- 
pLcs made with hands; (w votcompre¬ 
hended) 25 Neither, is worshipped with 
gifts from men's hands o«/y, as tho’ lie 
needed any thing, feeing he giveth to all 
life, and breath, and all things ; 26 And 
hath made of one blood all nations of men 
for to dwell on all the face of the earth, 
and hath determined the 'hounds of iht-ir 
habitations, at the times before appoin’- 
ed. 27 That they lliould feek the Lord, 
if haply they might teel after him ami 
find him, {by the dim light of nature) 
tho’ , he be not far from every one of us; 
28 For in him, ( by his power and good- 
nefs ) we live, and move, and have our 
being ; as certain alfo of your cwn poets, 
Aratus, have faid, For we are alfo his off¬ 
spring. 29 Fotaffnuch then as we are 
the offspring of God, wc ought not to 
think that the Divinity is like unto gold* 
or filver, or ftone graven by art and man’s 
device. 30 And the times of this igno¬ 
rance God bore with; but new com- 
mamleth all men every where to repent. 
31 Becaol'e he hath appointed a day in 
the \vhich x he tv ill judge the world in 
rightcoufnefs by that man whom he hath 
ordained; whereof he hath given affu- 
ianre.unto all men, in that he hath rai- 
fed him from the dead. 

-3*1f‘Ar.d when they heard of the rtfur- 
rection of the dead feme mocked : and 
others faid, We will hear thee again pf 
this matter. 34 Ilowbeit certain men 
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clave unto him, and believed ; among 
the which wn; Dionyfiys the Areopagite, 
(a courtier) and a woman named Da- 
uiaris.^ind others will) them.' 


C H A P. XVJiF. 

Paul labour cl!' -with his hands. 

A t T E R Iht.Tir things Paul depart- 
cd from Alliens, and came to Co¬ 
rinth ; 2 And Unind a certain Jew na¬ 

med Aquilu, born in Ponttis, lately come 
from Italy with his wife Prifcilla, fhe¬ 
rn ufe that Claudius had commando. 1 all 
Jews rn depart from Rome,) and came 
unto them. 3 And bceaule lie was of 
lhe lame craft he abode with them, and 
wrought : for by th?ir occupation they 
were tent-makers. 4 And he reafoned 
in the fynagogue-c\ci‘y fabbalh, and per- 
futided tin* Fcws ai:d the Greeks.' 

5 And wh en Silas and Tiraothcus Were 
tome from Macedonia, Paul was prelTed 
in ipirit, and teftiliei' to the Jews that Jt*- 
fus was Chrill. 6 And when they op- 
polVd thcinfclves, and Idafphenicd, he 
fhook {the dujl of) his raiment, (/or a 
*u'itntjj) t and faid uritb them, Your 
blood be upon your own heads; lam 
clean : from henceforth I will'go pnto 
the Gentiles, 

7 And he departed tliencei and erf- 
tered into a certain man's hoiife, named 
| lift us, one that worshipped God,.whofe 
Wife joined hard to the fynagogue. S 
-And Crifpus. the chief ruler of the- fyna- 

f rogne, believed 011 the Lord with all his 
loufe; and many of the Corinthians, hear¬ 
ing, bdieved, and were baptized. 

9 1} lhmi fp kc the Lord to Paul in 
the night by a vilion, Ik not afraid, but 
fpe.ik, and hold not thy peace ; ro For 
1 am with the.*, and no man .'hall fet on 
thee to hurt thcc ; I'.r 1 have much peo¬ 
ple in this city. j 1 And he continued 
there a year and fix months, teaching the 
word ot God among them. - 

12 If And when Gallio was the de¬ 
puty oi Acliaia the Jews made infurrec- 
tion with on : accord agiiinft Paul, and 
brought him to the judgment feat, 13 
Saying, This (ellow perfuacleth men to 
worflup God contrary to the law. 14 
And, when Paul was now about to open 
his mouth, Gallio laid unto the Jews, If 
it were a matter of wrong or wicked 
lew.lnefs, O ye Jewsrcafon would that 
1 fiiould bear with you : 15 But if it be 

a ({udlion of words, and names, and of 
your law, look ye to it ; for I will be no 
judge of fuel) mutters. x6 And ho drave 
them from the judgment-feat. 17 Then 
all th: Greeks took SulthnKs, the chief 


ruler of the fynagogue, and beat him be¬ 
fore the judgment-teat; and Gallio'cared 
for none of thole things. 

iS And Paul after this tarried there 
yet a good while, and then took his leave 
of the brethren, and failed thence into 
Syria, and with him Prifcilla and A- 
quila ; having fliorn his head in Cen- 
‘clirea ; for he had 4 Navjiritcs* vow, 
(1 Cor. ix. 20.) 19 And he came to 

liphefus, and left them there ; where 
he hiinfdf entered into the fynagogue, 
and reafoned with the Jews. 20 When 
they defired him to tarry longer time with 
them he contented not ; 21 But bade 

them farewell, faying, I muft by all 
means keep this fealt that cometh in Je- 
rufalcm : Jmt I wilt return again unto 
you, if God .trill. And he failed from E- 
phelus. 22 And when he had landed at 
Ccfarea, and gone up and faluted the 
church, he went down to Antioch. 23 
And after lie had (pent fome time there 
he departed, and went over all the coun¬ 
try of Galatia ancl Phrygia in order,con¬ 
firming tlie.difciples. 

24 Arffr. a rdf tain Jew named Apol- 
los, born a’r'Alexandria, an eloquent 
man, and ini^hcjr in‘the fcriptuies, came 
to Ephefiis.,. ^This p»an was inllrudled 
in the gofpcl of the Lord Jcfus; and, 
being fervent in the fpi,rit p he fpake and 
tanght diligently the dodlrines of the 
Lord, knowing only the buptifm of John. 
26 And he began to fpeak boldly in thf; 
fynagogue ; whom when Aquila and 
Pritilla had heard they took him unto 
them, and expounded unto him the gof : 
pel of God more perfectly. 27 And 
when he was difpofecj to pafs into Achaia 
the brethren w rote, exhorting the difei- 
ples to reefeive him ; who, when he was 
come, helped them much, who had thro’ 
grace believed; . 28 For he mightily 
convinced the Jew's, and that publicly, 
flicwing by the ('captures that Jefus Was 
Chrilt. 

CHAP. XIX. 

The Holy Spirit given. 

A N D it came to pafs, that, while 
' A polios was at Corinth, Paul, hav¬ 
ing pafl'ed through the upper coafts.cante 
to Ephefus: and finding certain difciplcs, 
2 He faid unto them, Have ye recieved 
the gifts of the Holy Spirit fince ye be¬ 
lieved ? Aod they faid unto him, We 
lmvc not lo much as heard whether there 
be any who have received the Holy Spi¬ 
rit. 3 Aiid l;c faid unto them, Unto 
what then were ye baptized ? Aiul they 
find, Unto John's baptifm. 
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4 Then faid Paul, John, verily, bap¬ 
tized 'with the baptifna of repentance, 
faying unto the people. That they Ihould 
believe on him who fliould come aftca 
him, that is, on Chrift Jefus; 5 When 
they heard this they were baptized in the 
.name of # the Lord Jefus. 6 And, when 
Paul had laid his hands upon them, the 
Holy Spirit came % on them ; and they 
fpake with tongues, and proplielied. 7 
And all the men were about twelve. 

8 And he went into the fynagogue, 
and fpake boldly for the fpace of three 
months, difputing, and perfuading the 
things concerning the kingdom of Cod. 

9 But when diverfe’were hardened, and 
believed not, but fpake evil of that way 
before the multitude, he departed from 
them, and feparated thedifciples, dilut¬ 
ing daily in the fchool of one Tyrannus; 

10 And this continued by the lpace of 
"two years ; fo that all they who dwelt 

in the Icjfer Alia heard the word of the 
Lord Jefus, both Jews and Greeks. 11 
And God wrought fpecial miracles-by 
the hands of Paul: 12 So that from his 

body were brought ynto tjie lick hand¬ 
kerchiefs or aprons, afrd tbje dif^afes de¬ 
parted from them, at?4 ' the evil fpirits 
went out of them. omO .■ 

13 If Then certain OTithe vagabond 
Jews, exorcifls, took upon them to call 
ovet them who had evil fpirits the name 
of tne Lord Jefus* faying,.We adjure yon 
by Jefus, whom Paul-preacheth. 14 And 
there were feven fons of one Sceva a 
Jew, and chief of the priefls, who did fo. 
15 And the evil fpirit anfwered, and 
faid, Jefus I know, and Paul I know j 
but who are ye ? id And the Jnan in 
whom the evil fpirit was leaped on them, 
and overcame them, and prevailed againfl 
them, fo that they fled out of that houfe 
naked .and wounded. 17 And this 
was known to all the Jews and Greeks 
alfo dwelling at Ephcfus ; and fear fell 
on them all, and the name of the Lord 
Jefus was magnified. 

18 And many that believed came, and 
confcfled, and fhewed their evil deeds. 
*9 Many alfo of them who ufe curious 
arts brought their books together, and 
burned them before all men : and they 
counted the price of them, and found it 
fifty 'thoufand pices of filver. 20 So 
mightily grew the word of God, and pre¬ 
vailed. 

21 After thefe things were ended 
Paul purpofed in the fpirit, when he had 
pafled through Macedonia and Achaia, 
to go to Jerusalem, faying, After I have 
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been there I mdfl alfo fee Rome. 22 So 
he fent into Macedonia two of them that 
miniftered unto him, Tiinotheus and E- 
raflus; but ,he himfelf flayed in Afia for 
a feafon. 23 And at the fame time 
there aipfc no fmall ftir about that way; 
24 For a certain man, named Demetri¬ 
us, a filver fraitb, who madeTilver flirines 
for Diana, brought no fmall gain unto 
the craftfoten; 25 Whom he called to¬ 

gether, with the workmen of the like oc¬ 
cupation. and faid. Sirs, ye know that by 
this craft we have our wealth; 26 More¬ 
over, ye fee and hear, that not alone at 
Ephefus, but almoft throughout all A- 
fia, this Paul hath perfuaded and turned 
away much people, faying. That they be 
no gods which are made with hands; 27 
So that not only this our craft is in dan¬ 
ger to be fet at nought; but alfo that 
the temple of the great goddefs Diana 
fliould be il.efpifed, and her magnifiCence 
fliould be destroyed, whom all Afia and 
the world woilhippeth. 2S And when 
they heard thefe fayings they were full 
.of wrath, and cried out, faying, Great is 
Diana of the Ephefians. 29 And the 
whole city was filled with Iconfufion; 
and having caught Gains and Ariftarchus, 
men of Macedonia, Paul’s companions in 
travel, they ruflied with one accprd into 
the theatre. 30 And when Paul would 
have entered in unto the people the dif- 
ciples fuffered him not. 31 And certain 
of the chief of Afia, who were his friends, 
fent unto him, defiring him, that he 
would not adventure himfelf into the 
theatre. 32 Some, theiefore, cried one 
thing, and fome another ; for the aflem. 
bly was confufed ; and the more part 
knew not wherefore they were come to¬ 
gether. 33 And they drew Alexander 
cut of the multitude, the Jews putting 
him forward. And Alexander beckoned 
with the hand, and would have made his 
defence unto the people ; 34 But when 

they knew that he was a Jew, all with 
one voice, about the fpace of two hours, 
cried out, Great is Diana of the Ephe¬ 
fians. 35 And when the town clerk had 
appeafed the people he faid, Yc men of 
Ephefus, what man is there that know- 
eth not how that’the city of the Ephe¬ 
fians is a woifhipprr of the great ged- 
defs Diana, and of the image which (as 
if is reported ) fell down from Jupiter ? 
36 Seeing then that thele things cannot 
be fpoken againft, ye ought to be quiet, 
and to do nothing ralldy. 37 For ye 
have brought hither thefe men, who arc 
neither robbers of churches, r.or yi t blaf- 
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phrmers of your goridefs. 38 Wherefore 
if Demetrius, and the craftfmen who are 
with him, have a matter againft any 
man, the Jaw is open, and there are de¬ 
puties ; Jet tliem implead one another. 
39 But if ye enquire any thing concern- 
ing other matters, it IhaJl be determined 
in a lawful aflcmbly. 40 For we arc in 
danger to be called in queftion for this 
day’s uproar, there being no caufe where¬ 
by we may give an account of this con- 
rourfe. 41 And when hr had thus fpo- 
ken he tliliriiU'ed the aflembly. 

CHAP. XX. 

Paul ftoctb to Macedonia . 

ND after the uproar was ceafed 
Paul called unto him the difciples, 
and embraced them (with a farewell ), 
and departed for to go into Macedonia, 
a And when he had gone over thofe 
parts, and had given them much exhor¬ 
tation, he came into Greece, 3 And there 
abode three months; and when the Jews 
laid wait for him, as he was about to 
fail inlo Syria, he propofed to return thro* 
Macedonia: 4 And there accompanied 
him into the lejftr Syria, Sopater of Be¬ 
rea ; and of the ThelTalonians, Ariftar- 
tlms and Secundus ; and Gaius of Derbe, 
and Timotlicus; and of the lejper Alia, 
Tychuiis, and Trophimus. 5 ITiefe, go¬ 
ing before, tarried for us at Troas. 6 
And wc failed away from Philippi after 
the days of unleavened bread, and came 
unto then^to Troas in five days; where 
wc abode feven days. 

7 *i" And upon the firft day of the 
week, when the difciples came together 
lo break bread, {at the Lord's /upper), 
Paul preached unto them, ready to de¬ 
part on the morrow ; and continued his 
fpeecli umi! midnight. 8 And there 
were many lights in the upper chamber 
where they were gathered together. 

9 And there fat in a window a certain 
ruling man named Eutychus, being faU 
cn into a deep fleep ; and, as Paul was 
oug prc’iic hing, he iui.k down with fjeep, 
itid fell down from the third loft, and 
vas taken 11 j> dead. 10 And Paul went 
!own, ami fell on him, and, embracing 
inn, laid, Trouble not yourfelves; for 
:;!•> !:;( .s in him. 11 When he, iherc- 
u.e, v. a , eome up again, and had broken 
j:c u!,.u;d c it 'ii,aial talked a long while, 
’ven till break ot day, he dcpaitcd. 12 
\t.d they brought the young man alive, 
:nd v."a'c no! a little comforted. 

13 And we went before to (hip, and 
•nil <i u:.to Alios, there intending to take 
u Paul ; lor fo b-d he appointed, mind¬ 
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ing himfelf to go afoot. 14 And when 
he met with us at Aflos we took him in, 
and came to Mitylene. 15 And we failed 
thence, and came the next day over a- 
gainft Chios; and tire next day we arri¬ 
ved at Samos, and tarried at Trogyl- 
lium ; and the next day we came to Mi- 
letup. *6 For Paul had determined to 
fail by Ephcfus, becaufe he would not 
fpend the time in the leffer Alia; for he 
halted, if it werepoflibTe for him, to be 
at Jerufalem the day of Pentecoft. 

17 And from Miletus he fent to F- 
phefus, and called the elders Of the 
church. i 3 And, when they were come 
to him, he faid unto them, Ye know, 
from the firll day that I came into the 
Icjfer Afia, after what manner I have 
been with you at all feafons, 19 Serving 
the Lord with all humility of mind, and 
with many tears and temptations which 
befcl me by the lying in Wait of the 
Jews; ao And how I kept back no¬ 
thing that was profitable unto you, but 
have flic wed you,, and have taught you 
publicly, and from houfe to houfe r 21 
Tellitying both to the Jews, and alfo to 
the Greeks, repentance toward God, and 
faith toward our Lord Jefus Chrilt. 22 
And now, behold, I go bound in the Spi¬ 
rit unto Jerufalem, not knowing the 
things that fliall befal me there: 23 
Save that the Holy Spirit witnefleth, 
faying. That bonds and afflidtions abide 
me in every city. 24 But none of thefc 
things move me; neither count 1 my 
life dear upto myfelf, fo that I might fi- 
nifli my courfe with joy, and the mini- 
llry which I have received of the Lord 
Jefus, to teftify the gofpel of the grace 
of God. 25 And now, behold, I know 
that ye all, among whom I have gone 
preaching the kingdom of God, fliall fee 
my face no more. 2 6 Wherefore I take 
you to record this day, that I am pure 
from the blood of all men. 27 For 1 
have not fliunned to declare unto you ail 
the counfcl of God. 

28 Take heed, therefore, unto your¬ 
felves, and to all the flock over the which 
the Holy Spirit hath made you overfeers, 
to feed the church of Ghtifl:, which he 
hath pur chafed with his ow n blood. 29 
For I know this, that after my departing 
fliall grievous wolves enter in among you, 
not fparing the flock. 30 Alfo of your 
own felves fliall men avife, fpcUkingper- 
veife things, to draw.snvay dilcipies af¬ 
ter them. 31 Therefore watch, anti re¬ 
member, that by the Ipacq of three years 
I ceafed not to w arn every one ni^hr and 
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day with tears. 32 And norW, brethren, 

I commend you to God, end to the word 
of grace, which is able to build you 
up, in faith and holiuefs, and to give 
you an inheritance in heaven among all 
them who are fanrftified. 33 I have co¬ 
veted no man's filver, or gold, or apparel. 

34 Yea, ye yourfelves know, that thefe 
hands, have roiniftered unto my neceffi- 
ties, and to them that were with mt. 

35 I have JheWed you all things, how 
that fo labouring.ye ought to lupport the 
needy, (Ef>b. iv. 28.) and to remember 
the words of the Lord Jefus, how he 
faid, It is more bleffed to give than to re¬ 
ceive. 

36 And, when he had thus fpoken, 
he kneeled clown and prayed with them 
all. 37 And they Ml wept fore, and fell 
on Paul’s neck, and kilfe<Lhim; 38 
Sorrowing rooft of all for tire words 
which he fpake, that they il:ouM fee his 
face no more. And they accompanied 
him unto the fliip. 

CHAP. XXI. 

Paul goeth to Jet nfalem. 

ND it came to pafs/that, after we 
were gotten from them, and had ■ 
launched, w6 came with a ffraight courfe 
unto Coos, and the day following unto 
Rhodes, and from thence untoTatara; 

2 Arid finding a fliip failing over unto 
Phenicia, wtwent aboard, and fet forth. 

3 Now, when we had difeovered Cy¬ 
prus, we left it on the left hand, and 
failed unto Syria, and landed at Tyre; for 
there the flap was to unlade her burden. 

4 And finding difciples, -we tarried there 

feven days; who faid to Paul, thro’, the 
spirit, that he fhould not go uj/ to Je- 
rufalem, {•without, danger ). 5 'And 

when we had accoroplifhed thofe days 
we departed, and went our way ; and 
-th*y all brought us on our way., with 
wives and children, till we were cut of 
the city ; and we kneeled down on the 
fhore and prayed. 6 And when we had 
-taken our leave one of another wc took 
fliip; andthey returned home again. 7 
And when we had finifhed our courfe 
from Tyre we came toPtoIemais, and fa¬ 
inted the brethren, ar.d abode with them 
cne day. 8 And'the next day we that 
were of Paul’s-company departed, and 
came untoTefarea ; ■ ar.d- we'entered in¬ 
to the houfe of Philip tire evangelift, 
who Was one of the feven deacons , and 
'abode with him. (vi. 5.) 9 And the 

fame man had four daughters, virgins, 
who did prophefy. 

ic And as we tarried there jk any day c , 
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there came down from Judea a certain 
prophet named Agabus. 11 And when 
he was come unto us he took Paul’sgirdle, 
and boflnd his own hands and feet, and 
faid, Thus faith the Holy Spirit, So fliall 
the Jews at Jerufalem bind the man that 
owneth this girdle, and flu, II deliver him 
into the hands of the Gentiles. 12 And, 
when we heafd thefe things,- both we 
and they of that place befouglit him not 
to go up to Jerufalem. 13 Then Paul 
anfwered, What mean ye to weep, and 
to break mine heart ? for I qm ready not 
to be bound only, but alfo to die at Jeru¬ 
falem, for the name of the Lord Tefus. 
14 And When he would not be peifbud- 
ed we ceafed, faying. The will of the 
Lord be done. 

15 And after thofe days we took up 
oitf carriages,' and went up to Jerufalem. 
16 There went with us alfo certain qf 
the difciples of Cefarea, and brought 
with them one Mnafon of Cyprus, an old 
difciple, (who had a houfe at Jerufa¬ 
lem'), with whom we fliould lodge. 

17 If And when we were come to Je¬ 
rufalem the brethren received us gladly. 

iS And the day following Paul went 
in with us unto James; and all the ci¬ 
ders Were prefent. 19 And when he 
had fainted them, he declared particular¬ 
ly what tilings God had wrought among 
the Gentiles by his-miniftry. 

20 And when they heard it they glo¬ 
rified the Lord, and faid unto him, Thou 
feeft, brother, how many thoufauds of 
Jews there are who believe; and they 
are all iealous of the ceremonial law. 21 
And 1 they aVe informed of thee, that thou 
teacheft all the Jews who are among the 
Gentiles to forfake Mofes’ lav.’, faying, 
That they ought not to circumcife tlieir 
children, neither to walk after the cuf- 
toms of the Jews. 22 What is it there¬ 
fore ? the multitude mult needs come 
together ; for they will hear that thou 
art come. 23 Do, therefore, this that 
we x fay to thee : We have four men who 
have a vow on them of a Na&aritc; 
Them take, rmd purify tbyfelf with 
them, and be at charges with them, 
that they may fliave their heads, and all 
may know that thofe things, whereol 
they were informed concerning thee, art 
nothing; but that thou thyfclf alfo walk- 
eft orderly, and keepeft the ceremonial 
law. 25 As touching the Gentiles who 
believe, we have .written and concluded, 
that they obf^rve no fuch thing,.fave on¬ 
ly that they keep themfelves from thing. 1 
offered-to idols, and from blood, and from 
ftrar.glcd, and from fornication. 
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26 Then Paul took the men. and the 
next day, purifying liimftlf with them, 
entered into the temple, to fignify the 
accomplifliment of the days oLpurifica- 
lion, until that an offering Ihould be of- 
fcjed for every one of them. 

27 ^ And when the fevcn days were 
almoft ended, the Jews who were of the 
irjfer A fin, when they faw him in the 
temple, Ilirrcd up all the people, and laid 
hands on him, 2S Crying out, Men of 
I had, help : This is the man that tcach- 
ctli all men every where again ft the peo¬ 
ple, and the ceremonial law, and this 
place ; and further, brought Greeks alfo 
into the temple, and hath polluted this 
holy place. 29 (For they had feen be¬ 
fore with him in the city Trophimus an 
Ephrfian, whom they fuppofed that P^ul 
had brought into the temple.) 30 And 
all the city was moved, and the people 
ran together ; and they took Paul, and 
drew him out of the temple : and forth¬ 
with the doors were Unit. 3 1 And, as 
they went about to kill him, tidings came 
unto the chief captain of the band, that 
all Jerufalem was in an uproar; 32 Who 
immediately took foldicrs and centurions, 
mul ran down unto them; and when they 
faw the chief captain and the foldiers 
they loft beating of Paul. 

33 Then the chief captain came near, 
and took him, and commanded him to be 
bound with two chains ; arid demanded 
who he was, and what lie had done? 34 
And loine cried one thing, fotne another, 
aiming the multitude : and, when he 
could not kuow the certainty for the 
tumult,*'lie commanded him to be car¬ 
ried into the caltlo. 35 And when he 
came upon the Hairs, lo it was that he 
was- borne of the foldiers ror the vio¬ 
lence of tiie people. 3^ For the mul¬ 
titude 01 the people followed after, cry¬ 
ing, Away with him. 

37 And as Paul was to he led into the 
callle, he laid unto the chief captain. 
May L fpeak unto thee ? who faid, Ca^/t 
thou fpeak Greek ? 38 Art not thou 

(hat Egyptian, who before tlicfe days 
mailed an uproar, and leddelt out into 
the wililc rue Is four tlioufand men that 
were murderers > 39 But Paul faid, I 

am a man who am a Jew of Tarfus, a 
city in Cilicia, a citizen of no mean city : 
and I befeech thee fuffer me to fpeak un¬ 
to the people. 

40 And, When he had given him 
licence, Paul flood on the flairs, and 
beckoned with the hand unto the peo¬ 
ple : arid, when there wa6 nude a great 
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filence, he fpake unto tKeffi in the He¬ 
brew tongue, faying, 

CHAP. XXII. 

Paul deetaretb hi- converf.OJi. 

EN, brethren, and fathers, hear ye 
my defence which I make now un¬ 
to you. 1 (And when they had heard 
that he fpake in the Hebrew tongue to 
them they kept the more filcnce ; and lie 
faiih,^ 3 I am verily a man who am 
a ]cw, born in TarfbS, a city in Cilicin, 
yet brought up in this city at the feet of 
Gamaliel, and taught according to the 
perfect manner of the ritual law of the 
fathers, and was zealous toward God, as 
ye all are this day. 4 Arid 1 perfecutrd 
them of this wey unto death, binding ai.d 
delivering into prifons both men and wo¬ 
men. 5 As alfo the high prielt doth 
bear me witnefs, and all the eftate of the 
ciders; from whom alfo I received let¬ 
ters unto the brethren, and went to Dz- 
mafcim, to bring them who were there 
bound unto Jerufalem, for to be punidi¬ 
ed. 6 And it came to p«fs, that as I 
made my journey, and was come nigli 
unto Dainafcus, about noon, fuddenly 
there flione from heaven a great light 
round about me. 7 And I fell unto the 
giound, and heard a voice faying unto 
ine, Saul, Saul, why perfccuteft thou me? 

S And I anfwered, Who art thou, Lord ? 
And he faid unto me, I am Jefus of Na¬ 
zareth, whom thou perfecuteft. 9 And 
they that were with me faw indeed the 
light, and were afraid ; but they heard 
not the voice of him that fpake to me. 
10 And l faid, ^nut diall I do, Lord J 
And the Lord faid unto me; Arile and 
go into Damafcus ; and there it (lull be 
told thee of all tilings which are appoint¬ 
ed for thee to do. II And when I could 
not fee for the glory of that light, being 
led by the hand of them that Were with 
me, I came into Dainafcus. 12 And one 
Ananias, a devout man according to the 
law, having a good le port of all tlie Jews 
who dwelt there, 13 C;unc unto me, 80 
flood, and faid untome, Brother Saul, re¬ 
ceive thy fight. And the fame hour l 
looked - up upon him. 14 And he faid, 
The God of our fathers hath cltofcn thee, 
that thou fbouldeft know his will, mid 
Le >/^.thatjuftOnc, and (liotildcft hear 
the voice of his mouth. 15 For thou flialt 
be his witnefs„unto all men of whut rhou 
haft fecn and heard. 16 And. now, whv 
tartieft thou ? arife and be baptized, and 
w nlh away thy fins, calling on the name 
of the Lord Jefus, 17 And it came to 
paf$, that when I was y come again to Jr- 
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nifalem, even while I prayed in the 
temple, I was in a trance; 18 And faw 

him faying unto me; Make hafte, and 
get thee quickly out orjeTufalem ; for 
they will not receive thy teflimony con¬ 
cerning me. 19 And I faid, Lord, they 
know that I imprisoned and beat in eve¬ 
ry fynagogue them that believed on thee: 
20 And when the blood of thy martyr 
Stephen was filed, I alfo was ftanding by/ 
and confenting unto his death, and kept 
the, raiment of them that flew him. 21 
And Jie faid unto me, Depart : for I will 
fend thee fay hence unto the Gentiles. 

12 And they gave him audience un¬ 
to this word, and then lifted up their voi¬ 
ces, and faid, Away with fuch a fellow 
from the earth ; for it is not fit that he 
fhould live. 23 And as they cried out, 
and call off their clothes, and threw dull 
into the air, 24 The chief captain com¬ 
manded him to be brought into the caftle 
and bade that he fliould be examined by 
frourging j that he niight know where¬ 
fore they cried fo againft him. 25 And, 
as-they bound him with thongs, Paul faid 
unto the centurion that flood by. Is it 
lawful for you tp fcourge a man that is a 
Roman (citizen'), and uncondemned ?. 
26 When the centurion* heard that he 
went and told the chief captain, faying, 
Take heed what thou doeft; for this man 
is a Roman (citizen). 27 Then the 
chief captain came, and faid unto him, 
Tell, me, art thou a Roman (citizen). 
He faid, Yea._ 28 And the chief cap¬ 
tain anfwered, With a great fum obtain¬ 
ed I this freedom. And Paul faid, but I 
was dree-boni. 29 -Then ftraightway 
they departed from him who fhould have 
examined him: and the chief captain alfo 
was afraid after he knew that he was a 
Roman (citizen), and becaufe he had 
hound him. 30 On the morrow, hecaufe 
he would have known certainly (the 
matter) wherefore he was accufed of the' 
Jews, he loofed him from his bands, and 
commanded the chief priefts and all their 
council to appear, and brought Paul 
down, and fet him before them. 

CHAP. ; XXIII. 

Pavl pleadeth bis cav/e. 

ND Paul, earnellly beholding the 
council, faid, Ivien and brethren, I 
have lived in all good confcience (as far 
as I knew ) before God until'this'day. 
a And the high prieft Ananias command¬ 
ed them that ftood by him to finite him 
on y the mouth. 3 Then faid Paifl untp 
him, God fliall finite thee, thou whited 
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wall: for fitttfl thou to judge nip after 
the law, and commandcft me to be fmit- 
ten contrary to the llw ? 4 Ami they 

that ftood by faid, Revileft thou G6d’9 
high prieft ? 5Tben faid Paul, I did not 
acknowledge , brethren, that he was the 
high prieft ; for it is written, Tliou AihU 
not fpeak evil of the ruler of thy people. 

6 But when Paul perceived that 
the one part were Sadduccei.fie thejothcr 
Phafifee*, he cried out in tlie council, Men 
and brethren, I am a Pharifcc/^j fo the 
refurrehlion) the fonof a Pliarifee; of the 
the hope and refurredlion of the dead I 
am called in queftion. 7 And, when he 
had fo faid. there arofe a diflenfion be¬ 
tween the Pharifees and the Sj d.lucccs ; 
and the multitude was divided. 8 For 
the Sadducees fay that there is no refur- 
redlion, neither any angel nor fpirit; hut 
the Pharifees confefs both. 9 And there 
arofe a great cry ; and the feribes that 
were of the Pharifees part arofe and 
ftrove, faying. We find no evil in this 
man; but if a fpirit or an angel hath fpek- 
en to him, let us not fight agair.ft God. 

10 And when there arofe a great dif¬ 
fenfion,the chief captain, fearing left Paul 
fliould have been pulled in pieces of them, 
commanded the foldiers to go clown, and 
to take him'by force from among them, 
and to bring him. into the caftle. ti r And 
the night following the Lord (Jefus) 
ftood by him, and faid, Be of good cheer, 
Paul; for as thou haft teftifird of me in 
Jerufalcm, fo' muft thou bear witnefs al¬ 
fo at Rome. 

12 And when it was day. certain of the 
Jews banded together, and bound them- 
felves under a curfc, faying, That they 
would neither eat nor drink till they had 
killed Paul. 13 And they were more 
than forty who had made this cenfpiracy. 
14 And they came to tlie chief priefts and 
elders, and faid,We have bound ouifclves 
under a great curfe, that we will eat no¬ 
thing until we have flain Paul. 1 5 Now, 
therefore, ye with the council fignify to 
the chief captain, that he bring him down 
unto you to-morrow, as though ye would 
enquire fomething more perfectly con¬ 
cerning him ; and wc, or ever he come 
near, are ready to kill him. 

1 6 And when Paul's filter's fon heard 
of their lying in wait, he went and en¬ 
tered into the caftle, and tohl Paul. 17 
Then. Paul called one of the centurions 
utito him, and faid. Bring this young man 
unto the chief captain ; for he hath a cer¬ 
tain thing to tell him. 18 So be took 
him, and brought him to the chief cap- 
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tain, andTuul, Paul the prifone^ called me 
unto him, and prayed me to bring this 
young man unto thee, who hath fome- 
thing to fay unto thee. 19 Then the 
chief captain took him by the hand, and 
went with him afide privately, and alk- 
ed him what is that thou haft to tell me ? 
1-, And he faid, The Jews have agreed to 
defire thee, that thou wouldcft bring down 
Paul tomorrowinto thecounciI,as tlio*thcy 
would enquire fome whatofhim moreper- 
foftly.nBut do not thou yield unto them, 
for there lie in wait for him of them 
more than forty men, who have bound 
themfelves with an oath, that tfiey will 
neither eat nor drink t ill they have killed 
him ; and now they are ready, looking 
for a piomifc from thee. 22 So the chief 
captain then let the young man depart, 
and charged him, See thou tell no man 
that thou haft flu.wed thefc things to me. 

23 And he called unto him two cen¬ 
turions, faying, Make ready two hundred 
fnldicrs to go to Cefarca, and horfemcn 
threescore and ten, and fpearmen two 
hundred, at the third hour of the night; 
34 And provide them hearts, that they 
may fet Paul on, and bring him fafe un¬ 
to Felix the governor. 

25 And he wrote a letter after this 
manner; 26 Claudius Lyfias unto the 

molt excellent governor Felix, fendeth 
greeting. 27 This tnan was taken of 
the Jews, and fliould been killed of them; 
then came I with an army and refcuetl 
him, having understood that he was a 
Roman (citizen). 28 And when I 
would have known the caufe whereof 
they accufed him, I brought him forth in¬ 
to their council ; 29 Whom I per¬ 

ceived to be accufed of queftious of their 
law, but to have nothing laid to his 
charge worthy of death or of bonds. 36 
And when it was told me, how that the 
Jewslaid wait for the man, I font ftraight- 
way to thee,and gave commandment to his 
accufers all'o toiay before thee what they 
had againft him. Farewell. 

31 Then the foldiers as it was com¬ 
manded them, took Paul, and brought 
him by night to Antipatris. 3a Ort'llic 
morrow they left the horfemen to go 
with him, and returned to the cattle; 
33 Who, when they cainc toCcfarea, and 
delivered the epiftle to the governor, pre- 
fented Paul alfo before him. 34 And 
when the governor had read the let ter, 
he allied of what province lie was. And 
when lie underftoud that he was of Cili- 
cia; 35 I will hear thee, faid he, when 
thine accufers are all'o come. And he 
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commanded him to be kept in Herod’s 
judgment-hall. 

CHAP. XXIV. 

Paul accufed by Ter full us. 

\ J 4 D after five days Ananias the high 
£\. prielt defeended with the elders, 
and with a certain orator named Tertul- 
]us, whp informed the governor againft 
Paul. *2 And, when he was called forth, 
Tortulins began to accufc him, frying. 
Seeing that by thee we enjoy grcatquiet- 
nefif, and that very woi thy deeds are done 
unto this nation by thy providence, .3 
We accept it always, and in all places, 
moft noble Felix.witli all thaiikfulnefs. 
4 Notwithftanding, that I be not fur¬ 
ther tedious unto thee, I pray thee that 
thou wouldeft hear us of thy clemency n 
lew words. 5 For wc have found this 
man a pcftilcnt ma» t and, a mover of fe- 
dition among all the Jews throughout 
the empire , and a ringleader of the 
lect of the Nazaiene ( Chrjlifins) : 
6 Who alfo hath gone about to profano 
the temple ; whom wc to’ok, and would 
have judged according to our law ; 7 

Hut tlit* chief captain Lyfias came upon 
us, and with great violence took him a- 
way out of our hands, S Commanding 
his accufers to come unto thee ; by ex¬ 
amining of whom, thy Pelf mayeft take 
knowledge of all thefc things whereof wc 
accufc him. 9 And the Jews alfo aflcitt- 
ed, faying, that thefc things were fo. 

10 If Then'Paui, after that the gover¬ 
nor had beckoned unto him to freak, an- 
fwered, Forafmucli as 1 know that thou 
haft bi-en of many years a judge unto thin, 
nation, I do the more checrtuP.y anfwer 
for myfelf; 11 Becaufe that thou may- 

eft undeiftand, that there ate yet but 
twelve days flnee I went up to Jerufnlcm 
for to worfliip. 12 And they neither 
found me in the temple difputing with, a- 
ny man, neither railing up.the people, 
neither in the fynagogues, nor in the city; 
12 Neither can they prove thethings 
whereof they now accufe me. 14 Eut 
this 1 con/efe unto thee, that after the 
way which they call hcrefy, fo v. orfhip I 
t lie God of my fathers, believing all things 
which are written in the law and in the 
prophets ; 15 And have hope toward 

God, which they themfelves alfo allow, 
that there fhall be a refurrciftion of the 
dead, both of the juft and unjuft, id And 
herein do I exercife myfelf to have al¬ 
ways a confidence without ofTcrrce toward 
God, and toward men. 17 Now after 
many years, I camt to bring alms to my 
nation, and offerings. 18 Whereupon 
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«ertam Jews from (the letfer) Afia found 
me purified in the temple, neither with 
multitude, nor with.tumult: 19 Who 

ought to have been here before thee, and 
object, if they had ought agiir.ft n:e. 20 
Or elfe lat thefe fame here fay, if they 
have found any evil-.doitq* in me while I 
flood before,the council, 21 Exc.’pt it 
be for this one voice, that I cried hand¬ 
ing among them, Touching the refurrec- 
tion of the dead I am called in queftion 
by you this day. 

22^And when Felix heard thefe things, 
having more perfect knowledge of that 
way, he deferred them, and faid. When 
Lyfias the chief captain fhall come down 
I will know the uttermoft of your matter. 
23 And he commanded a centurion to 
keep Paul, and to let him have liberty, 
and that he fhould forbid none of his ac¬ 
quaintance to minifter or come unto him. 

24 And after certain days, when Fe¬ 
lix came with his wife Drufilla, who was 
a Jewefs, he fent for Paul, and heard him 
concerning the faith in Chrift. 25 And as 
he reafonedof rifrhteoufnefs, temperance, 
andjudgmentto come,Felix trembled,and 
anfwered, Go thy way for this time; 
when I have a convenient feafon I will 
call for thee. 26 He hoped ,alfo that 
money .fhould have been given him of 
Paul, that he might loofe him ; where¬ 
fore he fer.t for him the oftener, and com¬ 
muned with him. 27 Put, after; two 
years, Porcins Feftus came into Felix* 
room : and Felix willing tofhew the Jews 
a plcafure, left Paul bound. 

CHAP. XXV. 


round ^>out, r.nd laid many and grievous 
complaitits a gain ft Paul, which they 
could not prove ; 8 While he anfwer¬ 

ed for himfelf, Neither againft the law 
of the Jews, neither againft the temple, 
nor yet againft Cefar, have I offended a- 
ny thing at all. 

9 But Feftus, willing to do the Jews 
a plcafure, anfwered Paul, and faid. 
Wilt thou go up to Jerusalem, and there 
be judged of thefe things before me ? 10 
Then faid Paul, I ftand at Cefar’s judg¬ 
ment-feat, where I ought to be judged ; 
to the Jews have I done no wrong, as 
thou very well knoweft. 11 For if I be 
an offender, or have committed any thing 
worthy of death, I refufe not to die ; but 
if there be none of thefe things true 
whereof thefe accufe me, po man may 
deliver me unto them. I appeal unto 
Cefar. 

12 Then Feftus, when he had confer¬ 
red with the council, anfwered, Halt 
thou appealed unto Cefar ? unto Cefar 
flialt thou go. 

13 Tf And, after certain days, king A- 
grippa and Bernice came unto Cefarea 
to fa lute Feftus. 14 And, when they 
had been ther£ many days, Feftus de¬ 
clared Paul’s caufe unto the king, fay¬ 
ing, There is a certain man left in bonds 
by Felix; 15 About whom, when I 
was at Jerufalem, the chief priefts and 
the elders of the Jews informed me, de¬ 
filing to have judgment againft him. 16 
To whom I anfwered, It is not the man¬ 
ner of the Romans to deliver any man 
to die before that he who is nccufed have

N OW, when Feftus was come into 
the province, after three days he a- 
feended from Cefarea to Jerufalem. 

2 't’hen the high prieft, and the chief 
of the Jews informed him againft Paul, 
andbefoughl him, 3Anddefired favour a- 
gainft him, that he would fend for him to 
Jerufalem, laying wait in the way to kill 
him. 4 Bnt Feftus anfwered that Paul 
fhould be kept at Cefarea, and that he 
himfelf would depart Ihortly thither. 5 
Let them, therefore, faid he, who among 
you are able go down withme, and accufe 
this man, if there be apy wickcdnefs in 
him; 

6 And, when he had tarried among 
them more than ten days, he went down 
unto Cefarea ; and the next day, fitting 
oh 'the judgment-feat commanded Paid 
to be brought.. 

7 And, when he was come, the Jews 
who catpe dpwn from Jerufalem flood 


the accufers face to face, and have li 
cence to anfwer for. himfelf concerning 
the crime laid against him. 17 There¬ 
fore, when they were come hither, with¬ 
out any delay on the morrow I fat on the 
judgment-feat, aud commanded the man 
to be brough forth. 18 Againft whom, 
when the accufers flood up, they brought 
none accufation of fuch things as I fup- 
pofed 19 But had certain queflions a- 
gainft him of their own fupei ftition, and 
of one Jefus who was dead, whom Paul 
affirmed to be alive. 20 And, becaufe 
I doubted of fuch manner of queflions, I 
'afked him. whether he would go up to 
Jerufalem, and there be judged of thefe 
matters. 21 But when Paul had ap¬ 
pealed to be referved unto the hearing oi 
Augustus, I commanded him to be kept 
till I might fend.him to'Cefar- 

2 2 Then Agrippa faid unto Festus, I 
would alfo hear the man myfclf. To¬ 
morrow, faid he^ thou Cialt hear him. 
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23 And on the morrow, when A- 
grippe was come, and Bernice, with great 
pomp, and was entered into the place of 
hearing, with the chief captains and prin¬ 
cipal men of the city, at Fcftus' com¬ 
ment ffaul was brought forth. 

24 And Fcftus laid, King Agrippa and 
all men who are here prefent with us, ye 
fee this man, about whom all the multi¬ 
tude of the Jews have dealt with me, 
both at Jcrufalem, and alfu here, crying, 
that he ought not tu live any longer. 25 
But when I found that he had committed 
nothing worthy of death, and that he 
himfelf hath appealed to Auguftus, I 
have determined to fend him. 2 6 Of 
whom I have no certain tiling to write 
unto my lord. Wherefore I have brought 
him forth before you,and fpl'cially before 
thee, O King Agrippa, that, after exa¬ 
mination had, I might have fomewhat 
to write. 27 For it feemeth to nle un- 
reafonable rri fend a prifoner, and not 
withal to fignify the crimes laid againft: 
him. 

CHAP. XXVI. 

Of Paul's life and converfon. 
r T^’HEN Agrippa faid unto Paul,'Thou 
A art permitted to fpeak for thyfelf. 
l^cn Paul ftretcheil forth the hand, and 
anfwercd for himfelf. 2 I think r-yfelf 
happy, king Agrippa, becaufe I fliall an- 
fwer for myfclf this day before thee, 
touching all the things whereof I am aC- 
cufed of the Jews; 3 El'pccially, becaufe 
I know thee to be expert in all cuftoms 
•and queftions which are among the Jews: 
wherefore 1 he fact: li thee to hear me pa¬ 
tiently. 4 My manner of life from my 
youth, which was at the firft among 
mine own nation at Jcrufalem, know all 
the Jews ; 5 Who knew me from the 

beginning, if they would teflifv, that, 
idler the moll ftraitelt l'edl of our reli¬ 
gion. 1 lived a Pharifce. And now I 
Band ami am judged for the hope uMUe 
prymil'e of the goffcl and the refurret - 
tion made ol God unto our fathers : 7 

Unto which pfornife our twelve tribes, 
inl^untly frrving God day and night, hope 
to romc : for which hope’s lake, king A- 
grippa, I am a ecu fed of the Jews. 8 Why 
thou III it be thought a tiling incredible 
with you that God fhoulil raifo the 
dt id ? 9 I verily thought with my fa If 

that I ought to do many things con¬ 
trary to the name of Jcfus of Mazareth. 
1/5 Which thin:’ J alfo did in Jerulalem ; 
and many of the faints did I flint up in 
prilon, having received authority from 
i!i* i i"t pitcSls; aii.l, when they were 
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put to death, I gave my voice againft 
them. 11 And I puniihed them olt in 
every fynagogue, and compelled them to 
blafpheme : and, being exceedingly mad 
againft thcm^I perfecuted them even un¬ 
to flrange cities. r 2 Whereupon, as I 
went unto Damafcus with authority and 
comcoiffion from the chief priefts, 13 At 
mid-day, O king, I faw in the way a 
light from heaven, above the brightnefc 
of the fun, fhining round about me, and 
them who journeyed with me. 14 And, 
when we were all fallen to the earth, I 
heard a voice fpeaking unto me, and fay¬ 
ing, ift the Hebrew tongue, Saul, Sauf, 
why perfecufelt thou me ? It is hard for 
thee to kick againft the pricks. 15 And 
I faid, Who art thou, Lord? Arid lie faid, 
I am Jefus, whom thou perfecuteft. 16 
But rife,’ and ftand upon thy feet; for I 
have appeared unto thee for this purpofe, 
to make thee a minifter and a witnefs, 
both of thefe things which thou haft 
feen, anil of thofa things for the which I 
will appear unto thee ; 17 Delivering 

thee from the people, and from the Gen¬ 
tiles, unto whom now I fend thee, 18 
To open their eyes, (the eyes of their 
minds), and to turn them from aarknefs 
to light, (from error to truth ), and from 
the power of Sat ah unto God, that they 
may receive forgivenefs of fins, and in¬ 
heritance among them who are famfli- 
fied by faith that is in me. 19 Where¬ 
upon, O king Agrippa, I was notdifobe- 
dient unto the heavenly vifion j -20 But 
fhewed firfl unto them of Damafcus, and 
at Jerulalem, and throughout all the 
coalts of Judea, and then to the Gentiles, 
tfyat they fiiould repent and turn t^Gbrl, 
and do the works of repentance. 21 For 
thefa capfes the Jews caught me in the 
temple, and went about to kill me. 22 
Having, there lore, obtained help of God, 
I continue unto this day, witnefling both 
to fmall and great; faying none other 
things than thofe which the prophets 
and Mufes did fay lhoi.ldcome; 23 That 
CUrift lliould fuller, anil that he fhoul'd 
be the firll that lliould rile from the 
dead, and Ihoukl fliew the light (of t’:c 
knowledge of Jalvatioti) unto the peo¬ 
ple, and to the Gentiles. 

24 5 T And, as he thus fpake for him- 
fclf, Fcftus faid with a loud voice, Paul, 
thou are befide thylelt; much learning 
doth make thee mad. 25 But he faid, I 
am not mad, muft noble Fcftus; but fpeak 
forth tbe words of truth and fobernefs, 
{for learning rather makes wfi). 26 
1 or the king knoweth of thefe tilings, 
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before whom alfo I fpeak freely ; for I 
am peHuaded that none of thefe things 
are bidden from him; for this thing was 
hot donfe in a comef. 27 King Agrippa, 
believeft thou the prophets? I know that 
thou belicVeft. 

28 Then Agrippa faid unto Paul, Al- 
moft thou pcrfuadeft me to be a Chrif- 
tian. 29 And Paul faid, I would to 
God, that not only thou* but alfo all that 
hear me this day, were both almoft, and 
altogether fuch as I am, except thefe 
bonds. 

30 And, when he had thus fpokcn, 
the king rote up, and the governor, and 
Bernice, and they that fat with them. 
31 And, when they were gone afide, 
they talked between themfclves, faying. 
This man doeth nothing woithy of death, 
or of boods. 32 Then faid Agrippa unto 
Feftus, This man might have been fet 
at liberty, if be had not appealed unto 
Cefar. 

CHAP. XXVIL 
Paul Jbippeth for Rome. * 
ND, when it was determined that 
we fhould fail into Italy, they de¬ 
livered Paul, and certain other prifoners. 
unto one named Juliu3, a centurion of 
Auguftus’ band. 2 And, entering into 
a Chip of Adramyttium, we lauuched, 
meaning to fail by the coafts of Alia; one 
Ariftarchus, a Macedonian of Theflaloni- 
ca, being with us. 3 And the next d?y 
we touched at Sidon. And Julius cour- 
teoufly entreated Paul, and gave him li¬ 
berty to go unto his friends to refrefh 
himfelf. 4 And, when we had launch¬ 
ed from thence, we failed under Cyprus, 
becai'fe the winds were contrary. 5 And, 
whrfl we had failed over the fea of Ci¬ 
licia and Pamphylia, we came to Myra, 
a city of Lycia.^ 6 And there the cen¬ 
turion found a {mp of Alexandria failing 
into Italy; and he put us therein. 7 And 
when we had failed flowly many days, 
and fcarce were come over againft Cni¬ 
dus, the wind not fuffering us, we failed 
Under Crete, over againft Salmone; B 
And, hardly palling it, came unto a place 
which is called The Fair Havens, nigli 
whercunto was the city of La fea. 9 
Now, when much time was (pent, and 
when failing was now dangerous, be- 
caufe the faft and the fenjl of tabernacles 
was now already part, Pa;:l admonifhed 
them, 10 And faid unto them, Sirs; 1 
perceive that this voyage will be with 
hurt and much damage, not only of the 
lading and Chip, but alfo of our fives. IK 
Neyerthelcfs, the centurion believed the 
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matter and the owner of the (hip more 
than thofe things which were fpokcn by 
Paul. 12 And, becaufe the haven wna 
not commodious to winter in, the more 
part advifed to depart thence alfo, if by 
any m6ans they might attain to Phenice, 
and there to winter; which is an haven 
of Crete, and Iieth toward the fouth- 
weft and north-weft. 13 And, when the 
fouth wind blew foftly, fuppofing that 
they had obtained their purpofe, loofing 
. thence, they failed clofe by Crete. 14 
But not long after there arofe againft it 
a tempeftuous wind, called Euroclydon, 
(whirling north-eajl •wind). 15 And 
when the ftiip was caught, and couid not 
bear up into the wind, we let her drive. 
1 6 And running under a certain ifland, 
which is call Clauda, we had much work 
to come by the boat; 17 Which, when 
they had taken up, they ufed helps, un¬ 
dergirding the fhip ; and, fearing left 
they fhould fall into the quick fands, 
ft rake fail, and fo were driven.

c^rity an,d truth: I ferve in the gofpel of 
his Son, that without ceafing I make 
mention of you always in my prayers ; 
10 Making requeft, if by any means now 
at length I might have a profperous jour¬ 
ney by the will-of God to come unto 
you. n Fori long to fee you, that! 
may impart to you fome fpiritual gilt, 
(Z>y laying on of bands') in older to con¬ 
firm you in the faith. 12 So that v*u 
may be comforted together while I am 
among you, by the mutual exercife ol 
the faith both cf you and me. 

13 Now, I would not have you igno¬ 
rant, brethren, that oftentimes I purpo ■ 
fed to come unto you, (but hithcito 
have been hindered^ that I inight have 
fome fatisfadlion to fee the fruits of my 
labours among you, even as among other 
Gentiles. 14 For the office and talents 
which I have received lay me under the 
obligations of a debtor both to the Greeks 
and all others, whom thty call Barbari¬ 
ans, to-both the learned and ignorant 
nations. 15 So 2 as much as in me is, I 
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am 'ready to preach the gofpel to you 
that are at Rome alfo. 16 For I am not 
afhamed of the gofpel of Chfift, (Gal. vi. 
14.); lor it is the power of God unto 
falvation to every one that believeth ; to 
he few firft, and alfo to the Gentile. *7 
V therein is the mercy of God reveal¬ 
ed from his faithful covenant to the 
faith of his people; as it is written, Thofe 
juftified by faith (hall live. 18 Fot the 
wrath of God is reveal edTrom heaven a- 
gainft all impiety and unrighteoufneTs of 
men, who, tho* they know the truth, 
yet a & contrary to it by unrighteous 
derds. 19 Becaufe that which may be 
known of God by the light of nature e- 
ven his power, wifdom and goodnefs, is 
manifell among them {by bit works of 
creation and providence) for God hath 
/hewed it to them {by a light asuniver- 
fal as the fun). 10 For his invifible na¬ 
ture and perfections, as his eternal power 
and divinity, from the creation of the 
world, being duly attended to, are clear¬ 
ly feen, fo that they are without excufe: 
a 1 Becaufe that when they knew God, 
they glorified him not as God, neither 
were thankful for bis benefits , but be¬ 
came vain in their imaginations, and their 
ir.confiderate heart became darkened. 

Profefling themfelves wife they be¬ 
came fools; 23 And changed the glory 
of the incorruptible God into an image 
made like to corruptible man, and to 
birds, and four-footed beads, and creep¬ 
ing things. 24 Wherefore God alfo gave 
them up to uncleannefs, thro’ the lulls, 
of their 6wn hearts, to dishonour their 
own bodies between themfelves ; ('Pfalrn 
lxxxi .12.)

of God into lying idolatry, and worfhip- 
ped and ferved the creature more than 
the Creator, who is blcfled for ever, A- 
*nen. 

16 [ For this caufc God abandoned 
them to the vileft paffions; for even 
their women did change the natural ufe 
of their lex to that which is againft na¬ 
ture. 27 And likewife alfo the men, 
leaving the natural ufe of the woman, 
burned in their lull one toward another ; 
men with men, working that which is 
nnfecmly, and receiving in themfelves 
that recuinpenle of their error which was 
meet.] 

28 And even as they were not folicit- 
ous to retain God in their knowledge, 
God gave them ovpr tb an inconfiderate

debate, deceit, malignity ; whifperers, 
30 Backbiters, haters of God, defpireful, 
proud, boafters, inventors of evil things, 
difobedient to parents; 31 Without un- 
derftanding, covenant-breakers, without 
natural afieftion, implacable, unmerci¬ 
ful; 32 Who, knowing the juft judg¬ 

ment of God, that they who commit fuch 
things are worthy of death, not only do 
the fame, but have pleafure in them that 
do them.

T herefore thou artinexrufable, O 
man, wnofoever thou ait that jud¬ 
ge ft:; for wherein thou judgeft another 
liiou condemned thyfclf; for thou that 
judgeft Hoeit the fame things. ^ But we 
are fure that the judgment of God is ac¬ 
cording to juftice and truth againft them 
who commit fuch things. $ And think- 
ell thou this, O man, that judgeft them 
who do fuch things, and doeft the fame, 
that thou lhait efcape the judgment of 
God ?

his gentlenefs, and forbearance and iong- 
fuflering, as not knowing that the good¬ 
nefs of God (hould lead theevto repent¬ 
ance ?

penitency of heart, treafureft up untothy- 
felfmore wrath againft the day of wrath 
and the revelation of the righteous judg¬ 
ment of God ; 6 WI10 will render to e- 

very man according to his works. 7 To 
them who, by patient continuance in 
well-doing, feek for glory, and honour, fie 
immortaility, he will render eternal life; 

8 But unto them that are contentious and, 
do not obey the truth, but obey un- 
righteoufnels, he will render intonation 
and wrath, 9 Tribulation andanguifh, 
even upon every foul of man that docth 
evil; to the JeW firft, ami alfo to the 
Gentile : 10 But glory, honour, and 

peace, fhaLL be to every man that werk- 
eth good ; to the Jew firll, and alfo to 
the Gentile; 11 For there is no refpcift 
of perfons with God. 12 For as many as 
have finned without Mofcs’ law dial] al¬ 
fo perifh without that law, by the law' of 
nature; and as many as have finned Under- 
the law fhall be judged by the law ; 13 

(For not the hearers of the law are juft 
before God, but the doers of the law fhall 
be juftified : 14 For when the Centiles, 
who have not the written law, do by 
nature the things required by the law, 
thefe having not the law, are a law unto 
themfelves.* t£ Who ftiew the work 
of th.e law written upon thei* hearts;

their confcience joining alfo in hearing 
tvitnefs, and their thoughts in the mean 
while rttcufing them for breaking, orelfe 
approving them for doing the commands 
of the law 1 6 In the day when -God 
ftiall, according as my gofpcl fbcws, judge 
the fecrets of men by Jcfus Chrift.

guide the blind Gentile?, and ro be a 
light to them who art yet in darknefs, 
to And. an irfftrmftor of the ignorant, a 
teacher of thefe babes in undcrfUndhig : 
Who haft the form of the knowledge and 
of the truth contained in the law. 

21 Thou, _therefore, who teacheft an¬ 
other, teacheft thou not thyfelf? thou 
thatpreacheft a man fhould not fteal, doll 
thou fteal ? 22 Thou that fayeft a man 

fhould not commit adultery, doft thou 
commit adultery ? thou that abhorreft i- 
dols. doft thbu commit facrilege ? (rob¬ 
bing God of his homage). 23 Thou that 

makeft thy boaft amlglorieft in the law, 
through breaking the, law difhonoureft 
thou God ? 24 For the name of God is 

blafphemcd among the Gentiles through 
your bad conduit, as it is written (If. 
lii. 2.) 

2c For circumcifion or being a Jew 
verily profiteth if thou keep the law : but 
if thou be a breaker of the law, thy cir¬ 
cumcision is become nncircumcifion, thou 
Art a Jew in profeflion but a heathen in 
practice. 26 Therefore, on the contrary, 
jf the uifi circumcifion obferve the right- 
eoufnefs of the law, fhall not his uncir- 
Cumcifidn be counted for circumcifion ? 
af'And fhall not that-which is uncircum- 
cifion by nature, if it fulfil the law, con¬ 
demn thee who by tbe letter of the law 
and circumcifion without the fpirit of it, 
d belt trimfgrefs the law. 28 For he is 
not a true Jew who is merely one out¬ 
wardly ; neither is that true circTuracifion 
Which is only outward in the flelh ; 29 

But he is a real Jew who is one in heart, 
and true circumcifion is that of the heart, 
in the fpirit, and not in the letter of the 
Jaw only, whofe praife is not of men, 
but of God, (Deut. xxx. 4 .) 

.CHAP. m. 

Ibe Jews' prerogative, 

HAT advantage then hath the 
Jew? or what profit is"there of 
Circutncifion ? 1 Much, every way, chief- 
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Iy,beqaufc that unto them were commi ted 
the oracles of God. £ For what if fonu* 
did not believe, and embrace the gofpcl, 
fhould their unbelief in rejecting it, ren¬ 
der the faithfulnefsof God (in introduc¬ 
ing that difpevjation at the ■ time fore « 
told ) ineffectual to its fuccefs. 4 God 
forbid', yea let God be confidcred as true 
and faithful and. every man as falfe or un¬ 
fit for confidence, as it is written, That 
thou mightft be juftified jn thy words, and 
mighteft overcome when thou art jucfgul 
by fooliffi Inen, 5 But if our unrighl- 
e ou fnc fs ( in rejcil ing the gofpcl) the y 
may fay, render the righteoufnefs of God 
the more commendable jn ufliering it in¬ 
to the world according to his promife, 
what ffiall we fay, is not God unrighteous 
taking vengeance on us for rejecting it, 
(I (peak as a foolifh man) 6 God for¬ 
bid, for then how fliall God judge the 
world rightcoufly. 7 And if my infideli¬ 
ty (may the Jew fay) conduces to tbe 
glory of God, by making his fahhfulntfs 
the more illuftrious, why am I judged for 
that as a criminal ? 8 Or why may I not 
rather fay, (asfotne flanderoufly report 
and affirm that we fay) Let us do evil 
that good may come 5 fuch conduct jull- 
ly merits condemnation. 

9 “What then 5 are we Jews letter 
than they Gentiles ? no, not at all; for 
we have proved both Jews and Gentiles 
to be guilty finners; 10 As it is written. 
There is none {wholly) righteous, no, 
not one; 11 There is none that (fully ) 

underftandeth (bis errors) ; there is 
none that feeketh after God as he ought ; 
12 They are all gone out of the right 
way; they are altogether become unpro¬ 
fitable, (as to their greatejl intcrejt) , 
there is none that doeth good (rightly), 
no, not one (as he ought) *3 Thtir 
throat’s an open fepulchre (to bury their 
neighbour's reputation) ; with their 
tongues they*have ufed deceit; (malici¬ 
ous .words, like) the pojfon of afps, are 
under their lips; 14 Their mouth is 
full of curfing, and bitter words.; 15 
'Their feet are fwift to ffied blood ; 16 

Deftnuflios and mifery to themfelves 6C 
others ^are in their ways, 17 And the 
way of peace and happinefs they have 
rot known, 18 Becaufe there is no fear 
of God in their hearts , or before their 
eye9, i. e. in their conduct, 

19 Now, \vc know, that what things 
foever the law fayqth, (as thefe above.) 
it faith theta to thefe only that know it, 
and fo are undfeT that written law; that 
every mouth may be flopped, having so 
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rxcufe), and all may appear guilty be¬ 
fore God. 

10 Therefore no flefti can be jollified 
or accounted righteous before God,-by 
the works of the law (cither natural or 
revealed, as all have come Jhort of the 
duties it requires') for by the law is the 
knowledge of {the evil and danger of) 
lin. 21 But now the mercy, of God with¬ 
out perfectly fulfilling the law if <we 
/{merely obey it) is manifefted being at- 
tefted by the whole tenor of the) /aw 
and the prophets. 21 Even the mercy of 
God which is obtained by faith in Jcfus 
thrill, unto all and upon all them that 
believe in him, for there is no difference 
between Jews and Gentiles. 23 For all 
have Jinned and come fliort in glorifying 
God (and therefore equally treed it). 24 
Being juftified freely i>y his grace thro’ 
the redemption made by Chrift Jefus. 25 
Whom God hath let forth, in-the gofpel, 
for a propitiation to atom; for the fins of 
them who truly believe that he Ihed his 
blood for their redemption, to manifeft 
his mercy for the rcmillion of fins that 
are pall, thro’ the forbearance of God : 
a6 To m^ke appear, 1 lay, in this time 
his mercy, and that he.might alfo appear . 
juft while lie juftifies him that believeth 
in Jcfus. 

27 Where is boafting in ourfelves 
then ? it is excluded. 15 y what law ? is if 
by the law of works? nay, but by the 
law of faith. 2S Therefore we conclude, 
that a man, whether he be few or Gen¬ 
tile , 13 juft 1 Red by faith, without the 
deeds of the law. 

20 fs he the God of the Jews only > is 
he not alfo the God of the Gentiles? yes, 
he is the God of the Gentiles alfo ; 30 

Seeing he is one God who ftiall juftify 
the oirctimcilcd by faith, and the uneir- 
cumcifcd Gentiles by the fame faith. 31 
Bo we then let nfide the moral law thro' 
faith ? God forbid ; yea, we eftablilh the 
law, in making it thr rule of our lives s 
after the example of Cbrijl (jfubn ii. 6.) 
who fulfilled it. 

CHAP. IV. 

Of Abraham's faith . 

W HAT ftiall we fay then that A- 
braham, our father, according to 
the ftcfh, hath obtained ? 2 For if A- 

braliam were juftified (or faved) by 
(circumcifion or) works, he hath where¬ 
of to glory (before others); but not before 
God. 3 For what faith the feripture, 
Abraham believed God, and it was count¬ 
ed to him for righteoufnefs.* 4 Now to 
him that worketh is the rewjyd not rec- 
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koned as of grace, but as of debt. 5 But 
to the man that worketh not, but believ¬ 
eth on him that juftifieth thnfe that were 
Ungodly, his faith is countedlof rielite- 
oufncfs. 6 Even as David alfo deferib- 
eth thebleftcdncfs of the man unto whom 
God imputelh righteoufnefs without 
works, 7 Saying, Bfeffcd are they 
whole iniquities are forgiven, and whofe 
fins are covered (with the mercy of God 
in Chrift). S Bleffed is the man to 
whom the Lord will not impute fin, (to 
condemn him for it). 9 Cometh then 

this bleflWInefs upon the circumcifcd on¬ 
ly, or upon the uncirtumcifcd alfo > for 
we fay that faith was reckoned to Abra¬ 
ham for righteoufnefs. 10 How was it 
then reckoned ? when lie was circumcif- 
ed, or uncircutncifed? Not when circum- 
cifed, but (before) when uncircumcifcd. 
11 And he received circiimcificn, (for a 
Jig si, he ut. xxx. 6.) as a feal of the righ- 
'teoufnefs of the faith, which he had be¬ 
fore he was circiuncifed, that he might 
be the, father of all tl*em that believe, 
tho* they be not circumdfrd, that righ- 
teoufnels might be imputed to them alfo 
(by faith), ri And the father of the 
circumcifed, to them who are not only 
circumciled, but who have alfo the good 
works of that faith of our father Abra-< 
ham, which he ha^ before he was cir¬ 
cumcifed. 13 F01 the promife that he 
fliould inherit all nations of the world, 
(as his fpiritual offspring by faith), was 
not to Abraham, or to his feed, (the Mef- 
Jiah , GaL iii. lC.) through the Jaw, but 
through the righteoufnefs of faith. 14 
For if they who are of the law be heirs 
offalvation, faith is rendered wain, and 
the fulfilling of the promife is made of 
none eftedl. 15 But the law worketh 
wrath (to firmers who tranfgrcfs it) ; 
for where there is no law, there is no 
tranfgrrftion. .16 Therefore, falvdtion 
is by faith, that it might be by grace, to 
the end that the promife might be lure 
to all the believing feed, not to that ou^ 
ly which is ol the jcwijh or ceremonial 
law, but to that alfo which is of the 
faith of Abraham, who (in this rcfipefl) 
is the father of us all. 17 As it is writ¬ 
ten, I have made lliee a father of many 
nations. So that, in this rcfpeifl, he re- 
fembles him in whom he believed ; eveq 
God who quickencth the dead, and call- 
eth thofe things which are not (in exif- 
tence at- ftrefent) as tho* they were. 18 
Whoagainft all human hope believed in 
divine hope, that he might become the 
father ©f many nations, according to that 
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which was fpoketi, (as the flars for mul¬ 
titude) So (hall thy feed be. . 49 And, 
being not weak in faith, he regarded not 
his own body, which was as unfit to bane 
poflerity as one dead ;• for he was about 
an hnndred years old ; neither regarded 
he the deadnefs of Sarah’s body. 20 He 
doubted not the promife of God through 
unbelief; but was ftrong in faith, giving 
glory to God, 11 In being fully per- 
fuaded that what he had promifed he 
was able alfo to perform. 22 And there¬ 
fore his faith was imputed to him for 
rightecufnefs, ( to juflify him), 23 
Now, it was not written for his fiance a- 
lone that it was imputed to him 
(in order to his juftification) ; 24 But 

for us alfo, to whom the like faith (hall 
be imputed, if we believe in his power 
atid faithfulnefs who raffed up Jefus our 
Lord from the dead ; 25 Who was de¬ 

livered unto death for our offences, and 
was raifed again (or liberated from pri- 
fon ) for our juftification, (or acquittal, 
and difcharge). 

CHAP. V. 

JuJfif cation by faith . 

T Her efor e, being juftified (pardon - 
cd and accepted') by faith in our 
Lord Jefus Chrift, we have peace with 
God thro’ him ; 2 By whom alfo we 

have accefs by faith into this (late of 
grace wherein we (land and rejoice in 
hope of the glory of God, (to be inherit¬ 
ed by us), 3 And not only fo, but we 
glory in tribulations alio, (as they aie 
for our good, viii. 28. 2 Cor. iv. 17.) 
knowing that tribulation by grace work- 
eth patience, 4 And patience experi¬ 
ence 0/* our fineer ity, and the diviiiefvp- 
port ; and experience, hope of further 
comfort, and future glory. 5 And this 
hope roaketh not afliamed (by difap- 
pointment) ; for the love of God is lhed 
abroad in our hearts by the Holy Spirit 
given unto us, (a/ an earnejl of future 
glpry). 6 For we being unable to fiifil 
the law, or atone for tranfgreffing it, in 
due time Chrift died for thofe that were 
ungodly. 7 For fcarcely inftead of a 
righteous man will one die, yet perhaps 
ioitead of a good man, ( who does all the 
good he • can), feme would even dare 
tadie. S But God commendeth his love 
toward us, in that, while we were yet fin J 
tiers, Chrift died for us; 9 Much more 
then, being now. juftified by his blood, 
fhall we be faved thro’ him from the wrath 
to come, 10 For if, when we were e- 
nemies to God, (as being finners), we 
were reconciled to him by the death of 
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his Son; much more, being thus recon¬ 
ciled, fhall;we be fayed (from future mi- 
fery^ by his life, as he ever lives to inter¬ 
cede for us. 1 1 And not only fo, but we 
alfo joy in God, (as our covenanted God 
and Father), through our Lord Jefus 
Chrift, by whom we have now received 
the reconciliation. ^[12 Wherefore, as 
by one man (Adam, the firft) fin en¬ 
tered into the world, and death by fin; 
and fo death pafled upon all men, for 
that all have finned. 13 For until the 
Law (was intimated at Sinai) fin was in 
the worl4 ; but when there is no law, 
there is no reckoning of fin ; (but the 
moralfenfe of good and evil is a natural 
law in Qil men , ii. 15.) 14 Neveitl.e- 

lefs, death reigned from Adam, (who 
firft finned), to Mofes, (who firft 
publifhed the law), even over them 
(vi<z. infants) that had not finned ac¬ 
tually, according to the iikenefs of A- 
dam’s tranfgreftion, who (as a common 
bead or repi efentative) w as the type or 
figure of him (viz. Chrift) that was to 
come, (to fubduefm and death), 15 Yet 
the free gift is fuperior to the offence ; 
for if by the offeneg of one many be dead, 
much more hath the grace of God, and 
the gift by that grace which is by one 
man, Jefus Chrift, abounded unto many. 
16 And the gift exceeds the lofe that 
came "by the 6ne who finned, as to the 
number of offences, as the fentence of 
condemnation, was given for one offence,' 
but the free gift is-effectual to our jufti¬ 
fication, from the guilt of many offen¬ 
ces. 17 Moreover, if by one offence of one 
man, dea^h came upon*all, they who re¬ 
ceive :tl\e abundance of grace and of the 
gift of^ighteoufnefs, by one Jefus Chrift, 
fhall obtain a more excellent life (even 
much more honour and glory) than they 
loft; 18 Therefore, as the confequence of 
the offence of one man brought condem¬ 
nation upon all men; even fo the righte- 
oufnefsof one is effectual for juftification, 
to obtain eternal life to all who will em¬ 
brace it. (/deb, ii. 3.) 19 For as by 

the difobedjence of one man, many were 
conftitUted finners: fo by the obedience 
of one, many /hall be s conftituted righte¬ 
ous. 20 Moreover the ritual Law inter¬ 
vened between Adam and Chrift, that 
the offence might abound, (as appearing 
magnified by it ); but where fin abound¬ 
ed, grace did abound with much more 
hi Are and triumph. 21 That as fin hath 
reigned untQ death, even fo might grace 
reign unto eternal life, thro’ the righte- 
oufnefs obtained, by Jefus Chrift our Lord, 
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CHAP. VI. , 

Wc mujl not live in fin* 

HAT conclufion Hia.ll we draw 
then from jollification by faith, 
and I'alvation by grace ? Shall wt conti¬ 
nue in fm, that grace may abound ! % 

God forbid—How fliall wc who are 
dead to fin yet live in it any longer ? ,3 
Know ye not, that fo many of us as 
were baptized jnto Jefus Chrift, were 
baptized- into his death. 4 Therefore, 
(/ike as he was buried in the grave, fo) 
we are buried with him in baptifm, into 
the death of fin, {having been put into 
the water in baptifm , at the dead are 
into the grave) ; that, like as Chrift was 
raifed from the dead, by the glorious 0- 
peration of the Father’s power, even fo 
we alfo live a new life. 5 For if we 
have heen made conformed to the Uke- 
nefs of his death, fo fliall we alfo be con¬ 
formed to the likenefsof his refurredlion. 
6 As we know this; that our old man 
(the corrupt difpojition) is crucified, and 
dead with Him ; that the body of fin 
(the fitful inclination') might be de¬ 
ft royed ; that we might no longer be 
Ijavcs to fin. 7 For lie that is dead is 
freed from hi? A a very to fm. 8 And, if 
we be dead with Chrift, (to fn , as he 
died for it), we believe that we fliall 
alfo live with him for ever in glory, 9 
Knowing that Chrift, being raifed from 
the dead, dicth no more ; death hath no 
more dominion over him. 10 For where¬ 
as he died, he died as a facrifiee for fin 
once ; and as he liveth, he liveth unto 
God, to his glory. 11 Like wife reckon 
ye alfo yourf<rlvc*i to lie for e% r er fo dead 
unto fin, as to be alive unto God, tv his 
glory , in Jefus Chrift our Lord, nThere¬ 
fore, let not fin reign in your mortal bo¬ 
dies, to obey its licentious dclircs. 13 
Neither yield your members to fin, as in- 
Itruments of unrighteouliiefs, but devote 
yourfcIves unto GoJ, as being made fpi- 
ritually alive from your death in fin, and 
yield your members and faculties to God, 
ns inftruments of lighteoufnefc. 14 For 
tin fliall not have dominion over you, as 
ye are not under the Jaw, but under 
grace, which gives power to do good, 
and to overcome evil, 15 What then ? 
fliall we lin becaufe we are not un¬ 
der the terror and bondage of the law, 
but under grace ? God forbid. 16 
Know yc not that to whomsoever ye 
yield you rfc Ives as fervants to obey his 
will, his lerviints you are whom ye 
obey ; whether of fm untosdeath eternal, 
or of obedience unto righteoufuef,, in or- 
d J ant0.life eternal. 
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17 But thanks be to. God, that where¬ 
as ye were once the fervants of fin, that 
yc have now obeyed from the heart that 
model of do&rine delivered unto yoo, ttr 
the rule of your lives. 18 Being there¬ 
by made free from fin, ye are become the 
fervants of rightcoufnefs. 19 I ffftak as 
a man becaufe of the weaknefs of your 
flefli, or frail nature, for as ye have yield¬ 
ed your members fervants to uncleannefs, 
and other kinds of iniquity, in your hea¬ 
then ftatc; even fo you yield your mem¬ 
bers fervants to righteoufnefs, and unto 
all holiijefs. ao For when ye were the 
fervants of fin, ye were without righte- 
oufoefs. 

21 Wist advantage had ye then, iot 
thofe tilings whereof yc are now alh a ru¬ 
ed ; for the end of thofe things is death. 
22 But now, being made free from fin, 
and become fervants to God, ye have the 
fruits of holinefs, whofe end is everlaft- 
ing life. 33 For eternal death is tips 
wagen of fin, but eternal life is the gift 
of God, in Jefus Chrift our Lord. 
CHAP. VII. 

The law hath power only in life. 
NOW ye not, brethren, (Tori fpeak 
to them that know the law of 
Mofes) how that the lay ruleth over a 
man fo long as it liveth {or it in force)! 
2 For the woman who hath an hufbfind 
is bound by the law to her hufband fa 
long as he liveth ; but if her husl^nd be 
dead, flie is Ioo;ii.! from the law ©Fher 
husband. 3 Sotheu, ;f while her hus¬ 
band liveth, fiie be married to another 
man, flie fliall he called an adulrerefs : 
but if her husband be dead, flie is free 
from that law ; fo that flie is no adulter- 
efs, although flie be married to another 
man. 

4 Thus yc alfo, ray brethren, are be¬ 
come dead to the law by the- death of 
Chrift, that ye might be t as it were mar¬ 
ried to another ,even to Chrift who is rai¬ 
fed from the dead, that wc fliould bring 
forth the fruit of obedience unto GocL 
5 For when we were in the flelli, {under 
the carnal dijpenfation of the ritual law , 
and not Jpiritnatty minded) the motions 
of fintul paflions, which were irritated by 
the law forbidding them, were adtivc m 
our members lobring forth (Jas.-i. 15. 
finful) fruit unto death (eternal). C 
But now we arc fet at liberty from (our 
obligation to) the law, that obligation in 
which we were held being dead (and 
disannulled ,) that we fliould ferve in h 
' new and fpiritual - manner, and notin the 
oldticfs ot the lctteri(oy ceremonial for- 
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7 (i Cor. iv. 6.) What,fhall wp fay 
then, is the law evil, or does it lead to, 
fin ? God forbid, bay I had not, in vari¬ 
ous cafes, known fin in the heart, to be 
etiil and dangerous, but by the law ; for 
I had not known the evil of\uft., or evil 
defires , Ja, i, 151 except the law had 
faid, "thou fiialt not covet. 8 But fin 
in the heart , taking occafion by the com¬ 
mand forbidding it to rtifb on things 
forbidden , , and covet things denied, 
wrought in me all manner of evil de- 
fires, for without the law fin appeared 
to be 710 more dangerbus than a dead 
enemy. 9 For I once feemed to myfelf 
alive, being without fear of deathjfer Jin, 
without the law; but when the com¬ 
mand came with awakening power, fin, 
like a dead enemy, revived, and^-I died 
with fear of it . ioJAnd the command 
Which was ordained for giving life to 
them that keep it, ’ I found dooming me 
unto death for breaking it. 1 1 For fin, 
taking'OTcafion - by the terror and curfe 
of the broken command, deceived me, 
fo as to defpair , and thereby flew me. 

la Wherefore, the law, and every 
command of it, is holy, or pure, juft, and 
good. 

13 Was then that 'which is good made 
death unto me, or the caufe of my rum ? 
God forbid; but fin, tfiat it might ap¬ 
pear what it is, working death in me 
by the occafion of that which is. good ; 
in perverting its ufe and ejid, that fin, 
fcy the command fo perverted, might ap¬ 
pear exceeding finfwl. 14 For we know 
that the law is Spiritual; but’ f am car¬ 
nal, and fold as a JlaVe under fin. 15 
For that which Ido I approve not: for 
what I would, that I do not; but what 
I hate, that I do. 

16 If then I do -that which I would 
not, I confent unto the luw that it is 
good. 17 Now then it is no more I that 
do it, but fin that dwelleth in toe, 18 
For I know that in me, i. e. in my fiefb, 
or fenfual appetite, nothing that is good 
dwelleth ; for to will what is good I 
'find a defire/ but I find not how to per¬ 
form it. 19 For the good that- I would 
ldo not; but the evil which I,would 
not that I do. ao Now, if I do that 
I would not, it is no more I that do it, 
but fin that dwelleth in me. 

'll I find that when rwould. Ho good 
an inclination to evil is then prelcnt with 
me. 22 For with regard to the inner 
map, the mind I delight in the *law of 
God, i. 15. 1 Cor. iv. b. 23 But I'find 
pnotfier difpofition jn my mcnjber$ ma-* 
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king war againft tfife renewed refolution 
of my mind, and captivating me to the 
finful propenfity of my paflions. 

24 O wretched man that I am ! who 
fliall deliver me from this body of fin 
and death ? 25 Lthank God, thio’ Jefus 
Chrift our Lord, the deliverer. So then, 
with the mind I toiyfelf ferve the law of 
God, but with the fenfual appetite I lerve 
the finful difpofition. 

CHAP. VlTI. 

PVJ?o are free from, condemnation, 
HERE is, therefore, now no con¬ 
demnation to them who are in 
Chrift Jefus, by faith and repentance , 
who live not according to the flelli, 01 
fenfual appetite, but according to the 
fpirit, or rational principle. 2 For the 
grace of the quickening Spirit of Chrift 
Jefus, Hath fet me at liberty from the 
dominion of fin and eternal, death. 3 
For what the law could not do, by rea- 
fon of the weaknefs of the flelh, or fin - 
ful nature of man, in our preffcnt ftatc, 
God of his grace hath done fending 
his own Sfm in the likenefs of finful flefli, 
without the Jhining brightnefs of man's 
body at firfi , the lofe of which wets call¬ 
ed nakednefs, Gen. iii. 7. and as a facrifice 
for fin; he condemned and conquered fin in 
the flefli, or human nature. 4 That the 
lighteoufnefs of the law might be fulfill¬ 
ed, by all holy obedience to it, in us who 
live not according to the fenfual appetite, 
but the rational principle. 5 For they 
that are under the influence of the fen¬ 
fual appetite, defire the things that gra¬ 
tify it; ■ but they that are under the in¬ 
fluence of the fpiritual principle,.delight 
in the things fuitable fo it. 6 For to be 
carnSliy minded is deftrudtion and death; 
bbt to be fpiritually minded is life and 
peace : 7 Becaufe the carnal mind is 

enmity againft God ; for it is not fubje^t 
to the law of God, neither indeed can 
be. 

- 8 So theft, they* that are in the 'flefli 
cannot pleafe God. $ But.ye ate not in 
the flefli, but in the fpirit, if fo be that 
the Spirit of God.dwell in you. Now, if 
any man have not the Spirit of Chrift, he 
is -none of his. 10 And If Chrift be m 
you by his Spirit, tho* the body be dead, 
becaufe of fin, by Adam, yet the Spirit is 
jife, or hjappy, becaufe of righteoufnefs, 
by Chrift, { 1 Cor: xv. 22.) n But if 
the Spirit of him that raifed up Jefus 
from, the dead dwell in you, he that rail¬ 
ed Chrift from the dead Ihall aifo quitk- 
en your mortal bodies by his Spirit 
that dweiletH'in you. 
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ti Therefore, blfcthren, we are not 
debtors to the fie lb, to live after the 
flefli. For if ye live after the fifth 

ye iha!l Hi-y; but if ye through the Spirit 
ilo mortify the finiiti Iuits of the bo.ly ye 
fiial! live. 14 For as many^s are led by 
the Spirt of God they are the tons of 
(Jo.l. 15 For ye have not received the 
tniril of bondage {Ueb. Jtii- ai.) again to 
\. i,j-; IniL ye have received the Spirit of 
ndootiun, wher by wc cry, Abb*, Father, 
i (\ The Spirit iticif bearctfi witnefs with 
our ipi'-it, that we are the children of 
find. (u>/. v. 2i. Kph. v. \x.) 17 And if 
children, then heirs; heirs of God, and 
joint heirs with Chrift; if fo he that we 
hi Her with him, that we may be alfo 
glorified totfftiur. iS For I reckon 
that t-lte ftilT. iiiJf'S of this prefent time 
are not worthy to be compared with 
the glory which fliall be revealed to us. 
19 For tin.- ea' iieit expectation of the 
wh< In creation is w itting for the mani- 
i'c/tation of thC Ions of God. ao For the 
rre.rtron was made iubjccl to vanity, 
by Jin , not by its own will, or deed, hut 
by him, vi%. Adam, who fulljetted it. 
21 But there ts hope of a t c novation, ,(2. 
Pet. iii. 13.) that the creation itfelf alfo- 
Ilia 11 be Jet free from the bondage 0/cor¬ 
ruption, unto the glorious liberty o( the 
fons or God. 21 For we know tluit the 
whole creation, as it were, groaneth 
agd tr.ivftlcth in pain together until 
now. (Ifa. xxiv. 6. jer. xii 4.) 23 And 
not only they but ourfelves alfo, who 
have the firtt-fronts of the Spirit, {Gal.. 
v. 22.) even we ourfftves groan within 
•oneIves, waiting for the adoption, to 
wit, the redemption of our body from, 
death, (i Cor. xv. 52.J 24 For we are 

faved by hope : but hope that is feen is 
not hope; »‘jt what a man feeth why doth 
he yet hope for ? 23 But if wc hope for 

what wl- fee not, i».?n do we with pa¬ 
tience wait for that future glory. 26 
Liken ilc the S[>>rjt alfo helneth otir in¬ 
firmities : for we know not wliat wc 
lb mid pray for as we ought : but the 
Spirit itfclf maketli interccfllou in us 
with groanings which cannot be uttered 
in wor 1I1. 27 And God that fearcheth 

tin: hearts knowetli what is the mind of 
the Spirit, be aulc he makctli inteveef- 
linn tor the faints according to tlie will 
0* God. 28 And we know that all things 
work together for 'mod to thenvtnat hive 
God, to them who aie the called accord- 
iug to his purpofe. 29 For whom he 
did foreknow, he alfo did predeftinate to 
le conformed to the image of hi* Son, in 
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boiinefs , that he might have the pre-em.* 
nence among many brethren. 30 More¬ 
over, whom lie did predeftinate, them he 
alfo called ; and whom he called, them 
he alfo justified ; and whom he j unified, 
them he alfo glori cd. 

jl What 4Jr.il! We then fav to thefe 
things ? If God be for us,, who can pr!- 
vail againft ns ? 32 He that (oared ipt 

liis own Son, but delivered linn up to 
death for us all, how iliaII he not with 
him alfo freely give Us all things? 33 
Who fliall lay any thing to the charge of 
God’s cleft to condemn it? It is Cod that 
juftificth ; 34 Who is he that con lemn- 
ctli ? It is Chrift that died for our Jins : 
yea, rather, which is tnoji delightful, 
that is rilen again, who is even at the 
right hand of God, who nlfo maketh-fn- 
tercefiijn for us. 33 Who lhall feparatt* 
us from tli2 love of Chrift? flx.tll t;ibula- 
tion, or diftrefs, or psrfccution,or famine* 
or nakednefs, or peril, or fword? 36 (As 
it is written, For thy fake wc arc kdled 
all th: day long ; we ftre accounted as 
fheep for tiie daughter.) ,37 Nay, in 
all thefe things we aie more than con¬ 
querors through hi 11 that loved us. 3S 
For 1 am perfuaded, that neither the 
fear of death, in its mofl terrible forms y 
nor the love of life, nor evil angels, 
principalities, or powers, nor evil things 
prefent, nor evil things to come, 93 
Nor 'the height of prosperity, nor the 
depth of advcifity, nor any other crea¬ 
ture in hctiucn * earth t or hell , fliall 
be able to feparats us true Chriflians 
from the love of God, in Chrilt felus our 
Lord. 

C H A Pi. IX. 

1 Paul's for row for the Jews. 

SAY the truth in Chrift, I lie not, my 

confidence alfo bearing me witticism 
the Holy Spirit, 2 That I have great, 
heavinels and continual furrow in my 
heart. 3 For I could wlfli.that utyfidf 
were call out of the church of Chrift, 
yea, and rut of} from the land of the liv¬ 
ing, for my brethren, iny kinf.nen accord¬ 
ing to the fleili: 4 Who are Israelites ; 

whofc is the adoption, to be his church 
and children, and the glory of the divine 
prefenre in the■ inner temple , and the co¬ 
venants with the fathers , Abraham, /- 
ftac, Jacob, Mojcs, and the whole peo¬ 
ple at Sinai, where the law was given, 
and the temple fervicc, and the piomifes 
ot Canaan, and the Mftfiah ; 5 Whole 

are the fathers, (vi 4.} and of whom, as 
concerning the fidli, Chrilt came, who is 
over all, God bleflcd for ever. Amen. 
U 
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6 Not as tho’ the word of God hath ta¬ 
ken no effedt, for part of the yens be¬ 
lieved. But they are not xW fpiritual 
Ifraelites who are defeended of Ifrael: 

7 Neither, becaufe they are the feed of 
Abraham are they all children of the pro- 
tnife\ but, in Ifaac fliall thy feed be call- 
cdT 8 That is, they who aic the children 
only by natural generation; thefe are not 
the children of Gocl, but tht> children 1 ‘of 
the promifc are counted for the tru6' 
feed. 9 For this is the wofd of promile. 
At this tiine will I come, and Sara Hi all 
have a fon. to And not only this; but 
when Rebecca alfo hacf twins by one, c- 
Yen by our father Ifaac, 11 (For the 
children being not yet born, neither ha¬ 
ving done any good or evil, that the pur- 
pofe of God according to^election might 
Ttand, not of works, but of him that call- 
eth,) . iz It was faid unto her. The el¬ 
der fhall'ferve the younger. 13 As it is 
Written, Jacob I have loved more than 
Efau. 

14 What fliall we fay then ? Is there 
urTTighteoufnftfs with Gocl ? God forbid. 
15 For he faith to Mofcs, I will have 
mercy on whom I will have mercy, and I 
will have compaflion on whom I will 
have companion. 16 So then it is not of 
him that willeth, nor of him that run¬ 
neth, but of God that fheweth mercy. 
17 For the fcripture faith unto Pharaoh, 
Even for this fame purpofe have I made 
thee great, that I might fliew my*power 
in thee, and that my name might be de¬ 
clared throughout all the earth. 18 
So then he lheweth mercy to whom he 
will, and whom he will he giveth up ta 
the hardnefs of thei/ heart. (V. 22.) 

19 Thou wilt fay then unto me, Why 
doth he yet find fault; for who hath re¬ 
filled his will ? 20 Nuy but, O man, 

who art thou tiiat icplkll againfl Qod ? 
■Shall the -thing formed fay to him that 
formed it, Why haft thou made me thus? 
21 Hath not the potter power over the 
clay, of the fame lump to make one vef- 
iel unto honour and another unto diflio- 
nour ? 22 Wliat if God, willing to 

Ihew his wrath, and to make his power 
known, endured with much long-fuffer- 
ing the vefl'els of wrath fitted to deftruc- 
tion ; 23 And that he might make 

known the riches of his glory or goodnefs 
on the vefl'els of mercy, which he had a- 
lore prepared unto glory, 24 Even us 
whom lie hath called, not of the Jews 
only, but alfo of the Gentiies ? 25 As 

he faith alfo in Hofea, I will call the 
Gentiles’ My people/who formerly were 


not my people, aniftier Beloved, who, 
for a long tiny\ was not my beloved. 

26 And it fliall come to pafs, that in 
the place where it was faid unto them. 
Ye are not my people ; there fhall they 
be called, < The children of the living 
God, by adoption. 27 lfaias alfo crielh 
concerning Ifrael, Though the number of 
the children of Ifrael be as the fand of 
the fca, a remnant fliall be favul ; 28 

For he. will foon finifli the work in righ- 
teoufnefsy of putting an end to she Jew- 
ijb flute , bccaufe the Lord wiy make the 
work flioi.t upon the land. 419 And, as 
Efaias faid before, Except the Lord of fn- 
baoth had left us a feed, we had been as 
Sodoma, and been made like unto Go- 
morrha, utterly dejtroyed. 

36 What fliall we fay then? That the 
Gentiles, who,followed-not alter rightc- 
oufnefs, have attained to rightcoufnefs, 
-even the rightcoufnefs which is of faith; 

31 But Ifrael, who followed after the 
rightcoufnefs of the law, hath rot at¬ 
tained to the rightcoufnefs of t-he law. 

32 And, wherefore d:d they mifs it ? Be- 
caufe they fought it not by faith, but as 
if it were* to be obtained by the woiks 
of the law; for they Humbled at that 
ftone of offence, the crofs of Chrif. 33 
As it is written. Behold; I lay in Zion A 
ftumbluig-ftone and rock of offence ; and 
whofoever believeth on him fliall not be 
afhamed. 

CHAP. X. 

Difference between the law and faith. 
Retaken, my heart’s defire and 
prayer to G<?d for Ifrael is, that they 
might be faved. 2 For I bear them re¬ 
cord, that they have a zeal for God, but 
not according to knowledge. 3 For they 
being ignorant of the rightcoufnefs of 
God’s appointing, and feeking to tfla- 
blilh their own righteoufnefs, have not 
fubmitted to the righteoufnefs of God’s 
appointment. 4 For the life and end of 
the law was to bring mankind to belieye 
in Chrift, for righteoufnefs and life. 5 
For Mofes deferibes the righteoufnefs of 
the law, that the man who does the du¬ 
ties of it fliall live. 6 But the righteouf¬ 
nefs which is obtained by faith, fpeaketh 
thus, Say not in thine heart, Who fliall 
afeend into heaven, to bring Chrilt down, 
to injlrufl vs , and fave us ?. 7 Or, Who 
lhail defeend into the bowfels of the 
earth, in order to bring Chrift again 
from the region of the dead : 8 But 

what faith it? The word is nigh to th< e 
even in thy mouth, and in ttiy heart 
that is, the word of the Cbrijlian faith; 
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which we preach ; p That if thou (halt 
confcfs with thy mouth that Jefus is the 
Lord, ami believe in thy heart that God 
hath i ailed -him from the dead, thou fhalt 
be favcd. to For it is with the heart 
that a man belie vtth,_/o at to obtain righ- 
ttoufnef for jujlification, and with the 
mouth conf'eflion is made unto falvation. 
u For the feripture faith, Whofoevcr 
hclieveth on him fhall not be afhamed. 
12 For there is no difference between the 
Jew and the Creek ; for the fame Lord 
over all is rich in mercy unto all that call 
uoon him. 13 For whofoever (hall call 
upon the name of the Lord (hall be fav- 
rd. 14 How then fhall they call on 
him in whom they have not believed ? 
and how fliall they believe in him of 
whom they have not heard ? and how 
fliall they hear without a preacher ? 15 
And how dial I they preach except they 
be feni ? as it is written, How beautiful 
arc the footfteps of them that preach the 
gofpel of peace, and bring glad tidings of 
good things ! 16 But they have not all 

obeyed the gofpel; for Ilaias faith, Lord, 
who hath believed our report > 17 So 

then, faith coineth by hearing the word, 
and hearing by the command to preach 
Unit word of God. i 3 But I fay, Have 
they not heard ? Yes, verily, their found 
went into all the earth, and their words 
unto the ends of the world. 

19 But I fa.y, Hid net Ifrael know 
that the Gentiles jlould receive the gof- 
\>cl ? Tes; for iirft Mofes faith, I will 
raile jour jealoufy by thofe that were 
not a tuition, and your an^er with a fool- 
iih people. 20 But Ifaias is very bold, 
and faith, I was found of them that 
fought me not; I was made manifeft un- 
tc th«m that aiked not after me. 11 But 
to Ilrael he faith, All day long I have 
ftrctched forth my hands unto a difobe- 
dient aiul gain faying people. 

c; H A P. XI. 

God hath not eajl off all Ifrael. 

I SAY then, Hath God c a It away his 
people ? God forbid. For I alfo am 
an Ilraelite, of the feed of Abraham, of 
the tribe of Eenjwniu. 2 God hath not 
call away liis people which he foreknew, 
Wot ye not what the feripture faith of 
Kiias, how he inaketh interccffion to 
God again ft Ifrael, faying, 3 Lord, they 
have killed thy prophets, and digged 
down thine altars; and I am left alone, 
and they feek my life ? 4 But what fjiitli 
the anfwcr of God unto him ? I have re¬ 
fer ved to myfelf (even thoufand uien who 
have not bowed the kndc to the image of 
Baal. b 
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5 Evert fo then, at this prefent time alfo 
there is a remnant according to the elec¬ 
tion of grace. 6 And if by grace, then 
it is no more of works: otherwife grace 
is no more grace. But if it be of works, 
then 19 it no more grace ; otherwife 
work is no more work. 1 

7 What then ? all Ifrael hath not ob¬ 
tained that which he fcckcth for; but 
the eleftion hath obtained it, and the 
reft were blinded ; 8 According as it 

is written, God hath given them up to 
the fpirit of (lumber, eyes that they, 
fliould not fee, and ears that they (liould 
not hear, even unto this day. 9 And 
David faith, Their tabic (hall become a 
trap and a fnare, and an occafion of (tum¬ 
bling, as a recompence to them (for their 
witkednefs) : 10 Their eyes fliall be 

darkened that they (hall not fee ; and 
they (hall keep their back continually 
bent (under a load of forrows for their 
infidelity). 

11 I fay then, Have they ftumbled 
that they (hould fall (irrecoverably).? 
God forbid ; but by this fall of theirs, 
falvation is now come to the Gentiles, 
to provoke them to emulation. 12 But 
if their fall be (occafionally) the riche9 
of the world, and the dimini/hing of 
them the riches of the Gentiles, how 
much more their fuluefs ? 13 For 1 fpeak 
to you, Gentiles, in as niuch as I am the 
apoftle of the Gentiles I magnify mine of¬ 
fice *, 14 If by any means I may provoke to 
emulation them who are my flefh, and 
might hive fome of them. 15 For if their 
rejedlien were (the occafion of) the re¬ 
conciliation of the world to Gotl, whet 
will tiie reception of them be, but as it 
were life from the dead ? 16 For if the 

firlt fruits (thofe that believe) be holy, 
fo is the lump—('Hie reft will believe at 
lad) ; and if the root (the patriarchs) be 
holy, the branches are likewife fo. 17 
And tho* fome of the branches were bro¬ 
ken oft (by unbelief), and thou (O Pa¬ 
gan) being like a feion of a wild olive, 
wert grafted in among them (that be¬ 
lieved )&. partiikcft of thc(nounflunent or 
the) rout and fatnels of the good olive, 
1S Bond nof again ft the natural branch¬ 
es; but if thou buafteft, remember that 
thou beared not the root —hafl done uo 
fpit itual good to If ael—AjwX. the root 
beareth thee. 

19 Thou wilt fay then, The tranches 
were broken off that I might be grafted 
in. 20 Well; becaufe of unbelief they 
were Broken off, and thou ftundeft by 
faith. Be not high-minded, but fear: 21 
For il God fpnrcd not the natural braiv.h- 
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es, take heed left he alio fpare not 
thee. 

- 22 Behold,'therefore, the goodnefs 
and feverity of God : on them Who 
fell, fevevity; but toward thee, good- 
nefs, if thou continue in his goodnefs; 
otherwise thou alfo (halt he cut off. a3 
And they alfo, if they abide not ftill in 
unbelief Oiall be grafted in: for God is 
able to graft them in again 24 For if 
thou vert rut off from the olive tree, 
which was naturally wild, and contrary 
to the courfc of nature wert grafted on 
the aood- oliye tree, how much more ffiall 
thefe whi h are the natural branches he 
grafted oi» their own olive tree (at laft)? 

For I would not have yon to be igno- 
. rant; brethren, of this myftery, left you 
fliould have too high an opinion of youf 
f«. Ives, that blindnefs is happened to uart 
•of Ifrael till (A. D. 2000, when they, 
with) the fulnefs of the Gentiles, ftiaU: 
he brought in (at the laft, as the riches 
of them, ver. 12. were at firft). 

26 And fo all the Israelites Ihallthen 
believe and be faved; as it is written. 
The deliverer flTa 11 come out of Zion, 
and (hall turn away ungodlinefs from 
Jacob. 27 And this is my covenant un- 
*♦0 which I will again bring them, when 
1 ffiall take away their fins (as a nation ). 
2S With refpedt to the gofpcl, they are 
regarded as enemies for your fakes and 
benefit (2000 years asyc were for theirs); 
but as for their election, they are belov¬ 
ed for their fathers fakes. 29 £ov the 
gifts and callihgs of God are not revoked. 
30 For as yc Gentiles were (many ages) 
id times paft difoltedient to God, hut 
now have obtained 'nwircy by means of 
their rii(obedience, ‘ 3# Even fo they al¬ 
fo have now been difobedient (to th6 
gofpel, on 6ccafion of vour receiving it), 
tliat thereby they may alfo receive it at 
laft. 32 For God hath left them all un¬ 
der their diiobedience (fora time), that 
he might (the mor&remarkably) have 
mercy upon all. 

33O the depth of the richeshoth of the 
wifdonx and knowledge of God 1 how 
uniearckable are his judgments, and his 
ways paft finding'eiit I 34 For who 
hath known the mind of the Lord ? or 
who hath been his counfejlor ? 35 Or 

who hath firfi: given to him, and it fiiall 
be recompanfed unto him again ? God is 
not indebted to any. 36 For of him as 
the author, and thro* him as the prefers- 
er y and for hiur (and his glory as the end ) 
are all tilings, to whom be glory,forever, 
Amco. 
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CHAP. XII. 

God to be pi aifedfor his mercies. 

I Beseech you, therefore, brethren, 
by the mercies ol God, that yc pre- 
fent yourfelves a living facrifice, hojy, ac¬ 
ceptable unto God, which is your reafon- 
ahle fervice. 2 And be not conformed 
to this world ; but be yc transformed by 
the renewing of your mind, that ye may 
experience what is that good, and ac¬ 
ceptable^ and perfect will of God. 3 
For I fay, through the grace .given unto 
rfie,to overy man that is among you, not 
to think of himfelf more highly than he 
ought to think; but to think mo iellly ac¬ 
cording to the mcafure of faith which 
God hath diftributed to every man. 4 
For as we have many members ip one 
body, and all members have not the fanic. 
office; 5 So we, being many, are one 
body in Chrift, and every one members 
one of another. 

6 Having then gifts differing accord¬ 
ing to the grace that is given to us, 
whether prophecy, let 119 prophecy ac¬ 
cording to the proportion of faith ; 7 

Or miniftry, let us wait on our mimfter- 
ing ; or he that teacheth, on teaching ; 
8 Or he that exhorteth, on exhortation^ 
he that givetli alms, let him do it with 
fincerity;- he that ruleth therein with 
diligence; he that fheweth mercy, with 
cHeerfulnefs. 9 Let love be without 
difiimulation. Abhor that which is c- 
Vil; cleave to that which is good. 1 1 
Be kindly affedtiorted one to another wit li 
brotherly love, in honour preferring one 
another; it Not fiothrul in bulinels; 
fervent infpirit, ferving the Lord ; 12 

Rcjoiting in hope (of future glory), pa¬ 
tient' in tribulation ; continuing inftant 
in prayer; 13 Distributing to the necelli- 
ty of the faints; given to hofpitality. 14 
BIcfs them who perfecute you ; blefs, 
curfe not. '15 Rejoice with them that 
do rejoice, and weep -with them that 
weep. 16 Be entirely united in your 
regards for one another; afteeft not high 
things, but fuit yourfelves to mean tilings 
and mean per for. s: be not wife in your 
"own conceits. 17 Recompenfe to no 
tfian evil for evil ; do what is decent in 
tli£ fight of all men. iS If it be pofliblc, 
an much as lieth in you, live peaceably 
with all men. 

19 Dearly beloved, avenge not your¬ 
felves, but rather yield unto wrath: for 
it is vvritten, Vengeance is mine ; I will 
repay, faith the Lord. 

20 There&te, if thine enemy hunger, 
feed him ; if he thirft, gave him drink : 
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for in f» doing thou flialt heap coals of 
fire on hi* head, (to melt him into a bet¬ 
ter mi mI d, or confmne him ) 21 Be not 
overcome witheviJ, but overcome evil 
With good. 

C H A P. XIII.. 

Of fuljcition to may iff rates. 

L ET every foul be fubjcift unto the 
higher power*?; for there is no pow¬ 
er nut of God ; the powers that be are 
•Plained of God. 2 YViiofoevcr, there¬ 
fore, rdi'leth the power, rrfifteth the or¬ 
dinance of Go.l; and they that refitt fliall 
iv. eive io thcmfelves diminution: 3 For 
loirrs are nJt A terroi to good works, but 
to the evil. Wilt thou then not be a- 
Iraki of the power ? Do that which is 
good, and thou limit have praife of the 
fame : 4 For he is the njiniftcr of God 

to thee for good. But if thou do that 
which is evil, be afraid ; for he beareth 
rot the fwoid in vain ; for lie is the rai- 
nilter of God, a revenger to execute 
wrath upon him that cloetli evil. 5 
Wherefore ye mult neecds be fitbjedl, 
not only for wrath but alio for con- 
feience’ fake. C For, for this caufe pay 
ye tribute alibi for they are God’s mini- 
lters, attending continually upon this ye- 
i*y tiling. 7 Render, therefore, to all 
their dues; tribute, to whom tribute is 
due; cnftuin, to whom c^Itam-; fear, to 
wliom fear ; honour, to whom honour, 

8 () we 116 man any thing but Jove to each 
other; for he that lyvtth another hath 
fulfilled tiie law, 

0 For this precept, Thou fliall not 
commit '(finitely, Thou ilialt not kill. 
Thou ilia!I not Jh*«l, Thou lhall not bear 
falie wit:, els, Thou (hall not covet; ;m<l 
if there be any other commandment, it is 
Lrif fly comprehend, d in this precept, 
tnimriy, Thou lhait love thy neighbour 
ns til-,felt, io Love wurketh no ill to 
one's neighbour ; therefore love is the 
1 u!il 1 lin h of the law, 

11 And tiiis, knowing the fcafon that 
now it if lime to awake out of IlcCp, or 
ftorb ; hir now is our falvatiun. nearer 
than wiien v.'v firit believed, re. Hie 
nrglu of rune far Ip^nt, the eternal day 
is at !i m l ; let u Therefore, put vft the 
vices. t!i: wjil.j of darknefs, and let us 
put on the armour of light, Chriflian 
graces. 13 Let us walk decently as in 
tlw ilav ; not. in rioting and druokemud's, 
nor. 111 ciiuitiberiog and wantonnefs, not 
111 fti nv and envying ; i j But put on 
the grace r and vir i n-s of the Lord Jcfus 
Chrid, and make not provifion Sorpitaf- 
io S the lie*Hi, to l'ulhl tha lulls thereof. 
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CIIAP. XIV. 

Do not condemn one another . 

H TM that k weak in the Chriffian 
faith, and /fill bigoted to the ce¬ 
remonial law, receive ye, but not 10 de¬ 
bates about mutters in doubt. 2 For 
011c believeth that he may eat all things 
good for food, another, who is weak, 
e.ULtli nothing h/t herbs. 3 Let not him 
tliat eateth dcjpife him that eateth not; 
and Jet not him who eateth not judge 
him that eateth ; for God hath received 
him. 

4 \Vho art thou that judge ft another 
man’s Lrvant * to his own, mailer he 
ftandeth or falleth ; yea, he fliall behol¬ 
den up; for God is able to make him 
Hand. 

5 One man preferreth one day, as the 
tsc^iu moon , to another ; anotlier efteem- 
cth all fitch clays alike. Let every man 
be fully per funded in his own mind. 6 
He that regsrdeth the day, regardeth it 
unto the Lord; am! he that regardeth 
not the day, to the Lord he doth not re¬ 
gard it. He that eateth, eateth to the 
Lord, for he giveth God thanks; and he 
that eateth not, to the Lord lie eateth 
not, and giveth not God thanks. 7 For 
none of us liveth to himfelf, (Tor his own 
glory), and none of us dieth to himfelf. 
8 For whether we live, we live unto the 
Lord • and whether we die, Wtt*lie nnta 
the Lord : whether we live, therefore, 
or die, we are the Lord’s. 9 For to this 
purpOfe Chrift both died, and rofe again, 
that he might be Lord (and judge) of 
both the dead and the living. 10 Bur 
why doft thou judge thy brother ? or 
why dolt thou let At nought thy brother? 
lbr we (hall all appear before the judg¬ 
ment-feat of Chrifi- 11 For it is written, 
As I live, faith the Lord, every knee fliall 
bow to nic, and every tongue /hall con- 
feis.t” God. 12 So then, every one of 
us (liu.ll give an account ot himfelf to 
God. v 13 Let us not, therefore, judge 
one another any more; but judge this 
rftther, that no man put a Itumbling- 
block, or an occaOoh to full, in his bro¬ 
ther’s way. 

14 I know, and am perfuaded hy the 
Lord Jcfus, that there is nothing unclean 
ol itfelf; but to him that efteemeth any 
thing to be unclean, to him it is unclean. 
15 But it il»y brother be grieved by thy 
meat how doft thou walk according to 
love ? Do not what is in thee to deftroy 
him with thy meat for whom Cluilt 
died. id Let not then your (liberty, 
tliu’ in itfelf) good be evil fpaken of; 
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17 For the kingdom of God, the gofpet* 
difpenfation. is not meat and drink, but 
righteoufnefs, and peace, and joy in the 
.Roly Spirit. . r8 For he that in thcfe 
things Cervcth Chrift is acceptable to God, 
and approved of men. 

19 Let us, therefore, follow after the 
the things which make for peace, and 
things wherewith one may edify another. 
20 Deftroy not ’the work pf God for 
meat. All things indeed are pure;' but 
it is evil for that man who eateth with 
offence. 21 It is good neither to eat 
flefli, jior to drink wine, nor any thing 
whereby thy brother Itumhleth, of Is of¬ 
fended, or is made weak. 2? Hail thou 
faith, and doubt eft no,t ? have it to thy- 
felf before God. Happy, is he that con- 
demneth not himfelf in that thing which 
he allovreth. 23 And he that doUbteth 
is condemned if .he eat, becaufe he eateth 
not of faith ; for whatfoever is not of 
faith is fin. / 

CHAP. XV. 

The firing mujl bear with the weak• 
XT/x, therefore, that are flrong ought 
VV - to bear the infirmities of the 
wealf^and not to pleafe ourfclves. 2 
Let every one of jus plcafe his neighbour 
for his good to edification; 3 For even 

Chrift pleafed not himfelf; ,but, as it is 
written. The reproaches of them that re¬ 
proached .thee, fell ('as a grief ) on me. 
4 For wfiatfoever things were written 
aforetime weie written for our learning; 
that we, through patiejice, and comfort 
of the fcriptures, might have hope. 5 
Now the God of patience;^.nd confola- 
tion grant you to bfe like-minded one to¬ 
ward another, according to Chrifhlefus’ 
example ; 6 That ye. may with one 

mind and one mouth glorify God, even 
the Father of our Lord Jefus Chrift. .7 
Wherefore receive ye one another, with 
love, as Chrift alfo received ns, to the 
glory of God. 

8 Now I fay, that Jefus Chrift was'a 
Tninifter of the circurocifion, (Afcri xv. 
24 .) to confkni the truth of God, the 
promifes made unto the fathers; ,9 And 
that the Gentiles might glorify Gad for 
his mercy : as it is written, For this 
caufe I will confcfs to thee among the 
Gentiles, and fing unto thy name. ro 
And again he faith. Rejoice, ye Gentiles, 
with his people. iji And again, Praife 
the Lord, all ye Gentiles; and laud him, 
all ye people. 12 And again, Efaias 
faith, There fhall be a fproot of Jefle, 
and he that fhall rife to reign over tho, 
Gentiles, in him fhall the Gentiles trull. 
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13 Now the God of hope fill you with 
all joy and peace in believing, that ye 
may abound in hope, through the power 
of the Holy Spirit. 14 And I myfelf al¬ 
fo am perfuaded of you, my brethren, 
that ye alfo are full of goodnefs, filled 
with all knowledge, able alfo to ad mo- 
fcifii one another. 15 Neverthelefs, bre¬ 
thren, I have written the more boldly 
unto, ygu in fome fort, as putting you 
in mind, becaufe of the grace that is 
given me of God, 1 6 That I fliould 
. the minifter of Jefus Chrift to 
the Gentiles, min ifte ring the gofpel of 
God, thatth? offering up of the Gentiles 
might be acceptable, being fan<£lified by 
the Holy Spirit, (xii, I -5 x 7 I tave, 
therefore, whereof \ may glory through 
Jefua. Chrift in thofe things which per¬ 
tain to God. 18 For I will not dare to 
(peak of iny of thofe things which Chrift 
hath not wrought by me, to make the 
Gentiles obedient by Word and deed, 
( John xv. 5.J 19 Through mighty figns 
and wonders, by'the power of the Spirit 
of God; fo that from Jerufaleih, and 
'round about Illyricum, I have fully 
preached the gofpel of Chrifi. 20 Yea, 
fo have I ftrived to preach the gofpel, 
not where Chrift was named, left I fliould 
build upon-.another manY foundation : 
21 But, as it is written, To whom he 
was not fpoken of,-they fhall fee: and 
they that have not heard fhall urider- 
ftand. 

22 tfor which caufe alfo I have been 
much hindered from coining to you. 23 
But now, having no more place in thefc 
parts, and having a great defire theie 
many years to come unto you ; a^When* 
foever I take my journey into Spain I 
will come to you,; for I truft to fee you 
in my journey, and to be brought by 
you on my way thitherward, if firft 1 be 
fomewhat fatisfied with your company. 

25 But now I go unto Jerufalem, to 
minifter alms unto the faints. 26 For 
it hath pleafed them of Macedonia and 
A^haia to make a certain contribution 
for the poor faints who are at Jerufalem. 
27 It hath pleafed them blit they arc 
in a fort their debtors: for if the Gen¬ 
tiles have been made partakers of the 
fpiri.tual things proceeding out from them 
(Tf. ii. 3). It is their duty to minifter to 
them in carnal things. , 

28 When, therefore, I have perform¬ 
ed this, and, have fealed (fafely deliver¬ 
ed ) to them this fruit, I will come by 
you into Spain. 29 And I am Cure that 
wheu I come unto you, I fhall come with 
the fiulnefs of the bleflings of the gofpel 
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Chap. XVI. 

dfChrift. 

30 N.nv, I befesch you, brethren, for 
the Ltrd Jefus Chrift’s lake, and for the 
love of the Spirit, th.it ye drive together 
>Vith nu* in your prayers to God for me ; 

That I may be fie live red from them 
that do not believe in Judea; and that 
my Ifrvice which I have for Jcrufalem 
may he accepted of the faints; 32 That 

1 may come unto you with joy by the 
will of God, and may with you be re- 
fre fired. 

33 Now the God of peace be with’ you

7 Salute 
And milieus and Junta, my kihfmen and 
my fellow prifont-is, who arc much noted 
among the apoflles, who alfo were in 
(the church of) Ghiill before me. 

3 Greet Aniplias, my beloved in the 
Lord. 9 Salute Urbane, our helper in 
Clin ft, and Stachys my beloved. 10 Sa¬ 
lute Apelles approved in Chrift. Salute 
them who are of Ariftpbulus’ hou fell old. 
11 Salute Herodian, my kinfman. Greet 
them that be of the houfhold of Narcif- 
fus, who are in the Lord. 12 Salute 
Tryphena and Trypliofa, who labour in 
the Lord. Salute the beloved Petfis, who 
laboured much in the Lord. 

13Satute Rufus chofen in the Lord, and 
liis mother and mine.

ail thatfin every place call upon the name 
of our Lord Jefus Chrift, both their Lord 
and ours; 3 Grace be unto you, and 

peace, from God our Father, and from 
onr Lord Jefus Chrift. 

4 I always give thanks to my God on 
your account for the grace of Gocbgiven 
uhto you by Chrift Jeliis fj'Tbat.in all 
things ye are enriched by hirri, in all ut¬ 
terance, and in all knowledge ; ,6 As, 
the teftimony of Chrift was confirmed a- 
mong you. 7 So that ye are deficient 
in no gift$ waiting for the coming of 
our Lord Jefus Chrift : 8 Who {hall con¬ 

firm you unto the end’ that ye may be 
blaraelofs in the day of our Lord Jefus 
Chrift. 9 God is. faithful) by whom ye 
■Were called unto the fellowihip of his 
Son our Lord Jefus Chrift. * 

10 Now. I bqfeech you, brethren, by 
the name of our Lord Jefus Chrift, that 
ye all fpeak the fame thing, and that 
there be no dividend among you; but 
that ye be, perfectly united together in 
tire fame mind, and in the fame judg¬ 
ment. 11 Becanfe it hath^been certi¬ 
fied to me concerning you, my brethrerf/ 
by thofc of Chloe’s family, that thertf are 
contentions among you.

baptize, but to preach the gofpel; not 
with vvifdom of words, left the crofsof 
Chrift fliould have been rendered vain. 

For the dodlrine of the crofs is indeed 
folly to them that are perifliing ; but to 


us who are faved it is the power of God: 
19 -For it is written, I' will deftroy the 
wifdom of the wife, and will bring to 
nothing the fagacity of the prude nr. u 
Where is the-wife ? where is the harri¬ 
ed fclibe ? where is the tiifjniter'of this 
world ? hath not Coil mnde the wifdom 
of this world foolifli ? 21 >V'fi' cr-, in 

tjie wifdom of God, the world by wifnoiu 
knew not God, it plea fed God by the 
folly of preaching to fave them that be¬ 
lieve. 22 For whereas the Jews de¬ 
mand a fign(in the Iky), and the Greeks 
feek learning and eloquence. , 23 We 
neverthClefs preach Chrift crucified,—to 
the Jews, indeed, a {tumbling block, 
and fooliflinefr to the Greeks. 24. But 
unto them who are called, both Jews 
and Greeks, Chrift thq. pOYver of God, 
and the wifdom of God. 45 Becaufe 
what the vain world profanely reckons 
a folly, un wort-hy of God,"is wifer than all, 
that tho wit of men can dcvHe; and the 
weaknefs of the fer vantsof God is ftrpng- 
er in reforming the world, than the 
ftrongeft efforts of man’s wit. 26 For, 
behold, thofe among you, that are called 
brethren, there are not many w or Idly- 
wife men, not many mighty, not many 
noble ; 27 But God hath chofen the 

foolifli thing? of the world, that he may 
fliame the wife men ; and ,God hath 
chofen the weak things of this world, to 
fliame its mighty things ; 28 And bafe 

things of the world, and things wbiili 
are defpifed, hath God chofen, yea, and 
things which are not regarded', to bring 
to nought things that are; 29 That no 

fhefli should boaft in his prefence. 30 
For of him ye are in Chrift Jefus, who 
is made of God unto us wifdom. and 
righteoufnefs, and fan (ft ideation, and re¬

A ND I,’brethren, when I came a- 
mongyou, came not with tlie pomp 
of language or worldly wifdom, publifli- 
ing to you the gofpel of God. 2 Fort 
determined that I would know nothing 
among you but Jefus Chrift, even thaL 
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Ctiap. III. 

crucified perlbn. 3 And I was with you 
in weakncfs, and in fear, and in mm h 
trembling. 4 And my lpeech and ray 
preaching was not with enticing words 
of man's wifilom, but in the powerful 
demohfiration of the Spirit. 5 That your 
faith (liould not depend on the wifJom of 
men, hut on the po\vrr el' God. 6 Never- 
the Ids we fpeak ( per feel) wifdom among 
thole who ■„r ■ perfectly inftrutfhd ; but 
not the wifilom of this world, nor of the 
rulers of this world, who (hall, reverthc- 
lrfs, be brought down. 7 But wc fpeak 
the myftmou9 wifdom of Go.!, which was 
(long) kept fecret, which God from e- 
Lci»a 1 ages pre-determined unto our glo¬ 
ry ; 8 Which none of the princes of the 
World knew ; for had they known it, 
they would not have crucified the Lord 
of glory. 9 But as it is written, Eye 
hath not feen, nor ear heard, neither 
have entered into the heart of man, what 
things God hath prepared for them that 
love him. xo But God hath revealed 
them to us by his Spirit; for the Spirit 
feurcheth all things, yea, the deep things 
of God. 11 For what man knoweth the 
things oF another man ? thefe are known 
only to the fpirit of the man which re r 
firlcs in hi/n : fo alfo, none knoweth the 
things of God, blit the Spirit of God. 12 
Now the Spirit which we have received, 
is not that of the world, but the Spirit 
which is from God, tliat we might know 
the things which are freely given us by 
God. 13 Which things wc alfo fpeak, 
not in words dictated by human wifdom, 
but in thole dictated by the Holy Spirit; 
explaining fuch fpiritual things by fpiri¬ 
tual words. 14 But the animal man 
reeeiveth not the thintjs of the Spirit of 
God : for they are fooliflmffs unto him ; 
neither can he* know the.11, becaufe they 
arc Ipi.ritually difeerned. 15 But tile 
fpintual man difeerneth all things, while 
he himfHf is difeerned by no marx, 16 
for who hath knowp the mind of the 
Lord, or who hath inftri. cted him ? But 
Wc have the mind of Thrift.

14 D I, brethren, could not fpeak 
unto you as unto fpi ritual (inen), 
but as unto carnal, even as unto babes in 
Thrift, (and beginners in the divine life). 
2 I have fed you with milk, and not 
with ltrong meat ; becaufe ye a.ic not 
able to. bear it, nor arc y* yet able. 3 
For yc are yet carnal: for whereas there 
is among you envying, andftrife, and di- 
vilions, are yc ligt carnal, and walk as 
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men ? 4 For while one faith, I am of 

Paiil; and another, I am of ApoIIos; are 
ye not carnal > 5 Who then is Paul, and 
who is ApoIIos, hut ininifters hy whofe 
means you have believed, even as the 
Lord gave to every man (ability and fuc- 
cefr).

7 There¬ 
fore, he that planted is nothing, ^with¬ 
out charity), nor he* that watereth ; but 
God who giveth the increafe (by his 
grace). 8 But as he that planteth, and 
he that watereth arc one (in interest and 
a flection),and wc fhall receiveevery man 
his own (proper) reward according to his 
labour, For yve are fellow-labourers 
for God, ye are the hufbandiy.of God. 
10 According tu the grace of God which 
is given unto me, as a wife mafter-build- 
cr, I have laid the foundation, and ano¬ 
ther buildeth thereon. But let every 
man take heed how he buildeth thereu¬ 
pon. 11 For other foundation can no 
man lay than thru is laid, which is JefAs 
Thrift. 12 If any man build upon this 
foundation, (excellent materials), as 
gold, Elver, precious (tones, (or bafer 
(luffs, as) wood, 1 (thatched) with hay 
and ftubbLs, (inftcad of the true faith, 
and practice of the gofpel, faith without 
works, enthufiafm, or i'uperftition, and 
herefy, or fchifm) ; 13 Every one ? s 

work fliall be made manifeft : for the 
day (of judgment) fliall lay it open, be¬ 
caufe it fliall be difeovered by fir^, (a 
Pet. iii. io.) yea, the lire (hall prove e- 
very nun's wotk of what kind it is. 14 
IF any man’s fuperftnnfture abide (the 
teft), he fliall receive areward. 15 But 
if any man’s work be burnt up, he will 
i'uftatn the lofs : yet (if he was fincere,) 
he himfelf fliall be faved^ though as one, 
when his lioufc is on fire, and he palling 
through it, lofeth all but his life. ' 

1 6 Know ye nat that yc are the tem¬ 
ple ol God, as the Spirit of God dwelleth 
in you? 17 If any one. (by fin) defile 
the temple of God, him will God def* 
trny : for the temple of God is holy,—- 
ninth temple ye are. 

iS Let no mart deceive himfelf: if a- 
ny of yon fee in to be wife in this world; 
let him become a fool (in the world's o- 
prnion), thar he mny become wife (unto 
falvation,). 19 For the wifdom of this 
world is fooliflmcis with God ; as it it 
written, lie entangle ill the wife iu their 
own artifice; 20 And. again. The Lord 
knoweth the thoughts of the wife that 
they are vain.

13Being defamed, we'entreat (for impar¬ 
tial judgment;) v;e are treated like the 


very filth oY the world, and the offscour¬ 
ings of all things unto this day. ' 

14 I write not thefe things to fhatne 
you, but, ns my beloved fons, 1 warn 
you. 15 For tho* ye have ten thoufand 
inflriuftors in Clirift, yet have ye not 
many fpiritual fathers ; for in Chrift Je- 
fns I have begotten ypu by the gofpel. 
16 Wherefore, I befcech you, be ye fol¬ 
lowers of me. 

17 For this reafon I have fent to yon 
Timothy, who is my beloved fon, and 
faithful in the Lord, who will bring to 
your x remembrance my ways in Chrift, 
as I am every where teaching in every 
church. 18 Now fome are puffed up, as 
if I would not. come (to face my op- 
pofers), 19 But I will come to you 
foon, if the Lord will, and will know, 
not the fpeech (only) of thufeAhat arq 
puffed up, but the power (to work mi. 
racles). ao For the kingdom of God is 
not merely in word, but in power. 21 
What do ye ehoofe, that I fliould come 
to you with a rod (of reproof), or in 
lo„ve, and in the fpirit of metknefs ?- 
CHAP. V. 

Paul reprovetb for fundry f\ns. 

I T is generally reported that there is 
lewdnefs among you, and that (too) 
fuch lewdnefs as is not heard of (even) 
among the heathy, that a certain per- 
fon fliould have his father’s, (divorcul) 
wife. 2 /And yet ye are puffed up : 
fhould ye-pot ratlier have lamented, that 
he who hath done this deed might he ta • 
ken away from you. 3 For I verily, tho’ 
abfent in body, but prefent in fpirit, have 
judged already, as though 1 were prefent, 
concerning him that hath fo done this 
deed; .4 That ye being affembled to¬ 
gether in the name ,of our-Lord Jefus 
Chrift, and I being prefent with you m 
fpirit, in the name of our Lord Jefus, 
5 Bo ye deliver fuch an one to Satan, 
(to be tormented for a time), in-order to 
the deftrudlion of the (lulls of the) ilefli, 
that the fpirit rday be faved in the dsiy 
of the Lord Jefus. 6 Youi boafting i:. 
r,ot good. Know ;ye not that a little 
leaven lcaveneth the whole mats, (mo¬ 
ral and natural difeafes both itifedl}.* 7 

Therefore, purge out the old leaven, that 
ye may become a neiv mafs, as ye aic 
{by profeffioh) unleavened. For even 
Chrift our paffo-ver is facrificed for us: 

8 Therefore let ns keep the feaft, nut 
with old,Pagan leaven, neither with the 
leaven. ipalice and wickedoefs; bur 
with the unleavened bread of fincerity 
and truth. 

51 I wrote to you in a letter not to 
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tcrp company with fornicators; ( a let- 
:er of introduction to Timothy, but not 
nfpfred) i to Yet not altogether \yith 
die fornicators of this world, or with the 
:ovetous, or extortioners, or with idola- 
rers; for then mult yc indeed go out of 
die world, ii But now I havr written 
unto you not to keep company with .my 
man that is railed a brother if he be a 
fornicator, or covetous, or an idolater, or 
a iailer, or a drunkard, or an extortioner; 
with fu ll an one not to converfe, nor to 
eat. ix For what h ive I to do to judge 
them alfo that are without ? do not ye 
judg" therri that are within the church ? 
13 But them that are without (the Pa¬ 
gans) God judgeth. Therefore put away 
from among yourlclves that wicked per- 
fou. 

C H A P. VI. 

Lniu with brethren forbidden. 

ARE any of you, having a matter 
againft another, go to law before 
the uiijuJt, and not before the faints ? 2 

Do ye not know that the faints 11 ia.ll 
judge the world (as aiTVNbrs with Chrift)? 
and if the world iliall i>e judged by you, 
are yc unworthy to judge the fmalleft 
matters. 3 Know ye not that we th^ll 
judge the evil angels > . how much 
more (thuuld ye judge ) things that per¬ 
tain to this life ? 

4 If therefore yc have controverfies 
relating to the affairs oi this life, do ye 
fet thole Pagans to determine them who 
are of no efteem at all in the church ? 5 
I (peak this to your fliame. What ! is 
there not one intelligent perfon among 
you who may be able to decide the eaule 
of a brother ? 6 But brother goeth to 

law with brother, and that before the 
unbelievers. 

7 The re fore, even this is altogether a 
fault among you, that ye have contefts 
with each other. Why do ye not rather 
enduve wrung ? why do yc not rather 
fiiffer yourfclvrs to he- defrauded ? 8 

Kay, yx do wrong, and defraud even 
your brethren. 

9 Know ye not that the unrighteous 
Brail not inherit the kingdom of God ? 
Be not deceived; neither fornica^oVs, nor 
idolaters, nor adulterers, nor erteniinare, 
nor abufers of themfclves with mankind 
(Catamites), io Nor thieves, nor covet* 
ou«, nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor ex¬ 
tortioners, flinil inherit the kingdom of 
God.

13 Meats arc for the belly, and; the 
belly for ‘meats; but God will dvftroy 
both it and them (in the grave) ; 'but 
the body is not fur fornication, but for 
the (fervicc of the ) Lord, and the Lord- 
fur the body, (to rule it, and glorify it.) 
14 And God hail) both raifed up the 1 
Lord Jefus, and will alio raile up in by 
Ins own power. 

15 Know ye not that your bodies are 
the member^ of Chrift, (as his Spint ac¬ 
tuates you) ? (hall I then take the mem¬ 
bers of Chrift and make them the inem- 
beis of an hai^ot * Gud forbid. 16 Whit** 
Know ye not tluit he who is joined to an 
harlot is one body ? for two, Juitli h:* 
Hi a 11 be one- ilefti. 17 But he that is 
joined unto the Lord (by faith) fliajl he 
one fpirit. . 

16 Flee whoredom. Every other fin 
which a man praetifes is without tins 
body; but he that committetli whore¬ 
dom, finnetli againft his own body. 19 
What ? know, ye not that) your own bo¬ 
dy is the temple of the Holy Spirit, 
which refidcs in you, which ye receive 
of God , and that ye are not your own ? 
20 For ve are bought with a pfice, (r 
Pet. i. 18.).. Therefore glorify God with 
your body, and with your fpirits, which 
are God’s.

Mkrriaye the remedy for fornication* 
[Vf OW, concerning the tilings w.here- 
i. 1 of ye wrote unto me ; it is good 
for a man not to touch a woman; (or 
marry in times of pcrfecution.) 2 Ne¬ 
vertheless. to avoid fornication,, let every 
man have his own wife, and. let every 
woman have hgr own hulband. 3 Let 
the husband render unto the wfre due 
benevolence ; and Jikewife alfo the wife 
unto the husband. 

4 The wife hath not power of her own 
body, but the husband,; and I.kwife al¬ 
fo the husband hath not power of his 
own body, hut the wife. 5 Withdraw 
not from each other (by ablixoence), un- 
lefs it be by content for a l,i.Tie, that ytf 
may devote yonrlelves to.tatting and 
prayer, and that ye may corne together 
again as ufual, left Satan tempt you to 
go aftray on account of your incontinen- 
cy. 6 But I fpcak this by pcrnuftion, 
(not by any command or immediate in- 
ipiration, in anfwoi to what ye wrote

me about it. 

7 Fpr I would that all men wpreeven 
as I myfelf: but every man hatl^ his pro¬ 
per gift of God, one after this manner 
and another after that.

(but for adultery), 12 But to the reft 
fpeak I, not the Lord ; If any brother 
hath a wife that believeth not, and if flie 
be pleafed to dwell with him,'let him 
not ^put her away. 13 Alfo the woman 
■who hrtli' a hulband that believeth not,- 
and if he be pleafed to dwell with her, 
let her not leave him. 14 For the un 
believing hulband is fo fan fled to the 
wife, and the unbelieving wife ft fo fanc- 
tified to the hufbjmd that the children are 
not unclfan, (as thofe of Pagans ) but ho¬ 
ly (as citizens of the church) 15 How¬ 
ever if the unbelieving party will depart, 
(et him or her depart, a brother or a lif¬ 
ter is not in bondage or confined in fucb 
cafes but God hath called ns to peace. 
16 For hpWltnowcft thou, O wife,' but 
thou mayeft fave thy hushand, (by con¬ 
verting him)? or how knoweft thou, O 
husband, but thou mayeft fave thy wife, 
(by thine .example and inftru&ion) ? 

17 But as God hath diftributed to e- 
very one (his lot ), let every one lb walk 
even as the Lord hath called him ; and 
thus I command in all the churches. 18 
Is any man called being circumcilcd ? let 
him not become uncircumcifed (by re¬ 
nouncing it: is any man called being 
uncircumcifed, let him not become cir- 
eumcifed. 19 Circumcifion is nothing, 
and uncircumcifion is nothing, but ihe 
keeping of the commandments of God. 

*zo Let every man abide in the fame 
calling wherein he was. called, 21 Art 
thou called being a fervant ? care not for 
it; but if thou mayeft be made free, ufe 
it rather. 22 For he that is called by 
the Lord, being a fervant, is the Lord’s 
free man : likewife alfo !\i that is called, 
being free, is Chilli’s fervant. 23 Ye are 
bought with a price, .(1 Pet. i. 18.) do 
not become the flaves of men. 24 Bre¬ 
thren, in whatever condition a man was 
called, therein let him abide in the fear 
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of God. 

25 Now, concerning virgin* I.havc no 
commandment of the Lord; yet I give 
my judgment as one that hath obtained 
mercy of'the Lord to be faithful. 

26 I apprehend this, therefore, to he 
ood in the prefqut exigency, that it is belt 
or a Angle man to continue as Be is. 27 
Art thou bound unto a wife ? feek not to 
be loofed. A,i t thou lcoled from a wire ? 
feek not a wife. 28 But, and* if thou 
marry, thou haft not linned ; and if a 

, virgin marry, flic hath not linned ; ne- 
vcithelefs, fuch Ihall huve aflluftion in 
the flelli (by peifccution), 'but 1 I'parc 
,y°u. 

29 Bnt this I fay, brethren, the time 
is fliort: it remaincth, that both they 
that have wives be as tho’ they had 
none; 30 And they that weep .is’tho* 
they wept not; and they that rejoice as 
tho* they rejoiced not; and they that 
purchafe as not poflefling, (betaufe they 
muft foon refign it; 31 /ind they that 
life this world as not carrying any thing 
to exccfs; for the fehenie of this world 
goes awuy, or perilhc th. 

* 32 But I would have you without anx¬ 
iety. He that is unmarried careth for 
the things that belong to the Lord, how 
he may pleafe the Lord : 33 But he that 
is married careth for the things that Hie 
of the world, how he may pleafe his 
wife, 34-There is difference alfo be¬ 
tween a wife anti a virgin. The unmar¬ 
ried woman careth for the things of the 
Lord, that flie may be holy both in body 
and in fpirit; but flie that is married ca¬ 
reth for the things of the jvorld, how Ihe 
may pleafe her husband. 

35 Arid this I (peak for your own pro¬ 
fit ; not that I may lay a fnare upon 
you, but out of regard to that which is 
comely in his profeflion before the Lord, 
without violent conftraint. 36 But if a- 
ny apprehend that he.avfls an unbecom¬ 
ing part, to his virgin daughter, if flie 
pafs the' flower of her age in a Angle 
Hate, and he think it ought to have been 
fo, let him do what he will in this ref- 
pe<£l, he finnethirot: (if a proper part¬ 
ner occu) let them marry. 37 Never¬ 
theless, he that ftandeth ftedfait in his 
heart, having noneceflity, but hath pow- 
,cr over his own will, and hath fp decreed 
in his lyeart that he will keep his virgin, 
doeth well. 5E So then, be that giveth 
her in marriage doeth well; but he that 
giveth her not fn .marriage doeth bet- 
ten 

39 The wife is bound by the law ws 
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long ?s her husband livcth ; but if her 
husband be dend, Hie is at liberty robe 
manied to whom flie will, only a believ¬ 
er in the Lord. 40 But Hie is happier 
if Hie abide, after rny judgment; and I 
think alj'o that IJiave the Spirit of God. 
CHAh VIII. 

To abfiain from forbidden meats. 
OW, as touching things offered un¬ 
to idols, we know that we all 
have/ knowledge. Knowledge puffeth 
up, but love ediffeth. 2 And if atiy man 
think that lie knuweth any things he 
knnweth nothing yet as he ought to 
know it. 3 But if any man love God, 
the fame is approved of him. 

4 As concerning, therefore, the eating 
of thole things that are offered in facri- 
hce unto idols, we know that an idol is 
nothing in the world, and that there is 
none other God but one. 5 For though 
there be that are called gods, whether 
in heaven or in earth, as there be many 
falfc gods and falfe lords; 6 Ncverthe- 

ltfs to us there is but one God, the Fa¬ 
ther, from whom are all things derived, 
and vve for him (to his gloiy), and one 
Lord, even Jefus Ohrid, by whom are all 
things created, and wc by him are fav- 
ed. 

7 But there is not m all men this 
knowledge (that an idol hath no power 
or virtue) ; fome do, even until now, 
with confcioulnefs of veneration for the 
idol, eat things as facrificed to the idol; 
and their confcience being too weak to 
withffand the temptation to go to an i- 
dol’- temple to partake of a fealt, is de- 
Jilwl ml tormented. 8 But meats in 
the mu. 1 Ives commend us to God; for 
neither are wc the better it we eat, nor 
the worfe if we eat not. 

9 But take heed led by any means this 
liberty of yours become a Humbling, 
him k to them that are weak. 10 For if a-, 
ny man Ice thee who luff knowledge lit at 
meat in the idol's temple, Hull not the 
confcience of him who is weak be em¬ 
boldened to eat tliofe things which are 
offered to idols (with veneration); 11 
And thro' thy knowledge and liberty 
Until the weak brother, for whom Chrift 
died, be liable to periffi ? it But when 
ye fm in agairiff the brethren, and wound 
their weak confciencc, ye iin againft 
Chrift 

13 Wherefore, if my meat make my 
brother to offend, I will eat no fleffi while 
I live, left I make my brother to Offend.

Minijlers ought to iivc by the gofpel. 


Chap. IX. 

A M I not an apoftle ? atn I not free- 
(to receive maintenance while I 
labour)? Have I,not feen Jefus Chrift 
our Lord ('perfonally, as an apoftle) ? are 
ye not my work in the Lord ? 2 If I am 

not an apoftle to fome others, yet I 
doubt lcfs am (b to you, for ye are the 
feal of my apuftlelhip in the Lord (by 
your coriverfion). 

3 This is my apology to them that ex¬ 
amine me in this matter. 

4 Have we not power to eat and to 
drink (at their cxpence for whom we la¬ 
bour) ? 5 Have we not power to lead 

about with us in our travels a Gfter or a 
wife, as wfdl as other apoftles, and as the 
kinfmen of the Lord and Cephas do ? 5 

Or fhould I only and Barnabas, not have 
power to forbear working for our fup- 
port ? 7 Who ever goes to war at his 

Own expeticc ? who phnteth a vineyard, 
and cspedleth not to eat of its fruit ? or, 

. who feedeth a flock, and partakes not of 
the milk thereof? 

8 Do I fpeak thefe things merely as a 
man (without divine authority) ? doth 
not the law fpeak. alfu the fame ? 9For 
it is written in the law of Mori's, Thou 
fhalt ndt muzzle the or that treadeth 
out the corn for thre/hing it. Is God fo- 
licitous for oxen ? 10 Or faith he it ra¬ 

ther for our fakes > furely more for our 
fakes was it written, that he who plow- 
eth might do it in hope (df partaking 
of the fruit of his labour), and that he 
who threfhes In hope Ihould partake of 
his hope. 

r 1 If we have Town unto you fpiritual 
things, is it any great matter that we 
Humid reap your carnal things? 12 If 
others partake of this power over you, 
fhould not we rather claim it ? but we 
have not made ufe of this power; but 
we endure all things, that we may not 
occafioti any hindrance to the gofpel of 
Chriit. 

13 Know ye - not that they who are 
employed about tbc holy things (per¬ 
taining to the temple) live thereby, and 
that they who wait upon the altar (are 
fed thereby) in partaking of the offering; 
with the altar? 14 So allbithe Lord 
Jefus Chnft hath ordained, that they 
who preach'the gofpel fliouhl live there¬ 
by. Matth. x. 10. Luke x. 7. 

15 But I have partaken of none of 
thole things; nor have I written thus 
that it fhould be fo done unto me ; for it 
were better for me to die (for want), 
than that any man fhould make thus my 
boaftiug void, itf For though I preach 
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the gofpcl, I have.no came to boaft ; for 
a neceffity lieth upon me, (by mv com- 
miflior) ; and woe to me, if I preach not 
the gofpcl. 17 If I indeed do this will¬ 
ingly, I have a reward ; but though I do 
it unwillingly, I muft ido it, fur a dif- 
penfation is cntrnfted to rue. 

18 What then is my reward ? Surely, 
when I preach the gofpcl oY Chrift faith¬ 
fully without essence, that fo I may rot 
abufe my power in the gofpel, tp ftlf- 
rntereft ; I fhaJI be rewarded at laft, 1 
Pet. v. 19 For tho’ I be free from all 
men, ('and under obligations to none), 
yet have I made myfelf the fervant of alT, 
that I might gain the more, ao And to 
the Jews I became as a Jew, that I might 
convert the Jews, (Atfts xvi. 3. xxi. 21, 
&.c.) to thofe that thought they were 
under the ceremonial law, as if under 
that law, (in things indifferent), that I 
might convert them ; 11 To thofe that 

were not under the ritual law, as be¬ 
ing myfelf without it, but not without 
the moral law to God, and under 
the law of gofpel obedience to Chrift, 
that I might win them that aie without 
the ritual law. 22 To the weak 
and fcrupulous I became as weak, that 
I might gain upon the weak; I became 
all things (net morally evil) to all men, 
that by any means I might fave fome. 
13 And this I do for the gofpel’s fake, 
that I might partake with you of its 
joys. 

24 Know ye not that they who run in 
a nee run all, but one receiveth the prize? 
So run that ye may obtain. 25 And e- 
•very man that (in wreftling) ftriveth 
for tiie maftery is temperate in all 
things. Now, they do it to obtain a cor¬ 
ruptible crown, but we an incorrupt¬ 
ible. 26 I therefore fo run, not as un¬ 
certainly ; fo fight I, not as one that 
beateth the air: 27 But I keep under 
my,body, and bring-it jnto fubjedlion ; 
left that by any means after I have 
preached to o*tbers, I myfelf ftiould be a* 
caftaway. ✓

*lhe yenvijb facraments types of cur's* 

N OW, brethren, I would by no means 
have you ignorant, that all our fa¬ 
thers were under the cloud, (Exod. xiii. 

2t.) for a fliade by day, after they had 
till paffed thro’ the fea, (coming out of 
Egypt) ? z And were all (as it were) 
baptized under the condu<fc of Mofes, 
(into that dffpenfarion) in the cloud, and 
in the fea, (wetting them). 3 And they 
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did all eat the fame ('miraculous, or^ 
fpiritual food ; 4 And they all did drink 
the fame miraculous, or fpiritual drink: 
for they drank of that myltical Rock, 
provifions of Which followed them ; qnd 
that rock reprefented Chrift. 5 But with 
many of them God was rol well plea fed; 
for they were overthrown in the wilder- 
nefs. 6 Now, thefe things-were figures 
and examples to us, to the intent we fliould 
net ltift after evil things, as they alfo luft- 
ed. 7 Neither be ye idolaters, as were 
fomc of them; as il is written, The peo¬ 
ple fat riewn to eat and drink, and rofe 
up to piny before the idol. t 8 Neither let 
us commit whoredom, as lome of them 
did, and fell in "one day twenty-three 
thoufand, (by the plague, and by the 
fword. Numb, xxv.) 9 Neither let us 
tempt Chrift, as fome of them alfo did, 
and were deftroyed by fiery ferpents. 10 
Neither murmur ye, as fome of them al¬ 
fo murmured, and were deftroyed by the 
deftroyer, (the angel of deathJ. 11 
Nowyall thefe things that happened un¬ 
to them are examples tons, and they are 
written for our admonition,on whom the 
ei:ds of the world (the lall times) are 
come. 12 Wherefore, let him that think- 
eth he ftar.detli take heed left he fail. 15 
There hath no trial taken you yet but 
fuch as is common to man : but God is 
faithful, who will not fuffer you to be- 
tempted above your ability-; but will 
with the temptation alfo make a way to 
efcape, that ye may be 2ble to bear it. 

14 Wherefore, my dearly beloved, flee 
from jJoiatry. 15 I fpcak as to wife 
men ; judge ve what I fay, ib The 
facramenta’ (the emblem of part 

and futute) jRibng which (inthe Lord ) 
we blefs^ is it not the (token of our) 
communion (in the benefits) of the blood 
of Chrift > the bread which we break, is 
it not Jikewile the communion 01 the 
body-of Chrift, (bruifed for our lin). 17 
For we, being many, are (as it were, dif¬ 
ferent parts of one, and) the fame broken 
bread, and one body ; for we are all par¬ 
takers of that one bread, (being one 
in love to Chrift, and each other), 18 
.Confider Ifrael according to the flcfli, 
by defeent. Are not they who eat of 
the facrifices partakers of the abar (of 
God, as it were, -feafting in communion 
with him). 19 What then do 1 fay?- 
that an idol (of wood, ftone, or me¬ 
tal) has any virtue in it, or that the thing 
facrificed to idols, has in itfelf any vice, 
or moral pollution ? 20 But I fay, that 

-what the Gentiles facrifi.ce,. they offer, t*

evil dimon?, ar.d not to God ; now I 
would not that yru fliould have commu¬ 
nion with demons, zi Ye cannot (ac¬ 
ceptably) drink the cup of the Lord, and 
of the i'ii*) of dxnions, ye cannot be par¬ 
takers of the table of the Lord, and the 
table of da; nons. Z2 Do we mean to 
provoke the Lord to jealoufy ? are we 
llronger than he 1 23 All things (mo- 

rally indliferent) arc lawful for me. but 
all things are not expedient (to be done) ; 
all Cui'li things are lawful for me, lint 
all things edify not. 14 Let no man 
feck his own, but every man another’s 
'veil.fare. 25 Whatever flefh is fold 
I;, the fliambles, that eat, afkmg no quef- 
tion, (if it is part of an idol’s facritice), 
lor confcience’ lake: 26 For the whole 
earth is the Lord’s, and the fulnefs there¬ 
of. z 7 And if any ol the unbelievers in¬ 
vite you to a feaft, and you are difpofed 
to go, eat whatever is fet before you, not 
silking any quell ion for confidence* fake, 
28 But if any one fyy to you, This hath 
been fieri ficcd to an idol, cat it not, both 
out of regard to him that told thee fo, 
and alfo out of regard to confcience ; for 
the earth is the Lord's, and the fulnefs 
thereof, (fo he will provide for thee o- 
tlic-r.vifc). 29 I fay, For the fake of con¬ 
fidence, not thine own only, but that of 
the other; for why is my liberty judged at 
the bar of another man’s confcience ? 30 
Tor if I by grace am made a partaker (of 
the gifts of Providence), why am i re¬ 
viled for the uTe^of that lor which I gave 
God thanks ? 

31 Whether, therefore, ye eat, or 
dnnlc, or whatfoever ye do, do all to the 
glory of God. 32 Give none offence,- 
neither to the Jews, nor tq the Gentiles, 
nr.r to the church of God ; 33 Even as 

I pic ale sill men in all things, not feeking 
mine own profit, but the profit of many, 
tliat they iuav be laved. 

CHAP. XL 

//•* reprovetb them /fir dvverfe ahufts. 

B E ye followers of ine*, even as I alfo 
aiu of Chrift. 

2 Now I pi life you, brethren, that ye 
remember me in all thiugs, and keep the 
ordi unices, as 1 delivered them to you. $ 
fiutl would have you know, that the head 
of the woman is the man ; and the head 
of every man h Clirilt; anil tne head of 
Clirill Go l. 4 livery nmn praying or 
prophet ving, with his lie ad covered, dif- 
honouictli Chrift his head. 

S [Rut every woman that prayeth or 
prophefieih with her head unveiled 
diliiojioureth (man who is) her head ; 


for it is the fame as if fhe Were fliaved. 
6 For if the woman will not be veiled, 
let her even be fliorn; but if it be a fliame 
for a woman to be fiiom or fliaven, let 
her be covered. 7 For a man, indeed, 
ought not to cover his head, forafmuch 
a9 he is the image and glory of God - but 
the woman is the glory of the man. 8 
For the man is not of the woman ; but 
the woman of the man. 9 Neither was 
the man created for the woman; but the 
woman for the min. 10 For this caufe 
ought the woman to have a vail on her 
head, (for gravity ),becaufe of the aogels. 
11 Nevertheless, neither is the mar* with¬ 
out rhe woman,-neither the woman with¬ 
out the man, in the Lord, jz For as the 
woman was of the man, even fo is the 
man alfo by the woman; but all things 
o£ God.] 

r 3 Judge in yourfelves; is it comely 
that a woman pray unto God uncover¬ 
ed ? 14 Doth not even nature itfelf 

teach you, that if a man have long hair, 
it is a flume unto him ? 15 But if a wo¬ 
man have long hair, it is a glory to her; 
for her hair is given her fora covering. 16 
But if any one appears to be contentious 
about this, we have no Tiich cufloms, 
(as for women to wonbip unvailed), 
neither the other churches of God. 

iy But while I am giving you thefe 
infl ructions, I do not praife you, that you 
come together, not for the better, but 
fer the-vorfe. 18 For, fir A: of all, when 
ye come together in the church, I help 
that time be divifions among you ; and 
I partly believe it 19 For there muft 
be alfo hcrelies among you, that they 
who are approved may be made manifeft 
among you. .40 Therefore, when you 
come together into one place, it is not 
(lit) to (be called) eating the Lord’s flip¬ 
per. zi For every one in eating taketh 
before another his own fupper ; and one 
is hungry, and another drinks to exepfs. 

22 What ! have ye not houfez to eat 
and to drink in? or defpife ye the church 
of God. and (harne them tint have not J 
Wlut iliall I fay to you ? lliall I praife you 
in this? I pi (life you not. 23 For 1 receiv¬ 
ed (Gal. i. 1 z.) from the Lord that which 
I alfo delivered to you, That the Lord Je- 
fus, the fame night in which lie was be¬ 
trayed, took bread. 44 And, having gi¬ 
ven thanks to God, he brake it, and 
faid, Take, eat; this is (a figure of) my 
body, which is (virtually, and loon to be 
actually) broken for you; this do in com¬ 
memoration of me. 2j In like manner 
alio he took the cup, after he had flipped, 
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faying, This c«p (as a Teal) ratifies the 
new covenant, confirmed in my blood : 
this do, &9 often as ye drink it, in com- 
memoiation of me, 26 For as often as 
ye eat this bread, and drink this cup, ye 
(hew forth the Lord’s death till he 
come. 

(N. B. This inftitution of the, fupper 
dine rs from that in the gofpel hiftory; as ' 
to time, place, fit obj efts, that was injeru- 
rufalem and Jewry among Jews, and 
by Chrift, while on earth, and even be¬ 
fore his-death : but Paul received this 
from heaven fome years after Chrift’s a- 
feenfion ; and he delivers it. here, after 
he was above thirty years an apoftle, not 
to Jewilli converts, but to Gentiles in 
Europe; fo that it had no connection 
with or refpeft to the Jewifh law or 
ftate. This epiftle was writteri above 
fieven years before any of the gofpels. 
The day of Ch rift’s death, which it 
was to commemorate, was the great 
yearly feaft of the fnpper aA of the paflo- 
ver. 1 Cor. v. 7. He is very par¬ 
ticular in his charge about the {up¬ 
per ; not fo about baptifm, the original 
defign and practice of which lkas for 
converts to Chriftianity .who firft believ¬ 
ed. The learned on each fide have Ihew- 
en, that no infants were baptized, till 
Bear-the end of the third century, and'no 
adults of the pofterity of Chriftians, till a- 
bout 1520 .) 

27 Wherefore, whofoever fliall eat this 
Bread, and drink this cup of the Lord, 
unworthily, iliall be guilty of the body 
and blood of the Lord. 2S But let a 


a Ye know that ye were Gentiles, 
carried nt'tcr dumb Idols, even as ye 
were led. 3 Wherefore I give you to 
unrlerftand, that no man lpeaking by the 
Spirit of God calleth Jefus accurled ; ami 
that no man can (experimentally) fay 
Jefus is the Lprd, but by the Holy Spi¬ 
rit. 

4 Now, there 'are diverfitics of gifts, 
but of the fame Spirit. 5 And though 
there are diverfities of adminiftrations, 
there is but the fame Lord. 6 And there 
are diverfitics of operations, but it is the 
fame God who woiketh all thefe in all 
men. 7 But to every one is given a niari- 
feftation of the gifts of the Spirit as is 
moft profitable (for himfclf and others). 
8 For to one is given by the Spirit the 
word of wifdom ; to another the word of 
knowledge by the fame Spirit ; 9 To 

another (miraculous) faith by the lame 
Spirit; to another the gifts of healing by 
the fame Spirit; 10 To another the 

working ofdiverfc miracles; to another 
prophecy; to another difeerning of fpi- 
rits; to another diverfe kinds of tongues; 
to another the interpretation of tongues. 
H But all thefe worketh that one and 
the felf-fame Spirit, dividing to every 
man Cevcrally as he will. 

12 For as the body i 5 one, and hath 
many members, and all the members of 
that one body, many as they are, are one 
body; fo alio is Chrift. 13 For by one fpi- 
rit are we all baptized into one bojy, 
whether we be Jews or Gentiles, whe¬ 
ther we be bond or free; and we arc 
all made to drink into the faith of one 


man examine hioifelf, and fo let him eat 
of that bread, and drink of'that cup. *9 
For he thateateth and drinketh unwor¬ 
thily, eateth and drinketh judgment to 
himfelf, not' dilccrning the Lord's body. 

30 On this account many are weak and 
fick among you, and many are fallen a- 
fleep (in death)i v '3i For if we would 
judge ourfelvcs, we fhould not be judged. 
32 But when we are judged we are 
chaftened of the Lord, that we fhould 
not be eoudemned with the world.

member, where were the body? 20 
But now they are many members, yet 
but one body, 21 And the eye cannot 
fay unto the hand, I have no need of 
thee ; oor again, the head to the feet, I 
have no need of you. 22 Nay thofe 
members of the body, which feem to be 
more feeble, are rnoft neceflary; 23 

And thofe members-of the body, which 
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feem to be the left honourable parts 
of the body, thpfe we farround with 
more abundant honour, and our un¬ 
comely parts have more abundant come- 
linefs. «4 For our comely parts have 
no need ; but God hath tempered 
the body together, having given more 
abundant honour to that part which 
lacked : 25 That there fliould be no 

fchifm in the body j but that the 
members fliould have the fame care one 
for another. 26 And whether one mem¬ 
ber fuffer, all the members fuffer with 
it; or one member be honoured, all the 
member? rejoice with it. 

27 Mow ye are the body ofChrift, and 
members each in particular. 28 And 
God hath fet fome in the church ; firft, 
apoftles; lecondarily, prophets; third¬ 
ly, teachers ; after that workers of mi¬ 
racles ; then gifts of healing, helpers, 
governments, diverfities of tongues. 29 
Are all apoftles ? are all propnets f are 
all teachers ? are all workers of mi¬ 
racles? 30 Have all the gifts of heal¬ 
ing ? do aU fpeak with tongues? do all in¬ 
terpret? 31 But ye contend earneftly 
about the beft pifts; and yet I (hew you 
a way of the higheft excellence. 
CHAP. XIII. 

Gifts are nothing 'without charity. 

T Hough I fpeak with the tongues of 
men, and of angels, but have not 
love Cto God and my lel)ow-creature6), 
I am become a founding orafs, or a tink T 
ling cymbal. 

z And though I have alfo the gift 
of prophecy, and underftand all myfte- 
ries, anil all knowledge; and tho* I have 
all miraculous faith, fo that I could re¬ 
move mountains, and have not charity, I 
am nothing. 3 And though I heftow all 
iny goods to feed the poor, and though I 
give my body to be burned, and have not 
charity, it profiteth me nothing. 4 Cha-, 
rity fuHereth injuries long, and is gentle 
and kind ; charity envieth not; charity 
is not outrageous, is not puffed up, 5 
Doth not behave itfelf unbecomingly, 
feeketh not her own itrtcreft only, is not 
e a lily provoked, thinketh no evil ; 6 

Kejoieetli no; in iniquity, but rejoiceth 
in the truth 7 Beareth all things, be- 
litvetli all things, hopeth all things, en- 
tlureth all things. 8 Charity never fail- 
eth : but whether there be prophecies, 
they fliall ceafe ; whether there be 
tdngucs, they (hall ceafe; whether there 
be knowledge in rituals it IhaUvanilha- 
way, 9 For we know in pari, and we 
propheiy in part. 10 But when that 


which is perfeft is come, then that which 
is in part fliall be done away. 

11 When I was a child, J fpake as a 
child, I was affe&ed as a child, I thought 
as a child; but when I became a man I 
put away childifh things. 11 For now 
we fee through a mirror of polifhed metal 
darkly; but then face to face; now I know 
in part; but then fliall I know even as 
alfo I am known, ("intuitively, as an¬ 
gels). 13 There now,abideth faiths 
hope, charity, thefe three {notable gra¬ 
ces); but the greateft of theffc is charity. 
CHAP. XIV. 

Prophecy commended . 

Oli.ow aftet charity, and deGre fpi- 
ritual gifts, but efpecialty that yc 
may prophefy. 1 For he that fpeaketh 
in an unknown tongue fpeaketh not un¬ 
to men, but unto God : for none elfc 
underftandeth 'him, tho* in the fpirit he 
fpeak myfteries. 3 But he that prophe- 
fieth fpeaketh unto men to edification, 
and exhortation, and comfort. 4 He that 
fpeaketh in an unknown tongue edifieth 
himfelf only ; but he that propnefieth e- 
difieth the church. 

5 I would that ye all fpake with 
tongues; but rather that ye prophelied; 
for greater is he that prophefieth than he 
that fpeaketh with tongues, except he 
interpret, that the church may receive e- 
difying. 

6 Now, brethren, If I come urtto you 

fpeaking with tongues, what fliall I pro¬ 
fit you, except I fliall fpeak to you either 
by Kwelation, or by knowledge of any 
feripture, or by prophefying, or by doc¬ 
trine ? 7 And even things without life 

giving found, whether pipe or harp, ex¬ 
cept they give a due diftinftion in the 
founds, how (ball it be known what is 
piped or harped ? 8 For if the trumpet 

give an uncertain found, who fliall pre¬ 
pare himfelf to the battle? 

9 So likewife you, except ye utter by 
the tongue words intelligible, how fliall 
it be known what is fpoken ? for ye lb a! I 
ipeak into the air. io There may be e- 
vcf fo many kinds of language in tho 
world, and none of them is without bo¬ 
nification, ri But if I knojv not the 
meaning of the language, I fliall be into 
him that fpeaketh a barbarian, and ho 
that fpeaketh (hall be a barharian anto 
me. 12 So you alfo, feeing ye defire 
Ipirituai gifts, feek to excel in them fur 
the edification of the church. 

13 Wherefore, let him that fpeaketh 
in an unknown tongue pfiky that he alfo 
may ilKerpret. 14 Fur if I pray in an 
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unknown tongue, iny fpiiit prayctli, hut 
my underftanding I* unfruitful. to o- 
thers. 

15 What is ray duty then ? I will 
pray with the fpftit, and I will pray with 
the underftanding alfo ; I will fing with 
the fpirit, and I will fing with the under¬ 
ftanding alfo. 1 6 Moreover, It thou 
giveft thanks in the fpirit, how fliall he 
that filleth up a private place faylAraen 
„to thy ^bankf^iving, feeing he knows not 
-what thou fayeft? 17 For thou, indeed, 
•verilr, give ft thanks well, yet the other 
is not edified; 

1 3 I thank my God, that Ifpeak with 

tongues more than you all: 19 Yet in 

the church I had rathe* fpeak five words 
with my underftanding, that I might 
ieaih others alfo, than ten thoufand 
words in an unknown tongue. 

20 Brethren,'be not children in under¬ 
ftanding ; howbeit, in malice be ye chil¬ 
dren, but in underftanding be men. 21 
Itrnhe law it is written, With foreign 
language *nd foreign lip? will I fpeak 
unto this people ; and even fo they .will 
not hearken tt> me, faith the Lord. 
y 't2 ^Vherefore tongues are fora fign, 
not to them that believe, but to them 
•that believe not; but prophefying ferv- 
eth^not for them that believe not, but 
for them who believe. . 

13 If, therefore, the whole church he 
come together into one place, and "all 
fpeak with tongues; and there come in 
thofe that are unlearned, or unbelievers, 
will they not fay that ye are dill reeled. 
24 But if all prophefy, and there come 
in one that believeth nat, or one unlearn¬ 
ed, he is-convinced by all, he is judged by 
all. 2< And thus arc the fecrets of his 
heart made manifeft ; and fo, falling 
down on his face, he will worihip God, 
and report that God is indeed among 
you. 

z6 How is it then, brethren? when ye 
come together, - every one of you hath a 
p?alm, hath a doctrine, hath a tongue, 
hath a revelation, hath an interpreta¬ 
tion. Let all things be done unto edify¬ 
ing. 27 If any man fpeak in an un¬ 
known tongue, let it be by two, or at 
the in oft’by three,,( at one meeting), and 
that by courfe ; and let one interpret. 

‘i 3 But if there be no interpreter let him 
keep filence in the church ; and let him 
fpeak to himfelf, and to God. 29 Let the 
prpphcts fpeak two (at one meeting) or 
three, and let the others'judge. 

30 If any thing be revealed fo another 
that fitleth by/ let the firft have doue 


fpeaking. 31 For ye may all prophefy 
one by one, that all may learn, and all 
may be comforted. 32 And the fpirits 
of the prophets are orderly, and arc fub- 
je£t to the prophets fuccetding. 33 For 
God is not the author of confufion, hut 
of peace, as in all churches of the faints. 

34 Let your women keep filence in 
the Churches; for it is not permitted un¬ 
to thepn to fpeak; but they are command¬ 
ed to be under fubje<ftion, as alfo faith 
the law. 35 And if they will learn a- 
liy thing, let them a Ik. their hulbamls at 
home ; for it is a fhaine for women to 
fpeak in the church. 

- 36 What 1 came the word of God out 
from you? or came it unto you only, (and 
to none elfe) ? 37 If any man think 

himfelf to be a prophet, or fpiritual, let 
him acknowledge that the things that I 
write unto you arc the commandments 
of the Lord. 38 But if any man will be 
ignorant, let him be ignor ant. 

39 Wherefore, brethren, defire to pro¬ 
phefy, yet forbid not to fpeak with 
tongues. 40 Let all things be done de¬ 
cently, and in ordeF. 

CHAP. XV. 

The rejurreclion proved. 
Oreover, brethren, I declare unto 
you the gofpel which I preached 
unto you, which alfo ye have received, 
and wherein ye Hand ; 2 By which alfo 
ye-are faved, if ye faithfully retain thofe 
joyful tidings which I delivered unto 
you, unlefs, indeed, ye have believed -in 
vain. 3 For I delivered unto you, among 
the firft principles, that which 1 alfo re¬ 
ceived, how that Chrift died for ourlins, 
according to the feriptures; 4 And that 
he was buried, and that he rofe again the 
third day, according to the feriptures : 
5 And that he was Teen of Cephas, then 
by the twelve. 6 After that, he was feen 
of abpve five hundred brethren at once; 
of whom the greater part remain alive, 
unto this prefent time, but fume are fal¬ 
len afteep. 7 After that he was feen of 
James y then by all the apoftlcs. S And 
laft of all he was feen of me alfo, as of 
one born out of d.ue time. 9 For J am 
the- lealt of the apoftlcs, that ain not 
meet to be called an apoftle, becaufe 1 
persecuted the church of God. 10 Bui 
by the grace of God ] am what I am ; 
and. his-gFace -which was beftowed upon 
me was pot in vain; but I laboured inou; 
abundantly than they all: yet not I, but 
the grace of God which was with me. 

11 Therefore, whether it were I or 
they, fo we .preach, and fo jc believed. 
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1 2 Now, if Chrift be preached that he 
rofc from the dead, how fay fome among 
you that there is no refurredlion of the 
dead ? 13 But if there be no refurrec- 

tion of the dead, then is Chrift not rifen. 
14 A ifd if Chrift be not rifen; then is our 
preaching vain, and your faith is alfo 
vain. 15 Yea, and tve are found fulfe 
witnefles of God ; bccaufe we have tef- 
tified of God that he raifed up Chrift ; 
whom he raifed not up, if fo be that the 
dead rife not. 16 For if the dead rife 
not, then is not Chrift raifed ; 17 And 

if Chrift lie not raifed, your faith is vain; 
ye are yet in your fins. 18 Then they 
(Chriftians anil martyfs) alfo who are 
fallen aflcep in Chrift are periflied. 19 
If in this life only we have hope in 
Chrift, we arc of all men moft-wretch- 
ed. 

23 But now Chrift is rifen from the 
dead, and become the firft-fruits of them 
that (lept. 21 For fince by man came 
death, by man came ,ilfq the refurrec- 
tion of the dead. 22 For as in Adam all 
die, even fo ill Chrift ftiall all be made a- 
Jive. 

23 But every man in His own order: 
Chrift the firft-fruits ; afterward they 
that are Chrift's at his coming. 24 Then 
/ball the end (of the world) be, when he 
lliall deliver up the (mediatorial) 
kingdom to God, even the Father, (the 
plan of it being finiftied}; when he ftiall 
have aboliflied all oppofite principality, 
and all authority, and power, (as Satan, 
fin, and death). 25 For he mull 
reign, till he hath put all enemies under 
his feet. 

26 ■‘The laft enemy, even denth, fhali 
be deftroyed. 27 For he hath put all 
things under his feeH. But when he fait h, 
All things arc put under him, it is mani- 
fclt that he is excepted who did put all 
things under him. 2S And when ail 
tilings ih.ill be fubdued unto him, then 
dial! the Son alfo himfelf be fuhjcA un¬ 
to h^n that put all things under him, 
(having delivered up his mediatorial 
rom million, and kingdom, the end being 
accompli Hied ), thnt God may be all in 
all, (without further need of a mediator), 
29 Life what fhould they do who are 
baptized in the room of the dead, (offer¬ 
ing themfelves to fuccecd the martyrs, 
and occupy their places), if the dead arc 
uot raifed all ? why are they, neverthe- 
Iefs, baptized in the place df the dead, 
(in the faith and hope of enjoying the 
lociety of their friends at the rcfurrec- 
tion). 53 And why arc we every hour 


expofed to danger, (without any reward 
in this world) 

31 I proteft by your rejoicings in 
Chrift Jefus our Lgrd, (which I may 
call my own, by the joy they afford 
me, that) I daily die (a living death, 
by fufferings). 32 If (to ufe a common 
proverb) after the manner of men, (aa 
favage as beafts of prey), I have had a 
fight with (human) beafts at Ephdtis, 
what advantage have I thereby, if the 
dead Tile not (to future glory) ; let us 
(then as Epicures ) eat and drink (to¬ 
day); fince we may die to-morrow. 

33 Be not deceived (by infidels}; 
good manners are debauched by talk pro¬ 
fane, (as Menander the. Greek Poet 
fays). 34 Awake to truth and righte- 
oufnefs, and fin not, (in oppofing them}; 
for fome have not the knowledge of God, 
(which even nature’s light affords): 1 
1'peak this to Ihame you. 

35 But fome one will perhaps fay, 
How are the dead'raifed up, (and their 
iluft collected) ?. and with >vhat kihd of 
bodies do they come ? 3 6 Thou thought- 
lefs creature, that feed which thou fow- 
eft is not quickened except it die, (all 
but the bud, which is nouriffled by the 
corruption of the reft, John xii. 24.) 
37 And as for that which thou foweft, 
thou fflwcft not the body which ffiall be 
formed, but bare grain, perhaps of wheat, 
or of any other grain: 36 But God giv- 
eth it fuch a body as it hath pleafed'him, 
and to every feed its own hotly. 39 All 
flefli is not of the fame kind; but the ffefh 
of men, and of cattle, of fillies, and of 
fowls, are all different from c;jch other 
(in quality). 40 There are alfo celel- 
tial bodies, and terreflrial bodies; but the 
glory of the celeftial and terreftiini are 
diil'ejettt. 41 There is one glory of the 
fun, and another glory of the moon, and 
another glory of the liars ; and one liar 
differeth from another ft at in glory. 

42 So alfo ftiall be the refurreifHon of 
the dead ; it is Town in corruption, it is 
rHifed in incorrupt ion : 43 It is 1‘own in 

difbonour, it is raifed in glory, (Matth. 
xvli, 2. xiii. 43.) it is foWn in weiknefs, 
it is raifed in power; 44 It is fown an 

animal body, it is railed a fpiritual body. 
There is-a natural body, and there is a 
fpiritual body. 45 And fo it is written-. 
The firft man Adam was made a living 
foul; Chrift, the laft Adam, is for a 
quickening (pint, (to fpiritunltzc the bo¬ 
dy). 46- llowbeit, -that was not fiift 
which is fpiiitunl, but that which is na¬ 
tural;,and afterward that which is fpiri- 
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tual. 47 The, firft man was from the 
earth; earthly; ‘the fecond man is the 
Lord from heaven. 48 As was the earth¬ 
ly, fuch ,are they alfo that are earthly : 
and as is the heavenly, fuch are they al- 
fo that are heavenly. 49 And as we 
have borne the-image of the earthly, we 
lhall alfo bear the image of the heaven- 

ly. 

AO Now this I fay, brethren, that flefli 
arfci blood cannot inherit the kingdom of 
Cod ; neither doth a corruptible inherit 
incorruption. 

51 Behold, I tell you a myftery; We 
fhall not all Heep, but we lhall all be 
changed, 52 In a moment, in the twink¬ 
ling of an eye, at the laft trump; (for the 
trumpet lhall found ;) and the dead lhall 
Ve raifed incorruptible, and we that are 
alive lhall be changed. 53 For this cor¬ 
ruptible mull put 6n incorruption, and 
this mortal mull put on immortality. 

. 54'So when this corruptible lhall have 
put on incorruption, and this mortal lhall 
have put oq immortality, then lhall be 
brought to pafs the faying that is writ¬ 
ten, Death is fwallowed up.in victory. 
55 O death ! where is thy fting ! O 
gravef where is tby vidlory ? 5 6 The 

Sing- oPdeath is lin ; and the power of 
fin is the law, 57 But thanks be to 
Cod who givcth us the vidtory, through 
our Lord Jefus Chrift. 

58 Therefore, my beloved brethren, 
be ye ftedfaft, unmoveable, always a- 
bounding in the work of the Lord; foraf- 
much as ye know that your labour is not 
in vain in the Lord. 

CHAP. XVI. 

Exhortations to charity . 

OW, concerning th& collection for 
the poor faints, as I have given or-* 
der to the churches pf Galatia, pven fo 
do ye. 2 Upon the firll day of the week 
(when ye aflemble for public worftiip ) 
let every one of you lay fornething by, in 
proportion to the degree in which God 
hath profpered him (in his affairs), trea- 
furing it up (in a common Hock), that fo 
there be no (need of) collections when I 
come. 3 And-, when I come, whenso¬ 
ever ye lhall approve by your letters, 
them will I fend to bring your liberality 
unto Jerufalem. 4 And if it be meet 
that I go alfo, they lhall go with me. 

5 Now I will come unto you, when I 
have paffed through Macedonia; (for I 
am juft jfoing to pafs thro* Macedonia): 
6 And it may be that I will abide a 


while, yea, and winter with you, 
that ye may bring me on my journey 
whitherfoever I go/ 7 For I will not 
fee you now in my way; but I hope to 
tarry a while with you, if the Lord per¬ 
mit. 8 But I will tarry at Ephefus un¬ 
til Pentecoft. 9 For a great and effec¬ 
tual door is opened unto me, and there 
dre many oppofers. 

10 Now, if Timotheus come, fee that 
he may be with you without fear (of ill 
tifage by you); for he worketh the work 
of the Lord, as I alfo do. t 1 Let no 
man, therefore, defpife him ; but con¬ 
duct him forth in peace, that he may 
come unto me r for I look for him with 
the brethren. 

12 As touching our brother Apollos, 
I greatly defired him to como unto you 
with the brethren : but his will was not 
at all to qome at this time , but he will 
come when he lhall have convenient 
time., , » 

1 j Be watchful, Hand fall in the 
faith, acquit yourfelvcs like men, be 
ftrong in the faith. 14 Let all your affairs 
be done with mutual love, 15 And I 
befeech ypu, brethren, as ye know the 
houfe of Stephanas, that it is the firlt- 
fruits of Achaia, as they have fet them- 
felves to miniller to the faints, 1 6 
„ That ye fubmit yourfelvei unto fuch, 
and to every one that helpeth with us, 
and labourplh. 

1 7-1 am glad of the coming of Stepha¬ 
nas, and Furtunatus, and Achaicus; for 
that which was lacking on your part 
they have fuppiied. 18 For they have 
refrefhed my fpirit and your’s; therefore 
acknowledge ye them that are fuch. 

19 The churches of Afia falute you. 
Aquila and Prifcilla falHte you affec¬ 
tionately in the Lord, with the church 
that is in their houfe. 20 All the bre¬ 
thren greet you. Greet ye one another 
with an holy falutaiion. 21 The falu- 
, tation of me Paul with mine own hand. 
. 22 If any man love not the Lord Jefus 
Chrift, he will be Anathema Maran-atha, 
(accurfed at the Lord’s coming.) 

23 The grace of our Lord Jefus Chrift 
be with you. 24 My love be with you 
all in Chrift Jefus. Amen.

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C H A P. I. 

The church comforted . 

P AUL, an apoftle of Jefus Clirift by 
the will of God, and Timothy our 
brother, unto the church of God which 
is at Corinth, with all the faints who are 
in all Achaia : 2 Grace and peace be 

to you, from God our Father, and from 
the Lord Jefus Clirift. 

3 Bleffed be the God and Father 
of our Lord Jefus Chrift, the Father of 
mercies, and the God. of all can- 
1 nlation. 4 Who comforteth us in 
all our tribulation, that we tnay be able 
to comfort them who are in trouble, by 
the comfort wherewith we ourfelves are 
comforted of God. 5 For as the fufler- 
ings (for the caufe) of Chrift abound 
with rfefpeft to us, fo our confolation by 
Clirift does abound. 6 For whether we 
be affliefted, it is in fubfervience to your 
confolation and falvation, which is effec¬ 
tually wrought out by. the patient en¬ 
during of the fame fufterings which we 
alfo undergo ; or whether we be com¬ 
forted, it is for your confolation and fal¬ 
vation. 

7 And our hope concerning you is 
ftedfaft, knowing, that as ye are partak¬ 
ers of the fufferings, fo alio of the confo.- 
l&tion. 

8 For we would not have you, igno¬ 
rant, ^brethren, of our trouble which 
came to us in Afia, that we were exceed- 
ingly prefled above ftrenglh, in fo much 
that we defpaired even of life. 9 And 
wc ourfelves received the fentence of 
death in ourfelves, (expecting to die.) 
that we might not truft in ourfelves, but 
in God, syho raifeth the dead ; to Who 
delivered us from fo great a death, and 
doth deliver; in whom we truft that he 
wbl yet deliver us: ir Ye alfo help¬ 
ing together in prayer for us, that, fo the 
gift obtained for us by the prayers of ma¬ 
ny perfons, may be matter of thankfgiv- 
ing by many on our behalf. iz For this 
is our rejoicing, the teftimony of our con- 
fcience, that in fimplicity and godly fin- 
cerity, not with carnal wifdom, but by 
the grace of God, we have had our con- 
verlation in the world, and more efpeci- 
ally towards you. 13 For we write none 
other things unto you than what ye knofl 


or acknowledge, and I truft ye fliall ac¬ 
knowledge even to the end: 14 And 
indeed ye have acknowledged us in part, 
that we are your rejoicing, even as ye al¬ 
fo will he ours in the day ofthe Lord Jefus. 

15 And in this confidence I was mind¬ 
ed before to come unto you, that ye 
might have had a fecond benefit; 

And to pafs by you into Macedonia, and 
to cofne again out of Macedonia unto 
you, and of you to be brought on my 
way toward Judea. 

17 When I, therefore, was thus mind¬ 
ed, was Iunftedfaft ? or the things that 
I purpofe.do I purpofe according to fleftily 
views, that with me there ftiould be yea, 
yea, and nay, nay, (inconflancy)? xS 
But os God is faithful, our word toward 
you was not (wavering) yea and nay. 
19 For Jefus Chrift, the Son of God, 
who was preached among you by us, e- 
ven by me, and Silvanus, and Timothe- 
us, was not yea and nay, but in him was 
(immutable) yea. 20 Now, all the pro- 
mifes of God are in him yea, and in him 
amen (immutable truth), unto the glo¬ 
ry of God by us. 

21 For he who alfo eftablifheth us to¬ 
gether with you (in the faith and love 
of) Chrift, and hath anointed us (with pe¬ 
culiar gifts of the Spirit) is God; 22 
Who hath alfo fealed us (with the like- 
nefs of his image in holinefs), and given 
us the erneft of the Spirit in (thi joy? of ) 
our hearts. 

23 Moreover, I call God for a record 
upon my foul (as I hope for mercy to it) 
that to fpare you I came not as vet to 
Corinth, 24 Not becaufe we have do¬ 
minion over your faith, but are helpers 
of your joy : for by faith ve ftand- 
C H A P. II. 

The reafon of his not coming to them . 

B UT I determined this with myfelf, 
that I would not come again to you 
in heavinefs. 2 For if I make you lorry* 
who is lie then that maketh me glad, 
but the fame who is made forry by me ? 3 
And I wrote thus unto you, left, when 
I come, I fliouUbhave furrow from them, 
for whom I ought to rejoice ; having 
this confidence in you all, that my joy is 
the joy of you all. 4 For out of much 
affliction. and anguifh of heart I wrote 
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unto you with many tears; not that ye 
fhouldibegrieved, but that ye might know 
the love which I have more abundantly 
unto you. 5 But if any have caufed 
grief, be hath not grieved me only, that 
I may -not over-burden you all. 6 Suffi¬ 
cient to fuch a man is this rebuke, which 
was given by many. 7 So that contra- 
rhvife ye ought rather to forgive him, 
and comfort him, left perhap'Kuch an one 
ihouM be (wallowed up with over-much 
fortow. 8 Wherefore I befeech you that 
ye would confirm your love toward him. 

9 For to this end alfo did I wrife, 
that I might know the proof of you, 
whether ye be obedient in all things, ro 
To whom ye forgive ;:ny thing, I for¬ 
give it alfo ; for if I forgave any thing, 
to whom I forgave it, for you/fakes for¬ 
gave I it in the perfon and authority of 
Clirift. 11 Left Satan flioulri get an ad¬ 
vantage over us; for wc are riot ignorant 
of his devices. 

12 For when I came to Troas to preach 
Chrift’s gofpel, a door was opened unto 
me in tbe work of the Lord. 13 I had 
no reft in my fpirit, becaufe I found not 
Titus niy brother; but taking my leave 
of them, I went from thence into Ma¬ 
cedonia. 14 But thanks be unto God, 
who always caufeth us to triumph in 
Thrift, and rnaketh manifeft the favour 
of his knowledge by us in every place. 

For we are unto God a fweet favour 
of Chrift with refpedl to them that are 
faved, and to them that periih. > 16 To 
the one we are the favour of death 
imto death eternal; and the other the 
the favour of life unto life eternal, and' 
who is fufficient for thefe things. 17 
For we are not as many who corrupt 
the word of God; but as in fincerity, but 
as of God, in the fight of God (peak we 
in the name of Chrift. 

CHAP. III. 

Paul ccmmcndeth his minijlry. 

D O We begin again to commend our- 
felves? or need we, as fonte others, 
epiftles of commendation to you, or let¬ 
ters of commendation from you ? 2 Ye 

are our epiftle written in-your hearts, 
known and -read of all men ; 3 Foras*- 

much as yc are manifcftly declared to be 
the epiftleofChrift, rmniftered by us, writ¬ 
ten not with ink, but with the Spirit of 
the living God, not in tables of ftone, 
but in fleihly tables of the heart. 

4 And fuch confidence /have we thro’ 
Chrift toward God. 5 Not that we 
are fufficient of omfelves to reckon up¬ 
on, any thing as from our-fdves; but our 
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fufficicnqy is from Cod; (TVVho alfo hath 
made us able minifters of the new cove¬ 
nant, not of the letter ('which the infidel 
Jews abufc to their ruin, by miftaking 
the fpiritual fenfe and defign of the ritu¬ 
al Jaw and other farred writings), but of 
the fpirit; for the letter kiileth, but the 
fpirit giveth life. 

7 For if (the Mofaic law) the'mini- 
ftration.of death (to the breakers of it), 
in letters, and engraven in (two tables 
of) ftone, was attended with glory fo that 
the Ifraelitcs could not look directly up¬ 
on Mofcs’ face, becaufc of the glory of 
his countenance,- which was foon to be 
abolillitd (in death) ; 8 How much more 
fhall the miniftration of the Spirit be glo¬ 
rious ? 9 For if the miniftration of con¬ 

demnation be glorious, much more doth 
the miniftration of mercy exceed in glo¬ 
ry. 10 For even that which was made 
glorious had no glory in this refpe<ft, by 
reafon of the glory that excelleth it. 1 i 
For if that which was to he foon done a- 
way was glorious, much more that Which 
rematneth immutable is glorious. 

is Seeing theri that we have fuch 
hope, we ufe great liberty of fpeech ; 13 
And are nut as Mofes, wli6 put a vail o- 
ver his face, fo that the children of Ifra- 
el could not dire< 5 lly look to the end of 
that which was to be aboliflied. 14 But 
their minds were blinded; fdr until this 
day remaineth the fame vail untaken a- 
way in the reading of x the Old Tcfta- 
ment ; which vail is taken away in 
Chrift, 15 But even until this day, when 
Mofes is read the vail is upon their heart. 

16 Never thclefs, when Ifrael fhall 
turn to the Lord, the vail (hall be taken 
away. 

17 Now, the Lord Jefus is that Spirit 
(of the law): and where the Spirit of 
the Lord is there is liberty. 

18 But we all, with unvailed face, be¬ 
holding as by a glafs the gl017 of the 
Lord, are transformed into the fame im¬ 
age (of holinefs, proceeding) from glory 
to glory, even as from the Spirit of the 
Lord. 

C II A P: IV. 

• Paul's diligence in preaching. 

T herefore, having received fuch a 
miniftration, as we have obtained 
mercy (of God), we taint not (under the 
dofs). 2 But we have renounced the 
hidden things of flianie, not walking in 
craftinefs, nor deceitfully corrupting the 
word of God ; but by the manifeftation 
of the truth, recommending ourfdves to 
every man’s confciencc in the fight of 
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of God. 

3 But if our gofpel (after all this plain- 
nti's for recovering mac» from hh igno¬ 
rance of (m and future mifery) be itill 
under a vailj (at the ritual law is to the 
Jews,) it is vailed to thofe that arc pe¬ 
riling (by reje&ing the remedy); 4 
Among whom are all they, whofc unbe¬ 
lieving* minds (Satan, who a< 5 b as) the 
god of this world, (by whom he is hi v¬ 
ed as their god,) hath blinded (by its daz¬ 
zling allurements), left the light of the 
glorious gofpel of Chrift, who is the im¬ 
age of God, fliould ftiine into them. 

5 For we preach not ourfelvcs, (our 
own glory or gain,) but Chrift Jefus the 
Lord, and ouihives your Servants for Jc- 
fus’ lake. 6 For God, who command¬ 
ed the light to fhine out of darknels, hath 
ihined into our hearts, to give the light 
of the knowledge of the glory of God in 
the face of Jefus Chrift. 7 But we have 
this tfeature in earthen vefTels, that the 
excellency of the power may be of God, 
aud not of us. 

8 Wc are troubled on every fide, yet 
not over-preded ; we are perplexed, but 
not in defpair ; 9 Persecuted, but not 

forfakeu (of God) ; cult down, but not 
deftroyed ; 10 Always bearing about 

in the body the dying of the Lord Jefus, 
(by fullering as he did), that the life al¬ 
fo of Jefus may be inanifefted in our bo¬ 
dy (m ail holinefs and purity). It For 
we who live are always delivered unto 
death for Jefus’ fake, that the life alfo 
of Jefus might be made manifeft in our 
mortal llefli. 12 So then death worketh 
in us, but life in you, (being called to 
live to his glory ). 

13 We having the fame fnirit of faith, 
(to fupport us as the faints of old) ac¬ 
cording as it is written, I believed, and 
therefore have I fpoken : we ullb believe 
a*! therefore f|ical: the tiuth. 14 Know¬ 
ing that he who railed up the Lord Jo¬ 
ins, (hall mile up us alfo by Jefus, and 
fliall prefent us with you. 15 For ail 
thrfc things are for your lakes, that the 
abundant grace might, through the 
Lhaiikl'givir.g of many faints, icclound to 
I lie glory of God. 

id On this account we faint not, but 
ii our outer man porches, our inner man 
i the mind getting vigour by theothersde- ’ 
ays) ir. daily renewed. 17 Fur-til is mo¬ 
mentary light neb, of our aiHiiflion is 
tvurking out for us a far more exceeding 
nul eternal weight of j^lor/. iS While 
-ve regard not the things which are vili- 
■d*» but thofe Which are invifible ; for the 
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things which are vifible are temporary, 
but thofe which are invfible are eternal. 
CHAP. V. 

Of the ajfuredbope of glory . 

OK we know, that, if our earthly 
houfe of this tabernacle (this moi- 
tal body) were diflulved, (by death), we 
have a building of God, (John xiv. 
a houfe not made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens. 2 For in this body we 
groan (under a load of trouble), earneft- 
ly defiring to he clothed upon with (im¬ 
mortal glory) our houfe which ij from 
heaven. 3 Since, being I'o clothed upon, 
(like Adam) we fiiull not be found na¬ 
ked, (ftiipt of good, and expoled to evil). 
4 For we that are in this tabernacle do 
groan, being burdened (with the crofs) j 
neverthelefc, we would not be unclothed, 
(or ftript of the body ), but rather clothed 
upon, that what is mortal may be fwal- 
lowed up by immortal life. 

5 Now he that hath wrought us to 
this very purpofe, is God, who hath alfo 
given us the erpeft of his»• Spirit, (as a 
foretafte). 

6 Therefore, we are always courage¬ 
ous (to die), knowing, that, while we 
are fojourning in the body, we are (as it 
were) in a ftate of exile from the Lord. 

7 For we live by the faith (of future glo¬ 
ry, Heb. xi. i.) not by the fight thereof. 

8 We are courageous (to meet death), 
fit think, with delight of being rather ab- 

•fent from the body, and prefent with the 
Lord. 9 Therefore, we make it the 
height of our ambition, that whether 
prelent (in the body),or abfent (fromit), 
we may be well pleating to him, 10 Fpr 
we mu ft all appear before the judgment - 
feat of Cluift, that every one may re¬ 
ceive - according to what he hath done in 
his body, whether it be good or evil. 

11 Knowing, therefore, the tenor of 
the Lord, we perfuadc m. n; but we 
are m.ule manifeft unto God; and, I 
truft, allb arc made manifeft to your 
confidences. i z For wc do not recom¬ 
mend ourfelvcs again unto you, but we 
are giving you occafiou of boafting on 
our account, that ) e.may have Ibmcthing 
to anfwi'r thofe who glory in appearance 
and not in heart. 13 For if we be 
t ran (ported beyond ourfclves, it is to 
God ; or if we be fober, it is for your 
fakes. 14 For the love of Chrift con* 
ftraineth us ; bccaufe wc thus judge, 
that if one died for all, then were all 
dead, or under condemnation; 15 And that 
he died for all, that they'Who live fhould 
not heoceforth live unto themfelves, but 
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unto him, (to pleafe him), who died 
for them, and rofc again. 

rtf Wherefore, henceforth know we no 
mao t(t£ r ^ ie (in a worldly man- 
though WC have known Chrift 
afte^tl^e fleftij yet now henceforth know 
wemm fo no more. 

17 Therefore, if any man be in Chrift, 
he is a new creature; old things are paff- 
ed away ; behold, all things are become 
new. 18 And all things are of God, 
who hath reconciled us to himfelf by Je- 
fus Chrift, and hath given to us the mi* 
niftty of reconciliation; 19 To wit, 
that God was in Chrift, reconciling the 
world unto himfelf, not imputing their 
trefpafles unto them ; and hath com¬ 
mitted unto us the word of reconcilia¬ 
tion. 

20 Now then, we are ambaffadors for 
Chrift, fo that God is befeeching you by 
us; we pray you in Chrift’s ftead, be ye 
reconciled to God. 21 For he hath made 
him who had no fin, to be a fin offering 
for.us ; that we might be made accept¬ 
ed in him, by the righteoufnefs (which 
the law) of Gpd requires. 

CHAP. VI. 

Paul 'j faitbfulnefs in the minijlry. 

W E then, as workers together with 
him, befeech you alfo that ye re¬ 
ceive not the gofpel of the grace of God 
in vain. 2 (For he faith; I have heard 
thge in a time af ceptable, and in the day 
of falvatipn hav<* I fuccoured thee ; be¬ 
hold, now is the accepted time ; be¬ 
hold, now is the day offalvation.) 3 
Giving no offence in any thing, that 
the miniftry be not blamed : 4 But in 

all, things approving ourfelves as the mi- 
nifters of God, in much patience, in afflic- 
tiops, in neceflities, in ftraits, 5 In 
ftripes, in imprifonments, in tumults, in 
labours, in watchings, in faftmgs ; 6 In 
purity, in knowledge, in long-fuffering, 
in gentlenefs, in the comforts of the Ho¬ 
ly Spirit, in love unfeigned, 7 In the 
word of truth, in the power of God, with 
the armour of righteoufnefs on the right 
hand and on the left, 8 Thro 1 honour 
and dishonour, thro* evil report ar.d good 
report; as deceivers, and yet true ; 9 

As unknown, and yet well known; 
ai dying, yet, behold, we live ; as chaf- 
tened, yet nof killed ; 10 As lorrowful, 

yet always rejoicing ; as poor, yet en¬ 
riching many ( with heavenly tieafures); 
as having nothing,, and yet pcffeflirig all 
things, (as they are our ~ood, Rom. 
viii. 2.3- i Cor. iii. 2 

it O yc Corinth^ ..* ! ur :;, v uth is o- 
pen unto you, our heart is enlarged to- 
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ward you. xi Ye are not ftrait^ned in 
us, but ye are ft rattened in your own 
bowels of aftedUon for us. 13 Now for 
a recompenfe in the fame, (I fpeak as un¬ 
to my children,) be ye alfo enlarged. 14 
Be ye not unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers: for what fellowftiip hath 
righteoufnefs With unrighteoufnefs, and 
what communion hath Tight with dark- 
nefs? 15 And what concord hath Chrift 
with Belial ? or what part hath he that 
believeth with an infidel? 16 And what 
agreement hath the temple of God with 
idols? for ye are the temple of the living 
God; as God hath faid, I will dwell in 
them, and walk among them ; and I will 
be their God, and they ihall be my peo¬ 
ple. 

• 17 Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye feparate, faith the Lord, 
and touch not the unclean thing, and I 
will receive you, 18 And I will be a Fa¬ 
ther unto you, and ye Ihall be to me for 
fons and daughters, faith the Lord Al¬ 
mighty. , 

CHAP. VII. 

Paul exkortetk to purity of life. 

H aving, therefore, thele promifej, 
dearly beloved, let us cleanfe our¬ 
felves from all filthinefs of the flefli and 
fpirit; perfecting holinefs in the fear of 
God. 2 Receive us; we have injured 
no man in his perfon, we have corrupted 
no man in his morals, we have defrauded 
no man. 3 I fpeak not this to condemn 
you (of infidelity and ingratitude) (for I 
have told you before, that ye are in our 
hearts to live and to die with you. 

4 Great is my freedom of fpeech to you , 
and great is my boafting concerning you; 
hereby I am filled with confolation, 
yea, ,1 do exceedingly abound in joy in 
all our affliction. .5 For when we came 
into Macedonia our flefh had-no reft, but 
we were afflicted in every place; with¬ 
out were fightings, (with cruel oppofi- 
tion), within were fears for you. 6 But 
God, that comforteth thofe that are 
brought low, comforted us by the com¬ 
ing of Titus ; 7 And not merely by his 

coming, but with the confolation whu e- 
with he was copiforted by you, when he 
told us of your earneft defire (for a re¬ 
form), o£ your .grief (for what was 
wrong) ; your 2ealuus,affedtion for’me ; 
fo that I rejoiced the more. 8 Becaqfe 
if I grieved you in the epiftlo, I do not 
repent (of it), however anxious I might 
before have been ; for I find that this e- 
pillle, however, for a little while, griev¬ 
ed you. 9 Now, I rejoice, i ^t that yc 
were made forry, but that ye forfowed

tn repentance: Tor ye were made forry 
a f trr a godly manner, fo that yc receiv¬ 
ed no damage by us. io. For godly for- 
row workcth repentance to falvation not 
to he repented of: hut the forrow of the 
world worketli death. n For, behold, 
this fame.thing, that ye farrowed out of 
a regard to God, what' carefulnefs it 
wrought in you, (for reformation), yea, 
what apologizing for yourfelvei, yea, 
what indignation (at evil), yea, what 
fear (of falling into it), yea, what ear- 
reft delire (of good), yea, what zeal (for 
it), yea, what revenge (againft fin)! U- 
pon the whole, you have approved your- 
frlves to be pure in this matter.” 

it Therefore, what 1 wrote unto 
yon, it was not on l*is account who had 
done, or his who had received, the inju¬ 
ry, hut that our care for ynu in the fight 
of God might appear to you. T3 There*, 
fore we were comforted in your consola¬ 
tion ; and we exceedingly the more re¬ 
joiced for the joy of Titus, becaiife his 
fpirit was refreshed by you qll. 14 For 
if I have beaded any thing of yon to him, 

I am not afiiamed ; but as we fpeak all 
things to you in truth, even fo ourboalt- 
ing concerning you, which I made before 
Titus, is found a truth. 15 And his in¬ 
ward afTfi^ion is more abundant toward 
you, whilft he remembercth the obedi¬ 
ence of you all, how yc received him 
with fear and trembling. (left you fliould 
grieve him). 16 I rejoice, therefore, 
that I have confidence in you in all 
things. 

CHAP. vnr. 

Of liberality to the faints. 

OU r , brethren, we inform you of the 
grace of God bellowed upon the 
churches of Macedonia : 2 How that, 

in a great trial of nflliftion, (by perfecu- 
rion and robbery), their overflowing joy 
(in Chrift), in the depth of their pover¬ 
ty, hath abounded to the riches of their 
liberality (to their poorer brethren). 3 
For to their power, (I bear record,) yea, 
nnd beyond their power, they were will¬ 
ing of themfelves : 4 Praying us with 

much entreaty that we would receive 
the gift, ami take upon us the fellowlhip 
of the miniftering to the faints. 5 And 
this they did, not as we hoped ; but firfl 
devoted rhfir own fdves, and alJLthey 
had. to the Lord, and unto us by the 
will of Cod : 6 Infomuch that we de- 

fired Titus, that as he had begun, fo he 
would nlfo finifli among you the fame 
grace alfo. 

7 Therefore, as ye abound in every 0- 
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thcr gift, in faith, and utterance, and 
knowledge, and in all diligence, and in 
your love to us; fee that ye abound in 
this grace alfo. 

. 8 'I fpeak not by (way of) commands 
ment, but by occafion of the forwqrdnefs 
of others, and to prove the fincerity of your 
love. 9 For ye know the grace of our 
Lord Jefus Chrift, that tho’he was rich, 
(in the glories and dominion of the hea¬ 
venly world), yet for your fakes he be¬ 
came poor, that ye through his poverty 
might be made rich (in grace an-, glo* 

ry)• 

10 And herein I give my advice ; for 
this is expedient for you, as you have be¬ 
gun before, not only to do, but alfo to be 
forward a year ago. n Now, there¬ 
fore, finifli what ye have begun ; that, 
according to the rcadinefs to propole, 
there may alfo be the performance in 
proportion to what ye have. I a For if 
there be firfl a willing'miiyl, according 
to that a man hath, Iw is accepted, and 
not according to that he hath nut. 13 For 
I mean not that other men be eafed, and 
you burdened ; T4 But by an equality, 
that now at this time your abundance 
may be a fupply for their want, that 
their abundance alfo may be. a fupply 
for your want, that there may be an c- 
quality; 15 As it is written, (Exod. 

xvi. 18 ) He that had gathered much 
kept nothing over (an omer, which was 
enough to one, but gave what he had 
more to him) that had gathered little* 
and fo he had no lake ; (as the quan¬ 
tity which Providence gave. Was jult an 
omer to each). 

16 But thanks be to God, who put tho 
fame earned care into the heart of Titus 
for you. 17 For indeed he complied with 
the exhortation ; but, being more for¬ 
ward, he went unto you of his own ac¬ 
cord. 18 And we have fent with him 
the brother Luke, whofe praife in the goI- 
pcl is in all the, churches ; 19 (And nut

7 Every man according- as he pur- 
pofeth in his heart, fo let him give ; not 
grudgingly, or of r.cccflity; for God lov- 
eth a cheefful giver. . 

8 And God is able to make all grace 
abound toward you; that ye,always ha¬ 
ving all-fufficiency in all things, may a- 
bouTid to ever}' good work ; 51 (As it is 
written, He hath difperfed abroad ; he 
hath given to the poor; his charity re- 
mainethfoi^ever. to Now may he that 
miniftcreth feed to the fower, both ininif- 
ter bread for your food, and multiply your 


God, and bringing into captivity every 
thought'to the obedience of Chrift ; 6 

And having it in readinefs to avenge ail 
difobedienee, now your obedience is ful¬ 
filled. ~ 

7 Do ye look after the outward ap¬ 
pearance of things ? If any man truft in 
, himfejf that he is Chrift’s, let him think 
this of himfelf again, that, as he is 
Chrift’s, even fo are we Chrift’s. 8 For 

though I fhould boaft feme what mofc of 
oux authority, which the Lord hath gi¬ 
ven us for edification, and not for your de* 
ftruiflion, I fhould neft he alhamed ; 9 

That I may not feem as if I would terri¬ 
fy you by letters. 10 For his letters 
(fay they) are weighty and powerful, 
but his bodily prefence is weak, and his 
lpeech contemptible. ’ 

II. Let fucb an one'think this, that 
fuch as we are in words by letters when 
we are abfent, fuch' will we be alfo in 
deeds when we are prefent. 12 For we 
dare not number, or compare ourielves 
with fome that commend themfelves ; 


feed fown, and increafe the fruits of your 
goodnefe.) 11 Being enriched in every 
thing to all bountifulnels, which caufeth 
through 11s tfianfgiving to God; 12 For 
the mimftration of this fervice not only 
fupplieth the want of the faints, but is a- 
bundantalfo,by many thankfgivings unto 
God; 13 (Who by the experience of this 
mini ft rat ion are glorifying God, on ac¬ 
count of that fubjc&ion to the gofpel of 
Chrift, which you profefs, and for your li¬ 
beral communication towards them, and 


but they, meafuring themfelves by them¬ 
felves, and comparing themfelves with 
themfelves, are not wife. 

13 But we will not boaft of things be¬ 
yond our hounds, but according to the 
meafure of the rule which God hath dis¬ 
tributed to us, a meafure to reach even 
unto you. 14 For, wc ftretch not our- 
felves bfcyend our me a lure, as though we 
reached not regularly unto you ; for we 
are come as far as to yen alfo in preach¬ 
ing the gofpel of Chrift ; 15 Not boall- 
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ing of things withdut our mcafurc, th^t 
fa, of other men’s labours ; but having 
hope, when your faith is increafed, that 
we (hall be extolled by you abundantly 
according to our rule, 16 To preach the 
gofpel in the regions beyond you ; and 
not to boaft in another man’s line of 
things made ready to our hand. 17 But 
he that glorieth, let him glory in the 
Lord. 18 For not he that commeBdeth 
hi in felt is approved, but whom the Lord 
commendeth. 

CHAP. XI. 

Paul's godly boajling. 

WISH ye could bear with me a little 
in my boafting ; and indeed bear 
with me. a For I am jealous over you 
with godly jealoul'y ; for i have efpoufed 
yon to one hurtnnd, that I may prefent 
you as a chafte virgin to'Chrift. ' 3 Fori 
fear, left by anyjneans, as the ferpent be¬ 
guiled Eve through his fubtilty, fo your 
minds fliould.be corrupted from the fim- 
plicity that is in the gofpel of Chrift. 4 
For if he that comcth preacheth another 
Jefus, whom we have not preached, or if 
ye receive another fpirit which ye have 
not received, or another gofpel which ye 
have not accepted, yc might well bear 
with lmn. 5 Fur I fuppofe I was not a 
whit behind the very chiefeft apoftles. 
6 But though l be unlkilful in fpeech, 
yet not in knowledge; but we have been 
thoroughly made manifeft among you iu 
all things. 7 Have I committed an of¬ 
fence in abafing myfelf that ye might be 
exalted, hecaufe I have preached to you 
the gofpel of God Freely ? 8 I fpared not 
other churches, taking wages of them for 
to do you fa-vice. 9 And when I was 
prefent with you, and wanted, I was 
chargeable to no man ; for that which 
was lacking to me the brethren who 
came from Macedonia fupplied ; and in 
ail things I have kept myfelf from being 
burdenlomc unto you, and fo will I keep 
myfelf. 10 As the truth of Chrift is in 
me, no man (hull Itnp me of this boafting 
in the regions of Acliaia. 11 Where¬ 
fore * is it becuufc 1 love you not ? God 
kno weth. 

12 But what I do, that I will do, that 
I may cut offoccafion from them who de- 
fire occafion to boaft; that wherein they 
glory, they may be found even as we. 13 
For 1 'ueh arc lalfe apoftles, deceitful wor¬ 
kers, transforming themfelves into the a- 
poltlcs of Chrift. 14 And no marvel; 
for Satan hiinfelf is -transformed into an 
angel of light- 15 Therefore it fa-n6 
greiit thing if his miuiften alio be trans¬ 


formed as rainifters of rigJiteouCpefs ; 
whofe end fhall be according M their 
works. 

16 I fay again. Let no man think me 
foolifli; if otlicrwife, yet as foolift] receive 
me, that I tnay boaft myfelf a little. 17 
That which I fpeak-now, I Ipeak it not 
after the Lord, but as it were foolifhly, 
in this confidence of boafting. 18 Seeing 
that many glory according to the flefh, I 
will glory alfo. 19 For ye may well 
bear with foolilli perfons, feeing ye your- 
felves are wife. 20 For ye fuller if a man 
bring you into bondage, if a man devour 
your goods, if a man, take of you, if a man 
exalt hiinfelf, if a man were to finite 
you on the face, ail fpeak this as a 
reproach, as though we had been weak. 
Uowbeit, wherein foever any is bold, (I 
ipeak foolifhly,).I am bold alfo, 22 Are 
they Hebrews in fpeeph? fo am I. Are 
they Ilraelites ? fo atti I. Are they the 
feed of Abraham ? fo am I. 23 Are 
they minifters of Chrift ? (I fpeak foolifh- 
ly,) I am more ; in labours more abun¬ 
dant, in ftripes above meAlure, in pnfpns 
more frequent, in death’6 jaws oft. 24 
Of the Jews five times received I forty 
ftripes fuve one. 25 Thrice was t beat¬ 
en with Roman rods, ailce was I ftoned, 
(Adis xiv. *9.) thrice I fuftered ftiip- 
wrcck, a night and a day I have been in 
the deep, (floating on the wreck), a 6 In 
journeyings often, in perils of rivers,, in 
perils of robbers, in perils by, mine fxwn 
countrymen, in perils by the heathen,>in 
perils in the city, in perils in the wiLdpr- 
nefs, in perils on the lea, in perils among 
falfe brethren ; 27 In haid labour a,nd 

toil, in watchings often, in.hunger and 
thirft, in fallings often, in Cold* and al- 
moft naked. 2 3 Beftdcs thofe things 
that are without, that which comeLh u* 
pon me daily the care of all thc.c hurdles. 
29 Who is weak, and I am not weak ? 
who is offended, and I burn not ("with 
indignation at it) ? 30 If I muff needs 

glory, I will boait of things which iclate 
to mine Infirmities. 31 The Cod and 
Father of our Lord Jefus Ch/ift, who is 
blelfed for evermore, kuoweth that I.lie 
not. 33 In Dan^.ifcus the governor un¬ 
der king Aretas kept the gates of the ci¬ 
ty of the Damascenes with a garrifpn, 
defnous to apprehend me; 33 Anu thro* 
a window in a balket was I let down by 
the wall,'and efcaped his hands. 

C H A f\ XII. 

Paul's revelations. ^ 

T fa not expedient for me, doubtlefa, 
to glory ; I will corns to tell my vi- 
2 
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lions and revelations of the Lord. a I 
inew u man^ip dhrift about fourteen 
yrajs ago, (whether in the body, I ean- 
.flofc. tell; or whether out of the body, I 
Cannot tell; God knoWeth ;) fuch an 
one caught up to the third he;:ven, (the 
Teat of the glory of God, and of Chrift, 
axd the *ngels). 3 And I K n ?W fuch a 
19 an, ('whether in the body of out of the 
body, I cannot tell; sGod knowctk;) 4 
How that he was. caught up into paradife, 
(the feat of happy fpirits, between the 
death and refune&ion of their bodies), 
and heard unfpeakable words, which it is 
not poffible for a man to utter. 5 In 
fuili an one will I glory ; yet in myfelf 
I will not glory, but in mine infirmi¬ 
ties.' 

6 For though I would defire to glory 
..I (hall not be foolilh; for I will fay the 
, truth : but now I forbear, left any man 
fhould think of nib above that which he 
fceth me to be, or that he beareth of me. 
7 And left I fhould be exalted above mea¬ 
sure through the abundance of the reve¬ 
lations, there-was given to me a thorn in 
the flelh, the nieflenger of Satan to buf- 
'fet.me, (tempting to defpqndency), left 
I lfaould be exajted above meafure. 

8 For this thing I befought the Lord 
thrice, that it might depart from me. 9 
And he fald unto me. My grace is fuffi- 
cient i'pr thee ; for my ftrength is made 
perfeA in weaknefs. Moft gladly, there¬ 
fore, will I rather glory in my infirmi¬ 
ties, that the power of Chrift may be with 
ine. 

10 Therefore I take, delight in infirmi¬ 
ties, in reproaches, in neceflities, in per¬ 
fections, in, ftraits, for Chrift’s fake; for 
when I am weak, then am I ftrong (in 
’Chrift). 

, 11 I am become foolilh in glorying ; 
ye have compelled me : for I ought to 
have been commended of you; for in no¬ 
ting api I behind the very chiefeft a- 
poftles, though I be nothing, ia Truly 
the ligns of an apoftle were produced d- 
mong you in all patience, in figns, arid 
wonder, and mighty deeds. 13 For what 
>is it whefein ye were inferior to other 
churches, except it be that I myfelf was 
not burdeufome to you ? 'forgive me this 
wrong. 

-14 Behold, ^the third time I am ready 
to Gome t© you ; and I will not be bur- 
dcnfome to you ; for I feek npt your’s, 
but you: for the children ought not to 
k\y Up for the parents, but the parents 
&r the children. '1 15 And I will very 


.gladly fpend and;be fpent for you*; tho’ 
the more abundantly I Jove you, the lcfs 
I be loved* 1 6 But be it lb I did not 
burden yoft; never the left, being fuhtilc, 
I c«ught you with artifice. 17 Did I 
make a gai. of you by any of them whom 
I lent unto you ? 18 I delired Titus,'and 
with him I fent a brother; did Titus 
make a gain of you ? walked we rot in 
the fame fpirit ? walked we not in the 
, famefteps? 

19 Again, think yc that we excufe 
ourfelves unto you? we fpeak before God 
in'Chrift ; but we do all things, dearly 
beloved, for your edifying, 20 For I fear, 
left when I come I lhall not find you fuch 
as I would, and that I Hi all be found unto 
you fuch as ye would riot; left there be 
debates, envyings, wraths, ftrifes, back¬ 
bitings, whifperings, fwellings of pride, 
tuirndts: 21 And left my God wdl hum¬ 
ble me when I come again imong you, 
*nd that I lhall bewail many who have 
finned already, and have not reptnted of 
the uncleannefs, and fornication, and 
lafeivioufnefs, which they have com¬ 
mitted. 

CHAP. XIII. 

Paul threateneth ob/linateJiuners. 

T HIS is the third time I am coming to 
you: by the, mouth of two or 
three witness fliall every word be cf- 
tablifhed. 2 I told you before, and fore- 
tel you', as if I were prefent the fecond 
time t and being abfent, now I write to 
them who heretofore have finned, and to 
all other, that, if I come again, I will 
not fpare. 3 Since ye leek a proof 
of Chiift fpeaking in me, who toward 
you is not weak, but is mighty among 
you. 4 For though he feeined crucified 
through weaknefs, yet hr liveth by the 
power of God ; for we alfo feem weak 
in him, but we lhall live with him by 
the power of God manifefted toward 
you. 5 Examine yourfelves whether 
ye be in the faith ; prove your own 
felves (if you have the fruits of itj; know 
you not your 1 own felves, how that Je- 
fus Chrift is in you, except you be repro¬ 
bates ? 6 But I truft that ye fliall know 
that we are not reprobates. 

7 Now I pray" to God that ye may do 
no evil; not tfyat we Ihould appear appro¬ 
ved, but thatyefliould do that which is 
becoming though we be as reprobates. !> 
For we can do nothing againft the truth, 
but for the truth. 9 For we aie glad 
when we are weak and ye are ftroqg; 
and this alio we wilh, even your per- 
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feftion. io. Therefore I write thefe 13 AH the faints fainte you. 
ihi.ijrs being abknt, Ifcft Being pif fen: I 14 The grace of the Lord Jefus Chrift 
lh» ild life fharpuef3, according to the arid the love of God, and the tdmmu. 
power which the Lord hath given to niori of the Holy Ghoft be with you aJI 

edification, and not to deftrudlion. Amen. 

11 Finally, brethren, farewell. Be /

THE EPISTLE OF ST. PAUL, THE APOSTLE, TO THE 


G A L A 1 

CHAP.I., 

Paul reproveth the Galatians. 
AUL, an npoltle, (not from men, 
neither by man, but by Jelus Chrift 
and God the Father, who raifed him 
from the dead, (and all the brethren who 
are with me, unto the churches of Ga¬ 
latia : 3 Grace be to you, and peace, 

from God the Father, and from our Lord 
Jefus Chrift, 4 Who gave himfelf to die 
fon our lins, that he might deliver us 
from this prefent evil world, according 
tu the will of God and our Father; g 
To whom be glory for ever and ever. 
A men. 

6 I marvel that ye are fo foon remo¬ 
ved from him (i.e. The apoftlej that 
called you into the grace of Chrift unto 
another gofpel.' 7 Which is not ano¬ 
ther ; but there be fome that trouble 
you, and would fubvert the gofpel of 
Cl.lift. S Out though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other gofpel 
unto you than that which we hive preach¬ 
ed unto you, let him be a ecu r led. 9 
As we faid before, fo'fay I pow -again. 
If any man preach any other gofpel unto 
you than ye have received, let him be 
accurfod. 10 The dlaftrino that I would 
here perfuude is it that of men or of God? 
or do I leek to pleafe men ? for if I yet 
pleafed men I (hould not be the fervaut 
of Chrift. 

11 But I certify you, brethicn, that 
the gofpel which was preached by me is 
not from man. 12 For I neither re- 
cieved it fipm man, neither was I taught 
it, but hv the revelation of Jefus Ciirift. 

1 j For ye have heard of my convcrfation 
in times pafk 111 the Jew's religion, how 
that liejon.I meafure I persecuted the 
church-cf God, and wafted it: 14 And

made proficiency in the Jews* religion 
above many my equals in age among my 
own nation, being more exceedingly 
zealous of the traditions of my fathers. 
15 But when it pleafed God, who fepa- 
rated me (to this office) from my nativi- 
»ty, and called me by his grace, 16 To 
reveal his Son by me, that I ndght 
preach him among the heathen ; im¬ 
mediately I^ronfqrred not with flefhand 
blood (i.e. any man); 17 Neither went I 
up to Jerhfalem to them which were a- 
poflles before me ; but l weritinto Ara¬ 
bia, and returned again unto Damaf- 
cus. iSThen after three years, I Went up 
to Jerufalem to fee Peter, and abode* 
with him fifteen days. 19 But other of 
the apoftles faw I none fave James the 
Lord’s kinfman. 

20 Now the things which I write un¬ 
to you, behold, before God I lye not. 

^ 1 Afterwards I came into the regions 
of Syria and Cilicia; 22 And was not 
known by face unto the churches of Ju¬ 
dea which were in Chrift. 23 But they 
heard only, that he which perfecuted 
us in times pad, now preacheth the faith 
(of the gofpel) which once he deftroyed. 
24 And they glorified God on my account. 

CHAP II. 

Of Paul's carriage. 

T HEN, fourteen years after, I went 
up again to Jcfufalem with Bar¬ 
nabas, and took Titus with me alfo. 

2 And I went up by (the appointment 
of r) revelation, and communicated unto 
them that gofpel which I preach among 
the Gentiles, but privately to them 
which were of note left by any menus I 
fliouldj run, or had run, in vain. 3 But 
neither Titus who was with me, being a 
Greek, was^coropelled to be circumcifed; 
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Chap. II. 

^Andthat becaufe of falfe brethren una j 
wares brought in, who came in privity 
to fpy out o»r liberty which we have in 
Chrift. Jefus, thkt they might bring ua 
into bondage (to ceremonies). 5 To 
whom we gave place by fubjedlion, no 
not for an hour, that the truth of the 
gofyel might continue with yQu. 6 But 

thofe who appeared to be confiderable, 
how great foever they formerly were it 
makes ho difference as to me, God fcccpp- 
teth not man's perfon, for they*who were 
of note added nothing further to me. 7 
But contfariwife, when they faw that the 
gofpel of the uncircmncited- was com¬ 
mitted unto me, as the gofpel of the 
circumtifed was unto Peter ; 8 For he 

that wrought effectually in Peter for the 
apbftlefhipof the circumcifion, wrought 
effectually alfo in me for the Gentiles; 

9 Add when James, Cephas, tnd John 
who appeared* to be pillars, perceived the 
grace that .was given unto me, they gave 
to me and Barnabas the right hand of 
fellowship, that we fliould go unto the 
heathen, and they unto the circumcifed. 

10 Only they would that w* Ihould re¬ 
member the poor; the fame whichl alfo 
ins forward to do. 

11 But when Peter Was come to An¬ 
tioch* I witbftood him totheface.be- 
eaufe he was to be blamed, n For be¬ 
fore that certain (JewiQi converts) came 
from James he did eat with the Gentiles; 
but when they were come he withdrew 
and feparated himfelf, fearing them 
who were of the circumciliun. 13 
And th£ other'Jews diflerablad Iikewife 
with him ; infoinuch that r Barnabas alfo 
Wasearried away with theirdiffimulation. 
14 But when I faw they wi.lked not up¬ 
rightly. according to the truth of the 
gofpel, I faid uilto Peter before them all, 
If thou, being a Jew, livqft after the 
manner of Gentiles, and not as do the 
Jews, why compelled: thou the Gentiles 
to live as do the Jevp ? Wc who are 

Jews by nature, and not idolatrous Tin¬ 
ners of the Gentiles, 16 Knowing that 
a man is not jufliGed by the works of 
the Mofaic law, botay the faith of Je- 
lus Chrift ; even we have believed in Je- 
fus Chrift, that we might be ji.ftihed by 
the faith of Chrift, and not by the works 
of the law ; for by the works of the law 
fhall no flelh be jollified. 17 But if, 
while -we leek to be jbftified by Chrift, 
we ourfelves alfo are ioutfd to hart* heen 
finners, is then Chrift; thfe mihifferof fin l 
Cod forbid. 18 Now if I build again 
the ceremonies of the law \fhich I de£- 
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troyed, I make myfelf a tranfgfeflor. 
19 For I through the law of Chrift am 
dead to the lnwof lVIofes that I might 
live unto God. 10 I am crucified with 
Chrift to the Mofaic law and fin, and the 
worlds allurements; neverthelefs I live (a 
new and fpiritual life,) yet not I (of my¬ 
felf) but Chrift liveth in me (by his word- 
and fpirit quickening me) ; and the life 
which I now live in the flefli (in this 
mortal body) I live by faithinthe Son of 
God who loved me fo far as to give him¬ 
felf (to die) for me. 21 I do not fruf- 
trate the grace of God : for if righteouf- 
nefs come py the Mofaic law, then Chrift 
is dead in vain. 

CHAP. ni. 

Believers jvftijied and blejfed . 
Inconsiderate Galatians, who 
hath enchanted you that you fliould 
not obey the truth (of the gofpel) before 
whofe eyes Jefus Chrift crucified hath 
been evidently fet forth (in the word fit 
facrament) among you. 2 This only 
would I learn of you, received ye the 
(gifts) of tfce fpirit by the wofks of the 
(ceremonial) law, or by the hearing of 
the faith (of the gofpel). 3 Are ye fo 
inconfiderate? having begun in the fpirit, 
are ye now made- perfect by the flefli 
(the carnal ordinances of the Mofaic 
law) ? 4 Have ye fuffered fo much (for 
the gofpel’s fake) in vain, if it be yet in < 
vain? 

S He, therefore, that miniftereth to 
yoTi the (gifts of the) Spirit, and work- 
eth miracles among you, .doeth he it by 
the works of the law, or by the hearing 
,of faith? 6 Even as Abraham believed 
God, and it was accounted to him for 
righteoufnefs. 7 Know, ye, therefore, 
that they who are of faith, the fame are 
the children of Abraham. 8 And the 
feriptnre, forefeeing that God would juf- 
ftify the heathen through faith, preach¬ 
ed before the gofpel unto Abraham, fay¬ 
ing, In thee (ver. 16) Ihall-all nations b« 
bleiTerl. 

9 So then, they who be of faith are 
blefled with believing Abraham. .10 
For as many as are df the works of the 
law are under a cnrfe ; for it is Written, 
Curled is every one that continueth not 
in all things'which are written in the 
book of the law to do them. 11 But 
that no man is juflified in the fight ofGod 
by the law, is evident; for, Thofe jufil¬ 
ed by faith fliall live. 11 And the law 
is not of faith ; but, The man that doeth 
the works of it fliall live by them, i j 
Chrift hath redeemed us from the curie 
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of the law, being made a curfe for us ; 
for it is written, Curfedds every one that 
liangeth on a tree; 14 That the blef. 
ling of Abraham might come on the 
Gentiles through Jefus Chrift, that >ve 
through faith might receive the promife 
of the Spirit. 

15 Brethren, I fpcak after the man¬ 
ner of men : Though it be but a man’s 
covenant, yet if it be confirmed, no 
man difannulloth or addeth thereto. 16 
ftoWj to Abraham and his feed were the 
proimfes made. He faith not, And to 
feeds, as of many ; but as of one, And to 
thy feed, which is Chrift. 17 And this I 
f:iy, that the covenant, thut was before 
confirmed by God in Chrift, the law, 
which was four hundred and thirty years 
after, cannot difannu), that it fliould 
nuke the promife of none efte.dl. 18 
For if the inheiitance (of the blefling) 
be of the law, it is no more of promife : 
but God gave it to Abraham by promife. 

19 Wherefore then ierveth the law ? 
It was added bccaufe of tranfgreflions, 
till the feed (Chrift J fliould come to 
whom the promife was made; and it 
was ordained by angels in the hand of a 
mediator (Moles). 20 Now, a mediator 
is not the mediator of one, hut God is 
obc. 2t Is the law tluHi againft the 
promiles of God ? God forbid : for if a 
law could have been given which could 
have (juftificd and) given life (to the 
breakers of it), verily | unification Ibould 
have b-en by the righteoufneis of the 
law. 22 But the feripture hath (hut up 
all (both Jaws and Gentiles) under fin, 
that the promife (of life ) by faith in Je- 
fus C(irilt might be given to them that 
believe (in him). 13 But before the 
faith (of the gofpel) came, we were 
kept under the law, fliut up (as prifoners) 
till the faith came which fliould after¬ 
wards be revealed. 

24 So that the law was our fchoolmaf- 
fter (during the childhood of the church) 
to lead us to Chrift (by teaching us our 
duty and the evil of negle&ing it, and 
ihewing us the atonement of Chrift in a 
figure), that we might bejuftifiedhy 
iaith. 25 But a/ter that faith is come 
we are no finger under a fchoolcna-fter. 
*<K For ye are the children of God by 
taith in Chrift Jcfus. 27 For as many 
as have been baptized into (the profef- 
lion of the faith of) Chrift have pnt on 
(the profelfion of the gofpel of) Chrift. 

28 There is no diftimftion between 
Jews arid Gentiles, bond men and free¬ 
men, males and females; for they have all 


the fame privileges. 29 And if ye be 
Chrift’s then are ye Abraham's (believ¬ 
ing and true) feed, and heirs (of life) in 
virtue of the promife. v 
CHAT. IV. 

Chrift freth vs from the law. 

O W / 1 fay. That the Jieir, as long 
as he is a child, differeth no¬ 
thing from a fervant, though he be lord 
pf all (by title and lineage), 2 But is 
under tutors and governors, until the 
time appointed by the father. 3 Even 
fo we (the Jewifh church), being in 
childhood, were in bondage in the world’* 
childhood under the elements: of the 
world (carnal purifications, material or¬ 
dinances, as letters and figures of the fpi- 
ritual). 4- But when the fulnefs of the 
time was come, God feut forth his Son, 
made of a woman, made under the law, 
to fulfill it, and bear the curfe due to his 
people’s fins, 5 That he might redeem 
them that were under the law, that we 
might receive the adoption of Tons (of 
God). 6 And, becaufe ye are Com,God 
hath Cent forth the Spirit of his Son in¬ 
to your hearts, crying Abba, Father. 

7 Wherefore thou art no longtef a fer¬ 
vant, but a fon ; and if a fon, then an 
heir of God through Clirjft. 8 Howbeifc 
then, when ye knew not God, ye did fer- 
vice unto them who by nature are no 
gods. 9 But now, after that ye have 
known God, or rather are known (being 
favoured) of God, how turn ye again to 
the weak and poor elements (of Mofaic 
ceremonies), whereunto yfc de(ire again 
to be in bondage ? 10 Ye obferve cere¬ 

monial days, and mouths, and times, 
and years.,. 11 I am iifraid of you, left 
I have beftowed upon you labour in 
vain. 

12 Brethren, I hefcech you, be as I am; 
for I was as yc are : ye have not injured 
me at all. 13 Ye know how I preached 
the gofpel untrf you at the firft, in the in¬ 
firmity of the 'ftqfh. 14 And my tempta¬ 
tion, which was in my flefh, ye defpifed 
not, nor rejpdled me for it; but received 
me as an angel of God, even as Chrift Je- 
fus. 15 What was then your felicity ^ 
for I bear you record, that, if it had been 
poflible, ye would have plucked out 
yriur own eyes, and have given them to 
me. 

t 5 Am I, therefore, become jour ene¬ 
my becaufe I tell you the tiuth ? 17 

They zealopfly affedV you, but not well; 
yea, they would eiclude us from you* 
that ye might affedl them. 18 Byt it is 
good to be zenloully affedted always in 
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what is £ood, and not only wHfcn I am 
\ prefent with you . 1 

ip IV(y little children, of whom I (as 
it were) travail in birth again until (the 
image of} Chrift be formed in you. 20 
I defire to br prefent with you now, and 
to change my voice; for I ftnnd in doubt 
of you. ' 

' a 1 Tell me, ye that defirc to be under 
the law, k do yn not .hear the law read to 
yon? ‘ 22 For it is written (there¬ 
in), That Abraham had two Tons, (Geri. 
xvi. 15. xxi. a. Iflimacl and Ifaac), 
the one by Hagar, a bond woman, 
(an inferjor wife), and the other by 
Sarah, a free \yonvm, (and primary 
wife). 13 But he who was born of tht 
bond woman was born according to the 
flefli, (or the courfe of nature,) ; where¬ 
as he that was born of the free^ woman 
w^s bom by virtue of the promife, (pre* 
ternaturally). 24 Which things may be 
allegorized ; for thefe .are (iigures of} 
the two covenants, (the law andgofpel), 

„ the one from mount Sinai, which briqg- 
eth forth her children to bondage, which 
is Hagar. 25 This Hagar (1. e. a rock) 
is a figure of tliofe under the law ’given 
froin mount Sinai in Arabia, (where the, 
Hagarenes fettled). and anfwereth (in the 
allegpry)to (the prefent ftate of theearth- 
v Jy} Jerufalem, which with her children, 
ii» m a ftate of bondage, (to the rites of 
the ritual law, and its terrors), 26 But 
the Jerufalem above (the gofpel cove¬ 
nant), is (figured by) the free woman, 
whigh is the mother of us all, (^s Chrif- 
- tians}. J7 For it is written, (Ifa. liv. 
concerning the gofpel church of the Gen¬ 
tiles, and the Jews at laft), Rejoice, thou 
tames, who (for a long time) didft not 
bear; break forth, and cry for joy, thou 
who didft not travail in birth ; for many 
more -now are the children of her that 
was defolate, than of her who had an 
hufband. 

28 Now we, brethren, as Tfaac was, 
are the children of the promife, (the be¬ 
lieving feed of Abraham}. 29 But as 
then, he who was born according to the 
flefli perfecuted him who was bom ac¬ 
cording to the Spirit, (and the promife), 
evenfo is it now, (the infidel Jews per¬ 
secute us). 30 But what laith the ferip- 
ture ? Cart out the bond woman and her 
infolent fon ; for the fon of the bond 
woman fhall not inherit with Ifaac the 
the fon of the free woman. 

31 So then, brethren, we (Chriftians) 
are not children of the bond woman, (un¬ 


der the Mofaic yok,e of ceremonies), but 
of the free woman. 

C H A K V. ' 

The liberty of the gofpel. 
Herefore, {land faft in the liberty 
wherewith Chrift hath made us 
free, and be not entangled again with 
the yoke of bondage. 2 Behold, I Paul 
fay unto you. That if ye be circumcifed 
(with a dependance on the yoke of Jewt- 
ifh rites for justification} Chrift lhall pro¬ 
fit you nothing. 3 .And I teftify again 
to every man who-isi ircumcifed (ih or¬ 
der to fubmit to the ritual law), that he 
is thus become a debtor to do the whole 
law. 4 Chrift is becomr of none effedl 
to fucli of you, whoever of you are (feck- 
ing to be)juftified by the MoCaic law,ye 
are fallen from grace, (and the profeffion 
of the gofpel}. 5 For we thro’ the Spi¬ 

rit's aid wait for the hope of righteouC- 
nefs (and li/e) by faith. <$ For in thC 
gofpel of Jefus Chrift neither circumcj- 
fion availeth any thing, nor uncircumci- 
ficn ; but faith, which worketh by love 
(to God and man). 

7 Ye did once run well; who did hin¬ 
der you, that ye fliould not obey the, 
truth ? 8 This perfuafion cometh not 08 

him (the appftle) that caileth you. p A 
little leaven Jeaverr-th the whole mat's. 
10 I haVe confidence in you thro’ the 
Lord Jefus, that ye will be none other- 
wife minded ; but he that trpubleth you 
fliall bear his judgment, whofoever he 
be. 

11 And I, brethren, ifl yet preach cir- 
cumcifion, (as fome fuggeft), W hy do I 
yetfuffer perfecution (by the Jews)? then 
were the oflence (taken at the dodlnne} 
of Ihe crofs ctafed. 12 I would they 
were even cut off (from the communion 
of the church), which trouble you. 13 
For, brethren, ye have been called unto 
gofpgljiberty; only abufe not liberty for 
an occafion to the flefhly lufts, but by 
love ferve one another. 14 For all the 
law to man is fulfilled in one w ord, even 
in this. Thou /halt love <fhy neighour as 
tHyfelf. 15 But if ye bite and devour 
one another, take heed that ye be not 
deftroyed by one another. 

16 This I fay then. Walk according to 
the Spirit, and ye fliall not fulfil the luft 
ofth-rflefh. 17 For the flefli (the fuiful 
difpofition),hath defires contrary to the 
Spirit, (the gracious principle), and the 
Spirit hath aefires contrary to the flefh, 
and thefe are oppofite to each other, fo 
that ye do not the things that ye would. 
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1 3 But if y£ hy the Spirit of God, 

ye are not under the curfe of the law. 
19 Now, lire works of the flefli are ina- 
niteft, which are tlifcfe, adultery, forni- 
mcation, and all unrleannefs, lafi iviouf- 
jieft, 20 Idolatry, poifoning fecretly, en¬ 
mities, ftrifes, furious zeal, refentments, 
■‘(intentions, party fpirit divifions, lierp- 
fies, 2t Envyings, murders, drunkennefs, 
levellings, and inch like : of the which I 
forewarn you, as I have alfo told you in 
time pall, that they who do fudi things 
iltiH not inherit the kingdom of God. 
n But the fruit of the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace, lung-fullering, gentlenefs, 
goodnefs, fidelity, *3 Meekncfs, tem¬ 
perance : againl! furh there is no Irw. 

14 And they that are Chrift’s have cruci¬ 
fied the flefli, (the finful difpofition), with 
its paflions and defircs. 

25 If we live in the Spirit, ('under his 
influence), let us alfo walk according to 
the Spirit. 26 Let us not be deflrous of 
vain-glory, provoking one another, envy¬ 
ing one another. 

CHAP. VI. 

Paul exhort eth to mildnefs. 
Rethrew, if a man be overtaken in 
a fault, yc who are fpiritual re- 
ltore fuch an one in the fpirit of meek¬ 
ncfs ; conlidering thyfelf, left thou alfo 
be tempted. 

2 Bear ye one another’s burdens (and 
troubles), and fo fulfil the law of thrift. 
3 For if a man think himfelf to be foifte- 
thing, when he is nothing, he deceiveth 
himfelf. 4 But let every man try by the 
rule his own work, and then fliall he have 
rejoicing in liimfelf alone, and net in ano¬ 
ther. 5 For every man fliall bear his own 
burden (of rcconipenfe nt'laft). 6 Let 
him that is taught in the word communi¬ 
cate in all tilings unto him that teacheth 
(for his fupport). 7 Be not deceived ; 
God is not mucked : for whatfuever a 
man foweth, that fliall he alfo reap. 8 
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For he that foweth to his flclh, (the fen- 
fual appetite), fliall of the flefli reap cor¬ 
ruption, (and deftruiflion); but he that 
foweth to the Spirit, (isfpiritually exercif- 
ed), fliall of the Spirit reap life evcrlafting. 
9 And let us not be wcaiy in well-doing; 
for in due feafon we fliall reap, if we faint 
not. 10 As we have, therefore, opportu¬ 
nity, let us do good unto all men, efpeci- 
ally unto them who are of the houfehold 
of faith. 

11 Ye fee how large a letter I have 
written unto you with mine own hand. 
1 2 As many as delirc to make a fair 
(hew in the flefli, (the rites of the law), 
they conftrain ycu to be circumcifed, on¬ 
ly left they fliould fuller perfecution for 
(depending for falvation on) the crofs ok 
Chrift. rj For they themfelves who arc 
circumcifed keep not the Mofaic law; 
but deftre to have you circumifed, that 
they may glpry in (this mark in) your 
flefli. 14 But God forbid that I fliould 
glory (in any thing), unlefs it be in the 
crofs of our Lord Jefus Chrift, (for falva¬ 
tion), by which the world is crucified to 
me, (frems dead and inflpid, l having no 
defire lor its enjoyments), and I unto the 
world, (as I cannot relifli or partake in 
its plcafures and purfuitj). 15 For 11^ 
Chrift Jefus neither circumcifion ai/aileth 
any thing, nor uncircumcifion, but a new' 
creation. (Eph. ii. 10. 2. Cor. v. in.) 
1 6 And as many as walk according to this 
rule, peace be on them, and mercy, and 
,upon the true Ifrael of God. x 

17 From henceforth let no man 
trouble me ; for I bear in my body the 
mark of the Lord Jefus, (in wounds, by 
fufferings). 

18 Brethren, the grace of our 'Lord 
Je£us Chrift be with your fpirit., Amen.

CHAP. I. peace, from God our Father, and from

P AUL, an apoftle of Jefus Chrift by 3 Blefted be the God and Father of oui 
the will of God, to the faints who Lord Jefus Chrift, who hath blefled ui 
ar® at Ephefus, even to the faithful in with all fpiritual bleflings. in heavenly 
ihrift Jefus: 2 Grace be to you, and thing* is Chrift; 4 According as he hath 

A a 
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chofen us in him before the foundation of 
the world,-that we ftiould be holy, and 
without blame, before him, in love (to 
God and man). 5 Having predeftinated 
us unto the adoption of children, by Te- 
fus Chrift, to himfelf, according to the 
good pleafure of his will, 6 To the 
praife of glorious grace, wherein he 
hath made us accepted in thebeloved 
Son ; 7 In whom we have redemption, 

through his blood, eyen the forgitfenefs of 
fins, according to the riches of his grace; 
8 Wherein he hath abounded toward us 
in all wifdom and prudende; 9 Having 

made known unto us the myftery of his 
will, according to his good pteafure, 
which he had before purpofed in him- 
felf; 10 That, in the economy of the 
fulftefs of the times, (when the time ap¬ 
pointed was fully come), he might re¬ 
unite under one head all things in Chrift, 
both which aTe in heaven, and which are 
on earth. 11 Even in him, in whom al- 
fo we have obtained an inheritance, 
(grace here, and glory hereafter), having 
been predeftinated (toil) according to 
the purpofe of him who worketh all 
tilings agreeable to the council of his 
own will; 12 That we, fiiould be de¬ 

voted to the praife of his glory, even v. e 
wbo-firft trufted in Chrift. 13 In whom 
ye alfo trailed, when ye heard the Word 
of truth, the gofpel of your falvation; in 
whom alfo, after that ye believed, ye 
were fealed with the Holy Spirit of pro- 
inife, (by his gifts and graces), 14 Who 
is the eanieft of our inheritance, (by his 
joys, as a foretafte), till the redemption 
(of thofe) purchafed (fof his) polleftion, 
to tlje praife of his glorious grace. 15 For 
this caufe I alfo having heard of the 
faith you have in the Lord'Jefus, and of 
your love to all the faints, 16 Ceafe not 
to give thanks for you, making mention 
of you in my prayers; 17 That the God • 
of our Lord Jefus Chrift, the Father of 
glory, may give unto you the Spirit of 
wifdom and revelation in the knowledge 
nf him ; 18 The eyes of your underftand- 
ing being (thereby) enlightened, that ye 
may know how great the hope is to which 
he hath called you, and what are the glo¬ 
rious riches of the inheritance of his 
faints, 19 And what is the exceeding 
greatnefs of his power toward us who 
believe, according to the working of his 
mighty.power, ao Which he wrought 

in Chrift, when he raifed him from the 
dead, and fet him at his own right hand 
in the heavenly places, 21 Far above all 
angelic principality, and power, and 
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might, artd dominion, and every nnmc 
that is named, not Only in this world, but 
alfo in that which istocome; 21 And hath 
put all things under his feet, (fubjedl to 
him), and gave him to be Ihe head over 
all things for the good of the church, 23 
Which is his myftical body, (temple or 
chofen dwelling,) which he completely 
fills as his; yea, all perfons in all places, 
with gifts and graces. 

CHAP. II. 

What •we 'were by nature. 

N D you hu|h he quickened, who 
were dead in trefpalfes and fins, 
(under the dominion of your finful dil- 
pofitions); 2 In which ye formerly walk¬ 
ed according to the courfe of this world, 
(Gal. i. 4.) according to (the will of Sa¬ 
tan) the prince of the power of the air, 
(Job i. 19.) thefpirit that woiketli in 
the wicked that aredifobedient(toGod); 
3 Amongft whom alfo we all had former¬ 
ly our courfe of life, in the lulls of our 
flefli, for finful difppfition); fulfilling the 
dictates of the flelli, and of the paflions; 
and were by nature the heirs of wrath, 
even as others. 4 But God, being rich 
in mercy, according to his great love 
wherewith, he loved us, 5 Even when 
we were dead in fins, hath quickened us 
together with Chrift, (by the virtue ol 
his refurretflion, and union, and commu¬ 
nion with him, in it, and conformity to 
him, we are dead to fin, or freed from 
the dominion ®f it); by grace ye arefav- 
ed ; 6 And hath raifed us up together, 

(by virtue of this union), and (thereby) 
made us fit together in heavenly places 
in Chrill Jefus, (as our Head, Reprefen- 
tative, and Forerunner) ; 7 That lie 

might, fhew in the ages to come the ex¬ 
ceeding riches of his grace in his kindnefs 
toward us, through Jefus Chrift. S For 
by grace are ye faved through faith; and 
that not of yourfelves,—it is the gift of 
God ; 9 Not by works, left any man 

fiiould boaft. 10 For we are his work- 
manfliip, created anew in Chrift Jefus 
unto good works, which God had before 
ordained that we fiiould walk, in them. 

11 Wherefore remember, that ye were 
formerly Gentiles, (living) in (the lulls 
of) the flelli, who were called The un¬ 
ci rcuoicifcd. by them who were called 
The circumcifed, as performed with 
hands in the flelli; 12 That ye were at 

that time without (an intercll in) Chrift, 
aliens from the commonwealth of If- 
rael, (and the privileges of the church of 
God), and ftrangers to the promifes of 
the covenant (of grace and-mercy), ha- 
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ving no hope (of falvation), and without 
God in the world (made and upheld by 
him). 13 But now, (by intereft) in 
Chrift Jefus, ye who were formerly a-far 
oft'(from the favour of God) are brought 
ney (to God) by the atoning blood of 
Chrift. 14 For he is out peace-maker, 
who hath made both (Jews .and Gen¬ 
tiles) one church, and hath thrown down 
the mi.Idle wall of reparation, (the cere¬ 
monial ritual); 15 Having aboliflied 
(by fufiering) in his flelli the enmity 
(’twixt Jews and Gentiles), even the 
law of rituirt commands,.contained in ce¬ 
remonial Ordinances, that he might form 
the two (parties,by uniting both)in hiin- 
ffclf into one new body (and church), 1*0 
making peace (VtsVeen them), 16 And 
that lie might reconcile both thus united 
in one body, or church’ unto God, by the 
(blood of his) era Is, having thereby flain 
the enmity, (by abulifiling the ceremoni¬ 
al law); 17 And he came and preached 
peace to you, Gentiles, who were afar 
off (Trom God), and to the Jews who 
were called near to him. 18 For thro* 
him we both have accefs by the fame 
Holy Spirit unto the Father. 

19 Now, therefore, ye are no more 
ftraugers and foreigners (to God and his 
church), but fellow-citizens of it, with 
the faints, and of the (church or) houfe- 
hold of Go l. 10 And are built upon the 
foundation (ur faith and doctrine) of the 
apoftles and prophets, Jefus Chrift himfclf 
being the chief corner-ltone, (uniting the 
two parts of the building, the Jews and 
Gentiles); 21 By whom the whole 
building harmonioufly cemented, increaf- 
cth (bjf additions) into an holy temple 
for the Lord : 2 a By Whom ye a lib are 

built up together for an habitation of 
God by the Spirit. 

CHAP. III. 

Of the my ft vry of grace. 

F OR tiiis caufc, I Paul, a prifonerfor 
Jefus Chrift for the fake of you Gen¬ 
tiles, a Since you have heard of the dif- 
penfatinn of the grace of God, which 
hath been given to me in your behalf; 3. 
How that by revelation he made known 
unto me the myftery, as I wrote you be¬ 
fore in few words, 4 Whereby, When 
ye read, ye may underftand my know¬ 
ledge in the myttery of Chrift, 5 Which 
in 1 liter a^es was not made known unto 
the fons of men, as it is now revealed un¬ 
to his holy apolUcs and prophets by the 
-pirit; 6 That the Gentiles fltould be 
joint heirs of gofpel benefits, with the 
Jews, and of the fame church, and par- 
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takers together of his promife in Chrift, 
by the gofpel; 9 Whereof I was made 

a minifter, according to the gift of the 
grace of God given unto me, by the ef¬ 
fectual' working of his power. 8 Unto 
me, who am lefs than the leaft of all 
faints, is this grace given, that I ihould 
preach among the Gentiles the unlearch- 
able riches of Chrift ; 9 And to make 

all men fee what is the communication 
of the inyftery, which from eternal age* 
was hid in the.fecret purpofe of God, who 
created all things, by Jefus Chrift; 10 
That the manifold wifdom of God might 
now be made known to the angelic prin¬ 
cipalities St powers in heavenly places, by 
means of the. church, 11 According to 
the eternal purpofe which he purpofed in 
Chrift Jefus our Lurd : 12 Thro' whom 

we have freedom of fpcech at the throne 
of grace, and accefs with confidence of 
acceptance by faith in him. 

13 Wherefore I defirc that ye faint not 
at my affliction for you, which' is your 
glory. 14 For this cauf? I bow my’knees 
unto the Father of our Lord Jefus Chrift, 
15 Of whom the whole Jointly (of angel^ 
and faints) in heaven arid 1 artli is named 
(as head), 16 That he would grant you 
according to the riches of his grace, to 
be mightily ftrengthened by his .Spirit in 
the inner-man, fthe foul). 17 That Chrift 
may dwell in your hearts by faith ; being 
rooted and grounded in love, i 3 Ye may 
be able to comprehend, with all faints, 
what is the breadth, and length, and 
depth, and height (of the love of Chrift), 
19 And labour to know the love of Chrift, 
which paftcth all knowledge, that ye 
might be filled with all the fulnefsofthe 
grace of God. 

• 20 Now, unto him that is able to do 
abundantly, exceeding all that we all: or 
think, according to the ptfwer that work- 
erh in us, 21 Unto him be glory in the 
church through Chrift Jefus, throughout 
all ages, for ever and ever. Amen. 

CHAP. IV. 

Exhortations to unity. 

I Therefore, a prifoner for the Lord 
Jefus, befecch you, that ye walk wor¬ 
thy of the vocation wherewith ye are 
called (to the hope of glory), 2 With all 
humility and meeknefs, with lonjj-fulfer- 
ing, forbear one another in love ; 3 

Endeavouring to keep the unity of the 
one Spirit, in the bond of peace. 4 There 
is one body, (the church), and one Spirit, 
even as ye are called in one and the fame 
hope of your calling ; 5 tine Lord, (Je¬ 

fus Chrift), one faith, one baptifin, 6 
a 2 * 



Chap. IV. EPHES 

One God Fatherof all believers, who 
is above all in povei, and thto'al] by his 
vital influences, and in you all by l\is 
grace and Spirit. 7 JBut grace H given to 
every one, according to the m earin'? of the 
free gift of Ghriit. 8 Wherefore hHfays, 
.When he afeended up on high lie led the 
eaptivators captive, and gave giftS.to 
men. 9 Now, thisexpreflion, He afeend- 
ed, What isit? but that he alio defceml- 
ed-firft into the region of the dead ? 10 

He who ejefc^ded is alfo the fame who a- 
Icended far above all vifilde heavens, that 
he might fill all things with his influence. 

11 And he gave 1'ome, apoftles ; and 
fome, prophets; and fomc, evangelifts; 
and.forne, pallors and tccchers; v la For 
the perfecting of the faints, fitting fnme 
for the work of the miniflry, for the edi¬ 
fying of the (church, the) body of Chrift. 
I3TUL we.all arrive atthe unity of faith, 
and of the knowledge of the Son of God, 
to the maturity of a perfetfl nisn,' to the 
full mchfure of the fpiritual ftature of 
the fulnefsofthe grace of Chrift: 14That 
we may be no longer as children tofTed to 
and fro, as-waves of the fea, and borne a- 
boutas a vapour in the air with every 
wind of do&rinc, by the cheating Height 
of men, aild by their fuhtiity in every 
method of deceit 515 But fpcaking the 
truth* in love, may grow up in all things 
into him, who is the head, even Chrift} 
16 By whom the whole body being 
harmonioufly joined and cemented toge¬ 
ther, by the fupplies from every joint, 
according to the energy neceffary^to 
♦very part, makes an mcreafe to the 
whole church, to the edifying of itfrlf in 
love. 17 -Thi$, I fay, therefore, and tef- 
tify in the (name of the) Lord, that ye 
henceforth walk net as other Gentiles 
walk, in the vanity of their mind : iS 
Having the underftanding darkened, be¬ 
ing alienated from the life of God,*(iu 
holinefs) through the ignorance that is 
in them, becaufe of the blindnefs of their 
heart'; 19 Who, being pall feeling, have 
given themfelves over unto lafeivioufnefs, 
to work all uncleannefs with greedinefs. 
20 ?ut ye have not fo learned (the gof- 
pel of) Chrift; 11 Seeing ye have heard 
ef him, and have been taught in him,(and 
in his gofpel, even) as the truth is in Je- 
fus : 72 To put off, with refpetfl tQ the 

former converiation, the corrupt difpofi- 
tion, which is depraved by deceitful lulls; 
33* And be renewed in the fpirit of your 
rniud ; 24 Aud that ye put on the new 

nature, which after God is created in 
righteoulhefs and true holinefs. 


I ANS. Cfcap. V. 

25 Whereforti> putting away lying, 
fpeak every man truth to his neighbour; 
for wc are members one of another, (to 
fuccour each other). 26 Be ye angry, 
and fin not; let not the fun go down up¬ 
on your wrath ; 27 Neither give place 

to the devil. a$ Let him that Hole Heal 
no more ; but rather let him labour, 
working with his hands that which is 
good, tnat he may have to give to him 
that iiecdeth. 29 Let no corrupt dif- 
courfe proceed out of ycur mouth, but 
that which is good to ufeful edifying, 
that it inay miniiler good unto the hear¬ 
ers. 30 And grieve not the holy Spit it 
of God, whereby'ye are fandlified and 
fealed to the day of redemption. 31 Let 
all bitternefs, and wiath, and indigna¬ 
tion, and clamour, and cvil-fpenkilig* be 
put awaj fiom you, with all malice; 37 
And be ye kind one to another, tender¬ 
hearted, forgiving one another,, even as 
God for Chrifl’s fake hath forgiven you. 
CHAP. V. 

Exhortations to love. 

E ye, therefore, imitators of God,, as 
dear children ; 2 And walk in 

love, as Chrift alfb hath loved ns, and 
hath given himfclf for ns, a peace offer¬ 
ing and a facrilice to God (for fin,) for a 
fweet froelling favour (as incenfs). 3 
But fornication, and all uncleannefs, or 
covetoufnefs, let it not be once named a- 
inong-yau, as becometb faints; 4 Nei¬ 

ther filthinefs, nor foohfh talking, nor 
jetting, which are not convenient; but 
rather giving of thanks. 5 For this ye 
know, that no -whoremonger, 'nor un¬ 
clean perfon, nor covetous man, w’ho is 
an idolater, hath any inheritance in the 
kingdom of Chrift and of God. 

6 Let no man deceive you w ith vain 
words; for becaufe of thefe things com- 
eth the w rath of God upon the children 
of difobedience. 7 Be not ye, therefore, 
partakers with them. 8 For ye were 
once the darknefs of ignorance, but now 
are ye light in the Lohl. Walk as chil¬ 
dren of light; 9 (For the fruit of the 
Spirit is in all goodnefs, and righteoul*- 
nefs, and truth) ; 10 Proving what is 

wcll-pleafing unto the Lord. 11 And 
have no fellowfliip with the unfruitful 
works of the darknefs of wickcdncfs, but 
rather reprove them. 12 For it is a 
fliame even to fpeak of thofe things which 
are done by them in fecret. 

13 But all things that are reproved 
are made manifell by the light; 
fjr whatfoever doth make manifeft is 
light (or true knowledge). '14 When. 
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Ch» P . VI. 

fore he faith, Awake thou that fleepeft, 
(unconcerned), and arife from the dead 
(flccp), and Chrift fhall ^ive thee light. 

15 See then that yc live circumfptft- 
ly, not as fools, but as wife men, 16 
Redeeming the time, becaule the days 
uvr evil. 

17 Wherefore he ye not inconfiderate, 
but underlt a tiding what the will of the 
i.ord is. 19 Anri be not drunk with 
wjne, wherein is excels; but he filled 
with the (influencesof the) Spirit : 19 

Speaking to yourfelve.1 in pl’alms, and 
hymns, and fpiritual longs, tinging and 
making melody in your heart to the 
Lord ; 23 Giving thanks always tor all 

things unto God even the Father, in 
the name of our Lord Jefus Chrift; 21 
Submitting yourfclves each to another in 
the fear of God. 

22 Wives, fubmit yonrfelvcs untq your 
own lnifbands, as unto the Lord. 23 For 
the hufband is the head of the wife, even 
as Chrift is the head of the church ; and 
lie is the faviourof tho body. 24 There¬ 
fore, as the church is ful>je& unto Chrift, 
fo let the wives be to their own huf- 
bands in every thing. 

2% Hufbands, love your wives, evep as 
Chrift alio loved the Church, and gave 
himfelf for it; 2 6 That he might fanc- 

tiry it (by his Spirit), and cleanle it; as it 
were, with the waftung of water, by the 
word. 

27 That he might place it in his pre¬ 
fence a glorious church, not having fpot, 
or wrinkle, or any fuch thing ; blit that 
it Ihould be holy, and without hlcmilh. 

So ought men to love theii wives 
even as their own bodies. He that loveth 
his wife loveth him fell'. 29 For no man 
ever yet hated his own flcih, but nou- 
rilhclh and chcriihcth it, even as the 
Lord the church. 30 For we are c- 
Aeeined by him as members of his body, 
of his flefh and of his bones. 31 For this 
caufe ihall a man. leave his father and 
mother, and fiiall h$ joined unto his 
wife, and they two Hi all be as one llefii. 

32 This is a great myftery ; but I 
fpcak concerning Chrift and the church. 

33 Never the lefs, let every one of you 
in particular fo love his wife even a$ 
himielf; and the wife fee that Ihc reve¬ 
rence her hiifband. 

CHAT, VI. 

Children's duty to parents . 

G Hiluhln, obey your parents in the 
Lord ; for this is right. ‘ 2 llo- 
Bo ur thy father and mother, (which is

th.efii* commandment with (a particu¬ 
lar) promife.) 3 That rt may be well 
with thee, and thou (taayeft live long on 
the earth. 

4 And, ye fathers, ilrovoke not your 
children to wrath, but bring them up in 
the difeipline anti admonition of th« 
Lord. 

5 Servants, be obedient to them thitt 

are your matters according to the 
witl»*fear and trembling, in finglend’s ot 
your ! t*art as unto Chrift : 6 Not with 

eye fervice, as men pleafers; but as the 
(eryants of Chrift, doing the will of God 
fiom the heart; 7 With good will do¬ 

ing fervice as to the Lord, and not to 
men: S Knowing, that whatlbever 

good any man doeth, the fame fhaK 
receive of the Lord, whether he be bond 
or free. 

9 And, ye mafters, do the fame to 
them, forbearing threatening ; knowing 
that ye have a maftex alfu in heaven; 
neither*,is there retpeft of perfons with 
him. 

10 Finally, imy brethren, be ftrong 
in the LorJ, and in the power of his 
might. 11 Put on the complete armour 
of God, that ye may be able to Hand a- 
gainft the wiles of the devil. 12 For our 
ftruggle is not with flefli and blood a- 
ione, but with (diabolical) principalities 
and powers, who rule m the darknefs (*. 
e. ignorance, error, and wickednets) of 
this world, with wicked fpiiits with re- 
fpecl to heavenly things. 

j 13 therefore, take unto you tbr whole 
armour of God, that ye may be able to 
withstand in the evil d;iy, and having 
done all, to ftamh 14 Stand, therefore, 
having your loins girded with the girdle 
of truth (and lineerity), having Dn righ- 
teoufnefs as a brcaft-platc ; 15 And ha¬ 

ving your feet (hod (atid fitted for thor¬ 
ny pathsJ with (the pafiivc virtues of 
felf-deuial and patience,) tlic prepara¬ 
tion for the pradlice of the gofpel of 
peace (in bearing the crofs or luffcring 
for it). 16 Above all thefe, having 
faith as a filicide whereby yc (hull be, 
able to quench all the fiery dart/7 

/fuggeftions) of the wicked one, as drivA, 
iug you to infidelity or defpair. i*f And 
have the hope of falvation as a helmet 
for your head, and the fwortl of the Spi¬ 
rit, which is the word of God. i3 Pray¬ 
ing at all times, with all kinds of prayer, 
fupplicating in the fervency ofyour.ipi- 
rits (the aid of the divine Spirit, Koin.S. 
26.) and watching thereunto with all

THE EPISTLE OF ST. PAUL, THE APOSTLE, TO THE 

PHILIPP IANS. 


CHAP. I. , 

Ravi's thankfulnefs to God. 

P AUL and Timothy, the fervants of 
Jefus Thrift, to all the faint9 in 
Chrift Jefus who are at Philippi, with 
the bifliops and deacons: 2 Grace be 
unto you, and peace, from God our Fa¬ 
ther, and from theLord Jeftis Chrift. 3 I 
thank my God in every mentioningof you, 
,4 Always, in every prayer of mine, 
making fupplication for you all, with 
joy, 5 For your participation in the 
gofpel frdnf the firft day (ye heard it) 
until now; 61 am confident of this very 

thing, that he who hath begun a good 
work in you, will bring it to perfedlion 
unjo the day of Jefus Chrift’s (appear¬ 
ing). 7 Even as it is meet for me to be 
thus affedled toward you all, becaufe I 
have you in my heart, as you are all par¬ 
takers of grace with me In my bonds for 
the confirmation and defence of the gof- 
pel. 8 For God is my wiinefs how. 
greatly I long after you all in the bowels 
of love in Chrift Jefys. 

9 And this I pray, that your love may 
abound yet more and morejn knowledge 
and in all experience ; 10 That ye may 
'approve things that are excellent; that 
ye may be finccre, and withbut offence, 
till the day of Chrift’s appearing ; 11 

Being filleih^Lh the fruits of charity, 
which are by Jefus Chrift, unto the glo¬ 
ry and praife of God. 

1 ? But 1 would have you to know, y 
brethren, that the things relating to me 
have fallen out rather to the advance¬ 
ment of the'gofpel; 13 So th^t my 
bohris for the caufe of Chrift z/k' mar.i- 
fefted in all; the Roman palace, and in 
all other places: 14 And many of the 

brethren in the Lord were emboldened 
by my bonds' to venture with much more 


undaunted courage to preach the word. 
15 Some preach Chrift even from envy 
and contention, while others do it out 
of lincere a flexion. 16 The firft indeed 
preach Chrift out of ffrife, not with pure 
motives, defiring to'add more afflidUon 
to my bonds; 17 But the others of love r 
knowing that I am fef tor the defence 
of the gofpel. 

18 What then? yet every \vay, whe¬ 
ther in pretence or in truth, Chrift is 
preached ; and I therein do rejoice, yea, 
and will rejoice. 19 For I know that 
this fliall iflue in. my falvation through 
your prayer, and the fuppJy of the Spi¬ 
rit of Jefus Chrift, 20 According to iny 
earnelt expectation, and my hope, that 
in nothing I fliall be afhamtd ; but that 
with all bcldneifs, as always,fo now alfo 
Chrift fliall be magnified in my body, (ei¬ 
ther in bonds or free) whether it be by 
life or by death. 21 For the end of my 
livingis to glorify God, and dying to me 
is gain. 

2 2 And if I live in the flefli, this is the 
fruit of my labour: yet what I fliall 
choofe I know not. 23 For I am in a 
ftrait betwixt ttvo, having a defire to de¬ 
part, and to be with Chrift , which is 
better ( 1 /yond all expreflion). 24 Ne- 
verthej^fs, to abide in the flefiiis more 
need/bl for you. r 

And having this confidence, I know 
that I fliall abide and continue with you 
/all, for the furtherance of your faith and 
joy. 26 - That your rejoicing may bfe 
mpre abundant in Jefus Chrift for me, 
b) my coming to you again 27 Only let 
your conversation be as it becometh the 
gofpel of Chrift; that,’whether I ccme 
and fee you, or be abfent, I may hear of 
your affairs, that, ye ftand fall in one fpi- 
rit, ftm’ing together with cue mind, for 
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the fa>rb of the gofpel; 28 And in no¬ 

thing terrified by youi adverfaries: which 
is to them an evident token of perdition, 
but to you of falvation, and that from 
God. 29 For unto you it is granted a3 a 
favour on the part of Chrift, not only to 
believe in him, but alfo to fuller for his 
fake; 30 Having the fanje conflict 

which ye faw in me, and now hear to bo 
in me. , 

CHAP. II. 

Exhortations to unity. 

I F there be, therefore, any confolation 
in Chrifl, if any comfort oMove, if a-- 
ny communication of the Spirit, if any 
bowels of mercies, 1 Fulfil ye my joy, 
that ye may be like minded, maintaining 
the fame love, having your fouls joined 
together in attending to the one thing 
(needful). 3 Let nothing be done thro* 
ftrife or vain-glcry ; but in lovvlinefs of 
mind let cach^iteem another better than 
thcmfdves. 4 Da not every one aim at 
his own intcrefts, but each of you aifo at 
(he interefts of others. 

5 Let the fame mind be in ydu, which 
was alfo in Chrift Jefus. 6 Whtrbeing 
in the form of God, he was not eager in 
retaining that likenefsto God (which he 
had before). 7 But emptied hinifelf (of 
that glory), taking upon him the form 
of a lervant, when made in the likenefs 
of men; 8 And being found in fifliion 
as a man, he humbled himfelf, and be¬ 
came obedient unto death, even the 
death of the crofs. 9 Wherefore God 
ilfohath highly exalted him, and given 
him a name which is above every name, 
10 That ^at the name of Jefus every 
knee flioulJ bow, of things in heaven, 6c. 
things on earth, and things under the 
the earth (infernals), 11 And that e- 
very tongue flTould confute that Jefus 
Chrift is Lord (of all), to the glory of 
God the Father. 

12 Wherefore, my beloved, as ye have 
always obeyed, not in my pretence only, 
but now much more in my abfenefi, 
work out your own falvation with fear 
and trembling : 13 For it is God wlu> 

woikotli in y<*u, both to will and to do of 
his good plcafure. 

14 Do all things without murmurings 
and dil'putings, 15 That ye may be 
bJamclete and hnrmlcte, the Ions of God 
without rebuke in the midft of a crook- 
r«l and perverfe nation, among whom 
lhine ye as elevated lights in the world, 
16 Holding out the word of life ; ^that I 
may rejoice iu the day of ChriQ: that I 

have nut run in vain.neither laboured in 

% ' 
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vain. 17 . For if I iliould even be of¬ 
fered up as a facrifice, having my blood 
poured forth as a drink offering, on the 
rainiftfation of your faith, I rejoice and 
congratulate you all therein. iS. For the 
fame caufe alfo do ye joy and rejoice 
with me. 

19 But I truft io the Lord Jefus to 
fend Timothy Oiortly unto you, that I al¬ 
fo may be comforted when I know your 
ftftte. ao For I have no man like mind¬ 
ed who will naturally take the c are of 
your affairs, ai For all feek their own, 
not the things which are Jefus ChriftY 
22 But ye know the proof of him, that ai 
a fon rtMth the father, he hath ferved 
with me in the gofpel. 

13 Him, therefore, I hope to fend pre- 
fently, fo foon as I (hall fee how it will 
go with me. 24 But I truft in the Lord 
that I alfo myfelf fliall come fhortly. 

25 Yeti fuppofed it neceffary to fend 
unto you Epaphroditus, my brother and 
companion in labour, and fellow-foldier, 
but your meffenger to me, and he that 
miniftered to my wants 26 For he long¬ 
ed after you all, and was full of heavr- 
nefs, becaule that ye had heard that he 
had been lick. 17 For- indeed lie was 
lick nigh unto death ; but God had mer¬ 
cy on him ; and not on him only, but on 
me alfo, left I ftiould have forrow upon 
forrow. 28 I fent him, therefore, the 
more carefully, that when ye fee him a- 
gain ye may rejoice, awf that I may be 
the le Is forrow ful. 

29 Receive him therefore in the Lord 
with all gladnefs, and hold furh in high 
estimation. 30 Becaufe for the work of 
thrift he was nigh unto death, not re¬ 
garding his life, to fupply the remainder 
of your beneficence to me. " 

CHAP. III. 

Paul nvarneth of Jalfe teachers. 
Inally, my brethren, rejoce in the 
Lord. To write the fame things 
(which 1 fpoke) to you, is not grievous 
to me, and it is fafe for you. 

2 Beware of (fuchj doge (as bi¬ 
gots), beware of evil workers, beware 
of the the concifion, (fcbifmatics). 3 
For we are the circumciGon, who wor- 
fiiip God in the fpirit, and rejoice in 
Chrift Jefus, and have no confidence in 
the flefli, (in forms, or the externals of 
religion). 4 Though 1 might alfo have 
confidence ir> the flelh. If any other 
man thinketh that he hath whereof he 
might truft in the Hefli, I more : 5 Cir- 

cumcifed the eighth day, of the ftock of 
lli ael, of the tribe of Benjamin, 4n lie- 
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brew of the Hebrews, (by both father 
and mother); 45 touching the law, a 
Pharifee; 6 Concerning zeal, perfect¬ 

ing the church ; touching the righteouf- 
nefs which is in the deiemonial law, 
hlaauelcfs. 7 But What, things were once 
ain to me, thofd I counted lots for Chrift. 

Yea, doubtlcfs, and I copnt all things 
but lot for the excellency of the know¬ 
ledge of Chrift Jefus my Lord; for whom' 
I have {offered the lofs of all things and 
do count them but dung that I may win 
Chrift, 9 And be foun^l in him, not ha¬ 
ving mine own righteoufnefs, which is 
of the ritual law, but that which is 
through the faith of Chrift, the righte¬ 
oufnefs which is of God by faith ; 10 

Savingly to know him, and the power of 
bis refurre&ion, and the fellowfliip of his 
fufferings, being made conformable unto 
bis death, (Gal. vi. 14.) 11 If by any 

means I might attain unto the fisft re- 
furre&ion of the dead, (1 Theft*, iv. j6), 
12 Not as though I had already attained 
to all, either were already perfect; but I 
follow after, if that I may apprehend that 
for which alio I am apprehended of Chrift 
Jefus. 

13 Brethren, I count not myfetf to have 
attained ; but this one thing I can fay, 
forgetting thofe things which are behind, 
and ft retching forth unto thofe things 
which are before, 14 I prefs toward the 
mark, for the prize of the high calling 
of God in Chrift Jefus. 

15 Let us, therefore,'as many as be up¬ 
right, be of this mind ; and if in any 
thing ye be other wife minded, God fliaU 
reveal even this unto you. 16 Never. 
thelefs, whereto we have already attain¬ 
ed, let us walk by the fame rule, let us 
mind the fame thing. 

17 Brethren, be imitators of me, and 
mark them who walk fo, as ye have us 
for an example. iS For many walk, of 
whom I have told you often, and now 
fcell you even weeping; that they are the 
enemies of the crofs of Chrift: 19 Whole 
end isdeftruclion, wbofe god is their bel¬ 
ly, and who glory in their fliaroe, who 
mind earthly things. 20 But we converfe 
as citizens of heaven ; from whence alfo 
we look for the Saviour, the Lord Jefus 
ChriH. ; 21 Who fhail transform our 

vile body, that it may be faftiioned like 
unto his glorious body, according to the 
working whereby he is able even to fub- 
je<5t all things unto kimleif.

Adffioniticm and inJiruEliom, 


T herefore, my brethren, dearly be- 
' loved'and longed for, my joy and 
crown, fo ftand faft in the (WorK of th^J 
Lotd, my dearly beloved, i I befeech 
Euodias, and befeech Syntyche, chat they 
be of the fame mind in the (woik of the) 
Lord 3 And I entreat thee alfo, the 
true Syzygus, help thofe women who la¬ 
boured with me in the gofpel, with Cle¬ 
ment alfo, and my other fellow-labour¬ 
ers, whofe names are in the book of life. 

4 Rejoice in the Lord alway ; and a- 
gain I fay, Rejoice. 5 Let your mode¬ 
ration be known unto all men. The Lord 
is at hand. (Rev. xx.ii. 12.) 6 Be anxi¬ 

ous for nothing ; but in every thing by 
prayer fit fupplication, with thankfgiving, 
let your requefts be made known before 
God. 7 And the peace of God, wljjc)i 
farforpaflethl all undemanding, fli^l 1 k eep 
your hearts and minds through Chrift Je¬ 
fus. 

8 Finally, brethren, whatfoever things 
ate true, whatfoever things are honeft, 
whatfoever things are juft^ whatfoever 
things are pure, whatfoever things are 
friendly, whatfoever things are of good 
report ; think on thefe things if there be 
any virtue, and if there be any praife iu 
them. 9 Thofe things which ye have 
Jearneftand received, and heard and’feen 
in me, do; and the God of peace fliall 
be with you. 10 But I rejoiced m the 
Lord greatly, that now at the laft your 
care of me hath flourifiied again wherein 
ye vfrere iudeed careful before, but ye lack¬ 
ed opportunity. 11 Not that I fpeak in 
refpedl of want; fof I have learned, in 
whatfoever ftate I am, therewith to be 
content. 42 I know both how to be a- 
bafed* and I know how to abound : eve¬ 
ry where and in all things, I am inftrucl- 
ed, both to be full and to be hungry, 
both to abound and to fufter need. 13 I 
can do all tilings through Chrift who 
fftengtheneth me. 14 Notwithftanding, 
ye have well done that ye did communi¬ 
cate relief to my afflictions. 15 For ye, 
Philippians, well knew, that in the be¬ 
ginning of the gofpel, when I departed 
from Macedonia, no church communicat¬ 
ed with me, as concerning giving and re¬ 
ceiving, but ye 6nly. 16 For even in 
Theflalonica ye fent once and again un¬ 
to my neccflity. 17 Not becaufe I defire 
a gift: but I defire that fruit may a- 
bound to your account. 18 But I have 
all, and abound ; I am full, having re¬ 
ceived of Epapkroditus the thingSxwhich 
were fent from you, an oduur cf a fweet 
ftrell, an acceptable Jiicrifice^ weli-plcaC- 
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kip to God. rp Bat my God fliftll fup T 
pfy all y«or wants, according to his riches 
in guodncfs, by Chrift Jefus. 

20 Now, to our God and Father tie 
glory for ever and ever. Amen. 

21 Salute every faint in Chrift Jefus. 
The brethren who are with me greet 


you, 22 All the faints falute you, chief¬ 
ly they that are of Ccftr’s houfehold. *3 
The grace of our Lord Jefus Chrift be 
with you all. Amen.

they be things in earth, or things in hea¬ 
ven. 

2\ And you, that were once alienated, 
and enemies in your minds by wicked 
works, hath he now reconciled, 22 In the 
body of his flefh by death , to prefent you 
holy, and.-unblanieble, and nnreprove- 
able, in his fight, 25 It ye continue in 

the taith grounded and fettled, a; d be 
not moved away from the hope of the 
gofpel, which ye have heard, ami which 
was preached to every creature which is 
under lieaven ; whereof I Paul am made 
a minifter ; 24 Who now rejoice in my 
fufteriDgs for you, and fill up in my flelh 
that which is wanting of the afliidtions 
of Chrift for hi* body’s lake, which is the 
church, (Adis ix. iv.J 25 Whereof I anv 
made a minifter, according to the dilpen- 
fation of God,.'which is given to me for 
you, to fulfil the word of God ; 26 Even 
the myftery which hath been hid from, 
ages, and from generations, but now is 
made manifeft to his faints; 27 To whom 
God would make known what., is the 
riches of the glory of this myftery among 
the Gentiles; which is, Chrift in you (by 
his grace) the hope of glory ; a8 Whom 
we preach, warning every man, and teach- 
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ing every mah in all wifdom, that we may 
profent every man pe.rfeft in Chrift Je- 
lus; 79 Whcreunto I alio labour, ftriv- 

ing according to His working, which 
worketh in nit mightily. 

CHAP. ir. 

Of W in trad it io its* 

F OR I would that ye knew what great 
conflidV I ha-ve for you, and for them 
at Laodicea, and for as many rs have not 
£en my face in the-flcfh ; 2 That the^r 

hearts might be comforted, being united 
in love, and having a-full and certain per- 
fiiafion of the riches of the’grace of the 
gofpel, to the acknowledgment of that' 
wyftery of God, even the Father, -and of 
Chrift; 3 In whom ^re hid all the trea¬ 
sures of wifdom and knowledge. 

'• 4 And this I fay, left; any man flionld 
deceive you with enticing-words. 5 For 
though I be abfent iiothc flefii, ye.t in fpi- 
l-it am I with you, joying and beholding 
your order, and the iledffrftnefs of your 
faith in Chrift. * 

6 As yc have, therefore, received Chrift 
Jefus the Lord, fo wail; ye ip him, (even 
as he walked) ; 7 Rooted and built up 

in him, evfcri eflablifticd in the faith, as ye 
have been taught, and abounding therein 
with thankfgiving. 

S Beware left any man fpoil you by pre¬ 
tended philosophy, and v?.:n aeceit, ac¬ 
cording to the tradition of men, (whether 
Jews or Gentiles), according to the.ele¬ 
ments of the world, (literary or ceremo¬ 
nial), but net according to thrift ; 9 For 
in him, (in his human nature, as a tem¬ 
ple), dwelleth all the fulnefs of the Divi¬ 
nity fubftantially. 10 Arid ye are com¬ 
plete in him, who is the head of iiU prin- 
cipality and power ; 11 Thro* whom al- 
fo ye are dreumrifed with the circumci- 
iion made without'hands, by putting off 
the body of the fins of the ficlh, in the 
cireumciiiun made ihio’ Chrift ; 1 2 Bu¬ 

ried with him in baptifm, wherein alfo 
ye are riien with him thro’ the faith of 
the operation of God, who hath ruifed 
him from the dead. (Rom. vi. 4. J 1 3 
And you, being dead in your fins, (un¬ 
der the dominion thereof ), and-the un- 
circumcifion (cr pollution of the 1 lifts) of 
your fltflj, hath lie quickened together 
with him, having ftorpven you all tref- 
pafles ; 14 Having blotted out, with re- 

fpetl to us, the hand-writing of Jewifh 
ordinances, which wae'againft us, (A<5t$ 
xv. io.) and hath taken it away, nail¬ 
ing at to his crofs, (whereby he hath 
cancelled it, Eph. ii. 14.) 15 And ha¬ 

ving fpoiled diabolic pricipalities and 
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powers, he made a triumphant fpetfVncle 
of.them openly, triumphing over them in 
the crofs, (as his Victorious chariot of 
war). 

16 Therefore, let nd-man judge you 
with .regard to meat ot-drink, (forbidden 
by the ceremonial law), or with refpcifi: 
to a feftival, or a new-mcon, or Jewifh 
fabbnlhs ;■ 17 Whifh were a rtiadow of 

good things to come but the body (:vml 
fubftanre they prefigured) is in the gof¬ 
pel of (.li rift. 

.. "iS Let no one (who may defire it) de¬ 
prive you of your reward, by an a Ac died 
humility, and the worfliip of angels, in¬ 
truding into thot which he bath not feen, 
vainly puffed up by his carnal (fenfual) 
mind ; 19 And not holding by (Chrift ) 

the head, Freni whom the whole body (of 
the churfh),being fupplied and compact¬ 
ed by (the union of) joiirts ard bands, 
increafe to the higheft degree in grace. 

20 Wherefore, if ye. be' dead v.i'Ji 
Chrift,, (as in baptifm ye pruftfs to be) 
from the elements of the world, (cere¬ 
monies and rites), why, as if ye were liv¬ 
ing in (fuch ages and places’of) the 
world, do ye meddle \yitli thefe appoint¬ 
ments, 21 (Touch not, tafte not, handle 
cot, 22 All which things tend to the 
corruption (of the gofpel), by the abufe 
thereof)* according to the commands amt 
doctrines of men ? 23 Which things have 
indeed a pretence of wifdom in will-wor¬ 
fliip, and voluntary humility, and fevtii- 
ty to the body, to the diflionourable fa- 
tisfying of the flefli, (and fenfual fan¬ 
cy)- 

C H A P. III. 

Of fitting 1 thrift. 

F ye then be Lfcn with Chrift (from 
tlm death in-fin, to the fpiritunl life), 
leek thofe things which are, abo.ve, where 
Chrift lit teih onthe right hand of God. 
2 Set your afttdlion on things Jjbove, rot 
on things on the earth: 3 For ye are 
dead (to fin and the woilri, ami delivered 
from rne power thereof), and jour new 
life is hid (from the world ) with Chrift 
in God. 4 When Chrift, w r ho is (the 
author cf) our life, fliall appear, then 
fliail ye alfo appear with him in gloiy. 

5 Therefore,-mortify (thole lulls that 
dwvell in ) your members which are upon 
the earth; fornication, uncleannefs,‘inor¬ 
dinate a Red; ion, evil concupifcence, and 
covetoufneIs, u hich is-idolatry : 6 Fcr 

which things’ fake the wrath of God 
coineth on tne children of disobedience ; 
7 Among whom ye alfo once walkid, 
when ye lived among them. fi But now 
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Chip. IV. 

yc alfo put away all ihcfe, rage, rcfent- 
mciit, malice, blafphemy, lewd converfa- 
tiui), out of your mouth. 9 Lie not .one 
to another, feeing that -yc Imve put ufF the 
old man, (the corrupt’ difpofition), with 
his evil deeds ; 10 And have put on the 

new man, (the good difpofition and con- 
duift), who is renewed m knowledge, af¬ 
ter the mage of him that created him: 
it Where there is no diftiiftion between 
Gentiles and Jews, the uncircumcifed 
and the ciivurncifed, Barbarian, Scythian, 
the fhve. and,the free man; but Chrift is 
(the Saviour of) all, and (rulesj in all. 

12 Put oil, therefore, as the eledl of 
God, holy and (.cloved, bowels of mercies, 
kitiilncfs, humbknrfs of mind, meeknefs, 
long-fullering ; 13 Forbearing one ano¬ 

ther, ami forgiving one another, if any 
man have a quarrel agninft ary; even as 
Chrift forgave you, fo alfo do ye. 

And, above all thefe things, put on 
Jpvc, which is the bond of all perfection. 
^5 And let the peace of God rule in your 
hearts, into the which alfo ye are called 
in one body (and church), and be ye 
thankful. 16 Let the word of Chrift 
tl well in you richly in all wifdom'; teach¬ 
ing nnd admonifliing one another in 
pfalms, and hymns, and fpiritual fongs, 
finging with grace in your hearts to the 
Lord, jy And whatfoever ye do in word 
nr deed, do all in the name of the Lord 
Jelus, giving thanks toGod, even the Fa¬ 
ther, through him. 

19 Wives, fubmit ymirfelves unto your 
own husbands, as it is lit, in the Lord. 19 
Vlulb.inds, love your wives, and be npt 
bitter aganift them. 20 Childrqjj, obey 
your pare ids in all things law ml; for 
this is wcJl-pIcafing to the Lord, at Fa 
thers.provoke not your children to wrath, 
left tiny be d Icon raged. 22 Servants, 0- 
bey *n all things lawful your in afters 
with refpnft to the flefli (».e. on e^rth, 
and in worldly things) ; not with eyc- 
l'ci vL'e, as nn n-pleafcrs ; but in fingle- 
refs of lieart, fearing God : 23 And 

whatfoever ) e do, do It heartily, as fo the 
Lord, and not unto men ; . 23 Knowing 
rl.at you fhall receive from the I»ord the 
mouipcnfe of an inheritance (in hca-’ 
vrti) ; fGr ye (liereio) ferve the Lord 
Chrift. 23 But he that doetli wrong 
/hall teceive for the wrong which he 
h;<t)idonc; and there is no refpeft of 
uci funs. 

CHAP. IV. •

Chap. IV. 

M asters, do unto your fervants 
juftice and equity ; knowing that 
ye alfp'have a Mafter in heaven. 

2 Continue in prayer, and watch there¬ 
unto. with thanklgiving ; 3 Withal, 

praying alfo for us, that God would open 
unto us a door of utterance, to fpeak the 
gufpel myftery of Chrift, for which I ant 
alfo in bonds; 4 That I may make it 
manifeft, as I ought lo fpeak. 

5 Walk in wifdom toward the heathens 
that are without (tin? ptile of the church), 
redeeming the time. 6 Let your fpcech 
be alway with grace, feafoned as witli 
fait, that ye may know how ye ought to 
anfwer every man. 

■ 7 All my Rate fliall Tychicus declare 
unto you, who is a beloved brother, and 
a faithful mini (ter, and fello.v fervant in 
the Lord: 8 Whom I "have feiU un¬ 

to youj -for the fame purpofe, "that he 
might know your eftate, and comfort 
your hearts; 9. With Onefimus, a faith¬ 

ful and beloved brother, who is one of 
you: they fliall make known unto you 
all things which are done here. 

10 Ariftarchus my fellow-prifoner falut- 
eth you, and John Mark, Gller’s fop id Bar¬ 
nabas, (touching whom ye received com¬ 
mandments: if he come unto you receive 
him ;) tl And Jefu?, whb is called Juf- 
tus. Thefe only are my fellow-workers 
unto the kingdom of God who are of the 
circumcifion, who have been a comfort 
unto me. 

12 Epaphras, who is one of you, a fer¬ 
vant of Chrift, faluteth you, always la¬ 
bouring fcf vent ly for you in prayers, that 
ye inay hand pcrfeil and complete in all 
the will of God. 13 For I bear him re¬ 
cord, tliht he hath 1 great zeal for vou, 
anil then that are in Laouicea, and 1 . in 
in Hierapclis. 

14 Luke, the belpved phyftcian, and 
Dcmus, greet you. 15 Salute the bre¬ 
thren who are in Laodicea, and Ny Al¬ 
phas, and the church which is in lii* 
bottle. 

16 And when this cpiftle is read a 
mong yon, caufe that it be read alfo ii 
the church of the Laudiceans; and tlia 
ye like wife read the epilllc frofti LaodLe 
(to me). 17 And fay to Arch i pirns, Tak 
heed to the miniftry which thou baft ic 
ccived in the Lord, that thiiu fulfil it. 

18 The falutntion of me Paul wit 
mine own hand. Remember my blind 
Grace*be with you. Amen.

THESSAL 
CHAP. I. 

Paul's tbankfgiving and prayer . 
AUL, and Silvanus, (i.e. Silas) and 
Timothy, unto the church of the 
■JTheflalonians, which is in (the love cf) 
God the Father, and that of the Lord Je- 
fus Chrift : Grace be unto you, and peace, 
from God our Father, and the Lord Je- 
fus Chrift. 

2 We give thanks to God always for 
you all* making mention of you in our 
-prayers; 3 Remembering always your 
works of faitli and labours of love, and 
patient hope in our Lord Jefus Chrift, 
before God, even our Father ; 4 Know¬ 

ing, brethren beloved, your election of 
God. 

5 For out gofpel came not unto you ;n 
word only, but alfo in the. power of the 
Holy Ghoft, arid in much aflurance; as 
ye knoiw what manner of men we were 
among you for your fakes. 6 And ye 
became imitators of ns and of the Lord 
jefus, having received the word in much 
affliction, with joy of the Holy Ghoft: 

7 So that ye were examples to all that 
believe in Macedonia and Achaia. 

8 For from you founded out the word 
of the-Lord, not only,in Macedonia and 
Achaia, but alfo in every place your faith 
toward God is nqifed abroad : fo that we 
need met to fpeak any thing. 9 For 
they (to whom we came_) declare con- 
cerning^us what manner of entering in 
we had unto you, and how ye turned 
to GodTrom idols to ferve the living and 
true God ; 10 And*to wait for his Son 

from heaven Whom he raifed from the 
dead, even Jefus who delivereth us from 
the wrath to. come. 

CHAP. It. 

How the gofpel was preached . 

F OR yourfelves, brethren, know our 
entrance in unto you, that it was 
not in vain : 2 But even when we had 

fufFcred before, and were fhamefully 
treated,..as ye know, at Philippi, we 
were bold in (the name of) our God to 
fpeak unto you the gofpel of God with, 
much contention. 

3 For our exhortation was not of de¬ 
ceit, nor of uncleannefs, nor in guile (like 
Pagans). 4 But as we were approven 
God to be put in truft with the go'pel, 
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even fo we fpeak; not as plcaftng mert, 
but God, who trieth, our hearts. $ For 
neither at any time ufed we flattering 
words, as ye know, nor a (fliew of piety 
for a) cloak of coveroufnels; God is wit- 
nefs. 6 Nor of men fought we glory, 
neither of you, nor yet of others, tho* we 
might have been burdenfome as the epof- 
tles of Chrift. 

7 But we were gentle among you, e- 
ven as a nurfe cheriflieth her children ; 
8 So being tenderly affedlionate towards 
you, we,were willing to have imparted 
unto you, not the gofpel of God only, but 
alfo our own fouls, becaufe ye were dear 
unto us. 

9 For ye remember, brethren, our la¬ 
bour and toils: for labouring night and 
day, becaufe we would not be burden¬ 
fome unto any of you, we preached unto 
you the gofpel of God. 

10 Ye are witnefles, and God alfo, 

Iiow holily, and juftly, and unblameably, 
we behaved ourfelves among you that be¬ 
lieve : 11 As ye know, how we exhort¬ 

ed, and comforted, and charged every 
one 01 you. as a Father doth his children,. 
12 That ye would walk worthy of God, 
who hath tailed you unto his kingdom 
of glory. 

13 For this caufe alfo thank we God 
without ceafing, becaufe, when ye recei¬ 
ved the word of God which ye heard 
from 11s, ye received it not as the word 
of men, but, as it is in truth, the word of 
God, which eiTe&ually worketh in you 
that believe. 

14 For ye, brethren, became imitators 

of the churches of God which are in Ju¬ 
dea in Chrift Jefus : for ye alfo have fuf- 
fered like things of your own country¬ 
men, even as they have of the Jews ; 15 
Who both killed the Lord Jefus and 1 heir 
own prophets, and have perlecuted us ; 
and they pleafe Hot God, and are contra¬ 
ry to all men' 16 Foibidding us to 
fpeak to the Gentiles that they might be ' 
faved; to fill up their fins always, for 
the wrath is coming upon them to the 
uttermoft. ; 

17 But we, brethren,being taken from 
you for a lhoit time in prefence, not in 
heart, endeavoured the mote abundantly 
to fee your face again with great jdefire*. 
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18 Therefc-e wc would have come unto 
you (even I Paul) once and again, but 
S.itan hindered us. 19 For what is our 
hope, or joy, or crown of rejoicing ? Are 
not even ye in the prefence of our Lord 
Jefus Cnriil at his coining ? ao For ye 
are our glory and joy. 

CHAP. III. 

Paul'* love to the Thejfalonians. 
Herepore, when we could no long¬ 
er forbear, we. thought it good to 
be left at Athens alone, ,2 And font Ti¬ 
mothy our brother, and minilter of God, 
and our fellow labourer in the gofpel of 
Cliri;t, to eltablilh you, and to comfort 
you concerning your faith ; 3 That no 

man fhould be moved by thefc afflictions: 
for yuurfolves know that we are appoint¬ 
ed thereunto. 4 For verily, when we 
were with you, we told you before that 
we fhould fuft'er tribulation, even as it 
came to pafs, and ye know. 

i For this caufe, when I could no long¬ 
er lorbcar, I fent to know your faith, left 
by any means the tempter fhould have 
tempted you,'and our labour fhould have 
been in vain. 

6 But now, when Timothy came from 
you unro us, and brought us good tidings 
of your faith and chanty, and that ye 
have good remembrance of us always, 
clefiring greatly to foe us, as we alfo to 
fee you ; 7 Therefore, brethren, we 

were comforted concerning you in all 
our affliction ami diftrefs, by your faith; 

B Fdr now we live (with comfort) if ye 
ftand Lift in (the grace of) the Lord. 

9 For what thanks can wc render to 
God Hgain for you, for all the joy where¬ 
with ‘wc joy for your fakes before our 
Cod ; 10 Night and day praying ex¬ 

ceedingly that we might lee your face 
and might perfect that which is lacking 
in your faith ? 

11 Now God hiinfclf even our Fa¬ 
ther and our Lord Jeliis Chrift, clear our 
way unto you. 12 And the Lord make 
you to increafe and abound in love one 
toward another, and toward all men, c- 
ven as we do toward you : 13 To the 

end he m iy itvudilh your hearts and you 
be tin b lam sable in holinef's before God 
even our Father at the appearing of our 
Lord Jefus Chrift with all Ins faintn. 

1 : HAP. 1 V. . 

Patti exhortvtk to Gudlinefs. 

F t J k Til krmore then wc befoech you, 
brethren, and exhort you for the 
the Lord Jefus fake, that as ye have re¬ 
ceived of us how ye ought to yvalk fo as 
to ple.ifo Gu.l, lo ye would abound more 


and more. a F<akye know what com¬ 
mandments we gavejhpuin the name of the 
Lord Jefus. 3 For tljfa is the will of God 
even your fan&ification, that ye fhould 
abflain from fornication : 4 That every 

one of you ihould know how to poflefs 
his corporeal vefTel in fandlincation and 
honour: 5 Not in the lull of concupif- 
cence, even 33 the Gentiles who know not 
God. 6 That no man go beyond and 
defraud his brother in any matter ; be- 
caufe that the Lord is the avenger of all 
fuch, aa We alfo have forewarned yon, 
and teftified. 7 For God h^h not cal¬ 
led us unto uncleanefs, hut unto holineii. 

8 He therefore that defpifeth, defpi- 
feth not man, but God, who hath allb gi¬ 
ven unto us the gifts of his Holy Spirit* 
9 But as touching brotherly love, ye need 
not that I write unto you ; for ye your- 
felvs are divinely taught to love one ano¬ 
ther. 10 And indeed ye do it toward 
all the brethren, who are in all Macedo¬ 
nia ; but I befoech you, that ye increase 
more and more ; it And that ye fludy 
to be quiet, and to do your own bufinefs 
and to work with your own hands, as 
we commanded you ; 12 That ye may 

walk honeftly toward the Pagans who 
are without, and that ye may have Jack 
of nothing. 

13 But I would not have you to be 
ignorant, brethren, concerning them who 
are afleep, that ye forrow not even as o- 
thers who have no hope. 14 For if ye 
believe that Jefus died, and rofe again, 
even fo theT) alfo who deep in Jefus will 
God bring with him (Trom the dead). 
15 For this we fay unto you by the word 
of the Lord, That we (even thofe of us 
Chriltians) who are alive at the coming 
of the Lord, ilia 11 not prevent them who 
are afleep. 16 For the Lord him feif fliall 
defeend from heaven with a fliout, with 
the voice of the archangel, and with the 
trump of God; and the dead in Chrift 
fliall rife firft. 17 And then they who* 
are alive fliall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in.the air: and fo fliall we be ever 
with the Lord. 

18 Wherefore, comfort one another 
with thefe words, 

CHAP. V. 

Of Chrijl's coming to judgment r 

B UT concerning the times and the fea- 
fonj, hretluren, ye have no need 
that I write unto you. * For yourfelves 
know perfectly, that the day.of the Lord 
fo cometh as a thief in the nighty (una¬ 
wares). 3 For when they fliall foy* 
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Peace and Fafety.tiflfr fuAden tteftru&ion 
tohleth upon thfefh ias travail upon a 
pregnant wom'ari ; -and they fliall not f- 
fckpfe. 

4 But ye, brethren, Hre UcJt in the 
darkrtefsoi'ignorance.thrH th:*t day fhould 
overtake you as a thief. 5 Ye are tfll 
the children of light, and the children of 
the day : we are ndt of the night nor of 
darkners. 

6 Therefore, let us not fleep (uncon¬ 
cerned,:) as do others; but let’us watch*, 
and he foher. 7 For they that fleep 
fleep in the night (in flaiknefs),ai l u , » they 
that be drunken are drunken in the 
night. 

3 But let us who are of the (gofpcl) 
day be ferber, putting on the breatt-plnte 
of faith and love, and for ah helmet the 
liope df falvation. 9 For God hath not 
appointed us to wrath, but to obtain frfl- 
vation by our lord Jefus Chrift, 10 
“Who died for usythnt whether we wake 
dr fleep, (be. alive t>r dead'), we fhonld 
live together with him, 11 Wherefore, 
Comfort yourttlves together, and edify 
one andtl^er even as alfo ye do; 12 And

P AUL and Silvanus, and Timothy, un- 
.. to,the chuich of the Theflaloniar.s 
in (covenant with) God ourTathcr, and 
the Lord Jefus Chrift, 

2 Gracebeunto you,fit peace,from God 
our Father, and the Lord Jefus Chrift. 

3 We are bound to thank God always 
for you, brethren, as it is meet, Leeaufe 
that your faith groweth exceedingly, and, 
.the love pf every one of you all coward 
each other abounderh. ~ 

4 So that we ourfclves-boaft of you in 
the churches cf God, for your patience 
and faith in ail yenr perfeeutiens and tri¬ 
bulations that ye endure ; 5 XVhich is a 

mamfeft token of the righteous judg¬ 
ment pf God (tocor.ve on yOur enemies) 
and that ye may he ebunted worthy of

10 For 
even when we were with you, this we 
commanded you, that if any would not 
work, neither fhould he eat. ti For we 
heav that there are fome who walk, a- 
nioug you dilbidcily, working not at all, 
but are impertinently l>ufy. 

iz Now them that are.fuch we com. 
in and, and exhort by our Lord Jefus 
Chrift. that with quietnefs they work, 
and eat their own bread. 


them the flrong delu(ion, fo that they 
fhould believe the lie (popery); iu 
That they all mig'it lie condemned who 
believed not the truth, but have plealure 
in unrightcouihcfs. 

13 But wc arc bound to give thanks 
alway to Gud for you, brelhen, beloved

CHAP. I. 

Timothy pvt in mind of bis charge. 

P AUL, an apoftle of Jefus Chrift, by 
the commandment of God our Savi- 
ouy, and the Lord Jefits thrift, who is our 
hope ; a Unto Timothy, my own fon in 
the faith: Grace, mercy, and peace, from 
God our Father, and Jefus Chrift our 
Lord. y 

3 As I befought thee to abide ftill at E- 
phefus.wheri I went into Macedonia,that 
thou mighteft charge foine that they 
teach no other dodlriue ; 4 Neither give 
hebd to Jewifh fables, ahd endlcfs genea¬ 
logies, which produce debates, rather 
than godly edification in the faith; fo 
do. 

5 Now, the end of the gofpel declara¬ 
tion is. Love, from a pure heart, and a 
good cjonfcience, and faith unfeigned; 6 
From which fome having fwerved, have 
turned afide unto vain jangling ; 7 De- 

firing to be teachers of the law ; under- 
ftanding neither what they fay, nor 
whereof they affirm. 8 But we know 
that the law is good, if a man ufe it law¬ 
fully ; 9 Knowing this, that the law is 

not made againft a righteous man, but 
the lawlefs and di(obedient, the Ungodly, 
and finners. unholy and profang, murder¬ 
ers of fathers, and murderers of mothers, 
aftaffins, 10 Whore mongers, Sodomiries, 
for men-ftealers for liars, for perjured per- 
foni, and if there be any other thing that 
is contrary to found doiftrine ; 1 1 Ac¬ 

cording to the glorious gofpel of the 
blefTed Grpd, which was committed to 
my truft. 

12 And I thank Chrift Jefus our Lord, 
who hath enabled me, for that he count¬ 
ed me faithful, putting me into the mi- 
niftiy; 13 Who was before a blafphe- 
mer, and a perfecutor, and ©pprelTor; 
but I obtained mercy, becaufe I did it 
ignorantly in unbelief. 

14 And the grace of our Lord was ex¬ 
ceeding abundant,.by faith and love, in 
Chrift Jefus. 

15 This is a faithful faying, and wor¬ 
thy of all acceptation, that Chrift Jefus 
came into the world to fave finners ; of 
whom I am chief. 16 Howbeit, for this 
caufe I.obtained mercy, that in me as the

chief, Jefus Chrift might fliew forth all 
Ion g-fu fie ring, for a pattern to them who 
fliouM hereafter believe on him to life e- 
verlafting. 

17 Now, unto the King eternal, im¬ 
mortal, invifible, the only wife God, be 
honour and glory for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

18 This charge I commit unto thee, fon 
Timothy, according to former prophecies 
concerning thee, that thou by minding 
them mighteft. war a gotid warfare ; 19 
Holding faith, and a good confcience ; 
Which iome having put away, roncerning 
faith have made (hip wreck; 20 Of whom 
is Hymeneus and Alexander ; whom I 
have delivered unto Satan, that they 
may learn not to blafpheme. 

CIIAP. II. 

It is meet to pray for all in en 

I Exhort, therefore, that, firft of all,. 

fupplications, prayers, interceffions, 
and giving of lhanks, be made for ail 
men; % For kings,and for aJI that are 
in authority ; that we may lead a quiet 
and peaccab e life in all godlinefs and ho* 
nefty ; 3 For this is good and acceptable 
in the fight of God our Father ; 4 Who 

wills that all men fbould be laved, knd 
come unto the knowledge of the tiutli. 

5 For there is one God, and one, 
mediator between God and men the 
man Chrift Jefus; 6 Who gave him- 

felf a ranfom -for all, to be teftified in 
due time. 7 Whereunto I nm appoint¬ 
ed a preacher, and an apoftle, (I fpeak 
the truth in Chrift,and lie not,) a teach¬ 
er of the Gentiles in faith and truth. . 

8 I will, therefore that men pray eve¬ 
ry where,, lifting up pure hands without 
wrath and doubting. 

9 In like manner alfo that women a- 
dorntheipfelves with decent apparel, with 
modefty and fobriety, not with plaited 
hair, or gfld,or pearls, or coftly garments; 
10 But (in what becometh women profef- 
fing godlinefs) with good works. 11 Let 
therfvoman learn in fiience with all fubjec- 
tion. 12But I luffer not a woman to teach, 
nor to ufurp authority over the man, but 
to be in fiience. 13 For Adam was firft 
formed, then Eve. 14 And Adam was 
not firlt deceived ; but the woman, bein£ 
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deceive 1, was firft in the trangreffion. *5 
Nt-verthelcfs, fhe' fhill be fave ' in partu- - 
rition, if they continue in taitli; charity, 
holinTs, and fobriery. 

, CHAP. III. 

Mow Liflsopt Jbould be qualified. 

T HIS ik a ime laving, If a man ([dire 
the office ()f a bilhop, (or overfeer 
of the flock), defircth a good work. 2 
A hilltop th^n mult be blamelr fs, the huf- 
band of one wile, watchful, fuber, of good 
behaviour, given to holpitality, fit to 
teach ; 5 Not one that fittcth long over 
wine, or ready to ftrike, not greedy of 
hafe gain ; but moderate, not given to 
contenriou, not a lover ol money ; 4 line 
that ruletli well hi* own houfe, having his 
children in lubjection with all gravity ; 

5 ( For if a man know not how to rule 
his own houle, how (hall he take care of 
the church of Cod ?) 6 Not a novice, 

lefl, Wing lifted up with pride, he fall 
into tftfc comlcmnation of the devil. 7 
Moreover, lit mult have a good report of 
them who are without (the church); left 
he fall into reproach, and the fnare of 
the .devil. 

8 (.ike wile muft the deacons be grave, 
not double -tongued, not given to much 
wine, not greedy of baft gain ; 9 Re¬ 

taining the myjtery of faith in a pure 
confciencc. 10 And let thofc all'o be firft 
proved ; and if found blaraelcfs, then let 
them ufe the office Of a deacon. 

11 Even fo muft their wives be grave, 
not (tenderers; fober, faithful in all 
things. 

11 Let the deacons be the hufbands of 
one wife, ruling thejr children and their 
own houfes well. 13 For they that have 
ufed the office of u deacon well purchase 
to tKemftlves a good degree, and great 
bnkfnefs in the faith winch i» in Chrlft 
Jefus. # 

14 rhefc things wric I unto thee, hop¬ 
ing to come ur.ic thee iliuitly : 15 But 

if I tarry lung, that thou mayeft know 
how thou oughteft to behave thytelf in 
the houfe of God, which is the church of 
the living God, as the pillar and fupport 
of the truth. 


times fame fliall apoftatize from the faith¬ 
giving heed ta deceitful fpirits, and doc¬ 
trines of daemons, 2 Thro’ the hypocri- 
fy of liais, whofe own confcience is fear¬ 
ed ; 3 Forbidding to marry, and com¬ 

manding to abftain from meats, which 
God hath created to be received with 
thankfgiving by them who belieand 
know the. truth. 4 For every creature of 
God is good, and nothing to be refufed,:

7' And thefe things give in charge, 
that they may be blamelefs. 

8 But if any provide not for his own, 
and fpecially for thofe of his own houfe, 
he hath denied the faith, and is worfe 
than on infidel. 9 Let not a widow be 
taken into the number (of dcaconeffes) 
under threefcore yeais old, having been 
thewife of one man, 10 Weil reported 
offer good works; if flic have brought up 
children, if file have lodged flrangers, if 
fhe have wafhed the faints feet, if fhe 
have relieved the afflided, if file have 
diligently followed every good work.

14 I will, therefore, that the younger 
women marry, bring up children, guide 
the houfe, give none occafion to the ad- 
verfary to fpeak reproachfully. 15 For 
feme are already turned afide after Sa¬ 
tan. 

16 If any man or woman that bcliev- 
eth have (relations that arej widows, let 
them relieve them, and let not the church 
be charged; that it may relieve them 
that are widows indeed. 

17 Let the elders that rule well be 
counted worthy of double honour, efpeci- 
ally they who labour (moftly) in the 
word and dodtrine. iS For the feripture 
faith. Thou fhalt not muzzle the ox that 
treadeth out the corn : and, The labour¬ 
er is worthy of his reward. 19 Againft 
an elder receive not an accufation, but 
before two or three witneffes. 20 Them 
that fin rebuke before all, that others al¬ 
fo may fear. 

ar I charge thee before God, and the 
Lord Jefus Chrift, and the eledl angels,. 
that thou obferve tbefe things, without 
preferring one thing before another, do¬ 
ing nothing by partiality. 22 Lay hands 
fuddenly on.no man (for the miniftry), 
neither be partaker of other men’s fins: 
kefep thyfelf pure. 13 Drink r.o longer 
water, but uf* a little ^yine for thy fto- 


mach's fake, and thine often infirmities. 
24 Some men's fins are manifeft before¬ 
hand^ going on to judgment; and fome 
privily follow after. 25 Like wife alfo 
the good works of lome are manifeft be¬ 
forehand ; and they that are otherwife 
cannot be hid (by modefty itfelf). 
CHAP, VI. 

Of the duty of fcwants. 

L E T as many fervants as are under 
the yoke count their own mailers 
worthy all honour, that the name of 
God and his dodlrine be not blafphemed. 
2 And they that have believirg mafters, 
let them not defpife them, becaufe they 
are brethren.; bu^ rather do “‘them fer- 
vice, becaufe they are faithful and belov¬ 
ed, partakers of the fame benefit with 
them. Thefe things teach and exhort. 

3 If any man teach otherwife, and 
confent not to wholefome words, even 
the words of our Lord Jefus Chrift, and 
to the dodlrine which is according to 
godiinefs, 4 H*e is proud, knowing no¬ 
thing, but doting about queftions, and 
ftrifes of words, whereof comcth envy, 
ftrife, railings, evil-furini lings, 5 Per- 
verfe difputings of men of corrupt minds, 
and deftitute of the truth, fuppofmg that 
gain is godiinefs: from fuch withdraw 
thyfelf. 

6 But godiinefs with contentment is 
great gain. 7 For we brought nothing 
into the world, and it is certain we can 
carry nothing out. 8 And having food 
and raiment, let us be therewith con¬ 
tent. 

9 But they that will be rich fall into 
temptation, and a fnare, and into many 
foolifli and hurtful lulls, which drown 
men in ruin and deftrudlion. 10 For the 
love of money is the root of all evil; 
which, while fomc coveted after, they 
have erred from the faith, and pierced 
themfelves through with many furrows. 

11 But thou, O man of God, flee thefe 
things; and follow after righteoufnefs, 
godiinefs, fidelity, love, patience, meek- 
nefs. .12 Fight the good fight of faith, 
lay hold on eternal life, whereunto thou 
art alfo called, and halt profbfled a good 
profefiion before many witnefies. 

13 I give thee charge in the fight of 
God, who quickeneth all things, and be¬ 
fore Chrift jefus, who be*ore Pontius Pi¬ 
late witnefl'ed a good confeflioD, 14 That 
thou keep this commandment without. 
fpot, unrebukeable, until Ahe appearing 
of our Lord Jefus Chrift; *5 Which in 
bis times he lball fliew, who is the blelT,. 
ed and only Potentate, the King of kings,

immortality (in hirofelf) ; dwelling in 
the light which no man can approach 
unto ; whom no man hath feen, nor can 
fee; to whom be honour and power ever- 
Jafting.

17 Charge them that are rich in this 
world that they be not high-minded, nor 
trull in uncertain riches, but in the living 
God, who giveth us richly all things to 
enjoy; iS That they do good, that they 
be rich in good works, ready to diftributc, 
willing to communicate ; 19 Laying up

in ftore for themfelves a good foundation 
againft the time to come, that they may 
lay hold on eternal life. 

20 O Timothy, keep that which is 
committed to thy trull, avoiding profane 
and vain babblings, and oppositions of 
feience falfcly fo called; at Which fome 
profe fling, have erred from the faith. 
Grace be with thee. Amen.

P AUL, an apoftle of Jefus Chrift by the 
will of God, according to the pro. 
mife of life in Chr»ft Jefus, 2 To Timo¬ 
thy, my dearly beloved fon; Grace, mer¬ 
cy, and peace, from God the Father, and 
Chrift Jefus our Lord. 3 I thank God, 
whom I ferve from my forefathers' (ex¬ 
ample), with pure confciencc, that with¬ 
out ceafmg I have remembrance of thee 
in my prayers night and day; 4 Great¬ 

ly defiring to fee thee, being mindful of 
thy tears, that I may be filled with joy; 
5 When I c all to remembrance the un¬ 
feigned faith that is in thee, which dwelt ’ 
firll in thy grandmother Lois, and thy 
mother Eunice, and I am perfuaded that 
in thfe alfo. 

6 Wherefore I put thee in remem¬ 
brance, that thou flir up the gift of God 
which is in thee, by the putting on of my 
hands; 7 For God hath not given u* 
the fpirit of fear, but of fortitude, and of 
love, and of ivifdom. 

8 Be not thou, therefore, afliamed of 
the tdlimony of our Lord, nor of me his 
prifuner: but be thou partaker of the af¬ 
flictions of the gofpel, according to the 
power of God ; 9 Who hath laved us, 

having called us by an holy calling, not 
according to our works, but according 
to his own purpofe and grace, which was 
given us in Chrift Jefus before the world 
began; to But is now made manifest 
by the appearing of our Saviour Jefus 
Christ, who hath abolifhed death, and 
bath thrown light on life and immortali¬ 
ty by the gofpel: II Whereunto I am 
appointod .1 preacher, and an apostle, and 


a teacher of the Gentiles. 

12 For the which caufe I alfo fufler 
thefe things; nevertheless I am not a- 
fhamed'; for I know whom I have believ¬ 
ed, and I am perfuaded that he is able to 
keep that (foul) which I have commit¬ 
ted unto him against that day. 

13 Hold fast the form of found words, 
which thou hast heard of me, in faith 8c 
love which is in Christ Jefus. 14 That 
good thing (the truth) which was com¬ 
mitted unto thee keep by the (aids of) 
the Holy Ghost, which dwelleth in us. 

:$ This thou knowest, that all they 
who are in Alia be turned away from 
me; of whom are Phygellus and Her- 
mogenes. 16 The Lord give mercy un¬ 
to the houfe of Oneliphorus; for he oft 
refrefhed pie, and was not afliamed of 
my chain ; 17 But when he was in 

Rome he fought me out very diligently, 
and found me, 18 The Lord grant unto 
him, that he may find mercy of the Lord 
in that day ; and in how many things he 
ministered unto me at Ephelus thoa 
knowest very well.

Paul exhortetb Timothy. 

T HOU, therefore, my fon, be strong 
in the grace that is of Christ JefUs. 
2 And the things that thou hast heard of 
me among many witnefles, the fame 
commit thou to faithful men, who fliall 
be able to teach others alfo. 

3 Thou, therefore, endure hardships, 
as a good foldicr of Jefus Christ. 4 No 
man that Warreth entangleth hunfelf 
with the affairs of this life, that he may

trouble, as an evil-doer,even unto bonds; 
but the word of God is pot bound, io 
T herefore I endure all things for the 
eledtVfakes, that they may alfo obtain 
the. falvation which is by Chrilt Jefus 
With eternal glory. ! - ■_ 

n It is a'faithful faying, For if we 
be dead with him (to the world and fin), 

* we (hall alfo live with him ? il If we 
fuffer, wc fiiall alfo reign with him j"if 
we deny him, he alfo will deny us; I j 
' If we are unfaithful, yet he abidetli faith¬ 
ful ; he cannot deny himfelf. 

14 OF thefe things put them in re¬ 
membrance, charging them before the 
Lord that they ftrive not about words to 
no profit, but to the fubverting of the 
hearers.. 15 Study to fliew thyfelf ap¬ 
proved unto God, a workmafi that need- 
eth not to be alhamed, rightly dividing 
the word of tmth. 16 But fliun profane 
and vain babblings, for they will Lncreafe 
unto more ungodlinefs. 17 And tbeir 
■words will eat as doeth a gangrene, 
of whom is Hymeneus'and Philctus ; 
18 Who" concerning the truth have er¬ 
red, faying, thfct the rtfurredlion be¬ 
ing fpiritual only is paft already,and over¬ 
throw the faith of fome. 

19 Neverthelefs . the foundation of 
God ftandeth firm, having this fcal, with 
a double fignature and confirmation, The 
Lord approveth them that are his. And 
Let every one that calls upon the name of 
Chrift depart from iniquity. 20 But in 
a great houfe there ate not only vefiels 
of gold and of filver, but alio of wood 
and of earth; and fome to honour 
and feme to difhonourable ufes. 21 If 
a man; therefore purge himfelf from thefe 
men he fhall be a veffei of honour, fan<5li- 
ified, and meet for the mailer's ufe, and 
prepared unto everygood work. 

22 ; Flee alfo youthful lufts, but follow 
righteoufnefs, fidelity, love, peace, to- 
w,ards<thera that call on the Lord out of 
a pure heart., 23 But foolifh and unlear¬ 
ned queftions avoid, knowing that they 
do gender flrifes. 24 And the fervant 
of the Lord muft not ftrive ; but be gen¬ 
tle unto all men, apt to teach, patient, 
25 Jn meeknefsiqftrufting thgfe that.op-

pofe themfelves ; if God by .any means 
will give to them repentance to the ac¬ 
knowledging of the truth ; 2 6 And that 
tljey may awake out of the fnave of the

CHAP. III. 

Perilous times in the In(l days. 

HIS know.alfo, that in the laft days 
perilous times -fh all come. 2 For 
men fliall be lovers of their own felvcs. 
lovers of money boa Iters, proud, blaf- 
phemers, difobediem to parents, unthank¬ 
ful, unholy, 3 Without natural af- 
ffection, implacable, talCe accnfers, in¬ 
temperate, fierrt, defpilers of thole that 
are good, 4 Traitors, heady, haughty 
lovers of pleafurc more than lovers of 
God ; 5 Having a form of godlinefs, 

but denying the power theleof; from 
fuch tgrn away. . 

.6 For of this fort are they who creep 
into houfes, and lead captive filly women 
laden with fius, led away with diverfe 
lulls; 7 Ever learning, and never able 
to come to the knowledge of the truth. 

8 Now .as Jannes and Jambrcs with- 
ftood' Moles, fo do thcTe alfo refill the 
truth: men of corrupt mindS, reprobate 
.concerning the faith. 9 But they fliall 
proceed no farther : for-their folly fliall 
be manifeft unto all men, as their’s aifo 
was. 

10 But thou haft fully known my doc¬ 
trine, manner of life, purpofe, fidelity, 
long-fullering, love, patience. 11 Per- 
fecutions, afflictions, which came unto 
me at Antioch, at Icomum, at Lyltra, 
what perfecutipns I endured ; but out of 
them all the Lord delivered me. 12 Yea 
and all that will live godly in Chrift Je¬ 
fus fliall fuffer perfecution. 13 But evil 
men and feducers fliall wax worfe and 
worfe, deceiving, and being deceived. 

i4^But' continue thou in the things 
which thou haftlearned, and haft bcenaf- 
fured of knowing of whomthouhaft lear¬ 
ned them ; 15 And that from a child thou 
haft known the holy feriptures, which are 
able to make thee wife unto falvation, 
through faith in Chrift Jefus. 

16 A11 feripture is given by infpiration 
of God, and is profitable for dodlrine, 
(for convidlion) for reproof, for inftruc- 
tion in righteoufriefs. 17 That the man 
of God may be complete thoroughly fit¬ 
ted unto all good works. 

CHAP. IV. 

Paul's charge tv Timothy,

Chap. I. 

I Charge thee, therefore, before God 
and the Lord Jefus thrill, who (hall 
judge the quick and the dead at his ap¬ 
pearing in his kingdom. 2 Preach the 
word; be inflaut in feafon, out of fea- 
fon ; convince, rebuke, exhort with all 
long fullering and doftrine. 3 For the 
time will come when they will net en¬ 
dure found «lu< 5 lrine ; hut, having itching 
ears after their own lulls, fliall they heap 
to themfclvesteachers. 

4 And they lhall turn away their ears 
from the truth, and fliall be turned unto 
fables. 

j But watch thou in all things, en¬ 
dure afflictions, do the work of an evan- 
gelift, accomplilh thy miniflry. 6 Fori 
am now ready to be offered to die, and 
the time of my departure is at hand. 7 
1 have fought a good fight, I hare finifli- 
ed my courfe I have kept the faith. 8 
Henceforth there is laid up'for roe a 
crown of righteoufnefs, which the Lord, 
the righteous judge, fliall give me at that 
day ; and not to me only, but unto all 
them alfo that love his appearing. 

9 Do thy diligence to come fhortly 
unto me ; to For Demus hath forfaken 
me having loved this prefent world, and 
is departed unto Thciralonica, Crcfcens 
to Galatia, Titus unto Dalmatia. 11 On¬ 
ly Luke is with me. Take Mark, and 
bring him with thee, for he is profitable 
to me for the miniflry. 11 And Tychi- 
cus have I lent to Ephefus. 


Chap. I. 

13 The chefl of books'that I left at 
Troas.with Carpus, when thou come ft 
bring with thee, and the books, blit ef- 
pecially the parchments. 

14 Alexander the copper-fmith did the 
much evil ; the Lord will reward him ac-> 
cording to his work?; 15 01 whom 
be thou ware alio ; for he hath greatly 
u ithfluod 0111 wolds. 

16 At my firft anfwer no man ftood 
with me, but all men forfook me ; I pray 
Gnd that it may not be laid totheir charge. 
17 NotyithflamUng the Lord ftood with 
me, and flrengthened me; that by me 
the preaching might be fully known, 
and that all the Gentiles might hear, 
and I was delivered out of the mouth of 
the lion.’ 18 And the Lord lhall deliver 
me from every evil work, and will pre¬ 
serve me unto his heavenly kingdom ; to 
whom be glory for ever. Amen. 

19 Salute Prifcila and Aquila, and 
the houfchold of Qneflphorus. 20 Eraf- 
tus abode at Corinth; but Trophimus 
have I left at Miletus lick: 11 Do thy 
diligence to come before winter. Eubu- 
lus greets thee,and Pudens, and Limis,amf 
Claudia, and ail the brethren, ai The 
Lord Jefut Chrilk be with you : the fgi- 
rit of grace be with you all. Amen.

which Cod, that cannot lye, promifed be¬ 
fore the world began ; 3 But hath in due 
time manirefled-by his .word through 
preaching, which is committed unto me 
according to the commandment of God 
our Saviour ; 4 To Titus, mine own 

foil after the common faith; Grace, 
mercy, and peace, from God the Father, 
and the Lyid Jefus Chrift our Saviour, 

5 For this eaufe left I tlfee in Crete, 
that thou flioultleft fetin order the things

that are wanting, and ordain ejdersine. 
very city as I had appointed thee. 6 If 
any be blamelefs, the hulband of one 
wife, having children believing, rot ac- 
cufed of riot, or unruly. 7 For a bilhop 
moft be blamelefs, as the Reward of God, 
not felLwilled, not foon angry, not giv¬ 
en to wine, no ftriker not .greedy of 
bafe gain. 8 Butja lover of hofpitality, 
a lover of good men, fober, juft, holy, 
temperate; 9 Holding faft the faithful 
word as he hath been taught, that he 
may be able in found-doctrine both tain- 
ftruct and to convince the gainfayers. 

10 For there are many unruly and 
vain talkers and deceivers, specially they 
of the circumcifion ; 11 WJiofe mouths 

muft be flopped ; who fubvert whole 
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houfes, teaching thitiga which they ought 
not, for the fake of bafe gain. ia One 
.of themfelves, even the poet of.theirjawn, 
Epimenides, faid. The Cretians are al- 
wayliars, favagebeafts, flow-bellies, glut¬ 
tons. 

13 This witnefs is title, wherefore re¬ 
buke them lharply, that they may 1?e 
found in th<; faith; 14 Not giving 

heeil to JewUh fables, and command¬ 
ments of men, that pervert the truth. 

, 15 Unto the pure all things are pure, 

but unto them that are defiled and un¬ 
believing is nothing pure; but even 
their mind and. confcfence is defiled. 
1 6 They profefs that they know God, but 
in works they deny him; being-abomina¬ 
ble, and difobedient, and unto every good 
work reprobate, 

CHAP. II, v 
Direions given to Titus , 

UT fpcak thou the things which be¬ 
come found doctrine; 2 That the 

aged men may be fober, grave, tem¬ 
perate, found in faith, in love, in pati- 
;en<;e. 

3 The aged women likewife, that they 
he in behaviour as becdmeth holinefs, 
not falfe accufers, not given to much wine 
teichers of good things; 4 That they 
«ay teach the young women to be fober, 
to love their hufl>and9; to love their chil¬ 
dren ; 5 To be difereet, chafte, keep¬ 

ing at home, good, obedient to their own 
hufbands, that the word of God be not 
blafphemed. 

6 Young men likewife exhort to be 
fober. 7 In all things fliewing thyfelf a 
pattern of good works ; in doctrine (hew¬ 
ing uncorruptnefs, gravity, finceiity, 8 
Sound fpeech that cannot be Confuted 
that he that is of the contrary part may 
be afhamed, having no evil thing to fay 
of you. 

9 Exhort fervants to be obedient unto 
their own mailers, and to pleafe them 
well in all things ; not anfwering again ; 
10 Not defrauding, but fliewing ail good 
fidelity ; that they may adorn the doc¬ 
trine of God our Saviour in all things. 

n For the grace of God that bring- 
eth falvation hath appeared to'all men, 

1 z Teaching us, that denying ungodli¬ 
ne fs and worldly lulls, we ihould live fo- 
berly, righteoufly, and godly, in this pre- 
fent" world ; 13 Looking for that blef- 

fed hope, and the glorious appearing of 
the great God and. our Saviour Jefus . 
Chrift ; 14 Who gave himfelf (to die} 


for ui, that he might redeem us from all 
iniquity, and purify unto himfelf a pe¬ 
culiar people^ zealous of good works. 

15 Tliefe things fpeak, and exhort, and 
rebuke with ajl authority. Let no man 
defpife thee. 

CHAP. in. 

Dire 61 ions for condu6l. 

P UT them in mind to be fubjeft to 
principalities and powers, to obey 
magiftrates, to be ready to every good 
work, 2 To calumniate no man, to be 
no brawlers, but gentle, fliewing all 
meeknefc unto all men. 

.3 -For we ourfelves alfo were fome- 
times foofifli, difobedient, deccived.fer- 
ving diverfe lulls and pleafures, living in 
malice and envy, hateful, and hating one 
another. 4 But after that the kindnefs 
and love of God our Saviour toward man 
appeared, 5 Not by works ofrighteouf- 
nefs whfeh we have done, but according 
to his mercy he faved us, by the walking 
of regeneration, even the renewing of 
the Holy Ghoft; 6 Which be Ihed on 
us abundantly by Jefus Chrift, our Savi¬ 
our J 7 That being juft ilied by his grace 
we Ihould be made heirs according to the 
hope of eternal life. 

8 This is a faithful faying, and theft 
things I .will that thou affirm conftantly, 
that they who have believed in God 
might be careful to maintain good works: 
thefe .things are good and profitable unto 
men. 9 But avoid foolilh queftions, and 
genealogies, and contentions, and ftrifes 
about the law; for they are unprofi¬ 
table and vain. 

10 A nian that is an herctick, after 
the firft and fecond admonition, rejedl; 
11 Knowing he that is fuch is perverted, 
and ftnneth, being felf-condemned. 

12 When I fhall fend Artemas unto 
thee,or Tychicus,be diligent to come un¬ 
to me to Nicopolis ; for I have determi¬ 
ned there to winter. 13 Bring Zenas 
the lawyer and A polios on their jouTney 
diligently, that nothing be wanting unto 
them. 14 And let our’s alfo learn to 
maintain good works for necelTary ufes, 
that they be not unfruitful. 

15 All that are with me falutethee. 
Greet them that love us in the common 
faith. Grace be with you all. Amen.

Of Philemon's love. 

P AUL, a piiloner lor llir caufe of Je- 
. fui thrift, and Timothy our bro¬ 
ther, unto Philemon out dirarly beloved 
and fellow-labourer ; i And to our belo- 
veJ Apphia, and Archippus our fcllow- 
foldirr, and to the church in thy houfe: 
3 Grace to you, and peace from God our 
Father, and the Lord Jefus Chrift. 

4 I thank my God, making mention 
of thee always in my prayers, 5 Hearing 
of tne faith which thou halt toward the 
Lord Jefus, and of thy love to all the 
faint9; 6’ That the communication of 
thy faith may become effectual, by the 
acknowledging of every good thing which 
is in you towards Jefus Chrilt. 7 For 
we have great joy and confutation by thy 
love becaufe tbc bowels of the faints are 
refreshed by thee, brother. 

8 Wherefore though I might be much 
bold of the authority of Chrift to enjoin 
thee that which is convenient, 

9 Yet, for love’s fake, I rather befeech 
thee, being fuch an one as Paul the aged, 
aod now aTfo a prifoncr of Jefus Chrift. 

I« I befeech thee for my fon Onefi- 
mus, whom I have begotten in my bonds, 
11 Who in time part was to thee un¬ 
profitable, but now profitable to thee and 
to me ; tz Whom I have fent again : 
thou therefore receive him as it were 
mine own bow ls; 13 Whom I would 
have retained with me, that in thy (lend 
he night have mmiftered unto me in the 


bonds (Coffer Tot) the gofpel. 14 But 
without thy mind would I do nothing ; 
that thy benefit flirmld not he as it were 
of neceflity, but willingly- 15 Forper- 
haps he therefore w as feparated for afea- 
fon, that thou Ihouldft receive him fore¬ 
ver ; 16 Not now as a fervant, buta- 

bove a fervant, a beloved brother, fpe- 
cially to me, but how much more unto 
thee, both in the flelh and in theLord,na- 
turaily and fpiritually. 

17 If thou count me therefore a part¬ 
ner, receive him as myfelf; 18 If he 

hath wronged thee, or oweth thee ought, 
put that on mine account ; 19 I Paul 

have written it with mine own hand, 
I will repay it; albeit I do not fay to 
thee how thou oweft unto me even thine 
own felfbefules. 

20 Yea, brother, let me have joy of 
thee in the Lord : refrelh try bowels in 
the Lord. 21 Having confidence in thy 
obedience I wrote unto thee, knowing 
that thou wilt alfo do more than I fay. 
22 But withal prepare me alfo a lodg r 
ing ; for I truft that through your pray¬ 
ers I (hall be given unto you. 

23 Epaphrus, my fetiow-prifoner in 
Chrift Jefus, fnlutcs thee ; 24 Marcus, 

Ariftarchus, Demas, Luke, my fellow- 
labourers. 

25 The grace of our Loid Jefus Chrift 
be with your fpirit. Aipen.

Chrijl preferred above all angels. 

O D, wlto hath at many times, and 
in various manners of old, lpoken 
to the fathers by the prophets, 1 Hath 
in tliefc lall days lpoken unto Ms by his 
Son, whom he hath appointed heir (and 
poffdlbr) of all things, by whom alfo he 
made the worlds ; 3 Who, being the 

brigbtnefs of bis glory, and the espr?ft

imprellion of his perfon, and upholding 
the univerfe by the word of his power; 
when he had by himfelf purged away 
our fins, fat down on the right hand of 
the Majefty on higli; 4 Being ia ade fo 

much fuperior to the angels, as he hath 
by inheritance obtained a more excellent 
name than they. 5 For unto which of 
the angels find he at any time, Thou art 
my Son, this day have I begotten thee ?

Chap. II. 

(Adis liti. 33.) And again, I will be to 
him a Father, and he fliall be to* me a 
Son? 6 And again, when lie btingeth 
in the firft-begotten into the world, he 
faith, And let all the angels of God wor- 
fliip him. (Pfal. xcvii. 7.) 7 And of 

the angels he faith, Who imketb his an¬ 
gels fpiritsi and his minifteis a flame of 
fire. 8 But unto the Son he faith. Thy 
throne, 6 God, is for ever and ever ; a 
fceptit of lighteoufnefs is the fceptre of 
thy kingdom ; - 9 Thou haft loved righ- 
teoufnefs, and hated iniquity ; therefore 
God, even thy God, hath anointed thee 
with the oil of gladnefs above thy aflfo- 
ciates (the angels).' -10 And, Thou, 
Lord, in the beginning haft laid the foun¬ 
dation of the earth ; and the heavens are 
the works of thine hands: 11 They fliall 
perifh, but thou remaineft ; and they all 
mall wax old, as doth a garment; 12 And 
as a mantle fhalt thou fold them up, and 
they fliall be changed ; but thou art the 
fame, and thy years lhall not fail. 

13 But to which of the angels faid he 
at any time, Sit <Jn tny right hand, until 
I make thine enemies thy footftoel ? i4 
Are they not all miniftcring lpirits, fent 
forth to miniiler for them who fliall in¬ 
herit falvation ? 

CHAP. IT. 

We muji be obedient to Chrijl. 
HerefORE we ought to give the 
more eameft he"ed to the things 
which we have heard, left, at any .time 
we Ihould let them flip. 2 For if the 
word (the Mofaic law) fpoken by angels 
was ftedfaft, and every tranfgreftion and 
difobedience received a juft recompenfe 
of reward ; 3 How fliall we efcape if 

we negledl fo great falvation ; which at 
the firft began to be fpoken By the Lorcf, 
and was confirmed unto us by them that 
heard him ; 4 God alfo bearing them 

witnefs, both with figns and wonders, 
and with diverfe miracles, and gifts of the 
Holy Ghoft, according to his own will ? 
5 For unto the angels hath he not put in 
fubjedUon the world to come, (the Iaft 
dilpenfation), w-hercof we fpeak. 

6 But one in a certain place teftified, ; 
faying, What fs man, that t,hcu art mind- 
'ful of him ? or the fonof in an, that them 
regardeft him ? 7 Thou in a deft 'him a 

little lower than the angels; Ihou c rown- 
edlt him with glory and honour, and 
didft fet him over the works of thy 
hands; 8 Thou liaft put all things in 
fubjedtion under his lect. For in that he 
put all in fubjedtion under him, he left 
nothing that i$ not put uuder him. But

now we Tee not yet all things, put under" 
him: .9 But we fee Jefns, vfrho was made 
a little lower than the angel* for the 
fuftering of death, crowned with glo¬ 
ry and honour ; that he by the grace of 
God fhould tafte death for every "man. 
10 For it became him, for whom are all 
things, and by whom are all things, in 
bringing many fons unto glory, to confe- 
crate the Captain of their falvation thro* 
fufferings. 1 1 For both he that fandli- 
fieth and they who are fandlified are all 
of one ftock; for which caufe he is not a- 
fliamed to call them brethren; r 2 Saying, 
I will declare thy name (O God) unto 
my brethren ; in the midft of the church 
Vill I ling praife unto thee. 13 And a- 
gain, 1 will put my trull in him. And a- 
gain, Behold I and the children . which 
God hath giyen me. 

14 Forafmuch then as the children are 
partakers offlefh and blood, he alfo him- 
lelf like wife took part.of the fame ; that 
through death he might depofe him that 
had the power of death, that is, the 
devil; 15 And deliver them who thro* 

fear of death were all their life-time fub- 
jedfc t© bondage. 

1 6 For verily he took not hold of the 
angels ; but he took hold of the feed of 
Abraham. 

17 Wherefore in all things it behoved 
him to be made like unto his brethren ; 
that he might be a merciful and* faithful 
high pneft in things pertaining to God, 
to make reconciliation for the fins of the 
people. 18 For in that he hirofelf hatty 
Buffered, being tempted, he is able to fuc- 
cour them that are tempted. 

CHAP. III. 

Christ's worthinefs above'Mcfcs. 

W herefore, holy brethren, partak¬ 
ers of the heavenly calling, con- 
fider the Apoftle and High Pritft of our 
profeflion, Chrift J^lus ; 2 Who was faith¬ 
ful to him that appointed him, ai alfo 
Mofes was faithful for all his houfe (or 
church) 3 For he was efteemed wor¬ 
thy of more honour than Mofes, in pro¬ 
portion to the degree in which the buil 7 
der of the houfe (the head and founder 
of the family ) lias more liononT than a- 
ny perfou in the houfe. 4 For every 
houlc hath foine builder ; but he that 
built all things is God. 5 And Moles 
verily was faithful in all his houfe as a 
fervant, for a teftimony of things after¬ 
wards to be fpoken. 6 But thrill as a 
fon in his own houfe ,’whofehoufe. wt are 
,if we hold fall the confidence, even the 
rejoicing of our hope, firm Ubto the end. 
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7 Wherefore, as the Holy Spirit faith, To¬ 
day, if ye will hear his voice, (Tfal. xcv. 
7 .) 8 Harden not your hearts, as in the 

provocation, in the day of temptation* in 
the wilderncfs : 9 When your fathers 

tempted me, proved me, fit faw my works 
forty years. 10 Wherefore I was angry 
with that generation, and laid, They do 
nlivay err in their heart; and they have 
not known my ways. 11 So I fware in 
my wr >rh, That they fliould not enter 
into my reft, (in Canaan). 

xi Take heed, brethren, left lli«*re be 
mi any of you an evil heart of unbelief, in 
apofhitizing from the living God. 13 But 
exhort one another daily, while it is yet, 
To-day ; l. ft any of you be hardened 
through tin* deceitfultiefs of fin. 14 For 
wr are made partakers of Chrift’s bene- 
iirs, if we hold the beginning of our con¬ 
fidence ftedfalt unto the end ; 15 For as 

much as it is fa id, To-day, if yc will hear 
his voice, harden not your hearts, as in 
the provocation. 16 For fome, who 
heard, did provoke him; howbeit not all 
tint came out of Egypt by Mofes, 17 
And with whom was he provoked forty 
years > was it not with them that had 
finned, whole car cafes fell in the wilder- 
nefs? 18 And to whom fware he that 
they fiiould not enter into his reft, but to 
them that obeyed not ? 19 And we fee 

that they could not enter hecaufe of un¬ 
belief.. 

CHAR IV. 

How to attain the promifed refl. 

L E T us, therefore, fear, left, u pro- 
mife being left us of entering into 
his reft, any of us ftiould feem to come 
fiiort of it. 2 For we are made partak¬ 
ers of the good tidings (of a reft) as they 
alfo were ; but the word (of promile) 
which they heard did not profit them, 
not being mixed with faith in them that 
heard it. 3 For we who believe en¬ 
ter into reft; but he faid, I have fworn 
in my wrath, fo they flia.11 not enter into 
my reft ; although the works for it were 
finifiied from the foundation of the world. 

4 For he fpake in a certain place of the 
leventh day on this wife, And God ’did 
reft the feventh day from all his works, 
jj And in this place again, They (ball not 
enter into my reft. 

6 Now, therefore, it remaineth that 
fume mult enter therein, and they to 
whom it was firft preached entered not 
in beraufe of unbelief: 7 Again, he de- 
termincth a certain day, faying by David, 
To-day, alter fo long a time ; it is yet 
faid, To- day, if ye will hear his voice, 
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harden not your hearts. 9 For if Jo- 
fliui had given them final reft, then 
would'lie not afterward- have fpoken of 
another day. 

p There remaineth, therefore/ a reft 
(a fabbath in heaven) to th* people of 
God. 10 For he (Chrift) that is entered 
into his reft, alfo hath ceafed from his 
own works, as God did from his. .*» 

11 Let us labour, therefore to enter 
into that reft, left any man fall after the 
fume example of difobcdience. 12 For 
Clirift, who is the effcntial word of God, 
by the lively efficacy of his Spirit in his 
word, is quick, and powerful, and fharp- 
er than any two-edged fword, piercing 
even to the feparating between the foul 
and Spirit, fo as to affect alfo the joints 
and marrow in the bones, and is a difeer- 
ner of the thoughts and intents of the 
heart. 13 Neither is there any creator? 
that is not manifeft in his fight: but all 
things are naked and open unto the eyes 
of him to whom we have to give an ac¬ 
count. 

14 Seeing then that we have a great 
high prieft, that is parted into the hea¬ 
vens, Jefus the Son of God, let us hold 
faft our profertion. .. 15 For we have not 
an high prieft who can/iot fympathize 
with us # by feeling our infirmities; but 
was in all points tried like as we are, yet 
without fro. 

16 Let us, therefore, come freely unta 
the throne of grace, that we may obtain 
mercy, and find grace to help iu time ofi 
need. 

CHAR V. 

Of CbviJVs priejlhood. 

OR every high prieft taken from a- 
mong men, is ordained for (the good 
of) men, over tilings pertaining to God, 
that he may offer both gifts and facri- 
fices for fins; X Who can have compaf- 
lion on the ignorant, and on them that 
are out of the way ; for that he himfelf 
alfo is comparted with infirmity ; 3 And 
for this reafon lie ought, as for the peo¬ 
ple, fo alfo for himfell, to offer for fins. 

4 And no man taketh this office himfelf, 
but he that is called of God, as was Aa¬ 
ron : 5 So nlfo Chrift glorified not him- 

felt* to be made an high prieft ; but he 
that faid unto h/m, Thou art iny Son, to¬ 
day have I begotten thee, 6 Saith alfo 
in another place, Thou art a prieft for e- 
ver, after the order of Melchifedcc : 7 

Who, in the days of his flefli, offered up 
prayeis and fiipplicRtions, with ftrong 
crying and tears, unto him that was able 
to lave him from death, and was heard.; 
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ifi^that which he feared'; 8 Though he 
were a Son, yet learned he obediencfc, by 
the things which he fuffered; 9 And be¬ 
ing ponfecrated, he became the author of 
eternal falvation unto all them that obey 
him : 10 Called of God an high prieft, 

after the order of Melchifedcc : 11 Of 

whom we have many things to fay, and 
hard to be uttered ; feeing'ye arc dull of 
hearing, ia For when for the titne ye 
ought to be teachers, ye have need that 
one teach you again which be the firft 
principles of the oracles of God ; and are 
become fuch as have need of milk, and 
notofftrong meat. 13 For every ortfi 
that ufeth milk is unlkilful in the word 
of righteoufiiefs; for he is a babe. 14 
But ftrong meat belongeth to them that 
are of full^age, even thofe who, by reafon 
of ufe, have their fenfes exercifed to dif- 
cem both good and evil. 

CHAP. VI. 

Of fiedfetfinefs in Chrijl. 
HerefoRe, leaving the firft prin¬ 
ciples of the dodlrine of Chrift, let 
us go on unto perfection ; not laying a- 
gain the foundation of repentance from 


mitators of them who through faith and 
patience inherit the promifes, 13 For 
when fcod made promife to Abraham, 
becaufr he could fwcar by no greater, he 
fware by himfclf, 14 Saying, Surely blef- 
fihg I will blefs thee, and multiplying I 
will multiply thee. 15 And fo, after lie 
had patiently waited, he obtaihed the 
promife. 16 For men verily . fwcar by 
the greater; an<l an oath for confirma¬ 
tion is to them an end of all ftrife, on 
which account, God willing iff the moll 
abundant manner to (hew unto the heirs 
of promife the irarfiut&bifity of his couri- 
fel, confirmed it by an oath; 18 That 
by two immutable things, (his word and 
oath), in each of which it was impuftihle 
for God to lie, we might have a ftrong 
confolation, who have fled for refuge, to 
lay hold upon the hope fet before us; 19 
Which hope we have a‘s an anchor of the 
foul, botli fure and ftedfaft, and which 
entering into heaven, (the place) within 
the vail; ao Whither the forerunner is 
for us entered, even Telus, made an high 
prieft for ever, afrei'ihe older of Mclchi- 
fedec. 


dead Works, (fins), and of faith toward 
G6d, a Of the dedtrine of baptifms, and 
Of laying on of hands, and of refurredlion 
of the dead, and of eternal retribution. 

3 And this will sfre do, if God permit. 

4 For it is impoffible for thofe who were 
once enlightened, and have tailed of the 
heavenly gift, and were made partakers 
of the Holy Spirit, (in gifts and graces), 

5 And have tufted the good word of God, 


CHAP. VII. 

. Of the "Order of Melchifedcc. 

F OR this Melchiledec was king of Sa¬ 
lem ,and prieft of the moft high God, 
who met Abraham returning from the 
Slaughter of the kings, and bleffed him ; 
% To whom alfo Abraham gave a. tenth 
part of all (the fpoils) : firft being by 
interpretation, King of - righteou fuels, 
and after that alfo King,of Salem, w hich 


and felt the powers of the world to come, 
(in joys and terrors); 6 If they fliall fall 
aWaV, to renew them again unto repen¬ 
tance : feeing they crucify to themfelvetf 
the Son of God afrefli, and put him to an 
Qpen ftiame, (as much as poflible). 7 For 
the earth, which drinketh in the rain 
that eometh oft upon it, and bringeth 
fofth herbs meet for them by whom it is 
dreffed, receiveth blefling from God ; 8 

But that which beaieth thorns and briers 
is rejected, and is nigh unto the curfe ; 
whofe end is burning. 

9 But, beloved, we are perfuaded bet¬ 
ter things of you, and things that accom¬ 
pany falvation, though we thus fpeak. 
10 For God is not unrighteous, to forget 
your work and labour of love, Which ye 
have fhewed toward his nime, in that 
ye have miniftered to the faints, and do 
minifter. 11 And we defire that every 
one of you do fliew the fame deligence, 
to the full aflurance of hope unto the 
end; 1 a That ye be not flothful, but i- 


is, King of peace; 3 Without father, 
without mother, without defeent, having 
neither beginning of days nor end of life 
recorded ; but made like unto the Son of 
God, having neither predeceflbr, nor fuc- 
cefior in his function. 

4 Now, confider how great this man 
was, unto whom even the patriarch A- 
braham gave the tenth of the fpoils. 

5 And verily they of the Tons of Levi, 
who receive the office of the priefthood, 
have, according to the law, a command¬ 
ment to take tithes of the people; that is, 
of their brethren, though they come out 
of the loins <}f*Abraham; 6 But he, 
whofe defeent is not counted from them, 
received tithes of Abraham, and bleffed 
him that had the promifes. 

7 And without all contradiction the 
lefs is bleffed of the better. 

8 And litre men that die receive tithes, 
but therfc he receiveth them, of whom it 
is witneffed that he Jiveth, (for his death 
is not recurded). 9 And, as one may fay 
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Ltvi a!fo, who receiveth tithes, payed 
tith.s in Abraham. 10 For he was yet 
in tl.c 1 uii)5 of his father when Mclchife- 
dec met him. 

11 If, therefore, perfection w r erc by 
the bcvitkal piieftood, (for under it the 
people received the law,) what further 
need was there that another prieft fliould 
rile after the order of Mclchifedec, and 
not he reckoned after the order of Aa¬ 
ron? 1 1 For the priefthood being chang¬ 
ed, there is made of neccflity a change 
alfu of the law. tj For hc-of whom thefe 
things are fpuktn pertaineth to another 
tribe, of whiclj no man gave attendance 
at the altar. 14 For it is evident that 
our Lord I prang out of Judah ; of which 
tribe Mifts I'pake nothing concerning 
priefthood. 

15 And it is yet far more evident, 
that after the fimilitude of Melchifcdec 
there arifeth another prieft, id Who is 
made not according to the law of the car- 
n.;l commandment, but according to tbe 
power of an endlefs life. 17 For he tef- 
li.ictli, Thou art a prieft for ever, accord¬ 
ing to the order of Melchifcdec. 

18 For there is verily a difannulling of 
live former commandment, for the weak- 
nefs and unprofitablenefs thereof. 19 For 
the ritual law made nothing perfect, but 
the bringing in of a better hope did ; by 
the which we draw nigh unto God. 20 
And in as much as not without an oath 
he was made prieft ; ‘ 2 r (For thofe 
priefts were made without an oath ; but 
this with an oath by him that faid 
unto him, The Lord fware, and will not 
repent*, Thou art a prieft for ever after 
the order of Melchifcdec;) 23 By fo 
much dignity was Jefus made a furety of 
a better U l wft . ~ 

23 And they truly were many priefts, 
hrcaulc they were nut fuflercd to con¬ 
tinue by reafon of death; 24 But this 
man, be. aule lie continuclh ever, hath a 
priefthood, that pallet It not over to ano¬ 
ther. 25 Wherefore he is able alfo to 
five them to the uttermoft that come 
unto God by him, feeing he ever liveth 
to make iuteici fiion for them. 

zti For fu< h an high prieft befitted us, 
who is holy, harmlels, unde filed (with 
lin, being thus) feparate from finners, fit 
made higher than the heavens. (PfaL 
cxiii. 4.) 27 Who needeth not daily, as 

thofe In.;h priclls, to offer up facrificc, 
tuit Cm his own fins, and then for the 
people’s; for this (laft) he did once, 
when he offered up himfelf. 28 For the 
l-i\v maketh men high priefts who have 
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infirmity, for faults); but the word of the 
oath, which goes beyond the law, mak- 
eth the Son (a prieft), who is confeoiatcd 
for ever-more. 

CHAP. VIII. 

The eternal prieflhood of Chrifl. , 

N OW of the things which we have 
fpoken this is the fum ; We have 
fuch a high prieft, who is fet'bh the right 
hand of the majeftic throne in the hea¬ 
vens; 2 A minifter of the fandtuary 
(in heaven) and of the true tabornaeje 
(himfelf) which the Lord pitched, and 
not man. 3 For every high prieft is or¬ 
dained to offer gifts and facrifices; where¬ 
fore it is of neceflity that this man have, 
fomewhat alfo to offer. 4Forif he were to 
be on earth, he could not be a prieft ('as 
he is not of their pedigree ) for there arc 
priefts (of Levi’s tribe), who offer gifts 
according tp the law; 5 Who ferve un¬ 

to the example and Ibadow of heavenly 
things, as Mofes was admonifticd of God, 
when he was about to make the taber¬ 
nacle ; for, See, faith he, that thou make 
all things according to the pattern {hew¬ 
ed thee in the mouqt. 

6 But now hath he obtained a more 
excellent miniftry, by bow much alfo he 
is the mediator of a better covenant, 
which was cftnbliflied upon better pro- 
mifes. 7 For if that fir# covenant had 
not been imperfect then Ihould no place 
have been fought for the feeond. S For 
finding fault with the people, he laith, 
Behold, the days come, faith the Lord, 
when I will make a new covenant with 
the houfe of Ilrael, and with the houfe 
of Judah; 9 Not according to the cove¬ 

nant that I made with their fathers, in 
the day when I took them by the hand ro 
lead them out of the land of Egypt ; be- 
caufe they continued not in my covenant 
tho 1 I was an hu/band to them, faith the 
Lord. 10 For this is the cov nant that 
I will make with the houfe of ilrael, Af¬ 
ter thofe days, faith the Lord, 1 will put 
my laws imo their mind, and write tliein 
in their hearts; fic I will be to them a God, 
and they (hall be to me a people: 1 1 And 
they (lull not teach eveiy man his neigh¬ 
bour, and every man his brother, faying,. 
Know the Lord ; for all fliall know me, 
from the leaft to the grenteft, 12 For I 
will be.men.iful to their unrighteoufnefs, 
and their fins autl tlicir iniquities will I 
lemember no more. 13. In that be faith 
A new covenant, he hath made the firft 
old. Now that which dccaycth is antiqua- 
tej, and waxing old is ready to difap^ear 
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The ritts of the law inferior to Chrijh. 
v^pHEN verily the firift tabernacle hn'd 

J. alfo ordinances of divine fervice, fit- 
a worldly tan ft nary. 2 For there was a 
tabernacle made, and in the 'firft part, 
which is called the fanftuary was the 
candleflick, and the table with the facred 
bread; ' 

3 And beyond the fecond vail was that 
• part of the tabernacle, which is called the 
Holielt of holies; 4 Which had the gol¬ 
den cenfcr, and the ark of the covenant 
overlaid round about with gold, by which 
'was the golden pot that had manna, and 
Aaron’s rod that/lmdded, and in it were 
the tables of the covenant; 5 And over 

it the cherubims that attended the cloud 
of glory fiiadowing the mercy feat (the 
cover of x\\e ark), of which we cannot 
now fpeak particularly. 

6 Now, when thefe things were thus 
ordained, the priefts went always into 
the firft -part of the tabernacle, accomplifh- 
ing the fervice of God daily. 7 But in¬ 
to the fecond part .went the high prieft 
alone once every year, not without blood, 
which he offered for himfelf and for the 
people’s, fins of ignorance ; 8 The Holy 

Spirit by this fignifying, that the way'in¬ 
to the holieftof all was not yet made ma- 
nifeft, while the firft tabernacle was yet 
ftanding : 9 Which was a figure for 

the time now prefent, in which were of¬ 
fered both gifts and Sacrifices, that could 
not make him that did the fervice per¬ 
fect, as pertaining to the conference. 10 
But coniiftcd pnly in meats and drinks, 6c 
diveife walkings, and carnal ordinances, 
impofed on them until the (gofpel)timc 
of reformation. 11 But Chrift being be¬ 
come an high prieft of good things to 
come in a greater and more perft-ft ta¬ 
bernacle, not made with hands, that is to 
fay, net of this lower creation; 12 Nei¬ 
ther by the blootl of goats, and calves, 
but by his own blood, he enter od in once 
i+ito the holy place above, having obtain¬ 
ed eternal redemption for us. 13 For if 
the blood of bulls, and cf goats, and the 
allies of an heifer, fprinkling the unclean, 
fanftifietb to the purifying of the flefh ; 
14 How much more iliall the blood of 
Chrift, who by the aids of the eternal fpi- 
1 it offered himfelf without fpot to God, 
purge your confidence from dead works, 

( fins) to ferve the living God. 15 And 
in this refpeft he is the mediator of 
a new covenant, that by means of 
jleath, for the redemption,from the tranf-' 
jfirfiipns againft the firft covenant, 
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they who are called t might receive 
the protnife oF an eternal inheritance. 
16 For where a covenant is, it net.efl a li¬ 
ly imports the death of that by which the 
covenant is confirmed. 17 For a tefta- 
ment has the effeft after men are dead, 
hut it is of no force at all. whilft the tef- 
latorliveth, (as the legacy cannot le 
charged). 

18 Whence neither was the firft cove¬ 
nant originalLy tranfafted without blood. 
:9 For when Mofcs had fpoken every pre¬ 
cept to all the people according to the 
law, he took the blood of calves and 
of goats, yiith water,and fcarlet wool, fit 
hyfop, and fprinkled both the book and 
all the people, 30 Spying, This is the 
blood of the covenant which God hath 
enjoined unto you. 21 Moreover he 
fprinkled like wife with blood both the 
tabernacle, and all the vcflels for the ier- 
vice. 22 And almoft all things are by 
the law purified with blood ; and with¬ 
out fhedcling of blood is no remiflion. 23 
It was, therefore, neceflary that the pat¬ 
terns of things in the heavens fiiould be 
purified with thefe (viftims), but,the 
heavenly things themlclves with better 
facrifices than thefe. 

34 For Chrift is not entered into the ho¬ 
ly places made with hands, which were 
the figures of the true ; but into heaven 
itfelf, now to appear, in the prefence of 
God, for 11s; 25 Not that he' fiiould of¬ 

fer himfelf often, as the high prieft en¬ 
tered into the holy place every year with 
blood of others (i,s lambs). 26 (For then 
muff: he Often have fullered iince the 
foundation of the world ;) but now once 
for all’at the conclufion of the prior ages 
hath he appeared to put away fin Ky the 
ffccrifice of himfelf. 

27 And as it is appointed unto men 
once to die, but after that the judgment ; 
2S So Chrift was once offered to bear the 
fins of many : and unto them that wait 
tor him illal 1 he appear the fecond time 
without fin unto their ialvation. (Koin.' 
viii. 3.) 

CHAP. X. 

The weaknefx of the lamu-faerifice s. 

F OR the law having a ihadow of fu¬ 
ture good things (in heaven), not 
the very image of the things (like the 
gofipel), could in nowile by thole facrifi- 
cos which they always offered yea’riy (on 
the great yearly fall and day of atone¬ 
ment) perfect thofe who come ur.to them. 
2 Otherwifc they would have ceafrd to 
be offered; bccatife they who ha^l per¬ 
formed that fervice, being once purified 
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(by it'), would have had r.(j more confcl- 
oul'ncf. of fins ; 3 But in them there is a 

yearly commemoration of fins. 4 For it is 
not pofiibie that the blood of bulls and 
of goats lliould l*kc away fins. 5 There¬ 
fore .when (Mcffiah is fpoken of) as com¬ 
ing into the world, (Pfal. xl. 7.), he 
faith. Sacrifice and offering thou wouidft 
not accept, but.a body haft thou provided 
me. 6ln whole burnt.offerings and fin-of¬ 
ferings thou hadft no delight. 

7 Then laid I, Lo, I come (in the vo¬ 
lume of thy book it is written of me) to 
do thy will, O God. S Above, when he 
laid, Suciitice, and offering, and burnt of¬ 
ferings, and offering for fin, thou wouldlt 
not, nor hadft pleafure therein, (which 
aie offered by the law;) 9 Then fa id 
he, Lo I come to do thy will, O God. 
He taketh away the firft, that he may 
eftahlilh the fecond. 10 By the which 
will we are faiuffifieJ, through the offer¬ 
ing of the body ol‘ Jefus Chrift once for 
all. 

it And every prieft ftandeth daily 
minillering, and offering oftentimes the 
fame facrilices, which can never take a- 
way fins; 1 zBut he, after he had offer¬ 

ed one lacrilice for fins, for ever fat down 
on the right hand of God ; 13 From 

henceforth waiting till his enemies be made 
Ins footltool. 

14 For by one offering he hath for e- 
ver perfected them that are (stultified (by 
it); 15 Even the holy Spirit teftificth 
to us (Jct. xxxi. 33), after having before 
I aid. 1 6 This js the covenant that I will 

make with them. After thole days, faith 
the Laiul, I vyill put rny laws into their 
hearts, and in their minds will 1 write 
them; 17 And their fins and iniquities 
will 1 remember no more. 

18 Now, where remiftion of thefe is 
there is no mote offering for fin. 19 
Having therefore, brethren, liberty to en¬ 
ter into the hulieft by the blood ot Jefus. 
20 by a new and living way, which he 
hath cm.fecrated for us thro* the vail. 
That is to fay his llefl) ; 21 And having 

a great prieft over the houfe of God; 22 
I t us draw near with a fincere heart, in 
full a(Tmanee of faith, having our hearts 
ch ained (by the blood of Iprinkling, 1 
Pet. i. 2.) ; from the evils we are conlci- 
uu* of, as nur bodies are wafiieJ with 
pure water, (that the heart devife not, 
1101 the body p Tactile evil.) 

23 Let us hold laft tlie profeffion of our 
hope without wavering ; (for he is Faith- 
lul that promt fed ;) 24 And let us con- 

fidcr to provoke one another unto love, 
and to good works: 25 Not forfaking 
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the affcmbling of ourfelves together, ax 
the manner of fume is ; but exhorting 
one another, and fo much the more as 
ye fee the laft day approaching. 

26 For if we fin wilfully after that we 
have received the knowledge of the truth, 
there remaineth no more facrifice for fins. 
27 But a certain fearful looking for of 
judgment aud fiery indignation, which 
Hull devour the ad verbifies. 28 He that 
defpifed Mofes’Jaw died without mtrey 
under two dr three witneffes; 29 Of 

how much leverer punilhment, think ye 
fiiall he be counted worthy, who hath 
('as it were) trampled on the fon of God 
(by apoftacy,) and counted his blood 
wherewith he was confecratcd, and the 
new covenant ratified, a common thing,& 
hath done difgracr to tlie fpirit of grace. 
30For we know him that hath faid. Ven¬ 
geance belongeth to me, I will recom - 
penfe, faith the Lord. And.again. The 
Lord fliall judge his people. 31 It is a 
fearful thing-to fall into the hands of the 
living God. 

32 But call to remembrance the former 
days, in which, after yc were illuminat¬ 
ed, ye endured a great fight of afflidtiejnsj 
33 Partly, whilft ye were made a jaz- 
ing ftock, both by reproaches aud afflic¬ 
tions ; and partly, whilft ye became par¬ 
takers with them that were fo ufed. 34 
For ye had companion on me in my. 
bondf, and took joyfully the fpoiling of 
your goods, knowing in yourfelves that 
ye have in heaven a better and an en¬ 
during fubftance. 1 

35 Calt not away, therefore, your con¬ 
fidence, which hath great recompenCe of 
reward. 36 For ye have need of pati¬ 
ence ; that, after ye have done the wili 
ot God, ye might receive the promife. 
37 F« r yet a little while, and he that 
fiiall come will dome, and will not tarry. 

38 Now, the jult fiiall live by faith ; 
but if any man draw back, my foul fiiall 
have no pleafure in him. 39 But we are 
not of them who draw back ui >1 perdi¬ 
tion ; but of them that believe to the 
faving of the foul. 

C H A P. XL 
The nature of faith* 

N OW faith is the confident expetffi-. 

tion of things hoped for, the con¬ 
viction of the things not feen. 2 For (>y 
it the ciders obtained an honourable tef- 
mony. 

3 By faith we underftand that the 
worlds Were framed by the word of Cod; 
as the things which are feen were not 
nude of things which do appear. 4 Py 
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faith Abel offered unto God a more ex¬ 
cellent facrifice^than Cain, by which he 
obtained testimony that he waa righteous 
God teftifyipg of his gifts; and by it he, 
being dead, yet fpeakcth. 

5 fly faith was Enoch translated that 
he Should not fee death ; and was not 
found, hecaufe God had translated him ; 
for before his translation he had this tef- 
tim'ony, that he pleafed God. 

6 But without faith it is irapoffible to 
pleafe him ; for lie that cometh to God , 
muff believe that he is, and that he is a 
rewarder of them that diligently feek 
him. 

7 By faith Noah, being warned by 
God concerning things not yet feen, 
moved with fear, prepared an ark for the 
faving of his houfe ; by the which he 
condemned the world, and became heir 
of the righteoafnefs which is obtained by 
faith. 

3 By faith Abraham, when he was 
called to go out into a place which he 
Should after receive for an inheritance, o- 
beyed ; and went out, not knowing whi¬ 
ther he was igoing. p By faith he fo- 
journed in the land of promife as,in“a 
Strange-country, dwelling in tabernacles 
with Ifaac and Jacob, heirs with him of 
the fame promife ; io For he expeCled 
a city which hath (immoveable) foun¬ 
dations, whofe builder and maker is God. 
ii By faith alfo karah received Strength 
to become prolific, and had a child when 
She Was part age, becaufe She accounted 
him faithful who had promifed. T2 
Therefore there Sprung even of one, and 
him as gopd as dead, fg many as the Stars 
of the Sky in multitude, apd as the fand 
which is by the Sea-Shore innumerable. 

13 TheTe all died in faith, not having 
received the promifes, but having feen 
them afar off, and were perfuaded of them 
and embraced them (by faith) and con - 
felled that they were Strangers rfnd pil¬ 
grims on the earth. 14 For they that 
confefs Cfch things declare plainly that 
they feek a (paternal) country. 15 And 
truly, if they had been mindful of that 
country from whence they came out, they 
might have had opportunity to have re¬ 
turned. 

16 But now they defire a better coun- 
tiy, that is an heavenly ; wherefore God 
is not a Shamed to be calied their God ; 
or he hath prepared for them a- (heaven- 
fyj city. * - 

1 17 By faith Abraham, when he was 

tried, offered up Ifaac, yea he that Ijad 
received"the promifes offered up his fnly 
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begotten Jan ; 18 Of, whom it was faid, 

That in Ifaac (hall thy feed be called ; 
19 Accounting tl\at God was able to wife 
him up, even from the dead, from whence 
alfo be received him in a figure. 

?p By faith Jfaac bleSTed Jacob and 
Efau concernihg things to come. 21 By 
faith Jacob, when he was a dying, bleSTed 
both the fons of Jofeph ; and worshipped 
leaning upon the top of his Staff. 12 By 
faith Jofeph, when he died, made men¬ 
tion of the departing of the children of 
Ifrael; and gave commandment concern¬ 
ing his bones. 

23 By faith Mofes, when born, was hid 
three months by his parents, bccaufe they 
faw he was a proper child ; and they 
Were not deterred bv the king’s com¬ 
mandment. 24 By faith Mofes, when he 
was come to years, refufed to be called 
the Ton of Pharaoh’s daughter ; 25 

Choofing rather tq fuffer affliction with 
the people of Gdd, than to enjoy the 
pleafures of (in for a fealon ; 26 Esteem¬ 
ing the reproach of Chrift greater riches 
than the treafures in Egypt; for he had 
refpedl unto the recompense of the (e- 
ternal) reward. 27 By faith he forfook 
Egypt, not fearing the wrath of the 
king, (Exod. xiv.) for he was Strengthen¬ 
ed. as feeing him who is invifible. 28 
Through faith ht kept the paffover, and 
the fprinkling of blood ; that he who de¬ 
stroyed the firft-bom Should not touch 
them. 29 By faith they palled thro* 
the Red fea as on dry land ; which the 
Egyptians affaying to do were drowned. 

30 By faith the walls of Jericho fell 
down, after they were .compaffed abbut 
feven days. 

31 By faith Rahab the boltefs periflied 
not with them that believed not, wHen 
She had received the fpies in peace. 

33 And what Shall I more fay ? for 
the time would fail me to tell of Gedeon, 
and of Barak, and of Sampfon, and of 
Jephthae; and of David alfo and Samuel, 
and of the prophets; 33 Who by faith 
fubdued kingdoms, wrought righteonf- 
nefs, obtained promifes, Stopped the 
'mouths of lions, 34 Quenched the vio¬ 
lence of fire, efcaped-the edge of the 
fword, out of weaknefs were made Strong, 
waxed vaiignt in fight, turned to flight 
the armies oKthe aliens. 35 Women 
received their dead raifed to life again ; 
and others were tortured, not- accepting 
deliverance, that they might obtain a re- 
furreClion to a better life. 36 And others 
had trial of cruel mockings, and fcourg- 
ings, yea moreover, of bonds and impi i- 
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fonmcnt. 37 They were ftoned, they 
were fawn afunder, were tempted, were 
(lain with the fwoid ; they wandered a- 
hout in fheep-lkins, and goat-(kins; being 
deftitute, afflufled, tormented ; 38 (Of 

whom the world was not worthy ;) they 
wandered in defarts, and in mountains, 
and in dtns and caves of the earth. 

39 And thefe all having obtained a good 
report through faith,received not the pro- 
mife : 40 God having provided fome 

better thing for us, that they without us 
ftiould not be made perfedt. (1 Theft", 
iv. 1 6.) 

CHAP. XII. 

An exhortation to conjlant fetith. 
IIerefore, being encompafled with 
fo great a cloud of witneffes, let us 
Jay afide every weight, and the fin which 
doth mod eafily befet us, and let us run 
with patience the race that is fet before 
us, 2 Looking unto Jefus, the author 
and finifher of our faith ; who, for the 
joy that was fet before him, endured the 
crofs, defpifing the rtiame, and is fet 
down at the right hand of the throne of 
God. 

3 For confrder him who endured fuch 
contradiction of Turners againft himfclf, 
left ye b« wearied and faint in your 
minds, 

4 Ye have not yet refilled unto blood, 

firiviog againflt fin. 5 And have ye for¬ 
gotten'the exhortation which fpeuketh 
unto you as unto children, My fon, d'efpife 
not thou the chaftening of the Lord, nor 
faint when thou art .rebuked of him : 6 

For whom the Lord loveth he chafteneth, 
and fiourgeth every fon whom he recciv- 
eih. 

7 If ye endure chaftening, God dealctli 
with you as with Tons; for what fon is 
he whom the father chafteneth not ? 3 

But if ye be without ehaftifeinent, where¬ 
of all are partakers, then arc ye baftards, 
and not fons. 9 Now, if we have had fa¬ 
thers of our flefli who corrected us, and 
we gave them reverence ; lhall we not 
much rather be in fubjertion unto the 
Father of fpirits, and live ? 10 For they 
verily for a few days chaftened us as they 
law fit; but he for our profit, that we 
might be partakers of Lis holinefs. 

1 r Now, no chaftening for the prefent 
feemeth to be joyous, but grievous; ne¬ 
vertheless, afterward it yieldeth the 
peaceable fruit of rightcoufnefs unto 
them who are rightly exeicifed there¬ 
by* 

ri W herefore, lift up the hands whit h 
ha^Jpwn, and (ftrengthcnj the feeble 
knees j 13 And make ftraight paths for 
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your feet, that the lame be not turned 
out of the way ; but rather be healed. 

14 Follow peace with all men, and 
holinefs, without which no man fliall fee 
the Lord ; 15 Looking diligently, left a- 
ny man fail of the. grace of God ; left a- 
ny root of bitternefs Springing up trouble 
you, and thereby many be infeed; \ r j 
Left there be any fornicator, or profanr. 
perfon, as Efau, who for one niorfel of 
meat fold his birthright. 17 For ye 
know how -that afterward, when he 
would have inherited the blefling he 
was rejected ; for he found no place of 
repentance, though he fought it careful¬ 
ly with tears. (Gen. xxvii. 33 .) 

18 For ye are not come unto the mount 
that could be touched, and to the burning 
fire, nor unto the black cloud, and dark- 
nefs, and temped, 19 And the found of 
a trumpet, and the voice of word*; which 
voice they that heard entreated that the 
word ftiould not be fpeken to them any 
further. 20 (For they were not able to 
endure that which was commanded; And 
if fo much ns a heart touch the mountain, 
it flra.ll be ftoned, or thru ft through with 
a dart: n And fo terrible was the fight, 
that Mofes faiil, I exceedingly fear and 
quake;) 22 But ye are come unto mount 
Zion, ajjd unto the city of the living God. 
the heavenly Jcrufalem, and to an innu¬ 
merable company of angels, 23 To the 
general alTembly and church of the firft- 
born, which are written in heaven, arrl 
to God the Judge of all, and to the fpirits 
of juft: men made perfeift, 24 And to 
Jefus the mediator of the new covenant, 
and to the blood of Sprinkling, that fpeak- 
eth better things than that of Abel. 

25 See that ye v refufe not him that 
fpeaketh ; for if they efcaped not who 
refufed him that fpake on earth, much 
more ftiall not we efcape, if we turn a- 
way from him thuf fpeaketh from hea^ 
ven ; 26 Whofe voice then fljook tlie 

earth : but now he hath pronjifed, fay¬ 
ing, Yet once more I fhake not the earth 
only, but a!fo heaven. 

27 And' this word, Vet once more, 
fignifiefh the removing of the things 
Jliaken, as of things that are made (but 
lor a time) ; that the things not to be 
lliaken may remain. 

,28 Wherefore, we receiving a kingdom 
which’ cannot be lliaken,let ilshave grace, 
whereby we may ferve God acceptably 
with reverence and godly fear; 19 For 
our God is a confuimng fire. 

CHAP. XIII. , 

Divcrfe admonitions. 
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ET brotherly love (Continue. 

2 Be not forgetful to entertain 
ftrangers : for thereby fome have enter¬ 
tained angels unawares. 1 

3 Remember them that are in bonds, 
as bound with them, and them who 
fuller adverfity, as being yourfelves alfo 

, in the body. 

4 Marriage is honourable in all, and 

the bed unde filed ; but whoremongers Sc 
adulterers God will judge. * 

5 Let yoiir converfation be without 
covetoufnefs; and be content with fuch 
things as ye have : for he hath faid, I 
will never leave thee, nor foifake thee. 
(Jofh. i. 5.) 6 So that we may boldly 
fay. The Lord is my helper, and I 
will not fear vvfiat man fhalf do unto 
me. 

. 7 Remember them which have ruled 
cfver you, who have l'poken unto you the 
word of God; whofe faith follow, oon- 
fidenng the good end of their convorfa- 
tion. 8 Jefiss Chrift is the fame yefter- 
day, and to-day, and for ever. 

9 Be not carried about with diverfe 
and ft range do&rines; for it tf a good 
thfng tjjiat the heart be eftablifhed with 
grace; not with meats, which have not 
profited them that have been Occupied 
therein. '■ - 

*o We have a fpiritual altar, whereof 
th,py have no right to eat who ferve the 
tabernacles, n For the bodies of thofe 
animals, whofe blood (being offered for 
fin) is brought into the fand:uary by the 
high prieft, aie burnt without the camp. 

ra Wherefore Jefus alfo, that he might 
fandify the people with his own blood, 
fuifered without the gate. 

13 Let us go forth, therefore, unto him 
without the camp, bearing his reproach. 
14 For here have we no continuing city. 
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but we feek one to come. 

15 By him, therefore, let us offer the 
facrifice of praife to God continually, that 
is, the fruit of our lips, giving thanks to 
his name. 

itf But to do good, and to communi¬ 
cate, forget not; for with fuch facrifices 
God is well pleAfed. 

tj Obey them that have the rule over 
you, and fubmit yourfelves ; for they 
watch for your fouls, as thofe that muft 
give account; that they may do it with 
joy, and not with grief; fur that is un¬ 
profitable for y ou. 

18 Pray for us: for \vc truft we have 
a good confidence, in all things willing 
to live honourably. 

IQ JBut I befeech yon the rather to do 
this, that I may be .reftoied to you the 
fooner. 

20 Now the God of peace, that 
. brought again from the dead dm Lord 
Jefus, that great Shepherd of the flieep, 
through the blood he ilied to ratify the 
everlafling covenant, 21 Make you per- 
fed in every good work to 'do his will, 
working in you that which is well-pleaf- 
in his fight, through Jefus Ghrift : to 
whom be glory for ever and ever. Amen. 

22 And I befeech you, brethren, fuller 
the word of exhortation ; for I have -writ¬ 
ten a letter unto you in few words. 

23 Know ye that our brother Timothy 
Is fet at liberty; with whom, if he. come 
iliort.y, I will fee you. 

24 Salute ail them that have the rule 
over you, and ^11 the faints. They of I- 
taly falute you. 

25 Grace be with you all. Amen;

J AMES, a fervant of God and of the 
Lord Jefus Chrift, to the twelve 
txjbcs which are fcattered abroad, gfeet- 
wg* 

2 My brethren, count it all joy when 
ye fall into diverfe trials■;* 3 Knowing 
this, that the trying of your faith work- 
eth patience. 4 But let patience have 
her perfed work, that ye may be perfed 
and entire, wanting nothing. 


5 If any of you lack wifdom, let hirp 
afk of God, that giveth to all men liber¬ 
ally, and^npbraideth not; and it fhall be 
given hjm. 6 But let him afk in faith, 
nothing wavering; for he,that wavereth 
is like a wave of the fea driven and tof- 
fed with the wind ; 7 For let not thdf 

man thiflk that he fliall receive any 
thing of the Lord. 

8 A double-minded man is unftable in 
all his ways. 

9 Let the brother of low degree 
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HjpBI rejoice in that he is exalted (fpi- 
ritu silly). 10 But the rich in his hu¬ 
miliation, becaufe as the flower of the 
prafs he fliall pafs away, n For the fun 
is no fooner rifen With a burning heat, 
lmt it withcreth the grafr-, and the flow¬ 
er thereof falleth, and the beauty of its 
form pcriflictli : fo alfo (hall the rich 
man fade in liis ways. 

12 Blcffwl is the man that endureth 
temptation; for when he U tried he flmll 
receive the crown of life, which the 
Ford hath promifed, to them that love 
him. 

ij Let no man fay, when he is tempt¬ 
ed, I am tempted of God ; for God can¬ 
not be tempted with evil, neither tempt- 
eth lie any man: 14 But every man 
is tempted, bejfiz allured by his own 
lulls and eiifnared, 15 Then when luft 
hath conceived, it bringeth forth fitf; and 
fin, when it 15 finilhed, bringeth forth 
death. 

16 Be not deceived then, my beloved 
brethren, 17 Every good gift, and every 
perfeft gift, is from above, and tometh 
down from the Father of lights, with 
whom is no variableness, neither lhadow of 
turning. 18 Of his own will begat he 
us with the word of truth, that we fliould 
he a kind of firll fruits of his rational crea¬ 
tures. 

19 Wherefore, my beloved brethren. 
Jet every man be fwift to hear, flow to 
/peak, flow to wrath ; • aoFor the wrath 
of man worketh not the rightfcouGicfs of 
God. 7 1 Wherefore lay npart all filthi- ' 
neTs and ov.-i flowing of naughtinefs, and 
receive with mceknefs the ingrafted 
word, which is able to fave your fouls: 

22 But be ye doers of the word, and not 
hearers ogly, deceiving yourfelves. 23 
f or if any be a hearer of the word, and 
not a doer, he is like unto a man behold¬ 
ing his natural face in a glafs; 24 For 

he lu'holdclh himfclf, and goeth his way, 
and AiaightWiiy forgetteth what manner 
of rnan lie was, 

25 but wliol'o looketh into the (gos¬ 
pel, that) perfed law of liberty, and con- 
timieth therein, he being not a forgetful 
hearer, but a doer of the work, this man 
/hall he blrfled in his deed. 

76 If any man among you feem tp be 
religious, and brulletb not his tongue, but 
deccivctli his oWh heart, this man’s re¬ 
ligion iv vain. 27 Pure and undefiled re¬ 
ligion before God and the Father is this, 
lo vtfit the orphans and widows in their 
-flli&ion, and to keep him lelf unfpotttd 
lru;n world.

JVe arc not to refpett perfons . 

Y brethren, hold not the faith of 
o'Ur Lord Jcfus Chrift, the Lord 
of glory, with refpedl of perfons. 2 For 
if there come unto your nlfembly a man 
with a gold ring, in goodly appf rel, and 
there corne in alfo a poor man in mean 
drefs: 3 And ye have refpett to him 

that weareth the gay clothing, and fay 
unto him, Sit thou here in a good place ; 
and fay to the poor. Stand thou there, or 
fit here under my footftool; 4 Are ye 

not then partial in yourfelves, and are. 
become judges who reafun ill ? 

5 Hearken, my beloved brethren, Hath 
not God chofen the poor of this world (to, 
hej rich in faith, and heirs of the king¬ 
dom which he hath promifed to them 
that lovebim ? 6 But ye have'defpifed 

the poor. Dio not rich men Ppprcfs you, 
and draw you before the judgmerft-feats? 
7 Do not they blalpheoie that worthy 
name, by the which ye are called ? 

8 If ye fulfil the royal law according 
to th^ifrripturc, Thou flialt love thy 
neighbor: as tliyfelf, ye do well; 9 But 

if ye have refpedl to perfons ye*ommit 
fin, and are convinced by the iaw as trahf- 
greffofs. 10 For whofoever (hall keep 
the whole law, and yet offend in one 
point, he is guilty of all. 11 For he that 
fa id, Do not commit adultery, fait) alfo. 
Do not kill. Now, if thou commit no 
adultery, yet if thou kill, thou ait be¬ 
come a tranfgreffdr of the law. . 

12 So (peak yc, and fo do, as they that 
(hall be judged by the law 01 liberty, 
(the gofpel ). 13 For he (liall have judg¬ 
ment without niei cy that hath (hewrd no 
mercy; aoj mercy rejoiceth again ft judg¬ 
ment. 

14 Whet doeth it profit, my brethren, 
tho’ a man fay he hath faith, and have 
not works ? can faith lave him (wiiiiout 
woiks) ? 15 If a brother or a fiftor be 

naked and deftitute of daily food, 16 
And one of you fay, depart in peace, be 
ye warmed and fdlcd; notwithftamling 
ye give them not thofe things which are 
needful to the body, what cloth it profit ? 

17 Even fo faith, if it hath not works; 
is dead, being alone. i 9 Yoa, a man 
may fay, Thou halt faith, antl'I have 
works; IlieW me thy faith out of thy 
works, apd I will (hew thee my faith by 
iny wodci. 19 Thou believed that there 
is one God ; thovrdoeft well; the devils 
alfo believe and tremble. 

20 But \£ilt thou know, O vain man 1 
that faith without works 15 dgwl i n 
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Was rot Abraham our father.j uftifiedby 
works, when he had offered Ifaac his ion 
upon the altar ? 22 Thon feeft how 

faith wrought with* his works, and faith 
was perfected by works. 

13 And the feripture was fulBlled,. 
which faith, Abraham believed God, and 
it was imputed unto him for righteouf- 
nefs j and he was called, The Friend qf 
God. 14 Ye fee then how that by works 
a man is juftified, and not by faith only. 
25 Like wife alfo, was not Rahab the hof- 
tefs juftified by works, when lire had re¬ 
ceived the meflengers, and had fent them 
olit another way ? 

1 26 For as the body without the fpirit 
is dead, fo faith without worksls dead 
alfo. 

CHAP. in. 

77 ) e tongue mujt be bridled. 

Y brethren, be not in any teachers, 
knowing that we /hall undergo the 
greater judgment. 2 For in many things 
we all offend. If any man offend not in 
word, the fame is a peifcdl man, able alfo 
to bridle the whole body. 3 Beh^»we 
put /bridles into the hori'es’ mout^fthat 
they may obey us; and we turn ^thout 
their whole body. 4 Behold afft) the 
/hips, which, tho' they be fo great, and 
are driven of fierce winds, yet they are 
turned about with a very fmall helm* 
whitherfoever the fteerfman lifted. 5 
Even fo the tongue is a little member, 
and boafteth great things. Behold how 
great a matter a little fire kindled ' 6 

And the tongue is a fire, a world of ini¬ 
quity ; fo is the tongue among our mem¬ 
bers, yhat it defileth the whole body, and 
fetteth^on fire the courie of nature ; and 
it is fet on fire by hell. 7 For every 
kind of (wild ) beafts, and of birds, and of 
reptiles and of fi/hes is fuhdudd, and hath 
been-tamed of mankind; 8 Eut the 
tongue' can no man fubdue ; it is an in- 
fuperable evil, full of deadly poifon. 

p Therewith blels we God, even the 
Father ; and therewith curfe we men, 
who aremade after the fimilitude of Ootl. 
10 Out of the fame’mouth procecdeth 
bjeffing and curling. My brcthien, thefe 
things ought not fo to be. .11 Doth a 
fountain fend from the fame opening 
fwcet w^ter and bitter? .12 Can the fig- 
free, ray brethren, bear olive-berries? ei¬ 
ther a .vine figs? fo can no fountain both 
yield fait water and fre/h. 

13 Who is a.wife (and fenfible) man, 
among you ? let him /hew, otit of a good 
conversation, his works with meeknefs 
anti .wild on*. J4 B;:t if ye have bitter 


zegl and ftrife in your hekrts, boaft^gggp 
and lyt not againft the truth. 15 This 
wifdoro defeendeth not from above, but 
is earthly, fenfual, devilj/hl. 10' For 
where envying and contention are, there 
is confufion, and every evil work. 17 
But the wifdoin that is from above is firft 
pure, then peaceable, gentle and eafy to , 
be entreated, full of mercy and good' 
fruits, without partiality, and without 
hypoerify. 18 And the fruit of righte- 
oufnefs is fown in peace for them that 
make peace. 

CHAP. IV. 

Offt riving againft eovetouf/iefs . 

F ROM whence come wars and fight¬ 
ing* among you ? come they not 
hence, even of your lulls, that war in 
your members? 2 Ye covet, and have 
not; ye" kill, and defire to have, and can¬ 
not obtain ; ye fight and war, yet ye have 
not, becaufe ye alk not. 3 Ye alk, and 
receive not, becaufc ye alk amifs, that ye 
may confume it upon your lulls. 

4 Ye adulterers and adulterCfles, know 
ye not that the friendlhip of the world, is 
enmity with God ? whofoever, ther^- 
for;e t will be a friend of the world; is the 
enemy of God. 5 Do ye think that thit 
feripture faith in vain, Does the (divine) 
Spirit that dwelled in us lull to envy ? 

6 But he giveth greater grace; where¬ 
fore he faith, God relilteth the pibud, 
but giveth grace unto the humble. 

7 Submit yourfelves, therefore, to God. 
Refill the devil, and he will flee from 
you, 8 Draw nigh to God, and he will 
draw nigh to you. Cleanfe your hands, 
ye linners; and purify your hearts, ye 
double-minded. 

p Lament, and mourn, and weep, let 
your laughter be tntned to mourning, 3c 
your joy to forrow. 10 Humble your¬ 
felves in the light of the Lord, and he 
fliall lift you up. 

n Speak not evil of one another, 
brethren. He that fpeaketh evil of his 
brother, fpeaketh evil of the law; andjud- 
geth the law (that forbids it), but if 
thou judge the law, thou, art not a doer 
of the law, but a judge. 12 There is, 
one law-giver, who is able to lave and to 
deftroy: who art thou/that judgeft ano¬ 
ther? 

13‘Come now, ye that fay, To-day, or 
to-morrow, we will go intb fuch a city, 
and cpntinuc there a year, and buy ancl 
fell, and get gaiir; 14 Whereas ye knew 
not what fhall be on the morrow, for what 
is your life ? it is even a vapour, that ap¬ 
peared for a little time and thon vanilii- 
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cth away. 15 Whereas ye plight to 
fay, If the Lord will, we (hall live, and 
do this 01 that. 16 But now ye rejoice 
in your boaftings; all fiich rejoicing is 
evil. 

17 Therefore to him that knoweth to 
do good, and doeth it not, to him it is 
(in. 

CHAP. V. 

Of patience in ajflittion- 

C Ome now, ye rich men, weep and 
howl over the miferies that are 
coining upon you. * Your riches are 
corrupted, and your garments are moth- 
eaten. 3 Your gold and filver are can¬ 
kered—-and the ruft of them (hall be a 
witnefs again!! you, and (hall eat your 
(\rlh as it were with fire. Ye have 
heaped treafure together for the lad 
days, (deftructionj. 4 Behold, the hire 
of the labourers which have reaped 
your fields, which is of you kept back 
by fraud, crictli : and the cries of 
them who have reaped are entered into 
the ears of the Lord of holts. 5 Ye 
have lived luxuriouftyon the earth, and 
been wanton,—--ye have pampered your 
hearts, as for a day of daughter. 6 Ye 
have condemned fit killed the juft (One,), 
and he doth not refill you. 

7 Be patient, therefore, brethren, unto 
the coining of the Lord. Eehold, the huf- 
bandman waiteth lor the precious fruits 
of the earth, and hath long patience for 
it, until he receive the early and latter 
rain. 

9 Be ye alfo patient ; (tablifli your 
h-arts: for the coming of the Lord draw- 
etli night 

q Grudge notone againft another, bre¬ 
thren, left ye be condemned: behold, the 
Judge ftandetli before the door, (being 
ready to judge you).

to Take, my brethren, the prophets, 
v*ho have fpoken in the name of the 
Lord, tor an example of fufferim- afflic¬ 
tion, and of patience, n Behold, we 
count them happy who endure. Ye 
have heard of the patience of Job, and 
have feen the end o' the Lcrd ; that the 
Lord is very pitiful, and of render mercy,

ii But above all things, my brethren, 
fwear not ; neither by heaven, neither 
by the earth, neither by any other oath ;

ven for you, 5 Who are kept by the

10 Concerning which falyation the pro¬ 
phets, who pyophefied of the grace that 
fbould come unto you, have enquired, 
and fearched diligently; 11 Searching 
what time, or what {nannef of time, the 
Spirit of Clirift which w,as in them did 
fignify, when heTefttied beforehand the 
fufferin^s of Chrift, and the glory that. 
would follow. 12 Unto whom it was 
revealed, that not unto themfelves, but 
unto us, they did minifter the things 
which are now reported unto you, by 
them that hfive preached the gofpel unto 
you by the Holy Spirit feut down from 
heaven; which things the angels defire 
to look into. 

13 Wherefore gird up the loins of your 
mind, be fober, and hope to the end, for 
the grace that is to be brought unto you 
at the revelation of Jefus Chrift : 14 As 
obedient children, not fafhioniftg your- 
felves according to the former lufts in 
your ignorance ; 15 But as he who hath 
. called you is holy, fo be ye holy in -all 
manner of qonverfation: 16 Eecaufe it 

is writteq. Be ye holy, lor I am holy. 

17 And if ye call on the Father, who 
without tefpect.of perfons judgeth ac- 
ftrrding to every man’s work, pafs the 
time of your fojourning here in fear; 18 
Forafmuch as ye know that ye were not 
redeemed with corruptible things, as fil- 
ver and gold, from your vain conven¬ 
tion received by tradition from your fa¬ 
thers,' 19 But with the precious blood 
of Chrift, as of a lamb without blemifh 
ancl Without fpot, 20 Who verily was 
lore-ordained from tl\p foundation of the 
world, but was manifeft in thefe laft. 
times for you; 21 Who by him do be¬ 
lieve in God that raifed hitn up from the 
destfCJ^nd gave him glofcy, that your 
faifh ahd hope,might be in God. 

2i Seeing ye have purified your fouls, 
fcy obedience to the truth through the 
Spirit unto’unfeigned love of the bre¬ 
thren, fee that ye love one another with 
a jfiire heart fervently ; 23 Being rege¬ 

nerated, not by corruptible feed, but by 
incorruptible, even by the word of 


which Irveth St abiJcth for ever. 24 For 
all flefli is as grafs, and all the glory of 
man as the flower of grafs. The crafs 
witheieth,Sipd the flower thereof falieth 
away, 2-5 But the word of the Lord 
endureth for ever.

Fur this is graceful, if a man for (the 
lake of) confidence toward God rndure 
grief, fullering wrongfully. 20 For 
what glory is it, if, ye (hal[,take . it pa- 
tieutly, when ye be buffeted for your 
faults ? 'hut if, when ye do well, and fuf- 
fer for it, ye take; it patiently, this is 
graceful before God. 21 For even here¬ 
unto were ye called ; bccaufe Chrift alfo 
fuflered for us, leaving us an example, 
that we fliould follow his Heps; 22 Who 
did no fin, neither was guile found in his 
mouth ; 23 Who, when he was reviled, 
reviled not again ; when he fuffered, he 
threatened nut ; but committed himfclf 
to him that judgeth rigliteoufly ; 24 

Who his own fell' bare our fins in his own 
body on the tree, that we being freed 
frOm fins, Ihould live unto righteoufnefs;

5 For after this 
maimer in the old time the holy women 
alfo, who trufted in God, adorned them- 
felves, being in fubjeftion unto their own 
hufbands; 6 Even as Sara obeyed Abra- 
hrtm, calling him lord : whofe daugh¬ 
ters ye are as long aS ye do well, and 
arc not afraid fo as to err by any amaze¬ 
ment. 

7 Likewife, ye hufbands, dwell with 
them according to knowledge, giving ho¬ 
nour unto the wife, as unto the weaker 
veflel, and as being heirs together of the 
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grace of life; that your prayers be net 
hindered. 

6 Finally, be ye all of one mind, hav- 
, ing companion one of another, love as 
brethren, be pitiful, be courteous : 9 

Ndt rendering evil for evil, or railing fer 
railing, but contrariwife bleffing; know¬ 
ing tliat ye arc then-unco failed* thin ys 
ihould inherit a blclGag. 

to For he that will love life, and fee 
good days, let him refrain his tongue 
from evil, and his lips that they lpeak no 
guile; 11 Let him avoid evil, and do 

good,—let him feek peace, and purfue it. 
12 For the eyes of the Lord arc upon the 
righteous, and his ears are open unto 
their prayers^—but the anger of the Lord 
is againlt them that do evil. 13 And 
who is be that will harm you, ifye be fol¬ 
lowers of that which is good? 14 But if 
yc fuller for righteoufnefs’ fake happy ate 
ye—S q be not afraid of their tenor, nei¬ 
ther be troubled; 15 Bpt fanftify the 

Lord God in your hearts; and be ready 
always to give an anfwer to every man. 
that alketh you a reafon of the hope that 
is in you, with meeknefs and fear.—. 
16 Having a good coufcience ; that, 
whereas they fpeak againft you as evil¬ 
doers, they may be afhamed that falfely 
accufe your £ood convcrfation in Chriff, 

17 For it is better, it the will of* God 
be fo, that ye fuller for Well-doing than 
for evil doing. 18 For Ghrifc alfo hath 
once Tuficred for fins, the juft for the un- 
juft, that lie migli; bring us to God, be- 
ing put to death in the fiefli, but quick¬ 
ened by the Spirit (of God) • 19 By
